In  the  succeeding  autumn,^ 
he  renewed  his  visit  He  was  every 
where  received  as  an  angel  from  Hea* 
ven,  and  multitudes,  among  whom 
were  Kings  and  Chiefs,  received 
from  his  lips  the  joyful  sound  of 
Salvation.

and  its  general  appearance,  the  celebrated  ChurekMiaumttrtf  Rtgidetf  printed 
in  London. 

The  work,  as  it  proceeds,  will  embrace  tiie  operations  of  the  Umted  Ibre^ 
Mi$9iimary  Soeidy ;  o(th!tAmer%emiBomttofChmmi9$i&nerifirFtreig^ 
Munu ;  of  the  Board  t^Misswns  under  the  patronage  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Chnrch ;  of  the  Boctrd  ofMis9um$  under  the  care  of  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Synod;  of  the  ProiestarU  Episcopal  MMonary  Soeidy ;  of  the 
MeAodut  Epiicopal  Misiionary  Society;  of  the  BapMBoard oflhreignMit' 
nana;  and  of  other  Missionary  Soci^es  in  this  country.  It  will  also  embrace 
a  concise  and  satisfactory  view  of  the  efforts  of  the  principal  Missionary  Socie- 
ties in  Great  Britain,  and  on  the  Continent  of  Europe ;  of  the  rise  and  progress 
of  our  own  and  of  other  National  Bible  Sodeties ;  and  of  the  exertions  of  the 
nnmerous  Institutions,  formed  for  the  promulgation  of  Christian  knowledge« 
and  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  world. 

It  is  believed,  that  a  work  of  this  kind,  judiciously  conducted,  cannot  but 
be  considered^  at  tbe  present  eventful  period,  as  an  important  denderatwm  in 
this  country.  In  London,  there  are  not  less  than  Are  periodical  publicatioiiSi 
devoted  principally  to  the  Misoonary  cause. 

Tbe  situation  of  the  Editor,  as  the  Domestic  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
United  Foreign  BlissioQary  Society,  and  as  a  Member  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions established  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  toge- 
ther with  hb  extensive  correspondence  abroad,  will  afford  him  many  facilities 
for  procuring  the  eariiest  Missionary  Intelligence  fh>m  every  quarter  of  tho 
world;  and  he  pieces  himself  to  spare  no  exertions  to  render  the  work  both 
useful  and  interesting  to  the  Christiao  conmmnity,  and  worthy  of  a  labtnl  and 
extensive  patronage. 

As  it  is  a  leading  design  of  this  woris  to  furnish  a  correct  and  hnpartia]  record 
of  Missiooary  exertion,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  it  is  deemed  expedient  to 
introduce  into  the  first  number  a  brief  view  of  the  Protestant  Misaionary  sta- 
tions in  every  quarter  of  the  work! ;  together  with  the  names  of  the  Misskma- 
ries  and  Teachers  attached  to  each,  and  the  title  of  the  Society  by  which  each 
Is  supported.  These  statk>ns,  for  the  convenience  of  the  Reader,  are  arranged 
In  alphabetical  order.  For  the  facts  contained  in  this  alphabetical  list,  so  far 
as  they  relate  to  stattons  under  the  care  of  societies  in  Great-Britain^  the 
Editor  is  indebted  to  the  last  volume  of  the  Church  Missionary  Register ;  those 
rating  to  stations  under  the  care  of  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
Foreign  BfisskHw,  were  kindly  furnished  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
that  Institution;  and  the  remainder  were  derived  from  other  authentic  sources.

This  interesting  Report  commences  with  a  brief  notice  of  the  Society's  cor- 
respondence abroad,, and  the  accession  of  auxiliary  Institutions  at  home.  It 
then  proceeds  with  a  detailed  view  of  the  journey  of  the  agents,  Messrs.  Epa- 
phras  Chapman  and  Job  P.  V tnall,  who  had  been  sent  out  to  the  Missouri  ter- 
ritory, to  examine  the  state  of  the  Indian  tribes,  and  to  select  suitable  ground 
for  Missionwy  stations^  The  agents,  having  been  regularly  licensed  to  preach 
the  Gospel,  and  having  received  their  Instructions,  commenced  their  exploring 
tour  on  the  5th  of  May,  1819.  They  were  treated  with  much  hospitality  on 
their  way  to  the  seat  of  government

duction  to  all  the  agents  and  factors  proceeded  through  the  western  part 
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of  Virginift,  and  the  etstera  part  of 
Tennessee,  direetly  to  Brainard,  a 
Missionary  station  under  the  care  of 
the  American  Board  of  Commissionera 
for  Foreign  Missions^  situated  on  the 
southern  bank  of  the  Chickawangah 
river.  On  this  part  of  their  journey, 
the  report  thus  remarks : 

By  the  people  between  Washington 
and  BraiiiArd,  they  were  generally  well 
reeehred.  A  few  appeared  to  regard  the 
Missionary  cause  with  great  Interest,  con- 
fidently anticipated  the  saccess  of  our 
agents,  and  firmly  believed  that  the  Lord 
was  now  appearing  gloriously  to  boild  op 
Zion.  A  larger  number  doubted  whether 
the  Indians  would  ever  be  converted ; 
and  many  appeared  to  cherish,  from  the 
recollection  of  former  suflferiogs  of  them- 
selves and  relatives  in  Indian  wars,  the 
most  inveterate  prejudices,  not  only 
against  the  Indians,  but  also  against  all 
those  who  were  disposed  to  show  them 
any  favour.  Our  agents  exerted  them, 
selves,  in  passing  through  the  states,  to 
eommnnlcate  as  much  Missionary  infor- 
mation as  possible— to  remove  the  pre- 
jodtces  of  the  people-^to  awaken  in 
them  a  Missionary  spirit— and  to  prepare 
them  for  contributing,  at  some  future  pe- 
riod, to  tbe  MiMionary  cause.  In  a 
great  number  of  places  in  the  valley  of 
Virginia,  and  East  Tennessee,  they  were 
promised  by  tbe  friends  of  religion,  that 
they  would  attempt  to  form  Auxiliary  So- 
cieties, assist  in  civiliElng  the  Indians, 
and  join  with  as  In  sending  tbem  the  Gos- 
pel. 

Arrival  at  the  Cherokee  Ageneif, 

Om*  Missionaries  were  received,  at  the 
agency  of  the  Cherokee  nation,  with  par- 
ticular attention  and  re^ct,  by  Colonel 
Meigs,  the  United  States  agent,  and  by 
bis  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Tennes- 
see* 

The  Governor  addressed  a  letter  in 
their  behalf  to  the  principal  men  among 
the  Cherokees,  on  the  Arkansas.  Colo- 
nel Meigs  also  wrote  to  the  chiefs  of  the 
Cherokee  nation,  in  that  territory.  After 
SBformlng  them  of  the  character  and  de- 
sign of  our  BUsrionaries,  he  observed — 
"  These  good  men  wfll  be  glad  to  be  Uh 
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strumeats,  under  tbe  guidance  of  the 
Great  Spirit,  in  canying  into  effect  tbe 
object  of  their  honourable  Society ;  it  Is 
not  doubted  by  me  but  that  yon  will  re- 
ceive these  Ministers,  as,  indeed,  yovr 
loving  brothers,  because  you  have  alrea- 
dy tasted,  in  a  small  degree,  of  what  Is 
nowofferedyott.  Your  favourable  answer 
will  cheer  their  hearts,  and  enable  then 
to  make  a  pleasing  report  to  those  great 
and  good  men  who  sent  these  young  Mi- 
nisters to  see  you.  Toor  good  dispori- 
tlon,  and  good  sense,  will  enable  yon  to 
consider  the  value  of  what  is  proposed 
to  you,  and  to  give  them  a  proper  answer 
—and,  may  the  Great  Spirit  dhfect  and 
keep  you  and  your  children/' 

In  a  letter  from  the  same  agent,  to  Go* 
▼emor  Clarke,  who  then  controled  tlio 
whole  coantiy  through  which  our  Mis- 
sionaries were  to  pass,  after  an  affec- 
tionate introduetlon,  explaining  the  na- 
ture of  their  errand,  and  the  advantage 
they  were  hoping  to  derive  from  the  in« 
formation  and  advice  which  he  could 
communicate— adverting  to  the  views  of 
our  Society,  and  the  success  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries at  Brainard,  he  observed— 
**  This  plan  promises  more  tiian  has  yet 
been  done  by  our  anoestors  in  this  ooon- 
try.  To  consider  industry  as  one  of  tlie 
moral  vhrtoes,  and,  as  especially  enjoin- 
ed on  man  by  the  Creator,  vrill  l>e  a  sen* 
timent  inenleated  by  the  teaehen.  If 
idleness  can  be  Imiished,  vice  wHl  go 
with  it,  and  wUl  l>e  sncoeeded  by  indns- 
try ;  and  the  meral  vhrtoes  and  dvfllMi- 
tlon  will  be  attained."  As  strangers  to 
the  immense  wildemess  of  the  western 
country,  they  were  commended  to  his 
friend^  aid,  and  especially  for  advice  on 
access  to  the  Osage  and  Caddoo  tribes  of 
Indians.  Letters  of  similar  import  were 
also  addressed,  by  that  gentleman,  to 
Major  Lewis,  agent  of  the  Arkansas 
Cherokees,  and  to  Captain  Charies 
Reese,  formeriy  one  of  the  great  war- 
riors (^  the  nation,  now  a  humble  Chris- 
tian, and  an  industrious  farmer.  On 
their  journey  they  were  accompanied  by 
Captain  iobn  Brown,  bretlMrof  the-oe- 
lebrated  Catfaariae  Brown ;  md  by  Cap- 
tain John  Miller,  the  United  States  In'* 
terpreter,  entirely  at  the  expense  of  the 
government.

On  their  aniyal  *t  Briiiwrd«  tkey  wert 
fMehrad  by  tke  Blioiomrief  with  inei- 
prtifible  jc^.  "  Few  leenes,"  iaid  one 
of  our  egeotSy  '<  ever  afforded  me  lo 
nmoh  heppinew  u  I  witnesfed  there." 

Tki^  knm  adapted  at  Braiiiardy  and 
have  saeeeaifuUy  ased^the  Laacasterian 
plaa  of  inttmetioii.  Tlie  acoomit  receiv- 
ed of  the  maimer  io  which  the  obildreo 
aie  employed  it  eioeedingly  iotereatiiig. 
Diridii^;  their  time  between  stody,  mefiil 
laboar>  aad  ianoeent  reereatioD,  they  are 
always  employed.  Aad  the  habitual  ei- 
ereise  of  singlog  hyauis  In  praire  of  the 
Redeemer,  was,  to  me  the  laoguege  of 
one  of  our  Biimloiiariety  like  bringing 
down  Heaven  upon  eaith. 

Before  and  after  Diviae  Service,  on 
the  Sabbath,  they  attend  to  oatechetieal 
imtractioo,  and  ipend  the  remainder  of 
the  day  In  reading  aad  tfaiging.  They 
generally  commH  a  hymn  to  mamory, 
with  Its  tone,  on  eaeh  Sabbath,  and  in 
this  way  have  a  vast  mmber  of  English 
hyvns  eontlnnally  at  eommand ;  and 
they  have  lately  composed  many  hymns 
in  the  Cherokee  langnage,  which  they 
eagerly  learn,  and  frequently  sing,  espe- 
eially  when  they  go  home  on  a  visit — 
and  with  these  their  people  at  home  are 
very  mneh  pleased  and  instreeted.  Reli- 
gious instinolion  thus  eomihg  to  them 
with  the  eharms  of  music,  and  from  the 
lips  of  thebdeer  little  ones,  produces  an 
offeet  upon  their  mkids,  more  lasting  aad 
prefttable,  than  if  communicated  in  any 
other  way  which  has  as  yet  been  devis- 
ed* The  aged  people  say— ^<  Now,  this 
is  good  talk— U  resembles  the  talk  which 
the  old  people  used  to  make  to  us  when 
we  were  small  children— hut  alas!  the 
wicked  white  people,  who  have  come 
among  us,  have  rooted  it  out  of  our  na« 
tiott.  We  are  glad  that  the  Great  Spirit 
has  sent  these  good  BfissioDaries  to  bring 
H  back  Pgain  to  us." 

While  at  Brainard,  our  agents  receiv- 
ed an  eMelleot  letter  from  Mr.  Charles 
Hicks,  the  most  hiflueatial  chief  in  the 
old  nation,  addressed  to  the  beloved  man 
or  king,  and  his  warrion,  at  Aricansae. 
After  intredocing  our  Missionaries  in  the 
most  impressive  and  affectionate  mao- 
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ner,  pointing  out  the  Society  by  whoai 
they  were  sent,  the  object  of  tlMir  jonr« 
ney,  and  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  the  education  of  their  children  in 
religion,  in  lettera,  and  in  the  arts  of  ci- 
vilised life — having  eihibited  the  nations 
of  red  people,  from  adherence  to  their 
ancient  habits,  as  so  melting  away  before 
the  whites,  that  in  some  instances  no- 
thing was  left  of  them  but  the  national 
name,  he  observed — "  You  may  think  it 
very  strange  for  men  to  go  so  far  to  in- 
struct your  children,  and  yet  ask  nothing 
for  their  trouble.  I  will  tell  you— that 
the  Son  of  our  common  Father  above 
has  commanded  his  believers  to  go  and 
make  bis  will  known  to  all  people  who 
are  ignorant  of  it— and  in  love  to  his  re- 
vealed will  are  they  come  to  you,  to  ask 
your  consent  to  instruct  your  children* 
that  they  mi^  be  raised  to  their  future 
prosperity.  My  friend,  we  know  of  no 
nations  of  red  people  who  have  gone  so 
far  to  Instruct  the  ignorant ;  it  is,  there- 
fore, in  perfect  obedience  to  the  mandate 
from  above,  that  has  brought  forth  great 
numbers  of  our  elder  brothers,  among 
the  different  nations  of  red  people,  to 
instruct  them  to  be  as  happy  and  prospe- 
rons  as  themselves.'*  This  letter  waa 
closed  with  describing  their  ezperienca 
of  the  character  and  conduct  of  the 
Brainard  Missionaries.  *<  We  have  found 
them,"  said  he,  "  to  be  our  true  fnends, 
for  they  are  friends  lo  all  mankind.  You 
will  find  that  to  be  true  which  I  have  told 
you."  Thb  letter  was  accompanied  by 
one  from  a  young  chiefs  by  the  name  of 
Ross,  addressed  to  one  of  the  principal 
chiefs  at  the  Arkansas,  replete  with  ar- 
gument and  good  sense,  and  which  is^ 
supposed  to  have  had  great  influenee. 

•frivol  at  Fort  Deposit, 

From  Brainard  oar  Missionaries  pro- 
ceeded to  Fort  Deposit,  where  they  were 
detained  two  days  to  hold  a  talk  with  sis 
or  eight  of  the  most  respectable  chieft, 
who  intended  going  to  the  Arkansas  ia 
the  fall.  The  talk  addressed  by  them,  ta 
their  friends  on  the  Aricansas,  was  dated 
June  28d,  ISIO,  and  is  as  follows  :— 

^  Friends  and  Brothers— We  have  iiad 
the  pleasure  to  have  Messrs.  Chapmaa 
and    Vbiall,  Missionaries   from    New* 
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Torky  with  oft  for  two  days.  They  have 
come  a  great  way.  We  approve  of  their 
object  We  wish  our  children  to  be  edu- 
cated, and  we  are  much  pleased  to  know 
that  they,  as  well  as  the  good  men  that 
have  sent  them  to  us,  are  thus  disposed 
to  do  good  to  our  children.  We  feel  the 
want  of  those  things  which  they  will 
teach  our  childreni  and  which  we  are 
sensible  will  prove  beneficial  to  them. 
They  come  well  recommended.  They 
have  recommendations  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  War,  and  also  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  State,  and  from  the  honourable 
Society  which  have  sent  them.  We  do, 
therefore,  request  all  those  chiefs  who 
are  now  in  the  Arkansas  country  to  re- 
ceive these  Missionaries  kindly,  as  our 
friends  and  brothers,  and  render  them  all 
the  assistance  in  their  power  in  establish- 
ing schools  among  the  Cherokees,  and 
In  endeavouring  to  establish  schooU 
among  the  neighbouring  tribes.  And  let 
OS  manifest,  said  they,  by  our  conduct, 
that  the  Cherokees  are  not  behind  any 
other  red  people  in  acknowledging  the 
endeavours  of  good  white  men,  to  raise 
our  youth  to  equal  privileges  with  those 
of  any  of  the  nations  of  the  earth."  This 
talk  was  signed  by  the  beloved  man  or 
king,  and  by  twenty-three  warriors. 

^Srriodl  at  (he  Cherokee  setdeniffrd  on 
the  Arkansas^  and  interview  urith 
the  Indian  chiefs. 

Jn  their  jotamey  from  Fort  Deposit, 
Tennessee,  to  Dardanelles,  the  Missiona- 
ries suffered  considerably  from  unwhole- 
some water,  want  of  provisions,  and 
heavy  rains.  They  observed,  that  there 
are  no  inhabitants,  white  or  red,  between 
Muscle  Shoals  and  Chickasaw  Bluffs,  on 
the  Mississippi,  and  very  few  animals. 
It  is,  therefore,  so  far  from  being  a  howl- 
ing wilderness,  that  it  rather  seemed,  in 
their  apprehension,  to  have  the  stillness 
of  the  house  of  death.  After  encounter- 
ing the  difficulties  above  named,  and 
others  which  arose  from  the  overflowing 
of  the  low  grounds,  through  which  they 
had  to  pass,  and  from  crossing  nvers,  they 
arrived  safely  at  the  Arkansas  on  the  13th 
of  July. 

They  immediately  waited  on  the  be- 
loved man,  who  expressed  great  satisfiM;- 
tion  from  their  visit,  and  promised,  after 

July,  1820. 
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conversing  with  some  of  his  chiefs,  to 
call  a  council.  A  few  days  after  their 
arrival,  our  Missionaries  were  both  seized 
with  bilious  fever,  and  confined  by  it  for 
four  weeks.  The  time  for  holding  the 
council  having  arrived  before  they  were 
sufficiently  recovered  to  transact  their 
own  business,  they  committed  it  to  the 
United  States  agent,  Idr.  Lewis,  who  ob- 
tabed  for  them  the  following  talk ; — 

'*  We,  the  undersigned  chiefs  of  the 
Cherokee  nation,  on  the  Arkansas,  in  be- 
half of  ourselves  and  our  nation,  in  gene- 
ral council  assembled,  this  3d  day  of  Au- 
gust, 1819^  having  been  applied  to  by  our 
brothers,  Epaphras  Chapman  and  Job  P. 
Vinall,  Missionaries,  acting  under  the 
instructions  of  the  United  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  New- York,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  schools  within 
our  nation  for  the  education  of  our  chil- 
dren, and  for  the  introduction  of  mechan- 
ics, for  the  use  and  benefit  of  our  na- 
tion, and  of  the  school ;  do  hereby,  with 
our  entire  approbation,  consent  to  their 
wishes,  provided  they  establish  them- 
selves within  a  few  miles  of  our  eastern 
boundary  line.  We  are  desirous  of  hav- 
ing as  many,  and  such  kinds  of  mechan- 
ics, as  may  be  mpst  for  the  benefit  of  the 
nation,  especially  wheel-wrights. 

**  We  wish  it  expressly  understood, 
that  if  after  the  Missionaries  have  estab' 
lished  themselves,  their  conduct  be  such 
as  to  meet  our  approbation,  we  will  pro- 
tect and  love  them  for  a  long  time ;  but 
provided  their  conduct  generally,  or  any 
of  them,  should  prove  disagreeable  to 
our  nation,  we  reserve  the  right  of  hav- 
ing the  whole  of  them,  or  any  part  of 
them,  removed  from  our  lands,  by  the 
authority  of  a  general  council.  It  is  our 
wish  that  the  Mission  should  be  establish- 
ed among  us  as  soon  as  possible.  In  tes* 
timony  whereof  we  have  hereunto  set 
our  hands,  the  day  and  date  above  writ- 
ten.'* 

The  above  talk  was  signed  by  sixteen 
chiefr,  in  the  presence  of  several  wit- 
nesses, attested  by  Major  Lewis,  as  a  true 
copy)  the  original  being  filed  in  his  of« 
fice. 

Intervtew  unth  the  Osage  Chiefs. 

Our  Missionaries  accompanied  MajorC 
Lewis  to  the  garrison,  at  the  junction  of 
C 
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flie  river  Poteau  with  the  Ailaosas,  to 
Attend  the  coancil  there  to  be  held  be- 
tween the  Cherokees  and  the  Osages.  At 
that  plaee  they  were  ktndly  received,  and 
were  introduced  to  the  Usage  chiefs  un- 
der the  most  advantageous  circumstances. 
The  object  of  their  Mission  having  been 
explained,  and  the  address  of  the  Society 
presented,  they  were  much  pleased,  and 
made  a  reply,  dated  Fort  Smith,  Septem- 
ber 27th,  1819. 

"  All  of  you  Fathers,^!  shake  hands 
with  you,  and  the  Great  Spirit  is  witness 
that  it  is  with  a  good  heart.  In  shaking 
hands  with  you,  I  embrace  all  my  white 
brethren.*'  Having,  aflerthis  introduc- 
tion, expressed  their  thanks  to  their  great 
father  at  Washington  for  sending  his 
white  children  to  instruct  them,  signified 
theUr  desire  that  their  young  men  might 
be  initiated  in  the  mechanic  arts,  their 
young  women  in  domestic  economy,  and 
that  all  their  young  people  might  be 
taught  to  read  and  write,  they  concluded 
with  saying,  «  I  shall  consider  the  house 
which  our  great  father  wHI  build  for  tlie 
education  of  our  children  our  home,  as 
wa  do  this  place.  I  wish  our  great  father 
would  send  us  the  teachers  as  soon  as  he 
van,  with  their  necessary  equipments.  I 
shook  hands  with  our  great  father  at 
Washington,  and  I  still  hold  it  fast.  We 
Bust  all  have  one  tongue." 

This  speech  was  signed  by  nine  chiefs. 
After  the  above  talk,  the  Bible  was 
shown  tbem,  and  they  were  told  that  it 
was  the  talk  of  the  Great  Spirit,  and  that 
he  had  put  his  word  in  a  book,  that  it 
might  be  kept,  and  communicated  to 
every  natton  of  the  human  family. 

S^^araiion  of  the  Missionaries,  sup- 
posed dsaih  of  Mr.  VinaU,  and  visit 
of  Mr,  CkapfMmtoiht  Osagtcwm'^ 

Our  Missionaries  continued  together 
until  about  the  first  of  October.  Mr. 
Vhiall  being  at  that  time  in  very  indiffer- 
ent health,  he  thought  it  most  prudent  to 
descend  the  Mississippi,  in  a  large  decked 
boat,  and  if  his  health  should  not  be  re- 
stored, to  return  home  by  the  way  of 
New-Orleans. 
,  As  no  information,  to  be  relied  on, 
has  subsequently  been  received  of  our 
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brother,  it  ia  beHeved,  from  tiiat  fiaet,  as 
weH  as  from  other  concurring  circom- 
stanoes,  that  he  has  been  called  to  enter 
into  the  joy  of  his  Lord. 

After  parting  with  Mr.  Vinall,  Mr. 
Chapman,  accompanied  by  Captain 
Prior,  went  with  the  chiefs,  their  women 
and  children,  who  were  returning  to  the 
Osage  country,  to  select  the  p4aee  for  a 
Missionary  station  in  that  tribe.  We  de- 
rived, said  he,  much  advantage  from 
their  company.  They  were  very  kind 
and  attentive,  and  for  the  most  put  sop- 
plied  us  with  meat. 

It  was  very  interesting  to  hear  them, 
at  the  garrison,  joining  in  a  kind  of  sa- 
cred singing.  Every  morning,  on  the 
first  appearance  of  light,  we  heard  them 
on  all  sides  around  us,  for  a  great  distance 
from  the  camp,  engaged  in  very  earnest 
prayer  to  God,  their  Creator.  This  they 
did,  likewise,  on  all  extraordinary  occa- 
sions, as  when  they  recetved^any  distin- 
guished favour.  They  are  very  sincere^ 
temperate,  and  considerate,  and  appear 
to  regard  the  particular  Providence  of 
God  with  as  much  attention  and  reve- 
rence as  any  Christian  people. 

They  are  very  desirous  of  adopting  the 
dress  and  manner  of  living  of  the  whites, 
and  say,  if  good  white  people  will  come 
among  tbem,  and  show  them  how  to  live 
like  the  whites,  they  may  occupy  as  much 
land  as  they  want. 

During  his  continuance  with  that  peo- 
ple, Mr.  Chapman  explored  the  country, 
and  selected  a  place  for  a  Missionary  sta- 
tion— that  station,  in  allusion  to  the  three 
denominations  engaged  in  this  Missiona- 
ry work,  has,  by  a  vote  of  the  Board, 
been  named  Union. 

It  is  situated  about  twenty-five  miles 
from  the  junction  of  Grand  River  with 
the  Arkansas — one  mile  from  the  former 
river,  about  the  same  distance  from  the 
celebrated  Saline  of  that  country,  and  a 
day's  ride  from  the  principal  Osage  vil- 
lage, on  the  Vardigrease  River,  in  latitude, 
by  Melish^s  map,  35,  90  north,  and  20, 
20  of  west  longitude,  from  Washington. 
The  sclte  for  the  Missionary  house  is  in 
the  middle  of  a  very  rich  prairie,  and 
near  a  never.failing  spring  of  excellent 
water.  The  slope  of  the  ground,  imme- 
diately adjoining  the  spring,  is  as  condu- 
cive to  the  eonvenieBce  and  beauty  of  a 
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MkBog  ipoty  as  if  it  bad  been  formed  by 
art  for  thai  purpose.  Limestone  and 
daji  for  brick,  abound  in  that  country. 

On  the  8th  of  October,  aceompanied  by 
Mr.  Slower,  a  good  hunter  and  woods* 
man,  Mr.  Chapman  set  out  on  his  way 
to  the  Missouri.  Having  no  guide,  nor 
path  to  depend  on,  they  were  obliged, 
through  many  diAcoUies  and  obstruc- 
tions, to  direct  tlieir  course  principally 
by  the  compass  for  about  twelve  days. 
Cki  the  seventh  day  from  their  departure 
they  passed  through  the  viUages  of  the 
Big  Osages,  and  were,  on  two  occasions, 
providentially  supplied  with  provisions 
by  hunting  parties  of  the  0«ige  tribe, 
f^rts  of  Ibe  country  through  which  they 
passed  were  rich,  pleasant,  well  timbered, 
and«bounded  with  coal,  imbedded  but  a 
little  below  the  surdsce  of  the  eard^; 
whilst  other  parts  were  broken  and  ste- 
rile. 

Having  reached  an  American  settle- 
ment, Mr.  Chapman  parted  with  hiftcom- 
panion,  and  under  the  safeguard  of  a 
heavenly  Providence,  arrived  soon  after 
at  St.  Louis. 

JR^^ni^fiiMiiiefi^  of  ihe  Arkanifu 
Station. 

On  Mr.  Chapman's  return  to  the 
city  of  New- York,  the  Board  of  Ma« 
nagers  were  informed,  that  the  Ame- 
rican Board  of  Commissioners  for 
Foreign  Missions  had  taken  preliml> 
nary  measures  to  form  a  Missionary 
establishment  among  the  Cberokees 
on  the  Arkansas.  This  circumstance, 
together  with  the  prompt  decision  of 
the  Board,  is  thua  state<t  in  tlie:  re- 
port: V 
•  The  Board  of  Managers  having  been 
informed,  that  the  American  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions  had 
made  a  covenant  with  the  Cherokees, 
pseviotts  to  the  arrival  of  our  agents  on 
the  Arkansas,  and  bad  promised  to  form 
amongst  them  a  Missionary  establish- 
ment ;  it  was  resolved,  that  to  avoid  all 
collision,  and  to  maintain  that  good  un- 
derstanding which  ought  to  exist  between 
the  two  sister  ioSfitatioos,  this  Board  will 
relinquish,  to  theh-  American  Board,  the 
contemplated  station  among  the  Cbero- 
kees, on  oondition  of  their  fulfilling  the 
engagements  entered  into  by  onr  agents. 
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The  American-  Board  having  signified 
their  compliance  with  this  condition — ^It 
waj  resolved,  to  proceed  forthwith  to 
form  a  Missionary  establishment  among 
the  Otttget. 

Extended  plan  of  operaHon. 

In  consequence  of  a  correspondeDce 
with  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Board 
adopted  a  new  and  more  extensive 
plan  of  operation  among  the  In- 
dians. Of  this  plan,  the  report  gives 
the  following  outline : 

The  Board,  in  their  general  principles,, 
have  declared  it  to  be  their  object  to 
promote  amongst  the  Indians  not  only 
the  knowledge  of  Christianity,  but  also 
of  the  arts  of  civilized  life.  Beside  the 
branches  of  learning  taught  in  common 
schools,  the  boys  will  be  instructed  in 
agricultiure  and  the  mechanic  arts,  and 
the  giris  in  8pinning^  weaving,  sewings 
knitting,  and  household  business.  Thoy 
have  also  resolved,  that  in  every  estab- 
lishment there  shall  be  a  superintendent, 
and  an  assistant,  who  shall  be  Ministers 
of  the  Gospel.  A  schoolmaster,  a  (ar- 
mer,  a  blacksmith,  a  carpenter,  and  such 
ether  mechanics  as  shall  be  found  neces- 
sary, all  of  whom  shall  come  under  the 
general  denomination  of  Mimonarks, 
This  number  may  be  incroased  as  otca- 
sion  shall  require,  and  at  every  station 
there  shall  be  a  Physician,  by  profession, 
or  a  person  acquainted  with  the  practice 
of  phync. 

They  determined  also,  that  in  no  case 
should  any  be  taken  into,  this  service  wh» 
should  not  have  a  character  well  estab- 
Hshed  for  dbcretioo  and  piety,  and  that 
the  whole  mission  family  should  be  go- 
verned by  the  same  rules,  and,  except- 
ing in  cases^of  sickness,  should  eat  at  the 
same  table. 

7^  Missionary  FamHy^ 

We  now  come  to  the  appointment 
of  a  Missionary  famUif  for  the  Osage 
Indians  on  Grand  River;  the  arrival 
of  the  family  in  tiiis  city;  the  noble 
and  generous^  efforts  of  many  of  our 
citizens  in  fbmishing  them  with  the 
necessary  suppfies;  the  appropriate 
religious  exercises  which,  took  place, 
during  their  continuance  here;  andlC 
tbeir  departure  for  the  Wertero  Wil- 
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derness.  This  part,  together  with 
the  eoDclusioD  of  the  report,  is  given 
entire;  and  if  we  misjudge  not,  it 
will  be  perused  with  deep  and  lively 
interest 

Rtving  settled  their  prelimioary  basi- 
Btss,  the  Board  now  proceeded  to  take 
flieasnres  for  procoring  a  Missionaiy  fa- 
mily. 

To  constitute  that  familyi  the  follow- 
ing persons  were  proposed,  namely,— 
The

These  persons,  having  presented  to  the 
Committee  of  Missions  the  most  satisfac- 
tory testimonials  of  their  good  standing, 
as  members  in  full  communion  of  the 
Church,  and  of  their  qualifications  to  fiJl 
the  respective  stations  to  be  assigned 
(hem,  and  the  committee  having  particu- 
larly conversed  with  (hero  on  their  views 
in  desiring  to  go  out  on  this  Mission,  did 
unanimously  agree  to  recommend  them 
to  the  Board  of  Managers,  which  was 
accordingly  done,  and  they  were  aeve 
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rally  appointed  members  of  the  llission- 
ary  family. 

To  the  above,  and  as  constituting  a 
part  of  that  family,  we  most  add  four 
children  of  Mr.  Vaiirs,  vis.  Richard  S., 
Sarah,  Elisabeth,  and  Thomas  Scott,  who 
are  from  three  to  ten  years  of  age. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Vaill  vi'as  appointed  su- 
perintendent ;  and  the  Rev.  Epephras 
Chapman*  assistant  superintendent  of 
the  Mission. 

When  it  ttat  knovm  that  this  interesting 
family  would  collect  in  New.York,  on  or 
before  the  17th,  and  take  their  departure 
immediately  after  the  18th  of  April,  mea- 
sures were  not  only  taken  to  receive 
them,  but  also  to  provide  all  such  arti- 
cles as  might  be  uselbf  to  them  on  their 
Journey,  and  especially  when  they  shaU 
have  reached  the  place  of  their  destina- 
tion. 

The  seal  manifested  by  our  christian 
friends.  In  this  city,  and  its  vicinity,  was 
worthy  of  imitation.  Goods  were  col- 
lected, in  the  course  of  a  few  days,  of 
almost  every  deseription,  the  probable 
value  of  which  was,  on  a  moderate  com- 
putation, between  seven  and  eight  thou- 
sand  dollars ;  and  cash,  by  collections  in 
the  Churches,  and  private  donations, 
amounting  to  about  two  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

To  (he  christian  females  of  our 
Churches,  in  this  city,  and  its  vicinity, 
we  feel  ourselves  partlculariy  indebted. 
In  the  preparation  of  clothing  for  the  In- 
dian children,  and  for  our  Missionaries, 
they  have  rendered  the  roost  essential 
service. 

We  may  venture  to  say,  that  we  never 
witnessed  such  interest  in  the  fiiissionary 
cause,  as  was  exhibited  on  Monday  even- 
ing, the  17th  of  April,  in  the  Middle 
Dutch  Church,  and  on  Tuesday,  the  18th 
of  April,  in  the  Brick  Presbyterian 
Church,  of  this  city. 

On  Monday  evening  the  Mifsion  family 
was  presented  in  the  Dutch  Church  to  an 
immense  concourse  of  people,  among 
whom  were  many  Ministers  of  the  Gos- 


*  This  arnuigeiDeot  wai  adopted  in  obedience 
to  tiie  urgent  request  of  Ur.  Chapman,  who,  in 
eonsequenoe  of  his  havinf  explored  the  Cage 
CkNUWy  and  also  eoUedod  the  Wakm  Fami^jr, 
woald  oUMfwise  hare  been  appointed  6iiparin> 
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pel,  who  hftd  cODvenecl,  on  invitation, 
from  different  parts  of  tbe  conntiy,  to 
witness  the  solemn  scene. 

Three  addresses  were  delivered  on  that 
occasion — one  by  tbe  Corresponding  Se- 
cretary, embracing  a  charge  to  tbe  Mis- 
sionaries, and  one  from  each  of  the  two 
Clerical  Missionaries,  the  whole  connect- 
ed and  interspersed  with  prayer  and 
praise. 

On  the  following  evening  tbe  farewell 
meeting  was  held.  Tbe  Brick  Church 
was  thronged  at  an  eariy  hour.  It  waa 
with  some  difficulty  that  the  Managers 
and  Misiiionaries  could  make  tbeir  way 
tbroagh  the  crowded  aisles.  Short , 
speeches  were  delivered  by  five  or  fix 
clergymen,  interspersed,  as  before,  with 
prayer  and  praise— concluding  with  a 
farewell  address  of  tbe  superintendent, 
Mr.  Vaill,  and  a  beautiful  farewell  hymn, 
selected  fur  the  occasion,  and  snng  with 
great  spirit  and  effect. 

The  impressions  made  on  these  even- 
ings will,  we  trust,  long  be  remembered. 
We  hkil  them  as  the  first  fruits  of  a 
mighty  harvest,  and  as  harbingers  of  Di- 
vine Blessing  on  the  Missionary  cause. 

On  the  Thuridttif  momingy  subsequent 
to  these  exercises,  a  meeting  was  held  of 
the  Managers,  the  Missionaries,  and  their 
friends,  in  (he  Consistory  Room  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Churcb,  in  Garden- 
street.  There  tbe  commission  and  in- 
structions for  the  Missionaries,  together 
with  a  talk  to  the  Indians,  were  signed ; 
and  after  prayer,  formally  delivered  by 
Robert  Lenox,  Ksq.  the  presiding  vice- 
president,  to  the  superintendent  of  the 
Mission,  the  whole  assembly  proceeded 
to  the  Olive  Drench  Steam-Boat,  at  the 
Battery,  where  they  were  joined  by 
many  christian  friends,  who  had  been 
waiting  for  tbeir  arrival.  The  Missiona- 
ries having  embarked,  and  entered  the 
cabin,  were  once  more  commended  to 
the  Grace  of  God  by  prayer,  and  dismiss- 
ed with  the  Apostolic  benedfctk>n. 

The  whole  scene  throughout  was,  in  a 
very  high  degree,  interesting  and  impres- 
sive. 

TTu  Misnonaries  were  to  remain  a  few 
days  in  Philadelphia— to  go  from  thence 
by  land  to  Pittsburgh,  and  the  remainder 
of  their  journey  by  water.  Letters  have 
been  written  in  their  behalf  to  Philadel- 
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phia,  and  other  cities  on  the  sea  board ; 
also  to  several  gentlemen  in  and  near 
Pittsburgh. 

In  that  place  our  Missionaries  will  ob- 
tain some  additional  mechanics,  on  hire ; 
provide  tbeir  stock  of  agricultural  and 
mechanical  instruments,  and  procure  ne- 
ceuary  provisions  for  tbe  coming  year. 
Ohio  wiU  fumi^  ihem  with  maiaialt  fw 
their  buildings. 

Since  the  departure  of  the  mission  ia- 
mily,  the  Board  have  received  intelli- 
genoe  of  their  welcome  reception  in  the 
various  towns  and  villages  through 
wbieh  they  have  passed,  and  eqiecially 
in  New  Brunswick,  Princeton,  and  Tren- 
ton. In  Philadelpbia  they  experienced 
the  most  kind  and  affectionate  attentioo. 
At  their  landing  from  the  Steam-Boat 
they  were  met  by  several  Ministonof 
the  Gospel,  and  other  christian  friends, 
conducted  to  their  lodgings,  and  treated 
with  the  utmost  hospitality.  In  the  short 
time  they  continued  in  that  city,  pabBc 
exereises  of  prayer  and  praise,  connect- 
ed with  addresses  to  the  people,  were 
held  in  the  churehes,  collections  taken 
up,  donations  to  a  large  amount,  for  the 
time,  received  in  goods  and  money, 
every  possible  facility  provided  for  the 
comfortable  prosecution  of  their  jour* 
ney ;  and,  on  their  departure,  they  were 
accompanied  by  many  to  the  Centre 
Square,  in  Market-street,  and  dismisspfl 
with  their  blessing  and  their  prayers. 

Whilst  tbe  most  pleasing  prospects  arc 
thus  opening  upon  the  Aborigines  of  the 
west,  the  Board  have  not  lost  sight  of 
the  interests  of  their  Redeemer  in  South 
America. 

We  believe  that  good  things,  and  pre- 
cious things,  are  yet  in  store  for  that 
country. 

Venezuela  has  opened  the  door  of  re- 
ligious toleration — her  example  will,  in 
all  human  probability,  be  soon  followed 
by  the  neighbouring  provinces;  and  if 
80,  South  America  will  be  evangelized. 

When  we  now  contemplate  the  various 
and  arduous  duties  which  this  Board  have 
in  so  short  time,  been  enabled  to  per- 
form, the  appearance  and  character  of 
our  Missionary  family,  and  the  interest 
manifested  by  so  many  amongst  us,  of  all 
ages  and  classes,  in  Missionary  concerns, 
we  have  cause,  indeed,  to  acknowledge 
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tbe  hand  of  God,  as  Mgnally  manifested 
to  usi  to  our  Missionaries,  and  especially 
to  the  poor  perishing  Heathen,  to  whom 
they  are  now  bending  their  steps. 

In  reviewing  the  events  which  have 
occurred  amongst  us,  during  the  past 
year,  we  are  encouraged,  we  are  thiuik- 
ful,  and  we  are  joyful.

Be  it  also  known,  that  the  Managers 
of  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety, placing  unlimited  confidence  in 
the  integrity,  wisdom,  and  discretion  of 
the  aforesaid  Superintendent  and  Assist- 
ant, do  hereby  authorize  them  to  procure 
and  purchase  such  materials  and  labour, 
as  will  be  necessary  to  erect  and  furnish 
a  Mission  house  and  out-buildings,  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Mission  family; 
and  also  such  provisions  and  other  arti- 
cles as  may  be  needed  for  the  subsistence, 
support,  and  oomfort  of  said  family. 

Be  it  also  known,  that  all  drafts,  drawn 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society,  for 
the  objects  above  mentioned,  by  the  said 
Superintendent  and  Assistant,  shall  be 
duly  honoured  and  paid. 

And  the  said  Superintendent  and  As- 
sistant, and  all  the  Members  of  the  Mis- 
sion family,  are  hereby  most  affectionate* 
ly  recommended  to  the  confidence,  and 
the  kind  and  friendly  attention  of  the 
agents  and  officers  of  government,  and 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  country  through

Osage  chiefs  and  people.

Dear  Bretbreic, 
The  Board  think  it  proper,  before  they 
part  with  you,  to  disclose  to  you  an  out. 
line  of  their  views  and  expectations, 
leaving  many  things  to  your  owu  pru- 
dence and  piety.  You  will  proceed  with 
aU  convenient  despatch  to  the  Grand  Ri- 
ver by  the  way  of  Ohio.  When  you  ar- 
rive, your  first  care  will  be  to  erect  a 
temporary  buildUig,  or  buidings,  to  shel- 
ter you  and  your  effects  from  the  wea-^ 
ther.  This  done,  you  will  set  Imme 
diately  about  putting  up  those  permanent 
bttUdings  which  may  be  necessary.  The 
Board  are  partlculariy  anxious  that  you 
should  employ  a  sufficient  number  of 
Mechanics  and  other  labourers,  to  erect 
the  buildings  with  all  possible  despatch 
that  you  be  not  exposed  to  tho  inclemen- 
cy of  winter  unprotected.  This  point 
they  cannot  press  with  too  much  earnest- 
ness, as  being  of  vital  importance  to  your 
safety,  and  the  prosperous  commence- 
ment of  the  Mission. 

As  soon  as  the  buildings  are  prepared,, 
you  will  open  a  school  for  the  Indian 
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3roath  and  chfldren,  taking  them  at  tint 
into  your  own  family,  feeding  and  cloth- 
ing theoiy  training  tliem  up  to  habits  of 
indosCry,  and  teaebing  them  husbandry 
and  the  most  suitable  mechanic  arts.  All 
your  instructions  are  to  be  communicated 
to  them  in  the  English  language,  which 
they  are  to  be  taught  to  speak,  and  read, 
and  write. 

One  of  your  number  at  least  will  set 
down,  as  early  as  possible^  to  learn  the 
Osage  language,  that  he  may  be  able  to 
preach  to  the  elder  Indians. 

It  will  be  highly  important  for  yon  to 
bring  all  the  daily  exercisea  of  the  fami- 
ly and  the  school  Into  systematic  order, 
and  to  have  a  fixed  time  for  every  thing. 
In  arranging  this  part  of  your  plan,  yon 
will  derive  all  you  can  from  the  expe- 
rience of  others,  which  you  will  study 
with  particular  care. 

Whatever  station  you  nominally  occu- 
py in  the  Mission,  it  will  be  expected  ot 
yon  all  to  be  ready  to  turn  your  hand  to 
every  thing.  The  Board  would  depre- 
cate the  idea,  especially  in  the  cem- 
mencement  of  the  Mission,  of  having 
any  one  take  up  the  impression,  that  be- 
cause be  was  sent  out  to  teach,  he  was 
not  sent  out  to  work. 

You  will  always  bear  in  mind,  that  the 
property  committed  to  your  care  is  a  sa- 
cred deposit,  and  will  feel  the  pressing 
obligation  to  practise  the  most  rigid  eco- 
nomy—carefully guarding  against  all  un- 
necessary waste,  distinguishing  what  ar- 
ticles are  necessary,  purchasing  them  in 
due  season,  giving  the  preference  to  those 
which  are  the  least  |)erishing,  making  a 
proper  selection  of  workmen,  and  nei^ 
ther  employing  too  many  nor  too  few. 

It  will  be  important  for  the  Board  to 
have  before  them  the  whole  expense  of 
the  establishment  from  time  to  time,  and 
to  be  able  to  estimate,  and  to  inform  the 
public,  bow  much  you,  yourselves,  have 
contributed  to  the  support  of  the  Mission. 
To  accompibb  these  ends,  yon  will  keep 
and  transmit  to  the  Board,  an  accurate 
account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
from  whatever  quarter  monies  or  goods 
are  received,  and  in  whatever  thing  the 
expenditure  is  made.  You  will  carefully 
record  the  expense  of  your  buildings, 
and  of  all  your  improvementf  upon  the 
lands,  and  ail  the  avaiU  of  your  labour. 
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In  hiring  laboarers,  yon  will  make  it 
an  unchanging  principle  to  employ 
none  but  such  as  are  sober,  moral,  and 
peaceable ;  who  will  strictly  observe  the 
Sabbath  while  at  the  station,  and  attend 
public  and  family  worship.  No  profane 
language  is  to  be  tolerated  among  those 
whom  you  employ  No  ardent  spirits  are 
to  be  given  to  the  workmen  or  to  the  In- 
dians. 

Your  happiness  and  usefulness  will  es- 
sentially depend  on  the  preservation  of 
harmony  among  yourselves.  In  order 
to  this,  you  must  practise  largely  the  dnty 
of  self-denial,  relinquishing  your  indivi- 
dual opinions  and  wishes  when  oppoced 
to  the  will  of  the  majority.  In  all  your 
conduct,  you  must  exercise  the  most  ex- 
emplary disinterestedness.  Let  no  man 
seek  his  own,  but  every  man  the  things  of 
others.  Let  no  love  of  pre-emlnenee  ap- 
pear among  yon,  but  In  honour  prefisr 
one  another.  Muntain  a  kind  and  cour- 
teous deportment  towards  each  otber^ 
and  be  a  famUy  of  brothers  and  sisiera 
Indeed. 

On  the  subject  of  civilisation  and  the 
arts,  you  will  be  caMful  to  coincide  with 
the  views  of  the  national  government, 
and  to  report  to  them  as  often,  and  as  ex- 
tensively as  their  regulations  may  require. 
Any  suggestions  from  their  agents,  must 
be  attentively  and  respectfully  regarded. 

It  must  be  no  small  part  ef  your  endea- 
vour to  obtain  the  confidence  and  to  con- 
ciliate the  affections  of  the  Indians.  In 
accomplishing  this,  yon  will  explore  the 
grounds  of  those  prejudices  which  they 
indulge  against  white  men,  end  endea- 
vour by  every  prudent  mean  to  prevent 
them,  In  relation  to  yourselves,  and  the 
Society  which  employs  you ;  make  It 
appear  that  your  object  is  not  to  obtain 
wealth  or  honour  among  them,  but  to  do 
them  good,  both  by  raising  them  in  the 
scale  of  society,  and  in  preparing  them 
for  the  happiness  of  a  better  state. 

In  attempting  to  conciliate  the  Indians, 
we  deem  it  important  to  state,  that  you 
are  by  no  means  to  feel  yourselves  au- 
thorised to  make  them  presents,  although 
this  is  not  intended  to  exclude  such  pre- 
miums among  the  children  and  youth  as 
the  circumstances  may  requure. 

Ever  keep  In  view  the  great  objects  4C 
your  mission,  which  arc  to  evangelize 
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the  Indians ;  and  to  teach  them  the  arts 
of  civiliied  life.  In  respect  (o  the  lattert 
it  will  not  be  enough  to  give  them  the 
knowledge  of  agriculture  and  of  the  me- 
chanic arts  ;  you  must  labour  effectaally 
to  wean  them  from  the  hunter's  life,  and 
4o  bring  them  into  habits  of  patient  in- 
dustry, and  a  regular  pursuit  of  the  various 
occupations  of  civilised  man.  They 
must  acquire  through  your  instructions 
the  knowledge  of  property,  and  the  de- 
sire of  that  ease  and  independence  which 
is  the  effect  of  Industry  and  ceconomy— 
unless  these  motives  can  be  brought  pow- 
erfully and  steadily  to  operate,  you  will 
not  be  able  to  overcome  that  natural  in- 
dolence common  to  men  in  an  uncivilized 
stale.  This  radical  change  in  their  views 
and  habiU  will  undoubtedly  be  the  work 
of  time,  and  of  great  difficulty.  Yet  its 
aecomplishment  you  must  re^pard  as  vital 
to  your  ultimate  success ;  the  Gospel 
cannot  live  among  a  people  who  are  not 
thos  reduced  to  order,  except  it  be,  by 
foreign  and  expensive  means. 

In  communicating  your  instructions  on 
the  subject  of  religion,  we  need  not  say, 
you  must  begin  with  first  principles,  and 
carefully  avoid  all  useless  controversies ; 
make  great  use  of  catechisms ;  particu- 
lariy  of  those  which  lead  to  the  tlevelope- 
ment  of  the  principal  historical  facts,  and 
the  cardinal  doctrines  of  the  Bible. 

But  while  you  are  unwearied  in  your 
endeavours,  to  hnpart  the  great  truths  of 
the  gospel,  forget  not  the  necessity  of  di- 
vine influence,  but  daily  and  hooriy  im- 
plore the  aids  of  the  Splrit-^expect  to 
accomplish  nothhig  without  his  agency — 
In  your  private  instructions,  and  conver- 
sations with  the  pupils  deal  much  with 
the  conscience  and  the  heart.  Convince 
them  of  the  deep  interest  you  take  in 
their  personal  welfare,  both  temporal  and 
eternal — and  never  think,  that  the  object 
of  your  mission  is  accomplished,  till  you 
see  them  brought  into  the  fold  of  the 
son  of  God,  nnd  walking  in  the  faith 
and  order  of  the  gospel. 

These  instructions  will  be  followed  by 
others,  as  the  subject  shall  open  to  the 
Board,  and  as  the  exigency  of  the  mis- 
sion may  require.

The  Great  Spirit  has  condescended  to 
give  us  the  beloved  speech  in  the  book 
called  the  Bible.  This  teaches  us  the 
way  of  peace  and  life,  and  that  all  who 
love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  obey  his 
commandments,  shall  be  happy  in  thb 
worid,  happy  at  deaths  and  lu^>py  in  the 
worid  to  come  after  death.

Vaill  and  Epaphras  Chapman,  will  be  to 
explain  to  you,  your  wives  and  children, 
the  Bible,  the  best  of  all  works— .a  book 
which  contains  a  revelation  of  the  will  of 
God  to  nan,  which  brings  the  glad  tidings 
of  Salvation  by  Christi  and  which  sheds 
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light  on  the  fatnre  tod  everititing  state 
of  all  meo.

1.— Hrfrod  of  a  Utter  from  a  Lady  in 
PhUadelphia,  to  her  friend  in  thi$ 
city,  in  relatum  to  the  Mission  frimi- 
(y,  dated  April  29<^  1820. 

«  The  occasion  will  sanction  the  liber- 
ty I  take  intddressing  you ;  and  an  apo- 
logy would,  therefore,  be  superfluous. 
The  interest,  which  1  am  confident  yoo 
feel,  in  common  with  the  congregation 
to  which  our  dear  Miss  Foster  was  at- 
tached, including  her  beloved  Pastor,  in- 
duces me  to  gratify  her  and  yon,  by  giv- 
ing further  particulars  respecting  herself 
and  the  Mission  Family,  than  she  had  it 
in  her  power  to  give  Never,  never  have 
I  had  my  feelings  so  much  excited  for 
any  set  or  company  of  people,  as  for  that 
dear  M'ission  Family  j  but,  having  enjoy- 
ed the  great  privilege  of  entertaining  un- 
der my  roof.  Miss  Foster  and  Miss 
Cleaver,  they  have  become  doobly  en- 
deared to  me.

^  I  have  never  witnessed  in  Philadel 
phia,  so  general  an  interest  in  any  thing, 
as  this  Mission  has  produced.  On  Sun- 
day evening,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Vaill,  the  su- 
perintendent, preached  in  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church  in  Areh-street;  and  on 
Tuesday  evening  the  Farewell  Prayer 
Meeting  was  held  in  the  Dutch  Churoh, 
of  which  Dr.  Brodhead  Is  Pastor.  The 
Churches  were  crowded  in  every  part ; 
and  especially  on  the  first  evening,  hun- 
dreds were  compelled  to  retk«  for  want 
of  room.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Neill  delivered 
an  address  at  the  first  meeting,  which 
called  forth  all  the  sympathetic  feelings 
of  the  man,  and  all  the  pious  feelings  of 
the  Christian.  His  address  on  Tuesday 
evening  was  equally  impressive ,  and  his 
admonitory  remarks  to  the  Mtosion  &mi- 
ly  were  the  most  tender,  soleouii  and 
affecting,  I  ever  heard.  I  observed  an. 
Episcopal  clergyman  among  the  aodi-LC 
ence  \  and  if  a  profhsloa  of  tears  maybe  al- 
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lowed  to  express  the  feelingt  of  the  heart, 
hii  mast  have  been  as  deeply  impressed 
as  that  of  any  other  person  present.  In- 
deed, were  I  to  enter  into  all  the  parti- 
oulan  of  the  interest  excited  by  the 
Mission  Family  in  the  bosoms  of  people 
of  all  classes,  I  might  fill  a  letter  on  that 
head  alooe.  One  circamstance,  out  of 
many,  I  mast  mention.  A  poor  woman, 
who  supports  herself  by  the  labour  of 
her  hands,  went  to  Dr.  Neiil,  and  in- 
formed him,  that  she  had  heard  that  the 
Missionaries  were  to  walk  to  Pittsburgh. 
She  begged  that  it  might  not  be  so ;  but 
that  a  waggon  should  be  procured  to  con- 
rey  them,  and  she  herself  would  pay  the 
expense.  O,  who  would  not  be  willing 
to  eojoy  such  a  favoured  glow  of  sym- 
pathy! 

«  On  Wednesday  evening,  the  dear 
interesting  bead  took  their  departure.  In 
the  afternoon,  my  family,  and  some  other 
friends,  attended  our  ladies  to  a  pUce  in 
Market-street,  where  all  the  Mission  fa« 
mily  were  to  assemble.  From  this  place 
they  walked  out  to  Centre  Square,  an 
enclosure,  planted  with  trees,  and  laid 
oat  in  walks.  To  this  place  they  were 
accompanied  by  several  Ministers,  and 
many  male  and  female  friends.  There, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Janeway  offered  up  the 
parting  prayer,  in  which  most  that  were 
present,  no  doubt,  heartily  united.  The 
setting-sun,  at  the  same  time,  reminded 
us,  that  another  of  our  mortal  days  had 
passed—a  day,  like  some)  perhaps  all,  of 
the  dear  Christian  band,  never  for  us  to 
lieboU  any  more.  But  the  solemnly  im- 
pressive scene  is  beyond  the  power  of 
my  ability  to  describe.  Ministers,  and 
other  friends,  were  melted  down  to  the 
deepest  tenderness,  on  beholding  before 
them  those  who  had  sacrificed  their  all, 
even  their  relatives  and  friends,  for  the 
good  of  th<}ir  fellow-beings,  who  are  pe* 
rishiog  for  lack  of  knowledge. 

«  From  Centre  Square,  the  Family, 
(accompanied  by  a  number  of  ladies  and 
gentlemen  in  their  gigs,}  proceeded  be- 
yond the  Schuylkill,  where  they  took 
Op  tkicir  lodgings  for  the  night.  On  the 
following  morning,  they  proceeded  on 
their  joomey  at  an  early  hour. 

«  You  will  be  pleased  to  hear,  that  the 
Mias  who  lodged  at  my  house,  and  all 
tilt  dear  ^lission  faaUy}  while  they  re- 
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mained  in  this  city,  were  iavoiirtd  with 
great  cheerfulness.  They  all  seemed  t9 
be  perfectly  resigned  to  the  privations 
and  hardships  which  they  knew  they 
would  have  to  endure.  They  had  em* 
barked  iu  the  cause  of  a  Master,  who  had 
endured  innumerable  hardships,  and  wha 
had  suffered  even  unto  death,  the  death 
of  the  cross,  for  the  salvation  of  sinners. 
They  desired  not  to  draw  back— the 
cause  is  the  same-^he  immortal  interest 
of  the  perishing  heathen."

SEAR  SIB, 

In  behalf  of  the  Mission  family,  I 
write  from  this  plaee  to  record  the  good- 
ness of  God  in  bringing  them  so  far  on 
their  journey  in  peace.  They  have  betttt 
handed  from  one  place  to  another,  by 
the  special  kindness  of  their  heavenly 
Father,  and  they  would  devoutly  praise 
him  for  these  mercies.  In  Philadelphia, 
they  experienced  every  kindness  and 
every  comfort ;  and  the  efforts  of  the 
Christians  of  that  city,  for  the  good  of 
the  Mission,  were  great.  In  a  few  days 
much  VI  as  done.  And  from  that  beloved 
city,  as  from  New-York,  the  family  de- 
parted with  the  mingled  emotions  of 
pleasure  and  regret.  The  inhabitants  of 
the  places  through  which  we  passed  from 
New-York  to  Philadelphia,  were  kind  to 
us ;  particulariy  New  Brunswick,  Prince- 
ton, and  Trenton ;  and  sii^  we  have 
left  Philadelphia,  we  have  foond  Lancas- 
ter another  home  for  weary  travellers. 
In  that  place  we  spent  the  last  Sabbath, 
iu  the  enjoyment  of  Christian  hospitality 
and  communion. 

The  mode  in  which  we  travel  is  as 
economical  as  is  consistent.  We  usually 
provide  for  ourselves,  and  we  have  rea- 
son to  bless  God  for  the  health  and  cheer- 
fulness, the  union  and  love  which  per- 
vade our  family.  We  have  hitherto  been 
of  one  sptriif  and  we  cannot  rationally 
expect  greater  happiness  in  this  militant 
state,  than  ours  has  been  thus  far.  If 
we  have  had  trials,  we  have  been  tried 
only  by  mercies,  and  our  fsar  is,  lest  oa^ 
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hufeits  prove  deceltfbl,  and  turn  us  aside 
from  the  fountain  of  livwg  waUn, 

On  Monday  evening,  tliougli  macli  fa« 
tilled,  we  endeavoured  to  unite  with 
our  deariy  beloved  friends  in  the  concert 
of  prayer  for  Zion ;  and  we  liave  oppor- 
tunity for  the  morning  and  evening  sa- 
crifice. 

We  travel  at  the  rate  of  25  miles  a  day^ 
which  will  bring  us  to  Pittsburg  in  14 
days  from  the  time  we  left  Philadelphia, 
ineladln^  the  Sabbath,  on  which  we  en- 
deavour to  rest,  according  to  the  com- 
mandment. 

With  our  cordial  thanks  for  the  kind- 
ness of  the  Board,  and  prayers  for  their 
prosperity,  we  subscribe  ourselves, 
Your  affectionate  children.

»1AR  SIR, 

The  Mission  Family  arrived  in  Pitts- 
burgh on  the  12th  of  this  month  in  good 
health,  after  a  prosperous  journey  of  15 
days,  including  the  two  sabimtbs  on  which 
we  rested.  Brother  Chapman  arrived  the 
same  day,  by  way  of  Washington.-* 
We  immediately  entered  on  the  arduous 
business  of  making  preparation  for  our 
future  tour,  and  establishment.  We 
commenced  by  purchasing  two  keel 
boats,  of  about  20  tons  each.  They  were 
buUt  by  the  same  person,  in  good  style 
for  these  waters,  and  the  size  could  not 
have  been  better  calculated,  bad  they 
been  built  especially  for  our  use.  The 
bottom  of  each  is  flat  for  a  keel,  and  both 
are  well  adapted  to  descend  or  ascend 
the  rivers.  They  have  esactly  the  same 
appearance,  and  we  are  much  pleased, 
that  we  were  able  to  obtain  boats  so  good 
with  so  little  difficulty.  Two  or  three 
days  were  spent,  by  the  aid  of  Rev. 
Messrs.  Herron  and  Swift,  in  soliciting 
donations  in  necessary  artides  of  Pitts^ 
burgh  manufacture,  arid  proWsions,  in 
which  the  people  have  showed  great  libe- 
rality.    They  probably  contributed  to 
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the  amount  of  more  than  1,000  dollan, 
in  a  great  variety  of  hardware,  and  other 
things  valuable  to  the  Mission. 

The  residue  of  the  time  was  spent  in 
making  purchases,  and  loading  the  boats. 
We  spent  about  12  days  in  Pittsburgh,  and 
having  closed  our  business,  we  set  sail  on 
the  24tb  Inst,  about  10  o'clock,  A.  M.  We 
were  treated  with  kindness,  and  enter- 
tained with  hospitality ,  and  we  left  the 
city,  tfhviiig  much  cause  for  gratitude. 
The  state  of  the  river  is  very  fine.  We 
are  wafied  generally  down  its  current  by 
the  aid  of  oars,  at  the  rate  of  50  miles 
per  day.  All  on  board  is  ebeerfulness, 
activity,  and  order.  Our  family  appear 
to  be  disposed  to  bear  each  one  a  part  in 
the  necessary  labour  of  the  boats,  and  in 
providing  for  our  wants.  The  brethren 
are  good  oarsmen,  and  appear  to  feel 
that  every  stroke  brings  them  nearer  the 
Arkansas.  We  alreacfy  begin  to  look 
upon  our  boats  as  our  house  and  home 
for  a  considerable  part  of  the  current 
year.  And  though  we  have  but  a  small 
circumference  of  room,  for  a  family  so 
large,  yet  we  have  enough,  while  we 
continue  of  one  heartf  and  of  one  mind. 
We  have  two  small  cabins  in  the  hinder 
pari  of  each  of  the  boats,  for  the  family 
and  females,  and  comfortable  lodgings  in 
the  bow  for  the  rest  of  the  company.  We 
shall  be  able,  by  the  leave  of  Providence, 
to  use  them  for  our  dwelling  place  till  we 
obtain  better ;  and  are  happy  in  conve- 
niences so  much  beyond  our  expectation. 
Our  style  of  faking  our  meals  we  consi- 
der quite  su|)erior.  It  is  delightful  beyond 
expression,  to  din«,  or  take  our  tea  at  a 
long  table,  on  the  roof  of  one  of  tb« 
boats,  while  wafting  down  the  smooth 
surface.  At  the  ringing  of  the  bell  we 
lasli  the  boats,  and  repair  to  the  table, 
where  we  exhibit  the  evidence  of  an  ex- 
cellent state  of  health.  In  the  morning 
we  rise  at  the  striking  of  the  bell,  about 
four  o'clock,  unite  in  family  worship,  and 
then  proceed  on  our  voyage,  interrupted 
only  to  receive  the  donations  of  those 
along  the  bank,  who  take  a  lively  interest 
In  the  Mission-  In  saHing  down  the 
stream,  now  we  are  separated,  and  near 
we  are  lashed  side  by  side,  and  can  pass 
with  ease  from  one  boat  to  the  other| 
The  weather  has  been  pleasant,  and  w«^ 
have  abundant  cause  for  gratltsde  fofllfll, 
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who  gaiffos  the  elemenU,  and  blMses  the 
enterprise  of  the  Board,  by  whose  paren- 
tal care  and  exertioni  the  Mission  family 
has  been  so  amply  famished  for  the  long 
and  arduous  tour.  The  pledges  of  the  fu- 
ture smiles  ,of  Divine  Providence  are 
great  in  the  tokens  already  received,  and 
still  greater  in  the  promise  of  his  Son  our 
Saviour,  Lo  lam  with ifou dtoayt. 

We  procured  four  tents.  These  were 
large  and  expensive,  but  we  thiwght  it 
not  prudent  to  go  without  them.  In  mdb- 
tngthem,  the  assistance  which  the  fe- 
males of  the  family  rendered  was  import- 
ant We  found  the  articles  of  iron,  nail 
rods,  and  nails,  expensive ;  and  the  bills 
for  these,  exclusive  of  the  blacksmith's 
and  other  tools,  amounted  to  860  dollars. 
Our  boats  contain,  probably,  32  tons,  16 
each.  About  8  or  9  tons  of  this  freight 
were  brought  over  the  mountains,  and 
the  rest  we  have  added  at  Pittsburgh.  We 
have  yet  to  take  on  board  as  much  provi- 
sion as  will  be  needful,  but  we  fear  the 
article  of  wheat  flour  will  not  keep  in  a 
good  state  through  the  hot  season.  We 
would,  therefore,  suggest  the  propriety  of 
appointing  an  agent  at  Cincinnati,  to 
freight  to  us,  next  autumn,  flour  and  other 
things,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Arkansas, 
where  we  may  obtain  them,  by  the  leave 
of  Providence,  for  our  winter  supply 

Respecting  a  mill-wright,  we  have  to 
state,  that  at  Pittsburgh  we  had  such  a 
pressure  of  business,  and  so  much  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  the  man  whose  charac- 
ter and  whose  price  suited,  that  we  omit- 
ted the  business,  trusting  to  Providence. 
After  we  sailed,  we  thought  seriously  on 
the  subject.  We  considered  that  the 
Board  had  directed  us  to  procure  one, 
and  that  government  was  in  expectation 
of  our  making  great  progress  in  the  busi- 
ness. We  therefore  determined  to  pro- 
cure one,  if  possible.  By  the  direction 
of  a  kind  Providence,  we  spent  the  Sab- 
bath yesterday  at  Marietta,  where  we 
united  with  the  congregation  in  public 
worship,  and  where  we  enjoyed  the  hoe- 
pitality  and  the  prayers,  and  the  benefits 
of  the  pions.  Just  as  we  were  about  to 
embark  this  morning,  Providence  direct- 
ed us  to  a  man  (named  John  Ransom)  of 
excellent  character,  who  bears  the  beet 
teetimouials  as  a  Christian — whose  heart 
has  long  been  in  the  work,  and  whoee 
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apprenticeship  was  served  in  the  town  of 
East  Haddam,  (Connecticut,)  with  a  per- 
son  of  our  particuhir  acquaintance.  He 
being  a  single  man,  and  ready  to  gd  as  a 
yoluntary  labourer  in  the  cause,  we  con- 
sidered it  to  be  our  duty  to  take  him 
along.  His  ample  recommendations,  aa 
to  faithfulness  in  business,  skill  in  his  oc- 
cupation, and  piety  in  his  life  and  con- 
versation, induced  us  to  receive  him, 
hoping  and  trusting  the  Board  will  see  fit 
to  sanction  the  measure.  Though  he 
goes  as  a  labourer,  and  does  not  consider 
himself  a  member  of  the  family,  yet  ha 
chooses  to  go  gratuitously,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  comfortable  support. 

With  this,  we  shall  transmit  a  state- 
ment of  our  receipts  and  expenditures 
since  we  left  New-York.  The  expense 
of  the  Mission  at  Pittsburgh  amounted 
to  almost  8,000  dollars.  For  thb  sum, 
we  gave  Messrs.  ANen  and  Grant  a  draft 
on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  William 
Wilson,  Esq.  The  difference  between 
this  and  our  expenses,  with  what  Ave  had 
in  reserve,  affords  us  near  1,000  dollars 
to  defray  our  expenses  on  the  voyage* 
&c.  The  bank  in  Pittsburgh  gave  us  silver 
in  exchange  for  our  bills. 

Brother  Chapman  will  transmit  with 
this  a  statement  of  his  success  at  Wash- 
ington. 

It  is  our  desire  to  do  the  work  faithful- 
ly to  which  we  are  called.  Every  mem- 
ber of  the  family  seems  to  breathe  but  one 
spirit.  We  ask  a  continued  interest  in 
your  prayers ;  and  subscribe  ourselves 
your  servants  in  Christ  Jesus, 
WM.

*'  I  received  a  letter  from  my  Son  last 

week,  dated  at  New  Madrid  on  the  28d 


of  Jane.  He  states  that  the  family  bad 
all  enjoyed  good  health,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  few  mstances  of  temporary  in- 
disposition ;  and  that  they  have  a  very 
vi^anl,  skilful,  and  worthy  Physician — 
one  in  h  bom  they  place  confidence,  and 
one  whom  they  may  well  call  the  *  be- 
loved physician  * 

<«  He  farther  writes—*  We  were  28  days 
from  Pittsburgh  to  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio 
— «  distance  of  1100  miles.  Of  the  four 
Sabbaths  since  we  embarked  at  Pitts- 
burgh, we  passed  the  firet  at  Marietta ; 
the  second, at  Augusta,  (Ken)  the  thud, 
at  Louisville,  (Ken.)  and  the  last,  on 
board  the  Boats,  under  the  shade  of  wide- 
spreading  trees  on  the  bank  of  the  river. 
We  entered  the  Mississippi  last  evening, 
and  to*day  we  have  passed  down  the  ra- 
pid current  about  60  miles  The  water 
of  this  noble  river  is  now  in  a  good  state, 
and  still  rising.  We  have  a  faithful  pilot 
for  each  boat,  but  we  lie  at  the  bank  at 
night,  on  account  of  the  bars  and  sawyers. 
In  one  or  two  days,  we  hope  to  reach  the 
Arkansas  Country,  south  of  the  Missouri. 
Pray  for  us.' " 


SECOKD  MISSION  FAMILY. 

The  Missjon  Family  lately  sent  out  to  the  Arkansas,  by  the  United  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  had  not  reached  their  destined  station,  when  a  new  field 
forMis^onary  exertion  was  Providentially  opened  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 
This  field,  we  are  happy  to  add,  the  Managers,  with  a  promptitude  which  can- 
not fail  to  secure  to  themselves  the  confidence  of  the  Christian  community, 
resolved  to  occupy  without  delay. 

The  circumstances  in  relation  to  this  subject,  we  have  now  the  pleasure  to 
present  to  the  public 


Earlt  in  the  present  month,  the 
following  interesting  communication 
was  made  by  Col.  MeKenney,  Super- 
intendent of  Indian  Trade,  to  the  Sec- 
retary for  Foreign  Correspondence : 

Office  of  Indian  Trade, 
Georgetown,  July  5, 182a 

BSAR  SIB, 

I  have  this  moment  had  a  most  inter- 
estmg  interview  with  the  Chief,  the  Coun- 
sellor, and  the  Principal  Warrior,  of  the 
Osages  of  the  Missouri.  The  object  of 
the  depotationis,  to  solicit  the  introduc- 


tion of  the  School  system  among  their 
people,  and  to  prny  for  the  means  of  ci- 
vilization. I  wish  I  could  send  you  the 
old  Chiefs  Talk  ;  but  to  do  so,  I  should 
have  to  paint  as  well  as  to  write.  He  is 
a  most  eloquent  and  able  man. 

I  felt  authorised,  considering  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  great  anxiety  under 
which  I  perceived  them  to  labour,  and 
relying  on  the  benevolence  of  the  Society 
set  on  foot  for  this  laudable  work,  to  give 
assurance  that  they  might  expect  the  same 
attention  that  had  been  shown  to  their 
Brothers  on  the  Arkansas.    I  find  that 
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UieM  Osagei  are  jeakras  of  tbeir  Arkansas 
Brethren*  They  claim  to  have  merited) 
by  holding  fait  tbeir  promises  to  the  Gov- 
ernment, the  first  care  of  this  generous 
sort'-for  in  the  words  of  the  old  Chief, 
^  &ur  hands  are  ichitef  and  their  hands 
weUoodyr 

I  cannot  but  think:  tliat  maoh  good 
woald  remit,  could  they  be  assared  that 
an  agency  would  be  established  amongst 
them  immediately.  I  have  directed  a 
letter  to  Dr.  Worcester  also— believing, 
however,  that,  as  you  are  under  way  with 
<be  Osages,  it  would  be  best  for  you  to 
<>ccupy  that  ground.  But,  if  you  cannot 
move  in  it  at  an  early  period,  it  would  be 
better  for  the  work:  to  be  got  under  way 
faf  another  branch  of  the  general  system. 
The  tide  b  now  at  its  flood  ;  and  if  taken, 
you  will  be  borne  on  to  a  realisation  of  all 
jour  generous  hopes. 

I  have  thought  that,  if  you  could  come 
down  and  see  this  deputation,  it  would  be 
wen ;  If  not,  a  letter  would  be  highly  ac- 
ceptable.

At  the  earliest  opportunity,  this 
communication  was  laid  before  the 
Managers ;  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mille- 
doler  was  appointed  an  agent  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  city  of  Washington  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  an  interview,  and 
forming  a  covenant,  with  the  Indian 
Chiefs.  On  his  return,  he  made  to 
the  Board,  the  following  report : 

The  undersigned,  having  been  request- 
ed by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Uni* 
ted  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  conven- 
ed on  the  16th  Inst  to  proceed,  as  their 
Agent,  forthwith  to  Washington,  for  the 
purpose  of  delivering  a  Talk,  and  of  ma- 
king a  covenant  with  a  deputation  of 
Chiefii  of  the  great  Osage  nation  of  the 
Missouri,  has  the  honour  to  report^ 

That  he  left  New-Tork  on  Monday  the 
nth  inst  and  arrived  at  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington on  the  Wednesday  following.  On 
the  next  day,  he  was  introduced  by  Co- 
lonel McKenney,  Superintendent  of  In- 
dian Trade,  to  the  Honourable  the  Se- 
cretary of  War,  and  laid  before  the  Se- 
cretaiy  oopies  of  the  talk  and  covenant. 
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which  had  been  previoosly  approved  by 
the  Board,  and  which  were  then  to  he 
presented  to  the  Chiefs.  These  docu- 
ments having  been  examined,  your  agent 
was  formally  introduced  to  the  Chiefs  by 
the  Secretary,  in  an  appropriate  and 
concise  Talk  -,  in  which  they  were  told 
that  the  undersigned  was  the  person  who 
had  been  mentioned  to  them,  and  who 
had  come  from  the  great  city  of  New- 
York  to  offer  them  good  things,  and 
were  assured  that  they  might  have  confi- 
dence in  him,  and  in  what  he  had  to  say 
to  them.  We  then  retired,  accompanied 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Indian  Trade, 
into  the  audience  room  of  the  War  De- 
partment, where  the  following  Talk  was 
delivered  : 

To  the  Chief,  the  CountelloTf  and  the 
principal  Warrior  of  the  Otages  of  the 
Miuourif  nowai  IVathington, 

Brother*, — The  United  Foreign  Mis- 
^onary  Society,  in  the  city  of  New-Tork, 
have  heard  that  some  of  the  chief  men 
of  the  Osage  tribe  have  come  a  long 
journey  from  their  own  council  fires 
to  the  great  council  fire  toward  the 
rising  sun. 

Brothers^ — We  have  also  heard  that 
you  have  come  with  a  Talk  to  our  great 
Father  at  Washington ;  that  yon  wish  him 
to  send  good  men  amongst  you,  to  teach 
you  the  will  of  the  Great  Spirit ;  to  show 
you  how  he  made  the  world;  how  all 
Nations  are  come  of  one  blood,  and  are 
Brothers,  and  must  love  one  another,  and 
serve  the  Great  Spirit — to  show  you  what 
the  Great  Spirit  is  now  doing  in,  and  will 
hereafter  do  with  the  worid,  and  what 
white  men  and  red  men  must  do,  that 
the  Great  Spirit  mav  love  them,  and  take 
care  of  them,  and  do  them  good  for  ever. 

Bro/A«rj— We  have  heard  that  you 
wish  our  mat  Father  at  Washington  to 
send  good  men  into  your  nation,  to 
teach  your  young  men  how  to  plough, 
and  sow,  and  reap,  and  raise  bread 
out  of  the  grouna  as  the  white  peo- 
ple do— and  how  to  work  In  Iron, 
to  make  ploughs  and  harrows,  to 
build  houses,  mills  to  grind  your  corn, 
and  saw  your  wood,  and  to  weave  and 
make  clothing  for  you  and  your  chil- 
dren—and that  you  wish  him  to  send  out 
good  women,  to  teach  ^our  young  wo- 
men how  to  sew,  and  knit,  and  spin,  and 
to  prepare  yonr  food  to  eat  as  the  white 
people  eat  it — and  that  you  want  good 
men  and  good  women  to  teach  your 
children  how  to  read  and  write,  and 
number  like  the  white  people,  so  that 
yonr  children  mav  be  like  our  children, . 
and  know  what  they  know,  and  be  as 
great  and  happy  as  they  are. 
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Now  BroMarv^HaTiiig  heard  all  ibis, 
we  were  glad.  We  know  that  we  ought 
to  do  good  to  oar  red  brothers — the 
Great  dpirit  hai  told  as  to  do  so,  and  wiU 
be  angry  with  as  If  we  do  not. 

The  mind  of  the  Great  Spirit  was  given 
to  good  men  who  are  now  deadyaod  who 
wrote  it  in  a  boolc,  and  they  have  given 
that  book  to  us,  and  the  Great  Spbit  has 
commanded  oa  to  give  it  to  others,  till 
the  whole  world  shall  have  it  and  know 
It 

This  is  the  reason  that  many  ^ood  men 
and  good  women  have  left  their  fathers, 
and  mothers,  and  friends,  and  their 
homes,  where  they  had  every  thing  that 
was  good,  and  have  gone  to  your  bro- 
thers on  the  Arkansas. 

The  Great  Spirit  has  now  put  it  into 
your  hearts  to  come  to  our  great  Father 
at  Washington  for  help. 

Our  great  Father  loves  all  his  red  chil- 
dren and  white  children.  He  will  be 
^ad  to  see  them  all  good  and  happy. 
We  love  oar  great  Father  at  Washing- 
ton— he  knows  who  we  are — he  knows 
that  we  will  not  hart  his  red  children,  and 
therefore  calls  us  to  do  the  will  of  the 
Great  Spirit,  by  doing  good  to  his  red 
children. 

Br9ikert,'~YoQT  call  sounds  load  in 
oor  ears,  because  your  hands  are  clean 
from  blood,  and  because  you  have  held 
fast  your  covenant  with  the  government. 

Broihert, — ^We  have  sent  to  you  the 
Rev.  Philip  MUledoler,  D.D.  He  b  a 
servant  of  the  Great  Spirit,  and  one  of 
our  counsellors,  whom  you  may  love 
and  trust.  He  will  hear  veur  talk,  and 
will  make  a  covenant  with  you  on  all 
those  things  of  which  we  have  spoken. 
Open  your  hearts  to  our  brother,  and 
make  him  glad,  that  when  he  comes  beck 
to  us,  he  may  bring  us  your  good  talk, 
and  make  us  glad  also,  that  we  may  do 
▼oa  good,  and  your  children  aAeryou,  so 
long  as  your  rivers  flow,  and  the  sun  and 
moon  shall  shine  upon  the  worid.

To  this  talk.  Sans  Nerf,  the  principal 
Chiefi  replied  as  follows : 

My  Friendr--You  see  I  am  not  white 
llkeyoa ;  I  am  red— bat  my  heart  is  id 
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the  same  place  with  yoor  heart;  ny 
blood  is  the  same  colour  as  your  blood , 
my  limbs  are  like  your  limbs ;  I  am  an 
American. 

My  Ffiendf — 1  have  heard  your  talk. 
When  1  go  to  my  villagOt  do  yoo  think 
my  people  will  tell  me  to  hold  my 
tongue,  or  will  shut  their  ears,  when  I 
tell  them  what  you  say  ? 

My  Friendy^l  told  my  brother,  the 
Superintendent  of  Indian  Trade,  that  I 
did  not  come  on  here  for  my  pteasare, 
nor  to  see  the  country.  1  came  to  do 
business.  What  I  have  come  for  is  most 
done.  I  am  pleased,  and  when  1  tell  my 
people  what  yon  say,  they  will  be  pleas- 
ed. 

My  Friend,—!  repeat  it— I  am  pleased 
with  what  you  say,  and  wish  yoa  to  come 
soon.  Come  to  my  village;  if  you  stop 
at  St.  Louis,  you  wUI  not  ooma  to  my 
▼illage. 

Judging  from  their  manners,  there  ap« 
peered  to  be  some  misapprehension  od 
the  part  of  the  Chiefs,  as  to  our  real  ob- 
ject They  seemed  perpleied  from  the 
difficulty  of  comprehending  kowt  and  by 
i»hom,  all  that  had  been  promised  was  to 
be  performed.  Sans  Nerf  wanted  to 
"  see  the  man,"  who  was  to  go  out  to  hia 
village ;  and  appeared  to  think  that  there 
was  but  an  individual,  instead  of  a  foul- 
ly, to  be  sent  out. 

It  was  proposed  to  meet  them  again  at 
11  o'clock,  on  the  following  day,  for  the 
purpose  of  presenting  the  covenant,  and 
of  entering  into  farther  explanations.  It 
was  also  thought  best  that  the  covenant 
should  be  preceded  by  a  Talk  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Indian  Trade.  The 
parties  met  at  the  proposed  boor ;  and 
after  the  ceremony  of  shaking  hands, 
the  Superintendent  told  them,  that  the 
talk  thpy  were  then  going  to  hear  wat 
his  talk,  and  that  they  most  listen  to  it 

He  then  addressed  them  as  follows: 

To  the  Chief  f  the  Counsellor,  and  Wm- 
rior  of  the  Great  Osagu. 

BrotherSf—l  listened  to  your  talk  at  my 
office  in  Georgetown.  Yuu  told  me  how 
long  yon  bad  been  looking  for  the  pro* 
mises  made  you  in  1806 — and  how  you 
had  been  disappointed.  You  told  me  yoo 
did  not  nnderstand  why  so  much  should 
be  done  for  the  Osages  of  the  Arkansas 
whose  hands  were  bloody,  whilst  nothing 
was  done  for  yon  and  yoor  children,  al- 
though your  hands  were  clean,  and  you 
bad  been  true  friends  to  America. 

Ih-others^Yonr  talk  made  my  heart 
sorry.  I  heard  it  as  your  brother.  I 
gave  yon  some  reasons  why  all  these 
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good  things  htd  been  kept  away  to  long 
— ^I  told  yon  the  time  was  now  come. 

Brothertf — I  promised  you  I  would  send 
a  talk  to  my  good  brothers  in  the  city  of 
Pfew-Tork,  who  are  the  red  men's  friends. 
I  did  not  deceive  you :  No-4  will  never 
deceive  you.  My  falk  was  listened  to — 
and  here  is  my  brother  come  from  the 
great  city  of  New-York  to  see  you,  and 
to  offer  to'  send  out  good  men  and  good 
women  to  your  vill^  to  instruct  your 
children  in  all  good  things.  1  was  glad 
(or  your  sakes. 

Brothers, — You  heard  the  talk  that  was 
made  you  yesterday.  I  love  that  talk — 
it  was  good — if  it  had  not  been  good,  I 
would  have  made  it  black  all  over.  I 
would  have  told  you  it  was  not  good. 
But  I  tell  you  it  is  good,  and  the  Great 
Spirit  approves  it. 

BroUursf — I  was  pleased  when  you  in- 
vited these  good  men  to  go  on  to  your 
village.    It  made  my  heart  glad. 

Brothers, — My  good  brother  now  comes 
to  make  you  another  talk.  This  talk, 
will  be  good — 1,  who  am  your  friend,  tell 
you  so. 

BrotherSf^Vfheu  you  hear  this  talk 
which  my  brother  will  make  to  you  pre- 
sently, you  will  understand  better  what 
these  good  people  in  the  city  of  New- 
Tork  are-  going  to  do  for  you,  and  what 
they  expect  you  to  do  for  their  friends 
who  will  go  to  your  villi^ge. 

BrofAert,— If  voo  agree  to  my  brother's 
talk  the  sun  will  shine  upon  your  people — 
your  children  will  walk  out  into  the  great 
harvest-field,  and  the  increase  of  their 
land  will  make  them  happy.  They  will 
soon  gather  much  corn — their  eyes  will 
be  opened  to  read  books,  and  their  fin- 
gers will  be  taught  how  to  write,  and 
tnen  they  will  know  who  are  their  friends, 
and  who  are  their  enemies— Now  they 
cannot  know,  for  Ibey  do  not  understand 
what  their  white  brothers  say — their  talk 
is  not  like  your  talk. 

Brothertf — Hear  the  talk  which  my 
good  brother  will  now  make  you,  and 
make  ray  heart  glad  by  agreeing  to  it. 
Good  men  and  good  women  will  go  to 
you  as  friends,  and  will  make  your  people 
happy.  I  am  your  friend — all  the  world 
knows  I  am  your  friend,  and  I  tell  yoo 
these  good  people,  in  New-York,  are  your 
friends.  My  good  brother  who  has  come 
to  see  you  is  your  friend.  You  are  in  the 
hands  of  your  friends,  and  not  enemies. 
Believe  me,  and  try  all  I  say,  and  then 
you  will  know  for  yourselves. 

Brothers  —This  is  the  talk  which  I  wish- 
ed to  make  to  you — it  is  done.

To  which  Sans  Nerf  replied — 

My  Brother, — I  have  listened  to  yonr 
talk— 4  understand  every  word  of  it.  I 
understand  it  well. — It  makes  my  heart 
glad.    It  makes  my  brothers,  here,  glad 


—I  wUl  tell  it  to  my  people,  it  will  i 
them  glad. 

My  Brother, — ^I  told  you  before,  I  did 
not  come  here  to  see  thlng»— -I  had  do 
pleasure  to  come-^but  I  come  on  bo* 
siness.  All  that  I  come  for  I  have  got. 
I  will  be  glad  for  these  good  people  to 
come  to  my  village. 

My  BroMer,— My  great  father,  the  Pre- 
sident o(  the  United  States,  and  my  fa- 
ther, the  chief  of  war,  and  you  the  Super- 
intendent of  Indian  Trade,  are  all  my 
friends— I  will  hear  now  your  brother's 
talk. 

The  Covenant  was  then  delivered,  and 
b  as  follows : 

To  the  principal  Chief,  Cotauetlor  and 
Warrior  of  the  great  Osages^ 

Brothers,— The  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society  in 
the  city  of  New  York  have  heard  of  the 
Great  Osages  of  the  Missouri: — They 
have  heard  also  that  they  desire  to  have 
the  means  of  improvement  in  all  good 
things  sent  to  them  ;  and  beinc  the  friends 
and  brotherE  of  the  Great  Osages;  the 
United  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of 
New-York  have  hastened  to  serve  their 
friends  and  brothers  the  Great  Osases  of 
the  Missouri,  and  by  the  hands  of  their 
eood  brother  the  reverend  Doctor  Mille- 
doler,  they  now  offer 

1.  To  send  out  a  Mission  family  con- 
sisting of  good  men  and  good  women,  to 
live  in  the  Great  Osage  nation  of  the  Mis- 
souri. 

2.  To  teach  their  red  brothers,  by  their 
Missionaries:  First,  and  above  all,  to 
know  the  will  of  the  Great  Spirit ;  also,  to 
form  a  school  for  the  instruction  of  their 
children  in  reading,  writing,  and  arith- 
metic :  to  instruct  their  young  men  in 
some  of  the  must  useful  branches  of  the 
mechanic  arts,  and  in  husbandry ;  and 
their  young  women  in  sewing,  suinnin|;, 
knitting,  and  in  the  branches  of  aomestic 
economy. 

3.  As  the  Board  of  Managers  do  not 
send  out  their  Missionaries  to  do  hurt  but 
to  do  good,  they  will  not  suffer  them  on 
any  account  whatsoever,  to  buy,  nor  take 
for  themselves,  any  land  belonging  to  the 
nation. 

4.  The  Board  will  use  their  best  endea- 
vours to  send  out  their  Missionaries,  on  or 
before  the  month  of  April  next. 

In  making  this  covenant,  the  Board  of 
Managers  expect  from  their  red  brethren, 

1.  That  they  will  receive  and  treat  the 
Mission  Family  that  shall  be  sent  to  them, 
with  constant  love,  and  that  they  will  pro- 
tect them  from  all  harm. 

2.  That  they  will  help  them  to  find  a 
suitable  place  to  erect  toeir  buildings  to 
live  in,  and  for  the  school,  and  work- 
shops ;  and  that  they  will  ahw  lay  off  so 
much  land  as  will  enable  them  to  sow  and 
plant,  and  raise  com  and  all  such  things 
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required  for  their  sii|if»orc,aad  to  feed  the 
OMge  children  who  may  be  sent  to 
school ;  and  also  to  teach  the  young  men 
of  the  Great  Osages  how  to  plough  and 
Mfw,  aad  gather  in  their  wheat  and  rye 
and  oaCSy  and  in  general  how  to  cultivate 
theu*  lands;  and  that  the  Great  Osages  will 
protect  the  Missionaiy  Family,  and  not 
suffer  anv  one  to  hurt  them  on  the  ground 
occupied  for  such  useful  purposes*  nor 
permit  it  to  be  taken  from  them,  un- 
less the  Osages  shall  desire  to  have  this 
done  to  please  their  great  Father,  the 
President  of  the  United  States. 

3.  That  as  tlie  Miseiooaries,  when  they 
are  sent  out.  will  have  gone  so  far  from 
their  friends,  the  Great  Osage  nation 
will  be  their  friends,  and  will  comfort 
and  encourage  their  hearts,  by  help- 
ing tiiem  and  ooing  them  all  the  good  they 
can  in  every  wa)r;  and  especially  that 
our  red  brothers  will  diligently  send  their 
children  to  the  school  when  it  shall  be 
opened*  and  help  the  Misrionaries  to 
maintain  tliose  good  rules  which  are  ob- 
served in  the  government  <^  our  own 
children,  and  without  which  they  cannot 
beiMtrocted. 

4.  That  if  the  Misslonariee,  or  any  of 
them,  should  ever  so  conduct  themsefvesi 
as  to  wrone  or  injure  the  nation,  whidi 
we  hope  will  never  be  the  case,  that  the 
nation  will  not  driye  them  away  nor  hurt 
them,  but  that  they  will  call  a  couneil* 
and  if  the  council  so  determine,  that  they 
will  complain  of  them  to  their  mat  Fa- 
ther at  Washington,  or  to  the  Society  at 
I^ew-Yorlr,  who  will  take  measures  to 
punbh  them,  or  to  have  them  remoFed, 
as  the  case  shall  require. 

To  which  the  Chief  repHed— 

My  Friend, — I  have  beard  your  talk. 
You  say  your  Society  in  New- York  will 
send  a  family  and  make  a  school  in  my 
naiion.  We  are  glad — we  aceept  your 
offer  with  much  pleasure. 

Mjf  Friendj — When  I  get  back  to  my 
village  I  will  fell  this  talk  over  to  my  peo- 
ple. I  am  satisfied — my  friends  here  are 
satisfied — and  my  nation  will  be  satisfied. 

JIfy  Friendf — So  soon  as  the  family  ar- 
rives at  my  nation,  I  will  go  out  to  meet 
them,  at  the  head  of  my  warrioi^,  and 
will  receive  them  as  my  friends. 

Ml/  Frundr-YoQ  say  ^ou  want  a  piece 
of  land — you  may  point  it  out,  and  It  shall 
be  yours,  wherever  you  ohoose.  It  shall 
be  for  your  use.  I  will  mark  it  out  with 
my  finger.  It  shall  be  as  much  as  you 
want  for  the  family.    Ck>me  soon. 

My  Friendf — You  ask  me  how  ma- 
ny children  willjeo  to  school.  I  can- 
not answer  this.  I  have  children— I  will 
send  them  lo  be  instraoted.  I  believe  aH 
my  nation  wish  the  same  thing.  I  be- 
lieve they  will  generally  send  their  chil- 
di»ii  to  your  school. 

My  Friendf^l  alwi^s  wished  to  consi- 
der myself  an  American.  1  now  consider 

Jii/y,  1820. 
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myself  more  so  than  ever,  since  I  heard 
your  talk. 

My  Friendf^l  will  do  all  in  my  power 
to  make  firiendship  between  us.  The 
CoonseHorand  warrior  will  assist  me  to 
do  so. 

The  Counsellor  then  rose,  and  said— 
MyFriendr—l  have  listened  to  your 
talk — 1  have  heard  my  chiefs  answer.  I 
shall  be  home  when  your  family  come 
out — ^I  will  help  him  to  mark  out  the 
land,  and  will  be  your  friend. 

The  Warrior  then  rose,  and  said — 
My  Friend, — I  have  heard  what  my 
Chief,  and  the  Counsellor  have  promised 
— ^I  am  a  warrior.  It  b  my  business  to 
be  about  In  the  Nation — i  will  defend 
your  people  when  they  come  to  us. 

The  Chled  having  thus  assented  totW 
Covenant,  it  was  signed  and  witnessed, 
and  copies  both  of  the  talk  and  of  the 
covenant,  were  presented  to  the  Chiet 

To  the  Honorable  the  Secretary  of 
War,  as  well  as  to  Thomas  L.  McKen- 
ney  and  Joseph  Nourse,  Esqrs.  your 
agent  felt  himself  much  indebted  in  bring- 
ing this  business  to  a  happy  issue. 

Mr.  Fenner,  of  the  War  Departmenti 
is  also  entitled  to  the  thanksof  the  Board, 
for  the  very  amiable  and  Interesting  mnn- 
ner  in  which  he  acted  on  this  occasion. 
Jffe  are  much  indebted  to  him  for  th« 
perspicoitj  with  which  the  talks  were 
conveyed  in  French  to  the  Interpreter^ 
and  the  manifest  interest  he  took  in  the 
success  of  the  undertaking. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Extract  of  a  letter  to  the  Edittr,  from  an 
American  Gentleman  now  on  a  visit  to 
England,  dated,  London,  Jime  2*7, 1820. 

My  Dear  Friend, 
Whils  conversing  a  few  days  ago,  with 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Bickersteth,  Assistimt  Secre- 
tary of  the  Church  Mitnonary  Societjf,  I 
saw  a  draft,  lying  on  his  table,  signed 
'*  Benjamin  C.  Meigs,"  one  of  the  Ameri- 
can Missionaries  at  JaSna,  on  the  Board 
of  Commimoners  for  Foreign  Mimont ; 
and  was  induced  to  inquire  into  the  cir- 
cumstances. The  explanation  was  given 
in  the  following  extract  of  a  letter  from 
the  Rev,  Benjamin  Ward  to  the  Rev.  Jo- 
siah  Pratt,  dated  at  Colombo,  January  29> 
2820: 

"  My  (Nrincipal  object  for  writing  now 
is  to  enclose  a  Bill  upon  the  American 
Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions for  four  hundred  and  fifty  pounds, 
to  meet  one  which  has  been  drawn  by 
Brother  Knight  on  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Church  Missionary  Society  for  the 
same  amount,  for  the  accommodation  of 
our  American  Brethren  in  the  Province 
of  Jaffna.  They  were  reduced  to  the 
greatest  straits.  They  had  been  disap- 
pointed in  receiving  money  from  their 
Society.  They  were  involved  with  a 
Banking  House  at  fiiadrass;  and  they 
had  no  means  of  disposing  of  Bills  on 
America  in  this  Country.  Indeed  their 
credit  was  at  stake.  These  were  the  cir- 
cumstances which  induced  us  to  draw 
the  Bill,  hoping  that  it  would  not  put  you 
to  inconvenience." 

Pleased  with  the  christian  friendship 
thus  shown  by  the  Church  Missionaries 
to  our  Missionaries,  I  expressed  a  grate- 
ful sense  of  it,  and  offered  immediately  to 
pay  Mr.  Knight's  draft  out  of  my  funds 
here,  and  to  take  Brir.  Meigs's  dnit  to  be 
remitted  to  the  United  States.  This  ar- 
nngement  was  very  agreeable  to  the 
Church  Missionary  Society,  as  it  saved 
them  any  advance  of  money,  and  the  trou- 


ble of  collecting  through  Agents  the 
amount  they  would  have  advanced.  The 
generous  act  of  thev  Agent,  Mr.  Knight, 
appeared  to  meet  with  the  cordial  appro- 
bation of  the  Manors  of  this  valuable 
Society ;  and  it  gave  me  pleasure  to  be 
on  the  spot  at  such  a  juncture,  to  render 
more  easy  to  them  such  an  expression  of 
their  christian  friendship. 

This  Society,  you  are  doubtless  awara> 
ranks  among  the  most  active  and  use&l 
Missionary  Instittttions  of  the  age ;  and 
its  Secretaries  are  both  men  of  a  high  fa- 
der  of  talents,  and  of  distinguished  piety. 
I  am  told,  that  the  Rev.  Melville  Home 
has  somewhere  said,  that  he  should  count 
it  a  greater  honour  to  be  the  Assistant  Se- 
cretary of  the  Church  Missionaiy  Society, 
than  to  be  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  give  you  a  de- 
scription of  what  I  have  seen  and  heard 
here.  I  must  refer  you  to  public  Docu- 
ments for  a  sketch  of  the  different  Anni- 
versaries. I  esteemed  It  a  privilege  to 
have  arrived  in  time  to  witness  a  part  of 
them.  One  very  characteristic  feature 
of  the  season,  I  cannot,  however,  wholly 
-  pass  by ;  and  that  is  the  cordial  harmony,  ' 
of  heart  and  action,  which  prevails  among 
the  different  denominations.  At  the  An- 
niversary of  the  Baptist  Missionary  Soci- 
ety, the  Rev.  Mr.  Border,  the  venerable 
and  highly  valued  Secretary  of  the  Lon- 
don Missionary  Society,  said — ^^  It  is  pro- 
phesied tbat  the  time  will  come  when  the 
Lion  and  Lamb  shall  lie  down  together  • 
sorely  then  the  Lambs  may  lie  down  to- 
gether now."  Benjamin  Shaw,  Esq.  a 
Member  of  the  last  Pariiament,  told  his 
Baptist  Brethren,  tbat  the  different  deno- 
minations of  Christians  were  only  sepa- 
rate Regiments  of  the  same  army ;  and 
now,  said  he,  "  let  us  look  well  to  our 
Regiment,  that  we  be  not  less  on  the 
alert  than  others."— The  Rev.  Mr.  Bun- 
ting, Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Mission- 
ary Society,  hi  adverting  to  Mr.  Shaw's 
nmark,  observed-^'  We  too  will  look

ifter  yqiiy  for  tb«  Mke  of  tb«  cause.  Re- 
memhery  700  were  the  first  to  enter  the 
field.  It  will  never  do  for  you,  nor  for 
lUf  to  torn  eowards  now.  Go  out  and 
fif^t  the  battles  of  the  Lord  against  idol- 
atry and  the  prince  of  darkness."  The 
address  delivered  on  the  occasion  by  this 
Gentleman,  was  among  the  finest  and 
most  animated,  I  have  ever  beard. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Britbh  and  Fo- 
reign School  Society,  the  benevolent 
Wilberforce  made,  among  others,  the  fol- 
lowing remark : — **  It  was  once  thought, 
that  to  enrich  one  nation,  it  was  necessa- 
ry to  impoverish  another ;  but  the  nations 
of  the  world  have  now  leamedi  that  the 
prosperity  of  each  is  bes<  promoted  by  the 
prosperity  of  all/' — I  have  been  delighted 
with  (he  anaffected  piety,  splendid  fal* 
ents,  and  active  benevolence,  of  this  just- 
ly celebrated  man.  You  cannot  think 
what  an  interest  he  takes  in  America. 
"  Were  I/*  he  observed  in  conversation, 
'*  butayonngerman,  I  think  I  should  make 
a  tour  of  that  interestlog  country  for  my- 
self." I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  add,  that 
men  of  distinction  here  manifest  a  cordial 
deshw  to  promote  a  lasting  friendship,  and 
a  holy  rivalry  in  good  deeds,  between 
Britain  and  the  United  States. 

The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society 
is  the  same  superlatively  grand  monument 
of  christian  benevolence  it  ever  was. 
In  Rossia,  also,  wondrous  things  are  still 
doing.  The  Metropolitan  of  Moscow 
made  a  powerful  and  eloquent  speech  at 
the  late  Anniversary  of  the  Russian  Bible 
Society.  The  emperor  himself,  the  friend 
and  patron  of  that  important  national  in- 
stitution, appears  to  spare  neither  money, 
nor  personal  influence,  to  give  free  course 
to  Uie  Bible. 

Extract  ^fa  letter  from  an  English  lady 
rending inParis,  to  a genttetnan  in 
macUy;  dated,  My  1, 1820. 

Sib, 

As  yoor  friend,  Mr.  ,  is  just 

now  so  occupied  in  bnsiness,  as  to  make 
It  impossible  for  him  to  write  to  you  on  a 
subject,  which,  notwithstanding  the  pres- 
sure of  woridly  concerns,  is  always  near- 
est his  heart,  he  has  requested  me  to  be^ 
come  his  substitute ;  and  as  I  know  thai 
Christians  always  receive  as  kindness 
what  was  kindly  intended,  I  have  nothing 


to  fear  for  thus  obtruding  npoa  yoar  no- 
tice. Besides,  I  felt  an  earnest  desire  to 
thank  you  for  the  very  great  pleasure  I 
experienced  in  reading  your  account  of 
the  Mission  to  the  Osage  tribe  of  Indians. 

Mr. ,  permitted  me  to  take  a  copy 

of  it,  and  it  will  very  shortly  be  translated 
into  French,  and  will  appear  in  one  of  the 
Monthly  publications .  Indeed,  Sir,  these 
are  glorious  times  in  which  we  live,  and  I 
pity  those  from  my  heart  who  do  not  feel 
their  privileges.  It  gives  me  unfoigned 
pleasure  to  see  that  there  has  been  such 
an  out-pouring  of  the  Spirit  in  America* 
It  is  only  since  I  became  acquainted  with 

Mr.  and  Mrs. ,  that  I  have  bad  any 

idea  of  it ;  and  since  then,  I  have  been  at 
a  continual  feast ;  such  enjojrment  have  I 
derived  from  the  numerous  publications 
they  are  constantly  receiving.  Although 
an  English  woman,  and  formerly,  per- 
haps, an  illiberal  one  in  regard  to  Ameri- 
ca, I  now  hail  her,  not  as  a  rival,  but  as  a 
sister ',  and  should  she  be  destined,  as  ma- 
ny have  predicted,  to  eclipse  the  glory  of 
Britain,  may  it  be  by  her  superior  useful- 
ness in  the  Saviour's  cause.  If  the  com- 
ing of  the  Lord's  kingdom  be  hastened, 
I  say  it  from  my  heart,  no  matter  who 
are  the  honoured  instruments.  We  are 
sure  that  those,  individually  or  collective- 
ly, who  duirt  to  work,  will  be  employed. 
Let  us,  therefore,  cherish  a  holy  seal  in 
the  heavenly  cause,  and  mutually  stimu- 
late each  other  to  love  and  good  works, 

I  should  like  now  to  pay  you  in  kind  for 
the  pleasure  you  have  given  me,  by  tell- 
ing you  the  state  of  religion  on  the  conti- 
nent. Paris  will  naturally  interest  yon  tfaa 
first,  as  it  b  the  scene  of  the  labours  of 
your  good  friend ;  and  I  am  sure  he  was 
sent  here  in  mercy ;  for  bu  indinatioa 
and  his  situation  in  life  oomMne  to  make 
him  a  point  of  attraction  to  all  who  want 
to  be  aided  or  informed  in  the  good  caose. 
Hb  house  is  open  to  all  who  love  the 
Lord  Jesus ;  and  to  our  countrymen  his 
acquaintance  is  most  precious,  because 
they  generally  begin  their  christian  sur- 
vey at  Paris,  and  it  is  essential  to  get  at 
once  into  the  right  channel 

The  state  of  religion,  in  France,  is  traly 
lamentable.  Ainong  the  Catholics,  it 
can  scarcely  be  said  to  exist  Many  tn- 
judicUnu  eflforts  have  been  made  to  re* 
vive  it ',  but  the  people  in  general  are 
tired  of  the  superstition  of  the  Romish 
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Chnreh,  and  unleu  a  porer  doctrine  is 
(avghtthem,  tbe^rwill  have  no  religion 
at  all.  The  lower  classes  are  free-think- 
ers without  reasoning,  and  the  higher 
classes,  by  reasoning.  If  the  holy  Scrip- 
tures could  circulate  folly  and  freely 
«mong  the  people,  I  think  a  happy  change 
might  take  place.  Bat,  whether  it  is  in 
the  order  of  Providence,  that  France 
should  soon  be  converted,  or  should  long 
remain  infidel  France,  we  cannot  at  pre- 
sent undeistand.  Still,  I  think,  every 
effort  should  be  made  for  these  our  mis- 
guided brethren,  who  sit  in  darkness, 
while  marvellous  light  Is  shining  around 
them.  Individuals  may  be  saved,  al- 
though the  nation  remain  antichristian. 

In  the  French  Protestant  Church,  there 
is  a  dawning  of  light.  The  cruel  perse- 
cutions under  which  they  have  laboured, 
and  in  a  less  degree  still  labour,  have 
been  accepted  as  the  corrections  of  a  ten- 
der Father.  Repentance  and  sorrow 
have  succeeded  to  thoughtless  dissipa^ 
tlon ;  and  many,  who  formerly  met  toge- 
ther to  amuse  themselves,  now  meet  to 
read  the  Scriptures,  and  to  unite  in  prayer. 
This  applies,  however,  more  parti- 
eolariy  to  the  South  of  France.  In  Pa- 
ris, the  Protestants  are  hardly  yet  awake. 
They  have  not  suffered ;  and  such  is  the 
vile  ingratitude  of  our  nature,  that  we 
wiUnot  love  our  Heavenly  Father,  until, 
through  his  chastisements,  we  are  made 
to  feel  hb  power. 

The  Protestant  Bible  Society  m  this 
city  is  working  with  infant  efforts.  It 
has  a  few  fond  nurses ;  and  when  your 
friend  went  round  last  week  to  mdce  a 
part  of  the  collections,  he  met  with  a  few 
widow's  mites  and  orphan's  savings, 
which  seemed  an  earnest  of  future  bless- 
ings. The  Tract  Society  proceeds  with 
less  energy.  Tour  friend  is  now,  I  be- 
lieve, its  only  active  agent  There  is  a 
Society  organiaing  here.  Which  is  simi- 
lar in  object,  though  not  inform,  to  your 
Peace  Society.  A  full  committee  met 
here  last  Monday  to  adopt  the  rotes  and 
ragolatlons,  and  some  Catholics  of  dis- 
tinction seem  willing  to  potronlso  it 
They  mean  to  begin  with  publishing  a 
BAonthly  Journal,  and  then  to  adopt  such 
other  measures  as  circumstances  may  di- 
rect.   There  are  a  few  Missionaries  in 


France,  from  the  London  Continental 
Society,  who  are  doing  good;  bat  this 
is  a  field  so  full  of  tares,  that  the  labourers 
want  large  draughts  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
keep  them  from  fainting. 

In  humble,  simple  Switaeriand,  the 
woric  goes  on  better,  and  I  hope  it  will 
become  a  nursery  for  some  of  « the  thir- 
ty thousand  Missionaries,"  who  are  to 
evangelise  the  worid.  I  have  been  a  re- 
sident there  for  the  chief  part  of  the  last 
six  years,  and  during  that  time  have  seen 
a  most  surprising  change  in  the  religious 
feelings  of  the  inhabitants.  There  are  in 
that  country  seven  or  ^ght  Bible  Socie- 
ties. The  Canton  of  Basel  has  long  been 
a  shining  light. 

The  honour  of  poor  Geneva  is  tarnish- 
ed by  French  and  German  philosophy. 
The  venerable  father  of  her  Church  has 
seen  his  influence  counteracted  by  the 
baneful  doctrines  of  Rosseau  and  Vol- 
taire. Ihope  and  trust,  however,  that 
the  eclipse  is  only  momentary,  and  that 
the  Spirit  of  the  Churches  will  soon  re- 
store the  light,  and  cause  it  to  bum  with 
redoubled  splendor. 

There  is  a  little  doing  in  some  detach- 
ed parts  of  Italy.  Wherever  the  English 
assemble,  they  strive  to  work,  and  a  cer- 
tain degree  of  success  crowns  their  la- 
bours. At  Nice  they  have  obtained  good 
footing;  and  your  exemplary  country- 
woman, Mrs.  S.  can  tell  what  a  winter 
of  benediction  has  been  passed  there. 

As  to  what  is  going  forward  in  Eng- 
land, you  are,  perhaps,  better  informed 
than  I  am  myself;  but  your  friend  wishes 
me  to  tell  you  all  he  saw  on  his  late  vi- 
sit to  that  country.  He  and  his  wife 
took  the  journey  to  London,  to  be 
present  at  the  meeting  of  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  Of  the  four- 
teen days  which  they  occupied  in  Lon- 
don, almost  every  hour  was  devoted  to 
some  public  institution  which  has  for  Its 
object  the  promotion  of  piety.  The  An- 
gel flying  in  the  midst  of  Heaven,  and 
having  the  everiasting  Gospel  to  preach 
to  all  them  that  dwell  upon  the  earth, 
and  to  every  nation,  and  kindred,  and 
people,  and  tongue,  was  of  course  the 
first  object  that  fixed  their  attention.  The 
scene  is  not  to  be  described,  or  rather  the 
feelings,  to  which  it  gave  rise,  cannot  be

expressed.  The  amount  received  by  thb 
InstitntioDi  during  the  pest  yeari  is  up- 
wards of  9S,00(tf.  sterling,  and  the  amount 
of  its  expenditures  is  nearly  124,0001. 
The  total  sum  expended  in  seventeen 
years,  is  828,687/.  considerably  more 
than  thru  ond  a  kaifmiUions  of  doUart* 

Another  object  of  interest  was  the  Sth 
dely  for  promoting  Ckridianity  among 
the  Jem.  This  Institution  promises  well. 
There  appears  already  to  be  a  universal 
stir  in  the  hearts  of  these  our  venerable 
elder  biethren ;  and  I  cannot  but  hope 
that  even  we,  my  dear  sir,  may  live  to 
see  them  restored  to  some  of  their  an- 
cient privileges.  What  a  joyful  sight 
would  their  complete  restoration  afford  I 
Jehovah's  own  children  once  more  in 
theirFather'sarms— ^e  ring  placed  on 
their  hands,  and  shoes  on  their  feet,  and 
we  all  bidden  to  the  feast  of  rejoicing, 
for  the  children  that  were  dead  are  alive 
agaUi ;  they  that  were  lost  are  found  ! 

In  passing  over  many  valuable  Institu- 
tions, I  cannot  omit  to  mention  the  Sim- 
day  School  Union  Society.  The  members 
assembled  at  5  o'clock  in  the  morning; 
and  at  half  past  five,  800  ladies  and  gen- 
tlemen sat  down  to  breakfast.  The  great 
good  done  by  this  Society  is  universally 
acknowledged  in  England;  and  it  is 
worthy  of  remark,  that  among  the  late 
tumultuous  disturbers  of  the  public  peace, 
not  an  individual  was  recognized  who 
had  been  brought  up  in  a  Sunday  School, 
or  had  been  a  member  of  any  Bible  As- 
sociation. In  the  Sunday  Schools,  em- 
braced in  the  Annual  Report  of  this  So- 
ciety, there  are  Fifty  Thousand  Teach- 
crSf  who  afford  gratuitous  instruction  to 
Firs  Hundred  Thousand  Children  f  Is  not 
this  a  sweet  labour  of  love ! 

I  must  now  present  myself  to  you  as  a 
suitor  for  several  copies  of  a  little  work, 
which  is  published  in  America,  and  enti- 
tled. The  Claims  of  Six  Hundred  MilUonA 
of  Heathen,  fyc  I  never  read  any  thing 
on  the  subject  of  Missions,  which  made 
such  an  impression  on  my  own  mind; 
and  1  am,  therefore,  veiy  desirous  to  have 
a  few  copies  to  circulate.  I  hope  to  get 
it  translated  into  French,  Only  thirty 
thousand  Missionaries  to  preach  to  the 
whole  worid!    Why,  any  petty  Prince 
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in  Germany  can  fombh  a  greater  army ; 
and  shall  the  Great  Captain  of  our  Salva- 
tion hold  up  his  standard  in  vauoi  ?  No  I 
He  is  coming  on  '*  conquering  and  to 
conquer,"  and  all  the  Nations  of  the 
Earth  shall  behold  him! 

I  will  now,  Sh>,  take  my  leave;  an4 
may  the  Country  which  has  given  b»th 
to  a  Mills,  multiply  such  sons  by  hundreds 
and  by  thousands !  T^  shall  henceforth 
be  the  prayer  of  your  fisllow-heir  to  Sal- 
vation, through  a  dear  Redeemer.

While  we  weep  over  the  loss  we  have 
sustained,  we  mourn  not  as  those  who 
mourn  without  hope.  We  derive  the 
richest  consolation  from  the  assurance, 
that  our  departed  friends,  released  by 
their  compsssionate  Savioor  from  his 
service  on  earth,  have  been  translated 
U>  a  purer  and  more  delightful  service  in 
his  Kingdom  on  High. 

The  following  passage  from  a  letter, 
written  by  Miss  Hoyt,  to  her  friends  in 
Connecticut,  only  a  few  days  before  she 
was  seiaed  with  the  fatal  fever,  wilt  be 
read,  at  the  present  moment,  with  pecu- 
liar interest:— «  As  yet,  we  have  been 
blessed  with  health.  How  long  it  will 
please  God  to  continue  It,  I  know  not, 
nor  do  I  desire  to  know.  His  will  be 
done,  and  all  will  be  well ;  sickness  or 
death,  life  or  health.  Sweet  wUI  be  the 
hour  when  we  are  released  from  these 
decaying  ti^emacles,  and  received  into 
the  arms  of  everiasting  love,  to  extol, 
through  eternity,  the  infinite  richness  of 
divine  grace."

Of  this  long  and  able  Report,  our  limits  will  permit  us  to  present  only  a 
compendious  outline.  In  its  introduction,  it  expresses  the  gratitude  of  the 
Managers  "  to  Almiohtt  Go©,  for  his  gracious  blessing  on  their  labours," 
during  the  past  year;  and  recognises  the  fact,  that,  "^  through  Divine  good- 
nessy"  an  extendre  field  for  exertion  has  been  opened,  and  that  means,  in  no 
incoiMideraUe  degree  proportioned  to  occurring  exigencies,  have  been  sup- 
lOied.  It  then  adrerts  to  the  difficulties  which  the  Society,  in  the  outset  of  its 
operations,  had  to  encounter,  and  the  harmonious  and  happy  manner  in  which 
tiiey  frere  surmounted ;  and  closes  the  introductory  remarks  as  follows :— «« It 
affiwds  the  Managers  unspeakable  gratification,  and  will  unite  the  hearts  of  their 
feikifr-members,  of  the  Society  in  fervent  thanksgiving  to  God,  that,  at  the 
termlttation  of  thdr  fourth  year's  labours,  they  have  occasion  for  no  unplea« 
sant  retrospect;  that  Christian  love  and  fellowship  have  grown  with  mutual 
intereoorse,  and  that  conciliation  and  harmony  have  uniformly  governed  their 
measures.  They  have  found  an  ample  requital  of  all  their  exertions  in  those 
feeKags  of  affection  and  attachment  which  the  principle  of  our  association,  and 
its  ample,  but  magmficent  design,  are  so  well  calculated  to  foster  and  increase."

Gratuitous  Distribuiion, 

By  a  standing  rule  of  the  Board, 
maturely  and  judiciously  formed,  none 
of  their  English  Bibles  or  Testaments 
can  be  gratuitously  distributed  in  this 
country,  excepting  through  the  in- 
strumentality of  their  auxiliaries. 

Conformably  to  the  spirit  of  this 
rule,  donations  of  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments, for    gratuitous    dlstributioD,

have,  during  the  past  year,  been 
granted  and  forwarded  to  ffty-fowr 
Auxiliary  Societies,  amouoting,  in 
number,  to  785£  of  the  former,  and 
5810  of  the  latter;  and,  in  Ttlue  at 
cost  price,  to  ^8259.65.  DooatioBS 
of  1319  Bibles,  and  1298  Testaments, 
have  also  been  granted  to  twelre 
other  Auxiliaries.  They  are  stiU  at 
the  Depository,  awaiting  suitable  op- 
portunities to  be  forwarded.  The 
total  number  of  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments issued  gratuitously  during  the 
year,  is  stated  at  18,637,  amounting 
in  value,  at  cost  price,  to  the  sum  of 
111,036.35. 

Of  the  manner  in  which  the  distri- 
bution of  the  past  year  has  been 
made,  the  Report  presents  a  full  de- 
tail. From  this  detail,  the  following 
quotation  will  be  perusedwith  interest : 

The  Managers  having  been  informed 
that  a  Mission  was  about  to  proceed 
from  Boston  to  the  Sandwich  Islands,  in 
the  Pactftc  Ocean,  under  the  direction  of 
the  American  Board  of  Commissioners 
for  Foreign  Missions,  accompanied  by 
several  natives  of  the  Island  of  Owyhee, 
who  had  been  instructed  in  the  Foreign 
Mission  School  at  Cornwall,  in  the  state 
of  Connecticut,  supplied  tbat  Society* 
with  splendid  Bibles,  to  be  presented  to 
Tem-ah-am-ah-ah,  the  late  king  of  Owy- 
hee and  Tam-o-ree,  king  of  Atooi.  Thty 
furnished  each  of  the  natives  of  Owyhee, 
who  accompanied  the  mission,  with  a 
handsome  copy  of  that  Blessed  Book, 
with  whose  value,  there  is  reason  to  be- 
lieve, they  bad  become  eiperimentally 
acquainted.  The  Managers,  at  the  same 
tune,  presented  the  respectable  body 
above  mentioned  with  a  donation  of 
two  hundred  Bibles,  and  one  hundred 
Testaments,  to  be  distributed,  by  their 
Missionaries,  among  the  Americans  and 
Europeans  resident  at  and  frequenting 
those  islands  for  purposes  of  trade,  and 
among  whom  there  is  a  scarcity  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures. 

They  have  also,  on  the  application  of 
the  Committee  of  that  Board,  made  them 
a  further  grant  of  two  hundred  Bibles  and 
two  hundred  Testaments,  for  distribution 
by  their  Missionaries,  in  the  Island  of 
Ceylon,  in  the  East  Indies.   )Og  Ic

IIm  Amaricui  Soeiety  for  colonising  the 
fnt  people  of  colour  of  the  United 
States*  the  Bfansgen  were  happy  to  aid 
the  huMkble  deaignt  of  that  benerolent 
ioftitatiofl,  by  a  donatioo  of  eleven  oc- 
tavo Bibles,  of  a  suitable  description  for 
pteseatation  to  his  Escelleney  the  Go- 
vernor of  Sierm-Leone,  and  to  the  Afri- 
can Kings,  and  chief  OMn  in  tiM  western 
part  of  Africa;  and  also  one  hundred 
common  Bibles,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
Testaments,  and  sevefal  copies  of  the 
Spanish  Testament  and  French  Bible, 
for  the  use  of  the  first  body  of  American 
colonists,  who  sailed  from  the  port  of 
Pf ew-Tork  in  the  month  of  February  last. 
The  Board  having  recently  been  in- 
formed that  the  Missionary  and  Bible  So- 
ciety of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  America,  were  about  sending  two 
Missionaries  to  the  Floridas,  have  placed 
at  their  disposal,  for  distribution  in  those 
provinces,  fifty  French,  and  fifty  English 
Bibles,  and  two  hundred  Spanish,  and 
one  hundred  English  Testaments.

During  the  past  year,  twenty  BiUe 
Societies  have  been  recogni^  as 
auxiliary  to  the  Parent  InstitutioD. 
The  whole  number  of  Auxiliaries, 
DOW  officially  known  and  recognised, 
amounts  to  two  hundrtd  and  seven. 

Many  important  remarks  are  pre- 
sented on  the  subject  of  Auxiliary 
Institutions.  The  following  para- 
graph closes  this  topic  of  the  Re- 
port:— 

It  is  fervently  hoped,  that  the  friends 
of  the  Redeemer  will  not  rest  satisfied 
until  a  Bible  Society  be  established  ia 
every  county  in  the  Union;  nor  until, 
in  imitation  of  our  European  precursors 
in  this  glorious  cause,  Bible  Associations 
be  formed  in  every  town,  village,  con- 
gregation, and  extensive  mani^ctoiy; 
which,  by  the  collection  of  small  con- 
tribntioBs,  and  the  enrolment  of  sub-  • 
scrihersfor  Bibles,  will  rejoice  to  pour 
their  free-will  offerinp  into  the  Tnuory 
of  Odd.  While,  however,  the  Mana- 
gers are  urgent  for  new  end  more  eflfec- 
tive  operations  in  this  good  work  through- 
out our  growing  community,  it  would 
imply,  on  their  part,  an  ungrateful  defi- 
ciency of  recollection,  did  they  not  avail 
themselves  of  the  present  opportunity  to 
bear  testimony  to  tbe  commendable  seal 
of  some  existing  Auxiliaries,  whose  lo- 
cation does  not  admit  of  very  large  re- 
mittances; and  also,  to  the  liberality  of 
others,  whose  want  of  the  Bible  in  their 
own  districts  being  lessi  but  their  afflu- 
ence greater,  have  shown  themselves 
«  ready  to  give,  and  glad  to  distribute" 
to  the  necessities  of  their  destitute  fellow 
Christians.  To  such  of  the  present  Aux- 
iliary Societies  as  have  been  remiss  in  the 
collection  or  transmission  of  their  reve- 
nues, it  will  not  be  deemed  an  offensive 
intimation,  that  tbe  enlargement  of  the 
general  plan  of  operation,  and  tbe  re- 
gular and  secure  conduct  of  the  business 
of  the  Parent  Institution  will,  in  a  great 
measure,  depend  on  the  promptitude, 
perseverance,  and  energy,  of  its  local 
assbtants ;  and  that  it  is  the  sums,  how- 
ever small,  transmitted  with  punctuality 
by  them,  that  will  ultimately  invest  the « 
general  body  with  capacities  equal  to^l^^ 
its  wide  extended  sphere  of  action. 
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Setting ihe Bible ntcost^  eratredueed 
priceSf  recommended. 

The  Managers,  says  the  Report,  being 
persuaded  of  the  ezpedieocy  of  a  more 
general  adoption  of  the  practice  of  selling 
the  Holy  Scriptures  at  cost,  or  reduced 
prices,  where  there  exist  the  ability  and 
the  inclination  to  purchase,  have  deem- 
ed it  their  duty  to  additss  a  Circular  to 
all  ^i^  Auxiliary  Societies  on  that  iiite- 
rosting  sobjeot.  No  discouragement  was 
intended  to  be  thrown  by  this  proceeding 
on  the  pleasing  exercise  of  christian  cha- 
rity in  tfaefar  grvtuitMs  presctttation, 
where  the  meMM  of  pnrohasing  in  either 
of  the  above  modes  are  actually  wanting. 
In  such  cases,  not  only  should  the  Sa- 
ered  Volume  be  freely  given,  but  aisi- 
doous  endeayoniB  used  to  seek  oat  suit- 
able objects  for  the  reception  of  the  inva- 
luable gift.  But,  where  there  are  con- 
joined the  dispodtion  and  the  ability  to 
pay  for  it,  either  in  whole  or  in  paK,  the 
practice  recommended  presents  a  conve- 
nient method  of  obtaining  tha  oo&triba« 
tion  of  the  individual  to  the  greet  canse 
in  whidtk  we  are  engaged  *,  while  he  re- 
ceives a  full  eqnivalent ;  no  woand  is 
inflicted  on  feelings,  which  are  found  not 
unfcc^ntly  to  revolt  at  the  idea  of  re- 
ceiving the  Bible  as  a  gift ;  and  the  value 
of  his  acquisition  is  enhanced  in  his 
esteem  by  the  manner  in  which  it  has 
been  obtained. 

The  Managers  feel  confident  that  the 
Auxiliary  Societies  will  find  their  effi- 
ciency increased  by  conforming  to  this 
recommendation;  and  it  will  contribute 
in  no  inconsiderable  degree  to  enlarge 
their  general  means  of  usefulness.  Of  the 
benefits  of  this  plan  there  are  multiplied 
proofs  in  the  transactions  of  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society ;  by  whose 
Auxiliaries  and  their  Associations  it  has 
long  been  pursued ;  and  the  product  of 
such  sales  now  forms  a  most  important 
item  iu  the  revenues  of  that  grand  Insti- 
tution. The  Managers  also  availed 
themselves  of  the  ocrasion  then  present- 
ed, to  intimate  to  the  highly  esteemed 
bodies  to  whom  their  Circular,  just  men- 
tioned, was  addressed,  the  immense  ad- 
vantages which  had  been  experienced  in 
England,  and  other  places,  from  aiTerd- 
ing  to  the  poor  the  opportunity  of  be- 
coming subscribers  for  Bibles,   by  the 


payment  of  small  weeUy  i       ,   

their  contributions  amount  to  the  priee 
of  a  BiUe.  A  remarkable  Instance  of 
svoeess  In  the  proeeeution  of  (bis  saluta- 
ry mode  of  distribution  occurred  In  the 
operations  of  the  Urerpoot  Ladles' 
Branch  BR>ie  Society,  established  on  the 
1st  of  January,  1816 ;  wfaiehY  besides  a 
'very  liberal  gratuHous  drcolation,  num- 
bettd,  in  the  coarse  of  fifteen  months 
from  its  commencement,  no  less  than 
eight  thoasaad  fear  hondred  and  seven- 
teen subscribers  for  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments ;  of  whom  a  considerable  number 
had  paid  for,  and  received  their  Bibles 
at  the  cost  prices.  On  this  brilliant  and 
suocessiul  example  of  female  enterprise 
and  exertien,  the  Managers  ventured  a 
respeetftii  appeal  to  the  oondescenslon» 
patience,  and  perseverance  of  their 
amiable  eeontrywomen ;  who  have  this 
additkmal  encouragement  to  its  imita- 
tion, that  the  same  distingnlAed  Institu- 
tion, in  the  period  already  mentionedi 
paid  into  the  Treasury  of  ito  Pteent,  n 
sum  amounting,  In  our  currency,  teiMar 
fourteen  thousand  dollars.  Have  we  not 
reason  to  believe  that,  under  the  auspices 
of  female  piety  and  seal,  greet  and  per- 
manent good  may  be  acUeved  In  thb 
way :  and  is  not  a  pledge  of  Heaven's 
blessing  to  be  found  in  the  remarkable 
prosperity  which  has  attended  the  pest 
exertions  of  oar  pious  female  laboarers 
in  the  promotion  of  the  cause  and  king- 
dom of  the  Redeemer  ? 

Sterufhfpt  Plates  at  Lexingt&n. 

It  was  stated  in  the  former  Report^ 
that  a  set  of  Stereotype  Plates,  of 
duodecimo  page,  and  mmion  type 
had  been  loaned  to  the  Kentucky 
Auxiliary  Bible  Society,  and  bad  al- 
ready arrived  at  Lexington.  The 
present  report  announces,  that  an  edi- 
tion of  two  thousand  Bibles,  from 
those  plates,  has  been  issued  by 
that  Society.  It  aslo  mentions,  that 
applicatiooe  had  been  made  by  that 
Society  for  permission  to  publish  an 
edition  at  the  expense,  and  in  tho 
name  of  the  Parent  Institution ;  and 
to  dispose  of  the  Bibles  already  print- 
ed  to  Auxiliaries  in  the  adjacent 
States.   To  the  first  request,  the  M^ 
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misfindaemtd  it  in^pedient  to  Mr 
cede.  With  the  MCMib  (m.  «mMe* 
qiMBce  of  Hm  prwcBt  pvplesiig  ani 
haaardoaft  itate  •{  the  drauktiiig 
mcdimn  of  the  Weiteni  Country,  they 
cheerfully  eompBed. 

On  this  point,  the  Report  thus  re- 
marks— 

A  Gommuiiicatioii  having  been  receiv- 
ed from  a  Bible  Society  in  one  of  the 
Soothem  States,  which  had  never  po«- 
sesiedany  copies  of  the  Scriptures  print- 
ed at  the  DepKMHoiy,  stathig  that  its  Ma. 
nagen  coidd  porchase  Bibles^  of  book- 
vXt^n  in  Ifew-York,  on  iMtter  terms  than 
they  were  sold  by  the  American  Bible 
Society;  specimens  of  the  Bibles  and 
Testaments  printed  by  tliis  Society  were 
forwarded  to  the  Instltatioii,  makhig  this 
soggestlon  for  their  eiamlnatfon.  The 
Managers  eonid  not  donbt  that  n  &lr  eom- 
perison  of  these,  with  the  BIblesand  Tes- 
tnments  supposed  to  be  refoned  to,  wonid 
be  sttfl&eient  to  lemove  this  misCaiten  im« 
pressirm.  Such  was  the  immediate  ef- 
fiMt.  Tbe  Sodety  alloded  to  were  at 
once  satisied  tlut  tiie  superiority  ef  our 
Bibles,  in  the  sine  of  the  type,  Ui  paper, 
printii^,  and  binding,  was  more  ttutn  an 
ecpdvalent  for  the  nominal  diftrenee  of 
prioe.  AosHiaries,  wherever  sitnated, 
will  find  that  this  differettce,  and  die  ad- 
ditional cost  of  the  conveyance,  wiU  be 
fnHy  repaid  in  the  beauty  and  dundiiil- 
tyof  the  Bibles  issued  from  the  National 
Depository. 

Afi€mim/9iaiiim  io  Met  BMHgimu  and 
'  Chariktbk  SoeuUei. 
With  a  view  to  encourage  the  purchase 
end  distribution  of  the  Sacred  Voknne, 
by  religions  and  charitable  Societies,  the 
Managers  have  recently  determhied,  that 
any  Institution  of  either  descriptloo,  pay- 
ing thirty  dollars  at  one  time  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  American  Bible  Society* 
shall  be  invested  with  the  privileges  ap- 
pertainhig  to  membership  for  Ufe.  The 
opportunity  thus  aflbrded  to  various  be- 
nevolent Associations  of  adding  to  their 
other  benefactions  the  gift  of  a  BiUe, 
purchased  at  the  low  rates  estid>liihed  by 
*  this  Society,   will,  H  is  hoped,  be  hi 
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many  instances  embraced*  and  tims, 
though  not  in  name  auxlliaiy,  their  ge- 
mmm  supporUm  will  eontribute  to  the 
pmaotioo  of  the  BiUe  cause,  and  to  the 
spiritual  and  eternal  hiteiests  of  the 
gratefol  subjeoto  of  their  care. 

^^^np^nntmesU  of  Qficm. 

Bichard  Varick,  Esq.  who  had  filled 
the  ofllce  of  Treasurer  of  this  Society 
from  the  time  of  i(»  Institution,  was  com- 
pelled, hi  the  course  of  the  past  year, 
1^  indisposition  and  the  pressure  of  his 
other  avocations,  to  reHnqulsh  thittsta- 
tion.  The  Board  complied  wkh  the 
wishes  of  this  reqiectable  and  meritorloaa 
oiloer  with  sincere  regret ;  and  as  a  to- 
ken  of  their  high  esHmation  of  his  cha- 
ncter  and  services,  elected  hhn  to  the 
ofiee  of  a  Twe-Prealdent.  WlOaim  W. 
Woolsey,  Esq.  has  been  elected  Colonel 
Tarick's  successor. 

The  Managers  have  also  had  the  hap- 
pfaiess  of  earolUng  on  the  list  of  Vfee- 
Presidents  of  the  Society,  the  Hon.  Wll- 
Uam  PhflRps,  Lieutenant  Ck>vemor  of 
the  State  of  Blassachusetts,  and  his  Ex- 
eeUeocy  Charles  Gddsborough,  (then) 
Oovemor  of  die  State  of  Bfaryland.  One 
other  appointment  has  been  mode;  but 
Its  aoeeiitence  has  not  yet  been  commu- 


The  Society,  and  the  community  at 
large,  have  to  deplore  the  loss,  by  death, 
of  two  of  its  respected  Vice-Presidents 
during  the  past  year;  the  Hon.  Caleb 
Strong,  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  Hon. 
lohn  Langdon,  of  New-Hampshire. 

Mairine  Bible  iSbeidXft. 

On  tills  subject,  the  Report  observes 
as  follows — 

Marine  BiUe  Societies  have  been 
found  so  remarkably  adapted  to  the  hn- 
provement  of  the  religious  and  moral 
character  of  seamen,  that  the  Managers 
feel  it  their  duty  to  Invite  their  present 
Auxiliaries  of  this  description,  to  give 
stHI  forther  enlaigement,  system,  and 
energy  to  this  ioteresthig  service;  and 
to  urge  our  naval  and  commercial  bre- 
thren, in  every  port  in  the  Union,  where 
It  has  not  l>een  already  done,  to  form 
without  delay,  similar  associations.   It 
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woald  swell  this  Report  beyond  iU  rea- 
sonable limits,  were  tbey  to  record  the 
many  evidences  of  the  salutary  eflbcts 
of  the  labours  of  Marine  Bible  Societies, 
of  which  they  are  possessed.  Some  will 
be  inserted  in  the  Appendix ;  and  it  is 
hoped,  will  stimulate  to  the  liberal  patro- 
nage of  these  Institutions,  those  who  en- 
joy the  benefits  of  the  seaman's  toils  and 
perils,  those,  who,  from  their  imme- 
diate connexion  with  them,  have  an  in* 
tcrest  in  their  correct  and  orderly  deport- 
ment, and  more  especially  those  who 
desire  the  eternal  happiness  of  a  portion 
of  their  fellow-creatures,  so  useful,  yet, 
from  their  occupations,  ^so  exposed  to 
temptation,  and  so  deprived  of  .the  coun- 
teracting mfluenoe  of  the  ordinary  means 
of  grace* 

Juvenile  Bible  Jhsociaiions. 

From  this  part  of  the  Report,  we 
quote  with  pleasure  the  following  pa- 
ragraph :— 

Juvenile  Bible  Associations  are  pro- 
ductive of  more  advantage  than  what 
arises  from  the  charitable  distribution,  by 
their  agency,  of  ^a)few  Bibles  among  the 
poor.  The  enrolment  of  a  youth,  in  a 
Society  of  this  description,  is  calculated 
to  bring  the  Sacred  Volume  before  his 
view,  and  excite  in  him  a  desire  to  ex- 
plore its  pages,  and  to  experience  the  ef- 
ficacy of  its  invaluable  doctrines  and  pre- 
cepts. It  has  a  restraining  effect  on  vi- 
cious habits.  It  is  beginning  liie  with  its 
most  honourable'employment,  that  of 
doing  good,  and  may  lay  the  foundation 
of  enlarged  philanthropy,  as  well  as  so- 
lid piety,  at  a  maturer  age.  The  Mana- 
gers have  been  highly  gratified  by  the  ge- 
nerous sentimeuts  and  pious  feelings 
evinced  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  their 
young  Auxiliaries  established  in  Nassau- 
Hall,  (Princeton,)  and  Jefferson  Ck»llege, 
(Washington,  Pennsylvania ;)  extracts 
from  Which  will  appear  in  the  Appendix. 
It  gives  them  pleasure  to  add,  that  the 
Students  of  some  other  of  our  Colleges 
have  manifested  their  attachment  to  the 
American  Bible  Society,  and  their  affec- 
tion for  their  instructers,  by  contributing 
and  transmitting  the  sums  requisite  for 
constituting  several  of  them  Members  or 
Directors  for  life.  The  Students  of  Yale 
College,  Connecticut,  especially,  have 
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ghren  hononrwUe  evidence  of  their  seal 
for  the  Bible,oaase,  by  remitting  to  the 
Treasaiy  of  the  National  InstitntioB, 
during  the  two  last  years,  three  hundred 
dollars  for  Investing  their  President,  and 
one  of  their  Professors,  with  the  privi- 
leges of  Directors  for  life.  May  not  the 
Managers,  with  propriety  aad  eonfldeaee, 
appeal  to  Students  in  our  numerous  other 
Colleges  and  Seminaries  of  learning  to 
imitate  these  excellent  examples  ? 

Operations  of  AuxUiartes. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  National  Institution  should 
always  contain  a  succinct  review  of 
the  operations  of  its  principal  Auxilia- 
ries. Such  a  review,  on  the  present 
occasion,  was  rendered  impracticable^ 
by  the  omission,  on  their  part,  to  fiir- 
nteh  the  neceesMy  documents.  Hav- 
ing adverted  to  this  feet,  and  express- 
ed the  regret  of  the  Board,  the  Report 


The  Managers  believe  they  may  with 
confidence  assert,  that  much  seal  in  the 
Bible  cause  has  been  excited  throoghout 
our  extensive  country,  and  that  much 
good  has  been  done.  But  it  is  a  caase 
worthy  of  much  more  seal  and  exertion^ 
and  this,  wisely  directed,  is  capable  of 
effeetiBg  much  more  good.  To  the  in- 
crease of  Auxiliaries,  to  the  accessloo  of 
active  and  influential  indivldoals,  to  li- 
beral benefeetions  from  the  rich,  to  tbe 
humbler  contributions  of  those  of  less 
abundant  means,  to  the  grateful  co-ope- 
ration of  the  poor  themselves,  to  steady 
and  harmonious  perseverance  in  associat- 
ed efforts  of  Christians  of  every  name, 
and,  above  all,  to  the  continuance  of  the 
Divine  Blessing,  must  the  Natiorfal  Soci- 
ety intently  look  for  the  foU  accomplish- 
ment of  all  its  hopes.  The  Managers  re- 
joice in  the  persuasion  that  these  will  not 
be  ultimately  disappointed. 

Fbreign  BiUe  Societies. 
Having  finished  the  detaib  of  their 
own  proceedings  during  the  past  year, 
the  Managers  proceed  to  **  the  still 
more  extensive  and  enlarged  opera- 
tions of  their  transatlantic  brethren." 
From  this  interesting  part  of  the 
Report,  our  quotations  will  be  as  co- 
pious as  our  limits  will  permit. 
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BriHtkamd  Fomgn  Bade  Soeidg. 
There  was  receired  into  its  Treasmy 
for  the  year  endisg  od  the  81it  o€  Mareh, 
1810,  the  sum  of  943062. 17«.  lOd.  ster^ 
ling;  eqaal»  in  the  currency  of  the 
United  States,  to  Four  Hundred  and 
Nineteen  Thousand  One  Hundred  and 
Forty  one  dollars  and  Seyenty-four  cents. 
And  in  the  first  fifteen  years  of  its  exist* 
ence,  the  prodigious  aggregate  amount 
of  7(AS40L  sterling,  or  Three  Million 
One  Hundred  and  Thirty-two  Thousand 
Six  Hundred  and  Twenty -two  dollars 
and  Twenty-two  cents  American  curren- 
cy, has  been  expended  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  single  object  of  its  formation ;  to 
which,  witbout  the  least  deviatioD,  it 
has  constantly  adhered. 

In  the  year,  ending  as  aboTe  mentloB- 
ed,  there  were  issued  from  iu  DeposMo- 
17  gratuitously,  at  cost,  and  at  reduced 
prices,  to  Subscribers  and  Auxiliary  So- 
cieties, 260,031  copies  of  the  Bible  and 
Testament;  being  an  increase,  beyond 
the  issues  of  the   preceding   year,  of 
66,930 ;  making,  with  thosb  issued  at  the 
expense  of  the   Society  from  various 
presses  on  the  Continent,  a  total  of  more 
than  Two  Millions  Three  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Bibles  and  Testaments.    Since  iU 
commencement  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society  has  promoted  the  transla- 
tion, printing,  or  distribution  of  the  Sa- 
cred Scriptures,  or  portions  of  them,  into 
BO  less  than  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
seven  languages  and  dialects ;  in  many 
of  which,  previous  to  its  institution,  they 
had  never  been  printed.    It  numbers  no 
fewer  than  Six  Hundred  and  Thirty-seven 
Auxiliary  and   Branch  Societies;   con- 
tinual accessions  are  occurring ;  and  so 
fearless  is  its  reliance  on  the  activity  of 
its  associates,  the  bounty  of  individuals, 
and  the  Providence  of  God,  that,  at  the 
close  of  its  last  year's  operations,  the 
Committee  were  under  engagements  to 
the  extent  of  Seventy  Thousand  pounds 
sterling. 

Through  the  astonishing  exertions  of 
this  Grand  Institution  the  blessings  of 
Gospel  light  and  knowledge  have  been 
extended  Car  and  wide ;  and,  in  the  lan- 
guage of  its  noble  President,  "  by  the  in- 
fluence of  its  Spirit,  and  the  application 
of  its  means,  mankind  have  been  largely 
benefitted,  Charity  has  been  exalted  and 
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diffined,  the  Bible  is  honoured,  and  God, 
the  Author  of  it,  is  glorified/' 

Rus$ian  BibU  Society. 
This  prosperous  Member  of  the  great 
Christian  Confederacy,  but  little  mof« 
than  seven  years  ago,  had  not  an  exist- 
ence ;  yet  now  it  flourishes  beyond  the 
most  sanguine  expectations  of  its  found- 
ers, boasts  One  Hundred  and  Twenty  ef- 
ficient Auxiliaries,  and,  with  their  co- 
operation, has  printed  the  Sacred  Scrip- 
tures in  Twenty-six  languages  or  dialects. 
Into  twelve  of  which,  they  have  now, 
for  the  first  time,  been  translated ;  and 
translations  are  preparing  into  seven  lan- 
guages or  dialects  besides  those  which 
have  been  published.  The  total  number 
of  copies  of  the  Scriptures  published  or 
printing  by  the  Russian  Bible  Society,  is 
871,000:  besides  which,  they  have  pur- 
chased copies  from  Foreign  Countries, 
and  distributed  them,  in  thirteen  lan- 
guages ;  making  a  total  of  Forty-six  dif- 
ferent languages  and  dialects  in  which 
they  have  promoted  the  circulation  or 
translation  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures. 

French  ProUsiafU  Bible  SociOif, 

This  Society  is  under  the  pr^idency 
of  the  Marquis  de  Jaacourt,  Minister  of 
State,  and  Peer  of  France.  It  appears 
from  the  summary  of  its  proceedings 
given  in  the  Annual  Report,  that  in  the 
first  year  of  its  existence  the  Society  re- 
ceived from  yeariy  contributions,  dona- 
tions, and  the  sales  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, 89,797  franks ;  that  the  British  and 
Foreign  Bible  Society  had  made  them  a 
grant  of  600/.  steriing,  with  a  donation 
of  several  thousand  Bibles  rad  Testa- 
ments in  French,  German,  Italian,  and 
ancient  and  modem  Greek.  The  Basle 
Bible  Society  also  placed  at  their  disposal 
a  considerable  number  of  Bibles  and 
Testaments  ;  so  that  with  these  supplies, 
and  purchases  made  with  their  own  funds, 
their  Committee  has  been  enabled  to  en- 
ter upon  a  course  of  liberal  distribution. 
Auxiliary  Societies  have  already  been 
multiplied  in  the  South  of  France.  Cir- 
cumstances compelling  this  Society  to 
assume  the  denomination  of  a  Protestant 
Bible  Society,  the  Consistories  of 
Churches  attached  to  that  communion 
have  abo  very  geaendly  assumed  the 
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fonctioni  of  Aoiiliaries,  ud  promiM  ef« 
fiaent  rapport  to  the  Pftrent  loitHiitkMi. 

UnUa  Mtktriandt  BihU  docidjf. 

The  Parent  Sociotjr  at  Amsterdam  de- 
tirm  powerfol  sopport  from  its  large 
AniHaries  at  Rotterdam  and  the  Hague, 
and  from  many  others  of  lesser  note. 
The  protperoos  state  of  its  aflfairs  was 
eyinoed  by  a  distribntton  in  Hs  fourth  year 
c»f  doable  the  number  of  Bibles  and  Tes- 
taments issoed  in  the  year  preceding. 

BHUe  SoeidUi  in  SwUzerland. 

By  the  Society  at  Basle  alone  seven 
presses  are  kept  constantly  employed. 
The  Bible  Society  of  Su  Gall  has  in  five 
years  distiibated  11,243  Testaments 
among  Catholics ;  chiefly  on  the  applica- 
tion of  Parish  Ministers  of  that  comma* 
nion.  The  exertions  of  the  Society  at 
Bern  are  conducted  on  a  great  scale,  and 
with  increasing  resources,  and  the  spirit 
of  religious  inquiry  so  roused,  that  no 
fltock  of  Bibles  they  can  obtain  is  found 
adequate  to  the  demand ;  and  while  thai 
Bible  canse  Is  generally  prosecuted 
throughout  the  Cantons  with  an  earnest- 
ness that  promises  the  happiest  resulU, 
Catholics,  both  lay  and  ecclesiastical, 
yield  to  none  of  their  brethren  in  seal  for 
the  diffusion  of  the  Oracles  of  God. 

In  Germany  and  Prussia, 

Bible  Societies  are  nnmeions ;  and  the 
detail  of  their  leadiag  measures,  as  given 
by  the  Committee  of  the  British  and  Fo- 
reign Bible  Society,  evinces  that  they 
are  governed  by  enlarged  and  Uberal 
views,  and  thefar  pioceediags  condncted 
with  alacrity  and  vigour. 

Danish  BibU  Socidjf. 

This  Society,  vaderthe  presSdeocy  of 
Count  Scfalmmelmaa,  Minister  of  State, 
and  the  sanction  of  the  King,  who  gene- 
rously contfibnted  4^000  rix  dollars  to  its 
funds,  manifests  a  high  degree  of  seal, 
has  greatly  augmented  the  number  of  its 
tributary  Institations,  and  the  amount  of 
its  pecuniary  receipts,  and  b  rapidly  ex- 
tending its  influence  througfaont  the  Dan- 
ish dominions.  An  interesting  fact  is 
mentioned  as  having  occurred  in  the 
Sleswlck  Holstein  Bibia  Society  in  that 
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ki»g<loiQ>  onder  the  presidency  of  bis 
Serene  Highness  the  Landgrave  of  Hesse. 
The  Committee  of  the  British  and  Fo- 
reign Bible  Society  presented  that  Insti- 
tution with  a  set  of  stereotype  plates  for 
Luther's  German  Bible,  and  an  edition  of 
ten  thousand  oopies  was  immediately 
commenced,  the  printing  of  which  was 
performed  by  the  pupils  in  the  Deaf -and 
Dumb  Asylum ;  and  thus;  as  one  of  its 
officers  feelingly  remarked,  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb  were  rendered  <<  propagators 
of  the  Word  of  God,  and  preachers  of 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.*' 

StDedish  MxHonal  BiUe  Society, 

The  distribotaon  for  the  last  year  was 
equal  to  that  of  the  two  preceding  years 
unHad,  and  though  its  nnmhar  of  presses 
had  been  faioraased,  and  its  printing  as- 
tahUsimseBt  put  on  the  most  liberal  scale» 
yet  the  provision  was  still  found  inade- 
quate to  meet  the  call  for  Bibles  awaken- 
ed  in  eveiy  pari  of  the  kingdom. 

Mi^ns  Bi^  Society, 

The  Cemmittee  is  composed  of  twelve 
of  the  most  respectM>le  men  in  the  city 
of  Athens — all  Greek?.  The  Archbishop, 
though  absent  at  Constantinople,  was 
named  President  of  the  Institution.  The 
immediato  sphere  ef  their  nsefhiness  in- 
cludes Attica  and  Bceotia,  with  the  neigh, 
bouring  Ides  ef  Eubcea,  Sahtmis,  Egina, 
and  others. 

Cmte^UaBibk  Soeidy, 

This  Society  u  prosecuting  its  designs 
with  steady  perseverance.  It  has  com- 
pleted two  editions  of  the  entire  Bible, 
and  two  distinct  editions  of  the  New 
Testament,  in  three  Asiatic  languages; 
besides  a  small  edition,  in  a  fourth  lan- 
guage, of  the  Gospel  of  St^  Matthew.  The 
languages  in  which  these  wbrks  were  ex- 
ecuted were  the  Armenian,  the  Malay, 
the  Hindoostanee,  and  the  Bengalee. 
The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society 
having  offered  five  hundred  pounds  ster- 
ling for  the  first  thousand  copies  of  every 
approved  translation  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment faito  any  dhilect  of  India,  in  which 
no  translation  had  been  previously  print- 
ed,, the  Serempore  transUitoii  are  men- 
tioned by  the  Commlttde  of  tiiat  Society 
as  having  satisfactorily  complied  with  the    - 
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terms  prafioted  by  accomplishiDg  and 
prioliog  three  veniont,  the  Pushtoo,  the 
KonkuD,  end  the  Tellnga  or  Teloogo ;  by 
whicbi  OB  the  presentation  of  the  requir- 
ed oamber  of  copies  of  ench,  they  are 
entitled  to  ISOOT.  steriiagfrom  the  Com- 
mittee. 

A  number  of  mioor  societies  are 
menfioned ;  and  the  Report  is  closed 
i?ith  the  foDowbg  paragraphs : — 

The  Maoagen  desire  to  conclude  this 
eiteaded  coBinianicatiott  with  renewed 
fiBlicitatlons  to  their  fellow  menbers  ef 
the  Society  on  the  prosperous  state  of 
the  noble  cause  in  which  the  Christian 
World  is  BOW  so  eitensively  embarked, 
and  on  the  eneomraging  projects  of  that 
portion  of  it  which  is  confided  to  the 
American  Bible  Society  and  its  Aniilia- 
ry  Inttitntions.  In  the  retrospect  of  the 
Ibrst  tmpnlse  given  to  this  cause  in  the 
origination  of  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society,  oidy  siiteen  years  ago, 
may  it  not  be  asked,  who  could  have  be- 
lieved that  in  the  period  which  has  inter- 
yenedy  soch  <' great  things'*  would 
**  have  come  to  pass  i"  Who  can  now 
believe,  that,  unblessed  by  him,  who 
« is  die  Governor  among  the  Nations," 
and  *'  ruleth  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth/' 
saeh  •*  great  things"  could  have  been 
achieved.    Saraly  we  should  «  speak  of 
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the  glorioas  honour  of  his  Mijesty,"  we 
should  "  abundantly  utter  the  memory 
of  his  great  goodness/*     And  what  a 
powerful  incentive  to  increased  cKertion 
is  derived,  from  the  many  singular  pro- 
vidential succours  that  have  been  afford- 
ed the  labourers  in  this  mighty  undertak- 
ing, from  the  manifest  moral  effects  al- 
ready  produced,   and  the  still  greater 
which  may  be  expected  in  time  to  come, 
from  its  obvious  association  with  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  Redeemer*s  kingdom, 
in  the  hearts  of  men  and  in  the  world, 
and  from  the  brigfatning  prospects  it  is 
opening  of  that  propitious   era,   when 
<<  every  tongue  shall  confess  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the 
Father."    Let  this,   and  various  other 
espanded  schemes   of  Christian  enter- 
prbe,  now  in  successful  prosecution,  be 
viewed  in  conneiion  '<  with  the  grow- 
ing and  heavenly  sympathy  which  is  di- 
lating itself  in  the  human  heart;'*  and 
may  It  not  be  said,  in  the  language  of  a 
European    fellow    labourer,   that    '<a 
mighty  machinery  is  at  work,  directed 
by  God  himself,   and  impelled  by  the 
veiy  movements  of  his  Almighty  hand." 
Let  us  appreciate,  at  its  just  value,  the 
honour  vouchsafed  us,  of  being  **  work- 
ers together  with  him,"  and  under  the 
guidance  of  bis  word  and  Spirit,  go  on 
to  "do  with  our  might  whatsoever  our 
hands  find  to  do/'

6.  Letter  to  myself,  enclosing  the  ahovc^ 
Department  of  War,  May  3. 
Sir, 

The  establishment,  which  the  United 
Foreign  Miasionary  Society  is  about  to 
make  among  the  Osage  Indians,  appears 
to  be  conformable  to  the  regulations,  and 
to  accord  with  the  views  of  Govern- 
ment *,  and  it  will  receive,  in  money,  as- 
sistance to  the  extent  indicated  in  the  re- 
gulations. 

As  there  is  no  agent  of  Government 
residing  among  the  Osage  Indians  on  the 
Arkansas,  some  difficulty  might  arise  out 
of  that  part  of  the  regulations,  which 
requires  the  certi6cate  of  the  Agent  as  to 
the  commencement  and  completion  of 
the  buildings.  To  obviate  such  difficulty, 
a  portion  of  the  eipense  of  erecting  the 
buildings  will  be  advanced  to  you  here  ; 
and  the  remainder  will  be  paid,  when 
they  are  completed,  upon  the  certificate 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  establbh- 
ment,  if  there  should  be  no  agent  pre- 
sent 

The  Department  has  no  means  by 
which  it  could  aid  you  in  transportin£ 
your  party  and  baggage ;  and  although 
the  expense  will  be  great,  no  part  of  it 
can  be  defrayed  by  the  government  from 
the  small  sum  appropriated  for  the  civi- 
luation  of  the  Indians.  1  feel  every  dis- 
position to  render  you  all  the  assistance 
in  my  power,  and  which  a  just  regard  to 
the  applications  from  others  will  adroit 
of  J  bqt  that  assistance  roust  be  in  money 
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•D  account  of  baildings  and  tuition,  and 
mi^  be  applied)  by  those  having  the  ma- 
nagement of  the  Institution,  in  the  man- 
ner they  think  the  most  advantaMous. 

1  enclose  letters  to  Governor  Clarke  at 
St.  Louis,  Governor  Miller  at  Arkansas, 
and  Major  Bradford,  commanding  the 
United  States  troop  at  Fort  Smith  on  the 
Arkansas ;  an  Address  to  the  Chiefs  and 
Warriors  of  the  Osage  Indians  on  the 
Arkansas;  and  a  general  introductory 
letter,  recommending  Mr.  Vaiil  and  your- 
self, with  your  party,  to  the  special  fa- 
vour and  protection  of  all  officers  of  go- 
vernment.

Thehr  power  gives  them 
great  influence  with  both  the  Indians  and 
the  frontier  settlers;  and  of  course,  it 
wiH  be  highly  important  to  us,  to  possess 
their  friendship  and  favour. 

11.^— FROM  COL.  M'KSNIIKT,  SUPKIUimVD- 
Birr  OF  IHOIAF   AFFAIBS. 

1.  TaXkto the  indimt  Chiefs, 

Brothertf — I  live  a  great  distance  from 
you  towards  the  rising  sun ;  yet  I  know 
you,  and  I  am  your  friend.  I  wbh  you 
and  your  children  to  be  happy.  It  is  with 
tlie  hope  that  great  things  are  about  to  be 
done  for  you,  and  your  children,  that  I 
send  you  this  talk.  I  want  to  counsel 
and  advise  you. 

Broihor$i — Many  of  your  white  brothers 
in  the  great  city  of  New- York  have  heard 
of  you  ;  and  they  have  sent  to  you  and 
your  people  good  men  and  good  women 
to  instruct  you,  and  counsel  you  in  those 
things  which  are  important  for  you  to 
know. 

Brothertf — I  put  this  talk  into  the  hands 
of  Epaphras  Chapman,  one  of  the  good 
men  sent  by  your  white  brothers  from  the 
great  city  of  New-Vork,  to  instruct  you 
and  your  children.  He  is  your  friend ; 
listen  to  his  tallc,  and  mind  the  things  be 
will  teach  you.  AH  who  go  with  him  are 
your  friends ;  I  know  who  he  b,  and  who 
they  all  are,  for  I  have  heard  bis  talk 
concerning  you  and  your  children. 

BroMer«,— These  good  fnen  will  teach 
you  how  to  till  the  ground — how  to  make 
Mds  and  gardens,  where  all  things  ne- 
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cessary  for  you  to  live  upon  will  grow  ; 
they  will  teaefa  you  how  to  make  these 
good  things  grow,  and  how  to  coolc 
them,  as  your  white  brothers  cook  then. 
The  good  women  who  go  with  Mr. 
Chapman  will  teach  your  little  girls  bow 
to  spin,  and  weave,  and  knit,  and  sew 
with  the  needle,  and  these  good  men  and 
good  women  will  teach  all  your  children, 
girls  and  boys,  how  to  read,  and  write, 
and  cypher,  and  how  to  pray  and  sing 
praises  to  the  Great  Spirit,  and  how  yoo 
must  all  live,  and  act,  to  secure  hu  fa- 
vour and  protection. 

Brolhertf — These  good  men  and  good 
women  do  not  go  amongst  you  to  trade, 
to  cheat,  to  defraud  you,  as  maov  do, 
but  they  go  because  they  are  vour  friends, 
and  want  you  and  your  children  to  be 
happy.  Mind  their  words;  hearken  to 
their  counsel ;  advise  your  children  to 
love  them,  and  to  pay  attention  to  thehr 
instructioos. 

Brotherty — Tour  Great  Father,  the 
President,  knows  these  good  men,  and 
good  women,  who  go  with  Mr.  Chap- 
man. He  knows  they  are  your  friends ;. 
and  he  is  glad  that  they  have  £one  to 
teach  his  red  children  how  to  be  happy. 

Brothersy — When  you  see  your  ohUdreii 
well  dressed,  and  well  fed;  and-  when 
you  see  them  making  their  own  clothes^ 
and  hear  them  readmg  the  good  books 
which  tell  about  the  Great  Spirit,  and 
which  tell  them  how  they  most  act  to  be 
happy  in  this  world ;  and  when  ^ou  hear 
them  sing  praises  to  the  Great  Spirit ;  and 
when  you  see  them  love  one  another ; 
and  do  one  another  all  the  good  they  can, 
will  it  not  make  your  hearts  glad.  It  is 
to  do  all  this  that  Mr.  Chapman  has  gone 
to  you,  and  carried  with  him  the  good 
men  and  good  women  who  will  live  with 
him  in  your  coontiy. 

BrotherSf — lliink  what  sacrifiees  theso 
good  men  and  good  women  have  mnade. 
They  have  gone  from  towards  the  rising  * 
son,  and  left  behind  them  their  parents, 
and  brothers,  and  sisters,  and  friends. 
They  have  sbiiken  hands  with  them  all, 
to  see  them  no  more  in  thu  worid, — and 
all  this  because  they  are  your  friends,  and 
want  to  do  you  good. 

Brothers, — How  ought  you  to  love 
these  good  men  and  good  women !— You 
will  love  them,  and  the  more  you  know 
them,  the  more  you  will  love  them. 
They  expect  yoo  will  be  their  friends. 
This  is  what  they  expect,  and  this  Is  all 
they  will  ask  of  you.  Learn  of  them  the 
lessons  they  go  to  teach  you  and  your 
children,  and  hold  fast  what  you  learn. 

Brothers, — I  shake  hands  with  you 
and  put  my  seal  upon  this  talk  ;  I  pray 
the  Great  Spirit  to  make  yon  and  your 
children  happy.

But  aoother  reason  nay  be  assigaed 
for  thU  difltinetion  of  titles,  ai^d  that  !•> 
the  Great  Osages  have  always  been  tha 
flAOst  nameroiis.  Potting  the  taro  to* 
gether,  there  u  some  reason  why  ttna 
should  be  called  Great,  and  the  cfher 
Little,  although  the  liittle  Osages  are  ad- 
mitted to  be  more  skilful  and  daring  in 
war ;  and  more  dexterous  and  sueeamfal 
iiotheehaae;  aad  they  afe  said  to  be  iner 
looking  men,  generally  speaking,  and 
even  snperler  In  stronfth,  and  vlgoar  •( 
intelleet  than  their  Hikd  beethers,  wUeb 
sometimes  happens  to  be  the  case  in  tha 
orders  of  e&vUiaed  soeiety.  This  how-* 
OFerbylfae  way. 

Bat  there  is  anethrtr  foaMHs-nssigned 
for  this  distinetlon  of  titles ;  and  it  is  en* 
titled  to  some  respect,  as  it  is  derivad 
from  oim  of  the  Great  Osage  deputalaan 
at  Washington  :  and  that  k,  the  <Slreat 
Osages  havmg  their  viHage  upon  a  beigfatt 
from  whence  the  profl|)ect  is  fine  and 
commanding,  thoy  are  called  "  Great*'— 
that  is,  their  Tiew  is  great— the  graal 
woild  appears  spread  ont  before  thean 
and  all  the  majesty  of  natora  presante 
itself  to  the  eye  *,  whereas  the  Li4tie  Osa* 
ges,  livhig  on  level  groand,  they  see  but 
Httle,  and  therefore  they  are  edled  LitHa. 
But  however  this  reason  may  be  the  ear- 
rent  one  at  this  time  of  day,  yet  I  think 
these  titles  were  originally  conforcad  for 
other  and  more  saltable  reasons.  It  ia 
very  cf  rtaia  that  the  Little  Osagea,  with 
all  their  superiority  of  skiU,  and  inteHectt 
and  form,  oocopy  in  the  estimation  of  the 
Great  Osages  that  level  In  their  relatione 
of  power  and  policy,  which  Aeir  name 
imports;  for  when  Lieut.  Pike,  (sinco 
General  Pike,  whose  death,  durmg  the 
lata  war  occasioned  to  his  countiy  so 
much  just  cause  fur  asooming,)  returned 
to  the  Osages  a  number  of  their  Captive 
Brethren,  in  1806,  their  incidental^  and 
unintentional  arrival  at  the  village  of  the 
Little  08ages,)!fie,  called  forth  a  rebuke 
froin  Cheveaux  Blanchti  the  chief  of  the 
Great  Osages,  to  the  Wind,  the  chief  of 
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C«fWiMBdMea,vlUbe  penMd  with  temflrt. 
IteoDlalBsiinportaiitiiiibrnmtloDio  fdiUkmto 
the  phytical  and  moral  stale  of  the  Onge 
THbes,  and  to  the  ion  and  cUmaae  of  the 
oMrtb^dieylohaiaL  B  ite>  |nsMitsa«raoc 
m^  tmercttiiy  iW«l  to  ChrHHsm  la  iMhalC 
of  these  iMg*  iwylcrtrt  chiUren  of  the  forest: 

Dbae  Sir^ 
I  new  wrile  y«h  agreealily  to  premise, 
in  relation  to  the  Omges  of  the  Missooii. 
I  have  deta^ed  doing  so  tlU  now,  hoping 
te  find  a  m^  of  their  ooaatry,  and  a  his- 
tarieal  eketoh  wbich  1  onoe  had,  but  they 
baveeMedmy  eeai«h,andl  asost pro- 
ceed therafoM,  withoot  them,  4rostk^;  to 
my  leooNectian,  and  to  snch  incidental 
belpeasl  DH^  baaUe  to  arail  myaalf  of 
as  ligo  along; 

The  Oii^pes  of  the  Miasonri,  are  so 
e^MedtocoatradifltiRguishiham  from  the 
Osages  of  the  Arkansas.  Xheyaredivi- 
dedh]le  two  parts,  eae  is  called  the  Great, 
the o^ier the Ultle Osages.  Batthisdb- 
tiactioais  nominal  oaly,iheir  habits  and 
iaierests  being  the  sam«.  Itmayserveto 
gMa(Fy.etteiarity,hewever,  to  assign  soma 
reasons  for  this  distinction  of  titles. 

Upwards  of  a  hondred  years  ago,(say 
one  handred  andtwen^r  yeaia^  this  tribe 
coostitalad  one  band;  bathoping  to  im- 
prove themselvas,aad  tojcaacb  out  after 
new  settlements,  it  was  agreed  in  general 
council,  that  a  colony  shoold  move  off 
in  the  direction  of  tha  Missonri  The 
movement  was  made  accordingly ;  but 
of  ulnt  number  this  oolooy  was  compo- 
sed I  have  had  no  means  of  ascertaining. 
The  emigrants  were  but  a  few  years  00 
their  new  domain,  befone>  belagpressed 
by  their  enemies,  they  returned,  by  per- 
mission of  those  from  whom  they  had 
separated,  and  putting  themsdves  under 
their  protection,  settled  about  six  miles 
from  the  old  establbhment  in  the  plains 
below.  Perhaps  at  this  period  arose  the 
distinction:  and  the  cokmisls,  if  they 
may  be  so  termed,  conceiving  of  those 
from  whom  they  had  separated,  as  to 
consider  their  protection  wortii  seeking, 
might  have,  and  with  some  justice,  per- 
haps, given  them  the  titie  of  *^  Great 
BroOiers,"  or  Great  Osages ;  and  tt  would 
be  no  difficult  matter  for  the  party  thus 
addressed  to  return  the  compliment  by 
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the  Little  Osafes,  in  these  words :— »  I 
am  shocked  at  your  conduct,  Tuttatuggif, 
yon  who  hvre  lately  come  from  the 
BtateSy  and  should  have  been  wise  ;  but 
you  led  the  redeemed  captives,  with  an 
officer  of  the  United  States,  to  your  vil- 
lage, iostesKi  of  bringing  them  through 
my  town  in  the  ilrst  instance."  To  this  the 
Wind  made  no  reply.  Lieut.  Pike  con- 
aidered  the  speech  as  having  been  inten- 
ded to  show  to  him  and  his  party,  the 
mtpmority  of  the  one^  and  the  inftriority 
of  the  other. 

The  Osages  of  the  Missouri  live  in  two 
villages,  which  are,  as  has  been  stated, 
six  miles  apart,  on  the  waters  of  the 
Osage  river,  and  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty  leagues  from  its  junction  with  the 
Missonri.  The  number  of  their  warriors 
bears  a  much  larger  proportion  to  the 
number  of  souls,  than  b  known  in  any 
other  tribe.  Of  warriors  they  have  cer- 
Uinly  not  less  than  1600.  Perhaps  the 
two  villages  could  number  2,000,  which 
would  give  them,  computing  one  warrior 
for  every  ten  souls,  as  is  usual,  with  most 
tribes,  16  or  20,000  souls; — ^whereas  by 
returns  from  Gov.  Clarke,  made  me  in 
1817,  they  stand  thus  :--Number  of  per- 
sons of  the  Great  Osages  6,000— probable 
number  of  children,  3,600^Towns,  8. 
Little  Osages,  2,000,  probable  number  of 
ohfldren,  lOOO^Towns,  2.  In  all  8,000 
souls ;  and  these  embrace  both  the  Ar- 
kansas and  the  Missouri  Osages.  I  should 
estimate  the  number  of  the  Great  and 
Little  Osages  of  the  Missouri,  at  6,000, 
allowing  two-thirds  for  the  Great,  and 
one-third  for  the  Little,  or  4,000  for  the 
former,  and  2,000  for  the  latter. 

Their  country  is  said  to  be  beautiful.  It 
lies  in  latitude  37  degrees,  west  longi- 
tude 19^20.  I  shall  have  occasion  to  re- 
fer to  this  branch  of  the  subject  In  ano- 
ther part  of  this  letter,  and  will  proceed 
with  other  points. 

They  subsist  on  corn,  pumpkins,  beans, 
and  the  flesh  of  wild  fowl,  and  buffaloe, 
and  deer,  and  such  other  eatables  as  the 
forests  furnish,  and  on  fish.  Their  com- 
merce is  carried  on  by  the  exchange  of 
fun  and  peltries,  for  blankets,  stitMids, 
and  such  other  articles  as  are  in  use 
amongst  them.  Theb  peaceful  habits, 
especially  their  cultivation  of  this  inte- 
resting trait  in  their  character,  towards 
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the  government  and  people  of  the  United 
States,  is  remarkable.  How  far  this 
friendship  may  owe  its  eonSrmation,  to 
the  intereet  manifested  by  the  govern- 
ment in  the  redemption  and  return  of 
upwards  of  fifty  of  their  fathers,  and 
wives,  and  children,  and  brothers,  and 
sisters,  in  1806, 1  cannot  determine ;  bat 
the  effect  produced  on  those  who  cane 
out  to  meet  them,  and  on  those  who 
again  greeted  their  native  village,  their 
homes,  and  their  friends,  warrants  the 
conclusion  that  the  United  States  is  in- 
debted io  that  OM  met  ^juttiee  emdof 
mercy,  for  much  of  the  friendship  whioir 
has  ever  since  been  shown  towards  us  by 
that  people.  The  account  given  of  that 
meeting  by  the  distlngoished  youth  (for 
he  was  then  but  a  youth)  to  whom  had 
been  entrusted  the  expedition,  b  worthy 
of  insertion  ;  as  b  also  (he  address  deli- 
vered on  the  occasion  by  8ant  (hielhf  a 
distingubhed  Osage  chief.  "  Lieut.  WO- 
kinson  informed  me,"  says  Lieutenant 
Pike,  "  that  their  meeting  (the  meeting 
of  the  redeemed  captives  and  their 
friends)  was  very  tender  and  affection- 
ate. Wives  throwing  themselves  In  the 
arms  of  their  husbands,  parents  embrae» 
ing  their  children,  and  ohildren  their  pa- 
rents, brothers  and  sisters  meeting,  one 
from  captivity,  the  other  from  the  towns 
-4hey  at  the  same  time  returning  thanks 
to  the  goed  God  for  having  brought  them 
once  more  together  ;•— In  short,  the  tout 
efuembU,  he  continues,  was  such,  as  to 
make  polbhed  society  blush,  when  com- 
pared with  those  savages,  in  whom  the 
passions  of  the  mind,  either  joy,  grief, 
fear,  anger,  or  revenge,  have  their  foil 
scope.  Why,  he  emphatically  asks,  can 
we  not  correct  the  baneful  passions^ 
without  weakening  the  good  ?" 

ft  was  on  that  occasion  of  joy  and  gra- 
titude, that  Sans  Orielle  spoke  thus: 
— "  Osage-  you  now  see  your  wives, 
your  brothers,  your  daughters,  your 
sons,  redeemed  frum  captivity-  Who 
did  thb  ?  Was  it  the  Spaniards  ?  No.  Was 
it  the  French.'  No.  Had  either  of  these 
'  people  been  governors  of  yoor  country, 
your  relatives  might  have  rotted  in  cap- 
tivity, and  you  never  would  have  seen 
them.  But  the  Americans  stretched  forth 
their  bands;  and  they  are  returned  to 
you !'»    What  can  you  do  in  return  for  b^ 
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Are  they  not  men  ?  And  if  meny  iirettiej 
not  oar  brothers  f  See  them  in  the  win* 
ter's  frost.  Do  they  not  feel,  and  shiver? 
Look  at  them  exposed  to  the  solar  ray ; 
do  they  not  bum  ?  Have  we  never  seen 
them  weep  ^  Aye  ;  it  is  at  this  pomt  wa 
should  oftenest  see  them,  did  nottheik' 
fortitude  make  it  unmanly— /or  they  have 
eautt  to  weep.  Yes,  here  we  should  see 
them,  pouring  forth  their  tears,  to  be 
measured  only  by  the  gage  of  their  de- 
spair. Now  and  then  we  see  an  enlight- 
ened and  Christian  spirit  animating  the 
weather-beaten  face  of  these  hitherto 
neglected  men.  In  a  moment  of  ^  all 
others  the  most  important  to  man,  have 
we  heard  the  aged  and  instructed  Ske* 
nandon  say — <<  Lay  me  6y4^  '^^  of  m^ 
minister  and  friendt  that  i  may  go  up  with 
him  at  the  great  returrutUmr  And  is  all 
this  embraced  in  the  Indian  character  ? 
And  shall  we  not  be  their  friends  ?  Shall 
the  means,  in  such  a  highly  favoured 
country  as  this,  be  wanted,  to  convey 
to  these  untaught  men,  the  knowledge 
out  of  which  we  derive  our  blessings, 
our  comforts  ?  Shall  tbey  be  permitted|/ 
under  the  Impulses  of  nature,  to  roam 
ov^  the  wilds,  gathering  their  often- 
times scanty,  and  always  uncertain  sub« 
sistence  from  the  chase,  when  the  earth 
under  their  feet  is  ready,  by  the  applica- 
tion of  less  toil,  to  produce  the  certain 
and  abundanl  means  of  living.^  Shall  they 
be  permitted  to  cover  themselves  with 
the  skins  of  the  beasts  tbey  have  slain 
and  often  suffer  for  want  of  clothing,  too 
often  indeed  from  (he  actual  exposure  of 
their  t>odies  to  the  rigours  of  the  year, 
when  a  few  looms,  and  wheels,,  and 
a  little  friendly  instruction,  would  teach 
them  how  to  manufacture  comfortable 
garments  for  themselves?  And  shall  they 
be  left  alone,  to  listen  at  the  roar  of  the 
elements,  and  feel  their  native  mountains 
shake  beneath  them,  and  to  remain  igno- 
rant of  the  God  who  rides  in  the  whirl- 
wind and  directs  the  storm  ?  Shall  tbey 
be  left,  crudely  to  conceive  of  that  Holy 
Being  as  they  may  gather  his  uncertain 
likeness  from  what  they  behold  around 
them  *,  and  be  permitted  to  remain  igno- 
rant of  all  the  vast  concerns  of  the  fu- 
ture, and  blind  to  their  consequences, 
and  none  go  forth  to  make  all  this  im^ 
portant  and  deeply  interesting  subject, 


tkb  goodness?  Nothing:  all  your  lives 
WDeld  net  snflioe  to  repay  their  good- 
new.'*  Thus  did  Sans  Orielle  mingle  his 
Joy  with  the  redeemed  and  their  friends, 
when  at  the  same  time  he  had  children 
in  captivity  not  one  of  whom  could  be 
obtained! 

What  deep  impressions  of  good  will  do 
not  such  acts  of  the  government  and 
such  speeches  as  thif^  make,  under  such 
cireumttaneett  on  the  minds  of  destitute 
and  helpless  'men !  Kindness,  my  dear 
sir,  u  destined  to  conquer  at  last ;  and 
misBionaries  are  ordained  as  the  distin- 
goiabedand  honoured  agents  to  unfuri 
before  the  eyes  of  thb  people,  the  flag 
of  benevolence,  and  under  its  hallowed 
and  peaoeftil  waving,  to  proclaim  the 
true  Hberty,  And  here  I  find  myself,  sud- 
denly, within  the  limits  of  your  paviKon, 
and  mnat  stop  a  moment  to  survey  the 
preparations  which  yoe,  and  your  bre- 
thren, and  the  government,  are  all  united 
in  making,  to  cniry  in  amongst  these 
very  Oeagesi — not  the  death-dealing  en- 
gines of  war  and  destruction ;  not  the 
eieilements  of  speculators,  and  avari- 
cious eontenders  for  wealth, — no, — but 
the  mild  whisperings  of  Idndness,  and 
the  means  of  intdleetwUi  and  social^  and 
mortd  improvement.  Doubts  have  hi- 
therto darkened  this  interesting  subject ; 
.  but  they  are  all  dissolving  The  light  of 
experience  ha«  l>roken  forth  Irom  Spring' 
plaUf  from  Brainard,  from  Elliot,  from 
Cornwall,  from  Waupakannetta ;  and 
soon  shall  we  see  it  issuing  from  the 
Mcaneas,  and  from  the  villages  of  the 
Osages,  and  thence  onward,  West  and 
North,  tilt  the  whole  region  of  aborigi- 
nal darkness  will  be  full  of  light,  and 
peace,  and  harmony.  Experience  war- 
rants this  cooclustoo  at  last,  if  other 
things  did  not*  Bat  we  have  evidenoes 
by  the  thousand,  any  of  whieh,  (expe- 
rience out  of  the  question,)  would  de- 
« monstrate  the  practicability  of  civilising 
and  cbristianisiog  our  Indians ;  and  who 
doubts  the  obligation  to  engage  in  the 
work?  Who  are  the  Indians?  Let  the 
affection  displayed,  and  the  tears,  the 
eloquent  testimonials  of  homanity,  shed, 
in  1806,  at  the  meeting  of  the  redeemed 
captives,  tell.  Who  are  the  Indians? 
Pierce  their  rains,  witness  their  sorrows, 
mark  their  joys,  Ibten  to  tbeiv^eloquence. 
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plain  to  them  ?  Wherefore  withhold  from 
them  the  knowledge  of  the  beit  and  mott 
important  things  which  are  known  to  and 
cheriihed  by  as,  whether  they  be  viewed 
in  relation  to  the  present  or  fotore  ?  Why 
should  we  enjoy  all  that  has  reference  to 
the  perfection  of  onr  nature,  and  onr 
brethren  of  the  same  oonntry,  and  hot  a 
lew  weeks  travel  from  ns,  be  left  to  strug- 
gle on  amidst  cloods,  and  darkness,  and 
sofferingi  with  a  dread  nnceftainty  rest- 
ing on  all  the  future  ?  But  to  whom  am  I 
addressing  myself?  Happy  for  the  Osages, 
to  one  who  needs  none  of  these  desulto- 
ry reflections  to  excite  in  him  those  feel- 
ings which,  to  the  honour  of  our  countjy, 
are  beginning  to  be  cherished  by  thou- 
•aads.  Yes»  fcappy  Osages— the  days  of 
yonr  gloom  are  about  to  close.  Already 
does  the  light  gleam  across»  and  fringe 
the  skirts  of  the  clouds  which  have  so 
long  hung  over  you.  It  Is  so,  my  dear 
tir,  and  I  congratnlato  these  people;  I 
congratulate  the  government,  and  ci- 
tiiensof  my  country,  that  you  made  a 
visit  to  Washington,  and  oflfered  your 
itrvioes,  and  had  your  plans  of  kindness 
reoogniied  by  the  Osages  of  the  Missouri. 
Vo  longer  will  our  Indians  be  considered 
in  the  Hght  of  the  beasU  of  the  forests. 
Our  government,  long  anxious  to  serve 
them,  has  at  last  arrived  at  the  era  when 
Indian  oiviliiation  may  be  registered ; 
and  whilst  it  aids  by  such  resources,  as 
the  Congress  has  put  in  its  power,  (and 
which  I  trust  will  be  multiplied)  and 
countenances,  and  strengthens,  all  it 
can,  those  generous  and  noble  doings  of 
associated  bodies  of  onr  fellow  citixens, 
who  are  emphatically  the  bed  friends  of 
the  huHtmt,  you  will  have  reason  to  take 
to  yourself,  as  wHl  your  brethren  and 
fiiendsinthb  great  work,  much  of  the 
luxury  which  those  enjoy  who  do  good. 
The  country  of  the  Osages  of  the  Mis- 
souri is  delightful.  The  Mission  family, 
who  may  be  honoured  with  a  commis- 
sion to  go  to  these  people,  will  have 
every  thing  to  enjoy  that  a  fine  climate 
and  soil  can  furnish,  and  fhcy  may  re- 
pose confidently  in  the  friendship  of  the 
Osages.  Their  chief  business  will  be  to 
adopt  those  measures  which  shall  set  forth 
to  them  in  the  truest  light  an  exhibition 
of  their  generous  object.  Once  let  the 
Tn<!isn?  see  that  they  are  disinterested 


(rienda,  and  have  deoKmstntad  to  t 
their  nsefolness,  and  no  power  wiU  he 
permitted  to  ham  them  hut  at  the  eoit  of 
the  Mood  of  those  whom  th^  go  to 
serve.  Nothing  conid  have  been  more 
happUy  contrived,  even  if  it  had  been 
the  result  of  contiivanoe,  than  for  the 
two  missions  to  the  Osages  to  fdlow  each 
other  in  such  quick  succession.  The 
Arkansas  Osages,  and  the  Osages  of  the 
Afissonri,  are  not  on  friendly  tenns.  Ont 
of  the  schism  which  sundered  them,  ori- 
ginated much  bad  bkiod.  And,  like 
nsost  other  diflicnlties  witii  whioh  ear 
aborigines  have  to  contend,  tins  schism 
was  the  resok  of  intrigue  on  the  part  of 
rival  traders;  acanseofaOioliontoomr 
Indians,  to  arrest  which  wHl  require  the 
strong  arm  of  the  goveniment,  and  the 
passage  of  that  excellent  law,  or  one  like 
it,  for  the  regulation  of  Indian  trade, 
which  originated  in,  and  ebt^ned  the 
sanction  of  the  senate  at  the  last  session 
of  CoDgress;  but  which,  for  want  of 
time,  was  not  calied  up  in  tlie  Hoose  of 
Bepresentatives.  This,  however,  may 
not  be  the  plhce  for  the  lUustntlon  of  this 
branch  of  the  subject.  The  Osages  of 
the  Missouri,  f  was  going  on  to  remark, 
think  they  are  the  aggrieved  party  hi  this 
schism— and  perhaps  they  are.  If  the 
school  now  organising  on  the  Arlnnaas 
had  got  under  way,  and  nothing  had  been 
seen  doing  in  fevour  of  the  Osages  of  the 
Missouri,  consequences  arising  out  of  the 
Jealousy  which  this  aspect  of  things  must 
needs  have  excited,  and  out  of  despair, 
might  have  proved  serious,  as  well  to  tlie 
white  population  bordering  their  domaia, 
as  to  the  tribes  themselves.  But  as  this 
business  has  resulted,  there  will  be  ■• 
grounds  for  jealousy.  1  doubt  not  but  tho 
most  harmonious  and  friendly  conae- 
qnences  will  result  to  Uiese  Indians ;  and 
I  shall  not  be  at  all  surprised  iC  In  the 
course  of  a  few  years,  they  give  to  eaeh 
other  the  hand  of  fellowship,  and  con- 
sent  to  a  mutual  fefgetfrOaees  of  the  past, 
and  bind  themsdves  together  onee  more 
by  the  ties  of  brotherhood  and  love ;  and 
how  easy,  by  the  extension  of  such 
peaceful  posts,  wouki  it  be  to  unite  the 
tribes  which  hihahit  the  country  from  the 
Arkansas  to  the  Council  Bluffs*  This 
could  be  accomplished  by  the  establish- 
ment of  a  school  and  Mission  family  at 
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fttrt  Clark,  and  tt  the  Coonoil  Blaffs,  on 
the  .Bfiflsoori.  The  moial  effect  which 
soeh  « line  oi  opemtioiM  would  produce 
would  be  more  decbive  in  harmouiziog 
the  irequeDtcopmotioDsthat  agitate  and 
afflict  the  IndiaBsin  those  regions,  espe- 
cially if  seconded  by  a  judicious  system 
for  the  regulation  oC  trade^  than  would 
the  ereetioB  of  a  battery  of  cannon, 
though  it  should  extend  from  the  Arkan- 
aaa  to  the  rocky  mountaips.  Upon  this 
pert  of  the  subject  your  agenls,  to  whom 
vUlbe  entrusted  the  establishment  of  the 
MissioD  amongst  the  Osages  of  the  Mis- 
floml,  will  be  better  able  to  give  you  the 
seoessaiy  infiormatioB. 
.  An  entailment  and  multiplication  of 
40booU  are  ealled  for,  not  only  by  the 
public  sentiment,  but  by  the  Indians 
themselyes.  These  schools  roust  form 
the  foundation  of  this  great  work  ;  and, 
iC  properly  aided  by  suitable  laws  for  the 
cocrection  of  evil  doers,  and  the  proper 
regulation  of  a  liberal  commercial  inter- 
oottcse  with  all  the  tribes ;  there  need  be 
00  doubt  as  to  the  result.  It  needs  only 
that  this  system  be  properly  arranged, 
and  set  vigofously  and  harmoniously  io 
operation,  to  prove  to  the  world  how 
GomfMiratively  easy  it  is  to  "  train  up 
obildfen,  (thmigh  they  be  the  children  qf 
^mrngtM)  In  the  way  they  should  go;" 
and  bow  they  too,  when  they  become 
«ld,  will  adhere  to  this  early  training. 

The  day,  I  am  delighted  to  think,  is 
at  band,  when  an  Indian  war  will  be  as 
rare  an  occurrence,  as  was,  half  a  cen- 
tHiy  1^,  a  general  Indian  peace.  And 
Idadness  will  accpmpllsh  the  work  at 
last,  and  not  force.     Force    may   do 
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where  there  are  no  agencies  for  the  pro- 
motion of  moral  influences,  and  it  is 
prudent  to  provide  the  one  in  the  absence 
of  tbe  other.  But  the  time  must  come, 
when  a  military  force  will  be  as  useless 
in  the  Indian  country,  for  the  purposes  of 
war  upon  the  sons  of  the  forests,  as  it 
would  be  at  this  time  in  the  city  of  Wash- 
ingtoo  or  New-York,  for  tbe  ;7ti}7>o«ei  of 
war  upon  the  inliabitanis  of  those  cities. 

Yet,  it  will  be  no  less  necessary 
amongst  the  Indians,  that  laws  should  be 
established  for  their  government,  than  it 
is,  that  laws  should  be  enacted* for  tbe  go- 
vernment of  our  own  citizens;  nor  less 
necessary  that  all  infractions  of  their  pro- 
visions should  be  visited  with  their  ap» 
propriate  punishments,  in  tbe  one  case, 
than  in  tbe  other. 

I  sincerely  wish  you  success  in  the  no- 
ble work  in  which  you  are  engaged,  as  I 
do  all  others  who  have  undertaken  its 
promotion.  I  know  that  any  aid  which 
It  may  be  in  the  power  of  the  President 
to  afford,  aud  which  will  l}e  furnished 
through  the  Secretary  of  War,  whose 
good  feelings  and  hearty  co-operation  Io 
this  benevolent  design  are  known  to  you, 
will  be  most  cheerfully  granted.  As  for 
myself,  if  I  can  help  in  my  feeble  way  to 
forward  this  cause  of  suffering  humanity, 
I  promise  you  the  best  services  I  may 
have  the  ability  to  render ;  and  these  you 
are  authorized  at  all  times  freely  to  com- 
mand.

tertioTO  into  all  tke  world  and  piaaek 
tiM  Gofpel  to  every  efaotiire«  he  who 
helieveth  and  is  baptised  shall  bo  saved. 
Am  my  Father  bath  sent  me  even  so  send  I 
yoo." 

If  we  would  form  a  just  idea  of  the 
great  task  that  lies  before  us,  let  as  take 
a  retrospective  view  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  earth  at  the  first  anoonciation  of  these 
ifttd  tidings  of  great  joy  to  all  nations. 

Thongh  boasting  of  their  superior 
knowledge,  and  rejoieing  in  great 
literary  attainments;  yet  the  Apostle 
of  the  Gentiles  Informs  us,  (and  he 
is  oar  sorest  source  of  Information,) 
when  speaking  of  the  heathen  world, 
that,  professing  themselves  to  be  wise, 
they  became  fools;  and  changed  the 
glory  of  the  incorruptible  God,  into  an 
image  siade  like  to  coiruptible  man,  and 
to  birds,  and  four-footed  beasts,  and 
creeping  things.  And  even  as  they  did 
not  like  to  retain  God  in  their  knowledge) 
God  gave  them  over  to  a  reprobate  mind, 
to  do  those  things  which  are  not  conve- 
nient, being  filled  with  all  unrighteous- 
ness, wickedness,  covetousness,  mall- 
doosness,  full  of  envy,  murder,  debate, 
deceit,  malignity,  whisperers,  backbiters, 
haters  of  God,  despiteful,  proud,  boast- 
ers, inventors  of  evil  things,  disobedient 
to  parents,  without  understanding,  co- 
venant breakers,  without  natural  affec- 
tion, implacable,  unmerciful. 

Compare  this  degraded  state  of  man- 
Icind  with  the  blessed  effects  of  the  la- 
bours of  the  apostles  and  followers  of 
Christ,  with  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit, 
which,  the  same  apostle  assures  us,  are 
love,  joy,  peace,  long  suffering,  gentle- 
ness, goodness,  faith,  meekness,  tem- 
perance. These  having  been  the  fruits 
of  this  excellent  system  i)f  Gospel  Gmce' 
In  the  small  part  of  our  world  where  it 
has  been  made  known,  and  many  glo- 
riow  promises  having  been  given  to  the 
followers  of  the  Lamb,  however  nnlike- 
ly  to  be  verified,  which  refer  decisively 
to  the  gkny  that  should  follow  in  the  lat- 
ter day,  in  which  our  lot  Is  fallen,  can 
we  do  better  than  to  make  them  the  sub- 
ject of  our  daily  encouragement  and 
constant  support 

From  the  latest  statistica]  tables,'lit  ap* 
jpean,  that  in  Eorope  alone  the  popola^ 
tioo  amounts  to  somewhere  about  one 
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hundred  and  eighty  mUUoos  of  penoMt 
scattered  over  about  three  mllUoni  of 
square  miles.  In  this  oalculatloB  Is  com- 
prehended all  nominal  ChrMam,  a- 
mounting  to  about  one  hondred  and  forty 
millions.  The  remaining  foHy  mUUona 
consist  of  Jews,  Mahomedans,  and 
^athen.  Thoosands  among  all  theee, 
including  multitudes  In  our  own  country, 
are  calling  out,  with  an  ardour  equal^  to 
that  of  the  man  seen  by  the  apostle  in  • 
vision,  *<  come  over  into  Macedonia  and 
help  OS  ;*'  while  more  than  two  mMions 
of  Indian  natives  throughout  Amerfoa, 
and  nearly  as  many  coloored  people, 
who,  notwithstanding  all  our  endeavours 
made  to  christianise  them,  may  be  said, 
(with  a  few  exceptions,)  to  be  Ml  stran- 
gers to  the  plan  of  redemption  from  sfn 
and  death,  to  the  enjojrment  of  Eternal 
Life  through  the  Gospel. 

This  estimate  Is  not  to  be  depended 
upon  as  precisely  accurate;  but  suffi- 
ciently so  for  our  present  purpose,  as  it 
•bows  to  demonstration,  that  in  the 
whole  of  Christianised  Europe  and  Ame- 
rica there  is  but  one  Bible  extant  to  sixty 
Inhabitants,  and  these  daily  wearing  out 
and  otherwise  destroyed,  the  number  not 
exceeding,  probably,  more  than  three 
millions  of  copies. 

But  if  we  should  extend  our  views  to 
the  whole  worid,  consisting  of  about 
eight  hundred  millions  of  souls,  with  not 
exceeding  five  millions  of  Bibles,  it 
would  not  afford  more  than  one  Bible  to 
one  hundred  and  sixty  Inhabitants. 

What  can  the  sceptical  objector  (who 
knows  the  value  of  an  immortal  soul,) 
say  to  these  solemn  facts,  while  they 
daily  see  souls  launching  into  an  awful 
eternity  ?  Is  there  nny  necessity  to  add  a 
word  more  to  convince  every  serious 
mind  that  our  work  and  labour  of  Love 
is  not  In  vain  in  the  Lord ;  or  to  nniae 
and  encourage  you,  my  fellow  labourers, 
in  this  important  part  of  the  Lord's  Vine- 
yard, to  persevere  in  this  good  cause  with 
unwearied  seal  and  activity,  under  the 
encouraging  promise  that  he  himself  Is 
with  us.  ¥es,  my  brethren,  even  to  the 
end  of  the  world.  And  is  it  not  a  great 
privilege  which  we  enjoy  at  this  mo- 
ment, to  see  this,  very  promise  so  mani- 
festly accomplished  in  part?  Looking 
abroad  among  the  nations  of  the   old

worid,  do  we  not  tee  the  Spirit  of  Ood 
tfMfeuing  tile  Mglit  of  dirliie  tnitti  to  tlie 
defkett  regions  of  tlie  glolM  ?  Do  we  not 
behold  eflbrts,  greater  tlian  Imve  ever 
beftire  been  madoi  Yor  conveying  the 
glad  tidings  of  salvatiofi  to  the  most  ig- 
norant and  destftiite  of  the  boman  raee  f 
Are  not  the  inhabitaot^  of  the  Sonthem 
Islands  ^  the  sea  casting  tlieir  dumb  idols 
to  the  moles  and  bats,  and  erecting  tem- 
ples for  the  worship  of  the  only  true 
Qod  ?  Are  not  the  descendants  of  £iUth- 
ful  Abraham  receiving,  with  delight,  the 
•▼angelical  records  in  their  own  native 
tongue,  and  studying  them  with  aeal,  to 
their  great  advantage?  And  whence  is  it 
that  so  ardent  a  thirst  should  have  beea 
oaette^  among  the  nations  of  the  earth  for 
the  Living  Waters  of  salvation  f  Whenee 
this  aaiious  eolioitude  for  the  Oncles  of 
Divine  Truth  ?  Is  it  not  demonstrativa 
prvof  of  the  folilBMnt  of  the  promices 
of  the  Qospet 

To  promote  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
talvatioA  of  our  felkrw-candidatet  for 
immortal  lifo,  and  thus  becoming  actual 
laboorsrs  with  Christ  in  the  great  harvest 
of  his  kingdom,  ought  to  be  the  ardent 
wish  of  every  true  disciple  of  the  Cross. 

Let  us,  then,  be  for,  not  only  from  dia- 
couragement,  but  let  ns  exceedingly  re- 
joice in  that  success  with  which  it  has 
pleased  a  gracious  Master,  thus  far, 
through  good  report  and  evil  report,  to 
succeed  our  foeble  exertions,  by  the  ge- 
neroua  aid  of  our  foUow-citutenfl  and 
joint  expectants  of  eternal  life.  «  Not 
unto  us,  not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  but  to  thy 
great  Name  be  all  the  praise." 

The  Prestdeot  paid  a  deserved  tri- 
bute of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Jo- 
shua M.  Wallace,  Esq.  and  Mr. 
JoBif  MuREAT,  juD.;  the  former  of 
whom  presided  in  the  CoDvention 
whieb  established  tbe  Society,  and 
the  latter  was  a  prominent  and  vahia- 
ble  member  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers; and  coDcluded  liis  address,  as 
follows : 

These  servants  of  tbe  living  God  have 
finished  their  task,  and  are  now,  we 
trust,  enjoying  the  unspeakable  rich  re- 
past of  everlastiag  love.  It  becomes  us, 
therefore,  to  be  hnmbly  resigned  to  the 
divine  will,  and  to  say,  with  eotire  sab*

mission  of  spirit,  *^  thy  will  be  done  on 
earth  as  it  is  done  in  heaven.'*  Our  So- 
vereign Lord  and  Master  hath  called  them 
to  receive  the  plaudits  of  « i^tfX  doooi 
good  and  faitbfol  servants,  enter  ye  in 
to  the  joy  of  your  Lord,*'  to  which,  with 
holy  confidence,  we  add  oor  submimlva 
Amen. 

After  the  Annual  Report  was  read, 
tbe  Hon.  John  Cotton  Smith,  lata 
Governor  of  Connecticut,  moved  the 
adoption  of  tbe  Report,  and  address- 
ed the  President  as  follows : 
Mr.  Prxsioxnt, 

Before  I  submit  tbe  resolution  which  it 
is  my  intention  to  offer,  I  must  be  per- 
mitted to  express  the  grateful  sense  which 
I  trust  we  all  entertain  of  the  distincuisb- 
ed  services  rendered  by  tbe  Board  of  Ma- 
nagers, as  detailed  in  this  highly  interest- 
ing and  eloquent  Report ;  and  to  congra- 
tulate you,  sir,  and  every  friend  of  the 
Institution,  on  its  increasing  prosperity. 
It  is,  in  truth,  a  subject  of  humble  and 
devout  acknowledgment,  that  whilst  the 
illustrious  model  of  all  Bible  Associa- 
tions has  encountered,  from  the  first, 
(with  glorious  success  indeed,)  an  oppo- 
sition as  virulent  in  spirit  as  it  was  un- 
provoked in  its  origin ;  this  Society  has 
been  permitted,  by  a  gracious  Provi- 
dence, to  move  on  free  and  undisturbed. 
The  cavils  of  enemies,  and  the  fears  of 
friends,  have  been  alike  sul>dned,  and  the 
American  Bible  Society  presents  to  the 
world  the  cheering  spectacle  of  harmony 
and  christian  fellowship  amongst  its  mem- 
hers  of  various  communions,  and  of  per- 
fect unanimity  in  tbe  execution  of  its 
plans.  That  the  Society  has  a  strong 
hold  upon  the  affections  and  confidence 
of  the  religions  public,  could  not  be 
shown  more  decisively  than  in  tbe  liberal 
contributions  to  its  funds  during  the  past 
year — a  year  of  almost  unexampled  pe- 
cuniary embarrassmeat  throughout  the 
country.  It  will  be  seen,  sir,  that  no  in- 
considerable portion  of  these  offerings 
were  made  by  female  hands.  The  fact 
may  well  awaken  our  gratitude,  but  not 
our  surprise.  Munificence  like  this  comes 
from  a  quarter  where  It  will  ever  be 
found,  from  that  sex  who  were  theeariy 
and  tried  friends  of  the  blessed  Redeem- 
er; who  not  only  beheld  with  ecstacy 
the  triumphs  of  his  mercyi  but  who  ad 
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liered  to  him  with  ansbaken  coofltancy  in 
hit  deepest  bumili'atiooi  and  who  have 
been  at  once  the  ornament  and  support 
ofliitCh|irchtothe  present  hoar.  The 
same  benevolent  spirit  in  the  community 
at  large,  I  doubt  not,  will  continue,  and 
from  the  same  cause,  a  thorough  convic- 
tion of  the  immense  utility  of  the  Insti- 
tution, whether  regard  be  had  to  the  sa- 
ccedness  of  its  design,  or  the  wide  extent 
of  its  operations.  These,  sir,  let  it  l|e  re- 
membered, are  not  limited  to  a  few  dis- 
tricts, states,  or  territories,  nor  even 
to  our  own  vast  republic,  which  at  length 
has  oceans  for  its  lioundaries.  No,  sir, 
from  the  table  which  b  here  spread,  the 
bread  of  life  is  to  tie  dispensed  to  the 
destitute  of  the  whole  American  conti- 
nent, and  surely  a  more  diversified  and 
interesting  population  cannot  be  found 
upon  the  globe.  Whatever  may  be  the 
destiny  of  the  people  of  South  America, 
whether  they  are  to  reach  the  dignified 
rank  of  freemen,  or,  after  a  few  strug- 
gles to  relapse  into  colonial  degradation, 
the  Bible  will  be  equally  necessary  to 
them.  It  is  its  Divine  excellence  that, 
besides  bringing  life  and  Immortality  to 
light,  it  adapts  itself  with  wonderful  pli. 
ancy  to  every  condition  in  which  man 
can  be  placed.  Is  he  free  ? — h  restrains 
bis  strong  tendency  to  licentiousness.  Is 
he  a  slave  ?— it  may  not  indeed  break  the 
fetters  of  bondage,  but  it  will  assuredly 
lighten  their  pressure.  In  a  word,  it 
teaches  him,  to  use  its  own  touching  lan- 
guage, in  whatever  date  he  if,  theretoith  to 
be  content — the  great  end  of  all  human 
pursuits !  the  sum  of  human  happiness ! 

But  the  field  of  enterprise  Which  I  own 
to  you,  sir,  I  am  roost  anxious  to  see  ful- 
ly occupied  by  the  Board,  one  on  which 
they  have  already  most  happily  entered, 
is  the  diffusion  of  the  Holy  Scriptures 
amongst  the  aborigines  of  our  whole  wes- 
tern hemisphere,  f  rejoice  that  light  and 
hope  l>egin  to  dawn  upon  a  subject  which 
has  been  so  long  involved  in  darkness 
and  despondency.  We  have  beard  of 
the  early  exertions  of  our  pious  ancestors 
to  reclaim  the  savage  tribes,  and  of  theh* 
great  confidence  in  the  success  of  those 
exertions ;  and  although  enough  was 
done  to  demonstrate  the  practicability  of 
the  undertaking,  yet  we  know  that  in  the 
Kinel  their  fond  expectations  were  de- 
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feated.  Similar  attempts  snecesiively 
renewed  were  equally  unavailing  *,  until 
at  last  the  revered  names  of  Elliot  and 
Brainard  were  rarely  mentioned  nnac- 
companied  with  a  sigh,  that  pialy  so  ex- 
alted should  have  been  employed  in  « 
oause  so  utterly  hopeless.  Despairing, 
finally,  of  ever  making  our  red  brethren 
CkrittioMi  we  seemed  to  have  forgotten 
they  were  men ;  and  Indian  warfare,  in 
the  estimation  of  too  many  of  owr  com- 
trymen,  was  but  another  name  for  fhe 
ehace  of  the  wolf  and  the  tiger.  Sir,  f 
bless  God  that  these  nnwortby  sentimentB 
are  now  practically  disavowed;  that 
higher  and  nobler  views  are  entertained, 
not  by  private  Christians  alone,  but  by 
the  first  authorities  in  our  country ;  and 
partlculariy  that  he  whom  these  ehiidrea 
of  the  forest  have  been  accualomed  to 
style  their /nlAer,  is  disposed  to  prove 
his  title  to  the  appeUatkio,  by  attending 
to  them,  with  a  truly  paternal  hand,  the 
blessings  of  civUintion  and  religion.  It 
is  enconraging,  nay  sir,  it  is  delightful  to 
perceive  on  their  part  an  increasing  dis- 
position to  aeeept  tkie  proffered  boon- 
Who,  then,  that  regards  stitentively  the 
aspects  of  Providence,  can  donbt  that 
this  great  scheme  of  lienevolence  is  fast 
approaching  the  period  of  its  accomplish- 
ment ?  And  who  can  describe  the  full  tide 
of  happiness  and  glory  which  will  flow 
from  its  consummation  ?  Then,  Mr.  Pre. 
sident,  in  the  prophetic  and  sublimo 
words  of  thb  sacred  volume,  then,  in- 
deed, '<  the  desert  shall  rejoice  and  blos- 
som as  the  rose,"— ^*  the  mountains  and 
the  hills  shall  break  forth  into  singing,  and 
all  the  trees  of  the  fields  shall  clap  their 
hands." 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Ltell,  Rector 
of  Christ's  Church  in  this  city,  se- 
conded the  motion ;  and,  after  a  few 
introductory  remarks,  thus  proceed- 
ed— 

There  was  indeed  a  time  when  the 
Bible  cause,  transcending  as  it  does  eve- 
ry other  in  the  benevolence  of  its  de- 
sign, the  grandeur  of  its  career,  and  the 
glory  of  its  achievements,  seemed  to  ap- 
pear in  an  attitude  of  dependence,  and 
to  ask,  with  some  solicitude,  the  aid  of 
warm-hearted  and  enlightened  elo- 
quence.   Nor  did  it  ask  in  vain.    The 
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lieieiids  of  the  general  and  aniveraal  dif- 
fusion  of  the  Scriptares— of  the  Scrip- 
tures aloJie— of  the  Scriptures  without 
ii<^  or .  comment,  appeared  before  the 
pnbliC)  and  instantly  the  public  esteem 
was  conciliated ',  and  so  conciliated,  as 
.to enlist  in  the  noble  cause  not  only  its 
eloquence  and  its  talents,  bat  its  rank, 
.its  influence,  and  its  wealth.    Kings  and 
.princes  became  its  fathers  and  patrons, 
and  queens  and  princesses  adopted  it,  as 
did  the  daughter  of  Pbaroah,  the  infant 
law-giver  of  Israel,  for  thdr  own.    Its 
■fame  spread  and  its  praise  was  celebrat- 
ed, not  only   throughout   Europe,   but 
among  distant  nations,   who  heard    in 
.qiMok  succession  (for  the  designs  of  mer- 
^  move  with  celerity)  the  joyful  tidings, 
«  Arise,  shine;  thy  light  is  come,  and 
the  glory  of  the  Lord  is  risen  upon  thee." 
Tee,  sk,  the  pleasing  employment  of  eu- 
loi^ng  the  BiUe  cause,  instead  of  being 
oonlined,  ai  it  was  siiteen  years  ago,  to 
a  few  individuaUjonly,  is  now  performed 
by  grateful  nations,    who,  in  not  less 
than  one  hundred  and  twenty  different 
dialects  are  daily  rising  up  and  calling 
its  abettoes  and  friends  blessed.     Con- 
templating the  origin  of  the  most  benign 
and  stopendous  plan  ever  adopted  since 
the  day  of  the  incarnation  of  the  Son  of 
Qod,  for  the  benefit  of  mankind,  we  are 
.eonitrained  to  ask,  '*  Who  hath  despised 
the  day  of  smaU  things?'*  And  turning 
our  attention  to  its  astonishing  progress 
andglofious  results,  to  exclaim  with  ad- 
miration and  joy,   "  What   hath   God 
wrought?"  We'  know  thatlthe  work  is 
the  Lord's.    If  its  progress  proves  this, 
as  most  nnquestioaably  it  does,  so  also 
does  its  origin.    Yes,  sir,  its\rapid  pro- 
gress; Its  vast  extent;  its  powerful  pa- 
tronage,   and   almost   incalculable   re- 
sources, do  not  more  fully,  than  its  hum- 
ble ori^,  demonstrate  that  the  work  is 
the  Lord's.     It  is  highly  interesting  to 
look  back  to  the  rock  whence,  as  a  So- 
ciety, we  were  hewn,  and  to  the  hole  of 
the  pit  whence  we  were  digged.  Whence 
did  that  exuberant  stream  of  benefits 
which  is  now  i^freshing  and  fertilimng 
the  moral  worid,  Jmd  causing  it  to  bring 
forth  the  fruits  of  good  ttving  to  the  praise 
and^lory  of  Ood--with  whom  did  it 
take  its  rise  ?  From  whose  lips  dropped 
the    first  snggestion— a    suggestion   to 
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which  Angels  listened  with  extalic  joy — 
of  repeiring,  by  the  universal  diffusion 
of  the  Scriptures,  the  wastes  of  many 
generations — of  making  the  wilderness 
and  the  solitary  places  of  the  earth  glad, 
and  of  causing  the  deserts  to  rejoice  and 
blossom  as  the  rose.'  From  whom  the 
Godlike  design  of  furnishing  an  abundant 
supply  of  the  balm  of  Gilead — of  the 
leaves  of  the  tree  of  life  for  the  healing 
of  the  nations ; — of  sending  to  their  re- 
lief that  admirable  remedy  which  is  able 
to  recover  them  from  the  moral  maladies 
under  which  they  were  labouring ;— of 
delivering  them  from  the  smart,  and 
soothing  the  anguish  inflicted  by  the  fe- 
rocity of  the  passions,  the  cruelty  of  su- 
perstition, and  the  relentless  and  sangui- 
nary enactions  of  idolatry  ? 

Who  could  have  supposed  that  m  Eng- 
landt  of  aUpUuei  on  the  earth,  a  Baptist 
preacher — pardon  me,  sir,  I  mean — 
those  who  know  me  know  I  mean  no  dis- 
paragement of  that  or  of  any  other  deno- 
mination of  Christians ;  who  but  God^ 
who  seoth  not  as  roan  seeth,  would  have 
selected  for  such  a  purpose  one  who  was 
comparatively  unknown  ? 

True,  he  was  qualified ;  but  in  what 
did  his  qualifications  consist  ?  Not  in 
worldly  greatness,  power  or  rank,  but  in 
that  which  has  never  failed  to  distingubh 
or  characteriae  this  Society.  I  mean  a 
benevolence  the  most  warm,  and  diffu- 
sive, and  impartial — a  benevolence 
which,  overiooking  sectarian  limits,  em- 
braced in  its  arms  the  \«;hole  family  of 
man.  A  benevolence  as  expansive  in  its 
range,  and  as  free  in  its  offers  as  the  love 
of  Heaven  which  inspired  it ;  whieh,  in 
its  eager  course,  delighted  to  mingle  with 
every  kindred  flame,  until  the  brightness 
of  its  beams  should  illuminate  and  cheer, 
as  they  do  at  this  moment,  the  inhabit- 
ants of  the  world.  When  the  Bible,  sir, 
was  to  be  circulated  among  all  nations,  it 
pleased  God,  it  would  seem,  to  break 
down,  at  the  veiy  commencement  of  the 
work,  the  waHs  of  sectarian  partition  and 
of  national  prejudice— to  unite  men  of 
all  climes,  and  Christians  of  all  creeds. 
In  every  thing  belonging  to  this  business 
the  hand  of  God  is  seen,  and  the  efforts 
which  have  been  made  and  are  making 
to  evangeliae  mankind,  tend  to  increase^ 
among  Christians  themselves,  that  unity 
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and  Godly  lovei  without  which,  whatever 
may  he  oar  pretensions,  oar  religion  is 
vain.  In  the  business  in  which  we  are 
engaged  there  is  neither  barbarian,  Scy- 
thian, bond,  nor  free ;  neither  Romanist 
nor  Protestant ;  Churchman  nor  Dissent- 
er; Armenian  nor  Calvinist,  bat  Christ 
is  an  in  all. 

But  pardon  me,  venerable  sir,  I  did  not 
rise  for  the  purpose  of  instractiag  this 
enlightened  assembly,  but  to  express  sen- 
timents of  oongratulation.  Of  these  my 
heart  is  fall. 

I  congratulate  you,  sUti  on  being  per- 
mitted to  preside  on  this  occasion.  I 
congratulate  the  Society  at  large  on  the 
things  which  have  come  to  past  in  these 
days.  I  congratulate  kings  and  poten- 
tates, statesmen  and  warriors,  pbUoso- 
pbers  and  patriots,  bishops  and  their 
flocks,  ministers  and  their  people,  in  be- 
ing permitted  to  be  co-workers  with  the 
CkKl  of  love  in  brealdng  down  the  king- 
dom of  Sin,  Satan,  and  Death,  and  in 
establishing  on  its  ruins  that  of  the  Re- 
deemer. 

On  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  Managers  of  the  Society,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Baldwin,  a  Baptist  Cler- 
gyman of  Boston,  delivered  the  fol- 
lowing remarks : — 

The  retnm  of  this  joyful  anniversary 
.brings  with  it  a  train  of  pleasing  reflec- 
tions, peculiarly  calculated  to  awaken  in 
the  mind  the  most  ardent  desire  for  the 
spread  of  divine  icnowledge. 

It  may  not,  however,  be  wholly  unpro- 
fitable to  reflect  a  few  moments  on  the 
past  and  present  condition  of  mankind. 
In  viewing  the  moral  state  of  the  world, 
an  anoieut  prophet  was  led  to  exclaim, 
'<  darkness  liath  covered  the  earth,  and 
gross  darkness  the  people.'*  Where  the 
light  of  divioe  revelation  has  never  shed 
its  cheering  beams  this  darkness  still  re- 
mafaiB  onduninished.  The  lapse  of  ages 
has  made  no  improvement  in  the  moral 
condition  of  man.  Multitudes  of  beings, 
like  ourselves,  destined  for  immortality, 
are  still  sittingjin  darkness  and  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  shadow  of  death.  But  shall 
this  dreary  night  be  perpetual  ?  Shall  no 
ray  of  light  ever  cheer  and  soften  the  dis- 
mal gtoom  ?  Must  man  still  grope  his  way 
without  knowing  whither  he  Is  bound  ? 
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No,  blesMd  be  God,  the  world  ihidl  y^l 
be  enlightened,  the  prophecy  of  Dtaiel 
shall  receive  its  full  accompUshmeatv 
when  '<  many  shall  run  to  and  fro,  ao4 
knowledge  sball  be  increased." 

Do  not  the  signs  of  the  times,  sir,  in* 
dioate,  that  this  prophecy  is  now  fidfll* 
ling?  Has  there  ever  been  a  daysinoe 
the  dawn  of  Christian Hy,  when  sach 
glorious  effbrts  were  making  for  the 
spread  of  divioe  knowledge  P 

The  ministers  first  employed  in  pah- 
lishiug  the  doctrine  of  the  cross  were 
specially  endued  with  the  gifts  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  by  which  they  were  enabled 
to  confirm  their  doctrine  by  miraeles. 
But  bej^nd  the  limits  of  their  personal 
operations,  they  had  no  meant  of  qyread- 
Ing  the  knowledge  of  the  taored  Scrips 
tures  without  copying  them  l^  band. 
This  process  must  have  beim  neeessarily 
slow  and  expensive.  Heoee  we  leaniy 
from  the  history  of  those  timet,  that  fiora 
tingle  copy  of  the  Bible,  tolerably  wiftton 
on  vellum,  people  were  wont  to  pay 
from  four  to  five  hundred  crowns.  How 
few  could  possess  a  Bible  at  soehapriee. 
It  was  thought  that  the  Bible  ¥ras  the  first 
book  ever  impressed  on  moveable  types. 
A  single  copy  of  this  rude  impresden 
was  sold  in  France  for  sixty  crowns  f 
Now,  a  much  iairer  impression  can  be 
procured  for  less  than  one.  What  an  in- 
teresting contrast !  What  blessings  attend 
the  day  in  which  we  live  ! 

You  will  permit  me,  venerable  sir,  te 
mention  one  other  discovery,  which  has 
contributed  little  less  to  the  spread  of 
Christian  knowledge  than  the  one  just 
noticed.  I  refer  to  the  discovery  of  the 
Magnet,  and  the  invention  of  the  Mari- 
ner's compass.  Whether  thb  invention 
Is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  Chinat  or  to  Crtia 
of  Naples,  does  not  concern  us.  But  we 
feel  bound  to  acknowledge  the  goodness 
of  God  in  directing  the  inventive  powecs 
of  man  to  make  the  interesting  discove- 
ry. But  for  this  invention,  this  western 
Continent  had  remained  unknown  to  the 
civilised  world.  It  would  have  conti- 
nued, to  the  present  time,  the  exdosive 
abode  of  savage  OMn  and  beasts.  But 
for  this,  the  Bible  had  never  visited 
these.  "  goings  down  of  the  sun."  N<^ 
Christian  temple  had  ever  lifted  Hs  lofty 
spire,  nor  the  «  church  going-beir*  been 
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htud  hi  this  ItDd  of  pagan  darkness.  How 
innehy  sir,  tre  are  indebted  to  this  inte- 
resting discovery  for  the  vast  increase  of 
>    DMne  knowledge  in  these  latter  days. 

The  Christian  world  appears^  suti  to  be 
awake,  in  some  good  degree,  to  these  im* 
povtaot  advantages.  She  is  now  Improv- 
ing them  in  spreading  the  sacred  Scrip- 
tHrasi  in  their  different  languages,  among 
•lithe  nations  of  the  earth. 

What  prodigies  have  been  effected  by 
the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  !  I 
mention,  sir,  this  Parent  Institution,  this 
wonder  of  modern  times,  with  the  pro- 
foimdest  respect.  I  nevertheless,  sir, 
cherish  the  liope,  that  in  her  means  and 
eJWf#  the  American  Bible  Society  will 
be  aeeond  at  least  to  no  other  on  earth. 

We  most  devoutly  hope  the  time  is  not 
&r  distant,  when,  what  the  enraptured 
Psalmist  said  of  the  heavens,  may  be  said 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures.  «  There  is  no 
speeeh  nor  language  where  their  voice  is 
not  heiid.  Thehr  lUie  fogone  out  through 
alt  the  earth,  and  their  words  to  the  end 
oftbeworid." 

Do  we  esteem  the  Bible,  sir,  as  «  Hea- 
ven's best  gift  to  man  ?"  Then  how  can 
we  better  numtfeet  our  love  to  the  Re- 
deemer's cause,  and  to  the  souls  of  men, 
than  by  pleoing  this  preoious  treasure  in 
Uieir  hands?  Without  this,  all  before  us 
is  tetal  darkness.  Give  up  the  Bible,  and 
the  cheering  prospect  of  immortality  is 
eitingttished  in  a  moment!  Reject  the 
Bible,  and  we  find  ourselves  at  once  in 
tfaemidstofafaChomleM  ocean,  clinging 
to  the  wreck  of  our  former  hopes,  but 
withont  either  chart  or  compass ! 

I  acknowledge,  sh-,  I  feel  myself  a 
sinner  in  the  sight  of  Heaven.  I  am 
hence  led  to  ask,  with  trembling  solici- 
tude. How  eon  mm  be  jiut  wUh  God  t  I 
panseforan  miswer.  Reason  furnishes 
none  that  satisfies  my  mind.  Heathen 
oraeles  are  silent.  I  ^consult  the  Veda 
and  the  a^Mlers  of  Bramah.  They  direct 
meta  wash  In  the  Ganges.  I  wash,  but 
I  find  no  relief! 

«  Ths  iBpNqr  lbs  dstp  wiUiiD." 

But,  sir,  I  c|>en  tiiat  blessed  book  of 
God,  and  there  read,  that  «  Thi  blood 
OF  Jmus  Cheist  Hia  Sow,  cmansbth 
FBOM  ALL  Sin."  I  embnco  the  precious 
troth,  and  my  heail  is  at  rest  I  am  in- 
stanUy  eUed  with  gratitude  te  him  who 
has  power  on  earth  to  forgive  sins. 
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Do  we  then,  sir,  indeed  believe,  that 
God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his 
only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  be* 
Keveth  in  him  shouM  not  perish,  but  have 
everiasting  life  P  Do  we  believe  what  we 
profess,  that  (Aere it  tahatknmnaoUhtrf 
That /Acre  it  nene  other  name  undtr  tha^ 
vengwtnammg  men,%»herebffwemu$tU 
mnedf  If  so,  we  shall  not  slacken  oar 
efforts  until  the  whole  earth  shall  be  fiUed 
with  the  knowledge  of  the  Lordf  as  the 
waters  cover  the  seas. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McEwen,  of  New 
London,  Connecticut,  rose  to  second 
the  motion  proposed  by  Dr.  Baldwin  • 
and  having  offered  a  number  of  in-' 
troductory  remarks^  continued  as  fol- 
lows : 

The  Bible,  and  the  Bible  alone,  con- 
tains that  instruction  which  tiimisbes  man 
with  a  knowledge  of  his  character,  his 
duty,  and  his  interests.  Withhold  froon 
him  this  Book  and  require  him  to  be  vir« 
tuous,  to  have  right  affections,  and  to  act 
from  right  motives,  and  you  demand  of 
him  an  impossibility.  He  is  required  to 
love  God,  to  repent  of  sin,  to  re£^  from 
wickedness,  to  believe  on  the  Saviour, 
and  to  observe  the  duties  of  piety  and 
benevolence.  But  no  man  can  love  God 
any  farther  than  he  knows  what  God  is  ; 
no  man  will  bumble  himself  for  an  un- 
known transgression,  or  obey  a  hidden 
injunction.  True  religion  can  prevail  m 
this  world  to  an  extent  no  wider  than  the 
actual  circulation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures 
give  it  a  vehicle  for  its  prevalence :  it 
can  wind  its  way  into  no  more  of  the 
recesses  of  that  territory  which  it  no- 
minally occupies,  than  are  actually  pen- 
etrated by  this  sacrtd  Book. 

Convinced  of  this  most  simple  and  ob> 
vious  truth,  benevolent  men  are  uniting 
in  a  design  no  less  than  that  of  exhi- 
biting  to  the  people  of  this  earth  the 
Holy  Bible  in  every  language  spoken  by 
men.  Then  will  the  admonition  of  Christ 
sound  through  the  earth  ;  "  ye  have  no 
cloak  for  your  sin." 

In  a  work  so  great  maqy  must  be  en- 
gaged :  to  one  so  delightful  all  should  be 
invited.  It  affords  no  trifling  pleasure 
to  a  social  mind  on  this  occasion,  to  r6{^ 
fleet  upon  the  measures  adopted  by  tho 
managers  of  this  Institution  for  tnlisting 
in  its  service  the  wisdom,  the  piety,  the 
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beoevoleDoe)  and  the  pecuniary  resour- 
cee  of  this  country.  Permit  me,  sifi  to 
admoniah  those  who  have  come  together 
from  different  and  distant  parts  of  it  to 
witness  the  kindness  and  propriety  of 
those  measnresi  and  the  seal  and  friend- 
ship which  here  prevail :  wfaoliave  come 
themselves  to  catch  something  of  that 
Heavenly  flame  which  warms  the  hearts 
of  this  assembly,  tliat  the  pleasure  which 
they  seek  can  be  consammated  only  by 
the  establishment  of  Auxiliary  Societies 
in  the  several  districts  in  which  they  re- 
side. This  Parent  Institution  may  exists 
its  annual  meetings  may  be  holdeiiy  its 
noble  designs  may  be  displayed,  its  cha- 
racter may  be  exhibited  as  an  object  of 
national  admiration;  but  the  means  of 
its  lasting  usefulness  and  glory  must  be 
furnished  by  that  vast  co-operation  of 
benevolent  individuals  which  Auxiliary 
Institutions  alone  can  engage.  When 
residents  in  distant  places  shall  have  re- 
turned to  the  places  of  their  abode,  and 
in  circles  of  their  acquaintance  and 
neighbours  shall  tell  the  story  of  this  day, 
and  ^all  read  and  distribute  the  Report 
to  which  we  have  now  listened,  the 
pleasure  which  they  will  feel  and  impart 
will  depend  almost  exclusively  upon  that 
reciprocal  interest  which  will  be  felt  by 
those  only  who  bear  apart  in  this  nation- 
al benevolence. 

It  is  not  sufficient  that  an  invitation 
goes  forth  firom  this  centre  of  action  to 
every  plain,  uninformed,  and  busy  man 
of  our  country,  to  become  a  member  of 
this  Institution,  or  to  send  it  to  bis  occa- 
sional donation.  He  will  seem  to  be  tax- 
ed for  the  support  of  a  distant  enter- 
prise. But  let  him  see  a  branch  of 
this  Institution  at  his  own  door,  his 
neighbours  attachhig  themselves  to  it,  tlie 
fiur  fruits  of  It  spr^iging  up  in  haunts  of 
ignorance  and  wretchedness  which  fall 
under  hb  own  observation  :  let  him  un- 
derstand that  such  associations,  such  ex- 
ertions, and  such  effects  pervade  his 
cottiftry,  and  are  ultimately  to  expand 
throu|^  the  world,  and  he  will  eageriy 
tax  l^mself  for  the  promotion  of  the 
common  cause. 

This  cause  is  the  cause  of  God,  and  it 
will  prevail.  So  many  minds,  and  so 
many  hearts  are  already  turned  to  the 
vast  duty  -,  and  such  multitudes  of  men 
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are  so  fast  learning  the  secret  of  distribu- 
ting the  burdens  of  the  service,  so  as  to 
profit  by  their  united  efforts,  that  we  may 
indulge  the  pleasing  anticipation  of  seeing 
at  no  very  distant  day,  depositories  of 
Bibles  in  eveiy  small  section  of  the  worid* 
It  win  be  no  longer  said  in  any  place^ 
"  this  is  a  land  of  Bibles ;"  but,  in  every 
place,  « this  u  a  worid  of  Bibles." 

On  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Treasurer  and  Secretaries,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Stansbury  of  Albany,  made  the 
following  remarks : 

Mr.  PassioEirr,  ^ 

e  are  perpetually  receiving  blessings    j 
from  God,  birt  none  surely  that  may  be  / 
compared  with  the  privilege  of  blessing 
others.   This  exalted  power  associates  us 
(if  the  expression  may  be  allowed  me) 
with  God  fiimself,  whose  glorious  prerog- 
ative it  b  to  be  the  greatest  of  all  glversw 
There  is  a  bliss  about  its  exercise  whieh 
makes  its  way  into  the  deadest  and  cold- 
est of  bosoms.    Even  the  miser  feeb  it, 
when  he  has  by  some  happy  fortuity  bro-. 
ken  through  the  dull  monotony  of  getting 
and  hoarding,  and  has  ventured  for  once 
to  give.  .  All  men  £Bel  it  when  the  caU  ot* 
some  blessed  charity  brings  heart  to  heart 
and  hand  to  hand :  when  a  pune  bto  be 
made  up  for  tlie  widow,  or  the  IKtle  or- 
phan b  to  be  fed,  or  clad,  or  schooled.^ 
But,  sir,  to-day  this  heavenly  bKss   of 
giving  takes  a  higher  form  and  exerts  a 
more  elevating  power.    Were  we  met  to 
provide  no  better  thing  for  our  fellow- 
man  than  a  perishing  weed  to  oover  hb 
flesh,  or  the  perishing  food  that  sustains 
its  life,  we  might  rejoice  indeed,  but  it 
would  be  with  none  of  that  mixture  of 
sublime  emotion  that  b  thrilling  at  thb 
moment  through  so  many  hearts  in  thb 
assembly.    No,  sir :  ours  b  a  higher  ehar- 
ily.    Yfe  meet  to  make  a  gift  to  the  im- 
mortal mind ;  to  give  to  sorrow  a  more 
than  mortal  solace,  and  to  want  a  move 
than  earthly  supply.     We  are  met  to 
spread  the  Bible  of  God :  a  book  it  b  bow 
too  late  to  eulogise.    I  will  not  attempt 
to  prabe  it    The  eulogy  of  the  Bible  is  in 
the  tears  of  the  penitent  whom  it  has 
subdued  ;  in  the  ardent  vow  of  the  pro- 
fligate it  has  reclaimed ;  in  the  meek  for- 
titude of  the  suffering,  whom  It  has  sus- 
^dned ;  in  the  triumphant  eongs  of  the 


«ljiiig  it  has  nved.  Its  moouiDeBts  are 
ia  the  laws,  whose  spfait  it  has  eolight- 
ened  and  parifted ;  in  the  national  senti- 
nwnt  which  it  has  raised  and  refined  ;  in 
the  national  light  whioh  it  has  sent  down 
to  the  hahitatlon  of  the  lowest  poor  >  in 
the  national  morals,  whose  tone  it  has 
eleTated  and  established ;  in  the  national 
ittstitation,  whose  geains  it  lias  pervaded 
with  eqoity  and  freedom ;  in  the  national 
charities,  which  owe  their  very  being  to 
Its  power.  The  hand  of  calture  cannot 
be  more  distinctly  traced  on  the  face  of 
wild  and  desert  nature  than  the  effect  of 
this  book  on  the  moral  condition  of  man. 
Look  at  man  without  it.  Look,  sir,  at 
those  inmiortal  republics,  the  glory  and 
peiftetion  of  the  pagan  world.  What 
were  morals  there  f  Morals  ?  where  the 
most  rigid  of  electors  suffers  me  to  steal, 
and  commends  me  if  I  cover  the  theft  by 
falsdiood :  where  the  highest  public  an* 
thority  tells  me  if  my  child  is  feeble  or  de- 
formed)  to  bring  it  to  the  public  oflicer, 
that  it  may  be  destroyed:  where  another 
instrueter  allows  me  to  murder  my  mo* 
ther  when  she  is  old :  where  another  per^ 
mits  me  to  marry  my  daughter  or  my 
sister ;  and  anether  iirforms  me  it  is  a 
virtue  to  become  my  own  destroyer. 
From  morals  do  %ve  torn  to  religion  ? 
The  darkness  deepens.  I  ask  the  same 
masters  of  raason  wtiat  I  must  worship  ? 
And  one  tells  me  to  worship  the  sun  and 
moon ;  another  sends  me  to  deified  men 
and  heroes ;  ano^er  builds  me  an  altar 
to  winds  and  storms ;  another  to  famine 
tndpestileace  *,  deities  mnltiplf  at  every 
step,  and  swarm  in  every  pool,  and  I 
am  bowed  down  to  apes  and  crocodiles^ 
to  dogs  and  serpents,  to  "  birds  and  four* 
footed  beasts,  and  creeping  things."  1 
ask  them  once  more,  How  I  must  wor* 
ship  f  and  a  priestest  of  Diana  brings  me 
a  naked  bo7>  and  Unding  the  little  trem- 
bler to  the  altar,  pirts  a  soourge  into  my 
hand  and  tells  me  to  whip  him  to  death : 
the  Dniids  bring  me  a  hurdle  of  reeds, 
and  inclosed  within  a  fellow-man,  made 
in  my  own  image;  be  takes  the  scourge 
out  of  my  hand  and  snppUes  its  place 
with  a  toieb;  another  shows  me  Moloch 
scttiptafed  in  brass  and  snnounded  with 
flaoMSy  and  asks  me  to  take  the  babe  out 
of  my  boiOfflf  and  lay  it  within  those 
outstretched  and  fiery  arms.  Such,  sir, 
Mgwtj  1820. 
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after  all  the  boasts  of  infidels,  and  all  the 
charitable  hopes  of  weak  and  mistaken 
Christians,  was  the  pagan  world.  And 
has  it  changed  ?  What  then  means  that 
intant*s  shriek  as  it  is  dropped,  by  a  mo- 
ther's hand,  into  the  gaping  jaws  of  that 
often  fed  and  almost  tamed  alligator? 
What  means  that  column  of  smoke,  that 
horrid  din  of  drums  and  brasen  cymbals, 
that  heart-appalling  pile  where  life  lies 
interiocked  and  wedded  with  putrid 
death,  where  outraged  nature  struggles 
and  upbraids  in  vain,  and  children's 
hands  are  set  to  burn  the  living  palpitat- 
ing breasts  that  gave  them  suck?  What 
means  that  moving  mountain  of  all  ob^ 
scene  things,  that  misshapen  abomina- 
tion on  its  top,  or  those  maniac  worship- 
pers crushed  beneath  the  slow-moving 
wheeb  below  ?  Does  this  look  like  sav* 
ing  light }  and  are  these  the  proofs  that 
the  Bible  is  not  needed  ?  No,  sir,  1  turn 
my  eyes  in  vain  over  the  wide  qjreading 
waste.  From  the  mysteries  of  the  Edda 
beneath  the  pole,  to  Uie  mysteries  of  the 
Vedas  beneath  the  line ;  from  the  attenu- 
ated refinement  of  Athens  to  the  grossest 
barbarism  of  the  Tartar  desert,  fix>m  re- 
motest Tbule  to  the  Indus  and  the 
Ganges,  there  Is  neither  knowledge  of 
God,  practice  of  holiness,  nor  hope  of 
heaven;  it  is  one  vast  Zahara,  where 
neither  rain-drop  falls,  nor  dew  exhales, 
nor  wholesome  herb,  nor  flagrant  flow* 
ret  lifts  iU  head.  And  oh!  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, when  we  reflect  how  appalling  a 
proportion  that  moral  dejart  (>ears  to  the 
little  verdant  spot  arouod  Sllonm's  srell, 
can  we  vrant  either  gratitude  for  our 
own  distinguished  blessedness,  or  mo- 
tives of  exertion  to  dispense  it  to  others  ? 

Mr.  Stansbory  added  a  number  of 
remarks  on  the  importaoce  aoU  the 
pleasure  of  distributing  the  Bible,  and 
closed  as  follows : 

All  this,  sir,  b  pleasure,  and  pleasure 
only.  If  there  be  any  thing  that  deserves 
the  name  of  laboor,  it  falls  upon  those 
who  with  so  much  assiduity  and  faithful- 
ness have  watched  over  the  concerns  of 
this  growing  Institution,  and  counselled 
with  so  much  wisdom  for  the  sacred  inte- 
rests of  the  Bible  cause.  Let  them  ac-| 
cept  the  tribute  of  a  grateful  country  l^ 
and  while  they  continue  their  high  and 
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holy  lAsk,  let  Hiem  lift  tbeireyM  totfaat 
d«y  that  18  approttcfaing,  when  from  the 
Ttk  on  which  the  pilgrims  landed,  to  the 
farthest  promontory  on  the  ihor^s  of  the 
Pacific,  from  the  pole  to  the  Isthmus,  and 
from  the  Isthmus  to  Cape  Horn,  thbbook 
of  God  which  they  distribute  shall  spread 
its  pure  light  over  the  greatest  and  the 
happiest  land  that  morning  ever  visits  or 
spring  adorns. 

The  Hod.  Ro«ek  Mimot  Shsr^ 
MAN,  of  Fwrfield,  CoDnecticut,  hav- 
ing moved  a  resolution  of  thanks  to 
the  Congregations  and  Individuaki 
who  had  made  their  Pastors  life- 
members  of  the  Hoclety,  proceeded 
as  follows : 

Mb.  PREsiDEirrr— The  nomeroos  in- 
stances of  this  liberality,  by  Societies 
and  Individuals,  merit  our  sincere  ac- 
knowledgments. No  object,  which  has 
hitherto  engaged  the  attention  of  men, 
is  more  interesting  to  our  fallen  worid, 
than  that  to  which  they  have  contributed. 
The  wealth,  the  influence,  and  the  num- 
bers which  it  has  embodied,  evince  a 
change  hi  the  human  disposition,  and  In- 
dicate some  great  approaching  crisis  in 
the  system  of  events. 

From  the  eariiest  annals  of  history,  the 
worid  has  been  involved  in  moral  dark- 
ness, and  the  light  of  heaven  has  shone 
but  on  a  few.  The  abuse  of  blessings, 
and  mutual  infliction  of  injuries,  have 
rendered  our  habitation  a  scene  of  suf- 
fering and  of  guilt.  The  soul  which  was 
bought  with  a  Saviour^s  blood,  and  ca- 
pable of  high  and  immortal  destinies,  has 
been  borne  down  with  a  weight  of  mo- 
ral infirmity  ;  its  beauty  marred,  and  Its 
symmetry  distorted  -,  powers  which  were 
bestowed  by  a  kind  Creator,  competent 
to  the  attainment  of  the  highest  bliss, 
have  been  perverted  to  the  unhallowed 
purpose  of  self-destruction,  and  employ- 
ed to  lengthen  our  removal  from  the 
Fountain  of  Good.  When  we  compare 
our  history  with  the  wise  and  friendly 
counsels  of  Revelation, '  we  are  astonish- 
ed that  self-love  has  been  so  unenlighten- 
ed, and  that  all  efforts  for  our  restoration 
to  Innocence  and  wisdom  have  been  so 
mkavailing.  Without  the  aid  of  the  Sa- 
cred Records  we  should  be  baflled  In  at- 
tempting to  account  for  the  past  condi- 
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tion  of  the  worid,  and  despair  of  any^ 
material  raeRoration  of  the  state  of  mas. 
Bat  while  the  holy  Scriptures  anfold  oar 
character,  and  e&hlbit  it  in  all  Its  glooas* 
they  shed  a  lustre  on  our  futtn«  history, 
and  enable  us  to  cherish  the  noUeel 
hopes. 

The  Pagan  nations  of  antiquity,  who 
made  the  greatest  attainments  Id  Utcra- 
ture  and  the  arts,  made  little  progress  in 
the  actual  improvement  of  the  soul.  The 
proud  and  craving  principles  of  the  heart 
— ^those  principles  which  would  destroy 
but  for  their  counto'vailing  opposUion  to 
each  other,  were^  Indeed,  disciplined  by 
refinement,  and,  in  some  degree,  cor- 
rected by  civilusation ;  but  still  remained 
the  master-springs  of  huasan  actloii. 
They  lia:ve  eve^eonthmed  to  embitter  the 
enjoyments  of  domestic  life,  disturb  the 
harmony  of  more  extended  social  Inter- 
cowse,  engender  tyrabny  In  the  adminis- 
tration of  civil  government,  rebellion 
against  just  aathortty,  collision  and  eon- 
ftict  among  neighbooring  nations,  and, 
in  the  iervonr  of  exoiteraent,  to  oonrBlae 
the  earth  with  revolution,  and  dranch  it 
with  blood. 

Until  within  the  last  thuty  years,  the 
progress  of  events  has  been  eooipara- 
lively  slow;  but  in  that  Kttle  period  we 
see  concentrated  the  revohitions  of  ages. 
It  was  preceded  by  the  proudest  achieve- 
ments of  philosophy.  The  governments 
of  Europe  had  stood  strong,  nntil  fhehr 
principles  were  moulded  into  the  very 
habits,  dispositloiis,  and  religion  of  the 
people.  The  most  eminent  genteses  of 
the  age,  men  who  boasted  of  their  know- 
ledge of  the  heart,  and  professed  to  im- 
dentand  the  principles  cf  Hs  most  com- 
plex and  8iid>tle  operations,  attempted  the 
bold  experiment  of  tianishing  the  holy 
scriptures  from  the  earth,  and  rearing  the 
human  mind  to  perfeotiwi,  freed  fram 
the  reirtraints  of  moral  and  religioiis  to- 
flnence.  At  an  eariy  peiiod  they  wena 
seconded  by  the  aothority  of  a  natfo&y 
pre-eminent  hi  powers  and  spleadld  ia 
the  earaerof  improvesseat.  The  eK|ie* 
ri^ieat  w«t  Adrly  made.  It  was  fostered 
l^^  greater  oolaoidenoe  of  cheaasstanoes 
favoKirabie  to4he  design  than  woaklhave 
oeearved  hi  any  preceding  ago  of  the 
world.  Maay  of  as  have  wfOMssed  its 
or^iioy  its  progTMSy  and  ito  ead.   Cky* 


▼emmeotf  hawt  beeft  o?ertiimed«  clUes 
Mnrtpt  in  flames^  and  nilUoiii  trarrnd  by 
violence  to  the  grere.    Even  now  we 
see  the  traeei  of  far-spread  desolation, 
and  feel  the  earth  still  trembling  (rom  the 
tremendous  shock*    Could  we  raise  the 
veil  which  hides  the  world  of  sphits  from 
our  viewi  and  see  there  the  consequences 
of  thus  disowning  God  on  earth — could 
we  feel  their  weight,  and  comprehend 
their  eternity,  our  hearts  would  sink  In 
view  of  the  appalling  scene.    But,  to 
immoveable  is  (he  seemingly  fickle^heart 
of  man ;    so  strong  his  apparently  fee- 
ble resolutions,  that,  without  omnipotent 
aid,  the  awful  vision  would  yield  no  sa- 
lutaiy  influence,  but  terminate  in  tran- 
sient and  profitless  dbmay.    Those  who 
will  not  hea^  Moses  and  the  prophets, 
will  not  be  persuaded  by  converse  wkh 
the  dead.    The  eventful  period  of  which 
we  speak  has  exhibited  the  human  cha- 
racter in  lights  illustrative  of  the  unspeak- 
able value  of  the  Word  of  Life.  Standing 
like  the  prophet  on  the  Mount,  we  have 
seen  the  strong  wind  which  rent  the  m&un- 
tains  emd  brake  the  rocks  in  pieces;  and 
after  it  the  earthquake  and  the  fire.    In 
them  were  unseen,  the  footsteps  of  the  ' 
Ood  of  order.     After  them  is  a  small 
still  voice  which    speaks   from  heaven, 
awai&ens  the  soul  to  aspire  to  endless 
bliss,  and  invites  to  a  communion  with 
God  and  the  humble  and  happy  follow- 
ers of  the  Prince  of  Peace. 

Although  this  display  of  man,  in  the 
majesty  of  his  reason  and  strength  of  his 
native  character,  has  incurred  a  cost  sur- 
passing human  calculation ;  yet  the  grand 
experiment  has  for  ever  refuted  the  argu- 
ments of  infidelity,  and  furnished  a  vin- 
dication of  the  righu  of  the  only  Poten- 
tate, which  overawes  the  soul  and  com- 
poses the  world  to  silent  admhration. 

Tis  the  prerogative  of  God  to  educe 
good  out  of  evil.  The  highest  achieve- 
ments of  liis  grace  have  been  wrought  by 
the  instrumentality  of  his  enemies ;  and 
attempts,  in  their  design  and  tendency 
most  disastrous,  have  often  resnUed  in 
the  advaneement  of  the  happiness  of 
man.  By  the  events  to  which  we  havjs 
allndadi  the  state  of  civil  society  has  been 
improved,  the  ramparts  of  tymnay  and 
superstition  shaken,  and  a  wi^  opened, 
through  those  great  barriers,  for   the 
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peaceful  diffusion  of  knowledge  and  vlrtaa. 
—How  audibly  does  the  voice  of  Provi- 
dence call  on  the  friends  of  truth  to  avail 
themselves  of  this  auspicious  period  to 
multiply  and  diffuse  the  rays  of  divine 
light !  Even  during  the  storm  which  de- 
solated Christendom,  the  mild  beams  of 
the  gospel,  by  means  of  Bible  Institn- 
tions,  penetrated  the  dark  cloud  which 
involved  the  nations  ;  touched  the  hearts 
of  monarchs,  and  gilded  the  morning  of 
peace  with  heavealy  lustre.    The  Scrip- 
tures have  taught  humility  in  the  palaces 
of  the  great,  and  carried  wealth,  moM 
precious  than  silver  and  gold,  to  (he  eot- 
tages  of  the  poor.    Tenants  of  the  don- 
geon  have  found  a  liberty  which  no  earth-  ' 
ly  prison  ean  restrahi;  the  ehildivn  of 
sorrow  a  consolation  which  no  adveraity 
can  »adden.    The  oppressor  and  volpp. 
tuary  have  been  made  to  tremble  when 
reading  of   righteousness,    temporanoe, 
and  judgment  to  come ;  and  the  Mind 
idolater  has  caught  a  ray  from  the  Living 
God.    How  noble  are  our  objects,  an4 
how  encouraging  our  hopes  !  The  patriot 
who  breaks  the  tyrant's  sceptre,  and  the 
naonarch  who  disenthralls  nations  of  poli- 
tical  slavery,  are  held  in  long  and  ho- 
nourable remembrance  ;  but  the  Ever- 
lasting Gospel,   now  preached   by    the 
mighty  angel  who  is  flying  through  the 
midst  of  heaven,  emancipates  the  spirit 
from  the  empire  of  the  world,  and  the 
body  from  the  cold  and  deadly  bondage 
of  the  grave.    What  heart,  susceptible  of 
pity  or  of  love  ;  what  mind  capable  of 
ditoeming  moral  excellence  or  estimat- 
ing intelieetual  elevation,  but  must  aea- 
loosly  co-operate  in  our  great  design  > 
But  exc^t  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they 
tabourin  vain  that  build  it,    Tis  a  work 
for  omnipotence,  and  our  eflSdency  is  as 
humble  iastmmenU  of  his  power.    Un- 
encouraged  by  the  promises  of  his  word, 
and  the  language  of  his  providence,  we 
oould  assure  ourselves  no  success  in  the 
magnificent  enterprise.    The  consumma.

ty sy^em  of  his  administration  must  oc- 
cur wkentht  fulness  of  time  for  Hs  accom- 
plishment has  come.    The  recent  htstoiy 
of  that  portion  of  the  world,  to  whom, 
are  now  eommiUed  (he  oracles  of  Ood,  has  Ic 
inspired  mSlfions  with  the  confidence  that 
man's  redemption  dramth  nigh.    In  (he 
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siztoen  years  which  have  elapsed  since 
the  establishment  of  the  British  and  Fo- 
reign Bible  Society,  similar  institutions, 
under  its  genial  influence  and  example, 
have  multiplied  and  flourished  on  both 
the  continents.  A  system  so  extensive, 
•o  pure,  so  powerful,  so  incapable  of 
perversion  to  any  evU  purpose;  whose 
disinterested  beneficence  annihilates  po- 
litical dbcord  and  sectarian  asperity ; 
whose  power  awakens  no  jealousy,  and 
diffuses  its  Influence  unobstructed  even 
by  the  prejudices  of  perverted  minds ; 
must  have  arisen  under  the  special  aus- 
pices of  heaven.  The  dawn  it  sheds  on 
the  earth  is  the  momlngof  that  day  whose 
splendours  beamed  on  the  eyes  of  ancient 
prophet«9  and  now  radiate  from  the  fece 
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of  Hiif  fStrnt  sHteth  on  the  throne,  fifay 
we  witness  the  extension  of  their  mild 
but  resistless  influence  until  the  earth  is 
filled  with  His  glory,  and  the  soul  of  man 
conformed  to  His  adorable  image.

i^TTERS  FROM  MISS  HOTT,  LATE  A  MEMBER  OF  THE  UNIOH  MlSSlOy, 


Since  the  melancholy  tidings  an- 
nounced in  our  former  number,  no 
intelligence  has  been  received  from 
the  Mission  to  the  Osages  of  the  Ar- 
kansas. 

The  following  extracts  of  letters, 
from  Miss  Hoyt  to  her  friends  in  Con- 
necticut, are  copied  from  a  paper  pub- 
lished at  Bridgeport.  Having  been 
written  but  a  few  weeks  before  her 
4eath,  they  will  be  read,  at  the  present 
time,  with  peculiar  interest : 

Mist  ffayi  t0  her  Sidtr  m  WUion, 
"  Pittsburg,  May  20, 1820. 

« We  have  had  some  interesting  sea- 
sons in  this  place.  A  special  prayer  meet- 
ing was  held  in  Mr.  Swift's  church  on 
Wednesday  evening.  In  behalf  of  the 
Mission  family.  Mr.  Swift,  in  an  exhor- 
tation, stated  the  reasons  why  they  should 
pray  for  us.  This  brought  to  view  the 
difficulties  which  would  attend  us.  A 
Mr.  Patterson,  an  aged  minister,  who  re- 
ddes  in  this  place,  addressed  the  family 
very  affectionately.  The  further  I  pro- 
ceed, the  more  sensible  I  feel  of  the  re- 
apooslbllity  of  my  situation.  To  see  the 
interest  manifested  by  Christians— the 
self-denial  exercised  hy  some  that  they 
may  have  something  to  contrttmte»  is 
enough  to  bring  home  the  qneitkm  fre- 
quently to  my  heart,  what  manner  <^ 
perton  ought  yon  to  be  ?  But  still  I  am 
burthened  with  an  evil  heart  Wbatahall 
we  render  to  our  gracious  Ood  that  there 


is  sufllciency  in  Christ  for  those  who  feel 
the  burden  of  sin.  I  have  resided  while 
in  this  city,  iu  a  good  minister's  family. 
1  am  surrounded  with  mercies  I  cannot 
now  enumerate,  but  how  soon  we  shall 
sit  in  the  streets  of  the  new  Jerusalem, 
and  recount  Innumerable  blessings  we 
have  in  life  received,  and  adore  the  won- 
ders of  a  Saviour's  love,  we  know  not. 
While  we  live,  do  let  us  live  to  God. 
I  repeat  it,  do  let  us  live  to  God.  Thoegh 
separated  from  each  other,  let  us  daily 
meet  at  the  throne  of  grace  in  fervent 
supplication,  not  only  for  ourselves,  but 
for  the  benighted  heathen. 

*'May  22.  Remember  me  affection- 
ately to  beloved  friends  in  Wilton.  Whea 
yon  write,  which  I  hope  will  be  soon, 
please  to  be  particular  in  staling  facts  re- 
lative to  Zioe's  prosperity.  Let  not  your 
children  forget  their  absent  aunt.  Train 
them  up  for  God :  not  by  precept  only, 
but  by  example.  Grieve  not  at  my  ab- 
sence, but  rejoice  that  I  am  permitted  the 
privilege  of  giving  myself  to  God  in  this 
way,  which  is  my  most  reasonable  ser- 
vice. 

"  We  expected  to  have  left  this  city  thb 
day,  but  on  account  of  the  indisposition  of 
one  member  of  the  family,  we  stay  an- 
other day .  May  the  prayers  of  Christians 
ascend  to  God  for  ns. — May  the  angel  of 
the  everiastihg  covenant  go  before  us  to 
prepare  our  way:  may  the  everiasting 
Father  be  with  us,  and  all  will  be  well, 
alckneas  or  health,  life  or  death.    I  think 
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I  can  my  I  njoioe  in  tbe  goyernmenl  of 
Ood.  H«  is  my  shepherd,  I  shall  not 
want  Be  not  nneasy  about  me.  My 
health  is  ^ood ;  I  am  safe,  for  the  Lord  is 
my  portion ;  bat  that  Is  not  all,  the  mem- 
bers of  our  &mUy  are  kind,  attentive,  af- 
fectionate, obliging,  and  what  more  could 
I  wish?  The  Lord  be  praised  overmore.*'

«  Mimon  BoaU,  May  31. 
*<  I  find  myself  agreeably  sltnated  on 
board  thb  floating  habitation;  a  member 
of  a  family  united  in  bonds  of  Christian 
affection,  gliding  gently  down  the  beau- 
tifut  Ohio ;  now  enjoying  the  pleasant 
scenery  of  the  banks  and  rising  hills,  co- 
vered with  the  verdure  of  the  forest  trees, 
gradually  rising  one  above  another  in 
majestic  beauty ;  then  a  little  low  cot- 
tage or  some  noUe  &rm  house  appears  in 
view. 

"When    ia    PitUburg,   we    enjoyed 
Christ  an  society  and  the  blessings  of  the 
sanctuary.     We   left  Pittsburg  on   the 
a4th.    We  proceed  about  60  miles  a  day . 
The  river  is  hi  pretty  good  order  to  de- 
aeend,  considering  the  lateness  of  the 
season.    We  spent  the  last  Lord's  day  in 
Marietta ;  esteeming  it  a  privilege,  that 
so  fir  from  our  homes,  we  may  meet 
with  the  people  of  God,  in  a  house  con- 
secrated to  his  service.    Marietta  is  plea- 
santly situated  on  each  side  of  the  mouth 
of  the  Muskingum.    The  Rev  Mr.  Rob. 
bins  is  a  settled  minister  over  the  Pres- 
byterian church.    Christians  th4»re   are 
rejoicing  in  the  prospects  of  a  revival,  or 
rather  in   the  commencement  of  one. 
They  numbered  rbing  of  SO  that  were 
under  solemn  impressions.    The  people 
here  brought  in  of  their  worldly  sub' 
stance  for  the  use  of  the  Mission. 

"  June  6th,  My  time,  since  this  boat 
has  been  my  habitation,  has  been  much 
employed.  Our  family  consists  of' 26 
persons,  hicludiog  Mr.  VaillS  four  chil- 
dren. We  have  a  pilot  at  the  hekn  of 
each  boat ;  two  employed  as  oarsmen, 
who  are  to  accompany  us  to  the  place  of 
destination.  A  mill-wright,  of  the  Bap- 
tist  denomination,  was  Providentially,  as 
we  trust,  found  at  Afarietta,  who  volun- 
teers his  services  for  the  promotion  of 
Christ's  cause. 
"  Ton  will  peHiaps  think  that  we  can- 
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not  be  very  comfortable  lo  many  of  us 
in  so  smaQ  apartments ;  but  I  can  assure 
you  we  are  very  comfortable.  Wc  have 
each  of  us  a  place  for  lodging  on  thende 
of  our  apartment  We  all  sleep  on  ma- 
trasses quietly,  sweetly,  and  generally 
rise  refreshed.  A  bell  wto  provided  in 
Pittsburg,  which  to  rung  at  four  in  the 
momiog,  for  the  funily  to  rise,  it  rings 
again  at  half  past  four  for  the  family  to 
assemble,  when  we  hear  a  portion  oT 
scripture  read,  sing  a  hymn,  and  unite 
in  prayer.  After  the  close  of  these  ei- 
•rcises,  the  boats  are  loosed  from  each 
other  and  from  the  shore,  and  we  imme- 
diately commence  our  drily  voyage, 
borne  by  the  gentle  current  towards  the 
interesting  place  of  our  destination.— 
The  boats  come  together  at  the  ringing  ^ 
of  the  bell,  for  our  meals.  The  motion 
to  so  gradual,  that  we  can  read,  write,  or^ 
work,  without  the  least  interruption.' 

•*  June  9th.  We  spent  the  last  Lord's 
day  pleasantly  in  Augusta,  Ken.  The 
Presbyterian  minister  of  thrt  place,  Mr. 
Mac  Caulley,  appears  to  be  li  truly 
eicellcDt  and  godly  man.  We  ar- 
rived in  Cincinnati  on  Monday  the  6fh. 
The  brethren  took  in  provision,  hired 
three  more  men  to  be  dismissed  at  plea- 
sure, or  tor  accompany  us  to  Union,  if 
their  conduct  be  suitable.  We  were  de- 
tained in  Cincinnati  till  yesterday  about 
11  A.  M.— enjoyed  the  Society  of  Chris- 
tians while  there.  They  have  two  Pres- 
byterian ministers.  The  city  is  much 
larger  than  I  expected,  and  appears  to  be 
rapidly  increasing.  They  have  a  large 
brick  building  used  as  a  Lancasterian 
school,  grammar  school,  college  and  mu- 
seum. Reflections  peculiariy  solemn  oc- 
cupied my  mind  on  leaving  this  place. 
Christians  here,  as  in  other  places,  assem- 
bled on  the  banks  of  the  river,  to  give  us 
their  parting  blessing.  A  hymn  was 
sung.  President  Slack  prayed.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Wilson  gave  the  family  a  so- 
lemn, interestinjr,  and  affectionate  ad- 
dress. Judicious  persons,  whoareinte. 
rested  in  behalf  of  the  mission,  manifest 
an  anxiety  with  respect  to  our  health, 
going  south  thto  season  of  the  year.  As 
yet,  we  have  been  blessed  with  health. 
Jiow  long  it  will  please  God  to  continue 
it,  I  know  not,  nor  do  I  desire  to  know. 
Hto  wUI  be  done,  and  all  wfll  be  well ; 
sickness  or  death,  life  or  health.    Sweet 
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wiU  bt  tlM  botir  wkeo  w«  are  relaaied 
Ifom  thMe  dtcaying  teberoAdet,  wad  m- 
oeimi  into  Um  arms  of  erarlMlfiig  Iotv, 
to  extols  througb  atwnify,  the  inftnite 
richoett  of  fliviM  gract. 
'<  Be  not  aaxiooi  abont  me,  I  am  taf^ 
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and  in  perfeet  haahlb  TMaknotofat 
at  a  atranger  in  a  sUanga  land)  but  tktek 
of  me  as  boontifiiUjr  supplied  by  tlie 
kind  band  of  oor  heavenly  Father,  wMi 
every  needed  good,  Mnvonnded  by  a 
pioQt,  attentivei  affectionato  family;'

BRITISH  AND  FOREiGH  BIBLE  SOCiBTT. 


Thb  SUken^  Ammermry  of  the 
BritiBfa  and  ForaisD  Bible  Society, 
weacdebrated  at  Free-Mason's  "Hall, 
London,  on  Wednesday  the  9d  of 
Blay  last  The  meeting  was  opened 
by  tbe  venerable  President,  Lord 
Tbignmouth,  wi&  tiie  following  ad- 
dress: 

« In  opening  the  buaineM  of  the  Meet- 
ing, I  shall  trespass  as  briefly  as  possible 
on  yoar  time  and  attention.  But  I  should 
not  do  justice  to  my  own  feelings,  nor 
probably  satisfy  your  eipectationi,  if  I 
were  to  omit  offering  «  tribute  of  respect 
to  the  memory  of  his  Royal  Highness  the 
DvKS  of  KaiTT ;  a  tribute  most  especial- 
ly due  to  him  from  the  Members  of  a 
Society,  the  prosperity  of  which  he  so 
anxiously  endeavonrad  to  promote.  We 
have  bad  the  gratification  to  witness  the 
exertions  of  his  Royal  Highness  in  this 
place,  and  I  could  with  pleasure  refer  to 
namerous  instances  of  bis  condescension 
In  attending  the  meetings  of  Auxiliary 
Bible  Societies.  On  these  occasions  (be 
dignified  affability  of  his  demeanour  was 
not  less  conspicuous  and  endearing  than 
his  seal  for  the  success  of  the  Institution 
which  he  so  publicly  patronised.  It  has 
now  lost  the  benefit  of  his  services ;  but 
the  remembrance  of  those  which  he  ren- 
dered to  it  will  long  be' retained  with 
heartfelt  gratitude,  and  wKb  the  deepest 
regret  for  that  calamitous  event  which 
has  deprived  the  Society  of  the  coatino* 
ance  of  them. 

I  had  the  honour  to  eommnnlcate  to 
her  Royal  Highness  the  Doehess  of  Kent 
a  resolution  in  accordance  with  these 
sentiments,  which  she  was  pleaied  gra- 
ciously  to  receive,  and  at  the  same  time 
to  express  the  interest  which  she  felt  In 
the  prosperity  of  our  Institution . 


I  have  now  to  present  to  the  Meeting 
letters  from  the  Archbishop  of  Tva  », 
the  Bishop  or  Cloyiti,  the  Bishop  of 
Norwich,  and  one  from  the  veneral>lo 
Bishop  of  Dorhav,  now  in  hb  86th 
year ;  and  I  shall  leave  the  comment  on 
tbem  to  yonr  feelings." 

The  letter  ttom  tbe  very  aged  and 
respectable  Bishop  of  Durham  will

*<  Having,  for  some  years,  been  relno* 
tantly  compelled  by  my  advanced  age  to 
discontinue  my  attendance  on  the  Anni- 
versaries of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bil>le 
Society,  I  cannot  bat  feel  some  apprehen- 
sion, jest  tiie  cause  of  my  absence  shoold 
either  be  foigotten,  or  misconstrued  Into 
eoldness  towards  its  eoncems.  Yonr 
Lordship  will  therefore  allow  me  to  re- 
quest, that  yon  will  assure  the  Meeting 
that  n^  feelings  on  this  most  interesting 
sul^ect  admit  not  of  bebig  changed ;  or

cotmtiJes,  where  Great  Britifai  hts  ei- 
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tendedt  I  will  not  say  her  eonqnesfs,  bot 
her  possessiottfl,  she  is  sending  her  Bi- 
ble as  the  only  source  of  comfort  in  this 
worid,  and  the  only  guide  to  happiness 
in  a  better.  If  we  look  at  oor  ;Eastem 
empire,  whetre  our  noble  Chairman  has 
acted  so  ^stingnished  a  part,  hi  which 
he  has  been  followed  by  others  who  move 
in  the  same  dhvction,  there  also  yon  are 
fnlfilling  the  instructions  of  our  Saviour. 
When  I  witness  this  respeefable  MeeUng, 
when  I  reflect  on  the  Report  which  hea 
just  been  read,  aad  when  loondder  how 
laige  a  portion  of  Europe,  which  was 
once  in  a  league  against  us,  is  now  asso* 
dated  with  us,  and  above  all,  when  I 
consider  the  command  of  our  Saviouri  I 
am  persuaded  it  will  be  unnecessary  for 
me  to  urge  you  to  perseverance.  You 
will,  1  am  satisfied,  feel  as  i  do,  that  the 
Report  we  have  just  heard  should  be 
known,  should  be  printed,  should  be 
read. 

The  Eakl  of  Harbowbt,  on  mov- 
ing thanks  to  the  President,  said— 

<<  Geatlemea,  if  the  inotion  which  has 
been  put  Uito  my  hands  had  leqnk^  to  be 
anppMled  by  any  aignmenu  or  any  ewr- 
tions  of  mine,  I  should  certainly  have  de. 
dined  the  task  of  preposing  U  to  you; 
but  I  have  the  satislaction  of  thinking, 
that  it  is  a  motion  on  which  it  is  impossi. 
ble  that  there  can  exist  the  slightest  dif- 
ference of  opinion,  and  in  which  not  only 
every  person  who  bears  me  must  be  in- 
clined to  join  wjlh  the  utmost  cordiality 
of  heart,  but,  if  my  voice  could  be  beard 
in  every  part  of  Britain,  in  every  part  of 
Eun>pe,  In  evuy  part  of  tbo  worid,  it 
would  be  received  with  equal  cordiality 
and  concurrence.    1  feci,  however,  some 
discouragement  in  addressing  you  On  this 
occasion  ;  for,  while  I  am  aware  of  what 
is  due  to  the  person  to  whom  we  should 
return  thanks,  I  feel  on  the  other  bend 
what  Is  due  to  his  feelings  to  whom  it  is 
my  office  to  move  such  an  acknowledg- 
ment:  for  did   we    not   know   before, 
(which  certainly  all  of  us  did,)  wo  should 
learn,  from  the    Report  we  have  just 
heard,  to  what  an  extent  that  name  has 
gone— an  extent  to  which  probably  (be 
name  of  the  proudest  conqjueror  never 
reached;  but  with  this  distinction,  (a  dis- 
tmction  which  must  be  felt  by  every 
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hearti)  that,  onlUra  the  same  of  the*  con- 
qaerort,  wfaemver  the  name  of  jour  Pre- 
adent  has  been  koown,  it  mutt  have  been 
blessed.  It  is  with  a  feeling  of  the  moat 
gralifjring  nature,  that  I  find  there  is  one 
iubject  on  which  all  nmy  concur ;  that 
there  is  one  point  on  which  we  may  all 
asiemble>  and  unite  with  heart  and  hand, 
asd  that  a  point  not  chosen  for  the  pur- 
poae  of  fixing  a  lever  to  subvert  or  destroy 
the  worldy  but  a  point  on  which  the  cen- 
tre of  the  gravity  of  that  world  must  rest ; 
a  point  round  which  all  its  disoordant  ele- 
ments may  range  themselves  in  harmony 
and  peace." 

LoRB  AsHTowN,  CD  secondiHg  the 
motion  of  the  noble  Earl,  briefly  re- 
marked—' 

<*  I  have  the  honour  of  seconding  the 
motion  proposed  by  the  noble  Earl ;  and 
it  gives  me  uncere  pleasure  to  second  a 
motion  of  Thanks  to  the  noble  Chairman 
for  his  exertions,  which  are  so  well 
known,  not  only  In  this  country  but 
through  the  world.  A  cause  supported 
by  so  much  rank,  learning,  and  piety, 
must  aucteed :  but  there  is  another  and 
itill  stronger  ground  for  my  confidence  in 
the  ultimate  Buoeesa  of  this  cause,  which 
is,  that  it  is  the  cause  of  Ood  and  ef  truth, 
and  therefore  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not 
pievaU  against  H." 

The  vote  of  thanks,  and  the  remarks 
in  support  of  it,  drew  from  Lord 
TsiONif ouTB  the  foUowing  animated 
and  interesting  address : — 

<'  Whatever  anticipations  we  may  have 
formed,  of  the  progress  of  the  great  cause 
in  which  we  are  engaged,  we  have  hither- 
to had  the  satisfaction  to  find  them  real- 
ized ',  and  the  facts  which  have  this  day 
been  laid  before  us,  have  added  to  the  nu- 
merous proofs  of  the  happy  effects  of  that 
impulse  which  has  been  imparted  to  the 
Christian  world  by  the  British  and  Fo- 
reign Bible  Society. 

**  Never  has  the  benign  spirit  of  our 
holy  religion  appeared  with  a  brighter  or 
a  more  attractive  lustre,  since  the  Aposto- 
lic times,  than  in  the  seal  and  effbrts  dis. 
played,  during  the  last  sixteen  years,  for 
disseminating  the  records  of  divine  truth 
and  knowledge.  The  benefit  of  these  ex- 
ertions has  already  extended  to  millions, 
and,  when  we  contemplate  the  vast  ma- 
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ohinery  now  in  action  Cor  the  unlimited 
diifusion  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  en- 
eigy  which  impels  Its  movemeotf,  and 
the  accession  of  power  which  it  is  con- 
stantly receiving, we  cannotbut  indulge 
the  exhilarating  hope,  Mhat  the  Angel, 
having  the  everiasting  Gospel  to  preach 
to  them  that  are  upon  the  earth,  has  com- 
menced his  auspicious  pareer.  £ven  now, 
the  light  of  divine  revelation  has  dawned 
in  the  horizon  of  regions  which  it  never 
before  ilhiminated,  and  is  again  becom- 
ing visible  in  others  in  which  it  had  suf- 
fered a  disastrous  eclipse. 

"  But,  while  relying  on  the  prophetic 
word,  we  rejoice  in  the  anticipation  of  a 
period,  however  remote,  when  this  glo- 
rious light  shall  shme  in  all  the  fulness  of 
meridian  splendour,  diffusing  life  and  joy 
to  the  remotest  comers  of  the  earth,  we 
have  the  satisfactory  assurance,  that  we 
are  discharging  a  Christiau  duty  of  para- 
mount obligation,  comprehendhig  in  its 
object  the  glory  of  God  and  the  salvation 
of  man.  It  is  our  endeavour  to  raise  our 
fellow-creatures,  from  that  state  of  moral 
degradation  and  spiritual  darkness,  result- 
ing from  ignorance  of  the  word  of  God, 
in  which  such  numbers  of  them  are  still 
unhappily  placed,  by  leading  them  to  the 
pure  inexhaustible  fountain  of  heavenly 
wisdom,  from  which  they  may  derive  light 
and  knowledge  to  guide  them  through  the 
intricaoies  of  their  mortal  pilgrimage,  and 
the  hope  of  everlasting  bliss  m  the  life  to 
come;  and  imbibe  that  spirit  of  love 
which  gives  animation  and  warmth  to  the 
charities  which  constitute  the  tics  and 
happiness  of  all  human  relations :  and  our 
satisfaction  is  enhanced  by  the  confi- 
dence, that  it  is  an  underlaldog  in  uniron 
with  the  gracious  purposes  of  a  merciful 
God,  who  wills  <  that  all  men  should  come 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  troth,*  and  who, 
on  opening  the  springs  of  eternal  felicity^ 
proclaimed  to  the  uttermost  bounds  of  the 
earth — Let  <  him.  that  is  athirst  come,  and 
whosoever  will,  let  him  take  of  the  water 
of  life  freely.' 

"  This  gracious  invitation  has  been 
proclaimed  to  the  worid  through  the  in- 
strumentality of  the  Bible  Insthutlon ; 
and  the  eagerness,  delight,  and  gratitude 
with  which  it  has  been  accepted  by 
thousands,  authorise  the  pleasing  con- 
viction, that  the  water  of  life  has  not 
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beeo  distrilMited  Id  Tain.  Indeed  we 
bttve  ^mple  evidence  to  support  this  con- 
viction. We  have  (he  testimony  of  those 
wlio  have  penetrated  the  abodes  of  sor* 
row,  dbease,  and  crime,  into  which  the 
word  of  God  had  been  introduced,  per- 
haps for  the  first  time,  by  this  or  a  kin- 
dred societyi  that  they  liad  the  liappiness 
to  find  in  them  many  witnesses  to  its 
cheering  and  consoling  efficacy. 

**  We  have  satisfactory  information  of 
its  influenees  in  promoting  extensive  mo- 
ral reformation.  We  have  Catholic  at- 
testation, that  in  schools  of  that  comma- 
nion  '  a  new  spiritnal  life,  a  sense  of, 
and  taste  for,  religion,  an  aspiration  after 
higher  heavenly  oijeets,  had  been  eieit* 
ed  in  nsany  yonthfol  minds,'  by  the  pe- 
rusal of  the  New  Testament,  and  that 
inpreasions  had  been  made  on  them, 
whieh  justify  the  most  pleasing  hopes 
wHh  respect  to  futore  generations.  And 
what  is  said  of  the  inhabitants  of  one 
coantry,  may,  it  b  presamed,  be  applied 
to  those  of  others  >-*  Pmits  of  piety  and 
good  works,  the  genuine  produce  of  the 
eeed  of  the  divine  word,  are  seen  to 
adorn  the  lives  and  conversation  of  thou- 
eands.' 

"  In  these  testimonies,  the  Members 
and  Friends  of  the  Bible  Caose  have  am- 
ple remnneration  for  their  eiertlons,  as 
well  as  the  most  encouraging  motives  for 
perseverance  in  their  work  of  benevo- 
.lence.  But  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  in 
the  pious  and  impressive  language  of  a 
continental  Bible  Society— 

"  ( If  ara^ng  the  thousands  to  whom 
the  Bible  is  given,  only  one  weary  pH. 
grim  of  this  earth  should  be  refreshed — 
one  sufferer  relieved — one  weak  believer 
strengthened — one  tlioogbtless  sinner 
routed — one  wanderer  led  back  to  the 
right  way — one  who  has  fallen  raised  up 

one  soul  saved — who  would  not  gladly 

co-operate  in  such  a^ork,  and  cheerful- 
ly bestow  his  mite  in  its  behalf!' 

«  Such  are  the  feelings  which  beveled 
to  results  of  incalculable  importance  to 
the  present  welfare  and  eternal  destinies 
of  thousands:  results,  which  with  our 
fellow-labourers  all  over  the  world,  we 
may  contemplate  with  pure  unmingled 
deKght.  They  are,  however,  so  far  be- 
yond the  operation  of  any  cause  or 
Avgufty  1820. 
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agency  merely  human;  that  the  gU»7  of 
them  from  first  to  last  must  be  ascribed 
to  hiin  alone,  *  who  b  wonderful  in 
counsel,  and  excellent  in  workings'— 
while  it  is  our  province  to  be  grateful,  to 
be  humble,  and  to  adore.  By  his  spe- 
cial favour  the  Bible  Institution  has  prov- 
ed a  blessing  to  mankind,  and  with  the 
continuance  of  it,  which  it  is  our  duty 
constantly  and  devoutly  to  implore,  it 
will  be  hailed  by  future  generations  as 
one  of  the  greatest  blessings,  next  to 
that  of  divine  Revelation  itself,  ever 
conferred  on  (he  human  race. 

"  With  (his  high  estimate  of  the  benei 
ficial  tendency  and  effects  of  our  Institu- 
tion, 1  cannot  but  connect  that  of  the  re- 
sponstbiiHy  attached  to  the  station  whieh 
I  have  the  honour  to  hold  in  it ;  and, 
under  a  deep  state  of  humility  suggested 
by  this  consideration,  I  return  you  my 
cordial  thanks  for  the  approbation  whidt 
you  have  been  pleased  to  express  of  my 
services. 

"terrtit  me,  before  I  conclude,  (a 
congratulate  the  Membefs  of  our  Institu* 
tion  on  the  publication  of  the  third  Vo- 
lume of  its  History.  It  has  a  merit  which 
few  Histories  can  claim,  that  of  perfect 
authenticity :  but  in  the  presence  of  (he 
Author,  I  shall  not  say  more  than  to  ex- 
press my  sincere  saUsfaction,  that  the 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  hai 
found  an  historian  qualified  in  all  respects 
to  do  justice  ^o  its  excellence." 

Oo  secondiDg  a  raotioti  of  thanks  to 
the  Vice-President,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
HxiiRTyOf  Leitby  observed — 

"  The  object  of  this  Meeting  is  above 
all  praise.  It  involves  at  once  the  high- 
est displays  of  the  divine  glory,  and  the 
individual,  social,  and  immortal  interests 
of  our  species.  If  the  Bible  is  the  only 
luminary  which,  as  it  passes  through  the 
moral  firmament,  disuses  life,  and  light, 
and  joy-Hihedding  a  cheering  radiance 
on  the  dark  and  chequered  paths  of  life, 
and  inspiring  a  hope  full  of  immortality, 
the  circulation  of  it  must  be  the  highest 
work  of  benevolence  that  charity  ever 
devised.  It  is  the  charity  of  Heaven, 
and  bears  ample  evidence  of  its  celestial 
origin.  r 

"One  circumstance  is  too  obvious  to^^ , 
be  ov^loolofd  fn  the  fifstdry  of  ybur  opc- 
K 
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l«UdM.  Whild  yott»  my  Lord  and  Gen* 
ttoMen,  are  noltipljring  copies  of  tba 
Sacred  Voloma  by  thonsaiids  and  tent  of 
tliottfandt--whileyoa  are  makiag  It  speak 
in  etery  language  and  dialect,  thus  re- 
Moring  to  the  worid  ail  the  advantages  of 
the  gift  of  twigiies ;  and,  while  you  are 
sending  out  this  heavenly  treasure  to 
every  nation,  there  is  a  general  and 
groining  desire,  on  their  part,  to  accept 
your  boon,  and  to  profit  by  it.  Great  as 
your  eicrtions  are,  tbey  do  not  keep 
pace  with  this  desire  after  the  u-^rd  of 
God.  And  to  what,  my  Lord,  shall  we 
ascribe  its  remarkable  and  unprecedent- 
•d  prevalence  ?  We  must  rank  it  among 
those  effects  produced  by  the  arrange- 
ments of  hb  holy  providence,  by  which 
he  paves  the  way  for  the  accomplishment 
«f  his  merciful  designs.  There  b  such 
an  evident  correspondence  between  thb 
feeling  and  the  exertions  of  your  Society 
to  meet  it,  that  we  cannot  exclude  the 
conviction,  that  this  b  God's  work,  and 
must  prosper. 

«  Another  circumstance  equally  ob- 
tIoos  and  encouraging,  is,  the  harmony 
and  seal  with  which  your  operations  have 
hitherto  been  conducted.  Although  your 
Society  b  composed  of  Christians  of  eve- 
ry name,  its  union  is  complete,  and  Its 
harmony  unbroken.  This,  my  Lord,  I 
regard  as  one  of  the  brightest  glories  of 
its  past  history,  and  one  of  the  surest 
pledges  of  its  future  success.  If  union 
ia  itreag(b>  y^^**  Society  possesses  thb 
in  the  highest  degree.  It  combines  and 
brings  into  eoH>peratioo  the  talents,  and 
seal  and  prayers,  of  Chrbtendom. 

«  But,  my  Lord,  while  we  rejoice  in 
thb  harmony,  and  found  on  it  the  most 
pleasing  anticipations,  let  us  not  foi^t 
the  principle  to  which  it  b  to  be  attribut- 
ed, and  by  which  alone  it  can  be  pre- 
served, namely,  the  ciroulalion  of  the 
Bible  wiUunU  tuHe  cr  commerU.  This  b 
the  true  secret  of  your  Society^s  harmo- 
ny :  depart  from  it,  and  the  seeds  of  dis- 
cord are  sown ;  adhere  to  it,  and  you 
preserve  unbroken  the  Holy  Alliance ; 
you  secure  the  united  effoAs  of  the 
whole  Christian  community. 

**  As  this  principle  has  raised  your  In- 
stitution to  pre-eminent  dignity,  has  in- 
vested it  whh  peculiar  excellence,  and 
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has  brought  to  Its  support  Christians  of 
every  denomination,  the  inviolable  pre- 
servation of  it  wHl  secure  the  attainment 
of  the  object  you  have  in  view,  wiN  fa- 
cilitate your  mareh  towards  it,  and  wMI 
bring  to  your  aid  accessions  of  strength 
as  3^0  move  onward  in  your  glorious  ca- 
reer." 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ward,  who  had 
lately  returned  from  Serampore,  and 
who  had  resided  in  India  twenty- 
three  years,  then  rose ;  and  after  a 
few  introductory  remarks,  thus  pro- 
ceeded— 

The  inhabitants  profess  to  worship  880 
millions  of  deities ;  and  some  of  tbe«6 
deities  which  are  actually  worshipped, 
are  personiftcations  of  sins  themselves. 
Idol  worship  is  practised  in  every  form , 
with  an  its  most  disgusting  features ;  and 
cannot  surely  be  contemplatad  by  « 
Cbrbtbu  without  producing  shame,  on 
reflecting  that  he  h  connacted  with  crea- 
tures who  are  so  debased. 

The  whole  populatioo  of  India  has 
been  supposed  to  be  about  160  millions, 
and  the  population  under  Ctie  British 
sceptre  about  66  millions ;  but  I  need 
not  tell  you,  my  Lord,  that  the  govern- 
ment of  Great  Britain  in  India  has  been 
a  vast  blessing,  and  I  can  add,  the  gUt 
of  the  Bible  by  Crreat  Britain  to  (hat 
countiy  has  been  the  gnateH  blessing  she 
has  received  under  that  government. 
Thus  openings  have  been  made  for  the 
communication  of  that  good  which 
Britain  has  it  in  her  power  to  afford  more 
than  any  other  nation.  From  the  exeiv 
tiotts  of  the  Head  of  the  government  in 
that  country,  and  the  general  exertion  of 
our  countrymen,  we  may  hope  to  wit- 
ness an  iflsprovement  in  the  situation  of 
lemales  In  India.  Their  present  degrad- 
ed situation  is  a  consideration  that  will 
go  to  the  heart  of  every  one  here  pre- 
sent. Scarcely  any  of  them  can  read  or 
write.  In  consequence  of  thb  state  of 
ignorance,  we  see  the  female  character 
there  remarkable  only  for  superstition 
and  vice.  TVe  see  mothen,  especially 
in  one  tribe,  murdering  their  female 
children ;  and  I  am  sorry  to  inform  thb 
meeting,  that  all  the  efforts  which  have 
been  made  to  suppress  infanticide  in  that 
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coantry,  htre  been  atteadled  with  but 
little  stieceii.  Sonae  feinalM  there,  w 
tiMUed  by  soperafitioiri  sabmit  to  be  bwo- 
ed  alive  on  the  funei^l  piles  of  their  fans* 
bands.  It  has  indeed  been  said,  and  I 
wish  we  bad  proofo  that  it  bad  been  said 
Inilyi  that  this  ciislom  b  on  the  decline 
In  India:  I  fear  it  Is  rather  on  4he  In- 
crease. In  the  year  1815,  the  number  of 
females  bomedy  or  buried  allvei  under 
the  Bengal  presideney)  amounted  to  be- 
tween  4  and  600 ;  in  1816  to  between  0 
and  700 :  and  in  1817,  706  females  suf- 
fered la  this  manner  in  that  presidency. 
Now,  my  Lord,  with  these  fkcts  before 
ns,  need  we  any  further  proofii  of  the 
want  of  Christianity  in  India  f  WHh  yonr 
IfOrdsfaip'a  permission,  I  wilt  now  pre- 
sent these  Transiatioos  of  the  Scriptnree, 
in  some  of  the  vernaenlar  Uingnagas  of 
liidia.  (Here  Mr.  Ward  jtretented  Copies 
tfihe  /btUwing  Vertitmti  prepared  and 
printed  at  Serampore :)  1.  The  Pushtoo ; 
2.  the  Mahtatta ;  8.  the  Bengalee ',  4.  the 
Poojabee ;  5.  the  Telinga ;  6.  the  Kun- 
knna ;  7.  the  Sangsfcrit ;  8.  the  Hiodee ; 
9.  the  Chinese ;  lO.theOrissa. 

«  It  would  hare  giren  me  great  plea- 
sure, my  Lord,  if  I  could  bare  added  the 
works  of  our  fellow4abourers  In  this 
cause,  and  if  I  could  have  brought  to 
yoor  table  some  other  proofs  of  Bible 
conquests  in  India.  Your  Lordship  well 
knows  the  influence  of  caste  on  the 
minds  of  the  natives;  the  difficulties 
from  that  and  other  causes  have  been 
so  great,  that  it  has  been  the  opinion  of 
many  in  this  country,  as  well  as  in  India, 
that  It  will  be  a  vain  attempt.  But  the 
Report  just  read  gives  such  evidence  that 
it  is  the  work  of  God,  that  we  cannot 
doubt  but  that  inS20  more  years,under  the 
influence  of  the  Bible  Society  and  other 
Institutions,  we  shall  all  have  reason  to 
say.  This  is  the  flngerof  God,  and  the  Bible 
is  the  power  of  God  for  their  salvation. 
I  could  mention  several  facts  of  the  good 
that  has  followed  the  circalation  of  the 
Scriptures  in  India ;  they  have  been  the 
means  of  convincing  many  of  the  error 
of  their  ways,  and  turning  their  feel  into 
the  way  of  life ;  and  not  an  hicoosidcra- 
ble  number  of  persons,  clasping  thb  vo- 
lume to  their  heniU,  have  said,  with  Si- 
ww)D,  '  Lord,  BOW  lettest  theu  thy  sar- 
''^nt  depart  in  peaee,  for  my  eyes  have 
8^n  thy  sahralion/  " 
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The^Rev.  Dr.  CitAbkb,  having  iotro- 
duced  to  the  Meeting  two  eonverted 
Gingaleae,  gave  the  following  acoouat 
of  then*  visit  to  England,  and  of  their 
conversion  to  the  Christian  Reli- 
gion:-- 

"  Sbme  years  ago,  this  Sociefy  grant- 
ed a  sum  of  money  for  the  translation  of 
the  Scriptures  into  the  Cingalese  lan- 
guage. Some  of  the  copies  got  in- 
to the  temple  of  the  worshippers  of 
Budhu,  and  the  two  men  now  by  me 
were  of  the  number  of  those  who  read. 
They  were  astonished ;  they  were  affect^ 
ed ;  one  fact  struck  them ',  that  Jesus 
Christ,  the  author  of  that  volume,  hnd 
associated  with  himself  persons  who  were 
fishermen.  They  were  of  the  fishermen's 
caste  at  Ceylon  ;  and  it  struck  them,that» 
if  the  Author  of  this  religion  did  assO' 
elate  with  persons  of  that  profession,  and 
they  became  the  means  of  spreading  the 
knowledge  of  his  Gospel  through  almost 
the  whole  world,  perhaps  It  might  please 
Him  to  use  them  who  are  fishermen  also, 
to  make  known  his  Gospel  to  their  coun* 
trymen.  Your  Lordship  will  sre  that  it 
was  eitremely  difficult  for  them  to  make 
known  what  they  felt ;  one  of  them  had 
been  brought  to  the  temple  at  five,  and 
the  other  at  six  years  old,  and  they  had 
regularly  proceeded  through  all  the  gra- 
dations till  they  became  High  Priests  f 
but  they  thought,  if  they  could  come  to 
this  country,  which  was  a  place  where 
the  Christian  religion  was  professed,  they 
might  become  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  divine  word,  and  see  the  per- 
sons who  had  sent  hb  blessing  to  them. 
They  went  to  a  man,  celebrated  for  bis 
deep  learning,  and  asked  him,  if  he  had 
considered  the  Christian  83rstem.^  He 
said,  The  religion  of  Budhu  is  the  moos, 
the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  sub. 
This  affected  them  deeply;  and  heariog 
that  Sir  Aleiander  Johnson  was  about  to 
return  to  England,  on  account  of  hb  la- 
dy's health,  they  requested  permbsion  to 
come  with  him.  He  hesitated,  and  put 
them  oflf ;  but  they  were  so  deeply  affect- 
ed with  what  they  had  read,  and  their 
determination  was  so  strong,  that  they 
left  their  temple,  their  friends,  and  their 
country,  pot  off  In  a  boat,  came  up  witi{  C 
the  ship,  then  nnder  weigh,  were,  at  their 
earnest  request,  taken  on  board,  and  ar- 
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kBew  not  a  word  of  JSnj^lisb,  bnt  were 
weH  tcqoainted  with  this  New  Testa- 
mentf  which  they  had  compared  with  (he 
doctrines  they  had  preached  to  their  peo< 
ple»  and  the  doctrines  of  Budhu  ia  gene- 
KiL  I  took  them  into  my  house,  labour- 
ad  with  them  with  many  prayers,  and 
not  a  few  tears.  I  had  to  encounter  all 
the  prejudices  of  their  minds,  end  their 
subtle  system  of  ethics ;  and  f  had  to  re- 
joice, and  1  am  sure  your  Lordship  and 
this  assembly  will  icjoice  wHh  me,  in 
seeing  the  light  of  heaven  dawning  upon 
their  minds.  They  became  desirods  of 
receiving  Christian  baptism ;  but  I  wish- 
ed to  have  further  satisfaction.  At  length , 
I  could  not  defer  it  longer ;  they  receiv- 
ed thb  ordinance  according  to  the  rites  of 
the  Church  of  England  i  and  I  trust  this 
solemn  season  will  never  bo  forgotten  by 
them.  Since  then,  they  have  receired 
the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  I 
have  thus  the  honour  of  presenting  to 
your  Lordship,  and  this  meeting,  some 
of  the  frulU  of  the  labours  of  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  The  Chris- 
tian Society  to  which  I  belong,  had  the 
honour  of  thehr  education  ;  but  we  should 
never  have  had  that  honour,  if  your 
Iiordsbip  and  this  Society  had  not,  by 
your  grant,  bad  that  book  printed  ;  and  I 
know  not  thai  there  ever  came  to  your 
table  more  glorious  proofs  of  (he  success 
bf  your  endeavours.  They  are  here  be- 
fore you,  saved  from  all  tbeir  supersti- 
tion, saved  from  (be  htMtf  of  their  doc- 
trine of  transmigration ;  which,  as  your 
Lordship  knows,  has  been  the  grand  bar 
in  their  country  to  all  that  is  good ;  and 
Ihey  are  saved,  1  trost,  to  every  verity 
of  the  Christian  religion  ;  and  this  will 
be  a  ground  of  your  Lordship's  exulta- 
lion,  tiiat  you  have  been  the  means  of 
sending  to  them  this  light  to  lighten  the 
Gentiles." 

The  Bishop  of  Oloucsster,  after 
some  remaiics  in  support  of  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  Royal  Dukes  for  the 
countenance  they  had  given  to  the 
operations  of  the  Society,  proceeded 
as  follows : — 

"  May  1  be  permitted  to  dwell  for  a 
short  time  on  the  subject  of  the  enemies 
of  this  cause,  and  on  an  occurrence  which 
has  excited  (he  attention,  not  only  of 
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every  statesman,  bnt  of  erety  Chiisfian 
and>vef7  sol^ect  In  the  realm,  to  the  per- 
petration of  a  crime  whiefa  I  will  not 
ntenth>fl.  What  has  been  the  prineiple 
chiefly  apparent  in  the  leaders  of  this  de- 
sign? Hatred  of  the  Bible,  of  its  restraints 
and  injunctions,  wherever  that  hatred 
was  evowed,  or  a  complete  perversion^ 
Its  precepts,  when  they  could  net  venture 
to  avow  a  hatred  of  the  Bible  itself^  I 
happen  to  know,  from  undoubted  autho- 
rity, that  every  one  of  these  indivtdnab 
had,  previously  to  the  commission  of  their 
crime,  avowedly  renounced  his  £idth  In 
the  Scriptures.  They  found  In  those 
Scriptures  an  avowed  opposition  to  their 
prioci{Mes  and  practices ;  tiiey  would  not 
renounce  their  principles  and  practicety 
and  therefore  they  renounced  the  Bible. 
Such  is  (he  absolute  marked  contradietion 
between  the  Scriptures  and  crimes  like 
theirs ;  It  has  been  seen  in  a  variety  of 
cireuipstaooes  during  the  past  year^  and 
I  think  can  be  denied  by  no  one,  that  the 
testimony  of  the  enemies  of  religion  in 
their  conduct  has  proved  the  truth  of  its 
doctrines,  while  they  have  been  defended 
by  every  restster  of  faction,  and  every 
decided  friend  of  the  laws  of  his  country* 
Well  then,  my  Lord,  may  we,  amidst 
whatever  trials  we  may  meet  with,  caU 
to  mind  this  reflection  and  be  comforted. 
But,  my  Lord,  there  are  grounds  not  only 
for  negative  but  for  positive  praise  to  this 
Institution .  Bible  Associations  have  been 
found  effectual  means  of  converting  a 
large  community  of  several  thousand  per- 
sons, once  murmuring  and  disaffected 
into  a  body  of  quiet,  peaceable,  industri- 
ous mechanics.  Five  years  ago,  we  saw 
the  eitensive  community  alluded  to,  in  a 
state  of  remarkable  tumult  and  disorder, 
though  (hey  were  in  no  greater  distress 
than  they  were  last  year ;  but  its  streets 
were  not  now  crowded  with  its  idle  and 
disaffected  inhabitants,  a  Bible  Associa- 
tion had  been  formed  there;  the  time  of 
trial  came ;  the  loom  (ailed  to  produce 
more  than  a  scanty  subsistence,  less  and 
less  every  day;  what  was  the  conse- 
quence .'  Cheerful  submission  to  the  wiU 
of  God,  and  a  desire  to  labour  in  any  way, 
and  their  walls  and  cottages  echoed  with 
these  words,  <Be  patient,  be  quiet,  be 
obedient  to  your  superiors,  better  times 
will  come.'    Such  has  benn  the  result  o^ 
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wluityl  Mi»ve,  bai  been  cpnsiclend  the 
«M0t  donbtAd  £D«tnre  of  our  Society,  a 
leatni*  that  m«t  giva  plaasore  to  avary 
Iiaart  that  oan  oadentand  aad  feal  for  the 
bonoar  of  hb  eonntiy.  Suiely  theoi  my 
Lotdf  we  have  in  this  a  demonftrated  ad- 
▼anta^  of  incaknlable  utility  in  our  So- 
eiety,  an  adTantage  which  it  is  impossible 
IfiUy  to  appaeeiate  *,  and  sorely,  from  what 
we  have  seen  and  heard,  we  shall  become 
tenfold  more  desirous  of  promoting  that 
advantage  in  every  city  and  in  every 
town :  and  we  shall  now  say,  with  ton- 
ioid  warmth  <to  this  Society,  Go  on  and 
prosper,  go  on  and  be  the  happy  instru- 
Blent  in  every  country  of  uniting  princes 
and  people,  and  of  binding  them  in  no 
common  bonds,  but  in  the  bonds  of  the 
Gospel ;  go  on  *  till  the  lion  shall  lie 
down  with  the  Iamb,  and  till  the  whole 
earth  shall  be  filled  with  the  glory  of  the 
Lord.'" 

Mr.  WiLBiRroscB  moved  the 
thanks  of  the  Meeting  to  the  execo- 
tive  Committee.  He  gave  a  view  of 
the  magnitude  of  their  operatioos,  and 
offered  a  tribute  of  gratitude  fbr  their 
unwearied  efforts  in  the  best  of  causes ; 
and  cootinued  as  follows: — 

«  One  new  consideration  suggested  it- 
self to  my  mind  at  the  time  the  Report 
was  reading.  The  consideration  1  allude 
to,  (and  which  has  some  feelings  associ- 
ated with  it  not  altogether  so  gratifying), 
is  the  sort  of  support  which  the  Society 
has  received  in  foreign  countries  as  well 
as  our  own.  In  foreign  countries,  from 
the  nature  of  their  government,  the  state 
of  their  society,  the  constitution  of  their 
country,  and  the  habits  of  their  minds,  it 
would  have  been  impossible  for  this  So- 
ciety to  have  made  the  progress  it  has 
done,  had  it  not  received  the  support  of 
their  princes  and  magistrates,  and  eccle- 
siastics :  while  in  this  country,  we  cannot 
but  own,  we  have  been  more  indebted  to 
that  powerful  body,  the  middle  class  of 
our  fellow-subjects,  wherein  dwell  all  that 
strength  and  energy  which  render  it  so 
valuable  In  the  British  constitution.  In 
this  I  cannot  but  see  the  finger  of  God. 
Again,  if  we  consider  the  time  when  this 
Society  was  founded,  we  shall  find  scarce, 
ly  less  reason  for  admiration  and  grati. 
tnde :  when  we  look  at  its  native,  it  ap- 
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pears,  at  first  view,  astonishing,  that  It 
should  have  been  left  to  us  to  form  such 
a  Society.  But  at  the  period  when  we 
became  possessed  of  tliat  vast  empire  in 
the  east,  by  what  means  coold  its  inhabit- 
ants have  received  the  Word  of  God,  but 
throogh  some  Christian  power,  which, 
while  it  had  a  desire  to  diffiise  light  and 
knowledge  in  that  country,  should  be 
able,  by  the  power  of  its  arms,  to  add  the 
influence  of  its  character  for  wisdom  and 
prudence ;  more  especially  as  man  had 
then  become  wise  enough  to  Jcnow,  that 
it  was  not  by  force  that  the  subjects  of  our 
authority  were  to  become  enlightened, 
but  by  being  taught  to  look  op  to  their 
rulers  with  gratitude  for  the  blessings  they 
conferred.  I  am  here  alluding,  my  Lord, 
to  different  topics ;  but  in  every  one  of 
them  we  may  see  some  proof  of  the  good- 
ness of  God,  and  some  pledge  of  his  future 
fevour.  Another  remark,  suggested  by 
the  volumes  before  me  and  their  able  pre- 
senter, leads  me  to  notice  a  further  signal 
proof  of  the  finger  of  God,  and  the  good- 
ness of  providence ;  that  at  the  time  when 
this  country  became  possessed  of  these 
vast  oriental  possessions,  and  the  Bible 
Society  was  formed,  at  that  time  men 
were  raised  up  who,  though  some  of  them 
had  occupied  obscure  situationsi  were  en- 
dowed with  most  extraordinary  talents* 
and  still  more  with  a  disposition  to  em- 
ploy these  talents  in  this  great  and  good 
cause.  At  that  time,  I  say,  such  men  as 
Caiy  and  Marshman  and  Ward  were  rais- 
ed up,  the  last  of  whom  was  restrained  by 
his  modesty  from  mentioning  what  would 
have  flashed  conviction  on  all  our  minds, 
that  these  great  and  good  men  were  not 
actuated  by  any  unworthy  or  improper 
motives  for  their  conduct ;  that,  instead 
of  laying  by  all  which  they  earn  for  that 
period  when  their  strength  shall  fail,  they 
each  of  them  give  those  1600  pounds  a 
year  which  they  acquire  by  the  labours 
Of  their  press,  and  carry  it  to  the  temple 
to  be  consecrated  to  the  servibe  of  God. 
Thb  u  vulgar  commendation ;  but  in  this 
we  have  another  proof,  that  the  work  it- 
self, and  the  agents  by  whom  it  is  accom- 
plished, all  bear  the  marks  of  the  divine 
hand.  I  remember,  some  years  ago, 
when  I  first  heard  of  that  dreadful  prac- 
tice of  a  particular  tribe  at  Surat,  who 
murder  all  their  female  infants,  and  keep 
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Up  their  populatiDii  by  femalea  from  other 
tribes; — I  remember  the  gratification  I 
felt,  when  I  beard  that  it  was  aboUsbed. 
Bat  this  practice  is  in  a  measure  revived ; 
it  is  therefore  the  more  necessary  that 
tliese  people  should  have  the  Btble,  to 
teach  themy  <  Thou  sfaalt  do  do  murder' 
If  I  wanted  any  additional  nrgamenty  it 
must  arise  iirom  this,  that  alt  the  feelings 
of  hAmaaity  and  the  force  of  eiample  had 
not  been  auffieient  to  eitirpate  a  practice 
so  base,  so  nnnatural,  as  this  to  which  I 
have  now  alluded. 

Mr.  WiLBE&FORCE  adverted  at 
some  length  to  the  topic  which  had 
been  introduced  by  the  Bishop  of 
Oloucester,  and  then  concluded  in  the 
following  manDer : — 

« In  every  part  of  the  world,  my  Lord, 
we  find  some  fresh  triumphs  continually 
presenting  themselves  to  our  notice.  Our 
canae  has  triumphed  over  lust  and  cruelty 
Sn  Otahelte,  which  had  known  us  formerly 
only  by  the  vices  we  had  communicated^ 
and  the  injuries  they  had  received  from 
us,  but  whom  they  now  begin  to  know  as 
their  benefactors  and  their  friends  ;  they 
an  beginning  to  feel  the  power  and  taste 
the  svv^tness  as  well  as  enjoy  the  com- 
forts of  Christianity.  But,  my  Lord,  I 
should  never  finish  if  I  were  to  go  from 
object  to  object,  and  notice  every  fresh 
occasion  for  triumph;  and  it  b  only  a 
mind  sober  and  chastened  like  your  ovm, 
that  is  not  liable  to  be  intoxicated  by  such 
scenes  as  these ;  but  we  are  reminded  by 
the  word  of  God  that  we  are  but  labour- 
ers in  his  cause ;  the  honour  of  the  suc- 
cess is  all  his  own ;  and  it  is  our  highest 
honour  to  be  the  instruments  of  diffusing 
the  knowledge  of  his  truth  among  man- 
khid,  as  the  only  means  of  guiding  them 
at  length  to  his  glory." 

,  Mr.  Wilbkrforcb's  motion  was 
seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Griffith, 
who,  among  other  remarks,  offered 
the  following: — 

"  I  am  one  of  those,  my  Lord,  who  are 
neither  surprised  nor  discouraged  by  the 
late  fruits  of  impiety  and  infidelity  in  this 
country.  I  see  in  these  the  manifestation 
of  a  principle  which  has  long  existed  in 
the  worid,  but  which  I  have  no  doubt  will 
cause  this  blessed  book  to  be  more  highly 
wteemed  than  it  has  hitherto  been.    T 
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have  no  h||^r  wish  thai  thatinftdaii^ 
may  ever  be  coupled  with  disloyalty  aad 
kapiety.  But,  I  oorreet  myaelf,  I  think  I 
haveastill  higher  wish;  and  that  is,  that 
the  friends  of  religioD  may  put  on  right- 
eousness as  a  garment,  and  jndgiotntM  a 
robe  and  a  diadem,  and  shine  forth  ai 
lights  in  the  worid,  and  form  by  theae 
OMant  the  moat  striking  contrast  to  the 
advocates  of  infidelity,  in  this  ease,  in- 
stead of  two  soch  young  mon  as  have 
this  day  presentcjd  themselves  before  you, 
we  shall  see  prinoes  themselves  glad  to 
come  forward  on  your  platform  and  ae« 
knowledge  the  benefits  they  have  receiv. 
ed  from  this  Society.  My  mind  looks 
forward  with  exceeding  delight  to  the 
fulfilment  of  the  prophecy,  and  if  I  hav« 
any  desire  to  rennin  a  Uw  yeani  longer 
here,  it  b  only  that  I  may  behold  the 
trath  of  the  power  of  religidn  goiagfortii 
throughout  all  the  world,  and  all  the  enda 
of  the  worid  seeing  the  salvation  of  our 
God." 

The  Rev.  Mr.  MAT^iAa,  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Hibernian  Bible  Society, 
communicated  the  following  uiforma- 
tion  respecting  the  Bible  cause  in 
Ireland  : — 
"  My  Lord, 

« I  shall  not,  at  thblate  hour  of  the  day, 
enter  into  minute  details  of  the  success 
of  thb  cause  in  Ireland.  I  must  however 
assure  your  Lordship  and  this  meeting, 
that  duriag  the  last  year  it  has  advanced 
with  considerable  rapidity ;  and  while  the 
pressure  of  the  times  has  been  severe 
upon  us,  our  income  has  exceeded  that  of 
the  former  year  by  one  thousand  pounds, 
and  the  circulation  of  the  Scriptures  by 
ten  thousand  copies.  Within  the  same 
period  fourteen  new  societies  have  been 
formed,  and  others,  inactive  or  fallen  into 
disuse,  have  revived  again.  These  vari- 
ous societies  have  been  very  active,  not 
in  the  country  merely,  but  in  Dublin  itself; 
and  (hey  have  had  .great  success,  consid- 
ering the  opposition  the  cause  has  to  en. 
counter  in  that  country.  So  for  as  the 
translation  of  the  Scriptures  in  their  own 
language  has  been  attended  to,  it  has 
been  found  that  the  people  are  eve- 
ry where  anxious  to  receive  them. 
I  will  mention  one  or  two  instances 
of  thb.  One  was  that  of  a  poor  wo- 
man, who  had  always  manifested  great 
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AynoM  to  bear  the  Seriptmes,  tiH  they 
ivere  seat  kit«  tkat  neigfabourliood  io  her 
own  fongvage.    She  heard  them  read  by 
a  penon  who  possessed  then  :  she  heard 
with  fooreasing  laterest,  and  was  amhnts 
to  obtain  a  copy  herself,  that  she  might 
have  H  ready  whea  any  one  happened  to 
call  at  her  house  who  could  read  St  to  her. 
Not  content,  howerer,  wMi  bearing  the 
Scriptures  read  by  others,  she  wished  to 
be  able  to  vead  them  herself,  and  she  ac- 
toaUy  went  above  a  mile  from  her  own 
borne  that  she  might  be  tanght  to  read* 
Another  instance  was  that  of  a  poor  wo- 
man>  whn  had  obtained  a  Jestameot  by 
faer  sobaorlpttott :  she    Was  visited   by 
some  ladies,  who,  seeing  from  the  cinmm- 
atnoees  of  her  dktiwes,  that  her  OMans 
wave  very  scanty,  ware  aniioos  to  know 
how  she  became  possessed  of  it.    <*  To 
teU  yon  the  femth,  ladiea>"  said  she,  «  I 
wrad  my  little  subscription  out  oC  my 
foal,  and  by  it  obtained  ^e  Holy  Scrip- 
tnree."      I    mention   these    as  proofii 
of  the  sahitery  InAoftnea  of  te  mea- 
sare    adopted    by    your    Society,    of 
printing  the  Scriptures  in  the  Irish  lan- 
guage and  character.    A  noble  lordy  yes- 
terday, alluded  to  this,  in  this  place,  and 
he  did  it  from  experience;  for  in   the 
quarter  where  he  resides  the  benefit  of 
the  measure  is  particularly  felt.    A  friend 
of  mine  has  told  me,  that  be  has  in  that 
part  seen  groupes  of  the  people  assem- 
bled to  read  the  Bible  in  their  owo  lan- 
guage, who  would  not  have  listened  to 
it  in  any  other.  We  have  in  Ireland  some 
desperate  characters,  called  ribboa-men, 
who  are  unhappily  frequently  in  a  state 
of  tumuH  and  disorder.      In    sume    of 
those  tumults  lives  have  been  lost,  and 
some  of  the  parties  have  paid  the  forfeit 
of  their  lives  to  the  laws  of  their  coun- 
try.   By  chance  shall  I  say  ?  No,  by  Di- 
vine  fh>vidence,  one  of  the  copies  of 
the  Irish  Scriptures  came  into  the  hands 
of  one  connected  with  eight  other  rib- 
bon-men.  lie  was  struck  with  it  himself, 
and  read  it  to  bis  companions ;  they  be- 
came mferested  in  it,  and  the  happy  ef- 
fects wete  that  they  all  renonnced  their 
attachment  to  ribbonism.    I  shall  keep 
my  /itaad   on  this  ground,   my  Lord, 
tboagh  it  has  been  gone  over  before  me. 
Would  you  see  the  iofluenoe  of  hifideli« 
ty,  go  to  Cato-street    Would  yon  aeo 
the  iofloence   of  the  Bible,  look  at  the 
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eight  ribbon-men.  Here  I  might  con« 
elude,  by  proposing^the  motion,  iff  had 
not  been  entrusted  with  a  Vote  of 
Thanks  to  your  Lordship  and  this  Socie- 
ty, for  your  very  necessary  and  very  li- 
beral grant  of  10,000  New  Testaments  to 
the  Hibernian  Society  " 

R.  Orant,  Eaq.  on  moving  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  Auxiliary  Societies,  Pres- 
byters of  S<iot1and,  kc.  adverted  to  a 
number  of  topics,  and  concluded  with 
the  following : 

**  I  cannot  help  calling  the  attention  of 
the  meeting  to  a  cirduassCance  related  by 
o  worthy  coadjutor  of  this  Society,  the 
Bev  Mr.  Jowett,  who*  in  describing  tbo 
result  of  a  vbit  which  he  had  made  to  the 
coasts  of  the  Mediterranean!  and  particu- 
larly those  of  Egypt  and  Asia  Minor,  and 
In  expressing  the  feelings  which  crowded 
upon  his  mind,  observes,  that  the  oppor- 
tunities which  Athens  possesses  for  works 
of  Christian  philanthropy  by  the  aombers 
of  its  visitors  are  very  great,  and  that 
Athens  is  therefopa  a  city  with  which  the 
Bible  Society  OQ^  to  be  associated.  And 
now  what  most  have  been  bis  feeUngs 
when  in  the  last  year  a  Bible  Society  in 
comiexion  with  yonr  Parent  Society  has 
been  formed,  is  now  in  existence,  and  in 
actual  operation  ?  1  cannot  describe  the 
emotions  with  which  1  beard  this  re- 
markable circumstance.  Having  been 
excluded  from  Rome,  you  made  your 
stand  In  what  was  in  f^ct  the  capital  of 
ancient  Greece.  That  city  may  again  en* 
title  herself  io  the  appellation  of  the  eye  of 
Greece.  It  was,  as  your  Lordship  knows 
the  exertions  -of  the  inhabitants  of  that 
city  which  gave  us  the  Fables  of  Homer  ; 
and  feme  has  immortalized  tJie  researches 
of  those  who  first  brought  forth  those  im- 
mortal works,  and  gave  tbem  without 
gloss,  note,  or  comment.  But  a  higher 
boon  b  reserved  for  the  same  city  :  and 
it  will  aow^  we  trust,  give  to  the  worlds ' 
works  coming  from  a  higher  band,  and  far 
more  interesting  to  the  human  race; 
which  inspire  all  the  hope  of  man,  and 
impart  all  the  happiness  of  another  world* 
It  would  be  Inconsiderate  in  me  to  en- 
large, notwithstandiBg  the  kindness  with 
which  the  meeting  hears  me :  for  one 
moment  however  I  will  allude  to  a  bug- 
gestion  of  my  honourable  friend,  that  all 
the  success  of  this  Society  is  to  be  attri- 
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bitted  to  that  noble  and  sublime  principle 
OB  which  it  proceeds.    You  lutve  ^ined 
conquests  unknown  to  former  conquer* 
ors ;  but   what  have  been  your  arms  ? 
they  have  been  new  indeed.    You  recol- 
lect when  one  of  the  ancient  warriors 
sent  his  sword  to  one  who  returned  it  as 
not  being  invincible.    "  I  sent  you  my 
sword/'  (said  the  warrior)  "  but  not  the 
arm  which   wielded  it/'  but  f  mention 
this,  because  it  really  suggests   a  nobto 
contrast ;  it  is  not  the  arm,  but  t  he  sword 
with  yon :  it  b  not  the    vigour  of  yonr 
thrust,  but  the  excellence  of  jwu  metal. 
I  would  not  detract  from  your  merits : 
yoor  committee  at  home,  and   agents 
abroad  are  beyond  the  praise  of  man  ; 
but  if  your  efforts  had  been  directed  in 
any  other  manner,  and  not  to  the  distri- 
bution of  the  Scriptures,  without  note  or 
comment,   very  different  effects  would 
have  followed.    Yoor  power  is  nothing 
bnt  the  irresistible  might  of  weakness ; 
your  courage  nothing  but  patient  contbi* 
nance  In  well  doing:   your  invasions^ 
visits  of  mercy ;  your  cry  of  battle>  peace 
on  earth,  and  good  will  towards  men. 
Though  I  would  thus  cast  an  eye  of  retro- 
spective gratitude  on  what  has  already 
been   achieved,  I   am  convinced   that 
nothing  will  maintain  these  conquests  bat 
the  same  spirit  by  which  they  havfe  been 
achieved.    Bluch  is  still  to  be  performed ; 
and  if  in  this  country,  in  founding  Bible 
Associations,  tracks  are  discovered  where 
the  Scriptures  are  yet  unknown,  what 
must  we  think  of  those  countries  which, 
though  within  the  line  of  demarcation  of 
yonr  scene,  are  still  without  the  reach  of 
your  operations  ?  Will  you  not  then  re* 
fleet  how  many  are  the  hearts  still  pressed 
down  with  sorrow,  for  which  the  best  re- 
source Is  yet  unknown  P  But  these,  my 
lord,  are  sentiments  so  familiar  to  all,  and 
have  been  so    dwelt  upon  by   former 
speakers,  that   I   will  not  detain  your 
Lordship  and  the  audience  by  dwelling 
upon  them/' 

The  Rev.  John  Scott,  Secretary 
to  the  Hull  Bible  Society,  on  Becoiid- 
ing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President 
for  his  conduct  in  the  Chab,  observed, 

"  I  have  consented  to  come  forward 
on  this  occasion  simply  for  the  sake  of 

supplying  a  blank  in  the  Report  of  this 


Society.  There  is  a  return  from  our  So- 
ciety for  1815,  1816,  1817,  and  1818  : 
but  at  present  no  sum  is  affixed  to  the 
name  of  Hull.  1  have,  however,  just 
received  a  letter  from  our  Treasurer, 
which  states,  that  he  had  justremlttad 
to  the  Parent  Institution  the  sum  of 
£1446  lOr.  lid. 

**  I  am  sensible  we  are  too  late  in  eoni- 
municating  to  the  Society;  but  where 
we  are  upon  the  whole  so  sabstantiaUy 
right,  I  tmst  we  shall  not  be  oanaored 
for  being  clveumstantlaUy  wrong.  The  ^ 
former  were  the  days  of  our  Ignonnee } 
we  learnt  better  afterwards :  we  formed 
gentlemen's  associations ;  they  did  great 
good,  but  we  have  since  formed  Ladies' 
Societies,  which  have  produced  in  the 
whole  this  year  neariy  one  thousand 
pounds. 

"  I  have  thouc^t  it  worth  ny  whfle  to 
mention  to  this  Meeting  vHiat  has  taken 
place  at  Hull,  that  if  there  are  any  per- 
sons here  from  country  associations  tiiey 
might  be  encomnged  to  proceed. 

After  briefly  adverting  to  the  change 
which  had  taken  place  In  the  aspect  of 
the  metropolis,  by  the  formation  of 
Bible  and  other  Religious  Seciedes, 
Mr.  Scott  concluded  as  follows  :— 

"  And  here,  my  Lord,  we  cannot  but 
remember  that  the  time  must  come 
when  the  projectors  and  first  supporters 
of  thb  Institution  must  be  going  off  the 
stage  of  life  ;  and  when  they  do,  I  tmst 
the  last  words  of  the  sweet  Pselnist  and 
powf^rful  King  of  Israel  will  be  the  lan- 
guage of  your  Lordship,  and  of  all  con- 
nected with  this  Institution,  Let  the  whole 
earth  be  filled,  ^.^ 

Lord  TEifiNMOUTH,  in  return  for 
the  vote  of  thanks,  observed,  that, 
if  he  could  judge  of  the  feelings  of 
the  Assembly  by  what  he  himself 
felt,  the  proceedings  of  the  day  had 
been  attended  with  unmixed  pleasure. 
He  then  added--*'  The  best  retom  I 
can  give  for  the  honour  you  have  done 
me,  is  to  assure  you,  that  I  will  con. 
tinue  to  devote  that  remaining  share 
of  health  and  Hfe,  which  it  may  please 
Qod  to  grant  me,  to  the  service  of 
this  Society/'

In  the  i&troductioD  to  this  interosting  and  able  Report,  the  General  Commit* 
tee  express  their  andiminished  coniklence  in  the  utility  and  importance  of 
Sabbath  School  instruction.  The  number  of  children  under  their  cere,  they 
remark,  continues  respectable,  and  the  benefits  of  instruction  have  been  extend- 
ed beyond  their  former  limits.  The  want  of  teachers  and  of  ftmds,  however, 
has  prevented  the  Committee  from  occupying  the  whole  of  the  vast  field  whidi 
invites  their  labours ;  and  although  thousands  of  children  are  collected  in  theit 
schools,  yet  many  morestill  disturb  the  repose  of  the  Sabbath,  and,  lost  to  all 
prindple,  grow  up  to  beggary,  abandonment,  and  wretchedness.  In  looking  to 
the  fu^re,  they  entertain  a  sanguine  hope,  that  from  among  their  own  scholars, 
a  body  of  skilful  and  pious  Teachers  will  ^rise,  lyho  will  extend  to  others  the 
benefits  which  they  themselves  have  received.  "  It  is  in  this  view,''  they  ob- 
serve, « that  Sunday  Schools  have  a  peculiar  interest ;  and  it  is  from  this  cir- 
cumstance, that  we  deem  no  epithets  too  strong  to  be  applied  in  their  com- 
mendation.'^ "^  jm       I. 

Having  pasaed  a  deserved  encomium  upon  the  Superintendents  and  Teach- 
ers, who  have  so  long  sustained  the  labour  and  toil  of  the  Schools,  the  Com- 
nrittee  add—"  If  they  receive  but  little  honour  in  the  community  at  large,  they 
enjoy  the  higher  satisfaction  of  a  consciousness  of  doing  much  good— ;liey 
carry  with  them  the  esteem  and  approbation  of  all  good  men,  and  the  grati- 
tude and  prayers  of  the  poor ;  and  they  shall  find  their  reward,  when  he  who 
has  dedared  it  «  more  blessed  to  jcive  than  to  receive,'  shall  call  them  from  the 
toils  of  Ufe,  to  their  crown  of  gtory.  It  will  cheer  theirdying  hour  to  reflect, 
that,  through  their  instrumentality,  many  have  been  ransomed  from  death,  and 
introduced  to  the  pleasures  which  prevail  for  ever,  at  the  right  hand  of  God." 

After  three  pages  of  introductory  remarira,  the  Committee  pass  to  a  detaU 
of  their  own  proceedings,  and  those  of  other  Sunday  School  Societies,  "under 
a  full  conviction  that  no  other  appeal  to  pubtic  patronage  can  be  so  forcible.

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Mimber  of  Schoois  ixnd  Scholars^  in 
this  Hhf, 

The  prtsent  Dumber  of  schools  is  36| 
conducted  on  much  the  same  plan  as 
beretoforei  but  d^ily  becoming  more 
ttsefuly  from  the  increased  experience  of 
those  who  have  the  .management  of 
them;  it  being  no  uncommon  cirnum. 
stance  to  find,  in  almost  all,  some  of  the 
same  teachers  with  whom  their  establish- 
ment originated. 

About  3,600  learners  are  enrolled  on 
the  Registers  of  these  schools,  but,  from 
a  variery  of  uncontrollable  circumstancesy 
the  average  attend^ce  cannot  be 
brought  to  exceed  l)90a  The  whole 
numbery  however,  derive  the  benefit  of 
at  least  occasional  instruction,  and  of 
being  conducted  to  the  places  of  Public 
Worship  to  which  the  schools  are  attach- 
ed, and  their  conduct,  while  there,  care- 
fully superintended  by  some  of  their 
teachers. 

These  schools  consist  of  almost  all  the 
%'arious  denominations  of  Christians. 
There  are  4  Dutch  Reformed,  8  Presby- 
terian, 6  Episcopalian,  1  Moravian,  6 
Methodist,  1  Associate  Reformed,  8 
Baptist,  and  3  Independent ;  each  pursu- 
ing its  Christian  labours  at  peace  within 
itself,  and  with  feelings  of  good  will  to 
all  who  are  engaged  in  the  same  cause. 

Churse  of  Instrudunif  and  its  resiMs. 
The  course  ol  instruction  continues  to 
be  the  same  as  that  hitherto  putsued  ;  the 
word  of  God  constituting  the  foundation 
on  which  the  whole  system  is  constract- 
ed,  and  the  excitement  of  the  minds  of 
the  pupils  to  a  suitable  regard  for  its  spi- 
rit and  precepts,,  the  grand  object  al- 
ways kept  in  view.  To  this  end,  great 
encouragement  is  afforded  to  the  learn- 
en,  to  impress  on  their  memories  the 
«o«tents  of  the  sacred  volume,  and  suit- 
able explanations  communicated,  with  a 
trust,  that  at  least  at  some  future  time, 
they  may  be  blessed  by  the  Holy  Spirit, 
to  their  immortal  good. 

The  attention  bestowed  on  this  subject 
may  be  beet  estimated  from  the  fact,  that, 
in  many  schools,  individuals  of  10  or  12 
years  of  age,  have  committed  to  memo- 
ry,  in  a  single  quarter,  from  800,  to 
1,880  verses ;  and  an  amount  of  18,869 
verses  has  been  recited  in  one  school, 
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during  the  past  year.  In  another  in- 
stance, a  boy  of  7  years  has  recited 
I,008ver9esin8  weeks,  and  a  boy  of  11 
years,  400  verses  in  6  weeks. 

The  result,  as  might  be  expected,  ma- 
nifef>U  itself  in  the  moral  and  religious 
improvement  of  the  pupils,  and  in  mak- 
ing the  sacred  volume  more  familiar  to 
the  many  families  to  which  the  indivi- 
duab  belong. 

To  many  of  the  schools  libraries 
have  been  attached,  created  by  the  con- 
tributions of  the  teachere  and  the  con- 
gregations, to  which  their  pupils  have 
access,  on  prescribed  conditions,  and 
which  are  represented  to  have  a  very 
happy  effect,  in  stimulating  them  to  the 
performance  of  their  various  duties. 

Much  benefit  is  also  ascribed  to  the 
weekly  meetings  for  social  worahip 
which  are  established  among  the  teach- 
ers, and,  in  some  instances,  among 
teachers  and  scholars  together. 

The  Committee  cannot  refrain  fiiom 
presenting  to  the  Society  the  encourag- 
ing fact,  that  several  persons  who  hare 
been  indebted  to  the  Sunday  Schools  of 
this  city  for  the  most  valuable  parts  of 
their  education,  and  in  a  few  instances 
for  the  whole,  have  already  made  safll- 
cient  progress  to  assume  the  province  of. 
teachers^  and,  animated  by  the  constant 
and  grateful  recollection  of  their  own 
obligations  to  these  establishments,  aiB 
the  more  unwearied  and  assiduous  in  re- 
paying to  others  the  debt  contracted  by 
themselves. 

A  monthly  meeUngof  superintendents 
and  teachers,  with  a  view  to  the  inter- 
communication of  useful  intelligence, 
and  interchange  of  sentiments  on  sub- 
jects touching  the  general  interast,  conti- 
nues to  be  attended  with  good  results. 

We  would  not  omit  to  acknowledge 
the  obligntions  of  the  Society  to  the  Vi- 
siting Committee,  believing  that  their 
friendly  and  judicious  inspection  of  the 
schools,  on  each  returning  Sabbath,  has 
tended  much  to  strengthen  the  hands  and 
cheer  the  spirits  of  those  engaged  in  the 
self-denying  task  of  tuition  ^  and  we  are 
supported  in  this  opinion,  by  the  repeat- 
ed declarations  of  the  conUuctorj  of  our 
schools  to  that  effect.    ^  » 

The  attachment  fdrmeaStS  Sunday 
Schools,  by  the  regular  attendants,  has 
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heuk  strongly  Hlustrated  doring  the  pait 
year  iti  several  instances,  when  a  due  re- 
gard to  order,  and  oonsiderations  for  the 
welfare  of  the  whole,  have  compelled 
the  pablic  expulsion  of  some  individoals, 
upon  whom  reproof  and  forbearance  had 
been  ia  vain  eihansted.  In  almost  every 
instance,  the  delinquent  has  been  con- 
strained, after  a  shr  rt  absence,  to  return, 
contrite  and  humble,  and,  on  re-admis- 
sion, is  reported  to  have  evidenced  de- 
cided amendment. 

School  exduswdy  for  M%^, 
We  would  now  introduce  to  the  notice 
of  the  Society,  in  a  more  partiouUr  man- 
ner, the  interesting  character  of  school 
Ko.  34,  the  object  of  which  is,  exoln- 
sively,  the  instruction  of  coloured  male 
iidalts.  Several  other  schools  have  small 
cluseS'Of  this  description,  but  here,  on 
8o  enlarged  plan,  is  presented  a  specta- 
cle, in  the  highest  degree  calculated  to 
attract  the  regards  of  the  philanthropist 
and  the  Christian.  An  effort  to  atone r 
in  some  degree,  for  the  neglect  and  in- 
justice to  which  this  class  of  our  popnla^ 
tion  has  been  so  long  subject,  to  tfie  dis- 
grace of  a  land  of  freedom,  and  the  re- 
proach of  professors  of  the  humane  reli- 
gion of  Jesus. 

The  difficulty  of  instruction  is  much 
enhanced  by  the  maturity  of  ignoranee, 
but  the  indefatigable  conductors  of  this 
school  have  persevered  with  a  spirit  that 
no  obstacles  could  withstand,  no  labours 
tire,  and  verily,  they  have  their  reward 
in  the  approbation  of  their  own  hearts, 
and  the  sincere  and  ardent  gratitude  of 
the  subjects  of  their  Christian  care. 

The  superintendent  reports,  **  that 
tkere  are  99  persons  enrolled  on  their  re- 
gisters, from  20  to  76  years  of  age,  of 
whom  80  or  90  attend  every  Sunday,** 
and  enumerates  their  occupations  as  fol- 
lows— 
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30  Labourers,

He  adds,  "  our  scholars  are  very  regular 
In  their  attendance,   and,    in   bokfng 


around  the  school,  we  can  find  neariy 
fifty  that  have  attended  between  2  and  3r 
years,  and,  among  the  number  admitted 
thb  quarter,  there  are  those  who  have 
been  to  dilTerent  parts  of  the  world,  and 
wbo  re-engage  in  their  studies  with  dou- 
ble diligence." 

"  One  of  our  scholars,  recently  decease 
ed,  departed  in  full  faith  of  a  glerioui  re- 
surrection." 

Sunday  Schools  not  embraced  in  the 
Union, 

Your  Committee  would  also  state,  that 
there  are  other  institutions  In  this  city» 
acting  in  concert  with  your  Society,  al* 
though  not  united  with  it  in  the  same  sys- 
tem ;  their  object,  however,  being  the 
same,  we  shall  always  pray  that  they 
may  prosper,  and  rejoice  in  the  sueoess 
of  their  endeavours  to  meliorate  the 
condition  of  the  poor,  and  disseminate 
more  widely  the  influence  of  the  Chris- 
tian Religion.  Among  the  most  respec- 
table of  tliese  are  the  schools  under  the 
care  of  the  «  Episcopal  Sunday  School 
Union  Society." 

There  is  also  a  Society  in  the  Lutheran 
congregation,  formed  about  8  years 
since,  of  which  their  pastor  is  President, 
which  has  under  its  care  a  well-conduct- 
ed school  of  48  or  44  boys,  managed  by 
4  teachers  and  a  committee  of  superin- 
tendento,  by  which  it  is  regulariy  visited. 

The  same  church  has  also  a  female 
school,  equally  prosperous. 

Of  the  Sunday  School  efforts  of  ou^ 
city,  however,  none  deserve  a  more  (^ 
tioguished  place  than  those  of  the  New- 
York  Female  Sunday  School  Union. 
From  the  report  made  at  the  last  annuar 
meeting,  it  appears,  that  in  81  schools^ 
(which  do  not  embrace  the  whole  num- 
ber,) th^re  are  887  teachers,  who  afford 
instruction  to  2,798  scholars,  whose  pro- 
ficiency has  been  very  sathtactoiy,  and 
in  whose  conduct  and  character  there  i» 
the  most  ample  evidence  that  the  exer- 
tions made  for  tiieir  improveosent  have 
not  been  lost. 

From  all  these  statements.  It  appears, 
that  in  this  city  there  are  taught,   by 
means  of  Sabbath  schools,  an  aggregate 
of  not  much  less  than  9,000  children  and  r 
adults,  of  whom  many  have  no  othe^^^ 
means  of  Instruction* 
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Schools  in  oUier  parts  of  the   United 
States. 

In  looking  to  other  parts  of  the  United 
States,  your  Committee  are  happy  to  no- 
tioey  in  every  direction,  an  increased  zeal 
in  the  conduct  and  extension  of  Sunday 
Schools,  promising  to  the  nation  the  most 
happy  results,  in  the  improved  character 
of  the  rising  generation,  of  that  class  which 
constitutes  so  important  a  part  of  an  ef- 
fective population. 

In  Boston,  besides  the  Episcopal 
schools,  of  which  we  have  no  account, 
there  are  11  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Bap- 
tiflt  and  Congregational  churches,  embra- 
cing about  1,200  scholars,  of  whom  700 
are  regular  attendants. 

In  the  viciuity  of  Boston,  and  through- 
out Massachusetts  and  the  New-England 
States,  there  are  numerous  flourishing 
schools,  as  to  which  your  Committee 
have  not  been  able  to  obtain  precise  in- 
formation. 

in  Fhiladelphia  an  extensive  union  ex- 
ists, embodying  almost  aH  the  various  re- 
ligions denominations  of  the  city  and 
state  who  are  acting  with  admirable  bar^ 
roony  and  zeal.  In  this  Union,  embracing, 
besides  the  numerous  schools  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, some  in  New-Jersey,  and  others  at 
the  south,  there  were,  in  1819,  129 
schools,  at  which  1,431  teachers  officia- 
ted, and  12,306  children  and  adults  at- 
tended. Of  this  number  of  scholars  there 
were 

10,660  white  children, 
377  white  aduIU, 
716  coloured  adults, 
668  coloured  children. 
At  this  time  it  is  probable  that  the  Phila- 
delphia Union  comprises  180  schools,  and 
1,800  teachers,  and  about  18,000  learners. 

In  Baltimore  the  utmost  harmony 
seems  to  exist  among  the  various  deno~ 
roiaations  of  Christians  who  are  united  in 
the  management  of  Sunday  Schools.  In 
that  city  there  are  10  male  schools,  at 
which  about  1,800  children  are  instructed. 

In  Accomac  county,  Virginia,  a  Sun- 
day School  Union  Society  has  been 
formed  under  th^  auspices  and  unremit- 
ting zeal  of  the  late  Rev.  J.  W.  Eastburn, 
Rector  of  St.  George's  parish.  At  the 
commencement  of  last  winter  four 
schools  had  been  formed  of  both  sexes, 
tod  a  number  of  pious  and  active  teach-

era  bad  offisred  to  cany  on  the  institwtioii 
of  the  learners.  Children  most  cheerfuflly 
walked  three  and  some  even  six  miles  to 
school,  and  gave  proof  of  ready  obedienee 
and  rapid  improvement. 

Your  Committee  cannot  but  regret  that 
they  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  reports 
from  other  parU  of  the  United  States. 
They  are  enabled  to  state,  however,  that 
well-conducted  and  veiy  successful  esta- 
blbhments  eiist  in  most  of  the  eastern, 
middle,  southern,  and  western  states,  and 
that  the  information  detailed  in  this  re- 
port embraces  but  a  small  part  of  the 
whole  exertion  now  making  in  thb  great 
and  good  charity. 

^  Union  of  ail  the  Sunday  Schools  in 
the  United  Stales  recommended. 

Your  Committee  cannot  forbear  inti- 
mating  ttfe  great  benefit  which  would  re- 
sult from  a  Umov  embracing  nU  the  Am- 
day  Sehook  of  the  UwUed  Staie$i  on  a  plan 
in  some  respects  similar  to  the  Ambrioah 
BiBLx  SociETT.  Equally  catholic  in  its 
principles  and  simple  in  its  design,  the 
Sunday  School  system  would  be  equally 
benefitted  by  such  a  union.  The  vast 
amount  of  facts  and  information  which 
could  then  be  embodied  with  precision 
and  presented  annually  to  the  public, 
would  afford  a  powerful  and  irresistible 
appeal  to  their  patronage  and  support. 
Your  Committee  do  not  perceive  tiat  any 
serious  obstacle  exists  to  prevent  the  pro- 
secution of  thfs  enlarged  plan,  and  they 
would  rejoice  ifthis  hint  should  lead  to 
the  opening  of  an  immediate  correspond- 
ence with  the  principal  societies  of  the 
United  States  for  this  purpose,  if  the  at- 
teotpt  should  end  merely  in  effecting  a  ge- 
neral correspondence,  much  good  would 
result. 

Foreign  Schools. 

The  Report  next  embraces,  in  a 
concise  view,  important  informatioD 
res]>ecting  the  establishment  and  pro. 
gress  of  Sunday  Schools,  in  various 
parts  of  the  world.  The  leading  fiicts^ 
we  shall  here  quote. 

Sdiools  in  England. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Sondny 
School  Union  Society,  held  at  the  eity  of 
London  tavern,  May  12,  1819,  states, 
« that  the  number  of  schools  in  the  Union 
were  3^306.     The  number  of  scholars 
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355,756,  eagagiDg  id  aistaal  service  at 
UBSi  40,000  teaclMTS,  makiiig  an  iDcrease 
of  teholan  in  the  pest  year  of  74|422. 
And  when  it  is  coopered  that  the  Unioo 
does  not  apparently  comprehend  mocb 
none  tlmn  one  third  of  the  real  number 
^  of  Snn  day  Schools,  the  stapendons  remit 
presents  the  probable  nomber  of  more 
than  OFX  Mit.uoji  of  yoong  and  otherwise 
neglected  immortal  beings,  onder  the  b^ 
nefit  of  Sundi^  Sehool  instraetion  in  that 
country. 

Schools  in  hdand. 
The  ninth  report  of  theSanday  School 
Society  for  Ireland,  is  one  of  the  roost 
interesting  documents  which  has  fallen 
under  the  notice  of  your  Committee.  It 
has  attached  as  its  patrons,  its  guardians 
and  committee,  the  late  Duke  of  Kent, 
the  clei^  of  the  highest  rank  and  influ- 
ence, a  number  of  the  nobility  with  their 
ladies,  and  gentlemen  of  the  first  standing 
in  the  community.  The  zeal  and  sim- 
plicity with  which  this  Society  proceeds 
we  believe  b  uneiampled,  even  in  the 
history  of  Sunday  Schools.  The  number 
of  scholars  is  84,174— of  schoob  806— be- 
ing an  increase  in  the  former  of  24,286, 
and  of  the  latter  252  over  the  preceding 
year.  Annexed  to  this  extraordinary  re- 
port is  a  collection  of  facts  and  anecdotes, 
illustrating,  by  the  most  affecting  details, 
the  blessings  of  Sabbath  instruction.  The 
happy  effects  on  parents,  the  increased 
and  steady  attention  to  public  worship, 
the  exemplary  moral  conduct  of  the  pu- 
pils, together  with  the  most  sincere  piety 
in  numbers,  and  the  fair  promise  of  It  in 
others,  form  the  most  promising  fruits  of 
the  united  labours  of  this  dbtingoished 
Society. 

Schoola  in  France, 
Numerous  obstacles  continue  to  im- 
pede the  progress  of  Sunday  Schools  in 
France.  The  general  profanation  of  the 
Lord's  day,  and  the  want  of  suitable 
teachers,  are  among  the  most  prominent. 
Though  these  checks  will  probably  long 
remain,  your  Committee  are  pleased  to 
find  the  dawning  of  better  hopes.  One 
school  has  been  formed  in  Paris,  several 
in  the  south  of  France,  where  a  plan  of 
discipline  and  of  influence  has  been 
formed  so  simple  and  so  striking,  that 
your  Committee  consider  it  a  duty  to  re- 


cord the  fact  for  the  gmtnl  benefit  of 
Sunday  Schools  throughout  the  Union. 

"  Our  greatest  hope,"  says  the  account, 
*<  arises  from  the  blessing  which  onr  Sa- 
viour condes^nds  to  bestow  on  the 
reading  of  his  word.  I  have  communi- 
cated to  a  respectable  lady  a  project  for 
correcting  the  £euks  of  children,  which 
I  apprehend  b  better  calculated  for  that 
end  than  the  former  methods  of  pnnbh- 
ment.  That  lady  resolved  to  make  tho 
experiment  in  a  girl's  school,  which  she 
had  establbhed  in  her  native  town,  abont 
15  miles  from  Bordeanx.  The  Msnltkas 
proved  highly  satisfactory,  and  appears 
worthy  of  commendation.  The  divine 
word  forms  the  code  of  this  eieaUeat  fe- 
male schooL  When  a  scholar  has  com- 
mitted a  faalt»  the  teacher  maknt  it  ktaown 
to  the  whole  school,  and  asks  tlie  sebo- 
lars  if  they  know  any  declaratkms  of  the 
Holy  ScriptBrei  which  are  applicable  to 
the  case;  immediately  several  of  tho 
s^olaiB  liastan  to  qnote  tome  passage  of 
Scripture,  the  choice  of  which  generally 
proves  the  penetration  and  judgment  of 
these  young  persons.  The  defaulter,  so 
far  from  feeling  degraded  by  the  re- 
proaches of  the  teacher,  whose  authority 
b  human,  receives  with  pious  contrition, 
as  from  God  himself,  the  correction  she 
merits.  After  hearing  her  publicly  ac- 
knowledge her  fault,  the  teacher  desires 
the  children  to  encourage  the  mind  of  the 
penitent  by  some  gracious  declarations 
of  Scripture.  It  b  thus  tliat,  the  heart 
being  moved  with  tenderness,  these 
young  persons  interpret  the  divine  mer- 
cy, and  offer  with  earnestness  to  the  af- 
flicted mind  of  their  sister  the  invigorat- 
ing influence  of  the  gracious  promises. 
Thus  the  teacher  disappears  before  the 
Almighty,  and  with  her  scholars  humbles 
herself  in  the  presence  of  the  Supreme 
Being.  It  is  no  longer  man  who  go- 
verns ;  it  is  the  Holy  One  who  reveals 
himself  to  the  tender  minds  of  children 
by  their  companions.  Religious  in^ruc- 
tion  becomes  mutual." 

Schools  in  EfoUand, 
The  same  causes  which  liave  prevent- 
ed a  more  rapid  increase  of  schools  in 
France,  operates  in  almost  an  equal  de- 
gree in  many  other  parts  of  the  conti- 
nent. The  Sabbath  being  disregarded 
the  piotis  and  humane  feelings  which 
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arise  oit  of  its  strict  observance  cannot 
be  eipected  to  operate.  Sooe  schools 
bare,  however,  been  established  io  Hol- 
land which  appear  to  be  in  a  flourishing 
condition^  and  to  give  hopes  of  increase. 

Sehools  in  India,  ifc. 
It  is  a  pleasing  feature  in  the  efforts  of 
Missionaries,  that  wherever  they  plant 
the  cross,  their  first  aniiety  is  to  establish 
Sunday  Schools.  In  ^ew  South  Wales, 
in  India,  particularly  in  Calcutta,  Ma- 
dras and  Chinsnrah,  Sunday  Schools  have 
been  formed,  and  strong  hopes  are  enler- 
tained  that  the  system  will  be  widely  ex. 
tended  through  these  populous  regions. 
In  the  important  island  of  Ceylon  Sunday 
Sehools  have  been  eminently  successfuL 
*'  They  are,*'  says  one  of  the  Missiona- 
ries, <<  the  key  to  the  natives,  and  pro- 
mise to  give  the  Bfission  permanence  and 
stability."  Simllarprosperity  has  attend- 
ed them  in  the  Canadas,  in  Newfound- 
land, and  in  the  West  Indies.  In  some 
of  the  islands  religious  instruction  is  ex- 
dmmtly  conveyed  in  these  institntiont. 

On  a  review  of  the  information  thus 
detailed,  the  Committee  offer  a  num- 
ber of  remarks  on  the  benefit  which 
has  resulted  from  the  union  of  the  ef- 
forts of  various  denominations,  and  on 
other  points  connected  with  the  gene- 
ral subject  of  Sunday  School  instruc- 
tion. They  then  proceeded  as  fol- 
lows: 

From  the  foregoing  statements,  it  will 
be  seen  that  a  vast  field  of  usefulness  is 
presented  to  us,  and  that  the  success  at- 
tendfaig  our  tabonrs,  and  more  especial- 
ly the  labours  of  those  who  have  gone 
before  us,  is  calculated  to  animate  us  to 
vigorous  and  persevering  effort.  To 
Sunday  Scbeols  there  seems  to  be  as- 
signed no  small  part  of  the  great  work 
of  evaageliziogthe  worid,  and  of  bring- 
ing about  the  great  day  when  righteous- 
ness and  peace  shall  reign  universal.  We 
could  widi  to  impress  on  the  mind  of 
every  individual,  that  he  has  a  part  to  per- 
form in  this  great  effort  to  raise  the  mo- 
ral character  of  the  lower  classes  of  so- 
ciety. It  is  happily  of  a  kind  adapted  to 
the  circumstances  and  capacities  of  all. 
The  rich,  if  unwilling  to  encounter  the 
labour  of  instructing,    can    contribute 
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their  money  and  give  us  their  counte- 
nance— the  poor  can  use  a  salutary  influ- 
ence over  parents  and  chUdren  who  may 
not  suitably  appreciate  the  privilege  of 
instruction,  and  can  in  various  ways  aid 
in  the  great  business  of  assembling  and 
teaching  our  children.  Every  pious  and 
Judicious  man  or  woman  can  exert  soma 
talent  or  other  in  this  invaluable  charity, 
the  influence  of  which  may  be  felt  for 
ages  to  come — ^we  had  almost  said  to 
eternal  ages. 

Influence  of  Sunday  Schools  on  (Ae 
community. 

On  this  topic,  the  Committee  thus 
remark: 

Without  dwelling  on  the  prodigious 
influence  to  result  from  the  formation  of 
habits  of  judicious  and  active  benevo- 
lence on  the  part  of  some  hundreds  of 
teachers  engaged  in  the  various  schools 
of  our  city,  your  Committee  will  cite  a 
few  facts  to  demonstrate  its  influence  on 
the  community. 

/^  Robert  Raikes,  the  venerable  founder 
of  the  system,  states,  that  during  a  pe- 
riod of  20  years  which  had  elapsed  since 
the  establishment  of  Sunday  Schools  at 
Gloucester,  about  3,000  children  have 
received  education  there  *,  and  that 
though  he  has  regularly  visited  the  coun- 
ty and  city  jails,  he  has  met  during  that 
period  with  only  one  instance  of  crimi- 
nality in  any  of  those  3,000  persons. 

In  the  course  of  an  examination  which 
took  place  in  1815,  before  the  Committee 
of  the  English  House  of  Commons,  to 
inquire  into  the  evils  and  best  preven- 
tives of  mendicity,  it  was  stated  by  per- 
sons who  had  been  several  years  engag- 
ed in  Sunday  Schools,  that  though  they 
had  taken  particular  pains  to  watch  the 
course  of  their  pupils,  they  had  never 
known  one  who  had  been  educated  at  a 
Sunday  School  to  become  a  common 
beggar. 

The  number  of  presentments  for  crimes 
and  misdemeanours  in  the  courts  of  our 
own  city,  has  aU«ady  materially  dimi- 
nished, and  your  Committee  feel  war- 
ranted in  the  opmlon,  that  to  the  indirect 
influence  of  Sunday  School  instruction, 
operating  through  children  upon  parents, 
tUb  happy  result  may  in  part  be  imputed. 
The  proper  observance  of  the  Sabhat4( 
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has  been  founcly  id  all  coantries,  to  be  tt 
^  same  time  the  basis  and  the  test  of 
INd»Uc  morals.  The  conducting  of  some 
thousands  of  children  from  their  unhal- 
lowed excesses  in  the  streets  to  places  of 
instruction  and  public  worship,  and  the 
introdnction  of  Bibles  and  Tracts  iirto 
their  abodes,  under  oircamstanoes  insur- 
ing their  attentive  perusal,  may  be  sup- 
posed to  have  a  great  influrnce  in  mo- 
lalising  and  improving  their  character* 
If  any  one  doubts,  let  him  contrast  the 
conduct  and  appearance  of  those  who 
have  already  fiallen  under  the  influence 
of  the  agents  of  your  invaluable  charity, 
with  those  youthful  Sabbath  breakers 
whose  language  and  appearance  offend 
the  ears  and  eyes  of  those  who  meet 
them. 

The  rapidly  increasing  population  of 
our  city  calls  loudly  for  the  interposition 
of  timely  and  effectual  preventives  of 
profligacy  and  vice.  The  lapse  of  ano- 
ther century  will  probably  exhibit  in  this 
city  a  population  equal  to  that  of  London, 
where  upwards  of  100,000  children  grow 
up  to  ignorance  and  beggary,  and  from 
present  appearances  too,  a  |H>puIatlon 
not  less  prone  to  those  crimes  which  are 
at  the  same  time  the  misery  and  the  re- 
proach of  the  world.  We  shudder  at  the 
numerous  and  aggravated  instances  of 
piracy  and  murder  presented  to  our  no- 
tice during  the  past  year,  and  under  the 
impulse  of  the  horror  which  they  excite 
we  should  redouble  our  exertions  to  pre- 
vent their  recurrence  by  disseminating 
Christian  knowledge  and  Christian  in- 
fluence. 

Funds. 
It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  trea- 
surer's report,  that  owing  to  the  small 
amount  of  subscriptions,  we  have  been 
compelled  to  encroach  on  the  stock  re- 
served for  a  permanent  fund.  As  your 
Committee  have  been  unwilling  to  resort 
to  this  resource  any  further  tlian  absolute 
embarrassment  has  compelled  them;  they 
have  not  only  suffered  inconvenience 
from  a  want  of  funds,  but  have  also  been 
much  restricted  in  their  usefulness.  They 
would  particularly  present  to  the  oonsi- 
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deration  of  the  Society  and  of  the  pub- 
lic, the  numerous  children  of  the  Alms- 
House,  and  the  tenants  of  our  prisons,  as 
neglected,  though  very  proper  objects  of 
Sunday  School  instruction.  But  your 
Committee  statey  with  deep  regret,  that 
a  want  of  means  has  prevented  the  ex- 
tension of  the  benign  influence  of  your 
charity  to  these  places. 

ConduHon, 
Your  Committee,  in  closing  this  re- 
port, would  suggest  to  the  consideration 
of  the  rich,  whether  there  is  any  institu- 
tion which,  with  so  small  an  amount  of 
funds,  can  accomplish  so  much  good, 
and  that  good  so  entirely  unmixed  with 
any  possible  evil.  If  it  was  not,  that  Sun- 
day Schools  aim  a  deadly  blow  at  that 
long  train  of  evils  growing  out  of  vice 
and  ignorance  in  the  lower  classes— if 
they  did  not  give  a  virtuous  and  happy 
direction  to  theur  views  and  hidMls— if  by 
aiding  the  hand  of  the  magistratf*  in  the 
most  effectual  manner  they  did  not  add 
to  the  safety  of  property  and  the  good 
order  of  society — ^your  Committee 
would  not  so  confldenlly  urge  theirdaims 
to  patronage. 

Let  it  be  considered,  that  while  no 
nation  has  been  so  blessed  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  rational  liberty  and  general 
prosperity — and  while  the  call  for  grati- 
tude to  the  Author  of  these  distinguished 
blessings  is  loud  and  powerful — so,  the 
exertions  which,  under  the  impulse  of 
this  gratitude,  we  may  make  for  the  mo- 
ral and  religious  improvement  of  our  fel- 
low-citizens, will  be  the  best  means  of 
preserving  and  perpetuating  our  free  and 
happy  government. 

Tour  Committee  now  leave  the  subject 
before  the  Society  and  the  public,  ac- 
knowledging with  deep  gratitude  the 
goodness  of  God,  who  has  blessed  this 
institution  with  distinguished  marks  of 
his  approbation— confidently  believing 
that  he  will  still  cause  it  (o  shed  far  and 
wide  its  benignant  influence — and  per- 
suaded that  all  who  may  give  ii  theur  cor- 
dial aid  shall  find  their  benefieenee  re- 
turning with  double  blessings  on  their 
own  heads.

"  CUsf  of /few  Bruntwicki  J^.  Jertey, 
"J9prU20,  1820. 
"  This  day  the  BiSssion  Family,  desig- 
nated  by  the  United  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  to  the  Osage  Indians  on  the  Ar- 
kansas, entered  on  their  long  tour.  After 
uniting  in  fervent  prayer  in  the  Society'^ 
room,  and  again  in  the  Steam  Boat,  they 
withdrew  from  the  bdoved  city  and  the 
respected  Bonrd,  and  bade  adiea  to  their 
friends  assembled  to  testify  their  solici- 
tude for  the  welfiuv  of  the  Mission.  Hav- 
ing united  once,  and  again  on  the  pre- 
ceding days,  with  the  thousands  of  the 
Church  of  God  who  love   to  pray  for 
Zion,  and  having  received  every  encou- 
ragement which  the  Board  could  give  of 
their  continued  support,  and  every  as- 
surance of  their  parental  care,  the  Fa- 
mily, with  confidence  in  Goo,  set  their 
faces  towards  the  Western  wilderness. 
They  had  a  desire  to  depart,  that  they 
might  visit  their  brethren  who  dwell  in 
darkness ;  and  they  wKbdrew  from  their 
friends  with  consolation  in  Jksus  Christ. 
They  resigned  themselves  into  the  bands 
of  God,  being  strongly  persuaded,  yea 
almost  assured,  that  they  had  a  Call  to 
go  to  the  Heathen.    They  had  endea- 
voured to  gain  a  knowledge  of  their  duty, 
by  placing  together  theb*  desires,  and 
their  opportunity,  to  engage  in  this  ser- 
vice ;  the  call  of  the  heathen  for  help, 
on  the  one  hand,  and,  on  the  other,  the 
command  of  Christ  to  help  them  ;  and 
they  considered  the  call  sufficient  to  war- 
rant the  sacrifice  which  they  had  made. 
When  their  conduct  and  their  motives 
shall  be  reviewed  at  the  Great  Day,  may 
It  then  be  found  that  it  was  for  Christ 
they  havi  done  Uiis. 

"  We  landed  safely  in  this  city,  about 
4  o'clock,  P.  M.  where  we  were  received 
with  marked  kindness,  and  were  con- 
ducted to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Huntington's,  and 
refreshed  by  his  hospitality.    It  is  matter 


of  regret,  not  only  to  him,. but  to  us, 
that  he  is  confined  to  a  bed  of  sickness- 
Still  we  shall  be  favoured  with  bis  fer 
vent  prayers  and  best  wishes  for  the  stic- 
cess  of  the  Mission. 

<*  This  evening  we  attended  a  Meeting 
in  one  of  the  Churches,  which  had  been 
previeutly  appointed  to  aid  the  cause. 
Brother  Chapman  made  a*  short  address, 
stating  the  progress  of  the  Mission ;  and 
Brother  Vaill  addressed  the  people  con* 
corning  the  views  of  the  Missionaries  in 
entering  on  this  work,  and  the  duty  of 
Christians  to  pray  for  its  success.  The 
aged  and  venerable  Dr.  Livihgstove 
took  a  lively  and  affectionate  interest  m 
the  Mission,  and  delivered  an  impressive 
address  in  its  behalf.  A  collection  was 
then  taken  up.  And  what  shall  we  ren- 
der to  the  Lord)  for  the  mercies  and  con- 
solations of  this  first  day  of  our  Mission- 
ary tour. 

<*  We  have  this  day  '  passed  through 
scenes  affecting  to  our  hearts.  We  have 
entered  upon  anew  and  untried  course  of 
action,  which  will  probably  end  only 
with  our  lives.  May  God  establish  and 
strengthen  us,  and  enable  us  to  bo  faith- 
ful unto  death. 

<*  Tren/Ofi,  Jipril  21.  By  the  kindness 
of  the  people  of  New  Brunswick,  we 
were  provided  with  carriages  to  con^y 
us  to  this  place.  We  have  had  indeed  a 
pleasant  day.  At  Princeton,  we  met 
with  a  kind  reception,  and,  after  dhiner, 
united  with  the  Professors  and  Students 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  ei- 
ercise  of  prayer  and  praise  to  God.  It 
was  a  precious  season  to  our  souls ;  and 
the  more  so,  as  our  opportunities  of 
uniting  with  the  Christian  Church  are 
dally  drawing  nearer  to  a  cloae.  We  ar- 
rived at  thb  place  in  due  season ;  and  al- 
though the  people,  as  at  Princeton,  were 
not  apprised  of  our  coming,  yet  they 
have  rendered  us  needed  assistance. 
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'*  PhUadtlplua,  Jipril^SL 

"  This  morning  we  embarlcedon  boQrd 
the  Steam  Boat,  and  arrived  at  this  place 
about  1 1  o'cIo€k.  The  Clergy  and  ChnV 
tian  people  of  this  city,  having  received 
notice  of  our  coming,  were  prepared  to 
give  us  a  welcome  reception.  Scarcely 
bad  we  reached  the  whaif,  when  several 
Brethren  in  the  Ministry,  Representatives 
of  the  three  Churches  which  form  the 
United  Foreign  Miuionaty  Socieiyf  came 
on  board,  and  gave  us  most  cordially  the 
right  hand  of  Christian  fellowship ;  and 
strong  b  the  hope,  that  this  thru  fold 
cord  will  never  be  broken. 

<<  Our  introduction  into  this  city  has 
been  easy  and  pleasant.  It  was  scarcely 
an  hour  after  our  arrival  before  we  were 
agreeably  situated  in  Christian  families. 
How  great  a  cordial  does  religion  and 
friendship  provide  for  the  weary  stran- 
ger! 

"  This  afternoon,  our  heavy  packages 
from  New-York,  by  the  Mercantile  line, 
were  safely  landed.  It  has  been  remark- 
ed by  some,  that  no  ordinary  merchan- 
dize would  probably  have  been  brought 
with  so  much  despatch.  What  meaneth 
this  prosperity  P  Is  it,  that  we  may  be 
led  heedlessly  along  into  the  wilder- 
ness to  be  perplexed  and  defeated  ?  Qod 
forbid !  May  we  not  suffer  mercies  to  lead 
us  away  from  Him !  May  we  not  forget 
our  own  hearts,  nor  relapse  into  the  en- 
joyments of  this  world  !  May  we,  on 
the  contrary,  be  prepared  to  endure  hard- 
Mst  at  good  solditrs  of  Jesus  Clvrist,  and  to 
go  where  no  hand  of  Christian  kindness 
can  be  found,  to  welcome^our  arrival,  or 
give  us  comfort ! 

"  hordes  day,  .^pril  23.— This  day,  at- 
tended public  worship  in  those  churches, 
where  the  Lord,  by  his  Providence,  di- 
rected us.  In  the  evening,  brother  VaUl, 
by  particular  request,  delivered  a  dis- 
course in  the  Presbyterian  church  in 
Arch-street,  from  these  words—*  Finally^ 
brethren^  fray  for  itf,  that  the  word  of  the 
Lord  may  have  free  course  and  be  glorified, 
even  as  Uit  taUh  you,*  The  design  of  the 
discourse  was,  to  enlist  the  prayers  and 
efforts  of  the  friends  of  Zion  in  behalf  of 
the  Mlssionrand  of  the  heathen.  Brother 
Chapsian  also  made  a  statement- of  the 
progress  of  the  Mission »  and  of  the  suc- 
cess which  has  already   attended  tho 
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Word  among  the  Indians.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Neill  delivered  a  solemn  and  impressive 
address  in  behalf  of  the  poor  and  perish- 
ing Indian  tribes.  In  the  course  of  his 
remarks,  he  said — <  It  has  been  objected 
to  the  sending  of  the  Gospel  to  the  In- 
dians, that  they  are  barbarous  and  cmel| 
that  they  have  butchered  many  of  the 
white  people.  Grant  th6  fact  \  and  per- 
haps no  one  has  stronger  ground  to  ac. 
knowledge  it  than  the  speaker,  for  they 
have  murdered  his  father  and  his  uncle. 
And  what  of  all  that !  Send  them  the 
Gospel,  that  they  may  be  cured  of  this 
cruel  and  barbarous  spirit'  At  the  close 
of  the  exercises,  a  collection  was  taken 
up,  amounting  to  two  hundred  and  se- 
venty dollars.  What  an  interest  in  the 
cause,  has  been  manifested  this  evening ! 
How  many  have  not  only  h^ard  the  last 
request  of  the  Missionaries^-£re//iren, 
pray  for  us — ^but  have  given  a  pledge,  that 
their  prayers  and  their  alms  shall  continu- 
ally ascend,  as  a  memorial  before  God. 
And  let  the  Mission  family  prhse  these 
closing  scenes  in  the  courts  of  the  Lord. 
Let  them  be  thankful,  that  they  have  to 
this  day  enjoyed  so  goodly  an  heritage  ; 
and  that  now  tbey  are  not  driven  into  the 
wilderness  by  the  hand  of  persecution, 
but  go  of  a  ready  mind.  May  they  esteem 
it  their  privilege  and  their  happiness  to  go 
and  carry  the  Gospel  to  perishing  souls. 
May  the  Lord  take  them  by  the  hand,  and 
say  unto  them,  Fewr  not  little  Flock ! 

«  Monday,  .Bpril  24.— This  day,  held  a 
meeting  of  the  Mission  family,  and  agreed 
that  we  should  travel  to  Pittsburgh  by 
the  heavy  baggage  waggons  )  that  a  suf- 
ficient number  should  be  immediately 
engaged;  that,  to  consult  economy  in 
travelling,  the  brethren  should  in  turn 
walk  part  of  the  distance,  thus  making  it 
unnecessary  to  engage  the  full  number  of 
seats ;  and  that  brother  Vaill  should  tra. 
vel  on  horseback,  so  that  he  might  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  on  tho  road, 
and  might  reach  Pittsburgh  before  the  fa- 
mily, for  the  purpose  of  procuring  boats, 
and  hastening  other  preparations  for  their 
departure  from  that  city. 

"  Tuesday,  ,Bpnl  25.— This  evenings  a 
farewell  prayer  meeting  was  held  in  tho 
Rev.  Dp-  Brodhead*s  church.  Several 
prayers  were  offered,  and  suitable  ad- 
dresses delivered  on  the  occasion.  To 
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the  Rev.  Dr.  NeUli  the  family  were  agaiD 
iadebCed  for  some  perlinent  and  season- 
aMe,  and  we  hope  it  will  prove  profita- 
ble, advice.  At  the  close  of  the  Bfeet- 
ing,  a  brief  replj  was  made,  and  an  af- 
fectionate farewell  tendered  in  behalf  of 
the  family.  A  collection  was  taken  np, 
to  the  amount  of  170  dollars. 

"  Wednetday,  Jlpril  26,— Foar  wag- 
gons are  already  loaded  with  heavy  bag- 
gage. A  fifth  was  found  insaffident  to 
convey  the  travelling  baggage,  and  fur- 
nish room  for  the  family.  It  was  also 
thought  necessary,  by  our  friends  in  Phi- 
ladelphia, that  all  should  be  accommo. 
dated  wHh  seats.  Under  all  circum- 
stances. It  was  agreed,  that  an  additional 
waggon  should  be  procured  in  the  morn- 
ing. 

«  Thursday,  J9pril  27.— This  day  the 
family,  having  moved  out  of  town  last 
evening,  started  from  Elliott's,  one  mile 
West  of  the  Schuylkill,  at  12  o'clock; 
and,  in  good  health  and  spirits,  com- 
menced their  journey  to  Pittsburgh.  To 
many  friends  in  Philadelphia,  we  are 
deeply  indebted  for  their  great  kindness. 
The  collections  and  donations  received 
in  that  city  amount  to  nearly  seven  hun- 
dred dollars,  exclusive  of  contributions  in 
necessary  articles  of  clothing,  books, 
medicine,  Lc.  to  the  value  of  about 
twelve  hundred.  In  doing  so  much  in  so 
short  a  time,  the  people  have  given 
evidence  to  the  Board  and  to  all,  that 
the  eanse  of  the  Heathen  is  feelingly  re- 
membered in  that  city.  Thus  far  has 
God  blessed  the  Mission,  and  what  shall 
we  render  to  Him  for  hu  great  kind- 
ness! 

The  family  are  now  embarked  in  two 
waggons ',  the  Brethren  in  one,  and  the 
Sisters  in  the  other.  Both  are  partly 
loaded  vrith  heavy  packages,  and  travel- 
ling baggage,  yet  they  furnish  seats  for 
the  comfortable  conveyance  of  the  fami- 
ly ;  and,  notwithstanding  a  heavy  show- 
er of  rain  thu  afternoon,  we  have  travel- 
led through  a  delightful  country,  in  a 
happy  frame  of  mind,  reflecting  on  the 
goodness  of  God,  and  contemplating  with 
pleasure  the  prospect  before  us. 

"  Limcasler,  Lord's  Day,  April  30. — 
We  readied  this  place  last  evening,  and 
found  here  another  home  for  weary  stran- 
gers.   In  several  families,  we  have  been 
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Brother  Vaill  preached  a  Afissionary  Ser- . 
mon ;  and  a  collection  was  taken  up  to 
aid  the  Missk>n. 

"Middleiown,  JIfayl.— This  BiomiBg, 
we  left  Lancaster  at  an  early  hour,  and, 
refreshed  by  the  rest  of  the  Sabbadi,  we 
reached  this  place  to-day— an  umuaal 
distance  for  these  heavy  waggons.  Bles- 
sed be  God  for  the  institution  of  the  Sab> 
bath.  But,  how  little  is  it  observed,  how 
little  enjoyed  by  those  who  travel  on  thia 
day !  When  God  has  said,  Six  days  shall 
thou  labour,  they  add  the  labour  of  the 
seventh,  thus  violating  the  express  com- 
mand of  God,  disturbing  the  devotions 
of  the  serious,  doing  much  towards  ex- 
terminating religion  and  happiness  from 
the  world,  and  depriving  themselves  of 
the  rest  of  Heaven.  This  evening  we 
have  observed  the  Monthly  Concert  of 
Prayer. 

*^PiUsburgh,  May  12.— The  Union 
Mission  Family  have  all,  this  day,  safely 
arrived  in  this  city.  Brother  Vaill  reach- 
ed here  two  days  before  them,  and  Bro- 
ther Chapman  and  hb  wile  came  in  from 
Washington  a  few  hours  after  the  other 
members  of  the  family  had  arrived.  Ifo 
special  event  has  happened  worthy  of 
notice,  excepting  the  continued  kindness 
of  our  Heavenly  Father.  We  have  not 
been  drenched  with  rain,  nor  interrupted 
with  sickness,  nor  distressed  by  invaders. 
We  have  found  friends  where  we  stood 
in  need  of  them.  The  second  Sabbath 
we  tarried  in  Bedford,  where  we  receiv- 
ed all  the  attention  we  had  reason  to  ex- 
pect, and  where  we  enjoyed  the  privilege 
of  Public  Worship.  Donations  have 
been  made  during  thb  tour,  by  various 
individuals,  for  the  aid  of  the  Mission. 
We  have  had  increasing  evidence,  that 
the  Mission  is  about  to  excite  a  general 
interest  in  the  Churches,  and  that  it 
needs  only  to  be  more  distinctly  known, 
to  receive  the  support  of  all  the  friends 
of  Zion  in  the  region  through  which  we 
passed.  We  have  only  to  remark,  that, 
over  the  rivers  and  mountains  of  lofty 
extent,  we  have  found  an  easy  passage, 
by  the  labour  and  expense  of  those  who, 
in  building  bridges  and  constructing 
roads,  are  in  a  sense  preparing  the  way 
of  tf^e  Lord,  and  making  his  path  straight* 
Thus,  in  fifteen  days,  including  two  Sab- 
baths on  which  we  rested,  we  have  been 
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Phtladelphia  to  Pittsburgfa,  a  distance  of 
■three  hnndred  miles ;  and  here  we  foand 
an  open  door  of  hospitality.  In  our 
joufoef  great  has  been  oar  peace.  We 
trusty  that  we  have  enjoyed  God  in  onr 
Morning  and  Evening  Sacrifice)  and  felt 
happy  all  the  way  to  this  place,  in  tra- 
yelling  on  still  towards  the  West 

Brother  Chapman  has  succeeded  in 
obtaining  of  the  Heads  of  Departments 
at  Washington,  the  necessary  and  ex- 
pected papers  and  assistance  for  the  Mis- 
don.  A  part  of  the  money  which  they 
designed  to  appropriate  to  the  education 
of  the  Indian  children  in  the  proposed 
establishment  among  the  Osages,  has 
been  advanced.  We  believe  that  the 
designs  of  Providence  respecting  the  In- 
dians are  merDlfuI,  and  that  they  are  soon 
to  be  made  partakers  of  the  blessings  of 
civilisation  and  religion. 

*' Lard's  Day,  May  31.— -This  day  the 
MiisioD  Family  have    been  invited   to 
UBite  with  the  Presbyterian  Churches  in 
this  city  at  the  Communion  Table.    We 
trust,  that  we  have  felt  thankful  for  the 
solemn,  delightful,  and  interesting  devo- 
tions of  this  day.    We  approached  the 
table  of  the  Lord  with  a  lively  impression 
that  tfab  wHI  probably  be  our  last  season 
of  commottion  with  the  Christian  Church. 
We  have  been  strengthened  and  encou- 
raged, especially  with  the  hope  that  soon 
we  shall  behold  this  table  spread  in  the 
wilderness,  sorrounded  by  many  of  the 
long  lost  children  of  darkness,  redeemed 
by  CbrisCs  blaod,  the  fruits  of  this  Mis- 
sion.   We  have  enjoyed  many  privileges 
in  this  city,  in  attending  religious  meet- 
ings; and  amidst  our  weighty  concerns 
in  preparing  to  embark  on  these  Western 
waters,  our  minds  have  been  occasional- 
'  ly  relieved  by  joining  with  the  pious  in 
devotional  duties.     A   collection    was 
taken  up  this  evening ;  and,  in  the  course 
of   the  last  week,    the  citizens  of  (his 
place  contributed,   in  articles  of  their 
own   manulacture,   (Farming    utensils. 
Mechanic's  tools,  &c.)  and^in  provisions, 
to  the  amount  of  about  twelve  hundred 
dollars. 

<'  Monday f  Mey  22.— Sister  Beach  is 
confined  to  her  bed  by  sickness.  She  is 
very  weak,  and  will  probably  not  be  able 
to  be  removed  to  the  boats  to-morrow. 
This  wUI  occasion  some  delay  in  leaving 
this  place.    This  evening,  at  a  meeting 
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of  the  Brethren  for  business.  Brother 
Vaill  was  appointed  to  keep  the  journal 
of  the  Mission ;  and  Brother  Palmer  to 
act  as  Clerk;  Brother  Redfield  te  Trea- 
surer, and  Brother  W.  C.  Requa  as  Stew* 
ard  of  the  family. 

"  Tuudayt  May  28. — Sister  Beach  is 
gaining  strength.  It  is  the  opinion  of  Dr. 
Palmer,  that  she  will  be  able  to  embark 
to-morrow  morning.  Although  we  in- 
tended to  close  our  business  here  one  or 
two  days  earlier,  yet  we  have  found  our* 
selves  occupied  to  this  hour.  Such  hae 
been  the  extent  of  our  concerns,  that  we 
found  more  time  necessary  than  we  had 
anticipated.  Some  delay  has  been  occa- 
sioned by  waiting,  before  we  made  our 
purchases,  to  receive  the  donations  of  the 
liberal  in  this  place.  The  delay  has  been 
made  up  in  the  gratuitous  provision  re-^ 
ceived.  We  are  indebted  to  many  do- 
nors in  this  city ;  especially  to  the  Agent 
of  the  Board,  Mr.  Blicbael  Allen,  for  the 
kind  and  careful  attention  to  the  business 
assigned  to  him,  and  for  the  gratuitous  use 
of  his  warehouse,  and  the  donation  of  his 
commissions,  amounting  to  about  a  hun- 
dred dollars. 

"  VnUm  BoaU,  Ohio  River,  May  24.— 
About  ten  o'clock  this  morning,  after 
uniting  in  religious  duties  on  the  bank  of 
the  river, in  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hebron 
made  an  address  to  the  family,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Swirr  addressed  the  throne  of 
Grace,  we  embarked  on  board  the  Union 
Mission  Boats  to  descend  the  Ohio  river. 
.These  boats  are  two  in  number,  75  feet 
in  length,  and  12  in  width,  having  keels, 
and  carrying  about  20  tons  each.  They 
are  as  commodious  and  as  well  fitted  as 
we  could  expect.  They  have  each  two 
cabins  in^the  stern  for  the  two  families 
and  the  sisters,  and  comfortable  births  in 
the  bow  for  the  brethren,  pilots  and 
oarsmen.  We  have  on  board  two  pilots 
and  three  hired  men,  and  to  human  ap- 
pearance, we  have  embarked  under  the 
most  favourable  circumstances  to  accom- 
plish the  Blission.  Our  chief  pilot.  Cap- 
tain William  Boggs,  of  Pittsburgh,  ap- 
pears to  be  a  faithful  and  experienced 
manager  of  these  boats. 

«  MaritUa,  Lord's  Day,  May  28.— Ar- 
rived at  thb  place,  at  eight  o'clock  last 
evening,  having  dropped  down  the  river 

at  the  rate  of  60  miles  a  day.    Wc  have 
not  been  interrupted  in  our  progress,  ex- 
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cepling  to  receive  the  kiDdnesses  of 
Chrif tiae  friendsw  To-day,  we  have  unit- 
Ad  in  pablic  worship  with  the  church  un- 
der  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robbiits. 
Brother  Vaill  preached  in  the  afternoon, 
and  Brother  Chapman  in  the  evening. 
Here  we  have  received  Christian  atten- 
tion, and  we  have  reason  to  be  thanldul 
for  the  privileges  of  this  day. 

«  Union  Mission  BoalSf  May  29.— This 
morning  we  were  detained  at  Marietta, 
till  near  noon,  (o  receive  donations,  and 
to  engage  a  Millright,  Mr.  John  Ransom, 
of  that  place.  The  Board  having  express- 
ed a  wish,  that  we  should  take  out  a  me- 
chanic of  this  description,  and  having 
failed  to  procure  one  at  Pittsburgh,  we 
considerad  it  a  favourable  Providence, 
that  one  shonld  offer  himself,  who  ap- 
pears to  be  so  well  qualified,  and  who 
feels  an  interest  in  the  cause.  Some  do- 
nations have  been  received  on  our  pas- 
sage this  day. 

«  JhigaAa,  Kenhteky,  June  3.— Arrived 
at  thb  place,  about  nine  o'clock  this  even- 
ing. At  Portsmouth,  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Sciota  river,  we  took  in  considerable 
contributions  in  meat  and  flour,  which 
had  been  sent  down  from  Chilicothe.  At 
Manchester,  we  also  found  provision^  in 
readUiess  for  the  Mission. 

LortTf  Dayi  June  4.^Thi8  morning, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Maccaulst  waited  on  us  at 
our  boats,  and  invited  us  to  unite  with 
his  congregation  in  public  worship.  At 
his  request.  Brother  Vaill  preached  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  morning,  and 
Brother  Chapman  in  the  Methodist 
Church  in  the  evening,  in  which  the 
Presbyterians  united.  It  has  been  plea- 
sant to  witness  the  union  of  the  different 
denominations  in  this  place.  Since  we 
have  entered  on  our  tour,  we  have 
scarcely  enjoyed  a  better  Sabbath  than 
this.  God  has  evidently  enabled  us  to 
preach  and  hear  the  Word,  and  we  hope 
he  will  also  enable  us  to  profit  by  it. 

««  Cineinnaii,  June  &— We  left  Augusta 
early  this  morning.  We  received  dona- 
tions there,  in  valuable  articles^  to  a  con- 
siderable amount,  but  were  not  detained 
much  beyond  our  usual  hour  of  starting. 
Although  we  have  found  the  waters  of 
this  river  in  a  good  state,  yet,  by  the  un- 
expected rise  this  morning,  the  naviga- 
tion is  improved.    We  arrived  at  this 


place  about  6  o'clock  this  evening,  and 
united  with  the  Churehes  in  the  Monthly- 
Concert.  We  found  it  good  to  be  here, 
and  rejoiced  to  find  that  Christians  in  this 
city  tske  such  a  deep  interest  in  the  con- 
version of  the  Heathen. 

«  Union  Mission  Boats,   June  8. — ^In 
Cincinnati,  we  received  contributions  in 
money,  provisions,  and  other  important 
articles  to  the  amount  of  about  jt500.  The 
people  manifested  a  truly  Christian  spirit, 
in  being  ready  to  furnish  those  things 
which  were  most  needed  to  complete 
our  preparations.    They  were  also  ready 
to  exchange  hard  bread  for  our  surplus 
flour.    The  kindness  of  the  people  from 
Pittsburgh  down  the  river  had  bestowed 
upon  us  flour  sufllcient  at  least  for   a 
year's  snpply ;  but  in  consideration  of  the 
heat  of  summer,  we  thought  it  prudent  to 
exchange  a  considerable  portion  of  it  for 
provisions  iess  perishable.    We  did  not 
design  to  remain  so  long  at  Cincinnati^ 
but  could  not,  by  the  most  active  exer- 
tions, sooner  accomplish  our  business. 
We  have  added  to  the  number  of  our 
hands,  so  that  we  have  now  five  oars- 
men, two  pilots,  and  a  millwright    We 
thought  it  best,  by  all  means,  to  procure, 
|n  this  part  of  the  country,  as  many  hands 
as  we  could  employ  to  advantage,  that 
we  might  be  sure  of  aid  in  ascending  the 
Arkansas.    Our   manner   of  sailing   in 
these  boats  is  peculiariy  pleasing.    We 
have  two  boats,  and  yet  are  one  family. 
We  take  our  regular  meals  together  on 
the  roof  of  one  of  the  boats,  where  we 
have  a  large  dining  hall,  covered  with 
awning,  and  eat  while  we  are  floating 
down  the  smooth  stream.  We  rise  by  the 
ringing  of  the  bell  at  4.    Within  half  an 
hour,  we  assemble  for  morning  prayer, 
and  then  proceed  immediately  on  oor 
voyage.    We  have  order,   peace,    and 
plenty ;  and,  we  trust,  the  presence  of 
God,  and  the    consciousness   of  doing 
good. 

«.*  UfuisvUle,  June  12. — Spent  the  Sab- 
bath yesterday  in  this  place.  At  the  re- 
quest of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Parks,  Brother 
Vaill  preached  in  the  rooming,  and  Bro- 
ther Chapman  in  the  afternoon.  This 
rooming  the  Churoh  in  this  place  held  a 
meeting  for  pra)  er  in  behalf  of  the  Mis- 
sion, in  which  the  Brethren  and  Sisters 
had  the  privilege  of  uniting.  To-day,  the 
people  have  exerted  themselves,  and  ma- 
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nifested  their  liberality,  in  providing  sach  and  their  boat  sank.    This  aftenieon  we

DOCUMENTS  AND  ADDRESSES  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  UNION  MISSION, 

We  have  the  pleasure  to  present  to  our  readers  a  number  of  papers  in  rela- 
tion to  the  Mission  Family  who  have  gone  to  the  Osages  of  the  Arkansas. 

The  first  is  an  Extract  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Gonsociation  convened  at 
North  Guilford,  Connecticut,  on  the  l«th  of  April,  in  ttkn  case  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Vaill.  This  document  will  be  read  with  interest,  as  it  will  have  a  tendency  to 
inspire  the  public  mind  with  entire  confidence  in  the  talents  and  discretion  of 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Mission,  and  in  his  "  peculiar  qualifications"  for  the 
Office  he  now  holds. 

The  second  is  the  parting  Address  of  the  Father  of  the  Superintendent,  the 
Rev.  Joseph  Vaiil,  of  Hadlyme,  Connecticut  It  was  delivered  on  the  last 
Sabbath  which  the  Father  and  the  Son  passed  together ;  and  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Congregation  of  whom  the  former  is  the  Pastor,  and  among 
wh.  m  the  latter  received  his  birth  and  education.  It  exhibits  the  language 
and  the  spirit  which  would  always  be  expected,  under  such  circumstances, 
from  an  aged,  pious,  and  faithful  Minister  of  the  Qospe]  of  Christ

Address,  delivered  before  fftc  Congre- 
gatian  in  Hadlyme,  Connedicuiy  on 
iMrdi's  Day,  April  9ih,  1820.  By 
(ke  Rev.  Jwepk  VaUL 

It  having  pleased  Ck>d,  in  his  provi- 
dence, to  prepare  the  way  for  my  son,  to 
engage  as  a  Missionary  to  the  heathen  In 
a  far  distant  region,  where  he  will  pro- 
bably spend  the  residue  of  his  years ;  I 
thinl(  it  ray  duty  to  express  my  feelings 
upon  the  subject,  and  to  make  my  part, 
log  address  to  him  and  his  companion  at 
this  time,  in  the  audience  of  the  people 
of  my  charge,  and  of  those  who  have 
been  their  associates  in  early  life. 

The  operations  of  God's  hand  at  this 
present  period  of  time,  are  truly  marvel- 
lous in  our  eyes.  We  enjoy  the  peculiar 
pleasure  of  beholding  the  dawning  of  the 
latter  day,  dory.  Its  morning  star  lias> 
some  time  rince,  appeared  in  the  East ; 
and  we  have  lately  seen  its  benign  rays 
beaming  upon  our  western  hemisphere. 
Great  exertions  are  now  making,  through- 
out the  Christian  world,  to  diffuse  the 
light  of  the  Gospel  among  the  benighted 
pagans,  who  have  long  been  in  daiimest, 
and  At  thadow  of  death. 

Although  I  have  myself,  for  several 
years,  felt  deeply  interested  in  the  Mis- 
sionary cause,  yet  it  is  but  a  few  weeks 
since,  that  I  ever  expected  a  son  to  be 
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designated  as  a  measeiiger  of  salvation 
to  the  heathen,  in  the  remote  parts  of 
this  continent ;  or  that  he  and  his  family 
should  be  called  to  bid  a  final  adieu  to 
the  people  of  his  chaige,  and  to  all  their 
near  connexions,  and  in  all  probability 
not  to  meet  again,  until  the  heavn$  are 
no  morel 

But  how  strong  soever  may  be  the  ties 
of  parental  aflSfrction,  so  fisr  as  I  am  capa- 
ble of  judging,  it  appears  to  be  his  du^ 
to  accept  of  the  appointment  of  the  ve- 
nerable board,  who  superintend  this 
weighty  business.  I  therefore  cheerfully 
reUnquish  all  right  to  prevent  him  from 
entering  upon  the  arduous  enterprise,  to 
which,  I  trust,  the  Lord  is  calling  him. 

It  is  a  sentiment  in  which  I  have  long 
been  established,  and  which  I  have  fre- 
quently inculcated  in  my  public  and  pri- 
vate teaching,  that  the  requisition  of  the 
i^vionr,  that  people  must  forsake  all  they 
have  for  him,  as  a  term  of  discipleship,  is  . 
to  be  understood  in  its  most  literal  sense, 
when  his  cause  demands  it.    Of  coune, 
the  same  requirement  confers  the  highest 
obligation  upon  all  who  would  be  his  fol- 
lowers, to  make  a  willing  sacrifice  of 
their  ease,  their  worldly  interest,   and 
their  pleasing  accommodations,  so  far  as 
the  honour  and  prosperity  of  his  king- 
dom are  concerned.    And  he  reasonably 
expects,  that  all  who  love  him  in  sinceri- 
ty, and  who  ardently  desire  the  salvation 
of  their  fellow  men,  will,  like  Moses, 
choose  rather  to  suffer  qfflidion  tvith  the 
people  of  God,  than  to  enjoy  the  pleasures 
of  sin,  or  of  thb  worid,  for  a  season. 
From  the  above  mentioned  consider^, 
tions,  I  (io  now  cordially  acquiesce  in 
this  new  and  trying  dbpensation  of  Di- 
vine  Providence,   and  am  willing  that 
you,  my  son,  should  go  forth  as  a  Mb- 
sionary  of  the  Cross,  into  those  regions  of 
darkness  and  of  the  shadow  of  death, 
where  numerous  benighted  souls  reside, 
who  have  never  heard  that  there  Is  a 
Saviour,  or  "  any  Holy  Ohost,**  or  a  way 
devised  by  infinite  wisdom,  to  restore  lost 
sinners  to  the  divine  favour,  or  rabe  them 
to  the  high  dignity  of  the  sons  of  God 
here,  and  to  prepare  them  for  endless 
blessedness  hereafter. 

As  the  circumstances  which  attend 
the  Mbsion  require  a  speedy  departuro 
from  your  near  friends,  confer  not  with 
flesh  and  blood,  nor  desire  the  privilege 
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of  tanyiDg}  till  yoa  may  fini  bury  your 
ag«d  parents.  Bat  go  thou  and  prtach 
the  kingdom  of  God,  to  the  perishing 
heathen^  as  soon  as  the  way  shall  be  pre* 
pared  for  them  to  hear  the  giad  tidings  of 
salvation. 

Although  the  term  for  your  preparation 
for  this  interesting  worlc  Is  shorty  I  hope 
that  you  and  yonr  companion  have,  in 
some  real  measare>  counted  the  cost; 
and  that  each  of  you  have  anticipated  the 
painful  sensations  which  will  naturally  be 
excited  in  your  breast,  on  taking  your 
final  leave  of  your  parents,  your  bre- 
thren and  sisters,  and  the  agreeable  drde 
of  yonr  endeared  acquaintance.  I  trust 
you  have  also  brou^t  into  view  the 
hardships  and  perils  to  which  you  and 
yonr  little  ones  Mill  be  exposed  on  your 
long  Bttd4iazardons  journey. 

Though  many  unforeseen  difficoHies 
and  privations  may  attend  the  com- 
mencement of  yonr  estaMishment  a- 
mongst  an  untutored  and  savage  people, 
in  a  lonely  desert,  and  who  speak  a  lan- 
guage which  you  understand  not ;  yet  Ut 
fWM  of  these  tkhgt  nwve  you.  And  for 
yonr  encouragement  and  support,  keep 
in  view  the  hardships,  the  privations,  the 
perils,  and  tribulations,  which  the  great 
Apostle  of  (he  Gentiles  endured,  that  he 
might  bring  the  pagan  nations  to  the 
knowledge  of  salvation. 

Would  you  my  dear  Children,  prove 
successful  in  your  warfare,  "  you  must 
take  to  yourselves  the  whole  armour  of 
God."  Tou  must  go  in  the  strength  of 
the  Lord  of  Hosts  ;  and  m  the  name  of 
your  God,  set  up  your  banner,  and  erect 
the  standard  of  the  cross,  where  satan's 
seat  has  so  long  been  established. 

Be  sober;  be  vigilant  Daily  draw 
near  the  throne  of  grace,  by  fervent 
prayer.  Cany  your  children  every  day 
to  the  Saviour  for  his  blessing.  Labour 
faithfully  to  train  them  up  for  God.  SIrive 
constantly,  by  your  counsels,  your  pious 
examples  and  prayers,  to  promote  bro- 
therly love,  peace  and  harmony,  among 
your  Mission  family. 

With  fidelity  to  your  Lord  and  Master, 
discharge  your  duty  to  the  ignorant  na- 
tives. Spare  no  pains  to  instruct  them 
in  the  way  to  Heaven.  Should  your  suc- 
cess, for  a  long  time,  remain  dubious,  be 
not  dishes  rtened.    **  Be  not  weary  m  weU 
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doing,  for  indue  season  you  shall  reef, 
if  you  faint  ml" 

No  matter,  my  dear  children,  whether 
you  are  laid  in  the  sepulchres  with  your 
fathers,  or  whether  your  dust  be  deposit- 
ed twenty-eight  hundred  miles  from  the 
land  of  your  nativity,  if  you  die  in  the 
Lord,  it  will  be  as  glorious  to  meet  your 
descending  Redeemer,  when  the  voice  of 
the  AacBAHGEt  and  the  Trump  of  God 
shall  awake  you  from  the  sleep  of  death, 
in  the  Arkansas  country,  as  to  arise  snr- 
roonded  by  your  former  Christian  con- 
nexions. 

I  now  commend  each  of  yoo,  and 
your  dear  children,  to  God,  and  to  the 
power  of  his  grace,  praying  that  he  may 
protect  and  proaper  you,  and  all  that 
shall  accompany  you  on  this  benevolent 
design.  May  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  hold  you  in  the  arms  of  hb  love, 
and  comfort  your  hearts  with  the  conso- 
lations of  his  Holy  Spirit,  under  all  3roar 
trials.  May  he  improve  you  as  the  hon- 
oured instruments  of  gathering  in  a  large 
harvest  of  souls  to  Christ,  and,  tbiongh 
the  riches  of  his  grace,  of  prqMuring  them 
to  Join  in  the  new  song  of  redeeming  Jeee, 
which  is  sung  by  the  hundred  and  forty 
and  four  thousand,  who  have  been  redeemed 
from  the  earth*  And  shoald  we  never 
again  see  each  other's  face  on  tiiis  side 
the  grave,  may  we  have  a  happy  meeting 
at  Christ's  right  hand,  in  the  day  when  he 
shall  make  up  hb  jewels.  Amen.  Fare- 
well. 

Mdressj  delivered  to  the  Union  Mis- 
sion Family,  in  the  Dutch  Church 
in  J^assaU'Streetf  on  Monday  even- 
ing, AprU  17,  1830.  By  ike  Rev. 
Philip  Milleboleu,  D.  D. 

Christian  Brethren, 
We  have  lived  to  see  what  we  have 
been  long  wishing,  labouring,  and  pray- 
ing for— a  large  Missionary  Family  col- 
lected, and  joft  ready  to  take  their  de- 
parture, amidst  the  prayers  and  benedic- 
tions of  thousands  of  kindred  spirits  to  a 
far  dbtant  part  of  the  Heathen  wilderness. 
Within  the  course  of  a  few  months,  with 
the  leave  of  Divine  Providence,  a  new 
and  auspicious  star  will  arise  upon  the 
western  Aborigines  of  onr  country.  An 
intrepid,  and  as  we  believe  a  holy  family, 
ftimishcdwith  the  most  respectable  tes- 
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Umoaifds,of  skill  in  their  professioosi  as 
well  as  of  their  good  standiag  in  Charch 
and  State,  mostly  unmarried,  and  in  the 
prion  of  life  and  health,  have  dared  to 
brave  the  trials,  and  to  engage  in  the  ar- 
doout  duties  of  the  Missionary  life. 

To  carry  into  eflfect  the  great  objects 
of  their  association,  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  thb  Society,  commenced  with  in- 
cipient measures,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
last  spring.  Two  Missionaries  were  sent 
oat  by  them  to  eiplorethe  Arkansas  Ter- 
ritory. One  of  them  has  returned,  the 
other,  Mr.  Job  P.  Vinall,  who  was  in  very 
delicate  health  when  he  set  out  on  the 
MiisloB,  has  gone,  we  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve, to  join  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
first  bom,  whose  names  are  written  in 
Heaven. 

Never,  perhaps,  since  the  discovery  of 
the  American  continent,  has  so  fair  an  op- 
portunity been  presented  of  Sntroducing 
the  Grospel,  with  the  arts  of  civilised  life, 
among  the  Heathen  of  our  wilderness. 
Our  Agents  in  their  exploring  tour  were 
very  much  encouraged.  They  found  those 
Tribes  which  had  lately  been  engaged  in 
all  the  horrors  of  Savage  wariare,  hushed 
into  tranquillity;  the  war-whoop  had 
ceased  among  their  mountains ;  the 
blood-stained  tomahawk  they  had  wash- 
ed and  buried;  their  fierce  and  raging 
passions,  like  the  ocean  waves,  were 
subriding  into  a  calm. 

The  influence  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  over  their  councils  was 
found  to  be  great,  as  well  as  salutary. 
Contrasting  their  situation  with  that  of 
their  white  brethren,  they  were  deeply 
impressed  with  a  sense  of  our  superiority. 

This  they  attributed  to  the  education  of 
our  youth,  connected  with  our  superior 
knowledge  of  the  arts.  Men  who  have 
mind,  will  be  always  more  or  less  con- 
scious of  its  strength.  They  siq>pose 
themselves  capable  of  all  the  improve- 
ment of  the  whites.  We  see  the  neces- 
sity, said  they,  of  the  education  of  our 
children ;  if  our  white  brothers  will  come 
to  them,  and  instruct  them,  they  shall  be 
welcome :  we  will  confidently  commit 
|hem  to  their  care :  our  country  abounds 
in  materials  which  can  improve  our  situ- 
ation, but  we  cannotuse  them  to  advan- 
tage. Impressed  with  these  facts,  exci- 
ted by  the  improvement  of  the  children 


[sept. 

at  Brainard  and  EilioU,  and  influenced 
by  the  marked  attention  of  the  General 
Government  to  our  Agents,  they  held 
councils,  entered  with  them  into  cove- 
nant, pointe<j[  out  the  scite  for  a  Misaon. 
ary  establishment,  and  invited  the  ap- 
proach of  a  Missionary  family.  The  first 
attempt  of  this  Society  will  be  made 
among  the  Osagu,  comprehending  the 
Southern  branch  of  (hat  tribe,  computed 
to  consist  of  from  six  to  eight  thousand 
souls,  situated  on  the  Grand  River,  a 
branch  of  the  Arkansas,  and  distant  from 
this  city,  about  2,000  miles  by  land,  and 
about  2,600  miles  by  water.  Their  coun- 
try is  fertile  and  healthy,  their  rivers  well 
supplied  with  fish,  and  their  hunting 
grounds  with  game  of  good  quality,  easily 
obtained,  and  in  considerable  variety. 
The  character  of  this  Tribe  is  at  least 
equal,  and  is  supp6sed  to  be  superior,  to 
that  of  any  other  Tribe  of  Indians  on  the 
continent  Having  had  far  less  intercourse 
than  many  others  with  unprincipled  white 
men,  they  are  consequently  less  corrupt- 
ed. They  are  for  the  most  part,  a  tall, 
portly  race,  with  great  muscular  powers, 
and  with  more  than  ordinary  strength  ot 
intellect,  constituting  what  may,  in  some 
instances  at  least,  be  styled  nobility  of 
mind.  To  this  phy^cal  description  we 
may  add,  that  their  moral  character  is  that 
of  a  people  chaste,  temperate,  frank,  can- 
did, faithful,  affectionate ;  and  all  these 
traits  are  connected  with  strict  observance 
of  the  religious  ceremonies  and  rites, 
banded  down  to  them  by  their  Ances- 
tors. 

The  attention  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  has  been  di- 
rected for  some  time  past,  with  more 
than  ordinary  interest,  toward  these  iuip- 
less  wanderers  of  the  forest. 

Policy  and  humanity  combined,  have 
prompted  them  to  adopt  benevolent,  wise 
and  vigorous  measures  to  meliorate 
their  condition. 

They  are  heartily  disposed  to  co-ope- 
pate,  and  to  co-operate  effectually,  with 
all  such  societies  and  individuals  as  shall 
earnestly  engage  in  the  work  of  civiliza- 
tion and  instruction.  An  appropriation 
of  Congress,  amounting  to  ^10,000  per 
annum,  wlH  be  distributed  among  these 
associations  in  proportion  to  their  effbrt^ 
tod  usefulness.    They  will  also  receive 
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•Id  in  treetiog  toitable  buOdingi  at  the 
Missiuiuiiy  stations — ^mll  probably  be 
famished  with  agrioultoral  and  mecbani* 
cal  implements,  and  may  calculate  upon 
the  efficient  patronage  of  government 
in  their  behalf,  with  all  their  agents,  as 
well  as  with  the  Indians  themselyes. 

These  circumstances  are  all  favoorable 
to  oar  canse.  They  do  not,  however,  and 
cannot,  cover  the  whole  ground  of  Bilis- 
iionacy  encearagement. 

«  Ooye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature,"  is  the  com* 
mand  of  our  Saviour,  and  oar  commis- 
sion to  act  in  the  Afisstonary  cause.  This 
commission,  coming  from  the  highest  au- 
thority, is  perfectly  well  deined,  per- 
fectly intelligible,  and  as  extensive  as 
the  world.  To  its  execution  as  heie  en** 
joined,  no  invincible  obstacles  can  be 
contemplated,  nor  objection  breathed 
without  an  impeachment  of  infinite  wis- 
dom, love,  and  power.  Thi^command, 
therefore,  Is,  in  itself  considered,  at  once 
our  warrant  and  our  encouragement  to 
engage  in  such  enterprise.  We  have  not 
only  a  command  in  tbb  case,  but  are  also 
favoured  with  promises.  In  Christ,  shaH 
all  the  families  of  the  earth  be  blessed— <- 
«  The  earth  shall  be  (all  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea." 
«  All  nations  shall  call  him  blessed  ;'*  and 
if  all  nations,  then  our  red  brothers 
among  the  rest ;  yes,  they— Even  they 
shall  come.  Notwithstanding  theh*  rov- 
ing lives,  their  warlike  habits,  and  their 
strong  attachment  to  those  habits,  yet 
tliey,  even  they  shall  come,  and  look  en 
him  whom  they  have  pierced. 

There  are  peculiar,  and  very  powerful 
reasons,  why  the  American  church  shoirid 
enter  with  deep  and  Hvely  interest  into 
their  wel£sre.  We  must  not  forget  that 
God  in  his  Providence  has  placed  them 
■toor  door— that  the  soH  we  now  occupy 
was  once  theirs—^hat  as  the  prodigious 
tide  of  our  population  rolls  onwiird  to- 
wards the  west,  they  are  like,  unless  some 
mighty  revolution  be  speedily  effected  in 
their  habits  and  manners,  to  be  carried 
before  it,  until  we  lose  sight  of  them  for- 
ever. 

Their  fondness  for  the  chace— their 
frequent  and  cruel  wars  with  each  other, 
and  the  introduction  among  them  of  «r- 
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dent  epiritt,  far  more  exterminating  than 
the  sword,  have  all  conspired  to  their 
meltbg  away  before  the  whites^  liko 
snow  before  the  sun. 

These  considerations,  added  to  a  gene- 
ral sense  of  obligation,  and  the  pleadings 
of  compassion,  are  sufficient  to  awaken 
in  theur  behalf  the  highest  sensibility,  and 
tenderest  sympathies  of  our  nature. 

It  is  supposed  to  be  very  difficult  to 
reclaim  them^we  grant  it  It  is  difficult 
to  reclaim  sinners  of  every  description! 
and  of  every  nation  under  Heaven.  All 
have  their  habits,  their  prejudices,  and 
their  idols ;  and  these  will  never  be  for- 
saken»  by  eitlier  white  men,  or  red  ipen» 
tiU  the  power  of  Omnipotence  shall  iaterr 
fere.  On  the  exertion  of  that  power  wt 
depend,  in  sending  forth  the  Missionariea 
of  the  Cross,  and  in  unfolding  to  tbeo^ 
the  mysteries  of  the  Gospel.  The  mode 
in  which  we  hope  to  accomplish  this  ob- 
ject, is  &e  most  promising  that  has  ever 
been  attempted  in  this  country.  We  do 
not  send  them  an  insolatedy  unprotected 
individaal,  who  shall  appear  amonf  them 
Hke  a  meteor  and  evanish;  but  a  large 
missionaiy  family,  carrying  with  them 
the  means  of  their  own  support ;  book^ 
and  clothing  for  Indian  c^dreo,  with 
teachers  to  instruct  them;  mechanical 
and  agricakural  implements,  with  per" 
sons  who  can  use  them;  the  support  of 
three  great  denominations  of  Christians; 
the  patronage  of  the  general  govern- 
ment; and  the  prayers  of  the  whole 
church  of  God.  Our  obje<;t  is  to  effect 
not  merely  temporary,  but  permanent  set- 
tlements among  the  Indians,  and  to  form 
one  missionary  station  after  another,  un- 
til the  whole  region  of  death  shall  be 
lighted  up  from  Union,  the  name  of  our 
int  contemplated  establishment,  to  the 
shores  of  the  Pacific.  EtUibUshmenU  of 
this  kind  are  calculated  to  be  permanent^ 
and  to  produce  permanent  effects. 

The  plan  we  have  adopted  is  not  vi- 
sionary ;  nor  is  it  merely  theoretical.  It 
has  been  tried  by  the  American  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  at 
their  stations  already  named,  and  has, 
thus  far,  been  found  to  answer  their 
most  sanguine  expectations.  At  those 
statkMis  the  Indian  children  have  been 
gathered,  and  clothed ;  and  / 
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the  mladoBtry  table.  Their  schools  of 
Snstnictlon,  In  mligioD,  Id  morals,  Id  let- 
ters, In  domestic  econorofy  and  in  the 
artSi  are  ot|;anised  aod  in  foil  operation. 
At  those  stations  jon  may  hear  the  prayer 
of  faltb>  the  hymn  of  praise,  the  sweet 
notes  of  Indian  childrao,  Intermingled 
with  the  holy  songs  of  the  Missionaries 
giyiog  glory  to  God  and  to  bis  Christ 

Thera,  Indian  children  may  be  seen, 
who  abeady  give  mora  than  hope, that 
tiiey  will  one  day  preaeh  that  Jesus  to 
their  own  people,  with  whose  power  aod 
grace  they  now  become  acquainted.  Will 
not  their  plea  with  pannts,  with  friends, 
with  whole  nations,  be  powerful  f  At 
all  events,  if  many  adalts  among  them 
shonld  never  be  reclaimed,  is  thera  not 
hope  of  the  rising  generation  that  they 
wfll  live  for  God? 

Animated  by  these  considerations,  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  this  Society  have 
conceived  themselves  caHed,  in  a  voice 
from  heaven,  to  enter  Immediately  upon 
their  woik.  As  it  was  necessary,  if  any 
thing  was  to  be  accomplished  in  the  pre- 
sent season,  to  commence  early,  they 
proceeded  withont  delay  to  collect  their 
missionary  familjr.  In  thb  ardnoos  on- 
dertaking,  they  have  succeeded  far  be- 
yond their  own  eipectatlons.  It  now 
appears,  that  the  God  of  Missions  had 
preceded  them.  He  had  prepared  to  their 
band  the  materials  for  that  fiunily,  and 
had  bowed  their  dispositions  to  the  woric 
With  raised  and  grateful  hearts,  we  this 
evening  present  that  family  to  Ood — 
and  to  you,  Christian  Brethren,  com- 
mending them  to  your  aflbdions  and 
your  prayers. 

Fermit  me  now  to  address  myself  to 
you,  dear  Brothers  and  Sisters,  who  have 
consecrated  yourselves  to  Ood  hi  this 
great  enterprise.  You  will  easily  perceive, 
that  the  work  In  which  you  are  engaged 
Is  serious,  and  arduous,  and  one  that  vrill 
call  for  the  continual  exercise  of  your 
ceal  and  your  forbearance— your  forti- 
tude and  your  patience— your  prudence 
and  your  charity. 

The  object  of  your  Mission  Is  not 
ineraly  to  Improve  the  temporal  state  of 
the  Indians,  but  to  save  their  souls ;  not 
ineraly,  therafore,  to  clWHse)  but  also  to 
christiantae  them. 

in  piwecuthig  thb  Mission,  you  mutt 


not  expect  that  they  will  Immediately 
enter  into  all  your  views  and  feelings. 
Be  not  deceived.  Your  work  is  a  work  of 
time — you  will  have  their  habits  and 
their  prejudices,  aod  their  idols,  and  the 
whole  natural  current  of  their  souls  to 
contend  with.  We  cannot  now  give  yon 
a  charge  that  will  meet  eveiy  circum- 
stance and  change  in  your  affairs— much, 
very  much  indeed  must  be  left  to  your 
own  observation,  yoar  prudence,  and 
your  prayers  Permit  me,  however,  to 
offtt  a  few  leading  thoughts  on  some  Im- 
portant points  relating  to  thb  Mission. 

I  will  notice,  first  of  all,  your  general 
intercourse  with  the  Indians. 

To  teach  childran  In  heavenly  know- 
ledge, you  will  have  to  become  children 
yourselves;  and  to  bear  with  their  weak- 
ness, their  ignorance,  their  petulence^ 
their  frowardness,  and  slowness  of  ap- 
prahenslon,  and  so  much  the  more,  as 
you  will  be  obliged,  in  the  first  Instane^ 
at  leastj  to  make  use  of  an  interpreter. — 
As  to  the  matter  of  your  communicatioD, 
we  charge  you  before  God,  that  you 
know  nothing  among  them,  but  Jesoa 
Chrbt,  and  him  crucified.  Thb  b  tiie 
sharp  two-edged  sword  that  will  pierce 
even  to  the  dividii\g  asunder  of  soul  and 
spirit,  the  joints  and  the  marrow,  and 
prove  a  dboemer  of  the  thoughts  and  in- 
tents of  the  heart.  This  b  the  mighty 
engine,  which,  notwithstanding  all  tlw 
sneers  of  ungodly  sinners,  bto  pull  down 
and  demolish  the  strong  holds  of  Satan 
and  of  Sin.  Its  efficacy  has  been  tried 
from  the  beginning  of  the  world ;  and  it 
is  found  to  be  the  power  of  God  onto 
salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth.  — 
On  this  point,  I  quote  a  charge  of  the 
Directors  of  the  London  Missionary  So- 
ciety, to  their  Missionaries  to  the  Islands 
of  the  South  Sea. 

"  The  Bible,  and  the  experience  of  the 
most  successful  Missions,  assure  us,  that 
the  great  doctrine  of  the  atonement  must 
be  the  chief  comer  stone.  The  glory, 
and  the  humiliation  of  Jesas,  and  every 
thing  relative  to  the  deliverance  from  sin 
and  death  by  bim,  must  make  the  ground 
work.  A  simple  recital  of  hU  love,  the 
design  of  his  Incarnation,  dealh  and  re- 
surrection; these  must  be  the  points 
chiefly,  repeatedly  dwelt  upon.  The 
obligations  of  love  and  doty  which  we 
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owe  hiBi}  natonUy  connect  themselves 
with  these  views ;  together  with  promises 
ofhisgraceythroogh  the  agency  of  his 
own  spirit)  to  enable  us  to  follow  him  .in 
the  reganeration.  Affect  not  subtleties 
and  deep  points  of  controversjy  either 
SMBODg  yoorselves  or  with  the  natives. — 
Wave  as  much  as  possible  what  would 
lead  to  questions,  rather  than  godly  edi- 
fying. Attempt  not  by  arguments  on  the 
rMsonableoess  or  evidences  of  the  Chris- 
tian reUgion,  to  display  your  own  wis- 
dom ;  or  suppose  you  can  answer  and 
silence  all  their  objections.  Adhere  to 
the  simplicity  which  is  in  Christ,  trusting 
to  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  take 
tho  things  of  Christ,  and  show  them  to 
their  consciences,  with  divine  conviction 
and  effectoal  eae^." 

In  what  relates  to  your  deportment 
toward  the  Indians,  I  would  observe, 
that  as  they  have    no   confidence  in  a 
trifling  character,    and   nre   themselves 
grave  in   the  transaction  of  tlieir   bu- 
stoasf,     they    will    expect   the    same 
gravity  from  you.    And  as  they   have 
been   much  deceived    by  unprincipled 
wbite  men,  they  will  expect  from  you, 
and  wfll  have  a  right  to  expect,  the  strict- 
est adiiefence  to  truth,  even  in  the  small- 
eat  matters,  and  the  invioUtble  fulfilment 
of  eveiy  promise  and  engagement  into 
which  yon  may  enter.   Let  them  have 
no  cause  to  suppose,  even  for  a  moment, 
that  yon  have    any  sipister   views   in 
your  settlement  amongst   them.     You 
will  tell  them  that  your  long  journey  to 
them,  is  from  love  to  their  souls,  to'  save 
their  soob.    This  b  indeed  the  great,  and 
in  connexion  with  other  valuable  instruc- 
tion, the  sole  object  of  the  Board  in  send- 
ing you.  Take  care,  then,  that  nothuig  be 
done  to  excite  their  jealousy,  or  to  make 
a   different  impression  on  their  minds. 
And  we  lay  the  greater  stress  on  thb 
point,  because  a  failure  in  it  on  your 
part,  may  blast  all  our  future  prospects 
in  that  great  Missionary  field. 

To  make  a  salutary  impression  on  the 
Indian  mind,  you  must  first  obtain  theur 
confidence,  and  then  their  affection.  To 
accomplish  these  objects  will  require 
time  and  patience,  meekness  and  perse- 
verenee.  There  must  be  no  affectation, 
on  your  part,  of  superiority ;  no  signs 
of  impatience,  and  much  less  of  irrita- 
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tion.  To  win  them  over  to  year  inte- 
rests, you  must  make  yourselves  nsefiil 
lo  them,  and  they  must  see  that  you  are 
concerned  for  their  happiness.  It  b  by 
their  meekness,  their  rimpHoity,  their 
humility,  their  usefuhMss  and  their  per- 
severance, that  the  Moravian  Missiona- 
ries have  so  often,  and  so  gloriously  tri- 
umphed over  Pagan  darkness  and  so- 
perstition ;  and  we  know  by  long  expe- 
rience, that  if  you  can  once  gain  the 
confidence  of  the  Heathen,  a  very  im> 
portent  part  of  your  work  will  have 
been  achieved.  r 

Your  conduct  towards  their  ohildrea 
will  also  demand  the  utmost  prodeace 
and  circumspection.  Your  treatment  of 
them  in  point  of  instruction  and  disci- 
pline may  be  better  learned  from  the 
Missionary  stations  already  in  existeacoy 
than  from  any  thing  that  we  may  be  able 
to  suggest.  To  them,  therefore,  we  refer 
you  for  all  the  practical  detaib  of  informa- 
tioo.  Our  observations  under  thb  general 
head,  we  shall  now  conclude  in  the  Ian* 
goage  of  the  late  venerable  Dr.  Rodgers  of 
thb  city,  delivered  on  a  similar  occasion. 
<<  Let  your  diligence,  your  zeal,  your  self 
denial  and  mortification  to  the  worid,  con- 
vince them  that  yon  seek  not  /Aeirt,  but 
iAem^-that  the  governing  end  of  all  your 
labours  b  to  promote  their  temporal  and 
eternal  happiness.  Accommodate  your- 
selves, as  far  as  the  purity  of  the  Gospai 
will  admit,  to  their  customs  andtheir  pre- 
judices, and  let  your  apostolic  aeal  be 
tempered  with  that  apostolic  prudence 
which  became  all  things  to  all  men,  that 
he  might  gain  some"— ^<  Be  wise  as  ser- 
pents, and  harmless  as  doves." 

In  prosecothig  the  duties  of  your  station^ 
you  may  in  some  instances  be  called  to 
suffer.    On  this  point  I  would  observe, 

2.  That  you  must  be  prepared  to  en* 
dure  it. 

Your  Saviour  was  a  sufferer;  he  had 
not  where  to  lay  hb  head.  The  servant 
Ss  not  greater  than  his  master ;  you  may 
therefore  be  called  to  driak  of  hb  cup, 
and  to  be  baptised  with  hb  baptbm.  Let 
none  of  these  things  move  you  ;  make 
up  your  minds  to  endure  hardness  as 
good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ  <<  1  had 
rather  die  a  Missionary,  said  onst  than 
live  a  Monarch ;  for  such  slan  most  dif- 
fer from  other  stai9  in  glory."    Count 
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not  thai  your  \bn»  dear  onto  yovnelvM, 
-•0  tlitt  yoo  may  fieish  yoarcoane  with 
joy.  Conilder  it  your  joy,  your  g^ry, 
yom  very  crown  of  rejoiciog»  «8  iodoed 
k  if ,  to  be  coQDted  worthy  to  fufler  for 
his  name  sake,  and  avoid  on  aU  occa- 
alons,  as  utterly  unworthy  of  yoor  cha- 
racter, every,  even  the  least,  disposiaon, 
to  murmur  or  repine. 

A  third  particular,  Brethren,  which  de- 
aerves  your  most  serious  attention,  is  the 
preservation  of  union  amongst  your- 
aelves.  Of  the  necessity  of  such  union, 
the  very  name  of  your  establbhmeat  wiil 
constaatly  remind  you. 

or  all  evils  that  can  befal  you,  discord 
among  yourselves  is  most  to  be  depra- 
aatad.  It  will  bring  confusion  into  your 
•ooBcils,  and  contempt  upon  yourselves, 
it  wfll  grieve  your  Saviour,  ^ndhedeaih 
tothelMMon.  See  lo  it  then,  by  aH  that 
can  influence  the  human  mind,  that  ye 
fall  not  out  by  the  way. 

If  differences  arise,  let  them  be  immedi- 
ately settled  by  the  word  of  God,  and  by 
the  constitution  of  the  Mission ;  and  If 
doubts  arise  as  to  their  construction, 
wlilch  will  seldom  if  ever  be  the  case,  let 
them  be  referred  to  this  Board.  AU 
cause  of  dissention  being  thus  removed, 
we  adjure  yon,  in  the  Master's  name,  that 
you  be  careful  to  preserve  the  unity  of  the 
spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace.  Let  each 
esteem  otiiers  as  better  than  himself^  and 
iwget  not,  we  entreat  you,  that  he  is  the 
greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  Heaven  who 
is  the  servant  of  aH. 

Let  love  then— pare,  fervent,  indisso- 
hMe,  Christian  love,  reign  in  your  hearts, 
and  wave  on  your  l>anner. 

That  yon  may  be  enabled  to  effect  all 
these  objects  to  advantage,  you  will  see 
the  necessity  of  preserving,  in  the 

4th  place,  the  power  of  religion  in  your 
own  souls.  The  fire  that  God  has  enkin- 
dled on  those  altars  must  not  be  quench- 
ed. Irksome  indeed  will  be  the  labours 
of  the  wHdemess,  and  miserably  con- 
ducted too,  if  grace  be  not  in  lively  ex- 
ercise. 

Let  your  Heathen  observers  see  the 
power  of  faith  exemplified  in  your  de- 
portment every  day.  To  this  end,  give 
yourselves  much  to  meditation  and  to 
prayer.  Call  migfatfly  on  God  for  (he  ef- 
fualoii  of  1^  spirit^^^memb^riPS,  thot  if 
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either  your  souls,  or  your  ftfisslon  te  to 
prosper,  that  will  need  more  than  ordina- 
ry help  to  meet  the  more  than  ordinary 
exigencies  of  your  situation. 

Dear  Brethren,-^You  stand  before 
God  and  thb  assembly,  to-night,  in  a 
most  interesting  attitude.  You  are  ibout 
to  leave  Fathers,  and.  Mothers,  Sisten, 
and  Brothers,  Companions,  and  FriendSy 
Muiisters  and  Altars,  and  places  endear- 
ed to  you  by  a  thousand  tender  recoNee- 
tions,  to  take  up  your  abode  with  the  sa- 
vages of  the  wHdemess,  and  perhaps  ne* 
ver  to  return.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
but  thataU  the  sensibilities  of  your  souls 
have  been  awakened,  and  all  their  feel- 
ings tried  on  thi»  occasion— but  O,  de- 
lightful thought,  you  are  going  to  do  It 
for  the  sake  of  Christ  and  of  the  Gospel. 
The  love  of  Christ  constralneth  us,  said 
the  Apostle,  and  can  you  not  say  the 
same  f  We  firmly  believe  you  can.  Too 
have  not  been  promised,  nor  have  yoa 
indeed  asked  from  us  temporal  rewards— 
we  carry  you  to  the  place  of  your  desti- 
nation—we  place  your  work  before  yoa 
—we  engage  you  in  its  toils,  but  yoor  re- 
ward must  be  in  heaven.  In  one  thing, 
however,  we  are  pledged  ;  we  wiil  not 
cease  to  remember  you  You  will  not 
only  carry  with  yod  our  best  wishes  for 
your  welfare,  but  when  we  bow  down 
before  God  in  oor  dwellings — ^when  we 
meet  him  in  oar  temples— when  we  sit 
down  at  the  Lord's  tabic,  to  commemo- 
rate the  exceeding,  the  d3rlng,  and  the 
everlasting  love  of  Christ— we  will  pour 
out  our  souls  for  you. 

So  far  as  we  can  in  any  wise  strength- 
en your  hands,  or  encourage  your  hearts,' 
we  trust  that  we  shall  not  be  wanting. — 
Go  then,  under  the  protecting  shield  of 
Omnipotence — go,  shed  a  heavenly  light 
upon  the  wilderness — ^go,  save  the  souls 
of  men,  and  serve  your .  Savioui^-and 
when  the  chief  Shepherd  shall  appear, 
he  will  give  you  the  Missionary  Crown^ 
a  crown  of  glory  that  fadeth  not  away. 

Directors  of  the  Missionary  Board,  my 
much  respected  associates  in  this  la- 
bour of  love;— Permit  me  on  the  scene 
presented  this  evening,  to  tender  you  my 
warm  and  most  affectionate  congratula- 
tion.   Thus  far  the  Lord  has  helped  us 

he  has  fulfilled  our  desires,  he  has  an- 
swered oor  prayerS;  and  we  ha?e  not  la- 
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bMred  io  vain.— How  gracioaff  tiioLord 
iflt-^^oUltbat  AfisskMMiy  Faiiiily,aad 
jum  wUI  ate  it  exMiplifi*d  before  jom 
eyes.  Tbe  Lord  has  indeed  pieceded  iiSi 
Md  has  aided  os  step  by  step  in  this 
whole  coflceto.  We  hare  a  reasonable 
pfospect  that  ear  Master's  name  will  soon 
behooowred  in  another  seetion  of  the 
Heathen  worid,  and  that  hU  glory  wUl 
appear  in  yon  vast  desolate  moral  wilder- 
Qeis.  There  the  gladtidings  of  great  joy 
win  soon  be  proclaimed-Hhere  the  sa- 
vage breast  will  be  divested  of  its  fieroci* 
ty— there  the  cry  for  Mercy  will  pierce 
Heaven's  mighty  areh,  and  reach  (he 
throne  of  him  that  showeth  mercy.— 
Praeiotts  reward !— What  era  the  (oils  of 
effecting  such  an  otyeet  to  its  nanttera- 
ble»  its  inconceivable  grandear.  May 
we  have  ^ace  given  ns  to  be  thankful  (or 
the  pasty  and  to  improve  the  future  in  all 
wisdom  and  fidelity*  energy  and  love. 
Whan  oar  lieads  ahall  lecline  on  dying 
pUlowsy  may  we  look  baf  k  upon  this 
evening  with  delighty  and  when  we  shall 
hear  of  its  issne,  on  the  shores  of  gioijt 
may  it  raise  still  hi^ier  and  higber  the 
notes  of  our  everlasting  song. 

Fnmd»  mid  bnihrent — Onr  coadjutors 
in  this  most  interesting  work— For  year 
well-timed  and  efectoal  aid,  In  preparing 
the  Missionary  Family  far  their  depar- 
ture, we  reader  you  onr  most  heartfolt 
thanks.  The  interest  yon  have  manifested 
in  thehr  behalfy  demands  onr  gratitude  to 
Heaven.  In  peribrming  your  duty,  yon 
have  rerived  our  hopes,  animated  our^ 
exertions,  and  set  an  example  to  those 
around  you  that  is  worthy  of  imitation. 

May  many  be  influenced  by  that  exam- 
ple to  do  as  you  have  done,  and  thus 
^orify  their  Saviour. 

To  the  Chrutian  females  of  this  city, 
and  of  its  vicinity,  we  feel  ourselves 
particularly  indebted.  In  tbe  prepara- 
tion of  clothing  for  the  Indian  children »

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We  embrace  this  opportunity  of  invit- 
ing our  Fellow- Christians,  of  every  age 
and  sex,  to  embark  in  some  form  or  other 
in. the  Missionary  cause.  There  is,  and 
there  can  be,  no  doubt,  that  it  wUl 
have  a  salutary  reaction  upon  tbe  Chris* 
tian  world.

Extract  offfuMdresSjdeUvered  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Ckapvum, 
Rev.  Sir, 
To  express  the  emotions  of  our  hearts 
toward  the  honourable  Board,  of  whkh 
you  are  the  organ,  and  toward  the  benevo- 
lent friends  of  tbe  Missionary  cause  in  this 
city  and  its  vicinity,  whose  contributions 
and  labours  of  love  have  been  so  prompt 
— especially  to  express  our  gratitude  to 
God  for  his  unbounded  goodness  in  giving 
us  an  opportunity  to  engage  io  tbis  blessed 
work,  and  in  furnishing  us  so  amply  with 
the  means  of  usefulness  to  the  Indians — 
language  fails.  A  faint  picture  may  pos- 
sibly be  imagined.  Read  the  promise  of 
our  Heavenly  Father,  that "  the  Heathen 
ahall  be  given  to  his  Son  for  an  inheri- 
tance and  the  uttermost  parts  of  tlie  earth 
6«r  a  possession  ;"  view  the  Angel  of  the 
evertasting  Gospel,  flying  through  tbe 
midst  of  heaven,  crying  with  a  loud  voice, 
and  saying  unto  every  nation,  and  kin- 
dred, and  tongue,  and  people,  <<  fear  God 
and  give  glory  to  him,  far  the  hour  of  his 
judgment  is  come ;"  listen  to  the  mul. 
titnde  of  the  heavenly  host,  shouting  forth 
«  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on 
earth  peace  and  good  will  to  men ;"  hear 
the  souls  of  many  of  the  poor  heathen,  le  • 
deemed  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  sweetly 
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i^fpond— "  Salvatkm  to  our  God  who 
•Hteth  OB  the  throne  end  to  the  Lamb 
for  ever  and  ever  ;'*  behold  the  dreedfal 
necessftSes  end  the  earnest  entreaties  of 
the  poor,  perishing  Indians  on  our  Wes- 
tern borders,  crying  to  us  for  succour  and 
for  deliverance  firom  the  hand  of  the  des- 
troyer ',  and  hear  the  voice  of  our  blessed 
Maimer,  commanding  us  to  go  ioto  all  the 
world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creatnre ;  and,  then,  recollect,  that  we 
have  seen  you,  in  obedience  to  the  spirit 
of  this  command,  and  with  the  holy 
flame,  burning  in  your  hearts,  combining 
your  prayers,  your  wisdom,  your  Influ- 
ence, and  your  wealth,  to  carry  forward 
this  blessed  work  of  spreading  the  Gospel 
of  our  God  and  Saviour ;— and  perhaps 
you  may  form  some  faiut  conception  of 
the  feeHags  with  which  we  commit  our 
temporal  concerns,  under  Providence,  to 
your  direction,  and  our  souls  and  the 
cause  in  which  we  are  engaged  to  the 
special  care  and  protection  of  our  Hea- 
venly Father,  of  our  God  and  your  God ! 
It  is  with  joy  and  With  confidence,  we 
make  the  tender  of  our  services.  We 
aro  well  persuaded,  that  you  will  not 
forsake^  either  us  or  the  cause,  if  we  fol- 
low in  the  steps  of  our  Divine  Master. 
The  cause  is  his,  and  it  will  prevail.  The 
blessed  Captain  of  our  salvation,  who  has 
conquered  all  our  enemies,  has  gone  be- 
fore us,  and  romoved  all  obstacles  out  of 
the  way.  If  we  are  visited  with  afflictions 
and  trials,  it  will  be  our  consolation,  that 
they  are  less  than  our  Saviour  endured. 
It  is  sufficient  for  a  servant,  that  he  be  as 
his  Master.  So  far  from  being  dismayed, 
it  b  hoped  that  we  shall  count  it  all  joy 
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if  weare  called  to  sufl'ertribulation.  The 
Grace  of  God  is  sufficient  for  us  in  all  sit- 
uations ;  and  his  strength  will  be  made 
perfect  in  our  weakness. 

We  hope  and  trust,  that  we  shaH  have 
an  Interest  in  your  prayers  continoallyy 
both  in  the  closet  and  the  family,  as  wel| 
as  in  the  house  of  God.  The  eipectatlon, 
that  we  shall  frequently  be  benefitted  by 
your  Instruction,  animates  and  eneonm- 
ges  us.  And  while  we  are  labonring  for 
the  souls  of  the  poor  Heathen  in  the  dark 
wilderness;  may  the  Divine  Spirit  be 
wHh  you,  direct  your  deliberetions  and 
proceedings,  prompt  you  to  the  ready  per- 
fbrmaoce  of  every  duty,  and  bring  down 
upon  yon  the  best  of  Heaven's  blessings. 

Let  the  people  of  this  ^ity  and  its  vi- 
cinity, who,  on  this  occasion,  have  oon- 
tributed  and  laboured  with  such  distin- 
gnished  seal  and  fidelity  in  their  Master's 
service,  be  enoonreged.  Be  not  weary 
In  well  doing,  for  in  dne  season  ye  shall 
reap  if  ye  fa^lt  not  You  shall  reap  the 
blessed  fraits  of  yonr  labour  to  the  praise 
and  glory  of  God.  A  reoord  of  yonr 
prayers  and  your  labour  of  love  is  made 
In  Heaven ;  and  eternity  shall  unfold  the 
blessed  results.  Ton  do  not  merriy  feed 
and  clothe  the  body,  but  you  become  In- 
stnimental  in  communicating  to  starving 
sonls  the  bread  of  life,  and  In  covering 
them  with  the  pore  and  beautifhl  robes 
•  of  Christ's  righteonsnets ;  and,  you  will 
meet  them,  thus  furnished,  in  Hea- 
ven. You  will  embrace  there,  and, 
with  them,  shout  forth  the  praise  of  Re- 
deeming Love,  in  eternal  anthems,  with 
such  notes  as  Angels  use  and  the  Re- 
jcleemer  owns. 
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Tus  late  arrivals  from  England  hare  furnished  very  interesting  iDteUigence 
from  the  Georgian  and  Society  Islands.  The  celebration  of  the  first  Anniver- 
sary of  the  Auxiliary  Missionary  Society  at  Otaheite ;  the  formation  of  similar 
Institutions  on  the  Islands  of  Huaheine  and  Raiatea ;  the  erection  at  Otaheite^ 
of  a  Royal  Mission  Chapel,  71£  feet  in  length  and  54  in  breadth ;  the  open- 
ing of  the  Chapel  for  public  worship,  in  the  presence  of  more  than  Jwe  thau" 
9and  people ;  the  promulgation  of  a  new  code  of  laws,  grounded  on  the  naoral 
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principles  contained  in  tiie  Bible ;  and  the  Baptism  of  the  king ;  are  among  ttt 
topics  of  intelligence,  which  we  are  now  enabled  to  present  to  our  readers. 
The  particulars,  as  given  below,  were  received  in  London,  b  July  last,  and' 
were  published  in  the  Church  Missionary  Renter  of  that  month.

UONDON  MISSIONJRY  SOCIETY. 

General  StaU  of  the  Mission. 

In  an  Annual  Circular,  dated  May 
18,  1819,  the  Miasiooaries  at  these 
Islands  give  the  foHowing  account  of 
the  state  of  the  Mission  :— 

In  reviewing  the  affairs  of  tbi4  Miflsion 
for  tbepast  year,  we  have,  on  the  wbole» 
grei^t  cause  tor  gratitude  and  praise  to 
God  our  Saviour.  The  Brethren  at  Eimeo, 
and  at  the  Ihree  stations  in  Otabeite, 
have  preoeeded  in  their  labours ;  and.the 
work  of  God,  we  trust,  has  been  carried 
on  in  the  hearts  of  many. 

We  had  looked  forward  to  the  yeariy 
Meeting  in  AAay,  when  we  should  all  as- 
semble together;  and  had  resolved,  after 
that  Meeting,  to  baptise  such  as  were 
proper  subjepts  among  the  Natives,  and 
to  form  them  into  Churches.  That  Meet- 
ing having  taken  place,  and  we  being 
•bout  to  return  to  our  respective  stations, 
we  now  lay  before  yon  the  particulars. 
We  have  bad  a  Missionary  week  indeed ! 
and  a  pleasing  and  animating  time  it  has 
been  to  us  all. 

FmnaHan  at  Otaheite,  of  an  Jhtxilia- 
ry  Missionary  Society. 

Many  of  our  readers  are  probably 
already  informed  that  a  Missionary 
Society  was  established  at  Otaheite  in 
May  1818.  The  following  particu- 
lars of  that  event,  however,  have  not, 
until  now,  been  published  in  thb  coun- 
try:- 

The  day  appointed  for  proposing  the 
formation  of  an  Auxiliary  Society  was 
May  the  13th.  On  Monday  preceding, 
the  King  came  into  the  Chapel  at  the 
Qoestion-Mceting,  and  told  the  people  to 
come  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  and  pray 
for  the  growth  of  the  word  of  God ;  and 
that  Notti  (Br.  Nott)  would  preach  to 
them,  after  which  he  himself  had  a  <'pa- 
rau  hi  pota,"  «  a  little  short  speech,"  to 


say  to  them ;  which  eicited  their  curiosi. 
ty  greatly,  and  every  one  was  inquiring 
what  the  King's  « liule  short  speech"  was. 

Wednesday  arrived— when  a  great 
number  of  people  assembled  ;  up^ard^it 
is  supposed,  of  2000.  As  H  was  Impos- 
sible to  have  worship  in  the  Chapel,  we 
went  under  a  shady  grove  of  cocoa-nut 
trees  close  by.  Mr.  Nott  preached  on 
Philip  and  the  Eunich ;  before  he  had 
done,  the  King  called  out  to  him  to  leave 
off,  for  he  wished  to  say  a  little  to  the 
people :  soon  after  Mr.  Nott  concluded, 
and  the  King  began  thus  ;~ 

**  My  Friends !  I  have  a  little  short 
speech  to  say :  pay  particular  attention 
that  you  may  understand." 

He  began  his  address  in  a  very  Judi- 
cious manner,  telling  them  how  much  of 
their  time  was  taken  op  in  worshipping 
idols,  what  a  deal  of  work  they  did  for 
theu*  false  gods— the  whole  of  their  pro- 
perty consumed — their  cloth,  their  pigs, 
their  fish,  their  canoes,  and  all  their 
strength,  time,  and  property,  were  spent 
in  the  service  of  an  idol ;  a  piece  of  wood, 
or  a  cocoa-nut  husk-— and  even  their  own 
lives  in  hundreds  were  sacrificed — and 
this  was  all  for  a  deception,  for  a  false 
god.  And  he  had  a  little  speech  to  pro- 
pose to  them,  which  he  thought  it  was 
right  for  them  to  agree  to  t  and  if  they 
did,  well  and  good;  but  if  not,  it  was 
still  good.  But  this  was  the  little  speech 
he  had  to  propose  to  them,  that  they 
should  collect  a  little  property  for  assist- 
ing in  spreading  the  Grospcl.  He  eiplain- 
ed  the  means  by  which  we  were  brought 
hither:  it  was  by  giving  money  to  the  cap- 
tains of  ships — for  the  Natives  have  a 
singular  notion  that  we  can  go  on  board 
of  a  ship  as  they  go  on  board  of  one 
another's  canoes,  and  go  where  we  like — 
but  the  King  told  (hem  that  that  was  not 
the  case ',  hut  a  great  quantity  of  money 
was  given  to  the  captains  before  they 
would  bring  us,  and  that  was  obtained  by 
good  people,  who  wished  the  word  of 
God  to  grow,  giving  money— and  all  the  i 
little  moitey  was  collected  to  one  big 
money,  by  which  means  they  now  en- 
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joyed  Om  Uetslogs  of  the  Gospel  -,  end 
he  thought  it  was  right  that  they  shoold 
use  their  endeevoarB  to  send  the  Goapel 
to  other  lands>  who  are  as  they  opce  were. 
He  said,  althoagh  they  had  no  mooey, 
yet  they  might  give  pigs,  arrow-root,  oi), 
and  cotton,  to  buy  money  with.  To 
provoke  them  to  emulation  in  this  good 
woric,  he  adverted  to  the  formation  of 
Societies  among  the  Hottentots,  &c.  In 
Africa ;  and  to  their  contributing  where 
they  have  no  money,  their  sheep  and 
other  property,  for  the  furtherance  of 
the  GospeL  At  the  close  of  his  speech, 
he  desired  the  people  to  signify  their  ap- 
probation of  fhe  plan  proposed,  and  their 
wlUingness  to  consent  to  it,  by  holding 
up  their  right  hands.  This  was  instantly 
done,  and  not  a  hand  was  observed  down 
in  all  the  large  assembly.  It  would  have 
warmed  the  coldest  heart,  to  behold  so 
large  a  congregation  of  Otaheitans,  hea- 
ded by  their  King,  assembled  for  the  pur- 
pose of  eitendlng  the  Kingdom  of  the 
Redeemer. 

Roles  for  the  Society  have  been  drawn 
up  in  the  Otaheitan  language,  by  brother 
Nott,  which  are  to  be  printed  and  put  up 
in  all  places  of  worship  throughout  Ota- 
heite  and  Eimeo. 

Rotfol  Minim  Ckapd  at  OtaheUe. 

This  buUdiDg  was  completed,  and 
opened  for  public  worship,  in  May, 
1819.  Of  its  structure  and  dimen- 
sions,  the  Missionaries  give  the  follow- 
ing description : — 

Pemare  has  lately  erected  a  very  long 
building  at  Papaoa,  and  devoted  it  to  the 
meetings  of  the  Missionary  Society,  which 
was  formed  last  year.  This  buUdiog  we 
denominate  the''  Royal  Mission  ChapeL" 

It  b  712  feet  long  by  64  wide.  The 
ridge  pole,  or  middle,  is  supported  by  36 
massy  pillars  of  the  bread-fruit  tree.  The 
outside  posts  all  round  the  house  are  280. 
It  has  133  windows  of  sliding  shutters, 
and  29  doors.  Tbe  ends  are  of  a  semi- 
circular form.  There  are  three  square 
pulpits,  about  260  feet  apart  from  one 
another;  those  toward  each  extremity 
being  about  100  feet  from  the  ends  of  the 
house.  It  is  filled  with  forms,  except  an 
area  before  each  pulpit,  and  laid  with  dry 
grass.  Tbe  rafters  are  covered  with  a 
fine  hind  of  fringed  matting,  which  is 
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bound  on  with  ooffds  of  variooi  eolooia,  in 
a  very  neat  manner ;  and  the  ends  of  thft 
matting  are  left  hanging  down,  like  the 
flags  hi  St  Paul's  cathedral.  The  whole 
building  u  surrounded  with  a  very  strong 
fence  of  wood,  and  the  sptoe  between  it 
and  the  building  is  filled  with  gravel. 

The  piwfiglous  length  of  thia  piaoe  ren- 
ders it  inconvenient;  but  it  n  supposed 
that  Pomare,  having  acknowledged  the 
only  living  and  true  God,  was  determined 
that  the  buildlag  erected  for  His  honour 
shoold  far  eioeed  any  edifice  foimeriy 
dcvvKed  to  the  idols  of  the  country. 

Missionary  ioeek  at  OtaheUe* 
<'T1ie  second  week  mMay,  1819, 
was  observed  at  Otaheite  as  a  Mis- 
donary  week.  On  Monday,  May 
19th,  a  Meeting  was  held  preparatoiy 
to  the  General  Meeting  of  the  Socle*> 
ty :  on  Toesday  was  the  opmhig  of 
the  Royal  Mission  Chapd:  on  Wed- 
nesday, the  Sermons  of  the  Auxllioy 
Blissionary  Society  were  preached  > 
Thursday  was  a  kind  of  state  day, 
and  occupied  in  the  promulgation  of 
a  new  code  of  Laws :  on  Friday,  the 
First  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Mission- 
ary Society  was  held :  and  the  whole 
was  followed  by  the  baptism  of  tbe 
King,  on  Sunday  the  16th  of  May." 

Opening  i^  the  Royal  Missim  ChapeL 

Of  the  ceremony  observed  on  tht» 
occasion,  the  Missionaries  give  the 
followbg  account : — 

Tuesday  being  the  day  appointed  for 
the  opening  of  the  Royal  Mission  Cha- 
pel, about  eleven  o'clock,  we  met  the 
King  at  the  east  end  of  the  house.  He 
was  dressed  in  a  white  shirt,  with  a  neat 
variegated  mat  round  his  loins;  and  • 
tiputa  over  all,  coloured  and  ornament- 
ed with  red  and  yellow.  The  Queen  and 
principal  women  were  dressed  in  native 
clothing,  with  an  English  frill  round  the 
neck.  The  assembled  thousands  were 
clean,  and  dressed  in  their  best. 

We  took  our  stations  according  to  ap- 
pointment: Brother  Piatt  in  the  west 
pulpit,  Brother  Darling'  in  the  middle ; 
and  Brother  Crpok  in  the  east.  The 
King  sat  in  the  east  end  of  the  house. 
Brother  Bourne,  from  the  middle  pulpit^ 
cemmenced  tbe  service,  by  giving  out 


hfvuk  Um  tbird  ia  oar OlAbftkean  coUec- 
tien,  with  a  very  shrill  and  penetrating 
yoke>  whieh  was  heard  from  one  end 
of  the  house  to  the  others  The  whole 
congregation  stood  up  and  sung.  Each 
preacher  then  read  Luke  xiv.  and  prayed. 
Sermons  oommeneed  abont  the  same 
dmOk  Brother  .Darling's  text  was  Isa. 
Iti.  7;  Brother  Piatt's^  Lok^  xir.  22; 
and  Brother  Crook's,  Exod.  xx.  24.  The 
sermoos  being  ended  nmch  abont  the 
same  time,  all  the  congregation  sung 
again,  and  the  whole  was  concluded  with 
prayer. 

The  scene  was  striking  beyond  descrip- 
tion. No  confusion  ensued  from  three 
speakers  preaching  all  at  once  in  the  same 
'  house,  as  they  were  at  such  a  great  dis- 
tance from  one  anotiier.  We  suppose  the 
number  oC  hearen  to  have  been  between 
6000  and  6000. 

Apprehensions  were  entertained,  from 
bringing  so  many  parties  together,  who 
had  ever  been  at  variance,  and  who  still 
seem  jealoos  of  one  another.  Pomare 
had  been  Informed  that  some  people 
would  oome  iu  with  guns,  and  fire  in 
upon  them  from  the  windows;  and  he 
had  taken  the  precaution  to  (dace  two 
prine^  persons  on  whom  he  could  de- 
pend, at  each  door  and  window;  but 
every  thing  was  very  peaceable  and  or- 
derly, and  not  the  least  disturbance  oc- 
curred. ''Purely,"  said  some,  *' there 
will  be  no  war ;  for  all  the  people  have 
lefi  their  arms  at  home,  and  have  brought 
the  old  and  decrepid,  the  children,  the 
lame,  and  the  blind  !"--a  thing  that  was 
never  done  in  any  of  their  great  meet- 
ings before. 

We  met  together  in  the  afternoon  to 
attend  to  tlie  internal  concerns  of  the  So- 
ciety ;  and  departed  to  our  lodgings, 
much  gratified,  and  praisiDg  God  for  what 
we  had  seen  and  heard. 

F£t9t  Anniversary  of  ike  AuxiHary 
Missionary  Society, 

In  relation  to  the  preparatory  Meet- 
iDg  on  Monday  ;  the  delivery  of  the 
Missionary  Sermons  on  Wednesday ; 
and  the  Meeting  of  the  Society  for 
the  transaction  of  busmess  on  Friday ; 
the  Missionaries  write  as  follows  :— 

On  Monday t  preparatory  to  the  Gene- 
ral Meeting  of  the  Society^,  the  Brethren 
September,  1820.

assembled  at  Papaoa.  The  people  were 
encamped  on  each  side  of  it,  along  the 
sea-beach  to  the  extent  of  abont  four 
miles.  They  soon  assembled  togedier, 
to  pay  their  respects  to  the  King>  and 
made  a  grand  appearance,  beUig  decent- 
ly arranged  in  white  native  clothing. 

The  Brethren  met  the  King  and  the 
Chiefs  ia  the  usual  place  of  worship,  ac- 
cording to  the  appointmeat  of  PomarCf 
who  had  judiciously  arranged  all  the  ser- 
vices and  business  of  the  week.  Brother 
Darling  began  with  singing,  reading  the 
scriptures,  and  prayer*  The  King  then 
proceeded  to  business.  He  first  wrote 
his  own  name,  and  his  gift  to  the  Mis- 
sionary Society,  (eight  hogs;J  and  hav- 
ing written  the  name  of  his  prineipal  Go* 
vemor,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  he  de« 
sired  each  of  us  to  write  our  names,  with 
our  donations.  In  the  same  manner  he 
proceeded  with  all  the  Governors,  writ- 
ing their  names  and  contributions.  Po* 
mare  called  on  Brother  Crook  to  con-, 
elude  the  meeting,  with  a  short  exhorta* 
tion,  singing,  and  prayer. 

On  Wednesday  f  it  bniog  the  beginning 
of  the  anniversary  of  the  Parent  Society f 
the  day  was  regarded  with  peculiar  into* 
rest.  About  half  past  ten,  the  King  ar- 
rived. It  was  as  numerous  and  respecta- 
ble a  Meeting  as  that  of  Tuesday.  Bro- 
ther Henry  occupied  the  east  pulpit,  an4 
preached  from  Ps.  Ixxxvi.  8,  9.  Brother 
Wilson,  in  the  middle  pulpit,  preached 
from  Isa.  xxxv.  2.  Brother  Bicknell,  ia 
the  west  pulpit,  preached  from  Luke  x.  2. 
In  the  afternoon,  about  half  past  threcf 
we  assembled  again.  Brother  Darting, 
in  the  east  pnlpit,  preached  from  2  Tbess. 
iii.  1 ;  Brother  Bourne,  in  the  middle  pul- 
pit, from  Ps.  cxxxvL  1 ;  and  Brother 
Crook  in  the  west  pulpit,  from  Xuke  xvi. 
H  Weretured  in  the  evening,  praising 
God,  and  entreating  him  to  bless  all  our 
attempts  to  promote  hb  glory. 

On  Friday^  we  attended  to  the  busi- 
ness of  tlie  Missionary,  Society. 
.  We  met  the  King,  as  President,  and  all 
the  Governors,  Officers,  and  Members,  in 
the  Boyal  Mission  Cliapel. 

Brother  Bicknell  began  with  a  short 
address,  singing  and  prayer. 

Brother  Wilson  then  addressed  Tat« 
and  the  Society,  and  concluded  by  mov-^^ 
iug,  "  That  we  thank   Pomare  for  his 
princely  conduct,  as  President  of  this 
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SwMyf  Md  for  iu8  rajal  coBtribotioB ; 
and  that  he  be  ra^uetted  to  take  hii  aeat 
asPretideiit  Utami  rose,  and  fiqiport- 
ed  the  niotion.  Tati  then  addressed  the 
people,  and  pat  the  motion,  which  was 
unanimoasly  agreed  to.  The  King  then 
took  his  seat,  and  addressed  the  people, 
exhorting  them  to  be  firm  in  their  at- 
tachment to  the  Society,  and  to  continue 
their  subscriptions  and  support  till  death. 
The  people,  to  signify  their  hearty  con- 
sent to  what  Pomare  had  said,  held  up 
their  hands. 

Brother  Darling  then  addressed  the 
Fresidenti  and  spoke  of  the  encouraging 
eirenmstances  of  the  Society,  moving, 
"  That  the  Treasurer  put  the  property  on 
board  the  first  convenient  ship,  and  send 
it  to  the  best  market ;  and  that  the  Se- 
cretary do  write  a  letter  to  accompany 
it,  to  the  Rev.  George  Burder,  Secretary 
to  the  Parent  Society ;  and  that  the  neat 
proceeds  be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of 
tho  Missionary  Society,  London."  This 
was  seconded  by  Tati ;  when  the  Presi- 
dent put  it,  and  it  was  carried  unani- 
mously. 

Brother  Crook  then  addressed  the  Pre- 
sident, spoke  of  the  great  quantity  of 
property  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Trea- 
surer, kc ;  and  concluded,  by  moving, 
«  That  a  vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  the 
Treasuror  and  Secretary,"  which  was  also 
carried  unanimously. 

Brother  Bourne  proposed)  **  That  a 
vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  all  the  Gover- 
nors, In  their  various  departments,  for 
their  diligent  and  active  services  on  ac- 
count of  the  Society."  Hitoti  seconded 
the  motion ;  which,  being  put,  was  uni- 
versally agreed  to. 

Brother  Piatt  then  addressed  the  Pre- 
sident; and  moved,  «  That  the  thanks  of 
the  meeting  be  given  to  the  various 
Treasurers  and  Secretaries  under  the  re- 
spective Governors."  Brother  Crook 
supported  thb  motion,  which  was  also 
carried. 

Lastly,  Brother  Henry  proposed,  That 
a  vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  the  Gover- 
nors, Officers,  and  Members  of  Eimeo, 
for  their  active  co-operation."  This  mo- 
tion was  supported  by  Ahuriro,  and  car- 
ried,  as  all  the  rest  were,  by  an  universal 
show  of  hands. 

The  King  then  addressed  the  Cover- 


■ors,  OAeeif ,  and  Memban  of  the  So- 
ciety,  exhorting  them  to  perMvereln  tUi 
delightfol  work;  observing,  that  dae 
notice  would  be  given  them  ae  to  what 
should  be.  collected  for  the  nest  yaaiv 
whether  oil,  cotton,  or  any  other  artiola. 
Brother  Crook  addressed  the  whole  So- 
ciety, and  exhorted  them  to  pemveie  la 
this  glorious  work,  which  rejoiced  em 
hearts,  and  would  certainly  caase  tho 
hearts  of  thousands  to  rejoice  with  va. 
Brother  Bourne  gave  oota  hymn;  in  the 
shiging  of  which,  our  united  voices  were 
completely  drowned  by  the  aativea* 
Brother  Wilson  prajred;  and  Brother 
Henry  gave  notice  of  the  services  on  tho 
ensuing  Sabbath. 

Pomare  dined  with  us  at  Brother  Bick- 
neU*s,  and  was  very  aflaUe  and. pleasant. 
He  proposed  to  us,  that  we  pd>tish  tils 
wish  as  widely  as  possible,  that  it  moj 
be  known  by  aU  Europe,  Ameriea,  Ite* 
vis.  that  he  moans  to  consider  Palmers- 
ton^Island  as  a  place  for  Otaheitean  eon* 
victs,  and  that  no  vessel  shall  take  any 
of  them  away  on  any  account. 

Five  thousand  copies  of  an  Address  to 
the  Society,  written  by  Brother  Henry, 
and  printed  by  Brother  Bonmo*  worn 
given  to  the  various  Governors  of  th# 
Society,  and  were  received  with  thm 
greatest  eagerness  imaginable. 

Pramidgaiion  pftke  Laws. 

Of  this  important  event  in  the  hii- 
tory  of  Otabeite,  the  letters  of  the 
Missionaries  detail  the  following  par- 
ticulars:— 

Thursday  being  the  day  appointed  for 
promulgating  the  Laws,  about  noon  we 
all  assembled  in  the  comer  of  the  MIs- 
siouaiy  Chapel. 

The  King  requested  Brother  Crook  to 
open  the  business  of  the  day.  He  ascend- 
ed the  pulpit,  and  Pomare  followed. 

After  singing,  reading  the  Soriptores, 
and  prayer,  the  King  stood  up,  and  look- 
ed upon  the  thousands  of  hu  subjects  on 
his  right  and  left.  Addressing  himself  to 
Tati,  the  pious  Chief  of  the  soottiera 
part  of  the  Island,  he  said,  «  Tati,  what 
is  your  deshre  ?  what  can  1  do  for  3^00  ?" 
Tati,  who  sat  nearly  opposite  the  pul{rft, 
arose,  and  said,  •*  Those  are  what  we 
want — ^the  papers  which  you  hold  in  your 
hand,  the  Laws:  give  them  to  us  that 
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w«  may  have  tkem  in  our  hands,  that 
we  may  i«gard  them,  and  do  what  b 
right"  The  King  then  addressed  him- 
ielf  to  Utami,  the  good  Chief  of  the 
Teoropaa;  and  in  an  affectionate  man- 
ner, said,  «  Utami,  and  what  is  your 
desire  ?"  He  replied,  *'  One  thing  only 
H  desii^d  by  ns  all,  that  which  Tati  has 
expressed— the  Laws,  which  yon  hold  fai 
yonr  hand."  The  King  then  addressed 
Arahn,  the  Chief  of  £imeo,  and  Veve 
the  Chief  of  Talarabn,  nearly  in  the 
same  manner,  and  they  replied  as  the 
others  had  done. 

Fomare  then  proceeded  to  read  and 
comment  upon  the  laws  respecting  mur- 
der, theft,  trespass,  stolen  property,  lost 
property,  sabbath-breaking,  rebellion, 
marriage,  adultery,  the  judges,  court- 
houses, &c.  in  eighteen  articles.  Afler 
reading  and  explaining  the  several  arti* 
das,  he  asked  the  Chiefs  if  they  approved 
of  them.  They  replied  aloud,  <'  We  agree 
to  them,^-we  heartily  agree  to  them.** 
The  King  then  addressed  the  People,  and 
desired  them,  if  they  approved  of  the 
Laws  to  signify  the  same  by  lifting  up 
their  right  hands.  This  was  unanimously 
done,  with  a  remarkable  rushing  noise, 
owing  to  the  thousands  of  arms  being 
lifted  at  once. 

When  ^Pomare  eame  to  the  article  on 
rebellion,  stirring  up  war,  &c.  he  seemed 
inclined  to  pass  ever  it,  but  after  a  while 
proceeded.  At  the  conclusion  of  that  ar- 
ticle, Tati  was  not  contented  with  signify- 
ing bis  approbation  In  the  usual  way 
only ;  Init,  standing  up,  be  ca]led,-'in  a 
spirited  manner,  to  all  his  people  to  lift 
op  (heir  hands  again,  even  both  bands, 
he  setting  the  example,  which  was  uni- 
versally followed. 

Thus  all  the  articles  were  passed  and 
approved. 

Br.  Henry  concluded  the  meeting  with 
a  short  address,  prayer,  and  blessing. 

This  scene  may  be  better  conceived  than 
described :  to  see  a  King  giving  Laws  to 
hfa  people  with  a  regard  to  the  authority 
of  the  Word  of  God,  and  a  people  receiv- 
ing the  same  with  such  universal  satisfac- 
tion, was  a  subject  very  affecting  to  us  all. 
The  King  has  undertaken  to  write  out  a 
fair  copy  of  the  Laws  for  the  press,  and  to 
send  a  circular  letter  tor  all  tbe  (Sovemors 
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on  the  Mbject  of  edacadon,  pressing  on 
parents  the  hnportance  of  getting  their 
ehOdren  instmeted. 


Baptism  of  King  Pamart. 

The  account  of  Hiia  tolemn  and  In- 
terestiDg  event  is  given  as  follows  :— 

Pomare  has  lately  expressed  an  earnest 
desire  for  Baptism,  engaging  to  devote 
hiqnselfto  the  Lord,  and  to  put  away 
every  sin,  and  every  appearance  of  evil. 
He  has  had  conferences  with  some  of  the 
brethren  on  the  subject ;  and  has  also 
written  to  us,  expressing  a  deep  sense  of 
his  sinfulness  and  unworthiness,  a  firm 
dependence  on  the  blood  of  Christ  for 
pardon,  and  an  earnest  desire  to  give  him- 
self to  the  Lord  in  Baptism.  As  It  appear* 
ed  to  be  the  voice  of  the  nation,  and  par- 
ticularly of  the  most  pious  Chiefs,  and  as 
his  conduct  has  been  so  constant  in  teach- 
ing and  promoting  Religion,  we  resolved 
to  baptize  him.  Tbe  Baptism  was  fixed 
for  Sunday,  the  16th  of  May.  Da  that 
day,  the  Congregations  were  again  assem- 
bled in  the  Chapel  Royal.  The  people 
were  not  so  numerous  as  l>efore,  owing 
to  their  having  been  so  long  from  home  ; 
and  being  pinched  for  food  many  had  re- 
turned. However  we  had  still  between 
four  and  five  thousand  hearers. 

Br.  Wilson  occupied  the  east  pulpit, 
Br.  Henry  the  west,  and  Br.  Bicknell  the 
middle.  They  all  preached  from  the 
same  subject — the  commission  of  our 
Lord  to  his  Disciples,  to  disciple  and  bap- 
tise all  nations,  Matt,  xxviii.  18 — ^20. 

Sermons  being  ended,  we  all  closed 
round  the  King,  he  being  seated  on  tbe 
occasion,  in  the  centre,  near  tbe  middle 
pnlpit.  Br.  Bourne  commenced  by  giving 
out  a  Hymn,  which  was  sung  try  the  Con- 
gregation. After  prayer  by  Br.  Bicknell, 
the  King  stood  up.  Br.  Bicknell  stood  on 
the  steps  of  the  pulpit,  and,  taking  the 
water,  poured  it  on  his  bead,  baptishig  him 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Ghost.  The  sight  was  very  moving,  es- 
pecially to  our  elder  brethren,  who  had 
been  watching  over  bira  for  so  many 
years.  Br.  Bicknell  addressed  the  King 
with  firmness,  yet  not  without  a  degree  of 
tremour,  entreating  him  to  walk  worthy 
of  his  high  profession  In  the  conspicuoutp 
situation  which  he  holds  before  the  eyes 
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•f  meo,  aog«lB,  ami  God  bimseUl  Br. 
Henry  addressed  the  people,  exborting 
them  to  follow  the  example  of  the  King, 
and  to  give  themseWes  up  to  the  Lord* 
Another  hymn  was  sang,  and  Br.  Wilson 
concladed  the  whole  with  pnyer. 

FOmare  shook  hands  affectionately  with 
an  the  Missionaries,  they  being  stationed 
by  his  own  desire,  at  his  right  and  left 
hand.  After  the  eeremony,  the  King  re- 
fired  to  his  camp. 

Eagenustfor  (he  Scripiuna. 

Od  this  subject,  the  Mistdonaries 
girt  the  following  statement  :^- 

The  impression  of  St  Lake's  Gospel, 
in  the  Otaheitean  language,  is  now  com- 
pleted, r'as.  3,000  copies;  and  althoogh 
we  demand,  as  formerly  mentioned,  a 
quantity  of  cocoa-nut  oil,  as  the  price  of 
each  copy,  to  help  in  defraying  the  ex- 
pense of  printing  more,  yet  the  people 
manifest  the  utmost  eagerness  to  obtain 
them.  Indeed,  the  miser's  thirst  for  gold 
aannot  exceed  the  thirst  of  these  people 
lor  this  portion  of  the  Word  of  God ;  and 
it  is  matter  of  much  concern  to  us,  that 
great  numbers  Must  go  without  an^f,  for 
the  present. 

Many  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Falli- 
ser*s,  and  other  islands  te  the  eastward  of 
Otaheite,  have  also  demolished  their 
idols,  and  become  professed  worshippers 
of  the  true  God ;  and  320  of  them  lately 
came  to  these  islands  in  order  to  obtain 
books.  Some  elementary  books  have 
been  given  to  them,  but  it  grieves  us  that 
we  cannot  let  tbem  have  more. 

Thus  the  leaven  of  the  Gospel  continues 
to  spread  among  the  islands ',  and  will, 
we  trust,  not  cease  to  do  so,  till  it  has 
leavened  the  whole. 

In  a  letter  to  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society,  the  same  Missionaries 
Ihus  remark : 

Three  hundred  copies  of  the  Gospel  of 
Bt  Luke,  fell  to  the  share  of  this  island ; 
and  though  we  had  neither  title-page  nor 
binding,  but  simply  the  sheets  as  they 
came  from  the  press,  as  soon  as  it  was 
known  that  we  had  them,  Brother  Hen- 
ry's house  was  surrounded  by  a  crowd 
which  we  verily  thought  would  have  roa> 
ferially  injured  it.  Vfe  wished  the  peo- 
ple to  wait  till  we  could  get  something  to 
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cover  the  books,  lest  they  ahowld  soon  be 
destroyed,  by  being  delivered  in  Atets. 
**  No,  no,"  said  they,  "  let  us  have  then 
in  our  hands."  The  vessel  being  about 
to  sail  with  the  Brethren  to  leeward, 
Brother  Henry  told  the  natives  that  he 
would  not  distribute  a  single  copy  till  it 
was  gone.  As  soon  as  the  vessel  waa  out- 
side of  the  reef,  the  people  assembled 
again,  exclaiming,  <<  The  ship  is  gone , 
let  us  have  our  books."  In  the  mean 
time,  we  requested  the  Chief  of  every 
district  to  give  us  a  list  of  the  namea  of 
those  who  could  read,  that  as  our  supply 
was  inadequate,  we  might  divide  thent 
In  the  most  equitable  manner.  Havi]^ 
obtained  this  list,  we  distributed  the  co- 
pies accordingly ;  and  gave  them  to  each 
Chief  to  divide  them  in  the  best  manner 
that  he  could  among  the  people.  This 
pleased  them  much.  Every  district  by 
this  means  received  a  few;  and  we  are 
now  happy  to  say,  that  tliere  is  scarcely 
one  left  unbound.  Indeed  it  was  re- 
markable with  what  diligenoe  they  got 
the  skins  of  goats,  dogs,  &c.  for  the  pur- 
pose of  binding  them  themselves ',  and 
from  the  observation  which  they  have 
made  of  our  work,  they  have  bound 
them  strongly  and  neatly.  Never  did  we 
see  such  eagerness  for  the  Word  of  God ! 

We  have  now  more  than  6000  readers, 
and  the  number  will  probably  soon  be 
doubled. 

We  wish  to  print  10,000  copies  of  the 
Gospels  and  of  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles ; 
which,  while  we  view  the  very  great  pro- 
gresi  which  the  natives  make  in  learning, 
and  their  urgent  desire  to  otUaln  and 
know  lUe  Word  of  God,  we  expect  will 
not  supply  their  wants.  Multitudes  can 
now  read,  with  ease,  the  Gospel  of  St. 
Luke ;  and  their  desure  to  teach  others 
the  Word  of  God,  seems  to  grow  with 
their  own  knowledge. 

It  is  common  to  sfee  those  who  have 
been  taught  to  read,  sitting  in  circles  in 
the  cooling  shade,  or  in  their  own  houses, 
teaching  those  who  know  not.  Not  con- 
tent merely  with  what  they  learn  at 
school,  they  frequently  sit  in  circles  till 
midnight  teaching  one  another. 

In  some  of  the  Islands,  where  a  Mis- 
sionary has  never  resided,  the  Natives  can 
read  and  write ;  and  many  have  known 
how  to  teach  their  neighbours,  before 
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tbtir  Bamw  were  erer  enrolled  In  the 
SdioolBook. 

The  Printing  Press,  it  is  stat- 
ed, has  been  remoTed  from  Eimeo 
to  Huaheine;  and  two  additional 
presses  have  been  sent  to  them  from 
London.; 

Prayers  of  Ae  MtUves. 

«  At  the  time  of  Morning  and  Even- 
ing Prayer,  the  natives  have  been 
heard  to  utter  such  petitions  as  the 
following" : — 

Jehovah-!  Thou  art  the  true  God- 
there  b  none  else.  Then  alone  art  oar 
hiding-place.  Tbon  alone  hast  sent  as 
teachers,  that  oar  hearts  may  he  enlight- 
ened ;  that  we  may  know  the  ain  of  oar 
hearts ;  that  we  may  know  the  love  of 
Jesas  Christ,  the  Son  of  Crod ;  and  that 
we  may  also  know  the  will  of  God. 

Bless  oar  Teachers— let  them  not  die 
soon,  nor  be  sick  with  disease.  Make 
them  diligent,  that  they  may  know  oar 
langaage,  and  tell  as  the  Word  of  God, 
the  good  Word.  Bless  also  the  Teachers 
in  Britahi,  and  the  Brethren  who  be- 
lieve !

RUAHKIKX. 

FmfmtimofanJhuiUaryMuwmwry 

An  Auiillary  Blissionary  Society  was 
formed  in  this  Island,  on  the  6th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1818 ;  when  a  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  and  Governors,  with  a  Se- 
cretary for  each  Governor,  were  ap- 
pointed. Every  contrfbutor  of  five  bam- 
boos of  cocoa-nnt  oil,  or  three  balls  of 
pia  (arrow-root),  or  one  pig,  or  foap 
baskets  of  cotton,  was  to  be  considered 
a  Member;  bat  smaller  eontribatlons 
would  be  received.  It  was  also  agreed, 
that  an  Annual  Meeting  of  all  the  Mem- 
bers should  be  held  in  the  great  place  of 
worship,  at  Apootava. 

Fir$t  .anniversary  of  Ihe  Jhuniuiry 
Missionary  Society. 
This  was  held  on  the  18th  of  May, 
1819.     In  the  morning,  there  was  a 


Prayer-Meetiflgf  eondaeted  by  Ae  people 
themselves.  In  the  forenoon,  Mr.  Nott 
preached  from  Lake  i.  27.  J9nd  thy 
neighbour  ss  thyself.  There  was  a  great 
congregation ;  most  of  the  inhabitant  of 
Hoahehie  bmng  present,  as  also  Tapa^ 
and  other  Chiels  from  Baiatea. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  people  asseasbled 
again,  when  Mr.  Ellis  prayed,  and  a£leiw 
waid  stated  to  them,  what  had  been  done 
in  Africa  by  those  who  believed  the  word 
of  God ;  how  they  had  eontribotedtheiff 
property.  In  order  that  others  might 
Imow  the  Word. 

After  this,  Mahine  addressed  tiie  peo- 
ple ;  reminding  them  of  their  former  di- 
ligence, laboar,  and  expense,  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  false  gods,  that  wicked  and 
unprofitable  service ;  and  that  to  exceed 
in  hearty  diligence,  ia  the  service  of  the 
true  God,  is  nothing  but  right.  The  ser^ 
vice  of  the  idols  Is  evil— that  of  God 
truly  good— 4iis  Word  the  means  of  sal- 
vation :  let  then  our  diligence  greaUy 
exceed. 

Thenf  followed  Tana,  Auna,  TotorOj 
and  Tamairia,  much  to  the  same  purpose ; 
stirring  up  the  people  to  persevere,  and 
to  contribate  afresh  the  ensuing  year. 

Mahine  then  again  addressed  them  all, 
saying,  ^  If  agreeable  to  you  to  oontri- 
bute  again  this  new  year,  hold  up  your 
hands ;  If  not,  keep  them  down."  All 
hands  wore  up  instantly.  Then  he  spoke 
again,  **  The  officers— shall  they  continue 
in  their  office  ?  If  agreeable,  hands  up!'* 
All  hands  were  held  up.  ^  An  account 
of  our  Society,  shall  it  be  printed  ?"  All 
held  up  their  hands. 

After  this,  Tana,  the  general  Seereta- 
ry,  gave  an  account  of  the  contributions 
of  the  diflferent  districts  toward  promot- 
ing a  knowledge  of  the  Word  of  God, 
those  of  Haaheine,  Raiatea,  &c. 

When  the  qpntributions  of  each  divi- 
sion of  the  Islands  were  summed  up,  th» 
total  amount  appeared  to  be— 3,»86  ohe- 
moH,  or  bamboos  of  oil ;  98  buaa,  or 
pigs;  96taamu-pia,  or  balls  of  pia,  (ar- 
row-roof.) 


State  qfihe  Mission. 
Sinee  the  formation  of  the  Mission  on 
Baiatea,  we  have  had  to  mingle  tears  of 
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regret  whh Our rftjeieiiigs ;  tadlHbwitii 
aofiow  tliatwv  view  the  prevaiUiig  iaittf 
ence  of  na  over  the  multitiiies  of  the 
natiFet.  We  sincerely  deplore  the  iUef- 
fecte  produced  by  the  wicked  coodoot  of 
some,  who  finom  tine  to  tiae  yiiit  these 
isUeds.  In  this,  as  in  every  other  peK 
of  the  world  where  Christianity  has  ob- 
tained an  entrance^  tlie  nnmber  of  those 
who  profess  b  far  greater  than  that  of 
those  who  really  feel  the  power  of  vital 
religion.  While,  therafeie,  we  admire 
the  astonishing  offsets  of  Divine  Power 
in  constraining  the  natives  to  abolish 
their  cmel  and  bloody  rites,  we  cannot 
but  weep  over  those  who  are  not  only 
unaoquainted  with  iqMnlaiice  unto  life, 
bat  who  evince  a  total  unconcern  aboat 
the  salvation  of  their  soois. 

After  great  labonr,  we  have  obtained 
comfortable  dwelliags.  Several  also  of 
the  natives  have  built  neat  dwelling- 
houses,  and  plastered  them  inside  and 
out  We  hope  soon  to  make  them  utter- 
ly ashamed  of  their  former  practice  of 
keeping  together  as  a  flock  of  sheep,  and 
we  are  earnestly  desirous  of  introdaciog 
among  them  those  habits,  which  will 
contribute  to  their  temporal  felicity,  and 
prepare  them  for  domestic  life. 

A  little  time  since,  the  body  of  Kinge 
and  Chiefs  assembled,  of  their  own  ac- 
cord, to  advise  as  to  the  best  means  to  be 
adopted  for  the  suppression  of  those  vicea 
to  which  th«  people  were  most  addicted. 
Husbands  who  kiad  recently  discaided 
their  wives,  and  wives  who  had  discarded 
their  husbands,  were  assembled  before  the 
tribunal  of  the  Chiefs,  and  caused  again 
to  unite.  Tb^  now  live  in  peace  to- 
gether ;  and  we  live  to  testify  the  good 
effects  of  promptitude  on  the  part  of  those 
who  govern.  The  happiest  results  have 
followed.  The  people  call  loudly  for 
books,  and  to  obtain  them  \jity  spare  no 
pains.  Many  have  made  considerable 
progress  in  learning,  can  repeat  the  Mul- 
tiplication Table  off  band,  and  work  the 
most  di/ilcult  Long  Divbion  Sums,  and 
sums  in  Reduction  without  a  «ibtake. 
Thus  they  encourage  their  teachers  to 
greater  diligence,  evince  toward  them  the 
most  affectionate  attachment  and  invite 
them  to  press  forward  hi  their  work ;  nor 
are  they  backwai  d  in  the  cultivaiioii  of 
the  useful  arts }  for  considermg  the  mean* 


which  they  powan,  they  stand  onoqoal, 
if  not  superior  ground,  to  any  of  their 
neighbours.  If  the  Natives  are  kindly 
treated,  they  may  be  led  as  children ;  if 
coercively,  they  will  be  entirely  unman- 
ageable, and  will  forsake  the  penon's 
house  who  should  so  treat  them. 

The  greater  part  of  them  are  regular  in 
theb  attendance  on  the  preaehhig  of  the 
Gtospel ;  and  the  Chapel  b  frequently 
crowded  an  hour  before  the  time  of  public 
worship.  We  are  soon  to  have  a  ne^r 
plaee  built 

Our  prospects  of  usefolness  are  plea  sing ; 
and,  thongh  out  difficulties  are  many,  we 
he^tvtwethaUra^ifwefitminot.  God 
has  not  only  enabled  us  to  tell  of  Jesus  in 
the  Otaheiteaa  Language,  but  he  has  con- 
ducted us  into  a  field  reody/or  kmrtftti^  and 
which  eaUs  for  the  most  vigorous  ei- 
ertions.  Pray  for  us  that  we  may  hold 
fad  theprofution  of  ow  faith  dedfad  tmto 
iheendtthMXomgarmenUmoif  be  unspotted 
from  the  tsorU,  and  that  we  may  go  down 
to  the  grave  with  a  cetueience  void  oftf' 
fenti,  both  ioiioard  Qod  mid  toward  wuau 

The  Islands  adjacent  present  an  exten- 
sive field  for  usefulness,  and  occupy  part 
of  our  time  and  labours.  On  Tabao  wo 
opened  a  new  Chapel,  a  short  time  ago  ; 
and  in  the  largest  and  most  populous  dis- 
trict, called  Pateo,  there  b  a  large  place 
of  worship,  neariy  finished.  We  need 
more  time,  more  strength,  and  more  seal ; 
for  the  nations  all  around  are  calling  for 
our  assistance.  Preaching  tours  haVe  been 
made  round  Borabora;  and  the  attention 
of  the  people  b  by  fer  greater  than  we 
could  have  expected,  when  we  consider 
that  a  teacher  has  never  lived  among^ 
them. 

FormaHon  rfan  JhtxiUary  J^Ksstonanf 
Society. 
^  The  native  good  sense  of  the  in- 
habitonts  of  Raiatea,  will  be  observed 
in  their  Addresses,  with  much  plea- 
sure: 
«  The  Mbsionarics  write"— 

Our  people  seem  determined  not  to  be 
behind  their  neighbours :  and  after  re- 
peated solicitations  ^m  them,  we  have 
agreed  to  further  their  wishes  in  forming 
a  Mtisionafy  Society. 

We  were  axious  that  tbbt  should  take 
the  lead,  lest  they  shoidd  olUmately  say 
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Qua  tlM  Goipol  if  a  tax  on  their  beoevo- 
tsnce.  Tha  Chapel  was  made  doaUj 
larg^  on  the  day  appointed  for  the  meal- 
ing; and  fome,  who  from  disease^  had 
not  seen  the  light  of  the  rising  son  for 
years*  came  fortiL  The  place  of  worsliip 
was  soon  crowded  to  excess ;  and  one  of 
the  natives  exclaimed,  ''  Tliis  is  a  day  ef 
rising  from  the  dead.  See>  here  are  the 
sick,  the  lame,  and  the  blind,  all  coming 
out  to-day !"  Eveiy  person  appeared  in 
the  best  clothes  that  he  could  obtain: 
decency  and  good  order  pervaded  the 
whole ;  bat  the  people  soon  exclaimed, 
"  Talce  out  the  sides  of  the  house,  that 
we  may  see  our  teachers,  and  hear  their 
voice."  Their  request  was  immediately 
complied  with  ;  and  as  soon  as  all  were 
comfortably  ipated,  Br.  WilUams  gave  ont  ■ 
a  suitable  Hymn,  and  then  prayed.  It 
was  delightful  to  hear  two  thousaho 
natives  singing  the  praises  of  the  Lamb  of 
God,  and  to  see  the  oxpressions  of  joy 
tibat  sat  on  the  countenance  of  each. 

Br.  Orsmond  then  opened  tho  meeting 
with  an  address,  showing  tha  great  supe- 
riority of  THIS  meeting,  compared  with 
those  which  they  were  accustomed  to 
hold  in  the  rei^  of  the  evil  spirits. 
<'  Then,  only  the  Kings*  the  Warriors,  and 
the  Chiefs  assembled  together.  The  poor 
people  were  afraid  ;  and  used  to  run  to 
the  mountains  and  hide  themselves,  for 
fear  of  being  killed  for  sacriices:  but 
now  here  are  Kings,  Chiefs  and  Warriors 
assembled  ;  poor  men,  women,  and 
children,  all  collected  into  one  place — 
all  sitting  together !  Now  you  do  not 
fear  that  you  will  be  killed  and  carried 
before  the  Marai.  Here  are  your  teach- 
ers in  the  midst  of  you  ;  and  what  is  your 
business?  It  is  to  devise  means  that 
OTHERS  may  obtain  and  know  the  Word 
of  Life.  Because  of  that  Word  you  now 
live  in  peace ;  because  of  it  you  have 
burnt  your  wooden  gods,  and  worship  (he 
Living  God."  Br.  Orsmond  then  refers 
red  to  the  practices  of  other  countries, 
to  their  zeal  and  love  to  poor  people  who 
know  not  the  true  God ;  and  urged  on  the 
people  of  Baiatea  to  follow  their  good 
example,  that  other  Missionaries  may  be 
sent,  and  that  all  the  world  may  hear  of 
the  Saviour's  love. 

Br.  Williams  then  rose  and  proposed^ 
'<  That  we  imaetKately  form  oanelves 
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kitoaMiirioiiaiySoeiaCy,  and  that  Kin^ 
TipabethePrasMlentofH."  Br.Threl- 
held seeoadadhb motion;  andltwasin- 
elantiy  apjproyed  by  a  uaanimons  show  of 


Tapatfaen  addresMd  the  people  with 
great  propriety  and  warmth  of  feeUng, 
saying,  «<  RMDaanber  what  you  used  (o 
do  for  tha  Lying  gads.  Ton  used  to 
give  all  your  time,  strength,  and  proper^ 
ty,  and  lives  too.  Look  at  the  Marats 
which  you  used  to  b^d  for  them.  Then 
yon  had  no  property ;  it  was  all  tha 
gods :  yoor  canoes,  your  pigs,  your  mat^ 
yonr  elotfa,  yamrfood,  ail  belonged  to  tha 
gods ;  but  now,  all  your  property  is  your 
own.  Here  are  yoor  Teachers  in  the 
midstof  us ;  God  seat  then ;  He  is  of 
great  compassion ;  they  left  their  own 
land  to  come  here.  Ifow  oar  eyes  are 
opened.  Let  us  form  our  conduct  by  tha 
word  which  we  laam.  If  we  are  wick- 
ed, God  will  perhaps  take  our  Teachers 
away  from  us.  Let  us  compassionata 
other  lands.  Let  us  give  our  property 
willingly  with  the  whole  heart  We  can- 
not give  money,  but  we  will  give  what 
wa  have.  Remember,  there  were  many 
drowned  who  helped  to  build  the  ark : 
do  you  take  care  lest  you  die  in  yoor 
own  shis,  after  sending  the  Gospel  to 
others ;  lest  you  become  at  last  tatl  for 
tha  fire,  as  the  scaToMing  that  we  use 
aboqt  our  houses  does.  If  we  are  not 
true  believers,  God  wiH  not  regard  us. 
We  shall  go  to  the  fire  of  hell.- 

After  Tape  had  taken  his  seat,  Puna 
a  man  of  very  consistent  conduct,  invit- 
ed tha  attention  of  the  Meeting,  by  say- 
ing,  **  Friends !  I  have  a  little  question. 
In  yoor  thoughts,  what  Is  it  that  makes 
the  heavy  ships  sail  >  I  think  it  is  the 
wind.  If  there  were  no  wind,  the  ships 
would  remain  in  one  place  :  while  there 
Is  wind,  we  know  that  ships  can  sail. 
Now  I  think  that  the  money  of  the  great 
Missionary  Society  is  like  the  wind;  if 
there  had  been  none,  no  ship  would  have 
coma  here  with  Missionaries.  If  diere 
isnopri^rty,  howchn  additional  Mis- 
sionaries be  sent  to  other  countries? 
How  can  ships  sail  ?  Let  us  then  give 
what  we  can.** 

Taahim  then  stood  up  and  said, 
''  Friends !  the  Kings,  Chiefs,  and  all  of 
you !  wa  have  heard  much  speech  to- 
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di^:  do  not  bo  tired:  I  also  hove  a  littlo 
to  lay.  Wbonca  come  the  great  watert  ? 
IsitDOtfiromthesiBaU  streams  that  flow 
into  them  ?  If  there  were  no  little  streamsi 
there  wooM  be  no  great  bodies  of  water* 
I  have  been  thinking  that  the  Missionary 
Society  in  Britain  is  Uke  the  great  water« 
and  that  such  little  societies  as  ours  are 
like  the  little  streams.  Let  there  be  many 
little  streams ;  let  not  ours  bOs  dry.  Let 
Missionaries  be  sent  to  every  land.  We 
are  far  better  off  now  than  we  used  to 
be.  We  do  not  now  sleep  with  onr  car- 
tridges onder  our  headsy  our  guns  by  our 
8ides»  and  oar  hearts  in  tear.  Our  chil- 
dren are  not  now  strangledy  nor  our  bro- 
thers killed  for  sacrifices  to  the  Lying 
Spirit ;  it  is  becanse  of  the  good  word  of 
God.  He  sent  his  Word,  and  BlissioBa- 
ries  to  teach  as ;  and  we  hope  that  there 
are  some  who  have  already  believed." 

Many  propositions  were  subsequently 
made,  and  carried  by  a  nomeroos  hold- 
iag  op  of  the  naked  arm.  The  whole 
was  conducted  with  a  degree  of  simpli- 
dcy  and  affection,  that  ^ned  the  spark 
of  seal,  and  excited  the  tear  of  holy  grat* 
itnde.  The  friends  of  religion  in  Lon. 
don  never  witnessed  such  a  scene. 

Before  we  finally  closed  the  Meeting, 
opportanity  was  allowed  for  any  one 
who  wished  to  make  his  observations. 

Hoto,  one  of  the  great  warriors,  urged 
the  people  to  constancy  and  consistency, 
that  those  across  the  great  sea  may  not 
langfaatos. 

Waver,  whose  heart  we  hope  u  chang- 
ed, said,  <<  We  are  now  become  a  Mis*- 
sionaiy  Society,  and  we  are  to  givo  our 
property,  that  the  Word  of  God  may  be 
carried  to  all  lands :  but  let  us  ask.  Is  it 
in  our  hearts  ?  Has  It  taken  root  there  ? 
If  not,  how  can  we  compassionate  others  ? 
We  must  give  our  property,  with  love  of 
heart,  to  those  who  are  sitting  in  the 
shades  of  death." 

Paomona,  whose  conduct  agrees  with 
his  profession,  said,  « It  would  be  well  if 
all  the  worid  knew  the  Word  of  God,  as 
well  as  we  know  it~if  all  could  read  it 
as  we  read  it-7-if  all  could  hear  it  every 
Sabbath  as  we  hear  it— if  all  would  bow 
the  knee  to  Jesus— if  all  knew  him  as  the 
only  sacrifice  for  sin:  then  there  would 
be  no  war.  We  are  to  give  our  proper- 
ty, that  other  lands  may  know  tho  tmo 
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God  and  his  Word,  that  they  may  have 
Teachers.  It  is  not  to  be  ^ven  to  tho 
false  gods  as  we  used  to  do.  Let  us  be 
diligent,  and  spend  our  strength  in  this 
good  work." 

Another  observed,  "  Friends  f  there 
have  been  many  from  among  us,  who 
have  been  pierced  with  balls:  let  us 
have  no  more  of  it :  let  our  guns  be  rot- 
ten with  rust ;  and  if  we  are  to  be  pierc- 
ed, let  it  be  with  the  Word  of  God." 

Brother  Williams  then  rose ;  and  after 
some  recapitulatory  remarks,  explained 
more  particulariy  the  design  of  the  Soci- 
ety, and  gave  many  reasons  why  they 
ought  to  collect  their  property.  He  urged 
it  as  a  duty  which  they  owed  to  God,  and 
to  the  Missionary  Society  in  London. 
He  contrasted  the  folessinjll  which  they 
now  enjoy  with  their  former  wretched 
mode  <d  living,  and  then  referred  to 
those  countries  where  men  and  womea 
are  burned,  where  little  children  am 
given  to  feed  beasts,  and  where  old  peo^ 
pie  are  drowned ;  showing,  at  ^e  same 
time,  their  need  of  the  word  of  the  true 
God.  He  concluded  by  Incitements  to 
perseverance  and  industry. 

Brother  llirelkeld  ^pressed  the  Joy 
of  his  heart  in  witnessing  so  great  a  num- 
ber assembled  for  so  good  a  purpose,  and 
cautioned  the  people  more  particulariy 
against  the  idle  tales  of  worthless  sea- 
men. << Perhaps,"  said  he,  "they  will 
tell  you  that  we  want  your  property  for 
ourselves,  but  you  know  better.  We 
have  never  yet  requested  your  property. 
For  all  we  have  received  of  you,  we  have 
given  our  own  property.  We  have  not 
come  hither  to  deceive  you.  Is  there  any 
one  here  who  has  been  injured  by  us  ? 
Let  him  speak  out  Are  there  any 
here  present,  who  have  lived  at  variance 
before  f  Gratify  your  Teachers,  by  bu- 
rying your  grievances,  and  live  in  peace. 
Love  one  another,  as  it  becomes  all  who 
regard  the  Word  of  God.  Show  your 
willingness  to  do  so,  by  holding  up  your 
right  hand."    This  was  instautly  done. 

Brother  Orsmond  then  proposed,  that 
the  next  Missionary  Meeting  be  holden 
in  May,  1820;  and  that  the  Kings  aud 
Chiefs  be  requested  to  complete  the  in- 
tended new  large  place  of  Worship  by 
that  time.  To  this  they  promptly  agreed, 
and  the  Meeting  concladed.

Our  spirits 
are  revived,  oar  seal  invigorated,  and 
oar  determination  to  spend  and  be  spent » 
In  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer  strengtb- 
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CALCUTTA. 

ImfTovemefU  among  the  J^ativts. 

A  ClergyoMD,  who  has  passed  some 
tinM  among  the  Natives  in  the  vidnity 
of  Calcutta,  writes  as  follows  : 

Great  thmgs  are  gotng  on  hcrej 
and,  in  Eve  years'  time,  this  will  be  an 
altered  place.  When  I  camo  hither,  f 
passed  through  the  native  district,  as  a 
being  unconnected  with  the  crowds  who 
surrounded  me,  unnoticed  and  unknown. 
Now,  I  am  recognised  with  evident 
pleasure  by  tbe  children  or  their  parents, 
who  stop  to  make  their  «  salam."  Tbe 
chUdren  often  surround  my  boggy,  or 
run  along  by  the  side,  calling  out,  <<  Sa- 
hib .'  when  will  you  come  ?"-  «  Oh  !  he 
says  he  will  come  to-morrow !"  This  b 
charming,  and  makes  me  love  and  pity 
them  more  and  more. 

Our  school  system  will  soon  be  consid- 
erably enlarged :  and  when  the  spirit  of 
inquiry  is  abroad,  as  it  is  now  in  a  won- 
derful degree,  the  solemn  exhibition  of 
christian  worship  in  our  principal  stations 
will  greatly  tend  to  deoide  tbe  wavering, 
and  to  impress  the  sincere  inquirer  after 
truth.  Thm  are  some  among  the  natives 
who  steal  in  to  observe,  and  perhaps  in 
heart  to  Join  our  worship ;  and  I  trust 
that  the  opportunity  will  quickly  be 
thrown  open  to  them  wherever  oar  pow. 
er  extends. 

Ikoih  of  a  Vduntary  Victim  on  Vie 
Funeral  PUe, 

^  In  the  number  for  April,"  says  the 
Church  Missionary  Register  of  July^ 
<<  a  narrative  was  given  of  the  death  of 
a  reluctant  victim  on  the  funeral  pile 
of  her  husband.  In  that  instance,  the 
ndtural  leelinp  prevailed;  hut,  in  the 
feUowiog  caee,  the  delusions  of  super- 


stition, aided  probably  by  medical 
potions,  present  a  spectacle  of  horror 
of  an  opposite  Idnd.  Mr.  Hampaon 
and  Mr.  Harle,  Missionaries  of  the 
London  Missionary  Society,  endea- 
voured to  prevent  this  act  of  self- 
murder,  but  in  vain. 

^  Mr.  Hampaon  writes,  from  Gokol 
Gunge,  under  date  of  Oct  17, 1819" — 

To-day  my  attention  was  attracted  by 
a  crowd  of  persons  on  the  ade  of  the 
Ganges,  about  300  yards  from  our  cottage- 
I  inquired  the  cause  of  it,  when  1  was  in- 
formed that  there  was  going  to  be  a  But. 
tae.    I  requested  Brother  Barie  to  ac- 
company me  to  the  spot ;  with  the  view 
of  preventing,  if  possible,  the  inhuman 
deed.    We  weat  to  the  place  where  the 
crowd  was  collected,  and  where  the  wo. 
man  was  waiting  till  the  necessary  pre- 
pantions  were  made  for   her  burning 
Some  Brahmins,  who  saw  us  coming* 
fisaring  that  they  should  be  interrupted  in 
their  sanguinary  proceedings,  met  us  and 
attempted  to  dissuade  us  from   going; 
assigning,  as  a  reason,  that  all  the  other 
women  would  run  away  if  we   went* 
However,  we  persevered,  and,  ihi   our 
arrival,  saw  the  dead  body  lying  with  the 
feet  in  the  river  ;  and  by  the  side  of  it, 
the  wife  of  the  deceased—a  woman  about 
twenty-sii  years  of  age,  and  of  an  inter- 
esting  appearance.    Her  body  had  appa- 
rentiy  been  rubied  over  with  clarified 
butter  and  safron ;  the  bottoms  of  her 
feet  were  painted  red ;  and  on  her  head 
in  the  place  where  females  -generally  di- 
vide their  hair,  there  was  a  stroke  made 
with  Vermillion,  nearly  from  the  crown 
to  tbe  brow.   The  officers  of  government 
were  about  to  take  down  her  confession, 
in  which  she  said  she  was  the  wife  of  the 
deceased;   that  she   bad  prepared  his 
food ;  and  that,  of  her  own  free  will,  she 
desired  to  be  burnt  with  him.    Others 
also  bore  testimony  to  tbe  truth  of  the 
statements  which  she  bad  made  ;  and  the 
officers,  being  satisfied,  departed. 

There  was  now  no  time  to  be  lost  wilh 
the  Christian  Missionary:  accordingly 
Brother  Harle  stepped  forward,  and  made 
an  appeal  to  her  judgment  and  feelings,  ** 
on  the  dreadful  act  which  she  was  about 
to  peiiisrm.  Having  interrogated  her 
closely  00  the  point  of  its  being  xarns* 
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&Y  HiB  OWN  wisu,  the  viibeskatiDglj 
replied  io  (he  affirmatiTe.  He  thea  rea- 
soned with  her  for  some  time  on  the 
crime  of  self* murder  ;  io  answer  to  which 
she  said,  "  Amar  bhalo  hobe — Amar 
bhalo  hobe  ;"  literallyi  **  My  good-will 
be  !— My  good-will  be !"  Being  asked  if 
she  knew  whither  she  was  going,  she  re- 
plied, *<  To  heaven." 

'*  The  Missionaries  endeaToured  to 
awaken  her  fear  of  future  punish- 
ment ;  but  finding  that  this  had  no 
effect  on  her,  they  appealed  to  her 
natural  affections  :^ — 

"  Are  yon  willing  to  leave  all  the  dear 
friends  that  are  now  looking  on  you  ? 
Are  you  willing  to  leave  all  your  neigh- 
boors  ?  Have  you  no  regard  for  your  aged 
mother,  who  is  sitting  by  you  ?  And  have 
you  no  love  for  that  dear  child,  only  sii 
3rearsofage,  which  you  are  about  to  leave 
in  the  world  without  any  one  to  provide 
for  it  ^  In  reply,  she  said,  God  would  give 
food  to  her  child  ;  she  could  not  attend  to 
the  advice  given  her  :  and,  bowing  her 
head  to  the  ground,  she  hoped  she  should 
receive  a  blessing.  Brother  Harie  again 
attempted  to  xpeakto  her  on  the  impro- 
priety of  her  conduct ;  but  the  poor  wo- 
man, finding  that  she  was  not  blessed  by 
him,  turned  away  her  head  in  apparent 
disgust. 

^  While  the  Christian  Missionaries 
were  thus  exerting  thenaselves  to  res- 
cue this  wretched  victin),  a  scandalous 
scene  was  exhibited  near  the  spot." 

From  the  woman  (Mr.  Hampson  says) 
we  went  to  the  prepared  pile,  and  found 
a  Brahmin  in  contest  with  the  friends  of 
the  deceased,  respecting  the  sum  that  he 
should  receive  for  repeating  the  prescri- 
bed ceremony  for  a  Suttee.  Other  Brah- 
mins were  quarrelling  with  those  who  had 
erected  the  pile,  for  not  having  brought  a 
sufficiency  of  wood  ;  and  telling  the  ter- 
rified undertakers,  that  they  would  lose 
tlieir  caste  on  account  of  it.  At  length 
the  officiating  Brahmin  being  agreed  with, 
and  all  the  materials  being  ready  for  the 
burning,  the  Suttee  went  through  the 
formula  of  devotion  necessary  on  this 
occasion. 

*^  This  Formula  wds  as  follows :" 
She  was  conducted  by  two  persons  into 
the  Ganges,  whert>  having  dipped  tbreo 


tames,  she  retarned  to  th«  Brahnin,  who 
stood  on  the  banks  of  the  river,  and  re- 
peated after  him  the  usual  iocaotatiooa. 
She  was  then  stripped  of  her  clothes,  and 
bracelets,  and  dressed  in  a  new  piece  oC 
cloth  ;  after  which  she  made  an  offering 
of  a  plantain  and  some  rice  to  the  goddess. 
Three  new  combs  were  then  phured  In 
her  h^ ;  and  having  bathed  her  husband 
twice  with  the  water  of  the  river,  she  was 
led  to  the  place  of  her  jiery  trial, 

**  The  closing  scene  cannot  be  con- 
templated  without  horror :" — 

Here  the  crowd,  consisting  of  five 
hundred  persons,  set  up  their  hideous 
death-howl ;  but  with  countenances  al 
the  same  time,  expressive  of  the  moot 
heart-felt  pleasure.  Tea,  I  am  persuaded, 
that  the  English  breast  has  not  a  more 
joyous  sensation  on  seeing  the  launch  of 
a  ship,  than  these  inhuman  beings  experi- 
enced at  the  launch  of  an  immortal  spirit, 
loaded  with  all  its  aggravated  sins,  into 
an  awful  eternity ! 

The  deluded  woman  having  arrived  at 
the  body,  bestrewed  it  with  flowers ;  and, 
after  walking  twice  round  the  pile,  laid 
herself  upon  the  wood,  and  embraced  her 
partner  for  the  last  time.  The  attendants 
then  tied  the  bodies  together  with  strong 
bandages  of  hemp,  and  soon  covered 
them  from  the  human  eye,  with  the  wood 
prepared  for  the  purpose.  Two  bamboos 
were  next  placed  over  the  wood  ;  and, 
with  them,  the  woman  was  held  down 
by  eight  men.  The  use  of  the  bamboos 
we  endeavoured  to  prevent ;  but  in  vain. 
The  pile  was  immediately  kindled  ;  and 
two  persons,  one  scattering  powdered 
rosin  ;  and  the  other  throwing  oil  to  in- 
crease the  flame,  walked  round  it :  and, 
adding  iniquity  to  iniquity  in  this  deed  of 
cruelty  and  blood,  when  the  blase  ascen- 
ded, the  murderous  crowd  rent  the  ahr 
with  a  shout  of  joy. 

We  retired  from  the  scene,  so  heart- 
rending to  the  chr'istian  philanthropist,  so 
derogatory  to  our  species,  and  so  offen- 
sive to  God.

Manner  of  executing  the  Society^s 

Translations,  )Qq\^ 
On  this  subject,  the  Rev.  MrrWard, 
one  of  the  eenior  misuonirics  at  Se-  . 
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twnpore,  him  addressed  a  letter  to  a 
fiiwid  \n  Edinburgh.    His  object  was 
to  correct  an  inaccurate  statement, 
which  had  been  circulated  in  England. 
In  this  letter,  Mr.  Ward  observes:— 
It  ii  «  remarkable  fact,  that  Hindoos- 
t*ii  wUI  require  fifty  diaerent  versions  of 
the  scriptures,  before  the  wants  of  Its  po- 
pulatioo,  one  hundred  and  fifty  millions, 
wiU  have  been  met.    It  has  often  been 
matter  of  regret  to  the  writer,  that,  where 
the  affinity  is  so  great  between  two  neigh- 
bouring dialecU,  a  separate  version  of  the 
Scriptures  should  be  necessary :  yet  so  it 
is,  and  so  it  will  remain,  till  the  inhabit- 
ants attain  to  a  higher  degree  of  civiliaa- 
tioo. 

In  aoch  a  state  of  things,  that  my  ve- 
■erable  colleague.  Dr.  Carey,  should  have 
been  preparing,  from  his  youth  up,  in  a 
state  of  great  obscurity,  for  the  vast  work 
which  has  devolved  ob  hUn,  is  not  more 
remarkable  than  cheering  to  the  minds  of 
those,  who  can  perceive  the  shadow  of 
the  Divme  Hand  moving  along  with  the 
astonishing  operations  of  our  own  times. 
At  the  period  of  his  embarlring,  he  de- 
veloped to  the  writer  soifie  of  his  desires 
respecting  translations  in  the  East ;  and 
yet,  I  know  that  he  was  net  then  aware 
of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  before  him. 
It  appears  also,  by  one  of  his  early  letters 
hem  India,  that  he  did  not  expect  to  ac- 
complish much  more  than  the  Bengalee 
version ;  and,  had  he  been  able  to  finish 
this  work  only,  he  would  have  been  to 
twelve  millions  of  people  a  great  earthly 
benefactor  i  but  he  wrote,  with  his  own 
pen,  the  whole  of  the  five  volumes  oc- 
Uyo,  In  which  the  Bengalee  Bible  is  com- 
prised; and  he  was  proceeding  in  the 
suae  way,  with  the  Sanscrit,  till  a  severe 
painifl  his  side  warned  him  of  his  dan- 
ger, and  compelled  him  to  make   hb 
Posdit  his  amanuensis. 

The  Sanscrit  and  the  Bengalee  may  be 
esDod,  therefore,  the  work  of  Dr.  Carey's 
own  hand.  From  these,  as  the  founda- 
tioo,  have  all  the  other  versions  been  pro- 
doced. 

Having  provided,  in  this  manner,  the 
Sanscrit  verrion,  the  source  of  almost  all 
the  dhdecU  of  India,  the  Lathi  of  the  East 
sad  known  to  all  the  learned  from  one 
extremity  of  India  to  the  othe^  he  was 
mdy  to  avail  himself  of  the  remarkable 
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chvomstances  in  which  Divine  Provi- 
dence had  placed  him ;  and  to  which  it  » 
of  importance  now  to  allude 
In  consequence  of  some  misapprehension 
respecting  our  characters  and  designs, 
and  owing  to  (as  it  now  appears)  an  un- 
necessary  alarm  respecting  the  predicted 
eflTects  of  Missionary  exertions  in  India, 
on  the  arrival  of  Dr.  Marshman,  myself 
and  others  in  a  Danish  vessel,  we  were 
prevented  from  proceeding  to  join  Dr. 
Carey,  who  was  then  in  an  obscure  vil- 
lage  in  the  northern  part  of  Bengal.  From 
this  unexpected  Interroption,  we  fore- 
boded the  must  painful  results.  All  hopes 
of  forming  a  Missionary  settlement  near 
the  above  village  were  at  an  end ;  and  no- 
thing now  remained,  but  that  Dr.  Carey 
should  leave  his  beloved  privacy  and  join 
us  at  Serampore.    This,  however,  which 
then  appeared  to  us  "  a  frowning  Provi- 
dence," was  the  clpud  big  with  mercy ^— 
that  mercy  which  has  refreshed  us  during 
the  last  twenty  years.    Had  the  seat  of 
the  Mission  nut  been  thus  removed,  the 
professorship  in  the  coilege,--the  English 
schools— and  the  printing-press,  as  means 
of  large  pecuniary  help,  would  not  have 
been  obtained.  Thus,  that  which  appear- 
ed to  th/ealen  the  extinction  tT  our  mis- 
sion, was  the  very  source  of  its  prosperi- 
ty :  for  this  removal  led  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  my  beloved  colleague  to  the  pro- 
fessorship in  the  college  of  Fort- William  ; 
and  this  appointment  put  him  in  posses- 
sion, so  far  as  h  was  necessary  to  his  plans, 
of  all  the  learning  of  India.  Learned  men 
from  every  part  crowded    to  Calcutta, 
seeking  employment  in  this  new  college  • 
and  the  senior  Sanscrit  Pundit  in  the  col- 
lege, who  attended  Dr.  Carey  constantly 
in  the  discharge  of  his  college  duties,  in- 
formed him,  from  time  to  lime,  of  the  ar- 
rival of  some  learned  native, — noW  from 
Benares,  then  from  Cashmere,  then  from 
the  Punjab ;  and  thus,  in  succession,  from 
the  diflferent  provinces  of  India. 

Dr.  Carey  here  saw  all  India  coming 
to  pour  its  treasures  at  his  feet ;  nor  could 
he  be  so  blind  as  not  to  recognise  the 
band  which  thus  brought  him  help  from 
afar.  In  that  spirit  of  faith  which  has  dis- 
tinguished  his  Missionary  life,  be  engaged 
these  learned  men  as  fast  as  they  were  jp 
brought ;  and  put  the  Sanscrit  Bible,  as 
tl\e  original  from  which  they  were  to 
translate,  into  the  bandi  of  each. 
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Etch  Pnnditi  thui  furaisbedj  and  in- 
0tracted  also  in  the  nature  of  the  work  of 
tranilation,  now  tat  down  and  began  to 
leAderthe  Divine  Word  into  his  native 
dialect.  He  wai  asaisted,  for  some  time, 
bj  hintf  and  directions  from  two  learned 
Hindoos ;  prepared  by  Dr.  Carey,  and  fa- 
mSliariiMl  to  the  work  of  translatkm  by 
having  read  tlie  prools  of  the  Sanscrit  and 
Bengalee  with  the  Doctor;  and  then, 
from  day  to  day,  be  was  able  to  go  on 
alooe  with  hb  work.  At  an  early  period, 
his  first  attempts  were  brought  to  the  test ; 
fori  after  he  had  advanced  some  way,  hto 
manosoript  was  put  to  press,  aud  the  first 
•heet  was  examined  by  one  of  the  initiated 
native  assistants,  sitting  by  the  side  of  this 
original  native  translator.  The  first  and 
second  proofii  were  thus  corrected,  which 
brought  the  sheet  as  near  as  THxr  could 
bring  it  to  the  original  Sanscrit  The 
third  proof  was  then  carried  to  Dr.  Carey 
by  the  transUtor  himself;  and  they  went 
over  it  together,  and  over  as  many  more 
proofs  of  the  same  sheet  as  the  Doctor 
thought  necessary,  sometimes  more  and 
•ometimes  less ;  and,  after  this,  the  sheet 
was  ordered  to  press. 

This  has  bden  the  constant  and  only 
process  in  these  translations  from  the  be- 
ginning. 

Am  a  further  proof  of  the  accuracy  of 
these  translations,  it  maybe  observed, 
that  the  Sanscrit,  the  Bengalee,  and  the 
Hindee,  are  known  all  around  us ;  that 
our  most  intimate  acquaintance,  as  well 
as  our  native  converts,  and  the  Mission- 
aries raised  up  in  India,  who  are  scat- 
tered all  over  Bengal  and  Hindoostan, 
use  these  books,  expound  from  them,  and 
have  thus  been  proving  their  accuracy  for 
more  than  a  dosen  years.  We  are  per- 
fectly aware  that  they  will  be  improved 
In  every  new  version,  as  all  the  European 
Versions  have  been ;  and  we  court  the 
Severest  scrutiny,  if  it  be  honest  and  can- 
did:  as  a  proof  of  which ,  we  have  invited 
criticism,  by  a  public  advertisement  cir- 
culated throughout  India. 

It  should  be  further  considered,  that  in 
languages,  the  construction,  idiom,  and 
genUis  of  which  are  so  diametrically  op- 
posite to  those  of  Europe,  no  European 
can  be  a  first  and  correct  translator  with- 
out the  constant  presence  c»f  a  learned 
native,  for  the  purpose  of  reference  and 
pwticalar  extmlnatio  i   nto  idiom  an^ 


construction.  Ht  ittty  Impfove  i 
ings,  and  secure  the  sense  of  the  Ofaek 
and  Hebrew ;  but  the  nerve  and  the  tl^ 
gance  of  the  version  must  be  native. 

In  order  to  form  a  proper  estimate  of 
the  ability  of  Dr.  Carey  for  perfecting  the 
work  of  the  native  translator,  H  must  be 
recollected  that  there  are  dialecU  of  tht 
Sanscrit,  a  language  In  which  he  has  al- 
ready translated  the  whole  Bible,  as  weQ 
as  the  Ramaqun,  which  will  make  six  or 
seven  quarto  volumes ;  that  he  has  pub- 
lished a  Sanscrit  Grammar,  containing 
more  than  1000  quarto  pages ;  that  tiiere 
is  a  similarity  so  striking  between  some  of 
these  dialecte,  that  nothing  renders  sepa- 
rate versions  necessary  but  the  confined 
nature  of  education  among  the  numeroos 
Inhabitants  of  these  districts;  and  that  of 
some  of  these  dialects  Dr.  Carey  has  writ- 
ten grammars,  their  first  gramsiarB}  vis. 
the  Bengalee,  the  Punjabee,  the  Ooriyo, 
the  Telinga,  the  Kamata,  Stc.  fao. 

The  following:  note  is  subjoined : — 

In  justice  to  Mr.  Ward,  the  language  of 
Dr.  Carey,  poblisiied  more  than  tea  yean 
ago,  shoMM  be  quoted^-^'  Whatever  belpa 
are  used,  I  comifiit  my  jvDomunr  to  none 
of  them.  Mr^  Marshman  does  the  sani» 
with  the  Chinese,  and  all  that  he  engages 
in ;  and  so  does  Mr.  Ward.  Whatever 
assistance  b  derived  from  learned  na- 
tives, not  a  single  word,  nor  a  sioglo 
mode  of  constructkMi,  is  allowed  to  paoi 
without  full  examination." 

Progress  and  effects  ofUhe  JVanda* 
Hons, 

On  these  points,  Mr.  Ward  gives 
the  following  information  :— 

When  I  left  Serampore,  there  had  been 
translated,  printed  and  poUbbed^- 

The  whole  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments in  the  Sanscrit,  the  Bengalee,  tho 
Mahratta,  the  Hindee,  and  the  Ooriyu 
languages. 

The  New  Testaments  in  the  Kimkon, 
thePu^too,  the  Telinga,  the  Punjabeo, 
the  Assam,  the  Kumata,  the  Gmrarateey 
and  the  Chinese.  In  the  Punjabee  an(^ 
the  Chinese,  considerable  progress  had 
also  been  made  In  printing  tlie  Old  Testa- 
ment. 

Several  other  versions  were  aboin  ^km 
press  when  I  left  India,  and  there  ara 
now  sixteen  pfeises.at  work  daily  In  tb« 
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fliVB^MNW  i^tiag  oflcft»  nostly  em- 
floysdoa  Ntw  VMtioM  or  Mew  £di- 
tiom  of  the  Scripturtf  • 

My  dear  frienU,  how  do  I  wish  that  you 
coald  have  been  preaeot,  when  the  Mar- 
^is  and  Biarchioness  of  Hastings*  the 
Biahopof  Calcutta, &c. did ui the hooonr 
•f  Tialtiag  the  establiahment  at  Seram- 
ime;  pretent,  when  they  ealered  the 
voom,  in  wliich  about  thirty  leaned 
Hindoos  were  sitting  in  silence,  and 
translating  the  Sacred  Writings  each  Into 
his  own  tongue— firesenty  when  they  all 
arose  to  receive  their  distinguished  visit- 
ors, and  when  Dr.  Carey  presented  to 
the  Goremor-General  of  India,  and  to 
the  learned  Bishop,  these  Translators  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures,  one  by  one,  from 
Affganlstan,  IJtom  Gusnrat,  firom  Cash- 
mere, torn  Tellnga,  from  Nepal,  from 
Assam,  from  China,  &c.  be. 

But  we  have  a  still  higher  gratification 
In  these  translations.  To  say  nothing  of 
sis  or  eight  individuals  resident  in  the 
viHage  of  Ramkrishnnpore,  who  In  con- 
teqiieiioe  of  reading  one  copy  of  the 
Bengpdee  New  Tastameat,  and  whhost 
(he  Inlervention  of  any  living  teadior, 
were  led  to  renounce  Heathenism,  and 
embraoe  the  Christian  iaith,  the  same 
translation  was  the  means  of  conversion 
to  two  very  respectable  Hindoos  of  the 
Writer  Caste ;  one  of  them  Is  now  em- 
ployed In  the  Court  of  Justice  ander  the 
Dutch  government  at  Chlnsurah,  and 
the  other  Is  one  of  our  best  Hindoo  po- 
ets, the  greater  part  of  the  hymns  in  our 
Bengalee  hymn-book  being  his  composi- 
tloo.  He  has  also  written  an  able  defisnce 
of  Christianity,  which  has  been  printed, 
contrasting  the  Heathen  tenets  la  which 
hewasedaoated,  with  the  glorious  doe- 
trioesoftheOospeL 

The  Bengalee  Scriptures  have  also  be- 
gun to  diffuse  a  very  great  poctioa  of  Di- 
vine knowledge  around  the  capital  of 
India.  They  have  become  a  sacred  light 
In  the  fismiUes,  and  to  the  feet  of  many  a 
benighted  heathen.  They  have  support- 
ed others  in  a  state  of  sickness,  and  ena- 
bled others  to  meet  their  last  change  with 
holy  resignatiouiyea  with  sacred  triumph. 
Such  have  been  the  effects  of  the  Seram- 
pore  Transtations  where  they  have  been 
moetread!

Mr.  Mareden,  in  a  letter  dated  in 
the  eariy  part  of  last  year,  gives  the 
foUowing  account  of  the  young  New 
Zealanden  then  under  his  care : 

The  Chiefs'  sons  who  are  with  me,  vi- 
sit our  orchard  and  vineyards,  and  are 
much  astonished  to  see  the  fruits,  and 
nuxioos  to  promote  the  cultivation  of 
them  in  their  own  country. 

Various  things  here,  which  they  had 
never  before  seen,  furnish  us  witb  much 
conversation  about  the  Maker  of  all. 
They  see  such  a  diflference  between  our 
civilised  and  their  savage  state,  that  they 
cannot  be  persuaded  that  the  same  God 
made  both  them  and  us.  Wnta  I  tell 
them  that  there  is  but  one  God,  they  ad- 
vance many  ailments  to  prove  my  as- 
sertion incredible* 

The  following  Is  a  part  of  a  late  con- 
versation with  them  on  thb  subject  >- 

When  I  told  them  that  there  was  b«t 
one  God,  and  that  our  God  was  theirs, 
they  asked  me  if  our  God  had  given  us 
sweet  potatoes ;  and  said,  that  If  He  had 
been  our  God  also,  He  would  have  given 
us  some.  I  told  them  that  our  climate 
was  too  cold ;  they  would  not  grow^  and 
therefore  he  knew  it  would  be  of  no  use 
to  give  us  any.  They  said,  "  Tour  God 
has  given  yon  cattle,  and  sheep,  and 
horses,  and  many  other  things  which  he 
has  not  given  us :  was  He  our  God  as 
well  as  youn,  He  would  not  have  acted 
so  partially — ^He  would  have  given  us 
cattle  and  other  things  as  well  as  you." 
This  led  me  to  speak  of  the  creation  of 
the  worid,  and  the  deluge ;  from  which 
I  showed  how  the  different  animals  came 
to  be  spread  over  the  world ;  and  told 
them  that  England  was  for  a  long  time 
without  cattle,  but  that,  in  due  time, 
God  had  given  them  to  £ngland,  and 
now  he  was  going  to  give  all  those  things 
which  we  had  to  them,  as  they  bad  al- 
ready got  cattle,  horses,  Ue,  They  re- 
plied, "  But  we  are  of  a  different  colour 
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from  you ;  and  if  one  God  made  us  both. 
He  would  nut  have  made  such  a  mistake 
as  to  make  us  of  different  colours."  This 
also  I  endeavoured  to  eiplain ;  and  told 
them,  when  they  could  read  the  Book 
which  God  had  given  to  us,  and  which 
they  would  soon  have»  they  would  then 
believe  what  I  told  them  to  be  true.  Many 
other  arguments  they  used,  to  prove  that 
there  must  be  more  than  one  God. 

In  relation  to  the  Seminary,  Mr. 
Marsden  writes  as  follows : 

I  was  unwilling  to  go  to  any  veiy  hea- 
vy ezpensci  till  I  was  fuHy  convinced, 
£rom  experience,  that  the  object  would 
answer  the  ends  proposed. 

After  having  natives  living  with  me  for 
more  than  four  years,  I  cannot  entertain 
a  doubt  of  the  success  that  will  attend 
the  establishment  of  a  Seminary  here 
for  them.  I  am  now  erecting  a  commo- 
dious building  on  an  estate  which  I  pur- 
chased on  the  banks  of  the  river  opposite 
to  the  town  of  Parramatta.  The  situa- 
tion is  very  pleasant  and  convenient  in 
eveiy  respect.  The  estate  contains  up- 
wards of  one  hundred  acres  of  land ;  and 
every  operation  of  agriculture,  gardbn- 
ing,  nursery,  in.  may  be  carried  on,  to- 
gether with  the  exercise  of  the  simple 
arts. 

When  the  buildings  are  completed, 
there  will  be  accommodation  for  any 
Missionary  who  may  visit  Port  Jackson, 
while  be  remains  in  the  colony. 

Here  the  natives  can  be  taught,  and 
constantly  employed.  The  produce  of 
their  labour  will  contribute  something 
toward  their  support  They  shall  learn 
tm  plough,  and  sow,  and  reap,  with  the 
management  of  horses  and  cattle,  and 
whatever  else  may  be  deemed  advanta- 
geous to  them.  It  will  be  my  object, 
when  a  Chiefs  son  has  learned  to  plough, 
and  has  become  acquainted  with  a  team 
of  bullocks,  to  let  him  take  them  home 
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with  him.  If  IfindtiMitloaspntii^Hbe 
buildings,  and  complete  them  without  as- 
sistance from  the  Society,  I  shall  do  so. 

Should  any  future  circumstances  ren- 
der the  Seminary  unnecessaiy,  the 
buildings  will  still  be  on  the  estate ;  and 
no  loss  of  any  moment  will  be  sustained 
by  me,  if  I  keep  them  a»  my  own.  llie 
buildings  are  now  in  a  forward  state.  HK 
therto  I  have  either  hh^  a  bouse  for  the 
natives  to  lodge  in,  or  provided  them  with 
lodgings  in  my  own  house. 

What  number  of  the  natives  win  re- 
turn in  the  Active  is  not  yet  determined ; 
but  I  think  ten  of  them  will  go  back. 
Some  of  them  have  lived  nearly  a  year 
with  me,  and  have  made  very  consider- 
able improvement. 

Id  a  letter  dated  in  July,  1819,  the 
Rev.  John  Butler  gave  the  following 
account  of  the  Seminary  :~ 

Mr.  Marsden  has  neariy  completed  the 
Seminary  for  the  New  Zealanders.  This 
Seminary  will  be  ef  great  importance  to 
the  natives  of  these  falands,  as  it  will  give 
them  the  opportunity  of  coming  to  Par- 
ramatta,  from  time  to  time.  Under  the 
fostering  care  of  Mr.  Marsden,  they  can- 
not foil  to  make  rapid  progress  in  the 
knowledge  of  agriculture  and  other  use- 
ful arts.  Their  moral  habits  will  be  much 
improved,  and  their  minds  expanded,  and 
by  the  Messing  of  God,  their  souls  will 
be  prepared  for  the  good  seed  of  His 
Holy  Word,  and  the  reception  of  the 
Gospel  They  will  also  be  hostages  for 
the  security  of  our  settlement  at  the  Bay 
of  Islands  j  and  we  have  good  reason  to 
hope,  that  they  v^l  return  to  their  own 
country,  and  become  useful  coadjutors 
in  the  great  work  of  making  known  the 
Gospel  of  Christ  throughout  their  own 
land.  There  are  five  men  and  one  wo^ 
man,  at  this  time,  at  Parramatta,  from. 
New  Zealand.

On  Monday  last  (the  9th  of  October)  the  subjoined  letter,  dated  at  LittFe 
Rock  on  the  Arkansas,  on  the  1 9th  and  24th  of  August,  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent  and  Assistant  of  the  Union  Mbsion.    The  letter  gives  a  more 
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deteiM  aceavmt,  than  we  had  before  received,  of  the  sickness  with  which  the 
lamily  hare  been  afflicted.  Dr.  Pahner,  Mr.  Woodruff;  Miss  Foster,  and  Mr. 
Taints  two  little  sons  are  the  only  members,  who  had  thos  for  entirely  escaped 
the  fever.  Several  of  the  family  had  so  for  recovered  as  to  be  able  to  attend 
to  business ;  others  were  convalescent ;  and  two,  Mr.  SpakUug  and  Miss  Beacb^ 
had  recently  been  attacked ;  but  were  not  considered  in  danger. 

In  the  midst  of  their  affliction,  they  have  been  favoured  vnth  unexpected 
m«rci6B.  On  their  arrival  at  I^tle  Rock,  they  found  two  finished  and  unoccu- 
pied  buildings  for  their  accommodation,  in  a  new  and  small  settlement,  situated 
on  high  ground,  and  well  supplied  with  springs  of  pure  and  excellent  water. 

We  are  not  informed  as  to  the  relative  situation  of  Little  Rock,  in  point  of 
^Ustance ;  but,  from  the  best  means  of  computation  within  our  reach,  we  should 
suppose  it  to  be  nearly  tibree  hmndrtdtmUs  (rom  the  post  of  Arkansas,  and  about 
mid- way  from  that  post  to  the  place  designed  for  the  ultimate  location  of  the 
Mission. 

LETTER  FROM  THE  SUPERINTENDElfT  AST>  ASSISTANT. 


Uitlt  Rock,  ^rkanaoM  Terriiorjf, 
Aug^l^  19,  1820. 
Dear  Sir, 

In  the  righteous  providence  of  God, 
the  Mission  family  have  been  vbited  with 
^flUction.  We  left  the  post  of  Arkansas 
on  the  8d  of  July.  Since  that  time, 
•very  member  of  the  family  has  been 
more  or  less  visited  with  sickness,  ex- 
cepting Dr.  Palmer,  Brother  Woodruff', 
and  Sister  Foster.  Although  Sbter  Fos- 
ter has  occasionally  been  unwell,  yet  her 
resolution  has  been  great,  and  she  has 
unquestionably  held  out  beyond  the  rest 
of  the  Sisters.  We  were  in  hopes  to  have 
reported  Sister  Cleaver  and  Sister  Beach 
among  the  healthy ;  but  the  former  has 
been  afflicted  a  few  days  with  the  ague, 
and  the  latter  was  taken  yesterday,  appa- 
rently  with  a  settled  fever.  Excepting 
the  instances  already  mentioned,  and  two 
of  Brother  Vaill's  children,  (the  oldest 
and  the  youngest)  the  members  have 
scarcely  known  the  blessing  of  health  for 
several  weeks. 

To  come  to  particulars,  for  the  Board 
will  probably  be  glad  of  some  detail. 

We  arrived  at  the  Post  in  health,  where 
we  passed  the  Sabbath  the  2d  of  July. 
WhHe  there,  two  of  our  sisters,  Miss 
Johnson  and  Miss  Hoyt^  and  two  of  our 
hands,  were  taken  with  the  fever.  Sister 
Johnson  had  a  long  and  dbtressing  sick- 
ness. Sister  Hoyt,  though  we  were  far 
less  alarmed  at  her  symptoms  at  first, 
was  seised  with  a  disorder,  evidently  In 


the  end  the  typhus  fever,  which  moved 
on,  resisting  human  skUl,  and  completed 
its  work  on  the  2(Hh,  aftw  a  sickness  of 
17  days.  One  of  the  bands,  taken  sick 
at  the  same  time  with  Sister  Hoyt,  and 
with  the  same  disorder,  died  on  the  Sab- 
bath following.  The  other  is  still  living, 
and  still  with  us.  As  he  was  a  faithfuf 
young  man,  and  desirous  not  to  be  left 
alone,  we  breugbt  him  along ;  but  we 
have  not  had  the  benefit  of  his  laboor 
since.  The  young  man  who  died,  was 
one  whom  we  took  at  Pittsburgh,  and 
who  bad  been  a  faithful  boatman.  On 
the  day  of  bis  death,  Mrs.  Vaill  was 
taken  sick,  and  was  seriously  threatened  ; 
but  by  assiduous  application,  under  the 
blessing  of  God,  her  fever  was  broken 
in  a  few  days.  It  then  assumed  the  in- 
termittent form,  and  has  continued  mmre 
or  less  to  thb  day,  but  with  greatly  di- 
minished  effect.  She  is  now  gaining 
strength.  Sbter  Lmes  was  seised  about 
the  16th.  Her  health  had  been  firm  be- 
yond most  of  the  Sisters,  and  we  felt 
strongly  persuaded  for  several  days  that 
she  would  soon  recover.  But  on  the 
20th,  when  Sister  Hoyt  yielded  np  her 
breath,  we  began  to  fear  the  consequences 
of  Sister  Lines*  sickness;  and  on  the 
a4th,  we  were  called  to  realise  oar  fears, 
and  to  mourn  again.  Brother  Redfield 
and  Brother  Fuller  were  taken  about  the 
18th,  and  were  brought  low.  The  disor- 
der did  not,  however,  assume  the  most 
threatening  form*    It  partially  left  them 
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in  aboot  tan  days.  They  have  had  fre- 
qoeot  felapset,  and  are  itiU  feeble. 
Brother  Geofge  Requa,  oae  of  our  most 
active  membersi  was  reluctantly  obliged 
to  yield  to  disease,  aod  has  been  serious- 
ly afflicted.  Brother  William  C.  Requa 
was  seiied  with  the  fever  on  the  day  of 
our  landing;  and  after  a  week^s  illness, 
his  fever  assumed  the  symptoms  of  an 
intermittent ;  he  has  since  been  gradually 
recovering. 

We  arrived  at  this  place  on  the  23d  of 
July.  The  conthiuance  and  increase  of 
the  sickness  on  board»  appeared  to  ren- 
der it  necessary  that  we  should  stop.  The 
country  below  has  no  good  water,  and 
is  too  level  to  be  very  healthy ;  and  this 
was  recommended  to  us  as  the  wast  eli- 
gible place.  Here  we  foand  the  land 
more  elevated,  with  good  springs  of  wa- 
ter; and  although  the  vfllage  is  new, 
having  been  commenced  last  winter,  yet 
we  found  two  small  cabins  unoccupied, 
and  reared  but  a  few  days  before  our  ar- 
rival, as  though  prepared  in  Providence 
for  our  present  necessity.  In  these  ca- 
bins, we  laid  our  sick,  and  found  room 
and  resting  place  for  the  family. 

It  became  necessary  at  this  place  to 
unload  our  boats,  and  ahr  our  goods.  The 
beat  was  excessive ;  and,  having  such  a 
number  of  persons  on  board,  many  of 
whom  were  sick,  our  situation  called  for 
relief* 

On  landing,  our  first  object  was  to  pro- 
vide for  the  sick.  The  next  week  was 
employed  in  buildhig  a  store-house,  un- 
loading the  boats,  conve3ing  our  provi- 
sions and  goods  up  the  hill,  and  storing 
them  away.  During  that  week.  Brother 
Vaill,  who  had  been  for  several  days  in  a 
feeble  state,  was  visited  with  the  fsver, 
and  the  sole  direction  of  thejbusiness,  of 
course,  devolved  on  Brother  Chapman. 
It  was  to  him  a  laborious  and  fatiguing 
week.  He  held  out  until  Saturday,  when 
he  was  violently  attacked  with  the  fever. 
On  the  9th  day,  bis  fever  assumed  the  ty- 
phus form)  and  for  two  days  the  (amily 
were  much  alarmed  with  the  apprehen- 
sion that  he  was  about  to  be  taken  from 
us.  We  prayed  to  Him  who  hath  said, 
/  viU  b€  v?Hh  iku  in  (rouble;  and  on 
Tuesday  be  began,  to  our  great  comfort, 
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tomend.  He  it  now  gradoallf  gaining 
strength.  Mrs.  Chapman  has  been  aieic 
with  the  fever  for  two  or  three  weeks» 
but  is  now  almost  restored.  •  For  several 
days  past,  two  of  Brother  Valirs  children 
have  been  afflicted  with  the  intermittent. 
Thb  disorder  is  not  considered  dan- 
gerous; butihithiB  clhMate,  It  is  wtdc- 
ealng,  and«  while  It  continiMi^  dia- 
tressing. 

This,  dear  Sir,  is  the  story  which  wo 
have  to  tell  of  our  afflictions^  We  would 
call  them  our  li|^t  afflictions,  because 
we  hope  they  will  work  out  for  us  a  fiar 
m&re  exeeeding  mud  tUtwd  vetgM  tf 

The  Mission  fiunily  have,  by  theae  tri- 
als, been  called  to  bear  the  yoke ;  but  it 
is  only  suffiMing  affllctiott  with  other 
Missionaries  who  have  gone  before  us— 
yea,  with  Christ,  the  captain  of  our  sal- 
vation. We  have  already  seen  thena 
needful,  and  we  have  no  reason  to  doubt 
that  this  school  is  the  best  for  Missiona- 
ries entering  the  field.  The  Board  may 
indulge  the  hope,  that  those  who  are  per- 
mitted to  survive,  will  feel  themsefves 
renewedlyconsecrated  to  the  serviee  of 
Jesus. 

We  regret  that  we  could  not  have 
written  a  fuller  statement  at  our  firit  ar- 
rival ;  but  our  want  of  health  and  of  time 
prevented.  We  sent  a  general  statement, 
which  we  trust  has  arrived  before  this.

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diilioaal  presses  have  been  set  «p  at  tho 
eipense  of  your  Society,  as  those  in  em* 
ployment  were  net  suffioient  to  keep 
pace  with  the  increasing  demands.  A 
printer  also,  encovaged  by  the  promise 
of  year  Committee  to  take  1600  copies, 
has  engaged  to  print,  on  his  own  account, 
a  12mo.  edition  of  the  Freneh  Bible  of 
6000  copies  In  Basle  alone  the  number  of 
Biblesaiid  Testamentseitberissoed,  or  un- 
dertaken within  the  last  eighteen  months, 
~  amounts  to  upwards  of  65/X)0  copies  ; 
a  fiMt  which  praelaims  in  the  strongest 
mnnner  the  eiertlons  of  yoor  fellow- 
laboaren  in  that  important  station. 

The  last  Anniversary  of  the  Basle  Bible 
Society  was  celebrated  with  moie  than 
ordinary  ipirit  and  effMt  Deputations 
attended^  for  the  irsttlme,  fromZorioii 
aad  Bern ;  and  It  was  resolved,  that  an 
aisniml  Meeting  of  Itepreseatsitif  es  from 
thedliiBrent  Bible  Societies  in  Swltser^ 
land  should  be  held  in  some  principal 
town :  a  measure  from  whieh  the  moat 
beaeftdal  resnits  may  be  antieipated. 

The  Oemmn  IVanslathMe  of  the  Month- 
ly Eitrads  Im0  also  been  attended  with 
vwy  coniidsmhie  advantages.  Copies^ 
of  It  have  been  widely  olrenlaled  both 
in  Switaerlandaad  Osrmany :  and  tho 
penmat  of  them  has  tended  greatly  to 
dispel  prejudice,  to  enoonrage  eiertion, 
and  to  eieite  In  these  who  before  weso 
languid  or  indifferent,  a  degree  of  seal 
which  promlseBthe  happiest fmlls.  Your 
Commmee  cennot  forbear  cli  big,  as  flk»- 
tmdve  of  tiie  genesal  spirit  of  Iheee  re- 
merks,  the  Uberriiiy  of  a  eerrler,  who 
vc^ntarily  transported  from  Basle  to 
Zurich  eeiveral  packages  of  Biblesi  des- 
tined for  Cbv,  of  neariy  80  cwt  wtthont 
reoebingany  comipeatttioo. 

The  Snrieb  BiMe  Society  hMderived 
Aotfiihe  iohabittats  of  the  Canton  a  non- 
sklerable  increase  of  support  and  co-op- 
eration. The  veMrable  Antistes  Hess 
oonlhnies  to  preside  over  its  concerns 
with  Ms  aoenslofifeed  vigilanee  and  at* 
tention  :  and  to  this  cause,  united  with 
the  infloenee  of  his  profound  learning, 
eminent  piety,  and  digni6ed  station,  are 
to  be  hi  a  groat  measure  asoribed  the 
prosperity  of  its  foods,  and  the  regularity 
and  efficacy  of  its  practieal  operatioos.    ^ 

So  gient  has  been  the  demand  for  Bi4c 
blee  on  the  Schaffhause  Society,  nnoe  tho 
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Ftfttval  of  (ht  Refonii«lioD,tbat,rarflrom 
being  ablefto^roeeC  it  wHfa  tdeqnate  lop- 
plies,  the  CommHtee  of  that  Soeiety  have 
been  under  the  neceaiity  of  giving  to  the 
applicants  ticlce1s>  to  be  eichanged  for 
BIblet,  in  proportion  as  the  required  co- 
pies eonid  be  saccessively  famished  from 
the  presses  at  Basle. 

At  St  Gall,  the  last  edition  of  8000 
copies  of  the  Testament  is  nearly  ex- 
hansted,  and  preparations  are  making  for 
proceeding  to  a  new  impression.  The 
venerable  Steinman,  now  in  his  dOih 
year,  continues  to  employ  the  extraordi- 
nary  vigour  of  a  healthy  old  age,«nd  the 
ardour  created  by  a  seaious  desire  to 
abound  in  the  serviee  of  the  Lord,  in 
extending  the  usefuliyeis  of  a  Society 
which  acknowledges  Him  as  its  founder. 

The  system  of  Bible  Associations  has 
been  acted  upon  in  different  parts  of 
Switserland,  with  the  most  satisA»tory 
results.  No  efforts  are  spared  by  the 
Grisons*  Bible  Society  to  oveccome  the 
difficulties  existing  to  prompt  communi* 
cation  in  that  mountainous  country.  Its 
Committee  are  now  occupied  in  printing, 
at  Chur,  the  New  Testament  in  the  Upper 
Romanese  dialect,  with  accuracy  and 
neatness  ;  and  in  the  mean  time,  the  4ii- 
tiOmtion  of  the  Scriptares  in  the  Boman- 
eae,  German,  and  Italian  languages*  is 
ffoeeeding  with  equal  dHigence  and  diuh 
cretion* 

From  Bern  the  intelligence  received  is 
particulariy  gratifying ;— «<  Our  Bible  As- 
sociathms"  (writes  the  venerable  Vice- 
President  of  the  Bern  Bible  Society,) 
**  maintain  their  aeel,  collect  liberal  con- 
tributions, and  assist  iis  with  much  pru- 
dence and  discretion,  in  the  dissemina- 
tion of  the  word  of  God :  and  we  fre- 
^ently  reeelve  from  tliem  most  affecting 
SnteOigenee  of  the  blessUig  wliich  attends 
their  labours. 

A  new  and  promising  Bttile  Society 
has  been  established  for  the  Canton  of 
QIarus ;  and  your  Committee,  destrons  of 
gratifying  the  wishes  which  had  been 
manifested  for  the  Scriptures  among  the 
Protestant  population  by  an  immediate 
«upply,  presented  the  Glanis  Society  with 
SiOO  Bbles,  and  as  many  Testaments  from 
the  depository  at  Basle. 

The  distribution  of  the  Catholic  Scrip- 
tures in  the  Cantons  adhering   to  that 
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oomttunion,  has  bean  hidostrkmsly  Msd 
discreetly  continued  by  the  enligfatenad 
Ecclesiastics,  and  other  individuals, 
whose  exertions  in  this  line  your  Com* 
mittee  have  had  frequent  ooeasioB  to 
commend.  More  than  6000  copies  hava 
passed  into  those  channels,  within  tha 
year,  through  the  naefnl  medhun  of  tfaa 
Basle  Society. 

In  the  Cantons  of  Yaud,  Neofchately 
and  Geneva,  the  supplies  fumiibedat  tba 
expense  of  your  Society,  have  bean  osa- 
fnlly  distributed. 

In  whatever  regards  the  Interastt  and 
operations  of  the  Lausanne  Bible  Sodaty, 
Professor  Lavade,  its  President,  takes  a 
lively  and  unceasing  interest ;  and  ha  if 
sapported  in  his  exertfoas  by  theeordM 
co-operation  of  tiie  Professors  and  Pas- 
tors. «<  Domestic  affliction  (says  the  Pre- 
sident) has  discoloured  eveiy  thing 
around  me ;  but,  in  detaching  me  fraoa 
many  affections  more  or  less  transitoqry 
it  has  increased  my  attachment  to  the 
Bible  Society.  Its  course  and  its  progress 
occupy  me  day  and  night ;  I  ask  a  fow 
more  yean  of  life,  onfy  that  I  may  wit- 
ness Us  developement,  and  pour  my  i 
into  this  treasury  of  spifftual 

Of  the  Geneva  Bit>le  Society  your 
Committee  will  speak  In  the  brief;  but  ea- 
tisfactory  statement  of  its  exeelleBt  Pre- 
sident. «Our  Biblieal  labours  |noaaad 
well :  thanks  to  your  poweifhl  sappeit 
The  translation  of  the  sheets  of  cottat- 
pondence  is  attended  with  aneoess,  and 
the  transmission  of  them  iaio  France  ap» 
pears  to  have  prodaccd  great  beneif* 

BiUe  SocieHtM  in  Germany. 

In  reladon  to  tlie  progress  of  the 
Bible  cause  in  Germany,  the  Report 
before  us  gives  the  following  detaib: — 

The  demand  upon  tlie  Loebeck  Bible 
Society  for  copies  of  the  Scriptures  ex* 
ceeding  so  greatly  the  means  of  wapfHy^ 
and  the  difficulty  of  procuring  them  (Jbmd 
their  funds  been  more  abundant)  lieing 
so  great,  your  Committee  presented  that 
Society  with  600  copies  of  the  Geanan 
Testament  printed  in  London:  an  ac- 
commodation which  was  very  gratefully 
acknowledged.  It  is  pleasing  to  learn 
that  the  revival  of  a  truly  Christian  spirit 
has  made  its  appearance  in  Luebeck,  and 
that  the  friends  of  the  Bible  there^  though 
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■oaewhat  ftraitenecl  at  prasent,  look  for- 
ward to  the  fatore  with  cheeiibl  confi- 
denee* 

The  Report  of  the  Bremen  Society 
exhibits  that  Institution  in  a  state  of  very 
promising  activity.  Under  the  direction 
of  one  of  the  Burgomasters  of  the  city^ 
(who  hassQceeeded  to  the  Presidency, 
on  the  decease  of  the  late  pious  and  ami- 
able Senator  Vollmers,)  it  has  acquired 
considerable  improvement;  no  longer 
confining  its  views  of  usefulness  within 
hs  own  precincts,  but  extending  its  distri- 
bution of  the  Scriptures  (in  the  animated 
language  of  the  President)  **  to  our  bre- 
thren In  the  neighbouring  districts,  not 
belonging  to  our  happy  republic'*  In 
this  distribution  attention  has  been  paid 
to  the  wants  of  the  Catholics ;  who  have 
received  Testaments  In  the  version  ap- 
proved by  themselves,  and  many  of  whom 
have  become  members  of  the  Society, 
mnd  contribnted  Uberally  towards  lis 
funds. 

If  regard  be  had  to  the  limits  of  territo- 
ly  and  population,  few  Societies  will  be 
found  to  have  deserved  t>etter  than  that  of 
Laoenburg  Ratiebnrg  :-»1098  individuals 
of  all  clanes  have  sent  in  their  contribn* 
tions :  school  children  have  united  in 
presenting  their  humble  offering ;  and,  in 
the  eatabllshment  of  Bible  Associations,  a 
Binbter  of  a  parish  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Ratseborg  had  the  satisfoction  to  see 
all  his  parishioners,  with  but  a  single  ex- 
ception, concur  in  bringing  their  respec- 
tive gifts  to  thb  altar  of  pure  benevolence. 
The  insttffieieney  of  the  funds  of  this  So- 
ciety was,  after  all,  so  manifest,  that  your 
Committee  considered  it  their  duty  to 
present  it  with  a  grant  of  600  Bibles  from 
the  Sleswig-Holstein  depository. 

The  Osnaburg  Society,  in  acknow- 
ledging a  grant  of  GOO  Bibles,  states  that 
the  demand  for  the  Scriptures  is  evident- 
ly on  the  increase. 

The  Auxiliary  Society  at  Gottingen  is 
conducted  with  much  energy  and  wis- 
dom.  It  has  establbhed  five  Associations 
In  connexion  with  it,  in  the  three  ecclesi- 
astical  circuits  of  Gottingen,  Drans- 
field  and  Hertzberg.  The  spirit  of  this 
Society,  and  the  useful  influence  it  is 
producing,  will  appear  from  the  following 
declaration  of  the  Rev.  Professor  Staend- 
lin,  ontransmittinga  oopy  of  its  Report  :^- 
"  The  word  of  God  is  Pgain  obtaining 
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its  former  authority  and  bfineBce  in  Ger- 
many, triumphing  over  thf"  sy^ems  of  a 
spurious  philosophy  and  the  efforto  of  a 
merely  profane  science,  which,  while  It 
abounds  in  criticisms,  and  glories  in  phi- 
lological learning,  loses  sight  of  the  very 
essence  of  Religion." 

The  Society  in  Detmold  goes  on  very 
prosperously.  It  has  dispersed,  in  the 
course  of  last  year,  800  Bibles ;  a  number 
which,  compared  with  the  smallness  of 
the  country,  is  very  considerable. 

The  Bible  Society  of  Hesse  Cassel  is  la 
full  operation.  Shortly  after  the  notifica- 
tion of  its  views  to  the  public  in  Norem* 
ber  last,  1800  applications  were  made  for 
Bibles,  the  greater  part  of  which  have 
been  supplied ',  and  provision  has  bees 
made  for  meeting  the  further  demanda 
which  have  been  anticipated.  The  good 
effects  of  a  recent  visit  from  the  PresI* 
dent  of  the  Sleswig-Holstein  Bible  Sod* 
ety,  the  Landgrave  Charles,  brother  to 
the  Sovereign  of  Hesse,  are  thus  plea- 
singly described ; 

<*  The  friends  of  troth  in  this  place  have 
been  materially  strengthened  in  their  pi* 
ous  activity  by  the  animating  example  of 
our  Landgrave  Charles,  during  his  hut 
visit  here  :  the  hours  spent  in  conversa- 
tion with  this  enlightened  Prince,  on  sub- 
jecti  which  the  worid  can  neither  dis«»n| 
nor  relish,  were  seasons  of  delight  and 
refreshment  to  all  those  to  whom  he 
communicated  the  pious  sentiments  of 
his  lieart" 

¥onr  Committee,  appreciating  the  seal 
of  this  well-organised  Society,  have  pre- 
sented it  with  a  set  of  stereotype  ptetes 
for  printing  the  whole  Bible,  and  thereby 
fumi^ed  the  Electorate  (for  which  the 
Society  undertakes  to  provide)  with  the 
means  of  rendering  the  supf^y  of  the 
word  of  God  commensurate  with  the 
wants  of  the  people. 

The  Society  at  Hesse  Darmstadt,  as 
well  as  those  at  Giessen  and  Worms,  con- 
tinues to  dbtribute  the  Scriptures  among 
a  population  suffering  from  the  di0tres»> 
ing  consequences  of  the  late  destructive 
war.  'Vht  demand  for  the  Scriptures  in 
both  the  latter  places  exceeded  so  greatly 
the  amount  of  their  resources,  that  your 
Committee  Judged  it  expedient  to  order 
them  soppUes  from  the  presses  at  Hano- 
ver, Stntgardt,  and  Basle.  The  venera- 
ble Superintendent  Mnller,  in  his  letter  of

MkoowMgOMBt  for  a  fomer  gnni,  and 
wtikh  oocaskmeda  repetition  of  tiie  same 
Ikvoar,  made  the  following  statement : 
*  «  Oar  stock  of  Bibles  is  now  almost  en- 
thely  eihaoited ;  and  it  is  incredible  with 
Wlwt  eager  desire  and  gratefol  joy  this 
sacred  worli  is  received  by  all.  Since 
weoommenced  oar  distribution,  the  num- 
ber of  applieaots  for  a  Bible  has  increased 
tOMTendtbottsaadsi  whom  we  cannot 
aMpply;  the  promised  sttbscriptieii  for 
the  year  b^tng  utterly  inadequate  to  such 
nteniive  demands." 

The  Odenwald  Society  has  distributed, 
wkhin  the  year,  000  Bibles,  and  as  many 
Testaments. 

Of  the  Franldort  Bible  Society  the 
■oit  satisfactory  accounts  have  been  fur^ 
•lihed.  From  its  position  as  a  thorougfa- 
fue  for  travetllng  journeymen  and  me« 
ehanks,  and  the  reputation  it  has  acquir* 
ed  by  the  condescending  notice  of  it  on 
tlie  part  of  the  Emperor  Alexander,  the 
Society  of  Frankfort  has  found  abundant 
opportunities  of  diffusing  hr  and  wide  the 
oracles  of  Ood.  Convinced  that  the  in- 
come of  this  Society  was  greatly  dispro- 
portioned  to  its  sphere  of  nsefulaess,  yoor 
Committee  voted  a  grant  of  20W.  in  aid 
ofitsfmids. 

Ib  addition  to  this  pecoalary  grant, 
tno  Itao.  Testaments,  of  the  edition 
printed  in  London,  and  admired  in  Oar- 
many  for  its  portable  sise  and  neat  eae* 
eetlott,  were  transmitted  to  Frankfort ;  ef 
which  600  were  appropriated  to  the  So- 
elaty  ef  that  place,  and  the  rest  disposed 
of  pritieipally  in  consignments  to  Derm* 
ftadt,  Hesse  Cassel,  and  Mayence.  That 
the  inftueeee  of  Bible  Societies  Is  benefi- 
cially felt  in  these  parts,  will  appear  from 
the  declaration  of  a  Frankfort  correspon. 
dent :  "  We  have  abundant  evidence  that 
the  Bible  is  more  read  in  this  town  and 
neighbourhood  than  formerly.  Since 
the  Upte  of  twelve  months,  we  behold, 
with  wonder  and  adomtion,  the  wide 
door  which  the  Lord  has  opened  before 
Of  for  tbe  dittributioa  'of  the  catholic 
Testaments;  and  we  rejoice  to  re- 
fleet  en  the  blessed  fruit  which  (should 
only  a  tenth  part  of  the  seed  sown  find  a 
genial  soil)  may  spring  up  into  everlast- 
iBg  life.'' 

Among  the  Bible  Societies  of  Germany, 
%  dltlingniihed  place  is  due  to  those  of 
Wtirtembcrg  and  Saxony. 
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in  the  Wnrtemboiig  Seeiety,  wfaat^ 
your  Committee  consider  the  patronage 
of  the  Sovereign,  the  prudent  zeal  of  the 
directors,  the  liberality  of  the  contribu- 
tors, or  the  cheerful  co-operation  of  per» 
soM  of  every  class  in  distribating  the . 
Scriptures  with  a  wise  discriminationy 
they  see  much  to  excite  their  adanration 
and  to  engage  their  confidence. 

In  the  rapid  increaae  of  demands  upon 
tiie  Wurtemberg  Depository,  it  beoaoae 
Mcesiary  to  set  op  two  additional  pnm*^ 
es  ;  and,  as  a  very  considerable  expense 
had  been  incurred  in  fitting  up  a  commo- 
dioos  bnilding  granted  to  them  by  his 
Majesty  for  a  Printing-ofice  and  a  ware- 
bouse,  your  Committee  did  not  hesitate 
to  furnish  this  most  deserving  Institntion 
with  the  means  of  precoring  the  rvquired 
presses ;  together  with  the  sum  of  fiOOI. 
in  aid  of  their  general  fand. 

The  Society  is  assisted  by  seven  Aoii- 
Haries,  (one  of  wbloh  has  been  recently 
formed  at  the  University  of  Tuebingen,) 
and  one  Association. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  fnititii- 
tion,  more  than  86,000  copies  of  the 
Scriptures  have  been  pot  into  ciroolatioQ, 
neariy  two-thirds  of  which  were  Blblea. 
The  patronage  of  the  Sovereign  Is  ao- 
companied  by  indications  of  a  sincera 
and  growing  interest  in  Its  prosperity  and 
efficiency  One  of  these  was,  the  grant 
of  a  building  already  referred  to.  That 
grant  was  afterwards  enlarged,  in  conse- 
qeence  of  a  representation  made  by  one 
of  the  Directors  in  a  casual  conversation 
with  the  king :  and  it  deserves  to  be  re- 
corded, that,  at  the  close  of  that  inter* 
view,  his  Majesty  condescendingly  said, 
'*  If  the  Society  should  have  any  other  re* 
quest  to  make,  let  them  freely  apply  to 
me;"  two  days  after  he  sent  a  donation 
of  600  florins. 

The  Saxon  Bible  Society,  a0er  \ma\ng 
more  than  15,000  Bibles*  and  6000  Tes- 
taments, has  found  itself  so  pressed  by 
demands,  as  to  be  under  the  necessity  of 
having  recourse  to  another  impression  of 
the  Bible. 

Nothing  can  exceed  the  gratitude  with 
which  the  Wends  have  received  the  Bible 
in  their  dialect ;  to  this  ondertakiag  your 
Society  had  contributed  300/. ;  but,  as 
the  whole  edition  of  ^DOO  copies  bad 
been  disposed  (>f  by  anticipation  before

K  left  the  press*  the  Saion  Btble  Society 
Tvus  greatly  etnbarraBsed  by  demands 
which  it  was  unable  to  satisfy.  To  re- 
lieve it  from  (hb  embarrassmenti  yotir 
Commfttee  have  encouraged  the  imme- 
diate printing  of  another  edition  of  5000 
copies  >>y  a  second  grant  of  800/. 

The  HerrnhiH  branch  bat  also  afford- 
ed a  vtfy  active  and  useful  co  operationi 
by  availing  itself  of  many  advantttgeous 
opportunities  of  circulating  the  Scriptures 
among  both  Protestants  and  Catholics. 
To  sustain  H  in  the  performance  of  so  ac- 
ceptable a  service,  your  Committee  hav<t 
directed  it  to  be  supplied  with  Bibles  and 
Testaments,, in  proportion  as  they  were 
wanted,  from  the  presses  at  Dresden  and 
Mhw  places. 

At  the  AnfHVersary  of  the  Sason  So- 
ciety, the  noble  President,  Count  Hofaen- 
^al,  Minister  to  his  Saxon  Majesty,  delt- 
Tered  a  very  striking  address,  in  whieh, 
ailer  many  pertinent  remarks  on  the  de- 
generacy of  the  age  (which  he  ascribes  to 
(he  neglect  of  a  retigioiis  education  as  its 
prineipal  cause,^  he  draws  the  fblloiving 
conclusion  : — 

«  Oh,  let  us,  who  are  members  of  the 
Bible  Society,  detly  read  the  Bible,  with 
fervent  prayer  to -God  that  he  would  open 
iNir  understandings  and  give  us  to  expe- 
rience In  ow  own  hearts  the  power  of 
Hii  word.  The  more  we  make  ourselves 
Mqoalnted  with  the  Sorifitures,  the  more 
plain  will  that  become  which  at  first  was 
mintelliglble  to  us.  Let  us  take  case 
that  our  children  acquire  a  taste  for  the 
word  of  God  ;  and  that  by  the  use  of  the 
BiUe  in  schools,  the  vokime  itoelf  be  put 
initio  the  hands  of  ^ke  chUdiien  of  the 
inor ;  that  the  rising  generation  maf  eo- 
ttrlnto  the  world,  enriched  with  Seilp- 
ftMsd  idtts,  a«d  filled  with  Divine  truth ; 
lUt  «i  the  surest  w;iy  to  hopravcthe  con- 
ilRtlenof  maiUEind.*' 

A  very  friUifyinf  Report  hw  bemi 
transmitted  by  the  Eisenach  Bible  Socie- 
ty) from  which  it  appears  that  their  Af  ni- 
versary  Meeting  in  July  last,  was  highly 
satisfactory.  The  Grand  Duke  and 
DuoheMiiave  jnaoiiested  a  warm  Cviend- 
fib^  towards^he  Jbociety. 

*<Oftca"  <observ0  the  C#kmiB«tt«») 
<<  h^ve  we  Ipdul^  the  wilb>  that  we 
inicht  find  oursfrfvcs  aUe  to  coawMini* 
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cate  this  best  of  books  to  all  within  oor 
reach,  who  manliest  an  eager  desire  tt 
possess  it ;  but,  alas !  we  have  too  raadi 
reason  to  apprehend  that  the  full  accom^ 
plishment  of  this  wish  will  be  long  delay- 
ed ;  for  we  discover  the  want  of  the 
Scriptures,  in  our  impoverished  eoontry, 
to  be  far  greater  than  our  limited,  means 
wiU  supply ;  but  we  wiH  not  oast  away 
our  confidence,  but  hope  in  God,  an4 
cheerfully  anticipate  the  advancement  of 
a  work  which  Is  so  entirely  his  own." 
The  expression  of  such  well-placed  €mh 
fideace  was  not  lost  upon  your  Co«ffli|i> 
tee,  who  presented  thisex^llentSocie^ 
with  aoo  Bibles,  and  as  fliany  Testa- 
ments. 

These  iacts,  to  whieh  many  imtrt 
j»i^  be  added,  demonstrate  how  exte»- 
aively  the  deoMnd  for  the  Scriptures  has 
tttcreaaed  through  the  establishment  of 
the  German  Bible  Societies ;  and  this  ob- 
servation will  be  strengthened  by  the  fur- 
ther exIraordiMry  6tct,  t^,  wHhio  the 
fast  two  yearsi  a  sin^  printer  at  Leip« 
3ig  has  stereotyped  the  Scriptpves  in 
Ihsee  sises,  and  basactaaUy  disposed  of 
eeven  sets  of  plates  for  two  of  tboae  ectt* 
tioai,  to  diOMent  Societies  and  printers 
in  Germany. 

The  Prussian  Biblt  Societyf  and  Us 
Auxiliaries. 

From  the  details  in  nkUioo  to  the 
Bible  iastituti0«e  ia  PnMaia,  tjie  fol- 
lowing are  seJected 

Under  the  continued  patronage  of  the 
King  and  the  members  of  the  Royal  Fa- 
mily, the  Prasrian  Bible  Society  enjoys 
that  pro^rlty  which  encourages  the  be- 
lief that  the  blessing  of  God  Is  upon  it 
The  death  of  their  revered  Pi«sldent| 
Lieutenaot-General  Von  Diericke,  and 
cf  two  aged  and  esteemed  dignitaries,  the 
Ecclesiastical  Counsellors,  Hermes  and 
Uecker,  who  have  heeo  removed,  full  of 
teits,fH>m  their  labour  tothefa-rest,  have 
rather  stimuleted  than  cBscouraged  the 
remaining  members  of  the  Society,  and 
thoee  w4io  have  been  called  to  fill  thdr 
places. 

The  number  of  Bible  Societies,  more  or 
less  connected  with  the  Pivssian  Bible 
Society,  anoants  to  thirty^three,  inde- 
fwndem^  of  BlUe  AssodBtHms.  Hirou^ 
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these  Socieaes,  (ts  far  as  ao  eatfanate 
could  be  made  from  the  accoants  trans- 
mitted,) 13,760  Bibles,  and  11,660  Testa- 
ments, had  be^n  put  into  circulation  dur- 
ing the  past  year ;  and  the  Centra!  Institu- 
tion alone,  within  the  five  years  since  its 
formation,  has  issued  22,724  Bibles,  and 
8,900  Testaments,  in  the  German,  PoUsh, 
Bohemian,  Wendish,  and  Swedish  lan- 
guages. 

Of  the  Prussian  Auiiliary  Societies  not 
ft  few  have  corresponded  directly  with 
jour  Committee,  and  received  such  as- 
sistance as  their  respective  ciroumttances 
appeared  to  require. 

It  appearing  that  the  Potsdam  Society 
was  actuated  by  an  eicellent  spirit,  and 
ih^  ito  means  were  very  inadequate  to 
its  seal  and  opportunities  of  usefulnessy 
loot,  ware  transmitted  to  the  Central 
Prassiaa  Society,  to  furnish  this  Auxiliary 
with  a. supply  of  Bibles  and  Testaments 
to  that  amount 

Through  the  liberal  and  indeiatigable 
exeiUoBs  of  Professor  Van  Ess»  a  Bible 
Society  having  been  formed  at  Wetriar» 
ander  the  Presidency  of  the  Coonsellor  of 
Hu  Prussian  Majesty,  Mr.  Furkel,  your 
Committee,  regarding  the  importance  of 
the  station,  considered  it  their  duty  to  aid 
this  Establishment,  in  its  commencement 
by  a  grant  of  60{.,  together  with  1000 
Bibles  and  400  Testaments, 

The  Society  for  Pomerania  and  Rngen 
having  rapidly  disposed  of  its  stock,  your 
Committee  recruited  it  by  an  order  for 
200  Bibles,  to  be  furnished  from  the 
presses  at  Sleswig. 

T^  Silesian  Bible  Society  having,  in 
the  midst  of  great  pecuniaiy  difficulties, 
commenced  at  Breslau  the  printing  of  a 
second  edition  of  the  Bible,  to  the  a- 
mount  of  6000  copies,  the  sum  of  1601. 
was  granted  in  aid  of  this  useful  and  spi- 
rited imdertaklng. 

The  Association  at  Buchwild,  under 
the  Presidency  of  the  Coootess  Friederi- 
ca  Von  Redea,  oontinnes  to  prosper; 
mad  a  supply  of  200  Bibles  irom  Breslau 
was  a  seasonable  addition  to  its  means, 
and  most  gratefully  received. 

The  Konlgsberg  Society  is  canyioig  on 
the  printing  of  the  Polish  and  Lithoanian 
Scriptures ;  and  the  Memel  and  Daolsic 
Societies  are  cootlnaing  their  usnal  eier- 
tion8»  Of  these  Utter,  thatofMemelhtt 
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been  supplied  by  your  Committee  with 
260  Bibles  and  200  Testaments,  in  the 
German  language,  and  200  Polish  Testa- 
ments. 

The  Cologne  Society  holds  an  emiaent 
place  in  the  list  of  the  Prussian  AniiUar 
ries.  A  fresh  grant  of  60/.,  together  with 
600  Testaments,  has  proved,  in  the  bands 
of  the  judicious  conductors  of  this  Soci. 
ety,  the  means  of  doing  much  good  in  a 
quarter  where  exertions  of  this  descrip- 
tion were  particularly  needed. 

The  Berg  and  the  Nenwied  Societies 
have  been  as  muchdistinguisbed  for  their 
activity,  as  for  the  pious  seal  wfaich  con- 
tinues to  be  manifested  by  those  who 
take  the  lead  in  their  respective  transac- 
tions. To  each  of  them  600  Gormao 
Testaments  have  been  gM&ted  from  the 
Depository  at  Frankfort  An  equal  Dump 
bar  of  Bibles  has  been  ordered  froit  Stnt^ 
gardt,  to  supply  the  existing  defideiu^  in 
the  means  possessed  by  the  Krentnash 
Society.  A  similar  deficiency  hnvlBg 
been  notified  by  the  Stendal  Society,  60C 
were  voted  for  the  purchase  of  Teste- 
ments,  on  its  account,  from  the  DepOii* 
tory  of  the  Central  Society. 

The  applications  to  the  ThuringiaB  So- 
ciety from  towns  and  villages  within  its 
district,  were  so  numerous,  that,  when 
added  to  the  wants  of  Erfurt,  not  fewer 
than  8,360  copies  of  the  Scriptures  were 
required,  in  order  to  satisfy  every  claim- 
ant The  InabUity  of  the  Society  to  an- 
swer such  demands  out  of  its  own  loosd 
resources,  will  be  readily  conceived, 
when  it  is  recollected,  that  Erfurt  and  its 
vicinity  were  for  a  long  time  tho  sealof 
a  sanguinary  and  devastating  war ;  your 
Committee,  desirous  of  assisting  tills  So- 
ciety, as  far  as  its  duty  to  other  loatitn- 
tions  of  the  same  nature  would  justify, 
have  added  to  their  former  donation  600 
Bibles  from  Halberstadt,  and  SOO  Testa- 
ments from  their  own  depositoiy  in  Lon- 
don. 

Tour  Committee  have  only.  In  addi- 
tion, to  mention,  that.  In  consequence  of 
a  representation  made  by  Dr.  NIemeyer, 
Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Halle, 
that  the  Canstein  Bible  Institution  had 
exhausted  Its  funds;  your  Committee 
presented  this  Institntlon,  to  which  Ger- 
many and  Christendom  owe  so  many 
obllgatiottS;  with  n  set  of  ftnreolype 
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plalM  €m>  ft  btuttfttl  am.  BiMt,  aad 
sddid  !•  tliif  giMt  two  SUMbopo  presMf, 
that  oodetafBMiy  oecwUiiatisfyiiig  the 
Bvmefoas  aad  iMpoiCnnate  tpplieatioos 
bfr  vvltMl  tiMi  aaeieiit  ud  mort  iMtfiil  68- 
HMAmmA  for  prMog  the  Scripture*  Is 
■0  fraed^  eabviMied. 

T%e  Danish  Bitie  Society. 

Of  this  loetitutiao,  the  Report  thus 
remarks: — 

So  vepUny  has  the  Soeief  y  eitended 
ktelf  over  the  taee  of  the  eoentry,  that 
^lere  arefow  plaeei  of  any  eoosMeration 
in  which  an  Ainlliary  hee  not  heen,  or 
fsnotUkelysooetobeeitablished.  The 
caoie  k  alio  tmj  wanntj  eqiomed  hjr 
imaiberoof  the  elei^sy  of  ereiy  rank,  and 
unott^  them  the  Bishops  stand  partieit- 
larlfdlf^ingalshed.  Moeh  had  been  done 
towards  bringlngabont  this  itate  of  tMngi 
by  the  residence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Header- 
SOB,  In  Denmark ;  and  a  journey,  under- 
taken hy  the  eicellent  Secretary,  the 
Rer.Dr.liDHer,  brought  the  work,  thns 
auspiciously  adraneed,  to  the  maturity 
wtifeh  H  Inuinow  attained. 

Of  the  lOfiOO  Bibles,  andss  many  Tes- 
taments, printed  by  this  Society,  neisriy 
the  whole  hare  been  distributed,  and  new 
options  of  both  are  now  In  the  press. 

As  so  rapid  a  progress  in  the  work  of 
^stributioo  could  not  faH  to  reduce  the 
funds  of  the  Initittttion,  your  Committee 
very  cheerfblly  presented  their  Danish 
hrethren  with  the  sum  of  aOQT. 

The  Sleswig-Holstein  Bilile  Society 
alfo  continues  its  eiertions  with  all  the . 
activity  by  which  Its  proceedlDgs  have, 
from  their  commencement,  been  oharac- 
teriied,  end  under  the  most  farouraUe 
and  encouraging  auspices. 

Tn  addHkm  to  the  stereotjrpe  plates 
presented  by  your  Society,  the  Sleswig 
Committee  hare  procured  from  Frank- 
fort a  set  of  Aereotypes  for  a  12mo.  Bi- 
ble, and  ordered  another  set  for  an  8ro. 
Bible  from  Lelpslg.  These  plates  are 
woriced  at  the  prioting-oftce  of  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb  Asylum,  whieh  is  cooneefed 
with  the  Sleswig-HoMein  Society  t  and 
the  orders  given  by  your  Committee  upon 
the  former,  for  the  benefit  of  various  So- 
cieties In  the  north  of  Germany,  enable 
the  latter  to  prorfde  for  tepayiogthe  loan 
October,  1820? 
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of960IL  advanoed  by  your  Society  at  the 
close  of  |he  preceding  year.    The  activi-  ' 
ty  of  ^his  Society  is  demonstrated  by  the 
simflle  fact  of  its  having  brought  16,000 
copies  of  the  Scriptures  into  circulation. 

His  Danish  Mi^est},  on  receiving  the 
last  Report  of  tliis  active  and  prosperous 
Institution,  addressed  to  the  Secratarj, 
the  very  Rev.  Deen  Callisen,  a  conde- 
scending acknowledgment,  expressed  in 
the  following  terms : — 

<*  We  have  received,  to  onr  highest  sa- 
tisfaction, tlie  third  Annual  Report  of  the 
aieswig-Holstein  Bible  Sooiety,  humbly 
transmitted  to  us  by  you ;  and  it  is  our 
wish,  that  the  exertions  of  this  Society 
may  ever  be  attended  with  the  best  ef- 
fects. We  commend  you  to  the  kind 
providence  of  God. 

«  Given  at  our  castle  of  Fredericks- 
burg, June  22,  1819. 
(Signed) 

FREDERICK  REX.' 

A  similar  testimony  of  approbation 
was  given  to  the  proceedings  of  the  High 
Court  of  Chancery  for  the  Duchies  of 
Slaswig-Holatein  and  Laueoburg. 

The  Bible  Associations  in  the  countfy 
parishes  continue  to  flourish,  under  the 
pastoral  encouragement  of  their  minis- 
ters; and  the  Committee  at  Sleswig 
watch  over  all  the  numerous  Auxiliaries 
and  Associations  throughout  the  Duchies 
with  parental  attention,  and  see  the  fruit 
of  their  cares  in  the  returns  of  an  active 
and  cheerful  co-operation.  The  zeal  of 
their  pious  President,  the  Landgrave 
Charles  of  Hesse,  operates  powerfotly  on 
the  movements  of  this  Committee.  His 
Highness  enters  very  earnestly  into  the 
affairs  both  of  the  Sleswig-Holstein  and 
the  Hesse-Castle  Society. 

It  remains  to  add,  under  the  article  of 
Danish  Societies,  that  the  Rendsburg  So- 
ciety, which  is  in  close  alliance  with  that 
at  Sleswig,  has  been  progressively  ex- 
tending the  sphere  of  its  operations ;  its 
third  year  has  been  charecterixed  by  a  co- 
pious distribution  of  the  Scriptures ;  and 
It  redounds  to  the  credit  of  both  the  Soci- 
ety and  the  population  of  the  Duchy, 
that,  in  this  limited  territory,  during  the 
three  years  which  the  Society  has  exist- 
ed, not  (bwer  than  2000  Bibles  and  Tcslp 
laments  have  been  disseminated.  > 
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Tht  Sw$dM,  Bitie  Soddtfy  and  iU 
AuxUiaries, 

In  addition  to  tbe  Societies  mention- 
ed in  tbe  succeeding  extracts,  thoee 
of  Uptala,  Skara^  Linkopingf  CarU- 
eronOf  WttttroB^  Wexio^  and  Calmar^ 
are  all  represented  as  having  been  con- 
ducted with  exemplary  zeal,  and  as 
promismg  to  occupj  a  respectable 
rank  among  the  Swedish  Auxilia- 
ries:— 

Tbe  Swedish  Bible  Society,  nnder  the 
patronage  of  bb  Majesty,  and  tbe  pra- 
dent  direction  of  iU  indefatigable  Preii- 
denty  Baron  Rosenbladi'  conUnnes  to 
maintain  its  high  rank  among  tbe  Conti- 
nental Bible  Societies.  At  tbe  close  of 
its  fourth  year,  tbe  Society  bad  printed, 
including  what  bad  been  done  by  its  pre- 
deceasor,  tbe  EvaogeHcal  Society,  66,700 
Bibles,  and  71,100  TestamenU,  making  a 
total  of  187,800  copies  of  tbe  Scriptures, 
of  whicb  118,140  bad  been  put  into  cir- 
culation. A  quarto  edition  of  10,000  co- 
pies of  tbe  Bible  is  on  tbe  point  of  leav- 
ing tbe  press,  4000  of  wbicb  have  been 
ordered  by  tbe  Lund  Bible  Society  alone. 
The  failure  of  the  harvest  iu  Sweden,  and 
otber  distressing  occurrences,  having 
greatiy  diminished  among  the  people  the 
means  of  pnrcbasing  tbe  Scriptures,  your 
Committee  presented  tbe  Swedish  Socie- 
ty with  a  donation  of  300/.  for  the  gene- 
ral purposes  of  tbe  Institution,  together 
with  the  som  of  60(.,  in  aid  of  a  Marine 
Bible  Association,  in  Shipsbolm,  of  which 
an  interestuig  account  will  appear  in  the 
Appendii. 

The  Fourth  Anniversary  was  celebrat- 
ed as  usual  by  a  numerous  and  most  re- 
spectable assembly  of  patrons,  contribut- 
ors and  friends.  Among  tbe  number  of 
those  who  graced  this  meeting  witb  their 
presence,  were  the  principal  officers  of 
state,  h'ls  Britannic  Majesty's  Ambassa- 
dor, Lord  Viscount  Strangford,  and  seve- 
ral of  the  nobility,  clergy,  and  gentry  of 
Sweden.  Tbe  address  of  Baron  Rosen* 
blad  was  animated  and  impressive,  and 
tbe  proceedings  were  conducted  in  that 
spirit  of  aimplicily  and  concord  by  which 
the  Anniversaries  of  tbe  Society  have 
been  uniformly  cburaclerized. 
^   Nor  have  the  Swedish  Auxiliaries  been 


less  distiagniihedtiian  the  Pamit 
ty  in  seal  for  disseminating  the  Ho^ 
Scriptures  within  the  dlstiktsfbrwUeli 
they  are  severally  constituted. 

In  consequence  of  tbe  measure  reeoos- 
mended  from  the  throne,  of  making  col- 
lections throughout  the  kingdom,  od  tlm 
Jubilee  of  tbe  Reformation,  for  tbe  pur- 
pose of  supplying  the  poor  with  Biblee, 
2493  rix-dollars  banco  were  added  to  tho 
fund  of  the  Lund  Society,  which,  by  the 
generosity  of  iU  distributions,  had  m- 
ceeded  iU  income,  and  therefore  found 
itself,  by  this  supply,  very  aeaspnably  i««> 
cruited. 

In  what  dngree  tiie  Carlsladt  Society 
was  needed,  and  b  likely  to  prove  ose> 
ful,  will  best  appear  from  the  foUowing 
passage  contained  in  its  first  Repott : — 

«  Tbe  result  (of  an  investigation  into 
the  wantsof  the  diocese) has  fumislied  a 
most  melancholy  picture.  Cor  not  fewer 
than  19,770  families  were  fonnd  tolaMy 
witiuNit  a  Bible ;  of  these,  6460  canaoC 
pay  tbe  full  value  of  a  copy,  and  8000 
are  nnable  to  pay  any  thing  towards  the 
purchase  of  one.  £very  whers,  how* 
ever,  a  great  hunger  for  the  good  word 
of  God  was  manifested,  and  unspeakablo 
r^oiciugs  were  testified  when  these  poor 
creatures  were  informed  that  there  was  « 
hope  of  their  becoming  possessed  of  tbe 
sacred  treasure.*' 

Tbe  Society  at  Hemosand,  like  that 
of  Westeras,  has  formed  depots  of  the 
Scriptures  in  difierenl  towns  throigfaont 
the  province;  and  ordered  from  Stock- 
holm 600  Bibles  for  the  poor  Finknden 
in  Upper  Tomea.  By  the  agency  of  this 
Society, «  the  word  of  Qod'*  (observes 
the  Report)  '*  will  now  be  conveyed  to 
our  benighted  brethren  (the  Finlanders 
and  Laplanders)  who  are  spread  over 
those  Northern  regions,  where  the  foot 
of  a  Swede  has  seldom  trodden,  and 
where  the  voice  of  a  Messenger  of  the 
Gospel  is  still  seldomer  heard.** 

Tbe  Wisby  Society,  as  well  as  that  of 
Nerieke,  is  advancing  in  its  ccmrse  with 
progressive  activity.  Tbe  latter  has  turn- 
ed to  very  profitable  account  the  lOOt. 
presented  to  it  by  your  Society,  and  also 
the  600  rii-dollars,  banco,  and  640  Tes- 
tankeuts,  which  it  received  at  its  com- 
mencement from  its  Founder  and  Presi-> 
dent  the  Hon.  Mr.  Stench,  Chamberiaia 
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totlMnifg.  TlifallbenaindiTidiMlbtfl 
aided  to  hb  oCher  benefactioiM,  the  gift 
of  ft  hoose)  in  which  the  Society  now 
Mdi  itf  meetiags,  and  traosectt  its  bn- 
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With  a  seal  and  pietj  worthy  of  the 
lUedistingvished  Biihop  of  the  Diocese 
and  President  of  the  Bible  Society  (^ 
CMheobnrg,  his  son  and  successor  in 
both  (hose  oflloes,  continues  to  follow 
that  coarse  which  hb  illustrious  fother 
narked  oqt>,aod  for  which  his  memovy 
is  blessed.  Both  the  Parent  Society  at 
Oothenburgy  and  the  Juvenile  Associa- 
tion connected  with  it»  are  in  great  pros- 
perity. More  copies  of  the  Scriptures 
were  distributed  last  year  than  in  any 
praeeding  one ;  and  much  care  and  dis- 
crimination were  used  in  making  the 
distribution.  A  short  extract  from  the 
opening  address  of  Iho  Right  Reverend 
Fresidentt  at  the  last  Aoniyersary,  shall 
dose  the  account  of  the  Bible  Societies 
in  that  country ,  which  exhibits,  in  a  more 
complete  manner  than  any  other,  the 
nnion  of  Clei^  and  Laity  tbroughoutthe 
nation  in  the  promotion  of  their  object 

**  It  is  undeniably  true,  that  slocerity 
and  assiduity  in  those  who  labour  in  the 
Tlneyard  of  the  Lord  are  more  general 
now  than  they  were  in  the  preceding 
century.  Have  We  then  derived  no  ad- 
vantages from  our  efforts  in  distributing 
the  sacred  Scriptures,  or  has  the  word  of 
God  lost  its  savodr  and  become  good  for 
nothing,  but  to  be  cast  out  and  trodden 
under  fool  of  men  ?  If  the  sacred  Scrip- 
tures, circulated  among  Christians,  have 
not  yet  effected  what  they  are  able  to  ac- 
complish, because  it  appears  good  in  the 
dght  of  the  Lord  to  "  cause  righteousness 
and  truth  to  spring  forth**  gradually  '<  be- 
fore all  nations,"  sUU  they  have  put  arms 
into  the  hands  of  the  righteous,  even  into 
the  hands  of  those  who  «  have  set  their 
fiiees  like  a  flhit,"  contending  against  er- 
ror. The  truth  must  provail;  it  has 
proved  itself  to  be  « the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation."  Though  the  good  seed, 
which  is  the  word  of  God,  may  not  fall 
by  the  way  tide,  yet  it  will  require  time 
to  spring  op ;  and  should  even  the  present 
generation  pass  away  without  witnessing 
a  harvest,  we  may  be  assured  it  will  come 
tod  will  not  tany.  The  word  which  has 
gone  forth  from  the  mouth  of  the  Lord 


shall  not  return  onto  Him  void,  but  it 
shall  accomplish  that  which  He  pleases ; 
for  it  is  His  message  to  man." 

J^orwegian  Bible  Society. 

The  whole  of  the  inibrmatioti  from 
Norway,  given  in  this  Report,  is  com- 
prised in  the  following  paragraph  :-^ 

Of  Norway  your  rommittec  have  not 
much  to  report.  They  bad  hoped  that  a 
tour  through  that  country  by  their  excel- 
lent agent,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henderson, 
would  have  brought  (hem  into  closer  ro- 
latioD  with  (he  Norwegian  Society;  but 
a  fall  from  his  carriage,  soon  after  be  had 
set  out  from  Gothenburg,  attended  by  a 
fracture  and  dislocation,  from  the  inju- 
rious effects  of  which  he  has  not  yet  en- 
tirely recovered,  disappointed  that  agree- 
eble  expectation.  A  thousand  Bibles 
have  been  sent  to  the  Committee  at 
Christiania,  and  600  to  that  at  Stavanger, 
by  means  of  the  Society  at  Copenhagen; 
and  500  have  been  still  more  recently  des- 
patched to  Christiansand,  in  consequence 
of  a  personal  application  from  the  Bishop 
of  that  diocese  on  behalf  of  the  poor  of 
his  charge,  tour  Committee  had  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  this  Prelate  (during 
his  visit  (o  London,)  at  one  of  their  meet- 
ings, and  they  Irost  that  the  interchange 
of  kind  expressions  which  took  place  on 
that  occasion,  will  encourage  the  Nor- 
wegian Bible  Society  to  co-operate  in  a 
more  direct  and  effective  manner  with 
your  Institution. 

Ruuian  BiUe  Society. 

Of  this  important  Institution,  and 
its  numerous  Auxiliaries,  the  Commit- 
tee observe  as  follows: — 

The  Russian  Bible  Society,  with  its 
Attxiliariesand  Associations,  continues  to 
famish  your  Committee  with  iotenigenoe 
of  the  most  gratifying  nature,  relative  to 
the  progress  which  the  Holy  Scripture^ 
are  maUng  throughout  that  vast  and  im- 
proving empbe.  His  Majesty  tbe  Em- 
peror Alexander,  manifesU  towards  St  tbe 
same  attadiment,  and  watches  over  its 
concerns  with  the  same  paternal  solici- 
tude for  its  prosperity,  which  your  Com- 
mittee have  had  occasion  in  preceding 
Reports  to  notice  and  commend.  A  si|^ 
miiar  testimony  must  be  borne  to  the 
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coBdact  of  zifftfty  of  the  fint  perM>tiB^ 
both  lo  Cfaunth  arfd  9t«to:  and  the  fntt- 
rests  of  the  fik)ciety  appear  to  be  che- 
rished by  a  large  proportion  among  all 
orders  of  the  community. 

Six  years  only  have  elapsed  since  the 
foundation  of  this  Institution  was  laid, 
and  within  the  compass  of  that  period 
nearly  180  Auxiliary  Societies  and  Asso- 
ciations have  been  formed ;  one  million 
two  hundred  and  forty-four  tlioosand  ra- 
bies have  been  collected ;  and  three  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one  thousand  six  hun- 
dred copies  of  the  Scriptures  have  been 
printed  or  are  prinling-M)f  which  up- 
wards of  two  hundred  and  twenty  thou- 
sand have  already  been  issued  for  ciroa- 
lation.  Such  results  evince  the  activity 
and  perseverance  with  which  this  great 
work  has  been  prosecuted  in  Russia,  and 
they  give  a  pledge  of  the  still  greater  re- 
sults which  in  iu  further  prosecution  may 
"be  expected. 

I'he  transactions  of  the  Russian  Bible 
Society  are  conducted  on  a  scale  of  such 
mr.gnitude,  and  involve  so  many  and  im- 
portant details,  that  your  Committee  are 
under  the  necessity  of  referring  for  an 
account  of  them  to  the  documents  which 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  The  cor- 
respondence of  your  Foreign  Agents,  the 
Rev.  Drs.  Paterson  and  Henderson,  will 
in  this  respect  be  found  particularly  inte- 
resting, as  It  will  furnish  a  connected 
view  qf  the  principal  operations  in  which 
the  Russian  Bible  Society  and  its  various 
Auiiliaries  have  been  engaged  during  the 
past  year. 

Your  Committee,  while  they  pass  over 
the  transactions  in  detail,  wish  to  point 
out  as  deserving  particular  attention,  the 
Translation  of  the  Scriptures  which  u 
gejng  forward  into  the  Buss  language.  It 
will  be  remembered,  tliat  this  taeasnre 
originated  with  the  £mperor  hhaseK* 
The  Metropolitans  of  St  Petersburg  ami 
Moscow,  and  the  Archbbhop  of  Twer^ 
superintend  and  revise  the  Translation. 

To  this  It  may  be  added,  that  Prelates^ 
ptiests  and  people,  tliroughout  the  em- 
pire, are  taking  a  most  lively  interest  in 
this  undertaking :  such  parts  as  are  nl- 
Diady  printed,  have  been  sought  fo»  with 
almoM  incredible  eagerness,  and  tkt 
completion  of  the  work  is  looked  for- 


ward  to  wmi  the  I 
expeetatkm. 

T9ur  Committee  will  coAclude  thb  ar^ 
tide  with  an  extraet  from  the  vptek  wi 
Prince  GaHtsIn,  at  the  last  amuvtmiy 
of  the  Russian  BlUfl  Society  a^

other  parttf  of  the  ttfole,  into  the  various 
languages  and  diatects  spoken  by  the 
tribes  who  inhabit  Russia— people  Who 
never  before  even  heard  of  this  Divine 
word.** 

"The  reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures 
is  also  becoming  more  general  among  us 
and  among  our  villagers,  who,  in  many 
places,  assemble  together,  on  the  Sab- 
bath, and  other  holy  days,  to  spend  them 
In  reading  their  Bibles;  and  in  some 
places,  even  the  youth  are  occupied  in 
the  instruction  of  then*  parents  who  have 
not  before  been  taught  to  read.  The 
soldiers  and  sailors  are  likewise  of  their 
own  accord,  seeking  this  spiritual  food. 
They  experience  that  in  their  (amiHes 
the  Bible  supplies  them  wHh  lemons  for 
Ae  regulation  of  their  lives,  and  with  an 
abundant  source  of  dally  comfort  and 
edification." 

<•  But,  in  addition  to  all  (hh^,  a  stSIT 
more  gratifying  prospect  of  osefulneas  is 
now  presented  to  our  Society.  In  con- 
formity'with  the  win  of  the  Monarch, 
the  reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  is  now 
introduced  iuto  all  our  seminaries  of  in- 
struction ;  and  this  will  doubtless  lay  a 
foundation  for  the  piety  of  (he  rising  ge- 
neration, and  thus  to  no  small  eMent,  pro* 
mote  the  kingdom  of  Christ  in  the  Earth."

A  si- 
railar  profaibitidn,  derived  from  the  same 
influence,  bas  been  pnblished  in  Switzer- 
land. It  is,  however,  pleasing  to  knov^, 
that,  aM»oe4eB«ly  to  this  restraint,  tiear- 
If  80»000  copies  had  been  bronght  idto 
cinsolatlon. 

Id  ceotrast  with  this  impleasaot  in- 
formetion  tbe  foUowhig  wiU  be  r^d

The  distributions  effected  by  Professor 
Van  Ess  have  been  considerably  increa^ 
sed.  Famished  wUh  the  approbaUon 
and  sancUon  of  many  Catholic  Dignita- 
ries, his  version  of  the  Testament,  in  va- 
rions  siscs,  has  circnUted  very  freely, 
and  with  the  most  grateful  acceptance, 
among  the  Catholics  in  Germany.  Since 
hb  M  published  account,  he  has  issued 
W6,234  copies  of  the  Catholic  Scriptures 
besides  10,639  of  Luther's  version  amonff 
Protestants.  If  these  be  added  to  those 
|)revfoo8ty  issued,  it  will  appear  that 
tbte  shigle  Mividnal,  partly  by  Ms  own 
exertions,  and  partly  by  means  o^  his  Ca- 
Iholic  correspondents  In  (Sermany  aad 
Switzerland,  has,  in  less  than  four  yean, 
dbtributed  850,414  copies  of  the  Serin! 
tures.  What  adds  to  the  astonbhmeni 
and  the  gratification  produced  by  this 
lacf ,  is  the  consideration  that  piospecU  of 
a  further  dbtribution  are  cominaally 
opemog,  and  hb  powers  of  doing  good  in 

beUmitadbybbmeans.  The  following 
extaict  from  one  of  hb  lette«  will  show 
the  eneifgy  and  animation  with  which  be 
pursues  hbdellgbtfttl  work:— 
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"It  itiU  pleases  the  Lord  bf  gtory  and 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  toUyoponua 
hb  easy  yoke,  that  I  may  diaw  the  triatt- 
pbal  car  ofhbevaHasthig  Gospel.  Ibleia 
hb  Btee,  that  he  deigns  to  employ  me  as 
a  labower  la  hb  Tlaeyard,^  to  behold  hb 
gloiy  fnU  of  grace  and  truth,  aad  to  aaHe 
ia  the  grand  ehoms  of  thanksgMig  and 
prabe  for  the  Idoteased  effusions  of  XH* 
viae  light,  and  (at  the  more  vbible  tnaai- 
testation  of  his  khigdom.  The  number  of 
Testamento  dbtriboted,  from  Jane  ISlt, 
to  July  1910^  ekeeeds  70,000;  and  the 
number  whieh  may  ytt  be  dbtriboted  b 
incaleolable.  The  Word  which  became 
flesh  to  redeem  the  sinfal  race  of  Adam, 
has,  by  the  powerfol  hiflaeoce  of  hb 
g?faoe,  widely  opened  dM  gates  of  hb  ap- 
proaching kingdom.  He  has  prepared  the 
path,  and  made  a  straight  highway  for  the 
progress  of  the  word  of  kb  cross." 

The  Ratbbon  edlthm  abo  by  die  Re- 
geat  Wittman  continues  to  clreniate  in 
eertain  parts  of  Germany  and  Switaer- 
laad 

An  Increasing  demand  hu  also  b^ti 
msaiCssted  hi  France  for  the  CathoOo 
Scriptotes.  The  Society  for  Elementary 
£dilGatiod  has  hitrodoced  the  New  Tes- 
tament into  the  Sehoob  of  Motoal  la- 
strattlQii;  aad  sevesal  pkms  CathoHes 
have  evinced  not  u  little  Industiy  b  rO. 
oommeading  It,  and  that  whh  eonslilftNi- 
ble  teeeess,  to  the  poorer  meiMiers  Of 
theb  Communion.  £veii  Spanbb  New 
Testaaients  have  baea  seMted  frbnt  year 
ComsBlttee  t  and  Ihey  cmMet  bat  eherbh 
a  hope  that  they  My  fidd  ia  the  resok  of 
the  events  which  are  now  takihg  place, 
an  opening  for  eonnnnnieatiag  fo  the  hi- 
habhamsof  OU  atrd  New  Spahi  thai  sa- 
cred book  which  affwds  ^oslly ,  iastrac- 
tlon  for  the  llfo  that  eo^b^  amf  for  time 
which  b  to  come.  * 

Bible  Socidies  at  MaUay  Corfu, 

Miens,  Sfc 
In  the  Mediterraaean,  aad  more  espe- 
cially m  Greece  and  Tnifkcgr*  a  v*ry  ex- 
tensive Tour  of  the  IRev.  Dr.  Pinkartoo, 
has  led  to  the  commeaeement  of  impor* 
tant  Biblical  nadertaklngs,  the  establish- 
ment of  several  Bible  Societies,  and  to 
prospects  of  mcreasfai^  usefnhiess.  lir. 
Pinkerton  quilted  London  on  tbe  22d  of 
Fcbmary  1810 ;  aad  after  passing  through 
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Fmneft  and  Italj  (in  the  fonner  of  which 
hb  proBOted  vety  effectually  the  fiorme- 
lieo  of  AoxUiary  Societies  to  (hat  of  Par 
iif»)he  viiited  MaHa,  theprinjcipal  Greek 
isleiy  Corinth,  aad  Athens;  and  after  a 
Maideiioe  of  more  than  a  month  at  Con« 
■tantioople,  crocced  the  Black  Sea  to 
Odcfsa,andretomed  by  way  of  Kieff  and 
Mofcow  to  St  Pelenbiiif . 

Referring  to  the  oorrejpondenee  of 
Dr.  Pinkerton,  which  wiU  appear  in  the 
Append^ii  for  more  minute  information, 
yoor  Committee  will  briefly  «(ate  what 
has  been  done  in  the  whole  of  the  qoar* 
ter  referred  to,  in  furtherance  of  the  ob- 
ject of  your  Institution. 

The  Malta  Bible  Society,  piofiting  by 
the  useful  snggestions  of  Dr.  Pinkerton, 
has  adopted  measures,  which  wiU  be 
likely  to  render  that  Society  a  still  more 
eilective  instrument  in  promoting  the  dr- 
cnlaOott  of  the  Scriptures,  fhe  joumies 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jowett  and  Mr.  Connor, 
have  greatly  extended  its  relations,  and  a 
fltOl  further  extension  has  been  given  to 
them  by  what  has  been  effected  thr6ugh 
Dr.  Pinkerton  in  Gfeece  and  Turkey. 

The  formation  of  the  Ionian  Bible  So- 
ciety at  Coffu,  is  an  event  to  which 
yoor  Committee  attach  very  great  impor- 
tance.  It  todc  place  on  the  20th  of  last 
Jnly,  in  the  midst  of  an  Assembly,  con- 
sisting of  Baron  Theotoky,  President  of 
the  Senate  (who  was  appointed  its  ^- 
sident,)  the  Greek  bishop  Macarius,  with 
a  respectable  train  of  hisCleigy;  the  Ca- 
tholic Viear-Oeneral,  with  several  of  his 
follow  Priests,  the  Senators  of  the  Ionian 
State,  the  Members  of  the  Tribunal  of 
Justice,  and  many  other  Gentlemen, 
*'  who,  taken  collectively,  presented  a 
most  respectable  assembly  of  persons  of 
different  nations,  and  belonging  to  vari- 
ous Christian  communions."  The  seal  of 
the  Meeting  was  attested  by  a  contribu- 
tion on  the  spot,  amounting  to  1026  dol- 
lars, aboat  260L  sterling. 

Thb  event  was  follow^  by  the  esta- 
hUshment  of  Auxiliary  Societies  in  Cepha- 
looiaandZante.  Of  (he  former  the  Arch- 
bishop b  the  Preskient ;  of  the  latter,  (he 
Bishop  of  the  Greek  Church ;  and  both 
were  formed  under  the  auspices  of  the 
first  Authorities  Civil  and  Religious,  and 
enjoy  their  public  and  decided  patronage. 
To  these  succeeded  the  Athens  Bible 


Society,  which  watformed  ondmfiQthcf. 
August :  the  Archbishop  being  nominated 
President,  and  the  business  of  the  Soci- 
ety confided  to  a  Committee  of  twelve 
respecuble  residento,  all  Greeks.  The 
sphere  of  this  Society  comprehends  Atti- 
ca and  Bcsotia,  with  the  isles  of  £nbea» 
Salamis,  Eginat  ^. 

At  Constantinople  arrangemenU  h«^ 
been  completed  by  the  active  and  jodi* 
cfous  exerUons  of  Dr.  Pinkerton^  for  a 
version  of  the  whole  Bible  into  Modem 
Greek,  a  translation  of  the  fiear  Testa- 
ment into  the  Albanian  language;  and 
other  undertakings,  whkh,  H  is  hoped, 
may  eminently  conduce  to  the  dissemtn- 
ation  of  the  word  of  God  among  the 
Christian  inhabitants  of  the  Turkish  Em- 
pire. 

Tour  Committee  have  not  been  defi. 
dent  In  satisfying  the  expeotatfons  exci- 
ted, and  fulfilling  the  promises  made  in 
their  name  by  Dr.  PnOLerton.  All  the 
contracts  for  the  new  works  have  been 
ratified;  copies  of  the  Scriptures  havo 
been  deqjatched  to  such  pUces  as  he  di- 
rected :  and  it  is  with  much  pleasura  your 
Committee  learn,  that  the  Patriarch  of 
Jerusalem  (with  whom  Dr.  Pinkerton  had 
an  interesting  interviepr  at  Constantino- 
ple,) has  received  the  1000  Testaments  in 
Modern  Greek,  600  in  Ancient  and  Mod- 
ern, and  600  Arabic  Psalters,*  which  the 
Patriarch  proposes  to  distribute  among 
the  pilgrims  who  annually  visit  the  Holy 
Sepulchre.  Besides  these,  a  very  laig^ 
supply  of  the  Scriptures  in  Arabic,  Greek, . 
Italian,  French,  German,  Dutch,  &c.  have 
been  furnished  to  the  different  Societies, 
particularly  those  of  Malta  and  Smyrna.  * 

Bibk  Societies  in  Am,  Muf  StnOk 
fFdles,  South  Sea  Idand$,  ifc. 

The  Eighth  Report  of  the  Calcutta  Bi- 
ble Society  contains  abundant  proofs  of 
the  vigorous  tone  of  that  Society's  opera- 
tions. Its  connexions,  progressively  ex- 
tending, comprehend  already  a  wide 
range  of  territory,  and  from  the  activity 
and  harmony  which  pervade  the  whole 
system  of  its  proceedings,  the  greatest 
advantages  may,  under  tiie  Divine  blcss- 

*  The  Arabic  New  Testement,  now  priBttng. 
DOtbdaff  conpleted.  And  former  edhions  being 
out  of  prim,  theSodMy  co«U  not  Atr  the  ooineDt 
send  any  thiiig  but  the  P«Inw. 
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fa^j  b«  antieipttled  to  the  native  popala- 
tion  of  British  India. 

Of  a  revised  veraion  of  the  Malay  Bible 
ia  Aralric  oharaeteni  the  largest  propor- 
tion has  been  printed. 

Tlw  Hindoostanee  Testament  of  the 
late  Rev.  H.  Martyn,  revised  by  the  Rev* 
Ifr.  Bowley,  (of  the  Choroh  Missionary 
Society,)  st^baed  at  Chonar,  is  far  ad- 
vanced in  the  priming ;  and  measures  afe 
tnk&ig  to  add  to  it  the  Old  Testament  in 
tiM  same  language  and  style.  Nearly  the 
whole  had-been  prepared  by  Mr.  Martyn 
Iiteviously  to  his  death ;  and.the  boolt  of 
Oenesis,  after  undergoing  a  revision,  bad 
been  printed  in  London.  The  Calcntta 
Commlttoe  have  now  resolved  to  have 
the  whole  revised  and  completed;  and 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Thoraason  and  Corrie, 
with  the  aid  of  suitable  native  assistants, 
have  charged  themselves  with  the  elocu- 
tion. 

Of  Blr.  Ellerton's  Bengalee  version, 
5000  copies  of  St.  Matthew  and  St.  John 
were  printed,  with  the  Englbh  on  oppo- 
site columns ;  and  a  hope  b  ent<»rtaioed 
that  its  circulation  in  thb  form  will  be  at- 
tended with  good  effects- 

The  revbion  of  the  Tamal  version,  un- 
der the  superintendence  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Rhenius  and  Dr.  Rottler,  at  Madras,  b 
considerably  advanced ;  and  the  portion 
of  it  already  completed  is  spoken  of  by 
competent  judges  who  have  examined  it, 
in  terms  of  high  commendation. 

For  the  purpose  of  rendering  the  ver- 
sbn  of  the  Mulayalim  as  correct  as  possi- 
ble, arrangements  have  been  made  for 
furnishing  the  station  at  Cotyam  with  a 
press,  types,  and  paper;  in  order  that  the 
woric  may  have  the  benefit  of  the  Trans, 
lator's  revbion* 

A  similar  course  has  been  pursued  with 
respect  to  the  Canara  version  of  Mr. 
Hands,  which  is,  after  due  examination, 
to'be  printed  at  Madras,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Translator  himself. 

The  Madras  Bible  Association  has  col- 
lected sufficient  funds  to  carry  on  the 
printing  of  the  Telinga  (or  Teloogoo,) 
version,  by  the  Rev  Mr,  Pritchett,  with- 
out assistance  from  the  Calcutta  Society. 
Nor  b  the  native  Tamul  Bible  Associa- 
tion deserving  of  less  honourable  men- 
tion. Under  the  Presidency  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Rhenius,  (of  the  Church  Missionary 


Society,)  thb  little  group  of  native  Chrb- 
tians  h -Id  Its  first  A^iversary  on  the  aoth 
of  July,  1818,  at  which  not  ft  wer  than 
eight  native  converts  delivered  theh*  sim- 
ple addresses.  Of  these,  one  was  es. 
pressed  in  the  followiog  terms  :--«*  1  tan 
glad  that  a  Society  liice  thb  has  been  es- 
tablbhed.  By  thb  means  the  word  of 
God  will  be  given  to  the  poor ;  yea,  will 
be  made  known  to  all.  Thb  word  of  Ood 
b  a  cleanser  of  the  heart:  I  wish  that  aH 
may  receive  it" 

The  Association  abo  at  the  Maitaiy 
Sution  in  Bellaiy,  has  been  veiy  active, 
and  witnessed  the  good  effecU  of  its  ex- 
ertion. 

To  the  Colombo  BiUe  Society,  which 
had  exhausted  its  means  by  liberal  efforts, 
to  disseminate  the  Scriptures,  and  was 
besides  engaged  in  the  arduous  and  ei- 
pensive  work  of  preparing  and  printhig  a 
translation  of  the  Cingalee  Bible,  grants 
appear  to  have  been  made  from  Afferent 
quarters,  which  reflect  great  credit  on  the 
generosity  and  vigilance  of  those  from 
whom  they  proceeded.  Of  thb  desorip. 
tion  were  the  sums  of  8000  rupees  from 
the  Calcutta  Bible  Society,  600  Spanbh 
dollars  from  the  American  Board  of  Com^ 
missioners  for  Foreign  Mbslons,  and  1200 
copies  of  the  En  lish  Scriptures  to  the 
amount  of  200/ ,  from  the  Society  for 
Promoting  Chrbtian  Knowledge.  StID, 
however,  from  the  increasing  desire  for 
the  Holy  Scriptures,  these  supplies,  unH- 
ed  with  what  could  be  derived  from  the 
local  subscriptions,  were,  as  will  appear 
from  the  following  Extract  of  a  Letter  to 
the  Calcutta  Committee,  inadequate  to 
the  demand  :— 

"  In  regard  to  the  demands  of  our  Ma- 
labar natives,  we  are  in  great  want  of 
Tkmol  Scriptures,  as  we  have  distributed 
aH  that  the  Calcutta  Society  gave  us,  as 
well  as  the  copies  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament  which  we  purchased.  The 
Mbsionaries,  especblly  those  from  Ame- 
rica, settled  in  the  Malabar  parts  of  Cey. 
Ion,  have  been  very  active;  residing 
amongtbe  natives,  and  of  ooui^  greaUy 
increasing  their  desire  to  have  the  Scrip- 
tures. We  have  printed  for  their  use  8000 
copies  of  Extracts  from  the  Gospels,  the 
Parables,  Miracles,  Sermon  on  tli« 
Mount,  and  Discourses  of  our  Savioar]^ 
In  Tamul  and  Englbh,  but  the  cry  is  i 
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lmi4  for  ^6  Scriptures  thmnselvesi  uid  I 
ftiar  we  ctmiot  in  oar  preatnt  circoin- 
fUqcjM  do  pivich  towanb  Mtis^rUig  H. 

TIm  AufliUry  Society  at  Point  <!•  Qalle 
hju  beep  vety  pnkjv^iTf  i  bavieg  remitted 
to  tbe  Parent  Society  at  Colombo  870  rix- 
dollan,  aa  ^he  f  nt  fmita  of  Iti  eiertiona. 
Tbe.  sum  of  9fiO  rii^llan  has  also  been 
ffsesented  to  that  Society  by  the  Wesley* 
en  Missionaries,  being  the  amount  of  col- 
lections mfde  in  Hs  behalf  after  sermons 
preached  for  that  purpose. 

With  a  view  to  beneflf  those  inhabitants 
of  India  who  spealt  tlie  Portngnese,  a 
supply  of  Bibles  in  that  language  from 
an  edition  which  left  the  press  In  the 
coarse  of  the  last  year,  was  despatched 
toCalcuttaf  RIadrast  and  Bombay. 

From  Bombay  in  particular  Utile  Intel. 
Yigence  has  lieen  ivceived.  Advantage 
has  been  taken  of  the  return  of  the  Rev* 
Henry  Davids  to  his  station  as  Cliaplaii*, 
to  transmit  i^  supply  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tupes ;  l^ld  your  Committee  anticipate^ 
from  the  af  al  and  activity  of  Mr.  Davies, 
a  considerable  increase  in  tbe  energy  and 
activity  of  the  Boasbay  Bible  Society. 

The  Jealous  policy  which  has  so  long 
bttea  f«iployed  to  oppose  the  entrance  of 
the  Scriptures  faito  tbe  empire  of  Chbm, 
contipiues  to  ofierate ;  but  in  tbe  idandsi 
In  snob  aaltlements  as  are  under  the  pro* 
tection  of  tbe  British  Cronm,  many  op- 
portunities have  been  found  of  circulat- 
ing among  tbe  inhabitants  speakiag  tlM 
Chinese  laoguage,  tlie  oracles  of  the 
Christian  faith.  Attempts  have  been 
made  by  a  pious  Captain  to  distribute  the 
Scriptures  in  the  counw  of  his  voyage  to 
Ochotski  in  the  Loo-choo  Islands^  Japanf 

Under  the  united  superintendence  of 
«he  Bev.  Pr.  Morrison  and  Mr.  Milne,  the 
translaiioa  of  the  entire  Bible  is  now 
completed,  and  will  soon  lie  put  to  presa : 
the  10002.  voted  for  that  purpose  have 
been  dmwn  for ;  and  your  Committee 
ieel  encouraged  to  eipect,  in  doe  thne, 
the  frait  of  its  epplication. 
The  commottications  firom  Amboyna  are 
of  a  mora  gratifying  natmv.  The  arrival 
of  the  Malay  TestamenU,  (of  which  0000 
copies  have  been  snccesrively  forwardr 
t6,)  was  hailed  with  foelings  of  tbe  live- 
liest Joy  by  the  Rev.  Mr.Kam,  whe la- 
bouring singly  among  a  populatkm  of 
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4SfiOO  nativfit  and  biffiiig  oceaaioa  to 
travel  from  isle  to  isle  in  order  to  pNH 
mete  their  paatoni  mstfudktn,  has  bad 
opportunities  of  observing  and  lamentfcig 
their  destitute  state  as  U  raepeets  tbe  Mr 
ly  ScriptaraiL  The  aagwnais  wHb  wldcii 
the  Testamenta  were  eipeeled  is  th«s  sim- 
ply eipremed  by  thiaexoelleBt  Mission- 
ry,  in  a  letter  written  three  montba  be- 
fore timir  arrival  :^-> 

<<  As  you  are  looking  eveiy  morniag 
for  the  natural  light  from  tbe  East,  so  eve 
¥Fe  kH^Uig  with  great  desire  of  beeK  to 
teoeive  tbe  spiritual  light  from  tbe  Weat.*' 

Mr.  Kam  states,  at  tbe  saaM  time,  tb»t 
among  10,000  Native  Christians  whom  be 
visited  on  his  Joanmy  to  the  SaHoir 
Islands,  be  did  not  ted  aiore  than  two 
complete  copies  of  tbe  Bible*  and  only  a 
few  Testaments. 

It  Is  pleasing  to  add,  <hat  the  new 
Dutch  Governor  of  Amboyna  has  shown 
himaalfveiy  fovoorableto  the  propaga- 
tion of  religious  knowledge  among  the 
nktives:  and  in  consequence  of  the  poli- 
tical changes  in  tiie  Government,  tbe 
Amboyna  Society  has  united  itself,  as  an 
Auxiliary,  to  that  at  Batavia. 

The  New  South  Wales  Bible  Society 
(es  appears  from  its  third  Report,)  bai 
pursued  a  course  of  ective  and  well-di- 
rected exertkms,  which  have  been  attend- 
ed with  very  pleasing  indications  of  suc- 
cess. Not  fewer  than  1188  individuab 
capable  of  reading  were  found  in  Sidney 
alone  to  be  destitute  of  Bibles.  In  tbe 
meantime,  so  liberal  have  been  the  con- 
tribntfons  to  this  Society,  that  It  has  been 
enabled  to  remit  160Z.,  which,  added  to 
its  preceding  ramittance,  makes  the  total 
presented  to  the  funds  of  your  Institnikm 
amount  to  the  sum  of  460L 

It  Is  a  gratifying  consideration  that  the 
interests  of  the  New  South  Wales  Bible 
Society  are  espoused  by  all  the  Civil,  Ec- 
clesiastkal  and  Military  Authorities  in  tbe 
Colony,  as  well  as  by  the  mass  of  the  set- 
tlers; and  proofs  are  not  wanting  of  o 
impression  having  been  made  in  lavour 
of  the  object  of  the  Society,  from  which 
it  is  reasonable  to  autkipate  the  most 
beneficial  results. 

A  branch  to  thb  Society  has  also  been 
formed  at  Van  Dieman*s  Land,  under  the 
Presidency  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor^ 
with  V  ct  Presidents  and  a  Committee 
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«Dflip«Md  of tbi^antaiid  mott  raipectar 
bie .  eeBtlemeii  of  the  settiemeot :  .    2 
Bubsciiben  and  donors  at  Hobart  Town, 
«fld  31  at  Port  Dalrymple,  produced    be 
sttai  of  31M,',  and  the  new   Institution 
proniises  to  become  veiy  useful  in  for* 
warding  the  views  of  the  New  South 
Wales  Bible  booiety.    ¥oar  Committee 
CPinnot  record  the  progress  of  an  Aniilia- 
ij  established  in  so  remote  a  portion  of 
the  world,  and  among  a  population  from 
which  so  little  encouragement  was  a{>pa- 
nantly  to  have  been  expected  without  ac- 
knowledging the  gracious  interposiiion  of 
Divine  Providence,  and  taking  courage 
as  to  the  event  of  your  Society's  labours 
in  the  most  hopeless  regions  of  the  globe. 
In  the  islands  of  the  South  Seas,  (uir- 
Ucularfj  those  of  Otaheite,  Huaheine, 
and  Eimeo,  in  consequence  of  the  ex- 
traordinary  success    with    which    the 
prcaehingof  the  Gospel  has  been  recent- 
ly attended^  openings  have  been  made  of 
the  most  promising  nature  for  the  disse- 
mination of  the  Holy  Scriptures ;  speci- 
iBens  of  the  Gospel  of  St.  Luke  in  the 
XaheiUn  lapguage  have  been  receired ; 
3000  copies  had  been  printed  on  paper 
furnbbed  by  your  Society,  and  nearly 
distributed,  when  the  specimens  were  des- 
patched from  the  island  of  Huaheine  (to 
which  the  press  had  been  removed  from 
Eimeo ;)  and  the  other  Gospels,  together 
with  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  were  near- 
ly ready  to  be  printed.    Of  these,  when 
completed,  it  was  the  wish  of  the  Mission- 
aries to  print  10,000  copies,  which  num- 
ber, considering  the  progress  made  by 
the  natives  in  reading,  and  their  urgent 
desire  to  possess  the  Scriptures,  it  was 
expected  would  still  not  be  sufficient  to 
supply  their  wants.    «  Multitudes"  (say 
the  Missionaries)  "  can  now  read  with 
ease ;  and  their  desire  to  teach  others  the 
word  of  God  seems  to  grow  with  their 
own  knowledge." 

Yoor  Committee,  anxious  to  afford  all 
possible  aid  to  exertions  so  disinterested 
and  so  eminently  successful,  have  trans- 
mitted a  further  supply  of  200  reams  of 
paper,  together  with  some  English  Bibles 
and  Testaments,  for  the  use  of  those 
Whalers,  both  English  and  American, 
which  viut  these  islands,  and.  in  which 
the  Missionaries  have  observed  in  several 
JMUmces  a  want  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 


In  addition  to  wfauat  was  stated  in  ano- 
ther part  of  the  Report,  respecting  Egypt, 
Abyssinia,  and  the  prospects  which  are 
dawning  on  the  African  shores  of  the 
Mediterranean,  your  Committee  have  to 
state  that  tlie  connexion  of  your  Society 
is  still  very  U8**fuily  maintained    with 
Sierra  Leone  and  the  Cape.    The  pro- 
gress of  Missionary  exertions  at  the  for- 
mer, and  the  increase  of  native  schools 
having    enlarged     proportionally     the 
sphere  of  the  Sierra  Leone  Bible  Society, 
your  Committee  have  granted  it  600  En- 
glish Bibles  and  200  Testaments;  and 
added  a  supply  on  a  smaller  scale  to  an 
establishment    recently  formed  in    that 
settlement,  under  the  denomination  of 
"  The  Christian  Institution." 

The  friends  of  your  Society  at  the 
Cape  have  manifested  their  attachment 
by  the  continuance  of  their  subscriptions. 
From  the  Bible  and  School  Commission, 
a  remittance  of  100/.  (being  the  amount 
of  donations  for  four  years,)  have  been 
received;  for  which  an  equivalent  has 
been  returned  in  Bibles  and  Testaments 
for  distribution  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Managers  of  that  Commbsion. 

BriUsk  ,^merica. 

In  Labrador,  the  Moravian  Missiona- 
ries continue  to  disseminate  the  Scrip- 
tures translated  by  themselves  and  print- 
ed by  your  Society,  among  the  native 
Christians  at  the  settlements  of  Okkak, 
Hopedale,  and  Nain ;  and  their  reports 
afford  a  very  satisfactory  testimony  of  the 
good  effects  with  which  the  reading  of 
them  is  attended.  The  Epistles  in  the 
Esquimaux  language,  (annomicedin  the 
last  Report  as  in  the  press,)  are  now  in 
circulation,  and  the  feelings  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Kohlmeister  in  acknowledging  this 
act  of  kindness  to  the  Esquimaux  Chris- 
tians, are  expressed  in  the  following 
terms : — 

<'It  will  be  truly  gratifying  to  our 
friends  in  England  to  hear  that  their  per- 
severing exertions  are  attended  with  the 
most  beneficial  effects.  We  can  assure 
them  that,  from  the  very  time  that  our 
Esquimaux  have  been  put  in  possession  of 
one  portion  of  the  New  Testament  after 
another,  and  have  been  enabled  to  read 
ft  in  their  own  vernacular  tongne,  theic 
QBderBtaiidingt  have  been  macfa  enlight-  [^ 
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WMi,  ABcl  tbej  mra  MrideBlly  growing  in 
the  knowledge  and  grace  of  onr  Lord 
Jesus  Christ." 

Further  steps  have  been  taken  to  pro- 
mote the  formation  of  a  Bible  Society  in 
Newfoundlandi  the  result  of  which  is  not 
yet  known. 

The  Midland  District  Bible  Society  (in 
Upper  Canada)  has  purchased  Bibles  and 
Testaments  from  yoor  Depository,  to  the 
amount  of  67/.  lOi.  for  distribution  within 
the  sphere  of  its  appointed  labours. 

A  new  Auxiliary  Bible  Society  has 
been  formed  at  St.  John'St  New  Bruns* 
wick ;  and  the  first  fruits  of  its  exertloea 
have  appeared  in  a  remittance  of  170/. 
for  a  proportion  of  which  Bibles  and  Tes* 
taments  have  been  required  in  return. 
To  tbid  Institution  a  Branch  Society  has 
been  added,  in  the  flourishing  settlement 
of  St.  Stephens  ;  and  hopes  are  held  out 
that  other  parts  of  the  countr)  will  soon 
be  seen  to  follow  this  laudable  example. 

From  the  Bible  Society  in  Prince  Ed- 
ward's Ishind,  a  remittance  of  60/  has 
been  received,  from  which  it  appears, 
that  the  circulation  of  the  Scriptures  con- 
tinues to  be  attended  to  at  that  station. 

American  BMe  Society. 

A  respectful  notice  ^f  this  Society 
18  ^iven  in  the  Report  before  us.  As 
our  second  number  contained  a  more 
recent  and  ample  account  of  the  ope- 
rations of  tbis  Institution,  we  shall 
pass  over  tbis  part  of  the  Report,  with 
tLe  exception  of  a  single  paragraph. 

Id  the  course  of  the  last  year,  the 
Committer;  of  the  British  and  Foreign 
Btf>le  Society  tendered  a  donation  of 
jive  hundred  pounds  sterlings  to  the 
American  Bible  Society,  under  the 
apprehension  that  its  funds  had  so 
ferdecKned  as  to  be  insufficient  to 
meet  the  engagements  of  the  Mana- 
gers. This  generous  grant,  the  Board, 
on  the  groimd  that  it  had  been  mani- 
fcBlly  appropriated  under  a  misappre- 
hension of  the  state  of  their  funds,  re- 
spectftiRy  and  deliberately  dedmed  to 
aeeept  On  this  topic  the  Conunittee 
of  the  Britbh  and  Foreign  Bible  So- 
ciety remark  as  follows : — 

Your  Committee  cannot  forbear  men- 
tiODiog  with  the  commendation  it  de- 
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serves*  the  liberal  conduct  of  the  Bfisa^ 

gers  of  this  Society,  in  dtollnSog  a  grant 
of  500/.,  which,  on  the  presumption  oC 
the  inadequacy  of  ita  mtaos  to  its  ob- 
jf cts,  your  Ckimmittee  had  offered  to  its 
acceptance.  The  letter  conveying  this 
resolution  on  the  part  of  that  body  wtH 
be  read  with  mnch  satisfaction :  and  the 
circumstance  itself  will  tend  to  strengthett 
the  mutual  confidence  and  attaehment  of 
tlie  two  Societies. 

Distribution  of  Bibles  in  tht  West 
Indies. 

In  the  West  Indies,  yoor  Committee 
iiave  had  occasion  to  observe  many  cir. 
cumstances  wh-  h  announce  that  the 
word  of  God  is  obtaining  an  increased  cir- 
culation. 

A  satisfactc)ry  account  of  the  state  of 
the  colony  at  Paramaribo  is  given  in  the 
Report  of  the  United  Netheriands  Bibfe 
Society,  tiie  most  striking  feature  of 
which  is  the  extreme  eagerness  of  the 
Jews  to  become  possessed  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures. 

The  Barbadoes  Auxiliary  hai  continued 
active,  and  made  a  second  remittance. 

From  the  Bahama  Islands  very  encoar- 
aging  accounts  have  been  received :  dis- 
tribution has  been  made  from  that  quar^ 
ter  among  the  Spaniards  in  Cuba,  who 
manifest  a  very  anxious  desire  to  obtais 
copies  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  King  of  Hay- 
ti,  the  Scriptures  are  introduced  into  all 
the  schools,  which  are  rapidly  spreading 
over  the  largest  portion  of  the  Island  of 
St  Domingo. 

The  Bermuda  Bible  Society  has  protfa- 
ced  very  useful  effects,  not  only  wiUtib 
the  Island  which  constitutes  its  particular 
sphere,  but  also  in  the  Spanish  Islands,  to 
which  its  friendly  exertions  have  been 
extended.  An  Auxitiaiy  Society  has  been 
formed  among  the  people  of  colour :  and 
sdch  a  spirit  of  inquiry  has  been  awaken- 
ed, that  schools  are  establishing,  and 
other  measures  are  taking  to  obtain  for 
the  population  of  the  Island  (amounting 
t6  more  tl^an  8000  souls)  a  full  share  hi 
the  blessings  of  Scriptural  light. 

It  only  remains  to  add,  that  several 
openings  have  presented  themselves  for 
conveying  the  Scriptures  to  the  BraaOs, 
Trinidad,  and  the  Spanisft  Bbln,  of  iff' 
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wliieh  your  CbminfUet  have  avaRed 
themselves  as  far  as  prudence  would  al- 
low, in  the  meantime,  the  presses  at 
home  are  busily  employed  in  printing 
efdlffons  of  the  Spanish  Scriptures,  from 
versions  approved  "by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authorities  of  the  mother  country. 

Domestic  Proceedings, 

The  Committee  introduce  a  state- 
meat  of  their  proceedhigs  at  home,  by 
the  remark  that,  «*  notwithstanding 
the  unfavourable  circumstances  of  the 
thnes,  as  they  respect  both  the  moral 
hnd  commercial  state  of  the  country, 
the  efforts  and  returns  of  Auxiliary 
Societies,  Branch  Societies,  and  Bible 
Associations,  have  been  such  as  to  in- 
spire confidence  and  minister  encour- 
agement." They  also  express  their 
high  and  increasing  opinion  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  Bible  Associations.  On 
this  subject  they  observe — 

Tour  Committee  have  often  expressed 
their  high  opinion  of  the  various  advanta- 
ges derivable  from  Bible  Associations  > 
and  in  that  opinion  they  find  themselves, 
by  progressive  exp«trience,  continually 
more  confirmed.  Whether  they  look  to 
the  increase  of  the  funds  of  tl^e  Society, 
or  the  improving  tendency  of  Us  local 
operations,  they  find  ample  grolind  for 
regarding  Bible  Associations  as  deserving 
the  warmest  commendation,  and  the 
most  decided  encouragement  and  sup- 
port. These  remarks,  which  comprehend 
Bible  Assoeiations  in  general,  are  particu- 
larly  applicable  to  those  which  are  con- 
stituted and  conducted  by  the  Female 
portion  of  the  community.  In  every 
part  of  the  country  where  the  trial  has 
been  correctly  made,  Ladies*  Bible  Asso- 
ciations have  justified  the  strong  language 
in  which  your  Committee  have  recom- 
mended, and  in  which  they  think  it  their 
duty  again  to  recommend,  their  estabnsh- 
ment  in  connexion  with  the  Auxiliary 
Societies  of  the  District. 

Bible  Efforts  in  Scotland. 

Scotland  has  upheld  the  interests  of 
your  Institution  with  her  accustomed 
energy  and  liberality.  Among  the  proofs 
of  continued  attachment  may  be  cited 
the  tenth  Annual  collection  ofthePres- 
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byiery  of  Glasgpw,  which,  ootwithstisnd- 
ing  the  present  distress  in  that  district, 
has  already  yielded  a  return  of  4651. 17s. 
4d.  and  will  doubtless  be  augmented  by 
contributions  from  parishes  which  have 
not  yet  made  their  report. 

Bible  Efforts  in  Ireland. 

Ireland  has  proceeded  on  the  system  of 
improved  organization,  noticed  In  your 
last  Report  (  and  the  result  has  been  that 
in  the  course  of  the  last  year,  the  Hiber. 
Ulan  Bible  Society  has  doubled  its  circu- 
lation of  the  Scriptures  Jormed  new  Aux- 
iliary Societies,  revived  old  ones  which 
had  become  Inactive,  and  witnessed  ge- 
nerally the  manifest  Indications  of  great 
and  kiereasing  prosperity. 

Funds. 

In  the  course  of  the  last  year,  the  funds 
of  the  Society  were  increased  by  ten  le- 
gacies, amounting  to  three  thousand  and 
fifty  potoids.  The  total  receipts  of  the 
year  amounted  to  £03,033  6  7,  and 
the  total  paymenU,  to  £123,847    12   8.

Cond%tsion. 

Your  Committee,  having  reported  the 
transactions  of  the  past  year,  have  now 
only  to  offer,  in  conclusion,  such  reflec- 
tions as  the  facts  thus  simply  detailed  may 
naturally  suggest. 
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And  thty  WMid  loie  sight  of  an  im- 
portant duty,  if  they  did  not  begin  by  in- 
viting the  Members  of  the  Society  to  con- 
cur with  them  in  aclcoowledging  their 
renewed  obligations  to  that  God  whose 
word  it  is  their  professed  and  exclusive 
object  to  circulate,  for  the  visible  blessing 
with  which   He  has   been   pleased   to 
orown  the  labours  of  the  Institution.    In 
almost  every  part  of  the   world    with 
which  the  Society  is  in  correspondence, 
or  to  which  its  agents  have  extended  their 
•ntorprisiag  joumies,  a  favourable  accep- 
tance has  been  given  to  it^  overtures  for 
Imparting  tlie  Holy  Scriptures  to  those 
who  need  them  ;  and  prospects  are  open- 
ing in  every  direction  for  such  a  dissem- 
illation  of  them  as  to  authorise  the  hope 
that  the  time  is  approaching,  when,  in 
answer  to  the  Apostolical  prayer,  **  The 
word  of  the  Lord  shall  have  free  course 
and  be  glorified." 

At  home  the  prospect  is  equally  en- 
couraging. Notwithstanding  the  extraor- 
dinary pressure  of  commercial  difficulties, 
aod  the  industrious  propagation  of  irre- 
ligious, and  even  antichrist ian  opinions, 
the  resources  of  the  Society,  so  far  from 
suffering  any  seripus  diminution,  have 
been  liberally  maintained,  and  its  opera* 
lions,  viewed  on  the  great  scale,  have 
kept  pace  with  the  activity  and  efficiency 
of  the  moat  prosperous  eras  of  the  Institu- 
tion.  Never  was  the  demand  for  the 
Scriptures  ■  so  great  and  general ;  and  at 
no  period  were  means  provided  in  sm  h 
abundance  for  printing  editions  of  them, 
or  channels  opened  in  so  great  a  variety 
of  places  for  their  free  and  general  circu- 
lation. These  assertions  are  so  complete- 
ly flostaioed  by  the  facts  which  your 
Committee  have  reported,  that  they  ap- 
peal to  them  with  confidence  as  affording 
matter  for  the  most  devout  gratitude  and 
the  most  cordial  satisfaction. 

Nor  will  it  fail  to  have  struck  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  while  attending  to  the 
transactions  of  the  year,  how  greatly  the 
Institution  has  strengthened  its  claims 
to  the  veneration  and  support  of  the 
Christian  public,  by  the  increased  evi- 
dence of  its  usefelness  in  cherishing  the 
growth  of  vital  religion,  and  thereby 
promotion  the  happiness  of  individuals 
and  the  t>est  interests  of  the  community. 
The  craving  desires  which  have  been 
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expressed  for  the  word  of  God,  and  the 
thankfulness  which  has  been  uttered 
when  this  desire  has  been  gratified,  have 
been  uniformly  associated  with  those 
principles  and  feelings,  on  which  are 
founded  loyalty  and  contentment,  sub- 
jection to  principalities  and  powers  for 
conscience  sake,  and  a  quiet  and  peace- 
able  demeanour  in  all  godliness  and  ho- 
nesty. Nor  would  your  Committee  stand 
excused  to  themselves,  if  they  were  to 
omit  to  remark  how  strikingly  the  truth 
of  this  observation  has  been  illustrated  in 
the  conduct  of  the  Society's  Domestic 
Auxiliaries,  during  the  trial  through  which 
they  have  recently  passed.  While  Infi- 
delity has  been  lifting  up  her  audacioos 
front,  and  uttering  her  many  blasphe- 
mies ;  while  her  adherents  have  been  la- 
bouring with  infatuated  Ecal  to  detach  the 
labouring  classes  of  the  community  from 
their  allegiance  to  the  Bible,  the  Socie- 
ties and  Associations  in  connexion  with 
your  Institution  remained  steady  to  their 
engagements;  and  bore,  at  their  Anni- 
versaries, an  unshrinking  testimony  to 
the  truth  and  excellence  of  that  word 
which  no  calumnies  will  be  able  to  .de- 
preciate, and  no  violence  to  destroy. 

In  the  further  prosecution  of  the  work 
in  which  we  are  engaged,  it  will  be 
important  to  bear  in  mind  the  duty  of 
perseverance,  both  as  it  regards  the  aug- 
mentation of  funds,  and  the  full  accom- 
plishment of  the  Society's  object. 

The  desire  which  has  been  excited  for 
the  word  of  God,  has  already  created  such 
heavy  demands  upon  the  funds  of  your 
Institution,  as  to  occasion  in  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  past  year  a  considerable  ex- 
cess over  that  of  any  of  the  preceding. 
When  to  this  are  added  the  engagements 
entered  into,  in  the  East,  the  Levant,  and 
other  parts  of  the  world,  where  much  is 
required  to  he  done,  it  will  appear,  that 
the  pecuniary  resources  must  be  greatly 
increased,  in  order  to  render  them  ade- 
quate to  that  occupation  which  the  suc- 
cess of  the  cause  to  which  they  are  con- 
secrated is  preparing  for  them. 

The  nations  of  Christendom  are  as  yet 
but  partially  supplied  with  the  oracles  of 
the  Religion  they  profess,  while  to 
much  the  largest  proportion  of  mankind 
the  troths  of  Divine  Revelation  are  but 
beghnning  to  be  made  known  through 
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fldise  of  the  minMioat  languages  and  dla- 
leets  which  have  hitherto  been  employed 
to  propagate  systems  of  error,  the  most 
insalting  to  God^  and  the  most  degrading 
to  baman  nature.  To  force  these  strong 
holds  of  Imposture  and  Superstitlony  to 
Impart  to  the  bond  slaves  of  Satan  and  of 
sin,  the  emancipating  Icnowledge  of  <*  the 
onlj  tme  Gk>d  and  Jesus  Christ  whom 
He  hath  sent/* — such  are  the  high  com- 
mission and  the  glorious  object  of  the  Bri. 
tish  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  In  exe- 
enting  this  commission,  and  pursuing  this 
object,  they  are  encouraged,  by  the  pro- 
mise of  Holy  Scri|)tore  and  the  testimony 
of  past  eiperience,  to  expect  success  pro- 
portioned to  the  degree  of  their  exertions 
and  the   simplicity  In  which  they  are

nished for  publicatioii.  Having  since  been  favoured  by  the  former  C^entleman, 
with  a  copy  of  his  in  a  pamphlet  form,  we  now  present  it  entire  to  our  Kaden^ 
confident  that  they  will  be  highly  gratified  by  the  perusal  of  so  impresmve  and 
eloquent  a  production. 

nificent  institution,  and  all  the  prelimina- 
ry steps  which  led  to  that  memorable 
event.  I  beard  the  shout  wbich  con- 
firmed the  constitution, — a  moment  not 
soon  to  be  forgoUen.  And  I  can  truly 
say,  that  each  returning  anniversary  not 
only  sustains  but  increases  the  interest 
first  excited.  It  is  not  an  institution 
whose  power  over  the  mind  can  be  worn 
out  with  novelty  ;  but  as  it  holds  its  au- 
gust morch,  it  must  awaken  more  and 
more  the  joy,  the  seal,  (he  admiration,  of 
all  who  are  interested  in  the  happiness  of 
the  world  or  the  glory  of  its  Author.

In  seconding  the  motion  wbich  has 
been  made  by  my  honourable  friend* 
with  so  much  effect,  permit  me,  Sir,  to 
call  your  attention,  and  that  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  assembly,  somewhat  further  to 
the  great  object  of  our  present  meeting. 

It  is  impossible  to  suppress  feelings 
which  are  excited  by  seeing  so  many  per- 
sons distinguished  by  their  station,  their 
talents,  and  their  learning,  uniting  in  this 
sublime  attempt  to  diffuse  the  sacred 
Scriptures.  I  am  one  of  those  who  watch- 
ed with  interest  (he  formation  of  this  mag-

while  it  leases  to  eveiy  man  the  andis- 
tmbed  posflession  of  his  own  opinions, 
tends  to  cherish  the  best  affectioDs  of  the 
heart;  and  to  destroy  the  velry  worst  that 
ever  associated  themselves  with  religion) 
— f  mean  a  prond  and  selfish  bigotry.  In 
this  matter  both  we  and  our  fatbers  have 
greatly  erred.  We  never  knew  till  the 
age  of  Bible  Societies  revealed  it»  how 
much  of  selfishness  lay  concealed  under 
that  party  spirit  which  had  been  baptized 
by  the  name  of  zeal  for  the  truth.  It  ap- 
peared in  the  mask  of  an  angel  of  light, 
bnt  it  had  a  demon's  heart.  It  caught 
men  on  that  side  where  they  had  the  least 
suspicion  of  wrong,  but  under  a  sancti- 
monious front  it  covered  the  most  con- 
tracted and  ignoble  passions  of  a  fallen 
nature.  I  hail  this  dawn  of  more  enlight- 
ened and  eipanded  views ;  and  if  on  this 
side  of  heaven  I  would  seek  for  a  banquet 
of  the  soul,  it  should  be  in  that  brotherly 
love  which  this  scene  presents. 

Sir,  I  congratulate  you  that  we  are  suf- 
fered to  live  in  such  a  day  as  this.  A  glo- 
ry has  been  reserved  for  these  times 
greater  thun  that  of  the  Augustan  age.  I 
speak  not  of  the  march  of  civil  liberty ; 
I  speak  not  of  the  prodigious  inventions 
which  distiuguish  the  period  ',  I  allude 
not  to  the  great  advances  made  in  those 
physical  sciences  which  subserve  the  use- 
ful arts  i  I  mean  the  far  greater  glory  of 
those  splendid  plans  of  benevolence 
which  mark  the  present  age  :  I  mean  es- 
pecially the  glory  of  the  age  concerned 
in  giving  the  Bible  to  the  world.  This  is 
the  sublimest  of  all  charities.  If  we  re- 
gard only  its  bearing  on  the  order  of  so- 
ciety, In  what  way  can  we  so  largely 
contribute  to  the  temporal  comfort  of 
mankind  ?  Take  the  map  of  the  worid, 
and  encircle  with  your  pencil  those  coun- 
tries where  woman  is  not  a  prisoner  or  a 
slave,  where  life  and  property  are  secur- 
ed by  any  thing  like  a  well  regulated  po- 
lice, where  civilized  manners  have  ob- 
tained, and  general  science  has  burst  ihe 
fetters  of  the  mhid ;  and  you  will  enclose 
precisely  those  regions  on  which  the  rays 
of  revelation  shine.  The  boundaiy  of 
light  is  the  pale  of  Christeodbm.  In  send- 
ing forth  the  Bible  yon  open  the  flood- 
gates of  every  thing  that  can  bless  man- 
khidt  «nd  not  only  poor  a  n^igbty  river 
throi^  the  arid  regions,  but  by  tea  thon- 
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sand  oonises  lead  ont  a  streamlet  to  wa- 
ter every  plant  Speak  you  of  grie&  ?  it 
Is  soothing  the  troobled  heart  with  th« 
only  consolation  which  sorrow  knows. 
Speak  yon  of  maladies '  it  is  eitending 
the  only  medicine  to  the  great  lazar-hoose 
of  the  worid.  Speak  yoa  of  the  deathless 
seal '  it  is  changing  the  condition  of  mil- 
lions from  an  eternal  prison  to  an  Immor-. 
tal  throne.  This  is  the  canse  which  In. 
volves  all  the  happiness  and  hopes  of 
men.  it  involves  the  great  interest  of  in* 
finite  wisdom  and  benevolence.  It  to  the 
cause  of  the  universe.  The  happiness  of 
all  worlds  is  staked  on  those  vast  eihihip 
tions  of  God  that  are  made  in  the  plan  of 
redemption  which  the  Gospel  reveato* 
Spread  that  Gospel  before  every  eye  if  yon 
woold  fill  the  earth  with  the  gkny  of  God. 
In  every  point  of  view  this  is  the  great- 
est and  most  momentous  cause  that  ever 
engaged  the  attention  of  men  or  angels* 
The  Bible  societies  which  ennoble  the 
present  age,  breathe  the  very  spirit  of  tiM 
heavrns.  They  breathe  the  very  spirit  of 
the  angelic  choir  which  broke  the  mid- 
night stillness  over  the  plains  of  Bethle. 
hem.  They  are  acting  over  again  the 
seene  of  Pentecost.  For  if  they  cannot 
eonfor  on  modem  missionaries  tiie  gtft  of 
tongues,  they  pat  into  their  hands  tlieaa- 
merous  translations  of  the  Scriptm^s,  and' 
thus  enable  them  to  proclaim  to  all  na- 
tions, In  the  language  of  each,  the  won- 
derful works  of  God.  And  if  in  a  super!- 
or  state  of  existence.  It  shall  be  our  happy 
employment  to  convey  to  other  orders  of 
creetorsfi  a  knowledge  of  God,  even  that 
sublime  course,  "  high  in  salvation  and 
the  realms  of  bliss,"  will  be  only  pursuliq; 
in  a  wider  sphere  the  plan  of  the  Bible  so- 
cieties. If  the  eye  of  an  Isaiah,  looking 
out  of  distant  antiquNgr,  conld  have  sees 
this  day,  when  the  Seriptures  which  he 
helped  to  proclaim  are  carried  to  the  na- 
tkras  by  the  united  labour  of  legtolatocs, 
prelates,  and.  princes,  how  great  woirid. 
have  been  his  joy. 

Dfai  I  hear  one  say,  there  is  no  need? 
Why  then  did  the  tiumpet  of  Isaiah, 
soimd?  and  why  the  tones  of  David*a 
harp  ?  If  there  to  no  need  to  send  tha 
Scriptures  to  the  heathen,  why  w^re  pro- 
phets inspired  to  give  them  tons?  Buti£|^ 
these  sacred  records  have  shed  the  light 
of  heaven  aronnd  pur  fNl»  If  they  hare 
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(raBsfueed  their  consolations  into  oor 
hearts,  and  planted  their  promises  onder- 
■eath  our  bopest  are  we  not  bouad  hy 
every  prineiple  of  gratitude  to  extend 
them  to  others  ? 

It  b  interesting  to  trace  the  causes  which 
have  roused  the  world  to  this  great  ca- 
Mer.    Among  the  events  fiied  in  ancient 
prophecy,   which  were  to  "  repay  re- 
compense to  the  i$landt,**  (or  to  the  coun- 
tries beyond  the  Mediterranean  from  Ju- 
dea,)  and  bring  on   a  day  when  they 
riionld  <'  fear  the  name  of  the  Lord  from 
the  westi  and  his  glory  from  the  rising  of 
the  snn;"  among  those  events,    it  was 
|«Bg  ago  predicted,  with  an  eye  upon  the 
present  day,  that  **  when  the  enemy'* 
Aeold  **  come  in  like  a  flood,  the  Spirit 
€l  the  Loi^*'  would  *<  lift  up  a  standard 
•gainst  him.'**    And  it  Is  a  memorable 
fiNst,  that  out  of  the  heavings  of  Europe, 
agitated  by  the  storms  of  infidelity,  the 
whole    community    of  Bible  Societies 
have  arisen.    The  greatest  effort  ever 
made  to  destroy   the  Bible,  has  been 
followed  by  a  union  of  nations  to  give 
the  Bible  to  the  world.    Nor  is  this  or- 
der of  events  merely  providential ;  the 
Spirit  tf  God  has  moved  in  a  line  with 
second  causes.    The  seal  for  the  Bible 
has  been  ronsed  by  the  seal  manifested 
for  its  deitractlon.    Kings   have  come 
down  from  their  thrones  1o  aid  the  sacred 
cause,  because  they  saw  that  the  order 
and  happiness  of  society  rested  on  the 
Bible.    Greece    and  Rome  could    pre- 
serve the  frame  of  society  without  the 
Bible,  for  they  had  the  aid  of  another 
religion.    But  it  is  too  late  for  the  nations 
of  Christendom  to  go  back  to  the  mytho- 
logy of  the  heathen.     If  they  give  up  the 
Bible  they  must  do  without  any  religion, 
—anything  to  restrain  the  selfish  |)as- 
tiottsof  men,  any  thing  to  sooth  the  an* 
goished  mind  in  adversity,  any  thing  to 
cast  a  ray  of  light  upon  the  darkness  of 
the  grave ;  and  if  in  ri^teons  judgment 
the  conscience  is  left  sufficiently  aeared, 
nothing  remains  but  the  dark  and  gloomy 
profound  of  athebm*    The  nations  of 
Europe  have  seen  a  short  and  partial  ex- 
periment of  what  the  world  would  do 
without  the  Bible  in  the  French  revolu- 
tion.   They  have  gathered  aronnd  the 
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tremendous  crater,  and  looked  down 
into  the  boiling  deep,  and  seen  all  the 
materials  of  hell  preparing  to  be  disgorg- 
ed upon  the  worid.  They  have  fled  back 
from  the  bellowingsof  the  mountain,  and 
lifted  up  their  hands  to  the  God  of  the 
Bible. 

After  the  plains  of  Europe  have  for 
more  than  twenty  summers  t>een  drench- 
ed in  blood,  the  storm  of  war  has  been 
suspended,  the  bars  to  mutual  inter- 
course among  the  nations  removed,  and 
leisure  given  to  pursue  the  works  of  be- 
nevolence, as  if  on  purpose  to  open  the 
way  for  that  splendid  career  of  mercy 
which  has  followed.  This  syncope  In 
the  throes  of  a  ccinvulsed  world,  has  been 
improved  to  send  out  the  heralds  of 
peace,  and  to  scatter  the  records  of  saU 
vation  in  every  language  of  EurcTpe. 
Where  the  fiend  of  war  had  fixed  deep 
his  fangs,  there  the  Gospel  has  been  sent 
to  bind  up  the  bleeding  wounds.  I  envy 
not  the  temperament  of  that  man  who 
can  contemplate  these  events  without 
gratitude,  joy,  and  admiration. 

But,  Sir,  though  much  has  been  ac- 
complished, much  more  remains  to  be 
done.     From  the   animating   accounts 
which  come  in  from  different  quarters, 
one  might  be  led  to  imagine  that  the 
worid  will  soon  be  inundated  with  Bi- 
bles.   But  alas  the  prospect  is  very  differ- 
ent.   As  glorious  as  the  exertions  have 
been,  they  have  as  3ret  scarcely  made  an 
impression  on  the  mighty  mass,  and  un- 
less they  are  doubled  many  times,  will 
never  supply  the  wants  of  the  world.    If 
we  increase  our  efforts,  and  call  into  ac- 
tion all   the    resources    and    the     en- 
ergies which  can  be  commanded,  they 
will  still  be  too  small.   Dr.    Peterson, 
after  devoting  several  years  to  the  Bi- 
ble cause  in  the  north  of  Europe,  tells 
us  that   fifteen  millions  of  Bibles   are 
wanting  to  furnish    one   to  a   family 
throughout  Denmark,  Sweden^  and  Eu- 
ropean Russia.*    He  tells  us  also,  that 
the  Russian  Bible  Society  has  made  ar- 
rangements to  bsue  a  hundred  thoosand 
copies  a  year  t    Say  then,  for  the  sake 
of  argument,  that  thu  augost  institotioB 
Is  occupied,  exclusively  and  without  an. 
ally,  with  the  north  of  Europe,  and  U 
s

eottkl  not  pot  a  9m(git  Bible  into  eveiy 
house  under  a  centary  and  a  lialf;  and 
bjr  that  timei  allowing  a  Bible  to  last 
thirty  years,  four-fifths  of  the  supply 
would  be  worn  out.  It  could  never  over- 
take the  demand.  It  must  increase  its 
issues  five-fold  to  supply  every  family  in 
those  countries  in  thirty  years ;  and  then, 
the  first  edition  being  worn  oot,  it  must 
go  over  the  same  ground  again :  and  thus 
It  must  continue  to  issue  600,000  copies  a 
year  to  the  end  of  the  world,  to  sopply 
Denoiarki  Sweden,  and  European  Bus* 
aia  with  only  one  Bible  to  a  family. 

When  we  contemphite  the  prodigioas 
operalious  of  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Sodety,  we  are  ready  to  conclude 
that  the  iamine  of  the  word  of  God  most 
cpiickly  cease  ihroughoot  the  world.    But 
I  have  seen  a  printed  calculation  in  which 
it  is  stated,  that  if  that  Society  were  to 
^  distribute  as  many  copies  every  year  as 
they  did  the  first  twelve'  years  logether> 
(that  is«  considerably  more  than  a  million 
and  a  half  a  year,)  it  would  still  Uke 
them  lour  centuries  to  furnish  every  Indi- 
vidual on  earth  with  a  Bible,  allowing 
the  countries   already  Christian  to  be 
supplied  from  other  qnarters.    But  this 
writer  makes  no  account  of  the  wear  of 
books,  and  he  calculates  on  six  hundred 
and  seventy  millions  of  pagans  and  Ma- 
hometans.   Let  us  speak  within  bounds. 
liOt  us  suppose  only  five  hundred  and 
sixty  millions,  including  Mahometans  and 
pagans,  and  the  benighted  Christhins  who 
an  scattered  among  them  ;  which  is  the 
lowest  calculation.    Let  us   suppose  a 
Bible  to  last  thirty  years,  which  iff  suppo- 
sing too  much.    Let  us  assume  that  all 
CUiristendom  is  supplied  from  other  qnar- 
ters ;  and  yon  know  that  all  the  Bible 
Societies  in  Europe  and  America  have 
hitherto   been    chiefly    occupied  Mrith 
Christian  countries,  and  have  scarcely 
made  an  impression  npon  them  as  yet. 
Let  all  this  be  supposed,  and  then  a  So- 
ciety which  should  issue  as  many  copies 
a  year  as  the  Brithh  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society  dtf  the  first  twelve  years  to- 
gether, mnst  be  exerted  to  the  end  of  the 
world  to"  keep  up  a  supply  for  only  fifty 
millions  of  persons ;  and  eleven  such  So* 
detiesy  and  eleven  larger  than  this,  each 
pooriog  out  seventeen  hundred  thousand 
copies  a  year,  most  be  in  operation  to  the 
Orfofter,  1^0. 
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end  of  the  world,  to  provide  for  the 
wants  of  all,  without  making  any  allow- 
ance fur  the  increase  of  population. 
With  all  the  labours  of  sixteen  years» 
therefore,  scarcely  a  beginning  has  yet 
been  made. 

The  American  Bible  Society,  in  point 
of  present  importance,  is  the  third,  if  Aot 
the  second  institution  of  the  kind  on 
earth,  and  in  its  future  progmss  It  may 
probably  become  the  first.  It  is  destin- 
ed to  bless  a  whole  coatioent.  Mexico 
and  South  America,  which  are  manifestly 
placed  by  the  God  of  providence  withia 
its  jurisdiction,  ought  soon  to  feel  its  re- 
viving influence.  In  those  countries, 
where  the  Scriptures  have  been  locked 
up  from  the  common  people,  few  eo* 
pies  are  found,  and  the  wants  are  scarcely 
less  than  in  the  heathen  world.  I  hope 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  we  shall 
penetrate  every  part  of  those  interesting 
regions  with  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese 
Scriptures,  and  stimulate  the  people  to 
help  themselves,  and  never  rest  till  we 
see  a  Bible  Soc^iety  for  South  America 
establbhed  and  in  full  operation  on  theur 
own  soil. 

But  when  we  view  onr  Society  in  con- 
nexion %vilh  the  sublime  prospects  of 
these  Uohed  States,  its  future  influence 
and  splendour  outstrip  the  widest  ranges 
of  thought.  The  sakibrity  of  our  climate, 
the  fertility  of  the  soil,  the  extent  of  the 
country,  the  distance  at  which  we  am 
placed  from  hostile  nations,  the  freedom 
of  the  government,  the  morality  of  peo 
)>le,  and  the  blessing  of  God,  have  all 
united  to  give  to  our  population  a  rapidity 
of  increase,  and  a  prospect  of  increase, 
which,  taken  together,  are  without  a 
parallel  on  earth.  Let  us  multiply  as 
rapidly  for  seventy  years  to  come  as  we 
have  seventy  years  past,  and  we  shall 
amount  to  more  than  eighty  millions  ;  in 
ninety  years,  to  a  hundred  and  sixty 
millions ;  In  a  hundred  and  thirty-five 
years,  to  six  hundred  and  forty  millions. 
As  things  are  no%v  proceeding,  we  shall 
soon  become  one  quarter  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  globe.  Whatever  character  is 
Impressed  on  this  immense  mass,  is  given 
to  one  quarter  of  the  human  race,  if 
you  leave  them  without  a  Bible  and 
without  a  sabbath,  one  quarter  of  the  ^^'i 
man  race  will  l»e  sabbalU-brcakers  an4»^^ 
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lafidtb,  and  groialy  wicked  and  ignorant, 
mad  uRMMeptible  of  the  blessings  of  a 
Irae  goyernoMnt.  Eveiy  friend  to  the 
fefonnation  and  happiness  of  the  world) 
must  look  with  great  anxiety  on  the  cha- 
racter to  be  imparled  to  the  inbabitanfs 
of  these  States.  FiH  this  land  wUh  the 
light  and  spirit  of  the  Bible,  and  yon  do 
nore  to  reform  the  world,  to  give  stability 
to  the  Institutions  of  society,  to  send  out 
e  mighty  example  of  freedom  and  Justice 
into  the  courts  of  princes  and  the  dun- 
geons <^  the  inqaisttion,  than  any  Ian* 
gnage  can  adequately  express.  And  yet 
tiie  difficulty  of  accomplishing  all  tMs, 
on  aeeoQoi  of  the  rapid  Increase  of  our 
mimbers,  b  immense  and  apiMilling.  Our 
population  is  fast  outgrowing  our  institu* 
tions.  This  is  true  to  such  an  extent,  that 
ft  will  require  the  most  strenuotisand  un- 
remitted exertions,  contimied  and  in- 
creased beyond  any  thing  that  .we  have 
a&tioipated,  to  sopply  our  people  with 
the  Institutions  of  reHgton,  and  particu- 
larly with  Bibles.  This  is  supposing 
enough.  There  are  hundreds  and  thou- 
sands of  femilies  destitute  la  parts  where 
you  would  little  expect  it  How  many 
Louses,  even  in  this  city,  over  whose 
threshold  the  word  of  God  never  passed. 
But  say  that  one  half  of  the  people  are 
sappUad,  and  that  a  Bible  will  last  thirty 
yean.  Allow  that  our  population  eanti- 
sues  to  double  once  in  twenty -two  years 
«iid  a  half,  as  it  did  for  sixty  years  before 
the  last  census.  Admit,  for  the  sake  of 
simplifying  the  caiculatien,  that  aUthe 
Mblical  printing  in  our  country  is  engross- 
«d  by  this  Society,  (which  is  lUcely  to 
prove  very  nearly  the  ease,}  and  reckon 
our  present  issues  at  fifty  thousand  copies 
a  year.  Then,  to  furnish  every  indivi- 
dual in  the  United  States  with  a  Bible, 
our  issues  for  the  first  twenty-two  years 
«nd  a  half  from  the  present  tioM,  ought 
to  average  above  eight  liundred  and 
thirty  thousand  copies  a  year,«-^ore 
than  sixteen  times  our  present  number. 
In  the  second  period  of  tWeoty-twoyears 
and  a  half;  they  ought  to  average  near 
fourteen  hundred  thousand  <copies  a  year; 
in  the  third  equal  period,  near  twenty- 
nine  hundred  thousand ;  in  the  fourth  pe- 
riod, (which  ends  this  century  end  runs 
into  the  next,)  more  than  fifty^seven  hun- 
dred thousand'    But  as  the  issues  will 
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need  to  be  greater  ia  ^  litter  than  ia 
the  former  part  of  each  period,  by  the 
year  1895,  they  ought  to  amount  to  nore 
than  sixty-two  hundred  thousand.  Thus, 
before  the  close  of  this  century,  accord- 
ing to  these  data,  our  issues  ought  to 
amount  to  more  than  a  hundred  and 
twenty  times  our  present  number,  and 
the  demand  continually  increasing  with 
out  end.  And  all  this  to  sopply  only  the 
inhabitants  of  these  Slates.  Now  look  to 
South  America  and  the  islands,  and  what 
a  work  is  before  us.  What  a  call  for  the 
exertion  of  every  faculty,  and  for  the 
consecration  of  every  cent.  The  day 
for  sleep  is  past ;  the  day  for  avarice  to 
hoard,  and  to  harden  Itself  against  the 
miseries  of  roan.  The  time  has  come 
when  holmttt  to  the  Lord  should  be  writ- 
ten on  aU  our  powers  and  all  our  posses* 
sions;  when  the  people  of  these  States 
should  arise  as  one  man,  to  a  mlgh^  aad 
continued  effort,  and  never  rest  till  they 
have  lodged  a  Bible  in  every  hovse  from 
Cauada  to  Cape  Hom^ 

And  they  ttiU  arise.  The  harp  of  pro. 
phecy  has  announced  it  A  little  while 
and  thoee  scenes  shall  be  displayed  which 
glowed  under  the  pencH  of  enraptmed 
seers.  Not  always  shaU  wealth  be  re- 
garded chiefly  as  the  means  of  power  and 
pleasure ;  but  the  rich  shall  aeeount  it  the 
highest  happiaess  of  their  distinctioo,  that 
they  have  something  to  give  to  fai^  who 
created  and  redeemed  them.  We,  or  if 
not  we  our  posterity,  will  regard  the  ifl- 
ver  and  the  gDid  as  the  Lord's,  and  Wilt 
cast  into  his  treasury  sooh  oflforings  as 
past  ages  never  witnessed.  Tlierieh  shall 
bring  their  thoasands,  and  the  poor  their 
willing  mite.  The  gold  of  Ophir  and  the 
topas  of  Ethiopia  shaH  be  brought ;  the 
flocks  of  Kedar  and  the  rams  of  Nebaioth 
shall  be  devoted.  The  Bible  shall  have 
deminion  over  the  worid ;  a  dominion 
more  extensive  than  that  of  Alexander, 
and  more  benignant  than  that  of  Alfred. 
Under  its  holy  and  pacific  reign, "  officers 
shall  be  peace**  and  <<  exacters  righteous- 
ness." <«  Violence  shall  no  more  be  heard** 
in  the  land,  **  wasting  nor  destruction*' 
within  its  borders.  «  They  shall  beat 
their  swords  into  plough-shares,  and  their 
qMars  Into  pruning  hooks ;  natfon  shall 
not  lift  up  sword  against  nation,  neither 
shall  ibey  learn  war  any  more."    "  The 
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wolf  also  shall  dwrell  ivith  the  lamb,  and 
the  leopard  shall  lie  down  with  the  fcid, 
aod  the  calf  and  (he  young  lion  and  the 
fatling  together,  and  a  little  child  shall 
lead  them.'*  You,  Sir,  will  see  it,  but  not 
foere.  That  morning  shall  chase  the  dark- 
ness from  a  thousand  lands.  The  day 
•ball  pour  its  radiance  into  (he  cells  of 
Hindoo  superstition,  and  into  (he  mid- 
night of  poor  un pitied  Africa.  The  light, 
breaking  from  Mount  Zton,  shall  glance 
firom  the  Appennioes  to  the  Andes,  and 
thaw  and  irradiate  the  poles.  <*  The  light 
of  the  moon  shall  be  as  the  light  of  the 
ran,  and  the  light  of  (he  sun  shall  be  se- 
Ten-fold  as  the  righ(  of  seven  days ;"  and 
'<  (he  ear(h  shall  be  filled  with  the  know- 
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ledge  of  the  glory  of  the  Cord  as  the  wa- 
ters cover  the  sea."  Every  man  shall 
then  possess  a  Bible,  and  every  man  sbaH 
press  the  Bible  to  bit  heart  Then  shall 
be  known  (he  mighty  work  which  the 
word  of  God  was  sent  on  earth  to  aocom* 
plish,  and  the  prodigious  influence  on  the 
happiness  of  men  which  it  exerted.  Thea 
may  you  see  (he  work  of  Bible  societies 
lying  finished  by  their  side.  And  when 
this  glorious  consummation  of  (heir  la- 
boars  shall  appear,  then  may  they  eome 
in  and  meet  in  a  common  centre,  from 
America,  and  Russia,  and  China,  and  (be 
Southern  Islands,  and  sing  their  trianphs 
on  MoQDt  Zion.

Ocit  Readers  will  not  soon  forget  the  interesting  inteiligence,  published  in  dur 
last  number,  in  relation  to  the  progress  of  the  Missionary  and  Bible  cause  in 
the  Georgian  aod  Society  Islands.  The  details,  then  given,  were  copied  from 
the  London  Missionary  Register.  Later  advices  from  that  quarter  have  since 
readied  us,  in  the  Evangelical  Magazine  and  Missionary  Chronicle. 


GfiORGIAN  ISLANDS 

Mr.  Darling,  in  a  letler,  dated  Eimeo, 
Aug.  9,  1819— referring  to  the  former 
account,  dated  May  ISth,  says^  *  Smce 
that  time,  a  number  of  people  have  been 
baptised  at  each  station  in  the  Wind- 
ward division  of  the  Mission.  We  have 
baptized  22  adults,  and  17  children  on 
this  Island,  and  there  are  many  more 
whom  we  in(end  to  baptiae  soon.  On 
eiamining  those  whom  we  have  bap- 
tised, we  were  delighted  and  astonished 
at  the  answers  which  they  gave  to  onr 
questions.  All  eipressed  a  deep  sorrow 
for  sin,  and  seemed  to  be  sensible  of  k 
in  their  own  hearts ;  they  also  professed 
to  trust  alone  In  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
for  salvation ;  and  to  desire  to  live  to 
the  glory  of  Qod  upon  earth,  that  they 
might  live  for  ever  with  him  in  heaven. 

Those  who  have  been  baptised  on 
this  Island,  have  been  formed  into  a 
church,  and  have   received  th^  Iiord^s 


Sapper.  O !  how  it  delighted  oar  hearts 
to  see  them  sitdng  down  wi(h  us,  com* 
menorating  the  dying  love  of  our  dear 
Redeemer.  We  cannot  find  language  to 
express  onr  feelings,  especially  when  we 
refleet  upon  what  these  people  were, 
and  how  long  they  refused  the  Gospel 
which  was  preached  unto  them!  To 
Ood  be  (he  ^ory !  Not  onto  us,  not  un- 
to OS  1' 

Mr.  Darling,  we  andersland,  was 
about  to  return  to  Tahiti,  aod  with  Mr. 
Bourne,  to  form  a  new  station  In  that 
Island,  at  a  place  called  Bunania,  among 
the  people  called  Oropas,  in  the  district 
of  Atahara.  This  nfeasure  was  judged 
to  be  highly  expedient  as  the  people  were 
formerly  considered  as  peculiarly  hostile 
to  the  KUig ;  it  is  therefore  bop^d  (hat  by 
the  reception  of  the  Gospel,  peace  will 
be  secorad. 

Tba  printu^-press,  belonging  to  the 
Windward  division^  will  be  establishfd  at  Tp 
this  station.  3

FOBBieS    INTELLIGENCE. 


Is.anotlier  letter,  dated  Eimeo,  Aug. 
6tfa,  Mr.  Darling  sayt,  *  Since  I  was 
stationed  kere,  I  had  occasion  fo  go 
«v»r  to  Tahiti  to  see  the  King,  who  was 
then  at  Taiarabu.  On  loy  journey, 
finding  the  people  desirous  of  hearing 
the  word  of  God,  I  preached  at  as  many 
places  as  I  possibly  could ;  and  where 
I  was  to  sleep,  I  could  not  get  to  rest 
till  long  after  the  middle  of  the  night, 
for  the  people  filled  the  house  where  I 
lodged,  in  order  to  ask  questions  respect- 
ing that  part  of  the  Scriptures  which  they 
have  in  their  hands,  and  also  respecting 
their  duty  as  Christians.  It  was  truly  de- 
ligfatful  to  see  and  hear  them,  althoogh  it 
was  very  fatiguing  to  the  body ;  but  this 
a  missionary  must  not  regard,  so  that  he 
may  finish  the  work  given  him  to  do. 
There  are  few  nights  in  which  a  number 
ef  people  do  not  come  to  my  house, 
asking  questions  of  a  religious  nature, 
and  who  often  stop  till  a  late  hour.  This 
I  conceive  to  be  an  important  branch  of 
OUT  missionary  work.  As  these  people 
liave,  as  yet,  so  small  a  portion  of  the 
Scriptures  in  their  hands,  all  their  know- 
ledge roust  be  obtained  through  us,  in 
this  way.

1619. 

(Mr.  Bicknell  was  dangerously  ill,  in 
February,  1819,  so  that  his  life  was  d^ 
•paired  of;  but  in  answer  to  the  fervent 
INrayers  of  many,  he  was  mercifully  re* 
stored,  and  now  enjoys  better  health  than 
More.) 

<  In  the  time  of  my  illness,  many  of 
the  natives  were  visited  with  the  same 
disease,  and  several  died.  Among  these 
was  an  old  man,  named  Pateamai,  a  re- 
lation of  the  King,  who  had  formerly 
been  an  Areoi,  and  bad  spent  his  life  in 
4he  service  of  sin.  As  he  had  been  a  pHn- 
eifial  man  in  that  so^ety,  he  accompa- 
nied the  King  in  his  late  tour  round  the 
Island.  They  staid  with  ns  at  Papara  se- 
veral weeks.  On  a  sabbath  morning,  re- 
turning Arom  a  bush,  to  which  he  had  re- 
tired for  private  prayer,  as  usual,  I  aili 
Informed  that  he  called  the  people  toge- 
ther for  femily  wprship ;  after  which  he 
fNrayed  in  the  house  for  himself;  his  pray- 
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er  being  ended,  he  lay  down,  and  irnme^ 
diately  expired,  without  saying  a  word* 
or  uttering  a  groan.  Ue  had  made  a  pro- 
fession of  the  gospel  for  some  years.  He 
formerly  lived  nt  Eimeo.  When  we  re- 
sided there,  1  was  going,  on  a  Lord's  day, 
to  preach  to  some  people  at  a  distancei 
and  passing  by  the  house  where  this  naam 
was,  with  ten  or  twelve  more  tliat  former- 
ly belonged  to  that  abominable  fraterni- 
ty, (the  areois)  they  ariced  me  where  I 
was  going  ?  I  told  them— and  at  the  sane 
time  said,  that  as  they  made  no  profes- 
sion of  religion,  I  sopposed  they  woold 
not  wish  to  hear  the  word.  They  replied, 
that  if  1  would  stop  and  preach  to 
them,  they  would  assemble  and  bear.  1 
did  so ;  and  after  the  service,  they  re- 
quested me  to  come  every  sabbath,  f 
complied  with  their  desire,  and  I  believe 
that  most  of  them  were  brought  to  profeai 
the  Christian  faith,  and  of  several  of  thea 
I  entertain  good  hopes. 

It  is  remarkable,  that  another  man,  at 
Eimeo,  expired  immediately  after  fimsUj 
prayer.    We  trust  he  went  to  heaven. 

The  natives  here  have  collected  moie 
than  100  tons  of  cecoa-nut  oil  for  the 
Missionary  Society;  besides  hogs,  cot- 
ton, and  arrow-root.  The  king  stin  op 
the  people  (o  many  good  things.  He  now 
thinks  of  building  a  vessel  for  the  per- 
pose  of  sending  the  Gospel  to  the  sor- 
rounding  islands,  and  also  to  trade  wkk 
Port  Jacksou.*

By  a  letter,  dated  August  18, 1820,  the 
Directors  are  informed,  that  the  Four 
Gospels  are  now  translated,  together 
with  the  AcU  of  the  Apostles,  and  the 
Book  of  Psalms.  The  first  impression  of 
the  Gospel  of  St.  Luke  b  entirely  expend- 
ed,  and  there  is  a  great  call  for  more  co- 
pies. The  Gospel  of  St.  Matthew,  we 
hope,  will  be  put  to  press  immediately; 
and  the  Gospel  of  St.  John  and  the  Ads 
wiU  be  printed  at  Tahiti  We  have  print- 
ed here  a  few  hundreds  of  the  Taheiteta

ry,  when  informed  that  ttin  Oiivcian  hm  agraal 
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UyiBB  Book*  and  opwardi  of  4000  co* 
pies  of  tbe  Tabel(«an  SpeUiug  Book.  An 
accouatoftke  first  Aooual  Meetiog  of 
the  Auxiliary  Miasiooary  Society)  bas  al- 
to beeo  priDted  io  tho  language  of  the 
natires. 

The  two  printing  presses  tent  ont  by 
the  Directors,  in  addition  to  the  first,  by 
which  the  Gospel  of  St.  Luke  was  print- 
ed, were  received  by  the  Missionaries 
with  great  joy,  on  the  8th  of  July,  toge- 
ther with  type,  paper,  ink,  kc.  One  of 
the  presses  will  be  established,  as  before 
mentioned^  in  Tahiti;  the  other  in  Hua- 
heine.  The  old  press  will  be  used,  when 
necessity  shall  lequire,  for  the  repairs  of 
the  latter.  The  Directors  will,  as  soon 
as  possihie,  send  out  two  more  presses^ 
with  a  qoaotitj  of  paper,  for  Elementary 
books,  Traets,  &io. ;  the  paper  for  the 
Scriptares  being  liberally  supplied  by  the 
British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society. 

Additional  bells  are  wanted  for  the 
Bfissiooary  Chapels,  such  as  may  be 
beard  at  the  distance  of  two  miles,  aa 
the  natives  are  much  scattered,  and  have 
no  time-piooes. 

A  public  library  is  also  much  desired, 
and  contributions  of  books,  (bound  and 
Sn  good  condition)  will  be  verj  accepta- 
ble. 

RAIATSA. 

Exhraci  ^f  a  Letter  from  Mettrt.  WiWam* 

Threlkeld,  and  Ormonde   daUd,  8efi, 

6lh^  1819. 

'*Onr  school  and  chapel  have  beaa 
well  attended  ever  since  we  have  been 
there,  and  much  increased  of  late ;  having 
used  our  efforts  to  get  as  many  as  posst* 
ble  around  us,  aa  the  natives  generally 
Ifveio  a  scattered  manner,  and  we  are 
happy  to  say,  we  have  succeeded  in^a 
great  measure,  and  we  now  see  a  range 
of  houses,  along  the  sea-beach,  neariy 
two  miles  long,  besides  others  Inland. 

*  We  have  also  paid  particular  attention 
to  the  houses  of  the  natives.  It  has  been 
their  custom  for  ages  past,  for  60,  per. 
haps  100,  of  both  sexes,  single  and  mar- 
ried, to  live  and  sleep  together  in  one 
house.  We  remonstrated  wUh  them  on 
the  impropriety  of  this  method,  and  we 
are  gbd  to  inform  you,  that  many  have 
Mlt  vary  neat  little  houses,  and  are  liv- 
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log  whh  their  wives  and  fimiHes  io  their 
own  habitations.  Tapa,  the  king  of 
Raiatea,  having  seen  our  house,  has  had 
built  for  himself,  within  a  few  yards,  one 
like  it,  divided  into  four  rooms,  wattled 
and  plastered  inside  and  out,  and  floor- 
ed. He  is  the  first  native  that  ever  had 
such  a  house ;  and  many  more  are  now 
following  his  example.  Thus,  while  we 
endeavour  (o  teach  them  the  things  which 
belong  to  their  eternal  peace,  we  are  not 
inattentive  to  their  temporal  conduct  and 
improvement. 

*  We  were  highly  gratified,  a  short  time 
since,  by  observing  with  what  qsirit  the 
king  and  chiefs  began  to  regulate  the  af- 
fairs of  their  people.  They  first  held  a 
meeting,  at  which  they  requested  us  to  be 
present.  Tapa  addressed  the  people, 
(about  1400  in  number,)  and  said,  <  Let 
us  try  and  form  our  conduct  by  the  word 
we  learn  from  our  teachers,  and  by  the 
word  of  God  which  we  read  every  day. — 
Stop !  our  wickedness  b  very  great.  Re- 
member, it  is  I  who  am  speaking.  If  the 
son  of  any  king  is  wicked,  and  deserve  to 
die,  he  thatt  die.  If  any  king  coni  inue  in 
sin,  and  be  worthy  of  death.  He  shall  die; 
and  if  I  am  worthy  of  death,  1  will  die 
also.  Let  all  the  people  rememl>er  this 
— The  man  that  deserves  to  die,  shall  die ! 
We  will  regard  the  word  of  our  teachers. 
God  sent  them.  Take  care,  all  of  you,, 
left  God  be  angry  with  you  :  then,  per- 
haps, he  will  take  nway  our  teachers;  and 
we  shall  again  be  in  darkness.* 

'  He  then  inquired  of  us,  how  they  must 
act  to  prevent  a  man  putting  away  his 
wife,  or  a  wife  putting  away  her  husband. 
He  was  told,  that  when  the  evil  of  the 
heart  was  cast  away,  then  they  would 
cast  away  their  evil  practices.  He  was 
likewise  furnished  with  a  Register,  io 
which  the  names  of  all  the  married  per- 
sons were  to  be  entered :  and  all  who,  in 
future,  wished  to  be  married,  were  to  go 
to  the  lung*  and  make  their  Intentions 
known,  and  their  names  were  to  be  writ- 
ten in  the  Register.  Ail  thb  was  the 
spontaneous  effusion  of  their  own  mkids. 
*  Go  the  following  day,  they  held  a 
meeting  themselves,  summoned  nearly 
30  persons  to  their  bar,  who  had  lately 
discarded  their  husbands,  and  constrained 
them  to  re-onite,  saying,  <  If  you  will 
'  not,  return  the  word  of  God  which  you 
learn.    You  cannot  want  that ;  yon  bad

1»et(er  go  and  serve  tbe  devil  again, 
not  this  land  be  ataioed  witli  sin.* 

<  We  leave  the  Directors  and  other 
friends  to  malce  their  own  remaiics ;  we 
have  given  the  simple  statement.* 

We  are  eitremely  concerned  lo  state, 
that  Mrs.  Orsmond,  the  wife  of  the  Rev. 
J.  M.  Orsmondjour  missionary  at  Raiatea, 
was  removed  by  death,  on  the  6th  of 
Janoary,  1819.  Amidst  weeping  thou- 
sands, by  the  hands  of  the  natives  by 
whom  she  was  greatly  beloved,  she  was 
conveyed  to  the  silent  grave. 

PITCAIRN'S  ISLAND. 
It  will  probably  be  recollected  by  our 
friends  that  the  Dhrectors  sent  out  Bi- 
bles, Testaments,  Prayer4x)oks,  Spelling- 
books,  &c.,  for  the  use  of  the  few  inter- 
esting people  descended  from  the  Muti- 
neers of  the  Bounty.  These  books  have 
been  received ;  and  a  receipt  given  to 
Capt.  Henderson,  of  the  ship  Hercules, 
acknowledging  the  donation  ^  and  signed 
by  John  Adams,  has  been  transmitted  to 
the  Treasurer,  from  Calcutta.  The  re- 
ceipt was  dated  18th  Jan.  1819.

NEW  ZEAX.AND.

In  the  course  of  the  last  year,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Marsden  made  a  second 
visit  to  New  Zealand.  It  is  mentioned 
in  the  Church  Missionary  Register, 
that  his  intercourse  with  the  Natives, 
ID  various  quarters,  and  particularly 
in  a  journey  Westward  from  the  Bay 
of  Islands,  across  to  the  western 
coast,  was  highly  encouraging.  Their 
Tillai^  are  numerous  and  populous, 
and  all  are  eager  for  the  residence 
of  Missionaries  among  them.  A  new 
aettlement  has  been  formed  at  the  Bay 
of  Islands,  on  a  tract  of  land  compris- 
ing about  13,000  acres,  the  whole  of 
which  was  purchased  for  48  axes ! 

State  and  Prospects  qf  the  JSTeto  Zea- 
land Mission. 

On  his  return  to  Parramatta,  after 
a  tour  of  three  months  to  the  Islands 


of  New  Zeidand,  Mr.Mamdeii  wrk^ 
as  follows : — 

I  am  happy  to  say,  that  all  our  nnder- 
takings  have  hitherto  been  crowned  with 
success.  More  we  could  not  expect  to 
be  done  in  the  time  than  what  has  been 
done.  I  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  but 
that  the  ultimate  object  will  be  attained 
in  due  time  ',  and  the  Society  will  have 
the  satisfaction  to  know,  that  they  have, 
through  the  Divine  Blessing,  planted  the. 
Gospel,  and  established  the  arts  of  civi- 
lization, in  a  country,  and  in  the  midst 
of  a  people,  that  wilt  rise  in  importance 
among  civilised  nations,  in  proportion  as 
knowled  ge  is  diffused  among  them.  The 
local' situation  of  the  Islands  of  litvr 
Zealand,  the  climate,  soil,  natural  pro- 
ductions, and  inhabitants,  are  all  favour- 
able for  Missionary  labours;  and  I  firm* 
1y  believe,  that  the  time  b  come  for  the 
CJospel  to  be  preach  ed  to  them. 

To  promote  t  his  object  has  been  my 
strongest  inducement  for  remaining  to 
this  day  in  New  South  Wales.  While  x 
see  the  Divine  Blessing  attending  our 
endeavours  for  the  benefit  of  the  Heathen 
in  these  Islands  of  Uie  South  Seas,  I  fec| 
a  satisfaction  which  I  cannot  express, 
and  which  sup  presses  every  murmur  in 
the  day  of  trouble. 

When  the  Active  returns  from  this  voy- 
age, it  is  my  intention  to  sen  d  her  again* 
as  soon  as  I  can,  to  New-Zealand,  and 
lo  make  the  Bay  of  Islands  her  station. 
When  the  weather  will  admit,  she  will 
put  to  sea  and  kill  whales.  By  this 
means,  if  she  should  be  successful,  much 
of  her  eipenses  will  be  covered.  This 
plan  will  also  tend  very  greatly  to  io. 
erease  onr  influence  and  intercourse  with 
the  Natives  all  along  the  coast,  and  gra- 
dually to  open  the  way  for  extending  the 
Mission. 

The  owners  of  whalers,  it  may  be  hop., 
ed,  will  contribute  some  assistance  to  the 
New  Zealand  Misdon :  as  their  ships  can 
now  obtain  refreshment  without  danger 
at  that  island,  the  advantages  will  be 
very  great  to  them  indeed.  If  the  Mis- 
non  were  attended  with  no  other  good 
than  the  preservation  of  the  lives  of  our 
fellow-creatores,  this  b  an  object  of  vast 
importance.  The  value  of  the  Boyd, 
which  was  cut  off  there,  with  all  her 
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«fewi  irtmM  liay«  omliilaiiied  the  Mto- 
aion  maoj  yMrSb  No  iojmy  has  happen- 
ed to  any  Eoropeasy  since  the  establish* 
nent  of  the  senlenient>  from  the  North 
Cape  to  the  River  Thames,  which  shows 
what  temporal  good  hath  been  already 
accomplished. 

DIAcallies  have,  indeed,  been  very 
great  and  many ;  but  they  have  not  pre- 
vented the  work  from  going  on.  Every 
thing  has  succeeded  better  than  the  most 
sangttine  hopes  could  have  warranted  us 
to  expect,  in  such  a  new  and  Important 
andertaking. 

I  understand  that  the  Natives  have  kill- 
ed two  of  the  horses,  for  trespassing  in 
Ihclr  gardens.    The  horses  were  very 
fond  of  sweet  |>otatoes,  and  rooted  tlicm 
up  very  much  as  tbey  ran  at  large.  These 
4jet  the  chief  food  which  the  Natives  va- 
lue; and  I  am   not  surprized  that  the 
borstt  were  killed.     Tbey  have   been 
snffnred  to  run  where  tbey  pleased  for 
icar  years.    Had  the  settlers  fenced  off  a 
point  of  land  for  them,  they  woald  then 
have  done  no  injury,  and  the  Natives 
wenid  not  have  molested  them.     The 
young  Natives  who  are  now  with  me  at 
FkutmHtattay  are  mnch  distressed  at  this 
ckcwDftance,  as  tbey  are  very  fond  of 
liorsca.    Since  they  have  been  with  me, 
tbey  have  learned  their  valne  in  ail  agri- 
cuUoral  purposes.    I  have  promised  to 
send  tbem  some  more,  and  to  give  them 
into  their  own  charge,  and  then  I  shall 
be  sure  that  tbey  Hrill  take  care  of  them. 
I  am  happy  to  learn  from  the  settlers 
that  tbey  will  have  wheat  for  theh'  sup- 
pert,   and  wiH  only  want  a  little  seed 
wheat  this  year.  When  agriculture  comet 
to  flonnsh  among  them,   schools   may 
then  be  maintained  at  a  very  little  ex- 
pense.   The  children  will  provide  their 
own  clothing.    Bread  will  be  the  princi- 
pal article  which  they  will  require ;  but 
rice,  as  yet,  ts  the  cheapest.    This  will 
#>ot  be  the  case  when  they  get  plenty  of 
wheat. 

You  wifl  see  from  the  four  yonng  men— 
Tool,  Teeterree,  Tow-row^ndTowreea, 
what  their  national  oiiaracter  is,  what 
tre  then*  abilities,  and  what  their  dispo- 
sijioii ;  for  all  that  I  have  seen  are  very 
similar,  in  most  respects,  to  these  young 
men.  Their  reasoning  faculties  are  strong 
clear,    and    their  comprehension 
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and 


nuick.     When  once  tbey  attain  a  true 


knowledge  of  the  Scriptures,  they  wiH 
improve  very  fast,  and  may  then  be  rank- 
ed with  cfvifused  nations.  Their  im- 
provement b  not  doubtful,  bat  certain. 
The  Society  b  not  labouring  in  vain. 

The  Chief's  son,  where  the  settlers  re- 
side, has  sent  me  over  a  chain  for  a  dog, 
which  he  made  since  hb  return.  He 
promises  to  be  a  very  good  smith.  I 
have  sent  it  to  you,  as  the  first  attempt 
made  by  a  Native  on  the  Island.  I  can 
have  little  doubt  but  that  thb  young  man 
will  soon  make  axes,  hoes,  &c.  if  he  can 
only  get  iron.  I  shall  send  him  some  of 
what  I  received  the  last  time. 

Muskets  and  gunpowder  I  disapprove 
of,  as  tbey  tend  to  inflame  the  warlike 
spirit  of  the  Natives.  Saws,  spades, 
hoes,  and  axes,  will  civilize  them,  and 
induce  domestic  and  commercial  habits, 
will  give  them  something  to  eat  and  to 
sell,  and  will  prepare  them  for  receiving 
the  Gospel.  The  settlers  may  plough  and 
preach ;  they  will  then  make  a  Imppy 
nation  of  tiiem. 

Two  of  the  young  men  meotioned 
above,  Towrow  and  Towreea,  died  on 
their  passage  to  England. 

Private  Tradt  among  the  Setilen  at 
the  Bay  of  Islands. 

It  IS  stated,  that  Mr.  Marsden's  visit 
to  New  Zealand,  so  far  as  relates  to 
the  settlers  at  the  Bay  of  Islands,  was 
very  seasonable,  as  serious  evils  had 
grown  out  of  the  practice  of  carrying 
on  private  trade  with  the  shipphog 
which  put  into  iht  Bay.  He  dreif 
up  a  number  of  rules,  or  regulations, 
on  the  subject,  which  were  assented 
to  by  the  settlers.  In  an  address 
which  he  delivered  on  that  occasion, 
he  thus  observed : — 

^e  never  find  a  m^  engaged  to  build 
jEL  temple,  selling  fiins.  His  tboughtt 
have  more  rational  .employment  Ton 
are  called  upon  to  build  a  Temple  ibr 
God,  in  a  place  where  no  stom*  had  been 
quarried,  no  timber  cut,  nor  a  spot  of  the 
foundation  dug.  Tou  have  work  for  tlie 
employment  of  all  your  time  and 
thoughts.  . 

With  whet  gratification  must  you  biC 
hold  the  dawn  of  civilization,  rising  on 
thoso  around  you,  and  the  day-slar  from 
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on  High  visiting  tfaem !  I  Utfak  I  shoaM 
feel  a  joy  inexpresuble,  to  see  the  New- 
Zealander  returning  home  firom  his  cul- 
tivated field,  bearing  his  sheaf  with  him. 
I  anticipate  the  day^  when  he  will  plongh 
with  his  yolLe  of  oxen,  lilce  the  ancient 
prophets;  and  rejoice  with  the  joy  of 
harvest,  when  hb  crops  are  gathered  in. 

What  will  you  feel,  when  the  time 
shall  come,  when  he  shall  meet  with 
you  in  the  great  congregation,  and  wor- 
ship Ck>d  in  spirit  and  in  truth  ?  Consider 
the  honour  that  is  put  upon  you— you  are 
gone  to  prepare  the  way  of  the  Lord,  to 
make  ready  a  people  for  him !  Act  in  all 
things  up  to  the  dignity  of  your  charac- 
ter. 

Let  me  exhoftyou  to  love  as  brethren. 
Bear  one  another's  burthens ;  watch  over 
one  another's  souls  with  a  godly  jealou- 
sy ;  and  exhort  one  another  daily  ;  and 
the  God  of  Peace  will  then  bless  you, 
and  the  Heathens  among  whom  you  live 
shall  fear  Him. 

Exbrad  of  a  UUer  from  Mr.  WUliam 
HciUy  ont  qf  ihe  ^tw  Zealand  ad' 
Uers, 

The  Natives  under  my  direction  and 
instruction  work  very  well,  almost  be- 
yond my  expectation.  I  have  taught  six 
pair  of  sawyers  to  saw  timber,  and  have 
frequently  four  or  five  pair  at  work  at 
once.  I  have  sawed  upwards  of  a  thou- 
sand feet  with  them  myself.  We  are 
mailing  strong  paling  fences  round  our 
houses,  yards  and  gardens,  all  of  sawed 
timber,  and  I  have  sent  about  four  thou- 
sand feet  of  three  inch  plank,  twelve 
inches  deep,  to  Port  Jackson,  to  be  dis- 
posed of  by  Mr.  Marsdeo,  in  order  to  as- 
sist in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Ac- 
tive, all  sawed  by  the  natives  under  my 
instructions. 
We  have  built  three  smith's  shops  in 
'  the  settlement,  and  have  two  natives 
among  us,  who  are  taught  the  black- 
smith's  business  to  a  certain  degree.  One 
was  taught  here  by  the  bl  acksmith  that 
we  had ;  and  the  other  was  taught  at  Port 
Jackson,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Mars- 
dea  I  have  also  built  a  smith's  shop 
that  I  work  In  myself  occasionally,  with 
the  tools  which  you  kindly  sent  out 
with  me.  I  can  make  small  adses,  nails, 
and  many  other  useful  thiogS)  which  serve 


to  purchase  pottteeei  end  pay  labour 
with.  I  victual  my  working  natives  thn% 
times  a  day  regularly,  with  potatoes  and 
pork,  and  Mrs.  Hall  eooks  for  them. 

I  have  also  a  quantity  of  land  in  culti- 
vation, more  than  sufficient  to  support 
my  family  the  year  round  with  wheat ; 
and  I  mean  to  distribute  wheat  among 
the  natives,  with  suitable  instructions  and 
encouragement  how  to  cultivate  it ;  and 
I  hope  it  will  be  attended  with  the  blese- 
ing  of  (sod,  both  for  their  present  and 
future  good.  We  keep  increasing  gradu- 
ally, by  making  more  improvements  and 
cultivatioa  every  year. 

Extract  of  a  Utter  from  Mr.  Kendall^ 
another  of  the  settlers  at  ^Tew  Zeon 
land. 

It  has  pleased  Almighty  God  of  hit 
goodness  to  preserve  me  and  my  col- 
leagues, with  our  families,  lo  tafirtjr 
at  this  place  daring  the  past  four  years. 
We  are  under  no  fears  respecting  our  par^ 
sonal  safety,  the  natives,  making  due  al- 
lowance for  their  wild  habits,  being  re- 
conciled to  us  and  we  to  them.  On  iheir 
part,  there  is  no  apparent  obstacle  in  the 
way  of  our  usefhlness,  except,  as  must  be 
expected,  theur  unsettled  turn  of  mind ; 
and  we  have  every  enconragesient  to  Ib- 
dulge  the  hope,  that,  by  a  patient  perse^ 
veranee  in  the  path  of  doty,  with  asin^ 
eye  to  the  glory  of  God,  and  their  beae- 
fit,  a  blessing  will  attend  our  exertioiit. 

I  am  now  anxiously  expeeting  some 
person  of  talent  to  assist  me  in  fixing  the 
New-Zealand  kinguage.  One  friend  of  a 
kindred  spirit,  possessing  greater  abHilief 
than  I  do,  would  be  very  usefol  to  me, 
and  I  could  be  useful  to  him.  As  soon  es 
the  Holy  Scriptures  are  in  print,  of  (hose 
parts  of  tfaem,  the  knowledge  of  which 
is  essential  to  salvation,  and  the  Natives 
are  taught  to  read  them,  a  general  bless- 
ing, in  dependence  upon  the  Divine  pro- 
mises, may  then,  and  perhaps  not  befiM# 
then,  be  expected. 

Although  the  New  Zealanders  are  ex- 
ceedingly superstitious,  and  what  religion 
they  profess  is  constituted  of  rites  the 
most  horrible  and  oflfensive  to  an  English- 
man and  a  Christian,  yet  it  Is  a  very  en- 
conraging  circumstance,  that  parents  do 
not  at  all  object  to  their  children  bein|^ 
instVucted  by  us.    They  ntber  wish  it  s 
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and  die  chHdren  tbeoMelves  haye  always 
bean  ready  to  repeat  their  letsons  when 
called  on,  and  have  been  kept  in  a  state 
of  discipline  far  superior  to  my  eipecta- 
tlons,  when  we  have  had  it  in  onr  power 
to  give  them  a  handfat  of  victoals. 

When  Dombers  of  Natives  are  about 
us,  they  are  often  very  troublesome ;  it 
being  a  difficult  matter  for  the  Chiefo  most 
iriendly  to  our  interests  to  keep  their  peo- 
ple under  restraint. 

Our  trials,  I  apprehend,  will  be  much 
heavier  for  some  years  to  come,  than  they 
have  hitherto  been.  The  native  spirit 
has  been  roused,  by  the  long  intercourse 
of  the  Natives  with  Europeans;  but  none 
of  them  having  been  yet  converted  to 
CbristUnity,  the  Native  heart,  with  iU 
blind  attachment  to  its  barbarous  cus- 
toms, remains  unchanged,  and  inclines 
its  possessor  to  pursue  them  with  addi- 
tional vigour. 

In  the  first  year  after  our  arrival,  many 
New-Zealandersdied.  They  had  not  food 
sufficient  to  preserve  life ;  and,  in  this 
weak  condition,  we  could  discern  little 
of  the  Native  mind.  Since  then,  the 
Natives  in  general  at  the  Bay  of  Islands, 
and  In  the  adjacent  country,  eager  to 
prooi^  impteaaents  of  war,  and  of  hus- 
bandry, have  exerted  themselveeso  much 
in  cnlttvatlng  land  for  potatoes,  Indian 
eom,  &c.  that  they  have  not  only  obtain- 
ed nch  articles  as  they  wanted,  but  have 
lived  iBUch  better  than  themselves,  and 
there  lias  been  but  liUle  mortality.  Their 
native  disposition  has,  of  course,  been 
greedy  revived  j  and,  being  Heathens 
sUll,  they  follow  the  customs  and  tradi- 
tions of  their  forefathers  with  avidity. 
War  Is  all  their  f^ory.  They  travel  to  the 
aoath,  and  kill  great  numbers.  Almost 
the  whole  of  the  men  belonging  to  this 
Bay  have  now  gone  to  batUe.  Although 
the  natives  in  general  show  no  disposi- 
tion to  injure  us,  yet  being  so  unsetUed 
and  unsteady,  our  atuation  among  them 
Is  more  trying. 

We  have  hitherto  been  strictly  neutral. 
We  have  made  it  our  constant  practice 
to  be  kind  to  strangers;  and  while  we 

coDtioue  to  be  qulet,I  am  under  no  fears 
whatevar  respecting  ov  personal  safety ; 
Orf»fter,1«>. 
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but  we  require,  at  this  time,  not  only  the 
assistance  of  our  Heavenly  Master,  but 
support  and  encouragement  from  our 
Christian  employers. 

The  constant  sailing  to  and  fro  of  the 
Active,  and  steady  supplies  for  the  set- 
tlement, are  essential  to  our  comfort  and 
to  our  progress  in  duty.  It  is  the  ultimate 
object  of  the  Society  that  must  be  our 
chief  aim.  Without  a  regular  intercourse 
between  the  country  and  Port  Jackson, 
and  steady  supplies  for  the  settlement,  I 
should  contemplate  ueariy  the  same  dis- 
astrous events  taking  place,  as  formerly 
occurred  with  the  Missionaries  at  Ota. 
heite. 

Until  the  Word  of  God  is  graciously 
revealed  to  this  people,  a  firm  footing 
among  them  will  not  be  obtained.  They 
maybe  conciliated  by  kindness ;  but  no- 
thing can  secure  them  permanently  to 
onr  interests,  but  a  participation  with  us 
in  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  had  an 
opportunity  to  examine  some  Otaheiteaa 
sailors  belonging  to  the  ship  King  George. 
They  read  the  works  of  their  Missiona- 
ries, both  in  print  and  manuscript,  veiy 
readily.  It  would  have  rejoiced  your 
heart  to  have  been  with  us  on  that  day. 
The  New-Zeatanders  fell  on  their  kneesy 
and  continued  to  behave  with  decency 
and  listen  with  attention,  while  they 
heard  prayer  in  their  own  tongue,  and 
while  tJieOtaheitean  sailors  in  the  evening 
were  reading  in  my  house,  and  singing 
the  praises  of  their  Redeemer.  These 
Christian  Islanders  would  not  take  a 
mouthful  of  victuals  until  they  had  im- 
plored the  Divine  Blessing;  nor  would 
they  leave  the  table,  until  they  had  given 
thanks.  They  slept  in  one  of  our  bam^ 
and  spent  part  of  the  night  in  singing  and 
prayer. 

1  bless  God  that  my  wife  and  seven 
children  are  well.  I  have  had  my  health 
ever  since  the  day  I  landed  here.  My 
father  lived  until  he  was  V3.  I  have  not 
yet  attained  to  half  that  period,  yet  I  am 
covered  with  gray  hairs.  If  it  pleases 
the  Lord  to  spare  me,  I  pray  to  Him  that 
I  may  be  usefully  employed  in  promo- 
ting the  kingdom  of  His  dear  Son. 
T 
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tTnder  this  general  head,  we  shall  insert,  as  occasioD  may  require,  such  arti- 
cles of  iDformatton  as  cannot,  with  strict  propriety,  be  arranged  under  the  head 
of  Biograpky,  Reports  qfSoeiitus,  Homt  Proceedings^  and  Fureign  hUiHgmus. 
Of  this  description,  we  consider  (among  other  topics)  all  accounts  of  the  gene- 
ral state  of  religion  in  any  portion  of  country,  of  particular  revivals  of  religion, 
and  of  contributions  for  the^support  of  the  Bibl^g^d  Missionary  cause. 

The  Editor  has  the  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  two  donations 
the  one  ofjifteen  and  the  other  of  twenty  dollars,  addressed  to  himself  during 
the  present  month,  for  the  Untied  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  The  first, 
enclosed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman,  is  from  the  Missionary  Box  at  Bridgetown, 
New-Jersey  ;  and  the  second  is  from  an  unknown  individual  in  this  city.  The 
former  is  devoted  to  the  Union  Mission  on  Grand  River,  and  the  latter  to  the 
Mission  about  to  be  sent  to  the  Oiages  of  the  Bfitsouri. 

The  letters,  in  which  these  donations  were  enclosed,  are  imerted  bdow» 
with  the  hope  that  others  may  be  induced  to  follow  so  wortiiy  an  example. 


Bridgetown,  JS'.  Jency,  Oct.  2, 1820. 

Dear  Sir, 

I  send  enclosed  fifteen  dollars,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Osage  mission  established 
on  Grand  river.  I  should  be  pleased  to 
hear  from  the  Mission,  if  you  have  any 
recent  information  from  them.  I  wish 
yon  would  send  me  the  constitution  of 
the  Society.  Who  are  its  oflicers  I  know 
not,  nor  whether  there  is  any  particular 
place  of  deposit  for  any  articles  of  cloth- 
log  that  may  he  collected.  The  money 
I  send  you  is  from  our  Missionary  box, 
kept  at  the  monthly  concert  of  prayer, 
I  have  suggested  it  to  my  female  members 
to  establish  a  society  under  some  appro- 
priate name,  with  a  view  to  collect 
clothes  for  the  Indian  children.  But 
times  press  hard,  and  I  do  not  expect 
that  as  nujch  will  be  done  as  could 
be  wished.

The  Directors  of  the  United  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  this  city  are  enti- 
tled to  the  approbation  of  every  ftiofiA 
of  Zion  for  what  they  have  done,  and 
are  now  onder  engagements  to  do  in  the 
great  Misrionary  canse. 

I  was  much  gratified  wHh  the  aecoont 
given  in  your  .American  Mimionmy  Megis^ 
itr,  of  the  Tatkthat  the  Agent  §ot  said 
Society  had  with  the  Indian  Chiefs  of  the 
Great  Osages  lately  at  Wathfaigton,  and 
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of  the  cormaiit  titaa  •iiterad  intOy  in  Ui^ 
name  of  tfae  Socfetji  to  furnish  a  Mis- 
filoa  family  for  their  trii>e.  Feeliog  the 
importance  of  the  engagements  which  the 
Society  are  ander,  it  is  my  wish  to  aid 
them  with  a  trifle  In  support  of  that  par- 
ticalar  Mission. 

Enclosed  you  will  find  twenty  dollars 
which  you  will  please  direct  the  Treasu- 
rer of  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety to  have  applied  to  the  use  of  the 
Mi^on  family  now  forming  for  the  na- 
tion of  the  Great  Osage  Indians.    May 
the  blessing  of  our  Corenant  God  be  With 
that  family,  when  they  go  forth,  bearing 
the  standard  of  the  Cross ;  and  may  the 
grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  dispose 
the  hearts  of  those  Indians  to  enlist  under 
his  banners,  and  to  become  Tallaat  war- 
riors in  his  cause.    That  they  may  know 
him   by  faith  to  the  satvatiou  of  their

Thb  London  Misuonary  Sodety  oecupies,  at  the  preaent  ^mt^foHy'Uvtu 
MisMionary  ;SlaHant,  and  maintains  in  its  fienice,  exclusive  of  Females,  Me- 
chanics, and  Farmers,  eighiy-Jive  AH$tkmarie$  and  CatechisU,  The  Annual 
Report  of  an  Institution,  occupying  so  extensire  a  field  of  labour,  and  pursuing 
its  opermtioDB  with  so  much  ptraeveranee  and  energy^  must,  of  course,  be  in- 
teresting to  the  religioui  community.  In  preparing  the  following  Abstract,  we 
have,  therefore,  selected  the  leading  facts,  in  relation  to  each  of  its  Misiiooaiy 
Stations. 

The  Directors  commence  their  Report  with  an  account  of  their  operations 
in  the  Islands  of  the  Southern  Ocean.  From  that  quarter,  however,  the  infor- 
mation comes  down  only  to  the  dose  of  181S,  and  is  neither  so  recent,  nor  so

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6d^  •nd  ber  riggiag  eompleled,  propHB- 
1&0B  was  made  for  ihe  removal  of  Ike 
teethren  to  their  leveral  stations  id  the 
Georgian  and  Society  Islands.  Messrs. 
Bicknell,  Crook,  Tessier,  Darling,  and 
Boame,  were  appointed  to  Ot  beite ; 
Messrs.  Hayward,  Henry,  and  Piatt,  to 
Eimeo  ;  Messrs.  Davies,  Nott,  Barff, 
EUb,  Orsmond,  and  Tbrelkeldi  to  the 
Leeward  ishinds.  The  brig  first  sailed 
from  Eimeo  on  this  service  in  the  month 
of  June  (1818,)  which,  having  effected, 
she  finally  left  the  islands  with  a  cargo  of 
native  product  for  New  Sooth  Wales,  on 
1st  of  Jan.  1819,  havtng  on  board  Mr. 
Hayward,  Missionary,  who  was  about  to 
Tisk  the  colony  for  the  benefit  of  bis 
health,  and  arrived  at  Port  Jackson  on 
(he  17th  of  February. 

GEO&OIAir  ISLANDS. 

OlaheUe. 

Mr.  Wilson,  who  with  his  family,  re- 
moved to  the  old  station  at  Matavai  in 
Otaheite,  before  the  general  separation  of 
the  brethren,  established  a  school,  in 
which  there  were  about  150  adults  and 
diildren.  He  was  afterwards  joined  by 
Messrs.  TesMer  and  Darling,  who  assisted 
in  the  school ;  a  Sabbath-school  has  also 
been  formed*  in  which  about  60  adults 
and  children  are  catechised.  Mr.  Wilson 
preaches  to  the  natives  twice  every  Lord's 
Day,  and  on  (he  Wednesday  evenings, 
and  also  holds  frequent  meetings  with 
the  people  for  religious  conversation. 
Several  new  chapels,  capable  of  holding 
about  500  persons  each,  have  been  open- 
ed in  neighbouring  districts. 

We  are  greatly  concerned  to  state  the 
serious  loss  sustained  in  this  station  by  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Wilson,  who,  from  her 
knowledge  of  the  language,  was  qualified 
for  great  usefblness  in  the  schools. 

fVWcs'a  Harbour. — Messrs.  Crook  and 
Bourne  labour  at  this  station .  From  70  to 
lOOof  the  natives  assemble  every  morning 
and  evening,  when  he  eiphuns  a  few  ver- 
ses of  the  Scriptures  to  them.  The  busi- 
ness of  the  school  succeeds  the  morning 
service;  many  read  the  Scriptures  with 
propriety  and  understanding ;  and  some 
old  men,  who  cannot  read,  have  learned 
to  repeat  the  whole  of  the  Spelling  Book, 
whieh  contains  many  texts  of  Scripture, 
merely  by  hearing  others.    Mrs.  Crook 
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and  her  daughters  teach  a  school  of  girls, 
who  improve  in  their  learning,  and  can 
use  their  needle  well.  A  Chief  in  the 
neighbourhood  has  engaged  to  cultivate  a 
piece  of  land  with  cotton,  and  the'  pros- 
pect of  civilization  there  is  eiicouraging. 
Mr.  Bourne  superintends  a  school,  about 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  Mr.  Crook*s  r«f- 
sidence. 

Papepihdai  in  the  district  of  Papeuridi  — 
Messrs.  Bicknell  and  Tessier  labour  toge^ 
theratthis  station,  but  we  are  sorry  to 
ftad^hat  Mr.  Bicknell's  health  was  in  a 
very  precarious  state. 

Eimeo. 

Mr  Gyles,  who  went  out  in  the  capaci- 
ty of  cultivator,  arrived  on  the  14th  of 
August,  (1818,)  and  having  procured  a 
piece  of  land,  set  op  the  sugar  mill,  with 
Its  apparatus,  assisted  by  Messrs.  Darliogi 
Piatt,  and  G.  Bicknell ;  but  it  wns  with 
rouch  difficulty  the  natives  could  be  in- 
duced to  labour  in  clearing  the  land  and 
other  needful  operations  j  hope, however, 
is  entertained,  that  habits  of  industry  will 
be  gradually  acquired.  The  Missronaries 
were  about  to  plant  the  cotton  tree,  which 
they  trust  will  succeed,  as  the  land  ap, 
pears  to  be  remarkably  fertile.  Messrs. 
Henry  and  Piatt  are  stationed  at  Papttoai, 
As  to  the  Mission,  generally,  in  the  Geor- 
gian islands,  the  Directors  are  happy  to 
state  that  appearances  are  very  eocoura- 

The  Gospel  of  St  Luke  having  been 
translated  into  the  language  of  the  natives, 
the  Missionaries,  animated  by  the  recep- 
tion of  a  large  supply  of  paper,  liberally 
afforded  in  addition  to  former  grants,  by 
the  "  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,'* 
extended  their  proposed  edition  of  1500 
to  3000  copies }  about  2000  of  t\  bicb  were 
eagerly  purchased  in  Eimeo  and  Otaheite 
only,  by  cocoa-nut  oil  and  other  articles 
of  native  produce.*  Among  the  inter- 
esting events  which  have  occurred,  the 
Directors  consider  a  meeting  which  had 
been  held,  on  the  opening  for  Christian 
worship,  a  large  place  which  had  former- 
ly been  occupied  by  the  infamous  Society 
of  the  Arreoys. 

*  {Jpwards  or  five  ions  of  ihc  cocon-nut  oil,  p«irt- 
ly  {Mid  by  Ihe  natives  for  t>ouk5,  and  partly  as  rol»- 
fcriptionsto  tbc  "'Tabctfiwii  Auxiliary  Uodely,** 
basbeen  received,  ami  ^kl  in  Eiigiaud. 
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The  brethren  Davies,  £lUs,  Orsaiood, 
and  Wiiliamsi  were  received  with  great 
kindness  at  Huaheine  by  the  people,  who 
readily  assisted  (hem  in  erecting  their 
dwellings,  and  a  priniinjg  house.  Tapa, 
and  other  chiefe  from  Raiatea  paid  them 
a  visiti  soliciting  Missionaries  to  be  sent 
thither  ^  the  brethren  embraced  an  early 
opportunity  of  going  to  that  island ',  they 
found  Tapa  to  he  a  moral,  steady,  and  in- 
dnstrious  man ;  and  judging  this  to  be  a 
call  of  Providence,  they  decided  on  ma- 
king it  a  Missionary  station.  It  had  been 
ascertained  that  Indian  com  would  juc« 
ceed,  and  Mr.  Threlkeld,  who  had  witness- 
ed the  valuable  effects  of  castor  oil  in 
some  of  the  diseases  of  the  natives,  hoped 
to  produce  it  abundantly,  as  the  tree,  from 
which  it  b  made,  flourishes  in  that  island. 
He  also  thinks  that  opium  may  be  raised. 

The  translation  of  St  Matthew's  Gos- 
pel, and  of  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  had 
been  completed ;  and  it  is  probable  that 
the  latter,  at  least,  is  now  printed,  and  in 
the  hands  of  the  natives.  The  vocabula- 
ly  which  was  commenced  some  years  ago 
is  continually  receiving  accessions;  Po- 
mare,  and  several  of  the  more  intelligent 
natives,  assisted  In  furnishing  words  for 
that  purpose.  Some  progress  has  also 
been  made  in  the  formation  of  a  Tahei- 
tean  grammar. 

Mr.  Hayward's  leaving  the  islands  for 
the  benefit  of  his  health,  has  been  already 
mentioned ;  on  his  arrival  in  New  Hol- 
land, the  Rev.  Mr.  Marsden,  that  judicious 
and  iiadefatigable  friend  of  South  Sea 
Missio  ns,  advised  him  to  proceed  to  Eng- 
land, to  confer  with  the  Directors  of  the 
best  measures  to  be  adopted  for  the  future 
conduct  of  the  Mission,  in  the  now  state 
of  things,  which  the  reception  of  Christi- 
anity has  introduced.  Mr.  Hay  ward  is 
expected  to  leave  England,  with  a  view  to 
return  to  the  South  Seas,  in  the  course  of 
a  fiew  weeks. 

The  accounts  received  from  the  islands 
subsequently  to  the  Ust  anniversary,  as 
well  as  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Uayward, 
confirm  the  formerly  received  intelligence 
as  to  the  downfall  of  idolatry,  and  all  the 
cruel  practices  connected  with  it,  together 
with  the  iviiversal  profession  of  Christ i. 
anity,  tb^  improvement  of  the  native 


manners,  and  the  increase  of  domestic 
comfort  and  harmony. 
The  external  religieus  and  moral  change, 
especially  in  Otabeite  and  Eimeo,  is  uni- 
versal. Public,  family,  and  private  wor- 
ship is  every  where  observed.  Theft, 
fraud,  lying,  cursing,  kc.  are  seldom  or 
never  heard  of.  Conjugal  infidelity  is  com- 
paratively unfrequenU  The  female,  in- 
stead of  being,  as  formerly,  the  mere  ser- 
vant or  slave  of  the  man,  is  raised  to  a 
level  with  him,  as  hu  companion.  Eve- 
ry \^man  now  eats  with  her  husband, 
and  the  family  are  united  together  at  the 
same  meal ;  formerly  the  males  and  fe- 
males ate  separately.  Domestic  broils 
but  seldom  occur.  Instead  of  the  horrid 
murder  of  new-born  infants,  a  practice 
which  has  ceased  entirely,  mothers  now 
show  the  glreatest  afitection  for  their  chil- 
dren, and  even  females  who  once  destroy- 
ed their  infants,  manifest  affection  to- 
wards their  offspring  in  a  remarkable  de- 
gree. The  offering  of  human  sacrifices, 
as  a  part  of  their  idolatry,  was  accompa- 
nied by  circumstances  of  the  most  shock- 
ing barbarity,  but  no  sacrifices,  except 
those  of  praise  and  thanksgiving,  are  now 
ever  heard  of.  Formerly  the  sick  and 
aged,  being  considered  as  a  burden,  were 
almost  totally  neglected,  and  sometimes 
destroyed  by  their  own  relatives  and 
friends  *,  now  they  are  treated  with  hu- 
manity and  attention.

China. 
The  great  and  important  work  of  trans- 
lating the  whole  of  the  sacred  Scriptures, 
both  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  in- 
to the  language  of  China,  was  completed 
on  the  25th  day  of  November  last.  Mr. 
Milne,  at  Malacca,  to  whom  had  been  as- 
signed the  historical  books  of  the  Old 
Testament,  and  the  book  of  Job,  finished 
hb  task  on  the  12ih,  and  Dr.  Morrison 
completed  his  on  the  25th.  Thus,  by  the 
blessing  ol  God  on  the  labours  of  our 
Brethren,  encouraged  and  assisted  by  this 
Society,  and  b>  the  repeated  and  liberal 
grants  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society,  has  this  great  undertaking  been 
brought  to  a  happy  termination — an  event 
in  which  all  the  members  of  our  Societv 
will  no  doubt  sincerely  rejoice,  whileC 
they  indulge  the  most  pleasing  hope  of 
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that  success,  which  they  (mat  vriW  follow 
its  wid«  circuUtion  throughout  th«  vast 
onpire  of  China.  Dr.  Mormon  mentions, 
that  the  Chinese  are  a  reading  people ; 
and  he  derives  from  this  consideration 
much  eaconragement  amidst  all  the  im- 
pediments which  have  occurred  from  po- 
litical restraints,  and  the  inveterate  su- 
pentitions  of  the  people. 

Dr.  Morrison  has  been  enabled.  In  ad- 
dition  to  his  great  work  of  translating  the 
Scriptures,  to  proceed  with  his  Chiijese 
dictionary,  the  alphabetical  portion  of 
which  b  finished,  and  is  found  very  use- 
All  among  the  Chinese  students  at  Cantoui 
and  it  is  hoped  will  prove  equally  so  at 
Malacca.  Of  the  dictionary  in  Its  com- 
plete formy  two  mofe  numbers  (4  and  5) 
are  nearly  finished. 

This  laborious  Missionary  has  also  com* 
posed  some  smaller  works,  intended  to 
•nlargo  the  minds  ||f  the  lower  classes  of 
the  Chinese  in  the  knowledge  of  man- 
Idnd  generally,  and  to  promote  the  intro- 
duction of  Christianity  among  them. 

Four  hundred  copies  of  the  Chinese 
translation  of  the  Morning  and  Evening 
Proyeis  of  the  Church  of  England,  have 
been  bound  up  together  with  the  Psalter ; 
and  a  considerable  number  has  been  or* 
dered  by  the  Prayer  Book  and  Homily 
Society  for  distribution  In  the  East. 

AfctUtoeth 

From  the  statements  in  the  last  yearns 
Report,  the  Mission  at  this  place  appear- 
ed to  have  advanced  tp  a  degree  of  im- 
portance, which  could  scarcely  have  been 
anticipated,  considering  the  shortness  of 
the  time  which  has  elapsed  since  its  esta- 
blishment: subsequent  information  du- 
ring the  past  year,  confirms  the  favOura- 
t»le  impressions  then  made,  and  enlarges 
onr  expectations  of  its  future  prosperity. 
It  is,  however,  with  deep  and  sincere  re- 
gret we  record  the  decease  of  Mrs.  Milne 
•—a  calamitous  event,  not  only  to  tfaei>e- 
reaved  husband  and  children,  but  to  the 
Mission  Itself. 

The  Malay  and  English  school,  the 
Malabar  school,  and  the  Sabbath  school, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr*  Thomsen,  we 
believe,  continue  to  flooHsh.  Mr.  Med- 
hurst  succeeds  well  in  his  Chinese  schools; 
many  of  tin  children  can  repeat  the 
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whole  of  Mr.  Milne's  ctiecfaiBBt,  and  give 
the  most  pertinent  answers  to  queslkms 
proposed  in  order  to  ascertain  their  know  - 
ledge.  A  schoolmaster  had  discovered  a 
laudable  desh«  to  obtain  religious  infor- 
mation. A  Chinese  evening  school.  In 
which  both  adults  and  boys  attend  for  re- 
ligious instruction,  wiis  in  a  prosperous 
and  promising  state. 

Mr.  Medhurst,  with  commendable  ac- 
tivity, had  vbited  almost  every  house  In 
Malacca,  distributing  traiis,  and  eonvers- 
ing  with  the  inhabitants ;  with  the  other 
brethren  he  had  also  sent  Chinese  tracts 
and  Missionary  pnbllcattons  to  Siamoad 
Tritigana,  from  which  places  apptleatiotts 
had  been  made  for  that  purpose,  dd- 
nese  tracts  and  Testaments  had  also  been 
sent  to  the  northern  part  of  the  empire ; 
and  notwithstanding  the  extreme  jealousy 
and  vigilance  of  the  Japanese,  a  navid 
officer  succeeded  in  leaving  some  in  the 
hands  of  two  natives  of  Jeddo,  also  at 
Pulo  Candore,  where  it  Is  presumed  the 
Gospel  was  never  before  carried  in  any 
form. 

Mr.  Milne,  having  finished  the  transla- 
tion of  the  historical  books  of  the  Old 
Testament,  &c.  bad  proceeded  with  his 
exposition  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Ephesians 
—an  epistle  as  he  judged  peculiarly  adapt- 
ed to  the  Chinese.  This  work  was  ex- 
pected to  be  published  about  the  present 
time ;  he  had  also  composed  and  circu- 
lated a  tract  intended  to  improve  a  severe 
visitation  of  sickness  at  Malacca. 

The  printing  of  the  sacred  Scriptures  in 
Chinese,  has  been  carried  on  at  the  Afis- 
sion  press  at  Malacca,  during  the  past 
year,  but  to  what  extent  the  DireetonisaB 
not  precisely  informed.  The  Chinese 
Magazine  has  been  contimied,  and  about 
1000  copies  printed  monthly.  The  ex- 
position of  the  LortTs  Prayer  Is  also  In 
eh-onlation.  The  Indo  Chinese  Qleaner 
IS  likewise  cpntlnued 

To  relieve  Mr.  Medhmrst  from  the  e«« 
and  labours  of  the  press,  and  to  ennblo 
him  to  oocupgr  a  higher  station  In  the  Mb- 
sion,  for  whkh  bb  proficiency  in  the 
GhfaMie  and  Malay  laagaages  well  qnaU- 
fied  hhD,  the  DiMctors  have  sent  out  Afr. 
O.  H.  Hottman  to  supettetend  the  ooo-  - 
ceroe  of  the  printing  estabUshmwit.  and 
they  have  reason  to  hope,  Iw  frill  pmve 
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a  vatabit  acqaiiition  to  tba  mtia  Oaagti 

Mbsion. 

For  a  consideralile  time  past  there  hare 
bean  relifiouf  ezej^iset  daily  io  the  Mis- 
iion  fiousei  ift  the  Malay  laogaage,  which 
are  oondapted  by  Mr.  Thovpseo,  who 
also  jweacbef  once  a  week  io  the  town. 
Mr.  Medharst  preaches  to  the  Chinese 
firar  times  a  week  in  four  different  places, 
locladlfl^  services  at  the  Mission  House, 
and  in  a  Pagan  temple,  the  Chinese  have 
set  discourses  addressed  to  them  in  six 
different  places  ;  and  the  word  of  life  is 
pnblished  in  four  languages-^in  the  Ma* 
li^,  in  two  dialects  of  the  Chinese  daily, 
and  in  Dnteh  and  English  occasionally. 
The  catechetical  exercise  on  the  Sabbath 
is  attended  by  several  learned  Chinese, 
who  have  been  providentially  brought 
into  coanexion  with  the  Mission,  as  teach- 
ers of  the  language ;  one  of  their  motives 
u  to  obtain  an  f^xplanation  of  such  parts 
of  the  clmpter  read  in  the  moraiag  ser- 
vices ae  they  did  not  understand.    These 
were  all  bora  la  China,  and  will  probably 
return  thither  again. 

Of  the  newly  arrived  Missionaries  at 
this  station  mentioned  in  our  last  Report, 
wa  are  eoneerned  to  state,  that  Mr.  Mil- 
ton liad  sofered  long  and  severely  by  ill- 
aess ;  but  we  are  happy  to  add,  that  his 
heahfa  is  restored,  and  that  be  arrived  at 
Sincapore  on  the  26th  of  October  last, 
where  he  was  kindly  and  hospitably  r». 
eeived  by  the  Resident,  W.  Farquhar, 
Esq.  and  had  entered  on  Missionary  la- 
bours there  with  a  good  prospect  of  suc- 
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Mr.  Fleming,  who  had  remained  at 
Madras  to  supply  the  place  of  Mr.  Knill 
onUl  the  arrival  of  the  other  brethren 
for  that  station  from  England,  has  left  that 
Presidency  and  removed  to  Malacca. 
Anglo  Chmete  College. 
The  foundation  stone  of  this  Institu- 
tion was  laid  on  the  llth  of  November 
1816,  by  Major  W.  Farquhar,  late  English 
President  and  Commandant  of  Malacca, 
In  the  presence  of  the  Dutch  Governor 
Thyssan ;  the  Hon.  J.  £iskiuei  and  other 
English  gentlemen,  the  Commander  of 
the  Dutch  troops,  and  the  principal  In- 
habitants.   The  building  is  in  a  state  of 
forwardneas.    The  Institution  Is  to  be 
placed  under  the  care  of  a  President, 
a  Board  of  Trustees,  and  a  mana^ag 


Committee,  who,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  founder.  Dr.  Morrison,  are  to  hava 
the  enthre  management  of  its  atfairs.  The 
Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  this  Society, 
for  the  time  being,  are  to  be  perpetual 
members  of  the  Board  of  I'rustees.  The 
donations  of  respectable  individuals  reri- 
dent  in  the  East,  for  the  erection  of  the 
building,  including  that  of  its  founder, 
amounted  in  the  early  part  of  the  last 
year  to  upwards  of  d^,400  sterling. 

A  fund  proposed  by  the  brethren  at 
Mstecca,  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
the  Ultra  Ganges  Missionaries,  has  beeo 
cordially  approved  by  the  Directors, 
who  have  contributed  £100  towards  its 
establishmefit.  . 

Java. 

Mr.  Slater  having  recovered  his  heahby 
returned  to  Malacca  In  November,  1818, 
and  was  enabled  to  pursue  his  Chinese 
studies  witbont  intemiption.  In  April 
last  he  sailed,  for  Batavia,  with  a  view  to 
the  revival  of  the  mission  in  that  city, 
commenced  by  the  late  Mr.  Supper.  On 
landing  he  received  the  most  friendly  and 
hospitable  attention  from  Mr.  Robinson, 
the  Baptist  Missionary.  His  reception 
among  the  people  was  favourable,  and 
they  Ibten  to  him  whb  attention.  He 
has  distributed  among  them,  from  house 
to  house,  the  Chinese  Scriptures,  cate- 
chisms, spelling  books,  and  other  tracts 
to  the  amount  of  about  15,000.  During 
his  voyage  he  had  favourable  opportuni- 
ties of  distributing  various  publications  at 
Sincapore,  Rhio,  Lingen,  and  Borneo. 

A'ew  MMon  at  Puh  Fmumg;  or,  iVtnce 
of  WokH'tltlmd. 

It  was  stated  last  year,  that  Mr.  Milne 
expected  to  be  able  to  commence  a  Mis- 
sion in  this  island ;  in  pursuauce  of  this 
object)  Mr.  Medhurst  visited  it  in  Janua- 
ry, 1819,  and  was  politely  received  by  the 
late  Governor  Bannerman,  nho  encoura- 
ged his  design,  and  promised  supfiort  to 
the  schools  intended  to  be  established. 
Mr.  M.  made  a  commencf>ment  during 
his  short  stay,  end  distributed  in  and  about 
the  town,  nearly  4000  Chinesr  tracts, 
which  he  afterwards  found  bad  been  read 
with  attention.  In  the  beginning  of 
April,  Mr.  Beighton,,  who  had  studied 
the  Malay  at  Malacca,  came  ta  this  sta- 
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tion  as  a  Missionarjy  and  in  about  three 
months  was  joined  by  Mr.  Ince,  who  had 
studied  the  Chinese  language.  Both  the 
Malay  and  Chinese  schools  go  on  well| 
although  some  of  the  Mahomedans  dis- 
cover a  degree  of  reluctance  to  send  their 
children  to  the  fornker. 

Propottd  new  Mud^n  at  Sineaport. 

A  new  and  promising  settlement  haT- 
ing  been  formed  in  this  island  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Hon.  East  India  Compa* 
ny,  and  under  the  able  direction  of  Gov- 
ernor Raffles  and  MHJor  W.  Farquhar; 
Mr.  Milne  applied  for  a  piece  of  ground 
in  order  to  commence  a  Mission.  This 
request  was  kindly  complied  with,  and 
the  Directors  judging  the  st  tion  to  be 
important,  not  (»nly  in  itself,  but  as  afford- 
ing a  facility  to  the  introduction  of  the 
Gospel  into  the  neighbouring  countries, 
resolved  that  two  Missionaries  should  be 
sent ;  Mr.  Milton  has  already  proceeded 
to  the  spot  from  Malacca,  and,  should 
the  settlement  be  retained  By  the  Com- 
pany, may  ultimately  be  joined  by  anoth- 
er Missionary. 

AmboyruL 

Mr.  Kam,  who  enjoys  as  a  minister, 
the  patronage  of  the  Dutch  Government, 
has  employed  part  of  his  time  for  some 
years  past,  in  the  instruction  of  young 
men,  in  order  to  qualify  them  for  school- 
masters, some  of  whom  are  usefully  fixed 
in  different  places  In  the  Moluccas.  Mr. 
K.  is  also  superintendent  of  the  Dutch 
schools  in  those  islands,  and  pays  occa- 
sional visits  to  them,  and  to  the  destitute 
coBgregatioQS,  by  whom  he  has  been 
gladly  received  ;  he  observes,  that  great 
numbers  of  Chinese  reside  in  the  island 
of  Celebes,  and  we  hope,  he  will  soon 
receive  from  Malacca  a  number  of  the 
Chinese  Scriptures  for  their  use.  His 
new  church  was  finished,  and  he  had  re- 
ceived the  printing  press  sent  out  to  him 
by  this  Society. 

IKOIiL. 

Caleuita. 

We  arb  happy  to  report  that  the  breth- 
ren, Uampson  and  Tniwin,  (with  their 
wives)  arrived  at  Calcutta  in  February, 
1819.    Mr.  Gogeriy,  Printer,  also  arrived 
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there  on  the  lath  of  September;  all  are 
likely  to  afford  additional  strength  to  the 
Bengal  Mission. 

The  schools  under  the  direction  of  the 
Calcutta  School  Society,  and  to  which 
thb  Society  has  lontributed,  are  in  a 
state  of  progressive  advancement  Great 
advantages  are  anticipated  The  School- 
book  Society  in  that  city,  expended,  last 
year,  ebout  £250,  in  the  publication  of 
elementary  books. 

The  brethren  persevered  in  their  plan 
of  traversing  the  streets  and  lanes  of  Cal- 
cutta, disfributiDg  great  numbers  of  ap- 
propriate tracts  and  portions  of  the  sac- 
red Scriptures  in  the  native  languages. 

The  Directors  state  with  much  pleas- 
ure, that  the  attendance  on  the  preaching 
of  the  word  by  the  English,  resident  in 
the  city,  was  on  the  increase  }  and  that 
in  June  last,  Messrs.  Townly  and  Keltb 
commenced,  in  the  afternoon  of  the  Sab- 
bath, a  service  in  Bengalee.  The  chapel, 
which  is  greatly  needed,  is  «n  a  state  of 
forwardness,  and  the  subscriptions  to- 
wards its  erection  amounted,  in  October 
last,  to  about  £2,328. 

In  the  decline  of  the  year  1818,  Messn, 
Townley  and  Keith  occupied  a  new  star 
tion  called  Tally  Gunge,  about  four 
miles  from  the  city,  in  the  midst  of  an 
immense  population,  it  being  calculated 
that  a  circle  of  three  miles  around  the 
spot  mentioned,  contains  not  less  than 
100,000  souls.  The  brethren  visit,  and 
preach  alternately  at  this  place ;  a  school 
has  been  opened,  and  they  avail  them- 
selves of  tbe  opportunity  of  distributing 
tracts  on  the  highways  as  Ihey  go  to  this 
place,  and  as  they  return  to  Calcutta* 
They  are  accommodated  by  a  gentlaman 
of  that  city  with  the  use  of  a  substantial 
brick  house  at  Tally  Gunge  for  three 
years,  gratuitously. 

The  brethren  have  obtained  two  ^ts 
of  ground  in  the  north-east  quarter  of  the 
city  for  the  erection  of  two  native  chap- 
els, or  Bungalows,  where  they  intend  to 
address  the  natives. 

The  Bengal  ^uxiUary  Society, 

This  Society  affords  important  aid  to 
the  cause.  Since  their  last  Annual  Re- 
port, they  had  received  more  than  4,000 
Sicca  Rupees ;  and  among  the  subscri- 
bers are  23  natives,  who  are  neither  bap- 
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tized)  nor  even  candidates  for  baptism. 
Tbe  number  of  tracts  printed  in  the  nar 
tlve  langaage  amounted  to  33>000.  The 
press  procured  at  Calcutta,  with  the 
types,  &4;.  sent  from  England  by  this  So* 
ciety>  had  been  fixed  at  Chinsurah,  but  on 
Mr  Gogerly's  arrival  it  was  thought 
more  eligible  to  cstabliah  the  Printing 
Office  at  t  alcutta. 

It  b  painful  to  the  Directors  to  meottOB 
the  death  of  Mrs.  Hampson  in  about  six 
months  after  her  arrival  in  India;  the 
sufferings  of  her  bereaved  husband  on 
the  heavy  loss,  cannot  be  adequately  ex- 
pressed. 

Chinntrah. 
Mr.  Pearson,  who  continues  to  enjoy 
excellent  hflaltb,  together  with  Mr.  Harie, 
conduct  the  numerous  schools  under 
Cbeir  care  with  vigour  and  success.  The 
British  System  has  been  introduced  into 
one  or  two  of  them  with  great  advantage. 
filessrs.  Townly  and  Hampson  who  visit- 
ed tbe  schools  in  the  last  autumn,  report 
that  they  were  in  the  most  prosperous 
state,  and  that  the  scholars  discover  a 
great  thirst  for  knowledge.  Mr.  Hamp- 
SOD  gives  a  report  equally  favourable  of 
the  schools  which  he  visited  at  Bankee- 
poor,  under  the  particular  soperlntend- 
enca  of  Mr.  Harie.  The  brethren  also 
preach  to  the  natives  very  frequently,  in 
aboiit  twelve  different  places.  They  have 
also  printed  several  school  books.  **  The 
cause  of  education,"  says  Mr.  P. «  excites 
a  deep  interest  in  this  part  of  India ;"  and 
he  expresaet  his  opinion  of  the  eligibility 
of  Chinsorah  to  be  made  a  permanent 
Missloaary  station  The  Directors  have 
lately  sent  out  to  them  a  fellow  labourer, 
Mr.  George  Mundy,  to  assist  in  the  man- 
agement o(  the  schools. 

Benares. 

The  Directors  have  for  many  yean 
contemplated  the  establishment  of  a  Mis- 
sion in  this  celebrated  and  populous  city, 
and  they  are  now  happy  to  state  that  they 
sent  out  in  October  last,  Mr.  Matthew  T. 
Adam,  from  the  Seminary  at  Gosport. 
He  Is  directed  to  proceed  in  tbe  first 
place  to  Calcutta,  and  there  to  make  such 
inquiries  and  preparations  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  facilitate  the  object  of  bis  ul- 
terior destination,  when  another  Mission- 
ary will  be  sent  out  to  join  hiro. 
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The  communications  from  this  station 
received  during  the  last  year,  are  so  veiy 
brief  as  to  induce  a  suspicion  that  some 
part  of  the  despatches  have  miscarried  ; 
the  Directors,  however,  are  happy  to 
learn  that  the  prospects  of  the  Mission 
brighten,  and  that  the  brethren  are  ani- 
mated in  their  labours  by  the  expecta- 
tions uf  greater  success. 

There  are  four  native  schools,  and  one 
English  school,  which  are  well  attended » 
the  number  of  children  about  160.  In 
some  of  them  the  Scriptures  are  read, 
and  certain  portions  of  them  repeated 
correctly.  Among  the  adults  there  is  an 
increasing  desire  to  hear  the  Gospel,  and 
various  topics  of  the  Chrbtian  religion 
are  discussed  in  an  interesting  manner  by 
the  more  learned  natives. 

Mr.  Pritchett,  of  thb  station,  having 
accomplished  his  great  object  in  visiting 
Madras,  to  superintend  the  printing  of  his 
Teloogoo  translation  of  tbe  IVew  Testa- 
ment, intended  to  return  to  his  post  in 
April,  1819,  and  with  vigour  to  proceed 
in  his  version  of  the  Old  Testament, 
which  was  advanced  about  half  way 
during  hb  residence  at  Madras.  An  edi- 
tion of  2,000  copies  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, has  been  worked  off,  specimens  of 
which  have  been  sent  home. 

Madras, 

Mr.  Traveller  and  Mr.  Nkholson,  wHh 
their  wives,  who  were  sent  oat  (the  for- 
mer in  1818,  and  the  latter  in  1819)  to  re- 
inforee  thb  iroportaiit  Bliasion  have  arri- 
ved safely.  They  employed  themselves 
asefully  on  board  tbe  vessels  in  which 
they  sailed. 

In  the  Boys'  Free  Sehool  some  bun- 
dreds  of  tbe  poor  but  intelligent  youth  of 
Madras  and  its  vicinity  have  been  re- 
ceived. In  June  last,  there  were  190  on 
the  books,  and  the  improvement  of  some 
of  them  was  considerable  j  about  twenty 
of  these  meet  every  Saturd^  to  receive 
instruction,  purely  religious. 

Tbe  Female  Free  School  oontinnes  to  be 
supm^lBtended  by  Mrs.  Loveless,  and  vis- 
ited  by  pious  and  benevolent  ladies  of  iKcj  p 
presidency  :  the  number  of  giris  is  about 
sixty. 
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Beside  the  Free  Schoob  there  are  four 
other  Englitk  Meeif,  which  are  gohug  oa 
well 

The  Saibath  School  hicrttses,  end  the 
^hildreo  show  great  aptness  in  commit- 
ting portions  of  the  Scriptare  to  memory. 
In  this  school,  several  young  men  have 
been  rabed  up^  who  have  become  devo- 
ted teachers  in  it,  and  who  have  formed 
themselves  into  a  body,  under  the  super- 
intendence of  a  respectable  and  indefati- 
gable gentleman.  To  thb  school  a  libra- 
ry b  attached. 

Tamul  J^aHvt  S^Aoob— Of  which  there 
are  now  eleven ;  into  some  of  then 
Christian  instruction  has  been  introdu- 
ced; and  it  b  hoped  that  others  will 
shortly  enjoy  the  same  privilege.  In 
these  seminaries  are  more  than  350  poor 
Hindoo  children.  Applications  for  new 
schoob  have  been  made,  but  the  brethren 
are  afraid  of  inearring  further  eipense, 
nntil  they  receive  the  sanction  of  the 
Society.  The  burden  b  already  consid- 
erable, bntthe  Directors  hope  that  the 
same  liberal  spirit  which  has  been  dis- 
played in  Calcutta  will  be  manifested 
also  in  Madras.  The  total  number  of 
children  tn  the  schools  b  about  700. 

Several  young  men  meet  occasionally 
to  receive  theological  knowledge  from 
the  Missionaries,  and  it  is  hoped  that  from 
among  these  some  may  be  found  quali- 
fied to  become  teachers  of  their  country- 
men. 

A  BIr.  Tajrlor,  formerly  in  the  civil 
earvfoe  of  the  Hon.  E.  1.  Company,  and 
wbo  was  w)tll  raoominended  hf  the 
brethren,  is  now  a  atadent  at  Gospoft« 
with  a  view  to  Miasianafy  kboors  in  tha 
East. 

TV  English  einanh  and  congregation 
in  Black  Town  continue  on  the  increase ; 
pleasiag  accMrions  have  bean  made,  and 
tlia  appearaoca  of  serieas  religion  among 
Soropean  residents,  the  deeeandants  of 
Enropeans,  and  the  native  population,  b 
truly  ehaaring.  Meetings  for  prayer  are 
■mitfiplied ;  assooiatioas  for  the  diffusion 
af  religiofis  and  other  oseful  knowledge, 
meat  with  cordial  support,  and  tiie  atten- 
tion of  the  people  to  the  preaching  of  the 
Qospal  is  such  as  to  hidaca  the  brethren 
to  erect  another  chapel  at  Pertewankom, 
near  Vepery ;  the  spot  fixed  upon  b  very 
eligible  and  likely  to  prove  a  valuable 
accommodatioo  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
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Bttgbbonriiood.  Subscriptions  to  a  con- 
sideraMe  amount  have  been  received, atid 
it  was  eipected,  from  the  characteristic 
liberality  of  the  gentlemen  of  Madrati 
that  the  whole  expense  of  the  building 
would  soon  be  liquidated.  Mr.  KaiU  bad 
the  satbfaction  of  laying  the  first  stone 
just  before  he  left  India,  and  it  was  ex- 
pected that  the  chapel  would  be  opened 
for  public  worship  about  the  commence, 
ment  of  the  present  year. 

In  relation  to  the  heathen,  the  number 
is  great  who  not  only  are  dbpoeed  to  re- 
oeive  rastruction,  but  who  absolutely 
thirst  for  it,  and  there  b  reason  to  believe 
that  the  Holy  Scriptures  have  obtained 
a  preference  in  the  minds  of  thousands, 
as  the  word  of  the  true  God-  Apavoo,  a 
native  of  Tranquebar,  has  been  baptised 
and  admitted  into  the  church,  and  he  now 
preaches  the  Gospel  to  hb  coantrymen 
in  their  native  tongue. 

The  Religious  Tract  Society  has  dis- 
tributed 14,000  tracts  in  the  Tamul  and 
Teloogoo,  and  the  eagerness  of  the  hea- 
then to  receive  them  exceeds  all  descrip- 
tion. 

The  brethren  have  the  prospect  of  es- 
tablishing a  Christian  library  at  Bfadras, 
towards  which  a  Catholic  gentlemen  has 
prombed  £1,000. 

The  great  importance  of  thb  Mission- 
ary station  b  such  as  to  require  the  help 
of  additional  labourers,  and  Bfr.  Lovebtf 
earnestly  solicits  an  augmentation  of  their 
number  as  soon  as  possible. 

BtOary. 

The  number  of  native  schools,  in  all 
which  the  principles  of  ChrisUanity  are 
Introduced}  b  fourteen,  in  one  of  whidi, 
lately  established,  there  are  about  seven- 
ty children,  and  most  of  ^  the  boys 
have  committed  to  memory  the  whole  of 
Watt's  Catechbm,  Ikc  ia  tlie  Canada  lan- 
guage. Of  the  children  taught  in  tho  se- 
veral schools,  great  numbers  have  now  a 
considerable  acquaintance  with  Christi- 
anity. 

A  Sabbath  School  and  an  Adult  School 
have  been  recently  formed.  A  person  b 
requbHe  at  thb  station  to  be  wholly  em- 
ployed In  the  superintendence  of  the 
schools. 

The  brethren  continue  the  distribution 
of  tracts  In  great  numbers,  and  the  de- 
mand for  them  sometimes  exceeds  their 
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power  of  fttppljr.  Ryadasi  and  Anande- 
rayer,  who  afford  satisfaction  by  Uieir 
moral  deportment*  have  an  extensive 
knowledge  of  divine  things,  and  moch 
fluency  in  speaking,  are  very  nsefnlly  em- 
ployed in  this  department  of  the  Mission. 
A  small  baildiog,  sitaated  near  the  Baser 
road  of  the  Pettah,  has  been  purchased  for 
the  purpose  of  conversation  with  the  na- 
tives. 

Mr.  Hands's  translation  of  the  Gospels 
into  the  Canada  language,  having  been 
submitted  to  the  most  competent  judges 
for  examination,  and  approved,  has  been 
sent  to  press  at  Madras.  In  the  mean- 
while, Mr.  H.  will  revise  the  following 
parts  of  his  version  of  the  New  Testa, 
ment,  and  the  whole,  it  is  hoped,  will  be 
furnished  in  the  course  of  the  present 
sommer.  The  translation  of  the  Old 
Testament  was  finished  in  the  last  year» 
and  was  undergoing  a  careful  revision. 
Mr.  Taylor  and  Mr.  Reeve  have  assisted 
both  in  the  translation  and  revision  of  the 
Canada  Scriptures. 

The  brethren  report  tho  progress  of  tme 
religion  among  professing  Christians,  par- 
ticiilarly  among  the  soldiers  of  the  84th 
regiment  The  attendance  at  the  chapel 
it  highly  encouraging,  and  the  increase  of 
hearers  had  been  soch  as  to  require  the 
eniafgement  af  the  chapel. 

The  JuxiUmy  MmUmmty  SoeUiy  has 
raised,  during  the  last  year,  about  £46 ; 
and  thtt  subscriptions  to  the  MxiHaiy  Bi- 
bim  Society,  for  half  a  year,  amounted  to 
about  £ao.~total  for  thiKeen  months 
nearly  £200.  The  subscriptions  to  the 
Rialigions  Tract  Society  about  £24.  About 
4CN)0  English  and  3000  native  tracts  have 
been  distributed,  and  the  brethren  say 
tbey  could  have  dispersed  as  many  mil- 
lions. 

The  late  extension  of  the  British  tenri- 
toiy,  northward  and  westward  of  Bellaiy, 
excite  In  the  brethren  a  strong  desire  to 
disseminate  Christianity  in  those  regions, 
and  the  wish  that  five  brethren  should  be 
fureparing  at  Bellary  to  labourin  that  wide 
field. 

Mr.  Jos.  Taylor,  Missionary  at  thU  sU- 
lion,  who  was  ordained  during  the  last 
year  at  Madras,  was  expected  to  remove 
to  Complee,  to  commence  a  Mission 
'there,  it  being  regarded,  from  its  very  po- 
pulous vicinity,  a  most  eligible  station. 
Ttavanbtr,  182(X 


Mr.  Hands  is  anxious  for  anotiier  Mis. 
sionary,  to  take  the  place  Of  Mr.  Taylor, 
and  is  exceedingly  desirous  of  seeing  the 
whole  of  the  sacred  volume  pioted  and 
circulated  m  the  Canada  language. 
Bangalore. 
The  Directors  are  happy  to  state,  that 
with  a  view  of  establishing  a  Mission  in 
this  healthy  spot,  Mr.  Andrew  Forbes  and 
Blr.  Stephen  Laidler  have  been  sent  out, 
they  sailed  with  other  brethren  appointed 
to  the  East,  in  the  ship  Henry  Porcher, 
Captain  Phillips,  in  October  last 
South  Travancon, 
fn  entering  upon  this  branch  of  their 
Report,  the  Directors  naturally  adveK  to 
the  loss  which  this  promising  station  has 
sustained  by  the  dangerous  illness  and 
consequent  removal  to  England  of  B€r. 
Richard  KnUl ;  their  regret,  however,  b 
somewhat  diminished  by  the  considera- 
tion of  the  benefits  the  Society  Is  likely 
to  derive  from  the  information  he  is  able 
to  Impart,  from  the  ardour  and  success 
with  which  he  cordially  advocates  the  in- 
terest of  the  Society  at  homea  snd  by  the 
expectation  of  his  being  able  to  resume 
his  Missionary  labours  b  a  cooler  climate. 
Before  he  Anally  departed  for  England, 
he  spent  a  short  time  in  Ceylon,  whera 
he  received  many  kind  attentions  firon 
the  Wesleyan  brethren. 

In  nearly  all  the  schools  in  the  ten  tUr 
tlons  belonging  to  this  Bfission,  a  Cate< 
chism  Is  taught ;  and  Mr.  Mead  b  decid- 
edly of  opinion,  that  the  ohief  hope  of  the 
Bllssion  is  in  the  religious  instruction  of 
the  rising  generation.  A  central  school 
at  Nagraeoil  has  been  established  for  the 
iastmctioD  of  the  most  intelligent  boys 
and  girb  from  the  other  schoob ;  and  se« 
pacate  school  houses  for  each  have  been 
arseted. 

At  Tittevelly,  a  new  place  of  worship 
has  been  opened.  The  number  of  fami- 
lies baptised  here  b  about  forty.  Another 
place  of  worship  has  bMn  opened  at 
Agatesomm)  near  Cape  Comorin,  where 
several  families  have  been ''baptiaed. 
Another  large  plaoe  was  buiKUog  at  Na- 
graeoil, towards  which  the  lat^  President^ 
Col.  Monro,  was  a  Jiberal  subscriber. 
The  Queen  abo  contributed  300  trees*  and 
the  use  of  elephants  for 

rials,  ko.  Digitized  by  ^ 
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The  mode  in  which  instruction  is  com- 
municated is,  at  present,  more  of  a  cate- 
«betical  nature,  than  by  a  regular  dis- 
course. The  questions  asked  generally 
suggest  the  answers  which  the  congrega- 
tion are  to  find;  and  in  tfeb  case,  the 
place  resounds  with  responses.  Silence 
is  a  proof  of  inattention,  or  that  the  ques- 
tion is  not  understood. 

Notwithstanding  the  discovragement 
fcsulting  from  the  idolatrous  processions 
and  festivals  of  the  natives,  many  are 
disposed  to  renounce  these  abominations; 
•f  such  persons  the  most  promising  are 
selected  for  baptism.  Mr.  Mead  has  late- 
ly baptiied  about  600.  It  appears  that 
the  idolaters  in  this  district  annex  very 
little  religious  importance  io  their  super- 
stitions, nor  does  Mr.  M.  deem  it  indispen- 
sable to  insist  upon  a  renunciation  of 
•aste. 

Mr.  Mead  has  resigned  the  judicial  si- 
tuation which  he  held,  and  devotes  him- 
self wholly  to  the  work  of  the  Mission. 

Mr.  Mault,  who  sailed  from  Bombay,  in 
December,  1818,  had  arrived  at  Cochin. 
He  mentions  with  gratitude,  the  friendly 
attention  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Homer,  the 
Wesleyan  Missionary,  during  his  continu- 
ance at  Bombay. 

The  rising  importance  of  the  South 
Travancore  Mission,  induced  the  Direc- 
tors to  send  out  another  labourer,  Mr. 
Smith,  from  Gosport,  in  Optober  last. 

Surat. 

The  Directors  regret,  that  they  have 
not  received  more  ample  account  of  the 
proceedings  of  Messrs.  Skinner  and  Fy- 
vie  during  the  past  year ;  they  are  happy, 
however,  to  state,  that  considerabla  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  translation  of 
the  Scriptures  into  the  Gnserat;  the 
Gospel  of  St  Mark  was  intended  to  be 
first  published  by  them ;  the  Gospel  of  St 
Matthew  having  been  previously  transla- 
ted by  Dr.  Taylor,  of  Bombay.  Lieut 
Miohell  has  been  a  useful  auxiliary  In  this 
good  work.  Mr.  Skinner  has  applied 
himself  to  learn  the  art  of  printing  at 
Bombay,  and  wHl  soon  be  able  to  attend 
the  press. 

Siberia. 
In  the  Report  of  last  year,  the  Direc- 
(ors  stated,  the  arrival  of  Mesf^rs.  Stally- 
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brass  and  Rahmn  at  Irkutsk,  their  pro- 
gress in  the  study  of  the  Mongolian  lan- 
guage, their  visit  to  Selinginsk,  which 
they  considered  a  more  eligible  station 
for  the  Mission,  and  the  serious  illness  of 
Mrs.  Rahmn,  which  prevented  their  re- 
moval to  that  city.    About  the  close  of 
May  last  3rear,  the  continued  Qlness  ef 
Mrs.  R.  rendered  it  necessary,  that  she 
should  exchange  Siberia  for  a  more  equa* 
ble  climate ;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  removed  to 
Sarepta.    Mr.  Stallybrass,  with  hb  family 
proceeded  in  the  month  of  July  to  Se* 
lioginsk,  where,  be  ol}serves«  there   b 
abundant  employment.    He  had  began 
to  visit  the  neighbouring  tribes,  and  dis- 
tribute tracts  in  the  Mongolian  language. 
He  had  received  much  pleasure  from  e 
visit  of  Captain  Gordon,  who  gave  him 
much  useful  information  respecting  the 
people  of  Ochotsk ;  he  mentions  also  with 
gratitude  the  kind  attentions  of  his  Excel- 
lency Privy  Councillor  Speransky,  the 
new  Governor  General  of  Siberia,  who 
expressed  his  readiness  to  afford  every 
assbtance  in  his  power  to  promote  tho 
causn  of  Christian  Missions.    Mr.  Stally- 
brass has  been  seriously  indisposed ;  bat 
we  are  happy  to  add,  perfectly  restored. 
Mr.  Swan,  who  resided  for  a  time  at  Si- 
Petersbui^,  was  usefully  employed  in  sta* 
dying  the  Russ  language,  preaching  to  a 
congregation  of  English  residents,  tran- 
scribing a  Mongolian  dictionary,  and  pre- 
paring a  small  grammar  in  that  language. 
It  was  judged  expedient,  in  consequence 
of  Mr.  Rahmn's  removal,  that  another 
Missionary  should  be  appointed.     Mr. 
Robert  Yuille,  of  Gosport,  was  therefore 
despatched  in  August  last  to  St  Petera- 
burg,  where  he  and  Mrs.  Y.  had  a  cordial 
reception  from  the  friends  of  the  Society. 
In  December,  Mr.  Swan,  with  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Yaille,  accompanied  by  Nomta,  one 
of  the  Saisangs,  who  had  been  engaged  in 
the  translation  of  the  Scriptures  into  the 
Mongolian  language,  took  an  affectinf 
leave  of  their  friends  at  St.  Petersbui^y 
among  whom  were  Drs.  Peterson  and 
Henderson,  to  whom  the  Society  Is  onder 
the  greatest  obligations,  and  proceeded 
on  thehr  long  journey  to  Siberia.    It  is 
the  doty  of  the  Directors,  to  record  the 
peculiar  kiadaess  of  the  Russian  Govern- 
ment in  facilitating  their  oodertakfaig. 


Bit  Ifflperial  Majeitjr  g»ve  orden,  that 
letters  shonld  be  written  to  all  the  Goyer- 
non  in  the  line  of  their  route»  to  the  Poit 
Directors  in  the  chief  towns,  with  an  open 
letter  addressed  to  the  post-masters  on  the 
rMd,  also  a  free  passport  for  horses  (which 
occasioned  a  great  saving  of  expense,)  to- 
gether with  a  postillion  to  act  as  guide 
and  servant  from  stage  to  stage.  A  letter 
also  was  addressed  to  the  Governor  Ge- 
neral of  Siberia,  with  hb  Imperial  Ma- 
jesty's request  that  every  assistance 
should  be  afforded  them. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  we  add, 
that  a  number  of  Christian  friends  at  St. 
Petersburg  have  formed  themselves  into 
an  association  in  aid  of  the  Mongolian 
Mission. 

We  rejoice  to  state,  that  our  travellers 
had  arrived  safely  at  Irkutsk.

Smtpta. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bahmn  arrived  here  in 
Angost  lasti  after  a  journey  of  nearty 
three  moDtbs»  and  we  are  glad  to  say, 
thatBlrs.R.  subsequently  recovered  her 
health  in  a  considerable  degree.  Mr. 
Bahmn  Immediately  applied  himself  to 
the  study  of  the  language,  and  with  such 
8Qcce8s>  that  he  will  soon  be  able  to  en- 
ter fully  upon  his  work  as  a  Missionary 
to  the  Calmues.  Having  visited  Astra- 
ehan,  on  the  recommendation  of  Dr. 
Patersooy  he  found  it  the  most  eligible 
station  for  the  Mission,  as  It  is  in  the  cen- 
tre of  the  tract  to  which  the  roving  life 
of  that  people  is  confined,  and  within  a 
day's  journey  of  which,  it  is  computed 
there  are  from  76  to  100,000  souls.  It 
appears,  that  the  brethren  from  the  Scot- 
tish Society,  who  reside  at  Astrachan, 
confine  their  labours  to  the  Tartarsi  so 
that  the  field,  as  to  the  Calmocs,  so  far  as 
relates  to  that  Society,  remained  unoccu- 
pied, and  the  measure  proposed,  of  our 
Hissbnary  residing  at  Astrachan,  appears 
00  a  correspondence  with  the  Committee 
ef  that  Society  to  be  perfectly  agreeable 
to  them,  and  they  have  kindly  promised 
to  afford  every  friendly  assistance  in  their 
power.  The  Directors  have  therefore 
tnthorised  Mr.  Rahmn  to  remove  from 
Sarepta,  and  fix  hb  residence  at  Astra- 
ehm. 
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Zanie, 

Mr.  Lowndes,  who  had  resided  for  a 
considerable  time  at  Malta,  preparing  to 
enter  more  directly  on  the  Greek  Mission, 
removed  to  Zante  hi  April,  1819,  having 
previously  vbited  Cephalonia  and  Ithaca. 
BAr.  Lowndes  has  employed  himself  in 
perfecting  hb  acquaintance  with  the 
modern  Greek,  and  has  now  little  dif- 
ficulty in  conversing  in  that  language ; 
he  has  also  been  engaged  in  translating 
Mason  on  Self-Knowledge,  and  in  com- 
piling a  Lexicon  in  English  and  Romaic. 

In  August  last,  by  the  instrumentality 
of  Dr.  Pinkerton,  an  Auxiliary  Bible  So- 
ciety was  foqped  at  Zante,  and  Mr* 
Lowndes  accepted  the  appointment  of  ^ 
Secretary — an  office,  which  it  is  hoped, 
will  facilitate  hb  endeavours  as  a  Mis- 
sionary. Mr-  Lowndes  is  permitted  to 
open  hb  house  for  worship  on  the  Sab- 
bath, and  about  40  persons,  chiefly  of  the 
military  attend ;  there  b  no  other  public 
service  among  the  Protestants  in  the  iri- 
and.  The  Senate  of  Corfu  have  deter- 
mined on  the  establishment  of  schools  in 
all  the  Ionian  Islands,  in  order  to  intro- 
duce the  English  language.  Schoob' 
have  accordingly  been  commenced  in 
Cephalonia  and  Ithaca,  and  it  has  been 
proposed  to  fiir.  L.  to  engage  in  a  similar 
work  in  Zante  -,  the  Directors  have  con- 
sented to  hb  making  the  experiment  for 
one  year,  judging  that  it  may  ultimately  . 
promote  hb  princtpal  object 

MaUa. 

Mr.  Wilson  successfully  prosecutes  hb 
study  of  the  modern  Greek  and  Itslian 
languages,  and  was  preparing  for  the  press 
two  religious  tracts  in  the. latter.  He 
preaches  twice  eveiy  Sabbath,  and  on 
the  Wednesday  evenings ;  he  abo  holds 
three  prayer  meetings  every  week,  as 
well  as  a  monthly  Missionary  prayer 
meeting.  In  consequence  of  the  distri- 
bution of  religious  tracts  among  the  mili- 
taryi  fifteen  persons  have  been  induced 
to  attend  at  the  chapel.  Mr.'  L.  b  very 
desirous  of  proceeding  to  his  ulterior 
destinatibn  in  the  Ionian  islands;  but 
wbhes  another  resident  preacher  to  be  J^ 
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sent  to  MalU  ;  but  the  Dlrectow  have 
not  as  yet  thought  it  expetlicnt  to  adopt 
that  measure. 

Mr.  Wilson  succeeds  Mr.  Lowndes  as 
Joint  Secretary  with  Dr.  Naudi  and  Mr. 
Jowett  of  the  Malta  Auiiluiry  Bible  So- 
ciety,  and  has  united  with  them  In  send- 
ing the  Scriptures  to  Messina,  Smyrna, 
Alexandria,  fee.  A  school  also  on  the 
British  system  has  lately  been  commen- 
ced. 

SOUTH   AFRICA. 

Cc^e  Town, 

The  ReT.  Messrs.  Campbell  and  Philip, 
who  had  proceeded  as  a  deputation  to 
Africa,  fipom  this  Society,  arrived  safely 
at  Cape  Town,  on  the  26(h  of  February, 
1819.  They  waited  immediately  on 
his  Excellency,  Lord  Charles  Somerset, 
Governor  of  the  colony,  who  received 
them  with  much  politeness,  gave  them 
permission  to  proceed  beyond  the  bound- 
ary of  the  colony,  and  promised  them 
assistance  in  their  jonrney  to  visit  the 
Missionary  stations. 

While  preparing  for  their  intended  toofi 
Mr.  Moflht,  MissiOBary,  arrived  at  Cape 
Town,  from  Namaqnaland,  accompanied 
by  Africaner,  who  formerly  destroyed 
the  Soclety*s  nettlement  at  Warm  Bath, 
but  if  now  a  humble,  pious  Christian. 
The  answers  which  he  gave  to  questions 
proposed  to  him,  at  public  meetings  in 
Cape  Town,  &c.  are  already  before  the 
public,  and  display  a  greater  acquaint- 
ance with  Christian  doctNne  and  experi- 
enee,  that  could  reasonably  have  been 
expected.  But  what  cannot  the  power 
of  Divine  Grace  effect '  In  him  seems  to 
be  exemplified  that  wonderful  change, 
which  the  prophet  Isaiah  describes,  (chap, 
xi^)  «  The  wolf  also  shall  dwell  with  the 
lamb,  &c"  The  extraordinary  change 
<yf  this  man's  character,  naturally  attract- 
ed the  attention  of  the  Government,  who 
expressed  much  satisfaction  on  the  occa- 
sion. 

Soon  after  the  arrival  of  the  Deputation, 
permission  was  obtamed  from  the  Gov- 
ernment, to  build  a  chapel  in  Cape  Town, 
and  land  has  been  purchased  for  that 
pttipose.  The  congregation  which  attend- 
ed Mr.  Phillp*s  ministry,  increased  in  a 
few  weeks  f^m  25  to  150  or  200jiersons, 
moDg  whom  are  some  of  the  most  res. 
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pectable  English  residents.  When  Mr. 
P.  shall  have  acquired  the  Dutch  lan- 
guage, it  is  expected  the  number  wfll  be 
greatly  increased.  Contemplating  tho 
prospects  of  usefulness,  from  the  preach- 
ing of  the  Gospel  at  Cape  Town,  Mr. 
Campbell  is  solicitous,  that  collections 
should  be  made  by  the  friends  of  mia- 
sions  in  this  country,  for  a  commodious 
place  of  worship  there,  to  be  under  die 
wing  of  this  Society.  - 

Every  thing  being  at  length  in  readi- 
ness, the  Deputation  accompanied  by  Mr. 
Moffat,  and  Mr.  Evan  Evans,  left  Cape 
Town  for  the  Interior.  They  visited 
Tulbagh,  Caledon  Institution,  Hoogte 
Kraal,  now  called  Pacalt*8-dorp,  and 
Theopolis  -,  but  on  account  of  the  war, 
could  not  penetrate  into  Caffraria,  and' 
therefore  returned  from  Theopolis  to 
Bethelsdorp,  where,  deliberating  on  the 
plan  of  their  future  proceedings,  smd 
carefully  weighing  every  circumstance 
that  presented  itself  to  their  considera- 
tion, it  was  determined  that  Mr.  Philip 
should  immediately  repair  to  Cape  Town, 
and  that  Mr.  Campbell  should  proceed  as 
far  as  Pacalt's-dorp,  and  there  continue 
for  the  present.  It  proved  at  that  time,  a 
severe  disappointment,  that  circumstan- 
ces would  not  admit  of  their  visiting  the 
distant  stations,  but  we  rejoice  to  state, 
that  the  Caffre  war,  having  been  brought 
to  a  termination,  the  chief  inspedimeot 
was  removed,  and  Mr.  Campbell,  accom- 
panied by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moffat,  departed 
for  Lattakoo,  on  the  18th  of  Januaiy 
last. 

The  various  information  received  by 
our  brethren,  during  their  journey  within 
the  colony,  is  likely  to  prove  of  the  high- 
est importance,  as  it  relates  to  the  future 
management  of  our  concerns  in  Africa ', 
and  the  Directors  feel  it  to  be  incumbent 
upon  them  to  express,  in  this  public  man- 
ner, their  approbation  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Deputation,  and  especially  of  the 
firmness,  promptitude,  and  discriminating 
judgment  which  they  have  displayed,  in 
the  various  circumstances  and  transac- 
tions which  have  occurred ;  and  it  b 
pecttliariy  gratifying  to  observe,  that  in 
all  the  difficult  and  complicated  cases 
which  had  come  before  them,  and  these 
had  not  been  few,  they  had  happily  con- 
cnrred  In  opinion. 
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The  pretence  of  Mr.  PhiUpi  et  Cape 
Town,  at  this  particular  joncture,  being 
of  great  consequence  to  die  Society's  af- 
fairs, it  was  deemed  eipedient  that  be 
should  decline  the  journey  into  the  inte- 
rior at  present.  It  may  probably  l>e  more 
necessary,  at  some  future  period,  and 
should  Mr.  Philip  continue  only  for  a  few 
years  as  the  Society's  resident  at  the  Capei 
the  Directors  anticipate,  under  the  bles- 
sing of  Divine  Providence,  the  most  hap- 
py results  from  his  eiertions,  to  the  So- 
ciety's missions  in  that  quarter. 

From  recent  letters,  we  learo,  that 
about  lOOOMahomedan  chiefly  proselyted 
slaves,  at  Cape  Town,  had  renounced 
their  religion.  Thb  step,  however,  does 
not  appear  to  have  been  the  effect  of  due 
examination,  but  may  be  ascribed  to  dif- 
ferent causes  of  a  worldly  nature ;  they 
have,  however,  declared  themselves  rea- 
dy to  receive  Christian  instruction,  pro- 
vided the  consent  of  their  masters,  and 
the  sanction  of  the  Government  shall 
first  be  obtained.  From  a  late  census  it 
appears,  that  there  are  at  Cape  TowOf 
^ve  7000  slaves,  of  whom  not  more 
than  60  enjoy  the  privilege  of  Christian 
instruction ! 

WITHIN  THE  COIiONT* 

Stetttnboach, 

From  Mr.  Bakker,  who,  for  many  years, 
has  occupied  this  station,  the  Directors 
have  received  no  particular  communica- 
tions during  the  last  year. 

The  PaarL 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Depu- 
tation, the  congregation  at  this  place,  has 
been  taken  inte  connexion  with  the  So- 
ciety, on  the  same  plan  as  that  of  Stellen- 
bosch.  The.  people  built  a  neat  plaee  of 
worship  here,  a  few  years  ago,  for  the  use 
of  the  slaves  -,  some  of  the  Missionaries 
preached  here  occasionally,  and  stated 
meetings  were  kept  up  among  the  slaves. 
When  Messrs.  Campbell  and  Philip  were 
at  this  place,  the  people  requested  that  a 
Missionary  might  be  sent  to  them.  The 
brethren  proposed  Mr.  Evan  Evans,  who 
now  labours  there  with  great  assiduity. 
Mr.  £.  in  his  last  letter  informs  us  that 
Messra.  Philip  and  Moffat  called  at  the 
Paarl,  on  their  way  to  Lattakoo,  on  the 
22d  of  Januaiy.    An  Auxiliary  Missiona. 
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ry  Soeiety  has  lately  been  formed  at  the 
Paarl. 

Tulbagh. 

When  the  Deputation  visited  this  place, 
they  found  Mr.  Ariel  Vos  in  high  respect 
among  the  people,  and  not  only  active  In 
the  instruction  of  the  slaves  in  the  town, 
but  labouring  also  in  all  the  surrounding 
region. 

CaUdon. 

The  Directors  have  received  no  com- 
munications during  the  past  year  relative 
to  the  progress  of  this  settlement  The 
Deputation,  consider  its  situation  as  ex- 
tremely eligible,  and  it  appears  to  them  to 
be  susceptible  of  great  improvement^ 
with  a  view  to  which  they  have  suggested 
some  important  measures. 

PacaWs'DwT}. 

(Formerty  adled  Hoogtv  Kraal.) 

Mr.  Messer,  ii%o  succeeds  onr  late  ex* 
cellent  Missionary,  from  whom  thie  sta- 
tion derives  its  present  name,  arrived  here 
in  Jamnry,  1819^  and  immedialeiy  took 
the  efaarse  of  tlw  Instititf  ion.  Mr.  Met* 
aer  speak*  highly  of  Mr.  PacaH,  and  in- 
forms us  thsft  be  has  left  the  whole  of  his 
property,  valued  at  more  than  SOOOrix. 
dollarsyto  this  Soeiety.  The  Deputation, 
who  arrived  here  in  June,  were  much 
gratified  with  the  great  ImprovemeDts 
which  have  been  made  here.  There 
were,  then,  belonging  to  the  Institution, 
five  waggons,  160  oien,  100  cows,  and 
68  calves.  The  land  is  cultivated  for  re- 
ceiving 100  sacks  of  seed  wheat,  and  the 
people  are  usefully  employed  In  various 
kinds  of  labour.  The  women  appear  in 
church,  as  neatly  dressed  as  in  most  ooon- 
tiy  congregations  in  England.  In  the 
school,  the  number  had  Increased  to  abont 
70.  Tbe  number  of  garde  ns  had  also  hi- 
creased.  Mrs.  Messer  has  begun  a  knit, 
tmg-school,  in  which  about  20  girls  make 
quick  progress.  Mr.  M.  is  of  opinion  that 
the  work  of  true  religion  is  begun  in  the 
hearts  of  many.  A  Sabbath-school  has 
been  instituted,  one  advantage  of  which 
Is,  that  the  people  who  come  from  a  dla- 
tance  to  public  worship,  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  learning  to  read. 
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BeOuUdttrp. 


The  church  at  this  atation  consists  of 
about  200  nembera,  hnd  the  Deputation 
are  of  opinion  that  as  much  piety  exists 
aBM>ng  them>  as  ts  usually  found  in  an 
equal  number  of  persons  belonging  to 
Christian  societies  in  England,  in  which 
attention  is  paiil  to  personal  religion; 
and,  irrespectively  of  ttiis  happy  effect  of 
the  gospel  on  their  minds,  a  standard  of 
morals  has  been  established  among  the 
people  as  a  body,  besides  the  visible  im- 
provement which  has  been  made  in  their 
outward  condition.  During  their  visit  at 
Betbetsdorpi  the  Deputation  united  with 
the  communicants  in  celebrating  the 
Eiord's  Supper.  Their  account  of  this 
interesting  meeting  shall  be  recited  in 
their  own  words. 

**  Whilst  at  Bcthelsdorp,  we  showed  our 
obedience  to  the  dying  command  of 
Christy  and  our  confidence  in  each  other 
at  the  table  of  the  Lord.  We  have  not 
heard  that  any  of  the  members  were  ab- 
aenty  and  we  enjoyed  a  delightful  season. 
We  recollected  the  pleasure  we  had  en- 
joyed in  times  that  are  past*  and  looked 
forward  with  Joy  to  the  period  when  there 
shall  be  one  Shepherd  and  one  sheep- 
fold.  How  would  the  thousands  which 
assemble  from  the  various  parts  of  the 
kingdom,  to  attend  the  anniversary  of  our 
Sooiety ;  how  would  the  many  thousands 
•f  Christians  in  Great  Britain,  who  are 
interested  in  the  cause  of  missions,  have 
fUt,  to  have  witnessed  such  a  gladdening 
acene  as  these  poor  Hottentots  exhibited 
at  the  table  of  the  Lord.  Could  they 
liave  contrasted  them  in  their  former  situ- 
atioui  in  their  sheepskin  karossetj  covered 
with  filthi  and  in  the  lowest  state  of  mo- 
ml  degradation,  with  their  present  neat, 
clean,  decent,  and  devout  appearance, 
when  engaged  in  commemorating  the 
death  of  Christ,  they  would  have  thought 
themselves  amply  repaid  for  all  their  ex- 
ertions, and  would  have  felt  a  stimulus  in 
the  cause  of  missions  unknown  before." 

As  to  the  local  situation  of  Bethelsdorp, 
our  brethren  consider  it  so  extremely 
unfavourable  as  to  justify  the  removal  of 
the  Institution  as  soon  as  a  more  eligible 
epot  can  be  obtained.

7%eop0lis. 

In  giving  their  report  of  this  settlementt 
the  Directors  necessarily  advert  to  the 
terror  into  which  its  inhabitants  were 
thrown  by  the  breaking  out  of  the  Caffi« 
war,  and  the  depredations  which  ensued; 
they  state,  however,  with  thankfulness  to 
God,  that  not  a  single  individual  was  ei« 
ther  killed  or  wounded.  Of  1800  head  of 
cattle,  they  saved  about  1000,  and  the 
manner  in  which  they  defended  them- 
selves excited  the  admiration  of  the  mili- 
tary gentlemen  of  the  colony. 

The  number  of  persons  who  l>elong  to 
this  settlement  arc  about  600,  the  chnreh 
consists  of  about  100 ;  in  the  school  there 
are  about  240,  but  (he  numbers  fluctuate 
greatly  There  are  about  80  gardens,  in 
which  Indian  com,  pumpkins,  &c.  were 
produced,  and  much  ground  planted  with 
tobacco,  but  all  have  suffered  severely  by 
the  Caffres. 

The  men  are  engaged  in  useful  employ, 
ments,  and  the  women  making  mats,  kc. 
&c.  Thus  the  work  of  civiliiation  hap- 
pily proceeds. 

BETOND  THE  COLOICT. 

Cajraria. 
There  appears  to  be  no  probability  that 
the  Mission  at  Kat  Revier,  where  the  late 
Mr.  Williams  resided,  will  speedily  be  re- 
newed; various  obstacles  have  arisen 
which  prevented  the  Deputatbn  from  ta- 
king any  steps  in  relation  to  this  object 
Mrs.  Williams  is  receiving  instruction  at 
Cape  Town,  with  a  view  to  qualify  her 
for  conducting  a  school. 

Griqua  Town. 

The  number  who  attend  the  preaching 
of  the  Crospel  on  the  Lord's  Day  is  abont 
900 ;  on  the  week  days  the  attendance  is 
very  irregular,  which  arises.  In  a  great 
measure,  from  the  vagrant  habits  of  the 
people.  Mr.  Anderson  complains  of  the 
indolence,  and  in  some  cases,  of  the  im- 
morality of  some  of  the  inhabitants,  the 
want  of  parental  attention  to  the  educa- 
tion of  children,  and  the  declension  of 
some  professing  Christians.  But  in  the 
schools,  the  brethren  have  succeeded  In 
establisbinjr  a  stricter  discipline,  and,  as 
far  as  practicable,  the  British  system  has 
been  introduced,  and  with  good  eifeet. 
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Mr.  Helm  continues  at  this  station,  and 
has  printed  a  few  copies  of  a  Bootchaana 
spelling-book,  which  bad  been  prepared 
by  the  brethren  at  Latlakoo.  From 
abundant  rains  which  have  fallen,  the 
earth  has  been  more  than  usually  prodnc- 
Ure. 

The  Missionaries  of  this  station  occa- 
sionally visit  the  out-posts  at  Campbell 
and  HardcastlCi  and  Mr.  Anderson  hopes 
that  a  blessing  attends  their  labours  at 
those  places. 

JVWiF  Lattakoo. 

All  the  information  concerning  this  sta- 
tion which  the  Directors  are  able  to  com- 
mnnicatei  is  derived  from  a  letter  of  Mr. 
Moffati  who  visited  it  in  the  autumn  of 
1818.  The  chapel  was  then  completed, 
a  house  for  the  Mission  was  in  buildingi 
several  good  gardens  formed,  and  the  wa- 
ters of  the  Krooman  led  out  to  a  consi- 
derable extent ;  but  Mr.  Campbell  having, 
io  January  last,  set  out  with  Mr.  Moffist 
to  visit  this  distant  settlement,  ample  In- 
formation may  hereafter  be  eipected. 

Bdhesda. 

(FofmeAy  called  OriamU  Eraal,) 

Mr.  Sass,  unable  to  support  the  intense 
heat,  had  retired  for  a  time  to  Griqua 
Town,  but  returned  to  his  station  in 
March,  1819,  in  an  Improved  state  of 
health.  The  Directors  regret  that  they 
are  not  furnished  with  an  account  of  the 
spiritual  state  of  this  settlement 

^fimaqua  Mtsiums. 

(AfiicawrU  Kraal) 

Mr.  Moffat,  who  resided  here  for  a  time 
paid  a  visit,  in  September,  1818,  to  Griqua 
Town  and  Lattakoo ;  when  he  retomed 
in  the  neit  month,  he  found  the  people 
had  been  so  much  afflicted  by  his  absence, 
that  they  entreated  him  with  tears  never 
to  leave  them  again.  At  that  time  the 
Settlement  presented  a  most  melancholy 
appearance,  owing  to  great  want  of  rain. 
In  this  eiigency,  special  prayer  was  offer- 
ad  to  the  God  of  heaven,  and  the  thirsty 
aarth  was  shortly  after  blessed  with  abun- 
dant showers.  The  effect  of  this  circum- 
stance on  the  Namaquas  was  peculiarly 
interesting. 
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In  our  last  BepoK  it  was  stated  that  Mr« 
Ebner,  after  residing  at  Africaner's  Kraal 
for  a  considerable  time,  had  returned  to 
Warm  Bath,  where  he  met  with  many  se- 
vere trials,  and  that  things  In  general  wor« 
a  gloomy  appearance.  Various  reasons 
afterwards  induced  him  to  leave  tike  sta- 
tion,  and  retire  into  the  colony,  and  hav- 
ing at  the  Paarl  met  with  our  Deputatioa, 
arrangements  were  mutually  agreed  up- 
on, which  terminated  his  connexioo  with 
the  Society. 

AFRICAN  ISLANDS. 

MaurUius, 

Mr.  Le  Bnni  continues  his  labours  in 
this  island,  and  a  few  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  church  under  hit  care.  The 
Auxiliary  Missionary  Society  flourishes, 
and  the  subscriptions  amount  to  about  90 
dollars  per  month  ;  the  produce  b  devot- 
ed to  the  suf^rt  of  the  Madagascar  Mie- 
sion. 

Madagascar, 

It  was  stated  io  our  last  Report  that  Mr, 
and  Mrs.  Bevan  had  left  the  Isle  of  France 
for  Madagascar,  in  Decemb«*r,  1818.  On 
their  arrival  there,  they  were  suddenly 
informed,  that  Mr.  Jones  (the  other  Mis- 
sionary there)  had  just  lost  hb  wife  and 
infant.  The  impression  produced  by  this 
intelligence  was  most  afflictive ;  he  never 
recovered  from  the  shock ;  and  lamenta- 
ble to  relate,  he  also  died  in  a  few  days. 
Mr.3evan*8  in£Buitdied  a  few  days  before 
her  father,  and  the  distressed  widow  sur- 
vived her  husband  and  child  only  about 
a  fortnight  In  addition  to  these  calami- 
tous events,  Mr.  Jones  was,  himself  visited 
with  the  Malegache  fever,  from  which, 
however,  he  recovered. 

Whilst  the  Directors  contemplate  these 
melancholy  events,  they  sympathise  with 
the  relatives  and  friends  of  the  deceased, 
and  mourn  the  loss  sustained  by  the  in&nt 
Mission,  they  feel  it  their  duty  calmly  to 
submit  to  the  sovereign  will  of  the  All- 
wise  Disposer  of  human  aflbirs,  fully  per- 
suaded that  these  events,  however  myste- 
rious and  painful,  will  ultimately  conduce 
to  his  own  gloiy,  and  to  the  advancement 
of  the  Saviour's  kingdom  among  men.  |^ 

Mr.  Jones,  undismayed  by  these  strokes 
which  he  severely  felt,  resumed  his  la- 
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boon,  detarmioed,  if  possible,  to  persist 
ii  tben,  notil  he  shoold  be  assisted  by 
another  Missioiimry ;  but  we  are  pained 
to  addy  that  in  the  course  of  a  few  montbsi 
n  return  of  his  disorder  so  disabled  him 
from  service,  that  he  was  obliged  to  re- 
Ore  from  the  promisiDg  field  of  Uboar,  to 
the  Isle  of  France,  for  the  recovery  of  his 
iMalth.  This  necessity  he  deeply  regret- 
ted, as  appearances  were  very  favourable. 
He  had  been  treated  with  the  greatest 
kindness  by  the  natives,  and  had  received 
encouragement  to  proceed,  by  one  or 
more  of  I  he  chiefs. 

The  Directors  b<%ing  desirous  to  prose- 
ente  the  Madagascar  Mission,  are  prepa- 
ring to  send  suitable  labourers  to  that 
island. 

WB8T-INDIIS. 

Dtmerara, 

Bfr.  Davics's  congregation  at  George- 
town con:ii8ts  chiefly  of  negro  slaves,  from 
the  plantations  up  the  river ;  an  addition 
of  90  has  been  made  to  the  communi- 
eants  principally  from  one  estate,  the  re- 
spectable owner  of  which  observes,  that 
their  conduct  Is  exemplary.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation  take  pains  in 
teaching  their  neighbours,  by  means  of 
Catechisms,  Hymns,  &c.  so  that  thou- 
sands of  children,  and  many  infirm  per- 
sons, who  cannot  reach  the  Chapel,  are, 
in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  made  acquaint- 
ed with  the  gospel. 

In  Mr.  Elliott's  Congregations  in 
George  Town,  and  on  the  West  Coast  of 
the  Demerara  Klver,  ^ligion  seems  to 
prosper.  Four  or  five  hundred  negroes 
can  read  the  Bible  well.  Mr.  E^  has  met 
with  much  opposition ;  yet  ftscts  oblige 
the  most  violent  adversaries  to  the  in- 
struction of  the  daves,  to  admit,  that  the 
religious  negroes  are  the  best  and  most 
trustworthy  in  the  plantations. 

The  chapel  has  been  occupied  for 
some  months,  though  in  an  unfinished 
state,  Mr.  E's  ministry  being  very  use* 
ful  among  the  slaves,  the  Directors  have 
contributed,  on  behalf  of  the  Society, 
£200  towards  the  building;  £166  has 
been  subscribed  by  the  white  and  colour- 
ed inhabitants,  and  upwards  of  £40  by 
the  slaves  themselves. 

It  was  intimated,  last  year,  that  Mr. 


[kov. 

Mercer,  in  consequence  of  the  obstacles 
thrown  in  the  way  of  his  labours  in 
Trinidad,  had  retired  to  this  colony, 
where  he  was  usefully  employed.  We 
have  since  been  informed  that  he  assists 
at  Le  Resouvenir,  and  oocasiooally 
preaches  at  George  Town;  but  it  has 
been  judged  expedient  that  he  should 
proceed  to  what  is  called,  the  Arabian 
Coast,  which  Mr.  Elliott  had  sometimes 
visited,  there  being  in  that  qnarter  not 
less  than  16,000  slaves,  totally  destitute 
of  religious  instruction.  This  object  ap- 
peared the  more  desirable,  as  a  congre- 
gation of  about  100  persons  had  been 
formed  at  Fort  Island  on  that  river,  by 
means  of  an  individual  from  Mr.  D's  con- 
gregation, who  had  removed  thither. 
These  people,  though  not  rich,  are  gene- 
rous, for  they  have  built  a  small  chapel, 
and  have  agreed  to  form  an  Auiiliary 
Missionary  Society.  Mr.  Davies  had 
introduced  Mr.  Mercer  to  the  people; 
but  a  final  decision  respecting  his  perma- 
nent residence  (here,  b  deferred  until 
the  mind  of  the  Directors  shall  be  com- 
municated. 

Berbice, 
Mr.  Wray's  chapel,  towards  which  the 
Society  contributed  £200  was  opened  in 
February,  1819  The  attendance  -  is 
good ;  14  adults  have  been  baptised, 
and  seven  admitted  to  the  Lord's  table  ; 
about  80  young  people  are  under  instruc  - 
tion,  60  of  whom  are  the  children  of 
poor  free  people  or  slaves ;  several  old 
people  attend  occasionally.  Mr.  Wray 
spends  part  of  every  day  in  visiting  the 
sick,  and  conversing  with  aged  and  infirm 
negroes ;  he  also  frequently  attends  fii- 
nerals,  which  gives  him  an  opportunity 
of  addressing  great  numbers  on  the 
things  of  salvation.  An  Anxiliary  Mia* 
sionary  Society  wu  formed  in  August 
last,  and  about  £40  has  been  subseribed. 

Trinidad. 

Mr.  Adams  has  laboured  under  pecu- 
liar disadvantages,  especially  from  some 
existhig  regulations,  and  is  not  permitted 
to  reside  among  the  American  refugee 
negroes,  as  was  proposed.  The  Direc- 
tors having  taken  into  consideration  the 
various  unfavourable  clreumstances  af- 
fiBcting  the  Mission  there,  have  given 
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orders  for  (he  recal  of  Mr.  Adam  /rom 
this  station,  io  which  great  f  ipense  ha^ 
been  incurred,  bat  they  fear  without  pro- 
portional advantage. 

Missionary  Seminofy, 

The  Report  of  the  Deputation,  con- 
sittiog  of  the  Key.  Drs.  Waugh  and 
Snith ,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Forster  Bor- 
der, accompanied  by  the  Treasaret,  who, 
lately  visited  the  Seminary  at  Gosport, 
afforded  to  the  Directors  the  most  lively 
satisfaction,  both  as  it  respected  the 
unceasing  care  of  the  venerable  tutor, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Bogue,  and  the  successful 
eiertions  of  bis  son,  Mr.  David  Bogue 
in  bringing  forward,  to  very  considerable 
proficiency,  (he  minds  of  the  students  io 
their  acquaintance  with  useful  literature, 
which,  by  (he  blessing  of  heaven,  will 
assist  them  in  the  important  work  of 
preaching  the  everlasting  Gospel,  and  io 
translating  the  Holy  Oracles  of  God  into 
the  languages  of  the  heathen.  The  De- 
potation  speak  very  favourably  also  of 
their  knowledge  of  Divine  truth  ;  of  their 
personal  religion,  and  of  their  blameless 
moral  deportmeot :  and  they  are  of  opio. 
km  that  the  Seminary  has  never  been, 
at  any  period,  in  a  more  prosperous  state. 

I\inds,  and  Omdusum, 

Oo  a  review  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society*  daring  the  past  year,  the  maio 
particularB  of  which  have  now  been  pre* 
noted,  the  Directors  congratulate  this 
Meeting  on  the  progress  of  the  Society's 
Minions,  in  general,  and  the  enlarging 
prospects  which  are  opening  at  several 
ef  its  stations;  whilst  with  regard  to 
Afriea,  from  the  judioioos  measures 
adopted  by  the  Deputation,  there  appears 
oraeh  groond  of  eaooaragement  as  to  the, 
fotore  posture  of  its  affairs  in  that  quarter. 

In  relation  to  the  peouniary  state  of 
the  Society's  concerns,  the  Directors  are 
happy  to  observe,  that  the  amount  of  its 
Income  durine:  the  past  year  eiceeds  in 
the  sum  of  £2116  Ids  6d.  that  of  any 
former  year  since  the  foundation  of  the 
Society  ;  the  total  amount  of  receipts 
being  £2&,409.  16s,  4d.  They  are»  how- 
ever, concerned  at  the  sometime,  to  add, 
that  thb  sum  falls  short  of  the  amoant 
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of  the  eipenditure  during  the  tame  pe- 
riod. In  the  sum  of  £736.  Qs.  8d.  the 
amount  of  the  disbursements  being  £96 
146.  16ft.  7d.  The  meeting,  therefore| 
will  perceive  in  this  fact  alone  an  incen- 
tive to  more  vigorous  eiertions.  Bat 
when  it  shall  further  consider  the  great 
additional  eipense  the  Society  either  has 
Incurred,  or  b  incurring,  by  the  new  Mis- 
sions which  have  recently  been  establish- 
ed in  the  East ;  by  those  which  are  In 
course  of  establishment  In  the  nme  qoar- 
ter ;  by  (he  reinforcements  sent  out  to 
previously  eilstiog  Missions,  and  that 
which  will  soon  bo  Incurred  by  the  send- 
ing out  of  several  more  Missionaries  to 
that  and  other  parts  of  the  world  during 
the  ensuing  year,  the  Directors  ^1  per- 
suaded, that  no  further  statements  «vill 
be  deemed  necessary  in  order  to  inspire 
new  ardour  and  activity  at  home,  to  meet 
the  progrenively  increasing  demands 
upon  the  Society  from  abroad. 

The  liberality  and  exertions  of  the 
various  members  of  the  Society,  daring 
the  past  year,  and  especially  considering 
the  severe  pressure  of  the  time?,  the  Di- 
rectors cannot  but  regard  as  a  pledge  of 
what  will,  under  Divine  Providence,  be 
effected  in  (he  course  of  the  ensuing  year. 
The  establishment  of  several  promuing 
Auxiliary  Societies,  in  connexion  with 
the  Society,  since  the  last  anniversary, 
and  the  increased  efficiency  of  others, 
they  trust  will  be  regarded  as  so  many 
examples  for  imitation  where  no  Auxilia- 
ry Societies  have  as  yet  been  formed,  or 
where  the  requisite  portion  of  zeal  and 
activity  is  wanting. 

In  conclusion,  dear  Brethren,  we  look 
up  to  that  gracious  Redeemer  in  whose 
cause  we  are  all  engaged,  praising  him 
for  his  mercies  during  the  past  year,  and 
praying  for  his  protection  guidance,  and 
blessing  in  behalf  of  the  Society  in  all 
its  future  proceedings.  After  the  signal 
prosperity  with  which  he  has  been  pleas- 
ed already  to  nnction  and  crown  its  ef- 
forts, we  cannot  doubt  the  continuance 
of  bis  favour,  and  with  this  eipreuion  of 
dependence  on  his  power  and  on  his 
goodness,  the  Directors  conclude  their 
Report,  and  resign  the  important  trust 
confided  to  them  into  your  hands.  30qIc

l^HE  first  public  examination  of  the  popite  of  this  InBtitutioD  took  place  in 
St  George's  Chapel,  on  tlie  19th  of  January*  last.  Before  the  ezaminatioa 
comiBenced,  the  Rev.  Dr.  MiUedoler,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, ascended  the  pulpit^aod  delivered  an  interesting  and  appropriate  Address 
to  the  numerous  assemblage  of  our  citizens  convened  on  the  occasion.  At  a 
subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board,  a  copy  of  the  Address  was  requested  for 
publication ;  but  circumstances,  unnecessary  to  be  detailed,  occurred,  to  detain 
it  fram  the  press.  In  compliance  with  our  solicitation,  the  Author  has,  at 
length,  obligtogly  furnished  us  with  the  manuscript,  and  we  have  now  the 
pleifture  to  present  it  to  the  Readers  of  the  American  Missionary  Register. 

fbe  principal  endearments  of  fflial  and 
social  life^ ;  that  they  are  constantly  view- 
ed, even  by  their  nc'arest  and  dearest  re- 


APDRESS,  be. 

Privation  of  the  faculties  of  hearing 
and  of  speech,  must  ceHainly  be  classed 
among  the  greatest  calamities  of  our  na- 
ture. 

Privation  of  the  faculty  of  hearing,  is 
styled  deBfne8S.--Dumbne89,  as  the  term 
if  generally  used,  arises  not  so  much  (rom 
any  natural  imporfection  of  the  organs  of 
speech,  as  from  deafness.  The  dumb  are 
iacapable  of  using  language,  the  sounds 
of  which  they  have  never  been  able  to 
hear,  and  consequently  have  never  been 
ahle  to  troitate. 

To  inquire  into  the  natore  of  these  de- 
fects, and  the  means  of  their  relief,  be- 
longs to  the  department  of  the  Physiolo^ 
gist.  We  shall  confine  our  remarks  to 
persons  who  were  either  born  under  these 
disadvantages,  or  have  suffered  under 
them  from  the  rooming  of  life  :  cases  so 
hopeless  in  their  nature,  that  remedies 
kare  never  been  applied,  or  being  applied, 
kflVe  baffled  the  resources  of  the  healing 
ut< 

The  number  of  our  race  bom  Deaf  and 
Pumb,  or  early  deprived  of  the  faculties 
of  hearing  and  of  utterance,  is  much 
greater  than  Is  generally  supposed.  This 
fact  has  been  well  ascertained,  by  found- 
ing  schools  of  instruction  for  their  relief. 

That  their  situation  Is  distressing,  and 
in  ^ome  respects  appaUing,  is  unquestion- 
able. When  we  consider,  that  they  are 
cut  off  frott  their  infancy  from  some  of 


latives,  as  objects  of  commiseration ;  that 
in  many  instances,  they  are  kept  out  of 
sight,  and  secluded  from  almost  all  the 
enjoyments  of  youth  of  their  own  age 
and  sex  ;  that  they  are  excluded  from  all 
that  cultivation  of  intellect,  which  gives 
expansion  to  genius,  and  energy  to  mind, 
together  with  all  the  delight  connected 
with  intellectual  research  and  improve- 
ment ;  that  their  minds,  in  a  state  of  va- 
euity  but  little  removed  from  idlotism, 
are,  like  a  deserted  bouse,  left  to  deeay 
and  rain,  or  a  deserted  field,  abandoned 
to  the  briars  of  the  wilderness !  but,  more 
especially,  when  we  consider,  that  they 
are  in  a  great  measure  destitute  of  the 
means  of  knowing  Ood^^bemselves— 
their  duty — and  the  results  of  Its  perform- 
ance or  neglect,  we  sbafl  easily  perceive 
.  that  they  laboar  under  no  oomoioa  eale- 
tthy,  and  that  thehr  sitnation  Is  iiideed 
such  as  to  claim  our  tsmderest  sympathy, 
and  to  excite  in  their  behalf  our  most  ac- 
tive and  energetic  exertions. 

The  two  great  Islets  of  human  know- 
ledge are  sight  and  hearing ;  of  these, 
the  loss  of  sight  has  generally  been  cob- 
sidered  as  the  greatest  deprivation.  But 
when  we  consider,  that  eariy  defect  of 
hearhig  involves  the  loss  of  language, 
which  is  the  frindpal  mediwn  of  mental 
intercourse,  we  shall  easily  pereehre  that 
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k  preseoU  by  far  the  most  formidable  bar- 
rier to  hitellectoal  iBiprovetfieot* 

As  an  opinion  prevailed  among  the  an^ 
cients,  tbat.fhe  Deaf  and  Dambwere  ne- 
cessarily excladed  from  the   TempU  of 
ScieTite,  they  were  abandoned  to  a  state 
of  mental  destitution,  for  which  it  was 
believed  that  no  remedy  was  discovera- 
ble.   Hence  those  lines  of  Lucretius. 
**  T*  inilnwt  tbe  deef  no  ut  coakl  ever  reach, 
Vo  cmre  Improve  tbem,  and  oo  wisdom  feaeh."* 
That  this  opinion  is  erroneous,  Is  now 
proved  by  indubitable  experience. 

The  instruction  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 
began  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  lenrn. 
ed  ia  Spain,  in  Germany,  In  Holland,  and 
in  England,  about  the  close  of  the  16th 
«od  beginningof  the  17th  century.  At- 
tempts to  relieve  these  unfortunate  beings 
were  made  by  the  Spaniards  Ponce  and 
Bonnet ;  by  Hetmont  a  German ;  by  the 
Swiss  physician  Amman,  settled  in  Hol- 
land ;  and  by  the  celebrated  Dr.  WaHis 
of  England. 

Several  learned  dissertations  were  writ- 
ten to  tbow  the  pmcticability  of  instruct* 
ing  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  followed  by  ex- 
periments, which  fully  proved  that  the 
views  of  these  benevolent  and  philoso- 
phic men*  were  no  visionary  speculations^ 
In  more  recent  times,  this  art  has  been 
successfully  cultivated  by  Father  Vannin 
and  Monster  Perreize  iu  Paris,  by  Mr.Hei- 
nlch  in  I«eipsic,  by  Mr.  Baker  in  London, 
by  Mr.  Braidwood  in  Edinburgh,  by  the 
Abbe^  de  L'Ep6e  and  Sicard  inParis^ 
and  by  Mr.  Watson  formeriy  the  assistant 
of  Mr.  Braidwood,  and  now  teacher  in 
the  Asylnm  for  the  Support  and  Education 
of  Deaf  and  Dumb  Children  of  the  Poor, 
instituted  in  London  in  the  year  1 792.  In 
that  Institution,  which  has  been  crowned 
with  considerable  success,  the  children 
are  taught  to  vriie,  and  to  speak  articu- 
lately ;  and  to  understand  what  they 
write  and  speak.  To  fit  them  for  the 
management  of  common  concerns,  they 
are  instructed  in  i^enmansbip,  and  prac- 
tical arithmetic  ;  and  to  enable  tbem  to 
earn  a  livelihood,  they  are  also  instructed 
in  some  of  the  most  useful  of  the  mecha- 
nic arts. 

In  prosecuting  their  ingenious,  yet  ar-

duous  labours,  the  iastrueten  of  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb  have  had  two  objects  in  view. 
First,  by  teaching  their  pupils  the  use 
of  written  language,  they  have  endeav- 
oured to  enlighten  their  minds,  and  to 
onal)le  them  by  these  and  other  symbols, 
natural  and  artificial,  to  bold  converse 
with  others. 

Their  second  object  was  to  instmct 
them  in  the  actual  exercise  of  the  organs 
of  articulation,  or  to  converse  by  speak- 
ing. This  last  object  has  been  attended 
with  such  serious  difficulties,  that  it  has, 
in  some  Instances,  been  abandoned ; 
but  as  some  of  the  subjects  of  instruc- 
tion discover  a  much  greater  aptitude 
than  others  to  express  articulate  soundaf 
where  such  aptitude  is  found,  it  may  And 
ought  to  be  encouraged. 

The  first  object,  however,  namely^ 
that  of  teaching  by  letters  and  by  signs* 
is  of  vital  importance. 

As  language  b  an  arbitrary  thing ;  and 
as  there  is  no  natural  connexion  between 
artieulate  sounds  andthe  ideas  they  are 
employed  to  express— vend  as  all  language 
is  taught,  in  the  first  instance,  by  sensi- 
ble signs,  it  follows,  that  although  the 
Peaf  and  Dumb  cannot  be  instructed  by 
audible  sounds,  yet  that  by  the  use  of 
written  characters,  accompanied  by  $en* 
slMe  signs,  they  may  not  only  be  intro* 
dnced  into  the  fields  of  literature,  but 
may  make  astonishing  advances  jo  air 
most  every  branch  of  science^  D/, 
Johnson  has  styled  the  instruction  of  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb  a  philoaopbical  curios^ 
ly ;  that  cariosity  has  since,  howey^, 
been  very  much  simpKfied,  and  schools 
for  their  relief  are  now  in  the  foil  tide 
of  snccessful  experiment 

Prompted  by  the  writings  and  success 
of  European  philanthropists,  two  Institu- 
tions have  recently  been  organized  in  this 
country  to  meliorate  the  situation  of  our 
Deaf  and  Dumb.  The  first  founded  at 
Hartford,  in  Connecticut,  was  incorpo- 
rated by  an  act  of  the  Legblature  of  that 
State,  in  May  1616.  Tbesecond,  founds 
ed  in  the  city  of  New-York,  was  incor- 
porated in  April  1817.  Whilst  we  detract 
nothing  from  the  solid  worth  of  onr  sis- 
ter institution,  we  must  be  permitted  to 
say,  that  ours  is  emphatically  the  Asy- 
lum of  the  Poor,        Digitized  by  GoOglc 
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CbUdren  received  into  this  school  have 
not  only  the  advantage  of  the  mental 
cuitnre  and  morai  inspection  of  their 
able  and  faithful  preceptors,  bat  are  also 
literally  clothed  and  fed,  and  so  led  for- 
ward to  usefulness  and  honour,  not  only 
without  condition,  but  in  many  instances 
witliout  the  most  distant  hope  of  remu* 
■eration  on  the  part  of  the  Directors. 

This  Institution  Is  yet  in  its  cradle. 
What  is  to  become  of  it,  time  and  hea- 
ven will  unfold.  Public  munificence  has 
done  something  in  its  favour,  and  will 
probably  do  more.  By  private  munifi- 
cence it  has  been  exceedingly  encourag- 
ed. Its  benefactors  have  done  well~ 
they  have  done  honour  to  themselves — 
they  have  done  honour  to  human  nature. 
This  asylum  now  rests,  almost  as  much 
as  ever  it  did,  upon  their  fostering  care. 
Embarked  in  this  Godlike  work,  the 
Directors  can  neither  abandon  it,  nor 
persevere  without  means. 

Prudence  has  already  suggested,  that 
the  doors  of  the  Institution  be  closed 
against  future  applications,  till  our  pros- 
pects shall  brighten.  Her  voice  has  been 
heard.  In  more  than  one  instance  it  has 
also  been  obeyed  ;  and  it  must  be  obey- 
ed, till  some  favourable  change  in  our 
affairs  shall  call  these  suffering  exiles 
from  retirement.  The  strongest  motives, 
fellovhcitisens,  that  can  be  presented  to 
enlightened  minds,  combine,  with  re- 
sistless force,  to  recommend  to  your 
care  these  children  of  affliction. 

The  tremendous  disadvantages  under 
which  they  labour,  we  have  endeavour- 
ed to  reveal.  From  evils  so  great,  so 
complicated,  so  overwhelming,  it  is  our 
object  to  rescue  them,  and  not  only  to 
rescue  them  from  positive  evils,  but  to 
make  them  partakers  of  positive  good,  as 
rich  as  it  is  extensive.  The  instruction 
they  receive  in  this  Institution  has  an 
almost  miraculous  influence  upon  their 
temporal  happiness  and  nsefulness.-— 
Ob  entering  this  school,  there  is  an 
immediate  call  fur  mental  exertion. 
ITie  4lormant  powers  of  the  mind  are 
aroused  to  action.  That  action  is  new, 
ddightftd,  and  Mdutaty.  They  are  ex- 
cited,  they  are  entertained,  and  they 
jre  instructed.    The  ennui  of  idleness, 
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unsocial  habits,  and  marked  d^ectioD 
are  exchanged  for  the  sprightliness  of  in 
dustry,  the  charms  of  society,  and  the 
pleasures  of  hope. 

If  to  be  drawn  from  obscurity  and  no- 
ticed with  affection— if  to  be  introduced 
by  the  knowledge  of  letters  into  a  new 
iTorldi  where  there  is  endless  variety  to 
instruct,  and  endless  delight  in  improve- 
ment—if to  be  conscious  of  that  improve- 
ment in  our  own  case,  to  become  objects 
of  interest  and  endearment  to  others,  and 
to  have  the  power  and  disposition  of  do- 
ing good  almost  infinitely  enlarged ; — 
in  a  word,  if  to  become  every  way  more 
respectable  and  useful,  can  add  to  the 
happiness  of  a  rational  and  immortal  be- 
ing— then  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  are  more 
happy  by  their  improvement,  for  objects 
around  them  are  like  a  new  creation,  and 
they  themselves  are  transported  into  a 
new  world  of  improvement  and  delij^t. 
How  differently,  under  these  circum- 
stances, are  they  viewed  by  their  friends? 
Now,  they  can  correspond  with  them  by 
writing,  and  converse  with  them  by  signs. 
Now,  their  society  instead  of  being  shun- 
ned, has  become  inexpressibly  interest- 
ing.     Whilst  their    owu   countenances 
lighted  up  with  intelligence,  and  beaming 
with  joy,  discovers  the  enraptured  feel- 
ings of  their  hearts,  O,  how  must  parental 
tenderness  rejoice  in  such  a  scene !  There 
have  been  instances  in  this  very  Institu- 
tion, in  which,  on  witnessing  the  favoura- 
ble change  In  the  children,  and  especially 
their  attempts  to  articuiatci  the  most  rug- 
ged dbposJtioos  have  been  melted  into 
tears. 

But  these  advantages,  important  as  tbey 
are,  sink  into  insignificance  when  com- 
pared to  such  as  they  derive  from  a  know- 
ledge of  the  word  of  God  ;  that  toord,  is 
the  word  of  eternal  life. 

It  cannot  be  communicated  to  them  in 
the  ordinary  way.  If  the  eye  could  not 
be  substituted  for  the  ear^  in  teaching  them 
the  nature  and  the  power  of  letters,  they 
would  remain  eternal  strangers  to  God's 
truth,  revealed  to  us  in  the  Scriptures. 

A  deprivation  like  this  is  one  of  the 
greatest  that  human  nature  can  endure. 
To  live  without  hope  and  without  God  in 
the  woHd  -to  pass  through  it  like  beasts 
without  reflection,  or  like  the  benighted 
traveller,  without  star-light  or  even  can- 
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dl«-light  to  guide  him  in  the  way— to  be 
ignorant  of  all  that  can  open  up  the  myi- 
teriesof  eternity,  shed  light  upon  afflic- 
tion,  or  radiance  upon  the  grave ; — lan- 
guage it  too  poor  to  express  the  dreari- 
ness of  such  a  state,  the  depth  of  such 
calamity.  Those,  and  those  only,  who 
know  the  value  of  heavenly  truth,  and 
have  felt  its  sacred  influence  upon  their 
hearts,  can  form  a  just  estimate  of  such 
aloes. 

It  was  the  prophecy  of  an  ancient  bard 
of  Israel,  that  at  the  coming  of  Messiah 
the  tongue  of  the  Dumb  should  sing. 
That  prophecy  was  fulfilled  in  the  mira- 
cles of  Jesus ;  and  is  itnot  fulfilling  in 
our  day,  in  the  preparation  that  is  making 
for  the  Millennial  glory  ?  Does  not  the 
langoage  of  Heaven  in  Providence  ap- 
pear to  indicate,  that  from  that  latter  day 
glory,  not  even  the  dtaf  and  dumb  shall 
be  excluded  ?  And  when  we  see  the  ea- 
gerness they  discover  not  only  to  be  ini- 
tiated in  the  first  rudiments  of  Christiani- 
ty, hut  also  to  prosecute  their  inquiries 
iu  divine  knowledge,  who  can  turn  away 
from  them  with  indifference,  or  withhold 
from  them  the  heavenly  boon  ? 

It  u  our  honour,  fellow-ciiicens,  to  be 
co-workers  with  God  in  this  m&tter,  and 
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if  we  engage  in  it  from  proper  moUves, 
we  shall  in  w^  wise  lose  oar  reward. 

To  see  immortal  beings  raised  by  om* 
exertions,  fromia  state  of  mental  vacnHy 
to  a  condition  of  high  intellectual  culti- 
vation— from  a  state  of  joyless  and  abject 
mental  poverty,  to  the  exercise  and  en- 
joyment of  the  best  faculties  and  feelings 
of  our  nature — from  ignorance  of  God, 
of  themselves,  of  futuHty,  and  of  duty, 
to  perhaps  a  saving  acquaintance  with 
them  fill,  is  calculated,  especially  when 
wo  look  forward  to  our  future  meeting 
with  them  at  the  bar  of  God,  to  afford 
pleasure  the  most  refined,tbe  most  exalted. 

And  this  pleasure  is  exceedingly  en- 
hanced, when  we  consider,  that  in  aiding 
them,  we  not  only  subserve  the  cause  of 
humanity  in  their  particular  case,  but  also 
the  cause  of  our  God,  and  of  posterity 
unborn. 

We  shall  now  introduce  these  unfortu- 
nate children  to  your  notice.  You  will 
judge  for  yourselves  of  their  improve- 
ment, and  of  the  importance  of  the  In- 
stitution by  ubich  they  are  cherished. 
Their  presentment  on  this  occasion,  b  the 
strongest  appeal  we  have  to  offer  to  the 
understanding,  and  to  the  hearts  of  this 
assembly. 


NEW.YORK  BIBLE  SOCIETY. 

FIRST   ANNIVERSART. 

This  Society,  it  will  be  remembered,  was  lately  formed  by  a  union  of  the 
JVVtp-  Ym-k  BibU  Society  and  the  JVeto-  York  Auxiliary  BxhU  Society,  The  first 
Annirersary  under  their  united  character,  an  account  of  which  will  now  be 
gtveo,  was  celebrated  on  Monday  Evening,  the  Idth  Inst,  in  the  Assembly 
Room  of  the  City  Hotel. 


At  7  o'clock,  the  President,  Oen. 
Mattbbw  Culrkson,  took  the 
chair ;  and,  at  his  request,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Mortimer,  of  the  Moravian 
Church  in  this  city,  opened  the  Meet- 
ing by  reading  the  seventy -second 
psalm. 

The  Annual  Report  was  read  by 
Dr.  MoTT,  a  member  of  the  Society 
of  Frtends,  and  one  of  the  Professors 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons. 

Two  resolutions  were  then  offered 
and  adopted ;  the  first,  to  accept  and 
print  tlie  Report,  and  the  second,  rc- 
turnioj;  the  thanks  of  the  Society  to 


the  Ward  Bible  Associations.  The 
former  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  R.  B. 
E.  M^Leod,  of  the  Associate  Reform- 
ed Church,  and  seconded  by  John 
Nitchie,  Esq.  Agent  of  the  American 
Bible  Society  ;  and  the  latter  was  of- 
fered by  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Mathews,  of 
the  Dutch  Reformed  Church,  and 
seconded  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  Nott, 
latt'ly  a  Missionary  at  Bombay. 

When  these  gentlemen  hud  finished 
their  appropriate  and  interesting 
speeches,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ward,  a  Bap- 
tist MissioDary  from  Serampore,  who 
Is  on  a  short  visit  to  this  country,  rose 
and  addressed  the  amlienre.    As  we 
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welv  comp^ed,  by  a    prerlous  en- 
gagement, to   leave    the  room  be- 
fore Mr.  Ward  rose,  we  avail  our- 
aelvee  of  the  following  outline  of  his 
address,  as  given  in  the  Commercial 
Advertiser  of  the  succeeding  daj  >— 
"  The  Rev.  GentlemaD^s  speech  was  bigh- 
It  gratifying,  and  afforded  much  interest- 
ing information  of  the  state  of  religion  ia 
the  eastern  world.    Blr.  Ward  observed, 
that  twenty  years  bad  nearly  passed  away 
since  he  first  left  his  native  land  to  visit 
the  heathen  in  India ;  and  it  afforded  bim 
much  satisfaction  to  be  present  at  the  ce* 
lebration  of  a  Bible  Society  in  this  wet- 
tern  hemisphere. 
"  The  Rev.  Gentleman  then  commenced 
a  most  interesting  accomit  of  the  state  of 
religion  in  India,  by  instituting  a  compa- 
rison between  the  natives  of  tbe  east,  and 
those  of  our  country ;  observing,  that  no 
country  afforded  such  abundant  evidence 
of  superstition  as  that  from  which  he  had 
recently  arrived.    In  Hindoostan  tbere 
were  one  hundred  and  fiOy  millions  of 
•ouls;  one  hundred  millions  were  Pa- 
gans, and  fifty  millions  were  the  devoted 
followers  of  fiilahomet.    The  latter  hav- 
ing the  Koran  for  their  guide ;  the  former 
the  Shaster.     Some  of    their    popular 
^  works,  said  the  speaker,  inculcate  the  ne- 
cessity of  huBJan  sacrifice.    The  Shaster 
encourages   mothers  to  sacrifice   their 
chiidren  in  some  favoured  stream,  and  the 
Ganges  is  considered  the  most  direct  road 
to  Heaven.    To  such  a  height  had  super- 
stition been  carried,  that  Mr.  M'Intosh,  a 
missionary,  related,  that  he  had  seen  ma- 
ny pUice  themselves  in  boats,  and  after 
being  puUed  to  the  centre  of  the  stream, 
cast  themselves  into  it,  voluntary  victims 
to  their  deluded  education.    A  Captain  in 
the  British  service,  was  witness'to  sixteen 
females  immolating  themselves  in  a  si- 
milar way.    These  victims  were  general- 
ly attended  by  a  Priest.    The  Shaster  also 
encouraged  widows  to  bum  themselves 
on  the  funeral  pile  with  their  deceased 
husband;  they  vrero  told  that  by  this  act 
they  would  secure  the  happiness  of  four- 
teen generations.    Mr.  Ward  observed, 
that  he  had  been  a  witness  to  several  in- 
stmnoes  of  self-immolation.    A  short  time 
before  he  left  Serarepore,  be  received 
from  one  of  the  Judges  at  that  place,  an 
official  document,  containing  a  liM  of  the 
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widows  who  had  fallen  victims  to  this 
horrible  and  heart-rending  practice  in  the 
vicinity  of  Bengal.    From  this  document 
It  appeared  that  in  the  year  1815,  tietween 
4  and  600  had  vdunterily  been  burnt  to 
death ;  in  1816,  upwards  of  600 ;  and  in 
1817,  70&    The  child  of  the  victim  was 
often  seen  applying  the  match  to  the  fu- 
neral pile  which  surrounded  his  parent. 
This,  said  tbe  Rev.  Gentleman,  was  in 
British  India,  and  was  done  in  accordance 
with  the  doctrine  of  the  Shaster.    Such 
was  the  belief  of  these  deluded  people,  in 
the  eflicacy  of  the  waters  of  the  Ganges, 
that  thousands  were  brought  (o  its  bank, 
in  the  last  stages  of  sickness,  and  there 
remained  exposed  to  a  vertical  sun,  until 
death  released  them  from  their  sufferings. 
I  could  dwells  said  the  Speaker,  on  this 
sabject  antil  midaigfat,  or  until  the  room- 
ing sun  gilded  the  eastern  horieon  ;  but  I 
will  make  but  one  or  two  remarks  more. 
The  mother,  in  whom  ought  to  dwell  all 
the  tender  affections  which  belong  to  tbe 
female  character,  here  forgets  her  ^  suck- 
ing child  V*     She  carries  it  to  t  he  favour- 
ed Ganges,  and  there  commits  it,  an  offer- 
ing to  some  of  her  Gods,    Shall  we  com- 
pare such  mothers,  said  the  Rev.  Gentle- 
man, to  the  Tiger  of  the  forest  ^ — No ! 
the  beasts  of  the  field  have  a  regard  for 
their  young,  and  will  protect  them  ftora 
the  hand  of  those  who  aim  tbe  deadly 
blow  ',  but  it  is  often  seen  that  tbe  inno- 
cent victims  are  torn  from  tbe  breast  of 
those  who  gave  them  being,  and  while 
looking  up  to  them  for  protection,  are 
cast  into  the  stream. 

"  Mr.  Ward  now  took  a  comprehensive 
view  of  the  effects  of  circulating  the 
Holy  Scriptures  in  India,  and  mentioned 
many  instances  of  conversion  from  Pa- 
ganism to  Christianity  by  tbe  circulation 
of  the  Word  of  Life.  There  are  now  at 
Serampore  sixteen  prtntiog  presses,  and 
tbe  Holy  Scriptures  are  printing  in  twen- 
ty-five oriental  languages.  They  have 
many  large  societies,  and  under  their  care 
one  hundred  and  eleven  native  schools  ; 
around  SeramiK>re,  ninety-two  ;  at  Cut- 
wa,  eleven  ;  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Moorshebadad,  three,  and  at  Dacca,  five. 
In  these  schools  upwards  of  ten  thousand 
nutive  children  have  the  means  of  educa- 
tion. Hundreds,  said  Mr.  W.  who  a  few

RJCF.  MH  C0NN0M*8  VISIT  TO  JERUSALEM. 

On  the  Slat  of  October  fast,  the  Rev.  James  Connor,  a  Missionary,  statioiMtf 
at  Constantinople  under  the  patronage  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society  of 
London,  coronoeneed  a  journey  of  investi^atjon  to  the  ancient  city  of  Jerusalem. 
His  object,  however,  was  not  merely  to  ascertain  the  moral  and  religious  state 
of  that  city  and  of  the  country  through  which  he  should  pass,  but,  also,  to  dis- 
tribute Bibles  and  Religious  Tracts  in  various  languagee,  and  ^  to  open  chan- 
nels for  their  wider  circulation.'' 

On  his  journey,  Mr.  Connor  touched  at  Smyrna,  and  at  the  Islands  of  Can- 
dia,  Rhodes,  and  Cyprus ;  passed  through  the  villages  of  Beirout,  Saide,  Sour, 
Acre,  Nazareth,  Napolose,  Jaffa,  and  Rama ;  and  arrived  at  the  Holy  City  on 
the  6th  of  March.  He  was  present  at  the  celebration  of  the  Paasoter,  and, 
afterward,  accompanied  the  Pilgrims,  more  than  two  thousand  in  number, 
to  the  River  Jordan,  and  the  Dead  Sea.  On  this  excursion,  be  passed  through 
the  Gate  of  Bethlehem,  down  Mount  Moriah,  across  the  Valley  of  Johosaphat, 
along  the  side  of  Mount  Olivet,  and  through  Bethany,  and  the  plain  and  village 
of  Jericho.  On  his  return  from  Jerusalem,  he  crossed  the  plain  of  Sharoo, 
the  foot  of  Carmel,  a  part  of  Lei  anon,  and  the  Valley  of  Bekaa,  to  DsfBUui- 
euB.  After  a  residence  of  ten  days  in  that  city,  he  proceeded  through  Tri- 
poli to  Aleppo,  where  his  latest  advices  were  written.

November.    There  t  was  compelled  to  casterian  plan ;  which  he  hopes  to  see, 

remain  a  fortnight,  for  want  of  an  op-  ere  long,  adopted  In  the  island.    I  was 

portunity  to  Candia;  and  T  employed  my  njoiced  to  find  that  the  printing-press 

time  in  preparing  for  future  operations,  had  at  length  been  attached  to  the  School, 

and  in  thinning  Mr.  Williamson's  depdt.  and  was  fully  employed. 
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On  the  2d  of  December,  we  sailed  from 
Sdo  ;  and  on  the  0tb,  arrived  in  Can^a. 
I  took  op  my  abode  with  our  Consul 
there,  Signor  Capogrosso;  from  whom, 
and  A>9m  every  member  of  the  famiiyi  I 
received  the  most  friendly  attentions  da- 
ring my  stay  in  the  island. 

The  day  after  my  arrival,  I  sent  to  (he 
Bishop  an  Introductory  Letter,  which  I 
had  brought  from  the  Archbishop  of  Can- 
dia;  together  with  the  Bible  Society 
Tracts  printed  in  Corfu:  and,lbe  follow- 
ing morning,  1  called  upon  him.  He  re- 
ceived me  in  the  kindest  manner.  We 
conversed  at  large  on  the  operations  of 
the  Bible  Society.  The  Bishop  and  the 
Greeks  who  were  present  espressed  (heir 
warmest  approbation  of  the  Institution. 

Having  found,  on  my  arrival  in  Can^, 
that  the  Plague  was  rife  In  the  city  of 
Caadia  and  its  neighbourhood,  I  resolved 
to  confine  myself  to  Canea,  and  to  ope- 
rate there  for  the  whole  island.  With 
this  view,  I  drew  up  the  following  •*  Plan 
for  the  Circulation  of  the  Scriptures  in 
Candia." 

"  Oar  Consul,  SIgnor  Pletro  CapogroMO, 
ia  to  keep  a  well-supplied  dep^t  of  the 
Scriptures  in  his  house  at  Can^a  Every 
Bbhop  in  the  island  is  to  eibort  the 
Priest)  in  his  diocese,  to  make  inquiry,  in 
their  respective  parishes,  into  the  number 
of  Testaments  necessary  to  supply  each 
FAXiLT,  at  least,  with  a  copy.  The  Bi- 
shop will  send  this  account  to  Signer 
Capogrosso,  who  will  expedite  the  Tes- 
taments to  the  piKce  named  by  the  Bi- 
shop. .  The  Bishops  will  superintend  the 
sale  or  distribution  of  the  Testaments. 
The  prices  are  to  vary,  according  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  purchaser.  To 
those  who  are  so  poor  that  they  cannot 
afford  to  pay  any  thing,  but  who  never- 
theless manifest  a  strong  desire  to  possess 
a  Testament,  a  copy  is  to  l>e  given  gratui- 
tously, with  these  words  inscribed  with- 
in, '<Gift  of  the  Bible  Society."  The 
money  received  for  the  Testaments  is  to 
be  sent,  through  the  Bishops,  to  the  Con- 
sul, who  will  transmit  It  to  Mr.  William- 
son at  Smyrna.  The  Consul  will  receive 
fresh  supplies  of  Testaments  from  Mr. 
Williamson,  as  he  may  require  them." 

This  plan  met  with  the  full  approba- 
tion of  the  Bishop  of  Can6a,  who  said  he 
would  immediately  adopt  it  in  his  own 
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diocese,  and  would  write  to  the  Archbi- 
shop's Vicar  in  Candia  to  recommend  the 
plan  to  the  Bishops  of  the  island. 

Before  I  left  Canea,  1  wrote  fully  on 
the  subject  to  the  eleven  Bishops,  and  to 
the  Archbishop  at  Constantinople ;  re- 
questing him  to  give  an  impulse  to  the 
plan,  by  uniting  himself  to  the  Bishops. 
To  each  of  these  1  sent  the  two  Bible 
Society  Tracts,  printed  in  Corfu. 

I  left  with  Signer  Capogrosso  2](> 
Greek  Testaments;  and  copies  of  the 
Scriptures  in  various  languages,  for  the 
ships  that  frequent  the  port  of  Can^a. 
Before  my  departure  he  had  sold  many 
copies  himself,  and  had  written  to  his 
agents  at  Retimo  and  at  Candia,  to  assist 
him  in  circulating  them.  I  left  with  him 
written  instructions  He  will  regularly 
correspond  with  Mr.  Williamson  ;  and 
will  inform  him  of  the  mode  in  which  he 
has  disposed  of  the  Testaments. 

I  made  many  inquiries  into  the  num- 
ber of  Greeks  in  the  island,  but  could  not 
obtain  certain  information  ;  they  proba- 
bly amount  to  upward  of  150,000 ;  the 
calculation  being  made  from  this  fact, 
that  (here  art^  40,000  males  who  pay  tri- 
bute. The  Turks  are  by  no  means  so  nu- 
merous. The  number  of  Franks  is  very 
inconsiderable,  probably  amounting  to 
no  more,  than  forty  individuals;  and  the 
only  Roman  Catholic  Ecclesiastic  in 
Candia  is  a  Capuchin,  the  sole  inhabit 
tant  of  a  monastery  in  Cao6a.  The  only 
Jews  in  (he  island  are  at  Can6a,  and  they 
do  not  amounlto  more  than  one  hundred. 
I  showed  several  of  them  the  Neiv  Testa- 
ment in  Hebrew ;  but  could  find  no  pur- 
chaser. I  have  left,  however,  two  or 
three  copies  with  the  Consul. 

Rhodet. 

In  the  same  Letter  Mr.  Connor 
writes — 

Contrary  winds  confined  me  at  Can^A, 
for  (hree  weeks.  At  length,  on  the 
morning  of  Christmas  day,  I  sailed  for 
Rhodes,  and  arrived  here  on  the  28th 
inslant. 

The  nci(  day,  I  fen(  to  the  Archbishop 
an  Inlroduclory  Letter,  the  Greek  Tracts, 
and  a  digest  of  my  plan  for  the  circula- 
tion of  the  Testaments  in  his  diocese. 
The  day  following  I  called  upon  him. 
He  bade  me  welcome  in  the  most  friend- 
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(jr-muDiier,  acceded  heartily  to  my  plans 
and  wishes,  and  said  that  he  would  pro- 
Diot«  the  cause  in  Rhodes,  and  would 
iiomediAteiy  write  (o  the  other  islands  in 
his  jarisdiction. 

These  are  Leros,  Ihe  se^t  of  a  Bbhop 
with  ahoaf  600  Greeks — Calymne,  under 
the  Bishop  of  Leros,  3000— Niseros,  1200 
r—Delos,  not  the  celebrated  island  of  the 
same  name,  .1000— Syfne,  3200 — and 
Kiir|ce,  600.  The  Greek  population  of 
Rhodes  amounts  to  about  18,000. 

The  Archbishop  will  also  write  to  his 
friend,  the  Metropolitan  of  the  populous 
isle  of  Scarpanto  and  its  dependencies, 
and  encourage  him  to  the  diffusion  of  the 
Testaments  in  his  diocese. 

Our  Consul  here,  Signor  Stephano 
Masse,  a  physician,  will  keep  the  depdt 
in  his  house,  and  will  do  all  in  his  power 
to  promote  the  sale  of  the  books.  I  have 
written  a  Letter  to  the  Bishop  of  Cos  on 
the  subject,  which  the  Consul  will  trans- 
mit. 

In  consequence  of  the  prophecy  of  a 
Santon  (holy  man,)  that  the  city  of 
Rhodes  is  to  be  taken  by  the  Christians 
on  a  Friday,  no  Christian  is  permitted 
to  have  a  house  within  the  walls.  This 
is  allowed  to  Turk«  and  Jews  only.  Jhe 
Greeks  have  shops  in  the  town  ;  but,  at 
sun -set,  they,  are  obliged  to  paj^s  the 
gates,  and  go  to  their  houses  in  the  sub- 
urbs, where  they  and  the  Frnnks  reside. 
On  Fridays,  however,  during  prayers  in 
the  Mosque,  both  Greeks  and  Franks  are 
.compelled  to  le^ve  the  town,  and  the 
gates  are  shut. 

The  number  of  Jews  here  is  about 
1000 :  but  here,  as  in  Canca,  I  ran  find 
,np  purchaser  of  the  Hebrew  Testament. 
1  shall  leave  a  few  copies  of  it  with  the 
Consul ;  and  a  nuofiber  of  Testaments 
for  the  ships  that  touch  here. 

I  left  Constantinople  with  the  inten- 
tion  of  proceeding  from  Rhodes  to  Sp- 
taliah,  in  C^ramania,  and  thence  to  Cy- 
prus ;  but  ray  progress  has  been  much 
impeded  by  unavoidable  delays:  the 
consideration,  therefore,  that  the  Pass- 
over is  fast  approaching,  and  that  before 
I  arrive  at  Jerusalem  I  have  the  whole 
of  Syria  to  traverse,  has  brought  mfi  to 
the  resolution  of  renouncing  Cararaania 
for  the  present  I  shall  proceed,  t^eref 
fore,  direct  to  Lnmicn,  in  Cvpms ;  and 

Xor  ember,  1S20.  » 
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probably  in  the  same  vessel  that  brought 
me  hither  from  Can^.a.' 

I  heard,  yesterday,  ^hat<he  Archbishop 
of  Sataliah  is  gone  to  Constantinople ; 
and,  without  his  sanction,  I  could  do  Ut- 
tie  there.  Signor  Masse  has  resided  sis 
years  in  Sataliah  :  he  tells  me  that  the 
Creeks  there  speak  nothing  but  Turkii$b, 
which 4hey  write  in  the  Greek  character : 
the  Testament,  therefore,  now  in  progress 
at  Constantinople,  will  be  the  very  thing 
for  them. 

I  shall  write  again  from  Cyprus.  We 
shall  sail  as  soon  as  the  wind  permits. 

I  wish  you  would  request  the  Bible  So- 
ciety to  send  out,  as  soon  as  possible,  a 
copious  supply  of  Greek  Testaments,  ii^ 
both  forms,  to  Mr.  Williamson,  that  he 
may  be  ready  to  answer  the  demands 
from  the  islands.  Let  them  send  him 
also  as  many  copies  of  the  Scriptures,  In 
Arabic,  and  Syriac,  and  Turkish,  as  they 
can  spare.  I  shall  endeavour  to  establish 
depdts  in  Syria,  Mesopotamia,  and  other 
quarters. 

Would  it  not  be  advisable,  if  circum- 
stances permit,  to  vi*it  the  Patriarch  of 
all  the  Armenians  at  Echmiazin^  and 
consult  with  him  ? 

It  would  gratify  me  much  to  find  at 
Aleppo,.on  my  return  from  Jerusalem, 
a  Letter  from  you  or  from  the  Bible  So- 
ciety, containing  hints,  suggestions,  sub- 
jects of  research,  &c.  for  my  future  jour- 
ney. If  1  find  myself,  on  my  return  .to 
Aleppo,  In  vigour  of  body,  it  is  my  f»ij[l 
intention  to  visit  the  Churches  on  th^ 
banks  of  the  Euphrates  aqd  the  Tigr!{|, 
and  should  probably  ^o  down  to  Bagdad 
or  Bus5orah.  Our  resident  at  Bpgdi^d, 
'  Mr.  Rich,  is  a  friend  to  the  Bible  So- 
ciety. 

It  has  sf/uck  me,  tliat,  through  tl^e 
channel  of  the  J^ombay  Bjble  Society 
and  Mr.  ^ich,  a  read^  and  safe  convey- 
ance of  the  Scriptures  might  be  carried 
on  to  the  Churches  of  Mesopotamia,  by 
way  qf  the  Tigris  and  Euphrates.  On 
this  subject,  however,  I  shall  seek  Infor 
mation  at  Aleppp.  By  operating  through 
Tl^bisond,  from  Constantinople,  on  the 
^nprth,  and  through  Bagdad,  from  Bombay 
on  the  soptb,  the  whole  line  of  country 
irom  t|ie  Persian  Gulph  to  the  Black  Sea 
might  be  readily  pat  in  possession  of  tl^iC 
Word  of  Cod. 
Y 
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Cyprus. 

From  Laraica,  in  Cyprus,  Mr- 
Connor  writes,  on  Um  6th  of  Febru- 
ary— 

My  last  Letter,  dated  in  Rhodes,  wHI 
have  informed  you  of  my  proceedings 
there  and  in  Candia. 

Contrmry  winds  detained  me  in  Rhodes 
three  weelcs;  and  I  did  not  arriYe  in 
Larnica,  till  tlie  24th  alt. 

After  a  few  days*  stay  in  the  hoose  of 
our  Consul  here,  Signor  Vondisiano,  I 
proceeded  to  Nicosia,  to  visit  the  Arch- 
bishop, to  whom  I  had  brought  an  Intro- 
ductory Letter  from  his  agent  in  Constan- 
tinople. He  received  me  in  the  kmdest 
manner;  and  seemed  highly  gratified 
with  the  object  of  my  visit  to  Cyprus.  I 
ibowed  him  the  two  Tracts  on  the  Bible 
Society,  printed  in  Corfu.  He  glanced 
through  them  hastily ;  and  frequently  ex- 
claimed, as  he  turned  over  the  leaves, 
«<  A  noble  work !"  He  afterwards  hand- 
ed the  Letter  and  Tracts  to  the  Greeks 
present.  The  operations  of  the  Bible 
Society  eicited  their  astonishment.  Tlie 
Archbishop  ordered  an  apartment  to  be 
provided  for  me  in  the  palace,  and  I  re- 
mained with  him  five  days. 

During  this  time,  I  drew  up  '<  Proposals 
for  a  Bible  Society  for  Cyprus,"  and  pre- 
-eented  them  to  Cyprian.  He  summoned 
a  Council  of  the  principal  men  about 
him,  and  they  discussed  the  matter. 
Their  unanimous  opinion  was,  that,  in 
the  present  impoverished  state  of  the 
island,  a  Bible  Society,  desirable  as  it 
might  be,  could  not  be  organized.  The 
Archbbhop,  however,  will  do  all  in  his 
power  to  promote  the  sale  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  Greek  Testaments ;  of  which 
I  have  left  2fi0  with  him,  all  of  the  last 
edition.  The  Archbishop  asked  for  400  -. 
I  have,  therefore,  written  to  Smyrna  for 
IGO  more. 

As  the  majority  of  Greeks  in  thb  island 
are  poor,  the  Archbishop  advised  me  to 
reduce  the  price  of  the  Testaments  to 
five  piastres.  To  this  I  agreed ;  though 
It  is  only  half  price.  The  sum  of  1260 
piastres,  therefore,  will  be  transmitted, 
through  our  Consul,  to  Mr.  Williamson 
at  Smyrna;  who  will  supply  the  depdt 
here,  according  to  its  wants.  I  hope  that 
tha  Bible  Society  will  keep  Mr.  Willlam- 
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son's  depAt  well  filled,  that  bamigrbe 
able  to  answer  every  demand  upon  him. 

The  Archbbhop  has  given  me  an  In- 
troductory Letter  to  the  Patriarch  of 
Antioch,  who  resides  at  Damascus,  and 
another  to  the  Agents  of  the  Patriarch  of 
Jerusalem. 

The  Archbishop  of  Cyprus  is  the  poll* 
tical,  as  well  as  spiritual  head  of  the  Greeks 
in  the  island.  It  is  his  business  to  collect 
their  tribute :  and,  at  present,  he  finds 
this  no  easy  task ;  the  last  year  having 
been  a  year  of  scarcity.  His  multifariona 
occupations  scarcely  allow  him  a  mo* 
mentis  repose  during  the  day;  and  he 
spends  the  greater  part  of  every  morning 
wHh  the  Turkbh  Governor,  transacting 
business.  The  Archbishop  of  Cypms  is 
not  subject  to  any  Patriarch;  and  he 
alone,  of  all  the  Ecclesiastical  Dignita- 
ries, is  empowered  to  wear'a  purple  robe, 
to  carry  a  sceptre,  and  to  sign  his  papers 
with  red  ink.  The  Archbishop,  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  chief  Greeks  of  the 
Island,  generally  elects  his  successor; 
this  election  must,  however,  be  afterwards 
confirmed  by  the  Porte. 

The  three  Bishops  of  the  Island  arc 
those  of  Laraica,  Bafib,  and  Cerines. 
The  Archbishop  occasionally  holds  a  Sy- 
nod, when  the  Bishops  attend.  He  also, 
now  and  then,  visits  the  dioceses. 

The  Island  contains  about  40,006 
Greeks,  and  14,000  Turiis,  and  has  40 
Greek  Monasteries  with  about  300  Monks, 
and  two  Catholic  Convents  with  sii  Fa- 
thers. The  chief  School  in  Cyprus  is  at 
Nicozia,  and  contains  about  thirty  scho- 
lars. Nothing  is  taught  -but  Hellenic  and 
Music. 

There  are  about  dOO  Maronites  in  the 
island.  They  reside  chiefly  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Nicosia  and  in  Lamica; 
and  have  one  Monastery,  with  three 
Monks.  They  have  no  Schools  here ; 
but  those  who  can  afford  to  do  so,  send 
their  children  to  Mount  Lebanon  for 
education.  The  Arabic  which  they  speak 
in  their  families,  as  I  was  told  by  a  Ma» 
ronite,  is  very  corrupt.  He  said  that  it  is 
mueh  like  the  Maltese. 

There  are  no  Jews  in  the  Island. 

1  leave  a  considerable  number  of  Bibles 
and  Testaments,  in  various  Iang;aageSf 
with  Signor  Vondusiano,  for  the  Franks 
resident  at  Lamica,  who  are  very  name- 
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Mat;  aadfor  thesiii|M  which  visit  the 
port}  withoMiiy  TmoU,  So  Greek  and 
other  langaaget,  which  I  did  also  io  Can- 
diaandBhodes. 

Having  keen  disappointed  in  my  plan 
c»f  ▼iAitmg  Caramania,  I  have  made  many 
fi^piirief  respecting  the  langnages  spoken 
along  the  soothem  shores  of  Asia  Minor ; 
•md  I  find  that  the  language  universally 
apoken  by  the  Greeks  residing  along  the 
line  of  coast  from  the  Gulph  of  Maori  to 
TarMM»  is  the  Turkish,  which  they  write 
ID  the  Greek  character.    As  we  have  not 
yet  the  Book  to  offer  them,  my  visit 
woald  have  proved  somewhat  premature. 
I  eipeot  to  sail  to-morrow  for  Beirout ; 
and  must  defer  my  visit  to  Damascus  and 
Aleppo,  till  after  the  Passover,    f-shall 
most  probably  proceed,  direct  from  Bei- 
rout, to  the  Convent  of  the  Syrian  Arch- 
bishop. 

In  order  to  be  able  to  pass  through  Sy- 
ria and  Asia  Minor  with  facility  and  safe- 
ty, I  have  assumed  the  Oriental  dress. 
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From  Acre,  under  date  of  Feb. 
2d,  18S0,  Mr.  Connor  states  his  pro- 
ceedings at  Beirout,  Saide,  Sour, 
and  Acts. 

Bemnd. 

My  last  letter  informed  you  of  my 
proceedings  in  Cyprus,  and  that  I  was 
on  the  eve  of  sailing  for  Syria. 

I  landed  in  Beirout  in  the  afternoon  of 
Sunday  the  18lh  inst.  and  found,  to  my 
groat  joy,  that  the  Arcbbbhop  of  Jeru- 
salem wasthero,  having  arrived,  the  day 
preceding,    from   Europe,   by  way    of 
Egypt.    On  Monday  moraing  I  went  to 
visit  him  at  the  Capuchin  Convent,  and 
found  him  officiating  at  the  altar.    After 
service,  I  introduced  myself  to  him.  We 
walked  to  and  fro,  for  some  time,  in  the 
area  of  the  Convent,  conversing  about 
our  friends  in  England,  and  on  the  ob- 
ject of  my  Mission.    Particular  business 
calling  him  away,  I  promised  to  visit  him 
the  next  morning  in  the  bouse  whero  he 
lodged.    I  went  accordingly;  but  our 
conversation   was  so  froqueotly   inter- 
rupted by  the  entrance  of  visitors,  who 
came  to  welcome  the  Archbishop  on  his 
return,  and  his  fatigue  from  hb  rocent 
journey  was  so  evident,  that  I  judged  it 
best  to  defer  any  further  conference  wHh 
him,  till  I  shall  see  him  in  hb  Convent  on 


Mount  Lebanon,  whither  I  diall  proba- 
bly proceed  from  Damascus.  His  print- 
ing press  is  not  yet  arrived.  The  Arch- 
bishop  gives  me  but  litUe  hopes  of  suc- 
cess in  selling  the  Scriptures  in  Syria. 

During  my  stay  cif  two  days  and  a  half 
In  tieirout,  I  had  more  than  one  inter^ 
view  wifh  Monsignor  Lnigi  GandoMi 
Superintendent  of  the  Catholic  Churches 
in  the  Levant.    He  b  an  aged  and  amla- 

bleman.  He  remembers  Mr.  BurokhardI 
well. 

I  shall  Kvbit  Beirout,  the  Arohbbhop'a 
Convent  not  being  far  distant. 

Our  Consul  told  me  that  the  popoht- 
tion  of  Beirout  amounts  to  about  10,009 
souls.  Of  these  about  3000  aro  Turin, 
and  the  remainder  Christians  of  various 
denominations.  I  shall  endeavour  to  et- 
tablbh  a  depAt  there  en  my  return. 


On  the  16th  inst.  I  sot  out  for  Saide ; 
and  having  passed  along  the  foot  of  Le-* 
banon,  arrived  there  in  the  evening.  I 
found  in  the  inn  where  1  lodged,  Mr 
Fuller,  who  travelled  with  Mr.  Jowett 
in  Egypt 

Saide  contains,  according  to  Mr.  Ber- 
trend,  about  16,000  souls.  Of  these, 
8,000  are  Christians,  chiefly  Afaronites, 
and  400  Jews,   who  have    one  Syna- 

As  we  have  no  Consul  in  Saide,  and 
no    Ecclesbstieal     DigniUry     residing 
there,  I  proposed  to  the  French  Consul 
to  take  on  himself  the  sale  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  Scriptures.     He  told  me, 
however,  that,   as  French  Consul,  he 
was  prohibited  from  engaging  In  any 
commerce.    I  returned  to  my  lodging, 
rather  disheartened,  little  foreseeing  the 
providential  interference  which  shortly 
afterwards  manifested  itself  I  had  given 
an  Arabic  Psalter  to  a  Maronite,  for  a 
slight  favour  which  he  had  granted  me. 
He  sat  down  in  the  area  of  the  Khan, 
and  began  to  read.    A  number  of  people 
gathered  about  him,  and  looked  at  hb 
book.    Among   the  rest  was  the  chief 
physician  of  the  place,  Mr.  Bertrand,  a 
native  of  Saide,  but  of  French  famHy, 
and  very  respectable  coonexions.    The 
Arabic  Psalter  attracted  hb  notice.    He  . 
came  up  to  me,  and  inquired  eagerly  if  i  LC 
had  itfore  Arabic  Psalters  or  any  Arahic 
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Bibles ;  My'mg,  at  the  same  time,  tbat  if 
1  bad  thousands  of  them,  1  could  easily 
dispose  of  them  in  Syria.    1  went  to  his 
bouse  in  the  evening,  and  spent  about 
three  hours  with  him.    He  was  aware  of 
the  eustence  of  (he  Bible  Society,  and 
bad  seen    Mr.  Burcl^hardt.    He    ttade 
many  excellent  remarks  on  the  good  ef- 
fects likely  to  be  produced  by  the  Bible 
Society ;  and  said,  that  if  he  conld  do 
any  thing  to  promote  its  objects  in  Syria, 
be  was  most  ready  and  willing  to  be  so 
employed.    1  wrote  on  the  siiot  a  set  of 
Instructions   for   him.     He    undertakes, 
with  the  assistance  of  his  brofher,  who 
IB  Physician  to  the  Prince  of  the  Bruses, 
to   sell    and    distribute    the    Scriptures 
IfaroQghout  the  whole  of  Lebanon,  An- 
ti-Lebanon, Damascus  -and  the  coast  of 
Syria,  from  Beirout  to  Sour.    Mr.  Ber- 
trand  is  well  known  in  the  country  ;  and, 
as  i  have  heard  from  many,  has  consider- 
able influence,  and  i^  universally  respect- 
ed.    He  only  waits  for  the  books,  to  be- 
gin bis  work.      Signor  Vondteiano,   of 
Larnica,  will  be  his  fteferfee.    I  trust  that 
the  Bible  Society  will  speedily  send  out 
to  Signor   Vondi«iano  a  large   supply- 
Mr.  Bertrand  will  correspond  with  Mr. 
Tarn,  and  will  give  him  a  full  account  of 
the  sale  and  distribution  of  the  Scrip- 
tures. 

Sour. 
On  the  18lh  I  set  out  for  Sour,  the  an- 
cient Tyre ;  and  arrived  there  in  the 
Evening  1  lodged  with  the  Greek-Ca- 
tholic Archbishop  of  Tyre.  He  will  en- 
duavour  Co  Supply  his  flock  with  biblee ; 
and  will  apply  to  his  friend  Mr.  Bertrand 
for  them.  He  tells  me,  that  in  Sow- 
there  are  1200  Greek  Catholics,  100  Ma- 
ronites,  100  Greek  Schismatics,  2000 
Monto'nalis,  and  about  100  Turks.  Re- 
tici  df  th'6  ancient  splendour  of  Tyre  are 
^'very  where  to  be  seen.  Numcrouh  and 
beautiful  columns,  stretched  along  the 
beach',  or  standing  in  fragments  half  bu- 
fied  in  the  sand  that  has  been  accumu- 
lating for  ages,  the  broken  aqueduct,  and 
ftie  ruins  wdich  appear  in  its  neighbour- 
hood, exist  us  an  aflVcting  monument  of 
(he  fragile  and  (rausiiury  nature  of  earth* 
ly  grandeur. 

On  the  aiit  I  set  out  for  Acre,  our  road 
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lying  along  thH  b«ftch.  T«l|ht  overtook 
us ;  aud  it  xrts  past  eight  o'clock  when 
we  arrived  at  the  pates  of  the  elty, 
which  we  found  shut.  We  could  find 
no  lodging,  and  were  obliged  to  spend 
the  night  in  the  open  air.  The  oett 
morning  we  entered,  and  were  lodged 
in  the  Latin  convent. 

Our  consul,  Signor  Malngamba,  ua- 
dertakes  willingly  to  promote  the  circo- 
lation  of  th«  Arabic  and  Hebrew  Scrip- 
tures, in  Acre,  Nazareth,  Tiberias,  Sa- 
fed,  &LC.  &ic.  Signor  Vondiiiano,  of  Lar- 
nica, will  be  his  referee. 

In  Acre,  according  to  our  ODnfla^, 
there  are  about  10,000  souls ;  of  them, 
3000  may  be  Turks,  the  remainder 
Christians  (chiefly  Catholics)  of  various 
denominations. 

From  the  Convent  of  San  Sal- 
vador at  Jerusalem,  where  Mr. 
Connor  took  up  his  abode,  he  gives, 
under  date  of  March  Slst  and 
April  lllh,  the  following  particu- 
lars of  his  journey  to  the  Holy 
City,  and  of  bis  proceedmgs  there : 

JVazareih. 

My  last  Letter  detailed  my  opera- 
tions between  Cyprus  and   Nazareth. 

I  arrived  in  this  latter  place  on  Friday^ 
the  25th  of  February,  and  remained 
thcce  till  the  following  Monday;  havinje 
visited,  in  the  interval,  all  the  Holy 
Places  shown  there,  and  the  summit  of 
Mount  Tabor,  two  hours  and  a  half  dis- 
tant from  Nazareth.  The  number  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Nazareth  is  about  3000. 
Of  these  about  5<X>  ore  Turks,  and  the 
remainder  are  Schismatic  Greeks,  Latins, 
Grefk  Catholics,  and  Maronites.  1  barii 
placed  them  here  according  to  their  rank 
in  number. 

The  Guardian  of  the  Latin  Convent, 
where  1  lodged,  told  me,  that  the  Turks 
and  Christians  of  the  neighbouring  vil* 
lage  of  Cana  of  Galilee,  cherish  a  sin- 
gular notion,  in  consequence  of  the  mi- 
racle once  performed  there  They  com- 
monly suppose,  that,  by  drinking  copi- 
ously of  the  waters  of  the  place,  intoxi- 
cation is  produced. 

J^apolote, 

On  Monday,  the  28th  of  Febraaryi 
we  set  out  for  Napolose.    After  (Hissifig 
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thi*  fine  plaiBof  EsdraeloDy  we  arrived 
ftt  the  village  of  Genniu,  situated  at  its 
extirmity.  We  passed  the  night  there 
In  a  miserable  hovel,  with  two  Christian 
Dtusea,  who  had  come  frooa  their  moun- 
tains to  buy  cotton :  they  observe  Lent 
▼ery  strictly. 

The  belt  morning  we  started  with  the 
dawn.  The  path  led  us,  at  first,  through 
a  narrow  stony  valley.  We  had  not  pro- 
ceeded far  before  We  were  met  by  %tk 
Arab,  who  cautioned  us  against  advanc- 
ing, as  a  company  of  robbers  were  ly- 
ing tn  wait  on  the  hill-side,  a  little  be- 
yond us:  we  immediately  tufned,  and 
look  anothei^  road.  We  passed  to-day 
tbroogh  some  fine  country,  and  arrived, 
aboat  three  In  the  afternoon  at  Na|»oIose, 
the  ancient  Sychem,  beautifully  situated 
ftt  the  foot  of  loAy  hills,  embosomed  in 
trees,  and  surrounded  with  gardens 
Wei  were  not  pf  rttfltted  to  advance  into 
the  town  ti  I  we  had  seen  the  Governor, 
ti'bo,  after  a  conversation  of  two  or 
three  minutes,  dismissed  us.  We  took 
op  onr  lodging  in  the  bouse  of  a  Greek 
christian. 

In  Nitpolbse  (ber6  are  about  KK>  Chris- 
tians, all  Greek  Schismatics.  They  bav^ 
one  church,  and  two  priests.  The  Jews 
there  anotiot  to  about  fifteen  iudividu- 
ab. 

Samaritans  in  MipolosL 

i  immediately  made  inquiry  about  the 
Samaritans.  My  host  stepped  out,  and 
fetched  their  priest;  he  sat  with  me 
some  time;  his  name  is  Shalmor  ben 
Tabiah  :  he  is  a  native  of  Napolose,  and 
is  about  forty  years  of  age. 

There  are  about  forty  Samairitans  in 
^^apolose.  They  have  but  one  Syna- 
gogue in  the  town,  where  they  have 
service  every  Saturday.  Four  times  a 
year  they  go,  in  solemn  procession,  to 
the  old  Synagogue  on  Mount  Gerizim  ; 
and,  on  these  occasions,  they  go  up  be- 
fore sun-rise,  and  read  the  law  till  noon. 
On  one  of  these  days  they  kill  six  or 
seven  rums.  The  Samaritans  have  one 
school  in  NBpolose,  where  their  lan- 
guage is  taught.  The  head  of  the  sect 
resides  in  Paris. 

I  accompanied  the  Priest  to  his  house, 
and  sat  a  long  time  with  him.  There 
were  several  Jews  present ;  they  seem 
to  live  on  friendly  terms  with  the  Sama- 
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ritans  here.  The  Priest  showed  me  part 
of  the  first  volume  of  the  English  Poly- 
glott,  mentioned  by  Maundrell ;  it  con- 
sisted of  about  a  dozen  tattered  leaves. 
He  showed  me  also  a  Manuscript  bama- 
ritan  Pentateuch,  with  an  Arabic  Version 
at  its  side  ;  this  Version,  however,  is  not 
used  in  their  Synagogue.  He  afterward 
took  me  to  ste  the  Syna.  ogue,  making 
me  first  lake  otf  my  shoes ;  it  is  a  small 
gloomy  building.  1  observed  a  number 
of  copies  of  the  Samaritan  PentUeuch 
carefully  enveloped  in  linen,  and  laid 
on  a  shelf  in  the  Synagogue.  Expressing 
a  wish  to  see  the  Ancient  Manuscript, 
said  by  the  Samaritans  to  be  3500  years 
old.  the  Priest  paused  and  hesitated  for 
some  time-  Having  laid  aside  his  up|)er 
garments,  he  at  length  entered  the 
Sitnctuary,  and  produced  the  venerated 
Manuscript.  It  Is  well  urhten  on  vel- 
lum, in  the  Samaritan  character,  and  b 
preserved  in  a  tin  roller:  it  bears  the 
marks  of  age,  and  is  rather  tattered. 
The  Priest  Would  not  permit  me,  nor 
any  one  present,  to  touch  it.  He  was 
very  inquisitive  about  the  SaoTaritans, 
firho  he  had  heard  were  in  England  As 
it  is  probable  that  I  shaH  revisit  Napolose, 
on  my  way  from  Jerusalem  to  Damas- 
cus, F  hope  to  have  the  opportunity  of 
collecting  more  information  from  him. 

Jaffa. 

Th6  next  rooming  we  started  foi^ 
Jaffifi ;  and  arrived,  about  sun-set,  at  the 
edge  of  a  wretched  village,  called  Gilgi- 
uli.  Here  we  were  compelled  to  spend 
the  night  undei-  an  open  shed.  A  band 
of  Bedouin.*  entered,  and  sat  with  our 
muleteers  round  the  fire  which  wt  had 
kindled;  they  remained  with  us  all 
night :  their  thievish  character  kept  as 
watchful  and  sleepless. 

We  set  off  with  the  dawn ;  and;  after 
having  traversed  a  wide  plain,  consisting 
of  cultivated  laud  and  blooming  pas- 
tures, we  entered  Jaffa  about  noon,  and 
proceeded  through  its  crowded  Bwzarasy 
to  the  house  of  our  consul,  Slgnor  Da- 
miani.  He  received  me  in  a  very  friend- 
ly manner,  and  I  lodged  vvilh  him  during 
my  stay  in  Jaffa.  He  will  do  whai  he 
can  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Bble 
Society  in  Jaffa  and  its  neighbourhood; 
and,  through  his  hands,  the  Scriptures 
will  regularly  pass  into  Jerusalem. 
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Channd  f&r  the  Seripiuru,   betwem 
Malta  andJtrxufdwh  <^^ened. 

I  had  been  obliged  hitherto,  Id  Syria, 
to  refer  our  Consuls  aod  others  to  Sigoor 
Vondiziaaot  our  Consul  in  Cyprus,  on 
account  of  the  easy  and  frequent  Gom- 
munication  between  their  post  and  his ; 
but  f  found  it  otherwise  in  Jaffa,  and  was 
happy  in  being  able  to  open,  at  last,  a 
correspondence  between  Palestine  and 
Malta,  through  Aleiandria.  Vessels 
from  Egypt  are  continually  arriving  in 
the  port  of  Jaffa,  and  vessels  from  Malta 
in  that  of  Alexandria ;  so  that  the  com- 
munication between  Malta  and  Jerusa* 
lem  may  be  carried  on  briskly  and  easi- 
ly. I  wrote  on  this  subject,  from  Jaffis, 
to  Mr.  Lee,  of  Alexandria,  and  to  Mr. 
Jowett. 

All  the  books  which  Mr.  Burkhardt 
sold  or  distributed  in  Jaflfa,  were  collect* 
ed  and  burnt  by  some  of  the  Priasts,  who 
threatened  with  excommunication  those 
who  secreted  them. 

The  'population  of  Jaffa  consists  of 
about  3000  Turks,  400  Greek  Schisma- 
tics, 100  Latins,  and  30  Armenians. 
There  are  no  Jews  hereh 

Rama, 
On  Saturday f  March  the  4th,  we  set 
out  for  Rama,  the  ancfent  Arimathea. 
We  remained  there  till  Monday,  lodging 
in  the  Latin  Convent.  The  Inhabitants 
of  Rama  amount  to  7000.  The  only 
Christian  school  in  the  place  is  that  be- 
longing to  the  Greeks. 

J9rrwai  ai  Jenualem, 
On  Monday  morning  ^e  proceeded 
towards  Jerusalem.  After  passing  over 
a  cultivated  plain*  we  entered  a  broad 
valley  *,  at  the  end  of  which,  turning  to 
the  right,  we  rode  along  a  stony  path  in 
a  narrow  glen,  amidst  the  mountains  of 
Judea.  The  mountains  that  bouad  this 
glen  are,  in  general,  uncultivated  and 
lx>cky,  but  beautifully  tufted  with  under- 
wood. On  issuing  from  this  glen,  the 
road  carried  us  over  a  fatiguing  succes- 
sion of  stony  hills  and  valleys ;  the 
country,  as  we  approached  Jerusali^m, 
becoming  more  and  more  desolate,  till 
it  terminated  in  a  rugged  desert  of  rock, 
which  scarcely  admitted  the  growth  of 
a  few  blades  of  grass.  About  four  o'clock 
we  came  Id  sight  of  the  Holy  City :  its 
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first  appearanet,  mhenrnf/pttmOMASFom 
Jaffa,  is  that  of  a  neat  little  walled  town, 
seated  OB  a  gentle  eminence.  Outside 
the  gate  was  a  band  of  pilgrims,  amusing 
themselves  with  throwing  tfonea.  W^ 
•ntered  the  city,  and  proceeded,  through 
a  few  narrow  and  winding  streets,  to  th» 
Latin  Convent  of  San  Salvador,  where 
we  took  up  our  abode. 

Meatures  adopted  finmtringffieidk 

of  the  Scripturet  in  (he  Patriarchate 

of  Jerusalem. 

The  Archbisliop  of  Cyprus  having 
given  me  an  introductory  letter  to  Pro- 
copius,  the  chief  agent  of  the  falriarch 
of  Jerusalem,  I  waited  on  him,  at  the 
Greek  Convent,  two  or  three  days  after 
my  arrival.  He  received  me  in  the  most 
friendly  manneK  He  expreseed  hie 
wannest  approbation  of  the  plan  and 
objects  of  the  Bible  Society ;  and  acced- 
ed ioMnediately  to  my  proposal^  of  leaT- 
ing  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Scrip- 
tures which  I  had  bronght  with  me  in 
hb  hands,  for  sale  or  distribotion  among 
the  Pilgrims  and  others 

In  a  subsequent  visit,  I  delivered  to 
him  a  paper,  of  which  the  following  is 
a  translation  :-^ 

**  1.  Procophis  wilt  keep,  in  his  Con- 
vent, a  Dep^  of  the  Scriptures,  for  the 
Greek  Christians  in  Jerusalem  and  Its 
neighbourhood  ;  and  will  exert  all  his 
influence,  to  diffuse  these  Scriptures 
throughout  the  Patriarchate  of  Jerusa- 
lem. 

"  2.  Procopiut  will  also  keep,  in  hb 
Convent,  a  Depdt  of  the  Scriptures,  in 
various  languages,  for  the  Pilgrims  of 
the  Greek  Church  that  vbit  Jerusalem ; 
and,  when  these  Pilgrims  arrive,  he  Will 
cause  them  to  be  informed  of  the  exist- 
ence of  the  Depdt,  and  will  encourage 
them  to  purchase. 

«3.  The  Metropolitan,  Archbishops, 
and  other  Ecclesiastical  Dignitaries  of 
the  Patriarchate  of  Jerusalem,  will  per- 
haps encourage,  by  Letter  or  by  word 
of  mouth,  the  people  of  their  respective 
Churches  to  purchase  the  Scriptures, 
and  will  commit  the  distribotion  of  them 
to  men  of  judgment  and  fidelity. 

<*  4.  Perhaps  Procopius  will  be  able 
to  find  a  faithful  and  trust-worthy  many 
to  whom  he  might  confide  the  sale  of 
the  Scriptoresy  in  various  languages,  in

lenisiA^  Audits  neig^bovriiood.  It 
woald,  I  tbink,  be  the  best  plan  to  ex- 
pose  these  Books  for  sele,  during  the 
Pa880Ter>  in  the  Square,*  which  fronts 
the  dChiirch  of  the  Holy  Sepalchre,  on 
account  of  the  frequent  assembling  of 
the  Pilgrims  there. 

«6.  The  Books,  thus  sold,  must  be 
sold  at  a  stated  moderate  price ;  and  the 
Bible  Society  grants  a  commission  of 
ten  per  cent,  upon  the  money  received 
for  the  Books  to  the  person  whom 
iProcopins  will  employ  to  sell  them. 

"  6.  All  the  money  received  for  the 
Books  will  be  put  into  the  hands  of  Pro- 
Gopius,  whovWiH  examine  the  accounts 
^f  the  Vender,  and  pay  him  commission. 
Procopios  will  also  deduct  from  the  mo- 
ney received  any  expense  that  he  may 
have  incurred  for  the  carriage  of  the 
^Kioks  from  Jaffa  to  Jerusalem,  &c.  He 
will  transmit  the  remainder  of  the  money 
to  the  Rev.  W.  Jowetl,  Strada  San  Gio- 
vann?,  Malta,  through  the  bands  of  Sig- 
nor  Damiani,  British  Consul  in  Jaffa. 
Mr.  Jowett,  who  keeps  the  Great  DepM 
in  Malta,  will  supply  Procopius  with 
whatever  Scriptures  he  may  want  for  the 
Pilgrims  and  others. 

«  7.  It  would  afford  peculiar  pleasure 
to  the  Bible  Society,  if  Procopius  would 
correspond  with  Mr. Jowett;  and  would 
:give  him,  from  time  to  time,  especially 
.after  each  Passover,  an  account  of  the 
mode  in  which  the  Scriptures  have  been 
'  distributed,  specifying  the  number  of 
those  sold  in  each  language/* 

Procopius  read  this  Paper  with  atten- 
tion, and  gave  his  full  assent- to  every 
thing  that  it  contained.  «  Send  me  the 
Books,"  said  he,  "and  I  shall  immedi- 
ately begin ;  and  when  I  shall  have  fur- 
nbhed  the  Patriarchate  with  the  Scrip- 
tures, 1  will  circulate  them  elsewhere." 
—He  will  cariy  on  a  correspondence 
with  Mr.  Jowett,  through  Jaffa  and 
Alexandria. 

Procopius  is  a  man  of  talents  and  of 
extensive  attainments,  particulariy  in 
languages.    Hi  s  character,  as  chief  agent 

*  This  sqwira  it  fiUed,  dnrinff  the  wholo 
Pusovm*,  wiUi  venders  of  cmdfizes,  beads,  «Rd 
oUwr  trinkets,  nnd  Is  the  chief  rewrt  of  the  Pil. 
frins.  AH  who  «nler  the  Ckoreh  of  ths  Sepal, 
chre  orast  nece^arily  pus  (bronf h  It.     . 
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of  the  Patriarchate,'  places  him  high,  io 
point  of  power  and  inOiMnce.  And, 
when  we  eonskler,  that  the  majority  of 
the  Pilgrims,  who  visit  Jerusalem,  are 
Greeks,  and  that  there  are  about  20,000 
Christians  subject  to  its  Patriarch,  we 
may  hope  that  Procophis,  from  the  hearty 
good-will  which  he  manifests,  will  be  the 
instrument  of  effecting  mnch,  in  ac- 
complishing the  objects  of  the  Bible  So- 
ciety in  these  parts. 

The  prices  affixed  to  the  Scriptures 
sold  in  these  parts  must  be  very  mode- 
rate. The  Bible  Society  indeed,  in  pro- 
secuting  its  work  of  charity  in  the  Le- 
vant, must  expect  to  encounter  a  consi- 
tlerable  loss.  It  is  not  alone  the  poverty 
of  the  inhabitants  that  will  cause  this : 
it  is,  more  particulariy,  the  deadness 
and  apathy  toward  their  spiritual  inte- 
rests in  which  they  at  present  lie.  Thte 
state,  however,  we  may  hope,  will  not 
last  long. 

The  Books  which  I  gave  to  Procopius 
for  sale  were  the  following— 83  Ara- 
bic Psalters,  2  Arabic  Bibles,  3  Arabic 
Testomenls,  34  Greek  Testaments ;  all 
these  he  has  sold.  I  gave  him  also  a 
large  quantity  of  Greek  Tracts  :  these  he 
has  distributed. 

Obsiadea  to  Ae  EstabluhmerU  of  a 
BibU  Society  at  Jerusaiem. 

The  dissensions  which  unhappily 
subsist  among  the  different  bodies  of 
Christians  in  Jerusalem,  oppose  an 
insuperable  obstacle  to  the  establish- 
ment there,  at  present,  of  any  rffi- 
cient  Institution  for  the  circulation  of 
the«Scripture8. 

Of  that  city,  whose  very  name  is 
**  Peace,'*  and  whose  peaceful  state 
tbould  be  the  figure  of  the  Church's 
unity  on  earth  and  of  its  rest  in  heaven 
(see  Psalm  cxxii)-- of  that  city  the 
Christian  Traveller  is  compelled  to 
say— 

If  there  be  a  spot  in  the  worid,  where 
the  spirit  of  religious  contention  burns 
with  greater  fury  than  in  another,  that 
spot  is  Jerusalem! 

The  occupation  of  the  Holy 
Places  is  the  great  object  of  con- 
tention.   These  are  in  the  hands  of 
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the  Turks,  by  whom  the  right  of  oc^ 
ciipation  is  sold  to  the  highest  bidder. 
The  Greeksand  Armenians  are  friend- 
ly to  the  diffusion  of  the  Scriptures  ; 
nor  do  the  Latins  set»m  hostile  to  the 
circulation  of  their  Authorised  Ver- 
sions. When,  therefore,  the  real  va* 
lue  of  the  Holy  Places  comes  to  b« 
undirsttiod  by  the  contending;  ^^rties, 
through  the  increase  of  Dif  ine  Li^ht 
in  these  regions,  they  may  be  led  te 
worship  in  them  in  peace  and  harmo- 
ny, and  to  u.iite  together  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  known  to  all  men  the 
Word  of  Salv  ition. 

Under  existing  circumstances, 
therefore,  Mr.  Ctmnor  says— 

The  l»esl  plan  will  be.  tlwt  Procopiuj 
should  be  the  general. Dnpositary  of  the 
Scriptures  here,  in  Roiniic,  Arabic^ 
llussian,  Bulgarian,  Wallachian.  Arme- 
nian, and  Turkish  in  Greek  and  Armcr 
nian  characters  for  the  Christians  of 
Anatolia.  He  undertakes  to  see  theip 
off«'red  for  sale ;  and  is  also  willing  to 
xlistribute,  among  the  pilgrims  and 
other*,  Greek  and  Arabic  Religious  an^l 
Bible  Society  Tracts. 

Langaagt  and  Schools  ofihe  Palri- 
archale  of  Jerusalem. 

The  language  universally  spoken, 
throughout  the  Patriarchate  of  Jerusa- 
lem, is  the  Arabic.  Schools  are  rare  ; 
consequently,  reading  is  not  a  very 
common  attainment.  The  Metropoli- 
tans, Archbishops  and  Bishops,  are  all 
native  Greeks,  and  reside  in  Jerusalem. 
Very  few  of  them  Icnow  any  thing  of 
Arabic,  but  mainiain  \gents,  (natives  of 
the  country)  at  their  dioceses,  which  they 
occasionally  visit.  The  Patriarch  of 
Jeniaalem  always  resides  in  'Coustaatt- 
nople. 

.Armenian  Patnardt  at  Jerusalem. 
A  few  days  after  my  arrival,  I  visited 
the  Armenian  patriarch  ;  and  conversed 
^vith  him  on  the  Bible  Society,  and  on 
the  object  of  my  visit  to  Jerusalem. 
«oth  pleased  him ;  and  he  immedUtely 
requested  me  to  send  him  sixty 'sii  of  the 
Armenian  Testaments  which  I  had 
brought  with  mc.  He  gave  me  four  pi- 
.astrcs  a-piece  for  them.  He  took  them, 
he  said,  to  present  to  his  friends.    He 


would  giwi  na  no  anconraga  oaent,  howt 
ever,  to  sell  IheiQ  openly.  Before  b^ 
will  permit  the  public  ^ale  of  them,  he 
must  have  s^lhoritati^te  propf  that  the 
edition  is  saoetioned  at  Constantinople. 
This  I  will  procure  for  ^iai,  when  1  re- 
turn thither. 

Syriansy  Copts ,  MyssinianSf  and  Jews 
at  Jeruscdem, 

I  have  visited,  cpore  than  once,  i\e 
ponvents  of  the  Syrians,  Copts,  and 
Abyssinianjs. 

The  Syrians  (who  are  Nestorians  from 
Mesopotamia)  were  pleased  with  the 
Syriac  Testaments,  and  told  me  that 
they  would  go  o(F  rapidly  in  Diarbekir 
and  other  places.  I  made  a  present  of 
one  of  these  Testaments  to  (heir  Church 
Library,  and  gave  a  couple  to  two  of 
(heir  PriesU,  who  were  on  the  point  of 
retwrniDg  to  Mcrdin.  The  number  of 
Syrians  in  Jerusalem  is  about  fifteen. 

The  Abyssinians  reside  In  the  same 
Convent  with  the  Copts.  Their  Chief 
Priest  informed  me,  that  there  are,  in  all, 
about  twenty  Abyssinians  in  Jerusalem. 
Most  of  them  have  been  settled  here 
sometime:  they  came  hither  originally 
as  Pilgrimsj  and  were  obliged  to  remain 
^n  Jerusalem  for  want  of  means  to  carry 
them  back  to  their  own  country.  The 
Abyssinian  PUgrims  are  rare.  Some- 
times years  elapse' and  not  oue  appears. 
This  year  one  has  arrived.  He  is  from 
Gondar,  and  knows  Mr.  Pearce  well.  Du- 
ring my  conversation  with  the  Priest,  we 
sat  in  an  arched  excavation  in  the  wall 
of  the  Convent :  before  him  lay  a  num- 
ber of  Church  Books  and  fragments  of 
the  Scripture^  in  Ethiopic,  beautifully 
written  ;  they  had  been  brought  from 
Abyssinia,  and  the  Priest  refused  to  sell 
any  of  them.  The  Abyssinians  have  no 
Church  of  their  own  in  Jerusalem ;  but 
perform  their  service  in  the  Chapels 
of  the  Copts  or  Armenians,  with  whom 
they  are  on  friendly  terms.  They  are 
chiefly  supported  (as  well  as  the  CoptsJ 
by  the  Armenians.  As  the  Abyssinians 
are  in  the  lowest  state  of  poverty,  1  put 
twelve  Ethiopic  Psalters  into  the  bands 
of  the  Priest,  desiring  him  to  distribute 
them  gratuitously  among  his  people  ; 
this  he  did  immediately,  while  I  was 
sitting  with  him :   they  all    manifested 
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their  gmtUodc-  Among  them  were 
aeverel  women  who  read  the  Ethiopio 
flyently.  One  of  them  was  pointed  oat 
to  me,  by  the  Priest}  as  the  daughter 
of  the  present  King  of  Abyssinia.  I 
afterward  went  to  view  their  little  Li- 
brary ;  and  found  their  Books  (all  Manu* 
seriptSy  with  the  exception  of  two  Psal- 
ters, printed  in  London,  given  to  them 
by  Mr.  Burokhardt)  covered  with  dust, 
partly  on  shelves,  and  partly  in  a  trunk 
in  a  ruined  chamber.  All  the  Abyssinian 
Pilgrims  have  a  ready  access  to  these 
Books,  and  may  take  them  out  to  read 
whenever  they  please. 

Among  the  Jews  I  have  not  been  able 
to  do  any  thing.  The  t^ew  Testament 
they  reject  with  disdain,  though  1  have 
fepeatedly  offered  it  to  them  for  the 
merest  trifle.  As  for  the  Prophecies, 
they  say,  the  Book  is  imperfect,  and 
therefore  they  will  not  purchase:  and, 
as  for  the  Psalters,  they  tell  me  there 
is  no  want  of  them  in  Jerusalem.  Had 
I  brought  complete  Hebrew  Bibles  with 
me,  I  could  have  sold  many. 

CdUhraUon  of  ihe  Pamv9r,  aS  JenmUwh 
kjf  the  Latin$  and  the  Greeks. 

The  Latin  and  Greek  Easters  are  now 
concluded.  Their  ceremonies  have  been 
very  numerous.  I  shall  transcribe  from 
my  Joamal  what  I  have  written  on  four 
of  them. 

Here  I  must  pause,  to  give  yon,  in  a 
lew  words,  some  idea  of  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Sepulchre.  It  U  a  large  build- 
ing. In  the  middle,  under  the  great  cu- 
pola, stands  av  edifice  of  considerable 
size,  conteiningthe  Tomb;  over  which 
are  suspended  forty-four  lamps,  always 
burning.  Of  these  twenty-one  belong  to 
the  Greeks,  thirteen  to  the  Catholics,  six 
to  the  Armenians,  and  four  to  the  Copts. 
Between  the  Sepulchre  and  the  sides  of 
the  Church  is  a  large  space,  open  and 
free  to  all ;  the  Chapels  of  the  different 
Communions  being  in  the  sides  of  the 
Chureh.  Mount  Calvary  is  within  its 
walls.  Ton  ascend  it  by  a  flight  of  steps, 
and  on  its  top  are  two  small  Chapels  be 
longing  to  the  Greeks.  The  large  Cba« 
pel  of  the  Greeks  is  the  most  splendid  and 
richly  ornamented.  For  a  minute  de« 
scription  of  the  Chureh,  I  refor  you  to 
]IIanndrell  and  ChataobriaBd^ 
j^  A)>ofm6er,  1820. 
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On  Palm  Sunday  (March,  the  26th) 
I  went  to  see  the  Ceremony  of  the  Latins, 
After  a  considerable  time  had  been  spent 
in  singing  before  the  door  ef  the  Se- 
pulchre, the  Deputy  Superior  of  the 
Latin  Convent  (the  Superior  himself 
being  in  Cyprus)  entered  the  Sepulchre, 
with  some  Priests,  to  bless  the  Palm 
Branches  that  lay  there.  When  this 
was  done,  he  left  the  Sepulchre;  and, 
sitting  on  an  elevated  chair,  received  the 
palms,  which  had  been  blessed,  from  the 
hands  of  the  Priests.  These  came  for* 
ward  first,  and  knelt,  one  after  the  other, 
before  the  Deputy  Superior,  receiving: 
from  his  hand  (which  they  kissed)  « 
branch  of  the  consecrated  palm.  When 
this  port  of  the  ceremony  was  concluded, 
the  crowd  pressed  forward  to  receive 
THEIR  palms.  The  confusion  and  tumult 
were  eicessive.  The  Turks,*  with  their 
sticks  and  whips,  did  all  they  could  tm 
restrain  the  impetuosity  of  the  people; 
and  had  it  not  been  for  their  great  ac*^ 
tivity,  the  Deputy  Superior  would  cer- 
tainly have  been  overwhelmed  by  the 
crowd.  When  the  palms  had  beea 
distributed,  and  the  confusion  had,  in 
some  measure,  subsided,  the  Priests  an4 
some  others  walked  three  times  in  ^o* 
cession  round  the  Sepulchre,  with  lighted 
candles,  incense,  elevated  crucifixes,  an4 
palms.  They  sang  as  they  walked. 
When  the  procession  was  ended,  an  altar, 
splendidly  ornamented,  was  placed  be« 
fore  the  door  of  the  Sepulchre,  and  Mass 
was  performed. 

On  Good  Friday,  there  was  a  grand 
Procession  and  Ceremony  of  the  Latins, 
In  the  evening.  It  commenced  with  an 
Italian  Sermon,  in  the  Catholic  Chapel, 
on  the  flagellation  of  Christt  From  this 
place  they  proceeded  to  the  Chapel 
where,  they  say,  Christ's  garments  were 
taken  from  him :  here  was  another  Ser- 


*  There  are  alwajs  in  the  Charcb,  during  tbe 
Cereuoolei,  a  eomidenMe  nomber  of  Turke, 
with  stiduMd  whips,  to  keep  the  people  in  order.

t  In  their  Obapel,  the  Calholicf  pr6feii  te  shew^ 
the  Piflnr  where  tUs  took  place. 
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mon  ID  Kalian.  They  then  ascended 
Mount  Calvary ;  and  passed  first  into  the 
Chapel  which  marks  the  spot  where 
Christ  was  nailed  to  the  Cross ;  the  large 
cmcifix  and  image  which  they  carried  in 
the  Procession  was  here  laid  en  the 
ironndy  and  a  Spanish  Sermon  was  pro- 
noQDced  over  it.  When  this  was  finish- 
ed, the  crucifix  was  raised,  and  moved 
Into  the  adjoining  Chapel  of  the  Eleva- 
tion of  the  Cross ;  here  it  was  fixed  np- 
right  behind  the  altar ;  a  Monk,  standing 
by,  preached  for  twenty  minutes,  on  the 
Crucifixion.  The  Sermon  was  in  Italian  ; 
and  when  it  was  concluded,  two  Monks 
approached  the  Cross,  aitd,  partially  en- 
reloping  the  body  of  the  image  in  linen, 
took  oflT,  with  a  pair  of  pincers,  the 
Crown  of  Thorns  from  the  head,  kissed 
it,  and  laid  it  on  a  plate;  the  nails  were 
then  drawn  out  from  the  hands  and  feet, 
with  the  same  ceremony.  The  arms  of 
the  image  were  so  contrived,  that,  on  the 
removal  of  the  nails  which  kept  them  ex- 
tended, they  dropped  upon  the  sides  of 
the  body.  The  image  was  then  laid  on 
linen,  and  borne  down  from  Calvary  to 
the  Stone  of  Unction,  the  spot  where  they 
say  Chriet's  body  was  anointed  ;  here  the 
image  was  extended  ;  and  was  perfumed 
with  spices,  fragrant  water,  and  clouds  of 
hioense ;  the  Monks  knelt  round  the  stone 
with  large  lighted  candles  in  their  hands ; 
a  Monk  ascended  an  adjoining  pulpit,  and 
preached  a  Sermon  In  Arabic.  The  Pro- 
cession then  went  forward  to  the  Sepul- 
chre, where  the  image  was  deposited,  and 
a  Sermon  preached  in  Spanish.  This 
eoncluded  the  ceremony. 

Oo  the  Easter  Day  of  the  Latins,  which 
is  the  FtJm  Sunday  of  the  Greeks,  Arme- 
nians, Ito.  I  went  to  the  Church  eariy^ 
and  found  it  excessively  crowded.  Moet 
ef  the  people  had  remained  there  all  night. 
The  Catholic,  Greek,  and  Armenian  Pro- 
cessions were  long  and  splendid.  In  all 
the  Processions  to-day,  except  that  of 
the  Catholics,  Palm  Branches  were  car- 
ried, and  also  banners  with  the  varioos 
scenes  of  the  Passion  painted  on  them. 
The  people  were  very  eager  to  sanctify 
their  Palms,  by  touching  the  banners  with 
them,  as  they  passed. 

On  the  Greek  Good  Friday,  I  went  to 
the  Church,  with  the  intention  of  spend- 
ing thf  night  there  with  the  PMgriras»  and 
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of  viewing  the  ceremonies.  The  Turk- 
bh  Guard  at  the  gate  was  particularly 
strong ;  and  they  admitted  none  who  did 
not  chouse  to  pay  twenty-five  piastres 
(about  Idi.  Sd.)  The  Firmftn  which  I 
obtained  at  Acre  from  the  Pacha,  who  is 
Guardian  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre,  saved 
myself  and  servant  this  expense.  It  is  a 
general  belief  among  the  Greeks  and  Ar- 
menians, that,  on  Easter  Eve,  a  Fire  de- 
scends from  heaven  into  the  Sepulchre. 
The  eagerness  of  the  Greeks,  Armenians, 
and  others,  to  light  their  candles  at  this 
Holy  Fire,  carried  an  immense  crowd  to 
the  Church,  notwithstanding  the  sum 
which  they  were  obliged  to  pay.  About 
Dine  at  night,  I  retired  to  rest,  in  a  small 
apartment  in  the  Church.  A  little  before 
midnight,  the  servant  roused  me  to  see 
the  Greek  Procession.  I  hastened  to  the 
gallery  of  the  Church.  The  scene  was 
striking  and  brilliant.  The  Greek  Cha- 
pel was  splendidly  illuminated.  Five 
rows  of  lamps  were  suspended  in  the 
dome ;  and  almost  every  individual  of  the 
Immense  multitude  held  a  lighted  candle 
in  his  hand.  The  Prdce^slon  and  subse- 
quent Service  around  the  Sepulchre  ivere 
long  and  splendid. 

I  was  awakened  eariy  in  the  following 
morning  by  the  noise  in  the  Church ;  and, 
on  proceeding  to  my  station  in  the  galle- 
ry, I  found  the  crowd  below  in  a  state  of 
great  confusion.  Some  were  employed 
in  carrying  others,  on  their  backs,  round 
the  Sepulchre ;  others  in  dancing  and 
clapping  their  hands,  exclaiming  in  Ara- 
Mc— "  This  is  the  Tomb  of  our  Lord  r 
Sometimesa  man  passed,  standing  upright 
on  the  shoulders  of  another;  and  I  saw, 
more  than  once,  four  carried  along  in 
this  manner,  a  little  boy,  seated,  forming 
the  fourth,  or  topmost ;  others  again  were 
busy  in  chasing  one  another  roond  the 
Tomb,  and  shooting  like  madmen.  When- 
ever they  saw  in  the  crowd  a  man  who 
they  thought  could  pay  them,  they  seised 
and  forcibly  carried  hhn,  in  then-  arms, 
two  or  three  times  roond  the  Church . 
The  whole  was  a  most  lamentable  profa- 
nation of  the  place !  The  same  happens 
every  year.  The  noise  and  confinioa 
increased,  as  the  moment  appointed  for 
the  apparition  of  the  Fire  approached. 
At  length,  the  Turks,  who  had  not  hith- 
erto intcrfer^^d,  bo-an  to  brandish  their 
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whips,  and  to  stOI,  io  some  measure,  the 
tumult.     About  oonn,  the  GoTernor  of 
Jerusalem,  with  a  part  of  his  guard,  en- 
tered the   gallery.    The  eagerness  and 
aniietjr  of  the  people  were  now  exces- 
sive.   They  all  pressed  toward  the  Se. 
pulchre,  each  person  holding  a  bundle  of 
tapers  in  bis  hand.    The  Chief  Agent  of 
the  Greek  Patriarch,  and  an  Armenian 
Bishop,  had  entered  the  Sepulchre  short- 
ly before.    All  eyes  were  fixed  on  the 
gallery,  watching  for  the  Governor's  sig- 
oaL    He  made  it,  and  the  Fire  appeared 
through  one  of  the  holes  in  the  building 
that  covers  the  Tomb !    A  man  lighted 
his  taper  at  the  hallowed  flame ;  and  then 
pushend  into  the  thickest  of  the  crowd,  and 
endeavoured  to  fight  his  way  through. 
The  tumult  and  clamour  were  great ;  and 
the  man  was  nearly  crushed  to  death,  by 
the  eagemeis  of  the  people  to  light  their 
tapers  at  his  flame.    In  about  twenty  mi- 
utiles,  every  one,  both  in  the  galleries 
and  below,  man,  women,  and  children, 
ha4  their  candles  lighted.    Many  of  them 
put  their  lighted  candles  to  their  faces, 
imagining    that   the   flame  would  not 
scorch  them ;  I  perceived,  however,  by 
their  grimaces,  that  they  speedily  disco- 
vered their  mistake.    They  did  not  per- 
ait  these  tapers  to  bum  long ;  reserving 
then  for  occasions  of  need.    The  power 
which  they  aUribute  to  those  candles  that 
have  been  touched  with  the  fire  from 
heaven,  is  almost  unbounded ;  they  sup- 
pose»  for  instance,  that  if,  overtaken  by  a 
4orm  at  sea,  they  throw  one  of  these 
candles  into  the  waves,  the  tempest  wiH 
immediately  subside.    They  are  chiefly 
vakied,  however,  in  consequence  of  the 
superstitious   notion,  that,   if  they  are 
burned  at  the  funeral  of  the  Individual, 
they  will  most  assuredly  save  his  soul 
from  future  punishment    To  obtain  these 
candles,  and  to  undergo  a  second  baptism 
in  the  waters  of  the  Jordan,  are  the  chief 
objecU  of  the  visit  of  the  Greek  Pilgrims 
to  Jerusalem. 

What  I  have  written  will  suffice  to  show 
you  what  lakes  place  annually  round  the 
Tomb  of  Christ  May  we  not  hope  that 
the  exertions  of  the  Bible  Society  in  the 
diffusion  of  the  Scriptures,  which  the 
Pilgrims  will  be  enabled,  in  future,  to 
purchase  at  the  very  gates  of  the  Sepul- 
chre, and  carry  home  to  their  families 
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and  friends,  will  tend  progressively  (o  in- 
spire a  purer  and  more  exalted  spirit  of 
devotion  P 

PUgrimi  at  JenuaUm,  nt  the   Pettover 
of  1820— 

The  average  nomber  of  Greek  Pilgrims 
is  about  2000.  This  year  they  are  only 
160a  Of  these  Pilgrims,  the  majority 
are  Native  Greeks,  who  speak  and  read 
Romaic.  The  next  in  number  are  the 
Greeks  from  Asia  Minor,  who  speak  and 
rood  the  Turkish,  but  In  the  Romaic  Cha- 
racter. The  third  class  consists  of  Rus- 
sians; and  the  fourth  and  fifth  of  Walla- 
chiansand  Bulgarians.  Few,  however 
of  these  Pilgrims  can  read. 

The  Armenian  Pilgrims  amount  this 
year  to  about  1800.  The  majority  of 
them  are  from  Anatolia,  and  speak  no- 
thing but  Turkish.  Very  few  of  them  can 
read. 

I  found,  at  the  Armenian  Convent,  a 
Pilgrim  from  CaU»tta.  He  speaks  £ng- 
Ibh  with  considerable  fluency,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Calcutta  Bible  Society. 
I  found  in  his  room  some  English  Reli- 
gious TraeU,  printed  at  Serampore,  which 
bad  been  given  him  by  Dr.  Carey.  He 
took  twenty-three  Armenian  Testaments 
from  me,  to  distribute  in  Jerusalem.  He 
tells  me,  that  an  Archbishop,  a  Bishop, 
and  a  Priest,  have  lately  gone  from  Ech- 
miazin  to  Calcutta,  to  study  there,  in  or- 
der that,  on  their  return,  after  three  years, 
they  may  be  able  to  open  an  Academy  in 
Ecbmiasin. 

The  average  number  of  Copt  Pilgrims 
is  about  200.  This  year  only  I60arriv« 
ed.  Their  appearance  is  very  wretched. 
The  Pilgrims  that  have  vfoited  Jerusa- 
lem, this  year,  may  be  thus  summed  up : —

VisUy  vnth  Ike  Pilgrims,  to  the  rivef 
Jordan. 
1  have  been  with  the  Pilgrims  to  the 
River  Jordan.    We  left  Jerusalem  about  [^ 
seven  in  the  morning,  accompanied  by 
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Messrs.  Gray  and  Hyde,  two  English  tra- 
vellers. 

A  great  portion  of  the  Pilgrims  bad 
preceded  us.  The  streets  of  Jemsalem 
were  all  life  and  boitle.  To  avoid  the 
confasioDy  we  left  the  city  by  the  gate 
of  Bethlehem ;  and,  passing  along  the 
north  side,  fell  in  with  the  train  of  Pil- 
grims at  the  gate  of  St.  Stephen.  The 
«eene  was  very  lively.  The  path  through 
which  we  passed  down,  Mount  Moriah, 
across  the  valley  of  Jehosaphat,  and  up 
the  side  of  Olivet,  was  lined  with  people, 
who  came  to  witness  the  procession* 
A  Turkish  band  of  music,  leaving  the 
gate  of  St  Stephen,  and  accompanied 
with  banners,  proceeded  with  us  as  for 
as  a  tree  on  Olivet,  under  which  the  Go- 
Temor  of  Jerusalem,  with  his  court, 
weve  seated-  Guns  were  fired  at  inter- 
▼als* 

In  abont  three  quarters  of  an  hour  af- 
ter we  had  started,  we  passed  through 
Bethany,  a  little  miserable  village. 
Shortly  after,  we  descended  into  a  deep 
valley.  The  appearance  of  the  Pilgrims, 
with  the  immense  train  of  camels,  horses, 
mules,  &c.  was  here  truly  picturesque. 
The  pilgrims,  muleteers,  and  guards, 
formed  a  body  of  abont  2800  persons. 
The  country,  through  which  we  passed, 
was  barren  and  desolate  Iwyond  de- 
scription. 

At  length,  after  having  crossed  a  nam* 
ber  of  hills,  we  descended  into  the  Plain 
of  Jericho.  In  the  midst  of  this  Plain 
appears  a  large  verdant  tract,  like  an 
Oasis  in  the  Desert  *,  and  here,  embosom- 
ed in  trees,  stands  the  wretched  mud- 
built  village  of  Jericho.  About  half  past 
twelve  we  arrived  on  the  edge  of  the 
Oasis,  and  encamped.  A  lai^  extent 
of  ground  was  covered  with  the  tents. 
An  able  artist  might  have  made  n  very  in- 
teresting picture  of  the  scene.  He  would 
have  introduced  the  numerous  and  vari- 
ously-coloored  tenta— the  diversified  cos- 
tumes of  the  Pilgrims- the  Turkish  horae- 
soldiers,  with  their  elegant  dress  and 
long  spears,  galloping  across  the  plain— 
with  camels  and  horses  reposing.  We 
spent  (he  remainder  of  the  day  here. 
Abont  half  past  three  the  next  morning 
we  all  set  out,  by  torch-Iight,  for  the' 
Jordan.  The  appearance  of  the  Pi|. 
grims,    moving  in  numerous  detached 
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parties,  with  their  fiambeaux,  across  the 
Plain,  was  singular  and  Striking. 

The  sun  rose  shortly  before  we  arrived 
at  the  brink  of  the  river.  There,  men, 
women  and  children  stripped,  and  plung- 
ed into  the  water.  Many  employed 
themselves,  while  in  the  river,  in  wash- 
ing and  thus  sanctifying  the  linen  which 
they  destined  for  their  grave-clothes. 

The  Jordan,  at  the  spot  where  the 
Pilgrims  bathed,  is  beautifully  pictu- 
resque. Its  breadth  may  be  about  twen- 
ty yards ;  and  it  is  shaded,  on  both  aides, 
by  the  thick  foKage  of  closely-planted 
trees.  The  water  appeared  turbid,  and 
was  not  deep. 

Some  Turkish  horsemen  dashed 
through  the  river,  and  rode  to  and  fro, 
in  the  grove  on  the  opposite  side,  to  pro- 
tect the  Pilgrims  firom  the  guns  of  the 
Bedouins,  many  of  whom  were  assem- 
bled  to  watch  the  ceremony. 

On  retiring  from  the  water,  the  Pil- 
grims employed  themselves  In  cutting 
branches  from  the  trees,  to  carry  home 
with  them,  as  memorials  of  the  Jordan* 
They  then  mounted  their  beasts,  and  re- 
turned to  their  former  station  in  the 
plain. 

Our  party  set  off  from  the  Jordan,  with. 
Prince  Avaloff  (a  Georgian^  and  hb  auitei 
to  the  Dead  Sea,  where  we  arrived  in 
about  two  hours  and  a  half.  We  ram- 
bled about,  for  some  time,  on  the  bor- 
ders of  this  lake,  which  covers  the  ashes 
of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah.  I  tasted  the 
water,  and  found  it  excessively  nauseous- 
Some  of  the  party  bathed. 

On  our  return,  we  traversed  the  fertile 
part  of  the  plain,  passed  through  the  vfl- 
lage  of  Jericho,  and  returned  to  our 
tents  about  noon.  Most  of  the  Pilgrims 
had  already  started  for  Jerusalem.  After 
taking  a  slight  refreshment,  we  returned 
to  the  city  by  the  same  way  that  we  had 
come,  and  entered  by  the  gate  of  St. 
Stephen. 

Remarks  on  JenuaUm, 
Jerusalem  is  a  considerable  place.  The 
most  beautiful  building  within  its  wall  is 
the  Mosque  of  Omar,  which  stands  on 
the  si(e  of  So1omon*s  temple.  The 
Turks  have  a  singular  reverence  for  this 
Mosque  ;  and  will  not  permit  a  Christian 
even  to  set  his  foot  in  the  large  grassy 
area  which  surrounds  It. 
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The  walks  wbleh  I  most  frequent  are 
those  thai  lead  down  the  valley  of  Jeho- 
saphat,  by  the  fountains  of  Siloah  ;  or 
those  that  ran  along  tho  side  of  Olivet. 
From  the  side  of  Olivet  yon  have  a  very 
commanding  view  of  Jerusalem.  The 
Mosque  of  Omar  appears  particularly 
fine  from  this  sitnatiou.  The  greater  part 
of  the  surrounding  country  is  most  deso- 
late and  dreary.  HiUs  of  white  parched 
rock,  dotted,  here  and  there,  with  patches 
of  cultivated  land,  every  where  meet  and 
offend  the  eye. 

In  tlie  north  of  Palestine  are  many 
beautiful  and  fertile  spots  ;  but  not  so  to 
Judea.  The  breath  of  Jehovah's  wrath 
seems  in  a  peculiar  manner  to  have  blast- 
ed and  withered  the  territory  of  the 
IDaughter  of  Zion !  What  a  change  has 
been  wrought  in  the  land,  once  flatting 
%9ith  milk  and  hemnf  ! 

Oflen,  as  I  have  contemplated  Jerusa- 
lem, have  the  words  of  the  Prophet 
escaped  ray  llp»»when  1  have  felt  the 
straius  of  Jeremiah  to  be  beautifully  pa- 
thetic and  true,  when  recalled  to  mhid 
on  the  spot  that  prompted  hb  sacred 
«<  Lamentations  !*'—Het0  d€ih  the  City 
mt  wHtanf,  UuU  watfuU  qf  ptapU !  how 
fts  she  become  at  a  wid&m !  She,  thai  wu 
guat  amm§  the  natienh  ond  jtrineeu 
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among  (he  provineet,  howisAebteometrt' 
butary  f—How  hath  the  Lord  covered  the 
Daughter  of  Zion  mth  a  ctoud  in  hit  an- 
gCTf  and  cati  doumfrom  hearen  unto  the 
earth  the  beauty  of  Itraely  and  remembered 
not  hitfootttool  in  tfu  day  of  hit  anger  ! 

Bethlehem. 

I  have  spent  a  day  or  two  in  Bethlehem 
and  its  neighbourhood.  Under  the  Latin 
Convent  at  Bethlehem,  they  show  three 
ahars ;  said  to  mark  the  spot  where  Christ 
was  born,  where  the  manger  stood,  and 
where  the  Magi  adored.  These  altars 
ate  splendidly  adorned,  and  illuminated 
with  many  lamps. 

The  men  of  Bethlehem  have  peculiar 
privileges.  They  alone,  of  allChristlaiis 
subject  to  the  Turks,  are  pennitted  to 
wear  the  White  Turban,  and  to  cany 
arms.  They  are  fine  men  ;  and  have  an 
air  of  boldness  and  independence,  not 
commonly  met  with  in  tbe  Christians  of 
these  countries.  Their  government  b  a 
kind  of  democracy;  and  their  Chiefs  are 
elected  from  among  themselves.  Tbe 
Bethlehemites  are  perpetually  at  war 
with  the  Turks  of  Hehron.

NARRATIVE,  lie. 
To  hear  the  prosperity  of  2Hon  aft>rds 
peculiar  pleasure  to  her  children.  Such 
pleasure,  the  Synod  of  Albany  have  it  in 
thohr  power  to  bestow  upon  the  churches 
and  congregations  under  their  care,  by  a 
relatkm  of  the  dealings  of  God  towards 
them  during  the  past  year— a  year  which 
will  be  set  down  in  the  anoab  of  thb  Ju- 
dicature of  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  in 
the  hearts  of  its  members,  as  having  been 
most  signally  distinguished  by  spiritual 
blessings ;  one  in  which  the  interests  of 


the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  have  been 
greatly  advanced ;  and  which,  when  the 
Redeemed  of  the  Lord  shall  stand  upon 
Mount  Zion,  and  looking  down  upon  the 
darkness  of  the  twttomless  pit  from  which 
they  have  been  recovered,  will  be  re- 
membered by  them  ivith  unutterable  Joy. 
In  recounting  these  favours,  conferred 
upon  us  by  the  hand  of  our  covenant 
Crod,  the  Synod  feel  that  they  have  been 
bestowed  upon  very  unworthy  labour^ 
ers ;  (hat  they  are  the  favours  of  a  sove- 
reign, yet  compassionate  Jehovah ;  and 
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would  with  one  heaH  adopt  the  appropri- 
ate language  of  the  Bible,  and  say, "  Not 
unto  us,  O  Lord,  not  unto  us,  but  unto  thy 
name  give  glory  for  thy  mercy  and  for 
thy  truth's  sake"  Whatever  of  success 
might  be  attributed  to  us,  viewing  our- 
selves only  as  the  insiruments  in  God*i 
hand ;  we  would,  with  ttie  deepest  »ub- 
nissioo,  bring  it  aH  at  the  foot  of  the 
Cross ;  convineed  that  '*  Paul  may  plant 
and  ApoUos  water»  bat  God  must  giva 
the  increase.** 

The  Synod  of  Albany  is  made  op  of 
Seven  Presbyteries ;  and  to  have  a  clear 
and  correel  view  of  the  state  of  religion, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  retrace  the  Provi- 
denee  of  God  daring  the  past  year,  to 
•acb  of  these  Presltyteries,  commencing 
with  that  of  St  Lawrence.  The  Synod 
are  very  happy  to  have  it  in  their  power 
to  state,  that  iu  the  large,  comparatively 
new,  and,  in  many  respects,  important 
part  of  the  country  within  the  bounds  of 
this  Presbytery,  there  has  beeaa  very  vi* 
iible  and  pleasing  change  in  the  state  of 
morals  fhey  who  have  been  arcustom- 
td  to  see  the  Lord's  day  profaned  by  (or- 
bidden  labour ;  and  wba.  In  the  public 
service  of  God,  have  met  with  only  a 
fcw  oi  Zion's  worsbippers,  now  teH  as  of 
order,  regularity,  and  very  visibly  an  in- 
creasing desire  to  lit* ar  the  word  of  CM, 
oad  to  attend  upon  all  the  ordiaary  oieana 
of  Grace.  By  several  of  the  congrega- 
tions under  their  care,  hew  and  commo- 
dious building  have  been  erected  and 
dedicated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God, 
and  the  whole  state  of  morals  mmI  of  so- 
ciety greatly  improved.  In  several  of  the 
towns  within  the  bounds  ef  this  Presby- 
tery, the  interests  of  vital  Godliness  hava 
also  been  considerably  advanced  ,  and  in 
many  of  their  churches,  though  there  has 
not  been  what  is  generally  denominated 
a  Revival  of  Religion,  yet  there  have  been 
nany  instances  of  hopeful  conversion. 
Scattered  tlifOM>;bout  the  bounds  of  this 
Presbytery  are  many,  wlio  are  not  only 
hungering  bat  starving  for  the  Bread  of 
Life ;  many  smnil  societies  that  have  no 
teachers,  and  are  crying  in  the  spirit  and 
with  the  aniuety  of  tlM  Macedonian  man, 
<<  Come  over  and  help  as."  H«*re  are 
large  districts  of  coonlry  aollrely  dcsti- 
tote  of  the  means  of  grace  ;  and  which 
in  earnest  and  pressing  strains  beg  the 
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prayers  and  the  exertions  of  the  devoted 
Missionary  of  the  Cross.  It  b  with  plea- 
sure the  Synod  slate,  that  in4fral  oider 
pervades,  in  a  good  degree,  the  miliimff 
stationed  within  the  t>ounds  of  this  Pres- 
bytery ;  that  they  have  been  supplied 
with  copies  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and 
manifest  some  disposition  to  attend  upon 
the  means  of  grace.  In  Lewisville,  God 
has  shed  down  some  of  his  precious  mer- 
cy drops,  and  made  his  children  there 
Njoice  in  a  revival  of  his  work. 

In  the  Presbytery  of  Champlaia,  the 
slate  of  rei^ion  b,  on  the  whole,  favoor- 
able  in  those  places  which  enjoy  the  stat- 
ed means  of  grace.  Upon  Potsdnm  and 
Loriai%  God  lias  begun  to  pour  down  the 
iaiuences  of  bis  Holy  Spirit :  and  the  ef- 
fects are  already  very  visible.  V/e  trust 
that  he  is  about  to  gather  In  a  rich  har- 
vest of  sools  in  those  places.  With  tbt 
eoceptloo  of  these  two  pbces,  there  bavn 
been  no  special  revivals  *,  yet  the  oat- 
ward  means  are  well  attended,  charitable 
Institntions  are  prosperous  and  moUipty- 
lag,  and  a  good  degree  of  harmony  per- 
vades their  churches,  llils  Presbyttry 
is  in  the  midst  of  a  moral  wOdaroess. 
Large  tracts  of  oonntfy  inhahited,  but  na 
one  to  preach  to  them  the  nnsaarcfaabia 
f4ches  of  Christ.  ThU  b  a  regloo  whteh 
has  hitherto  been  greatly  neglected.  The 
precious  streamH  of  salvation  at  which  the 
way-woru  pilgrim  drinks  and  refreshes 
his  soul,  have  flowed  around  it  In  eveiy 
direction  ',  but  have  not  yet  broke  thefar 
way  through  this  si^ritual  desert.  They 
have  heard  from  a  distance  the  sound  oC 
the  waters,  but  their  thirst  has  not  bean 
allayed.  The  glimmering)  of  light  tha^ 
has  occasionally  fKtted  across  their  hori- 
son,  have  eiposed  to  their  view,  the 
dark,  cold  cloud  that  bangs  upon  theia, 
and  they  wait  with  indescribable  eager- 
nesstbe  rising  of  the  king  of  day.  From 
the  windows  of  their  cottages,  and  frooi 
the  tops  of  the  mountains,  they  are  look- 
ing forth,  and  the  anihms  cry,  **  Watch- 
men, what  of  the  night  ?"  b  raised 
thronghout  thefa*  benighted  borders. 
When,  oh  when  shall  thebciy  tooch  the 
hearts  of  our  churches,  and  the  Mthftit 
missionary  be  sent  to  tell  them  of  Josos. 

To  the  Presbytery  of  Oneida,  God  has 
manifested  himself  again  In  ways  of  nier- 
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cy.  With  only  one  or  two  exceptioos, 
|he  congregations  ooder  their  care  have 
been  more  than  ordinarily  engaged  in 
religion  during  the  past  year ;  and  seve- 
ral of  them  blessed  with  the  special  pre- 
sence and  work  of  God.  Upon  Holland 
Patent,  Clinton,  New-Hanford,  Whites- 
borougby  Utica,  Westmoreland)  Mount 
Vernon.  Litchfield,  and  Union,  the  Lord^ 
has  rained  down  righteousness,  and  many 
preeioos  souls  have  been  quickened  by 
the  vivifying  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit* 
If  it  were  proper  to  make  any  calculation 
on  a  subject  of  this  nature,  the  Synod 
would  remark,  that  from  tbe  statements 
of  the  members  of  that  Presby|ery  it 
would  appear,  that  more  than  seren  hwu 
dred  souls  have  been  born  unto  God  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  fruits  of  these  re. 
vivals,  like  those  of  every  other  genuine 
work  of  Grace,  have  been  pea  -e  and  ho- 
liness. In  view  of  this  conquest,  made 
by  the  great  Captain  of  our  salvation  over 
the  hearts  of  his  enemies,  we  cannot  re- 
frain from  saying, "  Go  on,  thou  Prince 
and  Saviour^  from  conquering  to  con- 
quer, until  every  knee  shall  bow,  and 
every  tongue  confess  that  Jesu^  Christ  Is 
Lord  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father.*' 

Passing  on  to  the  Presbytery  of  Otse- 
go, we  are  still  able  to  mark  the  footsteps 
and  the  victories  of  the  King  of  kings. 
Particularly  in  Cooperstown  and  Sher- 
barne,  the  Lord  has  appeared  fur  the  sal- 
vation of  many.  In  th^  former  of  these 
places  the  revival  began  in  a  very  inie« 
resting  and  powerful  manner  *,  so  tnfe* 
retiing  and  sopeiirei/ii/,  thai  if  the  relaUon 
did  not  eiceed  the  bounds  of  such  a  nar^ 
rative,  the  Synod  would  be  bappy  to  give 
it  to  tbeu*  people.  The  fruits  of  this  rer 
vival  were  one  hundred  and  eleven  hope- 
fnl  converts :  and  in  Sherburne,  about 
two  huniired.  The  general  featarae  of 
tbe  work  in  these  Societies  were  similar 
to  those  of  the  other  revivals  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Synod. 

From  Otsego,  we  come  to  tbe  Presby- 
tery of  Albany.  Here  have  been  gather- 
ed many  trophies  of  the  Cross  during  the 
last  year.  In  ten  eotUigu4mt  tiwrn  thera 
have  been  q^cial  and  powerful  Ri^vivals 
of  Religion.  But  more  particularly  at 
Saratoga  Springs,  Malta,  StiH water, 
Ballstown,  East  Gdwoy,  Wt'st  Galway, 
Amsterdam,  nndSchenectEdy,  tlu'  %\ork 
has  hfpn  cverwh'  Imrnc.     To   ^iva  Anv 
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thing  like  a  particular  account  of  these 
revivals  would  very  far  eiceed  our  limits. 
We  can  only  say  that  tbe  work  has  been 
very  general  throughout  these  towns; 
that  it  bas  been  accompanied  with  very 
deep  and  pungent  convictions  of  sin  as 
committed  against  an  holy  God.  And 
that  its  fruits  have  been  such  as  to  con- 
vince the  most  incredulous,  that  of  a 
truth  the  Lord  was  here.  The  arrows  of 
the  Almighty  have  been  sharp  in  the 
hearts  of  his  enemies.  Many  a  proud 
sinner  has  been  humbled,  and  there  is 
good  reason  to  believe  that  nearly  /toe 
tkomand  mult  have  been  w  ashed  in  the 
blood  of  the  Lamb.  A  year  such  a^  the 
past  has  been,  was  never  known  before 
in  the  bounds  of  thb  Presbytery. 

In  the  Presbytery  of  Columbia^  God 
bas  also  made  bare  his  arm  for  tbe  salva- 
tion of  sinners.  At  Scbaghlicoke,  NoHb 
Pittituwn,  and  Nassau,  more  than  one 
hundrtd  give  bo|ieful  evidence  of  being 
born  of  God.  The  same  shuwer  that  wa- 
tered tbe  vineyard  in  tbe  Prrsbytery  of 
Albany,  was  spread  out  over  these  places. 
In  Leuaingburg  there  bas  been  more  than 
an  ordinary  attention  to  religion,  and 
about  16  or  20  give  evidence  of  a  saving 
change. 

H  ith  the  rich  and  abundant  effusions 
of  tbe  Holy  Spirit,  Gud  bath  been  pleas, 
ed  to  bless  our  seminaries  ol  learning  In 
Union  and  Hamilton  College&,  there  have 
been  special  revivals  of  Religion;  the 
Ci*uit6  of  which  are  tbe  hopeful  conversion 
of  thirty-four  in  tbe  lormer,  and  seventeen 
in  tbe  latter  of  these  Inslituiious.  Thus 
with  tbe  smiles  of  his  Piuvidence  upon 
these  Colleges  our  Heavenly  Father  b 
mingling  t..e  converting  and  sanctity ing 
influence  of  tbe  H  ly  Spirit;  anu  we 
fondly  hope,  preparing  many  faithful  la- 
bourers for  tbe  fields  already  white  with 
the  harvest. 

In  some  of  our  congregations  luke- 
warmness  and  apathy  still  prevail  O 
would  to  God  it  n  ere  not  so  But  on  all 
such  the  Synod  would  loudly  call,  and 
urge  them  to  be  up  and  doing  In  this  day 
distinguished  by  God's  merciful  visitation 
to  our  churches. 

On  a  review  of  the  whole,  we  would 
cerdiftlly  and  unitedly  say,  >*  6b. ss  tbe 
Lord,  O  our  souls,  and  ali  that  i^  i\itbin 
u.-,  tU'Siy  bis  holy  iianif  and  torgei  rot.  all 
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Ai  their  Annual  Meeting  in  October,  1819,  the  Synod  of  New- York  and 
New  Jersey,  resolved  to  endow  a  Professorship  in  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  Princeton.  By  the  following  extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Meeting 
of  the  Synod,  it  appears  that  aboiit  Eleven  Himdred  Dollars,  bad  been  contri- 
buted to  this  object

SYNOD  OF  NORTH  CAROUNJ. 

A  Member  of  thb  Synod,  under  date  of  the  25th  of  October  lasti  wrote  to 
his  friend  in  Elizabetbtown,  New-Jersey,  as  follows  :— 


'<Ihave  lately  returned  from  every 
interesting  meeting  of  our  Synod,  and  the 
Missionary  Society  of  North  Carolina. 
We  met  at  Poplar  Tent,  Cabarrus  couuty. 
Oar  Synod  have  resolved,  in  connexion 
with  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina  and 
Georgia  to  endow  s  Southern  Professor- 
ship in  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Princeton ;  for  which  purpose  we,  on  our 
part,  have  become  responsible  for  the  sum 
ot  fifteen  thoutand  dollars,  to  be  paid  in 
five  years.  We  calculate  that  the  two 
Synods  will  raise  thirty  thousand  dollars 
for  this  important  object 

'*  Oar  brethren,  according  to  custom^ 
held  aprecious  communion  on  the  Lord's 
day.  At  the  table  opposite  me,  sat  a 
brother  in  Christ,  who  excited  much  in- 
terest—a converted  Cherokee  from  the 
Brainard  mission-house,  or  one  of  its  de- 
pendencies. He  is  called  John  Arch.  He 
was  serious  and  solemn  in  hb  deportment, 
and  professed  to  ei^oy  mneh  comfort 
from  beinfi  with  os.  On  Monday  moraine 


our  Missionary  Society  met  Some  indi* 
vidnals  had  by  their  contributions  made 
Mr.  Arch  a  member  for  life  of  the  Society. 
The  Vice-Prerident  announced  this  to  tho 
congregation,  and  introducing  the  child 
of  the  forest,  invited  him  to  take  hb  seat 
with  us  as  a  member.  Mr.  Archtbea 
rose  up,  and  in  a  very  feeling,  impressive  ^ 
manner,  made  the  following  Httle  speech : 

« *  My  dtar  Brothers— -I  thank  you  for 
your  kindness  to  me.  I  hope  that  God 
will  reward  and  bless  yon;  and  what  b 
more,  that  he  will  make  yon  a  blessing 
to  my  brethren  of  my  natfon.  I  add  no 
more.* 

«  The  effect  was  to  fill  onr  hearts  with 
the  liveliest  emotions  of  gratitade  to  God 
for  the  wonder  our  eyes  beheld.  There 
was  scarce  a  dry  eye  among  all  who 
beard  him.  A  subscription  was  opened 
that  morning  to  constitute  him  a  member 
for  life  of  the  United  Foreign  BUssionary 
Society,  and  was  nearly  filled  op  la  « 
short  time."

TflE  American  Board  of  Gommisaionera  for  Foreign  MiasioDS,  founje^  in 
September,  1809,  baa  at  prewnt  three  stations  at  Bombat  and  its  vicinity,  two 
in  Getloic,  one  at  the  Sandwich  Islands,  and  seven  jot  eigki  among  our 
SoutheiTi  Indians.  At  these  stations,  they  have  in  their  employment  nearly  one 
hundred  persons,  of  both  sexes,  including  Missionaries,  Gdtecfaists,  Phy8i« 
oans,  Agriculturalists,  and  Mechanics.

which  issued  in  the  formation  of  this 
Board.  It  was  in  the  days  of  that  mighty 
and  dreadful  conflict,  which  shoolL  the 
pHhirs  of  the  world,  and  filled  all  hearU 
with  dismay  and  all  minds  withperfilexity. 
Our  vessels  were  not  permitted  to  go  from 
our  ports,  and  no  way  was  open  (o  any 
part  of  the  Pagan  world.  All  was  gloomy 
Buspeose,  and  the  prospect  seemed  to  be 
growing  still  darker,  when,  on  a  sudden, 
intelligence  was  communicated  of  a  ves- 
sel prtparingi  under  special  permission, 
to  sail  for  Calcutta.  It  was  on  the  27th 
of  January,  1812,  that  the  Prudential 
CommKtee  met  at  Newburyport,  to  coo- 
alder  and  act  upon  the  question  of  send- 
ing the  missionaries ;  and  the  Harmony 
was  appointed  to  sail  from  Philadelphia 
OB  the  10th  of  February.  The  missiona- 
ries had  not  been  ordained  ;  their  outfit* 
veia  not  ready,  and  very  little  money 
bad  y^i  come  into  the  treasury.  It  was 
an  hour  of  intensely  serious  deIil»eration. 
It  seemed  to  be  the  will  of  Him,  whos^ 
servants  they  were,  that  the  missionaries 
ahottid  be  sent ;  and,  wHh  reliance  on  his 
aid,  the  decision  was  taken  to  send  them- 
it  waf  not  a  vain  reliance.  The  necessa- 
ry arrangements  were  made ;  the  requi. 
sita  means  were  supplied  ;  and,  by  (be 
whole  scene  of  the  preparation  and  de- 
IMirtture  of  this  first  American  mission,  an 
impulse  was  given  to  the  missionary  spi- 
rit, to  which,  under  Providence,  are  in  no 
•mall  measure  to  be  attributed  its  subse- 
quent diffusion,  activity,  and  productive- 
ness. 

The  destination  of  the  mission  was  not 
filed ;  but,  with  such  instructions  to  the 
missionaries,  as  were  deemed  proper, 
was  referred  to  the  determination  of 
Providence.  Providence,  ever  wise  and 
good,  enveloped  itself  for  not  a  short  sea- 
ton  in  darkness;  and  put  the  faith  and 
patience  of  the  missionaries,  and  their 
patrons  and  friends,  to  severe  trial ;  and 
it  was  not  nntii  the  former  part  of  the  year 
1814,  about  two  years  from  leaving  this 
country,  that,  after  repeated  repulses  and 


various  adversitias,  the  misMoii  was  qaU 
ally  settled  at  Bombay. 

Many.-months  before  this  time,  Messrs. 
Judson  and  Biee  had  separated  them- 
selves from  the  mission  ;  and  Mrs.  New- 
ell had  been  taken  from  it, — that  every 
where  she  mi^ht  plead  for  the  cause  with 
irresistible  eloquence.  And  about  a  year 
and  a  half  af^er,  Mr.  Nott,  enfeebled  by 
disease,  came  to  the  determination  to  re* 
turn  with  his  wife  to  his  native  land. 

Only  Mr.  Hall  and  Mr.  Newell  now  re- 
mained:— and  this  was  only  five  years 
ago.  "  In  point  of  numbers/'  said  they 
in  a  letter  at  the  time,  <*  we  two  mis-  * 
sionaries  are  to  the  people  of  Bombay — 
to  say  nothing  of  the  millions  in  sight  of 
Bombay — what  two  ministers  would  be 
to  the  whole  population  of  Connecticut, 
were  the  people  of  that  state  all  heathens, 
and  the  two  ministers  far  removed  from 
all  ministerial  intercourse  and  Christian 
counsel."  Not  only  were  they  the  only 
missionaries  then  at  Bombay,  or  on  all 
the  hither  side  of  India,  but,s(k  far  as  ap- 
pears, Boman  Catholics  excepted,  they 
were  the  first  ministers  of  Christ,  who 
had  ever  preached  the  Gospel  in  the  na- 
tive language  of  Bombay,  and  the  esten- 
sive  provinces  adjacent,  containing  a 
more  numerous  popi^ationtlMa  the  whole 
United  States. 

In  the  knowledge  and  use  of  this  strange 
and  difficult  language,  the  two  mission- 
aries, at  the  time  now  referred  to,  had 
but  just  atuioed  to  such  proficiency,  as 
to  begin  to  speak  and  preach  in  it  to  the 
people.  Of  ooorse,  they  ware  but  just 
prepared  to  commence  their  system  of 
operations ;  having  as  yet  no  permanent 
school,  no  printing  press,  no  Bibles  or 
tracts  for  distribution. 

In  the  Beport,  made  at  our  last  annl- 
versar}',  the  narrative  of  this  mission  was 
brought  down  to  the  latter  part  of  the 
preceding  May.  Tour  Committee  regret 
to  state,  that  they  are  now  able  to  bring 
it  down  only  to  the  fore  part  of  January, 
about  seven  months  later,  and  for  this  the 
materials  are  comparatively  scanty. 

While  our  merchants  were  trading  at 
Bombay,  communications  from  the  dms- 
sionaries  were  frequent  and  coplovis;  but 
since  that  trade  has  ceased,  no  convey- 
ance is  afforded;  but  what  is  carcoltoys 
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and  precftrioiis,  ttid  (he  coBumuiicttieiif 
are  Infrequeiit. 

The  entire  period,  then,  of  the  active 
operations  of  the  Bombay  mission,  new 
under  general  review,  it  only  a  period  of 
about  foor  yean  and  a  half;  vis.  from  the 
sammer  of  181S,  when  Mr«  Nott  left  the 
missisoDyand  the  two  who  n  mained  were 
jast  prepared  to  begin  to  act,  to  the  be- 
ginnii^  of  1820. 

Of  the  state  and  progress,  the  plans  and 
operations  of  this  mission,  ample  slate- 
menu  and  details  have  been  given  in  pre- 
eedSog  reports.  For  the  preient  occasion 
only  a  succinct  recapitulation  is  design, 
ed. 

At  the  very  time  that  Mr.  Nott  was  em- 
barking at  Bombay,  for  hit  return,  Mr. 
Bardwell,  whh  four  of  his  brethren,  who 
were  intended  for  Ceylon,  was  ordained 
for  the  mission ;  and  he  arrived  at  Bom- 
bay on  the  Ist  November,  1816.  About 
•ixteen  months  after,  vis.  on  the  23d  of 
February,  1818,  Mr.  Nichols  and  Mr. 
Graves,  with  their  wives,  and  Miss  Phi- 
lomela Thurston,  now  Mrs.  Newell,  ar- 
rired.  Thus  strengthened,  the  mission, 
so  far  as  is  known  to  your  committee,  has 
since  continued  without  diminutioo,  con- 
sisting of  five  missionaries  with  their 
wives-;  holding  its  primary  seat  in  the 
great  native  town  of  Bombay,  and 
occupying  a  station  at  Mahim,  distant 
about  six  miles  on  the  northern  part  of 
the  aame  island,  and  another  distant 
about  26  miles,  at  Tannah,  on  the  bland 
of  Salsette,  of  which  it  is  the  chief 
town. 

PitadUngihe  Goipd, 
as  they  have  opportunity,  to  the  untold 
multitudes  around  them,  of  whose  cor- 
ruption, darkness,  and  wretchedness,  no 
adequate  conception  can  be  formed  in 
thb  land,  is  a  principal  and  daily  work 
of  the  missionaries.  In  the  prosecution 
of  it,  they  not  only  visit  the  temples  and 
places  of  resort  in  the  city,  but  make 
circuits  of  less  or  greater  extent,  upon 
the  islands,  and  in  the  provinces  of  the 
continent  lu  the  course  of  a  year,  many 
thousands  thus  bear  from  them  some- 
thing concerning  the  true  God  and  £ter- 
nal  Life. 

**  Our  dailv  custom,*'  they  tay  in  their 
latest  joint  letter,  dated  in  January-— 
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**  our  daily  custom  of  addresaing  the 
people,  wherever  we  find  them,  we  con- 
sider our  most  important  business.  Ja 
this  branch  of  our  labour,  we  find  some 
of  our  highest  pleasures,  as  well  as  our 
chief  trials. 

The  brethren' in  Bombay  have  hired  a 
large  room  for  a  achool,  and  have  made 
some  use  of  it  for  the  stated  iastructloa 
of  the  people  on  the  Sabbath.  Attend- 
ance at  present  is  rather  eocouraging ; 
and  those,  who  assemble,  are  in  general 
as  siient  and  attentive  as  could  be  expect- 
ed. We  would  hope,  that  the  divine 
blessing  will  enable  us  to  continue  these 
exercises,  and  will  make  ttiem  ultimately, 
profitable  to  many. 

**  Daring  the  past  seven  months,  we 
have  taken  the  following  tour  for  the  pro- 
motion of  our  object.  Brother  Hall  vi- 
sited Panwell  and  the  vicinity,  acroa  on 
the  coast  Brother  Bardwell  went  to 
Banoote,  and  several  adjacent  towns, 
with  some  others  nearer  Bombay.  Bre- 
thren Nichols  and  Graves  went  north- 
ward to  Cultian  and  Bhewndy,  with  seve- 
ral small  places  between  them  and  Bas- 
soon, in  all  the  towns  we  distributed 
OMUiy  copies  of  the  tracts  and  portions  of 
Scripture,  which  wehuve  printed.  AU 
these  tours  were  very  pleasant  and  re- 
freshing to  us  But  we  were  called  to 
mourn  over  many  thousands  living  ia 
spiritual  darkness  and  death ;  while  wa 
could  only  give  to  some  of  them  a  hasty 
outline  of  the  way  of  salvation.  There 
are  several  important  towns,  where,  if  a 
missionary  were  permitted  to  settle,  ho 
might  enjoy  a  more  promising  station  thaa 
some  of  us  now  occupy.  We  would  hopa 
soon  to  welcome  brethren,  whe  will 
supply  at  leart  some  of  these  places." 

Of  their  tours  for  preaching  some  idea 
may  be  formed  from  the  following  ex- 
tracts. 

In  the  journal  of  hb  tour  to  Panwell 
Mr.  Hall  says: 

«  About  7  o'clock  in  the  morning,  De- 
oember  14,  we  landed  at  Panwell,  which 
b  about  12  or  15  miles  east  of  Bombay. 

«  16.  I  went  out  among  the  peopM 
three  times,  which  occupied  nearly  the 
whole  of  the  day.  1  found  opportunities 
forcommuoicatiiie  religious  instruction  to 
a  very  considerable  number  of  people.  In 
some  places,  1  spoke  to  30,  40,  60,  or 
60  in  one  company,  in  another  placa^ 
there  were  no  more  than  three  or  four.  I 
distributed  a  few  books  during  the  day. 
At  first,  when  the  people  were  told  1  bad 
religious  books  to  givty  they  could  not 
believe  it  *,  but  seemed  deterred  from  re- 
oeiviag  them,  through  fear  they  should 
have  to  pay  for  them  sooner  or  latoi. 
The  idea  of  a  gratuitous  dbtribatioiL[^ 
of  books  among  Uiero,  wa«  what  thef 
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f9ohMy  nevdf  before  h#ifd,  orthooght 
of.  But  irhen  they  were  convinced,  tbat 
nothinff  would  ever  be  received  of  tbem 
forthebookA,  and  that  they  i^ere  religious 
books,  they  geemed  to  be  io  no  fenr  of  re^ 
ceiving  tbem.  And  the  faet  of  their  be- 
ing rdigioui  bodks,  wits  mentknied 
among  tnemselves  more  than  once,  in  my 
bearing,  its  a  reason  why  they  should  be 
fftcet^e'd.  I  sootf  perceived,  however, 
tbat  only  a.sman  part  of  the  people  could 
r^ad,  fii)d  that  1  was  not  likely  to  dispose 
of  a  large  nuofber  of  tK>oks,  unless  1  were 
In  effect  to  thrb^  them  away. 

*'  The  first  person,  who  asked  me  for 
books,  was  a  Jew  of  res|»ectable  appear- 
ance. I  gave  him  Genesis  and  John, 
bound  together,  and  a  tract.  Of  this  man 
I  learned  something  of  the  state  of  the 
Jews  in  this  place. 

« 1  reached  the  fuilhef  village,  called 
by  the  natives  Tukkeer,  between  eleven 
and  twelve  o'clock.  It  was  an  hoar  of 
tb0  day,  in  which  many  of  the  people 
were  engaged  in  their  respective  labours, 
and  therefore  less  favourable  for  their  as- 
8enrt>liBg  to  hear  me.  I  walked  through 
the  village,  and  saw  no  convenient  op- 
portunity for  commencing  my  labours. 
After  walking  about  until  I  began  to  be 
weary  nnd  almost  discouraged,-  I  turned 
aside  to  a  border  of  the  village,  where  a 
fbw  boys  Were  at  play,  and  a  few  adults 
standing  tiear  them  under  the  grateful 
shade  of  a  large  tamarind  tree.  I  came 
to  them,  and  asked  them  if  they  would 
listen  to  what  I  had  to  communicate  to 
tbem.  They  readilv  complied  and  I 
took  my  seat  and  clesired  them  to  sit 
down  around  me,-  and  also  to  invite  the 
Other  villagers,  who  were  disengaged,  to 
eome  and  heaf.  About  thirty  persons 
were  soon  assembled,  and  to  tlicm  I  rend 
lind  discoursed  on  the  great  things  of  the 
Gospel,  for  about  an  hotir.  They  seem- 
ed very  attentive  ;  no  one  contradicted; 
and  I  thought  their  appearance  manifest- 
ad,  tbat  their  consciences  testified  to  the 
truth  of  God's  word  which  they  heard. 
I  gave  tiooks  to  a  few  among  them,  wlio 
•ould  read,  and  they  wore  received  with 
apparent  gratitude. 

'«  A  little  detached  from  the  town,  and 
In  the  n»ar  of  a  large  Hindoo  temple,  was 
i  little  hamlet  containing  about  15  huts. 
Hearing  the  sound  of  music  among  these 
[)oor  cottager,  1  bent  my  course  thither^ 
knd  found  nearly  the  whole  villiige,  men, 
women,  ttnd  children,  60  or  70  in  all, 
Assembled  in  one  houses  stowed  together 
as  thick  as  possible,  and  engaged  in  their 
beremonies.  The  occasion  wes  this, 
A  woman  was  ill  of  a  fever,  tliough  to 
appearante  she  was  bv  no  means  severely 
HI.  Her  poor  heatnen  neighboars,  in 
their  sympathy  and  compassion,  were 
assembled  to  relieve  the  sick  woman 
from  her  illness  by  their  incantations  and 
nameless  eitravagancies.    The  woman 


was  seated  neariy  in  the  midte  of  the 
assembly.  Before  her,  some  white  Bwito 
were  fancifully  (irawn  upon  the  groos^ 
(the  common  flooring  of  their  poor 
houses,)  flowers,  parched  rice,  lie.  vnr^ 
scattered  about,  and  bioense  was  burning. 
A  number  of  the  people,  men  and  womcD 
nearest  to.  the  sick  person,  were  writhing 
«n^  forcing  themsefves  into  the  most 
wild,  unnatural  and  painful  attitndeir 
sometimes  bh»wlng  asbtfs  into  each  otber^a 
faces,  beating  themselves,  and  striking 
their  foreheads  violently  on  the  grooiid. 
The  design  of  the  whole  seemed  to  be  ^ 
move  their  rod,  from  a  view  of  what  they 
were  votuntarify  suffering,  to  extend  ro«. 
lief  to  the  sick  person ;  and  thisseease^ 
to  be  accompanied  by  a  kind  of  chal- 
lenge, that  if  theur  gocf  would  not  nant 
their  request,  thev  would  torture  tneo- 
selves  to  death.  For  now  and  tlien  f bey 
would  exclaim  to  the'ir  god,  *'  Hear  us, 
or  we  will  die :  why  should  we  live.  If 
thou  wilt  not  hear  us  "  The  noise  of  se- 
veral drum.-i,  beating  at  the  same  time  in 
the  house,  made  it  a  scene  of  much  con- 
fusion, which  is  generally  the  case,  when 
any  ceremonies  of  idolatry  are  perfona- 
ed.  The  scene  excited  in  -my  mind  an 
unusual  degree  of  tenderness  and  pily 
for  these  miy  deluded  fellow  mortals,  and 
I  resolved  that,  before  1  left  thson,  f 
would  instruct  their  minds  in  the  know- 
ledge of  the  true  God.  After  waiting 
awhile,  they,  in  a  great  measure,  iater- 
mitfed  their  devotions,  and  I  addreasetf 
myself  to  tbem^  and  desired,  that  they 
would  hear  what  1  had  to  any.  They 
very  readily  cooiplied,  and  soon  all  were 
St 'ill  in  the  house.  I  asked  tbem,  why 
they  thus  tortured  tbemseltes !  Should 
your  child,  sa'id  I,  come  and  ask  any 
thing  of  you  when  it  stood  in  need, 
would  any  one,  who  is  a  parent,  be  fileas- 
ed  to  see  his  child  put  itself  in  pain  and 
tinguish,  in  order  to  indfuce  the  parent  to 


give  the  thing  requested  f  '<  r*io,  no,'*  wi 
the  reply  from  several  of  the  eompta 
I  told  them,  that  God  was  their  kind  and 


tender  parent ;  that  be  did  not  take  |)lea- 
stire  in  seeing  any  uf  his  creattlres  mllict 
pnin  upon  themselves ;  and  that  he  was 
able  Hnd  ready  to  hear  and  grant  the 

f>rayers  of  all,  who  come  unto  bim  honn 
lie  and  penitent.  1  enlarged  upon  the 
cjharacter  of  God  ;  endeavoured  to  con- 
vince them  of  tlieir  great  sin  in  rejecting 
him,  nnd  worshit>ping  idols  and  beastly 

J|nd  men  ;  nnd  told  them,  how  their  of- 
ended  Maker  would  be  reconciled  to 
them  through  his  crucified  Son,  if  they 
would  repent  j  believe,  forsake  their  idol^ 
and  obey  the  troth. 

«*  They  were  very  attentive,  nnd  some 
of  them  were  somewhat  aifected  with 
what  they  heard.  One  called  alOnd  and 
said»  iwfu  a  God;  from  which  I  took 
occasion  to  reprove  heri  and  to  speak  (or- 
ther  to  them  on  the  character  of  the  tree 
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God)  wbom  «}<Mie  tbej  must  wonhipi  if 
theywoald  escape  everlasting  woe  and 
obtain  eternal  oafypinesa.  Some  said, 
**  Let  OS  lay  aside  our  ceremonies ;"  and 
I  have  reason  to  think  they  did  so  I  ex- 
borled  them  to  think,  from  day  to  day, 
of  what  I  had  told  them ;  for  it  was  God's 
message  of  love  and  mercy  to  them. 
They  said  ihey  would.  I  then  left  them 
hiehlv  mtefol  for  the  attentive  hearing 
wbicn  they  gave  God's  word. 

It  was  about  midday,  when  I  hastened 
towards  tbe  village  of  Tamboor*  which 
lies  on  tbe  road  to  Cullian,  and  b  a*oat 
Ibrre  miles  distant  from  Panwell.  On  my 
way  I  fell  in  with  two  travellers ;  one  an 
inhabitant  of  Cullian,  to  whom  I  cave 
tracts,  and  who  promised  to  have  tnem 
read  in  the  circle  of  Lis  relations  and 
Iriends.  To  both  of  my  fellow  travellers, 
I  endeavored  to  point  out  tbe  only  way 
to  heaven. 

When  I  reached  the  village  of  Tarn* 
boor,  I  in<{uired  for  the  Pattell,  that  is,  the 
bead  man  of  the  village.  Being  directed 
to  him,  he  received  me  in  a  very  friendly 
■lanner ;  and)  on  my  proposing  it,  most 
of  the  people,  who  were  disengaged, 
amonnttng  to  about  60)  were  almost  im' 
vudiatdy  assembled :  for  the  bouses  of 
this  little  hamlet,  though  more  than  20  in 
number,  ai«,  as  I  should  judge,  all  within 
the  limits  of  an  acre  of  ground. 

I  spent  nearly  an  hour  in   preaching 
to  this  IHtJe  assembly^    The  people  were 
▼ery  attentive.    None  contradicted  or  ob- 
jected ;  but  all  seemed  to  approve ;  and 
they  promised  to  remember  and  regard 
What  they  had  heard.    They  told  me,  that 
there  were  three  persons,  belonging  to  the 
village,  who  could  read;  but  that  they 
had  all  gone  abroad.  I  left  books  for  them, 
which  the  people  protntsed  to  havc^  read. 
It  seemed  a  matter  of  some  surprise  to 
tliese  villagers  to  see  a  wlUte  man  travel- 
ling about  on  foot,  in  the  character  of  a 
religious  teacher.     They  seemed,  how- 
ever, to  be  hisbly  gratified  with  my  visit 
to  them ;  and,  on  mv  departure,  they 
gave  me  many  compliments  and  good 
wishes,  and  insisted  on  my  acceptance 
of  one  of  their  viltaeers,  to  guide  me  in 
the  best  foot  path  to  the  next  village 
.    The  next  place  I  arrived  at  can  hntd^ 
Iv  be  called  a  village,  as  it  contained  only 
five  huts.      1  sal  down  by  the  way  side 
under  the  shade  of  a  large  tree,  and  ad- 
dressed myself,  for  a  short  time,  to  eight 
or  ten  persons.    On  taking  my  leave  of 
this  little  audience,  I  was  again,  in  tbe 
same  friendly  manner  as  before,  furnish- 
ed with  a  guide  to  the  next  village,  called 
Adda.    There  1  called  on  the  Pattell  as  at 
Tamboor,  was   received  in   the   same 
friendly  manner,  and  within  a  few  mi- 
notes  after  I  reaebed  the  place,  1  was 
seated  in  the  midst  of  not  less  than  70 
Hindoos.    I  discoursed  to  them   about 


three  quarters  of  aft  boor.  They  were 
very  attentive  ;  and  their  whole  appear* 
ance  was  very  interesting  and  encourage 
ing  tomy  feelings.  At  the  conclusion  of 
my  discourse,  I  addressed  them,  as!  bad 
previously  addressed  several  other  like 
assemblies,  nearly  in  these  terms  ;  *■*  My 
friends,  I  have  come  to  you  in  tbe  name 
of  Giod  your  Maker.  1  have  come  with 
a  messaee  from  Him  to  you.  1  inive  de- 
livered bis  uiessa^e  to  vou.  Tou  have 
beard  it.  tt  is  hu  word,  and  not  mine. 
1  never  sa<v  you  before,  and  1  know  not 
that  i  shall  eVer  see  you  again  until  the 
day  of  judgment  Such  a  dav  is  coming, 
when  the  one  only  true  God  will  assem* 
ble  all  men  before  him,  and  Judge  and 
reward  all  men  according  to  their  works. 
Then  I  most  give  an  account  to  God  oC 
the  manner  lu  which  1  have  this  dav  de- 
livered his  holy  message  to  you,  and  yoil 
also  must  give  an  account  to  God  of  the 
manner  in  which  you  have  received,  and 
shall  have  treated  hb  gracious  message  of 
saving  love-  He  is  now  looking  into  our 
hearts,  observes  all  our  actions,  and 
knows  all  things.  O  prepare  for  that  aw- 
ful day.  Fear  and  worsnip  and  serve  f  bo 
true  God,  your  Maker,  and  your  Judge. 
Repent  and  forsake  your  sins.  Believer 
in  Jesus  Christ,  obey  his  Gos|)el.  No 
more  worship  your  vain  idols,  which  ere 
an  abomination  to  God.  Let  this  sink 
into  your  hearts.  Regard  it,  Und  it  sure- 
ly shall  be  well  with  you  in  life— well 
with  you  in  deatb-^well  With  you  in  Judg- 
ment— well  with  you  in  eternity." 

The  idea  of  being  called  to  judgment 
seemed  considerably  to  affect  them.  Se- 
veral spoke  out  aloud,  <'  We  will  no  more 
worship  idols,  we  will  worship  only  the 
one  true  God,  as  you  have  told  us."  They 
askid  when  1  should  come  to  them 
again,  and  expressed  many  strong  wishes 
that  I  should  soon  make  them  another 
visit.  1  was  (old,  that  not  one  person  be^ 
longing  to  the  village  rouid  read.  Thero 
was  present  a  young  man  from  PanMell^ 
who  acted  in  tbe  capacity  of  a  writer  in 
the  village,  who  could  read.  1  gave  him 
books,  which  be  nromised  to  read  to  the 
people.  This  village,  like  each  of  the 
others  which  I  visited  to-day.  did  not,  as 
I  was  iuformpd,  contain  a  single  brem« 
hun.  Wherever  we  iiud  the  people  re- 
moved from  tbe  brarobuns,  they  seenr 
more  accessible  and  more  attentive,  and 
the  prospect  of  winning  souls  to  Christ 
seems  tbe  greatest. 

Leaving  the  village  of  Adda,  I  re* 
turned  to  Panwell,  having  made  a  cir- 
cuit, as  neariy  as  I  could  judge,  of  seven 
or  eight  miles,  the  greater  part  of  which 
was  performed  m  the  hottest  hours  of  the 
day.  I  was  extremely  fatigued;  but 
know  oot  that  1  ever  spent  a  day  more 
agreeably  to  my  feelings  and  wishes," 
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The  nest  are  ptteages  from  the  Journal 
of  Mr.  Nicbob  at  Tannab. 

September  20.  1819^Brotber  Graves 
and  myself  bare  determined  on  a  tour  of 
10  or  12  dav9|  Providence  permitting) 
tboQgh  It  will  be  attended  with  much 
latigoe  and  danger,  on  account  of  the 


80.  Have  iutt  retorned  from  our  tour. 
Went  to  Culliau  by  water  and  passed  an 
uncomfortable  night  on  board  the  boat. 
Visited  the  School  and  found  n^anr^bings 
in  it  to  correct  Brother  Q.  addressed^ 
many  people,  and  encountered  one  angry 
bramhun.  Wo  tarried  two  davs  there. 
Went  to  Bhewndv  seven  miles  from  Cul- 
liani  where  we  distributed  many  books, 
and  our  whole  stock  was  soon  nearly  ex" 
hausted.  None,  that  we  know  of,  had 
been  distributed  in  the  place  before.  A 
detachment  of  the  native  army  under  Eu- 
lopean  oifioers  were  cantoned  there.  We 
were  treated  with  much  attention  by  the 
officers  It  is  impossible  for  one,  who 
has  always  lived  in  our  free  country,  to 
conceive  with  what  strictness  all  white 
people  are  here  noticed  by  the  police  and 
the  army.  We  cannot  set  our  loot  on  tbe 
continent  without  a  formal  passport 

Left  Bhewndy  on  the  24(h  and  proceed- 
ed about  3  miles  to  a  village  on  our  way 
to  Basseen.  After  addres«ing  the  villagers, 
we  retired  to  rest  in  an  open  vtranda. 
The  Hindoos  have  neither  chairs,  tables 
nor  beds.  Of  course,  whoever  travels 
among  them  must  sit  on  the  nround,  eat 
on  the  ground,  and  sleep  on  tne  ground. 
Oar  Jouraevin£  from  village  to  village 
was  through  deep  mud,  long  grass,  and 
water  sometimes  up  to  the  middle.  To 
wear  shoes  and  stockings  was  out  of  tbe 
question,  though  Aur  feet  suffered  much 
from  the  stones  and  gravel.  With  bare 
feet  we  travelled  over  a  ragion  inhabited 
by  tygers,  and  were  in  continual  daneer 
from  serpents  which  might  be  concealed 
in  tbe  long  grass.  On  the  evening  of  the 
26th  we  arrived  at  a  village,  where  we 
spent  a  Sabbath  of  rest.  Sabbath  even- 
ing,  before  we  had  retired  to  rest,  while 
reclining  on  a  mat  in  an  open  venmdaj  I 
was  roused  by  a  serpent  crawKng  over  my 
feet,  and,  before  I  could  speak,  it  was  un- 
der the  feet  of  brother  G.  Through  mer- 
cy we  were  not  bitten.  The  serpent  was 
kiHed  before  tbe  door.  We  doubt  not 
that  it  was  poisonous,  though  not  of  the 
most  venemous  kind-  There  is  a  species 
of  serpent,  verv  common  here,  whose 
bite  causes  death  in  five  or  ten  minutes, 
and  for  which  the  natives  know  of  no  re- 
medy. Just  as  we  had  crossed  the  river 
at  CuUian,  we  came  near  treading  on  a 
homed  viper.    From  tbe  above  mention- 


ed place,  we  embarked  in  a  laif  e  canoe 
for  Basseen,  finding  it  so  exeeemngly  un- 
comfortalile  to  proceed  farther  by  land. 


for  Basseen,  finding  it  so  exceedingly  un- 
comfortalile  to  proceed  farther  by  land. 
Arrived  at  Basaeen  after  a  tedious  day  on 


the  water.  We  ate  much  aiiMM  with 
the  divine  goodness,  which  has  preaerved 
us  so  well,  when  so  much  exposed. 

We  were  both  delighted  with  tbe  fine 
order  in  which  we  found  tbe  school  at 
Basseen.  There  b  a  greater  number  of 
expert  readen  and  writers  in  this  school 
than  in  any  one  which  I  have  seen  in  ib^a 
country.  I'he  days  which  we  spent  at 
this  place  being  holidays,  the  people  gave 
little  attention  to  the  gospel.  However, 
brother  G.  addressed  two  or  three  lai^ 
companies.  We  gave  away  the  remain- 
der of  our  books 

The  institutions  of  idolatry  are  vei^ 
flourishing  at  this  place.  Satan  has  laueh- 
ed  to  seom  that  kind  of  Christianity  whioli 
was  set  up  with  so  much  pomp  by  the 
Portuguese,  and  fortified  his  own  king* 
dom  with  double  strength.  Returning  to 
Tannab,  in  a  boac  with  several  passengers, 
brother  G.  spoke  largely  on  the  G^iel 
plan  of  salvation ;  but  the  whole  or  it 
watdeelak^tobe  a  hard  sayingi  whick 
Hindoos  never  could  nor  would  hear. 

On  the  whole,  our  tour  has  been  inte« 
retting,  but  hasardous.  Many  have  beard 
what  they  never  heard  before,  Imt  God 
alone  can  make  his  own  word  effectoal. 
During  our  absence,  divine  goodness  baa 
been.nchlv  extended  to  our  dear  compa- 
nions, and  our  little  ones,  as  well  as  to 
ourselves. 

A  brief  passage  or  two,  from  the  Jour* 
nat  of  Mr.  Graves  at  Mahim,  will  cIos# 
these  extracts. 

July  21,  1819.— To-day  I  commenced 
conversation  in  tbe  following  manner. 
**  You  expect  to  go  to  happiness  when  you 
die,  do  you  not  ?  Then  how  i  What  will 
you  do  (o  muke  it  sure  4o  yourself  ?  "  I 
will  worship,'*  was  the  reply,  **  and  noi 
lie  nor  steal."  But  are  you  certain,  that 
vou  must  forsake  all  sin,  in  order  to  go  to 
happiness  ^  Yes,  otherwise  I  shall  go  to 
misery."  But  if  it  be  necessary  to  for- 
sake sin,  then  it  is  necessary  to  disapprove 
of  those  who  commit  it,  is  it  not  ?  "  Yea* 
to  bo  sure."  There  can  be  no  doubt  of 
this  '  No,  said  he.  Hear  me  then.  Tbe 
whole  account  of  your  gods,  is  an  ac- 
count of  quarrels,  adulteries,  falsehood, 
thefts,  and  murder  committed  by  them, 
and  this  according  to  your  own  sacred 
books.  Therefore,  if  in  order  to  get  to 
Heaven,  you  must  not  approve  of  those 
who  commit  sin,  you  must  not  approve 
of  your  idols ;  and  if  not  approve  of 
thi^m,  you  mnsl  not  worship  them.  In 
other  words,  you  must  forsake  them,  and 
so  forsake  your  whole  system  of  religion. 
Remember  this  is  your  own  conviction 
and  confession.  You  know,  then,  that 
you  must  seek  some  new  relifmn  ^  the 
true  one,  and  practise  it,  or  yon  nunt  b^ 
miserable  afier  death.  Now,  in  no  reli* 
glon  Is  there  any  Savionr  from  sin,  but  in 
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tb«  rettekm  of  Jesus  Cbiifl.  He  has 
given  i&falllble  proofs  of  hk  owo  hotiness 
and  bis  atlacbment  to  holiness,  and  of  bis 
ability  (o  save  to  tbe  uUermost.  To  him 
the  heavens  and  ^artb,  the  sea,  and  Rfe 
and  death,  and  infernal  gods,  have  been 
made  to  give  witness.  And  God  himself 
will  now  give  vou  witness  concerning 
him)  If  you  will  only  take  a  proper 
coune  to  receive  it  Now  what  God 
does  Is  sure.  He  is  before  all,  above  alt, 
wiser  than  all,  stronger  than  all,  and  that 
to  an  infinite  degree,  and  perfectiv  holy. 
Bat  If  one  of  your  gods  could  possibly  get 
you  into  heaven,  another,  bis  enemy, 
would  be  likely  to  cast  you  thence  into 
hell.  Therefore,  hear  the  voice  of  the  true 
God.    Look  to  Jesus,  and  be  saved.*' 

1  parsuad  a  similar  course  in  several 
other  places,  aad  was  generally  favoured 
with  a  good  attention. 

^ug.  2. — In  an  obscure  place,  which  I 
had  not  before  particularly  noticed,  I 
began  a  conversation  with  a  few,  when 
others  gradually  eame  together  to  the 
Dumber  of50  or 60.  This  was,  I  believe, 
the  greatest  number  that  ever  collected 
in  Mahim  to  hear  me.  Probably  they 
were  l>rought  together  only  by  curiosity, 
but  tfaev'  heard  verv  silently  and  remained 
eo  while  I  attended  prayer  with  them. 
I  thought,  O  could  such  a  gentle  season 
be  allotted  to  me  every  day,  how  plea- 
santly would  my  time  pass.  I  should 
then  expect  success.  But  God  seeth  not 
like  man. 

18.  Saw  a  large  offering  of  cooked  food 
with  fresh  vegetables  and  fruit  cast  down 
by  a  little  pool,  as  means  of  propitiating 
evil  snirits.  It  was  there  lelX  to  be  de- 
voured by  asses  and  crows,  the  vessel 
which  contained  it  being  dashed  in  pieces. 
Sept.  3.  Seeing  a  child  ornamented 
with  flowers,  as  if  presented  to  it  iii  offer- 
ing, I  inquired  the  reason  of  several  per- 
.80ns  standing  by.  They  said  it  was  ehil- 
drea's  play.  I  then  drew  a  comparison 
betwreen  it  and  tbe  idolatry  of  the  people : 
then  gave  them  some  account  of  the  true 
Ckxl  snd  his  way  of  salvation  from  eternal 
misery.  From  their  conversation  amooz 
(hemsehres  after  this,  1  could  not  avoid 
thinking  that  their  understandinp  were 
in  a  good  measure  iwnvinced.  Yet  for 
their  lives  they  woural  hardly  renounce 
their  idols. 

4.  Convened  with  several  persons,  who 
nanUetted  extreme  thougntJessness  in 
▼lew  of  eternal  realities.  Surely  every 
thing  we  have  done,  or  can  do,  seemi 
like  throwing  straws  to  turn  the  current 
of  the  ocean.  He  only,  who  stilletb  the 
ragings  of  the  sea,  ean  arrest  the  over- 
whelming ravaces  of  sin. 

Sabbath,  6.  Met  with  several  Jews.  Had 
much  conversation  with  them  respecting 
tile  time  of  the  Messiah's  coming,  and 
tbe  elaime  of  Jeeas  to  tbe  Messiabsfaip. 
Tbey  were  neither  prepared  nor  inclined 
to  coutradict  my  reasoning.    The  misery 
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of  their  state  is  their  eitrtme  ignoranee 
and  carelessnesi  respecting  tbe  Messiah. 
One  of  them,  however,  said,  that  some  of 
his  people  regarded  the  late  dreadful 
earthouakes  as  betokening  the  near  ap- 
proach of  the  Messiah.  He  bad  also  in- 
quired of  a  certain  Jew,  who  infomed 
him,  that  when  the  world  ended,  then  tha 
Messiah  would  come.  I  told  them  be 
would  indeed  come,  a  second  time  ere 
long,  to  judge  tbe  world,'and  it  becaoia 
them  to  prepare  to  meet  him» 

Thifuiations. 
The  translating  of  the  Seriptnresy 
early-  engaged  tbe  attention  of  Messrs. 
Hall  and  Newell.  That  the  Scriptures  hi 
the  vernacular  language  of  the  peopla 
would  be  of  essential  importanea  to  tlia 
great  object  o.f  tbe  mission,  most  be  evi- 
dent to  every  mind.  To  the  missiona- 
ries it  was  most  palpable.  And  scarcel/ 
less  palpable  were  the  evils  of  a  liad 
translation,  in  its  effects  upon  the  minds 
of  tbe  people,  in  the  embarrassment  it 
would  occasion  to  missionaries,  and  In 
tbe  waste  and  loss  of  tone  and  money. 

"  It  would  seem,"  they  sav,  in  a  paper 
upon  the  general  subject,  of  which  men- 
tion wa»  made  in  the  Report  of  1816,— 
'*  It  would  seem  to  be  a  self^vident  prin- 
ciple, that  no  person  csm  translate  cor- 
rectly into  any  language,  which  he  does 
not  understand  as  vyell,  or  nearly  as  well| 
as  his  mother  tongue ;  and  it  seems  to  be 
no  less  evident,  that  no  person  can  un- 
derstand a  foreign  language  as  well,  or 
nearly  as  well,  as  bis  mother  tongue, 
without  residing  at  least  a  number  oi 
years  in  the  country  where  that  language 
is  vernacular,  and  conversing  babituallj 
with  all  kinds  of  people  who  speak  the 
language. 

*'  Tbe  language  of  books,  In  every 
country,  is  rather  above  the  ready  com- 
prehension of  the  common  people.  But 
m  the  east,  where  instruction  is  limited 
to  the  few,  while  the  pride  of  ieamlng 
leads  those  who  possess  it  to  affect,  in 
their  language  and  compositions,  a  style 
of  studied  superiority,  the  language  of 
books  becomes  nearly  as  unintelligible  to 
the  common  people,  as  Latin  is  to  the 
unlearned  in  Europe  and  America.  Now 
those  translators,  who  have  never  been 
in  the  countries,  where  the  languases, 
into  which  they  translate,  are  vernacular, 
must  have  acquired  their  kuowledge  of 
tlie  lan^Udgeji  priocipalhr  from  books ; 
and  their  translations,  of  course,  will  be 
in  the  book  style,  and  not  in  the  popular 
dialect.  Hence  such  traitslatioDS,  it 
would  seem,  can  be  of  little  if  any  use  to 
the  great  body  of  the  people^  for  whom 
they  are  designed.'* 
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This  ia  seosibly  said ;  and  it  mighe 
have  been  added,  lhat>  for  a  good  trans- 
latioDt  not  ooiy  b  a  len^bened  residence 
among  the  people  necessary,  and  a  free 
intercourse  with  them,  but  also  the  prac- 
tice of  preaching  to  tbem,  expounding 
to  tbem  the  Scriptures,  and  conversing 
with  them  familiarly  on  divine  subjects. 
And  it  has  become  a  well  known  fact, 
that  some  of  the  translations  of  tbe  pre- 
lent  age,  hastily  made  without  these  ad- 
vantages, have  proved  unintelligible  and 
useless  to  tbe  people,  for  whose  benefit 
they  were  intended. 

Under  these  impressiens,  in  a  letter 
which  accompanied  the  paper  just  cited, 
the  missionaries  say  : 

**  We  consider  it  our  duty,  if  God 
should  spare  our  lives  long  enough,  to 
attempt  a  translation  of  the  Bible  in  the 
Mahratta  languaze,  which  b  vernacular 
here,  and  is  spoken  by  many  millions  of 
people  on  this  side  of  India.  And  if  we, 
>vith  the  aid  of  otbers,  who,  we  hope,  will 
shortly  come  to  our  assistance,  are  ena- 
bled, in  the  course  of  our  lives,  to  make  a 
good  translation  of  the  sacred  volume,  in- 
to this  one  language,  in  addition  to 
preaching  the  Gospel  daily  to  tbe  beathen> 
(which  we  consider  tbe  principal  bii^ness 
of  a  missionary,)  we  shall  think  that  we 
have  not  laboured  in  vain,  nor  spent  our 
atrength  for  nought.^ 

Sqch  were  the  feelings  and  views  with 
which,  about  five  years  ago,  they  com. 
menced  the  ardaoas  and  responsible  an- 
dertaking  ;  and  in  accordance  with  them 
Is  the  manner  in  whicb>  as  your  Commit- 
Me  believe)  tbe  work  has  b«;en  prosecute 
ad. 

At  first  they  lookcafe  that  portions  of 
the  Scriptures,  which  they  had  translat- 
ed, should  be  perused  in  manuscript,  by 
learned  and  unlearned  natives  ;  and  then 
ascertained  how  these  portions  were  un- 
derstood. As  soon  as  they  got  their 
printing  press  into  operation,  they  began 
to  print  select  passages,  and  to  distribute 
tbem  among  the  people,  and  to  use  them 
in  their  schools.  In  this  practice  they 
have  ever  since  continued ;  and  the  ad- 
vantages it  must  have  afforded  them  for 
revising  and  correcting,  and  making  their 
translation  in  all  respects  what  it  ought  to 
be,  will  be  obvious  to  every  m4nd. 

More  than  a  year  ago,  they  bad  trans- 
lated the  whole  of  (he  New  Testament, 
and  a  considerable  part  of  the  Old ;  and 
♦he^  are  by  this  time  prepared  for  print- 


Jag  and  distributing  the  Scripturea  io  part, 
or  in  whole;  as  soon  and  as  fast  as  means 
for  defraying  the  expense  shall  be  afford, 
ed  to  them«  and  a  due  attention  to  tlie 
other  departments  of  their  general  work 
will  admit.  They  have  laboured  in  Ibis 
department  with  indefatigable  diligence. 

Besides  the  great  work  of  translating 
the  Scriptums,  they  have  composed,  com. 
piled,  and  translated  several  tracts  and 
school  books,  and  some  of  them  such  as 
must  have  cost  no  inconsiderable  time 
and  labour. 

Printing, 

Another  part  of  their  work,  in  which 
they  have  shown  the  same  exemplary  in- 
dustry, is  PRiKTiiro.  As  soon  almost  as 
they  entered  upon  active  operations,  they 
began  to  feel  the  want  of  a  printing  press. 
Not  only  were  they  without  Bibles,  tracts 
and  school  t»ooks,  for  the  various  pur- 
poses of  the  Mission,  but  there  were  none 
|0  he  obtained.  There  was  not  even  * 
press  with  tbe  Nagree  type,  the  proper 
character  for  the  native  language,  within 
a  thousand  miles  of  tbem  Measurea 
were  accordingly  taken  for  a  printing  es- 
tablishment. With  a  view  to  it,  Mr- 
Bardwdl  acquired  some  knowledge  of  the 
printing  business  before  he  was  sent  out ', 
and  about  tbe  time  of  hb  arrival,  a  press, 
with  a  fount  of  Nagree  types,  which  bad 
been  engaged,  was  received  from  Calcut- 
ta. No  time  was  lost  in  putting  it  into 
operation,  and  early  in  March,  1817,  they 
Bnished  the  printing  of  fifteen  hundred 
copies  of  a  Scripture  Tract  of  eight, 
pages,  executed  almost  entirely  with 
their  own  hands. 

In  their  first  attempt,  they  had  many 
and  great  difficulties  to  overcome,  but 
they  have%ince  proceeded  in  thb  pert  of 
their  woric  with  facility  and  despatch- 
At  the  dale  of  tbalr'  last  joint  comnwini- 
cation,  in  the  fora  part  of  Jaquary  last, 
they  had  printed,  besides  tbe  tract  now 
mentioned,  the  Chtpei  of  Matthew,  the 
^cls  of  the  Jipo^tte*,  and  ivoo  Tracti,  con- 
sisting chiefly  of  telect  por/tom  of  Scr^ 
ture,  all  in  large  editions ;  three  editions, 
1000  copies  each,  of  a  Tract  composed 
by  themselves,  entitled,  fht  way  to 
Htacen  ;  another  Tract  entitled  The  Com- 
passion of  Christ  towards  sinfiU  num; 
tbe  Pirsi  dumber  of  a  work,  which  they 
-have  began  I  giving  a  succinct  view  of 
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SeHpiun  Bitiory;  tfu  Book  of  Genesis  ; 
the  Gospel  of  John  ;  a  Catechism,  design- 
ed especially  for  the  use  of  schools ;  a 
Reading  Book,  also  for  the  schools  ;  An 
easy  and  expediiious  method  of  acquiring 
a  knowledge  of  the  EngUsh  Language,  de- 
signed for  the  benefit  of  those  J^atives  who 
tfisA  lo  study  EngliA  and  the  Sciences  ; 
another  School  Book ;  and  were  pre- 
paring to  print  the  £pist1e8  of  James, 
Peter,  John  and  Jade.  Besides  these 
for  the  mission,  they  had  printed  an  edi- 
tion of  the  Gospel  of  Matthew  for  the 
Bombay  Bible  Society ;  and  Chritt's  Set' 
man  on  the  Mount,'  partly  for  that  Socio* 
ty  and  partly  for  the  mission.  Tbas  much, 
amidst  all  their  other  labours,  they  had 
accomplished  with  their  press,  in  little 
more  tliaii  two  yean. 

MxHve  Schools, 

The  Education  of  Native  Children  is 
an  object,  on  which  these  missionaries 
havo  bestowed  very  earnest  and  labori- 
ous attention.  Their  first  free  school  was 
commenced  in  the  sumnter  of  1815  ;  and 
in  ovr  last  annual  Report  the  number  of 
their  schools  was  stated  to  be  twenty-five, 
and  the  total  of  pupils  was  estimated, 
from  oommaaications  which  bad  then 
been  received,  nt  neariy  a  hundred  Jew- 
ish, and  more  than  twelve  hundred 
heathen  children.  In  their  joint  letter, 
thirteen  months  ago,  the  account  is  more 
eiact,  and  the  total  number  enrolled  in 
their  schools,  as  regular  pupils,  is  given 
at  1,019.  Besides  these,  there  are  large 
numbers  of  inconstant  and  less  regular 
attendants.  What  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  number  of  the  schools,  or 
of  the  pupils,  in  thtf  last  thirteen  months, 
your  Committee  have  not  yet  the  means 
of  reporting.  In  their  last  joint  letter 
the  missionaries  say,  "  Applications  for 
new  schools  are  very  frequent.  But  their 
(unds  were  not  sufficient  to  answer  either 
the  necesdties  of  the  people,  or  their  own 
benevolent  desires.  But  the  field  is  wide 
and  the  harvest  b  most  plenteous  ;  and 
this  Board  and  the  Christian  community 
may  be  assured,  that  if  sufficient  funds 
are  afforded  to  those  faithful  and  ener- 
getic labourers,  few  as  they  are,  within 
less  than  five  years  to  come  they  will 
number  in  their  KhooU  ten  thoAaad  pu- 
pUs. 

December,  1629. 
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'<  In  all  the  schools,'*  they  lay,  "  those 
who  can  read,  are  daily  employed  in 
reading  or  eommiltiog  to  memory  some 
portion  of  the  Scriptures  or  Tracts  which 
we  have  |irtnted.'*  "  We  occasionally 
pray  in  the  schools,  and  instruct  them 
with  our  own  lips."  In  various  respects 
indeed;  their  schools  afford  them  very 
important  advantages  for  the  benevolent 
purposes  of  the  mission.  In  them  they 
have  access,  at  all  times,  to  many  young 
and  susceptible  minds,  under  circum- 
stances eminently  favourable  for  deep 
and  salutary  impressions ;  through  them, 
they  find,  also,  the  best  avenues  to  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  the  parents  and  con- 
nexions of  the  pupils ;  and  by  means  of 
them,  they  have  great  facilities,  in  their 
visiting  and  preaching  circuits,  for  dis- 
tributing the  Scriptures,  or  portions  of 
the  Scriptures,  and  their  different  Tracts, 
with  the  fairest  hope  of  their  being  at- 
tentively read. 

The  extreme  difficulty  of  obtaloing 
children  to  be  educated  in  their  families, 
was  stated  and  explained  in  the  Report 
of  the  last  year.  "  The  natives,"  (hey 
say,  «*  have  not  forgotten  the  violence 
practised  on  tliem  and  their  religion  by 
the  Portuguese ;  and  their  jealousies  are 
ever  awake.  Indeed,  it  is  matter  of 
astonishment  to  us,  that  we  have  been 
permitted  to  proceed  so  quietly  with  our 
schools  and  our  daily  instruction." 

Mr.  Hall,  however,  has  taken  into  his 
family,  and  under  his  own  special  care 
and  instruction,  two  African  children ; 
and  Mr.  Bardwell  two  Portuguese  chil- 
dren. They  were  miserable  outcasts; 
objects  of  compassion,  as  really  as  the 
Hindoo  children,  and  as  suitable  for  cha- 
ritable and  Christian  education.  And  of 
such  as  these,  many,  it  b  supposed,  might 
be  obtained. 

It  b  abo  particulariy  gratifying  to  state, 
that  atSalsette  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
Hindoo  children  for  family  instruction, 
is  found  to  be  not  so  insuperable  as  at 
Bombay.  As  soon  as  they  were  comfort- 
ably sotded,  and  tolerabfy  acquainted 
with  the  native  language,  Mr.  and  Mrt. 
Nichols  '« resolved  on  using  every  effort 
(0  esUblisk  a  school  in  their  house  "—In 
hb journal,  May  17,  IBlg^^Mr.  Nichob  [^ 
says —  ^^ 
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<<Oar  familj  school  of  Hinito  Hnd 
Jewish  boys  is  increasing ;  it  is  to  us 
m  most  interesting  charge.  They  spend 
almost  the  whole  day  with  us,  and  are 
made  apparently  iwppy  by  our  familiarity. 
We  instruct  these  dear  boys,  in  the  most 
familiar  manner,  in  the  leading  truths  of 
Christianity.  Sevend  of  I  hem  can  repeat 
the  Commandments  from  memory,  and 
alto  a  hymn.  We  have  taught  the  boys 
to  sbig  this  hymn,  and  I  doubt  not  our 
Wlov^  patrons  aad  friends  would  be 
delighted  to  bear  their  sweet  voices  ac- 
company ours,  as  a  part  of  our  morning 
eervice.  Abraham,  a  Jew,  and  Peteya, 
a  Hindoo,  on  account  of  their  even  tem- 
per and  pleasant  disposition,  have  be- 
come as  dear  to  us  as  our  own  child. 
They  were  the  first  who  came  to  us. 
Daoojee,  another  Hindoo,  and  Balajee  a 
Jew,  are  boys  of  as  fine  talents,  as  we  ever 
met  with  in  America.  Bha-oo,  another 
Hindoo  boy,  whom  we  loved  on  account 
of  hb  open  manners  and  friendly  dispo- 
aitioo,  has  t>cen  taken  from  us  by  his  un- 
cle, lest  we  should  make  him  a  Christian." 

In  a  letter,  dated  Feb.  12,  1820,  Mr. 
N.  says  further,  <*  Our  family  school  of 
Hindoo  and  black  Jewbb  boys  affords 
us  much  satisfaction.  We  have  nine  un- 
der oar  care.  We  are  endeavouring,  in 
the  tenderest  manner  possible,  to  detach 
them  from  the  idolatry  and  wickedness 
of  their  fathers.  Their  improvement  is 
^trj  landable.'* 

It  ii  still  the  great  trial  of  these  devot- 
ed laborious  servants  of  the  Lord,  to 
•pend  their  strength  in  a  field,  on  which 
tihere  is  scarcely  rain  or  dew  from  on 
high  ',  and  where  the  harvest,  from  the 
leed  which  they  sow,  is  hardly  to  be  ei- 
peeted  before  they  are  called  to  rest  from 
their  labours.  But  the  seed  must  be 
sown,  or  there  will  never  be  a  harvest. 
To  sow  hi  the  work,  the  doty,  and  the 
privflege  of  men;  to  give  the  increase,  and 
tha  Joy  of  harvest,  is  the  work,  the  prero- 
fition,  and  the  glory  of  God.

**  I  haTe  bad,  for  some  days  past,  a  Ni- 
eademnsto  instruct,  Muhommud  Kadin, 
of  Hydrabad.  Be  came  about  a  month 
■goto  receiTe,  as  he  sajrs.  Christian  bap- 
tiim.  He  is  a  Mossulmaun  of  hifh  rank, 
and  came  down  with  a  train  of  20  men. 


He  has  sent  them  all  back-,  and  Ifres  htrm 
in  retirement,  and  does  not  wbb  to  bo 
known.  He  has  been  with  me  every  day 
for  more  than  a  week  past,  but  desires  the 
object  of  our  conferenoes  to  be  kept  a  se- 
cret for  the  present  He  has  stated  to 
me  his  object  in  conversatioa,  and  kae 
pot  into  my  hands  a  paper  in  Hindoos- 
tanee,  which  is  certainly  a  very  cnrioos 
and  interesting  one  " 

In  a  letter  about  two  months  after,  Mr- 
Newell  says  further ; 

**  In  March  last,  I  mentioned  to  yon  a 
Mussulmann  inquirer  from  Hydiabad, 
and  promised  to  give  you  a  more  particu- 
lar account  of  him  by  the  nett  opportu- 
nity. He  is  still  in  Bombay  and  has  beoB 
with  me,  and  has  eaten  at  my  house  the 
most  of  the  time,  since  the  date  of  my 
last  letter  to  you.  He  states,  that  hb 
sole  object  in  coming  from  Hydrabad  to 
this  place,  (a  distance  of  more  than  400 
miles.)  was  to  gain  further  instruction  in 
the  Christum  religion,  and  to  receive 
baptism  He  says,  that  he  is  of  a  very 
respectable  family,  and  of  high  standing 
in  his  own  country ;  and  his  personal  ap- 
pearance, and  comparatively  eitensive 
information,  agree  perfectly  well  with 
his  own  account  of  himself.  I  pot  into 
his  hands  Mr.  Martjrn^  Hindoostanea 
translation  of  the  Mew  Testamenty  and  of 
the  common  Prayer  Book,  and  pointed 
him  to  such  places  as  I  thought  would  be 
most  useful  to  him.  I  have  repeatedly 
rend  and  eiplained  to  him,  tao  thlra 
chapter  of  the  Go»pel  of  John.  He  as- 
sents to  the  nee  ssity  of  a  spiritual 
ohange,  but  does  not  profess  to  have  any 
eiperimental  knowledge  of  it,  and  seama 
to  be  more  inquisitive  about  the  forme 
and  the  history  of  Christianity,  than 
about  its  spiritual  and  practical  part.  I 
once  asked  niro  whether  he  now  read  the 
Koran,  and  worshipped  in  the  Matjd. 
He  replied,  that  he  bad  not  done  either, 
for  a  long  time.  I  asked  him  what  he 
now  thought  of  his  former  religion.  He 
said  he  thought  it  was  rifi;ht  for  him  to 
live  as  a  Mussulmaun,  while  he  conti- 
nued in  that  faith ;  but  that,  becoming  a 
Christian,  it  was  no  longer  right  for  him 
to  live  as  a  Mussulmaun.  This  b  a 
specimen  of  the  state  of  his  mind  as  to  re- 
ligious knowledge  " 

In  their  joint  letter  of  January  last,  the 
brethren  write : 

«  On  the  26th  of  September  last,  the 
Mussulmaun  Kadin  Yar  Khan  was  bap- 
tbed.  We  indulge  the  hope  that  he  is 
truly  born  of  God :  if  so,  may  the  glory 
be  given  to  whom  aloae  it  is  doe.  We 
have  employed  him  some  as  a  Hindoos- 
tanee  tei^er  ;  and  as  opportunity  pre- 
sents, he  recommends,  both  by  argument 
and  example,  the  religion  of  Jesus  to 
others.    He  was  very  wtUing  to  change 
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hfo  naiae  tnd  bis  dress,  aad  cut  off  hit 
Deard.  But  as  saoh  a  change  appeared 
inexpedient  (o  as,  be  is  not  distinguished, 
in  these  respects,  from  a  Mussulmaun." 

A  little  later  is  this  brief  notice  from 
Mr.  Nichols  : 

«*  Our  new  convert  it  now  with  us. 
His  wallE  and  his  conversation  ore  truly 
encouraging." 

Id  the  close  of  their  last  joint  letter  the 
Missionaries  thus  eipress  the  state  of 
their  feelings.         ' 


''As.messen^rs  of  the  Lord  Jetoe 
Christ,  frotn  the  Board,  and  the  ohitrcbei» 
we  maun  them,  that  we  are  not  at  all 
disheartened;  but  live  in  (he  pleasinf 
anticipation  that  God  will  uTtimatelj 
blesi  our  poor  kboars  to  (he  salvation  of 
manj  toals,  and  we  hone  the  reception 
of  one  is  but  a  token  of  an  approachinr 
harvest  to  be  gathered  in.  fiurelr  the 
word  of  God  will  not  return  void ;  and 
we  would  never  slacken  our  hands  in  the 
dispensation  of  it.  And  Oh,  may  ws 
have  more  faith  and  seal  and  p(itience» 
that  we  may  be  so  blessed  as  to  gather 
fruit  unto  eternal  life." 


MISSION  IN  THE  ISLAND  OF  CEYLON. 


On  behalf  of  Messrs.  Winslow,  Spacld- 
^ng,  Woodward  and  Scadder,  mentioned 
in  the  report  of  the  last  year,  as  having 
enilMu-ked  on  the  8th  of  the  preceding 
June,  there  is  reason  for  great  thankful- 
ness to  tiie  Supreme  Disposer  The  ves- 
sel WBB  not  indeed  in  season  to  touch  at 
CeyloQ,  and  leave  the  Missionaries 
there,  as  K  was  hoped  she  might,  on  her 
way  to  Calcutta ;  but  at  the  latter  place, 
the  port  of  her  destination,  she  arrived, 
ell  on  board  being  well,  about  the  mid- 
dle of  October.  "  Though  our  passage," 
they  say  in  their  first  letter,  **  has  been 
longer  than  we  hoped  it  would  be,  it  has 
been  much  more  pleasing  than  we  anti- 
oipeted.  On  the  whole,  our  sea  has 
been  smooth,  our  accommodations  good, 
and  our  long  passage  the  journey  of  a 
day." 

Their  timei  during  the  passage,  as  there 
is  good  reason  to  believe,  was  not  spent 
in  vain.  In  a  letter,  dated  on  board  the 
Indus,  in  the  Bay  of  Bengal,  Oct.  13, 
1819,  they  observe— 

«  Oar  labours  among  the  seamen  have 
been  considerable.  The  particulars  you 
Wilt  find  in  our  public  Journal.  We  only 
remark  here,  that  we  are  not  left  to 
mourn,  that  we  have  laboured  in  vain, 
but  are  called  to  rejoice,  that  the  pleasure 
of  the  Lord  has  prospered  in  our  hands." 

Ib  a  letter,  written  just  as  they  were 
leavleg  Calcutta,  they  say  :— 

**  All  the  seamen  on  board  were  im- 
pressed, and  we  did  hoiie  that  every  one 
had  become  the  subieot  of  renewing 
grace.  Afterour  arrival  at  Calcutta  some, 
to  our  grief,  did  not  maintain  a  consistent 
Christian  character;  and  though,  with 
the  exception  of  one,  who  left  the  vessel 
in  a  singular  manner,  and  perhaps  two 
tnore,  who  appear  to  a  considerable  de- 
gree hardened^  the  remaieder  show  sigas 


of  repentance,  we  are  constrained  to 
stand  in  doubt  of  some.  We  hope,  in- 
deed, that  a  removal  from  the  entice- 
ments of  a  wicked  city,  and  being  agalo 
at  sea,  when  there  will  be  opportunity 
for  serious  reflection,  will  bring  all  to  re- 
member whence  thty  have  fallen,  and 
to  repent.  This  we  are  encouraged  te 
hope,  from  the  manner  in  which  they 
parted  from  us  last  evening,  all  being 
very  much  affected,  and  sorrowing  that 
they  should  see  our  faces  no  more.  Bet 
we  commit  them  to  the  protection  of 
Him  who  b  able  to  keep  them  from  faU- 
iug.' 

By  the  particular  and  full  account  given 
by  the  missionaries  in  their  letters  and 
journal,  and  most  amply  confirmed  by 
the  testimony  of  the  highly  and  Justly 
beloved  and  respected  captain,  and  of 
the  officers  and   men  generally,    it    Is 
placed  beyond  doabt,  that  the  abuadaet 
and  faithful  instructions  and   wareinga 
given  to  the  seamen,  were  eflkacioos  la 
an  oitraordinary  measure.    The  serious- 
ness, which  began  with  a  few,  became 
general ;  and  for  a  considerable  time  be- 
fore their  arrival,  the  impression  npon 
the  whole  company  was   most  solemn 
and  most  profound.    From  all  that  Ib 
known  since  the  retora  of  the  vessel,  it 
is  roost  fully  believed,  that  the  Lord,  in 
very  deed,  was  with  the  missionaries^ 
and  that  few  instances  are  on  record,  in 
which  the  power  of  his  grace  was  more 
manifest,  or  those  within  its  influence  fa 
greater  proportion  evidently   reformed, 
and  hopefully  renewed  for  immortality 
and  glory. 

Of  whatbefel  these  favoored  brethrea 
at  Calcutta,  your  Committee  cannot  give 
a  belter  account  than  is  given  by  theffi-* 
eelvesi  in  the  letter  from  which  the  M  fp 
quotation  was  made.  -> 
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"On  our  arrhrftl  at  Cftleotta,  we 
thought  it  best  to  accept  a  kind  iavitatioii 
from  Capt.  Wills  fo  take  a  part  of  bis 
bouse.  We  can  never  sav  too  oDoch  con- 
cerning the  kindness  of  this  dear  mail ; 
nor  mention  the  many  little  attentions 
which  ooDtributed  to  render  our  passace 
pleasant.  During  our  stay  of  three  weeks 
at  Calcutta,  he  not  only  provided  rooms 
for  us,  and  kept  us  all'  at  his  table  free 
of  expense,  but  in  various  ways  contri- 
boted,  in  articles  of  necessity  and  conve- 
nience for  our  mission,  not  less  than  two 
hundred  dollars,  beside  many  nameless 
expenses,  incurred  for  our  comfort  while 
with  him.  By  bis  exertions  likewisa,  and 
those  of  Mr.  Ceyder,  an  American  resi- 
dent in  Calcutta,  whom  we  would  men- 
tion with  gratitude,  more  than  a  hundred 
dollars  were  raised  for  us  from  other 
American  friends.  Mr.  Newton  too, 
whose  name  is  probably  fismlliar  to  vou, 
partly  by  his  means,  became  so  much  in- 
terested for  us,  as  not  only  to  take  the 
trouble  of  providing  for  us  a  passage  to 
Ceylon,  but,  in  connexion  with  a  few 
other  friends  of  missions,  to  contribate 
five  hundred  dollars  towanls  the  expense. 
This  benevolent  gentleman,  with  Mrs. 
Newton,  a  native  of  Pittsfield,  Mass.  who 
likewise  showed  us  much  kindnessy  b 
about  to  return  to  Boston. 

<*At  Calcutta,  though  in  a  land  of 
strangers,  we  found  ourselves  surrounded 
by  friends.  The  evening  after  our  ar- 
rival, we  met  mo«t  of  the  Baptut  breth- 
reut  of  whom  there  are  now  six  in  Cal- 
cutta, (the  yoonger  brethren,  who  were 
at  Serampore,  having  separated  from 
Drs.  Carey  and  Marshman,  and  establish- 
ed themselves  in  Calcutta,)  all  the 
brethren  from  (he  London  Society,  of 
whom  there  are  four,  and  Mr.  Schmidt, 
from  the  Church  Missionaiy  Society. 
We  enjoyed,  with  them  a  precious 
season  of  prayer,  and  Christian  inter- 
course. The  first  hvmn  was  given  out 
by  Mr.  Townley,  of  the  London  Society  ; 
— "  Kindred  in  Chritlfor  hit  dear  take, — 
a  hearty  welcome  here  receive.*'  This,  we 
believe,  expresses  the  real  feelings  of 
those,  whom  we  met.  They  are  pre- 
cious men,  and  are  doing  a  good  work 
in  Calcutta.  Their  moral  influence  Is 
already  felt,  and  an  important  change  is 
effected  ;  especially  as  to  the  treatment 
of  mtssionanes.  This  was  seen  in  our 
polite  reception  at  the  pulice  office,  and 
in  the  generosity  at  the  custom  house, 
where  all  our  baggage,  together  with  the 
boxes  of  medicine,  books,  &c  belonging 
to  the  Board,  were  passed,  both  in  land- 
ing and  reshipping,  free  of  duly,  and 
even  of  inspection. 

'*  But  it  was  not  designed  that  we 
should  leave  Calcutta  without  trials. 
We  had  been  there  bat  five  days,  when 
brother  Scodder  was  called  to  part  with 
his  dear  little  daaghtec    She  died  after 


an  OhMMOf  three  days.  The  Bextdejr, 
sister  Winslow  was  taken  sick,  and 
brought  near  the  grave.  The  woman  of 
colour  was  also  verv  sick,  and  sister 
Woodward  was  brought  so  low,  that  her 
life  was  almost  despaired  of;  and  we 
were  obliged  to  leave  her  and  her  hna- 
band  behind.  AAer  her  recovery  they 
will  take  the  earliest  opportunity  of  a 
passage  to  Ceylon. 

"  We  are  now  on  board  the  Dick,  of 
London,  Capt  Harrison,  a  pleasant  ship 
with  good  accommodations  ;  and  are  to 
be  landed  either  at  Trinoomaleey  or  Co- 
lumboy  as  we  please." 

It  was  a  painful  circumstance  to  Bfr. 
and  Mrs.  Woodward)  to  be  left  behind ; 
and  before  the  Dick  bad  got  €ar  down 
the  river,  Mre.  Woodward  felt  herself  so 
much  better,  that,  after  advising  with 
her  physician,  they  made  arrangements 
for  attempting  to  overtake  the  ship.  But 
just  at  the  time,  their  in&nt  was  sehrad 
with  severe  illness,  and  the  attempt  was 
relinquished.  In  the  fore  part  of  Decem- 
ber, they  embarked  in  a  brig  bound,  as 
was  the  Dick,  to  Trincomalee  and  Co- 
himbo. 

In  a  postscript,  bearing  date  Deo.  23dy 
the  brethren  in  Jaffna,  express  their  feel- 
ings as  follows : — 

"  As  cold  water  to  a  thirsty  soul,  so  is 
good  news  from  a  for  country.  On  the 
first  Monday  in  the  month,  (a  jovful  day 
to  missionaries,)  we  went  to  Neliore, 
to  unite  with  our  missionary  brethren  in 
the  observance  of  the  monthly  ptrayer 
meeting.  On  our  arrival  at  the  mission 
house  in  that  place,  we  found  a  latter 
containing  the  joyful  intelligence^  that 
four  American  missionaries  and  their 
wives,  destined  to  Cevlon,  had  arrived 
at  Calcotta.  In  regard  to  some  of  the 
Important  petitions  which  we  were 
about  to  oflfer  at  the  prayer  meeting,  we 
could  testify  to  the  truth  of  GOd*s  gra- 
cious promise,  *<  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
that  before  they  call  I  will  answer,  and 
while  they  are  yet  speakinxy  I  will  hear." 
The  contents  of  the  precedinf  letter  will 
give  you  a  better  Idea  of  our  feelings  on 
this  occasion,  than  any  particular  descrip- 
tion of  them.  Tou  can  readily  imeglne, 
in  some  degree,  what  effect  this  intelUp 
geoce  must  nave  had  npon  our  minds,  as 
we  entered  upon  the  pleasing  solemmties 
of  the  day. 

"  In  the  midst  of  our  services,  yea 
'^  while  we  wore  yet  speaking,"  we  were 
interrupted  by  the  the  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  a  kind  Wesleyan  brotherat  Trincem- 
alee,  informing  us  that  three  of  onr  bre- 
thren and  sisters  had  arrived  at  that  place, 
end  that  he  was  making  arFangeiiient» 


Ibr  some  ot  tbem  to  comd  to  Jaffna  bj 
land.  This  information  ^ve  a  fresh  Im- 
pulse to  our  feelings,  which  were  already 
nighly  eicited.  Our  missionary  brethren 
present  were  partakers  of  our  joy,  and 
could  unite  in  rendering  thanksgiving  to 
God,  both  on  our  account,  and  on  ac- 
count of  the  missionary  cause  in  th'is 
district. 

^  Though  it  was  the  intention  of  our 
brethren  to  come  from  Trincomalee  to 
Jaffna  by  land,  they  found  it  to  be  im- 
practicable. Proper  conveyances  could 
be  obtained  only  for  two  persons. 

*<  Brother  ana  sister  Scudder  arrived  at 
Tillipally  the  Hth  instant,  to  our  great 
joy  and  comfort  1'hey  were  the  bear- 
ers of  large  packages  of  letters,  which 
made  us  quite  ashamfd  of  the  suspicions 
we  had  indulged,  that  our  American 
friends  had  forgotten  ns.  We  are  sorry 
to  say,  that  a  number  of  letters,  referred 
to  in  those  we  have  now  received,  have 
not  reached  us ;  and  we/ear  they  are  lost. 
We  hope  our  friends  will  consider,  that 
Iho  possibility  of  some  of  their  letters 
being  lost,  is  no  small  reason,  which 
should  induce  them  to  write  to  us  more 
frequetUly" 

'  A  private  letter  dated  in  Feb.  states, 
that  Dr.  Scudder  arrived  at  the  station 
on  the  17th  of  Dec.  Mr.  Woodward  ear- 
ly in  January,  and  Messrs.  Winslow  and 
Spauldingjost  before  the  date  of  the  let- 
ter. 

It  is  gratifying  to  your  Committee  to 
state  that  in  all  the  places  visited  by 
Messrs.  Winslow  and  Spaulding,  at  Trin- 
comalee, at  Galle,  and  at  Columbo,  they 
found  an  unanimous  sentiment  of  high 
and  nffpctionate  esteem  and  admiration 
of  our  missionaries  in  Jaffna,  as  most  la- 
borious, and  faithful  and  devoted  men  ; 
and,  which  cannot  be  stated  without 
strong  and  mingled  feelings,  a  general 
«nd  deep  impression,  that  by  their  in- 
creasing efforts,  their  constant  self-deni- 
•  al,  their  readiness  to  spend,  and  be  spent, 
in  the  service,  they  were  fast  wearing 
themselves  out ; — and  that  it  would  be 
much  for  the  honour  of  American  Chris- 
tians to  afford  them  a  more  liberal  pa- 
tronage and  more  ample  aid. 

It  will  be  recollected  that,  (as  was  men- 
tioned in  the  Report  of  1818,)  soon  after 
our  missionafies  in  Ceylon  first  entered 
upon  their  work,  they  felt  and  expressed 
a  strong  desire  to  be  furnished,  as  speed- 
ily as  possible,  with  a  printing  establish- 
ment, and  means  for  putting  it  into  vig- 
orous operatioH.    The  reasons  for  such 
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a  measure  appeared  to  be  solid  and  ar- 
gent, and  yomr  Committee  cbarged  them- 
selves with  toe  care  of  answering  the 
request.  It  was  hoped,  that  a  printer 
would  go  out  with  the  mtssionariesi  who 
went  a  year  ago ;  but  that  hope  was  dia. 
appointed  A  printing  press,  however, 
a  donation  from  a  most  liberal  friend  to 
this  Bonrd,  and  to  its  objects,  having  been 
previously  sent  by  the  way  of  Calcuttai 
a  fount  of  types  for  English  printing, 
and  a  supply  of  paper  were  added.— 
Tjrpes  for  the  Tamul,  the  native  language 
of  the  principal  population  of  that  part 
of  Ceylon,  and  of  the  neighbouring  dis- 
stricts  of  the  continent,  have  been  ob- 
tained from  Calcutta.  And  your  Com- 
mittee have  since  had  the  satisfaction  to 
send  out  a  printer. 

Mr.  James  Garrett,  a  young  man  be* 
longing  to  Utica,  N.  Y.  offered  himself  for 
the  service,  with  very  ample  testimoni- 
als, as  to  his  abilities  and  disposition  and 
habits — his  moral  and  Christian  charac* 
ter—and  his  qualifications  for  taking 
charge  of  a  printing  establishment }  and 
while  he  was  in  Boston,  waiting  for  bis 
passage,  he  established  himself  in  the 
affectionate  confidence  of  the  Commit- 
tee.  On  the  6th  of  April  he  embarked 
in  a  vessel  bound  to  Pondicherry.  From 
that  place,  it  is  but  a  short  distance  to 
the  seat  of  the  mission  ;  at  which,  it  is 
hoped,  he  has  ere  this  time  arrived. 

It  was  on  the  second  of  March,  1816, 
that  Messrs.  Richards,  Meigs  and  Poor, 
with  their  wives,  and  the  dearly  remem- 
bered Mr.  Warren,  arrived  at  Colombo 
in  Ceylon,  and  it  was  not  until  the  first 
of  the  following  October,  now  foury«ars  ^ 
ago,  that  they  had  all  reached  Jaffna,  the 
northern  district  of  thu  island,  where 
the  mission  was  to  be  establbhed. 

Mr  Warren's  course  was  short  and 
bright,  and  its* termination  full  of  immor- 
tality. The  life  of  Mr.  Richards,  so  pre 
cious  in  the  estimation  of  all  the  friends 
of  missions,  it  has  pleased  a  gracious  Pro- 
vidence to  lengthen  out,  beyond  our  ut- 
most hopes,  and  to  render,  in  no  small 
degree,  consolatory  and  helpfol  to  his 
brethren,  under  the  pressure  of  multipli- 
ed labours  and  cares  and  afflictions.  It 
was  about  siiteen  months  ago,  that  Mr. 
Poor  began  to  be  affected  with  pectora|^ 
weakness,  and  with  slight  raising  of  blood. 
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For  aeoMidenble  time,  be  wm  tniabl* 
to  atUnd  to  hU  accustouie^bours ;  and 
there  were  serioas  apprebensionsi  tbat 
he  waf  8000  to  follow  Mr  }^  arren  But 
the  lateet  accbants  give  reason  for  hope. 
Of  the  inpaired  health  of  Mr.  Meigs,  our 
first  inteHigenee  was  in  a  letter  ^^"^  ^^ 
liunbo. 

In  a  second  postseripti  dated  Jan.  10, 
1820,  the  brethren  at  the  station  write  >- 

<<  The  afflicting  hand  of  onr  God  b  still 
upon  US.  We  are  grieved  that  we  have 
occasion  to  say,  that  about  a  month  ago 
brother  Meigs  was  visited  with  a  heavy 
cold  and  cough  About  a  week  since 
hu  complaints  became  somewhat  alarm- 
ing. He  has  had  a  severe  affection  of 
the  Inngs.  But  from  his  present  state,  we 
have  good  reason  to  bope,that  the  season- 
able and  energetic  means,  which  have 
been  used,  will  be  made  effectual  (o  his 
restoration  to  health.  The  health  of  bre- 
thren Richards  and  Poor  it  the  same, 
as  it  has  been  for  months  oast.  If  there 
be  any  alteration,  we  think  it  is  for  the 
better.  We  have  much  reason  for  thanks- 
giving that  brother  Scndder  arrived  at 
the  time  he  did." 

As  the  Lord  has  been  gracious,  so 
prayer  will  continue  to  be  made  with- 
out ceasing,  that  he  will  still  be  graciouSf 
and  spare  lives  so  inestimably  valuable. 

If  all,  who  have  lately  been  sent  out, 
have  duly  arrived,  and  no  breach  has 
been  made,  of  which  intelligence  has  not 
been  received,  our  Ceylon  mission  now 
consists  of  sii  ordained  missionaries,  a 
physician  also  preparing  for  ordination, 
their  wives,  and  a  printer.  It  occupies 
two  principal  stations,  Tillipally  and 
Batticotta,  and  has  specially  assigned  to 
It  si»  large  parishes,  with  ancient  bnild- 
ings  and  lands,  devoted  to  religious  use, 
and  containing  a  dense  pagan  population* 
It  is  advantageously  situated  for  commu- 
nication with  the  different  parts  of  the 
island,  and  with  a  populous  province  of 
Southern  India,  and  for  extensive  and 
efficient  operations ;  and  it  has  enjoyed, 
in  no  slight  degree,  the  confidence  of  the 
people  and  of  the  government. 

Here,  of  oonrse,  as  well  as  at  Bombay, 
the  missionaries  are  under  the  necessity 
of  devoting  labour  and  time  to  the  ac- 
qnisitionof  alanguage,  having  very  little 
affinity  with  any  languagCy  with  which 
they  were  previously  acquainted.  But  it 
\va9  nut  necessary  for  tbem  to  undertake 


dM  kmMutg  of.  Uu  9eeif^wns;  as  « 
good  translation  into  the  native  Taoral 
had  long  before  been  made. 
Inprtaeking, 
the  missionaries  have  been  constant  and 
labo'-ious  ;  and  thehr  advantages  for  col- 
lecting regular  congregations,  or  assem- 
blies of  hearers,  are  much  better  than  aro 
enjoyed  by  their  brethren  at  Bombay^ 
though  they  do  not>  in  the  conrse  of  ft 
year,  address  by  any  means  so  great  a 
nvltituda  of  uounortal  beings. 

SchooU, 

I>uring  the  three  years,  from  the  timo 
of  their  arrival  to  the  13th  of  Nov.  last, 
the  date  of  our  latest  aeeounts  direct 
from  the  mission,  they,  afflicted  and  wea- 
kened as  they  were,  bad  established  fif- 
teen schools;  nine  in  conneilon  with 
TiHipally,  and  six  wHb  Batticotta.  The 
total  number  of  regular  pupils  was  reek* 
oned  abont  700,  at  the  lust  date. 

Besides  these  common  free  scboola, 
there  art  at  each  station,  a  boarding* 
school,  consisting  of  youths,  talien  under 
the  especial  and  parental  care  of  the 
missionaries,  supported  by  the  bounty  of 
benevolent  societies  and  individuals  in 
this  country,  and  bearing  names  selected 
by  the  respective  donors.  Of  these  there 
were,  at  the  time  now  specified,  48  males 
and  9  females. 

The  accounts  of  the  schools  generally* 
and  of  the  boarding  schools  in  particular, 
are  exceedingly  interesting  and  encour- 
aging In  all  the  schools,  with  the  com- 
mon branches  of  instruction.  Scripture 
Tracts  are  read  and  the  principles  of 
Christianity  are  taught.  The  pupils  in 
general  make  good  progress  in  Ihefar  stu- 
dies. 

In  the  last  letter,  after  various  statc- 
mentB  and  remarks  on  the  general  sub- 
ject, the  missionaries  proceed  to  say  : 

Respecting  our  boarding  schools  we 
haveiuch  pleasure,aftertwo  years  of 
experience,  in  assuring  the  Prudential 
Committee,  that  our  warmest  w^«w- 
tlons  have  thus  far  been  fully  reahaed ; 
that  we  now  exfierience  important  ad- 
vantages which  we  did  not  anticipate ; 
that  we  do  not  realize  those  difficulties 
and  impediments  to  improvement  which 
we  expected  would  arise  from  ike  cir- 
cumstance of  our  taking  the  children  ol 
idolaters;  but  on  the  contrary,  we  do 
not  see  how  we  should  materially  alter 
our  plan  of  instruction,  or  our  course  ot 
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eon^Uicti  in  eaie'fte  tame  miiiiber  of 
children  bsloiigiDg  to  Chrittian  parents 
should  tie  committecl  to  our  care.  Judg- 
ing from  what  we  already  eiperience, 
and  what  we  mav  with  confidence  anti- 
cipate, we  conjioer  our  boarding  school 
as  holding  the  second  place  in  the  system 
of  means,  which  are  to  be  used  for  the 
conversion  of  this  people;  as  second 
only  to  the  stated  preaching  of  the  Gos- 
pal.  Ton,  dear  slr»  can  readily  estimate 
the  probable  advantages  to  the  cause  of 
Christianity,  from  the  Christian  educa- 
tion of  60  youth  on  heathen  ground,  in 
cinnmstances  which  almost  entirely  frea 
tbem  from  the  baneful  influence  of  idola- 
try. Our  boardiiie  schools  are  givioc 
^lape  to  all  the  other  schools  connected 
witn  our  station.  The  progress  which 
oar  boys  have  made  has  become  a  pow- 
erful stimulus  to  many  who  aitenJ  our 
day  schools.  Several  boys  of  the  first 
families  around  us,  whose  parents  would 
not  permit  ihtm  to  eat  on  land  occupied 
by  Cnristians,  spend  most  of  their  time 
day  and  night  upon  our  premises,  that 
tltay  may  enjoy  equal  aavanlages  and 
mako  equal  progress  with  our  boarders. 

We  are  veiy  desirous  that  this  subject 
ahonid  be  distinctly  before  the  Amencan 
churches.  We  wish  them  to  know,  and 
atteotlvaly  to  consider,  the  peculiar  ad- 
vantages with  which  the  state  of  this  peo- 
ple furnishes  them  for  the  exercise  of 
their  charity. 

In  the  first  placa,  tbto  is  a  very  poor 
people.  To  their  poverty  we  are  great- 
fy  indebted  for  the  success  we  have  had 
ia  obtaining  boarding  schools,  and  for 
the  influence  we  have  among  the  peo- 
ple, by  which  many  have  been  brought 
within  the  sound  of  the  Gospel.  We 
therefore  coofiikntly  l>elieve,  that  their 
poverty  will,  in  the  providence  of  Ood, 
oe  maioa  the  occasion  of  many  of  them 
receiving  the  unsearchable  riches  of 
diviue  grace. 

Probably  In  no  part  of  the  heathen 
world  can  children  be  supported  and  edu- 
cated ia  a  decent,  comfortable  mode  of  Uv- 
iQg,  so  cheap  as  in  thb  district.  We  repeat 
now  with  confidence  what  we  ventured 
ta  conjecture  three  years  ago,  vis.  that 
12  dollars  are  sufficient  for  the  annual 
support  of  h9y9  from  6  to  16  vears  of 
age.  Theugb  we  have  laboured  a  long 
time  without  success,  to  obtain  boys  to 
be  educated,  such  is  the  change  that  has 
taken  place  hi  the  minds  of  the  people, 
that  as  many  children  can  now  easilv  be 
obtained  as  we  can  find  means  and  ac- 
commodations to  support. 

Considering  the  rank  and  influence 
which  females  ought  to  bold  in  every  so- 
ciety, and  the  wmI  known  state  of  de- 
l^adatlon  in  which  they  are  held  in  this,  as 
wtU  as  in  every  idolatrous  country,  your 
mind,  and  the  minds  of  the  Christian 
piA4ic  will  at  once  be  deeply  impcesied 
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with  the  importance  and  ntilihr  of  Fe* 
mmU  Charity  B9arimg  SehooU.  The 
obstacles  to  such  we  have  found  to  be 
very  great  Sometimes  we  have  thought 
them  to  be  insuperable.  But  we  are 
now  greatly  encouraged  on  the  subjectf 
by  our  present  success  and  fotura  pros- 
pects. We  have  at  present  9  gMs  who 
reside  in  our  houses,  and  eat  on  our 
premises.  These  are  Unght  hoivehoM 
affairs,  sewing,  reading,  Itc  About  the 
same  number  occasionally  attend  the  day 
school  at  TiUipally.  We  are  therefora 
creatly  enconrased  on  this  subject  to 
nope,  that  we  shall  succeed  in  obtaining 
as  many  promising  girls  as  we  shall  be 
able  to  support.  In  taking  these  girls  we 
make  no  compromise  whatever  on  the 
subject  of  idolatry,  excepting  that  they 
eat  in  a  separate  building  Iney,  how- 
ever, ask  a  Christian  blessing  upon  their 
food. 

On  the  subject  of  giving  Christian 
nam^  to  these  children,  we  wish  the 
publip  in  America  to  know,  that  in  Cer* 
Ion  no  evil  whatever  can  remit  from  the 
practice.  The  heathen  children  receiv- 
ed into  the  aovemment  school  at  Jaff*- 
napatam  receive  Christian  names.  Sech 
boys  are  known  among  the  heathen  by 
their  old  names,  anaamong  the  EUiro- 
peans  by  their  new  ones.  It  often  hap- 
pens, for  various  reasons,  that  persons 
among  the  heathens  are  called  by  names 
different  from  those  which  are  registared. 
Most  of  the  children  around  ns  Obar  the 
names  ol  imaginary  deities  and  devils» 
which  are  held  in  high  veneratioo  by  the 
people  ;  and  they  are  usually  much  pleas- 
ed with  their  new  names  which  we  give 
them,  since  they  consider  them  as  toksas 
of  our  approbation,  and  a  sort  of  frfedga 
that  we  regard  tbem  in  some  sense  as 
our  children.  And  let  it  not  be  thought 
the  subject  of  naming  children  is  voideC' 
interest  to  us.  What,  dear  sir,  can  be  a 
better,  what  in  our  minds  can  be  so  good 
a  substitute  for  the  socierv  of  beloved 
brethren,  sisters  and  fHands,  whom  we 
have  left  behind,  as  the  presence  of  a 
circle  of  young  men  and  women  bearing 
their  names, soairhed  from  the  ignorance 
and  misery  of  idoUtry  throogh  their  ia- 
stmmentality,  and  placed  in  curcam- 
stances  favourable  tor  cultivating  the 
same  virtues,  which  our  friends  possess. 
Sorely  in  the  countenances  of  such  na- 
tive children  we  shkll  recognise  e<v 
American  friends  saying  to  us,  in  the  lan- 
guage of  encouragement  and  exhortation^ 
<*  Go  on,  be  courageous ;  we  are  readj 
to  support  you  with  the  aid  of  aamsf, 
and  with  the  assistance  of  property." 

The  facility  of  lupporting  childrva 
here  forms  but  oae  ot  the  strong  nlsiMB 
which  this  people  have  upon  the  charity 
of  the  Amsrisan  public.  Within  a  short 
time  we  have  bad  five  or  six  pressing  le- 
qnsfts  to  tftablUi  free  schools  in  the 
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neighbouring  Tillages,  where  yet  there 
are  none.  The  monthly  expense  of  such 
Bchoolf )  after  raitable  buildings  are  pre- 
pared, is  from  $\i  60  to  52*  We  have 
DOW  15  such  schools,  and  they  might  ea- 
sily  be  greatly  multiplied.  Applications 
have  also  been  made  from  other  parishes, 
that  missionaries  would  come  and  estab- 
lish themselves  among  the  people,  as  we 
have  done  at  Tillipally  and  Batticotta. 
And  we  may  sajr  generally,  that  our  in- 
fluence and  missionary  operations,  which 
were  at>  first  feared  antl  dreaded,  are  now 
welcomed  by  many,  and  sought  after  by 
some.  Think  not,  however,  from  this, 
that  the  people  are  htrngrv  for  the  bread 
of  life.  No,  d«ar  Sir,  they  are  stout- 
hearted Idolaters,  and  bear  the  striking 
marks  of  their  captivity  to  Satan.  They 
wish  us  to  take  their  children,  to  estab- 
lish schools,  and  to  come  and  dwell 
•moog  them,  partly  on  account  of  their 
poverty,  and  partly  because  their  eyes 
are  open  to  see  some  of  the  worldly  ad- 
Tanti^i  which  result  to  them  from  our 
mission.  But  though  their  sordid  mo- 
tives of  worldly  gain  become  the  means 
of  opening  the  way  for  publishing  the 
Gospel  among  them,  we  may  confidently 
indulge  the  hope,  that  many  will  learn 
by  happy  experience,  that  temporal  ad- 
vantages rank  lowest  among  those  bl^s- 
Mngs  which  Christianity  ever  carries  in 
her  train. 

We  have  now  more  health  and  8tr«%ngth 
than  in  months  past.  We  have,  in  some 
degree,  got  through  with  (he  pressure  and 
expense  of  building,  and  the  drudgery  of 
learning  a  new  language.  We  might 
therefore  su^ierinlend  a  few  more  schools, 
take  in  more  children,  and  in  other  re- 
spects enlarg^  our  missionary  plans.  But 
we  dare  not  further  hazard  the  conse- 
quences of  involving  the  mission  in  debt.

We  look  to  America  with  great  anxiety 
for  adequate  supplies.  We  wish  to  (ell 
you  more  distinctly  how  much  our  hearts 


are  pained  within  us,  on  witnessing  the 
forlorn  state  of  man^  children  around  as. 
If  ore  than  20,  principally  orphans,  many 
of  whom  appear  to  be  in  a  8tar\ing  con- 
dition, have  appeared  at  our  doors,  en- 
treating, oftentimes  with  tears,  that  we 
would  receive  them  to  our  boarding 
school  i  but  whom  we  have  been  com- 
pelled to  reject  for  the  want  of  means  to 
support  them.  Thus  these  miserable  ob- 
jects are  cast  back  again  upon  the  worid, 
some  probably  to  perish  in  the  streets, 
others  to  drag  out  a  long  and  miserable 
existence  in  poverty,  and  all  to  live  in 
the  darkness  m  idolatry  till  they  go  down 
to  the  regions  of  death.  It  is  an  awfully 
inten  sting  inouiry  with  us  to  know  in 
whose  skirts  tne  blood  of  these  souls  will 
be  found.  We  see  their  miseiy  We 
know,  that  by  the  assistance  of  a  few 
dollan  we  could  snatch  them  from  their 
present  dreomstances,  and  point  them 
to  Jesus,  the  Redeemer  of  men.    Evep 
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since  this  letter  has  been  on  hsindi  a  hoy 
about  six  years  old,  an  orphan  entirely 
naked,  has  been  brought  by  a  distant  re- 
lation, end  urged  upon  us ;  but  to  whom 
we  could  only  say,  we  have  so  many  al- 
ready, that  we  have  no  room  for  more." 
Consequently  he  was  taken  away.  But 
again  to-day,  amidst  the  heavy  showers 
01  rain  he  presents  himself  at  oar  doors, 
and  seems  to  say,  that  his  claims  opon 
our  charity  are  not  to  be  resisted.  The 
language  of  our  hearts  to  him  is,  that  ha 
may  tarry  with  us  for  the  present,  till  we 
can  present  his  case  to  our  churches,  and 
learn  whether  there  be  any  there,  whose 
bowels  of  compassion  will  prompt  them 
to  extend  the  hand  of  charity  to  such  as 
he  '.—whether  there  be  any  there  who, 
if  this  starving  wanderer  were  a  son  of 
theirs,  would  think  it  our  duty  to  wel- 
come him  to  our  dwelling,  or  exert  our- 
selves in  bis  behalf.  Though  the  parents 
of  this  boy  live  not  in  Aoserica,  let  all 
who  are  parents  there  consider,  that  he  is 
their  brother's  and  their  sister's  son." 

These  impressive  and  affecting  repre- 
sentations will  not  have  been  made  in 
vain.  As,  since  the  writing  of  this  let» 
ter,  the  mission  has  received  a  large  aug- 
mentation, it  will  be  able  to  take  under 
its  care  a  proportlanably  large  number  of 
general  schools,  and  of  youths  in  their 
families  or  boarding  schools. 

JNTo/tve  Converts  ai  Jaffna^ 

Not  only  have  these  missionaries  been 
thus  encouraged  by  the  facilities  gi- 
ven to  their  operations,  and  the  general 
success  which  hAs  attended  them  *,  but 
they  have  also  been  favoured  with  more 
special  tokens  of  the  divine  presence 
and  manifestHtions  of  divine  grace  Men- 
tion has  been  made,  in  preceding  Re- 
ports, of  several  individuals,  who  appear- 
ed to  be  subjects  of  abiding  religious  im- 
pressions- Of  two,  Supyen  and  Francis- 
cus  Maleappa,  more  particular  accounts 
have  been  given.  With  respect  to  Sop- 
yen  no  later  intelligence  has  been  recei- 
ved. Maleappa,  who  had  been  a  valua- 
ble helper  at  Tillipally,  and  was  after- 
wards, in  connexion  with  that  station, 
placed  as  a  schoolmaster  and  catecbist 
at  Mallaguro  ;— who  was  strongly  attach- 
ed to  the  mission,  and  was  expected  to 
abide  as  a  permanent  assistant,  felt  it 
his  duty,  about  sixteen  manths  ago,  to 
to  leave  the  mission  for  the  purpose  of 
accompanying  his  aged  and  infirm  father 
to  Columbo ;  and  his  return  was  consider- 
ed as  uncertain.  »

<<Siwo  the  liite  of  onr  last  letter  we 
have  received  to  oar  eoannunion  Gabriel 
Ttasera  and  Nicholas  Paranrenandu,  who 
have  ierved  us  In  the  miMioo  as  ioter- 
preters.  They  appear  to  us  to  give  de- 
cisive evidence  of  saving  cooversioni  and 
to  oHHilfeft  a  becoming  aeal  for  the  ho- 
nour of  Christ  and  for  the  salvation  of 
the  heathen.  By  their  being  thns  closeiv 
onlted  with  ns  at  thb  time,  we  feel  much 
atrengthened  and  encooraced  in  oor 
work.  Thejr  are  now  valnable  asiistantB 
to  us,  and  we  liave  reason  to  believe, 
tliat  they  will  render  important  service 
to  our  misrioa»  and  l>ecome  lasting  Mom- 
lags  to  th9  heathen.  At  each  of  oar 
alBtioos  are  levend  petsons  who  give 
pleasing  evidences  of  faith  in  Christ,  and 
will  probably  ere  long  be  admitted  to  oar 
choftsh.  Two  of  the  persons  here  refer- 
red to  are  members  or  one  of  our  board- 
ing schools.  We  notSee  also  with  nraeh 
pleasure,  that  there  is  an  anusaal  degree 
of  seriousness  upon  the  mhids  of  several 
other  boys  who  are  under  our  Instnio- 
tioM*  We  feel  that  we  are  at  this  Ume 
ia  a  spe^  manner  called  upon  bv  the 

Rpovidences  of  God  towards  us  to  hum- 
e  ourselves  before  him,  on  account  of 
oor  past  deficiencies  in  his  service,  and 
to  rMouMe  oar  diligence  In  the  use  of  the 
maaiii  of  gmae,  tliat  we  may  be  prepar- 
ed to  eiperlence  what  we  would  ever 
consider  the  grJsatest  of  all  blessings,  vis. 
a  special  out-pouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
We  do  hope  tnat  the  American  churches, 
especially  on  the  first  fiienday  in  the 
Bontii,  wiHe  their  supplications  with 
ours  for  such  manifestations  of  divine 
grace  among  thb  heathen  people," 

Under  a  later  date,  Mr.  Meigs  says: 

*<  Indosed  I  send  yoa  a  letter  from 
Gabriel  Tiiaera,  of  wnose  cbaracter  and 
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qoaliftcations  to  assist  in  our  mission  you 
have   considerable  knowledge. 

**  ITe  b  a  young  man  of  dlstingabbed 
promise.  Since  he  has  become  hopeful- 
ly pious,  we  regard  him  wilh  new  and 
increased  affection,  and  think  his  con- 
neiion  with  our  mission  of  very  great 
importance.  He  possesses  talents  of  a 
superior  order,  and  an  ardent  thirst  for 
knowledge  ;  and,  so  far  as  we  can  Judge, 
possesses  sincere  piety.  He  is  now  well 
qualified  to  act  as  a  catechbt  among  the 
people ;  and  at  no  very  distant  period  he 
will  probablv  be  well  qualified  for  or- 
dination. He  shows  a  strone  desire  to 
be  permanently  connected  with  our  ml»> 
sion  ;  and  we  are  certainly  no  less  de- 
sbous  of  such  an  event.  He  manifests 
a  fervent  love  for  the  souls  of  thb  misera- 
ble people,  and  I  have  stronr  faith  to  be- 
lieve, that  he  will  be  made,  by  the  Mes^ 
lug  of  God,  an  instrument  m  the  con- 
version of  many  seub.  Indeed  hb  la- 
bours have  already  been  attended  with 
the  divine  blessing.  He  eipects,  in  the 
course  of  a  few  weeks,  to  vblt  Colum- 
bo,  aod  intends,  if  possible,  to  brbg  hb 
mother  and  only  brother  to  reside  per- 
manently in  thb  place. 

<*  On  the  lOih  of  October  he  came  for- 
ward, and  before  many  witnesses  made 
a  profession  of  bis  faith  in  Christ,  and 
was  admitted  to  our  church.  It  was  • 
day  lonp;  to  be  remembered.  He  is  the 
first  native  whom  we  have  received  to 
our  communion.  O  may  he  be  the  first 
fruit  of  an  abundant  harvest" 

The  letter  here  referred  to  has  been  gi- 
ven to  the  public,  and  has  probably  been 
read  by  the  members  of  the  Board.-* 
ft  speaks  much  for  the  praise  of  divine 
grace,  and  moch  for  hope  respecting  thb 
interesting  young  man  and  hb  future 
usefulness.

SsnnootB  wer6  finished,  and  ready  for  traoeportatioD.  The  letter  and  coosti* 
tutiwi  we  Dpw  publish,  with  the  hope  that  the  Ladies  of  other  cities,  aod  of

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As  the  Managers  of  the  Unitefl  Foreign  Missionary  Society  are  now  prepar- 
ing to  send  out  a  Mission  Family  to  the  Osages  of  the  Btissouri,  and  as  they 
will,  probably,  soon  establish  other  Mbsionary  stations,  we  would  respectfully 
suggest  to  the  Ladies^  who  may  hereafter  be  disposed  to  associate  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preparing  garments  for  Indian  children,  the  importance  of  permitting 
the  effects  of  their  benevolent  industry  to  be  directed  by  the  Board  to  the 
station  where  they  may  be  most  needed.  Otherwise  one  station  may,  even- 
tually, be  more  than  sufficiently  supplied,  while  another  remained  entirely 
destitute.

A  number  of  Ladies  of  Philadelphia, 
feeling  much  interested  for  the  welfare 
of  the  Osage  Mission,  immediately  after 
the  departure  of  the  Mission  family  from 
this  city,  associated  themselves  together 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  clothing  for 
the  children  of  the  contemplated  school 
at  Union.  With  due  respect,  they  sub- 
mit to  the  Secretary  of  the  U.  F.  M.  So- 
ciety, the  success  of  their  well-meant 
plan. 

The  Constitution,  herewith  sent,  will 
give  an  idea  as  to  the  design  of  the  So- 
ciety. 

The  depressed  state  of  the  times,  to- 
gether with  the  numerous  societies  in 
operation  in  this  city,  have  limited  the 
number  of  subscribers,  and  prevented  the 
accumulation  of  materials.  They  would 
also  add,  that  the  work  of  making  into 
garments,  even  what  they  had  on  hand, 
has  been  greatly  retarded  by  the  general 
alarm  occasioned  hj  the  fever  in  the 
past  season.  Notwithstanding  these  dis- 
couragements, we  are  happy  to  state, 
that  through  the  munificence  of  subscrib- 
ers and  donors  ;  through  the  attention  of 
working  members  and  of  kind  volunteers, 
we  are  now  enabled  to  make  an  offering 
to  your  Society  of  four  hundred  and  fifty 
garments.  This  small  offering,  we  hope, 
is  only  the  earnest  of  what  may  be  done 
in  future.  We  did  not  think  it  probable, 
that  an  opportunity  for  sending  them 
would  offer  before  the  Spring :  but  Tho- 
mas L.  M'Kenney  and  Joseph  Nourse, 
Esqrs.  having  had  a  verbal  communica- 
tion of  the  existence  of  such  o  Society* 
have  politely  advised  that  the  fmislied 
garments  be  sent  on  to  them  by  the  first 
favourable  opportuniiy.    Wc  shal!,  con- 


sequently, direct  a  box,  containmg  the 
clothing,  to  the  care  of  the  former  gen' 
tieman,  the  beg  inning  of  next  week. 

In  justice  to  some  of  tho  young  Ladies 
of  the  Society,  we  should  mention,  that 
a  few  of  them  have  done  line  work, 
which  has  been  disposed  of  for  the  Soci- 
ety, to  the  amount  of  ninety  dollars.

We  are  told,  in  the  language  of  inspi- 
ration, "  To  do  good,  and  to  communi- 
cate, forget  not."  And  in  the  life  of 
him  who  **  went  about  doing  good,"  we 
have  a  bright  example  for  our  imitation. 
To  feed  the  hungry,  and  clothe  the  poor, 
are  precepts  which  he  beautifully,  and 
daily  inculcated.  But  **  Go  ye  and  teach 
all  nations,"  was  his  last  farewell  com- 
mand. In  obedience  to  his  Master's  will, 
we  see  the  pious  self-devoted  Missionary 
leaving  his  country,  his  home,  his 
nearer!  friend?,  and  dearesy-oonnetioiis 
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—-straggling  with  difficulties  aDd  trials, 
atid  through  trackless  deserts  and  gloomy 
.  forests,  traversing  his  solitary  way  in  the 
midst  of  wilds  and  wildernesses,  dispens- 
ing the  bread  of  life,  and  teHin;;  to  un- 
taught savage  tribes,  **  A  Saviour  lives!'* 
But  ours  is  a  milder  lot :  To  privations 
so  severe,  sacrifices  so  great,  we  have 
not  yet  been  called ;  yet,  though  in  a 
humble  sphere,  haTe  we  not  a  part  to 
act,  and  a  work  to  perform  f  Shall  we 
then,  while  surrounded  with   all   lifo*s 
eomfortf,  in  the  bosom  of  friends  and 
kiodred,  forget  the  humble  Missionary's 
toili  ?  Shall  we  not  put  a  hand,  feeble  as 
it  may  be,  in  aid  of  the  great  cause  ?  And 
as  we  are  grateful  for  the  blessings  we 
aajoy,   feel  for  the  poor  and  destitute 
hM^o  of  our  western  borders. 

Impressed  with  these  sentiments,  a 
number  of  Ladies  met  at  the  house  of 
Mrs  Englest  on  Mondi^,  May  1st,  l^^i 
with  m  9i»vf  of  forming  tbemaelves  into  a 
Society,  in  aid  of  the  Mission  lately  es- 
tablislied  among  the  Oipge  Indians,  and 
adopted  the  following 

CONSTITUTION 

Art  1.  This  Society  shall  be  denomi- 
nated tlie  <<  Union  Society  for  the  Osage 
MisMOo." 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall 
be  to  provide  clothing  for  the  Indian 
ehildrea  eonneoted  with  the  Osage  Mis- 
sion at  Union. 

Art.  a  The  Society  shall  consist  of 
working  and  .  contributing  members. 
Working  members  stiall  pay  thirty-seven 
and  a  half  cents,  annually,  in  advance. 
Contributing  members  shall  pay  fifty 
cents.  The  payment  at  one  time,  of  ten 
dollarsy  shall  constitute  a  member  for  life* 

Art  4.  The  ofllcers  of  this  Society  shall 


be  a  Directress,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corres- 
ponding and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and 
six  Managers,  who  shall  constitute  a 
Board  for  the  management  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Society.  They  may  adopt 
such  By-Laws  for  their  own  government, 
(not  inconsistent  with  (bis  constitution) 
as  they  may  judge  expedient 

Art.  6.  The  Directress  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings,  call  special  meetings,  and 
have  the  casting  vote  on  all  questions. 

Art^  6  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  all  or- 
ders signed  by  the  Directress,  and  give  a 
statement  of  her  accounts,  on  the  first 
Monday  In  May,  or  oftener,  if  required  by 
the  Society. 

Art.  7.  The  Corresponding  Secretary 
shall  write  all  letters  on  business  and 
take  charge  of  all  papers  committed 
to  her  care. 

Art  8.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall 
keep  regular  minutes  of  the  proceedings 
and  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Di- 
rectress. 

Art.  9.  The  working  members  shall 
meet  weekly  to  make  up  the  clothing. 
They  shall  also,  in  their  leisure  hoursy 
work  caps,  frocks,  &c.  &c.  to  be  disposed 
of  for  the  use  of  the  Society. 

Art.  10.  This  Constitution  may  be  al- 
tered or  amended  at  an  Annual  meeting 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  (be 
members  present,  and  in  no  other  man- 
ner.

continued  benefactions. 

"  Since  we  last  had  thepleasars  to  ad- 
dMss  yoo,  sii  of  our  pensioners  hare 
boen  removed  by  death,  two  have  been 
permHled  to  go  to  the  Alms-house,  two 
have  been  assisted  to  go  to  their  relations ; 
the  one  to  WallkiH,  state  of  NewTcirk, 
the  other  to  CbarlestoQ,  S.  C.  another  is 
comfortably  provided  for  by  the  beqnesi 
of  a  brother-in-law ;  and  we  have  the 
satisfaction  faKher  to  state,  that  Mrs.  Ann 
Benson,  whose  case  escited  such  general 
sympathy,  is  now  kindly  received  into 
her  relation's  family.  We  have  been  re- 
peatedly importuned,throughth''e  medium 
of  anonymous  letters  and  otherwise,  res- 
pecting this  aged  aflllcted  woman,  and 
wa  take  thb  opportunity  to  Inform  those 
kbd  inqtrirers,  that  Mrs.  B.  has  been  a 
pensioner  on  4his  society  from  Its  com- 
menoement,  and  has  regularly  received 
her  proportion  of  your  bounty. 

<*  In  tbe  coarse  of  ibe  last  year,  be- 
sides the  regular  objeels  of  your  muniil- 
cinee;  iltteea  other  poor  appKcants 
have  reeetved  temporary  assistance,  and 
from  this  number  the  twelve  vacancies 
joft  noticed  have  been  filled  up  ;  leaving 
it  present  on  our  Books  ld5  pensioners. 
Slid  four  who  will  look  to  us  for  some  oc- 
eksional  relief. 

« It  will  be  observed  from  the  state- 
ment of  the  Tressurer,  that  our 
foods  are  at  present  extremely  low;

By  degrees  the  labours  of  tbese  piouseer- 
vants  of  God  were  eitended  to  the  State 
Prison,  Debtor's  Prison,  Bridewell,  Mag- 
dalen House,  and  Orphan  Asylum.    Id 
the  Bontb  of  June  following,  tbe  term 
lor  which  Mr.  Ely  was  engaged  having 
•Kpired,  and  he  called  to  another  scene 
0f  labour,  the  whole  of  the  duties  de. 
solved  on  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stanford^  who 
bas  ever  since  laboured  wttb  ardent  and  * 
davoled  attention  In  their  performance. 
Did  the  limits  of  this  comaHMioatSoB  al- 
low US|  we  conld  detail  to  you  many 
iosCattcas   of  conversioo    which    hava 
taken   place   daring   his    ministfatioBt. 
And  these  have  not  been  confined  to  the 
dying  bed,  but  men  living  in  opaa  eami* 
ty  against  the  Most  High,  have  bean 
brought  in  tears  to  the  feet  of  tbe  Saviour, 
and,  after  amanolpAtion  from  prisoo»have 
given    tbeir   written    acknowledgments 
that  they  were  first   brought  to  Christ 
within  the  walls  of  a  prison  by  the  Preach- 
er employed  by  tbis  institution.    Tears  of 
penitence  have  flowed   down    cbaeks 
which  were nevermolstened by  tham  be- 
fore.

But  could  you  enter  these  places  with 
the  Preacher,  and  see  the  eager  attention 
with  which  he  b  listened  to ;  witnem  the 
sobs  and  tears  of  hb  auditors,  hear  them 
at  the  close  of  his  service  for  the  day  in* 
treat  him  to  come  again  to  them,  while 
gratitude  for  bb  kindness  to  (hem  almost 
forbids  their    utterance— could  you  go 
with  him  from  ward  to  ward,  and  from 
bed  to  bed  in  the  Hospital,  and  hear  the 
words  of  comfort  and  peace  dropping  up- 
on ears  which  would  otherwise  nevar 
bear  them  on  thb  side  of  the  grave— could 
you  see  the  stem  man  of  crime  subdued 
under  hb  preaching  (though  never  sef- 
laoed  before^  grasp  hb  hand  and  thank 
the  God  of  Mercy  who  sent  him  there ; 
then,  and  then  only  could  you  realise  the 
valae  of  hb  labours.    Bat  we  trust  we 
have  said  enough.   This  Society  has  long 
been  struggling  under  pecuniary  embar* 
rassment.    It  commeaoed  with  an  ample 
subscription  Ibt,  but  its  meant  baye  bean 
sadly  impaired.

REPORT,  &c. 

RbSPKCTBD   BaETHRZ5, 

Having  experienced  the  tender  mer- 
cies of  the  Lord  my  God  in  performing 
my  ministerial  services  to  the  sick,  Ihe 
poor,  and  the  miserable,  in  the  various 
humane  and  criminal  institutions  in  this 
city  ;  it  is  with  grateful  feelings  that  I 
now  present  yoa  with  the  necessery  com- 
munications. In  order  to  this  1  shall 
Iak9  the  institutions  separately,  as  being 
the  niost  likely  method  to  afford  you  the 
inteuded  information. 

Orphan  Jisyktm, 
To  thb  benevolent  and  favourite  insti. 
tation,  I  make  a  visit  every  Wednesday 
■lonung,  anlets  prevented  by  inclement 
weaHier,  or  by  indisposition.  After  ex- 
amining some  of  the  children,  I  give 
tkem  a  discourse  suited  to  their  capaci- 
tiea.  Here,  I  have  some  children  learn- 
ing grammar,  and  others  geography,  with- 
oat  any  expense  to  the  establishment, 
faaTiDg  been  presented  with  some  school 
books,  which  are  at  my  own  disposal ; 
and  which  I  hope  may  be  beneficial  to 
the  children  when  entering  into  public 
life.  On  my  visits  I  find  good  order,  and 
ttcceseary  attcnthm  pafd  to  the  tender  orw 
phans. 

City  HospUdL 

Lord's  Bay  morning,  in  sommer  at 
half  past  eight,  and  in  winter  at  nine 
o'clock,  worship,  with  a  discoorse,  is 
regalarty  performed  in  this  iastitation. 
Mr.  Whetmore,the  Soperintendent,  with 
his  family,  always  attend ;  and  frequent* 
1y  the  hoose  physicians. 
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Tuesday  Visits.— The  patients  in  the 
respective  wards  are  visited  in  course ; 
where  instruction  and  consolation  are 
administered,  and  prayer  offered  as  cir- 
cumstances require.  On  the  upper  floori 
there  were  many  sick  and  lame,  who,  as 
an  excuse,  professed  that  they  were  inca- 
pable of  attending  sabbath  worship  be- 
low. Perceiving  that  this  excuse  was 
designed,  and  that  the  greater  part  of 
them  were  of  the  disorderly  sort,  1  pro- 
posed to  gratify  them  with  a  discourse  on 
my  vbiting  day,  which  they  could  not 
decently  refuse.  I  have,  therefore, 
through  all  this  year,  on  a  Tuesday,  de- 
livered a  discourse,  with  prayer,  between 
the  white  men's  wards  No.  13  and  14 
Soon  after,  the  two  wards  of  blacks,  at 
the  other  end  of  the  passage,  requested 
the  like  attention  *,  which  was  granted. 
The  Iiord  has  been  pleased  to  bless  these 
services  to  several  patients,  and  the 
wards,  ever  since,  have  been  bappUy 
moralised. 

This  year,  several  patients  in  this  hos- 
pital have  died  happily  in  union  with  Je- 
sus, rejoicing  in  hope  of  everlasting  fe- 
licity. Here  I  have  more  or  less  young 
patients,  whom  I  instruct  in  useful  leam- 
ioS'  ^y  giving  them  lessons  to  recite  on 
my  next  visit.  This  has  a  good  effect ; 
and  the  governors  allow  me  to  purchase 
books,  &c.  on  their  account. 

Besides  my  Tuesday  visits,  the  sick  and 
dying  are  attended  at  all  othertimes  when 
requisite,  whether  by  day  or  night.  As 
a  testimony  of  the  governors'  approba- 
tion of  my  attendance  to  this  institution, 
they  have  recently  elected  me  a  member 
of  their  corporation. 

LunaUc  ^sjfium. 

On  request  of  some  of  the  governors; 
especially  of  the  people  called  Friends, 
on  the  31st  of  August  last,  I  commenced 
religious  worship  with  this  deranged  class 
of  unfortunates.  I  must  confess  that  my 
expectations  of  usefulness  to  them  were 
far  from  being  sanguine.  However,  ac- 
cording to  the  observations  of  the  physi- 
cians and  attendants,  it  has  a  salutary  in- 
fluence to  tranquillize  their  minds  through 
the  week :  and  some  of  the  patients  have 
requested  to  have  service  twice  in  the 
week.  Here  are  two  or  three  who  have 
formerly  drank  of  the  cup  of  salva- 
tion;   and    although    they    have   no 
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sense  of  their  wordly  concerns^  nor 
of  Ibcir  family  relations,  still  they  con- 
yerae  with  cheerfulness  on  the  subject  of 
religion.  One  day,  after  I  had  preached 
on  Christ  as  a  friend,  one  of  the  patients 
took  me  by  the  hand  and  said,  •'Sir,  how 
good  it  is  to  hear  of  a  Friend  we  once 
lored  ?"  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilsen,  and  very 
frequently  Dr.  Nelson,  with  others,  at- 
tend these  services. 

Bdlevue  Establishment 
Chapel— On  Lord's  day,  service  is  here 
performed  morning  and  afternoon.    The 
Methodist  ministers  are  allowed  the  first 
Sunday  in  the  month  ;  as  on  that  day  I 
invtfriably  attend  the  Stale  Prison ;  as» 
also,  on  a  fifth  sabbath,  when  I  always 
provide  a  minister  to  supply.    Perhaps 
few  congregations  in  the  city  are  more 
attentive  and  devout  than  this;  and   [ 
frequently  hear  tidings  of  the  power  and 
presence  of  God  among  them-     Imme- 
diately after  service  in  this  chapel  in  the 
morning,  f  go  to  the  Penilenliary  and  de- 
liver »  discourse,  and  offer  prayer  in  one 
of  the  wards  occupied  by  the  male  pris* 
oners.    For  want  of  a  large  room,  !  have 
to  perform  these  services  alternately  in 
the  wards  that  they  may  all  be  benefitted. 
I  have  not  had  one  instance  among  these 
unfortunates,  of  improper  conduct  dur- 
ing worship ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  they 
behaved  with  attention  and  apparent  de. 
Totion.    On  an  afternoon  in  the  Alms 
House  Chapel,  at  the  close  of  service,  a 
number  of  the  children  are  examined  in 
the  catechism.    This  practice  was  an- 
ciently   observed    in    many    Christian 
churches.    Reviving  it  in  this  chapel,  I 
fipd  to  have  a  very  good  effect  upon  the 
congregation,  as  well  as  stimulating  to 
the  poor  children. 

Friday  Visits^ — Usually  arrive  at  Belle- 
rue  about  nine  in  the  morning-  The 
first  object  of  attention  is  to  visit  the  two 
hospitals,  f  n  the  wards  of  each  address- 
es are  made  to  the  sick,  a  chapter  is  read, 
and  a  prayer  offered  to  the  Lord.  Dur- 
ing this  year,  several,  both  male  and 
female,  were  made  partakers  of  the 
grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  died  in 
prospect  of  everlasting  life.  Two  of 
them  had  led  a  Magdalene  career ;  but 
such  was  the  power  of  Divine  grace  uppn 
one  of  them,  as  not  only  to  produce  a 
charming  testimony  of  her  confidence  in 
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Chrlstl;  but,  with  her  dyipg  bretth  t» 
exhort  her  companions  to  flee  from  the 
wrath  to  corner— She  was  19  years  of 
age.  The  remaining  part  of  the  morn- 
ing is  usually  occupied  in  visiting  aa  many 
wards  as  possible  in  the  main  ImiUling; 
and  as  often  as  the  state  of  the  sick  ia 
the  bospiuls  will  admit— eay  once  in 
six  weeks,  I  visit  the  whole  of  this  ex- 
tensive building  from  top  to  bottom. 

Afternoon.*— At  two  o'clock,  the  fe- 
males in  the  PenKentiary  are  collected 
in  the  largest  ward  for  divine  worship* 
The  penitentiary  school-boys  are  present* 
seated  by  themselves.  The  females  set» 
and  sing  their  own  tunes.  The  attention 
and  demeanour  of  this  class,  during  sec^ 
vice,  is  worthy  of  commendation .  Af- 
ter prayer,  as  occasion  requires,  (he  boys 
recite  to  me  the  cbalechism,  or  other 
appointed  exercise. 

Maniac  Department — ^Tbese  wretched 
unfortunates,  about  30  males,  are  col- 
lected and  seated,  ready  for  my  return 
from  the  Penitentiary.— To  them  a  dis- 
course is  delivered ;  but  as  the  greater 
part  of  them  are  greatly  deranged,  and 
incurable,  I  am  often  astonished  at  their 
peaceable  behaviour.  A  few  of  them, 
however,  appear  to  be  attentive,  and  are 
in  the  habit  of  kneeling  in  time  of  pray- 
er. This  encourages  me  to  persevere  in 
the  duty. 

Schools.— Of  these  I  have  the  princi- 
pal charge,  the  examination  of  whloli 
generally  closes  the  visit. 

Alms  House  School  for  Boys.— Present 
number  2aa  The  lowest  classes  of  these 
are  examined:  eight  form  a  grammar 
class,  twenty-three  the  catechism  dass. 

Alms  House  School  for  Girls.— Present 
number  1 17.  These  also,  are  examined, 
iuc.    Fifteen  learn  the  catechism. 

Penitentiary  School  for  Boys. — Present 
number  23 :  eight  form  a  grammar  cIbib, 
and  10  learn  the  catechism— the  whole 
making  370  scholars. 

The  superintendence  of  these  schools 
add  not  a  little  to  the  weight  of  my 
charge,  yet  became  necessary ;  and,  j>er- 
haps,  it  may  be  gratifying  to  you  to  be  in- 
formed, that  for  this  service,  the  Hon. 
the  Corporation  make  me  an  annual 
present,  at  their  own  pleasure. 

Dehtor*a  Prison,      l^ 
Other  duties  preventing  my  attending 
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tliisprisoo  on  a  Lord's  day^I  peifonn 
worship  ID  the  chapel  oo  a'Thorsday  af* 
leraooiK  The  prisoners  are  of  ^  mixed 
a  elass,  ond  some  of  them  far  from  sedate, 
it  is  difficult  to  say  much  coficemiog 
them.  Besides,  the  greater  part  of  them 
are  but  transient  in  their  confinement;  so 
that  the  congregation  frequently  changes 
with  the  month.  However,  it  frequently 
occnrs  that  there  are  a  few  unfortunate 
delators  \^o  are  very  attentive,  and  ap- 
pear to  relisb  the  gospel. 
BrtdetpeU. 

In  tbis  place  I  perform  religious  ser- 
vice on  a  Thursday,  in  the  long  room. — 
The  unfortunate  females  generally  be- 
bave  with  propriety  and  attention,  and 
sometimes  appear  seriously  affected. — 
They  seldom  abide  here  longer  than 
three  weeks,  being  cither  discharged  or 
sent  to  the  Penitentiary  ;  so  that  there  is 
,  little  opportunity  to  observe  the  abiding 
effects  of  the  divine  word  upon  them. 
This  year,  in  the  Bridewell,  1  have  had 
two  convicts  under  sentence  of  death — 
Rose  Butler,  and  George  Brown,  in 
aach  cases  it  is  usual  for  the  High  Sheriff 
to  give  me  charge  of  the  criminals ;  this 
is  always  a  painful  task,  especially  when 
no  gracious  change  is  produced  in  the 
subjects. 

SiaU  Priaan. 

The  Chaplain^hip  of  this  Institution  I 
have  for  many  jrears  held,  under  the  Le- 
gislature of  the  State.  Service,  tbu  year, 
has  regularly  been  performed  in  the 
chapel,  morning  and  afternoon.  The 
clergy  of  several  denominations  take 
their  turn.  The  first  sabbath,  and  when 
m  deficiency  takes  place,  I  either  go  or 
send  a  supply. 

Wednesday  b  my  time  of  visit.  The 
first  object  of  attention  Is  the  men's  hos- 
pital ;  in  which  the  patients  in  bed  are 
addressed  as  their  circumstances  seem  to 
require.  The  convalescents  areassem* 
bled  in  the  hall,  to  whom  a  discourse  is 
delivered,  concluded  with  prayer.  The 
like  service  is  afterwards  performed  in 
the  hall — the  residence  of  the  female 
convicts.  When  present  on  a  Lord's  day, 
I  invariably  visit  the  sick,  between  the 
public  services.  Also,  at  all  other  timcf , 
purposely,  when  the  cases  of  the  sick  and 
dying  make  it  requisite. 

Thb  year  three  male  prisoners  obtain- 
ed mercy  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  died  in 


peace*  Of  the  two  men,  among  others, 
who  were  brouglit  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  last  year,  one  of  them 
has  been  liberated  *,  and,  from  informa- 
tion, has  been  received  into  union  with' 
a  respectable  church.  The  other,  stUI  in 
confinement,  walks  as  becomes  the 
Christian  character.  Both  these  men ,  on 
entering  Ibis  prisop,  were  most  daring 
wretches !  Here  I  have  five  schools,  con- 
taining 76  scholars,  which  it  is  my  duty 
to  superintend. 

C&nchmon. 
It  well  becomes  me,  in  closing  this  re- 
port, to  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  the 
Lord  for  enabling  me  to  perform  my  du- 
ties to  the  public  institutions,  and  for  the 
drops  of  mercy  which  have  fallen  upon 
my  feeble  services.  This  year  1  have 
been  assisted,  by  Divine  goodness,  to 
preach  Jive  hxmdredandforly'ievtn  times ; 
and,  although  in  my  tixty-fiflh  year,  I 
am  not  yet  tired  of  my  heavenly  Mas- 
ter's service.  Soliciting  your  prayers 
that  I  may  be  useful  while  I  live,  and 
faithful  till  I  die,  and  thus  finish  my 
course  with  joy,  is  the  fervent  desire  of

REV.  MR.  CONNOR'S  RETURir  FROM  JERUSALElt 

Is  our  last  number  we  gave  an  account  of  Mr.  Gooiior*s  visit  to  JenM^em. 
We  now  continue  the  narrative,  embracing  an  account  of  his  proceedingi  from 
theiatbof  April,  the  day  on  which  he  took  his  departure  from  that  city,  to 
the  £6th  of  June,  the  date  of  his  latest  communications.  On  that  day,  he 
writes  from  Aleppo,  as  follows  : — 


Saide. 

It  was  my  inteotion  (o  go  direct  from 
Jenisalem  to  Damascusy  by  way  of  Na- 
polose  and  Tiberias  ;  bat  the  disturbed 
•tate  of  tha  country  about  Napolose,  oe- 
casioned  by  the  presence  of  the  Pacha  of 
Damascus,  who  was  making  bis  rounds 
to  collect  the  tribute,*  caused  me  re- 
luctantly to  alter  my  plans,  and  thus  to 
resign  the  hopes  which  1  had  indulged, 
of  gleaning  some  further  particulars  res- 
pecting the  Samaritans. 

On  the  nth  of  April  1  lefl  Jerusalem, 
and  proceeded  to  Ramn ;  and  from 
thence,  across  the  luiuriant  plain  of 
Sharon,  and  by  Ca^sarca  and  the  foot 
of  Cai*roe{,  to  Acre.  A(\er  a  few  days 
repose  in  Acre,  I  rode  forward,  by  way 
of  Sour,  to  Saide,  where  I  bad  a  second 
conference  with  our  friend,  Mr.  Ber- 
trend  You  may  remember,  that  when 
in  Saide,  on  my  way  to  Jerusalem,  I 
was  so  happy  as  to  become  acquainted 
with  this  Gentleman,  who  most  willingly 
undertook  to  distribute  the  Seriptufes» 
with     the    assistance    of    his    friends, 

*  A  few  days  before  my  departure  from  Jem- 
nlem,  Uie  Pacba  arrlred  there  from  Napolose  •, 
and,  according  to  ciutom,  pitched  his  tent  out- 
side tb«  walls.  A  large  body  of  troops  accom- 
panied binv  One  of  his  soldiers,  a  Christian 
Albanese,  impelled  by  curiosity,  had  Uie  impru- 
dence to  set  his  foot  within  the  walls  of  the 
Mosque  of  Uie  Temple.  He  was  discovered— a 
lomnltwas  raised— and  the  Pacha  was  Informed 
of  the  soldier's  crime.  He  immediatedly  des- 
patched one  of  his  slaves,  with  orders  to  put  the 
soldier  to  deatli,  wherever  he  should  find  him. 
A  few  boors  after  I  saw  the  body  of  Uie  poor 
(eUow  lying  in  the  street,  naked  and  mangled, 
and  exposed  to  the  insults  of  the  Turks.  His  head 
was  nearly  severed  from  his  body,  and  one  of  Ms 
iMads  had  been  cat  thioagh  with  a  sabre. 


throughout  the  Diocese  of  Saide,  Mount 
Lebanon,  and  in  Damascus.  I  fonndt 
in  this  my  second  visit,  that  be  had  al- 
ready been  active,  in  opening  a  path  for 
their  circulation.  He  had  corresponded 
with  several  of  his  friends  on  the  sufo- 
jecty  who  promised  to  assist  him  as  far 
as  they  were  able.  Among  the  rest,  he 
had  conferred  with  the  Bishop  of  Saide, 
who  resides  in  Lebanon.  The  Bishop 
assured  him  of  his  most  hearty  co-ope- 
ration, but  with  this  proviso — ^That  the 
text  should  exactly  agree  with  that  au- 
thorised in  Rome.  On  this  subject  I 
shall  speak  more  fully  toward  the  close 
of  my  Letter. 

Der  el  Kamr,  the  CapUalofthe 
Drusu — 

From  Saide  1  proceeded  to  Der  el 
Kamr,  the  Metropolis  of  the  Druses,  on 
Mount  Lebanon.  Mr.  Bertrand  bad 
given  me  a  Letter  to  his  Brother,  Phy- 
sician to  the  Emir  Bechtr ;  and  this  Gen* 
tleman  introduced  me  to  the  Prince. — 
I  sat  some  time  with  him,  and  conversed 
on  various  subjects,  Mr.  Bertrand  acting 
as  interpreter.  The  Prince  made  many 
inquiries  about  England  ;  and  refpectlng 
bis  friend  Sir  Sydney  Smith,  who  for- 
merly saved  him  from  the  vengeance  of 
Djeszar,  Pacha  of  Acre.  Since  that 
period,  the  Prince  has  always  manifested 
an  affectionate  attachment  to  the  Engliab. 
He  offered  an  apartment  to  be  pre- 
pared for  me  m  the  Palace  at  Der  el 
Kamr. 

The  Prince  rarely  vbits  his  metro- 
polis. He  resides  at  his  Palace  of  Btedyn, 
about  half  an  hour's  ride  from  the  town* 
The  occasion  of  his  being  at  this  tint  in 
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Per  el  Kamr,  was  to  teedvo  tbe  peliflBey 
which  isaoDoaUy  sent  to  hun  from  Con- 
•Untinople,  as  a  renewed  Inrestiture  of 
bis  Offiee  of  Emir. 

State  of  UteDnaes— 

The  number  of  the  Druses  may  be 
about  70,000.  Of  these  20,000  men  are 
capable  of  bearing  arms. 

The  Druses  are  diTided  into  'two 
grand  eksses— that  of  the  «  AklEals,'* 
or  inteUigerU  ;  and  that  of  the  «  DjaheU," 
or  ignorant. 

The  Alclcals,  in  number  about  10,000, 
form  the  Sacred  Order  j  and  are  distin- 
guishable  by  their  white  turbans,  the 
emblem   of    purHy.     Every    Thursday 
Evening,  the  Akkals  assemble  together  in 
their  Oratories,  and  perform  their  reli- 
gions rites.    What  these  rites  are,  no  one 
but  themselves  knows :  their  ceremonies 
are  enveloped  in  the  profoundest  myste- 
ry:   during  the  performance  of   them> 
they  place  guards  around  the  spot,  to 
prevent  the  approach  of  the  profane: 
their  wives  are  permitted  to  be  present ; 
if  any  of  the  uninitiated  dared  to  witness 
any  part  of  their  sacred  rites,  instant 
death  would,  on  discovery,  be  the  re- 
ward of  their  temerity.    All  the  Akkals 
are  permitted  to  many.    The  Chief  of 
the  Order  resides  in  a  village  called  El 
Mutna.    Tbe  title  and  privileges  of  the 
members    are  not   necessarily    handed 
down  firom  father  to  son.    When  arrived 
at  a  certain  age,  every  individual,  who 
wishes  it,  and  whose  conduct  has  not  been 
stained  with  any  flagrant  vice,  may,  af- 
ter passing  through  some  initiatory  cere- 
monies, enter  the  Order.    At  the  funer- 
al  of   an    Akkal,  the    principal  of  the 
Priests  who  happen  to  be  present,  de- 
mands of  the  bye-standers  their  testimo- 
ny of  the  conduct  of  the  deceased  dur- 
ing  his  life :    if    their    testimony    be 
favourable,  he  addresses  the  deceased 
with  the  words — ''God  be  merciful  to 
thee  !*'  if  otherwise,  the  address  is  omit- 
ted. The  funerals  of  the  Akicals,  as  well 
MB  those  of  the  other  Druses,  are  always 
very  numerously  attented.    The  Akkals 
bear  arms  only  in  defence  of  their  coun- 
try} and  never  accompany  an  invading 
army. 

The  Djabelt,  who  form  by  far  the  most 
numerous  class,  perform   no    religious 
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rites  whatever,  unless  when  circum- 
stances oblige  them  to  assume  the  ap- 
pearance of  Mabomedans.  On  tbeae 
occasions,  they  enter  the  Mosques,  and 
recite  their  prayers  with  the  Turks  — 
They  consider  both  Jesus  Christ  and  M%* 
homet  as  impostors ;  and  cherish  an  equal 
dislike  to  Christians  and  Turks.  They 
believe  that  the  Deity  was  incarnated 
in  the  person  of  Uakem,  Caliph  of 
Egypt ',  and  that  he  will  shortly  appear 
again.  He  is  to  come,  they  think,  from 
China ;  and  to  meet,  figbt  with,  and 
utterly  destroy,  all  his  enemies,  at  a 
place  called  the  <«  Black  Stone." 

The  Druses  regard  tlie  Chinese  aa 
belonging  to  their  sect,  and  as  th« 
most  exemplary  members  of  it  in  the 
world- 

Tbey  believe  in  the  transmigratioo  of 
souls ;  and  that,  according  to  the  ehar* 
acter  of  the  individual,  in  his  first  Jour- 
ney through  life,  will  be  the  nature  of  the 
body  which  his  soul  will  animate  in  a  fu- 
ture state  of  existence  ;  if  his  conduct 
has  been  fair  and  honourable,  his  soul  at 
his  death,  will  pass  into  and  vivify  the 
body  of  him  who  is  destined  to  fill  a  res- 
pectable station  in  life :  if,  on  tbe  other 
hand,  his  conduct  has  been  evil,  bis  soul 
will  enter  the  body  of  a  horse,  a  mnle, 
an  ass,  kjc.  Those  who  distinguish 
themselves  by  noble  and  meritorious  ac. 
tions,  and  shine  by  their  virtues  in  their 
career  through  life,  will,  as  the  highest 
recompense  of  their  merits,  pass,  after 
death,  into  the  bodies  of  Chinese  Dru- 
ses. 

I  inquired  of  Mr.  Bertrand,  if  it  was 
true  that  the  Druses  worshipped  a  calf: 
he  said  that  he  had  questioned  many  of 
them  about  it,  and  they  all  denied  it : 
"  Do  you  suppose,"  they  asked,  "  that 
we  would  worship,  as  our  God,  the  image 
of  an  animal,  whose  flesh  we  eat,  and  of 
whose  skin  we  make  our  shoes  ?" 

Schools  are  pretty  frequent.  The 
Akkals  are  generally  the  masters ;  and 
are  paid  by  their  pupils.  They  teach 
reading  and  writing.  The  book  gene- 
rally used  as  an  exercise  for  the  Children, 
is  the  Kor&n.  In  some  villages,  where 
the  only  Schools  are  those  of  the  Chris- 
tians, the  Druses  send  their  Children  thi- 1 
ther,  where  they  are  taught  to  read  tbi^^^ 
Psalms  of  David. 
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I  bad  been  told  that  there  was  a 
great  namber  of  Christians  among  the 
Prases:  ihht  however, I  find  is  not  the 
case.  The  £mtr  Bcchir,  with  hh  family 
and  some  of  the  other  Nobles  of  the 
nation,  have  received  Btiptism, hove  their 
Children  baptised,  hnvp  Chapels  in  their 
hooses,  and  hear  Masn  every  Sunday. 
The  rest  of  the  Natives  are  hostile  to  the 
'  Chri^ttians. 

The  Emir  has  retained  his  situation  for 
vpward  of  thirty  years.  He  wears  the 
Green  Robe  of  a  Sheriffi  or  one  of  the 
descendants  of  Mahomet ;  and  has  the 
eiterior  of  a  Turk.  He  never  enters  a 
Mosque,  but  h»  a  Chapel  in  his  Palace 
at  Btedyn,  where  Service  is  regularly 
performed  by  a  Maronite  Priest.  In  con- 
formity with  his  CbriMian  principles,  he 
has  only  one  wife,  by  whom  be  has  sev- 
eral children  living. 

Most  promising  Means  ofbenefiHng 
the  Druses — 

I  scarcely  know  what  means  would  be 
the  most  eligible  to  accompluh  our  wish 
of  meliorating  the  reli;;iou8  state  of  this 
people. 

We  must,  I  think,  begin  with  their 
neighbours,  the  Maronites.  The  dif- 
fusion of  the  Bible  throughout  the  Kes- 
rouao  (which,  I  trust,  we  shall  be  able 
to  commence,  ere  long)  may  possibly 
excite  some  of  the  Drases  to  purchase 
the  Book,  on  account  of  its  cheapness, 
and  the  facility  of  procuring  it ;  and  the 
perasal  of  it,  by  God's  blessing,  may 
open  their  eyes  to  the  errors  of  their 
Creed. 

The  improvement  of  the  School 
System  of  the  Maronites  would  be  a 
most  important  preliminary  step  toward 
the  enlightening  of  the  Druses.  The 
introduction  of  School  Books  calculated 
to  expand  the  ideas  and  to  imbue  the 
mind  with  the  elements  of  general  know, 
ledge,  and  of  Religious  Tracts  interest- 
ing as  well  as  instructive,  would  tend  by 
raising  the  standard  of  knowledge 
mmong  the  Maronites,  to  diffuse  gradual- 
ly a  portion  of  its  beneficial  influence 
among  the  Druses,  with  whom  they  are 
in  intimate  communication.  Great  num- 
bers of  Muroniles  are  indeed  mingled 
with  the  Druses,  and  dwell  in  their  vil- 
lages. 
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We  might  thus,  I  thfnk,  reasonably 
expect  that  the  light,  kindled  by  our  ex- 
ertions in  the  Kesrouan,  wopld  spread 
and  brighten  over  the  Mountains  of  the 
Druses,  and  gradually  dissolve  the  pre- 
jndices  that  bind  this  singular  people 
to  their  notions. 

Beiroul — 
From  Der  el  Kamr,  i  proceeded  along 
the  Mountains,  through  a  succession  of 
beautiful  and  romantic  scenes,  to  Belrout. 
Here  I  found  eight  cases  of  the  Scriptures^ 
which  Mr.  Jowett  had  sent  roe  from 
Alexandria :  part  of  these  I  sent  to  Jera- 
salem,  part  to  Saide,  and  part  I  forwarded 
to  Latichea,  to  await  my  arrival  there. 
During  my  stay  of  two  days  in  Beiroutf 
I  sold  several  Arabic  Bibles  and  Psalters. 
I  drew  up  an  Agreement  with  our  Agenty 
Signor  Laurello  :  who  will  do  w  hat  ho 
can  for  us  in  Beirout  and  its  neighbour- 
hood. 

Jntnview  toWi  (he  Syrian  Pairianh 
(late  Archbishop)  Giarve^   ai  Der 
elSharfi— 

I  then  set  out  for  the  Convent  of 
Patriarch  (late  Archbishop)  Giarve.  His 
Convent  b  universally  called  in  the 
country,  Der  el  Sharfi.  After  passiag 
for  some  hours  long  a  ragged,  steep, 
and  difficult  path,  among  the  mounfainli 
we  arrived,  about  three  in  the  afternoon, 
at  the  foot  of  an  eminence  *,  on  the  sido 
of  which,  and  near  to  its  wooded  summit, 
stands  the  Convent  of  Santa  Maria  delta 
Libcratrice.  The  situation  of  the  Con- 
vent is  noble  and  commanding,  over- 
looking a  large  tract  of  mountain  scene- 
ry, the  town  of  Beirout,  a  long  line  of 
coast,  and  a  wide  sweep  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean. The  Convent  itself  is  not  yet 
completed.  Its  Chapel  is  small,  and 
is  hung  round  with  a  great  number  of 
little  pictures  of  Saints  and  Scripture 
Scenes.  It  was  pleasing  to  hear  In  the 
evening,  the  sound  of  the  various  Con- 
vent Bells  in  the  neighbouring  moun- 
tains, which  summoned  the  people  to 
Vespers. 

Hero  I  left  my  mules  and  servant, 
and  proceeded  forward  alone  and  on 
foot.  The  Patriarch  received  me  in 
the  kindest  manner,  and  I  remained 
with  him  till  the  following  morning.    1 
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found  him  rather  indisposed^  in  eonse- 
qaeoce  of  a  recent  fall  from  his  horse. 

The  Patriarch  greatly  regrets  the 
mccideai  which  retards  the  arrival  of 
his  printing  press,  it  was  so  seriously 
iDjyred  in  the  voyage  to  Smyrna,  iha^ 
it  is  protwble,  no  one  but  its  maker  and 
Inventor,  M.-.  ClymcTi  will  be  able  to 
repair  it.  As  soou  as  it  arrives,  he  will 
comuHMice  the  printing  ol  the  Carshun 
Scriptures,  and  i>ill  occiisiooally  issue 
Tracts  for  the  spiritual  instruction  of 
hia  flock,  which  is  very  numerous  and 
widely  scattered  throughout  Syria,  Me* 
aopotamiai  and  other  quarters. 

The  Archbishop  was  elevated  to  the 
Patriarchal  seat  about  a  month  before 
say  Tisit. 

la  reply  to  inquiries  respecting  the 
Jdaronites,  by  whom  he  is  surrounded, 
the  Patnarch  told  me  that  they  would 
gladly  receive  the  Arabic  Scriptures,  in 
an  edition  that  would  stand  the  test  of 
a  rigid  e&auiination.  1  hey  may  amount 
to  8U,(X)U  »ouls.  Reading  is  a  very  ge- 
neral attainment  among  them,  and  al- 
most every  village  has  its  school.  In 
their  schoob,  as  in  those  of  the  other 
Christians  in  Syria,  nothing  is  taught 
but  reading,  writing,  and  the  Catechism. 
The  Psalter  and  some  Iheological  Dis- 
sertations  are  the  only  books  used  in 
their  Schools. 

Convent  o/Mar^Hanna  Souhe — 
Finding  that  a  prolonged  stay  in  the 
Patriarch's  Convent  would,  under  pre- 
sent circumstances,  be  fruitless — himself 
being  indisposed,  his  press  not  come,  and 
bb  Convent  undergoing  repairs — 1  took 
my  leave  on  the  morning  of  the  4th  of 
May,  and  proceeded  to  the  convent  of 
Mar  Haona  Sou^re,  where  the  Arabic 
printing  press  is.  The  Monks  of  this 
Convent,  who  are  Greek  Catholics,  re- 
ceived me  very  kindly.  I  purcbhsed  se- 
veral of  their  books,  and  then  went  to 
see  their  printing  apparatus.  They 
have  only  one  press ;  consequently  the 
work  proceeds  but  slowly.  On  the  nu- 
merous Saints'  Days  of  their  Calendar, 
they  do  not  work ;  so  that  the  average 
Dumber  of  Volumes  which  they  may 
issue  in  the  course  of  a  year,  may  amount, 
they  said,  to  about  180.  Of  these,  the 
greater  part  are  Psalters.    Seven  persons 
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are  employed  at  the  Press.  The  books 
are  bound  in  the  Convent,  which  con- 
tains 36  individuals  ;  of  these  S  only  are 
Monks,  the  remainder  being  Laics  and 
Servants.  All  the  profits  rc^sultiog  from 
the  Printing  Elstablishment  go  to  the 
Patriarch  of  the  Greek  Catholics,  who 
resides  at  Zouk ;  and  he  employs  the 
money  in  the  service  of  his  flock. 

Datnascus — 

I  proceeded  from  Mar-Uanna  direct  to 
Damascus:  and, after  having  descended 
Lebanon,  crossed  the  fine  Valley  of  Be- 
kaa,  and  traversed  the  dreary  solitudes 
of  Anti-Lebanon,  arrived  in  that  City 
about  two  in  the  Afternoon  of  May 
the  8th. 

I  had  brought  a  Letter  from  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Cyprus,  for  Seraphim ,  Patri- 
arch of  Antioch,  who  resides  in  Damas- 
cus. I  sent  this  Letter  to  the  Patriarchy 
with  one  of  the  Corfu  Tracts,  and  called 
on  him  a  day  or  two  after.  The  Patri- 
arch received  me  in  the  most  friendly 
manner.  The  system  and  operations  of 
the  Bible  Society  delighted  him.  He 
will  encourage  and  promote,  to  the  ut- 
most of  his  power,  the  sale  and  distrL 
botioo  of  the  Scriptures  throughout  the 
Patriarchate.  As  a  proof  of  hb  earnest- 
ness in  this  Cause,  the  next  day  he  or- 
dered a  number  of  Letters  to  be  pre- 
pared and  despatched  tb  hh  Archbishops 
and  Bishops,,  urging  them  to  promote 
the  objects  of  the  Bible  Society  in  their 
respective  Stations.  As  soon  as  the 
Scriptures  arrive  in  Damascus,  the  Patri- 
arch will  make  it  known  to  the  people, 
by  ordering  it  to  be  announced  to  them 
in  the  different  Churches. 

On  my  expressing  a  wish  to  have  an 
Arabic  Version  of  the  Greek  Tract  on 
the  Bible  Society,  which  was  printed  in 
Corfu,  the  Patriarch  said  that  he  would 
procure  it  for  me ;  and  t>efore  my  de- 
parture from  Damascus,  he  had  sent  the 
Tract  to  a  friend  in  Beirout,  fully  com- 
petent to  the  talk.  This  Translation 
will  be  sent  to  me  to  Constantino|>le, 
when  1  shall  forward  it  to  England  for 
publication.  The  diffusion  of  this  Tract 
in  Arabic,  will  smooth  the  way  for  oar 
future  operations  in  these  parts. 

The  Patriarch  will  correspond  with  our 
Consul  in  Tripoli,  Signor  Catsiflb,  who  i^e 
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a  Greek.  He  gave  ma  a  Letter  to  him  ; 
and  another  to  Abu  Ibrahim,  one  of  the 
Greek  Secretaries  of  the  Governor  of 
Tripoli,  recommending  me  and  my  Caose 
to  their  attention. 

The  Greeks  under  the  Patriarch  of 
Antioch  may  amonnt  to  20,000;  and, 
of  these,  aboat  4000  are  in  Damascus. 
The  rest  of  the  Christian  Popnlatioii  of 
Damascus  consists  of  Catholics,  Latins, 
Maronites,  Greeks,  &c.  16,000,  Arme- 
nians 150,  Nestorians  70.  This  is  a  rough 
calculation.  It  is  impossible  to  know  the 
eiact  number. 

Mr.  Bertrand,  of  Saide  will  appoint  an 
Agent  at  Damascus,  who  will  offer  the 
Scriptures  to  all  the  Christians ;  eicept 
the  Greeks,  who  will  be  supplied  by  their 
Patriarch.  The  Fathers  of  the  Latin 
Convent,  where  1  lodged,  all  Spaniards, 
expressed  their  Joy  at  the  prospect  of 
soon  receiving  a  supply  of  Arabic  Scrip- 
tures for  their  flock.  The  Text,  how- 
ever, they  say,  must  agree  with  that  of 
the  Propaganda  Edition. 

The  Jews  of  Damascus  may  amount 
to  2S00.  The  Jews  throughout  the 
Pachalics  of  Damascus  and  Acre  pos- 
sess more  liberty  than  in  most  parts  of 
Turkey.  The  Prime  Ministers  of  the 
two  Pachas  are  Jews  and  brothers,  and, 
by  their  power  and  influence,  which  are 
great,  shield  their  Nation  to  a  consi- 
derable degree,  from  oppression  and 
violence. 

After  a  stay  of  ten  days  in  Damascus, 
I  began  to  move  toward  Tripoli.  The 
war  in  Balbec  obliged  us  to  follow  the 
great  caravan  road.  After  a  dreary  ride 
of  five  days  along  the  edge  of  the  De- 
sert, we  arrived  at  Homs,  on  the  Oron- 
tes.  Turning  thence  to  the  west,  we 
arrived  in  three  days  more,  at  Tripoli.  I 
lodged  with  our  aged  Consul,  Signer  Cat- 
xiflis.  He  will  do  his  best  for  us,  both 
in  the  town  and  its  neighbourhood  and 
among  the  shipping.  Signor  Catsiflisb 
in  correspondence  with  the  Patriarch 
of  the  Maronites ;  and  wilh  thus  be  able 
to  combine  his  efforts  with  thosf  of 
Messrs.  Laurella  and  Bertrand  in  Beirout 

\nd  Siiide.  to  circulate  the  Scriptures  in 

le  Kesrouim. 

Meppo — 
In  order  to  avoid  a  hot  and  fatiguing 
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ride  of  firar  days  along  tte  fliian,  I  liii^ 
a  small  vessel  at  Tripoli,  which  earrfied 
me  up  to  Latichea  in  82  hours.  Hero 
I  finished  my  business  with  our  Consul, 
Signor  KKas,  a  Greek ;  and  then  sat  o«t 
for  Alep^,  where  I  arrived  in  six  days. 

Immediately  on  my  arrival  I  tngagad 
a  man  to  oflfer  the  Scriptures,  whkh  I 
had  brought  with  me,  for  sale  In  variont 
parts  of  the  city ;  and  am  happy  to  in- 
form you,  that  he  has  sold  a  camfalera- 
ble  number  of  Hebrew,  Syriao,  Graeky 
Turkish,  and  French  Testamenti.  I 
had  only  two  Hebrew  Bibles. (Simon 'a 
Edition)  which  were  immediately  sold  ; 
and  if  I  had  had  a  hundred  of  them,  I 
could  have  parted  with  them  eatilf. 
Several  Jews  called  on  me,  to  inquire  if 
I  had  the  Scriptures  in  Arabic,  but  in  the 
Hebrew  Character;  they  told  me  Chat 
such  an  Edition  would  have  a  great  sale 
among  Ae  Jews  in  Syria  *.  this  is  wortiiy 
the  consideraition  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Bible  Society.  Numbers  have  la- 
tfoired  if  I  had  the  Scriptures  in  Carshvn 
and  Armenian. 

I  have  made  a  visit  to  the  Maronite 
Bishop  here,  and  presented  him  with  a 
Syriac  Testament.  The  Book  pleaied 
him  much,  though  he  observed  there 
was  some  trifling  difference  between  it 
and  the  edition  in  general  use.  He  told 
me,  however,  that  as  none  but  the 
Priests  read  the  Syriac,  the  Scriptures 
in  Arabic  and  Carsbun  would  be  most  ia 
request. 

The  Christian  Population  of  Aleppo 
may  be  thus  enumerated: — Greek  Ca. 
tholics  14,000,  Maronites  2000,  Syrian 
Catholics  5000,  Nestorians  100,  Arme- 
nian Catholics  8000,  Armenian  Schisma- 
tics (as  they  are  called)  2000,  Greeks  nn- 
der  the  Patriarch  of  Antioch  600. 

Mr.  Benjamin  Barker,  English  Pro- 
Consul  here,  will  receive  the  Booics  from 
our  Depots  in  Constantinople  or  Smyrna, 
and  will  cause  them  to  be  offered  for 
sale  in  Aleppo,  Antioch,  and  other  places 
In  the  Pachalic ;  and  also,  by  means  of 
some  merchants  here,  in  various  parts 
of  Anatolia  and  Mesopotamia.  He  will 
also  open  a  correspondence  with  Mr. 
Rich,  our  Resident  in  Bagdad ;  and  wiU 
•end  him  some  Bibles  and  Testaments  on 

*"  A  few  days  f^'r^Qtroduced  to 
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Mr.  Fonettjy  oqr  Conwl  in  Scan- 
dttpoon.  This  Town  if  lo  the  Diocese  of 
Tanufi  and  Uie  Bisliop  frequently 
fpends  some  time  there.  Mr.  Fi>rnetty 
will  do  what  he  can  for  ns  fai  Scande- 
rooBi^not,  Bylan,  Adana,  aUtt  throngh- 
oiit  the  whole  Diocese.

Ihrnfoganda  Edition  of  the  Arabic  Bi- 
hU  exdusivdji  acc^idable  in  Syria — 
The  Bible  Society  is,  I  believe»  pre* 
paring  a  new  edition  of  the  Arabic  Scrip- 
tures.  All  that  I  have  seen  and  heard 
during  my  travels  in  Syria,  has  led  me 
to  the  firm  conviotioni  that  no  edition 
whatever  of  the  Arabic  Bible,  which  dif- 
fers, in  any  respect,  from  the  Text 
sanctioned  in  Romei  wilHie  accepted  ii» 
these  countries.  I  have  been  assured 
by  Bumy  wlio  admire  the  Bible  Society* 
th^t  it  will  never  attain  its  object  in 
Syria,  till  it  sends  out  a  simple  re-priot  of 
the  Arabio  of  the  Propaganda  fldition. 

I  have  conversed  with  many  of  the 
CathoUe  £cclesiasties  on  the  Bible  So- 
ciety and  its  labours  of  Christian  Cha- 
rity, and  never  have  I  heard  one  voice 
lifted  up  against  it ;  all  that  they  require 
is,  tlbat  the  Edition  be  conformable  to 
the  Authorised  Text  This  Text  (I 
]WY«  several  times  oMde  the  inquiry)  is 
ummenaliif  initliigibU,  All  can  under- 
ftMid  it.  Till  we  obtain  this  grand  de- 
iideeatnm,  the  labonjrs  of  the  Agents  of 
the  BiUe  Society  in^  Syria  wHl  hritata 
%iid  ronse  Into  active  opposition  many 
whom  wo  woold  gladden  with  the  Word 
of  £t«nial  life ;  and  who  wonld  receive 
|t  from  our  handt  with  joy  and  thankful- 
ness,  wore  it  to  be  presented  to  them  in 
a  fomMnotioped  by  their  Church. 

These  considerations  will,  I  am  sure, 
have  weight  with  the  Bible  Society,  and 
will  cau3e  them  to  adopt  the  speediest 
measmnes  for  imparting  the  heavenly 
boon  to  Syria.  The  Arabic  Psalter, 
lately  Issued  by  the  Bible  Society,  has 
proved  most  acceptable  here  in  Syria. 
It  will  have  a  rapid  sale.  It  has  been 
loggasted  to  ma,  that  it  would  be  ad-

The  Edition  of  the  Arabic  Scrip- 
tures to  which  Mr.  Connor  alludes  as 
under  preparation  by  the  British  and 
Foreign  Bible  Society,  is  that  which 
he  states  as  exclusively  acceptable 
among  the  Christians  of  Syria.  It  is 
a  re-print  of  the  Propaganda  Edition, 
on  the  correction  of  which  Professor 
Macbride  of  Oxford  and  Professot 
Lee  of  Cambridge  arc  bestowing  un- 
wearied attention.  The  New  Testa- 
ment is  just  completed.  On  the  com- 
munication to  the  Committee  ortbese 
despatchea  from  Mr*'  Connor,  they 
directed  1000  copies  of  the  Testa- 
ment to  be  forwarded  without  delay 
to  the  Mediterranean,  and  these  wHI 
be  followed  by  ample  supplies. 

Fmf  to  the  Grave  o/Bwckhardt-- 

1  have  received  from  the  hands  of  the 
French  Chancellor  here,  the  effects  of 
poor  Burckhardt;  and,  among  other 
things,  a  case  of  Bibles  and  Testaments. 
These  I  shall  leave  in  Aleppo :  the  pri- 
vate effects  I  shall  send  to  Malta. 

I  have  visited  the  Grave  of  Bnrek- 
hardt,  with  mingled  feelings  of  sorrow 
and  gratitude— sorrow,  at  the  loss  sad* 
tained  by  the  church  of  Christ  by  his 
death^gralitude,  at  the  reflection  that  I 
have  come  out  uninjured  from  that  ordeal 
of  fatigue  and  privations,  to  wbicli  he 
most  probably  fell  a  victim.  "  Blese  the 
*Lord,  O  my  soul,  and  forget  not  all  his 
benefits!"  A  large  unioscribed  stone 
marks  the  grave  of  our  departed  friend. 
Before  I  leave  Aleppo,  1  shall  cause  some 
short  memorial  to  he  engraved  thereon. 

Channels  opened  in  Syria  for  the  Cir- 
culation of  ihe  Scriptures — 

Fom  this  sketch  of  my  proceedings 
in  Syria,  yoa  will  have  seen  that  the 
Channels  are  now  oppened  for  the  iatroo 
doction  of  the  Scriptures  into  these 
parts,  and  for  their  general  circulation. 
By  means  of  our  friends  in  Jerusalem, 
Jaffa,  Acre,  Saidc,  Beirout,  Damascus, 
Tripoli,  Latiehea,  Scanderoon,  and 
Aleppo,  they  will  bo  offered  for  sale  in 
every  part  of  the  country.  So  far  well ! 
The  Channelsy  as  I  have  said,  are  open ; 
E  e 
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bat  I  am  aTraid  we  shall  be  obliged  to 
wait  some  time  before  the  waters  begin 
to  flow, 

I  have  prepared  the  minds  of  many* 
for  the  operations  of  (he  Bible  Society 
in  these  parts  ;  Kiid  I  tbiRk  I  may  say  with 
truth,  that  these  operations  will  be  hailed 
with  gratitude. 

In  the  course  of  the  journey,  I  have 
scattered  a  great  number  of  copies  of  (he 
Arabic  Eiposition  of  the  National  system 
of  Education.  These  may  be  left,  at 
present,  to  work,  their  effect  on  the 
minds  of  their  readers.  A  fu(ure  op- 
portupj^y  wilt,  we  may  hope,  be  afforded 
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for  the  establisbmetit  of  Schools  oo  tke 
system. 

The  excessive  heats  now  prevailing, 
have  caa«ed  me  to  renounce  the  plao 
which  I  had  formed  of  proceeding  acros»' 
Asia  Minor  to  Cons(antinople.  It  wa» 
only  a  fortnight  ago,  that  upward  of 
twenty  persons  perished  from  the  heat, 
oat  of  a  Caravan  between  Aleppo  and 
Cssarea !  A  sufficient  warning  for  me, 
1  shall,  therefore,  set  out  in  two  or  three 
days,  on  my  return  to  Latichea,  by  wajr 
of  Antioch  and  the  Coast.  From  Lati- 
chea I  shaM  proceed,  by  sea,  to  Smym* 
or  Constantinople*

Extract  from  tfte  Minutet  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolinat  at  Poplar-  Tree  Church, 
CaJforras  County,  J^orth  Carolina,  Fri- 
day, October  6/A,  1820. 

^  Resolved  unanimously — 

1.  «  That  this  Synod  wHl  assume  the 
responsibility  of  raising,  within  the  space 
of  five  years,  (he  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
liotfort,  towards  the  endowment  of  a  pro- 
fessorship  in  the  General  Assembly's  The- 
ological Seminary  at  Princeton." 

2.  "  That  this  Synod  do  earnestly  and 
renewedly  solicit  the  co-operation  of 
their  brethren  of  the  Synod  of  South  Ca- 
rolina and  Georgia  in  (be  accomplishment 
of  an  object  so  desirable ;  fondly  indulg-

Whereas  they  believe  that  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  under  the  care  of  the 
General  Asseinbly,  b  happily  adapted  to 
increase  the  number)  and  promote  the 
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harmony  aad  usefulness  of  our  fioture 
ministry,  by  bringing  them  extensively 
acquainted  with  each  other,  and  furnish- 
ing those  means  of  intellectual  and  teli- 
giou&  improvement,  which,  under  the 
blessing  of  Almighty  God,  must  have  a 
tendency  to  render  them  *'  able  work- 
men, that  need  not  to  be  ashamed,

Sir,  I  send  yoa  for  insertion  in  the 
American  Missionary  Register,  the  follow- 
ing extract  of  a  letter  from  the  Rev.'Ran^ 
dolph  Stone,  of  Ashtabula  county,  Ohio, 
dated  Nov  18, 1820.  It  affords  pleasing 
intelligence  of  the  recent  displays  of  Al. 
mighty  power,  and  sovereign  grace,  in 
the  conviction  and  conversion  of  some 
of  our  fallen  race : 

« 1  have  been  labour'mg  one-third  of 
my  time  in  Cleaveland,  since  last  May ; 


one  third  in  Euclid,  a  town  adjoining'; 
and  the  remainder  in  Morgan.  The  Lord 
has  been  pleased  to  give  some  success  to 
a  preached  gospel  In  each  of  these  places. 
'<  In  Cleaveland  I  have  succeetled  in 
organising  a  church,  which  consisted,  at 
first,  of  only  15  members.  Four  have 
since  been  added,  and  a  few  others  wilt 
be  soon.  Ten  or  twelve  of  these  have 
been  members  of  other  churches.  The 
rest  are,  bopefuUyt  recent  subjects  of  I^H/^ 
vine  Grace.  They  have  in  Cleaveland  ne^^ 
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place  for  public  irorsliip,  b«t  the  eomi- 
hoase.  Until  last  ipring  their  wonhippiAg 
assemblies  have  been  eitremely  small, 
often  not  over  ten,  and  seldom  orer  thir- 
ty. I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  seehig 
thb  little  number  increase  to  an  overflow- 
ing house.  Indeed,  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  enlarge  the  place  of  wor- 
ship, by  removing  the  partition  between 
the  court  room  and  commissioner's  roonSf 
to  accommodate  the  numbers  that  resort- 
ed thither  on  the  Sabbnth  There  Ihas 
been  in  that  place  nothing  like  a  general 
awakening ;  hot  God  has  been  pleased  to 
shed  down  the  gentle  influences  of  his 
Holy  Spirit  on  some  of  that  people. 

"  In  Euclid,  1  have  been  called  to  wit- 
ness a  signal  display  of  the  power  of  Al- 
mighty Grace !  The  former  minister  of 
this  place  had  been  dismissed  the  last 
winter,  and  1  first  visited  them  in  the 
spring,  abont  the  last  of  March.  The 
Lord  attended  his  word  with  a  powerful 
effsct,  on  the  minds  of  a  few  individuals, 
during  my  first  visit.  Thb  work  thns  be- 
gan, was  not  permitted  to  decline,  though 
considerable  opposition  was  raised. — 
Through  the  spring  and  summer  it  great- 
ly increased,  and  bore  down  all  opposi- 
tion, and  bowed,  as  we  have  good  reason 
to  believe,  more  than  an  hundred  stub- 
bom  hearts  in  subjection  tOk  the  cross  of 
Christ !  Of  them,  about  GO  have  united 
with  the  Presbyterian  church  ;  some  with 
the  Baptists,  some  with  the  Methodists, 
and  ft>me  remain  yet  to  make  a  profei- 
aion.    Tlie  work  is  now  declining. 

^  In  Morgan,  alSo,  during  the  last  sum- 
mer, we  experienced  a  gentle  shower  of 
graoB,  the  fruit  of  which  may  be  ten  or 
twelve.

Yet  there  was  nothhsg,  whieli 
eould  be  called  a  general  teligioas  awa* 
kaning.    The  people  generally  eonttev-

Sriibathfrbat  feamad  to  grow  aiara  ito- 
phi  and  Indifferent  under  the  naam  of 
graoe,  for  soma  time  preceding  the  lata 
revival.  ChristlaM  were  alnftilly  oeo- 
forroed  to  thb  world;  and  it  was  very 
difficoltto  support  weekly  conferenoei 
and  the  monthly  concert  of  pn^er,  a#- 
pecially  ia  some  parts  of  the  toeieCias. 
The  wise  and  foblUh  virgins  stumbeied 
together.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
1819,  a  black  and  portentous  cloud  bong 
over  OS.  Bivbions  and  animositias  were 
excited  which  boded  evil  to  the  charck 
and  the  cause  of  religion.  The  only  vL 
sibly  encouraging  cireumstanee  was,  that 
a  few  Christuins  seemed  to  have  their 
faith  called  Ukto  more  lii^ly  etercise,  by 
these  dark  appearances,  and  were  exeltad 
to  special  prayer,  and  impressed  with  tha 
Idea  that  God  was  about  to  bless  as.  The 
last  Sabbath  In  January  1820,  there  w^a 
a  very  visible  change  in  the  appearance 
^  the  assembly  ia  Haitfbrd  Soelety. 
Seme,  who  had  bean  at  WestMd,  an 
adjoining  town>  where  there  was  an  awa- 
kening, were  there  deeply  impresRd  with 
a  sense  of  their  lost  and  guilty  eott<fitlon. 
Conference  meetings  became  more  loll 
and  solemn.  Saturday  eveuing,  Feb.  12; 
the  house  was  thronged,  and  God  appear- 
ed to  be  with  the  assembly  of  a  tntii. 
Sabbath  18,  was  a  memorable  day  to 
Kinsman  society.  The  Lord,  whom 
Christians  had  been  seeking,  soddenly 
came  to  hb  temple,  and  'Saints  rejoiced, 
and  sinners  trembled  before  blm.  At  con- 
ference in  the  evening,  a  large  number 
arose  to  manifest  that  they  felt  themselves 
to  be  sinners  in  a  perishing  condition,  and 
to  request  the  special  prayers  of  Ghrb> 
tians  for  them.  Before  the  close  of  the 
week,  12  or  14  of  this  number  were  hope- 
fully brought  out  of  darkness  into  God's 
marvellous  light ;  and  it  b  ranarkable,^ 
that  though  many  ware  nnder  oontictlon, 
yet  not  one  obtaiaed  a  hope  that  week, 
who  did  not  rise  as  above  stated,  to  ask 
the  prayers  of  Christhms.  The  awaken- 
ing had  now  become  general  and  powei^ 
ful  in  Hartford  and  Kinsman,  bat  aolbiag 
special  appeared  as  yet  in  Vernon,  though 
a  bu^r  number  attended  meeting  on  the 
next  Saturday  evening  and  the  Sabbath 
foNofwIng  tbttn  nsoal,  and  appeared  an* 
ooiuttOBly  lolamn  aad  httantlve.  But  on 
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§§aimdKy  ^vtrnkiSi  tbe  Stitof  Febreify, 
ib^  whole  MMDibljr  was  ia  tean ;  and 
<bey  coalil  be  ptimaded  to  retire,  .at  a 
late  hoar,  only  by  the  appointment  of  a 
meeting  for  prayer  ibe  oeit  morning  at 
eonrise ;  which  waa  attended  by  a  large 
D«ffiber  from  different  parts  of  the  town. 
Thus  Qod  eomraenoed  his  work  in  these 
three  societies,  which  are  enited  Id  Gos^ 
pel  pritrileges }  and  ail  tlie  attendant  ohr^ 
ciilastances  were  such  as  to  stain  the 
pride  of  human  glory,  to  secure  all  the 
praise  to  htmseli^  and  display  his  sorer- 
«|gii(y  in  the  dispensations  of  his  graces 
Althoagh  I  attended  Itvo  religious  rneet^ 
inga  every  day>  for  a  namber  of  weeks  itt 
sneeession,  and  Tisited  (rom  boose  to 
liOttse,  yet  the  charch  was  so  eitensirv, 
and  the  work  so  general,  throngfa  the 
three  sooieties,  that  oMny  anxioas  inqnK 
rers  mast  be  neglected  without  more  ni* 
Visterial  labour.  The  people  procured 
the  serriees  of  the  Rey.  Joseph  Badger, 
who  sp<  nt  his  whole  time  with  os^  and 
tanght  publicly,  and  from  beose  to  bouse, 
for  several  weeks«  Other  brethren  also 
kindly  came  to  assist  us.  The  general 
ebAracteristic  of  the  woric  was,  a  deep 
and  an  almost  overwhelming  sense  of 
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gnilt  in  the  sight  of  God.  CopvletioD, 
in  most  instances,  was  remarkably  pen- 
.  gent,  and  relief  war  generally  soon  ob- 
tained. The  sins  of  many,  who  had  been 
thoughtless  and  hardened,  seemed  to  be 
set  in  order  before  them  at  once,  in  such 
a  light  as  to  bring  them  almost  to  a  state 
of  despair ;  and  in  a  few  instances,  indi- 
viduals sunk  down  and  became  helpless 
and  speechless  under  the  weight  of  their 
sins.  Some  also  strove  to  the  utmost  to 
Conceal  their  feelings  and  stifle  convic- 
tion, buf  were  compelled  to  Inquire  what 
they  most  do  to  be  saved,  and  hopefully 
to  bow  to  the  sceptre  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 
Some  from  among  the  immoral,  the  pro- 
fane, and  intemperate,  give  pleasing  evi- 
dence of  having  passed  from  death  unto 
life.  God  has  displayed  among  us,  in  a 
wonderful  manner,  the  efficacy  of  his 
Almighty  grace,  and  done  many  marvel- 
lous acts,  which  will  be  celebrated  In 
heaven  with  wonder  and  praise. 

Through  the  summer,  the  work  seem- 
ed to  be  at  a  stand ;  and  there  was  scarce- 
ly a  new  Instance  of  awakening ;  but  re- 
cent appearances  have  excited  fresh 
hopes,  that  the  Lord  is  about  to  revive  us 
again,  and  appear  in  h»  glory.

Brethren   dearly  beloved^^We  are 
assured  by  predifsUons  and   prophecies 


without  number,  that  "  in  the  last  days 
the  mountain  of  the  Lord's  house  shall 
be  established  on  the  top  of  the  moon- 
tains,  and  exaKed  above  the  bills,  and 
that  all  nations  shall  flow  unto  it ;"  that 
'<  from  the  rising  of  the  son  oato  the  go- 
ii^  down  of  the  same,"  the  name  of  Je-[c 
sua  the  Mediator  «  shall  be  great  among 
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flietJcwIiles,  md  tbat  So  evtry  place  in- 
0611^  shall  be  offered  onto  bis  name,  and 
%  pure  oflermg."    It  is  our  lot  to  liTe  in 
tfae   period  of  tbe  world  emphatically 
called  the  last  dayij  and  it  is  our  glory 
and  joy  to  behold  the  rapid  and  luminous 
fulfilment  of  tbe  ancient  predictions  and 
promises,     ne   ward  of  /ehovaht   that 
blessed  word  which  brings  to  ligfU  im- 
mortality and  life,  htis  fret  course  to  the 
Dortb,  and  tbe  west,  and  the  south,  and 
tbe  east.    That  sacred  volume,  of  which 
the  Holy  Ghost  is  the  Author,  and  which 
through  bis  sanctifying  unction  qualifies 
fitr  glory y  and  honouTf  and  immortality  in 
the  end,  has,  within  the  lapse  of  a  few 
years,  been  translated  into  hundreds  of 
languages  in  which  it  was  formerly  un- 
known ;  and  is  now  in  the  possession  of 
thousands  and  millions  who  had  neither 
liandlp.d,  nor  seen,  nor  read  this  word  of 
iruthi  this  charter  of  the  sinner's  hopes. 
How  rapidly  also  have  tbe  triumphs  of 
the  cross  been  recently  multiplied  in  va- 
rious parts  of  the  world?    In  contem- 
plating the  heathen  in  various  sections  of 
our  own  continent,  who  are  called  to  the 
fellowthif  of  the  Saviour's  grace,  and  the 
ditferent  regions  of  Asia,  and  Africa,  and 
Europe,    and   tbe    islands    of   diflfercnt 
oceans,  we  are  constrained  to  exclaim, 
**  Who  are  these  that  fly  as  a  cloud  ?" 
But,  brethren  in  the  Lord,  we  need  not 
inform  you,  that  all  which  has  yet  been 
effected  for  the  conversion  of  the  nations 
b  little  more  than  the  earnest  of  almost 
infinitely  greater  things,  which  must  yet 
be  accomplished  before  *<  all  the  ends  of 
the  earth  shall  see  the  salvation  of  our 
God.''    And  is  it  not  our  duty,  is  it  not 
oar  privilege,  is  it  not  our  highest  glory, 
to  co-operate  in  advancing  tbi?  most  be- 
sevolent,  this  most  magnificent  design  ? 
But  it  is  unnecessary  for  us  to  propose 
thii  inquiry.    You  have  already  evinced 
your    attachment    to    tbe    Redeemer's 
cause,  and  your  willingness  to  spend  in 
promoting   it.    The  prayers  which  you 
offer  up  in  your  families,  day  B(\er  day, 
that  his  kingdom  may  come;  the  suppll- 
cations  which  you  present  in  the  sanctu- 
ary, from  Sabb.<th  to  ^bbatb,  thai  his 
way  may  be  knoum  in  the  earth ;  the  peti< 
tions  which   you   present    in  concert, 
month  after  month,  and  more  especially 
ibat  devotion  of  a  portion  of  your  se- 
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oolar  soWtanee,  which  jws  fnqtmm&f 
make  for  the  distribution  of  the  written 
word,  and  the  support  of  misaiona,  are  a 
public  and  convincing  proof  of  tbe  aolict- 
tode  which  yop  feel  for  the  advancement 
ofhiscau!^  in  the  earth. 

Nearly  a  year  has  now  elapsed  since  a 
mission-family  was  sent  to  a  tribe  of  la* 
dians,  residing  in  the  interior  of  oar  coa- 
ttneot,  and  our  souls  are  refreshed  at  the 
recollection  of  the  Chrittian  ardour  which 
was  manifested  on  that  occasion.    Your 
warmest  sensibilities  were  excited,  your 
individual  and  united  prayers  for  rbeir 
prosperity  were  offtij-fd  up,  and  a  liberal- 
ity, honourable  to  tbe  Christian  charac- 
ter,   a()peared,  ni    providing    whatevor 
might  conduce  to  their  comfort.    The 
rich  seemed  ready  to  contribute  of  thotr 
abundance,  and  the  widow  to  throw  in 
her  mite.  The  inhabitants  of  the  city,  and 
the  village,  and  tbe  country  town,  were 
equally  cordial  in  giving  to  these  mesteia- 
gers  of  ow  chvrehts  the  right  hand  of  fei- 
lowship,  in    opening  to  them  the  boo* 
pitable  door,  in  cherishing  them    with 
their   conversation,   and    in    following^ 
them  with  wishes  and  prayers  for  their 
success.    Another    opportunity    is  now 
presented    for    tbe    renewed    exercise 
and    exhibition   of  tbe  same   Christian 
benevolence  and  seal.    A  call  to  come 
over    for     their    helpt    like    that    from 
Macedonia    to    the   apostle,    has   since 
reached  us  from  another  tribe  of  our  sav- 
ages, still  more  remote  in  the  American 
desert,  and  we  are  pledged,  through  the 
organ  of  our  Society,  to  send  them  relief. 
For  this  purpose  we  have  resolved  with 
dependence  on  tbe  great  head  of   the 
Church  to  collect  and  organise  another 
Mission  family  in  the  City  of  New- York 
about  the  20lh  of  February  next.  We  have 
also  resolved  that  this  family  shall  consist 
of    nearly  thirty  members,  and  already 
more  than    one  hundred  persons,  male 
and  female,  have  volunteered  to  leave 
their  kindred,  and  native  region,  and  the 
pleasures  of  social  life,  tliat  (heymay  testify 
to  tbe  long  neglected  inhabitants  of  our 
western  wilderness  the  gospel  of  the  grace 
of  God.  Thus  no  sooner  was  tbe  standard 
lifted  up,  than  the   ranks    were    filled 
with  a  soldiery    ready  to  march  forth 
onder  the  aospioes  of  the  Captain  of  sab^a- 
Hon  and  of  this  society.    Hitherto  halh 
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JelioTab  fltniledy  and  to  yon,  Sbten  md 
Bttihftnt  partakers  of  the  htai^nly  hope, 
we  now  look  for  the  means  of  their 
support)  and  we  should  conceal  our  ovi  n 
couviclioas  did  we  not  assert  thai  we  are 
pertoaded  we  shall  nut  \wtk  for  your  aid 
in  fain.  Another  year  of  yonr  perio«i  for 
labouring  has  eiapiMfd  and  the  solemn  mo- 
ment is  macb  nearer  h  ben  the  aecoout  of 
your  stewardship  will  be  required  ;  mer* 
cies  without  nnmber,  during  that  period 
have  crowned  yonr  condition)  and  there- 
fore we  hope  and  believe  that  you  will  be 
equally  prompt  in  regarding  the  call  of 
your  Master,  and  of  this  Board.  That 
Saviour,  who  i^ored  not  himtelf  in  our 
cause;  who  redeemed  ut  to  God  by  his  own 
hiood  is  now  looking  down  from  his 
Throne  io  the  eipectation  that  each  pro- 
fsssed  disciple  will  be  cheerful  in  the  per- 
Ibrmance  of  his  duty.  Come  forward 
with  US)  then,  and  let  ns  make  another 
effort  to  obuin  for  him  a  greater  portion 
of  the  Heathen  as  his  tnheritaneet  and  an- 
other region  of  the  Earth  for  his  possession. 
In  furnishing  this  Mission  family  which 
is  designed  to  convey  to  the  Heathen  not 
merely  the  means  of  Salvation,  but  the 
arts  of  oivilised  life,  all  the  implements  of 
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.agrioultnre  will  be  required,  axaa,  Inniu 
mors,  hoes,  kc  kc. 

In  furnishing  this  family,  the  v^rioua 
articles  of  bedcKiig,clotiiing,  ^.  will  be 
required,  and  for  (his  supply  we  most  d%» 
pend  principally  on  the  eiertioos  of  be^ 
oevolent  fenialen  in  our  Churches.  We 
trust  therefore  that  Mothers  auU  Siiiters  in . 
oxw  Israel,  both  in  the  city  and  countcyr 
will  come  forward  immediately  and  ar- 
dently to  the  help  of  the  Lordinthislabovr 
of  love. 

In  furnishing  a  Mission  family,  on  • 
plan  so  extensive  as  is  contemplated  bjt 
the  Board,  money  to  a  very  considerable 
amount  will  also  be  indispensably  requi- 
site for  their  outfit,  for  defraying  their  ex- 
peoses  in  travelling,  and  for  procuring 
the  nccessariea  of  life  after  they  have 
reached  their  place  of  destination.  For 
this  supply  we  depend  on  the  munificence 
of  those  with  whom  the  God  of  Provi- 
dence has  entrusted,  in  the  riches  of  hit 
Bounty,  the  wealth  of  thb  worid.

M^  ^/teoP  ^<Ae  Feffotr  Fever^  on  ihe  5lst  of  August  kut,  agtd  24  Years, 

la  tbie  Christian  Spectator  for  the  month  of  Novemher,  we  find  the  follow- 
ing interesting  sketch  of  the  Tife  and  character  of  this  youthful,  hut  eloquent  and 
devoted  minister  of  the  Gospel.    To  this  sketch  we  add  a  single  circumstance. 

la  one  of  oar  intenriews  with  Mr.  Lamed,  during  his  last  visit  to  this  cityi 
the  invitation,  he  liad  received,  to  take  the  pastoral  charge  of  the  Presbyterian 
Congregation  in  New-Orleans,  became^  hiddentally,  the  topic  of  conversation. 
Id  the  course  of  his  remarks,  he  expressed  a  decided  apprehension,  that  hb 
work  on  earth  would  soon  terminate.  He  observed,  that  the  climate,  un- 
doubtedly, was  extremely  unfriendly  to  a  northern  constitution,  and  it  was 
not  rationally  to  be  expected,  that  his  could  survive  its  baneful  influence  be- 
yond iufo  ijT  three  years.  He  added,  with  a  cheerful  countenance,  that  the 
Providence  of  God  had  clearly  dhrected  him  to  that  field  of  labour,  and  that 
the  voice  of  duty,  whatever  might  be  the  result,  he  should,  he  trusted,  be  ever 
ready  to  obey.— Thus,  it  would  seem,  he  went  thither,  with  the  Missionary  ar- 
dour of  the  Apostle,  bound  in  ihe  spirit^  not  knowing  the  things  thai  should 
bsfaU  him  there  ;  nor  counting  his  life  dear  unto  himself ,  so  that  he  might  finish 
his  course  with  joy,  and  the  ministry  tohich  he  had  received  of  the  Lord  Jesus^  to 
testify  ihe  Gospel  of  ffte  grace  of  Ood.

ments. Acoordingly,  soon  after  he  left 
CollegOi  he  commenced  his  preparation 
In  the  Theological  Institution  at  Andover ; 
>nt  was  Induced  from  some  local  consid- 
erations, at  an  early  period  of  his  course, 
to  transfer  his  relation  to  the  sister  sem- 
inary at  Princeton.  It  was  here  that  the 
writer  of  this  article  had  the  happiness  to 
form  an  acquaintance  with  him,  which, 
at  the  time,  was  a  source  of  the  liveliest 
satlsfection,  and  now  that  he  is  dead,  is 
associated  with  the  most  tender  and  me- 
lancholy recollections. 

During  the  period  of  his  connexion 
with  the  seminary,  be  eibibited  marks  of 
intellectual  greatness,  which  left  no 
doubt,  that  if  his  life  was  spared,  he 
would  fill  some  station  of  distinguished 
uteftilness  in  the  church.  At  the  same 
time,  it  was  often  remarked  by  those  who 
were  his  most  intimate  companions,  and 
who  bad  known  him  from  the  period  of 
his  first  religious  impressions,  that  tho  evi- 
dence of  his  christian  character  dally  be- 
came brighter  and  more  unquestionable. 
The  part  which  he  often  took  in  the  pri- 
vate religious  eiercises  of  the  students, 
showed  that  his  heart  was  powerfully 
impressed  with  the  great  realities  of  re- 
ligion, and  particularly  with  the  magni- 
tude and  responsibility  of  the  ministerial 
office. 

In  the  summer  of  1817,  having  com- 
pleted a  regular  course  of  theological 
study  I  he  wai  licensed  to  preach  the 
gospel.  Tmm  ifae  first  impression  which 
was  made  on  the  public  mind  by  his  Bp- 
pcarance  in  the  [mfpit,  it  was  evident

been  contemplating,  through  the  wes- 
tern states  to  New-Orleans.  The  deplo- 
rable immorality  and  licentiousness  for 
which  that  city  bad  long  been  so  re- 
markable, awakened  his  interest  and 
compassion,  and  induced  a  resolution  to 
make  an  eflRort  for  thehr  moral  and  reli- 
gious improvement  He  seemed  to  have 
been  eonvinced,  from  a  diligent  attentioa 
to  the  indications  of  Providence,  that 
thb  was  the  sphere  in  which  his  exer- 
tions were  most  demanded,  and  to  which 
his  duty  plainly  directed  him. 

In  the  succeeding  autumn,  he  set  ont 
on  his  intended  mission,  and  after  tra- 
velling through  most  of  tlie  western 
states,  he  reached  the  place  of  hit  des- 
tination early  in  the  winter.    On  his  first 
arrival  at  New-Orleans,  a  general  and 
unprecedented  interest  was  awakened 
by  his  preaching,  and  every  thing  seemed 
to  indicate  that  Providence  had  sent  him 
thither  to  effect  a  great  revolution  in  the 
character  of  that  city.    The  uncommon 
majesty  with  which    he  exhibited  the 
truths  of  the  gospel,  the  almost  ma^c 
power    by   which   he   entranaed    and 
rivetted  his  hearers,  drew  after  him  a 
multitude  composed  of  all  classes  from 
the  highest  to  the  lowest  in  society.    It 
soon  became  an  object  with  some  of  tlie 
most  respectable  and  hufluential  gentle- 
men in  the  city,  to  secure  his  permanent 
settlement  among  them,  and  measures 
were  accordingly  taken  to  accomplish 
the  design.    Mr.  L.  listened  to  thehr  pro- 
posals,  and  as  soon  as  was  convenient 
formed  a  Presbyterian  church,  of  which 
he  consented  to  become  the  pastor.    In 
the  spring  of  1818,  he  made  a  visit  to 
this  part  of  the  country,  with  a  view  not 
only  to  escape  the  sickly  climate  of  New- 
Orleans  during  the  summer,  but  to  nego- 
tiate for  the  building  of  a  house  of  wor- 
ship  for  the  use  of   his   congregation. 
During  this  visit,  which  was  the  last  that 
he  ever  made  to  his  native  region,  he 
preached  in  most  of  our  northern  cities, 
and  left  an  impression  of  his  solemn  and 
overwhelming   eloquence,  which  it  Is 
believed   will    not  soon   be   forgotten. 
Eariy  in  the  succeeding  autumn  be  re- 
turned to  New-Orieans,  where  he  was 
received  by  his  congregation  with  ex- 
pressions of  increased  affection,  and  re- 
sumed his   ministerial  labours  amoBg 
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them  with  renewed  seal  and  alacrity. 
By  his  persevering  exertions,  he  sue- 
€»eeded  In  obtaining  the  amount  neces- 
smry  for  the  erection  of  a  large  and  ele- 
gant chnrch,  which  was  opened  in  the 
sammer  of  1819. 

In  tlie  course  of  the  summer,  Mr.  L. 
left  the  city  and  retired  for  two  or  three 
months  a  oonsiderable  distance  into  the 
country.  After  the  ravages  of  the  fever 
hmd  gone  by,  be  returned  to  his  congre- 
gation, and  never  afterwards  left  them 
for  any  considerable  time,  till  his  labours 
were  terminated  by  death.  In  the  au- 
tumn of  this  year  he  was  married  to 
Bifiss  Wyer,  an  amiable  and  respectable 
lady,  formeriy  of  Newbuiyport,  Mass. 

In  the  eaurse  of  the  last  winter,  he  re- 
ceived a  call  to  settle  in  the  first  Tres- 
bytefian  church  in  Baltimore;  but  though 
there  were  many  circumstances  which 
rendered  it  eitremely  desirable  to  him  to 
leave  New-Orteans  he  negatived  the  invi- 
tation from  a  conviction  that  the  interests 
of  the  church  required  him  to  remain.  On 
the  retum.of  the  warm  season  contrary  to 
the  eipeetations  and  wishes  of  his  distant 
friends,  he  determined  to  make  the  bold 
experiment  of  remaining  in  the  city 
during  the  sickly  months.  We  cannot 
bat  think  that  he  misjudged  in  regard  to 
his  duty;  and  yet  we  have  the  fullest 
conviction  that  his  motives  were  such 
as  became  a  devoted  minister  of  Christ. 
His  conduct  in  leaving  the  city  the  pre- 
ceding year,  had  been  unjustly  censured 
hy  some  in  his  congregation,  and  he 
wished  to  convince  them  that  he  was 
really  devoted  to  their  interests,  and  the 
worid,  that  he  shrunk  from  no  sacrifice 
which  the  cause  of  his  Master  was  sup. 
posed  to  demand.  Till  near  the  close  of 
August,  be  was  flattered  with  the  expec- 
tation that  the  city  would  escape  in  a 
great  degree,  the  distressing  calamity  by 
which  it  had  usually  been  visited  ;  but  at 
that  time  the  fever  suddenly  appeared 
with  almost  unprecedented  malignity, 
and  seemed  to  threaten  the  destruction 
of  the  whole  population.  On  the  last 
Sabbath  in  August,  Mr.  L,  appointed  a 
day  to  be  observed  by  his  church  as  a 
season  of  public  humiliation  and  prayer 
that  God  would  avert  the  distressing 
judgment  which  was  then  banging  over 
tbehr  city.    On  the  evening  of  the  same 
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day,  he  was  himself  seized  with  the  fever, 
but  in  the  eariy  stage  of  it,  strong  hopes 
were  entertained  that  it  would  take 
a  favourable  turn,  and  he  would  speedily 
be  restored.  But  after  two  or  three 
days,  it  was  found  that  his  symptoms 
were  growing  more  alarming,  and  very 
soon,  that  his  disease  was  too  obstinate  te' 
yield  to  the  power  of  medicine.  When 
this  distressing  fact  came  to  be  realised, 
it  was  a  moment  of  the  deepest  concern, 
and  the  intelligence  seemed  to  cast  aa 
additional  shade  of  gloom  over  that 
devoted  city.  During  the  four  or  five 
days  that  his  sickness  continued,  his 
reason  for  the  most  part  remained  unim- 
paired, and  he  was  enabled  to  leave  his 
dying  testimony  to  the  excellence  of  that 
religion,  which  it  had  been  his  delightful 
employment  to  preach  to  others.  As  he 
approached  the  final  conflict,  he  was 
calm  and  collected,  and  left  the  worid 
with  the  prospect  of  entering  on  an  ex- 
ceeding great  reward.  The  excellence 
of  his  character  in  the  various  relations 
which  he  sustained,  receives  a  striking 
testimony,  from  the  anguish  of  his  af. 
flicted  widow,  the  tears  and  lamentations 
of  a  large  circle  of  friends,  and  the  burst- 
ing hearts  of  a  whole  congregation. 

It  is  not  designed  to  give  a  full  length 
portrait  of  Mr.  Lamed's  character :  all 
that  will  be  attempted  is  the  exhibition  of 
a  few  of  the  most  prominent  traits.  His 
intellect  was  unusually  bold  and  vigo- 
rous, and  fitted  to  grasp  a  mighty  subject 
with  the  greatest  advantage.  The  ope- 
rations of  his  mind  were  also  exceedingly 
rapid,  and  the  (acility  with  which  he  in- 
vestigated a  difficult  subject,  or  acquured 
knowledge  of  any  kind,  would  seem 
almost  incredible.  But  the  most  prom- 
inent feature  of  his  mind,  and  that  which 
so  often  tb  re  w  an  a!  r  of  magic  arotm^!  bis 
public  perform  a  nee  •}  was  an  eloquent 
and  powerful  imagination^  Hardfy  any 
subject  could  be  introduveci  but  be  would 
gather  abont  it  at  pLea»UfUj^|rDi>g  of  the 
most  briUinnI  and  ^^^^iHw  images. 
We  are  willing  to  admilKHthia  ivat 
one  secret  of  the  prodigiouKftct  which 
was  proiluced  by  bis  present ng.  Mis 
mind  wa&  io  feHile  in  beautifiil  imigft» 
that  almost  every  subject  which  he 
touched,  received  a  deep  tinge  from  hi^^ 
imagination.  -> 
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The  style  of  Mr.  Larncds  eloquence 
was  strikingly  liold,  and  yet  was  happily 
conformed  to  the  most  refined  and  ele- 
gant models.  It  partook  more  of  the 
French  than  of  the  English  manner;  and 
if  it  was  faulty  in  any  respect,  wc  believe 
it  was  thi?  ;tbat  there  might  sometimes  be 
danger  of  its  making  a  stronger  impression 
on  the  imagination  than  the  heart.  H,is 
8C(pteDces  were  iinusually  majestic  and 
hannoniousy  his  gestures  and  attitudes 
pertinent  and  commapding,  and  hi^  voice 
saaceptibU  of  all  the  variations  from  the 
moat  awful  tone  of  severity  or  majesty, 
down  to  the  most  gentle  note  of  persua- 
tioQ.  Though  we  do  not  think  it  safe 
for  most  persons  to  aim  at  this  kind 
of  oratory  which  Mr.  L.  exemplified> 
we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  so 
far  as  our  knowledge  extends^  he  was, 
in  th'is  style  of  eloquence,  without  a  rival. 
We  ^9  not  however  decide  whether  this 
kind  of  speaking  is,  on  the  whole^  the 
best,  when  we  say  that  no  other  man,  of 
whom  we  have  any  knowledge,  has  the 
same  power  which  Mr.  L.  possessed,  of 
rousing  a^d  melting  his  congregation  at 
pleasure.  The  eagerness  with  which  be 
was  inquired  for  when  he  visited  our 
cities,  the  crowds  which  followed  in  all 
directions  to  listen  to  his  eloquence,  the 
solemn  stillness  and  intense  feeling 
which  unifonnly  pervaded  his  aa^i^Bnce, 
all  bear  testimony  to  his  talents,  which 
cannot  be  mistaken. 

Mr.  Lamed*s  christian  and  ministerial 
character  was  strongly  marked  by  an  af- 
ffctionate  and  persevering  zeal  in  the 
cause  of  his  master^  Thf  superior  ener- 
gies of  his  mind,  thie  uncommon  ardour 
of  bis  feelings,  and  bis  native  resolution 
and  perseverance,  were  all  brought  into 
Uie  service  of  religion.  His  success  in 
meeting  the  obstacles  which  existed  to 
the  eretOoQ  of  lii*  i  liuri Ji .  is  a  good  proof 
of  bi$  un  com  man  ailJEcis,  and  of  the 
energy  of  hid  r^goliiiion .  His  public  per- 
form nticeS],j||d  parlicularly  his  prayers* 
seemed  trJr_^ie  effusmTi  of  n  soul  tha^ 
was  <^*^^^'lr||jP  ifi  *he  sf:cvice,  and  pant- 
ing for  lIilyiKry  of  ChriiJt.  We  remem- 
ber more  flifith  i>iicp  lo  huve  heard  him, 
when  unexpectedly  called  to  make  an 
occasional  prayer,  address  the  throne  oC 
grace  with  a  pertinence,  solemnity  and 
rosjesty,  which  has  melted  and  ovcr- 


whelmed  the  congregation.  His  extem- 
poraneous powers,  we  believe,  have  ran^- 
lybeen  equalled.  We  have  seen  him 
rise  on  the  impulse  of  the  moment  to 
speak  on  a  subject  of  importance,  apd  as 
he  became  warm  with  his  subject,  carry 
an  assembly  composed  of  his  daily  assp- 
ciates,  wherever  he  pleased. 

It  would  gratify  our  feelin|;s,  if  it 
would  not  protract  this  article  too  far, 
lo  dwell  on  many  other  traits  of  Mr.  L'a 
character,  and  particularly  to  embodj 
some  of  our  recollectiqns  of  what  he  wps 
in  the  more  retired  walks  of  private  an4 
social  life.  We  shall  never  forget  the 
vivacity  that  kindled  in  his  eye,  the  smile 
of  cheerfulness  and  affection  that  played 
over  his  countenance,  the  cordial  and 
grateful  welcome  with  which  he  always 
met  his  friends,  and  the  sprightliness  and 
brilliancy  which  shed  a  charm  over  bis 
convenation.  When  we  think  of  the 
uncomn^op  qualities  which  be  poipessed, 
and  the  rank  to  which  be  had  already 
risen  in  public  opinion,  we  are  to  remem*. 
her  that  the  day  on  which  hb  death  oc- 
curred, otily  completed  bis  24th  year. 
Had  hc|  lived — but  we  dare  not  trust 
ourselves  to  think  of  what  he  might  have 
been,  or  how  much  he  might  have  done, 
lest  it  should  lead  us  to  indnlge  sentiments 
q(  complaint  against  the  righteous  Provi- 
dence of  God.  Though  we  cannot  but 
consider  his  death  as  one  of  the  most 
unpropitious  events  to  the  church  which 
have  for  a  long  time  occurred,  it  should 
not  abate  our  confidence  in  Him  who  we 
know  orders  all  things  well,  even^when 
we  cannot  discern  the  kindness  of  his 
dispensations.  But  his  death  should  be 
improved,  and  especially  by  those  of  us 
who  are  engaged  in  the  same  sacred  em- 
ployment which  he  has  leA,  to  check  the 
ardour  of  our  attachment  to  the  world,  to 
make  us  more  diligent  in  our  holy  call- 
ing, and  more  desirous  to  finish  our 
course  with  joy.  The  chnrch  may  in- 
deed rock  amidst  the  billows  of  adversi- 
ty, the  tempests  may  beat  around  her, 
and  seem  to  threaten  her  final  destruc- 
tioii,  but  5he  has  nothing  to  fear.  Though 
our  brightest  hopes  of  her  prosperity  may 
prematurely  set  in  disappointment  and 
gloom,  though  her  ministers  to  whom 
ou:  weakness  and  shortsightedness  had 
assigned   an    illustrious   paft,    may   be 
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t9keo  away  wliile  they  are  yf  t  eateriog 
on  their  eareeri  the  God  who  controb 
her  deetiniejy  will  caoM  light  to  shine  out 
of  darlpieiy.  The  church  thea  is  safe, 
iiotwit|istai»diiii  tiiete  durk  diapeasa- 
tiont ;  but  it  capnot  be  safe  for  us,  to 
neglect  (p  iipprpye  them.     Lamed   is 
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gonei  as  we  confidently  beHeve,  to  Join 
the  assembly  of  the  just :  while  bf  lives  in 
our  fond  and  affectionate  reeoliectionsy 
let  us  remember  that  the  best  tribnto 
which  we  can  pay  to  his  memory,  is  to 
be  attracted  by  the  lustre  of  his  example, 
to  a  more  iSUthful  discharge  of  our  duty*

MISSION  TO  PALESTINE. 

The  notice  eftiua  Report,  given  in  our  last,  embraced  only  the  Bombay  a]i4 
Ceylon  Mifleions.    We  now  proceed  with  the  Mission  to  Palestine. 

Under  this  head^  the  Report  mentions  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Pru- 
dential Committee,  to  send  out  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Parsons  and  Flsk  as  Mission? 
aries  *'  to  the  Holy  Lan4  or  some  oeighbouring  region,"  and  the  public  ezeici- 
ses  pMpamtopy  to  their  embarimtion  at  Boston,  in  November,  1810 ;  and 
then  proceeds  m  follows : — 


Haring  b^n  detained  a  few  days  by 
bead  winds,  aad^  tbiis  allowed  a  eonve- 
niant  season  to  taka  leave  of  their  breth- 
ren, they  embarked  on  board  the  ship 
Sally  Ann,  Wednesday  morning,  Nov. 
3rd,  and  soon  bade  adieu  to  thi*  shores  of 
their  native  conntry.  It  was  a  part  of 
.the  plan,  that,  as  the  ship  was  about  to 
touch  at  Malta,  they  should  seek  ac- 
quaintance with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jowett, 
Dr.  Naudiy  and  others,  with  a  view  to 
cultivate  a  brotherly  intercourse,  and  to 
obtain  useful  Information.  They  enter- 
ed the  harbour  of  Malta,  after  a  favour 
able  passage,  on  the  28d  of  December* 
Tboogb  the  rigid  quarantine  laws  of  that 
island  would  not  permit  them  to  land, 
they  ha4  the  happiness  to  meet  Mr. 
Jowett  and  Dr.  Nandi,  at  the  Lanaretto, 
and  to  be  introdnoed  to  the  Rev.  Mr^ 
Wilson,  a  missionary,  and  Mr.  Jones, 
who  had  been  American  consul  at  Tri- 
poli, where  he  had  resided  seven  years. 


From  these  gentlemen  they  received 
moch  valuable  information,  and  proofs  of 
the  kindest  and  most  benevolent  interest 
in  their  mission.  They  were  favoured, 
also,  with  letters  of  introduction  to  per- 
sons of  intelligaace  and  influence,  at 
Smyrna  and  Scio.  Mr.  Jowett  was  at 
the  pains  to  draw  up  a  paper  ofhinU,  for 
the  use  of  our  missionaries;  and  has 
shown  bis  love  to  the  cause,  and  his 
hearty  and  zealous  co-operation  with  all 
faithful  labourers,  by  an  excellent  letter 
addressed  to  the  Coircsptvndlng  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Boani  This  laborious  misalon- 
ary,  whose  travels  in  Egypt  end  Western 
Asia  have  been  i%ad  wll^puerness  hy 
the  christian  worlJ,  not  ^3  received 
Messrs.  Parsons  and  Fi-k  mf^h  ^'^h  in 
common  with  hb  lUsoctAte^i  was  at  per- 
sonal inconvenience  and  expense  to 
meet  them  almost  daily,  while  they  re- 
mained in  the  harbour.  This  generous 
attention  had  the  most  cheering  effect5B^ 
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the  mindf  of  those,  to  whom  it  was 
shown,  and  will  make  a  grateful  imprea- 
aion  on  the  hearts  of  American  Chris- 
tians. 

On  the  9tb  of  January  the  ship  pursued 
her  voyage,  and  in  sii  days  entered  the 
harbour  of  Smyrna.  The  missionaries 
were  received  with  cordiality  by  all  the 
gentlemen  to  whom  they  had  letters  of 
introduction ;  particularly,  by  the  Rev. 
Charles  Williamson,  chaplain  to  the 
British  consulate,  Mr.  Lee  and  the  Messrs. 
Perkinses,  eminent  merchants  in  that 
ciQr. 

During  the  voyage,  religious  services 
were  regularly  attended  on  board,  ac- 
•ording  to  the  arrangement  and  at  the 
request  of  Capt.  Edes,  from  whom  the 
missionaries  received  many  acts  of  kind- 
ness  on  their  passage,  and  after  their 
arrival.  They  laboured  with  assiduity 
for  the  spiritual  good  of  the  ship's  compa- 
ny, and  were  encouraged  to  hope,  that 
their  exertions  were  not  without  some 
good  effect.  They  appear  to  have  been 
deeply  Impressed  with  the  moral  wants 
of  seamen,  and  to  have  ardently  desired 
tiie  salvation  of  all,  who  sailed  with 
them. 

At  Smyrna  they  found  the  most  satis* 
factory  evidence,  that  the  shores  of  the 
Mediterranean  present  many  eitensive 
fields  of  missionary  labour.  By  the  aid 
of  Christians  in  more  favoured  parts  of 
the  woridi  missionaries  may  carry  the 
Scriptures  and  religious  tracts  into  every 
town  and  village  throughout  those  be- 
nighted regions.  There  are  many  pro- 
fessed Christians,  to  whom  immediate 
access  can  be  gained,  and  who  would 
receive  religious  books  with  gladness. 
Chrbtian  missionaries  may  reside  in  any 
part  of  Turkey,  so  far  as  appears,  without 
the  least  apprehension  of  interference 
from  the  government.  Numerous  and 
powerful  inducements  urge  to  send  forth 
labourers  into  this  part  of  the  harvest. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Modern  Greek, 
and  other  JAguages  spoken  in  Asia  Mi- 
nor, prinCpHy  occupied  the  time  of 
Messrs.  fKoos  and  Fisk.  They  found 
opportunity,  however,  to  collect  usefoi 
Information  with  respect  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  people  in  neighbouring  re- 
gions, and  the  various  means,  which 
could  be  used,  for  the  promotion  of  reli- 
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gion.  They  distributed  the  Scriptaies  to 
various  classes  of  persons,  and  gave  oc- 
casional instruction  to  individuals,  who 
fell  Into  their  private  society.  At  the 
close  of  a  journal,  wliich  they  sent  to 
this  country  on  the  10th  of  March,  they 
announce  the  intention  of  spending  the 
summer  at  Scio,  (the  chios  of  the  New 
Testament,;  an  island  70  milee  firom 
Smyrna.  Their  expectation  was,  that 
they  should  possess  superior  advantages 
for  acquiring  the  Modem  Greek,  under 
Professor  Bambas,  the  principal  iostructer 
of  the  College  there,  to  whom  they  hud 
letten  from  Mr.  Jowett,  and  other  gen- 
tlemen of  high  respectability.  ' 

On  the  first  Monday  in  Febroary,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Williamson  united  with  the 
missionaries  Ui  the  monthly  concert  of 
prayer.  This  was  probably  the  com. 
mencement  in  Turkey  of  a  holy  celebra- 
tion, which  will,  at  some  future  day,  be 
observed  in  every  village  of  that  popu- 
lous and  extensive  empire.  The  gentle- 
man just  named  addressed  to  the  Secie- 
tery  an  interesting  and  affectiooate  letter, 
from  which  it  wUl  be  suitable  to  lay  be- 
fore the  Board  the  following  extracts. 

"  Smyrna,  Feb.  1920, 
Rev.  and  Dear  Sir,^-Although  oar 
friends,  the  missionaries,  have  acqtiainted 
you  with  their  safe  arrival  in  Smyrna, 
yet  I  would  wbh  to  join  in  the  annunci- 
ation of  the  fact " 

"I  would  first  greet  you  and  every 
member  of  the  American  Board  of  Com- 
missioners for  Foreign  Missions.  Accept 
my  most  cordial  salutations,  and  Christiaii 
congratulations,  on  the  happy  commence- 
ment of  an  enterprise,  which  most,  In  due 
time,  terminate  in  the  completest  success 
—in  the  conversion  of  the  heathen  and 
reformation  of  the  Christian  worid. 
Every  attention  has  been,  and  shall  be 
paid  to  Messrs.  Persons  and  Fisk,  and  to 
all  their  successors,  who  will  come  as  the 
messengers  of  the  Lord,  as  fiu*  as  my 
abilities  and  Influence  wHl  possibly 
avail." 

«  Within  the  last  fifty  yean,  literature 
is  beginning  to  peep  out  among  the 
Greeks  from  her  hiding  places  in  Turkey. 
Some  of  the  best  informed  are  acquaint- 
ed with  the  historv  of  the  Reformation ; 
and  will  grant  that  Luther  was  a  great 
man,  sent  for  the  benefit  of  the  human 
race,  though  they  are  far  at  pf^sent  firom 
desiring  a  like  reformation.  Luther  and 
those  other  reformers,  who  did  not  con- 
demn and  sweep  away  episcopal  superin- 
tendence, are  respected  by  a  few  of  the 
Greeks,  though  tne  majority  will  have 
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BOthing  to  do  with  reformatioD,  aod  know 
nothing  abont  it.  Besides  the  Christians 
all  aronod  the  shores  of  the  Mediterrane- 
an, those  of  Egjrpti  Abyssioin,  Arabia, 
Syria,  Persia,  Asia  Minor,  Ruashi,  and 
Torke^  in  Europe,  of  whatever  deno- 
mination they  may  be,  all  have  their  own 
episcopal  magbtrates  in  ecclesiastical 
aflairs  ;  and  each  party  has  fixed  laws  for 
dergy  and  laity,  of  which  the  violation 
of  the  most  trifling  these  ignorant  people 
consider  as  more  heinous,  than  of  the 
most  important  law  of  the  state. 

*<  The  sale  and  dutribution  of  the  Holy 
Seriptores,  and  religious  tracts,  have  been 
hMierto  the  onl^  miadonary  operations 
carried  on,  in  this  country.  A  mission- 
ary visiting  the  different  towns  must  en- 
deiavonr,  not  only  to  make  the  ac(|uaiot- 
ance,  bat  to  gain  the  confidence  of  the 
lending  men  and  priosts  of  the  Greeks. 
With  the  assistance  of  his  new  friends,  the 
missionary  may  be  able  to  distribute  many 
copies  or  the  everiasting  word,  in  a  Ian. 
guage  intelligible  to  the  people,  a  blessing 
of  which  those  regions  have  been  depriv- 
ed for  some  hundreds  of  years.  Next  to 
tiie  Goantenance  oi  the  Greeks,  religious 
tracts  compiled  from  the  first  fathers  of 
the  Christian  church,  will  be  of  the  great- 
est service  to  missionaries.  The  Greeks 
highly  esteem  and  venerate  the  ancient 
martyrs.  Their  writings  are  looked  upon 
as  oracles ;  but  they  are  very  scarce,  and 
Qnintelligible  to  the  people,  as  they  stand 
in  ancient  Greek.  In  case  of  opposition, 
which  sometimes  happens,  and  of  a  dead- 
ly Indifference,  which  generally  prevails, 
tracts  will  be  of  the  greatest  utility  in 
bringing  forward  the  fathers  to  allay  op- 
poaitlon,  and  to  recommend  the  duty  of 
perusing  the  Scriptures,  as  well  as  to 
awaken  a  spirit  ef  piety,  and  of  inquiry 
after  Gospel  truth.'' 

"  Two  other  important  parts  of  mission* 
aiylsdMar  remain  to  be  entered  upon. 
The  first  is  Education  ; — ^the  other  a 
translation,  not  of  the  Scriptures,  for  that 
is  accomplished,  but  of  all  other  good  re- 
ligioas  books  and  tracts.  The  printlog  of 
a  religioa.<i  monthly  publication  in  Mod- 
em Greek,  not  offending  the  institutions 
of  the  country,  is  of  primary  importance, 
and  woold  m,  in  the  hands  or  prudent 
conductors,  of  incalculable  service.  The 
extensive  fields  of  education  are  not,  to 
foraign  Protestant  missionaries,  so  easily 
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and  completely  accessible,  as  the  rich  and 
most  abundant  streams  of  a  fount  of  types, 
which  would  ere  long,  silently  water 
everv  portion  of  the  field  sowed  with  the 
word  of  God  ;  and,  with  the  divine  bless- 
ing, would  render  luxuriant  and  plentiful 
the  Christian  harvest." 

The  writer  proceeds  to  offer  several 
suggestions,  in  regard  to  the  best  methods 
of  extending  the  knowledge  of  Christian- 
ity in  the  Turkish  empire.  He  dwells 
on  the  vast  good,  which  could  probably 
be  effected  by  a  printing  establifhmenti 
with  Greek,  Turi^lsh,  and  French  types, 
(the  latter  comprehending  the  general 
European  alphabet,)  at  Smyrna ;  and  an- 
other at  Jerusalem,  with  Greek,  Syriae, 
and  Arabic  characters.  In  the  most  un- 
qualified manner  he  sanctions  the  opin- 
ion, which  the  Committee  formed  origin- 
ally, that  *  Smyrna  is  by  far  the  best  sitna- 
tion  in  the  Levant  for  a  permanent  mis- 
sionary establishment,  on  the  eastern 
shores  of  the  Mediterranean,  having  a 
frequent  conimunication  with  all  the 
parts  of  the  Ottoman  empire  ;  and  that  it 
is  the  best  place  in  those  regions  for  learn, 
ing  Greek,  Turkish,  Italian  and  French] 
and  for  the  security  and  liberty,  which 
foreigners  and  Christians  enjoy.'  The 
advantages  of  an  extensive  printing  es- 
tablishment may  be  conceived,  when  it 
is  stated,  that  though  the  Greeks  are  very 
fend  of  reading,  there  is  not  a  single 
newspaper,  or  other  periodical  publica- 
tion, in  all  the  Turkish  dominions.  There 
u  little  reason  to  doubt,  that  the  shores  of 
the  Mediterranean  afford  many  of  the 
best  openings  to  Christian  enterprise  ; 
and  it  surely  is  not  too  much  to  anticipatei 
that  the  churches  of  thb  countiy  will  de- 
light to  send  back  to  those  central  parts  of 
the  earth,  the  inestimable  blessings,  which 
were  derived  from  thence,  but  which 
have,  in  the  righteous  visitations  of  Pro- 
vidence, been  so  long  banished  from  the 
countries,  where  they  were  first  enjoyed. 


MISSION  AMONG  THE  CHEROKEES. 

After  a  few  introductory  remarks  under  this  head,  the  Report  thus  pro- 
ceeds:— 


The  company  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Abijah  Conger,  John  Tail,  and  John 
Tdlmadge,  with  their  fomilies,  designed 
for  the  Cherokee  mission  -,  and  the  Kev. 


Alfred  Finney,  with  hb  wife  and  Miss 
Minerva  Washburn,  an  uniqarried  female  r 
assistant,  for  the  Arkansaw  mission  ;  de-  '^ 
scribed  in  the  Report  of  last  year,  as 
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hftTiDg  then,  as  was  mipposedi  just  set 
OQt  from  Rockaway,  N.  T.  arrived  at 
Brainerd  on  the  lOtfa  of  November. 

Tbeif  setting  oat  was  delayed  by  a 
Wvy  vftiitation  of  Providence.  An 
epidemic  prevailed  at  Rockaway,  by 
Mick  the  ftmifies  of  Mr.  Vail  and  Mr. 
Tallmadgewere  vbited  severely.  Two 
sons  of  Mr.  Tail  wei«  buried  in  one 
gfttve ;  and  another;  aOer  the  company 
had  been  detsdned  about  three  weeks, 
the  bereaved  parents  were  constrained 
to  leave  behind,  as  too  feeble  to  bear  the 
Jottraey.  The  afliotlon  was  deeply  felt 
by  them  tfl ;  btrt  appears  to  have  been 
Blade,  by  divine  grace,  a  means  of  pro- 
iftoting  In  Aem  the  feelings  suitable  for 
all  Christians,  and  especially  for  those 
who  Are    devoted   to  (he    missionary 


They  left  their  houses  and  their  kin- 
flred  and  friends  with  tender  dieerful- 
iitm ;  went  on  their  way  rejoicing ;  and 
horn  llockaway  to  Brainerd,  a  dbtance 
tf  more  than  nine  hundred  miles,  had  « 
firoflperotts  journey,  of  only  about  six 
'we^.  On  their  arrival,  the  hearts  of 
IIm  brethren  and  sisters  of  the  mission, 
burdened  as  they  had  been  with  continu- 
ally increasing  labours  and  cares,  were 
illad  witli  gladness  and  thankfulness. 
*<  It  is  a  time,"  say  they  in  the  Journal — 
'<  It  is  a  time  of  great  rejoicing  at  Brain- 
erd. We  feel,  that  the  Lord  has  heard 
oar  prayers  for  help ;  and  It  is  now  our 
^tf  to  ren^r  praise.  O  that  we  could 
be  suflctently  thankful  to  ovr  gracious 
Savtoor,  for  the  abundant  mehsies  which 
we  have  esperienced,  and  the  sweet 
consolations  now  afforded  us." 

There  remains  of  the  mission  Mr. 
Hoyt,  superintendent,  with  his  wife  and 
efaildren,  four  of  whom  are  very  usefiil 
assistants;  Mr.  Conger,  with  hb  wife 
aVid  efaildrcn,  and  an  apprentice,  George 
Halsey,  about  20  years  old,  and  a  devot- 
ed helper  of  excellent  promise ;  Mr.  Vail 
with  his  family ;  Mr.  Batricfc,  Mr.  Hall 
with  his  family,  and  Mr.  Chamberlain 
with  his  fiimily. 

Mr.Milo  Hoyt,  who  served  with  his 
father  in  the  work  as  a  true  son,  has  late- 
ly been  married  to  an  amiable  and  distin- 
guished  native  convert,  Lydia  L0W17. 
And  as,  by  this  marriage,  he  has  become 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  native 
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Cherokee,  he  thinks,  that  by  occopyiog 
a  situation  near  the  establbhment,  or  in 
an  eligible  place  for  a  local  school,  he 
can  well  sopport  himself,  and  render  at 
much  service  to  Che  mtasioD,  as  if  he 
were  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
the  Board. 

The  genenil  plans  and  opefitkmsaf 
the  mission  are  all  known  to  the  Board 
and  to  the  community.  01*  th'6  state  and 
appearance,  particulai:Iy  of  the  estab- 
lishment at  Brainerd,  as  found  la  Decern^ 
her,  a  detailed  and  authentte  iccouat  is 
given  in  the  Report  of  the  Vblting  Com- 
m^tee,  the  greater  part  of  which  it  is 
deemed  fitting  to  quote  In  thia  plane  : 

"  Since  the  date"  (say  the  Committee) 
of  the  last  Report,  (which  was  in  June 
1818)  "there  have  been  considerable 
improvements  made.  Four  cabfhs  have 
been  built  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
pui)tb,  besides  a  large  cabin  house  in 
which  the  gtrts  are  taught,  lliere  is  alao 
the  frame  of  a  bam  rinsed,  and  covered, 
which  will  be  commodious  and  usefol 
when  finlAed.  Th^  whole  farm  is  in- 
closed by  excellent  fences,  and  about 
thirteen  acres  of  fresh  land  have  been 
cleared ;  eight  of  which,  we  are  Inform- 
ed, have  been  done  by  the  labour  of 
boys  in  the  school,  in  the  morning  and 
evening.  The  last  season  the  lana  Was 
cultivated  as  follows ;  six  acres  in  wheat, 
five  in  rye,  and  thirty  in  Indian  com, 
besides  potatoes,  turnips,  and  a  lat^ 
garden. 

<<  The  live  stock  belongin|:  to  the  sta- 
tion was  reported  as  being  pretty  nume- 
rous, and  what  we  saw  was  in  good  con- 
dition. There  are  ten  horses,  seventy 
homed  cattle^  thirty  sheep,  and  hon  of 
all  sizes  about  one  hundred  and  fifty. 
There  belongs  to  the  mission  some  other 
property,  as  a  cart,  three  waggons,  a 
yoke  of  oxen,  farming  utensils,  «c. 

«  Since  your  Committee  last  visited 
this  station  the  school  has  been  divided, 
and  the  girls  and  boys  are  taij|ht  lu  sepa- 
rate houses.  The  Rev.  Wtfliam  Cham- 
berlain teaches  the  boys,  and  directs 
them  when  out  of  school.  Miss  Sarah 
Hoyt  teaches  the  girls,  and  directs  their 
employment,  when  out  of  school.  The 
number  of  boys  in  the  school  b  42,  the 
number  of  the  giris  b  25.  A  few  more 
are,  as  we  are  informed,  entered  in  each 
school,  who  are  now  absent|  some  on 
visits  to  their  parents,  and  some  on  ac- 
count of  sickness,  and  for  fear  of  it. 
The  pupib  are  under  the  age  of  fiAeen, 
except  two  males,  who  nlay  bd  twenty 
or  u6ward8i  find  two  f^malesi  Who  may 
be  about  elghtaea  or  Aineteen.  A  great 
many  of  them  have  entered  shioe  our 
last  vbit,  and  some  of  them  have  beea 
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kere  bot  a  siiort  lime.  The  great  majo- 
rity are  making  verjr  pleasing  progress, 
both  io  their  studies,  and  in  learning  to 
apeak  the  Engtbh  langange. 

**  The  order  and  good  conduct  of  these 
children  in  school,  at  the  table,  and  in 
the  obareh,  are  truly  exemplary.  Their 
cheerfulness  in  yielding  obedience  to  all 
that  is  required  of  them,  either  in  or  out 
of  school,  is  rarely  eiceeded  by  the  best 
gOTcmed  children  among  ourselves. 

**  The  fecillty  with  which  they  learn  to 
write,  has  often  been  remarked  :  the  spec- 
imensy  which  we  have  seen  of  the  writing 
•f  the  present  scholars,  confirm  the  fact. 
Their  progress  in  spelling  and  readincy 
ia  encoaragiag,  considering  the  difficul- 
ty they  have  to  encounter,  in  speaking 
•nd  pronouncing  our  language.  Many 
of  them  have  committed  to  memory  a 
part  of  the  Assembly's  catechism,  and 
aone  chapters  of  the  New-Testament, 
which  they  repeated  with  ease. 

**  An  excellence  in  the  management  of 
this  missionary  station  is,  that  tue  pupils 
•re  not  only  taoaht  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic  with  tne  principles  and  worship 
incalcated  in  the  word  ot  God ;  but  they 
ftre  instructed  in  the  most  useful  arts  of 
eivilised  life.  The  boys  learn  the  use  of 
the  lioe  and  the  axe ;  while  the  girls  learn 
tiie  use  of  the  spinning  wheel  and  the 
needle.  The  instroctress  of  the  girls  in- 
formed us,  that  since  the  16th  of  March 
last,  the  eirls  had  made  eighty  garments, 
such  as  snirts,  pantaloons,lic  without  in- 
cloding  smaller  articles  ;  that  they  had 
pieced  thirteen  bedqullts,  and  quilted 
nine.  We  examined  a  part  of  the  work, 
and  it  appeared  to  be  well  done. 

«  Tour  Committee,  on  their  first  visit, 
irwm  not  more  aflSsded  by  any  thing  re- 
faiting  to  the  whole  mission,  than  by 
the  Infant  church,  here  planted  in  the 
wilderness.  We  are  happy  to  find,  that 
It  lias  increased,  by  the  addition  of  such 
as  we  hope  riiall  be  saved.  Four  of  the 
natives,  and  two  blacks,  have  made  a 
publie  profession  of  religion,  since  our 
last  visit.  We  have  abo  seen  or  heard 
of  five  or  six,  who  were  under  strong  Im- 
preaeions  from  the  Spirit  of  God ;  some 
of  whom  give  evidence  of  being  the  hope- 
ful aebjects  of  a  saving  change  of  heart. 
AU,  with  whom  we  have  met,  converse 
with  great  freedom,  concerning  their  lost 
and  helpless  state,  as  sinners,  their  views 
and  feelings  respecting  the  Saviour,  and 
with  an  artless  simplicity  not  easily  to  be 
described. 

"  Among  the  various  circumstances, 
that  most  interest  the  feelings  of  any 
ChristiaB  friend  of  man,  who  may  vfoit 
this  station,  a  short  detail  of  one  or  two 
will  not  be  muiceeplable  to  the  Board. 
Last  Christmas  a yoong  man,  called  John 
Arch,  who  had  been  born  and  bred  in  the 
moantaios  near  the  confines  of  South 
OaioUna,  hafneotd  to  be  at  Knoxville, 
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where  he  met  with  Mr.  Hall,  who  inform- 
ed him  that  there  vras  a  school  in  the  na- 
tion. As  soon  as  he  went  home,  he  took 
his  gun,  and  wandered  off  in  search  of 
the  place,  which  we  hope  has  proved  to 
him  the  house  of  God  and  the  gate  of 
heaven.  After  travelling  one  hundred 
gnd  fifty  miles,  be  arrived  at  the  mission- 
ary station  ;  told  the  missionaries  he  had 
come  to  attend  school ;  and  offered  them 
his  gun,  bis  only  property,  for  clothes. 
His  appearance  was  so  wild  and  forbid- 
ding ;  that  the  missionaries  said  they  hesi- 
tated to  receive  him,  inasmuch  as  he  was 
upwards  of  20  years  of  age.  He  would 
not  be  put  off.  Tbey  took  him  upon  tri- 
al. In  a  short  time,  he  discovered  a 
thoughtful  concern  about  bis  soul,  und 
BOW  gives  the  most  satisfactory  evidence 
of  a  gracious  change  of  heart.  His  thirst 
for  knowledge  is  great.  He  has  learned 
to  read  and  write  well ;  though  he  has 
not  been  more  than  ten  months  at  school. 
Sometime  after  he  became  serious,  he  was 
accused  of  doing  an  improper  act :  he  was 
conscious  of  innocence,  and  could  not 
well  brook  the  false  charge.  That  even- 
ing he  was  missing  ;  andthe  next  mom* 
ins  the  conclusion  was,  that  he  had  gone 
OK  Bat  about  nine  o*clock  be  came  in. 
Upon  being  questioned  respecting  his  ab- 
sence, he  gave  the  followhig  account :  '  I 
felt  angry,  and  knew  that  It  was  wicked ; 
but  I  could  not  suppress  it ;  and  I  went 
to  seek  the  Saviour,  that  he  might  recon- 
cile my  heart.'  ft  appeared,  that  he  had 
l)een  praying,  and  wrestling  with  God  all 
night.  He  says  he  often  feels  strongly 
Inclined  to  tell  the  Indians  about  God  and 
the  Saviour ;  but  he  knows  so  little,  he 
thinks  it  would  not  please  God.  He  de- 
sires to  obtain  an  education  that  he  may 
preach. 

«  Are  not  the  wilderness  and  the  soli- 
tary place  beginnina  to  be  glad,  and  the 
desert  to  rejoice  and  blossom  as  the  rose  .' 
Here  the  ransomed  of  the  Lord  are  re- 
turning and  coming  to  Zion  with  songs, 
Uterauy  wilh  9ong$  and  everiasting  joy. 
They  have  obtained  joy  and  gladness,  and 
sorrow  and  sighing  have  fled  away.  It 
is  enough  to  warm  a  heart  of  ice  and  dis- 
solve a  heart  of  stone,  to  see  and  hear 
from  these  late  savages  of  the  forest,  the 
evidence  of  all  conquering  grace  on  their 
hearts.  Has  not  the  Board,  has  not  the 
Christian  public,  already  received  an  am- 
ple reward  for  all  the  toil  and  expense, 
to  which  they  have  submitted  even  if  an- 
other immortal  being  should  not  be 
gathered  into  the  fold  of  the  Great  Shcp- 
erd  and  Bishop  of  souls. 
"  On  the  whole,  your  Committee  are 
more  and  more  convinced  of  the  practi- 
cability of  civilising  and  christianizing 
thb  long  neglected  people.  Ths^  are 
capable  of  every  noble  feeling  of  our  ni^ 
ture  to  a  high  degree  :  of  the  warmest  af-C 
lection,  tenderness  and  gratitude.    The

children  are  sprightly  and  sagacious,  and 
on  many  subjects  discover  an  eicellent 
jadinnent. 

«•  The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper 
was  administered  the  day  after  we  arrived, 
it  being  the  Sabbath.  The  congregation 
contained  more  than  one  hundred ;  they 
behaved  with  great  decorum:  Fathef 
Hoyt  presented  the  little  Osage  captive, 
whom  he  has  adopted,  for  baptbm.  He 
was  called  John  0$agt  Rour 

This  witness  unquestionably  Is  true, 
and  should  be  recorded  for  the  praise  of 
divine  grace. 

It  the  time  of  the  Erst  Report  referred 
to  by  the  visiting  Committee,  the  build- 
ings of  the  establishment  were  described 
by  the  Treasurer  npon  the  spot,  only  a 
iew  days  before  as  follows  '• 

•«  The  mission  house  is  situated  about 
ftO  rods  southwest  of  the  creek  Cbirka* 
maugah.  It  fronts  the  southeast  ;  has  the 
dining  ball  and  kitchen  in  the  rear  ;  and 
several  Ioe  cabins  in  each  wing,  for  the 
ftCCODimodation  of  the  chUdren  and  some 
of  the  tnissiooaries.  There  are  several 
other  log  buildiogt  for  store-rooma, 
corn-houses  and  stables.  The  school 
house  is  thirty  rods  to  the  southwest,  and 
it  sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  100 
scholars  on  tne  Lancasterian  plan,  and  to 
answer  for  a  place  of  public  worship  on 
the  Sabbath." 

«  There  have  since  been  built,"  say  the 
Committee,  <*  four  cabins  for  the  acco- 
modation of  the  pupils,  and  a  large  cabin- 
house  in  which  the  giris  are  taught/* 
Also,  "  the  frame  of  a  bam  is  raised  and 
covered"  And  since  the  Committee 
were  there,  besides  finishing  the  barn, 
they  have  erected  a  bouse  for  Mr.  Con* 
ger's  family,  and  a  warehouse  about  six 
miles  distant,  on  the  banks  of.tbe  Tennes- 
see,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  com  and 
other  articles  conveyed  for  them  upon 
that  river  ',  and  a  saw-mill  is  in  forward* 
Besi  with  some  other  buildings. 

To  the  farm,  of  which  about  slity  acres 
were  in  a  state  for  cultivation,  when  the 
visiting  committee  were  there,  large  ad- 
ditions and  improvements  have  been 
made,  and  are  making.  The  design,  in- 
deed, is  entered  upon  with  spirit,  to  rabe 
from  the  farm,  as  soon  and  as  fast  as  pos- 
sible, a  large  and  increasing  proportion 
of  the«ura,  and  other  productioos  of  the' 
flOtf,  necessary  for  the  establishment. 

The  number  of  scholars  in  the  two 


schools  at  Brainerd  has  not  been  defini* 
tlvely  stated  in  any  recent  communica- 
tion ;  but  the  general  representation  has 
been,  that  the  schools  are  foil,  and  in  a 
highly  satisfactory  state. 

The  gracious  influences  from  on  high, 
which  have  been  so  signally  the  glory  of 
this  mission,  appear  to  be  still  continued. 
The  young  man  John  Arch,  of  whom  so 
interesting  an  account  is  given  by  the 
visiting  Committee,  has  since  been  re- 
ceived into  the  church.  Aaotlier  hopeful 
eoavert  also  has  been  received,  David 
Brown ,  a  brother  of  Catharine.  To  your 
Committee,  and  to  many  others,  who 
liave  seen  him,  he  appears  to  be  a  yontki 
of  great  promise.  He  is  now  in  our 
school  at  Cornwall. 

The  whole  number,  gathered  from  the 
wilderness  into  this  mission  church,  and 
thus  made  fellow  citieens  wi(h  the  saints, 
and  of  the  household  of  God,  including 
four  or  five  black  persons,  is  about  twenty. 
A  considerable  number  more  *,  some  at 
Brainerd,  and  some  at  other  plaoes  in  the 
nation,  where  our  missionaries  have  be- 
stowed attention,  are  made  subjects  of 
deep  religious  impressions  ;  and  several 
of  them  hopefully  of  renovating  grace. 

In  the  Report  of  the  last  year,  the  de- 
sign was  submitted  of  establishing  at 
eligible  places,  in  different  parts  of  the 
nation,  local  tchoolt,  in  coooexion  with 
the  primary  establishment  at  Brainerd  ; 
and  it  was  stated,  that  for  one  school  of 
thb  kind  a  place  had  been  selected,  and 
preparations  were  in  forwardness.  This 
station,  called  Talony,  Has  assigned  to 
Mr.  Moody  Hall,  who,  in  the  infancy  of 
the  mission,  tore,  with  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Kingsbury,  and  Mr.  Williams,  the  burden 
and  heat  of  the  day.  A  house  for  his 
family,  and  a  school  house  have  been 
erected  ;  and  the  school  was  opened  on 
the  ninth  of  May.  In  a  letter,  dated 
June  30th,  Mr.  Hall  says : 

"  About  twenty  entered  the  school  the. 
first  week  ;  and  it  has  gradually  increased 
to  fifty. 

«<  You  will  doubtless  expect  to  hear 
some  particulars  relative  to  the  general 
management  of  the  school.  It  is  always 
opened  and  closed  by  reading  a  portioe 
of  Scripture,  singing  and  prayer ;  and 
these  exercises  are  often  preeeded  by 
such  remarks  as  most  sensibfy  strike  my 
mind.    A  number  of  the  nelgbt>our8  ar^ 
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generally  preaent  at  the  evenioe  exerci- 
ses. Three  hours  are  spent  in  the  fore 
part  of  the  day,  and  three  io  the  latter 
part,  in  teaching,  Saturdays  excepted.  I 
require  all  the  scholars  to  attend  meet- 
ings on  the  Sabbath,  when  they  are  ape- 
ciall;^  taught  the  principles  of  our  bolv 
religion.  Their  progress  in  general  is 
good,  fully  equal  to  my  expectations) 
considering  their  advantages. 

**  We  have  three  orphan  boys  in  our 
family;  and  we  have  engageid  to  take 
one  or  two  more.  I  presume,  if  our 
circumstances  would  admit  of  it,  and 
we  had  liberty,  15  or  20  boys  and  eirls 
who  are  real  objects  of  charity,  mtght 
be  obtained  immedialely.  Those  we 
have  give  us  great  satisfaction,  and  are 
truly  dear  to  us. 

**  Since  the  school  house  has  been  in 
a  situation  to  be  occupied,  meetings  have 
been  constantly  held  in  it}  and  from  75 
to  100  have  attended." 

This  school  at  Talony  was  established 
in  compliance  with  the  earnest  solicita- 
tions of  the  principal  men  of  that  village 
and  the  vicinity :  solicitations,  not  less 
earnest,  have  been  made  from  other  con- 
siderable places  in  the  nation,  and  par- 
ticularly from  the  neighbourhood  of 
Fort  Armstrong  in  the  south,  near  the 
CreekS)  and  distant  from  Brainerd  about 
eo  miles  ;  and  from  Creek  Path  on  the 
west  side  of  the  nation,  about  100  miles 
distant. 

Early  in  December  such  representa- 
tions were  made  to  the  missionaries,  of 
the  dispositions  and  desires  of  the  people 
near  Fort  Armstrong,  as  engaged  very 
serious  attention.  These  representations 
were  afterwards  repeated,  and  it  was 
deemed  advisable,  that  Mr.  Chamberlain 
should  make  a  visit  to  the  place.  On  his 
return,  the  following  account  was  entered 
in  the  Jonmal. 

«  March  24.  This  evening  Br.  Cham- 
berlain returned  from  Fort  Armstrong. 
In  his  opinion,  it  Is  a  very  (avourable  and 
important  time  to  establish  a  local  school 
there. 

<*  In  an  interview  with  the  principal 
chl^f  of  that  district,  brother  C.  inaulred 
If  the  people  wanted  a  school.  He  an- 
swered bv  the  Interpreter,  that  they  did 
not  merely  want  a  school,  but  that  they 
wanted  one  vebt  much.  He  said,  they 
would  be  very  dad  of  a  large  school, 
like  that  at  Brainerd.  On  being  told, 
we  were  not  able  to  five  them  such  a 
sehooli — at  least  for  the  presenti-'but 
could  only  furnish  a  teacher  for  such 
children  as  could  board  at  home,  he  said 
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they  would  be  very  thankful  for  such  a 
school :  that  lie  had  a  small  cabin*  situ- 
ated precisely  where  they  wanted  the 
school,  which  he  would  give  for  the  use 
of  the  teacher ;  and  that  himself  and 
neighbours  would  build  the  school  house. 
"So  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  the 
ebief  spoke  the  mind  of  the  whole  dis- 
trict. All  were  agreed  that  it  would  be 
best  to  have  the  school  at  the  place 
named  by  the  chief,  which  is  on  the 
Chatooga  Creek,  about  six  or  eight  miles 
from  Fort  Armstrong ;  and  brother  C. 
^ave  encouragement  to  send  a  teacher 
in  a  few  days.  He  also  understood,  that 
the  Path-killer  intended  to  ask  for  such 
a  school,  in  his  neighbourhood.  This 
aged  warrior  and  king,  is  telling  his  peo* 
P&,  wherever  he  goes,  that  schools  are 
very  good  for  them,  and  they  must  Iraep 
their  children  at  school  until  their  teach- 
ers say  they  have  learned  enough ;  which, 
he  tells  them,  will  require  at  least  fonr 
years." 

On  hearing  this  statement,  It  was  re- 
solved, that  Mr.  Milo  Hoy  t  should  go  io 
Chatooja  and  commence  a  school  with- 
out dekiy.  Accordingly  he  left  Brainerd 
for  the  purpose,  on  the  3d  of  April, 
taking  whh  him  bis  wife  and  younger 
brother  Darius.  In  a  letter  dated  June 
9th,  the  Superintendent  writes  : 

"  The  number  of  scholars  has  been 
small, — seldom  or  nevermore  than  17  or 
18  at  a  lime.  Slill  we  have  great  hopes 
that  it  will  increase,  and  much  good  be 
ddne." 

In  the  latter  part  of  Janoary,  David  and 
Catharine  Brown  went  from  Brainerd  to 
Creek  Path  to  vbit  their  lather,  then  sick. 
In  the  Journal,  March  4,  b  the  folloning 
passage: 

«  Sister  Catharine  and  her  brother 
David  retomed.  Their  fhtlier,  whom 
they  went  to  visit  on  acconnt  of  his  ill 
health,  has  so  far  recovered,  as  to  be  able 
to  come  up  with  them.  Catharine  says 
David  sehiMBd  his  Bible  as  soon  as  he  reach- 
ed home,  and  began  to  read  and  inter- 
pret to  his  father  and  mother  and  other 
members  of  the  family,  exhorting  them 
all  to  attend  to  It  as  the  word  of  God  ;  to 
repent  of  their  sins,  which  he  told  them 
were  many  and  very  great ;  to  believe  on 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  become  his 
followers,  fcc  By  his  father's  consent 
he  maintained  the  worship  of  God  in  the 
family,  morning  and  evening,  and  at 
table.  He  conversed  freely  with  their 
friends  and  neighboun,  and  was  not  sha- 
med to  own  himself  a  Christlaui  or  afraid 
to  warn  ethers  to  flee  from  the  wrath  tnC 
come.    Several,  in  that  neighbourhood; 
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appear  serious,  and  disposed  to  inqoire 
'^I'ler  the  way  of  truth  and  life." 

Mr.  Brown,  the  father,  brought  a 
letter,  signed  by  himself,  and  others,  and 
in  terms  as  follows  : 

<<We,  the  headmen,  chiefs  of  the 
Creek  Patli  town,  Cherokee  nation,  have 
this  day  assembled  ourselves  together 
for  the  purpose  of  devising  some  plan  for 
the  education  of  our  children.  We 
daily  witness  the  good  effects  arising 
from  education,  and  therefore  are  ex- 
tremely aniions  to  have  a  school  in  our 
neighbiourhood,  as  the  distance  from  this 
part  of  the  nation  to  Chickamau|ah  is 
so  great,  as  not  to  suit  our  convenience. 
We  therefore  solicit  your  aid  in  carr)*iBg 
our  plan  into  execution  We  can  raise 
twenty  or  perhaps  twenty-five  children* 
You  will  please  write  us  immediately  on 
the  receipt  of  this.  Given  under  our 
hands  this  Ifllh  February,  isaa" 

It  was  resolved,  that  Mr.  Butrick 
shoulilgoto  Creek  Tath.  On  the  11th 
March  he  left  Brainerd,  taking  John 
Arch  with  him  ;  and  on  the  8th  of  April 
he  wrote  a  letter  to  his  brethren,  in 
which  he  gives  the  following  account : 

« On  Monday  we  travelled  to  Mr. 
Pardue's;  visited  Path-killer  on  the 
way  ;  Saturday  to  capt.  J.  Brown's.  We 
told  him  our  business,  and  he  informed 
others.  Sabbath,  we  came  to  hb  fa- 
ther's, where  we  were  kindly  received ; 
Monday,  capt.  J  Brown  caroe  ;— told  me 
he  had  seen  the  chiefs ;— that  they  were 
glad  we  had  come,  and  wbhed  me  to 
accompany  him  the  next  day — select  a 
place  ror  the  school  house — and  meet 
them  at  an  appointed  place.  On  Tues- 
day we  met  the  chiefs,  and  I  told  my  er- 
rand. They  told  me  they  would  do  as  I 
bad  stated,  and  appointed  the  next  Fri- 
day to  begin  the  house.  On  Friday  they 
assembled,  old  men  and  children.  They 
cut  the  timber,  and  put  up  the  house, 
making  the  inside  22  feet  by  17.  Satur- 
day, they  made  the  boards  without  a 
saw:  covered  the  roof;  put  up  most  of 
the  chimney;  cut  oat  the  door;  split 
part  of  the  puncheons  for  the  floor ;  put 
10  the  steps,  and  hewed  down  the  house 
inside.  1  think  the  house  is  nearly  or 
quite  as  high  as  that  at  Brainerd.  We 
appointed  a  meeting  on  the  next  day. 

*<  Sabbath  we  met — perhaps  thirty 
Cherokees,  and  a  number  of  black  and 
white  people. 

**  On  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednes- 
day, a  less  number  worked  on  the  house, 
made  a  good  floor,  door,  hearth  and 
back,  finished  laying  up  the  chimney  ; 
chinked  the  floor;  made  benches,  &€. ; 
Thursday  we  began  school,  having  eight 
scholars  the  first  three  days. 


«  On  the  Sabbath,  we  atteodecl  meet' 
ing.  Perhaps  60  or  70  Cherokees  attend- 
ed. 1  began  a  Sunday  school  for  tlie 
blacks,  with  10  or  15  scholars.  Monday, 
about  20  scholars  came ;  since  that  we 
have  had  this  week  about  27,  in  all  up^ 
wards  of  30  diflfereot  scholars. 

**  The  people  here,  from  the  oldest  to 
the  youngest,  appear  anxious  to  receive 
instruction,  and  some  appear  really  in- 
quiring after  the  truth.  All  the  people, 
whom  we  see,  receive  us  as  their  near- 
est friends." 

Speaking  of  the  progress,  which  the 
children  have  made  in  these  few  dajs» 
Mr.  Butrick  says :  «  About  14  who  knew 
none  of  their  letters,  have  learned  them, 
and  read  in  syllables  of  tivo  letters,  and 
some  in  three." 

On  Sabbath  evening  he  adds  :  <•  To- 
day we  have  had  a  large  collection  of 
people  for  this  country,  about  100  Cher- 
okees and  blacks." 

Referring  to  thb  station,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Moyt,  June 9th,  says: 

"  The  first  school  being  well  fillecl  with 
scholars  to  overflowinc,  they  requested 
another.  Catharine,  by  our  approlm- 
tion,  offered  to  leach  a  school  of  females, 
if  they  would  prepare  a  house.  The 
news  was  received  with  enthusiastic  Joy. 
In  four  days  a  great  number  colleeted  to 
build  the  huuse — with  surprising  dea* 
patch  they  finished  one  of  the  same  di- 
mensions as  the  former,  and  within  a  few 
rods  of  it,  and  immediately  sent  a  mes- 
senger for  Catharine.  She  left  us  tlie  last 
of  May,  with  the  expectation  of  com- 
mencing a  school  immediately  on  her  ar- 
rival at'  Creek  Path.  Religious  instruc- 
tion appears  also  to  be  eageriy  sought  by 
all  the  people  in  that  district.  Hopes  are 
entertained  of  the  saving  conversion  of 
several ;  and  Brother  Butrick  has  written 
for  our  advice  respecting  the  immeduite 
formation  of  a  church  there." 

These  statements  and  representations 
show  at  once  tlie  spirit  and  operations  of 
the  mission,  the  dispositions  of  the  Che- 
rokee chiefs  and  people,  and  the  kind- 
ness of  God  our  Saviour. 

In  the  schools  of  the  mission,  there  are 
now  more  than  200  pupils.  In  other 
places,  schools  are  wanted.  Indeed* 
throughout  the  nation  there  is  a  general 
and  strong  impression  in  favoor  of  hav- 
ing their  children  instructed  in  the  learn- 
ing and  arts  of  civilised  life ;  and  were 
sufficient  means  supplied,  the  greater 
part  of  the  children,  of  suitable  age, 
might  at  once  be  brought  under  a  system 
of  instnictioo. 
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A  dispo^iOD  lavounible  to  proacbing, 
is  also  prevailiog.  As  appears  from  what 
lias  now  been  citedi  wherever  the  mis- 
sloDaries  go,  they  fiod  a  welcome  recop* 
Uon. 

In  the  great  and  beneficent  design  of 
bringing  tJie  Cberokees  into  the  pale  of 
christianized  societyi  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gam- 


bold  is  an  inestimable  worker.  Spring- 
place,  where  be  resides,  is  only  about 
86  miles  distant  from  Brainerd ;  and 
from  the  commencement  of  our  mission 
there  has  been,  between  him  and  our 
missionaries,  the  most  perfect  good  un- 
derstanding, and  affectionate  intercoorse 
and  fellowship. 


MISSION  TO  THE  CHOCTAWS. 

After  mentioning  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kingsbury  (made  more 
than  two  years  ago,)  as  Superintendent  of  the  Choctaw  Mission,  and  bis  pe- 
culiar qualifications  for  the  Office,  the  Committee  remark  as  follows : 

The  place  now  called  Elliot,  the  pri- 
mary seat  of  this  mission,  is  within  the 
chartered  limits  of  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi, %ii  the  Ynlo-Busha  creek,  about 
30  miles  above  its  junction  with  the 
Ya£oo ;  400  miles  W.  S.  W.  from  Brain- 
erdr-70  miles  west  of  the  Chickasaw 
Agency,— 100  noHh  of  the  Choctaw 
Agency, and  146  from  the  Walnut  Hills; 
which  last  mentioned  place  b  a  little  be- 
low the  entrance  of  the  Yaaoo  into  the 
Mississippi,  and  aboot  190  miles  above 
IVatches. 

It  was  on  the  27th  of  June,  1818,  that 
Mr.  Kingsbury,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Will- 
lams,  arrived  at  thn  place  from  Brainerd. 
The  place  was  then  an  entire  wilderness ; 
and  aOer  various  hindrances,  and  neces- 
sary amngements,  the  first  tree  was  fel- 
led, upon  the  spot  selected  for  the  estab- 
lishment, OB  the  16th  of  August.  On  the 
10th  of  the  same  month,  their  first  log 
bouse  was  erected,  for  the  lodgment  of 
the  family.  On  the  29th,  Mr.  Peter  Ka- 
Boosct  and  his  brother  John  G.  Kanouse 
with  his  wife,  from  Rockaway,  N.  J. 
and  Mr.  Moses  Jewell  and  wife,  from 
Chenango  county,  N.  Y.  arrived  at  the 
station,  as  assistants.  Al>out  the  middle 
of  the  neit  January,  Mr.  A  V.  Williams, 
from  Saratoga  county,  N.  Y.  a  brother 
of  the  first  assistant,  joined  the  mission. 
On  the  1st  of  the  ensuing  February,  Miss 
Sarah  B.  Varnum,  now  Mrs.  Kingsbury, 
from  Dracot,  Mass.  and  Miss  Judith 
Chase,  now  Mrs.  Williams,  from  Corn- 
ish, N.  H.  wero  gratefully  welcomed  to 
the  mission  family.  Six  months  after,  on 
tbe  Ist  of  August,  the  mission  was  fur- 
ther cheered  and  strengthened,  by  the 


arrival  of  Dr.  William  W.  Pride,  a  young 
and  devoted  physician,  from  Cambridge, 
N.  Y.  and  Mr  Isaac  Fisk,  a  highly  ap- 
proved blacksmith  and  farmer,  from 
Holden,  Mass.  On  the  Ist  of  July  last, 
Mr.  Anson  Dyer  and  Mr.  Zechariah 
Howes,  agriculturists  and  school -mas- 
ters, in  the  prime  of  life,  reached  the 
sUtion,  from  Ashfield,  Mass.  Their 
companions  on  the  journey,  Mr.  Joel 
Wood,  of  like  qualifications,  and  his 
wife,  sister  of  the  Messrs.  Williams,  of 
Salisbury,  N.  Y.  were  left  some  disUnce 
behind,  on  account  of  sickness :  and  it 
is  not  known  how  long  they  have  been 
detained. 

The  Rev.  Alfred  Wright,  who  was 
mentioned  in  the  Report  of  tbe  last  year, 
as  being  designated  for  this  mission,  set 
out  from  Columbia,  Con.  June  1st,  with 
instructions,  for  purposes  of  agency,  to 
proceed  eircoitously  to  Elliot.  He  was 
at  Marietta,  in  Ohio,  about  the  middle  of 
August 

On  Wednesday  of  the  last  week,  Sep- 
tember 14,  1820,  Messrs.  John  Smith, 
Calvin  Cushman,  and  Elijah  Bardwell, 
with  their  wives  and  children,  substan- 
tial farmers,  and  two  of  them  accustom- 
ed to  school-keeping,  aged  from  36  to 
40,  of  Goshen,  Mass.  and  Mr.  William 
Hooper,  of  Berwick,  Me.  a  young  man, 
a  tanner  and  shoemaker,  and  well  qua- 
lified also  to  act  as  a  schoolmaster  and 
catechist, — set  out  with  four  waggons 
from  Goshen,  for  this  same  mission. 

Mr.  Peter  Kanouse,  on  account  of  ill 
health,  as  mentioned  in  the  last  report, 
left  the  station  about  five  weeks  after  his 
arrival,  and  returned  to  JNew  Jersey.  And 
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(he  last  of  Atiffosty  a  year  ago,  hit  bio. 
ther,  Mr.  John  G.  Kanouse,  who  did  not 
oonsider  himself  engaged,  Uke  (he  rest» 
for  life,  retarned  also,  wi(h  his  wife,  from 
the  mtebn. 

Only  a  week  after,  on  the  d(h  of  Sep- 
tember, the  mission  was  s(lll  further  di- 
minished and  deeply  afflicted  by  (he  de- 
cease of  the  younger,  Mr.  Williams.  His 
disease  was  dis(res8ing  and  rapid ;  but 
bis  mind  was  8teadfa8(  and  serene ;  and 
bis  dea(h  peaceful  and  consolatory. 

There  are  now  belonging  to  the  mis- 
sion, already  in  the  field  and  on  their 
way  (o  it,  thirteen  men  and  nine  women. 

At  Elliot  they  have  cleared  fifty  or 
sisty  acres  of  eicellenl  land  for  cultiva- 
tion, a  good  proportion  of  it  bottom  land 
of  inexhaustible  fertility.  Several  acres 
of  (he  land  were  cleared  by  the  native 
boys  of  the  school,  under  the  direction  of 
their  immediate  instructer,  Mr.  Williams. 
In  their  Journal,  the  last  of  December, 
(he  lirethren  give  this  general  account  of 
the  preceding  season  : 

<<  Our  plantation  was  entirely  a  wilder- 
ness *,  but  it  has  vielded  us  a  rich  harvest 
Besides  several  hundred  bushels  of  com 
and  potatoes,  we  have  gathered  about  30 
bushels  of  peas  and  12  or  16  of  white 
beans.  These  last  contribute  not  less  to 
health  than  comfort.  We  have  no  doubt 
that  the  feeble  health  of  our  family  the 
last  winter  was  occasioned  by  a  deficien- 
cy of  vegetable  diet  We  would  recom- 
mend this  subject,  particularly  to  tba 
missionaries  going  into  the  wes(ern 
country,  and  refer  them  to  a  very  able 
and  excellent  Report,  made  to  the  Sec. 
of  War,  by  the  Surgeon  Gaa.  of  the 
Army  of  the  United  States,  respecting  the 
component  parts  of  the  soldiers*  rations. 
The  subject  applies,  in  all  its  force,  to 
missionaries  in  uncivilized  countries." 

The  buildings  for  the  establishment 
are  eight  commodious  log  cabins  occupied 
as  dwelling  houses ;  a  dining  room  and 
kitchen  contiguous,  fifty-two  feet  by 
twenty,  and  with  a  piaZEa  on  each  side  ; 
a  school  house  thirty-six  feet  by  twenty- 
four,  of  hewn  logs  and  finished  on  the 
Lancasterian  plan  ;  a  mill  house  thirty- 
six  by  thirty  ;  a  commodious  blacksmith's 
shop  and  joiner's  shop ;  a  lumber  house 
anB  granary  ;  a  stable,  and  three  or  four 
out-houses. 

There  are  belonging  to  the  mission 
more  than  two  hundred  neat  cattle,  in- 
cluding calves  ;-*teams   of  oxen    and 
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horses,  waggonsy  carts,  ploughs  «nd 
other  implements  of  husbandry,  saitabitt 
for  a  largo  plaatatton  *, — mechanical  tools 
for  various  arts  ',  and  all  the  varied  ap- 
paratos  for  the  accommodation  of  a  fam- 
ily eoDsistiag  of  a  hundred  peraons. 

In  the  school,  (here  are  seventy  or 
eighty  children  and  youths,  male  and 
female. 

**  They  are  of  difTeeent  ages,'*  says  Mr. 
Kingsbury  in  his  Report  to  Grovernment, 
**  from  six  years  to  nineteen  and  twenty ; 
and  of  various  complexions,  from  foU 
blooded  Choctaws  to  those  who  are  ap- 
parently descended  from  white  parents.  . 

**  Tn  addition  to  the  common  rudi- 
ments of  education,  the  boys  are  acquir- 
ing a  practical  knowledge  of  agriculture, 
in  its  various  branches  ;  and  (he  giris» 
while  out  of  school,  ahs  employed  under 
the  direction  of  the  female  missionaries, 
in  different  parts  of  domestic  labour.  We 
have  also  a  full  blooded  Choctaw  lad, 
learning  the  blacksmith's  trade,  and  ano- 
ther, now  in  the  schooK  wishes  to  engage 
in  the  same  employment,  so  soon  as 
there  is  opportunity.  All  the  children 
are  placed  entirely  under  our  controu), 
and  the  most  entire  satisfaction  Is  ex- 
pressed, as  to  the  nuuiner  in  which  they 
are  treated. 

«  The  school  b  taught  on  the  Lancas- 
terian plan,  and  (he  progress  of  (he  chil- 
dren has  exceeded  our  mos(  sanguine  ex- 
pectations.  We  have  never  seen  an  equal 
noml>er  of  children,  in  any  school,  who 
appeared  more  promising." 

In  this  connexion,  two  or  three  para- 
graphs, from  the  Journal  of  the  misfioii, 
will  open  some  interesting  views. 

"  J^ov.  18.  A  caravan  of  17  half 
breeds,  besides  a  number  of  women  and 
children,  arrived  and  encamped  near  the 
Mission.  Their  intention  is  to  fonn  a 
set(lemen(  near  (he  Yaeoo,  above  hs 
junction  with  (he  Yalo-Bosha,  Mdaheul 
16  or  20  miles  north  of  this  place.  There 
are  yet  no  settlements  in  that  part  of  the 
country.  They  have  with  (hem  about 
thirty  horses,  nearly  half  of  them  pack- 
ed with  provisions,  kettles,  fimniog  tools, 
&c.  It  is  interesting  to  see  these  people 
removing  into  the  wilderness,  for  the 
purpose  of  engaging  in  agricultural  pur- 
suiU.  They  stopped  to  get  their  tools 
repaired  at  our  smith's  shop.  The  Indians 
say  that  they  know  not  what  they  should 
do,  if  Brother  Fisk  should  ^o  away.  In 
(he  evening  had  an  exhibition  of  the 
school,  at  which  all  our  visitors  were 

C resent.  The  children  sung  several 
ymns,  and  an  opportunity  was  seieed 
to  make  such  remarks  to  (he  childreB  aed 
these  preaent,  as  were  fiUed  to  beuseftil. 
The  spacious  school  room  hung  round 
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wHh  Laneasterian  lessons,  was  well 
lighted  ap,  whicfa>  with  the  decorum  and 
order  of  the  scholars,  and  the  melody  of 
their  voices,  prodoced  the  most  pleasing 
emotions,  and  led  us  for  a  moment  to 
forget  that  we  were  in  a  heathen  land.  A 
recollection  of  the  contrast  between  the 
present  condition  of  these  children,  and 
what  it  was  sii  months  ago,  called  forth 
our  liveliest  gratitude  to  Him,  who  caus- 
ed the  light  to  shine  out  of  darkness,  and 
who  is  now,  through  the  instrumentality 
of  the  Gospel,  causing  the  wilderness 
and  solitary  place  to  bud  and  blossom  as 
the  rose. 

**  Dec,  7.  Brother  K.  preached  three 
times  during  his  absence,  on  a  visit  to  the 
Lower  Towns.  The  audiences  were  small, 
but  generally  attentive.  The  people 
every  where  appeared  aniions  to  have 
their  children  instructed.  Some,  who 
were  well  informed,  said  there  were  a 
thousand  children  in  the  nation  ready  to 
come  to  school,  if  thev  could  be  receiv- 
ed ;  and  that  manv  of  their  parents  would 
contribute  towards  their  support. 

*'  Dec  18.  There  are  thirteen  girls  be- 
longing to  the  school.  These  are  divided 
into  two  companies,  each  of  which  al- 
ternately assist,  while  out  of  school,  in 
the  dining  room  and  kitchen.  They  per- 
form their  duties  with  despatch  and  neat- 
ness, which  are  truly  pleasing.  The  two 
companies  are  emulous  to  excel.  Some 
idea  of  the  labour  in  our  kitchen  may  be 
formed  from  the  followine  schedule  of 
articles  which  are  cooked  in  one  week, 
and  which  may  be  considered  a  fair  spe- 
cimen of  every  week's  work.  Five  hun- 
dred pounds  of  beef,  14  bushels  of  pota- 
toes, 40  large  loaves  of  bread  or  pud- 
dings to  make  up  the  deficiency,  200  gal- 
lons of  tamfulah,  60  gallons  of  weak 
coffee,  3  pecks  of  beans  and  peas,  besides 
other  small  articles.  One  company  of 
the  girls,  when  out  of  school  and  not  en- 
fligra  in  the  kitchen,  assist  in  washing  for 
the  lamily ;  in  sewing*  knitting,  spinning, 
&C.  Friends  of  Indian  civilization  have 
great  reason^  for  being  encouraged  by 
their  improvement." 

From  the  fir^,  the  Choctaws,— the 
Chiefs  especially,  have  manifested  to- 
ward the  Mission  the  most  friendly  dis- 
positions. 

"  tt  has  been  our  endeavour,"  says 
Mr.  Kingsbury, "  to  impress  on  the  minds 
of  this  nation  the  advantaees  of  instruc- 
tion, and  the  propriety  of  their  xontri- 
bttting  towards  the  education  of  their 
own  children.  We  are  decidedly  of  opi- 
nion, that  in  every  point  of  view,  it  is 
important  that  they  should  learn  to  help 
themselves.  By  commencing  on  n  libe- 
ral and  extensive  scale  for  their  improve- 
mtBt,  we  have  drawn  ioHh  m  spirit  of 
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liberality  as  unexpected  as  it  is  encourag- 
ing." 

In  the  Report  of  the  last  year,  it  wai 
stated,  that  soon  after  the  missionariea 
arrived  in  the  nation,  the  king  Puck-sha- 
nub-bee  gave  for  the  school  860  dollars^ 
to  be  paid  annually  from  the  annuity  by 
his  part  of  the  nation  from  the  U.  S. ;  and 
that  at  a  Council  of  the  Nation  in  the 
fore  part  of  August,  after  an  addreit 
made  to  them  by  Mr.  Kingsbury,  a  sub- 
scription was  opened  upon  the  spot  -,  and 
85  cows  and  calves  and  600  dollars  to  be 
paid  annually,  and  700  dollars  as  a  do- 
nation  to  the  establishment,  were  soIh 
scribed.  Your  Committee  have  now  the 
gratification  to  report  other  and  greater 
donations. 

«  At  a  treaty  holdenin  1816,  the  Choc- 
taws  sold  a  tract  of  country  for  which 
they  are  to  receive  of  the  U.  States  6000 
dollars  annually,  in  cash,  for  17  years. 
The  nation  is  divided  into  three  districts, 
ealled  the  Upper,  the  Lower,  and  the 
Six  Towns.  At  a  council,  holden  on  the 
4th  SeMember,  by  what  are  called  the 
Lower  Towns,  including  the  north-east 
part  of  the  nation,  between  the  public 
road  and  the  Tombigby  river,  it  was  vot- 
ed unanimously,  that  the  sum  of  2000 
dollars,  their  proportion  of  the  6,000  dol- 
lars above  mentioned,  be  appropriated 
to  the  support  of  a  school  in  their  own 
district,  under  the  patronage  of  the  Ame- 
rican Board.  They  also  sent  a  letter  to 
the  chief  of  the  Upper  towns,  in  which 
Elliot  is  situated,  requesting  them  to  ap- 
propriate their  proportion,  an  equal  snm, 
to  tne  support  of  this  school." 

From  another  district  the  following 
commuoications  have  been  received. 

« Resolved  in  Council,  this  21st 
March,  1820 ;  held  for  Mingo  Pushama- 
tahaw's  district  in  the  Choctaw  nation. 
That  the  balance  of  the  annuity  due  to 
the  said  district  from  the  United  States, 
for  the  purchase  of  land  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  1816,  made  by  Gfen.  Coffee, 
Col.  McKee,  and  John  Rhea,  Esq.  of 
two  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  shall 
be  appropriated  in  the  following  manner, 
viz.  One  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection 
and  continuance  of  a  blacksmith's  shop, 
with  iron  and  the  necessary  utensils  for 
conducting  the  same  for  the  l>est  accom- 
modation of  the  Indians ;  and  one  thou- 
sand dollars  to  be  applied  to  the  use  of  a 
school  to  be  established  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable. The  said  amount  to  be  paid  by 
the  United  States*  Agent  in  the  nation,  to 
the  above  establishment  quarter  yearly . 
Signed,  Pusbamatahaw,  IC 
In  behaH'of  the  council.'* 
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Choeiaw  Trading  Ho\m^ 
March  2l»tf  1820. 
"  RcT.  Cyrus  King^buiy, 

Dear  Sir, — It  is  with  much  pleasure 
I  can  inform  you,  that  we  have  this  day 
resolved  in  council  to  appropriate  one 
half  of  our  annuity  due  to  us  from  the 
United  States,  for  this  district,  of  one 
thousand  dollars  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  a  school  to  be  established  in  our  dis- 
trict, as  soon  as  practicable,  and  we  par- 
ticularly wish  yon  to  take  chan^  of  it  for 
ii8>as  we  are  much  pleased  with  your  ei- 
ortions  already  made  for  the  benefit  of  a 
part  of  our  nation. 

«  Please  to  present  our  thanks  to  our 
Father  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
mnd  also  your  friendtf  for  their  thought- 
fulness  of^us,  and  tell  them  we  hope,  the 
day  is  not  far  distant,  when  we  shall  take 
our  place  among  the  enlightened  States  of 
this  happy  land.  Very  respectfully  your 
obedient  servant,

Mr.  Kiugsbary,  in  a  letter  5(h  of  May, 
says,  *<  It  is  probable  that  an  alteration* 
will  be  made,  so  that  the  2,000  dollars 
annuity  will  go  to  the  establbhmcnt, 
leaving  the  particular  application  of  it  to 
our  own  discretion,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  there  shall  be  a  blacksmith's 
shop  connected  with  it  on  the  plan  of  the 
one  at  Elliot.*' 

In  the  beginning  of  June,  this  national 
bounty  was  completed,  by  a  like  formal 
donation,  on  the  part  of  the  District  in 
which  Elliot  is  situated,  of  their  part  of 
the  annuity,  2,000  dollars  for  that  estab- 
lishnvent.  And  on  the  occasion  the  fol-  \ 
lowing  Letter  waa  addressed  to  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary. 

ElOotf  June  4, 1820. 
"  Brother, 

*<  This  is  the  first  time  we  have  visited 
this  school  in  our  nation  since  it  was  es- 
tablbhed  here.  We  think  the  school  is 
in  a  very  flourishing  condition  and  all 
things  going  on  well. 

«  Brother,  our  hearts  are  made  glad  to 
see  our  children  improving  so  fast.  We 
are  pleased  to  see  our  bovs  go  iuto  the 
woodii  with  their  axes  and  into  the  field 
with  their  hoes,  under  the  care  of  their 
teacher,  to  learn  to  work,  that  they  may 
know  how  to  clear  and  cultivate  our 
land  ;  for  we  cannot  expect  to  live  any 
loneer  by  hunting. — Our  game  is  gone ; — 
and^the  missionaries  tell  us,  the  Good 
Spirit  points  out  to  us  now  this  new  and 
better  way  to  eet  our  meat,  and  provide 
bread  and  clothes  for  ourselves,  women, 
and  children.  And  we  are  very  glad  to 
see  our  daughters  learning  to  cook,  and 


to  make  and  mend  clothet ,  and  do  all 
such  things  as  the  white  women  do. 

**  Brother,  we  have  never  until  now, 
had  the  pleasure  of  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  good  people  here,  except  Mr. 
Kingsbury,  whom  we  had  seen  befofi. 
Now  we  see  and  believe,  that  all  the 
missionaiy  brothers  and  sisters  at  Elliot, 
are  our  friends,  and  wish  to  teach  us  and 
our  children  good  things,  which  we  hav« 
not  known  before. 

"  Brother,  we  wish  to  express  to  all  our 
good  white  brothers  at  the  North,  who 
nave  sent  good  missionaries  and  teachers 
here,  our  sincere  and  hearty  thanks  for 
their  great  kinduess  in  so  doing.  We  an 
well  pleased  in  every  respect  with  the 
School,  and  with  our  good  white  brothers 
and  sisters  of  the  mission  family ;  aiid 
we  are  satisfied  and  well  pleased  with  the 
manner,  in  which  our  children  are 
treated  by  them. 

**  Brother,  we  had  never  been  sensible 
of  the  great  expense,  at  which  our  white 
brethren  have  been,  in  establishing  (hie 
school,  until  yesterday,  when  we  bad  a 
talk,  and  our  white  brethren  gave  us  the 
information.  And  we  feel  now  more  deep- 
ly our  obligations  to  all  our  kind  bene- 
factors, for  the  love  which  Uiey  have 
shown  the  red  people  in  this  distant  land. 
It  b  likewise  cause  df  great  joy  to  us,  that 
our  good  father  the  President  of  the  Unit- 
ed  States,  has  stretched  out  his  helping 
band  to  his  red  children  for  their  goo£ 
We  feel  very  thankful  for  his  favour  in 
appropriating  so  much  money  for  oar 
school,  encouraging  and  helping  on  the 
missionaries  in  their  work. 

**  Brother,  we  wish  to  repeat  to  all  oor 
white  friends  every  where,  that  we  are 
very  thankful  for  all  vour  &voara,  and  all 
the  good  you  have  done  to  us  yo^  poor 
ignorant  red  brethren, — and  we  hope  you 
will  remember  us.— We  are  yet  in  a  very 
destitute  situation.  We  have  one  good 
school,  in  which  70  of  our  chUdren»  are* 
by  your  great  kimlness,  placed  and  now 
receiving  instructtbn.  But  Brother,  we 
would  with  boldness  tethyou  oar  wants. 
We  have  more  than  1,000  children  in 
our  nation,  who  are  now  waiting  and 
looking  up  to  our  white  brothers  for  the 
means  of  instruction.  Our  nation  is  open 
for  more  missionaries,  and  our  hearts  are 
ready  to  receive  them. 

"  We  know  that  it  must  be  at  a  gral 
expense  that  you  send  out  and  snpport 
missions  among  us  ;  and  we  feel  it  our 
duty  to  assist  and  to  do  all  we  can  for 
ourselves.  We  have  lately  appropriated 
2,000  dollars  of  our  annuity  trom  each 
of  the  three  districts  in  our  nation,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  mission  schools,  making  in 
the  whole  6,000  dollars  a  year  for  sixteen 
veers  to  come.  We  are  your  (Heodt  and 
iNothersy 

PecK-SRA-NVB-BSE,  hiiXmoHt, 
MiTSH-VL-LA-TVB-BEC,  kit  X  mmrk  " 
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Thete  donations  and  communications 
'apeak  for  themselves;  and  tbey  speak 
witli  an  emphasis  that  should  arrest  every 
mind — with  a  pathos  that  should  touch 
every  heart  in  this  Christian  land.  They 
betoken  an  influence  from  the  All-pow- 
erful Spirit  that  originally  caused  the 
light  to  shine  out  of  darkness.  The 
movement  presses  upon  the  Mission  with 
the  force  of  a  mighty  rushing  wind.  The 
missionaries  have  found  it  impossible, 
and  your  Committee  have  found  it  im- 
possible, to  proceed  as  fast  as  it  would 
impel  them.  They  have  felt  it  however 
to  be  their  doty,  as  tbey  have  found  it  to 
be  a  matter  of  necessity,  to  do  what 
they  could  towards  answering  the  desires 
of  the  Choctaws,  and  preventing  a  dis- 
astroos  disappointment  or  impatience. 

The  call  for  an  establishment  in  the 
Lower  Towns,  the  district  which  set  the 
noble  eiample  of  giving  their  annuity  for 
the  purpose,  could  not  be  resisted.  Early 
in  the  winter  it  was  resolved,  that  a  be- 
ginning  should  be  made  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble. "  It  was  agreed  by  the  Brethren," 
says  Mr.  Kingsbury,  '<  that  I  should  se- 
lect  the  site,  have  a  house  erected,  and 
preparations  made,  for  raising  a  crop. 
After  making  all  possible  arrangements 
for  the  mission  at  Elliot,  I  leA  there  on 
the  10th  of  February,  for  the  purpose  of 
commencing  the  contemplated  establish- 
menC. 

**  Feb.  19.  Reached  Major  Pitchlynn*s> 
one  of  the  public  interpreters.  He  is  a 
white  man,  has  a  Choctaw  family,  and 
large  possessions. 

••Fe6.21.  "Went  in  company  with 
Capt.  Folsom  and  Major  Pitchtynn  to  se- 
lect a  site  for  the  new  establishment. 
Fouod  manv  good  places,  but  at  all  of 
them  some  things  were  wanting. 

**  Feb.  22.  Eipected  to  have  returned 
to  Major  Pitchlynn's  last  night,  but  the 
distance  was  too  great.  Stopped  in  the 
woods  without  food  or  fire,  and  having 
collected  some  dry  grass  for  a  bed,  and 
commended  ourselves  to  the  protection 
and  guidance  of  our  heavenly  Father, 
anjoyed  a  good  night's  rest. 

«  Feb.  23.  After  mature  and  prayer- 
ful deliberation,  resolved  to  establish  the 
school  on  the  borders  of  an  extensive 
prahle  on  the  south  side  of  Ook-tib-be-ha 
Creek,  about  12  ttiiles  above  its  junction 
with  the  Tombigby.  This  creek  is  the 
boundary  line  between  the  Choctaw  and 
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Chickasaw  nations.  As  no  one  of  the 
sisters  could  at  present  be  spared  from 
Elliot,  I  hired  a  young  man  and  bis  wife 
from  the  settlements  in  Alabama  for  ten 
months. 

"  Came  with  three  labourers  upon  the 
ground,  which  is  henceforth  to  be  con- 
secrated to  the  service  of  God.  Tht 
particular  site  selected  for  the  buildings 
was  the  very  spot  on  which  we  had  slept 
the  nipbt  before  in  our  grass  bed.  It  is 
apleasing  eminence  overlooking  towards 
the  south  a  prairie  of  several  miles  in 
circumference.  The  part  of  this  imme- 
diately contijguous  is  of  exhaustless  ferti- 
lity^—requiring  only  a  very  little  labour 
to  prepare  it  for  the  plough.  On  the  right.. 
is  a  small  creek,  which  will  furnish  wa- 
ter for  stocJc,  and  on  the  left  is  the  Ook- 
tib-be-ha  navigable  in  high  water  for 
keel  boats,  which  at  particular  times 
may  come  wit^iin  a  guarter  of  a  mile  of 
the  establishment.  May  the  Lord  God 
of  Israel  bless  us,  cause  his  face  to  shine 
upon  us,  and  prosper  the  labour  of  our 
hands." 

'*  March  23.  Renooved  into  oat  new 
house.  It  was  a  day  of  rejoicing.  We 
bad  lived  in  a  smolnr  wet  camp  four 
weeks.  May  the  Lord  vouchsafe  his  pre- 
sence, and  make  this  house  a  Bethel,  and 
fill  our  hearts  with  gratitude  and  praise. 
"  JIfarrA  25.  Having  made  arrange* 
menu  for  a  garden  and  cornfield,  set  oot 
on  my  return  to  Elliot.'* 

In  their  letter  12th  June,  spei&ing  of 
these  beginnings  at  Ook-tib-be-ha,  the 
Brethren  say : 

<'  A  convenient  house  has  been  com- 
pleted, a  garden  and  yards  for  cattle  pre- 
pared ;  and  it  is  expected  that  20  or  2S 
acres  of  com  and  potatoes  will  be  culti- 
vated. 

«  Should  the  plan  of  operations  hare 
commenced  be  followed  up  for  a  short 
time,  further  aid  may  be  expected  front 
the  natives.  Judging  from  their  friendly 
disposition,  from  tiie  great  interest  they 
take  in  education,  and  from  what  they 
have  already  done,  we  think  it  a  reason- 
able conclusion,  that,  at  no  very  distant 
period,  the  Choctaws  will  provi^  in  a 
great  measure  for  the  support  of  their 
own  schools.  But  should  the  impulse 
they  have  received  be  suffered  to  subside, 
should  (he  appropriations  thoy  have  made 
remain  unproductive,  for  want  of  such 
additional  aid  as  would  put  them  in  ope- 
ration, their  hopes  would  be  disappoint- 
ed, their  school  would  languish,  and  the 
labour  of  years  and  the  expense  of  thoa- 
•ands  would  be  nccessaiy  to  raise  tliem 
to  the  same  pitch  of  benevolent  exer* 
tion." 
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ARKANSAW  MISSION. 

Iw  the  former  Report,  it  was  sUted,  that  the  Rev.  Alfred  Finney,  and  the 
Rev.  Cephas  Washburn,  had  been  designated  for  this  Mission.  The  present 
Report  gives  the  following  account  of  the  efforts  of  the  Missionaries  to  reach 
their  destined  station,  and  of  the  persons  subsequently  added  to  the  Mission  :— 


Conformably  to  the  directions,  they 
proceeded  to  Braioerd  in  October  and 
November,  1819. 

They  left  Brainerd  on  the  30th  of 
November,  and  after  almost  incredible 
difficulties  and  dangers,  from  filled 
swamps  and  creeks,  from  wet  and  cold, 
and  hunger  and  unsheltered  lodging,  they 
arrived  at  Elliot  on  the  3d  of  January. 
In  a  letter  of  the  12th  of  the  same  month 
they  say : 

"  Notwithstanding  our  journey  has 
been  long  and  toilsome,  and  our  expo- 
Mires  and  privations  many,  through  the 
wHderness,  our  Father  In  Heaven  has 
Indeed  manifested  himself  a  faithful  and 
covenant  keeping  God  throuzh  all  our 
wearisome  pilgrimage.  We  have  lain 
on  the  ground  repeatedly,  wet  and  cold 
with  rain  and  snow;  we  have  waded 
creeks  and  swamps  and  mire ;  we  have 
travelled  the  wilderness,  some  part  of  it 
a  trackless  way  among  people  of  barba- 
rous tongues ',  yet  in  all  our  trials  He  has 
supported  us ;  in  all  our  difficulties  and 
wants  He  has  aided  and  relieved  us  ;  in 
all  our  dangers  and  exposures  He  has 
preserved  us,  our  wives,  and  our  little 
ones.  May  we  feel  our  obligations  to 
our  Merciful  Preserver  and  Benefactor, 
and  may  we  receive  his  continual  good- 
ness as  an  excitement  to  future  trust  in 
Him,  and  to  active  obedience  in  his  ser- 
vice.    ' 

As  the  season  was  not  favourable  for 
travelling  in  the  country,  they  tarried  at 
Elliot,  helping  the  missionaries  there  un- 
til the  fore  part  of  February,  when  they 
made  an  attempt  to  proceed  to  the  Ar- 
kansaw,  of  which  an  account  is  given 
in  a  joint  letter,  March  8tb. 

"  From  what  was  stated  in  a  letter  of 
February  1st,  you  doubtless  expected  our 
next  communication  from  the  Arkansaw; 
at  least  thib  was  our  expectation  when 
we  last  wrote  you.  But  Providence, 
which  ever  orders  wisely,  has  caused  in 
this  respect  a  severe  disappointment, 
which  has  greatly  tried  the  feelings  of  our 
hearts.  Some  account  of  our  fruitless 
attempt  to  get  to  the  Arkansaw  will  ex- 
plain our.meanipg." 

Their  attempt  in  a  word  was  frustrated, 
by  the  rise  and  overflow  iog  of  the  Mis- 


sissippi, which  rendered  it  impractica- 
ble to  get  to  the  Arkansaw  by  land,  and 
extremely  difficult  and  dangerous,  if  at 
all  practicable,  by  water.  They  explain 
the  circumstances  very  fully  and  satisfac- 
torily. 

After  their  return  from  the  Walnut 
Hills,  they  remained  at  Elliot,  taking 
part  in  the  work  there,  until  it  was  sup- 
posed the  state  of  the  rivers  would  ad- 
mit of  their  proceeding  to  their  destined 
station.  Since  their  departure  from  El- 
liot, no  intelligence  has  been  received 
from  them. 

Mr.  Jacob  Hitchcock,  of  Brimfield, 
Mass.  and  Mr.  James  Orr  of  Groton, 
Tompkins  co.  N.  Y.  young  unmarried 
men,  who  had  offered  themselves  for 
the  service,  with  expressions  of  readi- 
ness and  desire  to  devote  themselves  un- 
reservedly for  life,  with  all  that  they  pos- 
sessed, and  whose  testimonials,  a«  to 
their  qualifications  for  assisting  in  the 
schools  and  in  the  agricultural  and  me* 
cbanicat  branches  of  the  general  work, 
were  highly  satisfactory,— were  designat- 
ed for  the  Arkansaw  establishment.  Coit- 
formably  to  their  instructions,  they  pro- 
ceeded to  Pittsburg,  at  which  place  they 
arrived  the  last  of  April ;  and  there  in 
company  with  their  brethren  destined 
for  the  Choctaw  mission,  took  passage 
upon  the  river ;— hoping  to  meet  Messrs. 
Finney  and  Washburn  at  the  post  of 
Arkansaw,  and  with  them  thence  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  proposed  seat  of  the  mission. 
Your  Committee  can  only  express  the 
hope,  that,  under  the  protection  and 
guidance  of  Providence,  the  several 
members  of  this  mission  have  safely 
reached  the  field  of  their  future  labours, 
and  thai  they  all  experience  in  equal 
measure  (he  gracious  blessing  which  has 
so  signally  attended  their  brethren  at 
Brainerd  and  at  Elliot.  Other  devoted 
individuals  are  holding  themselves  in 
readiness  to  po  forth  to  their  assistance 
as  soon  as  it  shall  be  deemed  advisable 
for  more  to  be  sent. 
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MISSION  TO  THE  SANDWICH  ISLANDS. 


Foil  several  years  past,  the  eyes  of  ihe 
Christian  communily  have  been  fixed 
upon  Owhyliee,  and  the  neighbouring 
islands,  as  an  inviting  field  for  missiona- 
ly  labour.  Attention  was  first  drawn  to 
tbb  most  delightful  cluster  in  the  north- 
ern Pacific,  by  the  fact',  that  somf  of 
the  natives,  providentially  cwt  upon  our 
shores,  were  receiving  the  advantages  of 
ft  nberal  and  Christian  education,  and 
bad  apparently  become  the  subjects  of 
that  spiritual  change,  which  alone  could 
fit  them  to  be  useful  to  their  countrymen 
in  the  highest  sense.  The  hope  that  they 
might  ruturu  to  their  native  islands,  ac- 
companied by  faithful  missionaries,  and 
bearing  the  offers  of  mercy  to  ignorant 
and  perishing  multitudes,  was  greatly 
strengthened  by  the  wonderful  displays 
of  divine  grace  in  the  islands  of  the 
Southern  Facific.  The  lamented  Oboo- 
Iclah  was  anxiously  looking  for  the  day, 
when  he  should  embark  on  this  voyage 
of  benevolence  and  of  Christian  enter- 
prise. Though  it  seemed  good  to  the 
Lord  of  missions,  that  his  young  servant 
should  not  be  employed,  as  had  been  de- 
sired by  himself  and  others,  but  should 
be  called  to  the  enjoyments  of  a  belter 
worid,  divine  wisdom  had  prepared,  as 
we  trust,  other  agents  to  aid  in  accom- 
plishing the  same  blessed  design. 

The  period  arrived,  soon  after  the 
last  annual  meeting,  for  sending  forth  a 
mission,  which  had  been  thus  contem- 
plated ;  and  which  had  excited  the  live- 
liest interest,  and  the  most  pleasing  anti- 
eipations.  The  passage  having  been  en- 
gaged, and  other  preparatory  arrange- 
ments made,  the  mission  family  assem- 
bled in  Boston,  on  the  12th  of  October. 
It  consisted  of  22  persons,  and  presented 
a  most  interesting  collection,  rarely  if 
ever  surpassed  on  a  similar  occasion. 
The  Rev.  Messrs.  Bingham  and  Thurston 
had  been  ordained  as  ministers  of  the 
Gospel.  Mr.  Daniel  Chamberiain,  of 
Brookiield,  Mass.  a  farmer  in  the  prime 
of  life,  who,  by  his  own  industry  and 
good  management,  was  placed  in  very 
eligible  woridly  circumstances ;  Dr.  Tho- 
mas Holman,  who  had  just  finished  his 
edncatioo  for  the  practice  of  medichie ; 


Mr«.  Samuel  Whitney,  a  student  in  Tale 
College,  capable  of  being  employed  as  a 
catechist,  schoolmaster,  or  mechanic; 
Mr.  Samuel  Ruggles,  a  catechist  and 
schoolmaster;  and  Mr.  Ellsha  Loomis, 
a  printer,  having  previously  offered  them- 
selves for  this  service  and  been  accepted, 
went  forth  desirous  of  carrying  the  arts 
of  civilized  communities,  as  well  as  the 
blessings  of  the  Gospel.  Mr.  Chamber^ 
lain  had  been  the  head  of  a  family  for  13 
or  14  years,  and  took  with  him  a  discreet 
and  pious  wife  and  five  prombing  chil- 
dren. The  other  persons  who  have  been 
named,  had  formed  recent  matrimonial 
connexions,  and  obtained,  as  helpers  in 
the  work,  well  educated  females,  of  the 
fairest  character  for  piety  and  virtue.  To 
this  goodly  company  were  added  Tho- 
mas Hopoo,  William  Tennooe,  and  John 
Honoore,  natives  of  the  Sandwich  Isl- 
ands, who  had  been  educated  at  the  Fo- 
reign Mission  School,  instructed  in  the 
doctrines  and  dotles  of  Christianity,  and 
made  partakers,  as  was  charitably  hoped, 
of  spiritual  and  everlasting  blessings. 
They  burned  with  the  desire  of  impart- 
ing divine  troth  to  their  brethren  accord- 
ing to  the  flesh.  All  the  adults  here  men- 
tioned were  formed  into  a  church  bf 
Christ,  with  very  impressive  solemnities, 
and  were  committed  to  the  pastoral  car^ 
of  the  two  ordained  missionaries.  This 
infant  church,  soon  after  its  organization, 
celebrated  the  Redeemer's  sacrifice,  and 
invited  to  its  communion  all  who  love 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity.  The 
season  was  refreshing  and  ^P^ightful. 
Numerous  friends  of  Christ  and  of  mis- 
sions pledged  themselves  to  each  other, 
and  to  the  departing  family,  never  to 
forget  them  when  removed  to  another 
hemisphere ;  to  pray  for  them  with  affec- 
tionate importunity,  and  to  contribute  for 
the  supply  of  their  temporal  wants,  and 
for  the  general  success  and  prosperity  of 
the  mission.  The  instructions  of  the 
Prudential  Committee  were  delivered  in 
the  presence  of  a  great  assembly,  and 
amid  many  tokens,  that  the  cause  of 
Christ  among  the  heathen  was  taking 
a  new  and  stronger  hold  upon  the  affec- 
tions of  hb  followers. 
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On  Satardfty,  Oct.  ?3d»  the  mission 
family  embarked  oo  the  brig  Thaddeut, 
Capt.  Andrew  Blanchard.  Previously  to 
their  taking  a  final  adieu  of  their  friends 
and  their  country,  they  stopped  on  a  spa- 
cious wharf,  and  there,  surrounded  by  a 
multitude  of  Christian  brethren,  were 
commended  to  the  favour  of  God  by 
prayer,  and  united  in  a  parting  hymn. 
The  vessel  soon  weighed  anchor,  and 
sailed  a  few  miles  into  the  lower  harbour, 
whence,  on  the  following  day,  she  put  to 
sea.  AAer  she  had  been  60  days  on  the 
voyage,  and  had  passed  the  equator,  the 
missionaries  had  an  opportunity  to  write 
hasty  letters  to  the  Committee,  and  to 
enclose  copious  journals  to  their  friends. 
They  had  all  been  well,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  somewhat  uncommon  share  in 
sea-sickness,  and  were  united  and  happy 
among  themselves,  cheered  with  antici- 
pations of  usefulness  among  the  heathen, 
and  employed,  as  they  had  opportunity, 
in  communicating  religious  knowledge 
to  the  ship's  company,  and  improving  the 
Christian  character  of  each  other,  with  a 
particular  view  to  the  duties,  which 
would  devolve  upon  them  in  their  ardu- 
ous undertaking. 

What  trials  await  these  beloved  breth- 
ren and  sisters  it  is  impossible  for  man  to 
foresee;  nor  ought  we  to  be  anxious. 
Trials  of  some  kind  undoubtedly  they, 
as  well  as  all  other  missionaries,  most 
expect.  That  they  may  not  be  elated  by 
prosperity,  nor  disheartened  by  adversi- 
ty, but  may  lead  humble,  prayerful,  la- 
borious lives,  feeling  their  dependence 
upon  God,  and  gratefully  acknowledging 
every  token  of  his  favour,  will  be  the 
unfeigne(f  petition  at  the  throne  of  graces 
frequently  offered  by  their  numerous  per- 
sonal friends  scattered  widely  through 
our  country,  and  by  all  the  friends  of 
missions,  to  whom  their  design  add  des- 
tination shall  be  known. 

It  is  proper  to  mention  here,  with  ex- 
pressions of  gratitude  to  the  Supreme 
Disposer,  the  astonishing  change,  which 
took  place  at  the  Sandwich  Islands,  just 
at  the  time  the  missionaries  were  em- 
barking at  Boston.  To  the  surprise  of  all, 
who  had  been  acquainted  with  those 


blands,  the  government  and  the  people 
unanimously,  or  nearly  so,  determined 
to  abandon  their  Idolsi  and  to  commit 
them  with  all  the  monuments  of  Idolatry 
to  the  flames.  This  wasdoneat  Owhyheei 
then  at  Woahoo,  and  then  at  Atooi,  with 
DO  dissent,  much  less  opposition,  except 
that,  iu  the  former  of  these  islands,  a 
chief  of  secondary  influence  stood  aloof 
from  the  whole  proceeding,  and  preserv- 
ed an  idol,  which  had  been  presented  to 
him  by  Tamahama.  The  accounts,  given 
by  eye-witnesses,  are  perfectly  explicit 
and  harmonious  as  to  these  fkcts.  Ta- 
moree,  king  of  Atooi,  expressed  himself 
as  being  exceedingly  desirous  that  mis- 
sionaries should  come  and  teach  the 
people  to  read  and  write,  as  had  been 
done  in  the  Society  Islands.  This  he  did 
in  conversation  with  American  sea-cap- 
tains, and  wrote  a  letter,  to  the  same 
effect,  by  the  vessel  which  brought  this 
intelligence,  addressed  to  his  son  at 
Cornwall.  This  son>  though  not  attack- 
ed to  the  mission,  sailed  with  the  mis- 
sionaries, and  professed  a  derire  to  be- 
friend them,  and  to  promote  the  caose  of 
truth  among  his  countrymen.  It  is  hop- 
ed, that  he  was  received  by  his  father  In 
health  and  peace,  several  months  before 
the  abovementioned  letter,  the  principal 
object  of  which  was  to  solicit  bis  return* 
arrived  in  this  country. 

The  principal  means,  which  Provldenoe 
used  to  bring  about  this  surprising  resnlt, 
was  the  continually  repeated  rumour  of 
what  had  been  done  in  the  Society  Isl- 
ands, and  the  continually  repeated  as- 
surance of  our  sea-oaptains  and  sailorsa 
that  the  whole  system  of  idolatry  was 
foolish  and  t-1upid-  Thus  haa  a  nation 
been  induced  to  renounce  its  gods  by  the 
influence  of  Christian  missionaries,  who 
reside  at  the  distance  of  nearly  3,000  milee 
across  the  ocean.  Thus,  while  the  Gospel 
is  becoming  the  power  of  God  and  the 
wisdom  of  God,  to  many  in  the  islands  of 
the  Soul  hern  Pacific,  the  distant  rumemr 
of  these  blessed  resulti  has  made  the 
idolators  of  the  Northern  Pacifie  asham- 
ed of  their  mummeries,  and  tonslgned 
to  the  flames  the  high  places  of  cruelty, 
the  altars,  and  the  Idols  tocher. 
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This  consecrated  Seminary  was  insti- 
tuted in  ttieaatnmn  of  1816|  and  opened 
in  the  beginning  of  May,  1817.  There 
belong  to  it  a  commodious  edifice  for  the 
school)  a  good  mansion  house,  with  a 
barn,  and  other  oiit-buildings,  and  a  gar- 
den, for  the  Principal;  a  house,  barn, 
kc.  with  a  few  acres  of  good  tillage  land 
for  the  Steward  and  Commons ; — all  situ- 
ated sufficiently  near  to  each  other  and 
to  the  Congregational  meeting-house»  in 
the  south  parish  of  Cornwall,  Connecti- 
cut, aud  eighty  acres  of  excellent  wood 
land,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  distant 

The  object  of  the  School,  as  set  forth 
in  the  Constitution,  is— •«  The  eduaUion 
in  our  awn  country  of  Heathen  Foii/Ai, 
in  tueh  manner,  at,  with  subsequent  pro* 
fessUmat  instruction,  mU  puUify  them 
to  become  useful  Missionaries,  Physicians, 
Surgeons,  School  Mastert  or  Interpreters, 
mtd  io  communicate  to  the  Heathen  Jfations 
such  knowledge  in  agneutture  and  the  arts, 
as  may  prove  the  means  of  promoting 
Christianity  and  dvitization"  As  these 
youths  are  designed  for  a  higher  educa- 
tion, than  is  expected  to  be  obtained  at 
our  Mission  Schools  in  heathen  countries 
it  b  deemed  of  no  small  importance,  that 
they  be  only  such  as  are  of  suitable  age, 
of  docile  dispositions,  and  of  promising 
talents. 

In  the  constitution  there  is  a  provision, 
that  youths  of  our  own  country,  of  ac- 
knowledged piety,  may  be  admitted  to 
the  school,  at  their  own  expense,  and  at 
the  discretion  of  the  agents. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  School  twelve 
youths  were  admitted—ten  from  heathen 
lands  and  two  natives  of  Connecticut. 
Of  the.<(e,  Henry  Obookiah,  John  Honoo- 
ree,  Thomas  Hopoo,  and  William  Ten- 
tiooe,  had  before  been  objects  of  Chris, 
tian  liberality,  and  for  some  time  under 
Christian  instruction.  The  raised  hopes, 
founded,  under  Providence,  on  the  un- 
questioned piety,  the  distinguished  ta- 
lents, and  the  excellent  character  of 
Obookiah,  terminated  in  his  triumphant 
departure  from  these  earthly  scenes,  be- 
fore the  first  year  of  the  school  had  ex- 
pired. Of  his  three  companions,  Honoe- 
rce,  Hopoo,  and  Tensooe,  Mr.  Rugglet; 


one  of  the  two  Connecticut  youths,  and 
George  Tamoree,  particular  mention 
has  just  been  made  under  the  head  of  the 
Sandwich  Island  Mission. — Of  the  other 
six,  admitted  the  first  year,  James  Ely, 
the  other  Connecticut  youth,  and  George 
Sandwich  and  William  Kum-moo-olah 
from  the  Sandwich  Islands,  are  still 
members  of  the  school ;  one  has  been 
dismissed  for  misbehaviour,  one  for  inca»> 
pacity»  and  the  other  is  absent 

From  year  to  year,  since  the  first, 
youths  of  different  nations  have  breo 
admitted ;  two  or  three  of  whom,  after 
longer  or  shorter  trial,  have  been  dis- 
missed. Care,  however,  has  been  taken, 
that  those,  who  have  been  dbmiased, 
should  be  placed  in  good  families,  where 
they  might  still  have  the  benefit  of  Chris- 
tian instruction. 

The  present  number  of  pupils  is  twen- 
ty-nine ',  four  from  the  Sandwich  lalanda 
—one  from  Otaheite— one  from  the  Mar- 
quesas—one Malay— «ight  Clierokees— 
two  Choetaws--  three  of  the  Stockbridge 
Tribe— two  Oneidas— one  Tuscarora— 
two  Caoghnewagas— one  Indian  youth 
from  Pennsylvania,  and  three  jrouths  of 
our  own  country.. 

Under  the  instruction  of  the  able  and 
highly  respected  Principal,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Daggett,  and  his  very  capable  and  faith- 
ful Assistant,  Mr.  Prentice,  the  improve- 
ment of  the  pupils,  in  general,  has  been 
increasing  and  satisfactory,  and  In  not  a 
few  instances  uncommonly  good.  Be- 
sides being  taught  in  various  branches  of 
learning,  and  made  practically  acquaint- 
ed with  the  useful  arts  of  civilized  life ; 
they  are  instructed  constantly  and  with 
especial  care  in  the  doctrines  and  duties 
of  Christianity.  Nor  has  this  instruction 
been  communicated  in  vain.  Of  the 
thirty-one  Heathen  Youths— including 
with  the  twenty-six  now  at  school,  the 
deceased  Obookiah,  and  the  tour,  who 
have  gone  with  the  Mission  to  their  na- 
tive Islands—seventeen  are  thought  to 
have  given  evidence  of  a  living  faith  Io 
the  Gospel ;  and  several  others  are  very 
seriously  thoughtful  on  religions  concerns. 
The  Lord,  in  his  sovereign  goodness,  basjp 
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made  il  strikingly  maoifesf ,  that  his  face 
is  toward  this  favoured  Seminary,  and 
that  bis  blessing  rests  upon  it.  May  it 
be  eminently   instramental  in   making 


known  the  glory  of  his  Nama  in  many 
lands,  and  of  bringing  multitudes  of  dif- 
ferent nations  and  tongues,  to  unite  in 
songs  of  everlasting  joy  and  praise. 


EXPENDITURES  AND  RECEIPTS. 


SmcE  the  la?l  Annual  Meeting,  your 
Committee  bi»vc  sent  forth  to  different 
fields  23  men  and  13  women ;  10  men 
and  7  women  to  the  Sandwich  Islands — 
1  man  to  Ceylon— 2  men  to  Western 
Asia— 8  men  and  6  women  to  the  Choc- 
taw nation — and  2  men  to  the  Cherokees 
of  the  Arkansaw.  Of  the  men,  5  are 
ordained  missionaries — 1  is  a  physician, 
1  is  a  printer,  and  the  rest,  besides  being 
skilled  in  husbandry,  and  various  mecha- 
nical arts,  are  men  of  vigorous  and  well 
informed  minds,  in  sound  bodies,  inured 
to  labour,  and  of  approved,  civil,  and 
ChrlstiMi  character  ;  4  are  men  in  mid- 
dle life,  with  well  governed  and  well 
educated  families  ;  the  rest,  young  men, 
8  of  whom  are  married ;  the  most  of  them 
have  been  eiercised  in  the  instruction  of 
schools,  and  all  of  them  are  deemed  well 
qualified  to  Uke  part  in  the  arduous,  be- 
nevolent, and  sacred  work  of  evangelis- 
ing and  civilizing  pagan  and  uncultured 
people. 

The  total  eipense  of  the  Sandwich 
Mission,  paid  from  the  Treasury,  besides 
much  which  was  given  by  liberal  indi- 
viduals in  various  articles  not  included  in 
the  Treasurer's  account,  was  somewhat 
mora  than  J|10,000.  Of  this  sum  $22^ 
were  paid  for  thn  travelling  eipenses  of 
the  Members  of  the  Mission,— ;J275  for 
transportation  of  baggage  to  Boston,— 
J2,600  for  passage  to  the  Islands,— al- 
most 52,000  for  stores  for  the  use  of  the 
missionaries  on  their  passage  and  after 
their  arrival,— almost  51)000  for  family 
furniture,  clothing,  and  mechanical 
and  ngricuKural  implements,- 5775  for 
printing  press  and  apparatus, — and  5^^ 
for' mathematical,  philosophical,  and  sur- 
gical instruments. 

Within  the  year  the  Treasury  has  dis- 
bursed for  the  Bombay  Missiou,  57,221 — 
for  the  Ceylon,  57)135— for  the  Chero- 
kee, 59,967— forthe  Choctaw,  510,414 — 
for  the  Arkansaw,  51,150— for  the  Pales- 
tine, 52,348— for  the  Foreign  Mission 
School,  53,350— and  for  all  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  the  Board,  557,420. 


The  donations,  contributions  and  bene- 
factions, from  societies,  churches,  con- 
gregations, and  individuals,  received  at 
the  treasury,  within  the  year  ending  with 
the  lost  month,  amounted  to  $36,500 } 
and  the  income  from  the  permanent  fund, 
and  other  sources,  to  52,600,  making  In 
the  total  sum  589,000.  This,  as  will  be 
seen,  comes  short  of  the  total  amount  of 
eipenditures  by  518,00a — For  the  supply 
of  the  deficiency,  it  has  been  found  ne- 
cessary to  draw  upon  the  disposable 
funds  of  the  Board,  accumulated  from 
preceding  years. 

Besides  the  donations  in  money,  nu- 
merous contributions  have  been  made  in 
various  articles  fur  the  missions.  These 
are  not  included  in  the  Treasurer's 
account ;  and  the  amount  of  value  can- 
not be  ascertained.  It  is  not,  however, 
inconsiderable.  For  the  Sandwich  mis- 
sion a  noble  spirit  of  liberality  was  dis- 
played ;  particularly  in  the  places  and 
vicinities  where  the  Missionaries  hud  re- 
sided ;  and  in  Boston,  Salem,  and  some 
of  the  neighbouring  towns,  of  whose 
cheering  liberality  every  mission  has 
participated.  And  for  the  Cherbkeeand 
Choctaw  missions,  a  spirit  not  less  noble 
has  been  very  extensively  manifested,and 
continually  increasing  and  spreading. 
From  more  than  a  hundred  different 
places  in  the  North  and  in  the  South- 
boxes  of  clothing,  of  almost  every  kind 
suitable  for  the  children  of  the  schools — 
and  some  for  the  missouaries  and  their 
families — have  been  prepared  and  sent 
forward.  Of  about  a  fifth  part  of  Ifaem, 
the  value  was  estimated  and  marked 
by  the  donors;  and  the  amount  is 
about  51»1^-  ^bis  taken  as  a  general 
average,  would  give  the  amount  of  the 
whole  at  55,700.  This  sum,  added  to 
the  536,500  in  money  would  make  a  toUl 
of  542,200. 

The  articles  of  clothing  are  chiefly  the 
fruits  of  female  benevolence ;— that  rich 
and  perennial  source,  whose  streams  give 
life  and  beauty  to  Zion,  and  shall  make 
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the  wilderness  glad,  and  the  desert  to  re- 
joice and  blotoom  astiie  rose. 

To  tliese  donations  from  the  Cbristian 
eomoiunity)  ought  sorely  to  l>e  added, 
and  with  a  strong  note  of  grateful  admi- 
ration, the  unprecedented  donations  of 
the  Choctaws. 

That  poor,  pagan,  and  lost  people  of 
the  wilderness  have,  within  a  year, 
pledged  the  annual  sum  of  jd,000,  to  be 
received  by  them  from  the  government, 
during  the  whole  time  it  shall  be  paid, 
that  Is,  for  16  or  17  years  to  come,  in  aid 
of  the  operations  of  this  Board,  for  the  in- 
struction of  themselves  and  their  children 
ID  Christianity  and  civilization. 

In  these  ten  years  there  has  been  paid 
from  the  Treasury  of  the  Board  the  total 
sum  of  |f201,600.— For  the  mission  to  the 
East — Bombay  and  Ceylon— just  about 
f  100,000^fortbe  Missions  to  the  Ameri^ 
can  Aborigines  J51, 000— for  the  Mission 
to  the  Sandwich  Islands,  j^^i^'^^^^^^  ^b® 
Palestine  Mission,  jf2,360— for  the  For- 
eign Mission  School  517,340,  and  for  va- 
rious subordinate  and  contingent  objects 
and  purposes  520,000. 

In  the  same  period  the  treasury  has 
received  the  total  sum  of  about  5^35,000. 
Of  this  amount  something  more  than 
5220,000  were^iven  by  benevolent  indi- 
viduals, males  and  females,  associated 
and  unassociated,  in  donations  and  be- 
qoests  for  the  general  and  particular  ob- 
jects of  the  Board ;  and  the  remaining 
turn  of  about  51<^,000  were  the  proceeds 
of  monies  invested,  books  sold,  &c.  Be- 
sides the  monies  paid  into  the  treasury, 
many  liberalities  have  been  bestowed  in 
various  articles,  in  different  ways,  and  to 
DO  Inconsiderable  aggregate.  But  the 
amount,  whatever  should  be  the  estimate, 
is  to  be  added  to  the  regulariy  accounted 
for  espenditures,  as  well  as  to  the  regu- 
larly entered  receipts. 

In  the  ten  years  there  have  been  re- 
ceived nnderthepatronage  and  direction 
of  the  Board,  as  missionaries  and  assist- 
ants, 62  men  and  48  women— in  all  110. 
Of  this  number  three — Mrs.  Harriet 
Jewell,  the  Rev.  Edward  Warren,  and 
Mr.  A.  V.  Williams, — have  been  called  to 
their  reward  :  ten,  sii  men  and  four  wo- 
men, have  leil  the  service, — three  on 
chaugeof  sentiment— five  on  aecaunt  of 
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impaired  health,  and  two  from  discon^ 
tentment, — and  nine  are  yet  at  home, 
waiting  with  desire  to  be  sent  forth  to 
their  work.  Eighty-eight — 49  men,  and 
39  women — are  now  either  in  the  fields 
respectively  assigned  to  them,  or  on  their 
way  to  them : — ^25  in  the  E^st^ — 2  in 
western  Asia, — 17  in  the  Sandwich  Isl- 
ands,— and  44  in  the  countries  of  the 
American  Aborigines.  Upon  the  same 
funds,  and  engaged  in  the  same  cause,  are 
the  Rev.  Principal  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
School  and  his  worthy  Assistant. 

Of  the  men  now  under  the  patronage 
and  direction  of  the  Board,  twsntt-six 

ARE  ORDAIirSD    MINISTERS  OF  TH£   GoS- 

TKht  educated,  the  most  of  them,  in  Lite- 
rary and  Theological  Seminaries  of  the 
first  order  in  our  country ;  two  are  espe* 
dally  designed  for  ordination  *,  and  the 
rest  are  approved  men  for  the  various  de- 
partments of  the  general  work,  as  Cate- 
chists,  School-masters,  Agriculturists  and 
Mechanics.  All  of  them,  the  Principal 
and  Assistant  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
School  excepted,  have  given  themselves 
devotedly  for  life  to  this  arduous  and  holy 
service,  and  the  roost  of  them,  with  the 
same  spirit  of  devotion  and  sacred  disin- 
terestedness, have  given  also  all  their 
possessions,  which,  in  not  a  few  instances, 
were  of  very  considerable  amount.  Of 
the  women  mention)  proportionably  com- 
mendatory, might  be  made. 

At  home  is  the  Foreign  Mission  School, 
designed  for  the  thorough  education  of 
promising  youths  from  different  heathen 
lands  ; — an  institution  firmly  established 
in  the  hearts  of  Christians,  in  a  highly 
prosperous  state,  and  blest  most  signally 
with  heavenly  influences.  Abroad  be- 
longing to  our  several  mbsions  are  more 
than  50  free-schools,  in  which  there  can 
scarcely  be  fewer,  probably  there  are 
now  more,  than  3,000  children,  Hindoo, 
Tamul,  Jewish,  Cherokee  and  Choctaw, 
under  Cbristian  instruction ',  not  less 
than  300  of  whom  are  boarding  or  fam- 
ily pupils,  lodged,  and  fed,  and  educated^ 
as  under  the  especial  care  of  the  mission- 
aries. 

Ninety  persons  with  qualifications  for 
the  different  parts  of  the  work,  from  rudi- 
mental  instructions  in  the  primary 
branches  of  knowledge  and  arts  of  civil- 
ized life,  to  the  highest  and  holiest  ad- 
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ministnitkHis  of  the  Gospel — not  onlf 
ready  for  the  service,  bat  actually  for  the 
most  part  in  the  distant  fields  at  their 
allotted  stations — disposed  in  order  and 
furnished — engaged  in  their  various  hi- 
boars,  and  some  of  them  having  for  m 
considerable  time  borne  the  burden  and 
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heat  of  the  day :— and  more  than  fifty 
Schools,  established  in  different  regions 
of  darkness,  and  containing  under  Cbris- 
tian  Instruction  three  thousand  Chilcb«a 
of  families  and  nations  long  ignorant  of 
God,  and  never  blest  with  (he  news  of 
the  Saviour. 


GENERAL  RESULTS. 


Of  effects  and  fruits  actoally  produced, 
it  is  yet  time  to  eipect  but  little,  and  to 
say  but  little. 

The  translation  of  the  Scriptures,  how- 
ever, into  one  of  the  principal  languages 
of  India — ready  to  be  given  to  ten  mill- 
ions of  people,  as  soon  and  as  fast  as 
means  for  the  printing  and  dbtributing 
shall    be    afforded ;— the   actual   print- 
ing and  dtstribatlnic  among  that  Pagan 
population   of  large  editions  of  select 
portions  of  the  Scriptures,  and  scriptural 
catechisms  and  tracts ; — the  teaching  of 
several  thousands  of  Heathen  Children—- 
including  those  who  have  attended,  as 
well  as  those  who  are  now  attending  the 
•chools,  so  that  they  are  able  to  read  the 
Bible,  and  othf  r  useful  books,  and  have 
some  knowledge  of  the  truths  and  pre- 
cepts of  the  Gospel ; — ^the  preaching  of 
the  Gospel  to  many  thousands  of  heathen 
people  of  different  ages,  ranks  and  con- 
ditions, thus  sowing  the  ineorruptUfU  tttd 
In  a  widely  extended  field,  where,  under 
the  genial  influences  of  Heaven,  it  may 
in  due  time  take  root  and  spring  up,  and 
where  undoobtedly  it  will  not  have  been 
flOwn  in  vain ; — and  the  turning  of  more 
than  fifty   heathen   persons,   hopefully, 
from  darkness  unto  light,  and  from  the 
power  of  Satan  unto  God,  for  their  own 
salvation  with  eternal  glory,  and  for  the 
communication,  through  their  instrumen- 
tality, of  the  blessings  of  Christianity  to 
many  of  their  respective  kindred  and  na- 
tions :— These  are  effects  and  fruits,  which 
to  pass  over  unnoticed  in  this  general  re- 
view, would  be  an  ungrateful  omission 
and  the  value  of  which  is  not  to  be  esti- 
mated by  thousands,  or  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands, or  millions,  of  money. 

Ten  years  ago  the  Aborigines  of  our 
eoantry  were  regarded  by  this  great  com- 
manity,  with  the  exception  of  here  and 
there  an  individual,  as  an  utteriy  intract- 
able race,  never  to  be  brought  within  the 
pale  of  civilised  society,  but  doomed  by 


unalterable  Destiny,  to  melt  away  and 
become  extinct ;  and  a  spirit  of  vengeance 
and  of  exterminatioii  was  breathed  out 
against  them  in  many  parts  of  our  land. 
Not  a  few  even  of  the  generally  well  dis- 
posed and  welt  informed  friends  of  mis- 
sions, held  the  projected  mission  to  those 
outcasts  of  the  wlldemess  a  hopeless  en- 
terprise. Now  the  whole  nation  is  mov- 
ed by  a  very  different  spirit.  From  the 
highest  places  of  the  national  government 
down  to  the  humblest  conditions  of  so- 
ciety, all  classes  are  inspired  with  good 
will  towards  the  Indians.  The  desire  to 
serve,  rather  than  to  destroy  them,  is 
every  where  testified  ;  and  to  evangeliE» 
and  civilize  them*  is  regarded  as  no  in- 
feasible  or  very  difficult  work.  The  me* 
thod  seems  plain  and  easy.  If  by  favour 
of  Providence  this  Board  has  been  lead- 
ingly  instmmental  in  effecting  this  auspi- 
cious change, — if  the  systeiio  of  instruc- 
tion which  it  has  put  into  operation  in 
the  Cherokee  and  Choctaw  nations  has 
conciliated  the  favour  and  secured  the 
confidence  of  the  Indian  Chiefs  and 
Tribes  extensively,  and  also  of  the  rulers 
and  people  of  our  nation, — has  com- 
mended itself  as  a  model  for  other  Soci- 
eties coming  forward  to  take  part  in  the 
general  work,  and  has  produced  exam- 
ples of  Indian  improvement,  which  have 
engaged  the  attention  of  all  classes  of  the 
community,  and  awakened  in  them  \ 
lively  interest  in  the  great  design  ;— the 
Board  has  not  existed  in  vain,  nor  la- 
boured in  vain. 

The  spirit,  the  genuine  spirit  of  mis- 
sions, is  the  true  spirit  of  the  Gospel.  It 
is  love  to  God  and  love  to  men  ;  the 
Charity  tohkh  teeketh  not  her  own,  and  is 
full  of  mercy  and  of  good  fruits  ;  benevo- 
lence in  its  purest,  loveliest,  and  highest 
character.  It  is  the  same  mind,  that  was 
in  the  Redeemer  of  men,  when  he  came 
to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost ; 
the  spring  of  living,  active,  never-to-be- 
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rvstfttinody  desire  for  tbe  promotion  of 
the  gn9X  dosign  for  which  he  endured 
the  croaa»  and  for  which  he  sits  as  King 
oo  tbe  holy  bill  of  Zioii.  When  this 
tpirtt  b  produced  or  advanced  in  an  in- 
dividual or  a  community)  in  tbe  same 
measure  is  pure  and  undefiled  religion) 
in  that  individual  or  community,  pro- 
duoed  or  advanced. — K  then  this  spirit 
has  been  promoted,  good  has  been 
done. 

Tbe  matter  of  fact  is  manifest.  The 
Christian  community  has  been  waked 
from  its  slumbers.  An  influence  more 
vivifying  than  the  breath  of  spring  has 
been  difl!^sed  through  the  land.  The 
minds  and  hearts  of  many,  of  different 
classes  and  denominations,  have  been 
opened  and  expanded,  to  perceive  and  to 
feel  the  common  brotherhood  of  all  na- 
tions and  of  all  human  beings,  as  made  of 
•ne  btood  and  reoeemcd  bt  one  Blood. 
Tho  reasonableness  of  the  injunction,  to 
do  g9od  unto  mU  men  at  tot  have  ojtportu 
ntljf,  and  the  commandment  oj  the  Ever- 
lotting  God  that  the  Gospel  thoutd  he  make 
known  to  alt  nationt^  and  preached  to  every 
ereaftirc^— have  come  to  be  practically 
acknowledged.  Societies  for  various 
charitable  and  religiobs  objects  have  ra- 
pidly risen  into  existence  and  action; 
and  benefactions  for  these  obfects — 
contributions  in  churches  and  congrega- 
tions and  meetings  for  prayer,  and  indi- 
vidual subscriptions,  donations,  and  be- 
quests— have  biBcome  so  common,  that 
we  are  ready  to  fdi^et  how  little  of  them 
was  known  only  a  few  year;  ago. 

In  as  far  as  this  Board  has  been  instru- 
mental in  producing  these  effects ;— by 
its  several  missions  to  Heathen  nations — 
by  the  cheerful  sacrifices  and  labours  of 
its  devoted  missionaries — by  its  disclo- 
sures of  the  ignorance,  corruption  and 
wretchedness  of  the  dark  places  of  the 
earth— -by  its  successive  agencies  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  country,  tbe  commu- 
nications it  has  made  of  intelligence  with 
motives  and  excitements  to  benevolent 
exertions,  and  its  various  operations  at 
home  and  abroad — its  endeavours  and 
influences  have  conduced  to  the  benefit 
of  many.  Especially  has  it  been  so,  if 
by  them  the  Monthly  Concert  of  Prayer, 
which  is  connected  in  a  particular  man- 
ner with  Missions  to  the  Heathen,  has 
been  promoted  and  extended,  and  if  these 
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extensively  united  prayers  and  alms  have 
gone  up  with  acceptance  before  God)  and 
in  answer  to  them,  in  imy  measurOi  he 
has  granted  those  plenteous  effusions  of 
his  Spirit  with  which  our  churches  and 
the  various  classes  of  the  community 
have  been  so  signally  blest. 

Had  the  object  been,  chiefly  or  solely, 
the  advancement  of  religion  in  our  own 
land,  in  what  other  way  could  two  bun- 
dred  thousand  dollars  have  been  better 
laid  out.  The  support  of  forty  ministers 
of  the  Gospel  at  home,  during  the  ten 
years,  as  settled  pastors  or  domestic  mis- 
sionaries would  have  cost  probably  little 
more  than  tbe  sum  specified.  But  had 
this  same  money  been  used  for  the  sup- 
port, during  the  term,  of  forty  settled 
pastors  or  domestic  missionaries — two  to 
each  of  the 'several  States  and  Territories 
of  the  Union — is  there  good  reason  to 
believe  that  more  would  have  been  done 
for  tbe  general  interests  of  religion  in 
our  country,  than  has  actually  been  ef- 
fected by  means  of  this  Institution  for  Fo- 
reign Missions  ? — more  to  impress  a  deep, 
and  widely  extended  conviction  of  the  in- 
finite importance  of  tbe  Gospel — more  to 
counteract  tbe  selfishness  and  woridlin^ 
and  sordidness  of  feeling  and  practice 
every  where  so  prevalent — more  to  ilhis- 
trate  the  nature,  to  display  tbe  excel- 
lence, and  to  raise  tbe  standard  of  Chrb- 
tian  Charity — more  to  bring  the  mem- 
bers of  the  community  acquainted  with 
the  great  concerns  of  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom,  or  to  a  livelier  interest  in  them 
— more  to  give  enlargement  and  eleva- 
tion to  their  views  and  affections,  and  to 
make  them  know  how  much  more  bless- 
ed it  is  to  give  than  to  receive — more  to 
promote  good  will  among  themselves  and 
towards  all  men,  and  to  do  good  unto  all 
as  they  have  opportunHy-^more  to-bean- 
tify  our  Zion,  to  make  her  walls  salva- 
tion and  her  gates  praise,  and  cause  her 
so  to  arise  and  shine,  as  that  tbe  Gentiles 
shall  come  to  her  light,  and  kings  to  the 
brightness  of  ber  rising  ^ 

It  is  the  spirit  of  missions^-the  spirit 
which  burns  with  quenchless  desire  to 
teach  all  nations,  and  to  preach  tbe  Gos- 
|)el  to  every  creature^tbat  has  produced 
III  Christendom  the  mighty  movement, 
and  tbe  diversified  and  multiplier)  exen- 
tions  of  benevolence,  by  which  the  preL^ 
sent  age  is  so  signally  marked.    VmH 
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the  first  mimiont  of  this  new  era  were 
tent  forth  to  the  distant  heathen,  Christ- 
endom was  asleep,  while  the  world  was 
perMiing — was  dreaming  of  temporal 
changes,  disastrous  or  prosperous,  while 
darkness  covered  the  earth,  and  gross 
darkness  the  people.  Aroused  from  their 
slambers  by  the  efforts  of  those  great 
Chrblian  enterprises,  the  friends  of  God 
and  of  men  were  amazed  at  the  igno- 
rance j  corruption,  and  wretchedness 
every  where  to  be  seen — not  only  afar 
off",  but  near  and  all  around  them.  Their 
eyes  affected  their  hearts.  The  liberal 
set  themselves  to  devise  liberaJ  things; 
and  Bible  Societies,  Tract  Societies, 
Education  Societies,  sprung  up  In  quick 
succession ;  and  a  system  of  beneficent 
action  has  been  advancing  with  surpris- 
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ing  and  animating  rapidity.  The  Sptiit 
of  Missions — of  Missions  to  the  Heathen 
— is  the  main-spring  of  the  whole. 

Under  the  impression  of  this  general 
Review,  the  Directors  and  Patrons  and 
Friends  of  Missions  will  humbly  adore 
the  goodness  of  God,  and  be  animated 
to  continued  and  increased  efforts  for 
communicating  his  saving  health  to  mill- 
ions ready  to  perish. 

To  Au&iliaries,  Agents  and  Benefactors* 
fresh  occasion  is  afforded  for  heartfelt 
thanks ;  for  theirsteady  attachment,  their 
generous  confidence,  their  continued  and 
in  many  instances  increased  activity  and 
liberality ;  for  their  prompt  assistance  in 
pressing  emergencies,  and  their  many 
pledges  of  substantial  and  permanent 
support  to  the  cause. 


CONCLUSION. 


The  cause  b  the  noblest  on  earth— the 
work  the  greatest— the  sure  results  the 
most  durable  and  glorious.  No  person 
on  earth  b  in  a  condition  too  high  to 
take  part  in  this  work — none  in  a  condi- 
tion too  low.  Help  from  all,  according 
to  the  ability  afforded  {hem,  is  urgently 
needed. 

The  tone  of  this  Report  is  not  that  of 
deq;>ondency.  Not  a  feeling  of  despon- 
dency should  have  place  in  any  mind. 
Yet  with  all  the  prosperity,  which  has  at- 
tended this  Institution  and  its  attempts, 
and  with  all  the  cheering  auspices,  on  thb 
day  so  gratefully  to  be  noticed ;  it  is  not 
to  be  forgotten,  that  for  supplying  the 
deficiency  of  the  last  year*s  receipts,  the 
dbposable  funds  from  the  surplus  receipts 
of  preceding  years,  have  bten  nearly 
eihausted.  Should  the  receipts  in  an 
equal,  or  indeed  in  apy  considerable  de- 
gree, fall  short  of  the  expenditures  ne** 
cessary  for  maintaining  the  establish- 
ments, for  the  support  of  which  the  roost 
sacred  pledges  have  been  given;  from 
what  source,  or  in  what  wny,  is  (he  de- 
ficiency to  be  supplied,  or  the  cause  to  be 
saved  from  a  serious  depression  ?  It  were 
an  unwarranted  confidence,  that  He, 
whose  cause  it  is,  will  maintain  it,  with, 
out  thc^  willing,  the  continued,  the  in- 
creased efforts,  beuefactions  and  sacrifi- 
ces of  his  friends.  What  he  has  been 
willing  to  do,  and  what  sacrifice  to  make, 
^8  manifest  to  tUeuuiverse]  and  be  will 


take  care  that  what  they  are  willing  to 
do,  and  what  sacrifices  to  make,  shall  alssi 
bto  made  manifest.  And  what  your  Com- 
mittee deemed  it  right  to  say  in  their  Ad- 
dress of  last  March,  they  deem  it  right 
now,  with  permission,  emphatieally  to 
repeat — 

"  The  question  is  to  be  decided,  and  it 
may  be  decided  soon-^whether  there  is 
In  this  country  Chrbtian  benevolence 
enough — sufficiently  undivided,  unob- 
structed >  and  unrestrained — sufficiently 
resembling  the  charity  which  descended 
from  heaven — ^to  bear  any  proportiona- 
ble part  in  the  great  work  of  evangeliaiog 
the  heathen." 

Can  there  be  a  donbt  what  the  decision 
will  be  ?  Can  it  be  apprehended,  for  a 
moment,  that  this  great  Chrblian  com- 
munity— so  rich,  in  blessings  temporal 
and  spiritual,  so  deeply  indebted  to  the 
Author  of  these  blessings, — will  deter- 
mine, in  his  face,  and  in  the  face  of  the 
universe,  that  they  will  do  no  more  for 
the  recovery  of  their  fellow  beings,  for 
whom,  as  well  as  for  themselves,  he  died  ! 
that  the  devoted  missionaries,  who  have 
gone  forth  in  obedience  to  his  call  and 
command,  shall  be  left  unsupported — 
that  the  schools  for  raising  up  an  enlight- 
ened and  improved  generation  shall  be 
discontinued  or  diminished — that  the 
heathen,  rather  than  make  for  them  any 
further  exertions  or  sacrifices,  shall  pe- 
rish in  their  ignorance  and  corruptions  ? 
After  such  an  issue,  who  in  our  land 
could  look  up  toward  heaven  ?jRather

than  toch  an  issiM  iboald  eome,  who  in 
oar  land)  that  hopes  in  the  merey  of  Ciod 
oor- Saviour,  would  not  merely  give  a 
few  cents,  or  a  few  dollars'  a  year,  but 
make  a  cheerful  devotement  of  all  that 
he  has?  This  sentiment  will  be  felt.  Not 
a  few  feet  it  already.  And  when  it  shall 
have  fired  the  hearts  of  American  Chris- 
tians, as  it  may  reasonably  be  hoped  it 
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ere  long  will,  there  will  be  no  lack  of 
funds  for  the  maintenance  and  enlai|;e- 
ment  of  the  misaions  and  establishments 
already  commenced,  and  for  many  more 
which  the  necessities  of  the  heathen  af- 
fectingly  demand.  Then  shall  glory 
dwell  in  our  land,  and  Mess  with  its  en- 
lightening and  healing  emanations,  the 
most  dismal  abodes  of  men.

UNION  MISSION. 

Advices  from  the  Misston  Family*  dated  in  October,  reached  us  soon  after 
the  publicatioD  of  our  last  number ;  and  a  Let^r  from  the  SuperintendeDt,  as 
late  as  the  first  of  December,  has  since  been  recdved.  T|ie  whole  lamily»  it 
appears,  had  been  visited  with  sickness,  but  we  rejoice  to  learo,  that  most  ef 
them  were  restored  to  their  usual  health,  and  that  the  remainder  were  conva- 
lescent 

In  consequence  of  the  ^w  state  of  the  river,  the  Superintendent  and  most 
of  the  family,  together  with  their  boats  and  heavy  baggage,  were  still  detained 
at  Little  Rock,  on  the  Arkansas.  On  the  4th  of  October,  Mr.  Chapman,  Mr. 
Redileld,  and  two  of  the  brethren  whose  names  are  not  mentioned,  with 
three  hired  men,  embarked  in  a  canoe,  and  proceeded  for  Union,  with  the 
▼lew  of  erecting  a  temporary  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  family 
during  the  present  winter.  After  stemming  the  current  about  a  himdred  and 
fifty  miles,  they  were  obliged,  by  the  want  of  water,  to  abandon  their  canoe, 
and  proceed  on  horseback.  Of  their  arrival  at  Union,  and  their  reception  by 
the  Osage  Chiefs,  we  have  yet  no  account.

shall  be  able  to  arrive  in  their  large 
boats." 


Extract  of  a  Utter  from  the  Ret.'Mr,  VaiU, 
Superintendent  of  the  Union  Minion, 
daitdy'^  Utile  Rock,  Jhrkanku  Territo- 
ry, Oct,  31,  1820." 

Sir,  I  have  this  day  negotiated  a  draft 
on  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  for  seven  hundred 
dollars,  with  Captain  James  H.  BalUutJ, 
who  is  from  Fort  Smith  on  his  way  to 
New-York,  and  whom  I  would  introduce 
to  your  attention.  This  sura  in  cash  he 
has  advanced  In  full.  Our  detention 
here,  by  sickness,  and  in  consequence  of 
the  low  state  of  the  water,  has  onavoida- 
bly  increased  our  eipenses. 

«  Brother  Chapman,  with  part  of  the 
other  brethren,  is  now  attempting  to 
reach  the  proposed  station,  and  to  make 


«  The  health  of  the  family,  by  the 
kindness  of  Providence,  is  now  improv- 
ing. We  have  written  to  Dr.  Milledoler 
since  we  arrived  here,  giving  the  partic- 
ulars of  our  sickness  and  sitaation.  Wa 
hope  to  be  able  to  write  again  before  we 
leave  this  place. 

'*  Our  afflictions.  Dear  Sir,  have  not, 
we  trust,  discouraged  our  minds,  nor 
damped  oar  ardour.  We  see  no  reason, 
from  what  we  have  learned  concerning 
the  Osage  nation,  why  our  establishoieBt 
may  not  prosper ;  but  every  thing,  on 
the  contrary  gives  ns  eneoarageflMntlC 
The  chief  impediment,  and  indeed  the 
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only  one,  «  hen  our  sickness  may  be  re- 
moved, is  the  state  of  the  river,  the  navi- 
gation of  which  is  far  more  difficult,  than 
one  not  acquainted  with  it  would  ima- 
gine. Our  confid^ince  in  God  is,  we 
hope,  not  abated,  but  rather  increased  by 
our  afflictions  j  and  while  we  hope  soon 
to  be  able  to  proceed  and  visit  the  poor 
Indians  for  their  saving  benefit,  we  con- 
tinaally  pray,  that  God  would  bless  and 
proeper  the  beloved  Board,  and  abun- 
dantly crown  with  sacces*  their  labours 
of  love,  of  fiaith,  and  patience.'* 

Extract  of  a  letttrfmnMr.  Redjitld,  dated 
"  Cheroku  Aalion,  Oct.  20, 1820/' 
<«  I  was  seized  violently  with  the  fever, 
five  days  before  our  arrival  at  Little 
Rock.  My  fever  continued  to  rage  from 
day  to  day.  I  was  brought  to  the  bord- 
ers of  the  grave — brought  to  look  beyond 
this  vale  of  tears,  into  an  untried  state.  1 
had  consolations  in  these  afflicted  rao- 
nents.  My  faith  wat  strong  respecting 
my  futmre  happiness  ;  yet  I  had  an  ardent 
desire  to  see  the  heathen,  and  the  place 
to  be  called  Union.  Oni  the  eleventh 
day,  my  fever  terminated,  and  I  soon 
found  myself  relieved  from  pain.  I  have 
bad  two  relapses,  which  have  kept  me 
down  until  neariy  the  present  time.  Not 
one  of  the  family  has  escuped.  The 
health  of  our  beloved  physician  was 
spared  until  the  last. 

«  The  water  in  the  Arkansas  is  to  low, 
that  our  boats  cannot  proceed,  and  a 
rise  of  water  not  being  eipected  before 
February,  it  was  thought  pro|)er  that 
some  of  us  should  proceed  to  the  place 
of  otir  destination  in  a  canoe,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  buildings  to  shelter 
us  from  the  winter.  Accordingly  four 
of  OS,  together  with  three  hired  hands, 
set  out  on  the  4th  Inst  and  have  proceed- 
ed 150  miles  from  Little  Rock.  Here  we 
find  the  water  so  low,  that  we  can  pnr- 
iue  the  river  no  farther.  The  remainder 
of  the  way,  we  expect  to  travel  on  horse- 
back. I  have  now  my  osoal  strength, 
and  feel  like  enduring  hardships. 

«  We  left  the  family  generally  belter. 
We  are  in  hopes,  that  as  the  cold  weather 
approacbat,  and  it  is  now  as  cool  as  it 
usually  b  at  this  season  in  the  state  of 
New-Yoric,  the  health  of  the  famUy  will 
be  confirmed.' 
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Extract  of  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Toftf, 
datedy "  Uttle  Rock,  Arkamas  Territory, 
Dec  1, 1820." 

«  Very  Dear  Sir, 
<<  It  is  now  about  a  month  since  1  gave 
a  draft  to  Capt.  Ballard  on  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Society,  accompauied  with  a  letter 
of  advice.     In  that  letter,  I  stated  that 
the  health  of  the  family  was  improvingj 
and  that   Brother  Chapman  and  three 
others  of  the  family,  with  the  mill -right 
had  proceeded  up  the  river,  to  provide 
the  means  of  living  comfortalUy  against 
the  time  the  family  should  arrive.    We 
have  since  understood  that  they  found 
the  water  so  low,  that  they  could  not 
proceed   in    their  canoe.     They   have 
probably  taken  pack-horses,  and  gone  by 
land ;  and  we  have  strong  reason  to  be- 
lieve they  have,  e>r  thb,  reached  the 
place,  and  begun  the  work  of  erecting 
buildings.    Should   the   letters    to    Dr. 
Milledoler  and  to  Mr.  Wilson  bave  reach- 
ed the  Board,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to 
repeat    what  has   been  communicated. 
The  Lord  of  the  harvest  has  been  pleased, 
so  to  order  it,  that  we  have  not,  as  yet, 
been  able,  by  the  most  active  vigilance, 
to  enter  the  field  this  season.    General 
sickness  in  the  family,  together  with  the 
low  state  of  the  river,  have  detained  us 
to  this  time,  on  this  side  the  land,  whicfa, 
when  we  left  New- York,  we  fondly  ex- 
pected to  possess  three  months  before 
thu  time.    But  he  whose  right  it  is  to  di- 
rect, and  who  knovra  what  is  best  for  as, 
for  the  mission,  and  for  the  kingdom  of 
the  Redeemer,  has  seen  fit  to  call  us  to 
this  school  of  trial  and  discipline  before 
we  entered  the  field.   Onr  afflictions  have 
been  great,  but  be  who  sent  them  has, 
I  believe,  enabled  each  one  to  bear  them 
with  fortitude.    With  respect  to  our  pre- 
sent situation,  our    comforts  and    onr 
cares,  concerning  which  I  am  persuaded 
you  feel  aniious  to  know,  1  would  briefly 
state,  that  when  we  first  landed,  we  had 
only  one  cabin  and  two  tents  for  our  ac- 
commodation.    Then,    another   cabin, 
already  reared,  was  so  finished,  that  the 
brethren  were  accommodated  separately. 
A  third  has  since  been  vacated  by  the  re- 
moval of  a  family.    Since  colder  weather 
has  rendered  it  necessary  we  have  added 
slight  fire-places  after  the  fashion  of  tbe 
country,  smd  we  shall  not  strffer  from  tbe 
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coldy  for  we  hare  wood  in  abundance, 
anif  elotbingy  &c.  in  good  supply  for  this 
season.  We  have  food  also,  as  well  as 
raiment,  being  supplied  in  part  from  our 
own*  stores,  and  in  part  from  the  fresh 
provision  which  this  country  affords. 
When  we  consider  these  things,  and  the 
eiample  of  an  Apostle  who  has  gone  be- 
fore us,  we  would  learn,  as  I  hope  we 
have  in  some  measure,  the  sweet  lesson 
of  eotUentmtnt.  And  truly,  sir,  in  regard 
to  the  provision  made  for  us  in  case  of 
aickness,  while  we  acknowledge  with 
gratitude  the  vigilance  of  the  Board,  we 
would  give  thanks  to  the  Father  of  Mer- 
cies, for  his  kind  Providence  in  sending 
ont  so  much  skill,  prudence,  and  perse- 
vering attention,  in  a  physician,  so  much 
beloved  as  Doct.  Palmer,  ani^^uch  varie- 
ty and  abundance  of  means  f<y  the  com- 
fort of  the  sick. 

But,  Sir,  when  I  commenced,  it  was 
with  more  particular  design  of  laying 
before  the  Committee)  the  supplies  pro- 
bably needed  the  neit  season.  Our 
meat,  consisting  of  pork  and  bacon,  of 
which  we  have  on  hand  about  eight  bar- 
rels, will  undoubtedly  last  through  the 
winter,  with  what  fresh  supplies  we  shall 
be  enabled  to  famish  from  the  countiy. 
Floor  will  probably  fail  us  sooner  than 
meat:  for,  though  much  has  been  pre- 
served good  through  the  hot  season,  yet 
some  barrels  have  soured.  We  have  a 
good  supply  of  biscuit  or  hard  bread,  but 
that  which  was  put  up  in  whiskey  casks 
did  not  keep  so  well,  and  is  not  pleasant 
to  the  taste.  The  fish,  w  hick  we  brought 
from  New-York,  is  in  good  order,  but 
the  country  does  not  afford  the  article  of 
Irish  potatoes.  We  have  a  good  supply 
of  rice  and  beans  It  will  not  be  neces- 
sary to  give  further  particulars,  but  I 
will  proceed  to  state,  that  whatever  fresh 
supplies  may  be  needful  next  spring,  in 
the  line  of  provision,  may  all  be  ubtaih* 
cd  on  the  Ohio,  or  in  that  state. 

'*  The  spring  is  the  only  season  in 
which  the  navigation  of  this  river  majr 
be  depended  on.  The  government  boat, 
loaded  with  provision  for  the  garrison,  is 
now  at  this  place,  and  she  has  been  de- 
tained all  the  fall,  and  most  of  the  sum- 
mer, at  the  port  of  Arkansas,  because 
she  arrived  too  late  to  take  the  advan- 
tage of  the  rise  of  the  river. 
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*«  Our  situation,  dear  sir,  will  require 
some  vigilance  in  the  agents,  for  we  must 
depend  next  season  almost  exclusively 
on  supplies  sent  to  us  by  the  kind  care 
of  the  Board,  with  the  cn-operatioa 
of  the  committee.  As  it  respects  the 
variety  and  quantity,  we  have  only 
to  state,  that  we  need  large  supplies  of 
the  common^  comforts  of  life  ;  aitd  should 
the  liberality  of  the  people  on  the  Ohio, 
on  the  Sciota,  and  in  that  region,  have 
inrreased  since  last  spring  to  an  J  consid- 
erable degree,  we  shall  be  well  supplied. 
We  pray  that  the  Lord  may  open  their 
hearts  more  and  more-  In  addition  to 
the  necessaries  of  life,  it  would  be  im- 
portant to  send  on  the  irons  and  stones, 
&c.*  for  a  grist-mill,  which  we  did  not 
bring  on  when  we  came. 

The  course  to  supply  the  mission  must 
undoubtedly  be  the  one  now  proposed, 
or  one  similar.  In  the  event,  either  the 
provision  must  be  sent  to  the  station  by 
the  agents,  or  delivered  at  the  post,  or  at 
the  mouth  of  White  River,  and  one  of 
our  boats  be  sent  down  after  it.  The 
price  of  freight  is  not  so  high  on  these 
rivers  as  it  wns  when  we  wrote  last  sum- 
mer to  Dr.  Milledoler.  ^ 

In  hopes  of  hearing  from  the  Board 
speedily,  and  sending  our  kindest  regards 
to  all  the  friends  and  hiUpers  in  the  good 
cause  of  spreading  the  gospel  to  the  ends 
of  the  earth,  I  conclude,  subscribing  my- 
self your  affectionate  servant  in  the 
Lord.

In  our  last  number,  we  lueDtioned 
that  a  Female  Society,  under  the 
above  title,  had  been  formed  in  Phil- 
adelphia, for  the  purpose  of  providing 
garments  for  Indian  children.  We 
also  published  a  letter  from  the  Sec- 
retary, Mrs.  Booth,  announciog,  that 
a  box,  containing  450  gaVmeots,  for 
our  Union  Mission  was  prepared  and 
about  to  be  sent  to  Washington,  to  the

I  have  received  with  much  pleasure, 
your  letter  o(  the  aOlh  ult.  under  cover 
of  one  from  Wm.  Liunard,  Deputy  Qr. 
Master  General ;— the  latter  containing 
an  invoice  of  garments  for  the  Indian 
children  of  the  school  at  Uoion,  prepared 
by  the  Ladies  of  your  Society,  and  a  bill 
of  lading.  This  handsome  and  useful 
present  derives  its  interest  as  well  from 
iU  origin  as  its  destination.  To  dbpente 
kindness  Is  characteristic  of  the  sex  ;  and 
eooiety  owes  its  grace  and  polish  to  their 
tenderness  and  refinement.  Our  civilized 
circles  are  full  of  their  benevolence  and 
•yrapathyr— our  firesides^  and  our  domes- 
tic comforts  testify  how  Indispensable 
are  their  endearments,  and  bow  barren 
would  be  the  stock  of  our  happiness 
without  them.  But  when  we  witness 
these  better  feelings  in  exercise  for  the 
comfort  of  the  distant,  the  uninviting, 
and  almost  friendless  children  of  our 
wilds,  who  have  no  means  to  reciprocate 
the  benefaction,  bow  do  tbey  rise  in  our 
estimation ! — And  how  immediately  are 
we  led  to  recognise  in  them  all  that  is 
Interesting  and  lovely. 

No  eipression  of  pleasure  will  be  heard 
when  these  garments  are  distributed,  so 
distant  is  the  desert-home  of  those  for 
whom  they  are  destined  ;  no  lighting  up 
of  the  countenance,  no  wiping  away  the 
tear  from  the  eye  of  sorrow,  can  be  seen 
by  the  donors,  all  which,  when  witness- 
ed by  us  in  our  nearer  intercourse,  tend 
so  much  to  endear  to  the  human  bosom 
those  avti  which  tend  to  relieve  and 
gladden.  Hnw  superior  then  must  be 
the  relish  for  kindness  in  those,  who, 
without  such  incentives,  yet  give  place  to 
its  exercises. 

n  is  indeed  desirable  that  similar  asso- 
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ciatloiM  to  yows,  were  miiUiplied  in  oar 
Country— and  coald  the  ladies  in  every 
section  of  it,  whose  leisure  and  meaoa 
would  authorise  H,  realise  the  betpless- 
ness  of  our  Indian  popolatioD,  and  the 
rdief  which  such  charity  furnishes, .their 
character  for  generosity  warrants  the  con- 
clusion, that  no  time  would  be  lost  in  or- 
ganUting  them.  Could  tbey  see,  troop- 
isg  from  the  wUdemeas  to  the  de|>oi  of 
such  benevolence,  led  by  their  weather- 
beaten  and  ill-clad  parenU*  the  helpless 
and  destitute  liule  ones  of  the  forests, 
round  whose  delicate  and  tender  limbs 
the  skins  of  some  newly  slain  beasts  have 
been  flung;  or  at  whose  lacerated  feet 
dangle  the  fragments  of  some  old  blank- 
ets for  which  the  avarice  of  even  an 
Indian  trader  could  find  no  further  use, 
how  woum  it  excite  them  tea  prepara- 
tion similar  to  yours  ? — Yes,  the  source 
of  their  sympathy  would  send  out  Into 
this  new  channel,  a  portion  of  its  abun- 
dant and  never  Catling  supplies.  The 
very  thought  that  suffering  was  spread 
over  the  greater  parts  of  this  division  of 
our  population,  would  suffice,  for  with 
the  thought  would  come  also  the  re- 
solve to  banish  it  by  acts  of  benevolence. 
Aud  then  the  gratifying  consideration 
that  such  timely  supplies  are  essential 
in  the  great  work  of  civilising  these  peo- 
ple, how  would  ihb  act  as  an  inoenlive 
for  the  exercise  of  such  charity  ?  There 
Is  more  influence  in  this  branch  of  benev- 
olence than  is  generally  perceived.  It 
tends  directly  to  beget  confidence  in  the 
parents  of  the  children,  without  which 
so  little  can  be  accomplished.  To  wit- 
ness such  gratifying  preparations  strikes 
with  wonderful  eflfect  the  minds  of  the 
adult  Indians.  It  b  new  in  the  history 
of  their  intercourse  with  the  while  man. 
Hitherto,  gain,  and  all  the  concomitants 
of  avarice  have  set  so  hard  i%>on  them, 
as  to  leave  them  scarcely  any  thing 
which  once  was  theirs.  Tbey  see,  and 
they  feel  the  influence  of  thb  spirit  of 
expuUion ;  and  tbey  begin  to  complain 
of  it,  and  plead  for  a  respite.  Under  such 
a  state  of  feeling,  how  must  it  fix  their 
attention,  and  delight  their  hopes,  to  see 
spread  out  before  theu'  eyes  such  de- 
signs of  kindness.  Yes,  the  effects  of  thb 
species  of  benevolence  have  been  tasted.

THIRD  AND  FOURTH  MISSIONARY  STATIONS. 

We  hare  the  pleasure  to  aDoounce  to  the  pablic,  that  the  United  Foreiov 
MissioiTART  SociXTT,  While  employed  in  pyreparing  to  send  out  a  second  MissioD 
Family  to  the  pagans  in  our  western  borders,  have  added  a  third  and  fourtli  to' 
their  number  of  Missionary  Stations. 

Some  months  ago,  a  proposition  was  made  to  the  Board,  on  the  part  of  the 
New- York  Missionary  Society,  (the  oldest  Missionary  Society  in  the  United 
States,)  to  convey  to  us  their  property,  and  their  Missionary  stations  at  the  In- 
dian villages  of  Tnscarora  and  Seneca,  on  the  Western  frontier  of  this  State. 
The  proposition  was  accepted  by  the  Board  at  the  meeting  in  November ;  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Kjvox,  Mr.  Lewis,  Domestic  5ec*y,  and  Mr.  Wti^oNtTreasuref, 
wero  appointed  a  Committee,  with  full  powers  to  arrange  all  matters  that 
might  require  the  attention  of  the  Board,  and  particularly  to  appoint  Commia- 
sionera  to  proceed  to  the  two  stations,  in  conjunction  with  Commissioners 
fh)m  the  New-Tork  Missionary  Society,  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  the  trans- 
fer with  the  Tuscarora  and  Seneca  tribes,  and  of  procuring  the  information 
necesaary  to  enable  the  Managers  to  conduct  the  Missions  with  efficiency  and 
discretion. 

Two  Commiaaioiiers,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rowan,  President  of  the  New-Tofk 
Missionary  Society,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Strowg,  Recording  Secretary  of  the 
United  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  were  appointed.  Furnished  with  a  certi-  ' 
ilcate  of  their  appointment,  and  a  letter  of  instmcUons,  they  commenced  then* 
journey  on  the  Jl4th  of  November.  On  their  return,  they  presented  to  the 
Committee,  and  through  them  to  the  Board,  a  detailed  and  interestmg  report 
of  their  proceodhigs.  This  report  has  since  been  approved,  and  the  union  or 
transfer  ratified  by  both  Societies ;  and  we  are  happy  to  add,  that  the  New- York 
Missionary  Society  has  instructed  its  Board  of  Directors  so  to  alter  its  consti- 
tution as  to  render  it  auxiliary  to  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

With  these  explanatory  remarks,  we  now  introduce  to  our  readers  the  letter 
of  instruetions  given  to  the  Commissioners,  accompanied  with  their  report 

LETTER  OF  IH8TRUCTI0NS.  United    Foreign    Missionary    Society, 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  m  we,  tbe  undersigned,  do  hereby  appoint 
us  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the      the  Rev.  Stephen  N.  Rowan,  and  tblc 
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Rev.  P.  N.  Strong,  as  CoininissioDere  to 
visit  tfae  Tttscarora  aod  Seneca  Nations  of 
Indians,  in  behalf  of  the  United  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  tlie  folio wioglnstructioos  : 

jp^,!,— .It  is  expected,  that,  on  ywir 
arrival  at  the  Tuscarora  village,  you  will 
ascertain  whether  the  resident  Miasiona- 
fy,  and  the  Indians,  are  willing  to  be 
placed,  so  far  as  relates  to  Missionary 
parposes,  under  the  care  of  this  Society  : 
— whether  it  be  expedient  that  the  Mis- 
fionary  be  removed  from  the  farm  to  the 
centre  of  the  Indian  village  :— whether 
an  additional  male  or  female  teacher,  or 
teachers,  are  required : — what  is  the 
state  of  the  farm  as  to  buildings,  fencesj 
•oil,  ouUivation,  &c.  and  whether,  un- 
der the  management  of  one  or  more 
farmers,  it  is  capable  of  affording  provi- 
sions sufficient  for  the  Missionary  estab- 
lishment In  that  place  :— and,  generally, 
what  measures  it  will  be  expedient  for 
the  Board  of  VUnagers  to  pursue,  in  re- 
lation to  the  Mission  among  the  Tusca- 
rora  Indians. 

Secondly t — On  your  arrival  among  the 
Seneca  nation,  you  will  ascertain  whe- 
ther the  present  Teacher  and  Catechist, 
and  the  Indians  are  willing  to  be  placed, 
so  far  as  relates  to  Missionary  purposes, 
under  the  care  of  this  Society : — whe- 
ther the  Indians  are  willing  and  prepared 
to  receive  Preachers  of  the  Gospel : — 
whether  it  would  be  practicable  and  ex. 
pedientforthe  Board  to  form  among  the 
Senecas  a  full  Missionary  establishment 
agreeably  to  the  General  Principlett  a 
copy  of  which  will  be  attached  to  this 
document : — what  will  be  the  best  spot 
for  the  location  of  such  an  establishment, 
and  whether  the  Indians  are  witKng  to 
appropriate  a  sufficient  portion  of  land 
for  the  use  of  a  Mission  Family: — what 
is  the  state  of  tho  buildings  now  belong- 
ing to  the  New-York  Missionary  Socie- 
ty ;  and,  if  they  are  not  in  the  best  place 
for  the  Mission,  whether  they  could  pro- 
bably be  disposed  of  to  advantage. 

Thirdly, — If  facts  and  circumstances 
will  justify  it,  you  will  enter  into  a  co- 
venant with  the  Chiefs  of  each  of  the 
two  nations;  remembering,  however, 
not  to  bind  the  Board  of  Managers  be- 
yond their  ability  to  perform,  nor  to 


pledge  then  w  to  the  namber  of  Mia- 
tionaries,  Teachers,  Mechanics,  and 
Farmers  to  be  sant  out.  The  Board  will 
doubtless  do  every  thing  in  their  power 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  Mission,  bat 
the  details  must  be  left  to  their  discretion. 
FowHhly, — AH  yonr  information,  aa  to 
the  varions  points  of  inqairy,  will  be 
reduced  to  writing  at  the  time  yon  re- 
ceive it.  The  number  of  Indians  in  each 
nation,  and  the  namber  and  ehanoter  of 
the  Professors  of  Religion  among  tho 
Tnscaroras,  wilL  form,  in  addition  to 
others  already  mentioned,  diatinct  topica 
of  inquiry 

Fifthlyr-Yon  will  take  the  best  mea- 
sores  for  obtaining  donations,  and  organ- 
ising Auxiliary   Societies   through   the 
whole  extent  of  your  route.

C0]ICMI88IOIfER*8   REPORT. 

The  andersigned  Commissioners  of  tfae 
United  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  aiv 
rived  at  Lewiston  late  on  Saturday  night, 
December  9,  1820.  On  Sabbath  morn- 
ing we  visited  the  TasoarorR  village,  at- 
tended divine  service  with  the  Indiana , 
heard  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crane, 
preach  a  sermon  calcnlated  to  instrnct 
and  edify,  from  Matt  26.  18,  and  were 
delighted  with  tfae  apparent  (ervoar  with 
which  an  Indian  by  the  name  of  Wa. 
Henry,  who  is  a  member  of  the  cboreh, 
concluded  the  exercises  of  the  day  by 
prayer. 

Alter  service,  we  requested  Mr.  Crane 
to  give  the  nation  notice  of  oar  commis- 
sion Irom  the  two  Missionary  Societies 
in  New-York,  and  on  oor  behalf  to  desire 
a  council  to  convene  the  next  day  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  and  acting  upon  our 
communications.  Oor  request  was 
promptly  acceded  to,  and  the  Chitfii, 
through  their  interpreter,  announced  their 
readiness  to  meet  us  on  Monday  at  12 
o'clock. 

Eariy  on  Monday  morning  we  had  a 
conference  with  the  Missionary^  the  Rer. 
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JaiMs  C.  Craoey  on  (be  subjects  com- 
mhted  to  as  by  oor  instructions,  and  in 
answer  to  inquiries  put  to  binii  obtained 
tbe  following  statements  and  facts,  vis. 

1.  Tbat  be  is  willing  to  be  placed,  so 
far  as  relates  to  Missionary  purposes,  un- 
der tbe  care  of  tbe  U.  F.  M.  S.  and  to 
receive  from  them  eitber  a  salary,  or  a 
support,  as  they  may  see  fit. 

2.  That  be  is  aniious  to  remove  from 
the  farm  owned  by  tbe  Society  into  tbe 
centre  of  tbe  Indian  village. 

3.  Tbat  he  does  not  deem  an  addition- 
al  male  or  female  teacher  necessary  at 
Che  Tuscarora  station. 

4.  Tbat  tbe  members  of  tbe  church  at 
Tuscarora  pre  17  in  number,  one  of 
whom  is  jiow  suspended ;  but  the  church 
are  ready  to  restore  her ;  and,  if  she  gives 
continued  evidence  of  repentance,  she 
will  be  restored  on  the  return  of  Cusiek 
from  N.  Carolina.  The  other  members  of 
the  church  conduct  with  the  greatest  pro- 
priety. 

6.  That  tbe  whole  number  in  the  na- 
tion, since  the  removal  of  tbe  Pagan 
party  into  Canada,  consists  of  260  souls. 

Twelve  o'clock  having  arrived,  we  re- 
paired i^  ihe  Indian  council  house,  and 
after  tb^  council  was  opened  with  prayer 
by  Mr.  Rowan, 

Sacbarissa,  the  oldest  chief,  and  a 
member  of  tbe  church,  rose,  and  on  be- 
half of  the  nation,  thus  addressed  us : 
— *'  Brothers,  we  thank  tbe  Great  Spirit 
for  permitting  us  to  see  one  another  this 
day...  You  have  had  a  long  journey,  and 
we  are  thaqkful  to  tbe  great  God,  tbat 
no  accident  has  happened  on  tbe  way, 
and  tbat  now  you  can  see  us  as  many 
as  we  are.  Several  of  tbe  tribe  are  gone 
into  tbe  bush,  and  are  kept  away.  We 
have  now  nothing  further  to  observct  and 
are  ready  to  receive  from  yon  your  talk. 

Mr.  Rowan,  on  the  behalf  of  the  Com- 
misttoners,  then  rose,  and  addressed  the 
nation  as  follows : 

*'  Brothers, — We  appear  before  you  as 
Commissioners  from  the  Missionary  So- 
cieties in  New-York,  and  are  glad  to  see 
you  this  day  In  health  and  peace,  before 
your  own  council  fire.  We  are  instruct- 
ed to  read  to  you,  first,  the  talk  of  the 
New-York  MiMlonary  Society,  contain- 
ed in  tbe  paper  which  I  now  hold  la  my 
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hand ;  which  accordingly  was  then  read 
and  interpreted,  and  is  as  follows,  vie. 

TALK. 

To  the  Tuscarora,    Seneca,  Onondagay 

and  Cayuga  tribes  of  Indians. 

Brothers,— Tbe  N.  Y.  M-  S.  which  has 
entered  into  covenant  with  you,  was 
formed  many  years  ago  by  Christians  Uv. 
ing  in  the  city  of  New-York  and  its 
neighbourhood  only;  and  was  on  this  ac- 
count a  small  society,  able  to  do  but  lit- 
tle to  benefit  tbe  numerous  tribes  oC 
their  red  brethren  scattered  over  this  great 
country.  God  liaviug  since  put  it  into 
the  hearts  of  Christians  in  all  parts  of  tha 
U.  S.  to  endeavour  to  send  to  all  their 
red  brethren,  good  men  to  teach  them 
the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Chirst, 
and  other  useful  knowledge,  blessings 
which  yon  already  enjoy,  it  was  thought 
best  to  form  a  new  Society  in  which  all 
Christians  in  every  part  of  our  country 
might  unite  in  this  great  and  good  work. 

Brothersr-Such  a  Society  was  formed 
on  tbe  28th  day  of  July,  1817,  called 
the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Socie- 
ty; and  it  is  now  engaged  in  send- 
ing the  gospel  to  your  Brethren.  It 
b  a  large  and  poweiful  Society,  and  en- 
joys the  favour  and  confidence  of  oor 
great  Father,  the  President  of  the  United 
States.  The  counsellors  meet  in  the 
city  of  New-York,  and  many  of  the 
oldest  and  wisest  counsellors  of  the  N. 
Y.  Missionary  Society  were  also  chosen 
counsellors  of  the  new  society. 

Brothers,— It  has  been  thought,  that  it 
would  be  best  for  tbe  interests  of  our  red 
brethren,  that  tbe  two  Societies  should 
join  together.  Such  an  union  is  also  ac- 
cording to  the  mind  of  our  great  Father, 
the  President  of  tbe  United  States,  who 
is  alike  tbe  friend  of  his  white  and  his 
red  children. 

Brothers, — A  council  has  been  held  be- 
tween the  counsellors  of  tiro  U.  F.  M.  S. 
and  of  tbe  N.  Y.  M.  S.  and  after  much  de- 
liberation and  prayer  to  God,  they  have 
determined  to  form  an  union  of  the  two 
Societies. 

Brolbers,— The  U.  F.  M^  S.  have  co- 
venanted with  us  to  keep  the  corenant 
made  by  the  N.  Y.  M.  S.  with  yon ;  and 
we  have  no  doubt  that  the  United  Socie- 
ty being  much  stronger  than  oars,  will  [^ 
be  able  and  willing  to  do  more  for  your 
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good,  than  tbe  N.  Y.  M.  S.  have  been 
able  to  do  alone. 

Brothers,— We  have  sent  to  yoa  our 
brother  and  chief  counsellor,  the  Rev. 
Stephen  N.  Rowan,  to  deliver  to  you 
this  talk,  and  make  to  you  such  further 
explanations  as  ycm  may  desire.  He  is 
miso  a  counsellor  of  the  U  F.  M.  S.  and 
b  appointed  by  them,  together  with  the 
Rev.  Paschal  N.  Strong,  who  is  also  a 
counsellor  of  both  societies,  to  visit  you, 
and  on  the  part  of  the  TJ.  F.  M.  S.  to  re- 
new the  covenant  of  friendship  now  ex- 
isting between  you  ,  and  the  N.  Y.  M.  S. 

Signed  by  us,  the  Directors  and  Coun- 
sellors of  the  N.  Y.  M.  S.

Brothers,  Having  now  delivered  the 
talk  of  the  Society,  we  would  give  you 
some  further  explanations  of  our  own. 

Some  of  the  original  members  of  the 
New-York  Missionary  Society  are  still 
alive.  Some  ofthem  are  aged,  and  many 
a  wintry  blast,  has  blown  through  their 
locks.  Olhers  of  them  are  dead,  and  the 
cold  earth  rests  on  their  bosoms.  We 
with  other  young  men  have  entered  into 
Iheir  labours.  We  have  kept  their  cove- 
nant  with  you.  We  have  sent  to  you 
good  men :  as  missionaries  and  teachers, 
and  are  happy  to  find  that  our  labour  and 
money  have  not  been  spent  in  vain. 

Brothers,— We  rejoice  that  you  begin 
to  cultivate  your  farms— that  we  have 
seen  axes  and  waggons  and  other  imple- 
ments of  husbandry  before  your  doors  j 
that  you  dwell  in  comfortable  houses 
like  the  white  people  ;  that,  instead  of 
depending  on  the  uncertain  support  deriv- 
ed from  the  chase,  you  are  tilling  your 
land;  and  we  hope,  that  after  all  the 
deer  have  deserted  your  forests,  or  have 
been  destroyed  by  the  hand  of  the  hun- 
ter, you  and  your  children,  will,  by  the 
blessing  of  God  on  your  industry,  find  a 
comfortable  subsistence  from  the  pro- 
duce of  your  native  ^oil. 
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Brothers, — We  rejoice  above  all,  that 
it  Is  your  privilege  to  hear  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.  We  were  thankful  \o  the  Great 
Spirit  yesterday,  to  observe  the  order  of 
your  worship,  and  to  hear  your  prayers 
and  praises  ascending  from  the  moun- 
tains of  Tuscarora.  We  hope  you  will 
continue  to  improve  irt  the  knowledge 
and  use  of  the  arts  of  civilized  life.  We 
hope  the  professors  of  Christianity  among 
you  will  adhere  steadfastly  to  their  pro- 
fession, and  wa  pray  that  tbe  blessing  of 
Ood  may  accompany  tha  preaching  of 
tbe  Gospel  among  you,  until  you  are  all 
brought  to  the  knowledge  and  experience 
of  the  truth,  as  it  is  in  Jesus. 

Brothers, — Encouraged  by  the  good 
already  done  among  yon,  and  feeliAg 
their  obligations  to  God  for  his  mercies 
to  them,  Christians  in  different  parti  of 
our  country  met  together  in  New-York 
about  three  years  ago,  and  formed  a 
new  Society  for  the  purpose  of  aendiog 
the  Gospel  to  all  your  red  brethren.  Thai 
Society  has  already  sent  a  Missionary  fa- 
mily, consisting  of  20  penons,  to  the 
Osage  tribe  on  the  Arkansas  river  ;  and 
they  are  now  making  preparations  to 
send  out  another  large  family  to  another 
branch  of  the  same  tribe  on  the  Missouri. 
Some  of  their  chiefs  and  warriors  were 
lately  at  Washington,  to  see  our  great 
father,  the  President  of  tbe  U.  States. 
From  thence  they  sent  on  to  New-York 
to  the  new  Society,  to  know  whether 
they  would  send  a  family  to  hilp  their 
nation.  The  Society  immediately  sjBnt 
on  one  of  their  counsellors  to  meet  them ; 
and  when,  on  the  behalf  of  the  Socie- 
ty, he  offered  to  send  them  a  family  of 
good  people,  and  entered  into  covenant 
with  them  for  that  purpose,  the  Chief 
said,— <<  So  soon  as  the  family  arrives  at 
my  nation,  I  will  go  out  to  meet  them  at 
the  head  of  my  warriors,  and  will  receive 
them  as  my  friends.  I  will  mark  out  a 
piece  of  land  for  their  use  with  my  fin- 
ger." And  the  warrior  said—"  It  is  my 
business  to  be  about  in  the  nation ;  I  will 
defend  your  people  when  they  come  to 
us.* 

Brothers,— Finding  this  big  Society  ca» 
pable  of  doing  more  than  we  could,  we 
thought  it  best  to  join  them,  and  we  now 
ask' yon  as  a  nation,  whether  yoa  are 
willii)?  to  be  placed  under  the  care  ef 
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this  U.  F.  M.  S.  and  to  look  to  tbem  here- 
after for  your  Musionaries  ? 

After  deliberating  some  time  upon  this 
question,  Sacbarissa  rose,  and  on  behalf 
of  the  nation,  replied — 

Brothers,  V^e  are  very  glad  to  bear 
your  talk  ;  and  as  to  this  big  Society,  we 
came  to  you  first  as  the  UttU  Society,  and 
we  are  now  willing  to  come  under  this 
big  Society.  ^  e  are  glad  to  bear  the  two 
Societies  have  come  together ;  glad  to 
hear  the  good  talk,  and  have  no  objections 
about  It,  and  hope  it  may  continue  so, 
that  we  may  bear  more  and  more.  1 
used  to  know  the  old  Society,  and  many 
of  my  people  used  to  know  them.  Many 
of  my  people  are  dead  as  you  see,  and 
many  more  must  soon  die,  and  as  the 
old  people  of  the  tribe,  and  of  the  So- 
ciety, have  formerly  covenanted,  so  the 
young  people  may  now  covenant  with 
each  other. 

We  then  asked  tbem,  whether  they 
would  be  glad  to  have  the  Missionary, 
Mr.  Crane,  removed  from  the  farm,  to 
live  in  the  village  among  tbem  ? 

After  deliberation,  Sacbarissa  again 
rose,  and  said — 

Brothers, — It  was  about  winter  before 
last,  when  two  young  men  were  here, 
and  asked  us  this  question.  We  then 
aaid,  that  if  he  was  willing  he  might  live 
here,  and  learn  our  language  better,  and 
that  the  schoolmaster  might  live  with  us 
till  his  hairs  got  gray.  We  have  not  yet 
altered  our  mind  about  Mr.  Crane's  living 
among  us,  and  would  wish  it  so  now.  Mr. 
Crane  can  now  speak  a  few  words  of  our 
language,  and  pretty  fast ;  and  we  hope 
he  will  soon  speak  it  freely.  We  have 
not  altered  one  bit.  Mr.  Crane  may  take 
any  place  among  us,  any  time  it  is  rendy, 
with  a  garden  around  it,  and  we  hope  it 
may  always  continue  so  that  we  may  be 
friends,  and  fulfil  the  original  covenHnt. 
Too  anst  not  be  discouraged  about  our 
nation.  We  go  slow  in  the  good  ways, 
and  hope  you  will  not  get  tired.  We  are 
happy  to  hear  the  news  brought  with  you 
about  the  other  tribes :  that  the  good  So- 
citty  has  done  so  much  for  them — and 
hope  they  will  ^all  become  good  Chris* 
tiftaa.  Wa  thaok  the  Great  Spirit  that  he 
iwt  it  into  tl^r  hearts  to  do  this  for 
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best  way  for  getting  a  bouse  for  Mr. 
Crane  to  live  in  among  you,  if  the  So- 
ciety should  determine  on  his  removal 
from  the  farm  ? 

The  same  Chief  again  answered — 

Brothers, — There  was  some  talk  about 
this,  when  those  movent  went  to  Canada. 
One  of  the  bouses  which  they  left  was 
spoken  of— but  they  asked  a  great  price 
for  it,  and  some  young  men  offered  to 
build  him  a  house. 

Mr.  Crane  then  rose,  and  told  them 
some  of  the  reasons  why  he  wished  to 
reside  among  them — that  he  could  more 
punctually  attend  the  school,  and  have 
greater  facilities  for  acquiring  their  lan- 
guage ;  and  proposed  that  be  should  take 
the  lower  part  of  their  present  council 
house,  and  fit  it  for  the  accommodation 
of  his  family ;  and  that  they  should  add 
another  story  to  it,  and  finish  it  oflf  for  a 
cburdi  and  council  house  with  the  jfl^ 
given  to  the  New- York  M.  S.  by  somf 
Christians  lo  Philadelphia  for  that  pur- 
pose* 

Sacbarissa  said,  that  the  nation  agreed 
to  his  plan ;  and  that  if  he  would  finish 
the  lower  story,  they  would  add  another 
to  it,  or  that  he  might  select  a  site 
among  them,  and  the  nation  would  help 
to  build  him  a  house ;  or  that  a  house 
belonging  to  the  Pagan  party  might  now 
be  purchased  for  |60,  and  fitted  up  for 
hb  use :  and  that  in  either  case,  the  house 
so  prepared,  should  be  appropriated  to 
the  use  of  Mr.  Crane,  and  of  his  success- 
ors among  them. 

We  then  informed  tbem,  that  our  great 
Father,  the  President  of  the  United 
Stales,  wished  the  females  at  all  tha 
Missionary  stations  taught  the  arts  of 
spinning,  knitting,  weaving  and  sewing, 
and  asked  if  the  Society  should  send  a 
woman  among  them  to  teach  their  young 
women  these  things,  whether  they  would 
be  glad  to  receive  her  P 

Sacbarissa  replied, 

Brothers,— Some  young  women  among 
us,  want  to  learn  these  things,  and  there 
is  nobody  here  to  teach  them,  and  we 
would  be  glad  to  have  some  one  very 
much. 

We  then  observed  to  them, 

Brotbersi^Tour  nation  having  agreed 
to  come  under  the  care  of  the  U.  F.  A|^ 
S.  and  to  submit  to  theirplani  of  Mission- 
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MTf  eptr^tioos,  we  ara  uiUiorised^  oa 
tlieir  behalfy  to  promise  t»  continae  a 
MittiooAiy  end  Teacher  among  yoo,  so 
long  ai  tbey  are  able  and  shall  consider 
it  eipedient ;  and  we  hope  you  will  pro- 
fit by  the  instructions yoa  may  hereaAer 
receive. 

HaTing  thus  verbally  renewed  the  co* 
venant  on  the  part  of  the  U.  F.  M.  S. 
Sacharissa  said, 

Brothersr-We  are  thankful  for  the 
good  talk  delivered  to  the  nation.  We 
aie  determined  to  profit  as  far  as  we  ean» 
and  to  send  our  children  to  school,  so 
long  aa  there  is  a  schoolmaster  at  Tusca* 
rora.  ihave  got  to  be  an  old  man,  and 
I  hope  that  when  I  am  laid  low,  these 
young  men  will  carry  on  these  good 
works. 

We  then  observed  to  them  In  conclu- 
sion— 

Brothers,— We  are  glad  to  fii^i  among 
you  a  disposition  to  improve.  We  hope 
the  same  disposition  will  remain  among 
the  young  men,  to  every  thing  good, 
that  has  been  manifested  by  their  fathers. 
We  hope  you  will  continue  to  love  and 
pray  for  the  Missionary  and  the  good  So- 
ciety, while  they  are  praying  for  you. 
Brothers,— we  now  bid  you  farewell; 
hoping  that  before  you  die,  you  may  all 
get  an  interest  in  Christ,  and  that  if  we 
never  meet  again  in  (his  world,  we  may 
meet  again  in  Heaven. 

The  council  was  then  closed  with 
prayer  by  Blr.  Strong. 

After  the  Council,  the  undersigned  had 
a  conference  with  Mr.  Ransom,  who  at 
present  occupies  a  part  of  the  Mission 
House,  and  has  the  farm  from  Mr.  Crane 
•n  ahares,  as  to  his  willingness  to  be- 
oome  a  Missionary  fanner  on  the  plan  of 
the  U.  F.  M.  S. — we  handed  him  the 
plan  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  of  Missionary  stations  which  shall 
be  approved,  and  the  copy  of  the  gene- 
ral principles  on  which  4he  U.  F.  M. 
S.  conduct  Missionary  operations,  at 
their  respective  stations.  After  perusing 
these  documents,  he  stated,  that  he  was 
not  ready  to  give  an  answer  immediate- 
ly, but  would  send  it  on  to  the  Commis- 
sioners at  New-York.  We  have  sioco 
received  hb  answer,  accepting  the  pro- 
posal. 

Mr.  Ransom  now  has  the  Airm  on 
shares  from  Mr.  Crane  on  the  following 


terms,  viz.— He  receives  two  thirds  cf 
the  proceeds  of  bis  own  labour,  and  Mr. 
Crane  one  third.  Mr.  Crane  two  thirds 
of  the  ffUJt,  and  Mr.  Ransom  one  third. 
The  time  for  which  he  has  engaged  if 
three  years,  from  the  let  of  May  last, 
subject  of  course  to  any  arrangements  of 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  house  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Crane 
and  Mr.  Ransom,  is  24  by  48  feet,  two 
stories  high,  and  in  excellent  repair.  The 
bam  is  large  enough  (o  contain  all  the 
produce  that  can  now  be  raised  on  the 
farm.  The  fences  are  in  need  of  consi- 
derable repairs,  and  the  farm,  nnder  pro- 
per management,  is  Capable  of  affording 
sufficient  provisions  for  the  Missionary 
establishment  at  Tuscarora. 

The  undersigned,  though  tbey  felt  it 
their  duty  to  consult  Mr.  Ransom 
on  the  subject,  have  their  doubts 
as  to  the  expediency  of  appointing  a 
farmer  at  that  station.  A  considerable 
sum  of  money  must  be  expended  in  clear- 
ing new  land,  and  putting  the  improve- 
ment in  good  fences,  on  the  supposition 
that  the  farm  is  to  raise  sufficient  produce 
for  a  Missionary  family.  The  Tuscarora 
Indians  are  surrounded  by  cultivated 
farms ;  and  therefore  do  not  need  that 
instruction  in  agriculture,  which  is  indis- 
pensable for  tribes  in  a  more  insulated 
situation,  and  it  is  believed  (bat  sufficient 
produce  may  be  obtain^  in  the  western 
part  of  this  state  for  the  consumption  of 
the  Missionaries,  free  of  expense  to  the 
Society.  If,  however,  the  Board  should 
deem  a  farmer  indispensable  to  this  es- 
tablishment, we  have  no  hesitation  in  re- 
commending Mr.  Ransom  as  a  suitable 
person  for  that  office.  He  and  his  wife 
are  both  members  of  the  Presbyteriaa 
church  at  Lewnton,  and  have  in  that  vi- 
cinity an  excellent  character  for  piety 
and  discretion. 

The  undersigned  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing measures,  as  highly  expedient  for 
the  Interests  of  the  Mission  at  Tuscarora, 
via. 

ist.  That  an  additional  female  teacher 
be  sent  there  as  soon  as  practicable..  The 
females  in  the  tribe  receive  now  little  or 
no  instruction  in  domestic  economy* 
though  tiiey  need  and  wish  it  much. 
Mrs.  Crane  has  neither  the  time  nor  op- 
portunity of  communicating  it  to  them. 
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If  Mr.  RaB8om*8  family  should  be  em- 
ployed as  MIssioiiaries,  the  female  part  of 
his  family  might  attend  to  this  daty> 
otherwise  some  person  ought  soon  to  be 
designated  to  that  office. 

2d.  That  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crane  be  per- 
mitted to  remore  from  the  farm  tu  the 
centre  of  the  Indian  village,  provided 
hb  removal  can  be  effected  with  little  or 
no  eipense  to  the  Society. 

Mr.  Crane  now  lives  on  the  post  road 
to  Lewiston,  at  least  half  a  mile  from 
the  Indian  village ;  in  going  to  which  be 
has  to  ascend  quite  a  steep  mountain.  He 
has  very  little  intercourse  with  the  In- 
dians, eicepting  on  the  Sabbath.  A  resi- 
dence among  them  would  contribute  to 
his  personal  comfort — would  enable  bun 
more  punctually  to  attend  to  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  children  and  youth — to  visit 
the  sick — and  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of 
the  Indian  language.  He  ardently  wishes 
for  the  removal.  The  Indians  also  wish 
it,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  removal  may 
be  effected  with  little  or  no  espense  to 
the  Board,  on  either  of  the  plans  sug- 
|;csted  by  the  nation,  as  Mr.  Crane  could 
no  doubt  interest  his  friends  at  the  west 
in  the  object,  and  in  all  his  communica- 
tions with  the  Commissioners,  seemed 
rather  to  desire  the  permission  of  the 
Board  for  hSs  removal,  than  meant  from 
them  in  order  to  accomplish  it. 

ddly.  That  in  case  a  farmer  be  not  ap- 
pointed for  the  Tuscarora  station,  the 
lann  be  either  sold,  and  the  proceeds 
fnaded  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society,  or 
that  Mr.  Ransom  be  suffered  lo  remain 
on  it,  on  the  terms  stipulated  betweeo 
hioi  and  Mr.  Crane. 

Having  completed  the  ol^cts  of  our 
commission  at  Tuscarora,  the  under- 
signed repaired  on  Tuesday  the  12fh  of 
December  to  Buffalo.  On  Wednesday 
we  vinted  the  Seneca  village,  and  re- 
'  quested  the  interpreter,  Thomas  Arm. 
strong,  to  summon  a  council  of  the  chieft 
and  warriors  the  next  day  at  10  o'clock. 
We  also  had  an  interview  with  the  Cate* 
chist,  Jabes  B.  Hyde,  and  the  Teacher, 
Mr.  James  Young,  who  respectively  con- 
sented to  be  placed  under  the  care  of  the 
U.K.  M.  S.  so  far  as  relates  to  Missionary 
purposes,  and  to  receive  from  them  either 
a  salary  or  a  support,  as  they  may  Jndga 
eipedient. 
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The  Commissioners  met  with  the  Sen« 
eca  Chiefs  and  Warriors,  in  Council,  at 
their  council-house  In  Seneca  Village,  oa 
Thursday  the  14th  Deo.  1820,  and  after 
the  Council  was  opened  with  prayer,  by 
the  Rev.  Bir.  Rowan, 

Captain  Pollard  rose  and  said-^ 

Brothers,^We  have  eome  together 
this  day,  agreeably  to  the  notice  we  bad* 
The  Great  Spirit  has  appointed  thbday,  ' 
and  permitted  us  to  see  one  another.  We 
have  eovenanted  together  to  keep  tha 
commandments  of  God,  and  we  are  very 
happy  to  meet  with  you  this  day.  We 
diauk  the  Great  Spirit  for  preserving  you 
on  your  Journey,  and  for  bringing  you  to 
our  council-fire  in  health  and  safety.  Wa 
bless  God  for  his  goodness  tbis-day.  We 
hoped  when  one  of  you  was  here  before, 
that  if  we  shouldlnot  see  each  other's  lacea 
again,  Qod  would  preserve  you,  and  that 
if  we  never  met  again  here,  we  wooU 
all  walk  In  the  light  and  hereafter  matt 
in  heaven.  We  now  feel  partlculaHy 
thankful,  that  we  are  permitted  to  see 
one  another  again,  this  day. 

Brothers,— Oor  failings  and  troubib 
are  well  known  to  you.  Our  nalioa  aie 
now  in  t»To  parties.  This  grieves  us. 
We  had  hoped  the  two  parties  would 
have  been  together  tbia  day  to  hear  yoa* 
But  you  see  our  nnmber  is  small,  and  we 
hope  you  wiH  bear  with  it  Wearesor- 
ry  there  are  no  more  here.  As  you  have 
come  a  great  distance,  we  suppose  yoa 
have  something  important  to  communi- 
cate.   We  are  now  ready  to  hear  yoe. 

Mr.  Rowan  then  observed,  that  we  else 
feh  thankful  to  the  Great  Spirit  that  we 
had  been  preserved  on  eur  long  joomej 
and  were  permitted  to  see  them  in  health 
around  their  own  coancil*fire.  Wa  have 
been  sent  here  by  the  Society  that  has 
covenanted  with  yoa,  and  before  deliv- 
ering any  remarks  of  our  own,  we  will 
read  to  yoo  the  talk  which  the  good  soci- 
ety has  sent  to  you.  The  talk  was  than 
read  and  interpreted.  (This  talk  was  the 
same  as  that  sent  to  the  Tusearoras.) 

After  this,  further  esplanadons  were 
given  as  to  the.nature  and  origin  of  thb 
new  Society,  (the  U.  F.  M.  S.)  and  they 
were  told  that  the  N.  T.  M.  S.  would  no 
longer  exist  by  that  name,  but  oply  as  ia 
the  United  For.  M.  Society.   GoOqIc 

It  was  then  distinctly  asked,  <«  whetMr 


tbey  were  willing  to  be  placed  nader  the 
care  of  (be  U.  F'  M.  S.  So  far  as  relates 
to  roissiojiary  purposes  ?" 
Tomig  Kiog:  rose  and  replied : — 
Brothers, — We  bare  understood  yoar 
talk.  There  is  a  variation  on  our  minds 
and  yon  must  pity  our  case.  It  is  for 
want  of  wisdofli.  If  you  will  be  so  good 
M  to  give  OS  a  chance  to  inquire  into  it, 
we  wlU  be  glad.  We  understand  all  yoa 
kave  eiplained  so  far.  But  one  thing 
pots  US  on  a  deep  study.  Mr.  Stnmg 
was  present  at  the  time  when  the  gov. 
enant  was  made-*>and  we  then  covenant- 
ed with  the  good  soeiety.  Some  tbiok 
there  might  be  a  chance  now  to  undo 
that  covenant!  if  we  eooae  under  the  new 
iMietyf  and  Join  in  with  the  diiferent  de- 
nomiuations.  We  wish  you  to  eiplaia 
Ihia.  We  wish  to  have  a  fisir  understaod- 
iug  how  we  can  do  this,  consistently 
wkk  oar  former  covenant  We  wonld 
Ifte  to  have  the  talk  of  the  good  society 
afaia  send,  and  when  we  ondeietand  eve- 
ry thing,  we  are  ready  to  answer. 

The  talk  was  accordingly  again  read, 
aid  the  difficnities  which  seemed  to 
trouble  them  were  removed  by  fufther 
axplaaations.  They  were  told  that  there 
was  BO  chance  of  breaking  that  covenant 
—that  the  same  people  in  this  new  soci- 
ety would  still  keep  the  same  covenant ; 
and  that  we  were  fully  anthoriied  to  re- 
new  this  covenant  on  the  part  of  this  new 
Mciety.  After  this, 
Young  King  rose  and^^gd :— 
Brothers,— We  give  tbMs  to  God  for 
Bfe  and  health  at  this  time  of  day.  We 
thank  him  that  we  are  met  here  m  peace 
and  brotherly  love.  We  now  folly  nn* 
derstand  it.  Onr  difficulties  are  past. 
We  ratum  gmt  thanks  to  you  for  yoor 
Wng  patience,  and  for  explaining  it,  to 
our  full  Httderstending. 

Brothersr~We  remember  the  first  time 
when  yon  were  sent  on,  and  we  cove* 
■naled  with  you.  We  explained  to  yon 
than,  the  reason  why  we  were  so  behind 
hand.  Soma  thought  then  if  we  accept- 
ed the  gospeU  that  when  the  old  people 
were  gone,  the  preacliers  might  bring  in 
a  bill  of  cost  against  us.  But  it  was  then 
eiplaiBed  as  being  only  for  onr  good  and 
that  the  good  society  did  not  look  to  our 
nation  for  any  reward  from  us ;  but  only 
from  the  Great  Spirit.     Then  we  folly 
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understood  the  matter.  There  was  nn 
longer  any  trouble  in  our  minds,  and  we 
covenanted  witbyoo. 

Brothers,^ — The  worst  difficnities  tlwt 
come  on  us,  are  from  the  Quakers.  They 
have  a  particular  way.  They  wish  to  in- 
struct us  in  the  things  of  this  world.  They 
tell  us,  that  tbey  have  a  great  feeling  for 
us.  We  called  a  council  at  Tontewania* 
They  tell  us  that  the  Ministers  of  the 
gospel  are  undermining  us  and  eating  out 
our  lands  from  beneath  us,  and  that  we 
will  not  know  it,  till  it  comes,  and  wo 
shall  all  cave  in.  They  tell  us,  if  we  en- 
courage these  Ministers,  we  will  not  have 
a  bit  of  land  by  and  by.  They  trouble 
us  and  perplex  us,  and  some  do  not  know 
what  to  think  of  it. 

Brotheri, — Notwithstanding  all  this, 
you  may  be  sure  our  minds  are  as  strong, 
as  when  we  first  covenanted.  We  are 
determined  nothing  shall  break  up  our 
minds.  We  will  bold  fast  to  the  cove, 
nant,  as  our  best  good.  All  the  good  peo- 
ple have  joined  together  to  help.  We 
are  thankful  for  it.  Dr.  Morse  called 
hero.  He  was  going  westward  to  see  the 
Indians.  We  saw  the  President  of  the 
United  States  had  a  voice  in  it.  When 
be  returned,  we  saw  him  and  be  told  us 
many  things.  We  were  thankful  to  him 
for  all  he  said.  Now  as  all  good  people 
have  joined  together  to  help  the  Indians, 
we  have  to  thank  you  for  your  great 
trouble  in  coming  here  to  see  us,  and  we 
are  now  very  willing  and  glad  to  come 
under  this  new  society. 

Mr.  Rowan  then  observed — 

Brothers, — We  have  been  patient,  and 
we  are  glad  to  see  you  cautious.  We  es- 
teem your  caution  as  a  proof  of  your 
wisdom,  and  we  hope  you  will  always  exr 
ercise  it  in  your  dealings  with  white  men. 
We  are  now  ready  to  renew  the  covenant 
with  you,  on  the  part  of  the  new  Society. 

The  covenant  made  with  them  by  the . 
N.  T.  M.  S.  on  the  13th  of  January,  1819^ 
was  then  renewed  by  the  following  en- 
dorsement, viz. 

"  The  Senacas,  Onondagas,  and  Cayu* 
gaa ,  on  the  Buffalo  Reservation,  having 
agreed,  in  council,  to  be  placed  under 
the  care  of  the  United  Foreign  Missiona- 
ry Society,  so  far  as  relates  to  miasionaiy 
purposes,  and  the  U.  F.  M.  S.  having 
agreed  to  keep  this  covenant  in  caae  fnch 
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coiMWDt  Wt8  obtained,  the  whbla  eove* 
nant  was  fonnally  renewed  on  the  behalf 
of  the  (J.  F.  M.  S.  by  the  onderffgned, 
agreeably  (o  the  instmclions  given  them. 
STEPHEN  N.  ROWAN, 
PASCHAL  N.  STRONG, 
Commissioners  of  the  U.  F.  M.  S. 
his 
THOMAS  X   ARMSTRONG, 
mark 

Interpreter. 
Stnua  ViUa§:e,  Du,  14, 1820.'* 

After  the  covenant  was  thus  renewed, 
the  following  question  was  asked  them  : 
Are  you  willing  to  receive  and  hear  a  re- 
gular preacher  of  the  gospel  ? 

Pollard  replied— 

Brothers, — We  are  ghid  to  hear  your 
question.  The  covenant  promises  to  send 
ns  a  preacher,  if  we  will  receive  him, 
and  the  good  society  can  send  one. — 
When  you  were  here  before,  you  inquir- 
ed about  Mr  Hyde,  and  we  told  you  we 
saw  nothing  against  him.  As  the  good 
society  are  now  to  make  new  arrange- 
mentSi  we  are  satisfied  with  them.  We 
hope  the  Great  Spirit  will  lead  you  in  the 
right  way  to  appoint  a  faithful  minister  to 
do  his  duty,  and  be  for  that  particular 
purpose,  and  not  be  led  away  by  other 
matters.  We  shall  cheerfully  listen  to 
him  with  all  our  might.  We  will  feel  a 
thousand  times  thankful  to  you  for  it. 

PoJlard  then  addressed  Blr.  Hyde  thus : 

Brother,— You  sitflEered  with  us  a  long 
time.  We  always  lived  in  a  peaceable 
manner  with  you.  We  hope  the  Great 
Spirit  will  protect  you,  and  guide  you  in 
the  right  way,  and  keep  you  from  every 
difficulty.  We  wish  you  every  happiness. 

Mr.  Rowan  then  observed,  that  we 
were  glad  to  hear  of  their  great  willing- 
ness to  receive  a  regular  minister  of  the 
gospel,  and  that  we  presumed  the  society 
would  make  arrangements  for  sending 
such  a  person  as  soqn  as  one  can  be  pro- 
cured ;  that  we  did  not  wish  them  to 
suppose  that  Mr.  Hyde  would  necessari- 
ly be  dismissed  when  they  had  a  regular 
preacher ;  but  that  the  Society  would 
make  their  own  arrangements  afterwards. 

It  was  then  asked,  whether,  if  a  regu- 
lar preacher  was  sent  to  them,  they  would 
give  him  the  use  of  a  place  to  live  upon, 
and  on  which  he  might  build  a  bouse— 
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whether  they  wo«1d  select  a  spot  near 
Mr.  Young's,  or  elsewhere  ? 

Pollard  replied — 

Brothers, — We  have  great  difficulty  on 
this  point.  We  receive  much  abusive 
language  from  the  Pagan  party.  They 
say,  that  we  are  giving  a  chance  to  the 
ministers  and  societies  to  make  a  town 
among  us— that  they  are  running  away 
with  our  lands.  We  fear  that  if  we  grant 
land  to  a  preacher,  we  will  encourage 
the  suspicions  of  the  Pagans  against  the 
whites,  and  especially  against  the  good 
Society.  We  do  not  know  what  to  say 
now  about  this  matter. 

They  were  then  asked,  whether  they 
would  be  willing  to  allow  an  addition 
made  to  Mr.  Young's  house  for  the  ac. 
commodation  of  the  preacher  ?  To  which 
they  replied,  that  they  would  be  perfect* 
ly  satisfied  and  pleased  with  this  arrange- 
ment ;  that  the  Society  might  make  any 
addition  they  pleased  to  this  building ; 
and  that  the  location  of  Mr.  Youag'f 
house  was  retired  and  central,  and  alto- 
gether the  most  eligible. 

It  was  then  asked  what  mechanics  they 
would  wbh  the  Society  to  send  among 
them  .' 

Pollard  replied — 

Brothers, — ^You  have  left  it  to  us  t» 
choose.  This  is  an  important  question. 
Oor  tribe  is  large  and  scattered.  We 
want  so  much  assistance,  that  we  canaot 
give  an  answer  at  present  Some  would 
want  one  and  some  another.  We  will 
give  an  answer  to  this  in  the  Spring,  whea 
all  the  tribes  come  together  to  get  their 
annuity.  We  will  then  decide,  and  send 
you  a  Talk  as  to  what  we  may  wish. 

They  were  then  asked,  whether,  agree* 
ably  to  the  plai^f  the  U.  F.  M.  8.,  and 
also  the  plan  of  the  government  of  the 
United  Stales,  they  would  send  their  chil- 
dren, especially  some  of  their  girls,  to 
live  together  in  Mr.  Young's  boose,  and 
learn  knitting,  sewing,  spinning,  weaving, 
&c.  in  case  the  Society  should  send  a  fia- 
male  teacher  to  instruct  them  ?  To  this 
they  readily  replied,  that  they  would 
cheerfully  consent,  and  would  feel  parti- 
cularly thankful  for  it. 

To  the  question,  whether  they  wouid 
appropriate  a  sufficient  portion  of  laai 
on  the  Reservation  for  the  use  of  tho 
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MWoiaries,  tiMy  replied  that  it  was  not 
then  in  their  power  to  answer  or  oooiplj> 
and  tkat  this  maMerthey  would  eoatider 
at  tbeir  Spring  couneil 

We  then  tlianked  them  for  their  patient 
attention  to  our  communications  and 
questions,  and  told  them  we  were  done. 

In  cpnclusion,  they  thanked  us  for  our 
communications,  and  wished  us  a  safe  re- 
turn to  our  homes  and  families.  Af* 
ter  which  the  council  was  closed  with 
prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Strong. 

After  the  council  was  closed,  the  under- 
signed repaired,  according  to  previous  en- 
gagement, to  the  house  of  the  Teacher, 
Mr.  J.  Young,  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  in 
marriage  the  Intepreter,  Thomas  Arm- 
strong, and  Rebeoca  Hempferman.  There 
we  found  among  the  principal  chiefs  and 
warriors  of  the  nation,  who  had  attended 
the  council,  Jonathan  Jacket,  yotmgest 
ton  of  the  celebrated  chief  Red  Jacket. 
He,  we  were  infon^ed  by  Thomas,  was 
engaged  to  a  young  woman  by  the  name 
uf  Yuh-ah-weeh,  from  Catarangus,  who 
was  then  distant  from  Mr.  Young's  about 
Ibor  miles,  and  that  he  was  aniioos  to 
liara  his  marriage  solemnised  also  ac- 
cording to  the  christian  Institution,  if  we 
would  wait  until  he  could  go  and  bring 
her  to  Mr.  Young's.  We  accordingly  de- 
layed the  marriage  of  Thomas,  until 
Jacket  returaed  with  his  bride,  when 
both  couple  were  married  at  once,  with 
the  approbation  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  chiefs  and  warriors  present.  The  de- 
lay occasioned  by  the  absence  of  Jacket, 
Mr.  Strong  endeavoured  to  Improve  by 
communicating  to  the  chiefs  through  the 
Interpreter,  a  brief  but  comprehensive 
view  of  the  plan  of  salvation  through  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  inviting  their  se- 
rious attention  to  the  toncerns  of  their 
souls.  He  also  read  to  them  from  the 
American  Missionary  Register,  published 
by  Mr.  Lewis,  an  account  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  U.  F.  M.  S.  on  behalf  of 
the  Of^ages  of  the  Arkansas  and  Missouri' 
They  gave  him  the  most  profound  atten- 
tion, and  expressed  their  satisfaction  and 
gmtitude. 

We  mention  these  marriages,  as  well 
because  they  wero  the  first  ever  solemnl- 
eed  in  the  Seneca  nation  aocording  to 
the  christian  Institution,  as  becaoio  one 
of  them  will  somewhat  change  the  relft- 
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tkm  of  Thomas  Armstrong  to  tha  misiiea. 
This  Interpreter  has  hitherto  lived  witk 
the  catechist,  Mr.  Hyde  ;  and  in  ooese- 
quence  of  this  Bfr.  Hyde  has  had  an  al-. 
lowance  in  the  payment  of  his  salary  for 
Thomas's  board.  Thomas  will  hereafter 
live  in  his  own  house.  The  undersigned 
therefore  submit  the  propriety  of  making 
a  suitable  deduction  from  Mr.  Hyde's 
salary,  from  the  14th  of  December  last, 
the  date  of  Thomas's  marriage,  and  a 
corresponding  addition  to  the  salary  of 
the  Interpreter. 

The  buildings  owned  by  the  Society 
amojig  the  Seneca  Indians,  are  three  In 
number— the  house  occupied  by  Mr. 
Hyde,  the  house  formerly  used  by  the 
school,  but  now  unoccupied,  and  tlie 
dwelling  house  of  Mr.  Young.  They  ara 
all  in  good  repair,  but  neither  of  them 
could  be  dbposed  of  to  any  advantage 
In  the  event  of  erecting  new  buUdinp 
for  a  Missionary  family. 

The  undersigned  aie  of  opinion,  that 
the  following  measures  would  conduce  to 
the  interests  of  the  Mission  among  the 
Senecas,  and  do  aecordingly  recommend 
their  adoption,  via. 

1.  That  a  Bflnlster  of  the  Gospel  be 
sent,  and  a  regular  church  or^aniaed 
among  them  without  delay.  Afler  hav- 
ing repeatedly  refused  to  have  a  Minister 
of  the  Gospel  among  them,  they  have  at 
last  formally  and  cheerfully  consented, 
and  the  Society  ought  to  take  advantage 
of  this  consent,  to  afford  them  the  regu- 
lar administration  of  the  word  and  ordi- 
nances. The  only  religious  instruction 
they  now  receive  is  from  the  Catechist 

%  That  an  addition  be  made  to  the 
house  occupied  by  Mr.  Young,  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Minister's  family 
and  embodying  so  many  of  the  Indian 
youth  of  both  seies.  In  the  Missionary 
family,  as  the  Indians  will  spare  from 
their  respective  finnUles.  If  a  Minister 
should  be  sent  to  Seneca  immediately, 
the  old  school-house  might  perhaps  be 
fitted  up  at  small  expense  for  his  winter 
residence.  Should  the  Board  make  any 
new  arrangements  in  relation  to  the  Ca- 
techist, whose  services,  m  that  egpadfy^ 
after  the  arrival  of  the  Missionary  would 
be  useless,  the  Minister  could  be  accom- 
modated in  Mr.  Hyde's  house.

In  almost  every  region 
of  the  earth,  where  we  see  the  mldtmeis, 
which  had  long  remained  barren,  begin- 
ning to  blossom  and  present  the  fruits  of 
righteousness;  we  may  see  tome  labour^ 
ers  from  among  ourselves  who  are  aiding 
in  this  work  of  moral  cultivation.  How 
many  of  our  own  precious  youth,  leaving 
father  and  mother,  and  brethren  and  sis- 
ters, with  aH  the  charms  and  enjoymente 
of  civilired  life,  are  repeating  this  day  to 
perishing  heathen,  (hat  message  of  gnat 
joy  which  was  first  announced  by  the  ao- 
get  to  the  shepherds  on  the  plains  of  Betfa- 
lehem,~(/n/o  you  is  borth  and  for  you  has 
bled,  a  Sanour,  even  Christ  the  Lord,  TMs 
we  mention  as  the  glory  of  the  Ameriean 
churches,  and  as  the  surest  pledge  that 
there  is  mercy  in  store  for  our  Zion 
through  generations  yet  unborn.  And  as 
the  hosts  of  Heaven  exulted  in  Bethle- 
hem's plains  while  they  made  known  th« 
Saviour's  birth,  there  is  no  doubt  but  tbey 
feel  fresh  joy  in  various  parts  of  our  globe 
in  the  view  of  sinners  among  the  heathen, 
who  were  formerly  far  from  righteousness, 
brought  to  repen(anco  through  (he  instru- 
mentality of  our  pious,  laborious  mis- 
sionaries. 

Several  years  have  elapsed  since  a 
Sociely,  instituted  in  the  city  of  New- 
York,  for  the  6[^read  of  the  gospel,  form- 
ed some  Missionary  stations  in  yeur  part 
of  the  countpy,  one  at  Tuscarora,  and  one 
near  to  Buffalo,  amoug  the  Seneca  In- 
dians; and  although  we  have  infinite  cause 
to  deplore  the  languor  of  our  zeal,  and 
the  feebleness  of  our  efforts,  yet  %ve  hum- 
bly hope  that  this  labour  of  love  has  not 
been  altogether  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  The 
risen,  glorified  Saviour  has,  we  trust,  be- 
held occasionally  in  the  conversion  of 
some  benighted,  besotted  pagans  in  those 
places  the  travail  of  his  soulj  and  been  «a* 
Itt/iecf ,  and  when  all  his  saints  are  gathered 
at  the  resurrection  of  the  just,  it  will  be 
recorded  that  such  and  such  heirs  of  sal- 
vation, were  bom  spiritually  at  these 
posts,  who  shall  be  presented  as  crwms 
e/rejoJcuig  to  our  worthy  Mffsionarjes. 
And  tkMecovery  pf  a  single  shiner  from 
the  horrorf  of  eternal  death,  to  the  feli- 
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cities  and  glories  of  eternal  life,  might  be 
esteemed  as  an  ample  compensation  for 
the  eiertions  of  all  the  Missionary  assoei- 
atioos  on  the  earth.  What  wiU  a  man  gtec 
in  exchange  for  his  soul. 

The  stations  at  Tuscarora  and  Seneca 
have  been  recenily  (c^nsferred,  by  mutu- 
al consent,  to  (he  United  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society ;  a  society  under  the  patron- 
age of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Re- 
formed Dutch,  and  the  Associate  Reform- 
ed churches  in  the  United  States,  and  wts 
have  resolved  immediately  to  strengthen 
these  establishments  by  adding  one  Fe- 
male Missionary  to  the  former,  and  (wo 
to  the  latter,  not  only  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  them  religious  iastroction,  bntnl- 
so  to  teach  them  sewing,  knitting*  spin* 
ning,  and  other  civilised  arts,  and  to  em* 
ploy  at  the  latter  station  an  ordained  Mi« 
nister  of  the  Gospel.  We  ceed  not  •nfcma 
you.  Christian  Brethfen,  that  this  meae* 
ure  will  incur  a  very  considerable  addi- 
tfonal  expense,  and  aa  our  churches  in  this 
region  are  required  to  make  large  eontif* 
butioos  for  the  support  of  establuhmantn 
already  formed,  and  for  other  extensive 
establishments  now  forming  in  the  south, 
to  your  liberality  we  must  appeal  in  our 
Master's  name,  for  aid  to  carry  thb  resolo* 
tion  into  effect  But  we  know  that  yota 
are  not  unimpressed  wilh  a  sense  of  (he 
infinitely  great  things  which  have  beea 
wroaght  for  you  in  that  section  of  (be 
church.  A  few  years  since  you  explored 
Ibat  country  when  a  natural  and  moral 
wilderness,  but  now  have  you  seen  the 
desert  blossom^  and  the  solitary  places  be- 
come  glad.  Under  the  smiles  of  a  benig- 
nant Providence  crowning  your  industry, 
you  now  occupy  commodious  houses,  and 
can  look  around  upon  fruitful  orcbarda» 
and  highly  cuUiva(ed  fields;  you  are  ac- 
commodated with  schools  for  the  educa- 
tion of  your  youth,  and  on  the  Sabbath 
can  repair  to  the  peaceful  sanctuary 
where  you  see  your  teachers^  and  hear  fr^m 
them  the  messages  of  pardon  and  peace. 
All  these  blessings  have  been  showered 
upon  ypii  withiq  the  lapse  of  a  few  years, 
and  we  enteiluin  no  doubt  but  many  of 
you  are  ready  to  ask,  how  shall  we  em- 
press our  gratitude  ^  What  shall  we  ren^ 
der  to  the  Lord  for  ail  his  benefits  ?  Here, 
friends  in  the  common  Saviour,  ai»  o|k- 
portunKy  is  presented  for  the  exerctae  of 
thanksgiving.       The     same      blessing 
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wbieh  you  are. now  eojoyiiig— wbieh 
you  value  as  your  dUtioguisbing  glory, 
and  would  transmit  to  your  offspring  as 
beyond  comparison  the  most  precious 
boont  we  wish  to  extend  to  yoor  brethren 
and  ours,  who  are  yet  tiiUng  in  darkneut 
morel  and  intellectual,  and  who  a  few 
years  ago  were  in  possession  of  the  very 
places  where  your  family  dwellings  and 
your  temples  of  devotion  now  stand.— 
We  wish  to  ere^t  among  them  semina- 
ries of  learning,  to  educate  their  children, 
who  are  equally  susceptible  of  improve- 
ment with  our  own ;  to  diffuse  among 
them  a  knowledge  of  those  arts  which 
elevate  the  character  of  man  in  this 
world ;  but  more  especially  to  give  them 
the  meane  of  eternal  salvation  in  the 
world  to  come. 

The  Society  has.  adopted  the  plan  not 
to  settle  stated  salaries  upon  our  Missioo- 
aries,  hot  to  furnish  ihem  a  support,  con- 
sequently eontribntions  in  money  are  not 
ejiclusively  required*  but  common  arti- 
cles of  living.  And  as  a  bounteous  God 
h^s  crevned  us  year  after  year  wUh  his 
ggoibuUf  shall  we  not  cheerfully  conse* 
crate  a  portion  of  those  gifts  in  obedience 
to  his  command,  and  for  the  promotion 
of  his  canse  ?  But  we  forbear  either  to 
ai|;ae  or  to  eipostulate  with  you  upon 
this  subject.  The  love  of  Jesus  has  eon- 
sir  amed  many  of  you  to  devote  yourselves 
to  the  (iord,  and  the  same  love,  we  are 
persuaded,  will  constrain  you  to  devote  a 
part  of  your  secular  substance  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  hb  kingdom.  As  grain, 
meat,  clothing,  iic,  will  be  necessary,  we 
respectfully  suggest  to  you  the  expedien- 
cy of  forming  local  societies  among  your- 
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selves,  auxiliary  to  our  Board,  to  open  a 
correspondence^  and  mutually  to  agree 
what  articles  each  can  most  convenient- 
ly furoisb,  and  thus  secure  against  a  de- 
ficiency or  redundance  of  either.  By 
manifesting  a  becoming  promptitude  in 
this  service,  you  will  encourage  our 
hearts,  you  will  strengthen  our  hands, 
you  will  reflect  honour  on  your  christian 
profession,  you  will  present  an  offering 
acceptable  to  that  God  who  lores  a  cheer- 
ful giveft  you  will  exhibit  an  eiample 
worthy  tlie  imitation  of  generations  which 
shall  succeed  you — ^you  may  bring  the 
blessing  of  hundreds  of  poor,  wandering, 
perisliing  savages  upon  your  own  heads, 
and  your  liberality  in  this  respect  may  be 
regarded  as  the  sweet  pledge  of  the  di- 
vine benediction  on  yourselves,  and  your 
children,  and  your  children's  children. 
There  u  IheU  scatlereUii  and  yet  increaseih. 
He  that  waiereth  shall  be  ytatered  ;  his  seed 
shall  be  mighty  on  the  earth  ;  the  genera- 
tion of  the  upright  shall  be  blessed.  That 
the  Lord  God  may  reward  each  of  you 
an  hundred  fold  with  mercies  temporal 
and  spiritual  for  all  your  disinterested- 
ness in  bis  cause,  and  present  you,  irAen 
the  Chief  Shephert  shall  appear t  a  eroun 
of  glory  thatfadeth  not  axo^y,  ^  the  prayer 
of  your  friends  in  Jesus,  and  fellow-la- 
bourers in  the  work  of  his  gospel.

Extract  from  the  Rev,  Gordon  Halt  to  the 
Corresponding  Secretory. 

Bombay,  Oct  28, 1819. 
Kev.  and  Dear  Sir, 

This  letter  is  to  go  by  the  ship,  which 
conveys  Sir  Evan  Nenean  to  England. 
I  called  on  his  excellency  yesterday, 
paid  him  my  respects,  and  thanked  him 
for  all  his  indulgence  and  favour  towards 
our  mission.  He  was  very  friendly, 
and  loaded  me  and  our  mission  with  his 
good  wbbes.  1  could  certainly,  with 
much  cordiality,  tendar  him  my  good 
ifvishes,  and  i  have  no  reason  to  doubt 
the  sincerity  of  bis.  His  successor  U 
Mr.  Elphinstone,  who  has  conducted 
the  late  Mahratta  war  with  so  much  suc- 
cess. Several  other  changes  have  re- 
cently taken  place,  which  materially 
affect  the  European  community  of  the 
island. 

But  an  event  much  greater  than  1be<ie 
I  communicate,  when  I  tell  you,  that 
the  missionaries  at  Surat  have  obtained 
permission  to  form  a  printine  establish- 
ment there,  which  wdl  be  the  first  in- 
stance of  a  printing  press  established  at 
an  out-station,  (i.  e.  at  a  remove  from  a 
presidency,)  in  India.  Mr.  Skinner  and 
family  are  now  with  us.  His  object  is  to 
noquire  so  much  knowledge  of  the  print- 
ing business,  as  shall  enable  him  to  com- 
mence and  superintend  the  printing  at 
Surat 

Our  mission  proceeds  as  usual.  Four 
or  five  weeks  ago  we  baptized  a  profess- 
ed, and,  we  trust,  a  sincere  convert  from 
the  Mahommedan  faith.  He  continues 
to  appear  well,  remains  with  us,  and  is  at 
present  our  Hiudoostanee  teacher.  We 
hope  and  pray  that  God  may  enable  him 
to  adorn  the  profession  he  has  made,  and 
be  very  useful. 

The  dry  season  is  now  begun,  and  we 
hope  to  do  more  than  we  have  done^  by 
way  of  ifSnerating  on  the  continent.  *  Mr. 
Bardwell  is  now  absent,  partly  for  that 
purpose ;  and  Mr.  Graves  expects  to  make 
a  tour  in  a  few  days.  I  have  also  just 
applied  for  a  passport  \  and  hope  that  my 
own  health,  and  the  circumstances  of  my 
family  will,  in  a  short  time,  allow  me  to 
go  abroad. 

In  a  few  days  we  shall  have  finished 
printing  the  Gospel  of  John.  The  next 
portion  of  Scripture  we  print  will  be  sev- 
eral of  the  short  epistles. 

PALESTINE  MISSION. 

Letter  from  Menrt.  FUk  and  Parsons  to  the 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

Scio,  June  7, 1820. 

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir, 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Vanlennep  has  just 
informed  us,  that  the  brig  Minerva  of 
?<ew>York  is  now  at  Smyrna,  and  will  sail 
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soon  for  the  United  States.  We  had  che- 
rislied  some  hope,  (hat  the  next  arrivals 
from  America  would  bring  us  letters.  We 
are  disappointed  in  this,  but  are  glad  of 
another  opportunity  to  write.  Our  last 
communications  were  forwardedin  March 
by  the  brig  Messenger. 

We  reiDHined  in  Smyrna  till  the  first  of 
May.  and  then  took  passage  for  this  island. ' 
We  came  in  compan>  with  several  Greek 
merchants,  whose  friendly  attentions 
were  very  serviceable  to  us  on  our  arri- 
val here.  Mr.  Bambas,  (as  the  Greeks 
pronounce  it  Vamras,)  \\  ho  is  the  princi- 
pal instructer  in  the  Greek  Academy,  or, 
as  it  is  sometimes  called,  the  College,  and 
to  whom  we  had  letters  from  Mr.  lowelt 
and  Mr.  Williamson,  gave  us  a  very  affec- 
tionate welcome,  and  offered  immediate- 
ly to  devote  his  own  time  to  our  instruc- 
tion. He  is  undoubtedly  the  most  learn- 
ed man  on  the  island.  We  have  access 
to  his  public  lectures  in  the  forenoon,  and 
spend  from  one  to  two  hours  in  his  study 
in  the  afternoon. 

The  acquisition  of  Modern  Greek  is 
now  our  principal  object ;  and  for  this  our 
situation  Is  very  favourable.  We  are  ob- 
liged to  converse  in  Italian  or  Greek ;  as 
we  know  only  two  persons  on  the  island, 
who  speak  English,  and  them  we  seldom 
see.  Besides  pursuing  the  study  of  the 
languages,  we  converse  occasionaUy,  in 
our  stammering  way,  with  Individuals  on 
the  subjeet  of  religion ;  and  we  do  a  lit- 
tle by  distributing  the  Scriptures  and 
tracts.  By  these  methods  perhaps  a  little 
seed  may  be  sown,  which  heresLfier  may 
grow,  and  bring  forth  fruit  The  Greeks 
receive  Bibles  and  tracts  very  readily. 
How  much  they  will  read  them,  and  what 
effects  they  will  produce,  the  event  roast 
show.  We  shall  take  some  pains,  during 
the  suDuner,  to  collect  information  rela- 
tive to  this  island,  and  particularly  the  re- 
lieious  opinions,  practices,  and  condition 
of  the  Greeks.  You  may  expect  the  re- 
sult of  our  inquiries  at  soma  future  time. 

We  have  not  been  idle,  though  we  seem 
to  have  done  nothing.  We  hope  not  to 
be  idle ;  though  we -hardly  dare  cherish 
the  expectation  of  effecting  much,  for  a 
long  timOi  Thus  far  goodness  and  mercy 
have  followed  us.  VVe  cannot,  without 
very  peculiar  emotions,  contemplate  the 
dispensations  of  Providence,  which  have 
brought  us  to  this  time  and  this  part  of 
the  world.  Why  have  these  things  taken 
place  ?  Why  have  these  plans  been  laid, 
and  these  hopes  excited  ?  Why  have  the 
feelings,  the  charities,  and  the  prayers  of 
the  churches  been  thus  drawn  to  this  land  ? 
The  Head  of  the  churoli  will,  in  his  own 
time,  develope  bis  plans ;  will  teach  us 
what  these  things  mean,  and  bow  they  are 
to  turn  to  his  glory.  May  we  have  grace 
to  discharge  our  duty  faithfully,  and  to 
submit  to  all  the  divine  dealings  towards 
ns,  and  towards  our  mission.    We  desire. 
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too,  that  (be  friends  of  tbis  mission  may 
be  prepared,  so  that,  if  (heir  faKh  and 
patience  should  be  put  (o  a  severe  (est* 
the  trial  amy  be  like  (hat  of  gold,  which 
endureth,  (houeh  of^en  purified  with  fire. 
We  hope  betore  long  to  hear,  that  mis- 
'i  )narie8  arc  coming  on(  (o  Smyrna^  This 
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appears  evtrv  week  more  and  more  im- 
|X>rtant ;  and  the  probability  that  a  mii- 
sion  would  be  successful  aiid  exteosiirelj 
useful  seems  greater  and  greater. 

We  purpose  to  continue  here  tbroogb 
the  beat  of  sunmery  and  then  retato  to 
Smyrna.

THE  ARKANSAS  TERRITORY. 

It  must  be  gratifying  to  oar  readers  to  receive  any  information  respectbg 
that  country,  which  is  to  be  the  future  residence  of  the  Union  Mission  Family. 
The  following  letter  from  His  Excellency^  Gov.  Miller,  who  passed  more 
than  two  months  last  summer  among  the  Cherokee  and  Osage  Tribes,  wfl!, 
therefore,  be  perusefl  with  interest.  The  letter  is  dated,  "  Post  of  ArkaDsaa, 
Sept  %  1820."  We  copy '  it  from  The  Missionary^  a  paper  printed  at  Mount 
Zion,  in  Georgia : — 


"  I  would  have  answered  yon  soon- 
er, but  I  have  been  sick  almost  ever 
since  I  received  your  letter;  and  (his 
is  the  first  day  I  have  fel(  able  to  wrile. 
I  am  now  'very  weak.  This  conn- 
try  must  be  called  sickly.  Every  new 
comer,  without  exception,  has  been  sick. 
The  sickness  here  is  fever  and  ague ;  a 
slow  bilious  fever,  &«.  Very  few  deaths 
occur  by  disease,  but  people  remain 
weak  and  fit  for  nothing  a  long  time.  My 
brother  is  apparently  better  in  health 
than  be  has  been  for  two  years. 

<'  I  suppose  It  would  be  agreeable  to 
ytm  to  receive  tome  description  of  (his 
unknown  country.  Itissi(uated  be(wixt 
38  and  36  deg.  30  min.  N.  la(.  and  extends 
ff«m  the  Mississippi  to  the  western  boun- 
dary of  the  possessions  of  (he  United 
States.  U  is  a  very  large  exten(  of  coun- 
try, thinly  settled.  In  the  village  of  Ar- 
Icansaw  there  are  seventeen  houses, 
(dwellings)  and  this  is,  perhaps,  as  large 
a  village  as  b  in  the  territory.  From 
this  on  the  mail  route,  we  have  to  travel 
without  a  house  or  shelter,  three  days, 
to  get  to  a  setdement,  across  a  Prairie, 
la  crossing  (his,  water  is  a  scarce  arti- 
cle. In  fact,  there  is  a  great  want  of 
water  all  over  this  country,  with  very 
few  excep(k>n8. 

<<  The  Arkansaw  is  a  fine  navigable 
river  for  more  than  a  thousand  miles,  at 
a  middle  staee  of  water,  and  affords  as 
rich  land,  on  both  sides,  as  there  is  in  (he 
worid.  In  fac(,  on  all  the  rivers  is  to  be 
found  land  abundantly  rich  and  fertile-* 
and  uniformly  to  be  found.  Back  from 
the  water  streams,  the  land  is  quite  in- 
different, you  may  say  poor,  till  you  go 
west  two  or  three  hundred  miles,  then  it 
U  very  good.    The  country  b  very  flat 


and  level  from  (he  Mississippi  west  for 
160  miles,  then  it  becomes  hilly  and 
broken,  and  rooky  on  all  (he  bills.  Of 
animals  in  this  country,  both  winged  aad 
quadruped,  we  have  no  want.  There  U 
almost  every  species  of  the  bird  and 
fowl  in  great  abundance — wHd  geese  and 
swans,  (urkies,  quails,  rabbits,  raeooos, 
bear,  wolf,  catamount,  wild-cat,  beaver, 
otter,  deer,  elk,  and  buffiUoe— <tbe  hunts- 
man has  full  scope. 

"  As  to  minerals,  we  have  plenty  of 
iron,  lead,  coal,  salt,  &e. 

'<  Thb  country  is  best  for  rablog  stock 
of  ever^  kind  I  have  ever  seen.  A  man 
may  raise  and  keep,  summer  ^od  winter, 
any  number  he  pleases.  They  grow 
large  and  handsome. 

*<  CoUon  and  com  are  the  staple  arti- 
cles. The  land,  well  tended,  will  ave- 
rage aboo(  1000  in  the  seed,  to  ttie  acre ; 
corn  from  50  to  60  bushels.  The  crop  b 
good  (his  year,  but  the  birds  destroy  vast 
quantities  of  the  corn. 

<*  I  have  spent  more  than  two  months 
on  a  vbit  to  the  Cherokee  and  Osage  In- 
dians this  summer.  The  most  of  tbe  rest 
of  (he  time  I  have  been  sick.  The  object 
of  my  visit  (o  (be  Indian  villages,  was  to 
settle  a  difficully  betwixt  them.  I  went 
on  to  (heCberokees,  (260  miles)  and  held 
a  council  with  them.  Thev  agreed  to 
send  four  of  their  chiefs  with  me  to  tlie 
Osages,  about  360  miles  further.  Tlie 
settlement  of  tbe  Cberokees  is  scattered 
for  a  long  extent  on  the  river,  and  ap- 
pears not  much  different  from  those  of 
the  white  people.  They  are  considerablj 
advanced  towards  civilimtion*  and'Wm 
veiy  decent  in  their  deportment-  They 
inhabit  a  lovely,  rich  part  of  tbe  coun. 
(ry.    The  Osage  village  is  built  as  com. 
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paclly  as  Bottoo,  in  Ibe  centre  of  a 
vast  prairie.  All  the  warriors,  chiefs, 
and  yoang  men  met  us  two  miles 
from  the  town  on  horseback,  mounted 
on  tfood  horses,  and  as  fine  as  they  had 
feathers  or  any  thine  else  to  make  them. 
They  professed  much  friendship.  I  got 
them  to  suspend  their  hostilities. 

«  The  Osa^  town  consisted  of  160 
dwellings,  with  from  10  to  15  in  each 
bouse.  The  average  height  of  the  men 
is  more  than  sii  feet.  Vhey  are  entirely 
in  a  state  of  nature.  Very  few  w  bite 
people  have  ever  beeu  among  them. 
They  know  nothing  of  the  use  ofmoney, 
nor  do  they  use  any  ardent  spirits. 

«  I  pitched  my  tent  about  half  a  mile 
from  the  town,  and  stayed  five  dnys. 
They  made  dances  and  plays  every  night 
to  amase  me.  These  Indians  have  a  na- 
tive religion  of  their  own,  and  are  the 
only  tnbe  I  ever  knew  that  had.  At 
day  break  every  morning  I  could  hear 
them  at  prayer,  for  an  lK>ur.  They  ap- 
peared to  lie  as  devout  in  their  way  as 
any  class  of  people.  They  made  me  a 
present  of  eight  horses  when  I  left  there. 
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**  I  got  there  two  homed  frog8-<-(hey 
are  a  curiosity.  1  kept  one  of  them  alive 
twenty-two  days ;  it  then  laid  twenty- 
two  eggs,  as  large,  and  about  the  shape 
and  appettrance  of  a  large  white  bean, 
and  died.  I  have  them  all  preserved  in 
spirits.  I  obtained  the  skin  of  the  young 
wild  hog:  this  is  a  curiosity ~l ike wbe 
the  skin  of  the  badger.  I  procured  also 
some  salt  that  came  from  the  salt  prairie, 
which  is  covered  for  many  mites  from 
four  to  six  inches  deep,  with  pure,  white, 
crystal lized  salt.  All  men  agree,  both 
white  and  Indian,  who  have  been  there, 
that  they  can  cut  and  splice  oflf  a  foot 
square.  This  place  is  about  1900  miles 
by  the  course  of  the  river,  above  this. 
One  branch  of  the  Arkansaw  passes 
through  this  prairie,  and  sometimes  over- 
flows It.  When  this  is  the  case,  the  wa- 
ter in  the  river  here  is  too  salt  (o  drink. 
There  is  a  place  about  150  miles  from 
this  where  the  water  gushes  out  of  a 
mountain  so  hot,  that  you  may  scald  and 
dress  a  hog  with  the  water  as  It  come- 
from,  the  ground.  This  is  a  faet  whic 
admits  of  no  doubt.'* .

SIXTH  ANNt AL  REW)RT  (MP  THE  BAPTIST  BOARD  OF  FOREIGN 

MISSIONS  FOR  THE  UNITED  STATfiS. 

DELIVERED  APRIL  26,  OdO,

In  May  1814,  a^aambcr  of  Delegates  from  Missionary  Societies  and  otiier 
religious  bodies  of  the  Baptist  denomination,  in  various  parts  of  the  United 
States,  convened  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  organized  an  Institution,  en* 
titled  ''The  General  Missionary  Convention^  the  Baptist  Denomination  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  for  Foreign  Missiona."  The  Constitutron  then 
adopted,  requires  that  a  triennial  Convention  should,  thereafter,  be  held,  con- 
sisting of  Delegates,  not  exceeding  two  in  number,  from  each  of  the  several 
Misuooary  Societies,  and  other  religious  bodies  of  the  Bap^t  denomination  in 
tbki  country,  which  should  regularly  contribute  to  the  general  Afissionary 
ftuid,  the  sun  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  upwards,  per  annum.  It  ako  pro- 
vides for  the  triennial  appointment  of  twenty-one  Commissioners,  who  are 
styled  the  ^*  Baptist  Board  ot  Foreign  Missions  for  the  United  States,"  and 
wbose  duty  it  is,  to  manage  the  concerns  of  the  Institution,  during  the  recess 
of  the  triennial  Convention. 

The  first  Board  of  Commissioners  met  in  Philadelphia,  and  conimeoced 
their  operations  on  the  24th  of  May,  1814.  At  this  meeting,  the  Rev.  Luther 
Rice  was  appointed  a  Missionary,  to  travel  through  the  country  for  the  pur- 
pose of  exciting  a  Missionary  spirit,  and  forming  Auxiliary  Institutions.  The 
Rev.  AdoDiram  Judson,  then  a  Missionary  in  India,  was  also  taken  under  tiie 
eare  and  direction  of  the  Board.  An  appropriation  was  made  for  the  support 
0(  Mr.  Judson  and  his  wife,  and  an  order  was  passed,  directing  him  to  pursue 
his  pious  labours  in  such  parts  of  India,  as,  in  hb  judgment,  might  appear  most 
promising. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  on  the  11th  of  April,  1815,  Mr.  George  k.  Houg^ 
was  appointed  a  Missionary.  On  the  S5th  of  May,  he  was  solemnly  set  apart 
to  the  Missbnary  service,  and  was  directed  to  proceed  with  his  family,  by  the 
earliest  conveyance,  to  join  Mr.  Judson  at  Rangoon,  In  India. 

On  the  14th  of  June,  1815,  Mrs.  Chari^ottk  B.  Whits  was  admitted  as  a 
member  of  the  Burman  Mission,  and  was  requested  to  proceed  to  Rangoon  in 
company  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hough  and  dieir  two  d^dren.  The  whole  hm^ 
ily  embarked  for  Calcutta  on  the  Uth  of  December,  1815 ;  and  arrived  at  ^t 
port  on  the  i9d  of  April,  1816. 

On  the  15th  of  May,  1317,  Messrs.  James  Colman  and  Edward  W.  Whee- 
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lock,  were  appointed  to  the  MieBioaary  senrice  of  the  Board,  to  Bunnah ; 
Messrs.  James  £.  Welch  and  John  M.  Peek  to  Missiooary  service  io  the  Bfis* 
souri  l*erritory ;  and  the  Rey.  Mt.  Ranaklson  to  Missionary  service  in  New- 
Orleans  and  its  vicinity.  The  two  former,  with  their  wires,  arrived  at  Ran- 
goon, on  the  IPth  of  September,  1818. 

On  the  first  Monday  in  September,  1817,  the  Rev.  Isaac  McCoy  was  a|»- 
pointed  a  Missionary  to  the  Indians  in  the  vicinty  of  the  Wabash  ;  and  on  the 
6th  of  Oetober  in  the  same  year,  the  Rev.  Humphrey  Posey,  was  appointed  a 
Missionary  to  the  Clierokees. 

In  April,  1818,  measures  were  taken  to  establish  a  Theological  InstitutioQ 
under  the  immediate  care  of  the  Board ;  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Staughtoo,  of  Phil- 
adelphia, was  appointed  '*  Principal  in  the  Institution ;  and  the  Rev.  ira  Chaae, 
Professor  of  Languages  and  Biblical  Literature." 

In  July,  of  the  same  year,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Eastman  was  appointed  a  Bfis- 
denary  for  the  vicinity  of  Natchez  and  St.  Francisville  ;  and  the  Rev.  Henry 
George,  a  Missionary  to  the  Sandusky  Indians. 

This  brief  sketch  of  the  origin  and  progress  of  the  ^  Baptist  Board  of  Fo* 
rdgn  Missions  for  the  United  States,"  brings  us  down  to  the  date  of  the  pro- 
ceedings embraced  in  the  Sixth  Annual  Report ;  an  abstract  o/  which  will 
now  be  given. 


.  Deaih  of  two  Vice-Presidents. 

After  a  short  introduction,  the 
Board  of  Managers  pay  the  following 
tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of 
two  of  their  Vice-Presidents,  and  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion:— 

They  deeply  feel  the  loss  tliey  have 
softaliied,  In  the  removal  by  death  of  two 
of  their  Vice-Preflidents,  Thomas  Sbieldt, 
Esq.  and  the  honoarable  Judge  Tall- 
madgt.  They  lament  also,  the  removal 
of  an  honorary  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion, the  excellent  Governor  Raboo ;  but 
it  is  their  eonsolation,  (hat  these  valaable 
men  have  departed,  as  they  trust,  to  re- 
ceive "  the  recompense  of  reward,"  and 
that  while  the  glory  of  man  b  as  the 
flower  of  the  field,  the  word  of  the  Lord 
endoreth  for  ever. 

Hieologiad  InsiittUion. 

From  a  serious  consideration  of  (he 
duty  enjoined  in  the  fourteenth  article  of 
the  Conititution,  and  particularly  from 
the  communication  made  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convendon,  at  the  last  trien- 
nial meeting,  the  Board  felt  it  their  duty 
to  <<  bring  to  full  effect/'  as  early  as  prac- 
ticable, the  mbject  of  <<  assistiog  the  edn- 
cation  of  such  pious  young  men  as  ap- 
peared to  be  called  of  God  to  the  work 
of  the  rolnistiy."  The  *'  Plan,"  submit- 
ted  to  the  Convention,  was  referred  to  a 


committee  of  the  Board,  who,  after  a  de- 
lay of  twelve  months,  stated  In  their 
report,  that "  they  approve,  in  the  main, 
highly  of  the  plan  the  President  propos- 
ed, and  are  of  opinion  that  it  will,  ulti- 
mately, in  substance,  probably  in  a  few 
years,  be  fonnd  in  successful  operatioii.*' 
They,  however,  stated,  that  **  until  H  can 
be  accomplished,  and  for  Its  aceomplish* 
meot  very  ample  funds  most  be  obtained, 
something  may  be  done  that  will  prepMt 
the  way  for  more  comprehensive  mea- 
sures**    The  eipressions  *'  competent 
and  distinct  funds,"  used  in  the  Constita- 
lion,  were  understood  by  the  Board  to 
Intend  funds  distinct  from  those  collect- 
ed for  missionary  purposes,  that  shonld 
be  found  competent  for  commencing,  ra- 
ther than  for  completing,  an  Instltutloa 
of  the  kind  contemplated;  and  were  of 
opinion,  that  scarcely  any  thing  would 
more  usefully  lead  on  the  design  to  the 
wisbed-for  perfection,  than  the  diffbsioA 
of  fuous  young  men  among  the  churches, 
who  might  be  assisted  In  their  education, 
and  whose  profiting  should  appear  to  all. 
The  Board  endeavoured  to  call  in  the 
sentiments  and  co-operation  of  Educa- 
tion societies,    and  of   brethren    and 
churches  around,  that  might  aid  ia  the 
work.    They  held,  for  this  purpose,  a 
special  meeting  in  New- York,  in  August 
1818 ;  when  (be  subject  was  taken  into 
solemn  consideration}^ Plan  sketched 
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fortheperasalof  churehes  and  aasooia- 
lions,  fPbject  to  any  chaoget  or  modii- 
cations  which  their  judgmeat  and  piety 
might  suggeit;  and  proper  provisions 
made  for  tlie  accommodation  of  students 
and  the  temporary  superintendence  of 
their  education.  A  considerable  number 
of  young  men  have  already  entered, 
some  on  their  own  foundation,  but  most 
of  them  depending  on  the  distinct  funds 
that  have  been  and  shall  yet  be  collect- 
ed, for  their  education  end  support  The 
Board  have  reason  to  believe  that  much 
good  has  already  been  done,  and  tb&y 
trust  that  the  Convention  will  be  guided 
by  Divine  wisdom  in  all  the  measures  on 
this  important  subject  which  they  may 
be  led  to  adopt.  It  has  been  stated  (o 
them  by  the  Agent,  that  a  lot  has  been 
procured  in  Washington  city,  peculiarly 
eligible  for  tbe  erection  of  suitable  build- 
ings for  the  Institution.  The  Board  are 
aware  of  many  advantages  that  would 
attend  such  a  location,  but  have  resolv- 
ed to  leave  the  subject  entirely  to  the  de- 
dsion  of  the  Convention.  A  considera- 
ble number  of  books  have  been  gratui- 
lously  obtained,  fomisbtng  the  com- 
mencement of  a  library,  which,  it  is  l>e- 
Ktfved,  may  easQy  be  enlarged  to  a  very 
considerable  extent. 

Periodieal  PuUieation, 
.  From  the  numerous  communications 
received  by  the  Board,  and  from  the  im- 
portance of  circulating  missionary  infor- 
mation in  remote  sections  of  the  Union, 
ihe  Board  became  impressed  with  the 
idea,  that  a  periodical  publication  had 
become  desirable.  They  had  reason  to 
believe  that  it  would  enhance  the  funds 
for  missionary  usefulness,  and  notwith- 
standing the  comparative  infancy  of  the 
work,  and  the  eitreme  pressure  of  the 
times,  they  retain  the  persuasion  still. 
The  only  difficulty  that  offered,  arose 
from  the  existence  of  an  excellent  peri- 
odical work,  edited  by  brethren  in  Bos- 
ton, for  whose  piety  and  talenXs  they  en- 
tertained a  high  idea,  and  in  wbos^  pros- 
perity they  were  prepared  ever  to  rejoice. 
Tliey  were,  notwithstanding,  aware  (hat 
that  publication  must  be  circulated  wilh 
difficulty,  and  at  an  expense  that  would 
Dot  attend  a  work  issued  at  Philadelphia. 
Thejr  saw  that  their  communications, 
if  introduced  info  the  American  Baptist 
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Magazine,  must  swell  it  to  an  impraeti- 
cable'mass,  and  were  of  opinion,  that  in 
so  large  a  country  as  ours,  two,  and  eveu 
more  of  such  pid>lications,  could  not  be 
regarded  as  an  eicess.  The  sincere 
esteem  they  felt  for  their  Boston  bre- 
thren led  them  to  submit  the  idea  to  their 
consideration,  in  the  most  delicate  and 
affectionate  manner  in  their  power. 
They  are  grateful  for  the  christian  digni- 
ty and  love  with  which  their  communi- 
cation was  received.  They  consider  (he 
Maoazuik  and  the  LvmiiART  as  fellow^ 
helpers  in  the  cause  of  Christ. 

Missionary  Stations. 

The  minutes  of  the  Board  will  exhibit 
the  circumstances  of  the  several  mission 
stations,  in  America  and  in  Burroah. 
Th^  Board,  however,  take  pleasure  in 
stating  to  the  Convention,  the  leading 
outlines  of  their  present  condition. 

Mission  at  Rangoon. 

Of  the  state  of  this  Mission^  the 
Report*  presents  the  following  out- 
line : — 

The  mission  at  Rangoon  is,  o^  (he 
whole,  in  a  prosperous  state.  A  tnofot, 
or  small  building,  has  been  put  up  on  a 
public  road,  where  Mr.  Judson  has  daily 
opportunity  of  conversing  with  the  na- 
tives, and  of  preaching  among  them  the 
onsearchable  riches  of  Christ.  Mra.  Jud- 
son is  also  actively  and  usefully  engaged. 
One  Burman  has  already  been  baptized 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and 
others  have  shown  indications  of  spirit' 
nal  concern.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Colman  are 
diligently  occupied  in  acquiring  the  lan- 
guage. , 

Some  circumstances  attending  this 
mission,  at  the  same  time,  create  pain- 
ful regret.  Mr.  Hough  lias  removed  with 
hb  fanffljr,  on  his  own  responsibility,  from 
Rnngoon  to  Sorampore.  The  Board 
hopes  he  has  been  influenced  by  higher 
motives  than  the  fear  of  man  or  the  love 
of  ease;  yet  they  cannot  but  consider 
his  conduct  as  unwarrantable  in  its  na- 
ture, and  in  its  tendency  injurious.    l*he 


*  Sinee  the  date  of  this  Report,  adrkes  liare 
been  received  communicatiog  (he  nnpteacant  iti- 
telUgencei  that  the  Ifiaslonaries  at  RangooB  have 
l)eea  compalled  by  drcumstanoes,  to  retire  fNtrtJp 

the  station,  af  least  far  the  present.  ) 
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Board  are  of  opinion  that  hehasrutoalfy 
femoved  himself  from  under  their  pat- 
rtmage.  They  wish  the  Conventioo  to 
consider  and  determine  on  bis  case.  Mr. 
Jodfon  has  written  for  another  priider. 
The  President  of  the  Board  suggested 
to  them  a  brother  supposed  a  suitaible 
lierson,  now  a  stadent  at  WaterTiHe. 
Hie  Board  deplore  the  death  of  their 
yonng  Missionary  Edward  W.  Wbeelock. 
He  seemed  to  possess  the  genuine  spirit 
Of  a  herald  of  the  cross.  In  the  spring 
of  hit  wefnhiees  he  is  taken  away.— 
Surely  the  footsteps  of  the  Lord  ait  In 
the  deep. 

Mr.  PricCi  a  young  brother  who  has 
been  studying  medicine,  with  the  ei- 
pectatlon  of  being  useful  at  Rangoon  as 
a  physician  and  as  a  missionary,  has  re- 
cently graduated,  and  is  waiting  the 
voice  of  the  Board  in  refereuce  to  his 
sailing.  The  Board  would  just  add,  that 
at  the  request  of  the  brethren  In  Burmah, 
they  have  voted  for  their  use  a  copy  of 
Pr.  Bees'  Cyclopsedia. 

huUtm  Miuiona, 
It  has  been  the  prevalent  sentiment  of 
your  Board,  that  in  order  to  the  reform, 
civUleadon,  and,  with  a  Divine  blessing, 
the  uUimnte  conversion  of  the  Indians  to 
the  faith  of  the  gospel,  it  is  of  the  first 
importance  that  missionaries  fix  their 
abode  in  the  midst  of  the  tribes.  Min- 
gling with  them  In  dally  conversation 
and  habits,  they  have  Considered  most 
likely  to  conciliate  their  esteem  and  es- 
tablish their  confidence.  The  opinion  f>f 
some  of  the  brethren  in  Kentucky,  lean- 
ed to  the  idea,  that  the  better  method 
was  to  bring  Indians  from  the  recesses 
of  the  forest,  and  inure  them  to  the  usages 
of  civilized  life,  with  the  hope  (hat  they 
might  become  themselves  the  instruct- 
ers  of  their  brethren.  A  school  for  this 
purpose  has  been  established  at  <he  Great 
Crossings,  Kentucky,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ficklin,  and  buildings 
have  been  erected forthe  accommodation 
of  sevei'al  Indians,  which  refl(>c(  honour 
on  the  beneficence  and  zeal  of  the  breth- 
ren and  friends  of  Indian  reform  in  that 
part  of  our  Union^  The  Board  are  happy 
in  attempting  every  measure  that  may 
promote  a  design  alike  benevolent  and 


evangelica].  They  are  happy  in'  being 
able  to  state  to  the  Ccmvention,  that 
some  misconceptions,  founded  on  the 
idea  that  the  Btrard  were  averse  to  every 
attempt  to  inHroet  our  aborigines  nt  a 
distance  from  their  native  settlements, 
have,  by  the  pious  and  zealous  endea- 
vours of  their  agent,  been  removed.  The 
Society  in  Kentucky  has  placed  Itself 
under  the  direction  of  your  Board.  A 
superintending  committee  has  been  ap- 
pointed, consisting  of  some  of  the  most 
worthy  brethren  and  friends  near  the 
Great  Crossings,  and  appropriations  have 
been  made  by  the  Board  for  the  promo- 
tion of  the  interests  of  the  school 

At  St.  Louis  and  St.  Charles,  Mr. 
Peck  and  Mr.  Welch  have  been  labour- 
ing for  the  last  three  years.  At  the 
forme^  place  a  church  has  been  consti- 
tuted. These  brethren  have  mnde  re- 
peated excursions  into  the  surrounding 
country,  not  without  success.  As  emi- 
gration to  the  banks  of  the  Missouri^  and 
with  it  the  settlement  of  ministers,  have 
of  late  greatly  increased,  the  Board  in* 
cllne  to  the  idea,  that  it  would  be  beat 
to  remove  Mr.  Peck  to  a  station  more  di- 
rectly Indian ;  either  to  some  point  wes^ 
ward  of  St.  Charles,  or,  which  they  have 
thought  most  desirable,  to  place  him  as 
an  associate  with  Mr.  M<Coy  or  Mr.  Po- 
sey. Mr.  Welch  seems  desirous  of  con- 
tinuing at  St  Louis,  and  would  be  happy 
In  the  support  of  the  Board  there.  These 
points  are  left  for  the  deeiskm  of  tho 
Convention,  or  of  the  larger  meeting  of 
the  Board  that  will  take  place  before  the 
return  of  the  delegates. 

The  Illijiois  station  is  prosperous, 
though  its  prosperity  was  impeded  some 
months'  ago  by  the  severe  affliction  of 
brother  M'Coy  and  family. 

The  labours  of  brother  Posey  among 
the  Chcbokkks,  in  preaching  the  gospel 
and  establishing  schools,  suflfered,  about 
twelve  months  ago,  an  undesirable  sus- 
pension,  arising  from  the  uncertainty 
whether  the  natives  would  continue  to 
inhabit  the  country  of  their  forefathers 
or  remove  farther  westward.  They  have 
resolved  on  continuing  as  before.  The 
Board  have  thought  it  proper  to  make 
liberal  appropriations  for  a  vigorous  and 
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comprehensive  school  iwd  MSsnon  estab- 
lishment A  brolhf  r  of  the  name  of 
]>awson>  who  is  well  acquainted  with 
the  Lancasterian  mode  of  instmctiony 
has  gone  as  an  assistant  to  brother  Posey. 
The  Indians  discover  a  sense  of  grati- 
tude and  joy,  and  a  readineM  to  receive 
instruction,  Aat  is  truly  pleasant. 

From  a  recent  communication  from 
brother  Ranaldson,  at  St.  Feancxsville, 
they  learn  that  his  labours  are  abundant, 
and  followed  with  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord.  A  young  brother  of  the  name  of 
Samuel  Eastman,  was  for  twelve  months 
employed  in  the  vicinity  of  Natchxz. 
He  declines  farther  support,  but  wishes 
to  be  considered  under  ihe  whag  of  the 
Convention.  It  is  believed  that  his  pros- 
pects of  osefolness  are  highly  pleasing. 
A  brother  named  Daniel  M'Call,  wished 
to  go  out  to  Louisiana  under  the  patron- 
age of  the  Board.  His  piety  and '  cha- 
racter afforded  the  highest  satlsfacUon ; 
but  some  difficulties  lay  in  the  way  of 
the  appointment  which  the  Board  could 
not  control.  They  voted  him,  however, 
one  hundred  dollars  to  assist  the  removal 
of  himself  and  family,  and  have  since 
received  satisfactory  assurances  that  his 
services  are  highly  acceptable^  and  pro- 
tnlso  much  good. 

The  Board,  since  the  last  session  of 
the  Convention,  appointed  Mr.  Henry 
George,  for  three  months,  a  Missionary 
among  the  Wtandott  and  SAnnvdKr 
Indiai?s.  They  believe  that  he  ful- 
filled the  appointment  with  zeal  and 
fidelity;  but  several  considerations  in- 
duced (he  Board  to  discontinue  the  sta- 
tion, particularly  as  mere  visits  to  the 
Indians  promised  much  less  success  than 
the  rcsijlence  of  a  Missionary  among 
ihcro.  '  ■ 

A  communication  was  sent  (o  the 
3oard  from  the  late  Governor  Rabun,  on 
behalf  of  the  Georgia  Association,  on  the 
subject  of  a  mission  in  their  neighbour- 
hood among  the  Creek  Indians,  particu- 
larly wishrng  some  suitable  person  might 
be  sent  thither.  The  Board  requested 
brother  Rabun  and  his  Christian  brethren 
to  k>ok  out  some  qualified  brother  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Indians,  in  which  case 
the  Board  were  prepared  to  render  every 
aid  in  their  power.    They  have  since  had 
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the  pleasure  of  renewing  thb  assurance 
to  brother  Mercer,  who  has  succeeded 
the  deceased  in  the  secretaryship  of  the 
Association. 

African  JtfiMton. 

The  Board  have  received  under  their 
care,  two  coloured  brethren,  Lot  Carey 
and  ColBo  Teague,  members  of  the  Bap- 
tist church  at  Richmond,  who  expect 
shortly  to  sail  for  Africa,  assisted  by  the 
American  Colonization  Society.  These 
brethren  are  both  ministers  of  good  ac- 
ceptance, and  are  eager  to  testily,  in  the 
land  of  their  ancestors,  the  gospel  of  the 
grace  of  God.  The  Board  has  afforded 
them  some  assistance ;  but  it  is  expected 
that  they  will,  in  a  good  degree,  support 
themselves. 

Conchuion, 

Ten  thousand  dollars  annually,  having 
been  voted  by  Congress  for  Indian  re- 
form, it  ap|)eared  desirable  that  a  depu- 
tation from  the  Board  should  wait  on  the  . 
President  and  Secretary  of  War,  and 
solicit  some  part  of  the  appropriation. 
The  Board  have  the  satis&ction  to  report, 
that  the  officers  of  government  received 
the  request  in  the  most  amiable  and  re- 
spectful manner,  and  gave  every  assur- 
ance that  could  be  wished  of  their  dispo- 
sition to  co-operate.  Since  that  time 
they  have  made  several  considerable 
contributions,  and  promise  more,  in  pro- 
portion as  our  sphere  of  labour  among 
the  aborigines  shall  become  enlarged. 

The  Board  most  respectfully  call  the 
^  counsels  of  the  Convention  to  the  sut>- 
ject  of  legal  incorporation.  Until  this 
be  effected  all  monies  belonging  to  the 
Convention,  already  possessed,  or  tliat 
yet  may  be  received,  must  be  held  bj^ 
a  very  uncertain  tenure.    ^ 

It  is  with  pleasure  the  Board  announce 
to  the  Convention,  that  they  have  en- 
joyed, in  their  deliberations,  the  most 
delightful  harmony.  Discussion  has  ne- 
ver created  disesteem.  They  desire  to 
offer  gratilqdcto  the  King  of  Zion,  who 
has  assisted  them  to  perform  the  duties 
of  their  office  with  love,  and  peace, 
and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost.  They 
commend  their  labours  to  the  considera- 
tion of  their  brethren  of  the  Convention, 
and  to  the  blessing  of  the  Con  of  Mis- 
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FOUETH  REPORT  OF  THE  NEW-Y(MIK  BVANGEUCAL  MISSIOItART  SOCIETT. 

PRESENTED  AT  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING,  HELD  IN  THE  BRICK  CHURCH,

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on  the  Evening  of  the  d«j« 
which  had  been  appointed  bj  the  Executive  of  this  State  as  a  day  of  thankg' 
gwmg  and  prayer.  The  Report  commences  with  a  pertinent  allusion  to  this 
circumstance ;  and  then  proceeds  as  follows : — 


Death  of  one  qfihe  Society^s  Mis- 
aumaries. 

At  the  last  anniversary  meeting,  it  will 
be  recollected,  that  an  appeal  was  made 
to  the  Society  on  the  important  question 
of  continuing  their  support  to  their  JMis- 
sionariet,  the  Rev.  Da?io  Tmvvv  and  the 
Bev.  Ghablks  3.  Kobuisow,  wbese  year 
of  esemplary  and  useful  labour,  in  the 
Tenritories  of  Missouri  and  Illinois,  bad 
espired.  Upon  ibe  recital  of  tbe  wants 
of  those  destitute  people,  the  beart  of 
Christian  sympathy  was  opened,  and  the 
hand  of  benevolenoe  eitended,  to  afford 
relief :  but  tbe  Board  soon  after  received 
tbe  melancholy  intelligence  of  the  death 
of  Mr.  Tenny.  This  devoted  servant  of 
the  Most  High,  was,  on  tbe  21st  of  Oc- 
tober preceding,  called  to  rest  (rem  bis 
laboun,  and  to  enter  upon  hit  everlasting 
reward. 

From  tbe  bigb  sense  wbieb  Ibe  Board 
entertained  of  his  fidelity  and  devot- 
edness  to  bis  Master's  service^  they' 
caused  a  plain  monumental  stone  to  be 
erected  at  tbe  grave  of  Mr.  Tenny,  at 
Shoal  Creek,  in  tbe  Territory  of  Mis- 
souri. 

Mission  to  the  Stale  oflttinoiSf  and 
the  Missouri  TVrrttory. 

f  n  tbe  last  Report  of  tbe  Board,  a  de- 
tailed account  was  given  of  the  extensive 
and  useful  labours  of  Mr.  Robinson,  at 
various  places  in  tbe  Missouri  Territory, 
as  well  as  of  bis  exertions  in  the  State 
of  Illinois.  After  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  service,  Mr.  Robinson  continued 
to  la(x>ur  in  the  Missionary  field  which 
had  been  assigned  to  him.  In  a  letter, 
dated  May  9,  he  thus  writes :— «<  Since 
my  annual  Report,  I  have  been  called  by 


the  Great  Head  of  tbe  Church,  to  no  or- 
dinary affliction.  Tbe  death  of  my  dear 
brotlier,  Tenny,  was  more  trying  than 
yon  can  well  imagine.  Little  did  I  think 
he  shared  so  much  in  my  affections.  But 
the  Lord  has  taken  him  home,  and  it  be* 
comes  me  to  be  submissive." — ^From 
bisjonmal,  it  appears  that  his  labours, 
during  tbe  autumn,  were  truly  arduous 
owing  cbieHy  to  tbe  number  of  his  sta- 
tions, and  their  distance  from  each  other. 
His  health  afterwards  becoming  impaired 
be  was  led  to  think  of  returning,  but  was 
not  willing  to  leave  the  field  unoceopied. 
Ha  at  length  resolved  to  confine  bis  la- 
bours to  a  small  district,  and  accordingly 
fixed  his  residence  at  St.  Charies,  design- 
ing to  preach  there  one  half  of  the  time, 
and  the  other  half  at  Dardenn^,  18  miles 
above,  and  at  the  Point,  about  10  miles 
below,  at  the  confluence  of  the  Misfonri 
and  Mississippi  rivers.  He  menlionsy  Willi 
deep  interest,  tbe  great  want  of  able  and 
faithful  Missionaries,  and  tbe  wide  door 
that  is  open  for  the  reception  of  every 
error  on  the  subject  of  religion."  In 
conclusion,  be  remarks,  '<  Dl^^  meetings 
are  much  more  numerously  attended  this 
spring  than  they  ever  have  been  before. 
Our  Infant  Missionary  Society  here  pro- 
mises to  flourish," 

Mission  to  (he  County  tf  QsneseCf 
State  of  J>rew' York. 

The  commission  of  the  Rev.  John  F. 
Bliss,  your  Missionary  at  Murray,  (now 
Clarfcson,)  county  of  Genesee,  was  rr- 
newed  upon  the  expiration  of  his  former 
term  of  service.  Tbe  Beard  have  re- 
ceived  from  him,  in  the  Course  of  the 
year,  frequent  communicatloiis  of  an  in- 
teresting nature.  In  a  letter,  dated  Muf 
24th J  he  observes, « I  have  been  devoting- 
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one-third  part  of  my  tinie  to  Mnsionary 
labours  at  Sandy  Craek»  where  I  find  a 
very  interesting  assembly.  I  shall  do  all 
in  my  power  for  the  destitute  in  this  vi- 
cinity; and,  from  all  among  whom  I 
preach  the  Gospel,  shall  bo  sure  of  their 
gratitude  to  your  Missionary  Society." 
Under  date  of  July  24th,  he  thus  writes: 
"  My  Missionary  labours  are  still  chiefly 
spent  at  Sandy  Cieek>  at  Sweden,  and 
at  Parmu ;  at  each  of  which  places  the 
congregations  are  attentive.  At  our  last 
communion  at  Sandy  Creek,  we  had  the 
pleasure  of  receiving  eight  as  members  of 
tlie  Church,  and  three  to  a  participation 
of  the  rite  of  Baptism.  In  a  part  of  the 
township  of  Sweden  a  Church  already 
exists,  where  I  have  occasionally  admin- 
istered the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per." f  Since  1  wrote  you  last,"  he  re- 
marks, in  a  letter  dated  October  27th, 
'*  1  have  organized  a  Church  at  Sweden, 
have  preached  there  one  Sabbath,  aod 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Supr 
per,  and  several  Baptisms.  I  have  now 
performed  two  months'  service  in  a  Mis- 
sionary capacity.  The  people  where  I 
preach  are  very  attentive ;  and  at  Sandy 
Creek,  the  assemblies  on  the  Sabbath  are 
as  usual :  many  appear  solemn,  and  dis- 
posed to  inquire  the  way  of  salvation* 
At  Sweden,  where  I  have  preached  re- 
ptatedly,  to  very  full  and  solemn  assem- 
blies, some  additions  to  the  Church  are 
toon  expected.  Since  the  sickly  season 
has  antred,  my  increased  duties  to  the 
people  of  CUvkson,  of  Sandy  Creek,  and 
places  adjacent*  have  hindered  me  from 
devoting  that  attention  to  the  Auxiliary 
Societies  which  I  could  wish.  I  eipect 
soon  to  employ  two  or  three  weeks  en- 
tirely in  the  service  of  such  Societies  in 
this  county." 

The  Missionary  labours  of  Mr.  Bliss,  so 
diversified  and  unremitted,  and  yet  per- 
formed in  that  portion  of  time  which  is 
reserved  from  the  duties  of  his  own  pasto- 
ral charge,  havtt  received  the  approbation 
of  the  Board,  and  are,  in  their  estimation, 
calculated  to  subserve  the  best  interests 
of  the  Society. 

Mission  to  (he  County  of  SUubtfiy 
State  j[lfJVetO'YorL 

The  Rev.  Silas  Pratt,  your  Missionaiy 
at  DaQCSville,  county  of  Steuben,  has 
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favoured  the  Board  with  interedtiDg  de- 
tails of  h'ls  labours  in  that  place,  and  in 
Sparta  and  Groveland,  places  adjoining. 
He  states  that  hb  exertions  had  been  un- 
remitted ;  not  a  Sabbath  had  been  lost 
since  he  had  been  on  the  Missionary 
ground. 

"  Our  meetings,"  he  adds,  «  conti- 
nue to  be  full.  Discourses  on  the  doc- 
trines of  grace,  particdarly  on  the 
atonementt  and  our  prayers,  are  follow- 
ed with  the  Divine  blessing."  After  this 
people  had  for  a  long  time  remained 
strangers  to  a  revival  of  religion,  he  ob- 
serves, in  a  letter  dated  February  last, 
^  one  thing  has  occurred,  for  which  1 
hope  the  Board  will  give  thanks— the 
clouds  are  passing  away."  About  the 
middle  of  December,  a  very  solemn  at- 
tention to  religion  commenced  in  one 
family.  The  circumstances  were  so 
striking,  as  to  discover  the  finger  of  God. 
«  The  concern  has  extended  to  other  fa^ 
rallies — the  attention  of  the  inhabitants 
has  increased.  The  general  opinion  is, 
that  the  preaching  is  very  different  from 
what  it  has  been ;  but  the  truth  is,  their 
eon  and  iheir hearts  are  different"  I  have 
organised  a  church,  ordained  elders,  and 
in  a  few  days  the  church  will  be  received 
under  the  care  of  the  Ontario  Presby- 
tery." 

In  a  subsequent  communication  to  the 
Board,  Mr.  Pratt  remarks,  <*  two  have 
been  added  to  the  church  since  it  was 
organised,  and  about  six  are  eipected  to 
apply  for  admission  at  the  next  commu- 
nion season."  « In  the  congregation  at 
Groveland,  all  the  families  have  been 
visited,  and  a  number  of  them,  being 
under  serious  impressions,  have  receiv- 
ed my  particular  attention.  The  subject 
of  religion,  which  before  was  appalling 
when  brought  nigh  to  them,  is  now  con- 
sidered with  pleasure.*'  <•  The  Board, 
as  well  as  their  Missionary,  cannot  but 
feel  grateful  to  the  God  of  all  grace,  who 
renders  his  own  word  effectual  for  the  ' 
recovering  of  apostate  men  unto  him- 
self." 

ASttr  speaking  of  some  instances  of 
hopeful  conversion  at  Spaita,  Mr.  Pratt 
s$y5,  the  people  are  now  eager  for  reli- 
gious meetings,  and  anxious  to  obtain  in- 
■  struction.    "  The  session  have  recently 
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enniia«d  tad  adnHted  fire  to  the  fel- 
iMviUp  of  the  cbureb.**  In  conclosiODi 
hm  wmmikBf  «  This  deUiled  iccoitot  I 
btve  tniisfDitted  to  your  Board,  becacM 
Hkh  ffou  that  I  eonnder  these  congre* 
gations  are  indebted  for  those  means 
which  God  is  now  blessing,  and  I  trasC 
be  will  eiCend  the  blessing  fair  and  wide. 
The  prospect  has  never  before  been  so 
obeering.  Brethren,  lilt  npyodr  hearts 
andhandsfor  ns.*' 

Migsion  to  the  County  of  Gene$ee, 
State  ofJ^ewYorL 

In  the  last  Report,  the  faithful  and  suc- 
cessful Missionary  labours  of  the  Bevt 
Mr.  Colton,  in  Le  Roy  and  its  vieiAi^, 
were  recounted  to  the  Society,  the  im« 
pression  of  which,  we  trust,  is  still  fresh 
in  their  recoIlecUon.  Mention  was  then 
made,  that  the  church  and  congregation 
of  Le  Roy  were  taking  measures  to  pro- 
vide for  his  permanent  settlement  as 
thev  pastor.  This  provision  was  effect- 
ed, and  the  instalment  of  Mr.  Colton 
took  place  accordingly  soon  after  that 
period.  Under  date  of  March  14th»  he 
iaibrmed  the  Board  that  he  had  been  oc- 
cupied for  some  time  in  distant  parts  of 
the  county  previous  to  December  last, 
and  two  weeks  in  the  town  of  Pembroke^ 
endeavouring  to  heal  divhions  in  the 
church  in  that  place,  and  to  prepare  the 
way  for  the  admission  of  those  personi 
who  were  the  fruits  of  the  revival  under 
Mr.  Taylor. 

Upon  his  return  to  Le  Boy  in  the 
roont  of  February,  he  commenced  his 
pestoral  labours  among  thut  people.  M 
the  same  time  he  expressed  a  wish  to 
be  further  useful  as  a  Missionary,  in  sup- 
plying the  wants  of  the  destitnte  congre- 
gations in  that  vicinity,  in  which  service 
he  proposed  spending  three  months  in 
the  year  in  the  employment  of  this  Sol- 
ely. The  Board  were  happy  to  reooi?e 
tlUs  intimationi  and  accordingly  commis- 
sioned the  Rev.  Mr.  Colton  to  laboor 
three  months  as  a  Missionary  in  their 
emf>loyment,  within  the  current  year. 

^Kssion  at  Ccrlaer*3  Hook^   cUy  of 
Mw'Yoi*. 
This  interesting  part  of  the  Report, 
we  quote  entire.    IVhile  the  Mana- 
gers **  hnve  extended  their  views  to 
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the  wentsef  2300  k  pliees  nore  fi^ 
mote,  they  hare  not,"  theyrenwrhi 
**  been  neglectfni  of  thdr  more  im- 
mediate and  weighty  responnbilities 
at  home.^ 

For  another  year  has  your  Missionary, 
the  Rev.  Elihu  i^.  Baldwin,  been  labour- 
ing at  Corlaer's  Hook  and  its  vicinity. 
The  sQceessful  operations  of  the  Board 
in  that  section  of  our  city,  during  pest 
yearS)  it  has  more  than  once  been  their 
privilege  to  recount.  But  on  no  former 
occasion  have  they  been  able  to  pohit 
to  so  much  actually  accomplisfaed  In 
that  field,  as  has  been  done  since  the  last 
anniversary. 

At  that  time  the  basement  story  of  the 
newly  erected  house  of  worship  only  Was 
comi^eted;  and  dUBeulties  in  the  way 
of  finishing  the  remainder,  owing  to  the 
want  of  means,  soon  after  arose,  which« 
for  a  tioM,  it  was  feared  would  not  be 
surmounted.     The  congregation  small 
and   feeble,   could  not,  single-handed^ 
meet  the  eiigency  of  this  case ;  and  the 
frequent  appeals,  made  for  similar  objects, 
to  the  benevolent  in  thi§  city,  almost 
forbade  the  hope  of  adequate  relief  from 
that  quarter.    But  the  Lord  was  on  their 
side.    In  a  recent  communication  to  the 
Board,  Mr.  Baldwin,  adverting  to  the 
subject,  observes,  «The  Great  Head  ^ 
the  Church  has  not,  during  the  past  year, 
withheld  from  this  people,  the  special 
manifestations  of  hk  favour.    It  most  be 
attributed  to  his  gracious  interposition, 
that  they  have  been  enabled  to  complete 
their  house  of  worship.     Perhaps  few 
enterprises  of  the  kind  have  been  com- 
menced  and   prosecuted  under  more 
gloomy  and  discouraging  cironmstances. 
But  the  good  providence  of  God  enabled 
them  to  surmount  every  difficulty.    To 
his  worship  the  building  was  solemnly 
dedicated  about  the  middle  of  June." 

We  have  aheady  remarked,  that  the 
congregation  was  then  small ;  but  their 
numbers  gradually  augmenting  before 
their  accommodations  were  enlarged, 
have  since  increased  at  least  one-thifd. 
Twelve  months  ago,  there  were  about 
sixty  belonging  to  their  eemmunion.  In 
bis  last  communication,  Mr.  Baldwin  re^ 
marks  :-^'<  The  Church  has;  daring  tbr 
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I'ttr^  received  an  addttioii  of  Uiitty-OfM 
members ;  making  the  prefeot  number 
•f  comoHmiesnu  more  tban  ninety.  Of 
tbose  added  daring  the  year,  foartce» 
joined  by  publicly  profeming  their  fiulh 
in  Christ,  and  serenteen  by  eertificates 
from  otiMr  ClKnebes.  It  gWes  me  satis- 
faetion  to  state,  that  most  of  the  former 
nomber,  as  well  as  of  those  prrvioosly 
admitted  from  the  world,  continue  to  af- 
ford satisfactory  evidence  of  their  piety. 
There  bas  esbced  from  the  first,  a  pleas- 
ing and  apparently  Christian  union 
among  the  members  of  this  Church.  A 
great  degree  of  harmony  also  prevails  in 
the  congregation,  and,  so  far  as  I  can 
judge,  an  increasing  attachment  to  the 
good  cause  in  wirfcfa  they  have  enlisted.*' 
The  natwe,  eitent,  and  sueeats  of 
Mr.  Baldwin's  faboars,  may  be  imperfect- 
ly learned  from  tiM  following  eitiaot  :-- 
<*  I  have  regalariy  maintained  three  ser- 
vkas  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  in  genendy 
two  Lectures  during  Ike  week,  besides 
Gondncting  stated  moelings  for  prayer, 
visiting  the  sick,  attending  funerals,  and 
devoting  a  large  portion  of  my  time  to 
family  instruction.  I  wish  I  could  add, 
that  we  have  observed  Christ's  special 
presence,  and  the  reviving  influences  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  evidently  pervading  our 
frequent  assemblies.  Afany  of  them 
have,  indeed,  proved  occasions  of  joy, 
and,  it  is  believed,  of  spiritual  refresh- 
ing to  the  people  of  God  Some  in- 
stances sibo  of  religious  concern  and  ap- 
parent conversion  have  been  witnessed ; 
and,  from  present  appearances,  we  are 
encouraged  to  hope,  that  God  has  not 
withdrawn  from  us'his  Holy  Spirit.  Con- 
siderable attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
iostraction  of  children,  particularly  those 
of  the  Church  and  congregation.  The 
feeble  state  of  my  health  during  a  por* 
tion^of  the  year,  has  prevented  my  doing 
for  them  all  I  could  hav^  wished.  When 
health  and  other  circumstances  have  per- 
mitted, I  have  maintaineda  Catechetical 
Lecture,  and  such  other  services  as 
seemed  most  likely  to  advance  their 
koowledge  and  interest  in  divine  things. 
We  have  also  coiinecte^vviih  the  coogre- 
gationt\ro  Sabbath  Schools,  both  at  pre- 
seat  very  flourishing,  which  are  prioci* 
pslly  under  the  direction  of  personh  pro- 
Fibrwny,  1821. 
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fessing  godliness.  1u  short,  Jt  is  mani- 
fest, that  the  best  of  causes  Is  mpidty 
gaining  ground  in  this  section  of  the  city « 
When  I  reflect  on  its  neglected  and  fear- 
ful situation  three  years  siace,  and  con. 
sider  the  steps  by  which  the  hofM  ex- 
pressed in  the  first  annual  Report  of  youf 
Soaiety  respecting  it,  has  been  realiBed, 
I  am  forced  to  exclaim,  *  What  hath  God 
wrought !'  He  has  evidently  followed  our 
feeble  and  unworthy  eiertions  with  his 
gracious  smiles.  The  Gospel  standard  is 
now  fairly  erected  in  this  neighbourhood: 
the  house  of  God  just  completed,  will,  by 
the  ordinary  blessing  of  Providence, 
soon  be  filled  with  worshlppefs.  An  As* 
soeiaHoa  of  Christians  is  formed,  which 
may  be  expected  to  increase  in  number 
and  in  fervour,  and  prove  a  rich  blessing 
to  fetore  generations.  O!  who  that  has 
bean  permitted  to  contribute  In  any  de. 
gree  to  produce  this  cheering  result,  will 
not  Mess  God  for  the  privilege  of  doing 
It  ?  Tes,  it  shall  be  known  and  mentioned 
with  boly  gratitttde  for  generations  to 
come,  that  the  seventh  Presbyterian 
Church  owed  its  existence,  under  God, 
to  the  Christian  charity  of  your  benevo- 
lent Association." 

To  see  the  stated  ministrations  of  th^ 
Gospel  established  in  this  fie^d  of  their 
labours  upon  a  more  permanent  basis,  Is 
an  event  to  which  the  Directors  have  for 
some  time  looked  forward  with  no  ordl- 
naiy  interest.  As  intimately  connected, 
in  their  view,  with  that  event,  it  has  long 
been  their  desire  to  have  the  responsibi- 
lities and  endearments  of  the  pastoral  re- 
lation experienced  by  that  people,  and 
him  who  has  so  long  watched  for  their 
souls.  The  formal  institution  of  that  re- 
lation, the  Dire ctori  are  happy  to  add,  is 
near  at  hand,  Mr.  Baldwin  having  re- 
ceived a  unanimous  call  from  that  Church 
and  congregation  to  settle  among  then^ 
as  their  pastor.  It  is  confidently  be- 
lieved, that  after  the  present  year,  during 
which  they  will  need  a  moderate  de- 
gree of  eitraneous  assistance,  tbe  coif-^ 
gregation  will  be  fully  coofiietent  to 
provide  for  Its  own  lemporalitics—leav^ 
Ing  the  Board»  animate^  by  the  smliei  of 
Dtvine  favonr  on  their  exertions  in  thtj, 
to  direct  their  att^lioi^  to  some  other 
section  of  our  cit^. 
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MutrieUd  Means. 

That  more  MiBsioiuunes  htve  not  been 
eommissioned  by  the  Board  daring  the 
fttst  year,  has  not  been  owine  to  the  dif* 
ficulty  of  obtaining  them.  Many «  faith- 
fol  AmbaMsdor  of  the  Cross,  whose  eye 
jbas  been  fixed  upon  some  whitening 
field,  have  we  heard  lay,  *'  Here  am  I 
— send  me."  Nor  has  it  been  that  Mis- 
fionaiy  laboors  were  not  needed ;  for, 
from  destitute  Churches  not  a  few,  has 
the  ery  '<  Come  over,  and  help  us,"  as- 
sailed our  ears.  Bat  for  oar  restricted 
means,  much  more  would  have  been  at- 
tempted, and,  we  doubt  not,  accomplish- 
ed. When  will  men  cheerfolly  yield  to 
<Sod  that  which  is  his  own  ?  Coutd  the 
silver  and  the  gold  bat  realize  the  weight 
of  obligation  which  rests  upon  (heir 
grasping  possessors,  how  would  they  leap 
from  the  vaults  and  coffers  in  which  they 

are  incarcerated,  to  forward  the  variouB 
godlike  enterprises  (hat  are  well  tAgh  ar- 
rested by  .a  want  of  means !

Tlic  Board  have  to  state,  that  the  Life 
of  (he  Rev.  Samuel  J.  Mills,  drawn  up  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Spring,  and  bestowed  by 
him  for  (he  benefit  of  (he  funds  of  this 
Society,.has  been  extensively  circulated. 
An  edition  of  three  thousand  copies  was 
published,  of  which  much  the  greater  part 
is  sold.  It  is  with  great  satisfaction  they 
«dd,  that  an  edition  of  (his  work  was 
speedily  published  in  London,  of  the  net 
avaifs  of  which  (he  publisher  voluntarily 
appropriated  one-third  part  to  (he  benefit 
of  this  Institudon. 

From  the  New-York  Religious  Tract 
Society,  the  Board  have  received  a  ge- 
nerous donation  of  one  thousand  Tracts ; 
for  which  they  would  repeat  their  thank- 
ful acknowledgments. 

From  the  Societies  Auxiliary  to  this, 
very  essential  pecuniary  aid  has  been  de- 
rived during  the  past  year.  To  those — 
to  other  Institutions,  which,  though  not 
professedly  Auxiliary,  have  contributed 
to  our  funds — and  to  those  generous  in- 
dividuals who  have  favoured  us  with 
their  patronage,  the  Board  would  present 
this  public  testimonial  of  their  thanks. 
The  Female  Fragment  Society,  of  (he 
Brick  Church,  however,  fs  well  from  Ks 
l»cculiar   mode   of-  acquiring  funds,    as 


from  the  amount  which  it  has  oontribbted, 
they  feel  bound  tnwe  particularly  to  no* 
tice.  This  Institution  ig  composed  of  a 
number  of  Ladies,  who  convene  weekly 
duripg  the  winter,  and,  with  their  own 
hands,  from  remnants  of  silks,  ribands, 
iic.  form  various  useful  articles,  upon  the 
sale  of  which  they  rely  as  their  only  pe* 
caniary  resource.  In  (his  way  have  they 
been  enabled  to  place  at  your  disposal, 
during  (he  past  year,  nearly  two  hundred 
dollars.  Nor  let  it  be  imagined,  that  In 
olher  respects  their  evenings  are  impn>- 
perly  spent.  Into  their  circle,  vain  and 
trifling  conversation  finds  no  welcome 
admission ;  interesling  intelligence  is 
circulated ;  and,  of  late,  when  conveni- 
ently grouped  for  the  pur]K>se,  personal 
religious  ocperience  is  whispered  in  the 
ear  of  listening  friendship.  The  voica 
of  praise  and  supplication  is  uniformly- 
heard  at  the  close  of  these  meetings. 
Shall  not  an  example  so  amiable  con- 
strain to  imitation .' 

Condusiwi, 
The  increase  of  Missionary  exertions 
in  this  city,  demands  our  affcclionate  and 
fervenl  gratitude.  The  operations  of  the 
United  Foreign  Missionary  Society  in 
particular,  during  the  past  year,  are  fitted 
to  animate  and  encourage  every  heaK. 
Indeed,  the  progress  of  Christian  Mis- 
sions, and  of  all  the  Auxliiary  and  kin- 
dred enterprises  throughout  the  world, 
while  it  admonishes  us  of  our  responsi- 
bilities, and  warns  us  to  quicken  our  di- 
ligence, and  to  do  with  our  might  what- 
soever our  hands  find  to  do,  claims  our 
soleiAn  and  joyful  commemoration. 
While  He,  who  is  head  over  all  things  to 
his  Church,  hns  rebuked  the  nations  for 
their  inordinale  devotion  (o  other  ob- 
jects, he  has  caused  the  lighting  down  of 
his  arm  to  be  spcn  in  the  fur(herence  of 
every  endeavour  to  advance  his  spiritual 
kingdom.  He  wit!  yet  rebuke  the  na- 
tions, and  overturn  and  overturn,  till  he 
shall  manifest  bis  great  jKJwer,  and  reign 
King  of  nations,  as  he  now  does  King  of 
saints.  Wherever  Christian  Missionaries 
bnve  been  sent,  Churches, colonies  of  the 
heavenly  kingdom,  have  been  planted. 
And,  as  (he  lightning  which  lightencth- 
from  one  part  under  Heaven,  shineth 
even  unlo  the  other,  so  is  that  sign  of  the 
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limes,  and  oC  the  coMiog  of  the  Son  of 
^inan,  the  translation  and  diffusion  of  the 
holy  Script iiret;  whose* light  has  pene- 
trated the  gross  darjiness  which  covered 
the  people,  and  is  breaking  forth  in  every 
language.  Like  the  Star  of  Bethlehem, 
this  light  is  seen  from  afar.  The  isles  of 
the  sea  behold  it,  and  clap  their  hands. 
Ethiopia  shall  see  it,  and  raise  her  sup- 
]^licating  voice  to  God. 

The  distemination  of  the  Gospel  is  the 
wonder  of  the  time  :  its  •progress  swells 
the  bosom  of  Christian  piefy  with  exul- 
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tatioaand  anorance:  Us  promoters  en- 
ter into  each  other's  joys,  and  realise  a 
community  of  privilege,  of  obligation, 
of  blessing,  and  of  encouragement. 
Those  whose  hearts  and  hands  are  en- 
gaged In  this  exalted  work,  may  consider 
that  they  have  a  property  in  the  whole 
field  of  labour,  and  an  interest  in  the 
general  harvest.  And,  if  our  endeavours, 
though  feeble,  are  reckoned  in  the  ag- 
gregate of  acceptable  eicrtions,  it  be- 
hooves us  to  thank  God,  take  courage, 
and  persevere.

This  Society,  as  well  as  the  EvangeUcal  Missionary  Society^  mentioDed  in 
the  preceding  pages,  confines  its  labotirs  exclusively  to  Domestic  Missions. 
.The  Directors  of  both  eontioue  to  exhibit  an  honourable  zeal  in  the  Missionary 
cause.  It  is,  however,  a  subject  of  deep  regret,  that,  in  consequence  of  their 
.^  fimited  means,"  their  operations  have  not  been  as  extensive  in  the  last,  as* 
io  former  years.  Thn  obstruction  to  their  efibrts,  it  is  certainly  in  the  power 
(and  ought  to  be  in  the  hearts)  of  their  fellow-christians,  to  enable  them  to 
surmount 

The  Report  before  us,  after  a  brief  introduction,  acknowledges  the  receipt 
of  several  donations  in  the  course  of  the  past  year.  Among  these,  are  enumer- 
ated, ^  a  donation  of  sixty  dotlars"  from  the  Female  Beneficent  Society  of  Steel 
Greek,  in  North  Carolina ;  "  liberal  grants  of  Tracts,  Reports,  and  larger 
Catechisms,**  from  the  JVm-York  Rdi^ous  Trad  Society;  "a valuable  sup- 
,  ply  of  Bibles**  from  the  Oneida  County  Bihle.  Society ;  ahd  a  number  of  sums 
of  money  from  50  to  100  dollars  on  loan,  without  interest. 


Cbmmtttee  of  Confa^enee* 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Direc- 
tors  received  a  communication  from  a 
Committee  of  the  New- York  Evangelical 
Missionary  Society,  requesting  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Committee  to  eonfer 
with  them  in  relation  to  the  common  ob- 
jecti  of  both  Institutions.  Such  Com- 
mittee  was  appointed,  and,  after  several 
very  friendly  and  affectionate  interviews, 
the  Committees  agreed  to  recommend 
to  their  respective  Boards  the  appoint- 
ment of  Standing  Committees  of  Con- 
ference on  subjects  connected  with  those 
objects,  and  partioularly  with  a  view  to 


a  future  effort  to  establish  a  more  enlarg- 
ed and  perfect  co-operation  of  Christians 
generally,  in  promoting  the  Missionary 
cause. 

In  pursuance  of  this  recommendation, 
such  a  Committee  has  been  appointed  to 
confer  with  a  similar  Committee  of  that 
Soeiety,  and  with  such  other  Missionary 
Institutions  as  may  desire  to  communi- 
cate with  them. 

Mission  io  Indiana. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  C.  Scarle,  who 
was  mentioned  in  the  last  Report  as  be* 
ing  employed  in  Indiana,  continued  his 
Missionary  labours  for  the  space  of  fire 
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Vionihs,  wEen  the  tUie  of  his  health  be- 
ing such  as  to  render  dangerous  the  ex- 
posure to  which  a  Missionary  In  a  oew 
country  must  necessarily  be  subjected, 
he  was  compelled  to  relinquish  his  Mts- 
•ion.  Mr.  SeaHe,  at  the  instance  of  the 
People,  esUblished  an  Academy  at  Ma- 
dison, which  Is  in  a  flourishing  conditkm, 
and  bids  fair  to  t>e  a  blessing  to  the  State, 
both  as  a  literary  and  religious  Instltufloii. 
The  people  of  that  place  and  of  another 
In  its  irlcintty,  have  since  invited  Mr. 
Searle  to  accept  a  call  as  the  Pastor  of 
the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  Madiioa 
mod  Hanover. 

The  Board  have  received  a  rcgidar 
journal  of  bis  labours,  and  several  letters 
which  contain  much  gratifying  intetTi- 
geoce  in  relation  to  the  progress  of  the 
Gospel  in  Indiana ;  the  disposition,  inty, 
anxiety  of  the  people,  to  have  Its  ordl- 
Mtaces  administered  among  them.  He 
also  mentions  some  pleasing  instances  of 
the  power  of  Christian  principle  in  unit- 
ing professors  of  diflferent  names  In  bro- 
therly communion  and  friendship.  Hie 
Hoard  can  present  a  few  extracts  only.— 
•<  Lord's  Day,  August  I6th,  I  attencled," 
«ays  Mr.  Bearie,  *«the  Communton  at  a 
place  called  the  Grove,  under  the  shade 
of  lofiy  trees.  Brother  Gleland  intro^ 
dliced  the  day  with  a  aermoii :  it  fell  to 
tne  to  introduoe  the  Coainiunion,  which 
was  so  ordered  as  to  enable  other  deno- 
mltiations  to  sit  down  with  us.  Baptists, 
Methodists,  nnd  Seceders,  were  accord- 
ingly there.  Probably  there  were  about 
one  hundred  and  twenty  Communicants 
at  four  tables.  The  occasion  was  con- 
cluded by  a  sermon  from  Brother  Dicky, 
of  LeiiagtoB,  Indiana.  The  services 
Occupied  about  five  hours.  Some  degree 
of  religious  impression  was  apparent." 

In  aoothar  latter  Mr.  Searle  remarfc9> 
«  Dor  Missionary  fields  are  widening  and 
vhiteainii  for  the  harvest.  Three  or  four 
Bftw  Congregations  were  admitted  into 
connexion  with  the  Presbytery  of  Louis- 
ville, at  its  late  meetiog  at  Charlestown, 
Sn  this  State.  Nearly  a  dozen  places  arc 
bow  supplicating  for  supplies.  Not  one 
i^ember  perhaps  of  Presbytery,  but  has 
$  ^ittfaUf  jr  of  charts.  Maoy  ocwr  places 


are  to  be  sought  out,  and  many  are  pre- 
pared for  preaching  who  have  made  no^ 
application.  How  are  all  these  to  be 
supplied,  except  by  a  large  increase  of 
Missionaries.  We  are  witlfng  to  leave 
our  people  and  do  what  we  can ;  but  our 
congregations  are  stHI  so  recent  as  to  be 
little  less  than  Missionary  ground.  Calta 
for  assistance  are  so  pressing,  that  1  have 
actually  now,  besides  two  at  home,  five 
eommunion  seasons,  and  the  formati€m 
of  a  church  t«  another  place  to  attend, 
atdistanees  of  twenty,  fifty,  nhiety,  or 
one  hundred  miles.  Considering  these 
duties,  and  the  chai^  of  two  congrega- 
tions, the  sttperlnteBiaiioe  of  the  Aca- 
demy, with  an  assistant,  the  charge  of 
Bible  and  Catechism  classes,  the  cares 
of  a  family,  and  other  neocfsaiy  eraploy- 
mentsy  yon  will  not  wonder  that  I  sigh 
and  long  for  devoted  aad  eflelent  men  to 
engage  with  me  in  bearing  §6  ponderous 
a  load,  nor  that  I  have  been  sometimes 
renkiss  in  writing." 

I  ha^e  lately  been  vlsitiiiga*Coiigrega- 
tiofe  la  the  mpjpBr  part  of  Ihia  county  and 
in  SwiUwrlaiid.  Itiseompoied  of  Dutch 
(torn  New-Jers^  end  Scoteb.  They 
have  obtainaid,  by  subaeriptioB  a4Boag 
them,  half  the  pay  of  a  Missionary  for 
•ix  moqths.  Could  they  in  this  or  any 
other  Wey  obtahi  the  settlement  of  soch 
a  Minis|f)r  aa  they  should  approve,  they 
would  oake  up  a  full  mahitenance. 
Their  land  Is  riiAi,  healthy  and  pleasaiit. 
A^rang  Coagre|^4iMi  might  be  (brined 
In  a  Ktde  white,  espadaUy  as  they  ai«  . 
expectii^  iaife  additionf  of  res{^»etable 
settlers  from  Scotland.  Lately  I  visited 
another  Ch««h,  called  Graham,  on  the 
branch  of  the  Maskakitak.  They  are  a 
very  excelieot  people,  and  though  as  ftt 
but  fifteen  families  in  number,  they  de- 
clare themselves  willing  to  take  a  pastor 
and  maintaia  him  entira." 

The  Board  have,  during  the  last 
year,  had  oflTers  from  two  other  Mission* 
aries  to  proceed  to  the  State  of  India- 
na, but  their  limited  means  forbade  the 
acceptance  of  them.  They  are  happy, 
however,  to  inform  the  Society,  that 
they  both  proceeded  to  that  interesting 
region,  under  the  au^ice»  of  aoother 
Missionary  Jastitulion. 
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The  Rev.  Asirzl  Stone  has  contincied 
to  I&boar  as  yoar  Missionaiy  lor  the 
whole  jear,  incladitig  the  four  months 
mentioned  in  the  last  report,  in  the 
oounty  of  Essei,  in  this  State,  tie  re- 
marks, that  the  progress  of  reform  among 
the  people  to  whom  he  has  preached,  has 
been  eneoaraging.  His  ministrations 
were  principally  confined  to  the  two 
towns  of  Tloonderoga  and  Crown  Point, 
in  which  he  laboured  with  macb  assidol- 
iy.  He  has  kept  a  regular  jonrnal  of  his 
proceedings,  bat  the  Board  have  not  yet 
receired  a  copy.  He,  on  behalf  of  the 
people,  eipresses  much  gratHode  to  the 
Society  for  their  kind  attention  to  their 
splritoal  wants.  "Your  offering,"  says 
he, "  proved  a  sWeet  smellbg  savour,  and 
it  is  confidently  believed,  that  the  bless- 
ing of  many,  ready  to  perish,  who  were 
converted  through  its  instrumentality, 
will  come  upon  you." 
Mission  to  Oneida^  and  other  counties 
qf  J^ew-York, 
The  Rev.  John  Dumlap  has  sp«uit  an- 
other year  in  the  employment  of  the  So- 
ciety, in  the  countias  of  the  State  oi 
Pfew-Tork,  ftfortb  of  Oneida  Lake  and 
the  Oswego  Riftr,  which  have  been  the 
scene  of  bis  principal  Missionary  exer- 
tions on  their  behalf  for  upwards  of  four 
years  past,  and  in  which  it  will  be  raeoU 
lected  he  baa  planted  a  number  •f 
Churchee  during  the  same  period.  In 
bis  last  cemmunieatioo  to  the  Board, 
dated  tbe  9th  of  November,  he  gives  the 
following  summary  of  hie  labours,  and 
descriptiofi  of  tbe  state  of  tboae  Churches^ 
and  of  the  other  plaeee  e<n  wKieb  he  has 
bestowed  his  exeftiMis.  "  The  Supreme 
Ruler  of  tbe  Universe,"  says  Mr.  Donlap, 
'^  has  seen  meet  to  cotttinue  my  life,  and 
given  me  such  a  measnre  of  health  as  to 
enable  me  to  preach  every  Sabbath  dar- 
ing tbe  last  year.  I  desire  to  givn  all  tbe 
glory  to  Him,  for  patting  me  into  tbe  Mi- 
nistry, and  sparing  my  life  to  tbe  age  of 
three  seore  years  and  five.  I  have  en- 
deavoured, in  the  fear  of  Ood,  and  in 
obedlenee  to  his  eommaiid,  to  preach  the 
Qospei,  in  eeason  and  out  of  season,  to 
^nere  and  to  saints.    I  have  not  sbun- 
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Bed  to  declare  the  whole  couoiel  of.  God, 
according  to  tbe  talent  committed  to  my 
trust,  without  being  influenced  by  tbe 
fear  or  favour  of  man.  I  have  received 
dMy  thirty4bur  persons  into  the  cbnrcb 
of  God,  and  received  forty-eight  dollars 
and  twealy-four  cents  for  the  funds  of 
tbe  Society.  I  might  have  received  a 
lai^  accession  of  persons  to  the  Churchy 
if  I  coold  have  been  satisfied  with  appU- 
cants,  wicbout  regarding  an  intomit 
work  in  the  soul,  or  a  conversation  be- 
coming the  Gospel.  In  doing  so,  I  sbouM 
bave  violated  a  statute  of  my  Master's 
Kingdom,  «  separate  tbe  precious  from 
tbe  vile." 

'*  I  will  endeavour  to  give  tbe  Board  a 
survey  of  tbe  present  state  of  tbe  Churches 
wfaicb  I  have  either  planted  or  laboui^ 
in.  In  Herkimer  county,  there  is  only 
one  ittfUlled  Minister.  Tbere  are,  bow- 
ever,  a  number  of  Baptist  and  Methodist 
Societies.  In  Manbeim  and  Danube  re- 
ligion is  In  a  very  low  state.  A  Mission- 
ary has  lately  been  sent  to  labour  for 
two  montbs  in  those  parts,  by  tbe  Com- 
aaitlee  of  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
Batch  Church.  He  is  a  man  of  piety 
and  talents,  but  what  success  be  bae  bad 
in  that  barren  wilderness,  I  have  not 
learned  ainoe  my  return  from  Oswega 
county.  In  Salisboiy,  the  Church  is  itf^a 
very  weak  state,  yet  it  Is  striving  to  bave 
a  Gospel  Minister  settled  among  them. 
In  Norway  they  are  attempting  to  do  the 
same.  In  Stratford  there  is  no  Cbttrcb. 
Tbe  Church  In  Russia  is  weak,  and  few 
in  number.  Remsen  and  Boonville  bave 
had  considerable  Missionary  aid  from 
the  Eastward.  Western  and  Lee  are  in 
a  situation  unitedly  to  support  the  Oos. 
pel,  if  they  would  make  suitable  exer- 
tions.  The  Church  in  Vienna  is  very 
weak.  Florence  has  increased  some,  but 
Willlamston,Redfield,  Orwell,  and  Sandy 
Creek,  have  had  very  little  assistance  the 
last  summer,  except  from  Mr.  Oliver  and 
myself.  The  Church  in  the  villnge  of 
Pulaski  has  between  thirty  and  forty 
members.  Some  attention  to  rafigion  is 
discovered  tbere,  and  tbe  towns  I  have 
last  mentioned  discover  an  earnest  desire 
for  tbe  ordinances  of  God,  but  they  are 
very  poor.  Tbe  Ckurch  at  Constantia  is 
reduced  to  three  or  four,  and  is  united  to  n 
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aiDftU  Church  Ave  mHed  dutaot.  The 
Church  in  Volney  has  supported  a  Mi- 
nister during  the  last  year,  and  propose 
to  settle  him.  The  Church  at  Oivre^ 
Falls,  which  consisted  of  more  ttilb 
twenty,  is  now  reduced,  by  emigration, 
to  six.  That  in  New-Haven,  though 
very  weak,  has  engaged  a  Minister  for 
one  year.  Lastly,  Oswego  Village  is 
nearly  capable  to  support  the  Gospel,  if 
a  suitable  candidate  should  offer/' 

*<I  returned  last  evening,*'  says  Mr. 
Dunlap,  in  a  letter  of  the  16th  Jurte, 
*<  from  a  tour  to  the  North  West ;  I  foN 
lowed  Mr.  Oliver,  whose  servicer;  I  found 
were  very  acceptable  to  Uie  Churches. 
On  the  second  Sabbath  I  {>reached  at  the 
town  of  Vienna,  and  administered  the 
Sacrament.  Two  years  ago,  I  formed  a 
Church  of  twelve  members  in  this  place  : 
H  has  now  increased  to  forty.  There  ap- 
peared to  be  a  hearing  ear,  although  no 
additions  were  made  to  its  Communion. 
A  Methodist  Preacher  and  his  flock  wor- 
shipped in  the  neighbourhood,  who  re- 
paired to  our  assembly.  Before  deliver- 
ing the  elements  I  gave  an  invitation  to 
members  of  other  churches,  of  good 
character,  to  approach  their  Father's 
Table,  which  was  intended  not  for  onb 
denomination  of  Christians,  but  for  the 
people  of  God  of  every  name.  Mr.  Jones, 
the  Methudist  Minister,  arose  and  ad- 
dressed me,  declared  his  faith  in  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  in  the  Trinity  of  Per- 
sons in  the  Godhead,  in  Salvation  by 
grace,  and  in  the  communion  of  Saints  ; 
expressed  his  wish  and  bis  people's  to 
communicate  with  us  in  the  Holy  Supper 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour.  After  taking 
the  voice  of  the  Church,  who  unani- 
mously assented  to  this  request,  I  rose 
and  replied,  that  if  they  did  not  consider 
themselves  included  in  the  former  invi- 
tation, f  now  invited  them.  At  the  close 
of  the  solemnity  1  asked  Mr.  Jones  to 
pray,  which  he  did  in  very  sensible  and 
appropriate  language." 

During  the  last  year,  Mr.  Dunlap  has 
been  assisted  by  the  Kev.  Andrew  Oli- 
ver, a  Presbyterian  Minister,  late  of 
Springfield,  in  Otsego  County,  who  was 
appointed  on  a  Mission  of  three  months 
to  the  same  quarter  of  the  State  of  New- 
York,  in  the  month  of  March  last.    He 
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commenced  his  operations  in  the  month 
of  April,  and  closed  bis  mission  in  July. 
"  1  have  visited,"  says  Mr.  Oliver,  "  by 
the  permission  of  an  indulgent  Provi- 
dence, most  of  the  places  East  and  North 
of  the  Oneida  Lake  pointed  out  to  me 
by  Mr.  Dunlap,  and  I  have  no  doubt  in 
stating  to  you,  that  the  m^aas  used  by 
the  Young  Men's  Missionary  Society  of 
New-York,  have  been  greatly  blessed  of 
God  in  that  region  of  country ;  and  it 
would  be  well  for  the  Society  to  afford 
to  those  weak  and  destitute  Churches 
further  aid  if  possible.  It  has  been  to  me 
(my  health  not  being  very  firm)  a  labo- 
rious tour;  and  yet  a  very  agreeable 
work,  to  sp<!ak  in  the  name  of  Jesus  to 
so  many  precious  soufe  hungering  after 
the  Bread  and  the  Water  of  Life  as  1  have 
seen  in  the  region  of  country  where  I 
have  travelled ;  and  to  part  with  some 
warm  friends  to  Zion's  cause  and  Zion's 
Shepherd,  especially  amoo%  the  youth* 
inquiring  what  they  should  do  to  be  sav- 
ed, and  with  tears  in  their  eyes  asking 
when  will  you  return  and  preach  to  us 
again,  was  to  me  a  source  of  pleasure 
and  of  pain,  when  I  reflected,  that  per- 
haps I  might  never  see  them  any  more 
on  this  side  an  eternal  state.  Wherever 
I  have  prfeached,"  continues  he,  "  the 
people  have  given  good  attention  to  tha 
doctrines  of  grace  delivered  to  them  f 
and  in  several  places  T  have  perceived 
evld<}nt  manifestations  of  the  most  ten- 
der feelings  of  the  heart,  operating  in 
unison  with  divine  truth  sounded  in  the 
ear ;  and  I  have  great  reason  to  bless  and 
adore  my  Divine  Master,  that  he  has  no| 
left  me  ^without  some  evidence  of  use- 
fulness among  these  destitute  people.** 

Mr.  Oliver  made  a  strong  representa- 
tion to  the  Board,  in  relation  to  the  de- 
plorable state  of  a  part  of  the  cofttotry  on 
the  south  side  of  the  Mohawk,  particular* 
ly  of  the  towns  of  Danube  and  Minden, 
and  urged,  that  if  re-appointed,  those 
places  might  be  fixed  as  the  scene  of  hb 
labours.  The  truly  destitate  state  of 
those  people  had  antecedently  so  far  im- 
pressed your  Missionary,  Mr.  Dunlap,  as 
to  induce  him  to  visit  and  occasionally 
preach  to  them,  though  the  places  lay 
beyond  his  appointed  district.  The 
Board  felt  deeply  for  their  necessities, 
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tnd  would  gladly  have  sent  tbem  further 
help,  bad  their  meaus  admitted,  but  they 
considered  it  their  paramount  duty  to 
expend  all  the  funds  they  could  spare  for 
that  part  of  tbo  State,  in  endeavouring 
to  strengthen  and  build  up  the  infant 
Churches  they  had  planted}  until  they 
were  able  to  provide  for  themselves. 
They  therefore  determined  to  reappoint 
Mr.  Oliver  for  another  period  of  three 
months,  but  fixed  his  station  in  the  scene 
of  hb  former  labours.  Unwilling)  how- 
ever, to  leave  auy  means  in  their  power 
untried  to  render  aid  to  the  people  of 
Danube  and  Minden,  the  Board  laid  their 
case  before  the  Committee  of  Missions 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  who 
promptly  sent  one  of  the  Licentiates  of 
that  denomination  to  labour  among  them 
for  the  space  of  two  months.  The  Board 
have  not  yet  received  from  Mr.  Oliver  an 
acceptance  of  his  new  appointment. 
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Mnionto  Warren  County^  ^hi^York. 

In  relation  to  Bolton,  Caldwell,  and 
Warrcnsburgh,  and  some  other  places  in 
the  County  of  Warren  to  which  the  at- 
tention of  the  Society  has  been  directed, 
the  Board  have  been  successful.  Some 
urgent  business  having  required  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Donlaf  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  that  county,  in  the  month  of 
January  last,  the  Board  took  this  occa- 
sion to  authorize  him  to  visit  tbose  places 
and  spend  a  short  period  in  them.  He 
proceeded  to  the  county  of  Warren,  and 
employed  his  time  to  the  best  advantage. 
There  was  not  at  that  time  a  Presbyteri- 
an or  Congregational  Minister  in  the 
county,  settled  or  unsettled.  He  com- 
menced his  labours  eighteen  miles  north 
of  Lake  George,  where  he  preached  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday  to  a  small  Church 
in  Chester,  which  was  in  a  very  lan- 
guishing state.  On  Monday  following  be 
preached  at  Warren^bnrgh,  and  on  Tues- 
day In  Caldwell.  Finding  there  several 
professors  of  religion  of  different  deno- 
minations, who  discovered  a  desire  to 
have  a  Church  organised  among  them, 
Mr.  Donlap  promised,  after  visiting 
Bolton,  to  return  on  the  next  Friday  and 
attend  to  that  important  business.  He 
preached  at  Bolton  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  appointed  to  preach  a  prepar- 
atory sermon  on  Satufday,  and  admin- 


ister the  Lord's  Supper  on  the  Sabbath. 
On  Friday  he  returned  to  Caldwell,  or- 
ganized a  Church  of  eight  members,  re^ 
ceived  another  member  on  confession  of 
faith,  and  ordained  an  elder  after  the 
eveniug  service-  On  Saturday  he  re- 
turned to  Bolton,  from  whence,  after 
preaching  on  Satqfday  and  on  the  Sab- 
bath, and  dispensing  the  Lord's  Supper 
to  about  seventy  .members,  he  proceeded 
Again  to  Caldwell,  and  preached  in  the 
evening  to  a  very  large  and  solemn  as- 
sembly, and  administered  the  same  or- 
dinance to  the  infant  Church.  **  This," 
Mr.  Dunlap  remarks,  '<  was  a  very  solemn 
and  interesting  scene.  I  trust  we  had 
our  Master's  presence  with  us.  This  di- 
vine ordinance  had  never  been]  witness- 
ed in  this  village  before.  All  were  ap- 
parently affected."  He  adds,  '<  This  was 
evidently  the  most  arduous  day's  labour 
I  ever  performed,  administering  the 
Lord's  Supper  twice,  nearly  six  hours  in 
service,  and  travelling  twelve  miles  over 
a  bad  road.  Glory  be  to  God  who  can 
8>trengthen  and  fit  a  feeble  man  to  pro- 
mote his  glory  and  advance  his  canse." 

The  Board  are  happy  to  inform  the 
Society,  that  after  many  failures  and  dis- 
couragements, they  have  at  last  been  able 
to  supply  the  wants  of  the  congregation 
at  Bolton,  which  has  so  long  excited  the 
sympathy  x>f  the  Board  and  the  Society 
In  Octotier  they  engaged  the  services  of 
Mr.  JoHV  I.  FiSKCE,  a  licentiate  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  for  six  months. 
Mr.  Pierce  had  resided  a  long  time  in  the 
village  of  Bolton,  is  acquainted  with  the 
character  and  wants  of  the  people,  and 
was  induced  to  decline  a  more  advanta* 
geous  offer,  for  the  sake  of  ministering  to 
a  people  in  whose  destitute  condition 
and  frequent  disappointments  he  felt, 
like  the  Board,  a  deep  interest.  He  is 
instructed  to  labour  in  that  place,  in 
Caldwell,  and'  Warrensbnrgh,  and  In  a 
few  other  destitute  places  in  the  county 
of  Warren.  He  arrived  at  Bolton  on 
the  28th  October.  In  a  letter  of  J^ov. 
21st,  he  says,  <<  I  have  now  had  the  hap- 
piness of  preaehing  four  Sabbaths  in 
Bolton.  I  have  spent  all  my  time  in  this 
place  as  yet,  in  consequence  Of  other 
Missionary  aid,  by  which  Caldwell  and 
Warrensburgh  have  both  been  for  a  sea- 
son supplied.    As  for  Boltoi^  thio3u^e. 
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ten  nlfeftdy  say  the  proi^pecl  is 
what  encouraging.  The  people,  H  H 
true,  from  their  long  privation  of  regidar 
preaching,  were,  some  of  them  at  lef»st, 
begronhig  to  grow  indifferent  respecting 
their  spiritual  inlerests.  Yet  there  is,  1 
trust,  and  ever  has  been  in  this  p>tcc, 
since  lis  first  settlemewt,  a  seed  to  serve 
God.  There  have  not  been  wanting 
Bomc,  even  in  the  darkest  times,  «od 
when  they  have  had  no  preaching,  who 
have  not  suffered  the  hons«  of  God  to 
stand  empty  on  the  Sabbath,  I  believ*not 
in  a  single  instance.  Daring  the  short 
period  of  my  labours  among  them,  a  very 
perceptible  improvement  has  talfen  plae© 
in  their  attention  to  the  Interests  of  tho 
Bedeemer's  Kingdom.  They  cbeeiftilly 
acquiesce  in  every  effort  that  I  have  been 
able  to  make  for  thfeir  instmctiony,  and 
that  of  their  children.  They  are  much 
gratified  with  the  esAablbhrneut  of  Sab- 
bath Schools,  of  which  there  are  three, 
two  of  them  organised  before  my  arrival 
The  children  are  very  punctual  in  their 
attendance,  an^^are  making  rapid  pro- 
gress  in  tre&Mirin^  up  in  their  memory 
the  precious  word  of  life." 

Mission  to  contiguous  districts  qf 
Ptnnsylmnia  and  JVhO'York^  hor- 
dsring  upon  Ihe  Rivr  Delaware. 
In  the  last  Report,  the  Society  were 
Informed,  that  the  Bbv.  Wiixiaii  Tim- 
low,  whose  entrance  on  his  Missionary 
duties  had  been  delayed  by  providential 
circumstances,  would  in  a  short  period 
proceed  to  certain  counties  in  Peonqrl- 
vania  and  in  this  State,  on  the  boniers  of 
the  Delaware.  Mr.  Timlow  performed 
his  Mission  of  two  months  in  those  coun- 
ties in  a  manner  very  satisfactory  to  the 
Board,  and  rendered  to  them,  in  the 
month  of  April,  an  interesting  journal 
of  his  proceedings.  He  commenced  the 
Mission  on  the  8th  of  last  December. 
During  this  period  he  laboured  with 
great  dnigenee,  and  preached  no  leis 
than  slaty  sermons.  His  general  plan 
was  to  preach  in  the  evening  on  week 
days,  in  consequence  of  finding  that  Ihe 
males  were  better  able  to  attend  ^  Ikai 
time.  The  whole  of  each  d^  he  spent 
in  visiting  families  for  religious  converse- 
tien.  His  eongregatiens  were  generaUy 
very  large,    consideritg  the   scattered 


State  of  thepopulatfon,  always  attentive, 
and  oAen  very  solemn.  In  those  wiUb 
he  found  many  preciboi  souls  Inqohring 
the  way  of  salvation,  and  many  rejoic- 
ing in  the  hope  of  glory.  Hit  visits  were 
received  with  gratitude,  and  were  wel- 
comed every  where  by  persons  of  veriods 
teligious  denominations.  In  an  exCen- 
sive  tract  of  country  on  the  borders  of 
New¥ork  and  Pennsylvania,  there  9io 
very  fbw  preachers  of  the  Gospel.  Tka 
labours  of  some  of  these  are  very  abva- 
dant.  They  feel  themselves  In  the  mhlst 
of  desolations,  and  instead  of  being  Sa^ 
cooraged  by  thehr  extent,  seem  to  strive 
with  the  greater  eeal  to  build  up  thoa^ 
waste  places.  They  heil  the  arrival '  ef 
any  aid,  and  urged  reputedly  upon 
your  Missionary  the  cry,  <'  Come  and 
help  us.  Intercede  for  us."  In  sone 
places  in  which  he  ministered,  he  foaod 
great  attention  to  religion.  In  one-  o£ 
the  towns  Mr.  Timlow  met  witii  the  Bmt. 
Mr.  Kingsbury,  In  the  employment  of 
that  respectoble  institution,  the  Coi^nee* 
ticut  Missionary  Society.  Mr.  KingsboffSr 
is  settled  for  half  the  year  over  e  cnii- 
gregatioo,  and  spends  the  residue  ss  n 
Missionary.  He  has  thus  been  employed 
in  those  destitute  places  for  fifteen  years. 
The  Board  cannot  omit  to  record  the  feel- 
ing address  of  Mr.  Kin^dMny  to  Mr. 
Timlow.  **  I  am  almost  worn  out  Here 
are  thousands  of  precioos  souls ;  yes,  the 
woods  are  fuU  of  them,  and  none  to 
feed  or  lead  them !  Come  over  and  help 
ns,  and  may  God  bless  your  labcMWs. 
There  are  but  four  of  ns  preaching  Christy 
and  him  crucified  In  five  coonUes.  Bo- 
port  us  as  of  ell,  the  most  necesailous.- 
In  one  week,  Mr.  Timlow  preached 
ten  sermons  in  different  parts  of  a  lat^ge 
township,  and  be  remariw  that  there 
were  some  Individuals  who  heard  Urn  on 
each*occ«iion.  In  a  place  called  theCTai- 
lon  Settlement,  he  suggested  the  Idea  ef 
thcirformlngaMissionary  Socinty,tn1ialp 
In  defraying  the  expenses  of  Misslonnries 
who  might  visit  them.  On  his  retnn,  e 
few  weeks  afterwards,  he  found  tknt  Asf 
had  established  a  Society  amdUMy  m 
this,  and  had  subscribed  the  sum  of  » 
dollars,  though  the  settlement  consisted 
only  of  aiirteen  families.  From  this 
small  bnt  nealoui  nuxUiary,  joor  fifif- 
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fltonaijr  received  for  the  Board  the  «uid 

Mr.  Tinlofr  bavia|^  reserve^  to  him- 
self Bt  the  time  of  his  settlement,  as 
paster  eC  a  Cbarch  m  Orange  County,  the 
spaee  of  two  months  each  year,  with  a 
View  of  devetiog  them  to  Missionary  la- 
b^Hi^and  hcriog  intimated  to  the  Board 
bis  willingness  to  engage  in  another 
Itoion  of  that  period,  they  gladly  accep* 
ted  Ms  aSett  and  finding  that  the  sphere 
of  operations  appointed  him  during  his 
former  Mission  bad  been  too  eitensive, 
aotiiorieed  him  to  select  from  it  such 
places  as  he  migh^  deem  most  important. 
He  has  completed  one  month  of  this  new 
Mission,  and  some  extracts  from  his  jour- 
nal shall  close  the  account  of  his  labours. 
"August  11th,  I  west  to  Lower  West- 
iield  and  preached  in  the  evening.  On 
(he  iitlh  vi^te^  i|i  the  neighbourhood  and 
pieaebfld  at  five  o'clock.  The  assembly 
«vas  small  hot  serious.  After  the  meeting 
wae  dismissed,  a  gentleman  seventy-five 
years  old,  requested  the  people  to  remain 
afew  minutes.  He  eihorted  as  forsi  length 
of  time  in  a  feeling  manner,  while  tears 
of  joy  flowed  oopiously  down  his  cheeks. 
On  Sabbath  the  13th  I  preached  twice  to 
a  crowded  aodieQce,  wbo  gave  the 
striotest  attention,  and  at  five  attended  a 
Methodist  prayer  meeting  in  the  same 
plaoe^— Mth,  Went  seven  niies  nptfae 
Beaver  Kill,  to  the  Sprague  Settlement, 
and  preached  in  the  evening.  The 
people,  young  and  old,  were  all  attention* 
I  was  induced  to  appoint  preaching  for 
the  neit  day^t  four  o'clock,  P.  M.— loth, 
Visited  in  the  neighbourhood  :  at  12 
o'clock  a  violent  rain  commenced,  and 
continoed  ontU  four,  the  time  appointed 
for  worslifp.  I  had  des|)aired  of  the 
people's  assembling,  when,  in  a  few 
minntea^  tbo  clond  passed  away,  and  the 
people,  as  if  impelled,  soon  filled  the 
place  of  worship.  Judging  from  my  own 
feelings,  and  the  appearance  of  the  assem- 
bly, God  was  graciously  near.  During 
the  time  of  worship  numbers  were  weep^ 
lag)  yet  a  profonbd  silence  was  observed. 
Afier  meeting,  a  number  conversed  freely 
on  the  importance  of  religion.  An  aged 
iMni  when  bidding  me  farewell,  appeared 
veiy  solemn.  He  was,  in  a  plain  manner 
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pointed  to  his  own  state  as  a  sinner,  just 
in  the  grave,  from  which  nothing  but  the 
mercy  of  God  kept  him.    He  was  al^o 
directed  to  the  Saviour's  blood  as  the 
only  source  of  forgiveness.      He   ap- 
peared too  much  affected  to  reply,  and 
went  out  weeping.    On  the  16th  1  arriv* 
ed  at  the  Delaware,  made  an  appoint- 
ment for  the  neit  day,  and  went  three 
miles  down  the  river,  and  preached  at 
Deacon  Hallidays,    a  Baptist.     Elder 
Woolsey,   of  the  same   denomination, 
attended  this  meeting.    He,  1  believe,  is 
the  only  preacher  of  any  denomination 
for  100  miles  on  thu  branch  of  the  river. 
On  the  17th  I  spent  the  forepart  of  the 
day  in  the  neighbourhood  of  my  worthy 
host,  who,  with  his  family,  went  with 
me  in  the  afternoon  to  my  appointment 
up  tiM  river.    Here  we  had  a  very  so- 
lemn meeting.    The  people  heard  with 
marked  attention,  and  many  were  weep- 
ing.   After  worship  I  conversed  with  a 
few  who  were  sensible  of  tbeir  lost  state 
by  nature,  and  with  a  few  others,  full  of 
hope  and  joy.— 20tfa,  returned  to  Popac* 
ton,  and  preached  twice  to  a  crowded  as- 
sembly.   A  number  were  with  us  wbo 
came  tan  miles.    I  preached  in  the  even- 
ing, by  request,  at  Judge  Horton's,  a 
Baptist    A  Methodist  preacher  was  with 
me,  and  took  a  part  in  the  exercises  of 
the  evening.--22d,  Returned  to  Popac- 
lon,  by  particular  request,  and  preached 
in  the  evening.    The  house,  though  large 
for  this  country,  was  filled  to  overflow- 
ing.   The  attention  of  the  people  in  this 
place  increases  with  the  number  of  our 
meetings.— 24th,  Returned    to    Lower 
Westfield,  preached  at  10  o'clock.  After 
meeting  I  had  a  pleasing  conversation 
with  a  person  91  yeirs  old,  wbo  had 
walked  more  than  a  mile  to  hear  the  Cos* 
pel.    He  informed  me  he  had  received 
his  first  religious  impressions  under  the 
preaching  of  the  Rev.  George  Whitefield, 
eighty  years  ago.    1  went   to   Upper 
Westfield,  and  preached  at  6  P.  M.    I 
number  this  among  our  interesting  meet- 
ings.   Five  or  six  persons  live  in  this 
neighbourhood  who  are  upwards  of  70 
and  profess  to  t>e  pious.    Their  thankful 
tears  were  abundant  whh  which  my  hand 
was  wet  when  bidding  them'farcwell.'* 
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Vondusum, 

Sacby  brethreo,  are  tbe  simple  mnaJs 
of  your  last  year's  history,  and  sudi  b 
the  artlour  of  these  children  of  the  wil- 
derness to  receive  the  Gospel  of  peace, 
while  we>  who  constantly  enjoy  it|  are 
so  apt  to  undervalue  it.  With  such  ea- 
gerness do  they  devour  the  crumbs  which 
faU  from  your  favoured  tables.  Shall  we 
not  continue,  nay,  shall  we  not  redou- 
ble our  efforts  to  satisfy  the  spiritnal 
wants  of  those  who  so  gladly  receive  our 
charity. 

In  concluding  their  report,  the  Board 
would  remark,  that  those  districts  of  our 
State,  and  of  Pennsylvania,  to  which  the 
providence  of  God  has  directed  their  at- 
tention, demand  of  Christians  the  warm- 
est sympathies  and  the  strongest  exer- 
tions to  supply  their  wants. 

While  your  Directors  have  often  ex- 
perienced the  purest  pleasure  in  receiv- 
ing testimonials  of  the  Divine  blessing 
upon  their  feeble  efforts,  they  have  been 
too  often  compelled  to  feel  the  painful 


.  neteisity  of  denying  the  most  prewMig 
callt  for  their  attistaiwe.  A  SMise  of 
eompasiion  for  those  who  have  beaooglrt 
their  aid,  have  indooed  the  Boacd  to 
make  Miiekmary  appoistinettts  when 
they  had  not  a  dollar  in  dieirIVeafat7, 
and  when  they  hardly  knew  whenoe  to 
procure  the  means  of  ftdfiUiiig  tvMog 
engagements.  Theh*  only  al(eniilt«e^ 
was,  either  to  repel  all  applieotknis>  or 
tmst  that  Provklence  which  hod  hHhorto 
supported  them,  and  on  which  they  have 
never,  to  this  day,  repoaed  in  vnln. 

Brethren,  pause  and  reSect  upon  the 
desolations  of  yoor  land;  desolaftlons 
both  far  and  near.  Can  we,  while  sur- 
rounded with  temporal  and  splrUnri 
blessings,  foifet  the  state  of  our  brethron 
who  suffer  under  the  deprivation  of  alL 
Can  we  call  onrselres  Christiatts,  oan 
the  love  of  God  dwell  in  ns,if,  when  ve 
see  onr  brethren,  poor,  and  miserable^ 
and  blind,  and  wretched,  and  naked,  we 
shut  up  our  bowels  of  compas^n  from 
them! 


FOURTH  REPORT  OF  THE  NEW-YORK  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL 
MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 
PRESENTED  AT  THE  ANNUAL  BIEETINl?,  IN  8T.  PAUL'S  CHURCH, 
ON  THE  6th  or  OECEMBSR  1820.

This  Society  embraces  in  its  operations,  both  Domestic  and  Indian  Mis- 
sions, within  the  limits  of  the  diocess  of  New-York.  Its  Managers  have  be- 
fore them  an  important  field  of  usefulness.  It  is  to  be  lamented,  however, 
that  hitherto  their  efforts,  like  those  of  the  two  Societies  ah^dj  mentioned, 
have  been  greatly  restricted  by  the  limited  state  of  their  funds.  In  the  intro- 
duction to  the  present  Report,  the  Managers  remark— "  The  sum  of  three 
hundred  and  sixtj  dollars  and  nmety  cents,"  collected  \a  Grace  Chureh,  after  a 
Missionary  discourse  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  MoKTOOMERr,  ««  forms  neariy  the  one 
half  of  all  that  we  have  been  able,  during  the  past  year,  to  appropriate  to  the 
general  Missionary  fund  of  the  diocess.*' 


AuxQMonf  SodeHtB. 
Of  the  thfoe  societies  which  we  num- 
becedasamtiliarytotbb  at  the  last  re- 
4>ort,  we  have  received  remittances  from 
two  only;  that  established  at  ASbaoy 
l«v«ii|;not  yet  made  Its  retoms.  The 
•Oosheu  Female  AnxiHary  Missionary  So- 
C'*ty  have  remitted  twelve  dollars,  and 


the  Episcopal  Missiottary  Society  of  Ge- 
neva thirty  dollars.  It  would  have  been 
veiy  grateful  to  onr  wishes,  if  we  could 
have  annonneed  a  lai^  Increase  .In  the 
number  of  these  auxiliary  institutioBi,  as 
their  formation  is  one  of  the  most  pro- 
minent features  of  our  plan,  and  one  of 
the  utmost  promise  to  our  usefolness. 
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^u  Mxitiury  only  lus  been  added  liiir* 
ing  the  lest  3reer;  bnt  tbat  is  one  of 
wliioh  we  any  well  be  protuii  and  froai 
wbloh  w«  entictpete  important  aid.  The 
Bpiseopal  Mitsiottary  Society  of  Zioo 
Cborefa^in  thteeity,  (ourfourtliaiiitliary) 
in  Aognst  last  placed  in  onr^t/easury  the 
very^aen»us  sum  of  one  haodred  and 
eigbty  dollars,  raised  from  the  spirited 
anheeriptions  of  tbat  conglregatien  alone. 
It  is  impossible  to  record  the  oo-opera- 
tion  of  these  societies  without  feeling 
that  we  are  indeed  brethren— brethren  in 
afiection  and  in  purpose,  as  well  as  in 
name.  Such  a  true  and  active  charity 
extends  end  perpetuates  itself  by  the 
flame  which  it  Jcii^llcs ;  and  provokes 
others  to.  good  woriu  by  the  light  which 
its  own  holds  oat.  The  instances  which 
we  now  most  cheerfully  record  impress 
themselves  in  gratitode  upon  our  hearts. 
Would  that  the  same  gennine  spirit  of 
Christianity  might  pervade  every  parish 
in  our  diocess;  and  that  the  universal 
approbation  they,  are  calculated  to  ex- 
cite, might  evince  itself,  not  in  word 
only,  but  also  In  deed !  Would  that  the 
eloquence  of  tliese  examples,  more  pow- 
erfnl  than  any  arguments  which  we  can 
address,  might  be  effectual  in  bringing 
forward  such  friends  to  our  cause,  and 
such  allies  to  our  Institution,  as  our  re- 
newed appeals  have  foiled  to  excite  !— 
They  speak  to  the  public  spirited  and  the 
pious  of  evecy  congregation,  and  call 
upon  them,  as  they  admire  so  pure  an 
exercise  of  benevolence,  or  appreciate 
its  tendency,  to  ^  go  and  do  likewise." 
Though  their  contributions  may  be  small, 
yet  will  they  refresh  and  animate  us  by 
the  spirit  from  which  they  proceed. 

Jimount  of  Funds, 
thp  amount  received  into  the  treasury 
since  the  last  anniversary  is  nine  hun- 
dred and  forty-seven  dollars  and  seveuty- 
three  cents.  '<  The  Committee  for  P:*op- 
agating  the  Gospel"  have  been  authorized 
to  draw  for  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, without  which  assistance  tbejdis- 
siooaries  now  employed  coald  not  have 
been  paid  even  their  scanty  salaries. 
This  sum,  added  to  those  previously  paid 
over,  makes  the  whole  amount  contrib- 
uted by  this  socictyi  since  its  establish- 


ment, three  thousand  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollacs.  The  balance  in  the  treasury, 
after  pajrtng  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  year,  a  twenty-four  dollars  and  forty- 
one  cents. 

Diminution  of^uiir  Eeswrees. 

We  have  to  regret  a  considerable  di- 
minution in  pur  resources,  arising  from 
removals  and  other  causes.  The  names 
of  many  who  have  heretofore  been  our 
patrons,  have  also  been  withdrawn ;  not, 
we  are  sure,  from  .disaffection  to  a  cause 
so  tnily  in  the  spirit  of  the  Gospel,  but 
in  some  instances  from  the  inability 
which  the  times  have  produced,  and  in 
others  from  an  unwillingness  to  be 
troubled  with  matters  comparatively 
small  and  unimportant.  While  we  do 
justice  to  tlie  motives  of  the  former  of 
these  classes,  we  would  urge  upon  the 
latter  the  reflection,  which  cannot  be 
too  of^en  inculcated,  that  the  acknow- 
ledged and  indispensable  benefit  of  the 
fund  we  have  raised,  is  the  result  of 
many  small,  and,  of  themselves,  incon- 
siderable contributions,  scarcely  if  at  all 
felt  by  most  of  those  from  whom  they 
ate  derived,  but  constituting  in  the  ag- 
gregate a  rich  stream  of  extended  bless- 
ing. 

U  ought  also  to  be  recollected  by  all 
who  aid  in  charities  like  this,  that,  from 
the  smallness  of  the  subscription  a  large 
part  is  often  absorbed  in  the  collection, 
which  might  be  applied  to  the  object  in 
view,  if  paid  directly  to  the  treasurer ; 
and  also  that  the  expense  of  collection  is 
increased  by  the  difficulties  which  are 
often  thrown  in  Jls  way.  Th<, offering 
which  we  make  is  one  of  principle,  of 
conscience^  ^and  of  free  will,— not  o^ 
necessity.  That  contribution  which  is 
given  with  reluctance,  extends  a  dam- 
pening influence,  perhaps  more  than 
equivalent  to  the  benefit  of  the  giH.  On 
the  contrary,  a  snoall  gift,  tendered  with 
a  willing  and  a  ready  heart,  by  the  spi- 
rit which  it  excites  and  communicates, 
outweighs,  in  its  actual  benefit  as  well  as 
in  its  real  merit,  all  the  ponderous  offer-  > 
ings  of  an  uogracions  band.  He  that 
bath  much,  and  he  that  hath  little, 
should  both  give  gladly,  if  they  arc  in 
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earnest  in  promothig  the  common  inte- 
rest 

Oljed  and  Importance  of  Missionary 
labours. 

"  Wc  hail  the  ipirit  which  origint«««,the 
bennfieence  which  rapportt,  and  the 
l>les8lng  which  tpeeda  iostltalienB  for 
spreading  the  Gospel;  for  in  them  we 
find  the  best  hope  of  mans  moral  im- 
provement, and  the  best  promise  of  the 
melioration  of  his  condition.  Let  the 
mere  politician  aim  at  these  effects  by 
the  efforts  of  worldly  wisdom  and  of  le- 
gal enactment ;— let  the  man  of  cultivat- 
ed reason  or  refined  feeling  employ  the 
most  enlightened  method  to  soften  and 
bend  the  human  character,  and  to  over- 
come its  peryersilies ;  yet  will  it  ever  be 
found,  that  no  means  are  so  effisotoal, 
even  for  the  accomplishment  of  these 
objects,  as  that  of  making  men  Chris- 
tians in  affection  and  in  principle.  Mo- 
dify and  regulate  as  they  may  the  out- 
ward action  by  the  influence  of  law,  or 
the  restraints  of  custom,  or  the  power 
of  argument,  or  the  winning  eloquence 
of  fiction  and  of  sentiment ;  yet  if  the 
disposition^  and  passions  of  the  indivi- 
dual are  not  bn>ught  into  conformity  to 
the  pure  model  of  the  Gospel,  they  must 
ever  be  a  source  of  misery  to  himself  as 
well  as  ef  annoyance  to  others. 

Christiani^  sustains  most  fully  its  di- 
vine character  and  origin  by  its  fitness  fo 
promote  the  best  interests  of  men.  If, 
therefore,  ns  friends  to  individual  happi- 
ness or  social  order,  we  wish  to  make 
men  better  in  their  own  condition,  and 
better  disposed  toward  their  neighbour — 
to  sofle»  what  is  ragged  and  overbeHring 
—to  keep  down  what  is  vain,  and  prond, 
and  as|>iring — to  disarm  what  is  injori- 
ous^-to  chrcomsoribe  the  power  of  what- 
ever is  unfriendly,  or  cruel,  ormalioious 
—and  to  temper  all  into  good  will  and 
peace,-  we  will  diffuse  the  spirit  of  pure 
religion,  and  the  commanding  influence 
of  Christian  obligation. 
•  To  us  who  have  still  higher  objects  in 
view  than  those  which  merely  relate  to 
this  passing  worid  ; — to  us,  who  aim  at 
the  immortal  happiness  of  our  fellow 
men,  it  is  at  once  reason  for  exultation 
and  for  exertion,  that  this  great  object 


inckd^  in  it  so  many  of  lewer  «ttd«a^ 
vonr;  and  that  wlrile  we  impart  to  HSn 
the  knowledge  of  the  one  thing  iweedAil 
for  their  sphitwil  welfare,  the  blessings 
of  outwani  happiness  and  temporal  good 
are  added  to  our  triumph,  and  follow  in 
the  trahi  of  our  victory. 

Among  those  who  are  engaged  hi  pro- 
moting a  charily  so  pure,  so  efficient,  so 
comprehensive,  there  should  be  no  room 
to  reprove  theh*  Indifference,  nor*ny 
need  to  excHe  fbeir  wat.  It  b  no  vision- 
ary scheme  of  doubtful  issue  to  wMeb 
our  efforts  are  directed.  Almighty  Wis- 
dom has  devised  the  plan,  and  has  con- 
stantly followed  it  with  success.  WeWier 
is  it  an  impracticable  extent  of  benevo- 
lence to  which  our  effiHisare  drawa  <mt. 
Almighty  Providence  has  placed  wkfain 
our  community  the  subjects  of  our  re- 
gard, as  the  means  of  testing  oar  fitfelf* 
ty,  our  Christian  wakefuhiess,  our  trust 
in  Gods  promises.  It  U the  spiritustly 
destitute  of  our  own  state  to  wbom  wo 
desire  to  eitend  relief,  tt  is  the  dispell- 
ed flock  of  our  own  church  and  of  oor 
own  diocess,  who  look  op  to  their  i|««t* 
nal  Shepherd  for  that  aid  wbichtbe  borni- 
ty  of  their  more  favoured  brethren  c«tt 
alone  enable  him  to  supply. 

Afptal  in  5eAa//</Jtf M»Wwy.«TO^ 
What  eottld  be  eSlBoted,  by  dhhirtlsbf  ng 
the  salaries  of  MissioDW^  thai  their 
number  might  be  kept  up,  ba»  already 
been  done,  to  an  extent  which  is  painAil 
to  a  liberal  mind.  Nor  have  Hie  limltad 
resources  of  those  who  are  to  be  benefit- 
ed, been  scanlfly  applied.  Even  yet 
there  is  a  great  deficfency,  and  those  Who 
arc  eibployed  ere  spending  their  lalxmrs 
under  privation*  which  ought  not  to  be 
felt.  For.  surely,  if  ever  the  labeorer  t>c 
worthy  of  his  hire,  he  who  banishes  him- 
self from  the  sweets  of  home  and  friends, 
who  quits  the  ease  and  retirement  of 
study,  and^vea  himself  up  to  all  the  in- 
conveniences of  an  itinerant  and  onset- 
tied  life,  in  the  cause  of  humanity,  of  so- 
ciety, and  of  God  ;— he  who  seeks  the 
wilderness,  to  make  it  rejoice  with  the 
good  news  of  salvation— who  vhSts  the 
ignorant,  to  enlighten  them — the  erring, 
to  reform  them— the  penitent,  to  con- 
fTrm-*and  the  broken-hearterff  to  cheer 
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tlMiii»  tT«n  in  th(^^df«aiia«3  eCthair  dis* 
tvit  solitudM  'r^wck  a  labourar,  In  sttdi 
a  looeHatM^  is  todeed  worthy  of  ndatlnt* 
ed  botm.  Sot  with  those  that  are  so  oc* 
eupied  thefe  u  fto  reward  lave  thai  of 
tbftirown  hoMm.  ScauftUy  and  misent- 
hJy  provided^  they  give  up  aU  for  Christ ; 
and  are  vcrinatarily  eiposed  to  the  priva* 
tiona  and  extremitiet  o(  a4>riaiitiTe  seH^ 
devotion,  rather  than  desert  those  who 
are  perlshiiig  in^  their  spiritnal  need. 

Our  united  exertions  have  done  some- 
thiog  to  aUevtate  all  this ;  bnt  it  is  im- 
portant  that  more  should  be  done.  We 
therefore  earnestly  address  odrselves  to 
all  whose  hearts  are  open  to  the  inioeooe 
of  €:4iris«ian  gratitude  or  Christian  love  ; 
all  who  feel  an  interest  in  extending  the 
Christian  Cliurch  -,  beseeching  them  to 
compare  their  own  happy  eircumstancei 
and  privileges  with  the  destitution  of 
their  distant  brethreoi  and  the  privations 
of  tiiose  wlio  minister  to  them. 

Conld  you  aeooropeny  in  bis  duties 
one  of  these  pious  Missionaries,  we  need 
not  place  before  you  any  more  solemn 
appeal.  The  kind  feelings  of  your  own 
natnre,  the  enlightened  dietates  of  your 
•WD  minds,  the  dilating  charity  of  yonr 
own  bosoms,  would  most  effiecto^ 
plead  omr  cause.  It  woald  be  sofficteol 
that  the  hvmble  cabin  waa  the  siene  of 
ewry  tempelal  destHntion— that  neither 
scf^ee  beamed,  nor  kindly  interconrse 
soothed,  nor  cheerful  relaxation  enHven- 
ed  or  refined^  Too  woald  yourselves  be 
anxious  to  dispel  the  ignorance  of  reli- 
gion which  is  witnessed  there;  yon 
would  yourselves  be  anxious  to  supply 
the  desire  for  knowledge  which  is  there 
manifested ;  you  would  yourselves  be 
solicitous  to  guide  tlie  anpirations  of 
those  hearts  which  are  lifted  up  to  €rod 
with  little  more  than  the  light  of  nature 
to  direct  tliem. 

There,  in  many  a  distant  and  retired 
abode,  where  no  cheerful  spire  points 
the  thoughts  from  earth  tu  heaven,  and 
where  no  joyous  peal  announces  the  day 
of  rest  and  of  peace,  the  indolent  and 
careless  prornner  of  its  sacred  hours  is 
destined  to  be  saved  by  you  from  the 
extremity  of  irreligion  and  of  crime: 
there  the  earnest  .inquirer  after  the  truths 
and  ronso^Htions  of  the  Gosptl  appeals 


to.yop  to  dispense  to  huo  the  thread  of 
lifo :  ihere  the  fipiscopalian,  for  distant 
frqm.his  native  altars,  asks  at  your  liands 
the  services  of  the  church  he  reveres ; 
and  his  appeal  is  addressed  to  arespon- 
ffbe  foellag  in  your  own  bosom,  which 
it  is  impossible  for  you  to  disolahn. 
Indian  MiBiion, 

Bnt  there  Is  one  chiss  of  those  who 
come  within  the  scope  of  our  bounty 
whose  case  we  bad  well  nigh  forgotten, 
^or  would  it  be  strange  if  they  werefor< 
gotten,  who  in  silence  and  in  lianishment 
weep  over  their  sufferings  hnd  their 
wrongs.  The  Indian,  whose  birth-eight 
was  co-extensive  with  this  vast  conti- 
nent, and  its  noble  game  the  reward  of 
his  native  enterprize  and  hardihood,  now 
driven  from  his  original  domain,  is  him- 
self' the  prey  of  an  invader.  For  as  he 
has  left  behind  him  the  hunting-grounds 
of  his  ancestors,  there  is  scarcely  a  path 
through  his  forests  that  the  white  man 
has  not  traversed — there  is  scarce  a  re- 
treat in  his  wilderness  to  which  avarice 
has  not  followed  him.  Fn  too  many  in- 
stances only  the  corses  of  civilization 
have  attended  this  pursuit  of  selfish  and 
private  ends.  The  Indian  has  too  oHen 
been  contaminated,  that  he  might  be 
subdued;  while  the  inheritance  of  his 
fathers  has  been  bartered  for  trifles  with- 
out value,  or  for  a  poison  destructive  of 
his  habits,  and  fotal  to  his  existence.  To 
the  survivors  of  a  brave  and  ancient  race 
fast  gliding  away,  they  who  now  occupy 
their  soil  have  the  two-fold  obligation  to 
compensate  for  the  original  disadvan- 
tages of  their  tot,  and  to  make  reparation 
for  the  injuries  they  have  endured. 

We  rejoice  that  the  charity^to  which 
we  contribute  is  extended  to  them,  and 
that  i^ithin  our  own  dioeess  the  praise  of 
the  Most  High  is  heard  in  a  Christian 
temple,  from  voices  which  have  heretb- 
fore  resounded  only  the  whoop  of  war 
and  the  yell  of  extermination  ;  that  the 
liturgy  of  our  church,  translated  into  an 
Indian  tongue,  is  led  and  responded  by 
Indians  duly  instructed  and  religiously 
disposed-r-that  the  savage  bosom  ha^ 
been  taught  to  glow  with  tlie  tenderness 
of  Christian  feeling— that  the  sons  of 
Indian  chieftains,  no  longer  foremost  in 
the  march  of  hostility  and  blood,  now 
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employ  tfaeif  talents  and  their  hifla^nce 
in  promotuig  the  religion  of  peaoe— 4liat 
the  warrior  who  would  not  tarn  on  bis 
heel  to  save  his  life,  Icneeling  before  tlie 
ambassador  of  Jesus  Christ,  has  eobilra- 
ed  tbe  vows  of  his  religious  obedience^ 
and  tliey  who.have  been  divested  of  their 
temporal  inheritance,  have  by  faith  been 
dimcted  to  that  better  eonntry,  where 
tiiey  shall  no  more  be  strangers  and  pil* 
grims. 

Conclusion, 

The  great  field  of  our  present  exer- 
tions will  one  day  form  the  centre  of  a 
conotless  population.  But  in  tbe  condi- 
tion of  men  thas  rapidly  penetrating  tiie 
wilderness  of  prtmitive  nature,  leaving 
behind  ihem  the  regular  ministrations  and 
services  of  religion,  and  the  established 
restraints  which  give  order  to  society ; 
removed  from  public  observation,  and 
the  influence  of  public  opinion  on  tbe 
conduct ;  in  such  a  condition » there  must 
exist  a  strong  tendency  to  immorality  and 
irreligion.  Policy  and  humanity  aillm 
require  that  thb  tendency  should  be  stea- 
dily counteracted.  The  hardy  frontier 
settlers,  if  long  abandoned  to  its  opera- 
tion, will  be  irrecoverably  confirmed  in 
evil  habits,  which,  growing  with  their 
growth,  will  be  extended  with  theu*  pro- 
gress. This  is  the  tinie  when  we  ought 
to  pour  opon  them  the  light  of  Christian 
truth :  this  is  the  time  to  attach  them  to 
the  principles  and  institutions  of  the 
Gospel.     Let  the  good  seed    now  be

eBftttered,  and^tliey  who  bear  it  fofth 
will  doubttess  r^om  again  rejoioing, 
rich  in  tbe  fruits  of  tlidraiiecess.  As 
soon  as  the  forest  is  subduedy  its  choicest 
cedars  shall  rise  again  In  temples  to  the 
Lord.  The  voice  of  thaskigiving  shsif 
ascend  from  our  fitrthest  borders;  and 
aoecessive  generations^  urged  by  the  wph- 
nt  of  adventure,  or  borne  ftifwanl  oci 
the  tide  of  popalatioo,  shall  convey  the 
blessings  of  religion  to  the  distant  ooeali 
and  its  remotest  isles. 

Though  it  to  not  within  the  eompaas  of 
OUT  means  to  pcodnoe  results  so  g^ioips 
and  so  extensive,  yet  their  possibility  is 
an  unanswerable  motive  to  esertioo)  and 
should  induce  us  to  bear  a  willing  and  a 
(aithful  part* 

And  when  that  night  of  oblivion,  which 
is  rapidly  advaneing  upon  as  and  oar 
pursuits,  shaH  have  shadowed  us  in  the 
daricness  of  its  maoUe'^-^wfaen  th^  basjr 
horn  of  other  men  shaH  be  heard  in  the 
scenes  which  we  now  oecopy,  and  the 
seasons  of  other  years  shall  spread  their 
summer  verdure  and  their  winter  desola- 
tion oter  our  lowly  resting  placer-^the 
impulse  which  oar  feeble  efforts  have 
communicated  in  the  great  cause  of  ra- 
ligioa,  will  form  the  best  memorial  to 
redeem  from  forgetfulness  lives  too  ex- 
clusively devoted  to  the  world  and  Sis 
fleeting  cares ;  and  at  the  last  4ay  may 
realise  for  us  the  truth  of  that  graetous 
promise,  that  he  who  gives  aoap  of  oold 
water  in  the  name  of  Christ,  shall  not 
lose  his  reward. 


NINETEENTH  REPORT  OF  THE  HAMPSHIRE  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY, 

PRESENTED  AT  THE  ANNUAL  KEETINO,  HELD  AT  NORTHAMFTON, 
▲U«irST,  1820. 

TuE  following  brief  abstract  of  this  Report,  we  find  in  the  Boston  Recorder  y 
of  the  10th  inst.    The  entire  Report  we  have  not  seen. 

The  Trustees,  at  this  anniversary,  have 
to  notice  labours  of  their  Missionaries  in 
six  of  the  United  States ;  performed  in 
iMaine  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Josiali  Peet, 
of  Norridgewock ;  Fifield  Holt,  of 
Bloomfield  ;  Thomas  Williams,  of  Brew- 
er; and  Bancroft  Fowler,  of  Bangor; 
in  Vermont,  by  Rev.  David  H.  Williston 
io  the  northern  ;  and  ReV.  Philip  Spauld- 
ing,  of  Jamaica,  in  the  southern  part  of 


the  state  ;  in  New- York,  by  Rev.  Messrs. 
Isaac  Clinton,  of  Lowville  ;  Joel  Wright, 
of  Leverett,  Mass. ;  and  Samuel  Parker, 
of  Danby,  county  of  Tioga;  by  the 
Rev.  Royal  Phelps,  in  Pennsylvania, 
south  of  Lake  Erie,  and  near  the  line  of 
Ohio ;  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Joseph  M. 
Curtis  and  William  Strong,  in  Ohio ;  and 
by  Rev.  Asa  Brooks,  -in  the  county  of 
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.  Xo  tii60iifasB  ike  stttlencnt  of  €hrb- 
tian  Minfaters,  wbich  is  an  ol^ect  with 
theTrutteesy  tapt^juoftni*  h&v«>.in  ae- 
vcral  ioatonceffy  been  entered  into  with 
them,  with  the  consent  of  their  peoplei 
that  they  should  labour  as  MitsionariM 
ten  weelu  annoally,  for  five  years,  in 
the  empioynient  of tbto  society.  Mewrs. 
Peet,  Holt,  Wi)liam8,  Spanlding,  and 
Brooks,  have  received  commissions  for 
these  ten  weeks  yearly  services.  The 
five  years  of  Messrs.  Peet  and  Holt  were 
completed  with  1819,  hot  at  their  request 
their  missions  are  renewed  for  1920.  Mr. 
Fowler's  mission  is  for  the  same  number 
of  weeks,  histituted  at  the  request  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  of  which  he  is  a 
professor,  and  which  has  been  removed 
from  Hampden  to  Bangor.  Mr.  Parker, 
who  has  a  pastoral  charge  from  which 
he  receives  a  salary  for  labouring  three 
fourths  of  the  time,  has  been  employed 
thirteen  weeks  annually  for  several  years. 
His  hitest  journal,  wbich  has  been  re- 
ceived, respects  services  performed  in 
1819.  His  mission  is  continued.  All 
these  BiKasioneries  have  their  fields  to 
be  cultivated  near  their  places  of  habita- 
tion. 

Mr.  CKoton  is  performing  a  mission  of 
twelve  weeks  In  the  vicinity  of  Lowvllle, 
and  the  more  northern  counties  of  Jeffer- 
son and  St  Lawrence. 

Mr.  Phelps  laboured  in  1819  tweoty- 
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five  weeks.  This  year  bis  mission  is 
Ivcenty  weeks  among  the  same  people. 

Mr.  Brooks  was  employed  the*  laat 
year  fifteen  weeks.  His  mission  for  five 
years.commeaces  with  1820. 

The  holy  Bible  and  other  religioiu 
booka  and  tracts  conlioue  to  be  dlatribui* 
■ed.  Important  aid  Is  given  to  the  estab- 
lishment and  conducting  of  sabbath 
flcbools,  to  the  no  little  benefit  of  child- 
ren and  youth.  Persons  are  found,  and 
sofne  who  hopefully  are  pious  that  do 
not  possess  a  complete  copy  of  the  inspir- 
ed Scriptures.  A  feeble  old  man,  a  rois- 
alo(Qary  relates,  who  doubtless  had  seen 
more  than  seventy  years,  and  bad  no 
means  of  support  but  the  labour  of  his 
hands,  came  to  me,  and  with  an  air  of 
meekness  and  humility,  requested  the 
favour  of  a  Bible,  saying  that  in  int  otd 
age  he  had  bten  brought  to  an  underttanding 
of  what  the  Bibk  teaches,  but  that  he  had 
not  a  whole  copy  of  it,  A  Bible  was  given 
him,  and  after  expressing  his  gratitude 
with  nlueb  warmth  of  feeling,  the  aged 
man  returned,  rejoicing,  to  his  house. 

The  Trustees  gratefully  notice  the 
very  efficient  aid  wbich  has  been  offered 
them  by  the  Charitable  Female  Associa- 
tion.

The  following  letters,  from  these  Missionaries  to  the  Rev.  Sereno  E.  Dwight, 
of  Boston,  contain  the  latest  advices  from  that  quarter.  We  copy  them  from 
the  Boston  Recorder  of  the  10th  ibst

Dear  Brother-^U  you  have  received 
eur  letter  by  Capt.  Edes,  you  know  our 
feelings  with  regerd  to  a  mission  at 
Smyrna.  We  thought  then,  (and  we 
are  now  much  more  confirmed  in  the 
opinion,)  that  a  wide  and  effectual  door 


is  opened  for  benevolent  operations. 
Can  it  for  a  moment  be  a  question  after 
so  many  revivals,  and  so  many  blessings 
upon  the  cause  of  missions,  whether  it 
is  duty  to*  send  the  gospel  to  that  very 
land  from  whence  v&e  received  it  with  all 
its   attendant  blessings.     We   are  not 
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wttboatbope  thst  we  sbril  sw  (Wttimd- 
vd  of  tniUi  ereetad  on  theae  shores  Uh 
Cmo  we  set  stilibr  Mastiw. 

Sioee  we  emved  »l  Sckh  oar  mtteatioa 
Iiesbeeodireoleillothestildy  of  tbemo- 
dem  Qfeek  langmge,  under  Hm  imstnic* 
tioB  of  tlie  prlaei|Na  Professor  of  Ifae 
College  at  Soio.  We  have  had,  hair* 
ever  precioas  opportunities  to  distrlboce 
religious  tracts  both  among  this  people> 
and  among  the  inhabitants  of  other 
Islands,  Almost  every  day  we  have  had 
applications  either  for  Biblesi  orreligioas 
tracts.  The  Tract  which  we  reprinted 
at  the  College  press  was  ready  for  dis« 
tribtttion  about  a  month  sinoei  and  we 
have  given  aws^  more  than  700  copies  to 
(he  people  on  th'is  Island— sent  160  to 
Smyrna— 900  to  Creto,  and  100  to  Thes«> 
satonica.  One  fact  is  very  encouragiai^ 
An  ioslructerof  a  school  in  Ciete,  who 
was  lierei  learning  that  we  had  religioqs 
traots  for  distribution,  made  a  very  earn* 
est  request  far  a  (|nantity  of  them,  to  be 
given  to  his  friends  and  to  schools  on 
that  island.  We  gave  him  200  copies 
When  he  received  them  he  thanked  us 
vtry  sineerelyi  and  expressed  a  wish  to 
see  us  in  Crete.  Tracts  distributed  by  an 
instructer  of  a  school,  or  by  an  inhabitant 
of  the  place,  will  excite  much  less  suipi- 
aion  and  have  the  prospect  of  much 
more  usefulnessv  than  they  would  have  if 
bestowed  by  a  foreigner.  ^There  b  mncfa 
advantage  in  finding  work  for  every  man 
in  the  cause  of  righteousness. 

This  moment,  since  writing  the  above 
a  Priest  called  upon  us  for  a  Testament. 
He  took  it  in  his  bands  and  said,  "  O 
thiaiseicellent."  After  examining  it  a 
little,  he  cheerfolly  paid  the  money  at 
which  we  valued  it.  We  gave  him  like* 
wise  several  reKgioos  tracts.  Seldom 
have  we  seen  more  evident  expressions 
of  gratitude  and  joy.  May  the  God  of 
the  Bible  enlighten  hb  mind,  that  he  may 
heboid  wondrous  things  out  of  bis  law. 
There  is  evidently  a  searching  for  the 
Holy  Scriptures  among  this  people.  We 
p.-ny  that  it  may  continue  and  abound. 

iii  the  churches^  the  ancient  Greek  is 
read,  and  but  few  of  the  assembly  are 
able  to  understand  it.  What  a  blessing 
will  be  the  possessioQ  of  the  Scriptures 
in  tl:*;  common  language  of  the  countiy.

Scio,  QcUhtr  i^  1820. 
Rip,  and  dear  Su^-The  answer  lo.your 
letter  of  June  23,  will  have  been  receiv- 
ed, we  hope,  previous  to  the  arrival  of 
the  Sally  Ann.  From  the  inquiries  ia 
your  letter,  we  are  induced  to  give  a 
concise  account  of  the  popaiatioo»  reli- 
gion, and  literature  of  Scio. 

The  Isle  of  Scio  is  separated  from  the 
continent  of  Asia  by  a  channel  18  miles 
in  width.  On  the  north,  is  a  distinct  view 
of  the  Isle  of  Mytelene ;  en  the  east,  of 
the  shores  of  Asia,  the  city  of  Ichesme^ 
near  to  which  was  destroyed  the  TurkisU 
fleet ;  on  the  south  east,  of  the  Isle  of  S%:> 
mos.  The  length  of  the  Jslandy  it  b  saitiy 
b  thirty  miles;  the  broadth»  from  Ut^ 
18.  A  high  range  of  mouotains»  com* 
posed  principally  of  Umestone>  cuna  • 
through  the  whole  length  of  theislipd^ 
like  the  green  mtiuntains  of.  VermoncL 
On  the  east  side  b  an  extensfv^^^higk* 
ly  cultivated  pUiui  upon  wbioh  b  the 
ptincipal  cHy,  Scio,  a  number  of  fine 
villages,  and  numerous  summer  seats  of 
re^taetaWe  merchants.  The  low  lands 
are  covered  with  fruit-trees ;  as  orangTi 
lemon,  fig,  olive,  pomegranate  *,  but  the 
mountains  are  barren,  except  now  an4 
then  a  small  grove  of  pine  trees. 

As  to  the  population  we  depend  upon 
the  statements  given  us  by  the  Greek 
Bishop.  They  are  as  follpws— the  entire 
population  00,000  or  70,000;  of  these, 
not  less  than  8000  are  Turks ;  SOOor^OO 
Catholics,  a  few  Jews,  and  the  rest 
Greeks. 

The  Turks  live  most  of  them  in  a  largo 
castle  on  the  sea-shoref  separate4  from 
the  city  by  draw-bridges.  They  have  In 
theo{tyl2aos^|ees,  all  of  which  are  stW 
occupied  as  plaees  of  worship^  During 
RamUanf  the  Mahomedan  fast,  the  mln- 
erets  are  illuminated  in  tbe  night.  Bells 
are  not  in  use  among  tbe  Turks,  but  a  . 
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ptnoa  is«mplo3r«cllogiTttBOtke«f  ttka 
diflerent  hoon  for  prayar,  by  crying 
«load  from  a  high  part  of  the  miaeret.  In 
Seto,  tbo  Turks  usually  spaak  the  Greak 
laiigiiaga»  and  sometiines  marry  into 
Greek  families.  Christians  enjoy  great 
liberty,  and  are  nerer  interropted  in  their 
religious  services. 

CatboUes  hare  sis  churches,  three  in 
tlie  city,  and  three  in  the  country— one 
Bishop,  and  28  Priests. 

The  Greeks  have  SO  or  60  churches  in 
the  city,  and  very  many,  (some  say  500 
others  a  lOOO,)  in  different  parts  of  the 
Islattd.  There  'is  one  Bishop,  and  600  or 
€00priests,  besides  monks.  Only  6  or  6, 
oat  of  the  000  priests,  ever  attempt  to 
preach  the  Gospel.  Their  duties  are 
liMlWd  to  the  reading  of  the  church  ser- 
'Hee  upon  the  Sabbath  and  feast  days. 
The  i»ook8  used  in  the  churches  are  in 
UBcient  Greek,  and  are  read  with  great 
rapidity  and  indistinctness.  Among  them 
we  have  noticed  "  the  Meoaion,"  con- 
sisting of  12  folio  volumes,  one  for  each 
nonth ;  tbe  *<  Time  Piece/'  one  folio 
-volume  ;  selections  from  the  gospels,  and 
some  smaller  books.  Tbe  whole  Bible  is 
not  found  in  tlie  churches,  and  seldom 
indeed  in  the  houses.  We  have  seen 
only  two  Bibles,  one  Septoaghit,and  three 
Testaments,  excepting  those  left  by  the 
Bav.  Mr.  Jowett,  and  Hev.  Mr.  William- 
son. Psalters  are  kept  for  sale,  and  are 
ns6d  in  schools.  There  are  about  100 
holidays  besides  the  Sabbath.  On  these 
days,  the  people  assemble  morning  and 
evening,  In  the  churches  for  religious 
service.  Both  in  the  summer  and  winter 
the  morning  service  is  performed  by  can- 
dle light.  Prayers  are  read  or  sung  by 
two  or  three  individuals,  and  the  con- 
gregation respond,  <<  God  be  merciful." 
The  Lord's  prayer  and  the  creed  are  re- 
peated at  every  season  of  worship. 

The  College  in  thb  city  was  establish- 
ed la  its  present  form  and  government 
about  five  years  since,  when  Mr.  Bambat, 
tlie  prindpat  instructer,  took  the  charge 
of  the  institution.  There  are  at  present 
700  or  800  students— 14  instmcters— one 
Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Bhetorie ;  one 
of  Mathematics ;  one  of  Theology,  Ge- 
ometry,  kc ;  one  of  (he  Turkish  language ; 
one  of  the  Lathi  and  French ;  and  nine 
Fehrumy^  1821 
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ttachtrs  of  the  oncieot  and  madam 
Greek.  A  considerable  propottioa  uf 
tbe  scholar!  are  young,  and  are  iostraet* 
ed  in  the  irst  principles  of  Gtaaiuiir ; 
the  higher  classes  are  requiaed  to  study 
Plutareh,  Xenopbon,  Demosthtaes,  Plu. 
to.  Homer,  Herodotus,  Pludar,  and  the 
Iliad. 

The  four  first  days  of  tiie  week,  lec- 
tures are  delivered  in  Chemistry,  Rheto- 
ric and  History.  There  is  a  good  chem- 
ical laboratory,  and  a  printing  press,  ob* 
tained  the  last  year  from  Europe.  Tho 
fimds  of  the  College  are  obtained  in  part 
from  tbe  Greek  community,  and  in  part 
by  private  donations.  A  gentleman  in 
Rosfia  has  recently  given  20,000  or 
aOjOOO  dollars  to  thb  seminary.  Tuition 
is  given  gratit  to  all  tbe  students.  On 
Friday  the  first  class  are  instructed  in  tb6 
"  Holy  Catechism,*'  and  twice  in  a  week 
the  second  class  have  lessons  from  the 
Acts  of  the  Apostles,  and  from  Ethlcks. 
This  term,  lessons  have  been  ^ven  to 
30  or  40  students  from  the  English  work 
called  **  Young  Mimdtr't  Con^fMoUon," 
The  Professor  gives  a  translation  of  it  In 
Greek,  and  requires  each  student  to 
write  as  he  speaks  it.  Great  good  may 
resultfrom  this  mode  of  instruction.  We 
might  enlarge,  but  time  will  not  permit.

MISSION  TO  BURMAH. 

VISIT  OF  THE  RKV.  MESSRS,  JUDSON  AND  COLHAN  TO  AVA,  THE  CAPITAL  OF 
Tim  BURUAN  EMPIRE. 

Having  resided  several  years  at  Rangoon,  and  having  experienced  much 
opposition  from  the  Agents  of  the  government,  these  zealous  Missionaries 
undertook  a  journey  to  Ava,  tvith  the  hope  of  obtaiuing  permission  from  the 
Emperor,  to  promulgate,  unmohssted,  the  Christian  system  in  hb  dominions. 
The  following  account  of  this  hazardous,  and  we  regret  to  add,  unsuccessful 
enterprise,  copied  firom  the  UtUer  Day  Lurninaryy  will  be  perused  with  ro- 
terest 

This  narrative  was  selected  for  our  December  number,  but  we  have  not 
found  room  for  it  until  now. 


Dee.  12,  1819,  Lord's  Day.^Wo  wtre 
Mnch  gratified  at  seeing  the  teacher, 
Monng  Shwa  Onoog  at  worship,  for  the 
firat  time,  since  he  was  accused  before 
the  viceroy.  The  news  of  our  intended 
expedition  to  Ava,  has  probably  embold- 
ened him.  We  proposed  his  accompa- 
B3rtng  us,  but  he  declined. 

Dec.  19,  Lord's  Z>fly.— Had  worship  for 
the  last  time.  Disappointed  in  not  see- 
ing the  teacher ;  but  the  disappointment 
somewhat  alleviated  by  the  attcntlance 
of  one  of  his  acquaintance,  an  elderly 
man,  by  name  Oo  Yan,  by  profession  a 
"doctor,  who  listened  with  the  strictest 
attention,  and.  in  his  subsequent  conver- 
sation, discovered  a  truly  inquisitive 
spirit. 

Dee.  21. — After  having  made  arrange- 
BRnts  for  our  wives*  residence  in  town, 
daring  oar  absence,  brother  Colmao  and 
myself  embarked.  Our  boat  is  six  feet 
wide  in  the  middle,  and  forty  feet  long. 
Atenporaiy  deek  of  bamboos  is  laid 
throaghoat,  and  on  the  hinder  part  of  the 
^o«ti  the  sides  are  raised  with  thin 
^'©•rds,  and  a  covering  of  thatch  and 


mats  tied  on,  so  as  to  form  two  low 
rooms,  in  which  we  can  just  sit  and  fie 
down.  Oar  company  consists  of  sixteen, 
beside  ourselves,  ten  rowmen,  a  steers- 
man, a  headman,  whose  name  is  inserted 
in  our  passport,  and  who,  therefore,  de- 
rives a  little  authority  from  government, 
a  steward  or  cook  for  the  company, 
which  place  is  filled  byourtrasty  Moimg 
Nau,  our  own  cook,  a  Hindoo  washer- 
man, and  an  Englishman,  who  having 
been  unfortunate  all  his  life,  wishes  to 
try  the  service  of  his  Burman  majesty. ' 
We  have  been  much  perplexed  in  fix- 
ing on  a  present  for  the  emperor,  with- 
out which  no  person  unauthorized  can 
appear  in  his  presence.  When  we  eon- 
sidered  that  there  ought  to  be  a  congraity 
between  the  present,  and  our  cbaracter» 
we  selected  that  book,  which  we  hope  to 
be  allowed  to  translate  under  his  patron- 
age— the  Bible,  in  six  volumes,  covered 
with  gold  leaf,  in  Burmtfti  style,  and  each 
volume  enclosed  in  a  rich  wrapper.  For 
presents  to  other  members  of  gorern- 
ment,  we  have  taken  several  pieces  of 
fine  cloth,  and  other  articles.  , 
30gle 
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Thus  mannod  and  ftiroisbed,  we  push- 
ed off  from  the  shores  of  Rangoon.  The 
teacher,  Mouog  Shwa  Gnong,  had  not 
been  to  see  ii»  for  several  dajrs,  ashamed 
probably  of  baring  decliaed  accompany- 
ing OS ;  but  just  as  we  were  pushing  off, 
we  saw  his  tall  form  standing  on  the 
wharf.  He  raised  his  hand  to  his  head, 
and  bade  os  adieu,  and  continued  look- 
ing after  the  boat,  until  a  projecting  point 
shut  Hangoon,  and  all  its  scenes,  from 
our  view.  When  shall  we  redouble  this 
little  point  ?  Through  what  shaft  we  pass, 
ere  the  scene  now  snatched  away  be  re- 
presented? The  exp«di(ion  on  which 
we  have  entered,  however  it  may  termi- 
nate, is  unavoidably  fraught  with  conse- 
quences momentous  and  solemn,  beyond 
aH  conception  We  are  penetrating  into 
the  heart  of  one  of  the  great  kingdoms  of 
the  world,  to  make  a  formal  offer  of  the 
gospel  to  a  despotic  monarch,  and 
tbrotigk  him  to  the  millions  of  his  sub- 
jects. May  the  Lord  accompany  us,  and 
crown  oar  attempt  with  the  desired  suc- 
cess, if  it  be  consistent  with  hb  wise  and 
holy  will. 

At  nighti  we  moored  by  the  banlcs  of 
Kyee-myen-daing.  It  was  near  this  ptace, 
that  a  few  days  ago,  one  of  the  boats  be- 
longing to  Mr.  G.  late  coflector  of  Ran- 
goon, was  attacked  by  robbers,  and  the 
steersman  and  another  man  IdNed  at  a 
single  shot. 

On  the  30th,  reached  Kah-nooog,  a 
considerable  town,  about  90  miles  from 
Baogoon.  Here  we  met  a  special  officer 
from  Bassein,  with  a  detachment  of  men, 
sent  in  pursuit  of  a  band  of  robbers^  who 
lirtely  made  a  daring  attack  on  a  large 
beat>  wounded  and  beat  off  the  people, 
and  took  plunder  to  the  amount  of  1500 
ticais. 

Jan.  1»  1820;— -Passed  a  remarkably 
high  rocky  mountain,  the  side  of  which. 
Cor  a  considerable  esteut,  is  indented 
with  numerous  recesses,  containing 
images  of  Gaodama,  all  carved  out  of  the 
B<)iid  rock. 

Jofi.  2.— Passed  the  large  towns  of 
Sbwa-doung  and  Pah-douog,  on^  opposite 
sides  of  the  river,  and  reached  Pyee 
(vulgariy  called  Preme,)  120  miles  ftom 
Rangoon ;  a  place  in  Biirman  history, 
and  the  seat  of  aa  aaeieat  dynasty  of 
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kings.  The  town  itself  is  now  in  a  state 
of  dilapidation  ;  but  the  environs  appear 
ftowisfalng. 

Confirmed  reports  of  a  roost  daring 
robbery,  committed  alittte  higher  up,  on 
the  boat  of  the  ^^overnor  of  Taroke-man, 
who  was  going  up  to  Ava,  with  about  60 
n»en  and  700O  ticals.  The  robbers  came 
down  upon  the  people,  white  they  were 
cooking  on  shore,  shot  the  governor 
through  the  body^  and  carried  off  all  the 
treasure. 

Jan,  17. — Reached  Pah-gan,  a  city  ce- 
lebrated in  Rurmao  history  ;  being  like 
Pyee,  the  seat  of  a  former  dynasty.  It 
is  about  260  miles  from  Rajigoon. 

Jan.  18 — ^Took  a  survey  of  the  splen- 
did pagodas,  and  extensive  ruins,  in  the 
environs  of  this  once  famous  city.  As- 
cended, as  far  as  possible,  some  of  the 
Irigbest  edifices,  and  at  the  height  of  one 
hundred  feet,  perhaps,  beheld  alf  the 
country  round,  covered  with  temples  and 
monuments  of  every  sort  and  size,  some 
in  utter  ruin,  some  fast  decaying,  and 
some  exhibiting  marks  of  recent  atten- 
tion and  repair.  Hie  remains  of  the  an* 
cieut  wall  of  the  city  stretched  beneath 
us.  The  pillars  of  the  gates,  and  many  a 
grotesque,  decapitated  relio  of  antiquity 
chequered  the  motley  scene.  All  con^ 
spired  to  suggest  those  elevated  and 
mournful  ideas  which  are  attendant  on  a 
view  of  the  decaying  remains  of  ancient 
grandeur;  and  though  not  comparable 
to  such  ruins  as  those  of  Palmyra  and 
Ralbec,  (as  they  are  represented,)  still 
deeply  interesting  to  the  antiquary,  and 
mora  deeply  tnterestiiig  to  the  Chrblian 
missionary.  Mere,  about  eight  hundred 
years  ago,  the  religion  of  Boodh  was  fiht 
publicly  recognized  and  established  as 
the  religion  of  the  empire.  Here  then 
Ab^ah-hao,  tbe  first  Boodhist  apostle  of 
Burmah,  under  the  patronage  of  King 
Anan-ra-tha-men-zan,  disseminated  the 
doctrines  ofAtheism,  and  taught  his  disci- 
ples to  pant  after  annihilatfon,  as  the  su- 
preme good.  Some  of  the  ruins  before 
oar  eyes  were  probably  the  remains  of 
pagodas  designed  by  hiflMelf.  We  loek- 
ed  back  on  tiie  centuries  of  darkness  that 
are  past  We  looked  forward,  and  Chrii- 
tian  liope  would  faio  brighten  the  pros- 
p«et.    Pfiiiaps  we  stand  on  the  diMiut 
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lilMof th«  tnqnre  of  dtrloiess  and  Ugkf. 
0,4tede«f  Sbeii  Ak-rsh-han  !  weep  o'er 
iJttf  fiKUingfanet;  retire  from  the  toeaes 
of  Iby  past  ipreataets.  But  thoo  ta^ilert 
at  my  feeble  voke.  Linger  then,  Iky 
little  remaining  dajr.  A  voice  miglitier 
tluin  mine,  a  still  small  voioei  will  ere 
KMig  sweep  away  every  vestige  of  tky 
domin&eii.  The  churches  of  Jesus  wlU 
IQOB  soppknt  these  idolatroos  raoon- 
BHMt^  and  the  chanling  of  tiie  devotees- 
of  Boodh  will  die  away  hefore  the  CftriP- 
tian  hymn  of  praise* 

After  leaving  Pab^ga&»  the  river  tOTM 
to  the  east.  We  walked  aeross  the  point 
of  land  formed  hy  the  carve  ef  the  river, 
asd  ngoiped  the  boat  at  Nyooog-oo.  Oa 
the  flOth  we  reached  Gaah-hmyah-gnay, 
a  solitary  end  daogeroos  place,  and  moor^ 
ad  Wider  a  little  point  of  land.  Late  f  o 
the  oveningt  a  lai;ge  boat,  Ml  of  men> 
suddenly  tamed  the  point,  and  bore 
4>«f B  apoQ  OS.  Oor  headman  wamad 
them  off;  but  they  paid  no  attentum,  and 
n^de  no  reply ;  on  which,  he  fired  a  goB 
over  them,  lliey  then  called  oot  to  for- 
bear, and  sheered  off.  The  adventure 
qilUe  indisposed  us  for  sleep.  We  plan- 
ned anew  the  miooti«  of  operattoa,  in 
oase  of  attack,  and  kept  a  strict  watch  all 
n%ht. 

Jan.  22.— Passed  the  oonfloence  of  the 
Kyeo-dwen  and  the  A-rah-wab-tee,  and 
.jiroceeded  op  the  latter.  The  former  is 
the  smaller  of  the  two,  bat  it  Is  said  to  be 
navigable  for  large  boats  twenty  days 
distance  firoon  the  confloence.  It  pene- 
tvates  into  the  Cassay  country,  which 
lies  north  of  Bonnah,  and  to  which 
dOilOOO  troops  have  lately  marched  fipom 
Ava»  to  qoell  a  rebelUoii  occasioned  by 
the  accession  of  the  new  emperor. 

We  are  now  beyond  the  region  of  the 
robbers,  and  are  allowed  to  sleep  in  com- 
parative quiet. 

Jan.26.-^PR8sed  Old  Ave,  the  seat  of 
the  dynasty  immediately  preceding  the 
present,  and  Tsah-going,  a  place  of  some 
note,  distinguished  for  its  innumerable 
pagodas,  and  the  residence  of  one  or  two 
late  emperors ;  and  about  noon,  drew  up 
to  O-ding-man,  the  lower  landing  plaee 
of  New  Ava,  or  Ahmarapoor,  about  830 
nailes  from  Rangoon.  At  our  present 
distance   of  nearly  four  miles  from  the 
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city.  It  appaarytotfaaworal«dtaat^;ist 
We  ca«  kmdif  4lMlagciish  the  pMm 
steeple  of  the  palace,  amid  the  gUtteyii^ 
pa^edas^  whose  summits  juet  aoftoe  ta 
maek  the  spot  of  qui*  aUiQ«te  deetiw^ 

tiOB. 

Interview  tnlh  Ihe  Burman  Emperor.^ 

Jan.  36— We  set  out  eady  ialhe  moan* 
ingi  called  on  Mr.  G.  late  collector  oft 
Rafigoon,  and  on  Mr.  ^  who  was  for-, 
roerly  collector,  but  b  now  oat  of  iavQc. 
Thence  we  entered  the  city,  passed  thft. 
palace,  and  repaired  to  the  houie  of  My- 
a*day-meo«  former  viperoy  of  Rangoonr 
now  oae  of  the  publie  mlsistersof  state^ 
We  gave  him  a  valuable  present,  and  aa- , 
other  of  less  value  to  his  wife.    Tbey;. 
both  received  us  very  kind(yv  aad  ap- 
peared to  interest  themselves  ra  our  sac* 
cess.    We  did  not  however  disclose  onr . 
precise  object ;  but  only  peli^oed  faavo 
to  behold  the  golden  fi^.    ypon  tkw- 
hb  Highness  committed  oar  hoaiaesa^  Uif 
Bfooiig  Yo,  one  of  his  favoofUe  offieersr 
and  directed  him  to  lnte^»dace  as  t». 
Moong  Zvht  one  of  the  private  mHiistazt- 
of  state,  with  the  necessary  orders.  This 
partieolar  favour  of  Mya-day-men  pie- 
^'ents  the  necessity  of  our  petitiooingaad 
feeing  all  the  public  roinistera  of  stftte^ 
and  procuring  formal  permiakNi  froaa 
the  high  court  of  the  empire.  ' 

In  the  evening,  MoungTo,  whoKyea- 
near  6ur  boat,  called  oa  us  to  say  tbirt  be 
would  conduct  us  to-norrow.    W^  tio~ 
down  in  sleepless  antiety.  To-morroiv'^^ 
dawn  will  usher  in  the  most  eventfot  day 
of  our  lives.    To-morrow*s  eve  wiU  close  * 
on  the  bloom  or  the  blight  of  Our  fonde*  * 
hopes.    Tet  It  is  consoling  to  oomirit 
this  busiaess  into  the  hnnds  of  our  hea* 
venly  Father  •,  to  feel  that  the  woikis  r 
His,  not  ours  ;  that  the  heart  of  the  mon- 
arch, before  whom  we  are  to  appear,  Is 
under  the  controul  of  mBaipoteaoa ;  and 
that  tho  event  will  be  ordered  in  tha 
manner  most  conduoiva  to  the  Divine 
glory  and  the  greatest  good.    QoAamjf 
for  tha  wisest  purposes,  suffer  our  hopes 
to  be  disappointed;  and  if  so,   why 
sboold  short  sighted,  mortal  man,  lepiaa  ? 
Thy  will,  O  God,  be  ever  done;  foe  thgF 
will  is  inevitably  tha  wieest  andthaJiMst. . 

Jon.  27.— We  left  the  boat,  aodpnt' 
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ourselves  twdfr  (be  cosdoot  of  Af oung 
To.  H»cBxtmdn$iTHio  Mytfimy "mttk, 
as  •  iBaHer  of  form ;  ittd  tbeo»  we  learot^ 
that  tlie  enperor  had  bees  privately  ap- 
priaed  of  our  aerial,  and  saU,  Lei  theoi' 
be  iatrodaced.    We  therefore  proceeded 
to  the  palace.    At  the  ooter  gate,  we 
were  detained  a  long  time,  anfil  the  va- 
rious officers  were  satisfied  that  we  bad 
a  right  to  enter,  after  which  we  deposit- 
ed a  present  for  the  private  minister  of 
state,  Moung  Zah,  and  were  ushered  into 
hk  apartments  hi  the  palace-yard.    He 
received  us  very  pleasantly,  and  ordered 
ustn  sit  before  several  governors  and 
petty  kings,  who  were  waiting  at  liis  1e* 
vee.   We  here,  for  the  first  time,  disclos- 
ed oar  character  and  object ;  told  bim, 
that  we  were  missionaries,  or  "propa- 
gntors  of  rei^ion  ;"  that  we  wislied  to 
appear  before  the  emperor,  and  present 
otfr  sacred  books,  accompanied  with  a 
petition.    He  took  the  petition  into  his 
hand,  looked  over  about  half  of  it,  and 
then  famillttriy  asked  several  questions 
about  our  <3od  and  oar  refigioo,  to  which 
ive  replied.    Jost  at  this  crisis,  some  one ' 
announced,  that    the  golden  faot  was 
about  to  advance;  on  which  the  minister 
liaatiiy  rose  up»  and  put  on  his  robes  of 
state,  saying,  that  be  must  seise  the  mo- 
moot  to  present  ns  to  the  emperor.    We 
now  found,  that  wo  had  unwittingly  fall- 
en  en  an  onpiopitioaf  time,  it  being  the 
day  of  tlM^eelebration  of  the  late  victory 
ov«>  the  Cassays,  and  the  very   hour 
M4tea  His  M^esty  was  coming  forth  to 
witnoBsthe  display  made  on  the  occasion- 
When  the  minister  was  dressed,  he  just 
saldy  «  How  een  yen  propagate  religion 
in  this  empire  ?  But  come  along.*'    Our 
lioails  sank  at  these  inanspicioos  words. 
Ho  condocted  oe  tbiaugh  varioos  splep- 
dooraad  parade,  until  we  ascended  a 
fli|^  of  stairs,  and  entered  a  most  mag- 
niieont  hail.    Ho  directed  us  where  to 
sii)  and  took  his  place  on  one  side ;  the 
present  was  placed  on  the  other,  and 
MoKogYo  and  another  officer  of  Mya- 
daynnon^  sat  a  little  behind.    The  scene 
to  which  werwere  now  introduced,  real- 
]y  tm^paased  our  expectation,    llie  spa- 
ciooi  extent  of  (he  hall,  the  number  and 
magaitiide  oTthe  fiiH«M»  tho  height  of  the 
dome,  the  whole  completely  oovered 
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whit  goU,  piosanted  a  most  grand  aa4 
imposing  spectacle.  Very  iow  wom  pto.^ 
aant,  and  tboee  evidently  great  oOfiora  of 
slate.    Oaf  situation  peaoeated  us  irtm  • 
soaiag  the  further  ttireaoe  of  the  ball  ;.bat  * 
thread,  wbece  we  sat,  opened  into  the 
parade^  which  the  empoior  was  ohont  to* 
inspect.    We  remained  ahoot  ivo  mi. 
nutas,  when  eveiy  one  pot  hioiself  into 
the  most  eaapeclfol  attitude,  and  Mom^ 
¥o  whispered,  that  his  Majesty  had  en** 
tarod.    We  looked  tkroagh  the  Ml,  a»: 
far  as  the  pillars  would  allow,  atfd  pre-^ 
seatif  oaaght  si^t  of  this  modem  Aha. 
snawe.    Ho  camelorward^analtendedf^ 
ia  soKlai^  graodear, exhibiting  the  pioeA 
gdl  and  Bisgosty  of  an  eastern  monaroh. 
Hitdfeas  wassioh,  but  not disHaetlvo ^ 
and  he  carried  in  his  hand,  the  gold*: 
sheathed  sword,  which  seams  to  hwiro* 
taken  the  place  of  the  sceptre  of  anefeat' 
tiflMS.    fiat  it  was  bis  high  espeet,  and 
coeMoaadiag  eye,  that  chiefty  rivetted^' 
oar  attention.    He  sirided  on.    Every = 
head,  escepting  onrs,  was  now  ^  th#^ 
dost.    We  raroaiaed  kneeling,  oor  haiids^ 
folded,  oar  eyes  fisad  on  the  monarObt-' 
Wheto  he  drew  near, we  caagbt  his  ntten- - 
tloii.    *e  stopped,  pai«ly  turned towai^' 
us^  *«  Who  are  tbose  ?    The  teachers, ' 
great  king,  I  repUed,  "  What,  you  sp^ 
Bnrmao-.4he  prtesta  (hat  I  have  beard  of 
last  night?''    When  did  yon  arrive ?'• 
"  Aroyou  teechers^of  religion  ?^  "  Are  * 
yon  itko  the •  Portuguese  pHestf  «  Are 
yot^artted  ?"  ^«  Why  do yoo  dress  so  ?^' 
Thasoaaad  some  other  simihH' ^estfons; 
wOiBtwered  ;  when  he  appeared  to  be 
pleaHd  with  us,  and  sat  down  on  mn-  ele*' ' 
voted  seat-^his  hand  resting  on  the  hilt 
of  hi^Mvord,  and  his  eyes  intently^  fiied  - 
on  us.    Moa0g  Zah  now  began  to .  load 
thopciition»  and  it  run  thos  : 

«'  The  American  teachers  present  tfaem*^ ' 
selves  to  receive  the  favour  of  tho  ex- 
ceUent  king,  the  sovereign  of  landaad 
sea.    Hearing,  that,  onaccourtt  oftbo  - 
greatness  of  the  royal  power,  the  royal 
couAtiy  was  in  a  quiet  and  prosperous ' 
state,  we  arrived  at  the  town  of  fiongoon)^  • 
wUhio  the  royal  doarinioos,  and  having  - 
obtained  leave  of  tho  governor  of  that 
town,  to  eome  op  and  behold  the  golden 
foM,  we  have  ascended  and  reached  the 
bottom  of  tho  golden  fipet.    Id  Uie  greet 
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Country  of  America,  we  sustaio  the  ctnur* 
acter  of  teachers  and  explaiaers  of  the 
contents  of  the  sacred  scriptures  of  our 
religion.  And  since  it  is  contained  in 
those  scripturesi  that,  if  we  |iass  to  other 
Countries,  and  preach  and  propagate  re- 
ligion, great  good  will  result,  and  both' 
those  who  teach  and  those  who  receive 
the  religion,  will  be  freed  from  future 
punishment,  and  enjoy,  without  decay  or 
death,  the  eternal  felicity  of  heaven, — 
that  royal  permission-  he  given,  that  We, 
taking  refuge  in  the  royal  power,  may 
preach  oar  religion,  in  these  dominions, 
and  tbeH  those  who  are  pleased  with  our 
preaching,  and  wish  to  listen  to  and  be 
guided  by  it,  whether  furoigners  or  Bur. 
mans,  may  be  exempt  from  government 
molestation,  they  present  themselves  to 
receive  the  favour  ol  the  excellent  king, 
the  sovereign  of  land  and  sea." 

The  emperor  heard  this  petition,.and 
stretched  out  his  band.  Moung  Zah 
crawled  forward  and  presented  it  His 
majesty  began  at  the  top,  and  deliberately 
read  it  through.  In  the  meantime,  I  gave 
Moung  Zah  an  abridged  copy  of  the 
tract,  in  which  every  offensive  sentence 
was  corrected,  and  the  whole  \si  into 
the  handsomest  style  and  dress  possible. 
After  the  emperor  had  perused  the  peti- 
tion, he  handed  it  back,  without  saying  a 
word,  and  took  the  tract.  Oar  hearts 
now  rose  to  God  for  a  display  of  his 
grace.  *  O  have  mercy  on  Burmah ! 
Have  mercy  on  her  king  !*  But,  alas,  the 
timn  was  not  yet  come.  He  held  tiie 
tract  long  enough  to  read  the  two  first 
BQntenoes,  which  assert,  that  there  is  one 
eternal  God,  who  is  independent  of  the 
incidents  of  mortality,  and  that,  beside 
Bim,  there  is  no  God  ;  and  then,  with  an 
air  of  indifference,  perba|>8  disdain,  he 
dashed  it  down  to  the  ground  !  Moung 
Zah  stooped  forward,  picked  it  up,  and 
handed  it  to  us.  Moung  Yo  made  a  slight 
attempt  to  save  us,  by  unfolding  one  df 
tl^e  volumes,  which  composed  our  pre' 
sont,  and  displaying  its  beauty  ;  but  fait 
majesty  took  no  notice.  Our  fate  was 
decided.  After  a  few  moments,  Moting 
Zah  interpreted  his  royal  master's  will, 
in  the  following  terms : — *•  Why  do  yon 
ask  for  snch  permission  .'  Have  not  the 
J'ortagucsejithe  English;  the  Mussclmans, 
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and  people  of  all  other  religions,  full  lib- 
erty to  practise  and  worship,  according 
to  their  own  customs  ?  In  regard  to  the 
objects  of  your  petition,  his  maje^y 
gives  no  order.  Fn  regard  to  your  sacred 
books,  his  majest)  has  no  use  for  them, 
take  them  away." 

Someihing  was  now  said  about  brother 
Coiman's  skill  in  medicine  ;  upon  which 
the  emperor  once  more  opened  bis 
mouth,  and  said.  Let  them  proceed  to  tim 
residence  of  my  physician,  the  I'orU»- 
gjuese  priest ;  let  him  examine  whether 
they  can  be  useful  to  me  in  that  l&naj 
aud  report  accordingly.  He  than  rose 
from  his  seat,  strided  on  to  the  end.  of  the 
hall*  and  there,  after  having  daaked  to 
the  ground  the  first  intelli^enqe  tbat  ha 
had  ever  rc^ceived  of  the  eternal  God 
his  Maker,  his  Preserver,  his  Jodge,  lia 
threw  himself  down  on  a  cii5bion«  aiKl 
lay  lisleaing  to  the  music^  and  gaakig  at 
the  parade  spread  out  before  him  I 

As  for  us  and  our  )>reseni,  we  war* 
buddlf»d  up  and  hurried  away,  withool. 
much  ceremony.  We  passed  out  of  liie 
palace  gates,  with  muck  more  faetli^ 
than  we  entered,  and  ware  conducted 
first  to  the  house  of  Mya-day-men.  Than 
his  officer  reported  ouc  recaption ;  bn 
in  as  favourable  terms  as  posaiUa ;  and 
as  his  highness  was  not  appriMd  of.  oat 
precise  objecti  oat  repaJse  •fipmtaaA, 
probably,  ta  him,  not  so  decisive,  a«  w» 
knew  it  to  be.  We  warn  next  conducted- 
tcvo  miles,  through  the  soo  and  dust  o£ 
the  streets  of  Ava,  to  the  residanca  of  tba 
£N>nuguese  priest.  Ua  very  speedily  as^ 
certained,  tbat  we  ware  in  poasasuoo  of 
nu  wonderful  secret,  uhich  would  sacora 
the  emperor  (rom  all  disease,  and  .makt 
him  live  for  ever ;  and  we  wara  acc<«d^ 
ingly  allowed  to  take  laava  of  tharavar* 
end  Inquisitor,  and  retreat  to  oar  boat. 

At  this  stage  of  the  bosiaess,  notwitll- 
standing  the  decided  repulse  wa  bad  -ra- 
caived,  wa  still  cherished  soaie  hopa  a( 
ultimately  gaining  our  point  Wa  le*^ 
grettad,  that  a  sudden  iotamiptioa  lud 
praventad  our  explaining  our  objects  to 
Moang  Zah,  in  that  familiar  and  coaft- 
dcntial  manner  which  we  had  iflt^ndad; 
aud  we  determined,  therefore,  to  i 
anothcc^tempt  upon  him  in  private.

CmversaHon  wUh  ike  Emperor's  Mi- 
nister of  State. 
'  Jem.  28.  £ariy  in  the  morning,  we 
had  the  pleasare  of  seeing  our  friend, 
Mr.  G.  coming  to  our  boat.  It  may  not 
be  amiss  to  mention,  that  he  is  the  col- 
lector, who  was  chiefly  instrumental  in 
relieving  us  from  the  exorbitant  demand, 
whiefl,  a  few  months  ago,  was  made  up- 
on us  in  Rangoon.  He  now  toid  us  that 
h*  had  beard  of  our  repulse,  but  would 
not  have  us  give  up  all  hope;  that  he 
was  particularly  acquainted  with  flfoung 
Zah,  and  would  accompany  us  to  his 
house  a  Tittle  before  sun-set,  at  an  hour 
when  be  was  accessible.  This  precisely 
nccorded  wHh  our  intentions. 

In  the  afternoon,  therefore,  we  called 
on  Mr.  Gb  and  he  went  with  us  into  the 
<Ji(y.  On  the  way,  we  paid  a  visit  to  the 
wife  of  the  present  viceroy  of  Rangoon, 
iHiOse  eldest  son  is  married  to  the  only 
daughter  of  the  present  emperot*.  We 
carried  a  present,  and  were,  of  course, 
Itindly  received. 

Thence  we  went  to  the  house  of 
Moung  Zah,  some  way  beyond  the 
palace.  He  received  us  with  great  cold- 
ness and  reserve.  The  eonversatlon, 
which  we  earned  on  chiefly  through  Mr. 
G.,  it  ts  unnecessary  to  detail.  Suflice  it 
to  say,  that  we  ascertained,  beyond  a 
«oubf,  that  the  polrey  of  the  Burnsit 
government,  irt  regard  to  the  toleration* 
of  any  foreign  religion,  is  precisely  the 
same  with  the  Chinese ;  that  it  is  quite 
out  of  the  question,  whether  any  of  the 
sn'hjects  of  the  emperor,  who  embrace  a 
religion  different  from  his  own,  will  be 
etempt  from  punishment ;  and  that  we, 
in  presenting  a  petition  to  that  effect, 
had  been  guilty  of  a  most  egregious  blun- 
der, an  nnpardonable  offence.  Mr.  G. 
urged  every  argument  that  we  suggested, 
and  some  others.  He  finally  slated,  that 
if  we  obtained  the  royal  favour,  other 
foreigners  would  come  and  settle  in  the 
empire,  and  trade  would  be  greatly 
benefited.  This  argument  alone  seemed 
to  have  any  effect  on  the  mind  of  the 
minister,  and  looking  out  from  the  cloud 
which  eovered  bis  faee;  he  vouchsafed 
to  say,  that  if  we  would  wait  some  timei 
he  would  endeavour  to  speak  to  bis  ma- 
jesty  about  us.    From  this  remark  it  was 
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Impossible  to  derive  any  encouragement^ 
and  having  nothing  further  to  urge^  we 
left  Mr.  G.,  and  bowing  down  to  tho' 
ground,  tools  leave  of  the  great  minister 
of  state,  who,  under  the  emperor  guides 
the  movements  of  the  whole  empire. 

It  wan  now  evening.  We  had  four 
miles  to  walk  by  moon-light.  Two  of 
our  disciples  only  followed  us.  They 
had  pressed  as  near  as  they  ventured  to 
the  door  ol  the  ball  of  audience,  and  lis- 
tened to  words  w  bich  sealed  the  eitinc- 
tion  of  their  hopes  and  ours.  For  some 
time  we  spoke  not. 
■^Soae  utoral  tetn  we  dropt,  balw^ptd  thtm

The  world  %rM  nil  twfore  as  where  to  choose 
Our  (4«ce  of  rest,  and  ProTidence  oar  guide  .^ 

And,  as  our  first  parents  took  their  solita- 
ry way  through  iuJen,  hand  in  hand,  so 
we  took  our  way  through  this  great  cityt 
which,  to  our  late  imagination,  seemed 
another  £den ;  but  now,  through  the  m^r 
gic  touch  of  disappointment,  seemed 
blasted  and  withered,  as  if  smitten  by  the 
fatal  influence  of  the  cherubic  sword. 

Arrived  at  the  boat  we  threw  ourselves 
down,  completely  eihausted  in  body  and 
mind.  ^  For  three  days,  we  had  walked 
eight  miles  a  day,  the  most  of  the  day  in 
the  heat  of  the  sun,  which  even  at  this 
season,  in  the  interior  of  these  countries* 
is  exceedingly  oppressive ;  and  the  result 
•f  our  travels  and  toils  has  been — the 
wisest  and  best  possible — a  result  whicbi 
if  we  could  see  the  end  from  the  be- 
ginningv  would  call  forth  our  highest 
praise.  0  slow  of  heart,  to  believe  and 
trust  in  the  constant  presence  and  over- 
ruling agency  of  our  almighty  Saviour ! 

Jan.  29. — We  again  rose  early,  and 
having  considered  the  last  words  oC 
Moung  Zah',  wrote  down  our  request  in 
the  most  concise  and  moderate  terms, 
and  sent  it  to  Mr  G  with  a  message,  that 
he  would  once  more  see  Moung  Zah, 
lay  the  paper  before  him,  and  ascertain 
unequivocally  whether  there  was  any 
possibility  of  gaining  our  point,  by  wait- 
ing several  months 

Jan.  31,  Monday.—Mv.  G.  called  upon 
us,  with  our  little  paper  in  his  hand.    I 
have  shown  your  paper  to  Moung  Zah,  * 
and  begged  bim  not  to  deceive  you,  but 
to  say  distinctly  what  hor^s  yow  ^'^fi^^ 
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he  ftltowed  to  entertain.  He  replied, 
«  Ten  tbero,  that  there  is  not  the  leMft 
possibility  of  obtaining  the  object  stated 
In  thb  paper,  should  they  wait  ever  so 
long ;  therefore,  let  them  go  aboot  tiiehr 
bnstness.** 

I  now  thought  of  one  more  expedient ; 
and  taking  out  the  inanascript  tract  the 
imperor  threw  down,  I  banded  it  to  ftfr. 
Q.  This  is  a  brief  view  of  the  Chrii^laA 
religiOQ.  Do  yon  present  it.  In  our  naoe, 
to  Moung  Zah,  and  persaade  hiA  to 
(tad  it,  or  hear  it  read.  We  have  indeed 
no  hope  of  iU  efficacy ;  bot  It  is  oar  last 
neeortf  and  God  may  help  as  in  the  ex* 
tremity.  He  took  it  with  sobm  feeling, 
and  promised  to  do  his  best. 

Before  leaving  us,  he  communicated 
the  important  Intelligence,  that  the  em- 
peror, flushed  with  his  late  vlctoiy  over 
the  Cassays,  had  determined  on  wer 
with  3iam,  and  intended,  next  faH,  to 
march  in  person  to  Pegu,  belowRangoon, 
and  there  esUbllsh  his  bead  quarters. 

Penuuting  tpitit  qf  tibe  Bnrmans. 

After  Mr.  O.  left  as,  we  went  to  visit 
Mr.R.  We  were  formerly  aocjaahited 
with  him  in  Rangoon  *,  and  he  would  now 
have  assisted  us,  had  he  not  been  out  of 
the  favour  of  the  new  emperor.  We  re« 
lated  all  our  proceedings,  and  the  disap- 
pobtment  of  our  hopes.  1  knewit  would 
be  so,  replied  he,  when  you  first  oaUed 
on  me  ;  but  I  was  not  wilRag  to  discour- 
age you  from  making  trial  for  yourselves. 
He  then  related  the  following  story,  wHh 
the  substance  of  which  we  were  pre- 
viously acquainted* 

^  About  fifteen  years  ago,  the  Roman 
Catholic  priests  converted  to  theh*  faith  a 
Barman  teacher  of  talents  and  distinc- 
tion. They  took  great  pains  to  indoc- 
trinate him  thoroughly  in  their  religion, 
and  entertained  great  hope  of  bis  useful- 
nam  In  thefar  cause.  After  his  return 
fitom  Rome,  whither  they  had  seat  bin 
to  complete  his  Christian  education,  he 
was  accused  by  his  nephew,  a  clerk  in 
the  high  court  of  the  empire,  of  having 
•aaouBced  the  established  religion.  The 
emperor,  who,  it  must  be  remembered; 
was  fiur  from  approving  the  religioii  <^ 
Boodh,  ordered  that  he  should  be  com- 
pelled to  recant.    The  nephew  seised  bis 


ancle,  east  him  ioto  prison  and  fetfteea, 
caused  him  to*bebeat  and  toKured  oootin- 
ually ;  and  at  length  had  recourse  to  the 
tortore  of  the  Iron  mall.    With  thisln- 
•trumeBt»  he  was  gradually  beaten,  from 
the  ends  of  his  foet  up  to  hb  breast,  ontil 
bis  body  was  little  else  hut  one  Uvid 
wonnd.    Mr.  R.  was  one  of  tboee  that 
stood  by  and  gave  money  to  tfaa  exeeo^ 
tioners,  to  induce  them  to  strike  gently. 
At  every  blow,  the  suiSertr  pronounood 
the  name  of  Christ,  and  declared  after- 
wards, that  he  felt  but  little  or  no  pahib — 
When  he  was  at  the  point  of  death,  under 
the  hands  of  his  tormentors,  some  pecioaa 
who  pitied  bb  case,  went  to  the  emperor, 
with  a  statement,  that  he  waa  a  madman* 
and  new  not  what  he  was  about :  on 
which  the  emperor  gave  orders  for  hu  re- 
lease.   The  Portuguese  took  him  awayy 
concealed  him  till  he  was  able  to  moFe» 
then  sent  him  privately  in  a  boat  to  Rao- 
goon,  and  thence  by  ship  to  Bengal* 
where  he  finished  hb  days.    Since  tbeo, 
the  Roman  priests,  of  whom  there  aro 
four  only  in  the  country,  have  done  no- 
thing in  the  way  of  proselyting>  but  con- 
fined their  lal>ours  to  their  own  flocks, 
which  are  composed  of  the  descendants 
of  foreigners.    The  man  who  accused 
bis  uncle,  b  now  the  very  first  of  the  pri- 
vate ministers  of  state,  taking  rank  be- 
fore  Moung   Zah!    Furthermore,   the 
present  chief  queen,  who  has  great  tn- 
fiuence  with  his  majesty.  Is,  and  ever 
has  been,  particularly  attached  to  the  re- 
ligion and  the  priests  of  Boodh."    Mr. 
R.  also  confirmed  the  information  we 
had  received  of  approaching  war  witli 
Slam. 

Our  case  could  not  be  more  desperate. 
We  directly  returned  to  the  l>oat,  and 
ordered  our  people  to  sell  off  ail  unne- 
cessary articles,  and  be  ready  to  start  as 
soon  as  our  passport  could  be  obtained. 
To  6e  concluded  in  our  next.

VmTED  FOREiGJr  MlSSIOXiRY  SOCIETY. 
THE  GREAT  OSAOE  MISSION. 

In  a  former  number,  it  was  stated  that  the  Missioo  Family,  destined  to  the 
Tribe  of  Indians^  usually  denonrinated  the  Osagta  qfihe  Miisowi,  were  to  con- 
vene in  this  city  about  the  £Oth  of  February.  PubHc  notice,  by  order  of  the 
Boerd  of  Managers,  was  subsequently  given,  that  the  religious  exerdses,  pre- 
paratory to  the  departure  of  the  Mission,  would  be  performed  on  the  evenlngr 
of  the  Sl&it^  and  27th  of  the  month  ;  and  that  the  Family  would  commence 
their  joumey  on  the  1st  of  March,  Several  of  the  Family  arrived  at  the  ap- 
pointed time.  Letters  were  received*  however,  from  the  Superintendent  and 
Assistant,  who  had  to  travel  in  heavy  waggons  a  distance  of  more  than  three 
hundred  miles,  annooncing,  that,  in  the  bad  state  of  the  roads,  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  reach  New^Tork  in  time  for  the  arrangements  of  the  Board.  The 
exercises,  therefore,  were  necessarily  postponed  for  a  week ;  and  notice  of  the 
fact  was  promptly  given  to  the  pubKc. 

The  Superintendent  and  Assistant,  with  tiieir  families  and  other  members 
of  the  Mission,  arrived  on  Saturday,  the  9d  of  March. 

On  the  following  day,  the  adult  members  of  the  Mission,  agreeably  to  a  pre- 
vious invitation,  united  with  the  first  Presbyterian  Church,  and  many  members 
of  other  Churches  in  this  city  and  its  vicinity,  in  partaking  of  the  Sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  Supper.  The  services  o»  this  occasion  were  performed  by  a  IMKn- 
ister  of  the  €k>spel,  from  each  of  the  three  denominations  united  in  this  So- 
ciety. This  circumstance,  combined  with  the  &ct,  that  our  beloved  Mbsion-' 
aries,  gathered  from  various  and  distant  parts  of  our  country,  were  then  seatedt, 
together  for  the  first  time  around  the  Sacramental  board,  and  the  probability,- 
that  they  would  not  again  ttuU  of  (he  cup  tmlU  Ikes  ^hoML  drink  ii  alonoin  the 
wilderness,  could  not  fail  to  produce  an  effect  more  eanly  felt  than  descitiied, 
upon  the  hearts  of  all  who  were  present  ..  . 

Agreeably  to  the  final  arrangement  of  the  Board,  the  first  public  meetinf^  was 
held  in  the  Associate  Reformed  Church  in  Murray-Street,  on  Monday  Eveflfng^ 
the  &th  of  March ;  and  the  second^on  the  succeeding  Evening,  in  the  Middle 
Dutch  Church  in  Nassau-Street  The  exercises,  on  these  occasions,  were  as' 
follows:  .j^ 

On  ihtfarH  JBoemn^.-^The  lovoeation,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason  \  Incarna- 
tion* an  appropriate  Hymn,  by  a  select  chob ;  the  introductory  FFsyeri  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  MUledoler  ;  a  Missionary  Hymn,  by  the  choir;  the  charge  to  the  [^ 
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Mtftioovy  Family,  hj  the  Ber-  Dr.  Romeyn ;  to  Addfe»,  by  tbe  Bev.  Mr. 
Dpdge,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Mission ;  en  Address  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pixley, 
the  AsMBUnl ;  the  concluding  Prayer,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Proodfit,  of  Salem, 
Washmgton  County  in  this  State;  a  collection  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mission ; 
a  Missionary  Ode,  by  the  choir;  and  the  Benediction  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason. 
On  ike  secwid  Ewntng.— Pilgrimage,  an  appropriate  Hymn,  by  the  choir ; 
the  introductory  Prayer,  by  the  Rev.  Sylvamis  Haight,  of  Wilton,  Connecti- 
cut ;  the  General  fcommission,  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spring ;  the  General  In- 
structioDS,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Row  an,  of  Greenwich  Village ;  an  Address  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Gunn,  of  Bloomingdaie  5  an  Address  by  the  Rev.  Isaac  Lewis,  of 
Greenwich,  Connecticut;  an  Address,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  McDowell,  ofEKsa- 
bethtown.  New  Jersey;  an  Address,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Knox,  of  New-York  ; 
an  Address,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Allen,  of  Woodbridge,  Connecticut;  a  parting 
Hymn,  by  the  choir ;  a  Collection  for  the  Mission ;  and  the  concluding  Prayer, 
and  Benediction  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hillyer,  of  Orange,  New  Jersey. 

The  exercises,  on  both  Evenings,  were  highly  appropriate,  and  deeply  in- 
teresting and  impressive. 

The  vocal  music,  under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  Sage,  Earl,  Allen,  and 
Morse,  has,  perhaps,  never  been  excelled,  on  any  public  occasion  in  this  city. 
On  both  evenings,  (he  pews,  aisles,  windows,  and  staircases  of  the  Churchy 
were  filled  at  an  early  hour.  So  great  was  the  pressure,  that  it  was  with  great 
dlfiiculty  that  the  members  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Mission  Family  could 
crowd  their  way  to  the  stations  reserved  for  their  accommodation. 

At  t  o'clock  on  Wednesday,  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Mission  Fa- 
mily, together  with  many  of  their  relatives  and  friends,  met  at  the  Consistorj- 
room  in  Garden- street,  where  the  General  Commission,  the  General  Instruc- 
tions, and  the  Talk  addressed  to  the  Osage  Chiefs,  enclosed  in  a  box  prepared 
for  the  purpose,  were  formally  presented  to  the  Superintendent  A  parting 
hynm  was  then  sung  by  all  who  were  present;  prayer  was  offered  up,  by  the 
Rev*  Dr.  Griffin  of  Newark,  New-Jersey ;  a  Farewell  Hymn  was  sung  by  the 
Missionary  Family  ;  and  the  Benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  Dr, 
Proi?dfit.  A  procession  was  then  formed  in  Garden-street,  in  the  following 
order :— The  Members  of  the  Board— the  Clergy— the  Mission  Family— their 
relatives  and  frieadii,  and  citizens  in  general.  Thus  arranged,  they  proceeded 
through  ^road,  Beaver,  and  White- Hall  streets,  to  the  f> team- boat  Atalanta« 
At  4  o'dedc,  the  steam-boat  moved  from  the  wharf^  while  the  Family  od  board 
were  ^egi>>S  *  Farewell  Hymn,  and  receiving  the  last  cordial  salutatioa  of  the 
many  thounnds  of  citizens  and  strangers,  who  bad  crowded  to  the  Battery 
ead  the  docks  to  witness  their  departure. 

A  Dianber  of  clergymen  and  laymen  accompanied  the  Family  to  Elizabeth- 
tpwn ;  end  on  the  next  morning  >ve  received  the  following  note  from  the  Rev. 
Dr.  McDowell: 

"  Dear  Sir— Vie  had  a  rapid  and  pleasant  passage,  and  reached  Elizabeth- 
town  Point  before  sunset  The  dock  was  crowded  with  people,  to  receive  the 
beloved  Missionaries,  who  I  trust  will  be  hailed  with  joy,  and  dismissed  with 
the  prayers  and  benefactions  of  the  people,  in  every  city,  town  and  village, 
through  which  they  may  pass.  Carriages,  more  than  sufficient  to  convey  the 
Family  and  their  friends,  and  their  baggage,  to  the  town,  were  in  waiting. 
AjBong  the  citizens  who  had  come  down  in  their  carriages  to  the  Point,  to 
receive  the  Family,  and  to  manifest  theiif  regard  to  the  missionary  caine,  were 
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His  Excellency  the  GoTemor  of  New-Jersey  and  his  lady.  They  took  tea  with 
the  Family,  at  my  house,  and  went  with  us  to  my  Church.  The  Church  was 
crowded ;  the  exercises  were  very  interesting ;  and  the  audience  very  atten- 
tive and  solemn. 

"The  religious  exercises  were  as  follows: — Psalm  72,  tst  part,  L.  M.— Prayer, 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dodge,  Superintendent  of  the  Mission.— Psalm  98th,  2d  part, 
C.  M.— Address  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Haight,  of  Wilton,  Con.— Prayer  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  HHIyer,  of  Orange,  New- Jersey^Addrees  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  M'Dowell,  of 
M^rrtstown,  New-Jersey^— Psahn  1  lOtb^  Ist  part,  L.  M^—Addresa  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Pixley,  Asnstant  of  the  Mtasioii.  Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  of  Green- 
wich, Con.— Hymn  4S7th  of  DobetPs  Collection.  At  the  close  of  the  exerenes 
the  Mission  Family  rose,  and  sung,  with  delightfci]  effect,  the  Farewell  Hymn.*' 

From  some  of  the  gentlemen  who  went  to  Elizabethtown,  we  learn  that 
the  Family  left  that  place  at  9  o'clock  on  Thursday  morning,  and  were  accom- 
panied to  New-Brunswick  by  his  Excellency  Governor  Williamson  ani  the 
Rev.  Dr.  McDowell.  Before  they  entered  their  carriages,  a  hymn  was  sirag  in 
the  presence  of  a  large  concourse  of  people ;  prayer  was  offered  up  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  M'Bowelli  and  the  whole  was  dosed  with  a  Farewell  Hymn  by  the 
Missionary  Family. 

Since  the  above  vras  prepared,  we  have  been  favoured  with  a  second  note 
from  the  Rev.  Dr.  M'Dowell,  from  which  we  extract  the  following : 

^  1  can  now  give  you  a  few  additional  fects  respecting  the  progress  of  our 
interesting  Mission  Family.  Between  8  and  9  o'clock,  a  crowd  of  people  had 
coHected  to  witness  their  departure.  More  carriages  than  were  needed  were 
at  my  door,  anxious  to  bear  a  part  in  this  work  of  faith  and  labour  of  love. 
The  question  was  not  who  trtlt,  but  who  may  go.  We  had  a  fine  day,  and  the 
roads  were  much  better  than  we  had  expected.  No  acccident  of  any  kind 
occurred  on  the  way.  A  little  after  1  o'clock  we  reached  New-Brunswick, 
and  were  met  at  the  bridge  by  Col.  Neilson,  into  whose  hands  we  delivei ed 
our  precioKS  charge.  Before  we  Wt  the  Family  on  our  return  in  the  after- 
noon, it  was  arranged,  that  they  should  fodge  at  New-Bnmswkk,  attend  reli* 
gious  worship  at  one  of  the  churches  in  the  evening,  and  be  conveyed  to 
Princeton  the  ensuing  morning,  wtthoot  expense.  We  may  w^l  exclaim, 
Hitherto  ha(k  the  Lard  helped  U5." 

From  another  sonrce  we  learn,  that  the  Family  left  New-Brunswick  on  Fri- 
day momieg,  dined  at  Princeton,  and  k>dged  at  Trenton.  Agreeably  to  the 
wisiKS  of  the  Board,  they  dowbtlese  arrived  at  Philadelphia)  in  om  of  the 
Trenton  steau^^oats,  on  Saturday  morning. 

In  the  close  of  this  unadorned  narrative,  we  have  the  pleasure  to  stafte,  that, 
through  the  liberality  of  our  Christian  friends  in  EKsabethtown,  N^w-Brans- 
wick,  Princeton,  and  Trenton,  including  the  proprietors  of  the  Atalanta  and  of 
one  of  the  Trenton  steam-boats,  this  numerous  and  interesting  family  have 
been  conveyed  from  this  city  to  Philadelphia,  without  any  expense  to  the 
Board.  It  ought  to  be  added,  that  the  same  towns  had  previously  contri- 
buted very  generoosiy  for  this  Mission,  both  in  clothing  and  in  money.

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INSTRUCTIONS  TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  MISSION  FAMILY,  DESIG- 
NATED FOR  THE  HARMONY  STATION,  AMONG  THE  GREAT  OSAGES 
OF  THE  MISSOURI. 


Brdhrtn  and  Sisten, 
Iir  the  providence  of  God  you  are 
about  to  enter  on  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  those   Missionary  offices,  to 
which  you  hare  been  respectively  set 
apart    Under  these  drcumstaneefl,  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  United  Forafgn 
Missionary  Society,  feel  H  their  daty 
lo  gire  you  the  following  inatruetioiis, 
relating  to  your  personal  religion — the 
matter  and  manner  of  your  preaching — 
your  outward   deportment---the  forma- 
tion of  religious  assemblies,  and  the  ad- 
ministration of  ordinances — the  estab- 
lishment and  conduct   of  schoo.ls  for 
children— instruction  in  the  useful  arts 
—observation  on  the  language  and  cus- 
toms of  the  Indians,  and  the  prospects  of 
eitending  the  Gospel  among  them; — 
and  communications  with  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  nnd  with  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  thb  Society. 
I.  Your  perscfnal  reKgion. 
No  language  we  can  use,  can  express 
with  sufficient  force,  the  importance  of 
this  to  your  own  comfort,  the  success  of 
your  work,  and  the  glory  of  God.  With- 
out it,  the  finest  genius,  the  greatest  li- 
terary acquirements,  and  the  parest  elo- 
quence, will  be  unavailing.    By  this  we 
mean,  not  only  that  your  hope  of  an  inte- 
rest in  the  Saviour  be  well  founded,  but 
that  you  constantly  strive  to  maintain  the 
power  of  religion  in  your  own  hearts ; 
that  you  live  near  lo  God,  giving  your- 
selves much  to  reading  the  Scriptures,  to 
solemn  meditation  and  prayer.    In  the 
peculiar  circumstances  in  which  you  will 
be  placed,  you  need  uncommon  love  to 
God,  seal  for  his  glory,  and  special  com- 
munications   of    divine    wisdom    and 
strength.    See  therefore  that  you  habitu- 
ally seek  these  at  a  Throne  of  Grace,  and 
depend  upon  them,  in  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  your  calling ;  and  though 
what  is  called  ostentation  in  religion,  is 
to,  be  aybided  as  vile,  yet  endeavour  to 
live  in  such  a  manner,  as  that  they  who 
observe  you,  may  believe  you  lo  be  holy 
persoBs,  denied  to  self,  crucified  to  the 
world,  and  baying  your  conversation  in 
heaven. 


II.  The  maUer  and  manner  of  your 
prectcking. 
As  to  the  matter,  let  it  be  the  great  and 
distinguishing  doctrines  of  divine  reve- 
lation; such  as  the  sin  and  misery  of 
man  by  the  fall ;  the  eternal  coonsel  of 
God,  revealed  in  time  to  save  slmiersby 
Jeeas  Christ  his  own  eternal  and  coeqntd 
Son ;  the  ineamation,  obedience,  suffier- 
ings,  and  death  of  the  Son  of  God  in  the 
room  of  sinners ;  his  resurrection,  ascen- 
sion, intercession  in  Heaven ;  hb  being 
head   over  all    things  to  the  Chorcfa, 
and  the  Final  Judgment;  the  appliea- 
tion  of  the  Redemption    of  Christ  bjr 
God  the  Holy  Spi^t;  and  the  absolat* 
necessity  of  his  agency  to  change  (be 
hearts  of  men,  and  bring  them  to  faltfai 
and  repentance,  holiness  and  happiness. 
The  confessions  of  faith  of  the  three  de« 
nominations  of  ^Christians  united  in  this 
Society,  are  to  be  the  standard  of  your 
faith,  and  your  teaching  is  to  be  conform- 
able thereto.    We  believe,  and  you  have 
professed  to  believe  that  these  doctrines 
are  revealed  by  God,  and  found  in  expe- 
rience  to  be  the   only   and   eflBectnal 
means  of  savingly  impressing'  the  minds 
of  men,  reforming  their  lives,  and  turn, 
ing  them  to   holiness.     We,  thereforoy 
warn  and  charge  yon,  beloved  brethren, 
against  setting  up  your  own  wisdom  ; 
against  preaching  natural  religion  distuct 
from  revealed ;  against  fbundbg  moral 
conduct  on  any  other  principle  than  the 
grare  and  will  of  God.    We  enjoin  yoa 
to  declare,  ae  your  hearers  are  prepared 
to  receive  it,  the  tohoU  eouaaet  of  God; 
and  to  remember  in  all  your  ministra- 
tions, that  Christ  entcijied  it  unto  them 
which  are  called,  the  power  of  God,  and 
the  wisdom  of  God.    Affect  not  subtleties 
and  deep  points  of  controversy.    Wave 
as  much  as  possible  what  would  li^ad  to 
questions,  rather  than    godly    edifying. 
Adhere    to   the  simplicity  which  is  in 
Christ,  trusting  to  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  to  take  <be  things  of  Christ,  and 
show  them  to  the  consciences  of  your 
hearers  with  effectual  energy. 

As  to  the  manner  of  your  preaching, 
let  it  bfe  tui^  as  is  best  edited  to  the 
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comprehensioii  of  yonr  hetren.  In  ad- 
dressing  the  untutored  Indian,  and  espe- 
cially by  an  interpreter,  your  manner 
most  necessarily  be  very  plaiuy  in  short 
sentenoeS)  aud  frequently  interrupted — 
partaking  more  of  the  nature  of  conyer- 
sation,  than  of  formal  and  contimied 
discourse.  This  will  demand  of  you 
much  patience,  condescension,  and  for- 
bearanca.  Do  not  despond  when  you 
sea  no  immediate  fruits  of  your  labours ; 
]Nit¥(aitin  humble  dependence  on  the 
Spirit  of  God  to  give  efficacy  to  his  own 
word. 

III.  YawnmUoard  deportment 

This  is  a  matter  to  which  we  wish  you 
«U  carefully  to  attend.  You  must  be 
grave,  tobery  honest,  chaste,  meek,  and 
faithful  to  your  word.  The  Indians  nei- 
ther admire  nor  trust  a  light  and  trifling 
character.  They  are  said  to  pay  a  strict 
Regard  to  truth.  They  eahibit,  on  many 
occasions,  acuteness  and  sagacity.  They 
discern  deviations,  from  that  natural  law 
which  is  written  on  their  hearts  ;  and  if 
they  And  you  defective,  it  will  destroy 
their  confidence  in  you,  aud  prejudice 
them  against  the  Qosiiel.  In  your  inter* 
course  with  one  another,  we  enjofn  upon 
you  the  cultivation  of  harmony,  and  a  * 
good  understanding,  by  a  course  of  mild, 
condescending,  forbearing,  and  concili- 
ating conduct.  This,  while  it  will  enable 
you  to  strengthen  each  others  hands,  and 
encourage  each  others  hearts  in  the  pro- 
secution of  the  mission,  will  eiemplify 
to  the  heathen,  the  benign  influence  of 
Christianity  on  the  hearts  and  lives  of 
men.  We  farther  instruct  you  to  abstain 
from  all  trafllc — all  buying  and  selling  of 
lands — all  political  discussions ;  and  in 
one  word,  from  every  thing  which  might 
excite  a  suspicion,  that  yonr  errand  is  for 
any  other  purpose,  or  that  you  have  any 
other  object  in  view,  than  the  temporal, 
the  spiritual,  and  eternal  welfare  of  the 
Indians. 
rV.  TfU  formtUion  of  religious  cusem- 

Uies,  and  the  odminiHroHon  ofordi- 

nances* 

It  will  be  proper  for  you  to  have  a  fix- 
ed place,  to  assemble  with  the  Indiana, 
and  others  who  may  attend  on  the  Lord's 
days,  9fid  occasionally  on  other  days 
for  public  worship ;.  and  to  constitute  a 
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regular  church  and  congregation.  This^ 
however,  need  not  prevent  itinerating 
in  the  course  of  the  week,  from  place 
to  plaee,  where  opportunity  can  be 
had  for  preaching  the  Gospel,  with  the 
prospect  of  organieiog  new  congrega- 
tions, and  extending  the  field  of  mission- 
ary labours  among  the  heathen. 

As  soon  as  any  are  instructed  in  the 
great  truths  of  our  holy  religion,  are 
brought  to  embrace  the  faith,  and  give 
good  hope  of  steadfastness  in  their  pro- 
fession, you  will  publicly  admit  them  to 
the  ordinance  of  baptism,  and  afterward 
their  children.  You  will  appoint  regular 
periods  for  the  administration  of  the  or- 
dinance of  the  Lord's  Supper,  to  the 
members  of  the  Mission  family,  and  the 
baptised  adults  among  the  Indians.  You 
will  be  careful  to  admit  none  to  these 
seals  of  the  covenant,  without  frequent 
conversation,  and  sufficient  interval  for 
trial.  An  hasty  admission  will  be  inju- 
rious to  the  persons  themselves;  and 
they  may,  by  their  apostacy,  deeply 
wound  the  cause  of  Christ. 

When  Indian  women  seek  religious  in- 
struction, with  a  view  to  participation  in 
ordinances,  let  the  conversation  be  uni- 
formly held  in  the  presence  of  their  hus- 
bands, fathers,  or  at  least  one  of  the  fe- 
males of  your  own  family,  so  as  to 
avoid  temptation^and  the  smallest  cause 
of  suspicion  to  the  Indians.  We  enjoin 
the  utmost  circumspection  in  this  mat- 
ter, 

V.  The  eHablishmeni  of  sehooh  for 
children  and  youth, 
Will  require  your  early  and  unremitted 
attention.  In  entering  on  the  duties  of 
this  department,  you,  who  are  teacherst 
will  have  to  employ  considerable  address 
to  induce  the  Indian  parents  to  submit 
their  children  to  your  superintendence 
and  instruction,  and  to  overcome  the 
reluctance  of  the  children  themselves,  to 
abandon  their  habits  of  idleness  and 
roving,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
knowledge.  You  will  take  into  the  Mis- 
sion family  as  many  of  the  youth  of  both 
setes  as  can  be  conveniently  accommo- 
dated, feed  fhera  and  clothe  them,  and 
arrange  them  in  classes,  according  to 
their  age  and  proficiency,  so  that  those 
who  are   <anicicntly  ioslructed  for  thfC 
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emttmoD  butioest  of  \Xe  mty  rehire,  «Dd 
iMike  fom  for  othert>  uDtH  the  wbolo 
rUhig  genenitioB  hsve  received  tbe  in* 
atmotioii  yoa  bave  to  connnniiieAle.  At 
the  atteodttAce  of  the  yovth  oo  yoor  •&• 
stmctioD  wUl  be  aHo|setber  roUmtmjt 
ami  inducomests  rather  thaa  d&Beonnica- 
ineois  are  coatiaoaily  to  he  held  oat  to 
•eoore  Ihat  aMeodaiKe»  boiUjf  cerrwHieii 
MfiU  he  •M^nvfer,  uoleei  eooBtenanced  bf 
the  paranta ;  and  the  only  niMaa  yaa 
win  ewpilof  to  ealarce  obedteace,  iriU 
be  ado^oitioo  and  ptrMiasioii.  The 
matter  of  yoar  instrvetion  b  to  be  read* 
ingy  writing,  and  the  elements  of  arith* 
metic.  This  is  to  be  comniunicated  in 
the  Eoglisb  language  only ;  and  thus  the 
way  will  be  more  eff^otoally  prepared 
for  preaohlag  the  Gospel  wfth  success, 
and  oppoitunities  afforded  of  instilling 
sound  principles,  and  gaining  the  youth 
over  to  civilization  and  religion.  Too 
are  expected  to  put  In  eiecution  the 
Lancasterian  plan  of  education)  as  afford- 
ing better  ftkcilities  than  any  other,  of 
communicating  instroction.  At  the  open* 
iog  of  your  school  every  morning,  and 
its  dismission  every  night,  the  Board  ex- 
pect yen  to  send  up  your  supplications 
to  a  Throne  of  Grace  for  a  blessing  oo  * 
yoor  labours ;  for  wisdom  to  direct,  and 
strength  to  support  you  in  your  arduous 
taslE ;  and  your  dally  petitions  must  be 
accompanied  with  thanksgiving  for  dully 
mercies.  Ibus  nay  you  hope,  that 
your  admonitions  and  instructions  wUI 
be  attended  with  a  happier  and  more 
abiding  effect ;  and  that  while  you  pray 
with  and  for  the  children,  tjiey  may  at 
once  bo  taught  and  induced  to  address  a 
Throne  of  Grace  on  their  own  behalf,  for 
those  spiritual  blessings  which  are  essen- 
tial to  their  present  and  everlasting  hap- 
piness. Tn  addition  to  your  ordinary  in- 
structions in  the  week,  the  Board  will 
be  higbty  gratified,  if,  on  the  Sabbath 
days,  you  al?o  institute  schools  for  the 
instruction  of  the  male  and  female 
adults. 

VL  Instruction  in  the  useful  arts. 

Those  of  you  who  are  mechanics,  will 
erect  suitable  buildings,  in  which  your 
implements  may  be  preserved,  and  your 
work  performed.  Tou  will  talce  as  many 
of  the  Indian  yontb  as  choose  your  re- 
spertive  trades,   and  inav  be  useful  to 


yovnelves  and  the  netiofi,  m  appreiK 
tioe&  Your  instreetien  to  tiieni  will  be 
gratuitous ;  hut  where  a  mo^rate  price 
can  be  obtaiiied  £»r  any  work  yoo  do  for 
(be  Indians,  you  wiU  raceive  it,  esd  ap- 
propriate it  to  the  seppert  of  the  MfisskMi^ 
ary  establisbmeot,  ead  render  an  aeeomil 
U>  the  Superintendent,  who  wiU  eecomt 
te  this  Board. 

The  £irmeri,  wiio  wfN  have  the  supers 
intendenoe  of  to  ttuch  lend  as  tile  trn^ 
tien  may  mark  e«t  for  yo«r  iMe,  wBI  en- 
deevoorto  make  the  finn>  se  fhraa  rew 
lates  to  the  erection  of  fences,  (he  eleer- 
ing  off  weodi  the  railing  of  atodt,  the 
tilling  of  the  soil,  and  the  preservation 
ofthe  crops,  amodel  for  the  nation.  Tbef 
are  to  Instruct  the  ladUms  in  agrieoltmre, 
not  by  going  frmm  house  to  hoose,  smd 
farm  to  (arm,  as  servants  to  the  tcil>e,  ■■ 
this  would  encourage  their  iadoletiott 
and  prevept  due  attention  to  thejntereats 
of  the  mission ;  but  they  are  to  comma, 
nicate  and  exemplify  their  uMtmcliott 
on  the  Missionary  establishment ;  where 
they  will  invite,  for  that  pvirpoae,  as  ma- 
ny ol  the  Indians  as  may  choose  to  come  i 
and  all  the  produce  of  the  farm  is  to  b« 
common  stock,  for  the  wppoK  of  tb« 
Mission  family. 

The  Physician  wUl  conshkr  it  his  dot/ 
to  be  assiduous  in  his  attentioo,  not  only 
to  the  health  of  thememben  of  the  Mie- 
sioa  family  •,  but  also  to  the  heeUh  of 
any  diseased  among  (he  nation^  who 
wHl  ask  his  advice.  His  attentioae  an* 
expected  to  be  kind  and  seaaenaUe,  and 
his  visits  to  the  sick,  are  to  be  ia^ivoved 
not  only  to  the  health  of  their  bodiea* 
but  to  advice  and  consolation  In  tho 
concerns  of  their  soab.  And  he  Is  at 
lUierty  to  teaeh  the  kAOwledge  of  th« 
healing  ait,  and  the  i9e  of  flMdacines,to 
any  ofthe  youth  in  the  tribe,  who  may 
be  deskons  of  pursuing  his  profession. 

The  Female  part  of  the  mission  iamil  jr 
are  to  instruct  the  Indian  women  wh# 
may  choose  to  learn,  and  the  childr^ 
of  the  School,  to  sew,  knit,  spin,  weave, 
to  make  bread,  butter  and  cheese,  and  to 
perform  the  various  duties  of  the  kitch- 
en, as  washing,  cooking,  fte.  When 
the  Pupils  attend  thSi  school,  they  are 
to  communicate  this  instruction  inthtt 
morning  and  evening,  or  at  aotii  other 
intervals,   as   will  not   interfei*   witk 
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the  proteoiitiQa  (tf  their  otbtr  fUidiiM* 
AadXorlbe  instrucUon  of  those  who  do 
Bol  •tteodthe  school,  thty  will  find  it  ex- 
pedient to  eppojot  regnlaf  working  daye, 
of  which  they  give  notice^  and  to  which 
they  iavke  the  women  of  the  tribe.  They 
will,  IB  the  management  af  the  domestio 
eoncema  of  the  Mifsion,  give  the  Indian 
women  so  many  examples  of  industry, 
ngolanty,  cleanliness,  affection,  and 
qnietneas  of  SphriL 

In  a  word,  the  Board  instruct  the 
members  oC  the  mission  family,  to  attend 
to  the  duties,  to  which  they  have  been 
respectively  designated.  And  whatever 
station  they  severally  oc<;upy,  each  ia 
expected  toaid  the  other.  Tou  are  to  bear 
each  otheif  burdens,  share  each  others 
<%8res,  spsist  in  each  others  labours,  and 
participate  In  each  others  sorrows  and 

Vlt  Obstrvaiumt  <m  fie  language 
and  euii&fna  of  ike  Induma  and  the 
frospeda  of  extending  ihe  Gotpd 
mimong^mi. 

Until  you  acquire  a  knowledge  of  ^Sr 
language  your  preaching  will  be  by  an 
Inteipreter.  M  one  at  least  of  your 
nmnber,  either  the  soperiBtendent  or 
assistant,  must  consider  k  his  doty  to 
lean  the  Osage  language,  as  soon  as 
peesiMe  in  order  to  avoid  the  expense 
and  the  ineehvenlence  of  eommnnicat- 
Ifig  instructions  through  an  Interpreter. 
The  eldettf  Indians  will  have  to  be 
taught  in  thehr  own  language ;  but  as  the 
younger  part  of  the  nation,  make  pro- 
gress ia  the  fnstmction  of  the  school, 
they  will  be  prepared  te  hear  the  Gov 
pel  In  your  own  tongue. 

Too  are  to  treat  theeustoms  and  usa- 
ges of  the  Indiens  wHh  great  delicacy 
and  tenderness*  Bewever  absurd  they 
may  appear  to  yon,  yoo  must  not  ridi- 
cale  them.  Those  which  are  indifferent, 
you  will  leave  to  be  eradicated  by  time, 
and  by  observations  upon  others  which 
are  tube  preferred;  and  should  any  of 
them  be  sinful,  yen  will  endeavour  to 
convince  them  of  their  impropriety  by 
your  own  example  of  avoiding  them,  by 
patient  reasoning,  and  by  the  word  of 
God.  The  observance  of  the  Lord's  day 
will  be  new  to  them ;  you  will  therefore 
by  your  example  us  well  as  your  precept, 
teaeh  them  its  sacredness.    Their  mar-

nage  rites  yon  will  find  peculiar;  yoa 
will  therefore  instruct  them  in  the  nnr 
ture  and  duties  of  the  married  state,  and 
as  frequently  as  possible  solemnine  mar- 
riage with  exhortation  and  prayer. 

In  relation  to  the  prospects  of  making 
new  settlements  among  the  South  west- 
em  Indians,  and  extending  the  Crespei 
among  them,  we  instruct  you  generally 
to  attend  to  these  subjects';  and  to  com^ 
mnnicate  from  time  to  time  to  the  Board 
any  information  you  may  obtain,  that 
promises  to  be  of  real  utility  to  the  mis- 
sion.

According  te  the  plan  of  the  CSovem- 
ment  of  the  United  States  of  Missionary 
Stations  which  they  approve,  (a  copy  of 
which  accompanies  these  Instructions)  it 
will  be  yonr  duty  to  report  the  state  of 
the  schools  to  them  at  certain  periods. 
We  do  therefore  Charge  yen  to  "  report 
te  them  as  often  and  as  extensively  as 
their  reguleiions  may  reqoh^.**  And  yOn 
wik  atteufively  and  respectfully  regard 
any  suggestions  from  their  agents.  In  the 
vicinity  of  your  missionary  establishment. 
Frequent  corresponcfence  with  the 
Board  of  Directors,  through  their  Do- 
mestic Secretary,  (at  present  Mr.  Zecha- 
riah  Lewis,  New-York)  b  positively  en- 
joined on  the  superintendent,  and  in  case 
of  his  inability,  on  his  assistant ;  and  to 
render  thet  correspondence  at  once  easy 
to  yourselves,  and  interesting  to  the 
Board,  we  recommend  to  yoo  the  keep- 
ing of  a  regular  journal,  and  from  that 
sending  on  to  the  Board  extracts  relative 
to  every  material  occurrence.  Inform 
the  Board  of  your  progress  and  your 
prospects.  State  to  them  your  diftculties, 
your  expeaditttres,  and  your  wants ;  and 
make  them  acquainted  with  any  measure 
which  experience  may  suggest  as  proper 
to  be  adopted  for  the  benefit  of  the  mis- 
sion. You  wUl  also  forward  an  annual 
account  of  the  produce  and  stock  of  the 
farm,  and  of  the  labours  of  the  mechanics. 
We  do  not  expect  your  epistles  to  her 
long,  unless  the  importanee  of  the  mat- 
ter to  be  communicated  requires  It ;  but 
we  do  expect  them  to  po  regular  and  fr#-p 
quent.  '^'^'^^  '"  -^ 
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In  Order  lo  carry  the  fbregoing  Histmc- 
tions  into  effect,  you  will,  as  soon  as 
practieable,  leave  this  city,  and  pursue 
your  journey  with  all  convenient  speed 
and  by  the  most  direct  route  to  the  Osag- 
es  of  the  Missouri.  Through  the  whole 
extent  of  your  journey  you  are  author- 
ized to  solicit  and  receive,  in  the  name 
of  the  Board,  and  for  the  common  sup- 
port of  the  mission,  money,  and  such  ar- 
ticles of  food  and  clothing  as  may  be 
useful  for  the  missionary  family :  of  all 
such  donations,  you  will  keep  and  trans, 
mit  to  the  Board  a  faithful  account.  Tou 
will  not  however,  for  the  purpose  of  so- 
liciting contributions,  create  any  unne- 
cessary delay  in  the  progress  of  the  fa- 
mily to  the  place  of  destination.  On 
your  arrival  among  the  Osages,  you  will 
convene  a  council  of  the  chiefs  and  war- 
riors of  the  nation,  show  them  your  com- 
mission, and  deliver  to  them  the  talk  of 
the  Board  of  managers,  wfaieh  is  here  with 
transmitted.  On  the  site  which  the  na* 
tion,  in  council,  may  agree  that  yoo 
shall  occupy,  you  will  immediately  pro- 
ceed to  erect  such  buildings  as  will  be 
necessary  for  the  whole  missionary  esta- 
blishment— for  the  accommodation  of 
the  family  and  the  lohools;  you  will 
build  with  as  much  haste  as  is  consistent 
with  stability  and  safety,  and  with  as 
much  economy  as  is  consistent  wHfa  the 
accommodation  of  the  family  and  the 
permanent  interests  of  the  mission  ;  and 
as  soon  as  the  buildings  are  ready  for  oc* 
cupation,  you  will  in  your  several  de- 
partments fully  commence  your  mission- 
ary labours. 

In  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  your 
office,  be  assured  our  bebved  brethren 
and  sisters  in  the  Lord*  that  nothing  in 
oar  power  shall  be  wanting  to  oontribote 
to  your  support,  your  comfort,  and  your 
success.    Do  not  faint>  nor  be  diseou- 
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raged  under  the  difficulties  with  wfaicfa 
you  may  have  to  struggle.  "Endare 
hardness  as  good  soldiers  of  Christ/' 
Count  not  your  lives  dear  unto  joar> 
selves,  so  that  you  may  finish  yoorcoone 
with  joy,  and  the  ministry  you  have  re- 
ceived. Tour  work  is  most  bonoofable. 
«I  had  rather  die  a  missionary,**  said 
one,  ^*  than  live  a  monarch ;  for  such 
stars  must  differ  from  all  other  stars  in 
glory.* 

We  now  commit  you  to  the  guidaoce 
and  protection  of  God.  We  wHl  bear 
you  on  our  minds  at  the  throne  of  grace 
at  the  monthly  meeting  for  prayer, 
(which  we  expect  you  will  also  observe) 
and  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and 
Board  of  Managers.  Be  Encouraged 
above  all  by  the  promise  of  Him  to  whom 
all  power  is  given  in  Heaven  aod  in 
earth ;  and  who  bath  said,  "  Lo  I  am 
with  you  alway."  And  may  you  be  io. 
strumental  in  turning  many  of  the  hea- 
then to  righteoooieas,  who  shall  be  your 
hope,  your  joy,  and  your  crown  of  re- 
joicing, in  the-  presence  of  oor  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  at  his  coming. 

Brethren,  we  have,  from  the  oatnre  of 
the  case,  left  many  things  in  the  per- 
ibrmance  of  yonr  doty  to  your  own  piety, 
prudence,  and  discretioD.  But  yon  may 
expect  further  particolar  instmctioas 
from  the  Beard,  as  the  natare  of  the  in- 
formation received  from  yoa,  aod  the 
state  of  the  miiaion  may  from  time  to 
time  require.  And  now,  the  grace  oC 
our  Lord  Jtsas  Christ,  the  love  oC  God* 
and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
be  with  you  all,  Amkit.

MEMOIR  OF  MISS  ELIZA  BRArNARD, 

LATK  OF  HADDAM,  OOHNECTICUT. 

A  SMALL  pamphlet  under  the  above  title,  has  lately  been  sent  to  us,  by  a 
fViend  in  Uaddam.    In  addition  to  the  Memoir,  the  pamphlet  contains  £z- 

I  tracts  from  a  Diary,  which  the  deceased  had  kept  for  several  years  before  her 

death.  The  Extracts  are  so  arranged  as  to  exhibit,  (we  quote  the  ezpres^ns 
of  the  compiler) "  something  of  the  Personal  Piety— Deep  Anxiety  for  Sinners 
—Love  of  the  Sabbath  School— and  Missionary  Spirit,  of  this  lovely  Child  of 
God,  who  is  now,  we  trust,  in  Glory." 

Miss  Brainard  was  ardently  desirous  of  uniting  with  the  Mission  Family, 
sent  out  last  year,  by  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  to  the  Osages  of 
the  Arkansaw.  Although  she  made  no  formal  tender  of  her  services,  yet,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chapman,  the  Assistant  of  that  Missioii, 
^e  was  unanimously  appointed ;  and  had  she  consolted  only  her  own  wishes^ 
she  would  unquestionably  have  accepted  the  appointment.  She  yielded,  on 
this  occasion,  to  the  entreaties  of  her  family  and  friends,  but  cherished  the 
hope,  that  in  the  good  Providence  of  God,  she  might  yet  be  permitted  to  de* 
vote  her  life  to  his  service  among  the  poor  and  perishing  heathen  on  our  Wes- 
tern frontier. 

The  case  of  Miss  Brainard  affords  a  striking  illustration  of  the  uncertamtj 
of  human  life.  It  shows,  that  neither  the  bloom  of  youth,  nor  the  vigour  of 
health,  nor  the  salubrity  of  climate,  can  secure  against  the  at6ick  of  disease  and 
of  death.  Like  Miss  Hoy  t  and  Miss  Lines,  the  deceased  Sisters  of  the  Mission 
which  she  was  so  solicitous  to  accompany,  she  was  young,  healthy,  and  vigo- 
rous.  Like  them  she  found  an  early  grave,  not  however,  with  them  on  the 
banks  of  the  Arkansaw,  but  in  her  native  and  healthful  village  in  Connecticut. 
The  circumstance  that  Miss  Brainard  was  appointed  a  Member  of  the  Union 
Mission,  combmed  with  the  fact  that  she  possessed  more  than  ordinary  zeal  in 
the  cause  of  Missions,  entitles  her  Memoir  to  an  insertk>n  in  the  American

God.    U  WM  early  manifitat  that  an  •>• 
cellent  spirit  was  in  her.    Of  the  discrim- 
inating  doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  of  holy 
duties,  of  prayer,  of  the  sabbath,  and  the 
commnnion,  she  soon  showed  an  ardent 
love.    Nor  was  It  long  before  she  liccame 
greatly  useful  in  comfoKing  the  afflicted, 
quickenlfig  saints,  reproving  sinners,  and 
guiding  aniious  souls  to  Christ    The  sal- 
vation of  tioners,  ospeciaHy  of  ber  com- 
paoioDs,  lay  near  her  heart.    Through 
the  grace  of  God,  slie  was  permitted,  in 
the  second  year  of  ber  new  life,  to  see 
more  than  an  hundred,  among  whom 
were  her  parents,  broken  down  under 
the  weight  of  sin,  and  subsequently  re- 
joicing in  hope  of  eternal  life.    Ever  Will 
it  be  femenibcred  by  them,  how  elevated 
she  then  was  above  all  earthly  concerns ; 
witb  what  aoiiety  she  watched  them  as 
they  began  to  listen  to  divkie  truth,  aod 
to  feel  its  power ;  how  she  pressed  upon 
them  immediate  repentance  and  subrais- 
•3on  to  God  ;  witb  what  tenderness  and

In  the  mission  to  tbe 
Osage  Indians,  under  the  direction  of 
Messrs.  VaiH  and  Chapman,  the  beeame 
deeply  interested  ;  and  she  made  it  her 
fervent  prayer  to  God,  that,  if  It  was  bis 
will,  abe  might  be  permitted  to  join  it 
Upon  her  feelings  and  character  befog 
made  known  to  them,  she  received  an 
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appointment  from  New- York  as  a  ombi- 
ber  of  the  misslofl  family ;  thoogh  sbo 
had  never  made  an  offer  of  herself  to  tba 
service.    But  obstacles  which  ooidd  not 
be  overmledy  fmveated  ber  acceptanoo^ 
and  she  resigned  witb  reluctance  tbia  hr 
Tourite  object ;  though  shoremaiood  de- 
termined, to  tbe  last,  to  devote  her  Kfo 
to  the  Afimonary  cause.    All  ber  poir* 
oiv  saanad  to  ba  aaisMUy  davoM  l» 
God.     She  was  over  diitiaguisfaed  lor 
deep  humility  and  great  sinoerlty.    On 
ber  natural  endowments  she  placed  no 
relfanoe  for  salvation,.    Her  rel^ion  wao 
tbe  rapeotanco  and  faith  of  the  Goi-  * 
pel.    She  [viewed  herself  a  poor  sinnerr 
saved  by  sovereign  grace.   She  evidaotlj 
wisbed  to  live  solely  for  tho  glory  of  God 
and  tbe  salvation  of  sen.    Tboagfa  iial'^ 
uralty  modest  and  retiriag,  she  had  • 
boly  boldness,  wbicJi  o(ten  enabled  ber 
to  speak  weU  for  God,    Sometimoa  abe 
met  with  cruel  reproof,  but  she  bore  it 
with  meekness;  and  instead  of  being  dls* 
oooraged  by  It,  was  taught  more  the  dea^ 
perate  condition  of  sinners,  and  animated 
to  greater  exertions.    She,  on  whoa  tho 
fruits  of  holiness  thus  clustered  wHh  un- 
usual beauty,  it  was  hoped,  would  loo^ 
be  spared,  an  ornament  to  her  professioot 
and  a  blessing  to  the  world ;  but  befora 
she  reached  her  twentieth  year,  It  plena- 
ed  God  to  change  her  couateiinncc  aod 
scud  ber  away. 

During  her  illness,  her  covenant  God 
did  not  forsake  her.  U  ben  first  persuad- 
ed that  ^te  sbonld  not  recev^i  sbo  felt 
aoiiuos  respecting  her  religious  shtoerity ; 
but  appeared  willmg  to  die,  yea,  dedrova 
to  depart,  if  tbe  work  of  preparatioo  ww 
perfected.  As  ber  pastor  stood  over  bar 
(1  yiug  bed,  she  lifted  op  her  eyos  aod  es>^ 
ciain.cd, 

"  Prepare  me  Lord  for  Ibj  right  bund. 

Then  come  th«  jorful  dnr, 
€oin«  d«oth  and  wnic  oeteMW  Mnd, 

And  bmr  toy  stmi  aft^." 

When  asked  by '  him  what  be  aboold  (e» 
tbe  yaung  profoseera  for  bar,  «•  O  tell 
tbem,*'  said  she,  « to  bu  faitbAU,  to  be 
boly  aud  mora  devoted  to  God»  aod  I0U 
sinners,  If  1  am  to  be  lost,  I  bopo  they 
will  repent  and  be  saved."  CoooorpUi^ 
some  who  jiad  been  recently  awakoot d» 
she  expressed  much  an«iety ;  aod  wish- 
ed to  hear  of  their  convcreJoQ  to  CimJ. 
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Mbre  she  ttest  to  Otarsr.  T«  tboM 
«b(nitber,sbe  often  mM)  «0!Iimb|H 
t  did  not  pot  Aff  reUgion  iMitU  now,  for 
how  eoiild.1  repeat  on  tkis  dying  bed." 
Her  fcope,  her  tmst,  her  joy,  wereinber 
Savionr ;  and  tbe  1a«t  prayer  aba  waa 
heard  to  otter  was,  **  Lard,  reaMmbar 
me  when  tfaoa  coniest  Into  tfay  kbig- 
dom?**  Feeling  that  her  work  wai  dona, 
die  once  more  Hflad  op  her  votee^  and 
said,  ««  Sweet  Jesus,  I  am  going  to  ihae," 
and  fell  asleep. 

Her  nomeftras  friends  and  eompanions 
hold  her  In  fond  remembranoe.  Her 
brethren  and  sitters  fai  Christ  feel  tba 
tie«d  of  her  constant  exdtements  to  ho- 
liness. On  the  ear  of  the  wicked  stUI 
linger  her  tender  espostolations ;  and 
thOngh  they  would  not  repent  while  she 
ftved,  yet  a  roiee  from  bar  grave  aaay 
land  them  to  eonsider  their  ways  and 
mm  to  God.  To  all  who  knew  her,  bait 
especially  to  her  yotnig  companions,  tba 
foi lowing  extracts  from  her  writings,  are 
atfbotionately  dedicated,  in  the  hope  that 
they  may  etcNe  them  to  be  followers  of 
her,  as  she  was  a  follower  of  Christ  Jesos.

ileetfaig  pleasures  of  tinm  and  saosai 
andlshottk)  hanra  lost  the  golden  ^teya of 
my  youth,  had  not  tbe  voice  of  meny 
i^hlspered  loudly  in  my  ear>  that  hen 
wat«o  food  for  my  laMMrtal  spirit.  On 
Ike  IM  of  JMay,  ItlT,  I  vent  to  tie 
boose  of  God  careless  as  ever ;  bnt  mv 
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ndad  in  the  ommbig  was  made  ytry 
soleom.  In  the  intermission,  I  auaglad 
with  nide  company ,  I  was  very  rode  my- 
self, but  my  conscience  was  not  easy. 
In  tbe  afternoon  I  fait  condemned,  f 
was  struck  with  a  deep  sense  of  n^  aw- 
ful situation  asa  sinner.  1  eould  not  lift 
up  my  head.  Xeais  flowed  freely.  Thn 
preaching  never  before  appeared  as  it 
did  then;  and  when  ret«n}ing  from 
meeting,  aad  bearing  the  young  people 
talking  about  balls  and  parties,  as  I  used 
to  do,  it  shocked  me.

NINTH  REPORT  OF  THE  WEW-YORK  RELIGIOUS  TRACT  80CIETV. 

PRESENTED   At  THE  AirXTUAL  MEETING,  ON  WEDNESDAY  EVENINS, 
FEBRUARY  21,   1821. 

Cmrespanding  Secretary^  Mr.  John  R.  Hurd— TVeoncrer,  Mr.  C.  Heteh. 

The  Ninth  AnniverBary  of  the  New- York  Religious  Tract  Sodety  was  cel- 
ebrated in  the  Presbyterian  Cbiirch  in  Cedar-Street  The  Introductory 
Prayer  was  offered  up  by  the  Rev.  Mr,  Knox,  the  President  of  the  Society ; 
the  Annual  Report,  of  which  we  shall  now  give  an  abstract,  was  then  read  ; 
an  impressive  and  appropriate  Address  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Patten  * 
and  the  concluding  Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rometn.  The  exercises  were  in- 
terspersed with  vocal  music,  by  a  select  choir,  who  volunteered  their  services 
on  the  occasion. 

The  Report  before  us,  after  a  brief  introduction,  presents  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  operations  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  during  the  past  year ;  pro- 
ceeds with  a  concise  account  of  their  correspondence  at  home  and  abroad  ^ 
and  then  exhibits  a  general  view  of  the  progress  of  kindred  Institutious  both  in 
this  country  and  in  Europe. 


OperoHons  ofiht  Board, 
At  the  commencement  of  the  year, 
there  were  on  htindt  as  was  stated  in  the 
last  Report,  226,938  Tracts,  of  which 
163,382  were  English,  68,282  French, 
and  15,270  Spanish.  There  have  since 
been  printed,  ander  the  direction  of  the 
Board,  219,600 ;  of  which  194,600  are 
Englbh,  and  25,000  Spanish. 

To  the  catalogue  of  English  tracts, 
ten  have  been  added  during  the  past 
year,  increasing  the  assortment  of  the 
Society  to  the  number  of  145.  The 
Board  have  also  translated  and  pub- 
lished five  additional  Tracts  in  the 
Spanish  langtiage. 


Amongst  the  pnblicettons  of  the  year 
are  1000  copies  each  of  twelve  diiforent 
Tracts,  which  have  been  printed  and 
covered  in  e  manner  calcnlated  to  an- 
swer the  purpose  o( reward  6oaits  for  San* 
day  schools.

These  ftatements  are  followed  by 
an  appeal  to  the  public  in  behalf  of 
the  funds  of  the  Society. 

It  Is  obvious,  says  the  Report,  that 
some  effort  is  necessary  to  place  the 
means  of  the  Institution  upon  a  more 
respectable  footing.  There  Is  no  city  in 
the  Union  so  fayonrebly  situated  as  our 
own,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  a  <^- 
poi  of  Religious  Tracts.  If  the  New. 
Toric  Religious  Tract  Society  possessed 
the  ability  to  publish  an  assortment  suffi. 
ciently  extensive,  its  Tracts  would  bo 
called  for  from  almost  every  portion  of 
the  United  States ;  but  in  its  present  em- 
barrassed state,  the  double  disadvantage 
Is  suffered,  of  delay  in  issuing  from  the 
press,  and  of  inability  in  supplyihg  the 
variety  frequently  required. 

The  New-England  Tract  Society  re- 
oantly  experienced  a  similar  embarrass- 
ment.  An  appeal  was  made  to  the  pub> 
Tic,  and,  in  the  course  of  one  winter, 
the  Society  was  enabled  to  raise  above 
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two  thousand  dollars  from  the  liberali- 
ty of  ]^rsons  in  Boston  and  its  imme* 
diate  vieinhy;  betides  a  loan  of  1000 
dolbrs  for  twelve  motttb«>  without 
interest,  from  one  individual,  and 
two  loans  of  600  dollars  each,  from  two 
other  persons.  Several  sums  were  trans- 
mitted for  the  purpose  of  printing  parti* 
cnlar  Tracts  designated  by  the  donors ; 
and  sixty-four  Ministers  of  the  Gospel 
were  made  members  for  life,  by  the  do- 
nation  of  twenty  dollars,  from  females 
and  young  persons,  of  their  respective 
congregations. 

Under  like  circumstances,  the  London 
Religions  Tract  Society  obtained  last 
year  a  loan  of  £300,  without  interest, 
from  a  generous  friend  of  the  cause. 

With  these  instances  of  liberality  in 
view,  can  it  be  that  a  Religious  Tract 
Society,  Uicated  in  the  most  populous 
and  flourishing  Protestant  city  in  the 
new  world,  should  languish  from  the  in- 
attention or  lukewarmness  of  those 
amongst  whom  it  is  placed .' 

Correspondence. 

In  the  last  annual  Report,  it  was  slated 
that  a  donation  of  1000  French  Tracts, 
accompanied  with  a  suitable  letter  from 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  had  been 
transmitted  to  his  Excellency  the  Presi- 
dent of  Hayti.    Your  Board  have  now  ' 
the  pleasure  to  state,  that  early  in  the 
ensuing  Spring,  a  reply  to  this  commu- 
nication was  received  by   Mr-    Lewis, 
from  the  Secretary  General  of  hb  Excel- 
lency,  in  which  that  officer,   after  ac- 
knowledging  in  behalf  of  his  Sovereign, 
the  receipt  of  the  Tracts,  adds — <<His 
Excellency  has  been  gratified  with  this 
mark  of  confidence  on  the  part  of  the 
honourable  Society,  of  which  you  are  a 
member,  and  has  accepted  with  pleasure 
the  Religious  Tracts  with  which  it  has 
favoured  bim.      He  has  not  failed  to 
make  a  useful  distribution  of  them,  and 
will  spare  no  pains  to  encourage  the  for- 
mation in  this  city  (Port  an  Prince)  of  a 
Society   for   the    purchase   of    Tracts, 
which  will  be  charged  with  their  circula- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  propagating,  by 
their  means,  sound  morality."

tion of  several  pious  Ladies  of  that  vi- 
cinity, yet  <<tfae  favoured  effort  by 
which  the  institution  was  formed,  waa 
prompted,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  by 
the  receipt  of  a  package  of  Tracts,  with 
a  eopy  or  two  of  the  Reports  of  the  New- 
York  Beligioiis  Tract  Society." 

By  a  letter  received  In  November  from 
the  Rev.  John  Cheater,  of  Albany,  the 
Board  were  advised  oi  the  eatablishment 
of  a  Tmd  Society  in  Galway  and  Mil- 
ton, which  commenced  its  operations  by 
ordering,  through  Mr.  Chester,  8d00  of 
your  Tracts;  a  b^lnning  which,  we 
trust,  will  prove  a  happy  presage  of  their 
future  exertions. 

Having  mentioned  a  number  of 
other  Societies  in  this  country  witti 
whicti  the  Board  have  corresponded 
for  several  years,  the  Report  proceeds 
as  follows : 

The  Board  have  likewise  been  fa- 
Toured  with  a  letter  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  London  Religious  Tract  Society, 
expressing  a  lively  interest  in  the  pro- 
ceedhigs  of  this  Institution,  and  accom- 
panied with  the  last  Annual  Report  of 
that  Society,  together  with  a  regular  se- 
ries of  its  reports  for  twenty  years,  and 
several  copies  of  its  latest  publications. 

In  surveying  the  progress  of  this  high- 
ly respectable  and  efficient  body,  much 
encouragement  is  afforded  to  all  who, 
like  ourselves,  are  commencing  a  career 
of  the  same  nature  as  that  in  which  this 
association  has  been  so  much  distinguish- 
ed. From  the  small  beginning  of  a  dis- 
borsoment  of  £600,  which  left  the  Soci- 
ety, at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  nearly 
£200  in  clebt,  the  amount  of  tbeiraonual 
expenditure  has  now  reached  the  extent 
of  £7,000  sterling,  upwards  of  30,000 
dollars :  enabling  them  to  issue,  in  the 


coarse  of 'the  kmttymrfthairbfimmitim 
MfwMH&mof  Tndf^^vA  BiikiBg  Ike 
whole  iwoiber  isKied  in  tweirty*otta 
jFean  aboot  ikuip-mK  miUiom;  keaidia 
which,  they  have  yearly  granted  mmmf 
liberal  donations  in  moneyi  in  aid  ef  si* 
milar  ettablishmeats  in  other  parts  of  the 
world. 

The  interesting  sketch  ooataiiied  Jbi 
the  Report  of  the  London  Society,  botli 
of  their  own  proceedings,  and  of  the 
operations  of  those  kindred  institatioBey 
which  have  been  either  assisted  by  their 
funds,  or  encouraged  by  their  eiample» 
affords  still  fhrther  the  gratilying  reflec- 
tion, that  we  are  not  alone  in  the  service 
in  which  vre  are  engaged.  Although  the 
hostility  of  the  infidel,  and  the  impiety 
of  the  scoffer,  must  call  forth  the  poig- 
nant regret  of  the  friends  of  Christiani- 
ty, we  have  but  to  open  our  eyes  opon 
the  efforts  of  the  advocates  of  religion 
In  every  quarter  of  the  globe,  te  be  eon- 
yinoed,  like  the  servant  of  the  Fropbet, 
that  there  are  more  for  us,  than  there 
are  against  us. 

The  Report  here  preeeottf  a  vtttf 
concise  ?iew  of  many  of  the  Tract 
Societies,  both  in  Europe  and  Ameri- 
ca ;  and  then  draws  the  atteotloo  of 
tlie  Society,  In  the  following  para- 
graph, to  a  sew  and  Important  iSeJd 
of  labour. 

Thronghout  the  vast  regions  of  the 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  possessions  of 
South  AnMrioa,  countries  nominally 
Christian,  the  banner  of  a  BeUg^oon 
Tract  Society  has  not  been  erected.  Upoe 
us  may  be  said  to  devolve,  in  some  de- 
gree, the  chaige  of  enlightening  tlie 
minds  of  a  people,  already  distracted  ijf 
commotions,  which  have  risen,  proba- 
bly in  a  great  measnre,  from  ignoranoe 
and  irreligion.  The  opportunity  for  per- 
forming this  daty,  we  may  believe,  la 
at  head,  and  we  shoold  be  prepaied  te 
improve  it.  The  cession  of  the  Floridas 
must  soon  open  a  way  for  the  diffosloA 
of  Religious  TracU  in  that  territory,  and 
the  intercourse  naturally  kept  up,  be- 
tween the  inhabitanu  of  these  provinces 
and  those  of  the  neighbouring  islands, 
and  of  the  southern  shores  of  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico,  will  open  for4)s  an  access  to 
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•1m  wtmiBf   asd  pMwHeiitora  to  (Im 
bearti,  of  Uw  ettiKst  of  Nmv  Sptia. 

With  ao  object  to  paraao,  wi  worthy 
of  th«  raartloiii  of  this  Society,  the 
MoBBgen  tfttst,  that  tbeir  effbrts  wHl  not 
be  peniind  by  a  wmot  of  oo-operetioB 
on  the  part  of  the  religioiis  ceanBtNiiry. 
If  he,  who  cooverteth  a  tinner  from  the 
«rfor  o^.hia  way,  shall  Bare  a  soiil  from 
^—A,  what  ChriHiaa  eao  withhold  hb 
•esistaooe  in  the  pconotiofl  of  a  worto 
by  wUoh  mnititttdee  and  oatiottf ,  under 
tbe  blessing  of  01m  who  giireth  the  in- 
«Mase»  may  be  twmed  iirom  darkness  to 
Uflht,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  nnto 
God. 

On  the  design  and  %mp^iiUuu$  9i 
distributing  ReK^ious  Tracts,  the  Re- 
port reniarlcs  as  follows  :— 

The   circulation  of  Religions  Tracts 
forms  an  almost  indispensable  linlL   in 
that  chain  of  religious  instruction  so  hap* 
pily  introduced  by  our  Sunday  Schools, 
our  Bible  Societies,  and  our  lustitutions 
for  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel.    Sun- 
day Schools  afford  to  the  ignorant  poor, 
the  ability  to  read  the  Scripturas ;  and 
Bible  Societies  furnish  them  with  the 
sacred  writings.    It  is  the  part  of  Reli- 
gious Tract  Societies  to  prompt  them  to 
the  imprqyemeot  of  these  advantages. 
Some  tracts  may  be  designed  only  to 
persuade  to  the  performance  of  certain 
moral  duties ;  others  are  intended  to  as- 
sist the  understanding  of  particular  doc* 
trines ;  but  the  peculiar  office  of  a  roll* 
gions  tract  is  to  rouse  the  attention  of  the 
reader  to  a  proper  consideration  of  his 
eternal  interests.    As  an  instrument  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  it  is  intended  to  con- 
vince of  sin,  of  righteousness,  and  of 
judgment.    To  make  the  impenitent  sen- 
sible of  his  guilt,  that  he  may  be  led 
with  the  contrite  publican  to  eiclaim, — 
*  Ch)d  be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner.*    To 
prove  to  the  careless,  and  to  those  who 
are  trusting  In  a  vain  security,  how  much 
they  are  deficient  in  that  righteousness, 
which  a.  Being  of  infinite  holiness  re- 
^ires ;  and  to  impress  upon  the  minds 
of  ail,  the  reality  of  that  awful  moment, 
when  they  must  appear  in  judgment  be- 
fore the  living  God;  that  they  may  be 
led  to  the  great  Inquiry— what  shall  I  do 
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io  be  saved  ?  Here  the  religious  tract  re» 
plies,  year  Bible  wUl  ansirer  the  ques 
tion.  Bead,  believe,  and  Kve. 

Our  tracts  are  not  designed  to  indoc- 
trinate without  the  scriptures,  but  to 
urge  the  attention  of  tbeir  readers  to  the 
volume  of  inspiration,  and  to  fix  it 
there.  Neither  is  it  designed  that  the  pe- 
rusal of  a  religious  tract  should  super- 
sede the  necessity  of  attending  the  mi- 
nistry of  the  word.  Far  otherwise.  The 
object  b  to  bring  i(s  reader  to  the  bouse 
of  God.  Places  of  public  worship  may 
be  establbbed  amongst  the  multitude, 
and  their  doors  thrown  open,  yet  they 
wilt  rarely  be  attended  by  those  who  ai« 
neither  actuated  by  a  sense  of  religion, 
nor  influenced  by  a  regard  to  propriety ; 
and  the  preacher  can  only  declare  the 
truths  of  revelation  to  those  who  assem* 
ble  themselves  about  him.  The  province 
of  the  religious  tract  is  to  seek  the  sinner 
in  his  hirking  place ;  to  awaken  his 
conscience  even  in  bis  bed-cham- 
ber; to  draw  bim,  as  with  the  cords 
of  a  man,  till  he  is  placed  within 
the  sound  of  the  gospel.  It  is  cal- 
culated to  arrest  bis  attention  in  the 
house  and  in  the  field.  It  goes  into  tho 
highways  and  hedges^  the  poor,  tho 
maimed,  the  halt,  and  the  blind,  are  tlio 
objects  of  its  search.  It  points,  it  in- 
vites  them  to  tbe  bouse  of  public  wor- 
ship, and  seconded  by  the  power  of  so- 
vereign mercy,  it  compels  them  to  go 
in. 

If  then  you  are  a  patron  of  Sunday 
Schools,  you  will  lend  your  aid  in  the 
diffusion  of  Religious  Tracts;  for  by 
these  your  pupils  are  brought  to  a  just 
improvement  of  the  privileges  you  hsve 
procured  for  them. 

If  you  are  friendly  to  the  circulation 
of  the  Bible,  you  will  advocate  the 
cause  of  ReHgioos  Tracts  ;  for  by  their 
instrumentality,  thousands  ar^  brought, 
to  receive  and  read  the  Bible. 

If  you  are  desirous  to  promote  the 
public  worship  ofyour  God  and  Saviour 
—if  you  are  the  friend  of  Missions — if 
yoo  wish  that  all  should  hear  the  glad 
tidings  of  that  redemption  in  which  you 
yourselves  rejoice,  you  will  not  decline 
assisting  in  the  disseroioatioa  of  Rell- 
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gloas  Tracts ;  for  tbete  ire  among  the 
most  distfagubhed  means  of  attaining 
the  important  object)  which  you  have  so 
mach  at  heart. 

Conclusion, 

In  closing  their  Report,  yoor  Managers 
cannot  pass  over  in  silence  the  lost 
which  the  Board  has  sustained  the  past 
year,  in  the  death  of  two  of  its  memliers, 
-^ohn  P.  Mumford,  Esq.  the  second 
Vice  President,  and  Mr.  Charles  Rich- 
ards,  a  Manager.  The  characters  of 
these  excetlent  men  need  no  eulogium 
from  this  Board ;  but  the  dispensation, 
which  has  deprived  us  of  their  services.

carries  with  it  a  solemn  achnonhloa  that 
we  are  bound  to  Improve. 

The  last  annual  Report  contaiiied  a  ri- 
miiar  record  of  public  and  of  private 
loss,  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Caldwell.  How 
can  we  forbear  the  inquiry— who  of  this 
•mail  oumbar  is  to  be  caUed  to  render  his 
account  ere  another  year  be  cloaed? — 
Surely  It  beeomes  us  to  work  while  it  is 
day  ;  and  your  Managers  maybe  permit- 
ted, amidst  these  repeated  waranigs,  to 
urge  you  to  lend, that  aid  to  the  opare- 
tions  of  the  Society,  which  you  have  it 
nov  in  your  power  to  grant.

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THE  UNION  MISSION. 

Since  our  last  number  was  published,  advices  have  been  received  from  the 
Superintendeat  of  the  Union  Mission,  to  the  31n  of  January.  At  thb  date, 
the  Family  were  at  Fort  Smith,  within  twelve  days  journey  of  their  destined 
station.  They  had  l>een  detained,  on  theur  way  from  Little  Rock,  about  four 
weeks,  by  the  want  of  a  sufficient  depth  of  water  in  the  Arkaosaw,  and  not, 
as  erroneously  stated  in  the  public  papers,  by  an  Indian  war.  The  public  will 
be  happy  to  learn,  that  most  of  the  family  were  in  good  health,  and  that 
those  who  had  not  fully  recovered  from  their  late  ^ckness,  were  daily  gainjof^ 
strength.

Csdron,  Ariransaw  Temtofy, 
December]?,  1820. 
Very  dear  Sir, 
After  a  detention  of  more  than  four 
months  at  Little  Rock,  the  Union  Mission 
Family  again  embarked.  By  the  heavy 
rains,  which  fell  about  the  first  of  this 
month,  the  river  rose  several  feet.  Hav- 
ing a  strong  desire  to  reach  the  station, 
and  hoping  that  the  river  would  continue 
navigable  through  the  winter,  we  have 
been  led  to  thb  measure.  The  naviga- 
tion, however,  is  much  harder,  and  the 
danger  of  being  again  detained  by  shoals 
much  greater,  than  on  the  Spring  flood. 
Since  we  have  been  on  our  way,  the  wa- 


ter has  already  fallen ;  and  we  are  told, 
that  the  Arkansaw,  as  we  approach 
Grand  River,  spreads  wider,  and  be-' 
comes  more  shallow.  We  are  also  in- 
formed, that  there  are  some  falls,  which, 
in  low  water,  are  of  difficult  ascent. 
Our  only  confidence  Is,  therefore,  io 
God,  who  giveth  or  withholdeth  rain  at 
his  pleasure.  We  are  learning,  1  hope, 
more  and  more  effectually,  the  soul- 
cheering  lesson  of  trusting  In  the  Lord. 
He  Ufill  not  leave  tu. 

You  will  doubtless  wish  to  know  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  family  since 
we  have  embarked.  Sister  Johnson, 
who  became  sick  last  July,  b  not  yet 
wholly  restored.  She  b  still  feeble,  and 
still  subject  to  the  ague  and  fever.  Sb- 
ters  Foster  and  Beach  are  rather  feeble, 
aUhoDgh    rapidly    regaining    strength. 
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With  the  eiception  of  thete,  the  Bre« 
thren  and  Sisten  are  id  good  health  ;  in- 
deed most  of  them  never  enjoyed  better. 
We  have  cold  storms  in  this  country. 
On  the  16th  inst.  we  were  detained  a 
whole  day  by  a  heavy  storm  of  rain  and 
bail.  We  have  stoves  in  our  cabinsy  and 
of  coime  are  comfortably  warm  in  the 
severest  weather.  1  am  the  more  parti- 
cular, that  oar  friends  may  know  that  we 
do  not  soffer,  bat  hoot  ihingi  eofwemeni 
fir  us. 

Oq  setting  forward  from  little  Rock» 
we  were  under  the  necessity  of  putting 
■even  men  on  board  each  boat— eix  be- 
tides the  steersman.  Should  any  mem- 
ber of  your  Board  witness  the  activity  of 
our  polemen,  and  consideri  that,  in  the 
best  stage,  we  can  average  only  fifteen 
Miles  a  day,  he  woold  be  ready  to  ex- 
claim with  the  ancient  poet.  Hoe  opuM, 
fue  labor  esf.*  in  being  so  long  delayed, 
we  have  occasion  to  recal  to  practical 
remembrance  the  injunction  of  our  Lord 
— fn  your  paHmDt^  pomst  yt  ywr  toult. 

1  shall  not  have  room  to  detail  the  ne. 
eessary  expenditures  of  our  long  tour 
from  Little  Rock.  1  can  only  state  that 
men  cannot  be  obtained  to  labour  in 
boats  for  less  than  one  dollar  a  day,  be- 
sides their  board  and  some  consideration 
to  provide  for  their  return  home.  But, 
dear  Sir,  the  Lord  will  provide.  We  go 
forward  with  increasing  confidence  in 
h'ls  smiles  npon  our  attempt 

In  my  letter  of  the  1st  of  Decemberi  I 
slated  that  some  of  the  Brethren  had  pro- 
ceeded up  the  river  with  the  hope  of  ma- 
king preparations  for  the  arrival  of  the 
Family.  Soon  after  the  letter  was  clo- 
sed, brother  Woodruff  returned,  and,  to 
our  great  satisfaction,  informed  us  that 
they  reached  the  contemplated  station 
about  the  middle  of  November.  They 
were  unable  to  proceed  in  their  canoe 
beyond  the  Dardanelles  in  the  Cherokee^ 
nation.  At  tha(  place  they  took  pack- 
horses,  and  made  their  way  throuf^  the 
wilderness,  until  they  found  the  spot  con- 
secreted  to  the  misdonary  work.  They 
purchased  on  their  way,  and  drove  be- 
fore them  several  head  of  cattle,  con-

sifting  of  cows,  oxen,  and  calves;  and 
when  he  left  them,  they  were  proeeedlng 
to  erect  cabins  and  to  make  other  prepa- 
rations for  the  Family.  They  all  had 
enjoyed  good  health,  notwithstanding 
they  had  suffered  some  privations,  and 
endured  some  hardships.  The  Indians 
appeared  friendly,  and  the  place  selected, 
pleasant. 

Ever  since  our  arrival  in  this  oountryi 
we  have  heard  of  rumours  of  wars  among 
the  Indians,  and  particularly  between  the 
Osages  and  the  Cherokees.  In  my  com- 
munications hitherto,  I  have  said  nothing 
on  the  subject,  because  I  knew  not  what 
to  say ;  and  now  I  can  only  tell  you  that 
rumours  are  still  afloat.  The  Governor, 
some  weeks  ago,  went  on  to  inquire  into 
the  state  of  affairs  among  them,  and  to 
renew  the  treaty  of  peace.  It  is  under- 
stood, that  he  b  now  at  the  Garrison, 
waiting  ibr  an  interview,  first  with  the 
Osage  chieis,  and  then  with  the  Chero- 
kees. It  b  said  that  the  interview  with 
the  Osages  will  take  place  about  Christ- 
mas. 


January  18, 1821. 
Dear  Six, 

Ota  the  first  day  of  the  pre- 
sent month,  we  were  stopped  by  shoab, 
which  could  not  be  passed  in  consequence 
of  the  bw  state  of  the  water.  We  have 
been  anxiously  waiting  from  that  day, 
for  the  water  to  rise.  The  weather  b 
now  cold,  and  the  river  neariy  closed  with 
ice.  We  are  obliged  to  retain  on  expense 
part  of  our  hands,  that  we  may  not  be 
obliged  to  send  a  great  distance  for  help, 
when  the  water  becomes  favourable. 
Thus  God  b  continuing  to  us  our  trials. 
In  addition  to  all  our  severe  afllictions, 
we  have  lately  met  with  one  of  the  sorest 
de:M;ription,  in  the  sodden  and  unexpect- 
ed death  of  John  Muncy,  one  of  our  hi- 
red men.  In  the  holy  and  righteous  pra- 
vidence  of  God,  he  was  killed  by  a  dis- 
charge of  a  gun  in  the  hands  of  a  per- 
son,  who  had  been  mending  the 
lock,  and  who,  unconscious  that  the  gun 
was  loaded,  or  that  any  person  was  be. 
fore  it,  snapped,  in  order  to  try  the  k>ck* 
To  kb  dreadful  surprise,  the  gun  went 
off,  aqd  shot  poor  Muiicy  through  thelc 
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body*  Ht  lived  about  twelve  boon,  and 
fhen  eipired.  It  was  indeed  a  season  of 
die  deepest  sorrow  to  ns  all. 

The  Cberokee  and  Osage  treaty  is  not 
yet  ooncloded.  Governor  Miller  is  still 
with  the  Osage  Chiefs^  endeavouring  to 
bush  the  dispute.  It  appears  to  arise 
from  the  encroachments  of  the  Cberokees 
on  the  hunting  ground  of  the  Osages,  and 
the  consequent  murders  committed  by 
the  latter;  together  with  the  unwiUlng- 
ness  on  the  part  of  (be  latter,  to  deliver 
up  the  murderersy  and  on  the  part  of  the 
formerto  deliver  up  certain  captives  ta- 
ken in  a  former  war. 

Brother  Chapman  came  down  to  meet 
the  boats,  and  to  attend  to  some  business. 
He  has  been  with  us  since  the  first  in- 
itant ;  and  we  have  been  daily  eipecting 
to  hear  of  the  arrival  of  the  chiefs  at  the 
Garrison,  and  hoping  to  be  present  at  the 
Council.  Brother  Woodruff  came  down 
this  week  after  supplies  for  the  Brethren 
at  the  station.  All  were  in  health,  ei- 
cepting  brother  Redfield,  who  had  some 
fever.  They  were  proceeding  with  their 
business,  and  bad  got  the  cabins  in  for- 
wardness to  receive  the  Family.  Dear 
Sir,  let  us  not  be  dismayed.  The  Breth- 
ren and  Sisters  are  still  desirous  to  go 
forward.  Oh,  may  God  save  the  poor  In. 
dians  from  war  and  blood,  and  prosper 
our  enterpriae.  We  have  had  lesson 
upon  lesson  of  affliction  and  disappoint- 
ment,  to  (each  us  to  cast  all  our  care 
opon  the  Lord.

Deab  Sir, 

We  layuntUtbeSMhin- 
•(anti  unable  to  move  forward.  The  wa- 
ters main  rising,  we  reached  thb  place 
to-day.

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prospect  is  now  favourable  for  our  reach. 
log  the  station  in  twelve  days  from  this 
date. 

We  have  had  a  short  interview  with 
Governor  Miller  this  morning.  He  bmg 
Just  left  us  for  (he  Post  He  thinks  he 
can  do  nothing  mere  with  the  Osage 
Chiefs.  They  do  not  seem  diqx>sed  to 
give  up  the  men  who  have  kilfed  certain 
of  the  Cherokees ;  but  propose  to  retain 
them,  and  permit  the  Cherokees  to  letsia 
the  prisoners  now  in  their  possession. 
The  Governor  is  yet  to  have  an  interview 
with  the  Chefokee  ehlefr,  bnt  befeara 
they  wMl  not  aeoede  to  these  temsi 

It  may  strfke  your  mind,  and  peitepe 
correctly,  that  war  wfR  in  a  great  Doa* 
sure  defeat  the  designs  of  (he  Society  for 
a  season.  la  case  of  war,  the  Osagot 
might  not  be  wiffing  to  •eomnft  (heir 
children  to  our  ears;  and  it  alight  not  be 
safe  lor  us  to  receive  (hem.  Bat,  Dear 
Sir,  we  hofse  and  trust  that  the  Lofd  wiU 
yet  appear  in  neroy,  and  remove  the 
cloud  which  now  darkees  our  pre^eof^ 
May  we  be  fervent  in  oar  prayers  for  the 
prosperity  of  bis  cease. 

In  the  event  of  war,  we  have  no  proe> 
pect  of  defeaee  hot  the  good  provkleBce 
of  God.  Tbereisyetnon^Iatioaofthe 
government  to  oar  knowledge*  which 
will  authorise  troops  to  be  sent  to  our  as< 
sistance.  We  oaention  this  fiict,  that  the 
Society  may  be  apprised,  that  our  depeo- 
denoe  cannot  be  placed  upon  an  arm  of 
flesh. 

The  Family  are  still  in  the  same  sUte 
of  health,)  as  mentioned  in  my  letter  of 
the  17th  of  December.

THE  GREAT  OSAGE  MISSION. 

In  our  laBt,  we  gave  some  account  of  the  departure  of  this  MissioD  from 
thia  city  on  the  7th  of  March,  and  of  their  jouraey  through  the  sUte  of  New 
Jersey.  We  since  learn,  that  they  arrived  in  safety  at  Philadelphui  on  the 
10th,  and  were  received  wHh  great  kindness  and  attention.  Public  meetings 
wereheld«  and  collections  taken  up  in  several  of  the  churches.  The  coDtri* 
hoUons  reeelved  in  Philadelphia  md  Its  vleioity,  inehidmg  money  and  artielef 
necessary  fhr  the  Mission^  amouot  in  value  to  neariy  e^hteen  hundred  doUtrs. 
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Having  chartered  and  loaded  their  was^ons,  &e  Family,  on  Thursday  tho 
15th  of  March,  took  leare  of  their  Christian  friends  in  Philadelphia,  and  pro* 
ceeded  on  their  journey.  Under  the  smiles  of  Proridence,  they  win  probably 
arriire  at  Pittsburg  about  the  first  of  April ;  at  the  moutii  of  the  Missouri  about 
the  10th  of  May  ;  and  at  their  destined  station  about  the  middle  of  June. 
They  will  leave  Piitsburg  m  two  keel  boats,  and  after  descending  the  duo, 
they  will  ascend  the  Missisdppi  170  mDes,  the  Missouri  160,  and  the  Osage 
about  350. 

It  is  understood,  that  strangers  are  liable  to  be  attacked  with  fever  in  navi* 
gating  the  Mississippi  in  warm  weather ;  but  are  in  no  danger  on  the  waters  of 
the  Missouri  and  the  Osage.  The  Superintendent  and  Assistant  are  apprised 
of  these  facts,  and  are  instructed^  in  ease  the  state  of  the  weather  should  ren* 
der  it  advisable,  to  convey  the  fkmily  in  waggons  from  Shawnee  Town,  (on 
the  Ohio,  100  miles  above  its  mouth,)  across  the  country  to  St  Louis — a  dis- 
tance of  150  miles,  and  a  good  waggon  road.  In  this  case,  the  family  will 
either  remain  at  St  Louis,  or  proceed  by  land  to  some  village  on  the  Missouri, 
where  they  will  await  the  arrival  of  the  boats.  By  this  arrangement,  the  Fa- 
mily would  only  cross  the  Mississippi,  instead  of  stemming  its  current  for 
twelve  or  sixteen  days. 

Sinoe  the  above  was  prepared,  we  ibd  in  the  ReUgwus  Rewumbramcer  the 
following  account  of  the  arrival  of  the  Misnon  Family  In  Philadelphia,  and 
of  the  public  religioos  exercises  during  tbeir  contiiiuance  in  that  city  :-• 

'(  On  their  arrival  in  Philadelphia  on  Saturday  (he  lOth  of  March,  they  were  re. 
ceived  at  the  wharf  by  Robert  Kalston  and  Alexander  Henry,  Esqahes,  agents  for 
the  society,  and  several  other  gentlemen,  who  took  them  to  their  respective  lodg- 
ings. Oo  the  morning  and  afternoon  services  of  the  ensuing  Lord's  day,  they  were 
dispersed  among  the  different  churches  ;  but  in  the  evenisg,  the  whole  family  met 
(or  public  worship^  in  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  with  our  citiaens.  On  this 
occasion, the  Rev.  Mr.  Pixley,  of  the  Mission,  offered  the  introductory  prayer^  Dr. 
Ely  preached  irom  Psalm  cnvi.  6— ffe  thai  goelh  forth  and  wteptthf  bearing  preeiout 
mtd,  thaU  doubilett  eomt  agmn  with  r^oiemgi  brir^mg  hit  theaves  wUh  him :  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Skinner  closed  the  eaereises  with  an  address  to  the  Throne  of  Grace. 

**  Oo  Monday  evening,  the  ISth,  the  mission  family  was  convened  in  the  Third 
Presbyterian  Church  s  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Potts  led  in  preyer,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fix- 
ley,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoff,  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  Spring  Garden  town- 
ship, addressed  the  congregation ;  Dr.  Brodhead  then  offered  a  prayer,  after  which 
the  xviiith  Hymn,  2d  book  of  Watts,  was  sun^.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Skinner  closed  the 
exercises  of  the  evening  with  special  prayer  for  the  Missionaries. 

«  On  Tuesday  evening,  the  13th,  the  family  met  with  our  fellow  citisens  in  the  First 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  ;  in  which  place  the  Rev.  Mr,  M'Cartee,  of  the  Associate 
Reformed  Church,  led  in  supplication  and  thanksgiving ;  Dr.  Janeway,  and  the  Rev. 
James  Patterson,  delivered  addresses ;  Dr.  Brodhead  gave  an  exhortation,  and  Dr. 
NeiU  offered  prayer. 

"  On  Wednesday  evening,  the  14th,  a  farewell  prayer-meeting  was  held  in  the  Sixth 
Presbyterian  Church,  at  which  time  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rooker,  of  Germantown,  prayed  ', 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Dodge,  of  the  mission ;  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Eqgles,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Skin> 
ner,  addressed  the  people  |  Dr.  Brodhead  offered  intercessions,  and  Dr.  Neill  deli- 
vered an  exhottatiofl*    During  the  contribution,  a  Farftctll  Hymn  was  sung  by  the 
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Congregation.    At  .the  conoluflSon  of  tlio  tiercise»  the  MinSoniriei  roiei  nnd  rang 
their  tender^  refponsive/oret^ei/. 

•<  On  each  of  the  meetings  in  onr  eity,  the  churches  were  full ;  but  on  Sabbath  and 
Wednesday  evenings,  they  were  erowded-  In  Dr.  Neill's  church,  the  aisles  were  fill- 
ed|  and  principally  by  ladies,  who  stood  during  all  the  exercises.  The  Missionaries 
'  excited  an  increasing  intererest  eveiy  hour  while  they  tarried  in  onr  cily.  They  de- 
serve our  continued  support,  both  by  prayers  and  pecuniary  aid ;  for  they  have  gone 
forth  without  the  hope  of  worldly  gain,  or  the  possibility  of  acquiring  any  personal 
property  for  themselves,  while  they  continue  in  the  Missionaiy  service.  They  are 
engaged,  and  can  engage  in  no  speculation ;  but  are  devoted  to  the  instruction  of  the 
Indians,  and  to  the  service  of  the  Redeemer. 

'<  On  Thursday  morning,  the  16th,  they  were  accompanied  to  Centre  Square,  by  a 
good  number  of  the  friends  of  Missions.  The  Rev.  Joseph  Eastbum  commended 
them  to  God  in  prayer,  and  again  they  sung  their  pilgrim's  Carewell.  At  twelve 
o'clock  they  were  accommodated  in  tlieir  waggons ;  and  were  parted  with  ip  good 
spirits,  when  several  miles  on  their  way  to  Lancaster.**

And, 
who  can  look  at  the  extensive  plans  and 
operations  of  Bible  and  Missionary 
SociBTics  in  various  parts  of  Christen, 
dom  f  And  who  can,  In  connexion  with 
such  displays  of  divine  power  and  good- 
ness, hear  the  call  from  the   Great 


OsAOEs  of  the  Miseouiu,  which  has  oe* 
casiooed  this  meeting,  came  ortrmidhe^ 
%u,  and  not  discern  a  presage  of  the  ruar 
approach  of  that  day,  when  *<  all  the  ends 
of  the  earth  shall  remember,  and  torn 
unto  the  Lord,  and  all  the  kindreds  of  U» 
nations  shall  worship  before  Him. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  has,  of 
late  years,  assumed  a  most  lotereflCfBg 
aspect.  The  word  of  Jehorah  has  gone 
forth :  <<  Arub,  shoib  ;**  and  behold  tb^ 
glory  of  the  Lurd  is  risen  upon  her. 

The  time  has  been,  when  Chrtstlams 
seemed  to  feel  but4ittle  concern  for  the 
salvation  of  the  heathen.  They  prayed^ 
"  thy  kingdom  come,*'  it  u  true ;  UsC 
their  prayers  were  not  accompanied  wttk 
suitable  efforts  to  promote  the  extettsioa 
of  the  Redeemer's  Kinodom.

Now,  at 
length,  a  voice  from  the  regions  of  dark- 
ness, a  voice  from  Calvary,  a  voice 
from  the  throne  of  the  Lamb,  has  awak- 
ed them  from'  their  slumbers.  A  aaif- 
sionary  spirit  is  excited ;  the  hands  and 
the  hearts  of  God's  people,  now  man 
than  ever  before,  go  together  in  the  good 
and  great  work  of  evangelising  tba 
world.    Yes;   thb  u  pre-eminentlyy  a 
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ffoHomM  ttandtrd  of  tbe  crofls,  to  lost  and 
p«riiUtig  pegins.  They  go  to  proclaim 
tke  glad  tidings  of  redemption  ^o  thote 
wfao  ^Icnow  not  God,"  and  wlio  are 
''sitting  in  the  region  and  shadow  of 
of  deatli."  They  go  to  dispel  the  mid-, 
tug^t  daricness  of  heathen  superstition ; 
to  UKiBiine  the  henighted  regions  of  the 
west  ;  to  anforl  the  christian  banner 
whore  it  has  never  been  dbplayed ;  and  to 
teach  the  wild  men  of  the  woods  to  chant 
the  praises  of  redeeming  love. 

Surely^  more  benevolent^  more  noble* 
more  interesting  employment  cannot  be 
C»aDd  on  thu  side  of  heaven.  Henceforth 
tbey  are  to  be  exoUisiveiy  devoted  (o  the 
service  of  oar  divine  and  adorable  Sa- 
viour. The  gloiy  of  Jehovah,  (heir  own 
personal  piety,  and  the  salvation  of  a 
goilty  world,  are  henceforth  to  be  the 
sabjects  of  their  fervent  prayer,  and  the 
objects  of  their  unceasing  solieilnde. 

To  these  great  objects,  Missionary  Fa- 
mily,  let  all  your  time  and  your  talents, 
and  the  warmest  affections  of  your  hearts, 
be  unreservedly  and  faithfully  devoted. 
Attend  carefully,  every  day,  to  your  own 
personal  religion.  Very  often  oommune 
with  the  Father  of  your  spirits,  and 
the  Saviour  of  your  souls.  Ck>nstant- 
1y  beseech  the  infinite  Ood  to  shed  a- 
broad  in  your  hearts,  the  sanctifying^  and 
animating,  and  comforting  influences 
of  his  holy  spirit.  If,  in  the  pure  spirit  of 
elevated  and  fervent  devotion,  you  daily 
and  hourly  apply  to  God  for  assistance 
and  direction,  you  will  always  find  him  a 
very  present  help  in  every  time  of  need- 
He  will  support  yon  under  every  trial. 
He  will  comfort  you  in  all  your  sorrows. 
He  will  conduct  you,  in  safety,  through 
the  journey  of  life,  and  afier«vards  re- 
ceive you  to  glory.  "  Be  ye  faithful  unto 
death,  and  he  will  give  you  a  crown  of 
life."  "  And  now  brethren,  I  commend 
you  to  God  and  to  the  word  of  his  grace, 
which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and  to  give 
yuuan  inheritance  among  all  them  that 
are  sunctified."  And,  with  this  commen- 
dation, 1  bid  you  an  affectionate,  a  long 
farewell. 

My  hearers,  while  we  commend  these 
dear  Missionaries  to  God,  and  to  the  w<»rd 
of  hb  grace,  there  is  something  more  for 
as  to  do.    It  is  not  enough  for  us  to  say 
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to  them, "  Depart  in  peace,  be  ye  warm- 
ed and  filled."  We  must  give  them  the 
<<  things  which  are  needful  for  the  body.** 
We  roust  furnish  them  with  clothing,  not 
only  for  themselves,  but  also  for  the  na- 
ked children  of  the  forest,  who  are  to  be 
admitted  into  their  family.  We  must 
give  them  bread  to  eat.  We  roust  con- 
duct them  to  the  place  of  their  destina- 
tion— the  scene  of  their  future  labours ; 
and  support  them,  when  there.  We  must 
open  our  purses,  and  pour  into  the  treasu- 
ry of  the  Lord  the  silver  and  the  gold 
which  are  his,  and  for  which  he  now  calls. 
Are  these  sacrifices  too  great  ? 

Think  of  (he  sacrifices  which  these  be- 
loved Missionaries  have  made.  They 
have  given,  not  only  their  gold  and 
silver,  but  also  themselves,  their  souls  and 
their  bodies  to  the  Lord,  to  be  employed 
in  this  great  and  glorious  enterprise.  And 
shall  we  deem  it  too  great  a  sacrifice,  to 
give  for  their  support,  a  part  of  the 
earthly  treasures  which  the  beneficent 
hand  of  a  holy  Providence  hath  kindly 
bestowed  on  us .' 

Think  of  th^  sacrifices  which  their  pa- 
rents and  other  friends  have  made.  Who 
that  is,  at  all,  acquainted  with  the  tender 
sensibilities  of  parental  fondness  ?  who 
that  has  ever  eiperienced  the  anguish  of 
a  long  and  distant  separation  from  belov- 
ed friends  ?  who  that  has  ever  been  af. 
flicted  by  the  removal  of  affectionate  an^ 
beloved  children,  with  no  prospect  of 
meeting  them  again  on  this  side  of  the 
grave  f — but  must  acknowledge  that  the 
sacrifices  of  those  parents  and  friends  are 
of  no  ordinary  kind  ?  Do  you  know,  my 
brethren,  what  are  the  feelings  and  sen- 
timents of  pious  parents  when  called  to 
give  up  their  dear  children  to  the  mis- 
sionary cause  ?  I  will  tell  you :  and  I  will 
tell  you  in  the  language  of  the  fond  pa- 
rents of  that  beloved  Physician.  With 
heart-felt,  but  trenibling  and  agitated  ac- 
quiescence in  the  divine  will,  they  said 
to  me,  **  God  calls,  and  we  cannot,  we 
dare  not  withhold  our  son.'*  1  will  tell 
you  again :  and  I  will  tell  you  in  the 
words  of  a  venerable  Father,  who,  if  I  do 
not  mistake,  resides  in  the  county  of  Sa- 
ratoga, in  this  State.  He  gave  up  three 
amiable  and  pious  children,  two  sons  and 
a  daughter,  to  be  employed  ip  the  iiiis|^ 
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sioiwry  Md  among  the  weitem  IndSans. 
When  the  yomiger  ron  wes  aboat  im 
leave  him,  be  was  asked,  What  were  bis 
own  feelings  on  the  occasion  ?  To  which 
he  nobly  replied, "  I  would  hereby,  and  I 
do  hereby,  give  my  most  oordial  and 
hearty  approbation  to  his  joining  in  the 
missionary  cause.  My  children  are  near 
md  dear  to  me.  But  1  trust  I  feel  as 
thoBgh  I  received  them  from  God,  and 
have  given  them  baolc  to  him  in  the  holy 
ordinance  of  baptism ;  and  I  am  willing 
to  devote  them  to  him  for  tha  service  of 
the  poor  heathen,  if  they  can  be  of  any 
service.  Had  I  a  hundred  sons  and 
daughters,  I  should  not  think  the  sacri- 
iiee  too  great  to  devote  them,  for  the  sal- 
tation of  one  poor  heathen.  A  better 
life  thao  the  life  of  man  has  been  laid 
down  for  them.  Shall  I  witlihold  a  son, 
or  a  daughter,  if  God  calls  them,  and 
they  can  be  of  any  service  ?  Ood  forbid. 
Take  then,  therefore,  dear  Saviour ;  take 
them,  my  Lord  and  my  God.  O  take 
them  ye  servants  of  the  most  high  God, 
ye  agents  for  God,  in  behalf  of  the  saffer* 
ing  benighted  Pagans ;  send  them  where- 
soever your  wisdom  and  prudence  may 
dicUte." 

Tliese  sentiments  I  do  greatly  admire 
and  venerate.  They  possess  an  exceed- 
ingly elevated  character.  They  are  pure- 
ly christian.  They  are  evidently  the  ef. 
Alstons  of  a  heart,  fraught  with  supreme 
and  ardent  love  to  God ;  and  with  pore 
and  disinterested  benevolence  to  men- 
Tilese  are  the  sentiments  which  ought  to 
govwn  all  men,  on  ati  occasions.  These 
are  tlie  sentiments  by  which  we  ought  to 
be  Attoated,  this  evening,  while  contri- 
btttiag  to  the  missionary  fund.  If  pious 
parents  dare  not  withhotd  their  dear 
ohiHum  when  Ood  calb  them  into  the 
missioBaty  ield,  shaH  we  dare  to  with- 
hold peevnicry  assistance,  when  it  is  ne- 
ceaiary  for  their  support,  and  when  God 
00  naalfeitly  ealh  for  it  ? 
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To  devote  a  hundred  sobs  and  daugh- 
ters to  the  missiooaty  eaase,  woaM  n^t 
be  too  great  a  sacrifice  for  the  salvatloii 
of  one  poor  heathed,  said  the  venerable 
christian,  the  pious  Mr.  Williams;  and 
he  said  correctly.  How  immensely  vala- 
able  is  the  immortal  soul  of  araa !  Aay 
one  of  the  poor  heathen,  if  saved,  is 
capable  of  enjoying,  and  will  enjoy,  a 
thousand  times  more  happiness  tlmn  all 
men  on  earth,  aad  all  men  and  ail  angeb 
in  Heaven  bare  ever  eajoyeti ;  and  sHA 
lib  iiappiaess  will  only  be  begun.  But, 
if  left  to  perish  for  ever,  he  ii  eapatee 
of  enduring,  aitd  will  enduce,  a  thou- 
sand timet  more  mtseiy  than  nil  men  on 
earth,  and  all  mea  and  devils  in  hell,  have 
ever  eodared  ;  and  still  hfs  misery  will 
only  be  begun.  O  bow  infinitely  raloa- 
ble  is  the  immortal  soul  of  man !  And  yet 
there  are  on  the  earth,  at  this  motnettt, 
it^is  believed,  sft  hundred  mtllions  of 
such  souls,  shrouded  In  all  the  moral 
darkness  of  pagan  superstition.  The  oreii^ 
deceiver  who  enslaved  them,  still  holds 
them  in  his  deadly  grasp.  O  how  unut- 
terably important  b  the  misslonaiy 
camse !  Feel  its  infinite  importenoe,  dear 
brethren.  Let  your  most  fervent  "sup- 
plicartons  daiy  ateend  to  Ood  for 
the  success  of  missionary  establishments, 
and  for  the  conversion  of  the  pagan 
world.  To  this  great  and  glorioiis 
work  cheerfully  devote  your  sons,  and 
your  daughters,  and  yourselves  too,  if 
God  our  Saviour  should  demand  the  sa- 
crifice. To  this  great  and  glorious  work 
chenrfully  devote  your  silver  and  your 
gold.  Pour  your  earthly  riches  into  the 
Lord's  treasury.  Ghre  "good  measure, 
pressed  down,  and  running  over.*'  Andf 
thus  giving,  ekclaim,  with  holy  siacer- 
ity  of  heart,  **  Take  them,  dear  Savioar. 
Take  them,  my  Lord  and  my  God.  O 
take  them,  ye  servants  of  the  most  high 
God,  ye  agents  for  God,  in  behalf  of  tha 
suffering  benighted  pagans.*'

IIBOTHSKS, 

We  have  heard  yonr  <«n  forlie1|» 
from  ihe  western  woods,  and  we  aivjiow 
ready  to  answer  it.  ^Wa  heard  it  tet 
from  your  friend,  Thomas  L,M*Ktma^ 
Superintendent  of  Indian  Tnda^  nt 
Washington.  He  wrote  to  as  Ihat  yon 
had  kept  your  pmmwes  to  the  gov«ni- 
ment ;  and  that  yen  wished  for  the  asia* 
blishment  of  schoohi  among  yaar  peopla. 
Brother$,-^yfe  love  4he  ^nparintand* 
ent  of  Indian  Tnide,  baennse  he  sloeanll 
in  his  power  to  f>romote  the  Interasts  of 
Red  men.    Our  hearts  were  glad  whcntc 
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we  read  his  letteff  and  we  Immediately 
aent  one  of  our  Chief  Counsellors,  to 
meet  your  Chief,  yoar  Counsellor,  and 
principal  Wairior,  to  ascertain  your 
wants,  and  to  tell  you  what  we  were 
willing  to  do  to  relieTe  them. 
.  Brothersr-Oar  Counsellor  told  your 
Chief,  that  we  were  willing  to  send  a  fa- 
mily of  good  men  and  women  to  live 
among  yon ;  to  teach  you  to  know  the 
will  of  the  Great  Spirit ;  to  establish 
schools  for  the  instruction  of  your  child- 
ren in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic ; 
to  ittstroot  your  young  men  in  the  know- 
ledge of  the  useful  arts,  and  your  women 
in  the  various  branches  of  good  house 
keeping. 

Bnthenf^Qar  Counsellor  told  you 
that  we  wished  you  to  be  kind  to  the 
family  we  should  send  you ;  to  set  apart 
a  portion  of  your  land  for  their  use  ;  to 
encourage  them  by  sending  your  child- 
ten  to  the  school  they  should  establish ; 
and  helping  them  to  maintain  good  rules 
for  their  government ;  and  we  were  re- 
.loieed  to  hear,  when  he  returned  to  us, 
that  your  Chief  accepted  his  proposal ; 
^at  in  your  name,  and  on  your  behalf, 
be  offered  to  mark  out  as  much  land  as 
the  family  should  want ;  that  he  wished 
the  family  to  come  soon  to  your  country ', 
and  that  all  this  was  done  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Counsellor  and  Warrior. 

SroUurif—The  time  to  fulfil  these  en- 
gagements has  now  come.  The  family 
yon  new  see  before  you,  is  the  one  we 
promised  to  send  you.  At  our  invitation 
they  have  come  together  from  different 
parts  of  our  land,  that  they  might  go  to 
you,  and  endeavour  to  do  good  to  your 
bodies  and  your  souls  in  this  world,  and 
in  the  world  to  come. 

Broithertf— Oar  brothers,  Nathaniel  B. 
Dodge,  Benton  PIxley,  and  William  b! 
Montgomery,  are  ready  to  instruct  you 
In  the  knowledge  of  God,  the  great  and 
good  Spirit,  and  to  explain  to  yOu  the 
Meaning  of  that  beloved  speech  which 
he  has  condescended  to  give  us  in  the 
BiWe.  Our  brother,  William  N.  Belcher, 
will,  by  his  advice  and  his  medicines,  en- 
daavoor  to  preserve  the  health  of  your 
people.    Our  brothers,  Daniel  H.Austin, 
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John  Seely,  Otis  Spmgue,  Samuel  New- 
ton, Samuel  B.  Bright,  and  Amasa  Jones, 
will  teach  you  to  build  houses,  in  whidi 
your  families  may  live ;  to  make  ploughs, 
axep,  and  other  imf^ements,  by  which 
you  may  clear  and  cultivate  your  lands. 
Our  brothers  and  sisters  will  teach  yon 
and  your  children  to  read,  write,  and 
number,  so  that  you  may  do  your  busi- 
ness without  being  deceived ;  and  our 
sisters,  Sally  Dodge,  Lucia  Pisley,  £me< 
line  Belcher,  Lydia  Austin,  Betsey  New- 
Ion,  Jane  Montgomery,  Catharine  H- 
Sprague,  Roxana  Jones,  Mary  U.  Sceley, 
Charlotte  Bright,  Susan  Comstock,  Har- 
riet Woolley,  Elixa  Howell,  Mary  Wel- 
ler,  and  Mary  Etris,  will  teach  yon  to 
spin  and  weave,  to  kott  and  sew,*  that 
you  may  know  how  to  make  your  own 
clothes;  and  to  make  your  own  bread, 
butter,  and  cheese,  for  provisions. 

Brtthertt — We  now  expect  yon  to  point 
out  a  place  for  them  on  your  lands, 
where  they  will  build  houses  for  their  ne- 
commodation,  and  schools  for  the  edacn- 
tion  of  your  children.  Let  it  be  a  healthy 
spot.  Let  it  be  high  ground,  where  they 
will  have  a  free  circulation  of  air.  Let 
it  be  good  ground,  to  raise  prodoee  for 
the  support  of  the  family.  Let  it  be  near 
some  navigable  stream,  where  they  may 
easily  get  what  we  shall  send  fo  them 
irom  this  part  of  the  country.  We  \ovt 
our  dear  brothers  and  sisters  whom  we 
have  sent  to  you ;  therefore,  do  we  wish 
you  to  place  them  in  a  situation  in  which 
they  may  be  comfortable. 

Brothtrti—Onv  dear  brethren  and  sis- 
ters, whom  you  see,  are  far  from  home. 
They  have  left  father  and  mother,  sister 
and  brother,  houses  and  lands,  for  Christ's 
sake  and  the  GospePs,  that  they  may  lead 
you  to  civilisation ;  that  they  may  bring 
you  to  the  knowledge  and  love  of  the 
truth,  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  They  liave,  yon 
see,  made  great  sacrifices,  that  they  might 
endeavour  to  do  you  good.  Be  kind  to 
them ;  love  them ;  protect  them ;  Ibten 
to  their  counsels ;  help  them  to  put  np 
their  houses ;  send  your  children  to  their 
school,  and  encourage  them  in  all  their 
endeavours  to  promote  the  temporal  and 
eternal  welfare  of  your  nation. 

Brothenr^Wt  have  confidence  in  yoa : 
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if  we  bad  not,  we  would  not  heve  lent 
our  dear  brothers  and  sisters  to  live 
among  you.  We  are  your  friends.  We 
expect  to  gain  nothing  in  this  world  for 
all  we  desire  to  do  for  you ;  we  look  for 
cor  reward  in  heaven,  from  God»  the 
good  Sphif.  To  that  God  dp  we  commit 
youy  and  the  dear  brethren  and  sisters  we 
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have  .sent  to  you,  praying  that  their  la.

AMERICAN  BOARD  OF  COMMISSIOPHSRS  FOR  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Iif  the  Missionary  Herald  of  the  present  Month,  the  Journals  of  the  Cherokee 
Mission  at  Brainerd,  and  of  the  Choctaw  Mission  at  Elliot,  are  brought  down, 
the  forraer  to  the  8th  of  Nov.  and  the  latter  to  the  18th  of  July.  The  most  in- 
teresting; parts  of  these  Journals  will  be  found  below.  The  account  of  the  rapid 
advances  of  the  Cherokees  in  civilization,  will  be  highly  icratifying  to  our  read* 
ers,  and  to  the  friends  and  patrons  of  Indian  Missions  throughout  the  United 
States.  **  They  have  divided  their  country,"  says  the  Brainerd  Journal,  ^  into 
eight  districts,  or  Counties  ;  laid  a  tax  on  the  people  to  build  a  Courthouse  in 
each  of  these  Coanties ;  and  appointed  four  circuit  judges.  They  are  rapidly 
adopting  the  laws  and  manners  of  the  Whites.  Tbey  appear  to  advance  in  ci- 
Tilization,  just  in  proportion  to  their  knowledge  of  the  Gospel.  It  therefore 
becomes  all,  who  desire  the  civilization  of  the  Indians,  to  do  what  they  can  to 
send  the  Gospel  among  them." 


CHSROnS  >1I88ION. 

September  4,  1820.  Received  J^ 
from  the  Bardstown  Baptist  Missionary 
Society,  (Kentucky,)  remitted  to  us 
through  the  agency  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ea- 
gteton.  We  feel  thankful  that  our  bre- 
thren, from  different  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, are  affording  us  such  seasonable  aid. 
And  we  are  the  more  thankful,  as  we 
have  reason  to  believe  we  have  \ht  pray- 
ers of  those  Societies  and  individuals, 
who  are  assisting  in  the  pecuniary  con- 
cerns of  this  institution. 

16.  Brother  Chamberlain  went  to 
Bir.  Hicks's  to  spend  the  Sabbath.  We 
formerly  bad  an  appointment  there,  once 
in  two  weeks ;  but  since  brother  Butrick 
left  us  we  have  not  been  able  to  go  thi- 
ther, oftener  than  once  in  four  weeks  • 
and  some  of  our  stations  for  preaching 
we  have  been  obliged  to  abandon  alto- 
gether. 

17.  Brother  C.  returned,  having  had  a 
pleasant  meeting  with  that  dear  people. 
Some  in  that  neighbourhood  appear  to 
rejoice  in  the  bleuings  of  the  Gospel. 


20.  A  Cherokee  woman  called,  and 
left  two  girls  in  the  school.  They  were 
unwilling  to  stay.  They  clung  fast  to 
their  mother,  who,  seeing  she  could  not 
well  get  rid  of  them,  desired  Mrs.  Hoyt 
to  take  them  away  out  of  sight.  The 
children  screamed  and  cried  very  much ; 
but  the  mother  put  on  the  fortitude  to 
leave  them  in  that  situation. 

22.  Sister  Ann  returned  from  Creek 
Path,  accompanied  by  Susan  Brown,  a 
sister  of  Catharine.  She  has  lately  ob- 
tained a  hope  in  Christ.  God  grant  that 
she  may  adorn  her  profession  as  her  sis- 
ter hns  done.  Sister  Ann  informs  usi 
that  the  work  of  grace  appears  to  be  go- 
ing on  at  Creek  Path.  She  also  inform* 
us,  that  she  saw  our  dear  little  Lydia  on 
her  way  to  the  Osages.  LyUia  told  her 
she  wished  she  could  write  to  her  &ther 
and  mother.  Sister  A.  told  her,  ifte 
would  write  for  her,  if  she  could  tell 
what  she  wanted  to  say.  She  appeared 
pleased  with  this,  and  began,  but  was 
able  to. say  only  a  few  words,  before  she 
became  so  much  affected,  that  the  could 
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not  proceed.  She  said,  she  wented  her 
father  aod  mother  to  come  to  the  OugP 
country  and  take  her. 

LeUer  from  Creek  PaJOu 

Oct.  12.  O  how  sweet  it  is  to  meet 
with  Christian  friends  in  a  heathen  land. 
Our  hearts  were  made  to  rejoice  by  the 
arriFal  of  our  dear  brothers  But  rick,  John 
Brown,  sen.  John  Brown,  jon.  his  wife, 
and  sister  Catharine. 

18.  Meeting  for  business.    A  letter  wu 
received  from  the  chiefs  at  Creek  Path> 
handed  by  John  Brown,  sen.    Its  eon. 
.tents  were  as  follows : 
^  Friendt  and  br^tfurst 

«  We  are  glad  to  inform  you,  that  we 
are  well  pleased  with  Mr.  Butrick,  who 
baa  come  forward  as  a  teacher  to  instruct 
our  people.  We  believe  he  does  dis- 
eharge  his  duty ;  and  we  hope  his  coming 
will  be  of  great  advantage  to  our  people. 
Our  wish  is,  that  you  may  prosper 
throughout  our  nation,  in  your  laudable 
undertaking.  It  is  out  of  our  power  to 
see  you»  in  any  short  time,  on  account 
of  the  National  Council,  and  other  busi- 
ness we  are  obliged  to  attend  at  this 
time,  ft  is  our  wish  the  school  should 
continue  at  this  place.  Mr.  John  Brown, 
sen.  will  deliver  this,  who  will  present 
you  our  hands  in  friendship.  Wc^  hope 
we  shall  sec  each  other  before  long.  We 
are  glad  to  see  our  children  advancing  so 
well.  We  conclude  with  our  best  re- 
spects-

Resolvcdf  That  Mr.  Chamberlain  be 
directed  to  answer  the  above  letter. 

15.  Had  a  precious  season  in  comme- 
morating the  death  of  our  blessed  Im- 
manuel.  O  how  merciful  is  our  heavenly 
Father,  in  furnishing  such  a  table  in  the 
wilderness. 

Id.  Were  disappointed  in  not  seeing 
any  of  the  eiamining  Committee;  but 
had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  several  of 
our  Cherokee  friends.  We  proceeded  to 
examine  the  schools.  All,  who  were 
present,  expressed  the  highest  satisfac- 
tion in  the  improvement  of  the  children. 
One  of  the  little  girls  got  very  badly 
burnt.  Her  clothes  caught  fire,  and 
nearly  consumed  on  her  back.    We  are 
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thsmkftti  that  bodi  htr  ptrents  wero  ben, 
and  that  the  bum  was  not  so  bad  as  to 
prevent  their  carrying  her  home  with 
safety. 

17.  Brother  Hall  arrived.  The  school 
under  his  care  is  doing  well.  About 
(hirty-fii  attend  constantly^  and  make 
good  improvement.

Meeting  for  business :  Resolvedf  That 
the  principal  teachers  of  the  schools  at 
this  place  have  charge  of  all  the  doth- 
Ing,  books,  &c  sent  out  for  the  ise  of 
the  mission ;  that  all  applications  for  any 
of  the  said  arttcles,  by  any  member  of 
the  mission  family,  either  at  Brainerd, 
01*  any  of  the  local  schools,  be  made  to 
one  of  them  ;  that  they  keep  an  accu- 
rate account  of  all  articles  given  out,  in 
a  book  reserved  solely  for  that  purpose  ; 
and  that  a  copy  of  the  aeeount  of  arti- 
cles sold,  ori^ven  out,  to  anymenlMr, 
of  the  mission  fanlly,  or  to  tha  locflt 
eehools,  be  given  totha  Treasurer  of  tMs 
Mission  to  go  up  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board,  with  our  regular  account. 

Raolved,  That  at  each  general  meet- 
ing, the  teaohars  of  the  local  schools 
shall  report  the  whole  and  averege  num- 
ber of  scholars  at  their  several  school^ 
their  classes  and  improvement  from  the 
time  of  the  last  general  meeting ;  and 
that  the  same  be  entered  by  the  Secrete* 
ry  in  a  book  kept  for  that  porposa  Also, 
that  each  teacher  report,  at  the  same 
time,  the  general  state  and  prospects  of 
religion  end  civilisation  at  his  station. 

Rtmlvtdf  that  our  general  meetings  be 
held  semi-annually,  via.  on  the  Saturdays 
aAer  the  second  Wednesdays  of  October 
and  April,  and  that  the  order  of  said  meet- 
ings shall  be  as  follows : 

1st  Preparatory  lecture  on  Saturday. 
2d.  Sermon  and  communion  on  the  Sab- 
bath. 3d.  Examination  of  the  schools  ta 
this  place  on  Monday.  4th.  Meeting  for 
business  conducted  as  follows:  First; 
read  all  communications,  relative  to  the 
concerns  of  the  missions,  from  the  Cor. 
Secretwry  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board, 
which  may  have  been  received  since  the 
last  general  meeting,  and  aH  resolutions 
passed  in  the  meetings  for  business  at 
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Brainerd.  Secondly :  The  teachers  of 
the  local  schools  make  their  reports. 
Thirdly:  The  business  of  each  local 
school,  in  alphabetical  order.  Fourthly : 
General  business  of  (he  mission. 

18.  Our  dear  brothers  and  sisters  from 
Creek  Path  left  us  to  return.  We  have 
bad  a  delightful  season  with  them,  and 
INUIing  was  painful.  How  delightful 
will  be  the  time  when  all  the  children  of 
Ciod  shall  meet  in  their  Father's  kingdom 
to  part  no  more  ! 

aO.  We  have  just  heard  of  the  death  of 
our  dear  sister  Crutchfield,  at  Spring- 
place.  She  was  the  first  fruit  which  the 
Lord  granted  to  our  dear  father  and  mo- 
ther Gamboldt  and  she  is  the  first  which 
He  has  taken  to  Himself. 

Mvances  of  the  Ckerokees  in  cwUiza* 
iion. 

JVbo.  1.  Brother  Chamberlain  returned 
from  the  council.  At  the  council  he  took 
lodgings  at  Maj.  Ridge's,  where  he  had 
an  opportunity  of  preaching  to  a  large 
number  of  our  Cherokee  brethren.  The 
Ridge  says,  he  can  never  be  thankful 
enough  to  the  missionaries  for  providing 
a  way  for  his  son  to  receive  an  educa- 
tion. He  says,  he  wishes  him  to  stay  at 
Cornwall  until  he  gets  a  great  edueaium  / 
and  he  hopes  the  Lord  will  give  him  a 
food  heart,  so  that  when  he  comes  home, 
he  may  be  very  useful  to  his  nation. 

The  Council  have  made  a  law  to  com- 
pel parents  to  keep  their  children  at 
school,  when  once  entered,  until  they 
have  finished  their  education,  or  to  pay 
all  eipense  for  clothing,  board,  and  tui- 
tion. They  have  also  given  the  super- 
intendents of  each  mission  authority  to 
take  out  of  their  schoob  such  children, 
as  they  shall  think  proper,  and,  with  the 
consent  of  their  parents,  put  them  to  such 
trades  as  are  attached  to  their  missions ; 
and  when  such  children  have  learned  a 
trade,  they  are  to  be  furnished  with  a  set 
of  tools  at  the  expense  of  the  nation. 

They  have  also  divided  their  country 
into  eight  districts  or  counties ;  laid  a  tai 
on  the  people  to  build  a  court-house,  in 
each  of  these  counties;  and  appointed 
four  circuit  judges.  The  Cberokees  are 
rapidly  adopting  the  laws  and  manners  of 
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the  whites.  They  appear  to  advance  in 
civilization,  just  in  proportion  to  their 
knowledge  of  the  Gospel.  It  therefore 
becomes  all,  who  desire  the  civilization 
of  the  Indians,  to  do  what  they  can  to 
send  the  Gospel  among  them. 

Brother  Cbamberiain,  aAer  leaving  the 
Council,  went  to  Taloney,  where  he 
spent  the  Sabbath.  The  people  there 
were  very  attentive  to  preaching ;  some 
shed  tears ;  one  black  man  appeared  to 
be  a  subject  of  pungent  conviction.  Most 
of  the  children  of  the  school  attended 
meeting.  They  were  very  neatly  clad. 
They  appear  to  be  very  intelligent,  and 
we  hope  some  will  be  raised  up  there  to 
be  ornaments  to  their  nation. 

4.  Brother  John  Arch  returned  from 
a  visit  to  his  fatlier's.  During  his  absence 
he  has  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Fresby- 
tery  and  Missionary  Society  of  North 
Carolina.  He  had  an  opportunity  of  sit- 
ting down  at  the  table  of  our  Lord,  with 
above  five  hundred  brethren.  The  good 
people  there  gave  him  clothing  of  the 
value  of  more  than  jfSO ;  and  made  him 
a  member  for  life  of  the  Missionary  So- 
ciety. 

18.  Brother  Chamberlaiirs  little  daugh- 
ter got  to  some  arsenic,  which  was  mixed 
with  butter  for  the  purpose  of  destroying 
rats.  We  know  not  bow  much  she  had 
eaten ;  but  have  reason  to  think  that  the 
quantity  was  considerable.  It  produced 
a  burning  thirst ;  and  she  had  one  severe 
spasm.  We  administered  a  large  quanti- 
ty of  sweet  oil,  which,  in  a  few  minutes, 
counteracted  the  eiffects  of  the  poison. 
After  this,  we  gave  her  antimooiid  wine, 
which  operated  as  an  emetic.  But  we 
have  no  doubt  it  was  the  sweet  oil, 
which,  under  God,  saved  the  child's  life. 
It  might  be  well  if  this  remedy  for  poison 
were  more  generally  known. 

We  have  now  eleven  boys  and  six  girh 
In  the  school,  supported  in  whole,  or  in 
part,  by  different  associations.  All  these 
are  promising  children,  and  may  hereaf- 
ter, by  a  divine  blessing,  do  honour  to 
the  societies  and  individuals  by  whom 
they  are  now  supported. 

We  should  have  mentioned  in  our 
journal  of  Feb.  last,  that  Dr.  Joseph  C- 
Strong  of  Knoxville,  Ton.  very  generousS-p 
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1y  vacciaated  a  large  Dumber  of  our 
diildi^n ;  and  gave  instructions  for  vac- 
clnaliDg  the  remaindery  should  the  ope- 
ration be  successful  in  these,  by  which 
weans  the  whole  schoel  have  received . 
that  sure  preventive  of  the  small  pox. 


CHOCTAW  MISSION. 

Opening  of  a  Road^  60  miles. 
June  10,  1820.  The  men,  who  have 
Ijeen  opening' the  road,  returned  in  good 
health.  Waggons  can  now  come  from 
the  Pigeon  Roost  lo  Elliot  without  dif- 
ficulty. This  road  has  cost  0»  about  65 
days'  labour,  besides  what  was  done  by 
Capl.  Folsoro.  Brother  Flsk  returned 
to-day. 

13.  Meeting  for  business.  Resolved, 
that  Mr.  Jewell  collect  the  remainder  of 
the  cattle  subscribed  last  August,  for  (he 
benefit  of  the  school ;  and  that  a  joint 
letter  be  forwarded  to  the  Beard,  as  soon 
as  circumstances  will  admit. 

14.  A  fonr-borse-waggon  arrived  at  El- 
Kott;  the  first,  which  was  ever  in  this 
part  of  the  country.  It  came  from  Ten- 
nessee, by  the  way  of  the  Pigeon  Roost 
and  the  new  cut  road,  and  brought  for  a 
merchant  in  this  place  about  2,000  yards 
of  homespun  cotton  cloth,  an  article 
much  needed  by  the  natives.  Some  of 
them  manufacture  considerable  cloth; 
bat  there  is  by  no  means  a  supply  made 
for  the  inhabitants. 

Judgment  of  a  Tennessee  Waggoner^ 
17.  The  penson,  who  brought  the  cloth, 
has  bten  idth  us  two  days,  for  tha  pur- 
pose of  getting  the  wafgon  repah^d  at 
our  shop.  When  the  brethren  Kingsbury 
and  WHliams  were  on  their  way  to  Talo- 
Busha,  in  1816,  they  bad  an  interview 
with  the  same  man.  He  had  for  OMiny 
years  been  acquainted  with  the  Indians, 
and  had  not  the  least  confidence  in  our 
tmdertahing.  But  now,  afler  observing 
minutely  for  two  days  the  conduct  and 
improvement  of  the  scholars)  he  could 
not  forbear  letting  us  know  the  change  of 
his  opinion  on  (his  subject.  He  is  now 
as  much  surprised  at  the  results,  as  he 
WW  at  us  in  (he  first  Instance,  for  under. 
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taking  tha  work.  He  made  preaeats  to 
the  children,  in  small  articlea^  to  the 
amount  of  aboat  15  dollars. 

Bad  example  of  WkiU  Traders. 

18.  There  aie  several  white  men  ia 
the  neighbourhood,  who  have  come  to 
trade  with  the  natives  in  cattle,  &c.  They 
show  no  regard  for  the  Sabt>ath,  o»  re- 
ligious instroctk>n.  Their  eiample  and 
conversation  have  great  influeooe  with 
the  naUves.  How  long  shall  those  who 
are  educated  in  Christian  lands,  bring 
scandal  upon  that  holy  name,  by  which 
they  are  called. 

19.  A  part  of  our  supplies,  which  oonld 
not  be  bQMight  in  our  own  boat,  were 
about  the  last  of  May  put  on  board  a 
boat  bound  for  this  pUee.  The  owner 
arrived  at  ElUot  to-day,  having  left  the 
boat  a  considerable  distance  below  ;  there 
being  not  sufficient  water  to  bring  it  op. 

Violenl  Thunder  Storm. 

This  evening  esperienoed  a  violent 
thunder  storm,  attended  by  one  of  tboao 
destructive  winds,  which  ao  oftea  deso- 
late this  country.  Its  eSectSv  boweven 
were  comparatively  harmless,  whenea- 
ttmated  by  those,  which  have  been  fire- 
quently  experienced.  Several  large  trees 
were  prostrated  i^ar  (he  houae,  and  con-i 
siderable  damage  was  done  to  the  com- 
It  came  on  very  suddenly.  The  family 
were  abroail  in  different  directions ;  but 
throDgh  the  kind  providence  of  God,  no 
one  was  iajured,  though  some  were  near- 
ly surrounded  by  the  falling  trees.  The 
occasionfurnishad  a  good  opportunity  for 
impressing  the  minds  of  our  childrea 
with  the  idea  of  the  mighty  power  of 
God. 

VtsU  of  Messrs.  SUwart  and  Hum- 
phre^» 

26.  Mr.  Thomas  C.  Stewart  and  Mr. 
David  Humphreys,  licensed  preachers, 
visited  us  to-day.  They  are  agents  firoai 
the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Synod  of 
Georgia  and  South  Carolina,  to  eiplora 
the  Indian  tribes  in  the  southwestern  part 
of  the  United  States.  They  have  ob- 
tained leave  of  the  Chickasaws  to  esta- 
blish a  school  and  mission  in  that  tribe. 
We  were  refreshed  bv  their  labours  of 
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1or»,  a»  they  atrivied  io  season  to  preach 
for  us  OB  both  parts  of  the  day.  This  is 
a  dry  and  thirsty  land,  where  there  b  no 
water.  Oh  that  the  Lord  wonld  pour 
iq9on  us  the  infloences  of  his  Holy  Spirit. 
•Arrival  qf  Musrs,  Howta  and  Dytr. 

Juijf  1.  Were  rejoiced  to-day,  by  the 
arrival  of  Mr.  Zechariah  Howes  and  Mr. 
Anson  Dyer,  in  good  health.  They  had 
a  long  passage  on  the  river,  but  were 
kindly  preserved  amidst  many  dangers. 
Mr.  Wood  was  taken  sick  about  120 
miles  from  Elliott ;  and,  with  his  wife, 
remained  behind.  Brother  Williams 
went  to  their  assistance.  We  have  long 
eipected  these  brethren,  and  are  greatly 
atrengthened  by  theu*  arrival. 

Sabbath  8.  Had  poblie  worship  as 
nsaal.  We  greatly  need  another  mis- 
sionary. If  the  Prudential  Committee 
and  Christian  public  knew  our  situation 
in  Ibis  respect,  they  would  h^rtily  pity 
us.  We  are  not  weary  of  the  work ;  bat 
we  eiceedingly  need  some  person,  who 
can  have  leisure  to  attend  to  our  spiritual 
concerns,  and  to  the  souls  of  the  dear 
people  around  us. 

DifficuUies  of  Misstonary  Labour, 

&  Seat  our  herdsman  and  a  b<^  to 
assist  brother  Jewell  in  oollecting  and 
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driving  catlle.  There  are  now  three 
brethren,  two  boys»  a  hired  nmn,  and 
seven  horses,  gone  from  Elliott  on  ne^ 
oessary  business.  Another  brother  oughts 
if  possible,  to  go  in  a  few  days  to  the 
new  establishment.  People  who  live  In 
aciviliaed  land,  where  supplies  can  be 
obtained  within  a  few  miles; — ^where 
they  have  the  advantages  of  good  roads 
end  accommodations  while  on  joumtes ; 
and  where  business  can  be  conveniently 
transacted  through  the  medium  of  post- 
offices,-.xan  have  little  idea  of  the  diffi- 
culty and  labour  attending  tbe  transac- 
tions of  extensive  business  in  tbe  midst 
of  the  wilderness.  Our  supplies  mkist  be 
obtained,  money  procured,  remittances 
made,  help  hired,  and  almost  all  busS- 
tiess  performed  at  a  distance  of  froril 
100 to  1,600  raUes  from  Elliott;  white 
oar  letters  are  lodged  at  post-offices  75, 
100^  and  150  miles  distant. 
,  12.  Mr.  Howes  has  for  several  days 
been  qiike  indisposed.  Had  a  Jiigh  fever 
today,  which  left  him  very  feeble. 

IS.  A  great  rain  last  night,  which  con- 
tinued through  most  of  the  day.  This 
will  raise  the  river  sufficiently  for  the 
boat  to  ascend  with  the  supplies  for  the 
mission.  As  it  respects  many  things  the 
I«ord  is  smiling  upon  us  through  the  dark 
clouds  of  his  Providence.

MISSIOIf  TO  BURMAH. 

Ik  our  last  namber,  wa  eommenced  the  lotereatiDg  journal  of  the  R«v. 
Messn.  Judson  aod  Colman,  on  their  vblt  to  Ava,  the  capital  of  the  BurmMn 
Enphne.  This  visit,  as  we  then  stated,  was  undertaken  with  the  hope  of  oh- 
tabing  permission  of  the  Emperor,  to  promulgate  the  Christian  system  in  hie 
dominions,  without  farther  opposition  from  the  Agents  of  the  government 
The  part  of  the  journal  already  published,  embraces  the  passage  of  tiie  Mis- 
sionaries to  Ava,  their  unsuccessful  interview  with  the  Emperor,  conversation 
with  his  minister  of  state,  and  an  illustration  of  the  persecuting  spirit  of  the 
Burmans.  We  shall  now  finish  the  narrative,  exhibiting  the  difficulty  experi- 
6Deed  in  obtaining  their  passportsy  their  departure  from  Ava,  and  a  number  of 
interviews  with  the  Barman  converts,  after  their  return  to  Rangoon. 
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DiJieulHei  in  obtaining  a  passpwt 

Feb.  1j<.— Went  to  Mya-day-men,  and 
applied  for  a  passport  to  Rangoon.  He 
appeared  williog  to  oblige  us ;  bnt  said 
we  must  make  fprmal  application  to 
MouDg  Zah. 

Feb*  2if .— Went  to  varioas  places,  and 
made  varioas  ioqniries  and  applications 
for  a  passport.  Ascertained,  that  it  was 
abaolntely  necessary,  in  oar  case,  to  pro- 
cure a  special  one  from  the  high  court  of 
the  empire. 

Feb.  3d* — Sent  our  head  man,  and 
some  of  cur  people,  with  a  petition  to 
Moung  Zfih.  After  they  had  gone  ofiT, 
we  called  on  Mr.  G.  He  informed  us 
that  the  tract  bad  been  presented  to 
Moang  Zah,  and  read  in  his  presence. 
After  listening  to  the  whole  of  it,  instead 
of  throwing  it  down,  or  even  returning  it, 
he  committed  it  to  one  of  his  people  to 
keep,  saying  to  Mr.  G.  "  The  doctrines 
and  commands  are  very  good  ',  but  it  will 
be  a  long  time,  before  Burmans  can  be 
convinced  that  there  is  a  God  and  Sa- 
viour."  After  this  interview  with  Moung 
Zah,  Mr.  G.  was  summoned  before  the 
Emperor.  His  majesty  among  other 
things,  inquired  about  the  foreign  teach- 
ers. Mr.  G.  told  him  our  country,  our 
character,  and  our  ob  The  empe- 

ror observed  that  the  Portuguese  priest 
had  told  him  very  different  things,  par- 
ticularly that  we  were  a  sect  of  Zandees, 
Ca  race  very  obnoxious  to  former  empe- 
rors) Mr.  G.  endeavoured  to  vindicate 
our  character ;  but  the  emperor  appeared 
quite  averse  to  hearing  any  thing  in  our 
favour.  What,  said  he,  laughing,  they 
have  come,  presuming  to  convert  us  to 
their  religion.  Let  them  leave  our  cap- 
ital. We  have  no  desire  to  receive  their 
instructions.  Perhaps  they  may  find 
some  of  their  countrymen  in  Rangoon, 
who  may  be  willing  to  listen  to  them. 

Mr.  G.  now  advised  us  to  obtain  a  roy- 
al order  protecting  us  personally  from 
molestation,  while  we  should  remain  in 
the  country,  otherwise,  said  he,  as  it  will 
be  notorious  that  you  have  solicited  royal 
patronage,  and  been  refused,  yoa  will  lie 
at  the  mercy  of  every  ill-disposed  person. 

This  suggestion  of  Mr.  G.  occupied 
pur  thoaghts  the  rest  of  the  day.    We 
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finally  ooncloded,  that  as  soch  an  order 
would  cost  several  hundred  ttcals)  we 
woald  prefer  trusting  in  the  Lord,  to 
keep  as  and  our  poor  disciples. 

At  night,  our  people  returned.  They 
had  found  Moang  Zah,  and  presented  the 
petition  for  a  passport,  to  which  he  made 
no  other  reply,  but  "  Come  to-morrow." 

Feb.  4/A.-- Sent  the  people  eaHy  in  the 
morning,  with  a  handsome  present  to 
Moung  Zah.  They  returned  late  at  night. 
He  accepted  the  present,  and  assured 
them,  he  would  do  our  business  to-mor 
row. 

Feb.  6/A.— Sent  the  people  as  osaaT, 
our  trusty  Moung  Nau  accompanying 
them,  with  a  quantity  of  silver.  This  did 
the  business.  Late  in  the  evening,  1  bad 
the  pleasure  of  Uking  into  my  hand  the 
pointed  palm-leaf.  It  has  cost  us  the  Ta- 
loe  of  thirty  dollars. 

Deparlwrefrom  Jhm* 

Feb.  6(b.~Po8hed  off  from  the  beach 
of  0-ding-raau.  I  could  moralize  half  an 
hour  on  the  apt  resemblance,  the  beautL 
ful  congruity  between  the  desolate  state 
of  our  feelings  and  the  sandy  barren  sur- 
fnce  of  this  miserable  beach.  But  '*  His 
idle  all."  Let  the  beach  and  our  sorrow 
go  together.  Something  better  will  torn 
up  to-morrow. 

Feb.  12th.— Reached  Pyee,  2S0  miles 
from  Ava ;  our  descent  on  the  river  be- 
ing, of  course,  much  more  rapid  than 
our  ascent.  Here,  to  our  great  sorpritoy 
we  met  with  the  teacher,  Moung  Shwa 
Gnong.  He  had  come  up  from  Rangoooy 
a  few  days  ago,  to  visit  an  old  acquaint- 
ance, who  was  dangerously  ill ;  expects 
to  return  shortly— We  stated  to  him 
all  our  adventures  at  court,  the  distress- 
ing result  of  the  expedition,  and  the  pre- 
sent danger  of  propagating  or  professing 
the  religion  of  Christ,  and  wound  off  with 
the  story  of  the  iron  mall.  He  appeared 
to  be  less  affected  and  intimidated  by  the 
relation,  than  we  could  have  expected. 
Indeed,  his  language  was  rather  too  high 
for  the  occasion.  I  therefore  told  him 
that  it  was  not  for  him  that  we  were  con- 
cerned, but  for  those  who  had  become 
disciples  of  Christ.  When  tbej  were  Ac- 
cused and  penecated,  ijtey  coirid  not 
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worship  at  the  ptgodas,  or  recant  before  • 
the  MangeD  teacher.  He  felt  the 
force  of  the  reflectioo»  aod  tried  to 
eiplain  his  past  conduct.  Say  nothing, 
said  I ;  one  thing  you  Icnow  to  be  troei 
thaty  when  formerly  aceused,  if  you  liad 
noty  in  some  way  or  otber»  satisfied  the 
mind  of  the  Mangen  teachert  yoor  life 
would  not  now  be  remaining  in  your  bo- 
•dy.  Then  said  hC)  if  I  must  die,  I  shall 
die  in  a  good  cause.  I  know  it  is  the 
cause  of  truth.  He  then  repeated^  with 
considerable  emphasiS)  the  most  promi- 
nent points  of  his  present  faith,  as  fol- 
lows—«<  /  beUive  in  the  Eternal  God,  m 
kU  son  Jenu  Chritt,  in  the  atonement  wkieh 
Chriet  has  madei  and  in  the  wriiingt  of  the 
apoillei,  at  the  true  and  onty  word  of  Ood,** 
Perhaps,  continued  be,  you  may  not  re. 
member  that  during  one  of  my  last  visits^ 
you  told  me  that  I  was  trusting  in  my 
own  understanding,  rather  than  the  di- 
vine word.  From  that  time  1  have  seen 
my  error,  and  endeavoured  to  renounce 
it.  You  explained  to  me  also  the  evil  of 
worshipping  at  pagodas,  though  1  told 
you,  that  my  heart  did  not  partake  in  the 
worship.  Since  you  left  Rangoon,  1  have 
not  lifted  up  my  folded  hands  before  a 
pagoda.  It  is  true,  I  sometimes  follow  the 
crowd,  on  days  of  worship,  in  order  to  a- 
Toid  persecution,  but  1  walk  up  one  side  of 
the  pagodai  and  walk  doi?n  the  other. 
Now  you  say,  that  I  am  not  a  disciple. 
^  What  lack  1  yet  ?"  1  was  now  satisfied 
that  he  had  made  a  little  advance,  since 
our  last  interview,  which  required  a  cor- 
responding advance  on  my  side.  I  re- 
plied, therefore,  Teacher,  you  may  be  a 
disciple  .of  Chrbt  in  heart,  but  you  are 
not  a  full  disciple.  You  have  not  faith  and 
resolution  enough  to  keep  all  the  com- 
mands of  Christ,  particularly  that  which 
requires  you  to  be  baptized,  though  in 
the  face  of  persecution  and  death.  Con- 
sider the  words  of  Jesus,  just  before  he 
returned  to  heaven,  <*  He  that  believeth 
and  is  baptized,  shall  be  saved."  He  re- 
ceived this  communication  in  profound 
silence,  and  with  that  air,  which  1  have 
observed  to  come  upon  him^  when  he 
takes  a  thing  into  serious  consideration. 
Soon  aiteri  I  hinted  our  intention  of  leav- 
ing Rangoon,  since  the  emperor  bad  vir- 
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tnally  prohibited  the  propagation  of  the 
Christian  religion,  and  no  Burman,  under 
such  circumstances,  would  dare  to  inves- 
tigate, much  less  to  embrace  it.  This  in- 
telligence evidently  roused  him,  and 
showed  us  that  \?e  had  more  interest  in 
his  heart  than  we  thought.  "  Say  not 
so/*  said  he,  "  there  are  some  who  will 
investigate,  notwithstanding ;  and  rather 
than  have  you  quit  Rangoon,  I  will  go 
myself  to  the  Mangen  teacher,  and  have 
a  public  dispute.  1  know  1  can  silence 
him.  I  know'the  truth  is  on  my  side.'*  Ah, 
said  I,  you  may  have  a  tongue  to  silence 
him,  but  he  has  a  pair  of  felters  and  an 
iron  mall  to  tame  you.  Remember  that. 
Thb  was  the  substance  of  our  con  versa- 
tion,  though  much  more  prolix  ;  and  be 
left  us  about  nine  o'clock  at  night. 

This  interview  furnished  matter  for  con- 
versation (ill  past  midnight,  and  kept  us 
awake  much  of  the  remainder  of  the  night. 
Perhaps  on  arriving  in  Rangoon,  we  shall 
find  the  disciples  firm,and  some  others  se- 
riously inquiring.  Perhaps  we  shall  dis- 
cover  some  appearances  of  a  movement 
of  the  divine  Spirit.  Perhaps  the  Lord  Je. 
sus  has  a  few  chosen  ones,  whom  he  in- 
tends to  call  in,  under  the  most  unpropl- 
tious  and  forbidding  circumstances.  Per- 
haps he  intends  to  show,  that  it  is  not  by 
might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  his  Spirit. 
In  a  word,  perhaps  in  the  last  extremity, 
God  will  help  us.  Ought  we,  then,  has- 
tily to  forsake  the  place  ?  Ought  we  to 
desert  those  of  the  disciples  that  we  can- 
not take  with  us,  and  some  others,  for 
whom  perhaps  Christ  died,  in. such  an  in- 
teresting crisis  of  their  fate  f  Would  it  be 
rashness  to  endeavour  to  trust  in  God,  and 
maintain  the  post,  though  disallowed  by 
government,  and  exposed  to  persecution  ? 
But  again,  can  we  bear  to  see  our  dear 
disciples  in  prison,  in  fetters,  under  tor- 
ture ?  Can  we  stand  by  them,  and  encour- 
age them  to  bear  patiently  the  rage  of 
their  persecutors?  Are  we  willing  to 
participate  with  (hem  ?— Though  the  spir- 
it may  be  sometimes  almost  willingi  is  not 
the  flesh  too  weak  ? 

Pondering  on  such  topics  asthese,alitp 
tie  ray  of  hope  seemed  to  shine  out  of  the 
darkness  of  pur  despav.  But  it  was  not 
like  the  soft  beam  of  the  mooU)  which 
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liRgriniy  and  gttidM  bim  to  a  pi«a«  of  tbeK 
t«r.  It  wttt  ntber  like  (Im  tngry  gleMU 
of  lightning,  which,  while,  for  a  menent  U 
Diamines  the  landscape  aroand,  dwdosai 
(be  blade  magaainea  of  hearen*B  arHllaiy 
and  threatens  death  to  the  nawary  gaBaf . 

Feb,  IM.— Arrived  in  Rangoon. 
tnieresting  tcnctnaiiont  with  the  Bvrman 
converti. 
Feb.  2(WA.    Lord's  Day.— In  (he  even- 
ing, 1  called  the  three  disciples  togetherf 
and  gave  them  a  connected  account  of 
the  affair  at  Ava,  that  they  might  have  a 
full  understanding  of  the  dangers  of  their 
present  condition,  and  the  reasons  of  our 
intended  departure  from  Rangoon.    We 
expected,  that  after  being  destitute  of  all 
the  means  of  grace  for  some  time,  and 
after  seeing  their  teachers  driven  away 
from  the  presence  of  their  monarch  in 
disgrace,  they  would  become  cold  in  their 
affisctions,  and  have  but  little  remaining 
leal  for  a  cause  thus  proscribed  and  expo- 
ted  to  persecution.    We  thought,  that  if 
one  out  of  the  three  remained  firm,  it  was 
at  much  as  we  could  reasonably  hope  for. 
Bat  how  delightfully  were  we  disappoint- 
ed.   They  all  to  a  man,  appeared  immo- 
veably  the  same,  yea,  rather  advanced  in 
Bealand  energy.    They  vied  with  each 
otheri  in  trying  to  explain  away  difficul- 
tiea,  and  to  convince  us,  that  the  cause 
was  not  yet  quite  desperate.    But  whither 
are  the  teachers  going  ?  was,  of  coursoi 
an  anxious  inquiry.     We  told  them,  that 
it  was  our  intention  never  to  desert  Bur. 
mah  ',  but  that  since  (he  emperor  had  re- 
fused to  tolerate  our  religion,  we  thought  it 
necessary  to  leave,  for  a  time,  those  parts 
of    the  empire  which  are  immediately 
under  his  dominion  ;  that  there  Is  a  tract 
of  country,  lying  between   Bengal  and 
Arrakan,  which,  though  under  the  gov- 
aroment  of  Bengal,  is  chiefly  inhabited 
by  Arrakanese,   wbo  speak  a  language 
almilar  to  the  Barman,  the  district  being 
really  a  part  of  Arrakan,  one  component 
part  of  the  present  Burman  empire ;  that 
formerly  a  teacher   from  Bengal    (De 
Brayn)  lived  at  Chittagong,  the  principal 
town  in  that  district,  and  bapfized  several 
converts,  who,  at  bis  death,  were  left  des- 
titute of  all  instruction  to  the   present 
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tiwe;  andtiMttin  viawof  tbeaa  #oMf. 
derations,  It  was  onr  pMpoaa  to  pi^oaa4 
thither,  <n  bopenf  finding  that  toleraiiaa 
wUch  was  denied  oi  in  Rangoon.    Wt 
tlMtt  «Bked  theti   sevarally  wlMt  they 
w«*y  do.-^ilming  Nan  had  pwviaoaly 
told  fsi,  that  be  woald  follow  ■»  to  aay 
part  «f  the  worid.    Ha  was  aniy  aMd 
thatka  sfaonldbe  abardan  to  at ;  for,  not 
being  acqaaintad  with  another  iangaage, 
ha  might  not  be  able  to  get  his  living  ia 
astrangeland.    As  for  me,  said Moang 
Thahlah,  I  go  where  preaching  is  taba 
had.   MonngByawaa  silent  and  tiMaght* 
fol.^   At  laat  be  said,  that  as  no  Buimia 
woman  is  allowed  to  leave  tho  Goaotiyy 
he  ooaid  not,  oo  ateoant  of  bm  wife» 
foHow  the  taaoben  ;  hot,  (conttooad  ktp 
with  some  pathos,)  if  I  ennt  be  left  bora 
alone,  Triial}  remain  pertbrming  the  dotfea 
of  Jesos  Christ's  rel^ion ;  no  other  alnlt 
I  think  of.    This  interview  with  the  die- 
cip{es  rejoiced  oor  hearts,  and  oaoaad  «s 
to  praise  God  for  the  grace  which  he  haa 
manifested  to  them. 

Feb.  24/A.— We  have  spent  three  or 
four  days  in  inquiring  about  Chittagong, 
and  the  prospect  of  getting  a  paesage  di- 
rectly thither,  or  by  the  way  of  Bengal. 

Thb  evening,  Moung  Bya  eame  op 
with  his  brother-in-law,  Afoong  Btyat- 
yah,  who  has  lived  in  our  yard  sevoral 
months,  and  formerly  attended  worsh^^ 
in  the  seayat.    I  have  come,  said  Moong 
Bya,  to  petition  that  yon  wiH  not  leave 
Rangoon  at  present.    I  think,  replied  I» 
that  it  is  useless  to  remain  ander  preaent 
eircumstanees.    We   cannot   open   tho 
sayat ;  we  cannot  have  pobUo  worship; 
no  Burman  dare  to  examine  thie  reii« 
gion ;  and  if  none  examine,  none  ean  ba 
expected  to  embrace  It.     «  Tenehery*' 
said  he,  «  my  mind  is  dtftroMed;  I  eaii 
neither  eat  nor  sleep,  since  1  find  yoo  mrt 
going  away.    I  have  been  around  aaoog 
those  who  live  near  us,  and  f  find  sobm 
who  are  even  now  caaminfaig  the  mm 
religion.    Brother  Myat-yah  is  one  of 
them,  and  he  nnitea  with  me  In  my  pe- 
titions.   Do  stay  with  us  a  few  oMHithi. 
Do  stay  tHI  there  are  eight  or  ten  diioi- 
pies.    Then  appoint  one  to  lie  the  teooh- 
er  of  the  rest ;  I  shall  not  be  copoerDad 
about  the  event;  tfaongfa^yott  tkpM 
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l«ttv«  tb»  €oa«ti7f  theMKgion  wVSi  spmd 
cf  itMlf.  Hm  ettipefor  hinself  caaaot 
•lopk.  Bolif yMigoBOWyandtaketlie 
two  ditoiplea  thai  can  foUow,  I  ikall  b« 
Idl  akme.  I  mmmC  bapliza  those  vb» 
may  wish  to  embnee  thk  reUcioa^— 
What  eaa  I  do  ?"  Mouog  Nan  Gamt  ia, 
aad  expieised  himself  ioasiaular  waf^ 
Ha  tbaaght,  that  several  would  yet  be* 
c<Mae  diadpAM,  in  spite  of  all  opposition, 
and  that  it  was  best  for  as  to  stay  awhilei 
We  could  BOl  restrain  onr  teafs  at  bear* 
iog  all  thia;  and  we  told  them,  that  as  we 
livad  only  for  the  promotion  of  the  cause 
of  Christ  amoag  the  Barmaaf,  if  there 
.was  any  prospect  of  saceess  in  IUogDon# 
we  had  no  desire  tago  to  another  plaea» 
i^nd  wonldy  therefore^  re-«onsidsr  the 
matter. 

F€lK  261ft.— Moang  Swa^hoa,  a  sedate 
and  pleasant  man»  who  came  to  live  in 
cHir  yard^  jast  before  we  went  to  Av%,  ao* 
coiopeniedMoungMyat-yah.  to  the  asaal 
etrenuig  wors hip.  When  we  were  about 
breaking  ap»  Moong  Thahlah  began  coa^ 
vcfsation,  by  sayhig,  <<  Teaeiier»  yoorin. 
tention  of  going  away,  has  fiUed  us  all 
with  trouble.  Is  it  good  to  forsake  ui 
thus?  Notwithstanding  present  diflkolties 
and  d^Bgemy  it  is  to  be  remembered,  that 
this  work  is  not  yours  or  ours,  bat  the 
work  of  Ood.  II  he  give  light,  the  religion 
wiK  spsaad.  Nothing  can  impede  it.'* 
After  coBTcrsiag  some  time,  1  found  that 
Moang  Louk,  another  inhabitant  of  the 
yardt  had  been  listening  without.  Ac 
cordingly,  he  was  invited  to  take  his  seat 
with  the  inquirers.  Moung  ^ra  now  be- 
i;an  to  be  in  earnest,  his  arm  was  elevated, 
and  his  eyes  brightened.  *'  Let  us  all," 
said  he, "  make  an  effort.  As  for  me,  I 
will  pray.  Only  leave  a  little  church  of 
fen,  with  a  teadier  set  over  them,  and  I 
shall  be  fully  satisfied."— Moung  Nan 
took  a  very  active  part  in  the  conversa- 
tion. The  three  new  ones  said  nothing, 
except  thatlhey  were  desirous  of  consid* 
ering  the  religion  of  Christ^ — None  of 
them,  however,  were  willing  to  admits 
that,  as  yet,  he  believed  anything. 

We  felt  that  it  was  impossible  for  us 
oir  to  leave  these  people,  in  these  inter, 
esting  circorastances ;  and,  at  the  same 
lime,  we  fell  it  very  inifortant  thtfl  Vhtt- 
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tagoflg  should  not  be  negated.  Under 
these  circiHBsftances,  we  came  ta  tha  oaa- 
elusion,  that  brother  Colman  should  pra« 
eaed  immediately  to  Chittagoag^colleGt 
the  ArraJcanese  jconverts,  and  fwm  astSH 
tion,  to  which  new  missloaaries  from  tha 
Board  may  at  inf  repair,  and  te  whMi  I 
Bsay  uHimatety  flee,  with  those  of  the  dis- 
oiples-  that  can  leave  fhe  country,  when 
we  find  that  persecution  is  so  violent,  as 
to  suppress  aH  further  inqatryi  and  renw 
der  it  useless  and  ra^  to  remain;  that  I 
should  remain  In  Rangoon^  until  the  sfata 
of  things  becomes  thus  desperate,  and 
then  endeavour  to  join  brother  C.  In 
Chlttagong;  bat  that,  if  contrary  to  oar 
aipectation,  the  Rangoon  station  should 
after  a  lapse  of  several  months,  appear  to 
be  tenable,  and  that  far  an  Indtfialta 
time,  and  some  work  be  evidently  going 
on,  brother  C.  after  settling  one  or  twa 
missioneries  in  Cbittagong>  to  keep  that 
place,  should  rejoin  me  in  Rjangoon. 

Feb,  2nth.  Lord*$  1%.— Had  private 
worship  in  the  zayat — the  front  doors  clo- 
sed-WK>ne  present  but  the  disciphii  and 
inquirers. 

Feb.  Seth.—A  visit  from  Moong  Shwa 
Gnong.  He  bad  considered  (he  said)  my 
last  words,  that  one  must  believe,  and  ba 
baptised,  in  order  to  be  a  foil  disciple ; 
It  was  his  desire  to  be  such  ;  and  be 
wanted  to  know  what  outward  rules,  in 
particular,  be  must  observe,  In  case  he 
should  become  a  professor.  I  told  him, 
that  the  disciples  of  Christ,  after  baptism, 
were  associated  together;  that  they  as- 
sembled every  Lord's  day  for  worship ; 
and  that,  from  time  to  lime,  they  receive 
ed  the  sacrament  of  bread  and  wine.  I 
then  warned  him  of  the  danger  of  self- 
deception,  and  of  the  persecution  to 
which  dbciples  were  exposed  in  thia 
country,  and  advised  him  to  re-consider 
the  matter  most  thoroughly,  before  he 
made  a  definite  request  for  baptism. 

After  he  bad  gbne,  Oo  Tan  came  in — 
was  disappointeo  in  not  finding  Moung 
Shiva  Gnong,  having  agreed  to  meet  him 
at  fhe  mission  house.  We  had  a  long 
conversation  on  doctrinal  points,  '  in 
which  he  d'iscovered  a  very  acute^  dis- 
criminating mind. 

.Hatch  2d. — Anotlicr    visit   from    Op 
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T«n.  Venture  to  indulge  a  littl«hupe» 
that  troth  ii  be^fawiog  ta  op«rat«  on  hU 
mind. 

Mwrch  fUh-  LordC^  /k^.— Private  war- 
ahipt  as  last  Lord*s  day.  In  theeveaingi 
received  the  lacrament  of  bread  and 
wine.  Moung  Nau  was  not  pretenti 
having  gone  on  a  visit  to  Ban-lay,  hit 
native  place. — Had  a  refreshing  and  hap- 
py season^  with  the  two  other  dUciptes* 
Two  of  the  inquirers  were  spectators. 

Mardi  Slh. — In  the  evening,  had  a  very 
pleasant  and  instructive  conference  with 
the  disciples  and  inquirers.  Moung  Thah* 
lah  appeared  to  great  advantage.— *Toolc 
the  lead  in  eipiaining  truth  to  the  new 
ones,  and  quoted  scripture  with  singular 
facility  and  aptness.  He  has  most  evi* 
dently  very  correct  views  of  the  doc 
trines  of  grace.  Moung  Myat-yah  ap- 
pears to  begin  to  discern  the  eicellonce 
•f  the  Christian  system,  and  to  have  some 
right  feelings  towards  the  Saviour. 

.Morr^  KMA.— Moung  Shwa  Gnong  and 

00  Yan  have  been  with  me  several  hours, 
bat  the  interview  has  afforded  very  little 
encouragement.  The  former  said  but 
little  on  his  own  acconnt,*-fippearing 
chiefly  desirous  of  convincing  suid  per- 
iuading  his  friend, that  he  might  gain  (as 

1  secretly  suspected)  some  companion  of 
his  own  rank  in  life,  before  he  embraced 
the  new  religion.  The  latter  acted  on 
the  defensive,  and  spent  all  hb  time  in 
raising  objections.  He  was  ready  to 
admit,  that  the  atheistic  system  of  the 
Boodhists,  was  not  tenable ;  but  endeav- 
oured to  fortify  himself  on  a  middle  sys- 
tem, between  that  and  the  Christian,  the 
very  system  in  which  Moung  Shwa  Guong 
formerly  rested,  and  which,  for  disthic- 
tion's  sake,  may  be  fitly  termed  the  semi- 
atheistic.  Its  fundamental  doctrine  is 
that  divine  wisdom*  not  concentrated- in 
any  existing  spirit  or  embodied  in  any 
form, but  diffused  throughout  the  universe 
and  partaken  in  different  degrees,  by  va- 
rious intelligences,  and  in  a  very  high  de- 
gree by  the  Boodhs,  is  the  true  and  only 
God.  This  poor  system  which  is  evi- 
dently guilty  of  suicide,  Oo  Yan  made  ev- 
ery possible  effort  to  keep  alive  ;  but  I 
reaJly  think,  that,  in  his  own  mind,  he  felt 
the  case  to  be  hopeless.  His  mode  of  rea- 


soning  is  however,  softj  iasinuatiDg  and 
acnte  ;  and  so  adroitly  did  be  act  liispartf 
that  Moong  Shwa  Gnong,  with  his  strong 
arm,  and  1,  with  the  strength  of  trath» 
were  scarcely  able  to  keep  him  down. 

March  13IJI.— The  teacher  and  Oo 
Yan,  with  two  of  their  friends,  came  and 
spent  several  hours.  The  former  staid 
later  than  the  otheAi,  and  attended  eve- 
ning worship.  I  asked  whether  there 
was  any  point  in  the  Chrbtian  system, 
on  which  he  had  not  obtained  satis&ction. 
He  replied  that  he  was  not  yet  satisfied 
as  to  the  propriety  of  God's  appointing 
one  particular  day  in  the  week  for  assem- 
bling together,  in  distinction  from  all  otii. 
er  days.  1  saw,  at  once,  why  he  has  al- 
ways been  so  remiss  in  attending  worship 
on  the  Lord's  day  ;  and  I  therefore  pro« 
eeeded  to  state  the  nature  of  positive 
commands,  and  their  pecnliar  excellenGe, 
as  the  best  test  of  obedience^ — ^that  it 
was  evidently  beneficial  for  the  disciples 
of  Chrbt  to  assemble  sometimes^  thai 
God)  in  appointing  that  such  an  assembly- 
should  be  held  at  least  one  day  in  seven, 
most  be  supposed  to  be  guided  by  wis- 
dom, infinitely  transcending  that  of 
man ; — ^that  if  the  disciples  of  Christ  are 
to  meet  once  at  least  in  seven  days,  it 
is  evidently  best  to  have  the  day  of 
meeting  designated,  in  order  to 
their  general  union  and  concert  ;- 
that  the  first  day  of  the  week  had  at  least 
thb  claim  to  preference,  that  it  is  the  day 
on  which  our  Saviour  rose  from  tlie  dead. 
I  descanted  on  these  points  to  hb  appa- 
rent satisfaction  ;  but  let  os  see  whether 
he  will  come  next  Lord's  day. 

Later  in  the  evening,  had  an  instruct- 
ive conference  with  Moung  IMyat-yah 
and  Moung  Shwa-boo.  They  both  ap- 
pear to  have  obtained  some  of  that  light, 
which,  like  the  dawn  of  morning*  riiineth 
more  and  more  unto  the  perfect  day. 

March  16M.— Another  visit  from  the 
teacher,  accompanied  with  Us  wife  and 
child.  Again  discussed  the  necessity  of 
assembling  on  the  Lord's  day.  Found 
that  the  sacraments  of  baptism  and  the 
supper  are,  in  his  mind,  liable  to  similar 
objections.  Forsook,  therefore,  all  bo- 
roan  reasoning,  and  rested  the  merits  of 
the  case  on  the  bare  authority  of  Christ, 
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«  Ye  are  my  frieods^  if  ye  do  whatsoever 
I  command  you."  Notwilbstanding  the 
remaifls  of  his  delstical  spirit,  hoivever  I 
obtained,  during  this  visit,  more  satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  his  real  conversion)  tlum 
ever  before.  He  said,  tliat  he  Itnew  no. 
thing  of  an  etemully  eiisting  God,  before 
he  met  with  me ;  that  on  hearing  that 
doctrine,  he  instantly  believed  it ;  but 
that  it  was  a  long  time,  before  he  closed 
with  Christ.  Can  you  recollect  the  time, 
Said  I.  Not  precisely,  he  replied;  but  it 
was  during  a  visit,  when  you  discoursed 
concerning  the  Trinity,  the  divine  son* 
•hip  of  Jesus,  and  the  great  sufferings 
which  he,  though  truly  God,  endured  for 
his  disciples.  He  afterwards  spoke,  with 
much  Christian  feeling,  on  the  precious- 
ness  of  the  last  part  of  the  sixth  chapter 
of  Matthew,  which  he  heard  me  read,  day 
before  yesterday,  at  evening  worship. 

March  l^ih.  Lwd'i  Dc^.— Looked  io 
vain  for  the  teacher  and  his  acquaintan* 
oei. 

Maarth  21j<.^Moung  Thah-lah  intro- 
duced one  of  bis  relations,  by  liaroe 
Moung  Shwa-ba,  as  desirous  of  consid- 
ering the  Christian  religion.  Spent  an 
hour  or  two  in  conversing  with  him.  He 
was  afterwards  present  at  evening  wor- 
ship, and  staid  to  converse,  after  the  rest 
had  retired. 

jirarcA22<l.— Another  conversation  with 
Moung  Shwa-ba.  He  appears  to  be  un- 
der deep  religious  impressions.  His  lan- 
guage and  his  looks  evince  an  uncommon 
solemaity  of  spirit,  an  earnest  desire  to 
be  saved  from  the  wrath  to  come.  Af- 
ter praying  with  him,  I  left  him  in  com- 
pany with  Moung  Thah- lab. 

JhTorc^  28J.— In  the  morning,  Moung 
Thah-Iah  informed  me,  that  he  and  his 
friend  had  sat  up  the  greater  part  of  the 
night,  in  the  zayat,  reading  and  convers- 
ing and  praying.  In  the  afternoon, 
Moung  Shwa-ba  came  in  himselC  His 
expressions  are  very  strong ;  but  I  have 
no  reason  to  doubt  his  sincerity.  It  only 
seems  strange  to  us,  that  a  work  of  grace 
should  be  carried  on  so  rapidly  in  the 
ionl  of  an  ignorant  heathen*  He  pre- 
suited  a  writing  oontahiing  a  [statement 
of  bis  faith,  and  an  argent  request  to  be 
baptised  next  Lord's  day. 
Marchi  1821. 
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Mmeh  24fA. — Spent  all  the  evening 
with  Moung  Shwa-ba.  Feel  satisfied 
that  he  has  experienced  a  work  of  divine 
S^race ;  but  think  it  advlseable  to  defer 
his  baptism  till  Sunday  after  next,  in  or- 
der to  allow  him  full  time  to  re-examine 
the  religion  and  the  foundation  of  his 
hopes. 

Mareh  26lh  Lord's  /tey.^Three  wo- 
men present  at  worship— acquaintances 
of  Moung  Shwa  Gnong.  They  have  vi- 
sited Mr.  J.  once  or  twice  before.  The 
principal  of  them  renounced  Gaudama, 
some  years  ago,  and  adopted  the  semi- 
atheist's  system,  but  without  obtaining 
any  real  satisfaction.  Two  years  ago, 
she  met  with  a  copy  of  the  tract,  which 
gave  her  an  idea  of  an  eternally  existing 
God ;  but  sue  knew  not  whence  the  pa* 
per  came.  At  length  Moung  Shwa 
Gnong  told  her,  that  he  had  found  the 
true  wisdom,  and  dvected  her  to  us.  Her 
case  appears  very  hopeful. 

In  the  evening,  after  worship,  had  a 
protracted  conversation  with  the  disci- 
ples and  inquirers,  on  account  of  brother 
Col  man's  intended  departure  to-morrow. 
Moung  >ihwa-ba  appeared  very  well  in- 
deed. Moung  Myat-yah  said — "  Set  me 
down  for  a  disciple.  I  have  fully  made 
up  my  mind  in  regard  to  this  religion.  1 
love  Jesus  Christ ;  but  I  am  not  yet  quite 
ready  for  baptism.  After  we  dismissed 
them,  they  went  over  to  the  zayat  o([ 
their  own  accord,  and  held  a  prayer 
meeting. 

And  here  I  must  close  my  joumaL 
We  have  spent  the  last  evening  with  our 
very  dear  brother  and  sister  Colmao. 
They  expect  to  eiuburk  to-morrow  morn* 
ing.  Our  parting  is  mournful ;  for  happy, 
uncommonly  happy  has  been  our  past  in- 
tercourse. Nothing,  but  a  sense  of  duty, 
could  force  the  present  separation.  We 
hope  that  it  will  be  of  short  duration,  and 
that  we  shall  re-unite  our  labours  in  Chit- 
tagong  or  Rangoon. 

On  their  departure,  Mrs.  Jodson  and 
myself  will  again  be. left  to  our  former

Hampttead,  Rockland  Coynitf, 
February  14, 1821. 

My  Dear  Friend, 

In  compliance  with  your  request, 
I  embrace  my  first  leisure  moments  to 
give  you  a  brief  account  of  the  wonder- 
ful and  glorious  work  of  God  among  the 
people  of  my  pastoral  care  io  the  church 
at  Hampitead. 

The  Lord  is  indeed  among  ns ;  appear- 
ing la  his  glory,  to  build  up  bis  kingdom. 
The  stately  steppinp  of  Jehovah  are 
seen  in  the  midst  of  us,  while  his  holy 
spirit  is  silently  passing  from  bouse  to 
house  and  almost  from  heart  to  heart,  in 
his  awakening,  convincing,  regenerating! 
and  sanctifying  influences.  The  mighty 
Redeemer  of  Zion  has  appeared  in  this 
section  of  his  chnreh,  riding  triumphantly 
In  the  chariot  of  salvation,  erecting  the 
itandnrd  of  hb  cross,  displaying  glorious- 
ly the  banner  of  his  love,  and  the  un- 
searchable riches  of  his  grace,  in  deliver 
ing  many  precious  souls  from  the  bond- 
age of  sin  and  satan,  and  bringing  them 
into  the  glorious  liberty  of  the  soas  of 
God.  A  considerable  number  of  the 
tfaooghtless  and  the  careless  have  been 
made  the  hopeful  aubjects  of  this  gracious 
work.  We  have  indeed  teen  tiran^e  th mgt. 
We  have  witnessed  a  most  solemn  and 
interestiog  scene  ! 

This  is  the  thhtl  revival  we  have  wit- 
nessed and  eipericBoed  since  I  have  had 
the  care  of  this  church.  In  the  year  1812, 
we  enjoyed  a  blessed  season  of  refresh- 
ing from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  Of 
the  fruits  of  that  revival  thirty-one  hope- 
ful oottvertff  were  reoeived  into  the 
•horch. 

In  the  year  1017,  we  were  again  visited 
with  a  sBMin  shower  of  dtviae  graee. 
£lavaa  usee  them  added  to  the  number, 
we  trust,  of  those  who  shall  be  saved* 
Since  which  time,  to  the  commencement 


of  the  present  glorious  revival,  vital  god- 
liness has  been  in  a  very  langmd  statCy 
a  general  inattention  to  religion,  seamed 
predominant  throngbont  the  oongr^a- 
tion. 

But  though  the  vision  tarried  awhilei 
yet,  blessed  be  God,  it  is  come,  it  is  sorely 
come»  and  hath  shone  forth  In  its  glocy* 
The  revival,  which  we  are  still  witnesaing, 
began  In  the  latter  end  of  October  last- 
In  the  midst  of  a  few  of  the  faithful,  the 
sacred  flame  was  kindled,  and  from 
thence  it  spread  with  such  unparalleled 
rapidity  from  house  to  house,  and  from 
heart  to  heart*  that  in  the  oourse  of  a 
fortnight  it  pervaded  the  whole  congre- 
gation. The  sacred  hn  no  sooner  came 
down  from  the  altar  of  God,  than  it  spread 
and  rose  suddenly  in  a  glorious  flame  ; 
and  so  irresistible  was  its  power,  that  we 
have  seen  it  humble  the  pride,  and  melt 
the  hearts  of  the  most  haughty  and  ob- 
durate sinners,  cause  the  stout-hearted  to 
bow  at  the  foot  of  King  Jesns,  and  change 
the  daring  rebel  to  a  faithful  soldier  of 
the  cross. 

During  this  precious  season  while  the 
trophies  of  the  cross  were  molliplying} 
the  professing  people  of  God  were  unu- 
sually engaged  in  furthering  the  work, 
and  promoting  the  interests  of  Oie  Be- 
dec  mer's.kingdom.  Thoy  were  animated 
and  enlivened  in  their  religious  exercises ; 
their  faith  was  strong,  their  seal  was  ar- 
dent, and  they  felt  as  if  they  had  much  to 
do.  Several  prayer-meetings  were  held 
every  evening  in  different  parts  of  the 
congregation,  and  I  have  been  engaged 
almost  every  evening  in  preaching  and 
eihortiog  during  this  season  of  revival. 
Our  religious  meetings  were  continually 
crowded  with  old  and  young,  anzioos 
to  hear  something  concerning  their  sonis 
and  eternity.  The  scene  was  truly  so- 
lemn and  affecting,  to  behold  snch  crowd- 
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ed  andieoces  fiiliog  ereiy  room  in  the 
housei  wberetbey  assembled  themselves 
together  for  prayer  and  praise,  some 
mourning  under  a  deep  and  overwhelm- 
ing sense  of  (heir  sia  and  guilt,  and  others 
rei'oicing  in  hope,  wilh  a  new  tong  in  their 
mouth,  even  praise  unto  God.  After  the 
religious  exercises  of  the  evening  were 
closed,  the  people  seemed  unwiliiog  to 
retire,  having  such  an  insatiable  thirst  for 
the  Gospel.  We  generally  tarried  an 
hour  or  two  after  the  close  of  the  meet- 
ing* ■inging  hymns  of  praise,  conversing 
with  humble  penitents,  comforting  the 
mourners,  and  warning  the  impenitent  of 
their  danger.  Our  meetings  were  gene- 
rally solemn  and  melting  seasons. 

AlthoQgh  the  middle  aged  hrf^e  not 
been  wholly  exempted  from  this  great 
work,  yet  it  has  been  principally  confi- 
ned to  the  younger  class,  and  even  chil- 
dren from  twelve  to  fourteen  years  of 
age  have  been  made  the  hopeful  subjects 
of  regenerating  grace  :^Out  of  the  mouth 
e/  babe$  God  hath  perfected  hie  praist. 
This  is  the  greatest  wonder  I  have  wit- 
nessed among  the  various  strange  things 
we  have  seen.  I  had  often  read,  and 
heard  with  the  hearing  of  the  eaV,  of  the 
oouversion  of  yonng  children,  but  now 
mine  eyes  have  tun  it.  Their  convictions 
were  comparatively  short,  though  ex- 
ceedingly pungent  and  distressing.  These 
iaaUfs  of  the  flock,  appear  peculiarly  zeal- 
ous, and  engaged  in  the  cause  of  religion, 
in  promoting  ito  Interests,  In  using  thehr 
endeavours  with  their  young  companions 
to  bring  them  to  a  sense  of  their  danger, 
and  to  persuade  them  to  go  to  Jesus,  the 
Saviour  of  sinners.  We  have  reason  to 
believe,  that  their  endeavours  have  been 
blessed  to  the  conviction  and  conversion 
of  several  of  their  young  companions. 
They  also  take  an  active  part  in  our 
prayer  meetings,  and  it  is  truly  astonish- 
ing with  what  freedom,  propriety  and  fer- 
vency they  address  the  throne  of  grace. 
The  prayers  of  these  little  ones  have  been 
the  means  of  doing  much  good.  Several 
have  received  their  first  impressions  by 
hearing  these  children  pray.  Two  of 
them,  a  few  evenings  after  they  had  been 
received  into  the  chnreh,  were  heard 
converging  together,  when  one  observed, 


«<  Oh,  how  I  wished,  when  my  name  w«f 
taken  down  on  paper,  that  it  might  also 
be  written  in  the  book  of  life  V* 

Oil  the  2d  of  November  iast«  five  new 
members  were  received  in  eommunlon 
^  the  first  fmits  of  this  glorious  harvest ; 
and  on  tJie  2Jst  of  January  succeeding^ 
Kveniy-nine  were  admitted  into  the  com- 
munion of  the  church,  on  giving  hopeful 
evidences  of  a  saving  change  of  heart; 
the  greater  part  of  whom  were  young 
people,  in  the  bloom  of  life.  Twelve  of 
the  age  of  from  twelve  to  sixteen  years, 
and  six  of  the  number  that  were  received 
into  church  fellowship,  were  baptised* 
Our  communion  Sabbath  was  a  most  so* 
lemn  and  affecting  season.  Such  a  day  I 
never  before  witnessed.  The  house  of 
God  was  thronged  with  anxious  worship- 
pers. Between  twelve  and  fourteen  hun- 
dred persons  were  supposed  to  be  pre- 
sent, tv^ry  eye  was  fixed,  and  every 
countenance  appeared  solemn  as  eterni- 
ty. Numbers  of  people,  residing  a  dis- 
tance beyond  the  bounds  of  my  societj^, 
were  led  from  curiosity  to  attend  on  the 
occasion,  in  order  to  hear  and  see  the 
wondrous  works  of  God.  The  joy  we 
eiperienced  on  that  memorable  commu- 
nion season,  and  the  glow  of  christian  af- 
fection which  seemed  to  pervade  the  bo- 
soms of  the  disciples  of  our  Lord  Jesus, 
made  us  realize  the  import  of  the  apos- 
tle's expression,  heavetily  placet  in  Chriet 
Jetut. 

Though  the  work  has  at  present  abated, 
in  some  degree,  yet,  blessed  be  God, 
there  is  yet  a  small  gleaning  of  grapet 
left  in  the  vintage,  at  the  shaking  of  an 
olive  tree  ;  two  or  three  berriet  on  the  top  ^ 
the  uppermott  bought,  four  or  five  on  th$ 
outmott  branches. 

Of  the  happy  effect  which  this  revival 
Iras  produced  on  our  society,  it  is  difficult 
to  speak  with  sufficient  approbation  and 
praise.  Jealousies,  contentions,  slander- 
ing, evil  communications,  profanation  of 
the  Sabbath,  lie.  have  nearly  disappeared 
from  our  society.  No  candid  observer  of 
the  influence  of  such  a  gracious  work  on 
the  hearts  and  lives  of  men,  will  question 
its  tendency  to  promote  ttie  most  periect 
itate  of  social  order,  peaee  and  ha|q>lness. 
flluUtoeter  things  are  /sonestf  whatsoever 
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t/Ufigt  ore  pure,  whalioemr  things  are  tawt- 
ly,  and  of  good  report,  are  aow  thought  of 
and  carefully  practised. 

Thb  tame  shower  of  divine  grace, 
which  has  thus  watered  us,  has  also  abun- 
dantly watered  the  Presbyterian  society 
intermixed  with  my  congregation » under 
the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Pel- 
ton>  who  has  received  into  his  church, 
on  two  sacramental  occasions,  during 
this  interval,  about  seventy  hopeful  con- 
verts. 

After  thi!^  work  of  grace  had  been  in 
successful  operation  amongst  us  for  some 
weeks,  It  begau  to  extend  its  t>entgn  in- 
fluence to  a  neighbouring  congregation 
at  Clarkstown,  under  the  care  of  the  Rer. 
Nicholas  Lansing.    Being  requested  on

monday  last,  (12th  inst.)  1  assisted  him  in 
esaminingthe  members,  when  tixiyoeven 
were  admitted  into  the  communion  of 
the  church,  on  satisfactory  confession. 
The  day  following,  eight  more  were  re- 
ceived, und  several  more,  who  are  seri- 
ously impressed,  are  expected  to  oflerfor 
church  membership,  on  Saturday  after 
next,  the  day  of  preparation  service. 

In  these  three  churches,  abovemen. 
tioned,  two  hundred  and  twenty  nine  hope- 
ful converts  have  already  been  received. 
A  goodly  number  of  spiritual  sheaveSf 
that  have  grown  during  this  season  of  re 
freshing.    Glory  to  God !

FUND  FOR  THE  EDUCATION  OF  HEATHEN  YOUTH. 


It  has  been  notlcetl  by  tboee  who  have 
closely  watched  the  march  of  the  luDg. 
dom  of  Christ  in  these  days,  that  the  pro- 
vEdence  of  God  has  been  most  apparent 
in  suggesting  and  shaping  the  great  mea- 
iores  of  his  people.  In  few  of  them  has 
that  interposition  been  more  visible  than 
in  the  establishment  of  the  Foreign  Mis- 
Bion  School,  located  at  Cornwall,  the  first 
leading  to  which  was  the  casual  landing 
of  two  Owhyhean  youth  upon  our  shores. 
The  same  providence  has  at  length  di- 
rected the  United  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety to  a  similar  object.  A  leading  man, 
in  the  Tuscarora  nation,  and  the  inter- 
preter to  the  mission,  has  brought  his 
grandson,  a  promising  youth  of  seventeen, 
and  committed  him  to  the  Board,  with  an 
earnest  request  that  he  may  receive  an 
education.  The  Board,  feeling  themselves 
bound  to  notice  this  sugge»tion  of  provi- 
dence, appointed  the  subscribers  a  com- 
mittee to  bring  the  subject  before  the  pub- 
lic, and  to  take  measures  to  open  a  sepa* 
rate  fund  for  the  education  of  heathen 
youth,  with  the  hope  that  arrangements 
can  be  made  for  placing  them  at  Corn- 
wall. 

In  the  progress  of  missionary  experi. 
ments,  it  has  become  apparent  to  differ- 
ent societies  of  Christians,  that  some  plan 
for  the  instruction  of  natives  in  the  higher 
branches  of  science,  is  necessary  for  eve- 
ry pagan  country.  Measures  of  this  na. 
ture,  are  already  in  train  in  Ashi,  Afncai 


and  America.  The  two  leading  denomi* 
nations  in  India,  are  each  getting  up  a 
college  for  this  very  purpose.  The  Chris- 
tian Institution  at  Sierra  Leone  has  a  de- 
partment for  the  higher  branches.  And 
(be  Foreign  Mission  School  at  Cornwall, 
may  yet  benefit  half  of  the  nations. 

No  people  can  be  taken  up  and  car. 
ried  forward  into  a  civilised  state  by  the 
continual  and  exclusive  instrumentality  of 
strangers.  If  the  pagan  nations  are  to  be 
raised  to  the  permanent  enjoyment  of  ci. 
vil  and  ecclesiastical  order,  their  own 
t^hildren  must  be  qualified  to  manage 
their  concerns  in  church  and  state ;  and 
those  children,  it  is  equally  manifest,  must 
be  educated  by  the  charity  of  Christians, 
until  they  themselves  are  fitted  to  preside 
over  seminaries  in  their  own  nations. 

The  schools  at  the  several  missionary 
stations,  convey  little  more  than  elemen- 
tary knowledge,  wholly  incompetent  to 
prepare  youth  for  the  more  public  offices 
of  society.  They  may  be  placed  but  a 
few  grades  above  our  <M)mmon  schools ; 
and  with  only  such  advantages,  we  sbonld 
think  our  own  children,  with  all  the  light 
reflected  upon  them,  from  the  whole  sur. 
face  of  civilized  society,  indifierently  fit- 
ted to  go  forth  as  judges  and  teachers, 
and  preachers.  What  then  shall  be  done  f 
Shall  we  support  a  seminary  of  a  higher 
order  at  each  missionary  station.'  But 
this  would  divide  the  attention,  and  pro- 
duce a  deplorable  waste  of  fundi.    The 


ohaapast  aod  safest  course  by  far,.  wouJ4 
be  to  plaee  the  youth  iutcnded  for  public 
Hfe  at  Cornwall,  where  the  necessary 
boildlogs  and  lostructers  are  already  pro- 
vided, and  where  we  mast  not  neglect 
to  say  the  highest  advantages  are  enjoy 
ed  for  the  formation  of  the  character. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  at  all 
the  missionary  stations,  young  men  of 
soitable  character  and  talents  naay  be 
'ound,  and  that  any  narot>er  may  be 
brought  forward  which  the  fund  will  sup' 
port.  There  then  is  an  ample  field  for 
Christians  to  exert  themselves  in  raising 
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the  wanderer  of  the  forest  to  high  Intel- 
lectual and  moral  elevation,  and  to  an  in- 
strumentality, which,  like  eternity,  it- 
self, cannot  be  measured.

We  concur 
with  the  Editor  of  the  Herald,  in  classing  these  among  "  the  most  interesting 
documents  which  the  history  of  Missions  has  hitherto  furnished.*' 


jrOINT  I^TTIR  OF    TIUE   MlSilOff ARIES  TO

Hanarooraht  Woahooy  July  23, 1890. 
Rev.  asd  vxbv  Dxah  Sir, 

Far  removed  from  the  loved  dwellioga 
of  Ziou  in  our  native  land^  tarrounded 
with  pagans  and  strangers,  we  would  lift 
the  voice  of  grateful  praise  to  our  cove- 
jiant  Father,  and  call  on  our  patrons  and 
friends  to  rejoice,  for  the  Lord  hath  con* 
farted  hb  people,  and  ministered  unto  ot 
an  open  and  abundant  entrance  among 
the  beatlimi.  iSut  here  we  see  no  altars 
of  abomination,  nor  bloody  rites  of  su- 
perstition. Jehovah  has  begun  to  over- 
turn the  institutions  of  idolatry,  and  to 
prepare  the  Hay  for  the  nobler  institu- 
tions of  his  own  worship. 

While  we  were  tossing  on  the  waters 
of  the  Atlantic,  and  while  the  church 
was  OR  her  Icnees  before  the  Hearer  of 
prayer,  He  was  casting  down  the  vani- 
ties of  the  heathen,  demolishing  the  tem- 
ples of  paganism,  and  holding  in  derision 
the  former  pride  and  disgrace  of  ibis  peo- 
ple. 

Wafiled  by  the  propitious  gales  of  hea- 
ven, we  passed  the  dancerous  goal  of 
Cape  Horn  on  the  SOth  of  January  \  set 
.  Marchi  1821. 


op  our  Ebenezer  there  ;  and,  on  the  dOlh 
of  March,  arrived  off  the  shore  of  these 
long  lost  and  long  neglected  <'  Isles  of  the 
Caentiles."  But  now  were  our  ears  as- 
tonished to  hear  a  voice  proclaim  ;  <<  In 
th€  wiUUmeu  prepare  ye  the  way  ofJeho- 
MiA/  make  slrail  in  tfte  desert  a  highway 
for  our  God  !**  How  were  our  hearts 
agitated  with  new,  and  various  and  un- 
oipected  emotions,  to  hear  the  interest- 
ing intelligeuce,— Tavahamaha  is  dead  ; 
— THE  Taboos  are  brobeb  ; — the  idols 

ARE  BOICNT; — THK  MoBEEAHS  ARE  DE- 
STROYED; AICO  TUB  PRIESTHOOD  ABO- 
LISHED.** This  victory  was  achieved  by 
thot  arm  atone,  which  sustains  the  uni- 
verse. He,  who  in  wisdom  has  ordaia- 
ed,  that  no  flesh  sboald  glory  in  hUi  pre- 
sence, has  saved  us  from  the  danger  of 
glorying  in  the  triumph,  and  taught  us 
with  aJoring  views  of  his  majesty  to 
« stand  still  and  see  the  salvation  of 
God."  Long  indeed  did  we  expect  to 
toil,  with  slow  and  painful  progress,  to 
undermine  the  deep  laid  fnundations  of  ' 
the  grossest  idolatry.  But  He,  whos^ 
name  alone  is  Jehovah,  looked  upon  the, 
bloodstained  superstition,  erected  in  hi-|  ^ 
suit  to  divine  purity,  and,  withoaf  even 
the  winding  ram*s  horn  of  a  consecrated 
Yy 
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^eftt,  St  sinks  from  His  presence,  and 
tiiint>les  into  rains ;  and  he  commands  us, 
as  the  feeble  followers  of  tbe  Captain  of 
saWation,  to  go  np  <*  every  man  straight 
t>efore  him,"  and,  «  in  the  name  of  our 
God,  to  set  up  our  banner." 

Missionary  Stations. 

We  have  been  allowed  to  plant  the 
standard  of  the  cross  at  Kirooah,  and  at 
Hanaroorah>  where  the  chiefs,  the  na- 
tives, and  foreigners  may,  from  week  to 
week,  hear  the  sound  of  the  Gospel. 
Most  gladly  would  we  erect  the  standard 
on  every  isle  in  this  cluster,  but  we  have 
no  preacher  to  send.  The  people  are 
without  any  form  of  religion,  waiting,  as 
it  were,  for  the  law  of  Christ,  though 
they  know  not  his  name,  nor  the  way  of 
salvation. 

From  Atooi  tbe  call  is  loud  and  im- 
pressive,  "  come  over  and  help  us."  Two 
of  our  brethren,  Messrs.  Whitney  and 
Ruggles,  accompanied  George  to  bis  fa- 
ther, who  received  his  long  absent  son 
with  tenderest  aflfection,  and  made  him 
second  in  command  over  his  islands.  He 
said,  that  the  arrival  of  Hoome-hoome, 
at  his  son  is  called,  '<  made  his  heart  so 
joyful,  that  be  could  not  talk  much  that 
day."  He  expressed  much  gratitude  for 
the  kindness  of  tbe  friends  of  Hoome- 
Ii«ome,  in  providing  for  bis  comfort,  bis 
histraction,  and  his  siafe  return ;  and  for 
sanding  teachers  to  these  islands  to  in- 
•tract  him  and  bis  people,  in  the  arts  and 
fclences,  and  in  the  principles  of  tbe 
Christian  religion.  The  king  said  witli 
respect  to  Greorge,  **I  love  Hoome- 
boome  very  much  more  than  my  other 
children ;"  (of  whom  he  has  a  daughter 
older,  and  a  wn  younger.)  '*  I  thought 
he  was  dead ;  I  cry  many  times  because 
I  think  he  was  dead;— Some  captains 
tell  me  he  live  in  America ;— I  say  no  ; 
— >he  dead; — be  no  more  come  back. 
But  now  he  live ;— he  come  again ; — my 
heart  very  glad."  He  engages  to  be  a 
father  to  us,  as  we  have  been  to  his  son. 
He  is  importunate  in  his  entreaties,  that 
some  of  us  should  settle  there; — pro- 
mises to  give  us  bouses  and  land,  as  much 
as  we  n^  ;  expresses  a  great  desire  to 
learn,  and  has  begun  the  work  in  earnest. 
Tbe  brethren  after  spending  eight  weeks 
in  instracting  him  and  his  wife  and  fami- 
ly, and  exploring  the  island,  returned  to 
this  place.  To-morn»w  it  is  expected 
that  they,  with  their  wive*,  will  proceed 
again  thither  in  the  ship  Levant,  Capt. 
C^ry,  on  her  way  to  America  via  Can- 
to0.  We  hope  the  Board  will  have  it  in 
their  power  immediately  to  station  there 
an  able  preacher  of  the  Gospel,  a  skilful 
and  discreet  physician,  an  industrious 
farmer,  and  an  accomplished  Lancaste- 
rian  school  master. 

At  Kirooah,  our  brethren,  though  sub- 
ject to  gre  at  privations,  are  allowed  to  en- 


gage in  their  appropriate  work  with  flat- 
taring  hopes  of  success.  Tbe  king  leads 
tbe  way  as  their  humble  pupil,  and  now 
begins  to  read  intelligibly  in  tba  New 
Testament,  desirous  to  outstrip  all  his 
subjects  in  tbe  acquisition  of  usetul  know, 
ledge.  Two  of  bis  wives,  and  two  stew, 
ards  under  their  instraction,  exarcisa 
themselves  in  the  most  easy  reading  le^ 
sons  of  Webster's  spelling  book. 

At  this  place  we  have  a  pleasant  school 
advancing  with  desirable  progress  in  the 
radiments  of  the  English  langoage.  Tbe 
number  under  our  instraction  here  is 
about  30,  among  whom  are  the  gover- 
nor, or  head  chief  of  tbe  island,  bb  wife, 
daughter  of  a  chief  of  Karakakooa,  and 
eleven  children  of  white  men.  One  of 
tbe  lalt(»r,  George  Holmes,  exhibits  a  fine 
genius  for  painting.  We  send  you  a  ape- 
cimeo  of  drawing,  and  lettering,  execu- 
ted by  him  under  oni*  instruction,  which 
we  think  could  not,  without  better  mo- 
dels, be  exceeded  by  any  scbooi-boy  in 
America.  We  need  here*  the  aid  of  a 
preacher  of  the  Gospel,  and  a  school- 
master, who  is  skilled  in  the  Lancasterlan 
method  of  instraction, — and  a  tried  phy- 
sician,  who  would  cheerfully  and  pa- 
tiently endure  the  necessary  toils  and 
privations,  to  which  he  must  be  subject 
m  removing  the  diseases  of  the  body  and 
soul  among  the  heathen,  and  among  bb 
fellow  labourers.  God  has  hitherto  pre- 
served our  health ;  but  the  heathen  aroond 
us  are  wasting  away  by  disease,  indoced 
not  by  the  climate,  but  by  their  impru- 
dence and  vices. 

Dr.  Hoi  man  baa  purposed  (o  fake  his  sta- 
tion at  Mowee.  That  is  a  iraiffol  islaod, 
and  we  hope  soon  to  sea  the  standard  of 
the  Gospel  planted  there.  The  scruples  of 
the  king,  with  regard  to  the  danger  of  ad- 
ditional missionaries  in  this  field,  we  hope 
will  have  subsided  before  addittonal  la- 
bourers can  arrive.  He  expressed  a  re- 
gret, that  no  one  of  us  could  repair  and 
build  vessels  for  him.  We  think  that  a 
pious,  skilful,  and  devoted  ship-carpenteri 
inured  to  self-denial,  and  able  to  recom- 
mend and  enforce  the  religion  of  Christ, 
might  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  this 
people.  Such  a  mechanic  they  would 
prize  above  all  others. 

Call  for  mare  Missionaries. 

We  know  not  what  divine  wbdom  in- 
tends to  do  heref ;  but  we  think  a  great 
effort  ou^ht  to  be  made,  in  every  bland, 
to  establish  Christianity,  and  to  take  pos- 
session for  Chrbt  and  tbe  Church,  before 
that  idolatry,  which  seems  to  have  been 
crushed  by  a  single  blow  of  Jehovah's 
arm,  should  again  be  revived.  The  case 
is  so  new,  and  so  unparalleled  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  worid,  that  we  know  not 
what  to  say.  When  hath  a  nation  eAoig^ 
ed  Ut  gotU  ?  The  enemy  may  bava  rotired 
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but  Ibr  1  seasooi  to  appear  agala  in  his 
wrath,  to  kindle  the  flames  of  perseca- 
tioOi  and  re-establish  the  worship  of  de- 
moDfl  in  all  its  forms  of  pollution  and 
cruelty.  How  often  did  Israel,  the  chosen 
of  God,  give  melancholy  proof  of  the 
most  deep  rooted  depravityt  and  the 
ioearable  propensity  ot  the  human  heart 
to  the  grossest  idolatry,  even  with  the 
li?elv  oracles  of  divine  truth  in  their 
bands,  and  the  awful  majesty  of  Jebo- 
Tah*8  presence  before  their  eyes.  Were 
St  not  for  the  fact,  that  the  present  is  an 
ase  of  wonders,  and  the  hope  that  the 
Christian  church  will  not  relax  the  ardour 
of  effort  and  the  fervency  of  prayer  for 
OS  and  this  people,  we  should  expect  soon 
to  see  the  altars  of  abomination  erected, 
and  the  powerful  priesthood  of  supersti- 
tion arrayed  apinst  this  little,  feeble 
band  of  Christian  pilgrims,  before  one 
of  OS  could  preach  plainly  and  impres- 
aively,  in  the  language  of  the  islands) 
the  unsearchable  nches  of  Jesus  Christ. 
But  in  God  is  6ur  hope  ;  and  we  will  not 
fear.  We  dare  not  put  our  trust  in 
princes.  The  king  of  Zion  alone  is  wor- 
thy of  our  confidence.  It  Is  he  who  has 
begun  the  glorious  work ;  and  it  will  go 
CO.  The  powers  of  earth  and  hell  can- 
not successfully  oppose  it.  We  are  no- 
thing. And  whether  defeat  or  success 
•halibe  our  particular  lot,  we  know  that 
the  holy  cause  in  which,  under  your  pa- 
tronage, we  are  allowed  to  embark,  can- 
not fail  of  ultimate  and  universal  tri- 
nraph.  "Zion  shall  arise  and  shine,— 
the  Redeemer  shall  reign,— the  isles  shall 
wait  for  his  law.  The  glory  of  the  Lord 
shall  cover  the  earth,  and  all  flesh  shall 
see  it  together ;  for  the  mouth  of  the 
I<ord  hath  spoken  it." 

Cheered  with  these  divine  consola- 
tions, in  the  midst  of  trials  and  privations 
—contented  and  happy  in  our  work, 
weak  and  inexperienced  as  we  are,  we 
turn  our  eyes  to  you  for  counsel,  and  to 
Heaven  for  help,  and  subscribe  ourselves, 
dear  Sir,  your  servants  for  Jesus  sake, 
and  fellow  labourers,  in  the  vineyard  of 
our  Lord.

JOtrilNAL  Of  THE   MISSIONARIES. 

As  our  present  number  can  admit 
but  a  part  of  the  journal,  we  com- 
mence at  the  time  when  the  Thaddeus 
was  approaching  Owhyhee,  and  a 
more  mteresting  epoch  to  the  mem- 
bers  of  the  mission  can  hardly  be 
eonceired^JBrfitor  rf  (h€  HerM. 
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March  78y  1920.  Within  two  or  three 
days  sail  of  Owhyhee.  We  have  thought 
it  desirable  to  observe  thu  day  as  a  sea- 
son of  fasting  and  prayer,  that  we  may 
be  better  prepared  to  enter  on  our  work 
with  proper  feelings  of  heart ;  with  con- 
fidence in  God  ;  with  penitence  tor  our 
own  sins ;  with  gratitude  for  the  blessings 
of  the  Gos|M*l ;  with  compassion  for  the 
wretched  children  of  superstition  ;  with 
benevolence  towards  all  intelligent  be- 
ings; and  with  faith  in  tlie  blood  of 
Christ,  and  in  his  promises  with  reference 
to  the  salvation  of  the  heathen. 

• 
First  view  qf  Ouihyhu, 

30.  Let  us  thank  God  and  take  cour- 
age. Eariy  this  morning  the  long  look- 
ed for  Owhyhee,  and  the  clond-ca])t  and 
snow-capt  Mouna-Ktah^  appear  in  full 
view,  to  the  joy  of  the  little  company  on 
board.  A  heavy  cloud  now  envelopes  a 
considerable  part  of  this  stupendous 
mountain,  on  the  summit  of  which  a 
great  body  of  snow  appears,  at  intervals, 
quite  above  the  clouds. 

11  o'clock,  A.  M.  We  are  now  coast* 
ing  alone  the  northern  part  of  the  island, 
so  near  the  shore,  as  to  see  the  numerous 
habitations,  cultivated  fields^risingsmokes 
in  different  directions,  fresh  vegetation, 
rocks,  rivulets,  cascades,  trees,  hjt4 — and, 
by  the  help  of  glasscst  men  and  women, 
immortal  beings  purchased  with  redeem- 
ing blood.  We  are  much  pleased,  not  to 
say  delighted,  with  the  scene ;  and  lone 
to  be  on  shore.  Hopoo  has  designated 
the  spot,  in  a  little  valley,  near  the 
beach,  where  he  was  born.  He  and  his 
three  countrymen  are  greatly  animated 
with  the  prospect  of  their  native  shores. 
Near  the  southern  extremity  of  the  isl- 
and, the  walls  of  an  ancient  Moreeah, 
or  heathen  temple,  appear,  where  the 
sacrifices  of  abomination  have  long  been 
offered  to  demons. 

4  o'clock,  P.  M.  As  we  double  the 
northern  extremity  of  Owhyhee,  the 
lofty  heights  of  Mowee  rise  on  our  right. 
As  no  canoes  approach  os,  it  is  supposed 
to  be  a  time  ol  special  laboo  ;  ana  that 
all  the  people  are  employed  in  its  observ- 
ance. Capt.  Blanchard  has  concluded  to 
send  a  boat  to  make  inquiries  respecting 
the  king  and  the  state  of  the  islands.  Mr. 
Hunoewell,  (one  of  the  mates,)  Thomas 
Hopoo,  John  Honoore,  and  others,  have 
now  gone  on  this  errand,  and  we  wait 
with  anxious  expectation  for  the 

FirdinUUigmet  from  (^  idand. 

7  P.  M.  The  boat  has  returned « having 
fallen  in  with  a  number  of  fishermen 
near  the  shore,  who  readily  answered 
their  inquiries ;  and  the  messengers  aave 
astonished  and  agitated  our  mimls  by  re* 
peatiof  the  uuespeefed  Inforaation  firoiR 
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iheMiVm9nv-'4haHheagtdHi^Tmm' 
luamikais  dead ;  thai  Reho-reho,  bis  «o«» 
gu§eetdtkim;  iAo^  <A<  tmagtt  •/  hit  gods 
art.  kwHMd  ;  that  ike  men  art  all  Inoaks, 
thai  ist  tluy  tat  teith  the  t^omm,  i n  all  the 
isUatds;  that  one  of  the  chUfs  onlif  was 
kilted  in  tettUmg  tha  affairs  of  government ; 
tmd  he  for  refadng  io  d^strojf  his  gods. 

If  tbMC  are  fM4st  they  leein  lo  show, 
fhat  Chriit  it  overturnittg  th«  ancient 
state  of  things,  in  order  to  talce  posMf- 
Mon  ;  and  that  these  l^les  are  waitnig  for 
his  law,  while  the  old  and  decaying  pil- 
lars of  idolatry  are  falling  to  the  ground. 
The  moment  soems  favourable  for  the 
introdoction  of  Christianity  and  the  cat- 
toms  of  civiliiod  life,  and  our  hopes  that 
these  will  be  welcome,  are  greatly 
strengthened.  'J' here  b  some  reason  lo 
fear,  that  the  government  is  not  settled 
on  the  firmest  basis,  and  that  there  is  less 
of  stability  and  sobriety  in  the  present 
king,  than  in  his  father.  Whatever  may 
be  ms  moral  character  and  habits,  we 
believe,  io  consequence  of  information 
collected  from  those  who  know  him,  that 
three  important  parliculars  may,  with 
some  confidence,  btt  relied  on  :  Ist.That 
he  b  specially  desirous  of  improvement 
in  learning:  2d.  That  he  bus  long  been 
indiCTerent  to  idol  worship :  3d.  That  he 
is  not  unfriendly  to  the  whites. 

Our  hearts  do  rejoice.  Though  we  are 
disappointed  in  not  being  allowed  to 
preach  Christ  to  that  venerable  chief, 
who  has  so  long  and  so  ably  governed 
this  people  ;  and  though  we  believe  we 
shall  have  trials  sufficieni  to  give  exercise 
to  faith  and  patience ;  yet  in  view  of 
this  wonderful  revolution  our  hearts  do 
rejoice,  to  hear  the  voice  of  one  crying, 
in  Uu  mldemess  prejHtre  ye  the  way  of 
the  herd,  make  straight  tn  the  desert  a 
higkumsf  for  our  Qod. 

First  Viiii  to  the  Island.* 
31.  The  intelligence  of  yesterday  is 
confirmed  to-day  by  a  visit  of  brother 
Rubles,  Thomas  Hopf»o,  and  G.  P.  Ta- 
moree,  to  the  residence  of  Krimakoo, 
where  they  were  received  kindly,  and 
entertained  with  unexpected  civility.  By 
then  the  widows  of  Tamaliamaha  sent 
us  a  present  of  fresh  fish,  cocoannts, 
sweet  potatoes,  bananas,  sugar  cane, 
bread  fruit,  &c.  expressing  much  satis- 
faction that  we  had  come  to  teach  them 
gf9od  things.  In  the  course  of  the  day, 
a  number  of  the  natives  came  off  lo  the 
brig  in  their  canoes  with  vegetables,  ma- 
nutactHres,  shells,  he,  for  the  purpose  of

tears  from  eyes  that  did  not  ioteod  to 
wee(i.  Of  them  wc  Inqniredy  whether 
tiiey  had  beard  i^ny  thing  aboot  Jebovab, 
who  made  Owhyfa«e  and  all  thinp  ?  lliey 
irepjied  that  Reho-reho  the  king  Iwd  beord 
of  (he  great  God  of  white  men,  and  had 
spoken  of  him ;  and  that  all  the  cluefs 
but  one  had  agreed  to  destroy  their  idobi 
because  Ibey  were  convinced,  that  they 
could  do  no  good,  since  they  eosid  not 
even  save  (be  king.  Idol  wonhip  is 
therefore  prohibited,  and  the  priesthood 
entirely  aoolished.  5mg,  Ohtavtm^  for 
the,  Lard  hath  doru  iL 

Visit  of  Krimakoo  to  the  Brig, 

Jlpril  1.  To-day  as  we  were  near  his 
residence  at  Toeaigb  Bay,^rimakoo  and 
bis  wife,  and  two  widows  of  Tamabama- 
ha,  decently  dressed,  and  attended  with 
a  considerable  train  of  men  and  woipen, 
came  ou  board  the  brig,,  having  seat 
before  them  a  present  to  Capt.  B.  of 
three  hogs,  and  as  many  large  bundles 
of  sweel  potatoes.  They  were  introdu- 
ced (o  (he  members  of  the  mission 
family  individually,  and  the  mutual 
salutation  of  shaking  hands,  with  the 
usnal  com^ilimcnt  *'  Aloha,"'  passed 
pleasantly  around  among  us  all.  When 
our  (able  was  prepared,  (bey  sat  down 
to  dine  with  us,  and  behaved  with  much 
decorum.  From  what  we  bad  heard 
and  seen  of  the  natives,  the  appearance 
of  this  noble  chief  was  more  interesting 
than  we  could  have  expected.  His  diess 
was  a  neat  white  dimity  jacket,  black  silk 
vest,  nankeen  pantaloons,  white  cotton 
stockings,  shoes,  plaid  cravat,  and  a  neat 
English  hat.  tie  sometimes,  however, 
lays  Ihese  aside,  for  the  simple  native 
m(wo  round  the  waist,  similar  to  the 
Hindoo  dress.  He  sbowed  peculiar 
fondness  for  (he  children  of  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain. When  we  declared  to  him  our 
objects  in  visiting  the  blands,  and  onr 
desire  lo  obtain  a  residence  in  them,  in 
order  to  teach  the  knowledge  of  fbe  arts 
and  sciences,  and  of  Christlaoity,  bo 
Iis(ened  v;i(h  attenlion  ;  and  said,  be 
roust  see  (he  king,  and  they  must  consult 
together  about  it ;  and  they  would  let  us 
know  what  they  would  say.  As  a  token 
of  friendship,  he  presented  to  brother 
Bingham  a  curiously  wrought  spear,  which 
may  serve  for  a  pruning  hook,  or  for  a 
curiosily  (o  gratify  our  American  friends. 

Our  ncw'visltors  were  pleased  to  find, 
thai  wo  could  speak  easy  phrases  in  their 
language  ;  and  highly  eralified,  that  we 
had  instructed  in  our  religion  and  hroo^t 
Willi  us  natives  of  (heir  country,  \w 
perfectly  understand  their  tongue,  ind 
can  tberofore  converse  (mcIv  with  tbMii 
on  (best  subjects.  They  made  tJiOliclTOTi 
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more  tgracaMt  than  could  have  betn 
espeetsd ;  and  tovrards  sTenkig  left  us 
wilh  wppvoHf  kind  stntiiDeiiU.  On 
fufthor  eianinationy  it  appears,  that  the 
ebiefy  who  refused  to  renoaoce  bit  idols> 
raised  a  considerabte  party  with  treasona- 
ble designs,  and  resisted  tilt  he  lost  40«r  60 
men  aod  bis  own  life.  His  party  were 
anbdoed,  aod  Krimalcoo,  with  the  loss  of 
<S  or  10  men,  was  victorioos ;  having  been 
batter  supplied  with  mnsliets  and  ammii. 
nition  than  the  disaffected  party.  The 
white  men  who  reside  in  tiM  islands, 
favoured  the  cause  of  the  reformers,  and 
soeui  to  rejoice  in  the  destruction  of  the 
oppressive  taboo.  We  are  encouraged  to 
hope,  that  we  shaH  soon  be  allowed  to 
take  possession  for  the  church  and  for 
Christ  of  this  part  of  the  «land,  whidi 
remaiiieth  to  be  possessed  ;"  and  to  set 
up  our  banner  withont  a  contest:  the 
priests  of  idolatry  being  now  reduced  to 
a  level  with  the  common  people.  At 
evening,  as  we  moved  slowly  along  the 
chores  of  Ovhybee,  the  moon  rising 
behind  its  loflly  mountains,  brothers  Bing* 
bam  and  Thurston  sung  their  favourite 
Afelton  Mowbray,

3.  Sabbatk.  As  we  expected  soon  to 
leave  Toeaigh  Bay,  and  have  no  further 
opportunity  at  present  to  explore  this  part 
of  the  dark  region  with  reference  to 
establishing  schools,  and  the  institutions 
of  the  Gospel ;  and  as  Capf.  B.  was 
going  on  shore  to  call  upon  the  chief, 
It  was  thought  best,  that  brother  Bingham 
ahoold  accompany  him  this  morning  for 
thai  pnrpnee,  to  return  before  (he  hoar  of 
public  worship.  He  accordingly  visited 
the  chief  Krhaakoo,  and  wtth  him  the 
most  celebrated  moreeah  of  the  islands. 
It  was  built  by  TomoAamoAa,  who  himself 
laid  the  comer  stone.  It  stands  on  the 
brow  of  a  hill,  a  littta  retired  from  the 
beaeh  and  fironting  the  sea  shore.  It 
eooflists  now  principally  of  a  huge  wall, 
about  10  feet  thick  at  the  base,  and  five  at 
tito  top,  20  feet  in  height  on  three  sides  of 
tlie  parallelogram,  which  is  about  ISO 
feet  in  breadth,  and  240  in  length ;  but 
in  fmnt  the  wall,  instead  of  being  ele- 
vated much  above  the  area  inclosed, 
consists  ef  four  or  five  laire  offsetts  down 
the  declivity  of  the  hilt.  These  furnished 
eonvenieat  places  for  hundreds  of 
wershiMiers  to  stand,  while  the  priest 
^vai  witbln,  offeHngprayeraand  sacrifices 
of  abomination.  Witiiln  this  inclosare 
ere  the  niiufl  of  several  houses  burnt  to 
the  ground,  the  ashes  of  various  wooden 
gods,  the  rcffoalBB  of  cocoanuts  and  other 
■ke  offisrings,  and  the  a^es  and  burnt 
bones  of  itaany  human  vktimt  sacrificed  to 
demons.  At  the  foot  of  the  btll,  Is  a 
similar  Inelosvre,  280- feet  in  length,  aUd 
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60  in  breadth,  which  had  been  used  for 
the  sacrifice  of  varioos  beasts,  fishy  froita, 
bo.  The  walls  and  areas  of  these  open 
buildings,  once  tabooed  and  sacead  are 
now  free  to  every  foot,  useless,  end 
tumbling  into  ruins.  As  upon  the  fallen 
walls  of  Jericho»  so  even  here,  where  a 
careless  intrusion  was  once  punislralile 
with  death,  *<  every  roan  may  now  go  up 
straight  before  mm,"  and  set  up  the 
baniMT  of  Israeli  God.  He  it  is  wbe 
has  brought  into  contempt  what  was 
once  the  pride  of  this  people. 

In  the  af^emoon»  Krimakoo  and  his 
company,  who  before  visited  us,  came  on 
lioard  with  an  intern  ion  to  accompany  us 
to  the  residence  of  the  king.  Slowly 
passing  along  in  the  midst  of  these  inter* 
esttng  isies,  surrounded  by  a  listening  and 
aiAiiring  group  of  natives,  including 
chiefs,  and  honourable  women,  with  the 
few  native  youths  who  had  l>een  taught 
the  Christiaii  religion,  we  attended  public 
worsiiip  on  deck,  and  offered  prayers  and 
praises  to  the  God  ef  Zion.  Brother  B. 
preached  from  Isaiah  xlii,  4,  T%e  i$k$ 
shall  ioml  for  hit  law.  The  topics  of  the 
discourse  were  the  character  of  the 
Law-giver ;  of  the  law  waited  for ;  of 
those  who  wait  for  it ;  the  evidence  tliat 
these  isles  do  now  wait  for  it ;  and  the 
consequences  of  receiving  it.  Though 
most  of  these  islanders  could  not  now 
understand  the  precepts  of  the  law  tk 
Christ,  yet  they  hearkened  to  the  sound 
with  almost  perfect  stillness,  aqd  were 
pleased  with  our  singing  and  opder  of 
worship.  Seldom  have  we  attended  on 
the  duties  of  the  sanctuary,  when  the 
theme  and  the  occasion  have  been  more 
interesting  to  our  feelings. 

One  of  the  former  \fiv9i  of  Tamaha- 
maha  had  before  requested  that  our 
*^wihenat*'  [women]  should  make  here 
gown  like  their  own ;  but  being  (old  that 
it  was  the  Lord's  day,  and  (hat  it  sitould 
be  done  to-morrow,  she  was  satbfied  as 
to  the  propriety  of  delaying  it.  Tbb  ev» 
eidng  the  sable  group  have  spread  their 
portable  mots  nnd  tappas  upon  (he  deck, 
aod,  witlr  the  skies  lor  a  canopy,  have 
laid  themselves  peacefully  down  to  sleep. 
May  (be  Watchmen  of  Israel  keep  them 
and  bring  (hem  to  bis  heavenly  rest 

8.  (First  Monday  in  April.)  Ap- 
proaching  Kiroonh  bay,  on  the  west  side 
of  the  island,  and  now  in  sight  of  the 
king's  residence.  £specting  an  inter- 
view with  him  to-morrow,  we  lid  np  oor 
petitions  in  concert  with  thonsands 
of  the  friends  of  Zion,  rejoicing  in  the 
Iwpe  that  He,  who  has  begun  a  good 
work  in  these  islands,  will  carry  it  en  to 
perfection. 

4.  At  10  o'clock  this  morning,  168  days 
from  Boston,  we  came  to  anchor  In  Ki. 
rooah  bay,  about  one  mile  from  the  king'kp 
dwelling^.    Krimtikoo,  who  still  appears^ 
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to  be  frlendlj  to  oar  etoM,  being  tent  for 
br  Reho-nhot  went  on  shore ;  and  toon 
after  Meurt.  BiogbMn  and  Thurston,  and 
Thomas  Hopoo,  accompanied  by  Capt. 
&  followed,  to  iajr  before  the  king  toe 
plan  of  onr  enterprise.  As  we  drew  near 
the  shore>  we  saw  him  bathing  in  (he  snrf, 
in  company  with  others.  He  was  distin* 
gnishea  by  ornaments  of  beads  on  his 
neck.  As  we  landed,  ftre  or  six  hundred 
natWes,  of  different  ages  and  both  sexes, 
swarmed  aroond  us ;  and,  in  their  usual 
mdeness,  gave  a  noisy  irregular  shout, 
and  nsed  all  their  eyes  and  ears  to  learn 
who  and  what  these  new  visitors  might 
be.  Among  the  crowd  was  a  distinguish- 
ed native  chief,  called  John  Adams,  who 
has  acquired  something  of  the  English 
iaagoage  and  manners.  He  politely  ron- 
dncted  ns  to  his  own  house,  and  aftiA^ 
wards  to  the  house  of  Mr.  John  Young, 
who  has  long  resided  here,  has  the  rank 
of  a  chief,  and  is  now  acting  secretary  to 
the  king ;  the  late  secretary  of  Tamaha- 
maba,  John  Elliot,  a  Roman  Catholic, 
having  fled  from  the  country.  By  him, 
and  by  Capt.  Adams,  an  English  settler 
with  him,  we  were  bidden  welcome  to  the 
Sandwich  Islands. 

We  then  waited  on  the  king,  with  the 
nost  important  message  that  can  be  sent 
to  any  earthly  potentate.  Read  to  him 
the  official  letter  of  Dr.  Worcester  to  Ta. 
niahamaha,  and  the  letters  of  Capt.  Ray. 
noldsto  Tamahamaha,  and  to  his  son  Bie- 
ho-reho;  and  had  them  interpreted  by 
Mr.  Young  and  Thomas  Hopoo.  In  the 
same  manner  we  made  known  Co  the 
king  the  views  of  ihe  American  Board  of 
Missions,  and  the  wishes  of  the  mission 
family.  Presented  the  spy>glass  furnished 
by  the  Board,  which  the  king  accepted 
Terr  thankfully.  He  seemeid  pleased 
with  the  object  laid  before  him,  and  dis- 
nosed  to  consider  the  subject  deliberate- 
ly ;  expressed  a  degree  of  approbation ; 
but  appeared  far  from  t>eing  in  haste  to 
|ive  an  answer  to  our  message.  All, 
indeed,  both  king  and  chiefs,  honourable 
women  and  common  people,  whom  we 
heard  speak  on  tbe  subject,  expressed 
their  approbation  of  our  doings  in  the 
general  term,  '*  mitt ;"  i.  e.  it  is  good. 

We  were  shocked  wilh  the  facts,  which 
we  learned,  Ihat  this  young  ruler,  had  no 
less  than  four  wives ;  that  one  of  them 
had  been  his  father's  wife ;  and  another, 
tven  his  favourite,  was  his  fother*s  daugh- 
ter. When  the  Unc,  hu  wives,  and  the 
chiefs  around  hhn,  had  taken  their  din- 
ner of  fish  and  pot,  (a  kind  of  cold  pod- 
ding made  of  taroi)  the  fonr  wives  of  the 
king  sat  down  upon  the  mats  at  one  oor- 
ner  of  the  room,  and  seemed  to  enjoy 
themselves  very  pleasantly  at  a  game  of 
cards;  while  we  were  endeavouring  to 
interest  the  feelings  of  the  royal  family 
in  the  great  objects  of  oor  OHssion. 


6.  GontlnMd  ear  negoeiatkMi,  bat 
made  litUe  progress.  Presented  U» 
Reho-nho  the  elegant  Bible  furnished  by 
the  American  Bible  Societv  for  Tamaha- 
maha,  for  which  he  seemed  gratefbl  i  also 
Bibles  to  the  king's  daughters,  furnished 
bf  particular  friends. 

Some  conjectures,  it  appears,  have 
been  started,  (from  what  source  wa  know 
ool)  that  Great  Britain  might  not  be 
pleased  with  onr  settling  here,  as  Ameri- 
can missionaries; — and  to  increase  the 
embarrassment,  some  reports  were  circo- 
lated,  that  the  missionaries  at  Otaheite 
and  Eimeo  had  monopolised  both  the 
trade  and  government  of  the  Societv 
Islands.  These  new  and  unexpected  dif- 
ficuUies  we  endeavoured  to  obviate  as 
well  as  we  could ;  appealed  to  oor  pub- 
lic instructions,  and  to  the  full  .approba- 
tlott  of  oor  design  given  by  BriCiso  sub- 
jects, British  Missionaries,  and  British 
Missionary  Societies.  Gsve  tbe  asso- 
ranee,  that  we  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  political  concerns  of  these  islands  ; 
that  there  was  no  collision  between  the 
people  of  tlie  United  States  aad  the  peo- 
pie  of  Great  Britain ;  and  that  several  sta- 
tions were  occupied  by  American  mis- 
sionaries in  tbe  British  dominions. 

In  the  course  of  the  day,  as  we  passed 
near  the  place  where  severel  chiefs  were 
spending  their  idle  hours  in  gambling,  we 
were  favoured  with  an  introduction  to 
Havahava,  the  late  high  priest.  Ue  re- 
ceived* us  kindly.  On  his  introdnction 
to  Mr.  Bingham,  he  expressed  mach  sa- 
tisfaction in  meeting  with  a  6roMeriifMtf 
from  America,  still  pleasantly  claiming 
that  distinction  for  himself.  He  assures 
us  that  he  will  be  our  friend.  Who  could 
have  eipected  (hat  such  would  have  been 
our  first  interview  with  tbe  man  whose 
influence  we  had  been  accustomed  to 
dread  more  than  any  other  in  tbe  islands ; 
whom  we  had  regarded,  aad  could  now 
hardly  avoid  regarding,  as  a  destroyer  of 
his  fellow  men.  But  be  seemed  ouich 
pleased  in  speaking  of  the  demolitk>n  t^ 
the  Moreeahi  and  idols. 

About  five  months  ago  the  young  king 
consulted  him  with  respect  to  the  expe- 
diency of  breaking  taboo  ;  and  asked  him 
to  (ell  frankly  and  plainly  whether  it 
would  be  good  or  bad;  assuring  him,  at 
the  same  time,  that  he  would  be  guided 
by  his  word.  Havahava  readily  repiied« 
*<mt/t,"  it  uould  ht  good;  adding,  that 
be  knew  (here  is  but  one  Akooak^  L^od] 
who  is  in  heaven,  and  that  their  wooden 
gods  could  not  save  them,  nor  do  them 
any  good.  He  publicly  renounced  ido 
latry,  and  with  his  own  hand  set  firs  to 
the  moruak  The  king  no  more  obsarr- 
ed  their  superstitions  tiUioot.  Thus  the 
hands  of  tbe  civil  and  religious  iostitn- 
tions  agreed  in  abolishing  thatforfoiddlnc 
but  tottering  taboo  systemi  which  had 
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been  founded  in  ignorance,  eemented 
with  blood,  and  sopported  for  ages,  by  the 
basest  of  boman  passions.  They  had  in- 
deed beard  of  the  Chrisflan*s  God,  but 
fave  no  evidence  that  they  understood 
Is  laws,  loved  his  character,  or  feared 
his  holy  name.  Whether  thev  consider- 
ed him  as  worthy  of  their  homage  or 
not,  they  were  convinced  of  the  vanity 
of  idols,  and  the  folly  of  idol  worship. 
May  the  Lord  Jehovah,  whom  they  now 
believe  to  be  the  only  living  and  true 
God,  soon  bring  them  to  bow  with  hom- 
ble  reverence  at  his  feet. 

Before  we  returned  to  the  brig,  the  fa- 
Tourite  wife  of  the  king  expressed  a  de- 
cided opinion  in  favoor  of  our  settling  in 
the  islands ;  and  requested  that  we  might 
remain.  The  king,  knowing  her  attach- 
ment to  him^  and  willing  to  try  her  feel- 
ings, said  (o  her  pleasant  ly,  that  if  be  ad- 
mitted and  patronized  the  missionaries, 
he  could  be  allowed  but  one  wife,  and 
he  should  not  want  her.  As  a  gentle  re- 
proof, she  arose  from  the  mat  on  which 
they  were  reclining,  and  attempted  to 
leave  him ;  but  he  detained  her,  and 
turned  off  the  subject  playfully.  Whether 
he  felt  the  difficulty  or  not,  tre  cannot 
but  consider  polygamy  as  one  of  the 
greatest  barriers  against  the  progress  of 
Christianity  here.  But  He  who  first  esta- 
blished the  institution  of  marriage,  and 
blessed  its  legal  bonds,  can,  in  infinite 
wisdom,  overrule  its  abuses  to  His  glory. 

6.  To-day  the  royal  family  came  on 
board  the  brig  to  dine.  Reho-reho,  dress- 
ed in  a  princely  stvie,  according  to  the 
fashion  of  the  islands,  having  a  maro 
round  his  waist,  a  green  silken  scarf  upon 
his  shoulders,  beads  on  his  neck,  and  a 
wreath  on  his  head,  was  iotrodnced  to 
t>or  female  companions  and  helpers,  the 
first  American  ladies  he  had  ever  seen. 
He  was  seated  at  the  head  of  the  table^ 
nnd  behaved  with  great  civility.  It  gave 
tis  satisfaction  to  have  this  heathen  ruler, 
«nd  his  followers,  sit  down  with  us  at  our 
own  table ;  and,  in  his  presence,  to  im- 

Clore  a  divine  blessing  of  the  Kin^  of 
eaven,  and  acknowledge  our  obligations 
to  Him,  in  whom  we  live  and  move  and 
bnve  our  being :  while  we  cherished  the 
desire,  and  indulged  the  hope,  that  He, 
who  made  of  one  blood  all  nations  to 
dwell  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  would 
eoon  bnng  the  rulers  and  the  raled  of  this 
nation  to  sit  down  at  the  feast  of  the 
-Gospel  made  amply  sufficient  for  all. 

After  dinner,  we  assembled  on  the 
'quarter-deck  and  sung,  at  the  king's  re- 
quest, several  psalms  and  hymns,  with 
which  he,  and  the  multitude  around,  ap- 
peared pleased.  Capt.  B.  Mr.  H.  and  G. 
P.Tamoree  with  the  base  viol,  assfoted 
the  music.  Shortly  after,  our  visiters 
gave  Us  theJr  parting  **  aloha"  (a  word 
of  friendly  sahitation)  and  retomed  in  a 
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pleasaot  and  friendljr  manner,  and  wo 
hope  with  favourable  impressions.  A  large 
double  canoe,  frequently  with  a  sail,  and 
a  small  awning  or  canopy,  rowed  by  eight 
or  ten  men,  is  the  favourite  vehicle  for 
the  conveyance  of  the  royal  family  when 
they  have  only  a  short  distance  to  sail. 

7.  Several  of  the  missionaries  and  their 
wives  made  a  short  excursion  on  sborat 
and  dined  with  the  khig.  They  wera  ao» 
commodated  with  a  table  and  chairs,  and 
served  with  a  dinner  somewhat  In  the 
American  fashion.  But  the  king,  and 
hb  chiefs  around  him,  and  his  wivesy 
chose  to  sit  down  upon  their  mats,  or 
rush  carpets,  to  enjoy  their  fish  and  potp 
baked  dog,  bread  fruit,  and  sweet  pota- 
toes. 

8.  Messrs.  B.  and  T.  and  their  wives 
went  on  shore,  called  on  Mr.  J.  Toung, 
and  found  him  diligently  reading  his  Bi- 
ble. Presented  him  a  Bible  as  m>m  tha 
mfssjofi.  Visited  John  Adams,  a  native 
chief,  who  treated  them  politely  with  a 
class  of  wine.  Gazed  a  little  while  upon 
four  large  carved  images,  left  standing  on 
the  beach,  near  the  bouse,  where  the 
bones  of  Tamahamaha  are  deposited. 
These  senseless  idols  are  said  to  belong 
to  a  sea  captain,  who  has  bought  them 
for  fuel.  We  intend  to  send  home  a  re- 
presentation of  one  of  them.  Visited  the 
king,  and  dined  at  his  table,  after  he  had 
wasted  a  considerable  part  of  the  morn- 
ing in  sleeping  off  the  temporary  effect  of 
tfra.  £ating,  drinking,  sleeping,  bathing, 
gambling,  &c.  consume  most  of  the  time 
of  the  king  and  chiefs ;  so  that  they  have 
little  time  to  devote  to  important  busi- 
ness. They  know  nothing  of  that  labo- 
rious industry,  or  that  promptitude  and 
despatch  in  public  concerns  which  are  so 
common  and  so  commendable  in  good 
magistrates  and  men  of  business,  in  civil- 
iaed  countries. 

As  Capt.  B.  was  desirous  to  proceed, 
as  soon  as  he  accomplished  his  business 
with  the  king  and  chiefs,  we  were  under 
the  necessity  of  pressing  them  to  a  deci- 
sion on  the  subject  which  we  had  laid 
before  them,  sooner  than  they  seemed 
inclined  to  give  it.  We  uraed  the  im- 
portance of  taking  one  station  at  Woa- 
boo,  and  one  at  Owhybee,  believing  that 
we  might  thus  commence  and  prosecute 
our  work  with  less  embarrassment  to  the 
government,  with  greater  facility  to  oar- 
selves,  and  with  hr  greater  benefit  to  the 
people  in  general*  than  we  could  by  stop- 
ping all  at  Kirooah,  or  proceeding  all  to 
Woahoo.  Our  desire  to  settle  at  Woa- 
hoo  was  regarded  with  some  suspicions 
that  selfish  motives,  or  political  views, 
drew  OS  thither,  the  king  said,  «yoQ 
wish  to  go  to  Woahoo^  because  provi- 
sions are  so  plenty  there.  All  the  white 
men  wish  to  live  in  Woahoo  ;'*  intimatf p 
iog,  at  the  same  time,  that  he  feared  thl^ 
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AflMrioaiif  intended  to  get  pomieiion  of 
the  bland.  It  b  seid,  that  tome  inconsi- 
derate American  seamen,  perhaps  in  the 
Independent  spirit  of  patriotism,  which 
often  breathes  itself  oat  in  high-sounding 
words,  have  told  thu  too  crednlous  peo- 
ple, that  America  would  take  these 
islands;  and  it  U  believed,  that  some 
Ensliah  residents  have  insinuated  and 
maintained  the  same  thing.  ThU  will 
probably  be  a  considerable  impediment 
to  our  quiet  settlement  and  extended 
operations.  We  wished  to  be  so  situat- 
ed, that  we  might  early  give  proof  of 
our  usefulness  to  the  people,  by  introduc- 
ing various  useful  arts,  supporting  our- 
mvBM  with  little  expense  to  them  or  to 
our  patrons,  and  feeling  ourselves  set- 
tled and  contented  as  citizens  of  the 
•ountry.  As  we  desired  not  only  to  do 
them  good,  but  to  have  them  see  that 
our  plan  would  not  necessarily  impose 
m  tax  npon  them,  we  greatly  feared  the 
evil  of  becoming  a  burden  to  the  gov- 
ernment, which  seemed  to  be  unavoida- 
ble, if  we  settled  upon  the  lava  of  Ki' 
rooah.  Besides,  such  is  the  situation, 
that  wo  could  not  here  give  so  impres- 
sive an  example  of  domestic  economy, 
industry,  and  comfort,  as  the  plan  of  our 
mission  contemplates;  and  as  our  in- 
structions, and  the  duty  of  our  station 
require.  StlU,  it  seems  to  be  the  plea- 
sure of  the  king  and  some  of  the  chiefs, 
that  we  should  all  settle  down  at  Ki- 
rooah,  immediately  under  their  eye,  to 
live  and  fare  as  (bey  do.  Permission 
was  therefore  given  by  the  king  for  all 
to  land  here ;  and  a  lam  house,  which 
bad  been  occupied  by  l^mahamaba,  and 
after  him  by  bb  son,  was  assigned  lor 
our  accommodation.  Thb  b  90  feet  ia 
length  by  30  in  breadth,  without  floor, 
partition  or  windows.  From  Kebo-reho 
and  Kaamanoo,  (a  widow  of  Tamaham- 
aha,)  a  present,  consisting  of  a  large  hog, 
and  several  bushels  of  sweet  potatoes, 
was  sent  on  board  for  our  table.  Capt.  B. 
considered  the  business  as  siiffioieotly 
settled  for  our  landing.  But  we  are  by 
DO  means  satisfied  that  this  would  be  best 
at  present. 

9.  Sabbath.  Though  it  was  the  wbh  of 
Capt.  B.  to  land  os  with  our  effects,  as 
soon  as  possible,  it  was  tlie  unanimous 
vote  of  the  brethren  not  to  move  an  arti- 
cle of  our  baggage  from  the  vessel  on  the 
Sabbath.  Mr.  Bingham  being  designated 
for  the  purpose,  informed  the  king  that,  as 
it  was  the  Lord's  day,  we  should  do  no 
business  in  landing  our  goods  ;  but  tliat 
we  would  call  on  him  to-morrow,  to  re- 
new our  petition  for  liberty  to  land  part  of 
our  number  at  Woahbo ;  as  the  diflleoltT 
of  obtaining  wood,  and  water,  and  amble 
land  at  Kirooah,  was  an  objection  of  no 
small  magnitude  to  settling  all  together  at 
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thb  diy  and  berren  place.  He  fere  oa 
permission  to  come  to-morrow,  and  mako 
any  proposals  we  pleased,  witli  the  assu- 
rance, tnat  he  would  give  them  due  con- 
sideration. We  are  indeed  stnighteoedt 
and  need  the  guidance  of  Infinite  wisdom* 
It  b  the  opinion  of  some  of  the  chiefs,  that 
our  plan,! for  taklnc  a  station  at  Woahoo, 
b  good ;  and  it  b  tne  decided  opinion  of 
some  others,  persons  who  are  acqoalnted 
with  (he  two  islands,  that  it  b  bast.  Xhk 
afternoon  eniojred  again  in  peace  the  pri- 
vileges of  public  worship  on  board.  Ser- 
mon on  the  triab  of  God's  peoi^,  finon 
1  Pet.  1—7.

MEMOIR  OF  THE  REV.  HENRY  KOLLOCK,  D.  D. 

I.AT£  PASTOR  OF  THE  IKDEPENDENT  PRESBYTERIAN  CUUROU  IN  THE  CITY  OF 

SAVANNAa 

TflE  fbllowiDg  Biogpraphical  Sketch  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kollock,  is  extracted 
from  a  SermoDy  preached,  January,  1820,  in  the  first  Presbyteriao  Church  iq 
ElizabethtowD,  New- Jersey,  by  the  Rev.  John  McDowell,  D.  D. 


MEMOIR,  &c. 
■  Tbs  Rev.  Dr.  Heory  Kollock  was  born 
December  141h,  1778,  in  New  Trovi. 
'dence,  in  this  county,  [Essei  J  whither 
his  parents  had  retired  in  the  revolution- 
ary war,  on  account  of  the  disturbed  si- 
tuation of  this  town.  At  an  early  period, 
he  commenced  the  study  of  the  learned 
languages,  in  the  academy  in  this  town. 
While  a  child,  he  manifested  an  uncom- 
mon thirst  for  the  acquisition  of  know 
ledge,  and  gave  strong  presages  of  the 
future  eminence  in  scieuce  to  which  he 
attained.  When  yet  a  child,  he  impaired 
his  health,  and  endangered  his  life,  by 
close  application  to  books. 

Having  gone  through  the  usual  course 
of  previous  study,  he  entered  the  college 
of  New-Jersey,  at  Princeton,  where  he 
graduated,  September  1794,  before  .he 
had  attained  16  years  of  age. 

Evidences  of  a  serious  mind  on  the 
subject  of  religion,  were  frequently  ma- 
nifested before  he  entered  college,  and 
while  he  was  yet  a  child.  But  that  spe- 
cial seriousness,  which  led  to  a  decided 
avowal  of  the  Lord  as  his  God,  took  place, 
some  time  after  he  left  college.  He  made 
a  public  profession  of  religion,  and  was 
received  to  the  communion  of  the  church, 
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when  he  was  about  18  years  of  age.  He 
immediately  turned  his  attention  to  stu- 
dies preparatory  to  the  office  of  the  gos- 
pel ministry.  His  theological  studies 
were  commenced  under  the  direction  of 
the  Itev.  David  Austin,  then  pastor  of 
this  church.    . 

Shortly  after,  be  accepted  an  invita- 
tion to  Princeton  as  a  tutor  in  the  col- 
lege, in  which  office  be  continued  three 
years.  His  situation  in  the  college  af- 
forded him  a  great  opporl  unity  to  store 
his  mind  with  knowledge,  and  to  become 
well  furnished  for  usefulness  in  the  pro- 
fession  he  had  chosen;  and  this  op- 
portunity he  diligently  improved. — May 
7th,  1800,  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the 
Gospel,  by  the  Presbytery  in  the  bounds 
of  which  he  had  been  educated. 

His  superior  talents  as  a  preacher,  soon 
attracted  the  attention  of  important 
churches.  In  October  following,  he  had 
a  call  to  settle  in  the  first  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Newark,  as  a  colleague  with 
that  highly  respected  and  venerable  ser- 
vant of  God,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Alexander 
M'Whorter.  In  the  same  month  a  call 
was  presented  by  this  church,  then  va- 
cant.— The  former  call  was  returned,  and 
the  latter  accepted.  On  the  lOth  of  Deic 
Z  z  ^ 
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cember,  1800,  the  Presbytery  met  in  tlib 
town,  and  ordained  liim  to  the  work  of 
the  GkMpel  ministry,  and  installed  him 
pastor  of  tbb  congregation.  In  tbit 
charge  be  continued  three  years. 

It  was  a  situation  of  peculiar  diflUnlty . 
He  was  a  jroung  man,  torroooded  with 
the  companions  of  his  youth,  with  whom 
be  had  been  brought  up.  But  that  he 
peifirmed  the  arduous  duties  of  bis  s|a* 
tioo,  faithfully,  acceptably,  and  proita- 
bly,  many  of  you  who  enjoyed  his  min- 
istry, will  testify.  His  discourses  from 
thb  desk  were  listened  to  with  peculiar 
Interest  and  delight.  Even  the  fastidi- 
ous critic,  the  careless  worldling,  and  the 
scorning  inftdel,  attracted  by  his  elo* 
qoence,  were  frequently  seen  in  the 
house  of  God.  But  his  eloquence  was 
not  a  mere  sound,  calculated  to  eicite 
the  admiration  of  superficial  hearers, 
without  administering  instruction.  His 
sf  nnons  were  rich  in  matter.  He  pre- 
sented the  truths  of  the  Gospel  in  a  lucid 
and  forcible  manner — and  oflen,  under' 
his  preaching,  they  who  came  to  admire 
the  man,  trembled  at  the  picture  he  drew, 
and  went  away,  admiring  themselves; 
while  the  people  of  Christ  were  often  in- 
structed, strengthened  and  comforted- 
A  number  were  added  to  the  church  du- 
ring his  short  ministry  here,  most  of 
whom  acknowledge  him  as  their  spirit- 
ual father.  Time  has  shown  that  Ood 
owned  his  labours  in  this  congregation. 
His  successor  has  seen  several  of  those 
who  Joined  the  church  during  his  minis- 
try, haYing  adorned  their  profession  here, 
leave  the  world  in  joyful  hope  of  a  glori- 
ous immortality.— Others  are  still  living ; 
most  of  them  ornaments  of  the  proflNsion 
they  have  made. 

Among  the  first  additions  to  thb  cfaurth 
under  bia  mlnbtry,  was  his  own  mother. 
Interesting,  aHectlog  spectacle !  to  see  a 
son  proposing  the  covenant  of  God  to  the 
instrument  of  his  being !  He  entered  the 
church  militant  before  her,  and  we  hope 
be  has  gone  to  the  church  triumphant  be- 
fore her,  and  waits  to  welcooM  her  to  the 
new  Jerusalem. 

December  Slst^  1809,  two  calls  were 
laid  before  the  Presbyteiy,  soliciting  bb 
removal  from  the  charge  of  thb  congre- 
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gatioo,  the  one  firom  the  Beforaod  DoCch 
Church  in  the  city  of  Albany,  the  other 
from  the  Trustees  of  the  college  of  New- 
Jersey,  who  had  elected  him  to  the  offiee 
of  Professor  of  Theology^  in  that  highly 
respectable  and  important  inttitntioB. 
The  latter  call  he  felt  it  bb  doty  to  ac 
cept.  The  pastoral  relation  between 
Mm  and  this  people  was  aneordlngiy  d^ 
solved ;  and  he  removed  to  Princeloa, 
and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office 
to  which  he  had  been  elected,  and  at  the 
seme  tioM  accepted  the  pastoral  charge 
of  the  PresbyterUn  congregation  in  that 
place.  These  offices  of  professor  and 
|iastor,  he  filled  wHh  dignity,  and  bb  la- 
bours were  highly  acceptable  and  nsefuL 

Shortly  after  bb  removal  to  Princeton, 
when  he  was  aboat26or37yearB  of  age, 
he  received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  Divinity,  from  Union  college,  ia 
the  Stote  of  New-Fork ;  and  about  the 
same  time,  firom  Harvard  Univetnty  in 
Cambridge,  Massaehuaetts.  Hb  cbaras- 
ter  as  a  divine  and  scholar  must  have 
stood  very  high,  to  have  induced  these 
respectable  Institutions  to  confer  open 
him  this  degree,  while  so  young  a  amb. 

Dr.  Kollock  continued  In  Prinoeloo 
near  three  jrears,  when  he  aeeeplod  a 
call  from  the  Independent  Presbyterian 
church  in  the  city  of  Savannah,  la  Geor- 
gia. He  removed  with  hb  fiimily  to  thai 
city  in  the  fall  of  1800,  and  took  upon 
him  the  charge  of  that  impoHant  oongre. 
gation.  Here  he  contuiued  until  hb  la- 
mented death,  which  took  place  on  the 
29th  of  last  month,  [December  1819,]  af- 
ter an  illness  of  less  than  four  da^  aged 
41  years. 

Shortly  after  hb  settlement  In  Savan- 
nah, he  received  a  call  from  the  Pnrk 
Street  chnrch  in  Boston,  the  aceeptanoe 
of  which  he  declined.  A  few  y«ar»  be- 
fore his  death  he  went  to  Europe,  and 
visited  £ngknd,  Scotland,  Irehmd,  end 
France.  In  these  countries,  he  was 
treated  with  great  respect;  and  the 
crowds  which  flocked  to  hear  him  preach 
manifested  the  estimatfon  in  whieh  the 
American  divine  was  held  on  the  other 
shieofthe  water. 

The  congregation  of  Savannah  enjoyed 
hfa  »iBirt,y  13  j«.«.  (Hfjto^ther.  «- 
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■pect«d  and  beloved  in  a  very  high  de- 
gree ;  and,  doabtlets,  he  has  there  afio 
maey  seals  of  his  mloistiy.    To  show  the 
bigh  respect  and  aflfoetion,  eDtertained  for 
bull  fa  that  city,  not  only  by  his  own 
eengregationy  but  the  citizens  generally^ 
of  an  denominations,  we  need  only  refer 
to  the  parting  scene.    We  are  informed 
by  tetters,  that,  when  hiS'dangeroiis  situ. 
aUon  was  Imown  in  the  city,  business 
was  almost  suspended;  the  house  was 
eonstantly    surrounded    with   inquiring 
crowds,  and  thronged  wi^  friends,  im- 
ploring to  be  allowed  to  sit,  and  watch, 
and  administer  to  his  vrants.    In  vain 
were  endeavours  to  keep  them  out  of 
bis  apartment    They  crowded  it  to  see 
for  the  last  time,  the  living  face  of  their 
Moved  pastor.    In  his  room  were  seen 
friends  of  all  ages  and  both  sexes,  kneel- 
ing, bathed  in  tears,  imploring  God  to 
spare  him  ;  or,  if  that  was  denied  to  sup- 
port Um  to  the  end,  and  receive  him  to 
himedf.    On  the  evening  of  the  Sabbath 
that  he  was  seised  with  the  fatal  disorder 
which  terminated  hb  life,  the  congrega- 
tion assembled  to  pray  for  his  restoration 
to  health.  On  Monday  afternoon,  most  of 
bit  female  communicants  assembled  at  a 
pHvateliottseforthe  same  purpose.  Tues- 
day momingi  a  crowded  congregatbn 
asaembled  in  his  church  to  unite  in  prayer 
for  him.    The  whole  of  the  day  after  his 
death,  hb  people  crowded  to  see  the  re. 
mains  of  one  so  loved  and  venerated. 

From  the  newspapers  of  the  city,  which 
appeared  in  moundng  as  soon  as  hb  death 
was  known,  we  learn  that  the  mayor  of 
the  cHj,  on  hearing  of  hb  death,  issued 
bis  priNdamation,  requesting  the  suspen- 
rion  of  all  business.  Hb  proclamation  is 
in  these  words :— ^  The  Bev.  Dr.  Henry 
Kollock  b  no  more.— He  died  last  night  > 
and  in  the  final  departure  of  such  a  man, 
achaam  b  left  in  the  commnnity,  of 
which  he  has  long  been  a  most  distin- 
guished member,  and  which  will  not  be 
easily  supplied.  It  b  due  to  hb  exalted 
character,  that  no  evidence  of  respect 
should  be  omitted;  but  on  the  contrary 
that  more  than  common  tokens  should  be 
offered.  I  therefore  requestf  that  the 
■hops  and  stores  should  be  shut  up  to- 
viorrow;  and  all  bosbiess  be  empended 
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for  the  day,  that  the  community  may 
thus  evince,  how  sincerely  they  mourn 
for  a  man,  tii4io  vras  an  ornament  to  so- 
ciety, alike  distiogubhed  for  talents  and 
for  goodness." 

From  the  account  which  the  Savannah 
papers  give  of  hb  funeral,  we  learn  that 
it  was  attended,  by  the  most  numerous 
and  respectable  procession,  ever,  per. 
haps,  witnessed  in  that  City  on  a  similar 
occasion.  This  last  testimony  of  respect 
was  confined  to  no  particular  denomina- 
tion of  Chrbtians — all  appeared  to  b^ 
animated  with  a  common  sentiment  of 
affectionate  veneration  for  the  ^emory 
of  the  deceased ;  and  the  tears  of  hun- 
dreds and  thousands  testified  how  much 
he  had  been  respected  and  loved,  and 
how  dear  his  memory  still  was  to  them^— 
By  a  private  letter  we  learn,  tliat  among 
other  public  marks  of  respect,  during  hb 
funeral,  all  the  vesseU  in  the  harboury 
had  their  colours  half  mast  high — ^These 
things  show  that  the  inhabitants  of  that 
City  felt  hb  loss  was  great,  and  that  there- 
fore he  had  been  highly  useful  to  them 
in  hb  life. 

In  hb  dying  hours  he  manifested  the 
power  and  consolation  of  that  religion* 
which  he  had  often  so  eloquently  recom- 
mended to  others.  From  the  eom- 
mencement  of  hb  Illness  until  the  day 
he  died,  he  lay  in  a  stupor.  But  on  the 
morning  of  that  day,  hb  mind  was  per^ 
fectly  restored ;  and  he  was  enabled  to 
give  to  hb  anxious  friends,  who  surroun- 
ded hb  dying  bed,  satbiactory  evidence 
that  hb  last  end  wras  peace.  By  letter 
We  are  informed,  that  toqoMtlons  pnt 
to  him  by  a  eleigyman  who  called  to  see 
him,  be  gave  aaswecis  fnll^  iiMth  and 
hope— to  another  he  gave  assnranoes  of 
hb  trust  In  hb  Ood,  and  support  from 
him.  In  the  course  of  the  day  he  re- 
quested one  of  the  family  to  get  the  • 
Pilgrim's  Progress,  and  read  to  him  tlie 
Pilgrim's  passage  through  the  swellings 
of  Jordan.  In  the  afternoon  he  request- 
ed hb  people  who  were  preaent  to  sing 
for  him  the  66th  Hymn  of  the  2nd  Book 
of  Wntli.  ^  There  b  a  laadp  fcc."*-H* 
repeated  the  words;  and  ti^bymn  was 
sung.  He  stkolad  the  hymne,  which 
he  wished  to  he  sMg  at  k'm  f«M>^>*^j^^[e 
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a  mvmar  or  complaint  escaped  hit  lips. 
Hit  last  wenis»as  far  as  we  ean  learn » 
were  tlrase  of  the  dying  Stephen—*  Lord 
Jetm  receive  ray  spirit.* 

To  do  justice  to  his  character,  the 
Speaker  needs  his  descriptive  powers. 
He  was  a  dutiful  son,  an  affectionate 
hsfband,  a  kind  brother,  a  warm  and 
unvarying  friend.  His  heart  and  hand 
were  ever  open  to  feel  for  the  distresses 
and  relieve  the  necessities  of  the  poor 
.and  afflicted.  He  was  generous  almost 
to  a  fanh.  He  embraced  in  the  bonds 
of  christian  charity,  those  who  differed 
from  him  in  religious  sentiments.  Bigo- 
try had  no  place  in  his  soul.  He  was 
the  indefatigable  student,  the  universal, 
accurate,  and  polished  scholar,  the  tho- 
rough olivine,  the  eloquent  writer  and 
preacher,  and  the  laborious  pastor. 

But  he  has  gone.  He  has  been  sud- 
denly called  away  in  the  midst  of  his 
days,  and  his  usefulness.  His  career  has 
been  short.  But  he  has  not  lived  in  vain. 
The  good  he  has  done  in  the  world,  the 
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seals  of  his  ministry  which  he  Bas  here 
and  elsewhere  on  their  way  to  glory — 
the  people  of  God,  he  has  fed,  strength- 
ened, and  comforted,  and  the  crowns  of 
rejoicing  he  has  already  in  heaves,  all 
testify  that  he  has  not  lived  in  vain — aad 
though  dead  he  yet  speaketh  in  his  works. 
He  has  left  behind  him  a  volume  of  ser- 
mons, which  have  been  for  some  time 
before  the  public,  and  which  are  an  hon- 
our to  the  American  pulpit.  And  may 
we  not  hope  that  be  has  not  died  in  vain. 
His  death  instructs  survivers.  It  teaches 
the  shortness  and  uncertainty  of  life,  and 
the  importance  of  being  always  ready 
for  death .  It  calls  upon  us  to  work  while 
the  day  lasts,  and  to  do  what  our  hands 
find  tu  do  with  all  our  might.  It  teaches 
us  that  no  situation,  attaioments,  sphere 
of  usefulness,  or  affection  of  friends  can 
form  a  security  against  the  stroke  of  death. 
It  cries  unto  us  "  all  fiesh  is  grass,  aod 
all  the  glory  of  man  as  the  flower  of 
grass.'*  Let  us  listen  to  these  solemn  ia- 
straction;,  andpcofitby  them. 


MEMOm  OP  MISS  HOYT  AND  MISS  LINES. 

Iv  the  Religious  Intelligencer  of  the  SUt  ult.  we  find  the  following  letter 
firom  the  Rev.  Mr.  Vaill,  communicating  a  more  particular  account,  than 
has  been  before  published,  of  the  last  sickness  of  these  departed  Sisters  of  the 
Union  Mission.  The  letter  is  addressed  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Andrews  of  Danbury, 
Connecticut,  the  Pastor  of  the  Church,  of  which  Miss  Iloyt  was  a  member. 

It  was  not  until  the  mission  family  left 
the  port  of  Arkansas  on  the  3d  of  July, 
that  they  began  to  feel  the  calamity  of 
sickness.  From  that  to  the  present  time, 
it  has  vi^ted  us,  and  all  the  members 
have  been  more  or  less  afflicted.  Though 
of  late  we  have  been  blessed  with  the 
symptoms  of  returning  health,  and  are 
now  only  waiting  the  rise  of  the  stream 
to  go  forward  to  the  place  of  destinatioo, 
for  which  we  would  devoutly  praise  the 
Father  of  all  mercies.  Sister  Hoyt  was 
among  the  first  who  were  taken  siek. 
Her  disease  did  not  at  first  appear  alarm- 
ing, for  it  assumed  no  particular  shape, 
only  she  was  unwell.  But  brother  Pal- 
mer, our  Physician,  has  since  said,  that 
from  the  beginning,  her  case  was  more 
alarmiog  than  if.  it  had  appeared  in  a

Rev.  and  Dear  Brother— The  much  la- 
nented  deaths  of  our  sisters  beloved  in 
Christ,  Dolly  E.  Hoyt  and  Susan  Lines, 
iadaoe  me  to  address  this  letter  to  your 
christian  oare.  The  former,  we  under- 
stand, was,  when  she  left  home,  a  mem- 
ber of  your  communion ;  the  latter  from 
Reading,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Dan- 
bory.  Not  being  personally  acquainted 
with  the  relatives  of  the  deceasedi  it  is 
hoped  that  this  communication  to  you, 
dear  sir,  will  aff<Htl  them  the  partieolars 
which  may  be  anxlonsly  desired^  and 
which  we  should  liave  transmitted  imme- 
dlaUly,  had  it  not  been  for  my  own  in- 
disposition, and  the  general  sidmess 
which  distrassed  the  famUy . 
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more  determined  form  at  the  first.  Her 
pulse  for  some  days  was  seemingly  re* 
gular ;  stiU  she  was  s!ck»  and  grew  poorer 
for  about  ten  days,  when  signs  of  amend- 
ment began  to  cheer  our  minds.  But 
soon  distressing  symptoms  damped  onr 
hopes,  for  she  became  partially  deliriouS' 
This  stale  continued  for  two  or  three 
days  without  any  vbible  diminution  of 
strength.  It  was  not  till  about  the  18th 
of  the  month  that  her  dirorder  assumed 
decidedly  the  typhus  form.  Her  mind 
vras  still  more  sensibly  effected,  and  for 
two  or  three  days  before  her  death  she 
was  entirely  bereft  of  her  reason,  except 
in  one  or  two  lucid  intervals,  when  the 
aobject  of  her  hope  was  presented  to  her. 
For  the  last  two  days  we  feared  and  we 
felt  as  if  she  must  die  soon,  except  the 
Lord  should  be  pleased  to  hear  our 
prayers  that  she  might  tarry  with  us  and 
go  to  the  heathen.  But  such  was  not 
his  good  pleasure ;  for  on  the  20th,  which 
was  Thursday,  about  8  o'clock  in  the 
eTening,  she  sunk  down  and  yielded  up 
her  spirit  into  the  hands  of  her  Redeemer. 
It  was  a  solemn  hour.  The  boats  were 
under  way.  The  little  cabin  was 
thronged  by  those  who  could  be  spared, 
to  behold  the  last'signs  of  retiring  activ- 
ity, in  one  whom  they  loved : — our  (ears 
flowed,  our  prayers  ascended,  we  stood 
still  in  silent  wonder  at  the  mystery,  and 
adored  the  hand  of  God.  The  next  day 
we  gave  her  a  decent  interment  on  the 
bank  of  the  river,  and  committed  her 
remains  to  Htm  who  is  the  resurrection 
and  the  life,  and  this  was  all  we  could 
do  for  our  beloved  sister.  Respecting 
her  religious  views  in  her  sickness,  we 
have  only  to  state,  that  she  always  shone 
bright  as  a  christian  while  with  us ;  that 
her  resignation  to  the  will  of  God  appear- 
ed to  increase  in  the  lucid  part  of  her 
illness,  and  that  in  conversation  with  her 
after  tlie  became  deranged  in  mind,  she, 
in  two  instances  talked  sweetly  of  her 
hope  ra  Christ  and  readiness  to  depart. 
In  this  trying  event  we  had  such  assur- 
ance of  the  happiness  of  her  spirit  when 
dislodged  from  the  body,  and  of  the  Wis- 
dom of  God  in  taking  her  home  at  that 
timei  that  we  said,  not  our  will  but  thine, 
O  Lord,  be  done.    The  goods  consisting 
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of  bedding  and  other  thingr;  she  was 
pleased,  in  the  full  exercise  of  her  reason, 
to  will,  should  be  retained  in  the  mission 
family,  and  used  for  the  good  of  the  < 


Sbter  Lines  was  taken  about  the  14th  of 
said  July,  and  died  on  the  morning  of  the 
26th  of  the  siAne  month.  She  was  Car 
more  violently  attacked  than  sister  Hoyt. 
Her  fever  was  the  bilious  remittent,  at- 
tended with  distressing  pain  in  the  head. 
Her  frame  seemingly  so  healthy  and  vig- 
orous, rapidly  yielded  to  disease;  stiH 
we  did  not  look  upon  her  case  very  dan« 
gerous  till  a  day  or  two  before  she  left 
us.  The  fever  apparently  became  typhus 
during  the  last  three  days,  and  in  that 
time  she  was  more  or  less  bereft  of  reason. 
She  had  lucid  intervals  in  which  she  spoke 
freely  upon  subjects  on  which  she  always 
delighted  to  dwell.  Her  submission,  lilce 
the  rationalintervalsofsister  Hoyt,  was 
of  no  ordinary  cast.  A  holy  superiority 
to  the  world  marked  their  course  of  life, 
and  the  prospect  of  dying  did  not  occa- 
sion surprise  or  fear.  The  evening  pre- 
vkms  to  sister  Lines'  daparture,  one  of 
the  brethren  conversed  and  prayed  with 
her,  at  which  time  her  reason  appeared 
clear  and  her  soul  triumphant.  O,  it  was 
a  melting  season.  Those  who  witnessed 
it  were  carried  seemingly  far  toward  the 
blessed  and  perfect  state  of  the  Christians 
home  beyond  the  grave.  Her  resigna- 
tion to  the  will  of  God  seemed  to  say 
to  every  surviving  brother  and  sister, 
<(  Weep  not  for  me" — <*  Be  still  and  know 
that  God  is  God  alone."  It  was  on  the 
3d  day  after  our  arrival,  that  we  commit- 
ted her  body  to  the  dust  in  this  place, 
and  be  assured  that  in  this  case,  as  in  the 
case  of  sister  Hoyt,  we  gave  as  decent  a 
burial  as  our  circumstances  would  admit. 
Should  we  continue  here  a  sufficient 
length  of  time  for  the  woHc,  it  is  our  de- 
sign to  place  a  plain  monument  over  this 
grave,  to  the  memory  of  both  these  de- 
ceased ^ters,  whose  remembrance  is  pre- 
cious. I  would  add,  that  this  place  is  now 
established  as  the  seat  of  government  for 
this  Territory — that  the  town  is  very 
new,  and  that  sister  Lines'  grave  was  the 
eecood  opened  on^  this  hill.  It  wonld 
have  been  pleasing  to  hare  brought  tl|^ 
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nmmm  of  taiUr  Hoyt  hitker,  bot  tlwt 
WM  inpoiriUe. 

That  the  toinitdy  wiae  Jehovah,  in  a 
■ftDoery  uid  at  a  time,  and  luder  cireuin* 
■tancet  peculiar  to  hisadminbtretioD,  hai 
takM  awaj  theie  dearly  beloved  aad  af- 
fectionate fnendf.  May  the  trying  lesson 
prodace  among  the  relat^et,  as  we  hope 
It  haa  among  ot,  the  peaceable  fraits  of 
righteoumets. 

Dear  Brother  Andrews — I  commenced 
tUi  letter  some  days  ago— indisposition 
and  other  things  prevented  concluding 
it  before  now.    The  health  of  the  mis* 


sion  family  is  gradnally  Improving.  The 
4iealth  of  my  owb  family  is  good— mine 
Is  the  poorest ;  being  still  virited  every 
other  day  with  a  slight  attack  of  the 
ague  and  fever.  We  are  still  waiting 
the  rise  of  the  river  to  move  onward.  A 
part  of  the  brethren  have  gone  before  as 
to  prepare  habitations.  Brother,  prey  for 
OS,  and  may  we  have  a  renewed  Interest 
in  the  prayers  of  all  the  friends  of  nir 
alons  In  your  region.

SoMX  acoouDt  of  the  anniversary  of  this  Society  wain  given  in  our  Novem* 
ber  Number.  It  was  then  stated,  that  the  Society  was  formed  by  a  umoo  of 
the  AVto-yorA  BiilU  Society  established  in  this  city  in  1808,  and  the  JhucUkay 
A*efo-  Ym^  BibU  SocUty^  estaUisbed  in  1 818.  The  Report,  of  which  wo  shall 
BOW  give  a  very  brief  abstract,  commences  with  an  account  of  this  Union, 
and  the  oonsiderationt  which  lead  to  it ;  and  then  proceeds  to  the  operatJons 
of  the  Institution  during  the  first  year  of  its  united  exertions.

To  which  were  subsequently 
added,  by  purchase  from  the  American 
Bible  Society,  900  English  duodecimo 
Bibles,  and  760  English  TesUmenU;  be- 
sides 21  Datch  BiUefl,  and  8  Dutch  Tes- 
taments, granted  as  a  donation  by  the 
Parent  Institution.

The  namber  of  Bibles  distributed  by 
tbe  r^ew-Tork  Bible  Societyi  previous  to 
its  union  with  the  Auiiliaiy  Society,  was 
twenty  thousand  fiye  hundred  and  forty- 
two,  and  by  the  latter  Society,  fire  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  sixty-five,  besides 
one  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty, 
eight  Testaments — amounting,  with  those 
already  stated  in  the  present  Report,  to 
heenQr-jeven  thomand  two  hundred  and 
tenenty-eeven  Bibles,  and  ttppffunuand  two 
hundred  and  ferty^even  Tettamenlt, 

The  Managers  then  offer  some  re- 
marln  on  the  importance  of  the  va- 
rious charitable  Institutions  which 
have  been  supplied  with  Bibles  and 
Testaments  in  the  course  of  the  year. 
From  this  part  of  the  Report,  we 
quote  with  pleasure,  the  following  pa- 
ragraphs:— 

The  donation  to  Charitable  Societies  is 
too  small  to  require  a  formal  justification 
— ^yet  your  Board  cannot  bat  remark 
that,  amongst  the  means  for  alleviating 
the  sufferings  of  the  sick  and  destitute, 
the  distribution  of  tbe  Bible  forms  no  un- 
important part.  The  consolation  afford- 
ed by  the  Inspired  VoHimc,  is  that  of 
which  tbe  indigent  distressed  stand  pecu- 
liariy  in  need.  It  points  them  to  a  power 
on  whom  they  may  depend  for  tbe  sup- 
ply of  every  necessary  want ;  and  where 
earthly  comforts  fail,  and  when  even  the 
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hope  of  happiness  on  this  side  the  giave 
has  been  relinqnbhed,  the  sufferer  b  sop* 
ported,  in  the  perusal  of  his  Bible,  by  the 
cheering  prospect  of  another  and  a  bettor 
world. 

Pior  is  the  distribution  of  the  Bible  te 
be  disregarded  as  a  means  for  the  preven* 
tion  of  pauperism.  It  is  perhaps  one  of 
the  most  efilcacious.  While  the  study  oC 
the  doctrines  and  precepts  of  the  sacred 
writings,  tends  to  the  formation  of  virtu- 
ous and  industrious  habits,  it  unavoidably 
induces  a  developement  of  the  mental 
powers,  which  cannot  fail  to  add  to  the 
intellectual  resources  of  the  student,  and 
must  be  followed  by  an  increased  ability 
to  provide  for  his  temporal,  as  well  as  his 
eternal  well-being.  The  fact  it  is  believ- 
ed is  indisputable,  that  in  every  ceuntry^ 
in  proportion  as  tbe  Bible  has  been  cir- 
culated amongst  the  mass  of  the  popula- 
tion, their  temporal  condition  has  been 
improved ',  and  that  in  those  places  in 
which  the  Bible  is  most  freely  read  by 
the  poorer  class,  that  class  is  best  able  to 
provide  for  itself,  and  is  least  a  charge  to 
the  State. 

Under  these  considerations,  it  Is  a  mat- 
ter of  regret,  that  the  application  for  Bi- 
bles from  our  Charitable  Institutions  has 
not  been  more  frequent,  and  that  the  dis- 
tribution of  these  volumes  has  not  form- 
ed a  more  prominent  portion  of  their  op- 
erations. 

Suppiy  to  the  Union  Mission* 
Twenty-five  Bibles,  and  one  hundred 
Testaments,  it  will  be  seen,  were  appre« 
priated  for  the  Mission  to  the  Osage  Na- 
tion. No  filissionary  enterprise  ever  ex* 
cited  greater  interest  in  the  city,  and 
justly  did  it  deserve  all  the  attention  be- 
stowed upon  it.  Interesting  in  itself,  as 
it  held  forth  a  prospect  of  the  reclamation 
and  conversion  of  a  large  tribe  of  In- 
dians ;  it  was  yet  more  so,  as  it  appeared 
the  prelude  of  still  greater  national  exer- 
tions, in  behalf  of  tbe  much  neglected 
aborigines  of  our  country. 

Individual  Distribution. 
It  would  be  tedious  to  particularise  tbe 
several  distributions  by  individuals  in  the 
country,  and  by  Managers  in  tbe  city. 

The  Board  believe  they  have  been 
made  with  a  proper  degree  of  discretion, 
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If  It  has  bden  their  object,  on  all  occa- 
sioBSy  to  keep  ia  view  both  the  abilities 
•f  the  Society,  and  the  necessities  of  the 
recipient— tnisting  that  these  have  been 
dnly  attended  to,  it  is  a  subject  of  grate- 
ful reflection,  that  our  Bibles  are  to  be 
foand  in  some  of  the  most  secluded  cor- 
ners of  the  city,  and  in  some  of  the  most 
distant  counties  of  the  State,  even  to  the 
borders  of  Canada. 

Ward  Jissociaiions. 
Your  Managers  lament  the  necessity 
of  stating,  that  they  have  not  received,  as 
yet,  so  much  assistance,  or  so  generous  a 
co-operation,  from  the  Ward  Bible  Asso- 
ciations as  they  had  a  right  to  expect. 
Only  two  of  these  bodies  have  made  ap- 
plication for  Bibles  since  December  last. 
Th#' Association  of  the  Sixth  Ward  has 
received  fifty  BiUm,  and  that  of  the  Se- 
venth Ward,  seventy-five  Bibles.  Al- 
though it  is  two  years  since  these  Socie- 
ties have  been  establbbed,  they  are  still 
but  partially  in  operation,  and  much  re- 
mains to  be  done  to  perfect  their  organi- 
zation. A  delegation  of  two  of  the  Ma- 
nagers to  each  Ward,  was  appointed  early 
in  the  season,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
at  their  deliberations,  and  lending  any 
aid  which  might  be  necessary;  but  the 
unavoidable  absence  from  town  of  many 
of  the  members,  during  the  summer 
months,  has  prevented  their  making  any 
corisiderable  progress  in  the  work  assign- 
ed them.  The  Board,  nevertheless,  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  a  recent 
celebration  of  the  Second  Anniversary  of 
the  Fifth  Ward  Association;  and  (rust 
that  the  tone  given  to  the  proceedings  of 
that  body,  on  this  interesting  occasion, 
will  have  some  effect  in  reanimating  the 
spirit  of  its  members,  and  that  its  exam. 
pie  will  be  followed  by  the  Sister  Insti- 
tutions. 

Resources  of  the  Societjf. 
The  resources  of  the  Society,  as  will 
appear  by  the  Treasurer's  account,  are 
yet  extremely  limited.  The  amount 
drawn  from  the  New-York  Bible  Society, 
at  the  time  of  the  union,  was  $333  46, 
together  with  a  note  of  hand,  subsequent- 
ly pnid,ofyi02— and  that  from  the  Aux- 
iliary New-York  Society,  ^230  65.— In 
addition  to  which,  there  have  been  rc-

ceived  $250  from  the  Vint  Waid  Associ- 
Btion,  and  $ieOitom  the  Seventh  Wai4 
Association— which,  together  with  col- 
lections, subscriptions,  and  Bibles  sold, 
render  the  sum  total  of  the  reeoipfs 
f  1,424  46.  Of  thb  amount,  it  wiU  be 
seen,  $lfi26  69  have  been  paid  to  the 
American  Bible  Society  for  Bibles  and 
Testaments;  which,  together  with  ne- 
cessary expenses,  left  a  bakmco  in  tho 
Treasury  on  7th  November,  of  ;f387  71— 
of  which  f200  have  since  been  granted 
by  your  Board,  as  a  donation  to  the  Pa- 
rent Institution. 

The  number  of  members  now  on  our 
books  hi  465— of  which  77  are  members 
for  life.  A  small  number  indeed,  when 
compared  with  the  objects  of  the  Society, 
and  the  rank  wtiich  it  ought  to  hold 
amongst  the  Public  lastitutions  of  the 
State. 

The  Managers  next  intreduee  some 
account  of  "  business,  which  they 
have  left  unfinished,  and  which,  they 
trust,  will  be  hereafter  more  success- 
fully attended  to."  This  relates  prin- 
cipally to  the  measure,  recommend- 
ed by  the  American  BUde  Society^  of 
"  selling  the  Holy  Scriptures  at  first 
cost,  or  at  reduced  prices,  in  caaes 
where  there  eusts  the  ability  and  in- 
clination to  purchase."  To  carry 
this  measure  into  complete  effect, 
they  rely  much  on  the  aid  of  Ward 
Associations  already  established,  on 
the  co-operation  of  the  Female  Aux- 
iliary Society,  and  on  the  future  es- 
tablishment of  Female  Ward  Associ- 
ations. 

Conclusion, 
After  a  brief  notice  of  Bible  Socie- 
ties in  other  parts  of  the  world,  the 
Report  doses  as  follows : — 

To  the  American  Bible  Society  the 
duty  of  furnishing  this  western  world 
with  Bibles  seems  peculiarly  assigned. 
Already  the  rapidity  of  her  rise  and  pro- 
gress can  be  compared  only  to  the  po- 
litical march  of  our  infant  republic.  Al- 
ready her  influence  is  felt  from  the  Ra- 
pids of  the  St.  Lawrence  to  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico ;  from  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic, 
to  the  banks  of  the  Mii9ouri.  On  all 
sides  her  Auxiliaries  are  springing  up,  and 
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in  every  qaarter  of  the  Union,  the  inte- 
retts  of  (be  ImtiUition  have  become  idtn- 
UAed  with  the  intereett  of  the  Nation. 
She  has9tiU  an  important  ^ask  to  accom* 
pUsb,  and  we  may  trust  her  energies  will 
not  be  relaxed,  till  the  Bible  has  been 
given  to  every  region  of  South  Amer- 
ioa. 

Oar  National  Institotion  depends  upon 
the  efforts  of  its  Auxiliaries ;  and  among 
these,  the  Bible  Society  of  New- York 
should  hold  a  distinguished  rank  }  that 
It  may  do  so,  the  Managers  trust  the  en- 
deavours of  its  members  will  not  be 
wanting.    Great   is   our  responsibility! 
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and  great  may  be  tlie  effects  of  our  exam- 
ple. If  WK,  who  enjoy  so  many  advan- 
tages, are  lukewarm  or  inactive,  what 
can  we  expect  from  others?  Our  duty 
lies  before  us.  Vain  are  our  petitions 
that  the  kingdom  of  God  may  come,  and 
Uis  wiH  be  done,  if  we  do  not  labour  to 
advance  the  interests  of  that  kingdom, 
and  to  perform  that  will.  If  then  we  have 
any  zeal  for  the  glory  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour,  let  us  evince  it  by  our  exertions 
to  declare  His  name,  and  His  power, 
through  the  distribution  of  His  Word, 
till  all  shall  know  Him,  from  the  least  to 
the  greatest. 


TWENTY-SECOND  REPORT  OP  THE  CJONNECTICUT  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY, 

PRESENTED  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  AT  HARTFORD, 

JAKUART  10,  1821:. 

The  Bnv.  Abbi.  F1.11TT,  D.  D.  S€creiary, 

FoRTT  BlistioDaries  hare  been  employecl}  by  this  respectable  and  bigbly 
useful  iDstitiitioD,  duriog  the  past  year.  Their  iabours  have  beisD  directed  to 
the  states  of  Vermont,  New- York,  PeDDeylvania,  Ohio,  Indiaaa,  Illinois,  Ken- 
tucky, and  Missouri. 

In  the  introduction  to  this  Report,  the  Secretary  remarks — **^  Every  revolv- 
ing year  has  elucidated,  with  brighter  evidence,  the  utility  of  iMissionary  efforts ' 
and  added  new  trophies  of  T>ivine  Grace,  to  the  rising  kingdom  of  the  Re- 
deemer. Jb  the  good  work  of  spreading  the  Oospel  among  the  destitute,  of 
establishing  Churches,  and  of  comforting  the  people  of  God,  throughout  the 
widely  extended  frontiers  of  the  United  States,  the  Trustees  believe  the  la- 
bours of  the  Missionaries,  whom  they  have  been  enabled  to  send  into  the  field, 
have  held  a  prominent  i^ace,  and  been  crowned  with  signal  blessings.'* 


Vemumt. 
The  Rev.  JotlDwris,  was  employed  in 

the  serviot  of  the  Sooiety,  sixteen  weeks 

in  the  northern  parts  of  the  state.    He 
'         was  very  cordially  received,  by  most  of 

the  p90^  among  whom  he  laboured ; 
'         preached  to  solemn  and  attentive  hearers ; 

and  ID  a  fow  pUees,  had  the  happiness  to 
i  witness  a  good  work  produced  by  the  in- 
i  flnences  of  the  divine  Spirit  He  saw 
H  and  conversed  with  individuals,  some  of 
I  whom  were  under  very  serious  impres- 
I  sioss,  and  some  were  hopefully  the  sub* 
I  jects  of  renewing  gracc^Amoog  these 
'  last  were  several  heads  of  families.  His 
I  visits  with  families  were  generally  very

acceptable.  His  interviews  with  the  fee- 
ble churches  of  that  region  were  to  them 
refreshing  and  comforting.  At  the  close 
of  his  journal  he  obs6r\'es,  **  I  am  request- 
ed to  present  the  thanks  of  the  friends  of 
Missions  to  your  Society,  for  your  repeat- 
ed tokens  of  kindness  to  them  in  their 
destitute  situation.'*  He  also  adds, «  Ma- 
ny souls  no  doubt,  will  rejoice  in  God  to 
all  eternity,  through  the  instrumentality 
of  the  Connecticut  Misslonaiy  Society.*' 
llie  Rev.  Jitdm  Parums  was  designa. 
ted  to  the  same  field  which  he  had  previ- 
oosly  occupied,  and  expected  to  labour 
for  the  Society  twenty-six  weeks.  InJ^ 
Ailfilling  his  appomtment,  he  was  absent 
Aaa 
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fVom  his  charge,  tnd  on  the  mlssionaiy 
ground,  thirty-five  Sabbaths.    In  one  in- 
stance,  where  a  congregation  had  dis- 
misfed  their  minister,  and  the  church  was 
torn  asunder  by  hurlfol  divisions,  lie  ha<| 
opportunity  to  exert  himself  as  a  peace- 
maker,  and  had  the  happiness  lo  see  his 
efforts  crowned  with  success.    A  season 
of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord  immediately  followed  the  restora- 
tion of  peace  in  the  chureh,  and  a  consi- 
derebie  number  were  hopefully  gathered 
into  the  kingdom ;  among  whom  were 
Mverel  who  had  previously  imbibed  gross 
and  dangarous  errors.  Most  of  the  youth, 
who  were  interested  in  the  work,  he  found 
had  been  dedicated  to  God  in  infancy. 
In  several  other  instances  also,  he  had 
opportuoity  to  witness  the  blessed  fnriU 
of  the  Spirit.    Although  he  found,  io  the 
conrse  of  his  mission,  many  things  to  de- 
plore, he  also  found  many  things  to  con- 
sole and  encourage.    His  own  remarks 
are,  '*  I  have  never  had  greater  encour- 
agements to  labour.    It  seemed  impossi- 
ble for  me  to  be  idle,  if  I  was  ever  so 
much  disposed,  and  the  calls  stUI  con- 
tinue, and  the  pixwpect  of  doing  good  in- 
creases more  and  more. 

State  o/JVew  (»rk. 
The  Rev.  Simeon  Stww  laboured  for 
the  Society,  twenty-sii  weeks,  in  the 
Counties  of  Otsego,  Delaware,  and  Her- 
kimer, the  same  field  which  he  occupied 
the  preceding  year.  In  the  course  of  his 
mission,  he  witnessed,  in  several  places, 
an  increasing  allenlion  to  the  word 
preached,  and  in  some,  the  visible  effects 
of  the  outpourings  of  the  Spirit.  Gene- 
rally his  labours  were  very  gratefully  re- 
ceived; and  solicitations  to  repeat  and 
prolong  his  labours,  were  very  pressing. 
The  distance  which  he  travelled,  1076 
miles,  and  the  number  of  sermons  which 
he  preached,  161^  to  say  nothing  of  his 
family  visits,  h'a  attendance  upon  meet- 
ing for  prayer  and  religious  conference, 
Indicate  a  commendable  fidelity  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  him. 
The  cause  of  the  Redeemer,  in  that  re- 
gion, is  evidently  advancing. 

The  Rev.  EUaser  Fmrftankt  was  ap- 
pointed to  labour  one  y<  ar  in  the  Hol- 


land Purohasc.  No  account  of  hla  la- 
bours has  yet  been  received,  and  tbc 
Board  is  informed  that  he  has  ceased 
from  the  service  of  Christ  on  earth,  and 
gone,  it  is  hoped,  to  receive  in  heaven 
the  reward  of  a  good  and  faithful  servant. 
But  the  fruits  of  his  labours,  it  b  believed, 
will  long  bear  testimony  to  his  fidelity, 
and  multitudes,  who  have  heard  hh  in- 
struction, may  yet  rise  up  and  call  him 
blessed. 

The  Rev.  John  Sptnctr  was  also  com- 
missioned to  labour  in  the  Holland  Pur- 
chase. His  journal  embraces  the  period 
between  Oct.  12,  1819,  and  Nov.  22, 
1820.  In  that  period  he  spent  62  weeks 
in  the  service  of  the  Society.  The  re- 
ligious state  of  the  people,  in  the  places 
which  he  visited,  was  on  the  whole  fnr- 
proving.  Revivals  wars  more  numerous 
and  more  eitcnsive  than  he  had  previ- 
ously witnessed.  Missionary  labour  was 
not  only  greatly  needed,  but  ardently  de- 
sired by  the  people.  He  formed  two 
churches,  admitted  a  considerable  num- 
ber to  a  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ, 
and  frequently  administered  the  sealing 
ordinances  of  the  gospel.  His  abundant 
labours  seem  to  have  been  crowned  with 
the  blessing  of  heaven. 

The  Rev.  William  Fitlur  has  perform- 
ed six  weeks  of  missionary  labour,  in  (be 
Counties  uf  Otsego,  Delaware,  and  Che- 
nango. The  region  which  he  visited,  is 
extremely  destitute  of  religious  instruc- 
tion. Stupidity  and  indifference  are  la- 
mentably prevalent  StHI,  he  found  ma- 
ny who  appeared  to  be  hungering  (or 
the  bread  of  life,  and  some  who  were  se- 
riously inquiring  respecting  the  eternal 
interests  of  their  souls. 

The  Rev.  Prinu  Howe*  performed  a 
missionary  tour  of  twelve  weeks,  passing 
through  several  of  the  interior  counties  of 
the  State.  Wherever  he  preached  be 
generally  found  small,  but  solemn  and 
attentive  assemblies.  His  labours  were 
kindly  received. 

The  Rev.  liTixel  ShaiUr  spent  about  six 
weeks  in  the  service  of  the  Society,  and 
travelled  into  the  western  parts  of  the 
State,  and  also  into  the  borders  of  Peno- 
sylvania  and  Ohio.  He  found  the  peo- 
ple, in  many  places,  fii*eutly  destitute  of 
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regular  gospel  instraction,  endangered  by 
prevailing  errorsy  and  distracted  by  la- 
mentable division8.*-He  observes,  how- 
ever,  that  "  the  thanks  of  the  people  were 
expressed,  in  many  plaees,  to  the  society 
for  their  remembrance  of  them.'' 

Missionary  laboar  of  two  or  three 
weeks  was  performed  in  the  western 
parts  of  the  StatCi  by  the  Rev.  Dwnd 
SmUh  of  Durham,  Connecticot.  He  was 
kindly  received  and  respectfully  treated 
wherever  he  went.  The  request,  "  Do 
pray  for  us — Do  come  and  help  us,"  was 
frequently  made  to  him,  with  great  ten- 
derness and  solicitude  of  feeling. 

Rev.  David  M.  Smith  has  a  pastoral 
charge  at  Lewiston.  A  small  portion 
only  of  his  time  has  heretofore  been 
spent  in  the  service  of  the  Society.  The 
station  which  he  occupies  is,  in  many  par- 
ticulars, highly  important.  The  vicinity 
is  exceedingly  destitute  of  religious  in- 
struction. 

In  September  last,  the  Rev.  Elihu  Jtfa- 
ton  was  commissioned  to  perform  a  mis- 
siooary  tour  in  the  Holland  Purchase. 
No  account  of  his  labours  has  yet  been 
received. 

Pennsylvania. 

The  Rev.  M.  Miner  spent  thirty-one 
weeks  In  the  service  of  the  Society.  The 
places  which  he  visited  are  on  the  north- 
em  borders  of  thi^  State,  and  in  the  con- 
tiguous counties  of  the  State  of  New- 
Tork.  The  amount  of  labour  which  he 
performed  is  considerable;  and  he  had 
some  good  reason  to  hope  his  labour  had 
not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

Tiie  Rev.  Ebeneser  Kingtbury  spent 
twenty-seven  weeks^  in  missionary  la- 
bours. Respecting  the  general  aspect  of 
the  missionary  field  in  which  he  labour- 
ed,  he  says,  "  Tlie  meetings,  both  on  the 
Sabbath  and  on  week  days,  have  been 
more  full  and  solemn  than  in  some  pre- 
ceding years.  The  children  of  God  have 
been  comforted  and  animated.^ln  some 
places  there  has  been  considerable  reli- 
gious excitement ;  and  sinners  have  in- 
quired what  they  must  do  to  be  saved. — 
Some  have,  to  appearance,  been  called 
out  of  darkness  into  light.—"  Errors  in 
some  places  greatly  prevail;  and  the  la- 


bours of  missionaries  are  greatly  needed 
to  counteract  them." — <<  it  is  impossible 
that  one  or  two  missionaries  can  supply 
this  whole  region  of  country.  There  is 
labour  sufficient  in  the  field  assigned  me 
for  ten  Missionaries.  The  harvest  truly 
is  great,  but  the  labourers  are  few.  May 
the  Lord  raise  up  labourers,  and  thrust 
them  into  his  harvest."  In  a  letter  da- 
ted December  2d,  1820,  he  says,  <'the 
summer  past,  God  has  blessed  his  people 
(of  Harford,  the  place  of  his  residence) 
with  a  revival  of  religion."  He  mention- 
ed the  same  fact  as  true  in  respect  to  se- 
veral other  towns  in  his  immediate  vici- 
nity. 

'i'he  Rev.  Oliver  Hill  laboured  twenty- 
two  weeks,  in  the  northern  counties  of 
Pennsylvania  and  adjacent  counties  in 
New  York.  He  speaks  of  the  region 
which  he  visited  as  a  moral  waste.  The 
few  churches  which  are  established  are 
feeble.  Several  ministers  have  been  re- 
moved, and  others  stand  "with  their 
shoes  on  their  feet,  and  their  staff  in  their 
hand."  It  is  chiefly  by  the  agencies  of 
Missionaries  that  the  light  of  ihe  gospel 
must  be  made  to  shine  upon  that  spiritual 
desolation,  for  some  time  yet  to  come. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Hegekiali  May  and 
Luke  Wood  have  also  acted  as  Missiona- 
ries in  Pennsylvania  and  New-York,  but 
have  not  yet  transmitted  their  journals  to 
the  Trustees. 

Ohio, 

In  this  region  of  our  country,  the  Trus- 
tees have,  for  several  years  past,  employ- 
ed a  greater  number  of  Missionaries,  than 
have  been  stationed  in  any  other  portion 
of  the  missionary  field.  The  annual 
amount  of  good,  which  may  be  consi- 
dered as  the  result  of  missioivary  labour 
in  thb  field,  it  is  believed,  is  such  as  must 
gladden  the  hearts  of  all  the  friends  of 
Zion,  to  whom  it  may  be  known.  Many 
flourishing  churches  are  already  establish, 
ed  in  the  faith  and  order  of  the  gospel. 
The  harmony  of  sentiment  andof  effortSi 
which  prevails  among  the  .Missk>naries, 
seems  to  promise  the  most  desirable  con- 
sequences to  that  extended  and  inerta- 
siog  population. 

The  journal  of  the  Rev. 
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Woodruff  eMlbraces  a  period  of  twenty- 
one  weeks,  spent  in  the  service  of  the 
Society.  In  his  laboorsi  be  found  much 
to  oomfort  and  encourage  him.  A  re- 
freshing  shower  of  divine  influenee  was 
jponred  out  upon  a  considerable  number 
of  the  towns  which  ho  vbited.  Foar 
years  since,  when  the  church  in  Wayne 
was  constituted,  it  consisted  of  less  than 
fiO  members.  Siity  others  have  been 
added  to  the  church,  since  the  com- 
mencement of  the  work  referred  to,  and 
about  80  more,  it  was  expected,  would 
shortly  be  added  as  the  fruits  of  that 
work.  The  number  of  hopeful  subjects 
of  the  work,  in  other  towns,  is  not  speci- 
fied. 

The  Rev.  J^Mjih  Trtat  has  given  an 
nccount  of  thirty-one  weeks  labour.  He 
mentions  the  seasons  of  refreshing 
which  have  been  enjoyed  in  the  region 
where  be  visited.  « Within  the  last 
year,"  he  says  in  his  last  letter  to  tbe 
board,  '<  the  Lord,  as  we  trust,  has  ga- 
thered a  rich  harvest  of  souls  into  his 
kingdom,  most  or  all  of  which  is,  either 
directly  or  Indirectly,  the  result  of  his 
blessing  on  missionary  labour.**  In  a 
preceding  [communication  he  observes, 
<*  I  have  visited  six  or  eight  towns  where 
there  is  a  special  attention  to  religion- 
I  have  witnessed  the  joy  of  the  believer, 
nnd  the  distress  of  the  awakened  sinner. 
Indeed,  I  have  seen  much  to  encourage 
tlie  Missionary,  and  the  friends  of  mis- 
'sions.'* 

From  the  Rev.  Simeon  Woodruff,  no 
communication  has  been  received  of  a 
later  date  than  July  last.  By  his  journal, 
ft  appears  that  he  bad  spent  nine  weckg 
in  the  service  of  the  Society.  He  ob. 
serves  that  several  of  tbe  Missionaries 
bad  made  arrangements  to  succeed  each 
other  in  regular  tourj  of  two  weeks  each  ; 
and  that  this  arrangement  was  found  coir 
▼anient  to  the  Missionaries,  and  agreea' 
ble  to  the  people  whom  they  visited* 
By  this  means  their  appbintments  could 
be  more  extensively  known,  and  more 
generally  attended  by  those  who  wbh  to 
enjoy  the  benefit  of  missionary  laboars. 

The  Rev.  John  Seward  has  spent  twen. 
ty-ono  weeks  in  tbe  service  of  the  Socie- 
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tjr.  He  remarks  that  within  tbe  drde  of 
tds  missiooary  labours  tbe  attentkMi  to 
religion  has  been  greater  this  year  than 
it  has  in  any  year  since  1612 ;  and  if  bo 
include  tbe  county  of  Trmnbnlt,  as  per> 
baps  be  ought,  it  bas  been  greater  aiid 
more  extensive  than  in  any  year  ainee  tbe 
Connecticut  Reserve  was  inhabited  bj 
dviliied  men. 

From  tbe  journal  of  tha  Rer.  CaM 
Fiikint  it  appears  that  be  has  laboiifed 
for  the  Missionary  Society  twenty-sevea 
weeks.  The  same  pleasant  and  encoiir^ 
aging  appearances  of  a  religioas  nature, 
mentioned  by  other  Missionaries^  were, 
to  some  extent,  witnessed  by  bim.  Tbe 
monthly  concerts  for  prayer,  which  be 
attended,  were  interesting  and  refnskktg 
seasons. 

The  Rev.  WiUiem  Bmftrd  ba».  En  tbe 
service  of  ^e  Society,  laboured  twenty* 
one  weeks.  Notwithstaadlng  leTere  bo* 
dlly  infirmities,  he  succeeded  in  fnlfilllng', 
with  few  exceptions,  all  fab  appoint- 
ments. Generally  speaking,  tbe  andien* 
ces  to  which  he  preached  were  attentive 
and  solemn. 

No  returns  have  been  received  lirom 
the  Rev.  Jonathan  Lestlie,  of  a  later  date 
than  August  22d,  1820.  He  bad  spent 
forty-two  weeks  in  the  service  of  tbe  So- 
ciety, a  portion  of  which  was  peifonBed 
the  preceding  year.  In  tbe  toim  of 
West  field,  where  he  spent  a  cottfllSdend>le 
.  portion  of  his  time,  there  was  an  exten- 
sive and  powerful  work  of  divine  grace. 
The  house  of  worship  was  crowded  with 
solemn  and  anxious  worshippers.  Tbe 
people  appeared  to  hear  the  word  as  for 
eternity.  The  hopeful  subjects  of  coo. 
version  were  of  every  age,  from  12  to 
63.  Their  experience  led  them,  most 
cordially,  to  embrace  tbe  doctrtnes  of 
grace.  He  attended  a  religions  confer- 
ence, or  preached  a  lecture,  3S  evenings 
out  of  35.  That  good  work  extended  it- 
self to  other  towns  in  the  vicinity,  and 
probably  constitutes  a  part  of  tbat  which 
has  been  noticed  by  other  missionariea. 

The  journal  of  the  Rev.  GiUi  H, 
Cowks,  gives  a  detail  of  his  labottrs  for 
the  Society,  twenty-six  weeks.  He  notices 
with  much  interest,  the  precious  revivalsi

to7. which  fireqnent  allosion  has  already 
been  made.  He  laboured,  a  part  of  his 
iiiBBf  in  the  midst  of  those  reTlvals ;  and 
was  hopefully  instmmental  io  comfort- 
ing and  encovraging  the  ehildi^n  of  6od» 
and  In  guiding  awakened  and  conrioced 
tinners,  to  the  Saviour  of  the  world.  In 
hb  ficinity,  a  Missionary  Society  has 
been  formed,  of  which  he  has  been  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  directors. 

The  Rev.  j§lvan  Cot  resides  in  Green* 
field,  in  the  county  of  Huron.  In  that 
town,  no  church,  of  any  denomination, 
lias  yet  been  organiced.  Since  August 
li  1819,  lie  has  spent  forty  weelLS  in  the 
•ervtee  of  the  Society.  The  general  state 
of  rellgioD  aroand  him  is  very  tow.  A 
few  individuals  Itave  hopefully  been 
brought  into  the  kingdom  the  year  past. 
He  b  frequently  receiving  pressing  invi- 
tations to  preach,  in  those  destitute  re- 
gions. He  has  charge  of  a  school  com- 
posed of  siiteen  Indian  youths. 

The  Rev.  AhUl  Jenu  spent  twenty-six 
weeks  in  missionary  labours.  Nothing 
materially  different  from  what  b  detailed 
by  other  Missionaries,  who  have  labour- 
ed in  the  same  field,  b  contained  in  hb 
journal. 

The  last  communication  from  the  Rev. 
ThMiMs  Barr  was  dated  March  27tb, 
1620.  His  journal  specifies  only  six  and 
a  half  weeks  missionary  services.  His 
connexion  with  the  church  in  Euclid  bad 
been  dissolved  and  an  engagement  made 
with  the  united  congregations  of  Woos- 
ler  and  Apple  Creek,  in  the  county  of 
Wayne,  whither  he  had  removed.  As 
his  whole  time  and  services  would  be  de- 
manded IB  his  new  relation,  he  felt  con- 
strained to  relinqubh  any  further  services 
for  the  Mbsionary  Society  of  Connecti- 
cut By  the  faithful  labours  of  thb  Mis. 
sionary,  for  more  than  ten  years,  under 
the  direction  of  thb  Society,  It  b  hoped 
much  good  has  been  effected  in  the  In. 
font  settlements  of  the  wilderness,  and 
that  he  may  find  hereafter,  that  many 
souls  were  given  him  as  the  scab  of  hb 
rainbtry,  and  as  a  crown  of  hb  rejoicing 
in  the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

The  Rev.  Anuua  Loaimt  laboured  for 
the  Society  nine  weeks,  daring  the  past 
summer. 
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The  Rev.  Ahraham  Se^l  performed^ 
for  the  Society,  fifteen  weeks  of  mission* 
ary  service.  His  labours,  for  this  socie- 
ty, were  received  with  many  expressions 
of  gratitude. 

The  Rev.  Lot  B.  SuUivin  spent  five 
weeks  in  the  service  of  the  Society, 
chiefly  in  Huron  coutity.  He  discovered 
among  the  people  of  the  extensive  region 
which  he  vbited,  a  great  solicitude  to  be 
favoured  with  the  labours  of  Missioned 
ries.  He  was  ordained  to  the  work  of  ah 
evangelist,  and  installed  pastor  of  the 
church  in  Lyme,  in  that  county,  on  tho 
14lh  of  last  June. 

The  Rev.  Randolph  Stone  was  commb- 
sioned  to  labour,  for  one  year,  as  a  mis- 
sionary. But  previous  to  his  reception 
of  that  commission,  he  had  received  and 
accepted  proposab  from  the  people  of 
Cleaveland  and  Euclid,  to  labour  with 
tfaem  each  one  third  of  the  time.  Ho 
commenced  bis  services  in  these  towns 
early  In  May  last«  Hb  prospects  of  use- 
fulness, in  both  places  are  flattering.  In 
Euclid,  the  influences  of  the  divine  Spi- 
rit have  been  extensively  experienced. 
About  50  members  have  been  added  to 
the  church.  In  Cleaveland  the  state  of 
things  is  evidently  improving.  Till  last 
spring,  that  place  was  almost  entirely 
destitute  of  a  preached  gospel.  Since 
then  a  church  has  been  organized  in  that 
flourishing  village,  and  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  enlarge  the  place  of  worship 
In  (he  court  house. 

The  Rev.  Matthew  Taylor  occupied 
thirty  one  weeks  in  missionary  labour. 
In  tbat  part  of  the  country,  through 
which  he  travelled,  lying  west  of  the 
Connecticut  Reserve,  there  were  no 
special  revivals  of  religion.  In  most  of 
the  places  which  he  vbited,  no  churches 
are  yet  formed,  and  except  hb  labours, 
the  people  are  destitute  of  the  preached 
word.  He  states  that,  in  general,  meet- 
ings for  religious  worship  are  well  at- 
tended, and  many  individuals  manifested 
a  solicitude  to  receive  Instruction.  In 
one  town  a  Sabbath  school  was  regu- 
larly  kept,  and  attended  with  conside- 
rable success. 

The  Rev.  Ahah  Jinkt  was  appointed 
to  a  mission  In  Indiana.    On  hb  way 
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throagfa  the  state  of  Ohio,  he  performed 
some  labour  as  a  missionary.  At  Day- 
ton, Montgomery  county,  in  that  state, 
he  was  requested  to  preach  to  the  church 
and  congregation  in  that  place,  from 
whom  he  subsequently  received  a  call 
to  settle  with  them  in  the  work  of  the 
miiibtry,  which  call  he  accepted,  and 
has  since  removed  his  family  to  that 
country. 

The  Rev  Htzekiah  Hull  took  a  com- 
ihission  to  labour  as  a  missionary  in  Lou- 
biaoa  and  tbe  southwestern  parts  of  the 
United  States,  and  commenced  bis  jour- 
ney November  3d,  1819.  lie  reached 
Cincinnati  the  first  of  December.  He 
was  requested  to  go  to  Montgomery,  a 
town  about  13  miles  North  £ast  from 
Cincinnati.  At  the  earnest  solicitations 
of  the  people  in  that  town,  he  remained 
for  several  months,  and  bad  the  happiness 
to  hope  that  his  labours  were  not  in 
▼ain.  The  little  church  increased  under 
his  fostering  care;  the  morals  of  the 
people,  and  their  attention  to  religious 
institutions,  became  visibly  improved. 
No  part  of  his  expenses,  after  the  1st  of 
January,  were  charged  to  the  Missionary 
Society  of  Connecticut.  In  the  begin- 
ning of  November  last,  he  recom- 
menced his  journey  towards  the  place 
of  bis  original  destination,  not  without 
receiving  the  warmest  expressions  of 
affection  from  the  people,  and  their 
earnest  solicitations  that  he  would  re- 
turn, and  become  their  permanent  pastor 
and  spiritual  guide. 

Indiana  and  lUinoia, 
The  Rev  Jiathan  B.  Derrow  has,  for 
some  time  past,  laboured  in  this  exten- 
sive field  of  missions,  but  chiefly  in  tbe 
state  of  Indiana.  His  journal,  which  is 
brought  down  to  April  10,  1820,  details 
an  account  of  his  services  for  the  Socie- 
ty,  for  27  weeks.  He  was  then  on  the 
eve  of  his  departure  from  that  country 
to  return  to  New-Connecticut.  *'  Res- 
pecting tbe  state  of  religion  in  this  mis- 
sionary field/'  he  observes,  "  1  can  only 
inform  you,  as  I  have  done  before,  that 
the  prospects  are  brightening.  Although 
no  special  attention  prevails  to  any  great 
extent,  yet  there  is  generally  a  growing 
attention  to  the  concerns  of  religion.

White  in  some  places  the  prince  of  dark- 
ness holds  the  eyes  of  the  multitude,  and 
turns  away  the  people  from  hearing  the 
truth,  yet  generally  It  is  far  otherwise. 
Believers  are  increasing,  and  places  of 
public  worship  are  more  and  more 
thronged,  with  anxioos  hearers  of  the 
word  of  God." 

The  Rev.  Jute  Towntend  has  signified 
his  acceptance  of  a  commission  sent 
him  by  tbe  Trustees  to  labour  as  a  mis- 
sionary in  tbe  state  of 'Illinois.  He  com- 
menced his  missionary  services  October 
21,  182a  *'Tbe  field  before  me/*  be 
observes,  *'  is  large,  •  and  needs  many 
labourers.  1  am  the  only  Presbyterian 
minister  residing  in  this  state,  who  is  in 
connexion  with  tbe  Creneral  Assembly. " 
'<  I  am  enabled  to  say,  from  well  inform- 
ed sources,  that  one  half,  or  two  thirds 
of  the  people  of  this  state,  are  entirely 
illiterate.  I  have  found  in  my  travels 
many  heads  of  families  that  could  not 
read  a  syllable.  ''  Most  of  the  time  our 
public  worship  has  been  under  the  shade 
of  trees,  and  I  have  bad  much  occanon 
to  believe  that  we  have  enjoyed  the  Di- 
vine presence." 

Kentucktf, 

Tbe  Rev.  Itaac  Reed  has  been  employ- 
ed to  labour  in  the  destitute  regions  of 
thb  state.  But  owing  to  the  circom- 
stances  of  his  family,  and  having  en- 
gagements with  particular  congregations, 
to  labour  with  them  at  their  expense,  he 
had  performed  but  five  or  six  weeks  of 
missionary  services  for  this  Society.  At 
the  date  of  his  last  letter,  it  was  his  in- 
tention soon  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
his  appointment.  He  remarks,  in  his 
letter,  that  "  from  the  free  conversations 
respecting  the  stale  of  religion  in  the 
bounds  of  our  Syuod,  held  at  our  late 
meeting  in  October',  it  appeared  thai  the 
number  of  Sabbath  schools  has  consi- 
derably increased  this  year.  In  some  of 
these,  though  not  generally,  (he  slaves 
are  taught  to  read  and  commit  the  Scrip- 
tures to  memory.  These  schools  are 
kept  up  in  numbers  of  the  vacancies, 
when  they  have  no  preaching.*' 

The  Rev.  Eli  Smilh  was  ordained  to 
the  work  of  the  gospel  ministiy,  at 
Frankfort;  Kentucky,  March  8tfa;  1820. 
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His  joDinal  gives  ao  accoant  of  about 
three  moDths  labour,  in  tbe  service  of 
this  Society.  "  Some  hundreds, "  he  ob- 
servesi  **  were  added  to  the  church  in 
three  counties  within  twelve  months 
past." 

Missouri. 

The  Rev.  Salmon  Giddingt  is  still  sta- 
tioned at  St.  Louis  His  last  communi. 
cation  to  the  Board  details  the  labours  of 
nine  weelis  spent  in  the  service  of  tbe 
Society.  Since  he  has  laboured  in  that 
extensive  field,  he  has  had  the  privilege 
to  see  some  precious  fruits  of  his  labours. 
He  remarks,  **  tbe  prospects,  for  the 
prosperity  of  Zion,  in  that  part  of  the 
country,  were  never  so  encouraging  as 
at  the  present-  Never  was  tbe  want  of 
labourers  so  much  felt  or  needed  as  now. 
^ever  was  the  cry  of  those  who  are  fa- 
mbbing  for  the  bread  of  life  so  loud." 
During  his  mission  in  that  region,  he  has 
organized  in  Missouri,  five  churches,  at 
present  containing  120  con\mnnicants ; 
in  Illinois,  two  churches,  containing  96 
communicants;  another  is  commenced 
in  Illinois,  into  which  10  members  have 
been  received. 

The  Rev.  John  Matthews  is  also  in  Mis- 
floori.  The  amount  of  labour  be  has 
performed  for  the  Society  is  not  definite* 
ly  stated.  He  has  spent  a  considerable 
time  in  what  is  called  the  Forks,  be- 
tween the  Mississippi  and  the  Missouri, 
which  contains  a  population  of  fitim 
16,000  to  20,000  souls.  In  Franklin,  a 
flourishing  town  on  the  Missouri,  b  a 
popolation  of  10,000  inhabitants.  They 
wish  to  have  a  preacher  settled  among 
theai«  He  supposes  that  he  could  not,  in 
a  whole  year,  visit  all  the  destitute  vil- 
lages in  that  dreary  region  of  moral 
darkness.  The  demand  for  faithful  la- 
bourers Is  imperious.** 

hni  October,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Ed- 
tjoard  HoUuUr  and  Daniel  Gould  com- 
menced a  missionary  tour  to  Illinois  and 
Missouri. 

By  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  Joseph  Bullen 
of  Greenville,  Mississippi,  the  painful 
Intelligence  Is  received,  that  the  Rev. 
Samuel  Royee,  who  has  been  employed 
in  the  service  of  this  Society,  has  ceas- 
ed from  bis  labours.  He  expired  in  Au- 
^8t,  1819. 
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Conduding  Remarks, 
The  preceding  narrative,  necessari- 
ly concise  in  its  several  parts,  may  serve 
to  convey  some  knowledge  of  what 
has  been  done  the  past  year  by  the 
egeocy  of  tbe  Trustees,  through  the 
blessing  of  God,  and  the  instrumentality 
of  their  missionaries.  The  amount  of 
labour  which  has  been  performed,  can 
scarcely  be  estimated.  Were  it  expe- 
dient to  specify  the  distance  which  has 
been  travelled  by  the  missionaries,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties ;  the  number  of 
sermons  they  have  preached  ;  the  meet* 
ings  for  prayer  and  religious  conference 
they  have  attended  ;  the  schools  and  fa- 
milies they  have  visited  ;  the  number  of 
believers  they  have  received  into  the  fa- 
mily of  Christ ;  the  churches  they  have 
organized  ;  the  multiplied  instances  in 
which  the  sacraments  of  tbe  gospel  have 
been  administered^  the  divisions  in 
churches  tbey  have  healed ;  the  sick  and 
afflicted  they  have  consoled  ;  the  dying 
they  have  commended  to  divine  mercy  ', 
tbe  multitude  of  saints  they  have  com- 
forted ;  tbe  number  of  sinners  tbey  have 
instructed  and  guided  to  the  Saviour; 
the  moral  influence  they  have  spread 
around  them  in  every  direction,  increas- 
ing the  peace,  harmony,  and  temporal 
prosperity  of  an  extended  community  ; 
such  a  catalogue  would  swell  the  amount 
of  missionary  labour  beyond  all  ordina- 
ry conception.  The  good  which  may 
result  from  such  labour  is,  literally,  im* 
measurable. 

In  view  therefore  of  the  service  which 
has  been  performed,  tbe  year  past,  for 
the  Missionary  Society  of  Connecticut^ 
the  Trustees  would  congratulate  the 
friends  of  Zion,  and  unite  with  them,  to 
ascribe  all  the  glory  "  to  Him  who  walk- 
eth  in  the  mid^t  of  the  seven  golden  can- 
dlesticks, and  who  holdeth  the  seven 
stars  in  his  right  hand.'* 

But  the  work  which  has  been  accom- 
plished, great  as  it  unqnestionably  Is, 
is  small  compared  with  what  yet  re- 
mains to  be  done.  The  light  which  has 
been  poured  upon  the  frontier  settlements 
of  the  nation,  among  its  other  good  ef- 
fects, has  served  to  make  the  existing 
moral  darkness  still  more  vblble.  Wbo^ 
that  has  a  heart  susceptible  of  benevp^ 
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fence,  ctn  look  upon  thit  dtsolationy 
withoat  feeling  a  desire  to  repeat  and 
increase  his  efforts  to  remove  it  ?         * 

The  operations  of  the  Tmstees  are 
necessarily  limited  by  the  means  which 
are  placed  at  thoir  disposal.  Their  year- 
ly eipenditures  have,  for  several  years, 
•qaalled  their  annual  income ;  the  past 
year  they  exceeded  it  upwards  of  foor- 
teen  hundred  dollars. 

The  Trustees  would  not  disparage  the 
efforts  of  any  similar  institutions,  they 
with  not  to  subtract  from  the  means  by 
which  their  efforts  are  to  be  made.  On 
the  contrary,  they  would  devoutly  re- 
joice in  all  the  operations  of  Christian 
benevolence,  and  especially  in  Uiose 
whose  object  is  to  spread  the  gospel  of 
talvatlon  through  the  earth.  It  is  a  pleas- 
ing reflection  that  ail  such  operations  aro 
directed  te  the  same  important  objects — 
the  #MAUoration  of  the  condition,  and 
the  salvation  of  the  lonlf,  of  the  whoU 
human  family. 

But  they  desire  to  ask  the  Christian 
public  in  this  state— the  friends  of  Chrbt

and  of  floalsr-Cannot  the  oparationa  of 
the  fifissionary  Society  of  Coenectical 
be  increased  ?  Its  system  of  meamres  u 
weQ  digested,  and  has  been  tested  by 
the  experience  of  more  than  twenty 
years;  and  its  results,  from  year  to  year, 
have  been  faitiifully  detailed.  Cannot 
the  treasury  of  the  Society  be  more 
abundantly  replenidied  ?  Cannot  its  dis- 
posable funds  be  greatly  enlarged  ?  Can- 
not the  Society  be  furnished  with  mora 
ample  means  to  aid,  far  beyond  what  It 
has  yet  done,  in  the  great  work  of  con- 
yerthig  the  wilderness  into  a  fruitful  fialdi 
and  causing  the  desert  to  become  ai  the 
garden  of  God ' 

The  Tmstees  presume  not  to  give  an 
answer  to  these  questions;  but  they 
cheerfully  submit  them  to  the  serious 
consideration  of  the  pious  and  benero* 
lent,  who  do  not  forget  that  ^  it  is  mors 
blessed  to  give  than  receive" — and  wbo 
remember  that  "he  wiio  convartath  a 
sinner  from  the  errnr  of  his  wray,  tt^ll 
save  a  soul  from  death,  and  hide  a  multip 
tude  of  sins." 


I^otne  ^roceetitngjS?. 
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Ill  the  followiog  letter.  Col  M^Kenney,  "uperiotendeot  of  Indian  Trade, 
has  obligingly  ftimiahed  its  with  an  extract  of  a  commumoation,  lately  made 
by  tbe  Assistant  of  the  Union  Mission,  to  the  Secretary  of  War.  This  extract, 
it  will  be  seen,  contains  some  facts  respecting  the  preparations  at  Union,  which 
were  not  before  known  to  the  Board.  It  also  discloses  the  feelmgs  of  Mr. 
Chapman  in  relation  to  the  impending  Indian  war. 


Office  of  Indian  Trade, 
March  22,  1831. 

Dear  Sir— Thinking  it  would  be  grati- 
fying to  the  friends  of  the  Arkansas  Mis- 
sion, I  annex  an  extract  of  a  letter  re- 
ceived a  few  days  ago,  by  the  Honoura- 
ble the  Secretary  of  war,  from  Mr.  Chap- 
man, of  the  Union  Mission.  After  announ- 
cing the  arrival  of  the  pioneers  of  the 
Family  at  the  place  for  the  Mission,  he 
proceeds— 

"We  immediately  commenced  the 


erection  of  cabins  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  family  on  their  arrival.  These 
cabins  are  five  in  number,  united  in  one 
building,  90  feet  in  length,  and  18  in 
width.  Preparations  Are  also  maldng  for 
inclosing  100  acres  of  land,  or  more,  for 
tillage  in  the  ensuing  season.  We  have 
purchased  five  horses,  and  have  In  pos- 
session tbirty-three  head  of  cattle,  and 
between  70  and  100  swine,  all  at  the  sta- 
tion. Our  school  will  be  opened  thb  sea- 
son for  the  education  of  Indian  children, 
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unleas  pnFented  by  wnr.  In  com  of 
war,  we  shall  probably  do  Utile  mora 
than  provide  for  ourselves,  aod  make 
propiuvtions  for  opening  a  school  on  a 
larger  scalci  when  war  shall  have  ceased." 
Mr.  Chapman  closes  by  referring  to 
the  measures,  which  the  government  has 
ao  wisely  concerted  for  the  government 
of  the  Indians ;  and,  as  war  might  prove 
fatal  to  the  attempt  to  benefit  them,  ex- 
presses the  hope  that  means  may  be 
adopted  to  stay  its  ravages,  and  reinstate 
the  parties  in  peace  ;  and  explaining  the 
causes  why  a  more  formal  report  has  not 
been  made. 
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From  Mr.  Chapman's  letter,  the  frleiidf 
of  Ihe  Mission  mny  draw  the  evideoco 
of  the  state  of  suuriiy  in  which  the  fa- 
mily  (eel  themselves'     Mr.  Chapmao 
seems  to  dread  nothing,  except  a  tu^atr 
turn  of  the  operations  of  the  Mission, 
which,  however,  will  give  time  to  make 
arrangements  for  more  extensive  useful- 
ness, unless  the  war  shall  terminate  jm 
the  destruction  of  the  Indians.

SiircE  the  publication  of  our  last  number,  commuDicatioDS  have  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dodge  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pizley ,  the  Supennteodent 
and  AaaiBtaDt  of  the  Great  Os^e  MissioD.  The  latest  advices  are  dated  at 
Pittsburgh  oo  the  10th  of  April,  aod  announce,  that  the  family  arrived  at  that 
place  on  the  29th  of  March ;  that  all  were  in  comfortable  health ;  and  tha^ 
liaTiiq^  finished  loading  their  boatSi  they  were,  at  the  moment  of  writing,  on 
tha  point  of  taking  their  lieparture  from  that  city. 

JVom  iht  Rev.  Mr.  Pixley,  Aasuianl  scribed.    We   were  warned,  exhorted,

Caklislx,  Px55.  March  22, 1821. 
Dejlb  Sin, 

I  am  now  one  day's  travel  in  the 
rear  of  our  numerous  caravan.  At  Uar- 
risborgb,  we  found  it  necessary  that 
'  another  waggon  should  be  employed,  as 
there  was  at  that  place  an  addition  of 
more  than  twenty  hundred  weight  to  be 
carried  forward.  This  task  devolved 
upon  Brother  Bright  and  myself,  while 
the  other  members  of  the  family  pro- 
ceeded on  their  journey.  They,  last 
night,  lodged  at  this  place  on  the<  hospi- 
tality of  the  good  people,  and  we  this 
evening  do  the  same. 

It  will  be  unnecessary  to  retrace  to 
you  the  favour  with  which  we  have  been 
received  in  the  towns  through  which  we 
have  passed.  At  Elisabethtowo,  at  New 
Brunswick,  at  Princeton,  and  at  Tren- 
ton, the  manner  in  which  we  were  re- 
ceived can  be  better  imagined  than  de« 
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could  not  tell  you,  if  1  had  time,  what 
fervent  prayers  have  ascended,  and  how 
many,  whom  we  never  saw  before,  have 
been  dissolved  in  a  flood  of  tears  at  our 
departure.  It  exceeds  all  descriptiony 
aod  leaves  us  only  a  glowing  remem- 
brance of  what  cannot  be  expressed. 
We  know,  we  feel,  that  we  have  the 
prayers  of  all  lively  Christians  for  our 
success  in  this  our  undertaking;  and* 
you  may  rest  assured,  it  Is  a  great  en- 
couragement to  as  opt  to  taint  or  fiul. 

Our  family  have  enjoyed  as  much 
health  as  could  be  expected,  considering 
the  changes  and  fatigues  to  which  we 
have  been  exposed.  And,  indeed,  when 
we  recollect  the  recent  sudden  change 
of  the  weather  which  took  place  from 
heat  to  cold,  and  severely  blustering,  it 
is  csuse  of  peculiar  thanlngiving  to  God, 
that  our  usual  degree  of  health  was  ge- 
nerally continued.    A  number  have  been' 
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paHiaUy  sick  from  time  to  time.  Some 
firom  the  motion  of  the  waggon,  others 
undoubtedly  from  the  effects  of  the  wa- 
ter of  this  country,  and  ptrhaps  others 
from  fatigue  to  wliich  they  have  not  been 
formerly  exposed.  Such  have  found  the 
Sabbath  a  most  grateful  season  of  re- 
freshing to  their  weary  limbs.  Under 
every  circumstance,  however,  there  has 
been  generally  a  degree  of  patience  and 
of  fortitude  eihibited,  not  only  among 
the  males,  but  also  among  the  females, 
which^  to  my  mind,  argues  very  favour- 
tbly  as  to  their  future  usefulness. 

We  have  not  always  had  such  places 
to  lodge  at,  as  Lancaster,  Harrisburgh, 
and  Carlisle ;  nor  have  we  always  found 
those  who  were  very  hospitable,  and  de- 
sirous to  entertain  us.  But  even  in  these 
cases,  we  have  seen  some  interpositions 
of  God's  merciful  Providence,  which 
haTe  oot  a  little  encouraged  and  strength- 
ened ui.  Brother  Jones  and  myself,  afUr 
^coring  accommodations  for  the  females, 
cheerfully  repaired  to  tbe  bam  for  a 
lodging.  While  seeking  a  place  of  en- 
trance, a  man  accosted  us  with  the  in- 
<|airy.^<  what  are  you  doing  there  ?" 
We  replied,  <<  seeking  for  a  lodging." 
«  Come  with  me,"  said  he,  **  and  I  will 
•how  yon  where  you  can  lodge."  He 
accordingly  conducted  us  across  the 
field,  probably  a  hundred  rods,  where 
we  were  kindly  received  and  comforta- 
bly lodged,  t  might  mention  many  un- 
expected favours  which,  from  time  to 
time,  we  have  received  from  Christian 
friends,  not  \n  saying,  <*  go,  be  ye  warm- 
ed, and  be  ye  Elled,"  but  in  giving  to  ns 
many  tokens  of  their  approbation  and 
regard. 

I  purposely  omit,  at  this  time,  a  detail 
of  our  receipts  and  expenditures  on  the 
road,  because  my  papers  have  gone  on, 
and  because  the  Superintendent  and  my- 
self have  not  had  the  opportunity  of 
making  that  joint  communication  which 
would  make  it  properly  appear,  that  we 
act  in  concert  Remember  me  affection- 
ately  to  the  Board ;  and  if  there  is  any 
thing  you  with  to  communicate,  we  will 
receive  it  at  Pittsburgh  or  Cincinnati.  It 
will  be  perhaps  ten  days  before  we  reach 
the  former  place,  where  I  shall  probably 
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arrive  before  the  rest  of  tbe  family.  I 
shall  endeavour  not  again  to  delay  so 
long  in  writing,  though  1  steal  something 
from  my  sleeping  hours.

Some  of  them  have  been  very  unwell, 
but  we  trust  they  are  recmitkig  again. 
No  one  seems  to  look  back,  but  all  era 
apparently  looking  forward — all  are  in 
good  spirits,  and  in  readiness  to  depart. 

We  have  received  papers  from  govern- 
ment, by  which  we  learn  their  wilDog- 
ness  to  assist. 

Remember  me  to  all  our  good  friends 
in  Kew-Tork.    1  must  close  this  in  baste.

[As  we  have  recently  published  a  par- 
ticular account  of  the  journey  of  the 
Mission  Family  to  Philadelphia,  and  of 
the  kindness  with  which  they  were  eveiy 
where  received,  only  a  passage  or  two 
will  now  be  selected  from  this  part  of 
the  Journal.  Most  of  the  family,  it  will 
be  recollected,  left  this  city  on  Wednes- 
day the  7th  of  March  *,  but  Mr.  Dodge 
and  his  wife  were  detained,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  sickness  of  one  of  their 
children,  until  the  ensuing  Monday.] 
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Mtmdajff  March  12. — Arrived  at  New 
Bmnawick,  io  tbe  Steam  Boat,  at  4 
o'clock,  F.  M.  Passed  the  night  with 
Col.  NeilsoDi  who  very  kindly  enter- 
tained us.  Had  an  interview,  this  even- 
ing, wi(h  tbe  Rev.  Dr.  Livingston,  who 
informed  me,  that  twelve  or  fourteen 
years  ago,  the  Chief  of  the  Great  Osage 
Tribe,  wUh  ten  or  twelve  of  bis  Coun- 
sellors and  Warriors  were  in  New-York ; 
and  that,  in  behalf  of  the  New- York  Mis- 
•ionary  Society,  he  delivered  to  them  an 
address,  and  presented  lo  them  a  Bible, 
as  the  best  treasure  they  could  receive. 
The  Doctor  has  given  me  a  letter  of 
introduction  to  the  Chief.  He  has  also 
requested  me  to  inquire  for  the  Bible, 
and  to  tell  the  Chief,  that  the  good  people 
of  New- York  have  now  sent  good  men 
and  good  women,  to  teach  his  nation  to 
read  and  understand  that  Book. — Receiv- 
ed of  Col.  Neilson  $15  70,  contributed  at 
the  last  monthly  concert,  in  the  two 
churches  in  New  Brunswick. 
,  Wednesday^  March  14.— Arrived  at 
Philadelphia,  at  11  o'clock  this  morning, 
and  found  the  family  in  tolerable  health, 
and  in  good  spirits,  ready  to  depart  on 
the  morrow.  From  tbe  go(»d  people  of 
this  city,  who  appear  to  be  awake  to  the 
sabject  of  Missions,  we  have  eiperienced 
every  mark  of  attention,  which  our  cir- 
cumstances required.  May  the  Lord  re- 
ward  them  abundantly  for  their  labour  of 
love. 

Thurtday,  March  15.— At  11  o'clock, 
we  assembled  to  take  our  leave  of  our 
christian  friends  in  Philadelphia.  After 
an  interesting  season  at  the  throne  of 
Grace,  we  took  each  other  by  the  hand 
for  the  last  time,  and  departed  under  the 
most  favourable  tokens  of  the  Divine 
interposition.  We  travelled  this  day 
about  11  miles. 

Friday,  March  16. — ^This  is  a  very 
pleasant  day,  and  by  the  help  of.ttie 
Lord,  we  make  good  progress,  on  our 
journey.  O  that  our  hearts  may  be  ad- 
vancing more  and  more  to  an  heavenly 
frame ! 

Saturday,  March  17.— We  reached 
Strasburgh  thb  evening,  where  we 
have  been  kindly  received,  and  where 
most  of  the  family  will  remain  until 
Monday.    It  has  been  thought  best,  that 


brother  Ptiley  should   proceed  in  the 
stnge,  and  pass  the  Sabbath  at  Lancaster. 

Lord's  day^  March  18. — Preached  three 
times  at  Strasburgh,  and  took  up  a  col- 
lection. 

Monday,  March  19. — In  consequence 
of  tbe  indisposition  of  some  of  the  family, 
and  of  their  uncomfortable  situation  in 
waggons,  brother  Whiting,  of  Stras- 
burgh, very  kindly  offered  his  carriage,, 
to  convey  them  to  Lancaster.  At  Lan- 
caster, we  found  many  warm  friendsi 
who  would  gladly  have  detained  us  for 
a  season,  that  they  n^ight  have  opportu- 
nity to  bestow  their  liberality.  After  di- 
ning' sumptuously  with  the  Society's 
agent  at  this  place,  we  continued  our 
journey. 

Tuesday,  March  20. — We  proceeded 
^his  day  to  Harrisburgh,  where  we  were  ' 
very  kindly  received  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
De  Witt  and  his  people.  Brother  Pixley 
preached  in  the  eveningi  and  a  collection 
was  taken  up  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mis- 
sion. 

Wtdmsiay,  March  21. — This  evening, 
we  reached  Carlisle,  where  we  were  al- 
so received  with  great  cordiality,  and 
entertained  with  Christian  kindness.  At- 
tended religious  exercises,  and  received 
a  collection,  and  a  valuable  box  of  cloth- 
ing. 

Monday,  March  26. — We  lodged  on 
Thursday  night  at  Shippensburgh,  whero 
we  received  some  money,  and  a  box  of 
clothing  ;  on  Friday  night,  at  Louden's  ; 
and  passed  the  Sabbath  at  SidelinghiU, 
where  1  preached  twice,  to  an  attentive 
audience.  In  each  of  these  places  we  re- 
ceived much  friendly  attention.  At  Bed- 
ford, we  arrived  this  evening,  and  are 
hospitably  received  for  the  night 

Tuesday,  March  27.— This  day,  we  as- 
cended the  heights  of  the  Alleghany.  The 
scenery  presented  to  our  view,  is  pecu- 
liarly calculated  to  excite  a  reflection  up. 
on  the  majesty  of  the  great  Creator  of  all 
things.  By  the  things  he  hath  made,  may 
we  understand  his  eternal  power  and  God* 
head. 

Saturday,  March  31.— We  lodged,  on 
Wednesday  night,  at  Laurel  Hills;  on 
Thursday  night,  at  Youngstown ;  and  on 
Friday   night,   at    Jacksonsville.    Thij^^ 
evening,  after  a  journey  of  17  days,  we 
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tfrived  at  Fittf burgh ;  and  we  have  aboa* 
daot  rMMB  (o  notke,  with  gratUada,  the 
hand  which,  haf  led  at  here.  Not  an 
boor  have  we  been  detained  by  itcknees, 
or  by«ny  failure  of  waggons  or  honet. 
AUhoogh  tome  of  the  (uaWy  hava  suf- 
fered much  from  extreme  colds,  and  have 
been  sick  enough  to  have  kept  their  beds, 
yet  the  Lord  has  so  ordered  it,  that  they 
have  been  kept  along,  without  any  deten- 
tion. In  PilUburgh,  we  found  brother 
Pixley,  (who  had  gone  forward  a  few 
days,)  and  the  agents,  busily  engaged  in 
making  preparattons  for  our  departure. 
Our  family  arc  very  agreeably  situated  in 
Ibis  city. 

fiMimiay,  Jfprii  7^— The  whole  of  thif 
week  has  been  occupied  in  fitting  and 
loading  our  boats. 

Meding  fir  huHness. 
On  Friday  evening,  the  Mission  Fami- 
ly convened  for  the  purpose  of  establish- 
ing regulations  by  which  to  be  govern- 
ed on  the  journey  ;  the  result  of  which 
was,  that  we  arise  at  half  past  four  in 
the  morning,  attend  prayers  at  five, 
breakfast  at  seven,  dine  at  half  past 
twelve,  and  sup  at  six  ;  and  that  we  de- 
part from  thb  place  on  Tuesday  next,  at 
ten  o*cIock. 

The  following  regulations  have  been 
established  for  the  government  of  our 
hands,  hired  as  boatmen. 

J  St.  All  the  men  employed  by  the  Su- 
perintendent and  Assistant,  must  rise 
precisely  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell  every 
morning. 

22d.  They  must  attend  on  the .  worship 
of  God,  with  the  Missionary  family, 
every  morning  and  evening,  at  the  ring- 
ing of  the  bell. 

8d.  There  must  be  an  obliging  beba- 
viomr  towards  one  another,  and  all  (he 
mission  family,  and  no  profane  or  inde- 
cent Unguage  used  on  any  occasion. 

4(fa.  There  mu5t  be  no  farther  use  of 
ardent  spirits,  than  what  is  considered 
necessary  by  the  Superintendent  and 
Assistant.  And,  especially,  there  feiast 
be  no  buying  and  drinking  of  ardent 
spirits,  in  the  diftrent  places  where  we 
stop  from  time  to  time. 

To  bands  who  will  agree  to  these  re^ 
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galatioas,  and  who  appear  oiherways 
qualiied,  we  offer  60  cents  per  day,  who 
will  engage  to  go  the  whole  of  our  jovr- 
ney,  whera  we  discbarge  them,  giving 
them  provisions  to  last  them  back  to  St 
Louis.  Under  these  eonditioiM  we  hava 
engaged  neariy  all  the  help  we  shall 
need. 

We  have  engaged  the  sane  nan  to  go 
wHh  us  as  chief  pilot,  who  went  out  wHh 
the  Union  Family  the  laet  year.    He  has 
been  out  since  that  time  with  the  fattity 
who  went  to  Elliot.    He  has  just  Mtani- 
ed  from  his  second  vc^ge.    Toa  will 
understand  that  we  go  in  two  keel  boats. 
As  a  steersman  for  the  second,  we  have 
hired  Mr.  Barnes,  who  is  attached  to  Mr. 
Badger's  company.    He  does  not  wish  to 
go  for  wages,  but  considers  himselfdevot- 
ed  to  the  Misaioaary  canes.    Hb  olreura- 
stances,  1  conclude,  are  weU  known  to 
the  Board.    He  w  ishes  to  go  on,  not  only 
to  help  us  on  the  way,  but  to  tarry  wWr  t 
us  through  the  season.    H^  is  a  nan,  w<a 
understand,  well  skWed  In  the  carpenter 
and  mill-wright  business,  and  onderstands 
biacksmithiag  aad  shoe  teaking.    He  ap- 
pears to  be  a  man  who  night  be  benefi- 
cial to  the  Mission,  and  we  Bhouldlie 
glad,  were  H  consistent,  that  be  %r«i 
joined  to  our  famHy.    If  we  are  too  fast 
in  engaging  him  through  the  season,  we 
wish  jToa  to.let  us  know  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble.   The  Agents,  Messrs.  Herron  and 
Allen,  in  Pittsburgh,  are  remarkably  ac- 
tive in  assisting  us.    Many  uf  the  people 
here  are  very  benevolent,  and  their  do- 
nations aaiount  to  a  very  considerable 
sum.    f  cannot  at  present  specify  the  full 
amount,  but  the  Agents  here  wiH,  un- 
doubtedly, make  a  communication  to 
you.

Brother  Pixley  and  myself 
send  our  Journals  separately  at  fbb  time, 
as  we  journeyed  apart,  most  of  (he  vray 
from  Philadelpfaia  to  Pittsburgh.

As  Ihe  occukm  of  this  ooeetiog  is  mS" 
lieienUy  known,  and  the  importaae*  of 
>the  nitnon  rightly  •stioMlecl  by  the 
Christian  public,  1  pTOMed  to  discbarga 
tha  immediate  duty  which  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  United  Foreign  Missioa^ 
arj  S^iety  have  assigned  to  me.  In 
doing  this^  fellow  efairistians,  members  of 
this  Mission  Family,  I  shall  endeavoor 
briefly  to  nnibid  your  duties ;  the  man- 
ner in  wfaioh  they  should  be  peiformed ; 
the  hindrances  which  you  will  meet,  and 
the  enconragements  which  must  strength*^ 
en  and  support  you.  My  observations  on 
these  topics,  though  general,  will  enable 
each  of  you  to  apply  the  same  to  your 
Sndividaal  situation. 

I.  Give  me  your  attention  to  your  du- 
ties at  missionaries.  ThesewUl  be  com- 
pressed in  the  following  particular*. 

I.  hmUaU  the  tiwmfUQfikt^  Lord  Je^ 
suf  Ckrid^  ufhOi  ihaugjk  he  wat  rieht  yet  for 
owr  amku  became  ffoor."  Hb  poverty  io- 
dodes  in  it,  the  whole  course  ef  his  bn- 
miUatien  from  h(s  iecamatioo  to  bis 
death,  in  which  he  euffered,  as  well  as  did 
thewiUofGod. 

We  never  can  perform  our  duty  in  any 
relation  of  life,  without  etperiencing 
more  or  less  of  tribulation,  either  inter- 
nally or  externally.  In  ordinaiy  circum- 
stances, the  servant  is  not  better  than  bis 
master.  He  must,  with  the  apostle,  fill 
up  that  which,  is  behind  of  the  afflictions 
of  Christ  in  hi&ilesfa,  for  Christ's  body's 
sake,  which  ts  the  Church.  This  is  em- 
phatically the  cose  with  Missionariesi 
«  who  for  Christ's  name's  sake,  go  forth, 
takingf  nothing  of  the  gentiles."  In  vol- 
nnieeriog  your  services  to  the  holy  en- 
terpriie  of  bringing  the  Heatfae^  to  the 
obedience  of  fahh,  yon  have  made  a  sa- 
crifice of  the  endearments  of  civilised 
life.  But  the  greatness  of  the  sacrifice 
yon  wHl  not  be  able  to  estimatCi  until 
yoQ  reach  your  desfraed  station. 


You  are  going  to  settle  among  savages 
ef  untamed  spirits  and  of  roving  habits. 
The  essential  principles  of  social  order 
are  imperfectly  understood,  and  but  few 
of  the  real  benefits  ef  social  intercourse, 
enjoyed.  The  passions  of  individuals 
are  not  controlled  by  public  law,  and 
therefore  the  indulgence  of  selfish  grati- 
fications, at  every  expense  of  human  hap- 
piness, is  allowed.  Savage  life,  with  all 
the  splendid  and  imposing  exterior  of 
personal  heroism ;  regard  to  the  rights  of 
hospitality,  and  the  InvlolabiTity  of  pro- 
mises, presents  in  Hs  interior  develope- 
ment,  a  state  not  merely  frightful  but  ap- 
palling to  the  heart  accustomed  to  par- 
take in  civilized  and  christian  intercooese. 
Rossean  himself,  spite  of  his  eulogies  on 
such  a  llfci  would  have  been  the  first  to 
abandon  its  imaginary  pleasures ;  and  the 
avowed  supporters  of,  Christianity  have 
been  compelled  to  introduce  in  their  tales 
of  fiction,  illustrating  this  life,  the  melow' 
ed  colourings  oflhe  gospel  of  the  grace  of 
God  to  render  it,  I  will  not  say  attractive, 
but  unrepelling.  Whoever  reads  the  life 
of  Elliot  and  Bralnerd,  will  be  able  to 
enter  into  the  force  and  extent  of  these 
remarks.  It  is  true  they  were  solitaiy 
missionaries "; — alone  —  unaided — stnig- 
j(ling  wkh  all  the  bereavements  and  hard- 
ships of  a  life,  spent  among  savages.  But 
it  is  as  true,  that  though  you  go  out  as  a 
family,  whi!st  you  may  encourage  each 
other,  your  number  fs  small.  This  small- 
ness,  v^hflst  it  continued  f o  you  the  taste 
and  relish  for  civilised,  christian  society, 
is  not  sufficient,  of  itself,  to  furnish  you 
with  adequate  support  under  your  be- 
reavements and  sufferings.  You  will 
have  just  ro  much  of  civilised  Society  as 
to  keep  you  from  absolute  despondence, 
hot  not  enough  to  enable  you  to  enjoy 
social  Ufe. 

liecollect,  I  now  address  yon  as  social 
beings,  formed  for  social  intercourse — 
oast  in  God's  piovidence  among  those 
who  do  not  nnderstmid  or  use  (heir  social 
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natnre  for  social  happinefs.  The  links  in 
the  chain  which  binds  yon  to  civilirod 
■ociety,  and  has  heretofore  made  yoo 
partakers  of  its  benefits,  when  you  reach 
your  station,  will  be  broken,  so  far  as 
daily  conversational  intercoutse  is  Incta- 
ded.  And  you  will  not  have  any  tempo- 
ral consideration  to  supply  the  deficiency 
of  such  a  break. 

Ton  are  going,  not  to  classic,  nor  to 
aacred  ground.  The  recollections  which 
history  furnUhes,  will  not  awaken  in  you 
feelings  counteracting  the  despondence 
produced  by  a  wilderness,  uncultivated 
ields,  and  unciviliaed  society.  No  illus- 
trious personages  will  be  embodied  to 
your  memory— no  mouldering  columns 
of  immortal  genius  will  strike  your  eyes 
—no  crowded  cities,  with  their  busy  po- 
pulation, will  attract  your  attention,  or 
divert  your  sense  of  loneliness  Not  a 
ringle  shred  of  feeling  which  may  soothe 
the  Missionary  in  Hindostan  or  Pales- 
tine, will  be  awakened  among  the 
Osages.  Their  history  is  unknown— 
their  ancestry  is  lost.  The  enthusiasm  of 
a  scholar  wandering  among  the  ruined 
cities  of  Greece— the  sensibilities  of  a 
Christian  travelling  throogh  the  land 
where  the  Son  of  God  was  bom — ^lived 
—died  and  rose  again,  and  from  whence 
he  ascended  on  high,  will  not  be  awaken- 
ed from  local  associations  in  that  coun- 
try to  which  you  are  going.  You  go  to 
settle  among  strangers,  not  merely  to 
yourselves,  but  to  your  God  and  Saviour 
— strangers  who  can  furnish  you  with 
none  of  the  comforts  to  which  you  have 
been  accustomed — but  may  cause  you, 
through  the  hardships  and  bereavements 
incidental  to  their  manner  of  life,  often, 
involuntarily  to  feel  that  you  are  not  at 
home. 

But  why  do  you  undertake  this  workt 
90  replete  with  suffering  f  The  answer  to 
this  question  will  be  given  in  the  follow- 
ing particular. 

%  Fulfil  the  command  ofJaus  Christ  to 
hit  apottUt  ^*  I  now  tend  thee  (to  the 
gentilei,)  to  open  their  eyes,  and  to  turn 
them  from  darknest  unto  light,  and  from 
the  potoer  of  Satan  unto  God,  that  they  may 
receive  f or givenest  of  sint,  and  inheritance 
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amongthm  vhkhare  Mondi/ied  hy  fmth 
that  it  in  me.*' 

Ton  perceive  that  the  design  of  this 
command  is  the  salvation  of  sinful  men 
horn  its  commencement  in  time,  to  its 
consummation  in  eternity.  This  salva- 
tion consists  in  the  forgiveness  of  sins 
here,  and  an  inheritance  among  them 
which  are  sanctified  hereafter.  The  in- 
dispensable and  essential  condition>  or 
qualification  for  being  made  partakers  of 
this  salvation,  is  faith  in  Jesus  Christ. 
The  mean  through  which  this  faith  is 
wrought,  is  the  opening  of  the  eyes,  to 
tarn  them  from  darkness  into  light,  and 
from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  Grod.  Tho 
occasion  does  not  require  me  to  enter 
into  any  exposition  in  detail  of  these  dif- 
ferent parts  of  Christ's  command  to  his 
apostle.  Permit  me  simply  to '' direct 
your  attention  to  the  mean,  vbc.  to 
open  their  eyes.  By  this  you  well 
know,  instruction  in  the  essential  truths 
of  Christianity  is  meant,  as  the  mean  by 
wliich  the  Spirit  of  God  tnms  sinner^ 
from  darkness  unto  light,  and  from  the 
power  of  Satan  unto  God. 

To  religious  instruction,  then,  you  are 
primarily  to  devote  your  intellectual  fa- 
culties and  personal  exertions,  that  by  it 
you  may,  through  God's  blessing,  re- 
claim them  from  sin  and  death,  and 
make  them  partakers  of  the  enjoyments 
of  civUiaed  life,  as  well  as  of  the  hope 
of  eternal  life.  Happily,  in  your  case, 
there  is  no  collision  between  the  claims 
of  civilization  and  Christianity.  Ton 
take  with  you  the  improvements  of  the 
former,  in  connexion  with  the  troths  of 
the  latter.  But  forget  not,  that  the  for- 
mer is  the  creation  of  the  latter,  and 
therefore  act  under  the  influence  of  that 
solemn  declaration,  «  let  God  be  tme, 
but  every  man  a  liar."  Go  forth  to  yoor 
Missionary  station,  having  your  hearts 
thoroughly  impressed  with  the  meaning 
of  the  Apostle's  language.  "  After  that, 
in  the  wisdom  of  God,  the  world  by  wis- 
dom knew  not  God  ;  it  pleased  God  by 
the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  save  them 
that  believe.  For  the  Jews  require  a 
sign,  and  the  Greeks  seek  after  wisdom } 
but  we  preach  Christ  crucified  unto  tha 
Jews  a  stumbling  block,  and  onto  the 
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Greeks  foolishneM :  but  anto  them  which 
are  called  both  Jews  and  Greeks,  Christ 
both  the  power  of  God  and  the  wisdom 
of  God." 

The  central  point  of  yonr  religioag 
kistraction  most  be  Jesus  Christ  in  his 
mediatorial  office.    From  that  point  di- 
verge in  the  developement  of  the  cor- 
raption  of  human  nature — the  necessity 
of  regenerating  and  sanctifying  grace — 
the  province  of  faith,  and  the  duties  of 
holy  living.  Determine  to  know  nothing 
but  Christ  and  him  crucified,  as  the  au- 
thor and  finisher  of  our  (aith,  who  for 
the  joy  that  was  set  before  him  endured 
the  cross,  despising  the  shame,  and  is 
set  down  at  the  right  band  of  the  majes- 
ty on  high.    Let  the  salvation  of  sinners 
in  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  an  inhe- 
ritance among  them  that  are  sanctified, 
be  the  first  object  of  your  religious  in- 
struction.   On  its  uature  and  eitent,  it  is 
superfluous  to  enlarge  on  this  occasion. 
Take  care  in  unfolding  this  topic,  and 
enforcing  its  claims  on  our  correspond- 
ing improvement,  to  remind  your  pupils» 
young  and  old,  that  ^*  godliness  is  pr(h 
JUabU  tmlo  all  thingsy  having  the  promise 
of  the  life  which  now  iSf  as  well  as  thai 
uhich  is  to  comeJ"     Whibt,    therefore 
-    you  insist  on  the  necessity  of  regenerat- 
ing and  sanctifying  grace,  in  order  to 
partake  of  the  salvation  of  Christ,  show 
that  this  grace  cannot  exist  without  cor- 
responding fruits  in  the  performance  of 
those  duties  which  belong  to  the  different 
relations  of  life.    Unfold  the  nature  of 
these   relations,   domestic,   social   and 
civil,  and  the  duties  which  each  require, 
taking  the  word  of  God  for  your  guide, 
and  the  cross  of  Christ  as,  if  I  may  so 
•xptess  myself,  the  gtMrge,by  which  both 
the  nature  of  the  relations,  and  their 
duties,  may  be  estimated.    It  is  incum- 
bent on  you  to  illustrate  the  manner  in 
which  the  salvation  of  a  sinner  promotes 
his  social  character,  and  enables  him  to 
contribute  to  the  enjoyments  of  social 
intercourse. 

Dwell  particularly  on  the  moral  duties, 
which  derive  their  authority  and  efll- 
ciency  from  the  grace  of  Christ,  so  far 
as  the  slate  of  savage  society  requires. 
For  instance,   in    their  individual  ca- 
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pacify,  urge  on  them  the  necessity  of 
industry  in  some  particular  calling,  which 
whilst  it  occupies  their  attention,  bene^ 
fits  their  fellow  men.  In  their  domestie 
connexion,  unfold  the  importance  of  the 
female  sex,  and  vindicate  the  rights  of 
wives  to  the  place  of  helpmeets,  not 
slaves.  In  their  neighbourhood  inter- 
course, direct  their  attention  to  those 
multiplied  courtesies  and  mutual  exer- 
tions, which  may  make  it  a  fruitful  source 
of  enjoyment  and  improvement.  In  their 
political  state,  explain  to  them  the  origio 
and  nature  of  civil  government,  with 
the  duties  of  those  who  govern,  and 
those  who  are  governed,  according  to 
the  Scriptures. 

Think  not  that  these  things  are  foreign 
to  your  mission ;  for  recollect  what  I 
have  already  said,  **  you  carry  out  with 
you  the  improvements  of  civilization  in 
connexion  with  the  truths  of  Christiani- 
ty." You  are  sent  out  that,  by  the  bless- 
ing of  God,  you  may  open  the  eyes  of 
these  Indians  in  all  those  matters  which 
contribute  to  their  temporal  as  well 
as  spiritual  comfort — which  qualify  man 
to  be  a  blessing  to  his  fellow  man 
in  this  life,  as  well  as  fit  him  for  the 
everlasting  enjoyment  of  God. 

But  it  may  be  asked  if  you  succeed  in 
your  work,  what  will  be  the  distinctive 
visible  character  of  these  converts  from 
Heathenism  ? 

a  Unfold  this  to  them  in  the  Jlpostte's 
words :  "  JfoWj  therefore,  ye  are  no  mwrt 
strangers  and  fortigrurSf  but  fellow  eiti- 
sens  with  the  saints,  and  of  the  hotuehold 
of  God :  and  are  built  upon  the  foundation 
of  the  apostles  and  prophets^  Jesus  Christ 
himself  beittg  the  chief  comer  stone  ;  in 
whom  all  the  b%tilding  fUly  framed  toge- 
ther,  groweth  unto  an  holy  temple  in  the 
Lord,  in  whom  ye  also  are  builded  togC' 
ther,  for  an  habitation  of  God  through 
the  Spirit:* 

Here  you  have  the  nature ,  of  the 
Church  of  God  stated  in  the  plainest 
manner.  It  is  a  Society,  of  which  'the 
members  are  fellow  citizens,  united  to- 
gether in  Christ  as  their  Lord,  through 
the  operation  of  bis  Spirit.  On  this  to- 
pic enlarge  to  your  hearers,  that  thus  you 
may   correct  their  mislak^r^bout^lie^

^Midoct  of  Boniinal  Chriatiao*,  and  wipe 
sway  the  fUin  wbkh  tbef  havebrom^ 
upon  your  Masttr'a  nave,  as  aUo  show 
them  the  real  -caiMe  why  ChrUtiaoHy 
prodaces  civUizatioa  in  ita  fairest,  purest 
fonn.  From  the  intercourse  which  they 
have  had  with  Christians,  as  tltey  con- 
aider  ail  whites  to  be,  they  have  con- 
nected Christianity  with  the  conduct  of 
these  persons.  Undeceive  them,  by 
teaching  that  a  Christian  is  a  saint,  un- 
der the  government  of  the  Lord,  i^ded 
1^  his  Holy  Spirit.  But  at  the  same 
time  make  them  to  understand,  that  he 
is  not  an  insulated  being,  disconnected 
from  his  fellow  men.  On  the  contrary, 
unfold  to  them  this  essential  truth,  that 
the  distinctive  visible  character  of  every 
convert  to  Christ  is,  that  of  a  member  of 
the  household  of  God.  HU  conversion 
has  not  destroyed  his  social  nature,  but 
fanetified  it-^has  not  separated  him  from 
his  relations  and  friends,  but  given  him 
new  vigour  and  efficiency  to  benefit 
them  in  their  most  material  interests. 
Besides,  his  conversion  has  introduced 
him  into  a  new  social  relation,  vis.  a 
fellow-citiaen  of  the  sainU  in  which  he 
can  indulge  his  social  feelings  under  the 
diraction  of  the  spirit,  with  increased  and 
purer  satisfoetion  to  himself  and  service 
toothers.  In  discussing  this  sbfagect  you 
need  not  enter  on  the  controversial 
ground  of  Church  government.  Confine 
yovielves  to  this  simple  point,  the 
Chnroh  of  God  is  a  Sockty  composed  of 
sinners  in  the  judgment  of  charity,  re- 
deemed from  their  vaUi  conversation,  in 
enlarging  on  this  point,  press  on  them  the 
peculiarity  of  thb  Society— iU  essential 
difference  from  woridly  Society  and  the 
duty  of  carrying  ont  their  social  nature, 
under  the  sanctification  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  all  their  intercourse  with  each 
other  and  the  rest  of  mankind.  In  the 
sanctified  operations  of  our  social  nature, 
it  b,  that  we  alone  can  find  the  true  cause 
and  germ  of  civilisation.  By  proving 
this,  you  will  exhibit  Missionary  Societies 
the  best  friends  of  the  temporal  condi- 
tion of  Indians,  as  well  as  of  their  exter- 
nal happiness. 

11. 1  prooeed'to  the  manner  in  which 
your  duties  must  be  performed.    The

1.  Bs  MleaiUfy  tngag^  •»  dMpKnmg 
your  underttmuHngt,  so  (W  you  wmjf  m^ 
iirfadonl^  ewmncs  yowr  misnonoiy  jMr 
piUt/  the  suptriorim  af  fowr  kmttMgi 
«i6ooc  thekSf  .en  ui/ ni6J6c(t  in  taMchfeu 
haoe  undertaken  lo  indruet  them. 

This  wiU  be  no  hard  matter  in  the 
various  improvements  of  ciWliied  lifis; 
for  of  his,  by  their  interoonrae  with  our 
oitiaens,  they  liave  become  eonscioai. 
The  difficulty  will  be  found  in  teadUag 
them  the  truths  of  Ciiiistianity,  and  in 
enforcing  on  them  iU  dutiea,  in  tbek 
conneaion  with  theee  tniths.  The  iar 
tellectoal  powers  of  the  ladtans  faav» 
not  been  property  eathnated  by  a  Inisn 
part  of  those  who  sapport  and  direct 
missionaiy  efforts  among  them*  Thegr 
are  far  removed  from  the  atupsAtty  of 
Hottentots  and  the  systematic  perverse- 
ness  of  the  Hindoos.  They  have  saga- 
city and  acuteneas  of  perception,  and 
are  uofottered  by  the  slavery  of  earts. 
The  questions  and  oljeetiona  which  they 
will  propose  to  you,  are  tiiose  of  com- 
mon sense  directed  by  a  vigorous  un- 
derstanding, constantly  exercised  upon 
the  objects  of  sense--for  whatever  reli- 
gion they  have,  it  is  the  result  of  tradkion, 
and  their  moral  code  is  tlie  craature  of 
circumstances.  Reoolleet  tliat  you  are 
going  to  labour  among  a  tribe  wlio  ex- 
hibit the  fairest  and  noblest  example  of 
the  Indian  character  intellectaal  and 
social  that  are  left :  and  if  among  the 
degenerate  Senecas— degenerated  by 
their  connexion  with  ungodly  and  Im- 
pure whites,  a  Ked  Jacket  has  arisen, 
keen,  subtle  and  powerfial  in  retort— 
what  may  you  not  look  for  in  an  Osage 
when  once  enlisted  against  the  Religiou 
of  the  Son  of  God  ? 

It  is  not  chiefly  the  stndy  of  books, 
explanatory  pf  divine  truth,  but  the 
study  of  human  nature  upon  the  prin« 
ciples  of  common  sense,  to  which  your 
duties  wHl  call  you.  And  in  this  im- 
portant work  make  yourselves  maaten 
of  the  analogy  existing  between  the 
maxims  which  govern  men  forihe  mosf 
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f»it  in  the  afiairt  of  thb  life,  aiid 
that  disposifioD  and  condact  rdative  to 
the  life  lo  come  which  the  Scriptures  re- 
qnire.  You  can  expect.no  special  in- 
spiration as  that  which  the  Apostles  in 
their  Missionary  efforts  enjoyed,  and 
therefore  under  the  ordinary  influences 
of  the  Spirit,  yon  most  qualify  your- 
selves more  and  more,  by  the  exercise 
of  your  understandings  for  your  work. 
Take  for  your  models  such  men  as 
Carey,  Marshman,  Ward,  Morrison, 
Martyn  and  others.  Waste  not  your 
time  or  opportunities  in  the  mere  devo- 
tional exercises  of  the  heart,  but  aim 
more  and  still  more  at  the  increased 
sanctification  of  your  minds  and  the  di- 
rection of  their  energies  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  ignorance  in  all  its  multiform 
varieties  and  effects. 

2.  Since  you  go  out  as  a  family  take 
care  that  you  preserve  the  spirit  of  har^ 
mony. 

Toa  have  come  together  from  differ- 
ent parts  of  our  country,  strangers 
to  each  other.  Among  you,  small  as 
your  number  is,  there  still  exists  the 
variety  of  human  character.  Exercise 
towards  each  other  the  spirit  of  mutual 
conciliafion  in  all  matters,  where  yoa 
differ  in  judgment  or  feeling.  Preserve 
and.  manifest  sobordloatton,  the  one 
to  the  other  in  the  relations  which  you 
suslaio  to  each  other.  In  such  sub- 
ordination there  is  na  tyranny  allowed 
on  Ibe  one  hand,  or  servile  compliance 
on  the  other  required.  It  is  in  a  family 
as  in  states,  some  must  have  authority — 
others  most  submit.  Guard  against  the 
pride  of  opioion,  and  the  tenacity  for 
certain  measures,  which  it  may  produce. 
Remember  that  in  your  domestic  capa- 
city you  are  to  furnish  to  the  Red  Bre- 
thren an  example  of  the  effects  of  the 
Gospel  upon  your  social  nature.  If  you 
disagree  and  the  disagreement  is  dis- 
closed, yoo  cannot,  with  success,  en- 
deavour to  convince  them  of  the  advan- 
tages and  blessings  of  the  Chrutian  Re- 
ligion.  You  will  afford  a  practical  ar- 
gument against  all  yoor  instmetioAs  and 
warnliici.  tM  ^  Oeages  aee  in  your 
ease  an  evidence  of  the  Psalmiit's  de. 
claration,  **  Behold  how  good  and  how 
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pleasant  it  Is  for  brethren  to  dwell  toge- 
ther in  unity,"  and  constrain  them  to 
say  as  the  ancient  Pagaos  did,  "  See  how 
tbete  christians  love  one  another." 

8.  In  the  difcbarge  of  your  duties  dis- 
play those  tempers  of  mind,  which  espe- 
cially illuatrate  the  superiority  of  the 
christian  character  above  theirs. 

Be  meek  and  lowly  in  mind  as  your 
matter  was  in  all  the  varieties  of  bis 
bereavements  and  sufferings.  Yon  may 
meet  witli  III  treatmeot—yoo  may  have 
Just  cause  for  anger— but  suppress  your 
feelings  and  avoid  retaliation.  Recom- 
pense to  no  one  evil  for  evU;  if  thine 
enemy  hunger,  feed  him ;  if  be  tfairat, 
give  hhn  drink ;  for  in  so  doing  tboa 
wUt  beep  coais  of  fire  on  bis  bead.  «  Be 
not  overcome  of  evil,  but  overcome  evil 
with  good.**— Imitate  the  example  of 
yoer  master^  who  <<  though  he  was  re- 
vUedy  reviled  not  again;  when  be  s«f- 
fefed,  be  threatened  not ;  but  comnit- 
ted  himself  to  Intt  that  jndgeth  right- 
eously. Tbos  discouttleneaee  their  re- 
vengeful dispoiilion,  which  is  the  buH- 
fol  soaree  of  so  many  and  diversified 
sorrows  to  them  in  their  aoelal  state. 

Be  wise  as  serpents  and  harmless  at 
doves.  Let  yoor  praetieal  wisdom  be 
embodied  in  the  lovely  form  of  Cbristiaa 
innocence.  Avoid  the  canning  of  the 
savage,  and  display  the  prodence  of  be- 
lievers in  the  troth  of  God-— a  prodence 
which  is  not  temporising  or  adapted  to 
circumstances— but  feariess  and  eiercis- 
ed  under  the  paramount  anthority  of 
Him  who  is  the  Lord  of  conscience,  as 
well  as  of  providence.  Exhibit  in  your 
condnot  the  dilferenee  between  these 
contrary  qualities,  so  as  to  prove  the 
superiority  of  the  latter  over  the  former. 

Be  eourageoos,  not  fearing  man,  but 
confiding  in  Qod.  There  is  no  charac- 
ter more  despicable  In  the  Indian  esti- 
mation, than  that  of  a  coward.  Let 
your  pupHs  know  the  difference  between 
Christian  and  Pagan  courage.  I  cannot 
better  Hlostrate  my  meaning  than  by 
quoting  the  words  of  a  convert  ftom 
among  our  aborigines.  Speeking  of  a 
Missionary*  wbo  bad  bron|^tto  bialflbe 
the  words  of  peace,  he  says,  **  when  lie 
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had  ftnislMd  his  discourse,  lie  lay  down 
upon  a  board,  fatigued  by  his  joomej-, 
and  fell  into  a  lomid  sleep.  I  then 
thought  what  kind  of  man  is  this  ?  There 
he  lies  asleep.  I  migbt  kill  him,  and 
throw  him  out  into  the  wood,  and 
who  would  regard  him.'  But  this  gave 
Mm  no  coBOem."  Manifest  the  same 
feariess  confidence  in  the  providence  and 
grace  of  God,  on  all  occasions,  which 
thb  Moravhin  Missionary  did.  Impr«ts 
their  minds  with  the  fact,  that  you  fear 
him  who  can  cast  both  soul  and  body 
into  hell,  more  than  those  who  can  only 
destroy  tbe  body.  Let  them  see  that 
your  courage  springs  from  your  connei- 
ion  with  him  who  is  Lord  of  time  and 
eternity.  Guard  carefully  against  the  os- 
tentation of  courage,  and  every  thing 
which  approiiroates  to  presumptaous 
boldness.  Be  strong  in  the  Lord  and  In 
the  power  of  hb  migbt,  realising  that 
not  a  hair  of  your  heads  can  be  touched 
without  his  permission. 

4.  Perform  your  duties  in  unfeign- 
ed, unreserved,  simple  reliance  on  tbe 
truth  of  God. 

Let  living  faith  be  your  animating, 
constraining,  and  persevering  principle  of 
action.  If  tbe  path  of  duty  be  plainly 
marked  out  to  your  full  conviction,  be 
not  diverted  from  it  by  frowning  provi- 
dences. Always  recollect  that  tbe  word 
of  God  is  your  guide,  exclusively. 

"  Judge  not  the  Lord  by  feeble  sense, 

But  trust  him  for  bis  grace ; 
Behind  a  frowning  providence 
He  hides  a  smiling  face. 

His  purposes  will  ripen  fast, 

Unfolding  every  hour  j 
Tbe  bud  may  have  a  bitter  taste, 

But  sweet  will  be  the  finwer. 

Blind  unbelief  is  sure  to  err. 

And  scan  bis  work  in  vain ; 

God  is  bis  own  interpreter, 

And  be  will  make  it  plain." 

Aet  as  Abraham  did,  who,  wben  be 

was  called  to  go  out  into  a  place  which 

he  should  hereafter  receive  for  an  inhari- 

tance,  obeyed ;  and  he  went  forth,  not 

knowing  whither  he  went.    Imitate  him 

also,  who,   against  hope,  believed   in 


hope,  that  he  might  become  tbe  father  of  . 
many  nations. 

HI.  Lend  me  your  attention  to  the 
hindrances  with  which  you  will  meet  in 
the  performance  of  your  duties.  They 
are  tlie  following,  vix. 

1.  The  mode  of  living  among  these 
Indiana. 

Though  they  reside  la  villagts,  and 
hare  made  some  advances  in  agricniture, 
yet  still  they  have  to  depend  for  the  prin- 
cipal part  of  their  sn|»port,  on  lumtiag 
and  fibbing.  Hence  their  habits  are  of 
a  ix>ving  natnre,  which  increasea  the  reat. 
lessness  of  feeling  common  to  thoae  who 
have  no  constant  employment  to  angroas 
their  attention.  This  state  of  society 
will,  to  a  great  degree,  embarraas  yoor 
operations,  as  It  will  cause  breaks  In  the 
continuity  of  your  instruction  to  young 
and  old,  especially  the  male  part  of  tb« 
population.  Steady  attendance  on  the 
schools  by  the  children,  will  be  tbe  work 
of  time,  as  also  their  attention  to  study  in 
school.  And  parental  affection,  when 
you  attempt  to  enforce  subordination  up- 
on their  minds,  will  not  unfrequently  be 
enlisted  against  your  success.  Tbe  con- 
finement and  persevering  industry,  so 
necessary  for  acquiring  a  knowledge  of 
the  mechanic  arts,  and  to  Improve  in 
agriculture,  nre  hostile  to  the  feelings  of 
those  who  are  accustomed  to  roam  at 
large  in  the  chase,  or  while  away  time  on 
the  water,  in  angling.  All  these  things, 
and  many  others  of  the  same  natnre,  will 
try  your  patience ;  obscure  yoor  pros- 
pects, and  severely  tax  your  faith. 

ft.  Their  ignorance  of  religious  and  mo- 
ral truth,  is  a  hindrance  immoveablSe  by 
any  power  save  that  of  God. 

And  here  I  cannot  more  forcibly  con- 
vey to  your  minds  my  meaning,  than  in 
tbe  words  of  a  masterly  writer  of  the  pre- 
sent day.*  '<  The  Ignorance  which  per- 
vades the  heathen  nations  is  fully  equal 
to  the  utmost  result  that  could  have  bean 
calculated  from  all  the  causes  contribu- 
ting to  thicken  tbe  mental  darkness.  Tbe

iaatastio  inyentions  of  doctrines,  of  which 
tlie  element  is  eshaled  from  tbe  corrnp- 
Uooe  of  tbe  human  soal :  In  other  words, 
the  grand  principles  of  truth  imparted  by 
tlio  Creator  to  the  early  inhabitants  of  the 
earthy  liave  gradually  lost  their  cleameas 
and  purity,  and  at  length  passed  out  of 
•sisteDce,  in  yielding  somewhat  of  their 
aamblance  and  authority,  tlirongh  some 
aKgbt  deceptive  analogy,  to  tiie  varieties 
of  fancy  and  notion  which  sprang  from 
the  inYentive  depravity  of  man."  **  They 
do  not  know  tbe  essential  nature  of  per- 
fect moral  goodness  or   virtue!    How 
abonid  they  know  it  ?  a  depraved  mind 
cannot  find  in  itself>  any  native  concep- 
tion to  give  tbe  bright  form  of  it.   There 
are  no  living  examples  of  it    The  men 
who  bold  tbe  pre-eminence  in  tbe  com- 
munity are  generally,  in  the  most  import 
tant  points,  its  reverse.    It  is  for  tbe  di- 
vine nature,  manilesting  itself  and  con- 
templated, to  have  presented  the  arche- 
type of  the  idea  of  perfect  rectitude, 
whence  may  be  derived  tbe  modified  ex- 
emplar of  human  virtue.    And  so  would 
tbe  idea   of  perfect  moral   excellence 
dwell  and  shine  in  tbe  understanding,  if 
it  was  the  true  divinity  that  men  behold 
in  their  contemplations  of  a  superior  ex- 
istence.   But  when  the  gods  of  their  hea- 
ven are  little  better  than  their  own  qua- 
lities, exalted  to  the  sky  to  be  thence  re- 
flected back  upon  them,  invested  with 
tbe  charms  and  splendours  of  their  own 
creation,  their  ideas  oC  Deity  evidently 
co-operate  with  all  that  makes  it  impos- 
eiblo  for  them  to  conceive  a  perfect  mo- 
del of  human  excellence.  See  tbe  mighty 
labour  of  human  depravity*  to  confirm  its 
dominion  !  It  would  translate  itself  into 
heaven,  and  usurp  divinity,  in  order  to 
come  down  thence  with  a  sanction  for 
man  to  be  wicked."    Such  a  system  of 
religion  must  entb^ly  vitiate  the  theory 
of  morel  good  and  evil ;  and  if,  in  spite  of 
all  Its  power  of  subversion,  any  moral 
principles  still  maintain  their  ground  in 
the  convictions  ofth«undei"5tanding,  yet 


their  practical  efficiency  is  lost.  This 
is  the  great  difficulty  which  you  will  have 
to  encoonter. 

To  turn  from  a  false  religion— false 
views  of  God  and  of  our  duty;  to  serve 
the  true  and  living  God,  is  beyond  hu- 
man power  to  accomplish.  Yon  will 
often  mourn  over  the  deplorable  effects 
of  ignorance — its  appalling  power^its 
direful  fraits.  Tbe  difficulty  is  tbe  great . 
er,  because  tbe  heathen  to  whom  you  go, 
as  you  have  heard,  possess  strong  and 
acute  natural  intellects,  which  have  been 
disciplined  and  brought  to  maturity,  un- 
der the  influence  of  ignorance  of  tbe  true 
God.  This  ignorance  is  deplorably  great, 
asyou  will  find  when  yon  make  yourselves 
masters  of  their  traditionary  accounts.* 

3.  Another  hindrance  you  will  find  in 
the  wicked  examples  and  pernicious  io- 
flotnce  of  the  whites,  who  have  any 
connexion  with  them. 

The  extent  of  this  connexion,  I  cannot 
fell  *<— but  this  I  know,  that  you  will  very 
soon  after  your  settlement,  find  tbe  emis- 
saries of  the  devil,  in  tbe  forms  of  your 
unrenewed  countrymen,  and  natives  of 
European  countries,  pitching  tbe  taber- 
nacle of  their  master  alongside  of  the 
temple  of  your  God.  These  men  will  be 
like  thorns  in  your  flesh,  to  harass  and  dis- 
tress you.  Tbey  will  endeavour  to  infuse 
doubts  in  tbe  minds  of  the  Osages,  concer. 
ning  your  motives ;  they  will  suggest  to 
them  objections  against  tbe  necessity  of 
the  grace  of  God ;  tbey  will  tempt  them 
to  tbe  habits  of  intemperance.  Like  their 
master,  they  will  assume  evecy  appeaiance 
that  b  practicable,  to  ensure  their  success 
and  your  failure,  twill  not  condemn  the 
whole  mass  of  Indian  traders ;  but  this 
much  I  will  venture  to  say,  that  tbe  ma-  . 
jority  are  unprincipled  men.  Few  can 
resist  the  temptation  to  leave  their  con- 
sciences at  home,  and  cheat  and  rain  tbe 
Indians  without  any  compunction.  Bo 
not  overaome  by  their  evil ;  but  over- 
come it  by  your  good  conduct. 

4.  Your  own  imperfect  sanctification  is 
tbe  last  hindrance  of  which  I  shall  take 
notice. 
Of  this  you  will  have  many  painful

transitioii,  the  reality  of  yotir  own  Urter* 
estlntheliOrdJestts.    Depend  njion  k, 
that  3ronr  labonr  of  love  and  work  of 
faith  wm  severely  try  your  personal  ft- 
llgldn.    It  fe  a  hard  matter  for  a  person 
In  eiviKzed  society,  with  all  Hs  eomfortSy 
to  take  care  of   his  Own  soiil;— how 
much  harder    to   have  the   additional 
dnty  of  taking  care  of  the  souls  of  the 
Osages.    If  die  apostle  was  constrained 
to  cry  oat,  O  wretched  man  that  I  am  ; 
who  shall  deliver  roe  from  the  body  of 
this  death  ?— need  you  expect  to  escape  ? 
Many  a  lime,  involuntarily  you  viill  casC 
a  Ibigering  look  to  the  homes  you  have 
left,  and  the  friends  from  whom  yon  are 
separated,  and  contrast  them  with  your 
new  home,  and  new  friends.    Retired 
from  the  dalles  of  tbe  day,  and  alone,  be- 
fore yon  are  aware,  the  forms  of  near  re* 
latives,  and  beloved  associates,  wlH  em* 
body  themselves  to  your  viowi  tfndy  In 
imagination,  yon  will  be  present  with 
them-HQtttil  the  reality  of  yonr  state  ter* 
minates  tbe  delightral  dream.    Yon  wiU 
not  be  able  to  prevent  the  recolleetion  of 
the  Bethels,  where  you  have  enjoyed  the 
presenee  and  blessing  of  God,  dnring  the 
first  years  of  yonr  conversion  to   tbe 
tm^  as  it  is  in  Jesus.    Tour  social  na- 
ture, in  these  and  shnUar  ways,    will 
make  yon  eonscions  of  nmny  deficien- 
cies; produce  many  sorrowful  feelings; 
tad,  for  the  time,  mar  tbe  missionary 
zeal.    Unconsciously,   the  love  of  the 
souls  of  the  Heathen  will  be  merged  in 
the  awakened   life  of  kindred  attach- 
ments, and  of  believing  relationships.   If 
these  exercises  occur,  draw  no  unfavour- 
able coDclnsions  of  your  personal  reli- 
gion ;  write  no  bitter  things  against  your* 
selves.    Tbe  beaK  of  missionaries  must 
not  necessarily  be  steeled  to  the  claims 
of  relatlonshtp  and  friendship. 

IV.  1  proceed  lastly,  to  unfold  to  yon, 
your  encouragements. 

1.  You  are  embarked  in  a  work  which 


yonr  master  approves,  and  which  some 
of  his  people  most  do. 

I  am  aware  that  an  objectkm  here  pre- 
sents itself  to  such  Societies  as  that  nn. 
der  which  you  are  going  forth.  The  ob- 
jection is  this :  that  the  church,  in  her 
orgatrised  form,  Is  bound  to  send  forth 
missioaarfiet,  through  the  niediom  of  her 
ecclesiastical  aulhortties.  On  the  prin- 
ciple involved  in  this  objection,  the 
churches  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Hol- 
land have  heretofore  exclusively  acted. 
On  tbb  principle,  the  Moravian  choreh 
has  nntformly  acted  ;  and,  if  I  am  not 
greatly  mistaken,  the  We^yan  Metho. 
distsact  The  operation  of  thhprln^plo 
Is  not  merely,  throogh  the  grace  of  God, 
to  make  converts  to  Cbrlstianify,  bnt  to 
Incorporate  these  c(mverts  into  a  body,- 
ecclesiastically  subordioare  to  the  go- 
vemment  of  the  denomination.  Alh- 
sionary  Societies,  on  the  contrary,  whilst 
they  assume  not  the  right  of  ordination, 
still  direct  the  operatbns  of  missionaries. 
Composed  of  memliers  belonging  to  dif- 
ferent denomhiatlons,  they  leave  out  of 
view  tbe  differences  of  ophnioo  about  go- 
vernment, and  sufi^  their  agents  to  form 
churches,  as  circnmstances  may  require. 
They  wave  altogether  the  jure  divme 
claims  of  Epbcopacy,  Presbyterianisro, 
and  Congregationalism,  In  the  higher  and 
more  important  object  of  converting  sin- 
ners unto  God,  and  qualifying  them  for 
heaven.  In  this  resjiect,  then,  they  are 
ecclesiastical  anomalies,  and  bear  a  re- 
semblance to  tbe  regular,  uniform  opera* 
tions  of  church  government  in  its  differ- 
ent forms,  which  the  eccentric  paths  of 
comets  do  to  the  stated  movement  of  the 
planets  In  their  orbits  round  the  sun. 
They  constitute  one  of  the  providential 
means  which  the  Redeemer  uses  for  the 
extension  of  his  kingdom  of  grace. 

2.  You  have  the  promise  of  your  Mas- 
ter, that  he  will  be  with  you.  For  afler 
he  gave  the  commission  to  his  disciples, 
to  go  Into  all  the  world  to  preach  tbe 
gospel,  he  added,  Lo,  I  am  with  you  al> 
ways  unto  tbe  end  of  the  world. 

The  heathen  are  his  |K>ssession,  and 
the  uttermost  parts  of  (he  earth  his  in- 
herilancc.    He  will,  in  Lis  progress  to 
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mlrenftl  domioioiiy  either  otteriy  de- 
stroy»  or  radicalfy  purify  e?ery  pdhieal 
ftvd  eccleeiaidoal  eslablfehmeDt  which  is 
contrary  (o  his  supremacy  and  grace.  la 
yonr  case,  you  have  the  goverament  of 
yoor  country  enlisted  as  your  patrons,** 
together  with  a  large  proportion  of  them 
who  fove  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sin- 
cerity and  truth.  The  countenance  of  the 
former,  and  the  prajrers  of  the  latf  er,  are 
united  in  bidding  yon  be  of  good  cheer, 
and  go  forth  to  the  help  of  the  Lord 
against  the  mighty. 

The  predictions  of  Scripture  will  be 
accomplished ; '  ail  nations  shall  be  bless- 
ed in  Jesus,  and  all  nations  diall  call  him 
blessed.'  Becollect  the  success  of  the 
Missionaries  in  the  South  Sea  Islands,  in 
Hindostan,  and  in  Africa.  The  natives 
of  these  places  are  not  more  precious 
in  the  sight  of  the  Lord  than  the  Osages ; 
nor  is  it  more  difficult  for  hUn  to  make 
you  instrumental  in  converting  them, 
than  he  has  contributed  to  the  success  of 
your  fellow  labourers  among  the  former. 

3dly,  and  finally,  remember  your  re- 
ward. 

I^ext  to  those  who  are  immediately 
called  to  martyrdom,  the  faithful  Mission-

dtans  are  iniinediateij  committed,  to  state,  that 
thej  have  most  promptly  and  ttbenUy  aided  the 
diAbrent  Misekmaiy  SodetSea,  whoee  eflbrto  are 
directed  to  that  long  neglected  and  much  Injured 
race  of  men. 


ariea  of  the  Cross,  among  perisbiBg  pa- 
gaiMt  hold  the  highest  place  in  the 
Church  of  God.  If  yon  are  real  Mis- 
slomrlee,  you  go  with  the  spirit  of  nap> 
tyrt,  not  coonthig  yoor  lives  dear,  so 
yon  may  testify  to  the  gosptl  of  the 
graeeof€rod,andwin  souls  for  falm  who 
poured  forth  his  soul  a  sacrifice  unto 
God,  to  redeem  us  from  the  curse. 

Let  the  prospect  before  you,  of  rest, 
blessedness,  and  glory  everlasting,  ani- 
mate ycNir  hearts  and  nerve  yoitt  eier* 
tions.  What  though  yoor  duties  are 
more  than  ordinarily  arduous;  what 
though  your  trials  may  be  distressing  and 
severe ;  what  tiiough  your  success  be  but 
Httte  ?— a  very  short  time  will  find  you  re- 
Heved  from  labour  and  sorrow,  and  ia» 
ttodnoed  into  Ins  presence,  who  Is  all 
your  salvation  and  all  your  desire. 

Think  of  the  rapture  which  you  will 
enjoy,  if  stmie,  converted  by  your  in- 
ftrumentality,  unto  God,  from  among 
these  Heatlien7  meet  you  thoM,  and 
unite  in  the  song  of  triumph  to  Him  (hat 
sitteth  upon  the  throne,  and  to  the  Lamb 
for  ewr  and  ever.

A  letter  to  the  Bev.  Benton  Piilej 
froB  Bfr.  Z.  Lewis,  Domestic  Seeretnrj 
of  tke  United  Foreiga  Missiooerj  Socie- 
lyy  gW^  him  oAciel  information  of  bis 
uaaniaoos  appoiatmentt  witli  bis  famiiyt 
to  the  Missouri  Misstooi  was  laid  before 
the  Council.  Information  was  given  to 
the  Council,  that  the  said  letter  bad  been 
laid  before  the  Church,  and  that  the 
Cborch  unanimously  agreed  with  the 
Pi^tor  in  submitting  the  question  of  bis 
dismission  to  the  Couocil.  Information 
was  also  given,  that  the  Society,  under 
eitsiing  cirpumstancest  will  make  no  op- 
position especially,'  as,  although  they 
desire  bis  continuance  with  tbem,  there 
does  not  appear  a  prospect  of  his  obtain- 
ing an  adequate  support. 

The  Council  retired  for  deliberation, 
and  came  to  the  following  result,  viz. 

That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council,  the 
Rev.  Benton  Fiiley  is  called,  in  the  Pro- 
vidence of  God,  to  engage  in  the  Mis- 
souri mission.  The  Cooucil,  therefore, 
consider  it  expedient,  that  the  pastor^ 
relation  between  him  and  this  Church 
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and  people  be  dissolved,  and  it  is  here- 
by dissolved. 

The  Council  add,  that  they  reoonmend 
the  Rev.  B.  Piiley  as  a  good  minister  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  affsctionately  give  him 
the  right  band  of  fellowship,  that  he 
should  go  to  the  heathen.  They  com- 
mend him  and  hb  family,  and  all  the 
members  of  the  mission,  and  the  respec- 
table Society  by  whom,  under  Ood,  they 
are  sent  out  to  the  cave  and  protoctloo  of 
the  Great  Head  of  the  Church. 

The  Church  and  Society,  now  left  des- 
titute of  a  Pastor,  the  Council  also  com- 
mend to  the  mercy  of  God  in  Chrbt  Je- 
sus, praying  they  may  be  protected,  and 
built  up  in  faith  and  holiness,  and  in  the 
order  of  the  gospel,  end  supplied  with  a 
Pastor  after  God*s  own  heart,  who  shall 
break  to  them  the  bread  o(  life,  and  be 
instrumental  in  training  up  many  sons 
and  daughters  for  the  kingdom  of  Hea- 
ven* 

The  above  voted  unanimously  as  the 
result  of  Council.

JOURNAL  OF  THE   CHOCTAW  MISSION,  EMBRACING  AN  ACCOUNT  OF  THE 
SICKNESS  AND  DEATH  OV  MR.  BECKWITH  AND  MR.  FISK. 

The  MissioDary  Herald  of  the  present  month,  continues  the  Journal  of  the 
Choctaw  Mission,  from  the  14tb  of  July  to  the  27th  of  September  inclusive. 
From  this  Journal,  we  select  the  passages  which  rehite  to  the  general  sickness 
of  the  Mission,  and  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Beck  with  and  Mr.  Fisk. 


Sickness  and  dtath  of  Mr,  Beckwith, 
SepUmh€r  3, 1820.  Mr.  George  Beck- 
with,  of  Conn,  who  wa«  taken  sick  while 
passing  through  the  nation,  and  liaabeen 
with  us  the  last  12  days,  has,  for  a  week 
past,  been  decliuiog.  He  has  not  been 
exercised  with  os  much  pain  as  is  com- 
tnon  in  the  bilious  fever,  yet  his  sickness 
has  been  severe,  and  attended  with  great 
debility.  Last  night  his  symptoms  were 
very  alarming.  This  day  he  is  a  little 
revived,  though  we  have  but  faint  hopes 
of  uis  recoverv. 


4.  The  Lord,  in  his  holy  providence, 
is  again  calling  on  us  to  be  also  ready. 
Mr.  Beckwith  died  this  morning,  about 
half  past  9  o'clock.  During  the  last  36 
hours  he  has  been  speechless,  and  appa* 
rcnlly  destitute  of  i-eason.  It  would  have 
been  pleasant  and  profitable,  if  we  had 
been  permitted  to  enjoy  his  pious  conver- 
sation, after  it  became  evident  that  he 
could  not  recover.  Since  he  has  been 
with  us,  until  he  became  unable  to  con- 
verse, we  have  had  increasing  evidence, 
that  he  was  a  follower  of  the  meek  and 
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lowly  Jesus.  We  trasti  that  he  has  ei- 
changed  this  world  of  slo  and  soffering, 
for  the  abodes  of  eternal  happbess. 

This  ereniog  the  remains  of  our  de- 
parted friend  wera  deposited  in  the  mis- 
sSon  buying  groimd.    Blr.  B.  wes  a  na- 
tke  of  Hartford,  Ck>a.  where  his  parents 
and  friends  now  reside.    Last  aotomo  be 
went  to  New4)Heans  for  the  benefit  of 
his  health.    He  came  to  EIHot  intending 
to  tarry  awhile,  if- there  was  any  em. 
ployment  in  which  he  coald  be  useful  to 
the  mission.    Bat  Ck>d,  in  his  holy  provi- 
dence, brought  him  here  for  another  pur- 
pose.   We  were  happy  to  have  it  in  oor 
power  to  administer  to  the  comfort  of  a 
pious  stranger,  on  a  siclc  and  dying  bed. 
fift.  Brother  Pride  has  been  sicic  seve- 
rfti  days  with  the  agne  and  ferer. 
Sickfu$8  of  Mr.  FUk. 
SepLB.  Sabbath.    Brother  Fisk  very 
nnwell,  though  able  to  attend  meeting. 
He  was  in  good  health  yesterday  morn- 
ing, and  laboured  hard  alt  day.    In  the 
evening,  he  went  into  the  creek  for  the 
purpose  of  bathing;  was  attacked  by  a 
chill  as  soon  as  he  came  out  of  the  wa- 
ter, which  has  continued  ever  since,  at- 
tended with  serera  pains.    Sister  Fin- 
ney's babe  is  very  sick;  was  seised  vio- 
lently, and  has  had  two  spasms,  which 
have  occasioned  some  anxiety. 

4.  Brother  Fisk  much  worse;  has  a 
violent  fever,  accompanied  by  severe 
pains. 

6.  Brethren  Williams  and  Howes  re- 
turned. They  left  brother  and  sister 
Wood  very  feeble,  and  it  was  thought 
they  would  not  be  able  to  travel  before 
cool  weather.  Brother  Howes  has  had 
the  agne  and  fever  most  of  the  time  since 
he  left  Elliot. 

Brother  Fisk  has  a  settled  bilious  fe- 
ver,  which  rages  with  great  violence,  and 
Is  attended  with  alarming  symptoms. 
Fearing  that,  as  hb  disease  advanced,  he 
mji^t  be  deprived  of  reason,  he  this  day, 
with  entire  composure  of  mind,  made  his 
will,  and  settled  all  his  temporal  aflfturs.*

Several  of  the  children,  who  remain 
during  the  vacation,  are  unwell,  and  one 
of  them  has  for  some  days  been  confined 
with  a  fisver.  We  would  aoknowtedge 
the  goodness  of  God  in  so  far  restoring 
to  health  brother  Pride  and  sister  Wil- 
liams, that  they  are  able  to  attend  on  the 
siek. 

la  Our  dear  brother  Fisk,  feeling  a 
little  revived  about  noon,  requested  the 
family  to  be  coUeeted,  that  he  might  have 
the  privilege  of  addressing  them  once 
more  before  he  died.  He  first  spoke  very  v 
aflfbctionately  to  the  brethren  and  sisters ; 
exhorted  them  to  live  together  In  peace, 
and  abound  in  the  work  of  the  Lord. 
^[Making  of  the  dispensations  of  Fh>vi- 
dence  towards  this  mission,  he  said,  that 
notwithstanding   they   were    dark  and 
mysterious,  yet  the  cause  was  God*s,  and 
therefore  it  would  prosper;   and  that, 
though  one  and  another  might  be  taken 
from  the  field,  yet  their  places  would  be 
supplied.    He  wished  it  to  be  distinctly 
stated  to  his  friends,  and  the  Christian 
public,  that  he  never,  for  a  moment,  re- 
gretted leaving  his  native  land  and  en- 
gaging in  the  missionary  service.     He 
said,  there  was  nothing  for  which  he 
wished  to  live,  excepting  that  he  might 
labour  longer  in  the  cause*     He  then 
spoke  to  the  hired  men,  and  others  pre- 
sent, exhorting  them  to  attend  to  the 
great  concerns  of  their  souls;  and  assured 
them  of  a  future  judgment  and  the  retri- 
butions of  eternity.    At  parting,  be  again 
exhorted  the  brethren  and  sisters  to  be  of 
one  heart  and  one  mind,  and  to  let  the 
love  of  God  dwell  constantly    within 
them.    He  spoke  of  his  confidence  in 
the  redemption  of  C^hrist ;  acknowledg- 
ed his  own  pollution ;  but  said  he  trusted 
in  the  Mood  of  Jesus  for  cleansing  from 
all  sin. 

12.  To  a  brother,  who  inquired  after 
his  health,  brother  F.  replied,  «  I  feel  as 
if  I  was  wearing  out."  Do  you  see  any 
thing  in  this  worid  worth  staying  for  ? 
«  Not  at  all.  If  the  Lord  has  done  aU 
that  he  has  to  do  by  me,  I  can  go  eheer- 
fully."  Then  pressing  the  hand  of  br«^ 
tber  J.  who  had  been  conversing  with 
him,  he  said,  **  let  the  glory  of  God  be 
the  greet  end  uf  all  you  do.    With  howlp 
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mtioh  more  stOffaction  coiikl  IlookbMk 
on  my  life,  if  it  had  been  diimnt  in  tliis 
irespeet. 

16.  TklfDKMniliig  brother  Ftek^ssjrmp- 
tomt  appeared  more  (aTOorable.  He 
slept  and  breathed  eaally,  and  w«i  more 
free  from  pain.  This  evening  bis  sleep 
appears  to  be  a  lethargy,  from  whkh  M  is 
kaposriUe  to  awake  him.  * 

16.  About  Dine  ocloek  thb  mormng 
fhe  family  were  eolleeted,  as  It  was  be- 
lieved  that  our  dear  brother  was  near  bis 
end.  Deep  hollow  groans,  with  diilienH 
lespiratioD,  and  a  poise  scarcely  percep- 
tible, admonbhed  us  of  his  approachtag 
dissohitlon.  Bat,  throagh  the  atoning 
blood  of  Christ,  death  to  him  had  lost 
its  terrors.  When  asked  for  what  we 
ihoold  pray,  he  sdd,  «  only  that  I  may 
wait  with  patience  till  my  change  come." 
In  the  aflemoon,  he  Terbred,  and  requeit- 
ed  that  a  hymn  might  be  sang.  Thoogh 
miable  to  join  with  his  voice,  hit  whole 
sonl  was  engaged,  and  almost  in  an  ec- 
Stacy,  whHe  he  heard  the  222d  of  the  le- 
Yect  hymoi. 

«(WbUe  on  the  vergt  of  life  I  sUpd,^  dec 

He  was  desirons  that  the  time  should 
oome,  when  be  might  lay  bb  head  on 
the  breast  of  Jesns,  and  breathe  hb  Mle 
oot  sweetly  there.  He  had  often  mani- 
fested a  strong  desire  to  see  brother 
Klngibory  once  more;  and  be  said  thb 
^oming  he  did  not  know  why  be  was 
Spared,  unless  it  was,  that  he  might  en- 
joy thb  privilege.  About  snn-iet  brother 
K.  arrived.  He  did  not  hear  that  brother 
Fbk  was  siek  until  last  evening. 

17.  Thb  morning  oar  brother  spoke 
with  loterost  of  the  holy  Sabbath,  and 
hoped  he  might  be  permitted,  on  this 
blessed  day,  to  eater  into  his  rest. 
Though  we  had  but  (Unt  hopes  of  hb 
recovery,  yet  no  exertions  wore  famit- 
ted,  which  were  judged  to  have  a  <avoar'> 
able  tendency.  Brother  Williams  has 
been  HI  for  several  days,  and  b  threaten- 
ed with  a  fever.  1  n  the  evening  brother 
F.  lay  aeveral  hoars  apparenUy  in  the 
Bgoniis  of  death. 

18.  This  morning  our  dear  brother  ap* 
pears  eHttleMvived,  which  has  again 
mhed  our  hopes.    Brother  ^Ulliams  is 
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very  tick  wUh  the  (ever,  ntteaded  wkh 
violent  pafau  in  the  head  and  bMfc. 
Brother  and  sbter  Jew^re  daM  is  abo 
skk.  Dr.Frideaad  brother  Howes  are 
stUl  feeble. 

Sent  a  boy  thb  morning  with  provi* 
sionslo  meet  the  waggon,  that  went  afler 
brother  Wood. 

19.  Heard  last  evening  that  bratber 
and  sister  Wood  are  comfortable  and 
nunring  on  towards  Elliot  Brother 
WitTiams  b  somewhat  relieved* by  the 
medicine  which  he  took  yesterday. 

Death  and  ckarader  tf  Mr.  JFlcL 

Brother  Fbk  is  enridently  mating 
away,  though  evidently  free  from  pnin. 
Having  natofolly  a  strong  eonsfftntioB, 
he  is  contiooed  BMich  beyond  eareqmc- 
tatlon. 

About  11  o'clock,  A.Blbe  wns  per- 
ceived to  fail  rapidly  ,  and  it  was  aoon 
evident  that  the  change,  which  be  bad 
so  long  desired,  was  speedily  approach- 
ing. He  continued  to  breathe  tUI  about 
a  quarter  past  12  o'clock,  when,  without 
a  struggle  or  a  groan,  lie  sweetly  fell 
asleep  in  Jesns.  Biuted  are  (ht  i<ai, 
who  dieinihe  Lard,  We  have  no  reason 
to  moura  on  hb  account.  For  hiai  to 
die  was  gain.  Ours  b  the  lose.  In  aU 
the  cares,  and  laboora,  «nd  aniieties  of 
thb  mission,  the  deceased  cbeeiiaUy  bore 
a  large  share.  In  laborions  indnstiy,  in 
patient  self-denial,  in  pious  example,  in 
holy  and  ardent  devotion  of  soul  and 
foody  to  the  missionary  canse,  be  was 
pre-eminent. 

The  Choctaws,  who  came  around  him, 
said,  **  The  good  man  was  going  to  db, 
and  they  came  to  see  him.'*  To  one  of 
them  he  said,  '<  Be  not  discoeragpd  ; 
God  hade  little  work  for  me  to  do  here, 
and  I  have  done  it,  and  am  going  to 
leave  you.  But  be  not  discouraged; 
God  will  not  suffer  bb  work  ainong  tht 
Choctaws  to  cease ;  he  wiQ  send  other 
men  to  teach  your  children.*' 

20.  To  day  with  many  tears,  mingled 
with  CbrbUan  consolalion,  we  consigned 
the  lifeless  remains  of  our  dear  deported 
friend  to  the  silent  grave,  there  to  wait 
till  the  morning  of  the  resurrection.  The 
friends  of  mbeions  have  much  occasion 
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to  rajoacey  that  tbere  has  betn  such  a  la- 
bourer ia  the  missiooary  fi«ld,  and  with 
us  will  long  lament  the  loss  we  have  sus- 
tained. 

22.  About  4  P.  M.  through  the  kind 
l*rovidence  of  our  God»  we  had  the  plea- 
rare  of  welcoming  to  this  consecrated 
spot,  our  dear  brother  and  sbter  Wood, 
who  have  so  long  been  detained  bj  sick- 
ness. We  trust  the  meeting  was  truly 
happy  to  us  all.  Xhey  are  still  f«eble» 
the  fever  and  ague  not  having  yet  left 
them. 

27.  Brother  Williams  more  comforta- 
ble. Brother  Jewell  has  a  chill  accom- 
panied with  fever.  Seven  of  the  family 
are  at  tbb  time  afflicted  with  this  disease, 
though  most  of  them  are  able  to  be  out, 
excepting  two  or  three  hours,  while  the 
paroiysoi  of  fever  is  on  them. 

Tfie  hitest  advices  from  the  Choc- 
taw Mission   are  mentioned  in  the 
Missionary  Herald,  as  follows : 
Reinpnrcements  of  the  Choctaw  Mis- 
sion, 

The  missionary  boat,  which  left  Pitts- 
burgh,  Nov.  4th,  with  Messrs.  Smith, 
Coshman,  Bardwell,  and  theb  families, 
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Messrs.  Byington  and  Hooper,  flfli$9  Frls- 
sell  and  Miss  Thatcher,  on  board,  arriv^ 
at  the  Walnut  Hills,  near  the  month  of 
the  Tazoo,  about  the  last  of  January* 
The  members  of  the  family  were  all  In 
good  health.  They  had  been  comforta- 
ble during  their  passage ;  which  was  long, 
in  consequence  of  the  rivers  being  low. 

Mr.  Dyer  was  down  from  Elliot  to 
meet  them.  Mr.  Smith,  his  family,  and 
Mr.  Byington  proceeded  to  go  up  the 
Yasoo  in  a  balteau.  Mr.  Cushman  with 
his  family,  and  Mr.  Hooper,  were  going 
across  to  the  new  establishment,  in  a 
waggon.  Mr.  Bardwell,  and  the  rest  of 
the  company  would  remain  in  the  large 
boat,  till  the  mission  keel  boat  should 
come  down  from  Ellk>t  and  take  them  up 
with  all  their  baggage  and  the  boxes  of 
clothing,  &c.  which  had  arrived  at  the 
Hills  frt>m  New  Orleans. 

These  brethren  had  received  many  do* 
nations,  and  experienced  many  kind  at- 
tentions from  the  inhabttants,  living  ob 
both  banks  of  the  Ohio,  at  many  placet 
in  its  long  course. 

Our  last  letter  from  Mr.  fiylogtoo,  was 
dated  Feb.  21st,  and  received  March  MOu. 
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MlSSlOZr  TO  THE   SANDWICH  ISLANDS. 

The  following  account  ol  George  Tamoree,  son  of  the  King  of  Atoor, 
who  accompanied  the  Mission  to  the  Sandwich  Islands,  and  the  subsequent 
Journal  of  Mr.  Ruggles,  one  of  the  two  Missionaries  who  were  present  at  the 
first  interview  between  George  and  bis  Parents,  after  a  separation  of  seven; 
teen  years,  will  be  perused  with  do  ordinary  interest.  They  are  copied  from 
the  Conrudkut  Mirror  of  a  late  date. 
Accottni  of  George  Tdmorte. 

George  Prince  Tamoree,  whose  In- 
dian name  is  Uoomeboome,  Is  a  native 
of  Atooj,  one  of  the  Sandwich  Islands, 
and  the  son  of  Tamoree,  King  of  two 
of  those  Islands.  Tamoree,  from  his 
frequent  intercourse  with  Americans  and 
Europeans  who  often  stop  at  Atooi  on 
thehr  route  to  China,  has  acquired  con* 
^jderablejnforroatiop}  aad  has  for  a  long 
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time  showed  a  great  desire  to  introduce 
among  his  own  people  the  arts  and  im^ 
provements  of  civilized  life.  In  further* 
a  nee  of  these  views  he  sent  the  young 
Prince  to  America,  when  but  sh  ydan  of 
age,  under  the  protection  of  an  Americin 
captain,  with  directions  that  he  should  bo 
well  educated  and  then  return  to  Atooi ; 
and  a  considerable  sum  of  money  wtt 
advanced  by  the  king  for  tj:?  educaUoii

of  bis  SOD.    He  irrired  at  Boston  about 
tbe  year  1806,  and  was  imiDediately  pnt 

to  school  by  his  guardian,  Capt.  R . 

A  series  of  misfortunes  soon  after  befel 
the  gentleman  to  whom  be  was  intrusted, 
mnd  the  consequence  was,  that  the  funds 
kidranced  for  the  education  of  George 
%ere  lost,  and  be  was  left  to  subsist  en- 
tirely open  tbe  charity  of  bis  instrncter, 
¥rho,  for  a  while,  soppoHed  him  entirely 
at  his  own  eipense.  AOer  a  wiiile,  his 
preceptor  relinquished  the  occupation  of 
•chool-keeping,  and  commenced  the  \nh 
i^iness  of  a  joiner.  Geoi^  was  now  ta- 
ken into  the  shop,  and  conttntied  to  work 
at  tbe  business  aereral  years.  He  at 
Heflgth  became  discontented,  left  his  bu- 
■hiess,  and  engaged  himself  to  a  farmer 
in  Massachusetts.  Being  obliged  to  la- 
liour  bard  in  bis  new  occupation,  and  re- 
ceiving very  bad  treatment,  he  abscond- 
ed. This  was  aboot  the  beginning  of  the 
late  war.  He  went  to  Boston,  and  Im- 
Buediately  enlisted  on  board  of  one  of 
our  armed  vessels.  He  soon  after  had 
the  houoar  of  taking  a  part  in  several 
of  aur  naval  victories,  io  which  he  show- 
ad  great  bravery.  He  was  badly  Wound- 
ed in  tbe  engagement  between  the  En- 
terprize  and  Boxer,  in  attempting  to 
board  the  enemy's  vessel  from  tbe  yard- 
arm,  in  which  be  finally  succeeded,  and 
the  British  sailor  who  ifounded  him  was 
slain  by  an  American  who  came  to  tbe 
support  of  young  George.  He  remained 
in  the  navy  until  the  close  of  the  war ; 
Vhen  our  fleet  was  sent  up  the  Mediter- 
itinean  he  l>ecame  one  of  tbe  crew  of  the 
Ciuerreire,  Com.  1>ecatur,  and  was  in  the 
engagement  between  that  vessel  and  an 
Algerine  frigate.  Upon  his  return  from 
the  !Vfediterranean  his  history  became 
known  to  some  humane  persons,  who 
immediately  applied  for  his  release,  in  or- 
der to  give  him  the  education  which  was 
originally  designed  for  him.  He  was  gi- 
ven up,  and  became  a  member  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  School  at  Cornwall  in 
this  State,  where  he  remained  with  seve- 
ral other  of  his  countrymen,  who  have 
been  educated  in  tlie  same  school,  until 
they  embarked  with  the  Missionaries  for 
their  native  Isles. 

Wnce  Oeorge  is  now  about  23  Vears 


of  age,  of  good  stature,  light  complexion, 
handsome  features,  and  of  a  gentle  and 
tractable  temper.  He  spoke  Engluh  flu- 
ently, and  could  read  and  write  before 
he  entered  at  Cornwall.  He  has  since 
acquired  a  respectable  education,  and 
being  possessed  of  a  good  mind  and  an 
active  spirit,  it  is  but  reasonable  to  hope^ 
that,  should  hb  life  be  continued^  he  mtj 
yet  do  very  much  for  the  happiaf  of 
bis  benighted  mUob.  His  conduct  to 
the  aissianaric  s  during  the  voyage,  and 
al^r  their  arrival,  is  often  mentioned  in 
the  letters  and  journals  which  we  have 
seen,  in  such  a  manner,  as  to  leave  no 
doubt  that  he  fully  appreciates  tbe  im- 
portance of  the  mission,  and  that  be  in- 
tends to  give  it  his  countenance  and  sup- 
port. 

Rditm  of  €korgt  Skaiorec  16  «iftoou 

Extracted  from  tbe  Jauroal  of  Mr* 
and  Mrs*  Ruffles. 

May  2.  To-day  brother  Whitney  and 
myself  have  been  oalled  to  leave  oar 
dear  little  nomber  at  Woahoo,  to  aocoa^ 
pany  George  F.  Tamoree  to  bis  aativa 
Isle,  and  to  the  bosom  of  liis  Father.  It 
was  trying  to  us  to  part  from  our  l»fethren 
and  sisters,  and  especially  from  the  dear 
companions  of  our  lx>som,  not  knowing 
when  an  opportunity  will  oflfer  for  us  to 
return,  as  vesseh  rarely  sail  from  Atobi 
to  the  Windward  Isles.  But  if  dniy  has 
called  OS  to  the  separation,  we  trust  that 
a  gracious  God  will,  in  his  own  time,  re- 
turn us  again  to  the  embraces  of  our 
friends,  and  permit  as  to  rejoiee  together 
in  his  goodness. 

We  hav«  a  fine  breese,  wbfcfa  we  ci- 
pect  will  take  us  to  Atooi  ia  d4  Itours. 

May  3.  Made  Atooi  at  day-light  this 
morning.  Like  all  tbe  other  islands,  Its 
first  appearance  was  rude  and  monntain- 
ous ;  but,  on  approaching  nearer,  beau- 
tiful plains  and  fruitful  vallies  present 
themselves  to  view,  looking  almost  like 
the  cultivated  field?  of  America,  whHe 
lerge  groves  of  cocoanuts  and  bananas 
wave  their  top^,  as  if  to  welcome  us  to 
their  shores.  Can  this,  thought  I,  while 
f^assing  these  pleatant  fields,  be  one  of 
the  dark  places  of  the  eat|h,*wT>fdi  HM- 
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•dwaiitiMbabiteUoMof  craelty?  Ha» 
tbe  Sim  oC  Ri^hteoii80«fl6  nerer  yet  shone 
upon  it?  It  U«  fact  that  these  iminoiUl 
beiagf  ere  throuded  in  midnight  dark- 
De«,  witlioat  one  oiiDlrter  of  Chritt  to 
dhvct  then  to  the  city  of  refage— the 
place  of  rest  and  glory?  AJas!  they  are 
heathens.  Their  mean  and  scanty  dwell- 
ings, and  the  appearance  of  the  natives 
which  have  now  come  alongside  of  us, 
plainly  bes|)cak  that  they  are  yet  savagesy 
ignorant  of  God,  and  nnaoquainted  with 
the  gospel.  They  have  Indeed  thrown 
away  tlieir  idols  as  wortliless  things,  un. 
able  to  save  them;  hat  they  have  not 
heard  of  Jesus ;  no  Christian  has  yet  said 
to  ihem>  there  is  a  God  En  heaven  who 
made  them  and  the  world,  nor  pointed 
them  to  the  Savionr, "  the  Lamb  of  God, 
w|io  taketb  away  tiie  sins  of  the  world.** 

O  thou  God  of  nations,  here  make  thy- 
self knowo-^here  }ilant  thy  cross,  and 
possess  this  land. 

At  11  e^dock  oarae  to  anchor  at  Wi- 
mai  oppose  the  fort.  A  canoe  came  off 
to  Qs,  with  several  of  the  king's  men,  one 
of  whom  could  speak  £nglish.  George 
had  kept  himself  coaoialed  In  the  cabin, 
until  we  told  him  that  one  of  his  iatber^ 
iavoorlte  men  was  on  board,  and  wO 
thought  best  that  his  arrival  should  be 
made  known  to  bim^^We  then  introdu- 
ced him  to  (he  young  prince ;  he  embra- 
ced him  and  kissed  him,  and  then  with- 
out saying  a  word,  turned  round  and  im- 
mediately wanton  deck,  and  into  his  ca- 
&oe«  telling  his  companions  they  must  go 
on  shore,  for  their  young  master  had 
come.  A  salute  of  21  gnns  was  soon  fired 
from  the  brig,  and  returoed  (rom  the  fort. 
Brotlter  Whitney,  George,  and  myself, 
made  preparations  and  went  on  shore ; 
on  account  of  the  surf,  we  were  obliged 
to  land  half  a  mile  west  of  the  king's 
house.  We  were  there  met  by  a  crowd 
of  natives  who  would  have  obstructed 
our  way  entirely,  had  Ihore  not  been  mea 
appointed  to  clear  a  passage  for  us,  which 
they  did  by  beating  them  off  with  clubs. 
When  we  arrived  at  the  house,  Tamo, 
reo  and  his  Queen  were  reclining  on  a 
sofa;  as  soon  as  George  entered  the 
door,  his  father  arose,  clasped  him  in  his 
arms,  and  pressed  his  oose  to  his  son's,

after  the  manner  of  the  country;  both 
were  unable  to  speak  for  some  time* 
The  scene  was  truly  affectUig,  and  I 
know  not  when  I  have  wept  more  fireely. 
When  they  had  become  a  little  more 
composed,  Tamoree  spoke,  and  said 
his  heart  was  so  joyful  that  he  conld  aoc 
talk  much  till  to-morrow ;  but  discover- 
ing brother  W.  and  myself,  who  had  till 
then  remained  almost  unnoticed,  he  in- 
quired who  we  were.  Gieorge  then  in- 
troduced us  to  him  as  his  friends,  who 
had  come  from  America  to  accompany 
him  home. — The  old  gentleman  then  em- 
braced us  in  the  same  manner  as  ha  had 
clone  his  son,  frequently  putting  his  aoso 
to  ours,  and  calling  us  his  kwtbt  or 
friends.  A  supper  was  soon  provided  for 
us,  consisting  of  a  conple  of  hogs,  hakt4. 
whole,  after  the  American  manner,  seve* 
ral  fowls  and  a  dog,  cooked  after  tho 
style  of  the  Island,  together  with  pota. 
toes,  tarro,  bananas,  cocoanots,  and  wa- 
termelons, brandy*  gin,  wines,  kc,  Tho 
table  was  set  in  good  style>  and  our  sup- 
per was  indeed  excellent.  A  new  hous^ 
was  assigned  for  brother  W.  and  myself 
during  our  stay  on  the  Island*  a  few  rods 
from  the  king's,  and  several  men  to  at* 
tend  upon  us.  We  shall  now  retire  t» 
rest,  after  looking  up  to  God  with  thanks* 
giving  for  mercies  akeady  received,  and 
humbly  praying  that  a  blessing  m^  at- 
tend our  visit  to  these  heathen.  Perlwps 
it  will  be  the  first  christian  prayer  that 
was  ever  offered  to  God  on  this  Island. 

•Voy  4.  This  morning  early,  I  went  l» 
the  king's  house,  and  was  met  at  tho 
door  by  himself  and  the  queen,  who  took 
ine  by  each  arm,  led  me  in  and  seated 
ma  between  them  upon  the  sofa ;  and  af- 
ter having  several  times  put  their  noses 
to  mine,  the  king  inquired  if  it  was  tn% 
that  I  had  lived  with  UoonehopDM  (tho 
real  name  of  George)  in  Aoierica»  and 
eat  with  him,  and  slept  with  him,  sayins 
his  son  had  told  him  many  things  that  bo 
could  not  fully  undentand,  and  that  I 
bad  been  hb  frieiM  a  long  time*  and 
%vould  stay  here  and  instruct  his  people 
to  read.  I  told  him  it  was  true,  alid  Ibat 
the  good  people  of  America  wha  lovad 
bis  SOB,  and  loved  him  and  his  peoplo* 
bad  fent  several  inea  and  v^pneo  to  ux* 
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strvct  bis  pM{)le  to  Tt»d  ttid  woric  ts 
they  do  in  Americft.  When  I  told  bim 
UiH,  he>  with  hh  wife,  broke  out  in  one 
voice,  **  miii,  mitt,  nove  loah  ahha  Ameri' 
Ctf  ;  that  is,  g9od,  goody  very  gnat  l&vtfffr 
America^  end  then  bnrst  into  tears.  Af- 
ter a  short  time,  he  asked  me  how  long  I 
would  be  willing  to  stay  and  teach  bto 
Island.  1  told  him  I  wished  to  spend  my 
Hfe  bere,  and  die  here.  Ho  then  embra- 
ced me  again,  and  said,  '*  kacke  vo'u  ot^ 
inahkooah  oe  o-ou  teihena  o  on  mahkoodi 
•f ,"  that  Is,  you  my  son,  f  you  father,  my 
vnfe  you  mffffur.  I  endeavoured  (o  tell 
Iklm  something  about  God,  but  the  sob- 
jeet  was  entirely  new  to  bim,  and  he 
could  onderstand  but  little. 

This  afternoon  brother  \V.  and  myself 
walked  in  the  valley  of  \Timai,  where  we 
found  ^eocoannts,  bananas,  plantains,  tar- 
to,  potatoes,  oranges  and  lemons  in 
^bandance,  and  a  few  pine  apples  and 
grapes.  The  soil  is  of  the  best  kind,  and 
1  doubt  not  would  yield  esceHent  grain. 
A  stream  of  water  passes  through  the 
'valley  sufficient  to  furnish  mill  seats  of 
any  description.  The  place  is  Indeed 
delighttul ;  I  have  seen  none  flt  the  Wind- 
ward Tstes  that  looked  so  riolt  and 
promising. 

Moy  8.  I  spent  the  former  part  of  this 
iiay  in  walking  about  6  miles  into  the 
ooaatiy— visited  many  families  which 
•le  Indeed  the  abodes  of  ignorance,  su- 
yerstltion  and  wretchedness.  Thoinha- 
btaints  treated  me  witb  all  the  attention 
ttid  hospitality  which  their  limited  cir* 
mmiftaiiccs  would  afford ;  and  even  car- 
tied  their  generosity  to  eicess ;  but  O 
the  darkness  and  Ignorance  in  which 
tbey  are  shrouded.  It  b  enough  to  draw 
teara^fom  the  eyes  of  any  (riend  of  hn- 
mffiity,  to  enter  one  of  tbelr  dwellings 
and  witness  the  rices  to  which  tbey  are 
abandoned.  No  sooner  is  the  stranger 
seated  upon  the  mat,  than  the  husband  as 
a  token  oif  respect  and  fcindoess  offers  him 
his  wife,  and  the  father  his  daughter.  I 
bare  frequently  told  them  that  such  con- 
duct was  not  good,  and  that  there  was  a 
great  God  who  saw  all  their  actions  and 
was  displeased  with  such  things;  but 
tbey  will  say,  all  white  men  before  say  it 
^9 1^4}  bat  you  are  not  like  other  white

men.  What  would  the  Missionaiy  of  the 
cross  do  If  It  were  not  for  tbe  cooselft- 
tions  contained  in  tbe  promises  of  God  ;' 
these  to  bim  are  sweet  and  lufieslilug. 
Without  tkem  before  bim  he  would  soon 
faint  and  die ;  but  wHh  them  he  may  go 
io  bis  wc»rk  and  cheerfully  labour  and 
toil  through  life,  amidst  all  the  depravity 
and  degradatfen  of  heathens  and  savages^ 
remembering,  that  God  has  pledged  his 
word,  that  the  heathen  shall  be  given  f 
Christ  and  become  lovers  of  ri|^ileoU9- 

BCSS. 

10th.  This  morning  Tamoiiee  sant  for 
me— said  hb  mterpreter  Was  going  away 
to  be  gone  several  days,  and  be  wbhed  tt» 
«ay  a/ew  things  to  me  before  be  went  I 
want  to  know,  says  he,  if  yoa  kfr^ 
Hoomehoome,  if  you  lore  me,  if  yoa 
like  to  stay  here  and  learn  my  people,  f 
assured  bim  that  1  loved  his  son  and  hlni 
and  I  wished  to  spend  my  life  In  dofaig 
them  good,  and  not  only  1  bat  Mr. 
Whitliey,  and  all  who  came  with  as 
wished  the  same.  Hoomehoome  fell  mo 
so,  says  he  >  be  then  shed  lean  freely  and 
said,  I  love  Hoomehoome  ;  I  love  bim 
very  much  more  than  my  other  childrea.* 
I  thought  he  was  dead ;  1  cry  OMoy  times 
because  I  thbik  be  was  dead.  Some  Cap- 
tains tell  roe  he  live  in  Amdrleay  botl  oot 
believe ;  I  say  no,  be  dead,  be  no  com^ 
back.  But  he  live,  be  come  again  ;  my 
heart  very  gbd.  I  want  my  sod  to  help 
me ;  he  speaks  English,  and  can  do  my 
business.— But  he  b  youi^ ;  yoaog  men 
are  sometimes  wild  they  want  advice,  t 
want  yoa  stay  here  and  help  Hoome- 
hoome, and  when  vesseb  compe,  yoa  ood 
Hoomehoome  go  on  board  and  trade,  so 
I  make  yoo  chief.  1  toM  him  I  wbfced 
not  to  be  a  chief,  neUber  could  I  do  any 
of  his  public  basinet,  bat  was  wHUag  to 
advise  hb  son  and  assist  hhn  la  every 
thing  consistent  with  the  object  forvrhich 
we  came  to  hb  Island.  He  eipressed 
some  surprise  when  1  told  him  I  wished 
not  to  be  a  chief,  bat  when  1  explained 
to  him  what  we  wished  to  do ;  he  appear^ 
ed  satisfied  and  pleased. 

This  afternoon  tbe  kiag  sent  to  me  and 
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pei|i»tled  tliAt  I  woidd  come  and  rtad  to 
himinbisUUe.  IiwidtiM  firttehaptar 
oC  Genesis  and  eiplaiaed  to  hin  what  I 
recdas  weUasIcoakL  He  liitenad  with 
striet  attaoUon,  fraqnaatlf  asking  perti- 
neat  questions,  and  said  I  can't  nnderstand 
Uall;  I  want  to  know  it;  yon  must  learn 
my  language  £s8t,  and  tlien  tell  me  all* 
No  white  man  before,  ererrealtome 
and  talk  like  you. 

Man  14.  It  is  eitremely  warm  to-day, 
and  1  feel  languid  and  unfit  for  any  thing. 
We  are  greatly  annoyed  by  fleas— some 
nights  we  ean  sleep  none,  they  are  so  nu- 
tnefons  and  tronbiesome.  They  are  the 
most  disagreeable  insect  found  in  the  Isl- 
ands, but  the  natives  are  very  fond  of 
them  ;  both  chiefs  and  people  will  spend 
hours  In  picking  them  off  the  dogs  and  eat- 
ing them.  They  also  eat  lice  when  they 
can  find  them,  and  there  b  generally  a 
good  supply. 

Mmf  16.  Visited  the  king  and  read  to 
him  in  his  Bible.  He  eipresses  an  ear- 
nest desire  to  know  all  that  is  contained 
in  the  Bible,  saying  frequently,  I  want  to 
understand  It ;  and  when  you  learn  my 
language  I  shall  know  it.  He  often  says 
fie  wants  Atooi  to  be  like  America.  To- 
day he  told  me  he  wonhi  support  all  the 
mission  fomily  if  they  would  come  to 
Atool— that  he  would  build  as  many 
school-houses  as  we  wished,  and  a  large 
meeting-house,  and  have  a  sabbath  day 
and  have  prayers  and  singing.  It  is  re- 
viving to  my  heart,  to  go  and  converse 
with  the  old  gentleman  and  see  bis  thirst 
for  knowledge,  and  desire  that  his  people 
should  be  informed. 

Jllsy  26.  Last  night  I  returned  from  a 
visit  to  Poorah,  a  village  about  26  or  90 
miles  to  the  east  of  Wimai.  I  set  out  on 
Monday  and  walked ;  brother  W.  came 
on  Tuesday  and  rode  on  horseback.  Our 
principal  object  was  to  explore  the  coun- 
try, but  we  also  intended  to  shoot  a  wild 
bullock  if  any  should  come  in  our  way.  I 
was  attended  by  six  of  the  king's  men  to 
carry  my  baggage  and  prepare  my  food 
and  lodgings,  and  fifteen  to  carry  salt  for 
the  beef.  On  my  way,  I  passed  through 
the  following  vallies,  most  of  which  are 
pleasant  and  capaMe  of  high  cultivation ; 
Haonabpapa^  Wiahwab,  Tellabaoi  Lahi- 
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▼I,  Tata,  Tooloo^oolab,  Tooablo,  Tdoab, 
Teloah,  Walawala,  Pahah,  Pahah,  Te- 
poo,  Tepoo,  Hietoo,  Neoomailoo,  Nah- 
willewille,  Hannahmahoolo,  Tislooahnab, 
WIeroah. 

In  each  of  these  vallies  b  a  conaldeia- 
ble  stramn  of  fresh  water ;  and  in  most 
grows  great  quantities  of  sugar  cane,  be- 
nanas,  tarro,  &c.  &c.  On  Wednesday  we 
succeeded  to  kHI  a  large  cow,  out  of  a 
herd  of  about  twenty,  which  we  judged 
had  upwards  of  100  weight  of  tallow  in 
her. 

May  20.  Last  ntgfat  we  were  kept  a- 
wake  by  the  cries  of  some  women  who 
by  their  excessive  groans  we  supposed 
bad  lost  a  relative.  In  the  morning  bro- 
ther W.  and  myself  determined  to  visit 
the  place  from  whence  the  noise  proceed- 
ed, and  on  entering  the  house,  such  a 
spectacle  presented  itself  as  I  never  be* 
fore  witnessed  and  as  I  cannot  describe* 
A  man,  one  of  the  Queen's  trusty  favour- 
ites, had  just  expired.  Several  females 
were  seated  around  the  dead  body  which 
lay  naked  on  a  mat,  robbing  and  turning 
it  about  with  their  hands,  and  uttering 
forth  such  horrid  shrieks  and  groans  as 
must  have  shocked  the  most  hardened 
hearts ;  and  as  another  expression  of  their 
grief  and  humility,  covering  their  beads 
with  old  fiHhy  mats  and  tappers,  ffee 
king  was  not  present,  but  the  Queen  was 
inconsolable,  stamping  with  her  feet,  and 
crying  with  all  the  vehemence  in  her 
power.  We  tried  to  tell  them  that  it  was 
not  good  to  behave  thus,  but  they  paidoti 
attention  to  what  we  said.  We  then 
visited  the  king,  who  eppeared  rational 
and  composed ;  said  he  loved  that  man 
very  much.  He  asked  me  where  the 
breath  went  to  when  he  died.  Hold  him 
that  God  f;mo  him  breath,  and  took  it 
away  when  he  pleased.  I  then  endea- 
voured to  explain  to  him  something  aboot 
God,  the  soul}  heaven  aud  bell ;  to  which 
he  listened  attentively,  and  said  what  I 
had  told  him  was  all  new  to  hhn. 

Junt  2.  For  several  days  since,  the 
King  and  Queen  have  manifested  a  great 
desire  to  learn  to  read,  and  sent  for  us 
frequently  to  instruct  them ;  they  say 
they  will  spend  ten  years  if  they  can 
learn  to  read  wcO  in  that  time.  Wh«*-

Projfn'f  for  ths  out-pouring  qf  tho 

HoijfSpiriL 

In  the  present  day ;  a  day  whicbyior 
obvious  reasons,  may  be  called  a  day  of 
trouble,  of  rebake,  and  of  blasplieaiy ; 
and  yet  a  day  which,  from  the  ndvaooe  <k 
true  rtligion*  shines  with  many  a  ray  of 
bright  hope  and  earnest  expectation  ;-« 
in  such  a  day,  in  which  hope  and  fear 
thos  altemateJy  prevail,  one  great  <}nes« 
tion  ongbt  to  occupy  the  mind^Uow  to 
overcome  the  evU,  and  to  extend  the 
good;  bow  to  confound  the  works  of 
Satan,  end  to  enlaige  and  establiih  tbo 
kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jeset  Christ. 

Many  are  the  attempts  now  malting 
fiur  this  purpose.  Societies  are  in  active 
operation  to  sqpprew  vice,  to  reform  oov 
prisons,  to  afford  a  refoge  for  tiie  desti- 
tute— to  provide  an  esylum  for  the  peni- 
tent— to  educate  the  young — to  circulate 
tbe  Holy  Seriptttrts-*to  evangelise  the 
heathen— and  to  promote  Cbrtstieaity 
among  tbe  Jews.  Each  of  tiiese  institu- 
tions has  its  peculiar  excellence,  but  they 
ere  all  limited  in  their  object  and  in  their 
effort.  No  one  great  and  extensive  plan 
has  yet  been  adopted,  which  may,  at  the 
same  time,  effectually  benefit  ourselves, 
our  families,  our  country,  and  the  world 
nt  large. 

The  aim  of  thb  paper  is  humbly  to 
suggest  such  a  plan,  not  to  disparage 
ovher  benevolent  attempts,  but  to  gire 


life,  and  vigour,  and  energy  to  them  alL 
— ^Xhe  plan  is  this:  to  unite  aex  siar-

ty ;  but  if  (be  Scriptures  are  eiamined« 
tbe  following  truths  will  be  clearly  seen ; 
viz.  That  no  human  effort  is  of  itself 
sufficient  to  change  the  heart  of  man,  or 
U)  build  the  spiritual  temple  of  the  hord, 
God  employs  men  as  instruments,  bnt  He 
is  himself  the  great  agent  Paul  msiy 
plant  and  ApoUos  water,  but  God  only 
giveth  tbe  increase.  Not  by  mlgjbt,  nof 
by  power,  hot  by  my  Spvit,  saith  the 
Lord  of  Hosts. 

That  the  Holy  Spwit,  as  the  Spirit  Je^ 
hovah,  the  third  Person  of  the  ever, 
(ilessed  Trinity,  u  infinite  in  |)ower ',  theft 
with  Him  nothing  b  impossible  ;  all 
hearts  are  open  to  Him,  and  all  oreatnres 
subject  to  Hb  will.  That,  exclusively  of 
Hb  almighty  power  as  God,  in  tbe  econ- 
omy of  our  salvation,  he  has  undertaken 
offices  which  are  fully  sufficient  to  secure 
tbe  most  extensive  blessings.  He  con- 
vinces the  world  of  sin,  of  righteous- 
ness, and  of  judgment— He  takes  away 
the  stony  heart,  and  gives  an  heart 
of  flesh. — He  assists  in  prayer,  and  acts 
es  a  teacher  and  remembrancer.— He 
guides  Into  all  truth.— He  glorifies  the 
KfOrd  Jesus,  and  sheds  abroad  tbe  love  of 
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CM  in  the  bwt^Hft  abo  ba  a  bowiA* 
tonlfeMiiry  of  every  requisite  to 
plUh  his  parpoies:  fol^he  reeeivet  of  the 
tbii«8  tiMilefe  Chriit'sr  eed  shows  tbem 
to  hie  people ;  end  in  the  Lord  Jeses  we 
know  ere  hidden  ell  the  treeuree  Of  wie^ 
4io«endknowiedge>  « In  hiM  dwelleCh

The  Holy  Spirit,  tbeiefore,  hes  only  to 
esereite  his  officoi  to  poor  out  gifts  end 
gmoee  from  the  ineibeostible  ibleess  of 
Christy  end  what  inea  by  ell  his  efforts  een 
DOTOr  etteio,  the  Kteroel  Spirit  oea  iM« 
inedletnly  neeempliih.  The  seme  power 
whieb»  on  the  dey  of  Peateeost,  effeeted 
tbo  eomversion  of  three  thoueed  enbe- 
lieving  Je%rB  oeder  one  disooerse,  oen 
oonvince  the  aioit  pNjodieed,  end  cheoge 
the  heerto  of  the  most  ohdurete  of  the 
present  dey.

|wosenee>  netions  will  be  bom  et  onee, 
.  Mid  the  kingdoms  of  thb  worid  become 
the  khigdoms  of  God  and  of  his  Christ. 

Whilst  the  seered  Scriptores  thns  eo^ 

qonint  ns  with  the  power  of  the  Holy 

Sphit  to  effeet  these  greet  objeets,  they 

afford  us  erery  reeson  to  expeet  this  eld 

whenever  generei  pmyer  b  mede  for  Hs 

eserolse.^^Tbe  pfopheoles  deeriy  show 

that  deys  ef  greet  Uessedness  ere  before 

ns,  and  thetthese  deys  wiH  be  preceded 

or  necompenied  by  a  very  large  effusiott 

oflhe  Holy  Spirit.    The  Prophets  Isaieb, 

Jeremieh,end  Joel,  plefaily  predict  this 

efibslen,  whist  Eneklel  eooArms  these 

pcediotloBS  by  the  most  stritdeg  emblems* 

tVho  een  reed  the  remarkable  vbion  of 

tite  TaMey  fell  of  dry  bones,  end  the  In- 

itrprstetien  given  ef  thet  vbien,  without 

hokigeonrhieed  that  the  Holy  Spirit  will 

yet  eseivlse  hb  oAce  io  a  very  remarke* 

able  manner  ?  So  powerfully,  thet  those 

who  ere  now  as  a  muUitede  of  diy  bonesy 

sbeM  stand  npes  a  great  army  of  true  be* 

lievers.    The  divine  oracles  at  the  seme 

time  assere  ns  thet  it  b  hi  answer  to 

prayer  that  thb  blessing  will  be  bestowed 

U  was  not  tW  the    Prophet  had  saidi 

«  Come  from  the  four  winds*  O  breathi 

and  breethe  upon  these  slain  thet  they 

may  live,"  that  the  IKe-giving    Spirit 

came.    In  another  prophecy,  elso,  aAer 

prorobee  of  great  mercies  it  b  added,  <<  I 
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will,  yet  ibr  thb  he  inquired  of  by  thn 
kof  Israel  to  do  it  lor  them.  Soob 
is  the  eonoexiQn  between  the  gift  end 
pi^er  ior  its  bestowment-*-^  mueh  Is 
thb  the  order  Ui  whieh  the  Lord  grei^ 
hb  meraies,  Ihnt  he  hes  ptoaBbed  not 
Only  to  pouront  e  spirit  of  prayer  end 
anpplicetion  upon  hb  people,  hut  to  lead 
tiiem  to  eieite  one  another  to  thb  eser* 
ebe ;  for  thns  it  b  wittten,  «<  The  hihehit^ 
ants  of  one  city  shall  go  to  another,  say* 
ing,  ijet  us  go  speedily  to  pray  before  Ae 
Lord,  end  to  seek  the  J«ord  of  Hosts ;  I 
will  go  elso.'*  And  when  prayer  b  offhr« 
ed,  €k>d  declares,  **  Befora  they  cell  I 
will  answer,  and  whiles  they  me  yet 
speaUnglwiliheer." 

Without,  therefora,  entering  into  tho 
question  es  to  the  exact  period  of  these 
glorious  times,  we  have  every  reeson  t9 
believe,  that  whenever  prayer  b  generelly 
made  for  the  outi>ouring  of  the  Holy 
SJnrit,  thb  unspeakable  blessing  will  be 
eSbrded. 

Could  we  fied  eny  Instance  in  whieh 
the  Lord  has  refesed  to  hear  the  prayers 
of  Ids  people,  even  when  praying  solely 
for  tbeir  own  deliverance,  we  might  be 
dbeonraiSed ;  but  when  He  hes  from  the 
beghiBlog  heard  their  ery  and  saved 
tern,  we  may  rest  assured  he  wHl  enswer 
onr  petitions.  Thet  whieh  b  now  desir- 
ed H  for  His  own  gkny,  for  the  attaint 
mcnt  of  that  otjeel  for  which  the  Lord 
Jesas  shed  his  precious  Mood  !  For,  at 
whet  Hme  will  He  see  the  travaQ  ef  hb 
soul  and  be  satbfled  ?  Is  it  not  when  tbo 
Holy  Spirit,  taking  hb  great  power  and 
eiercbing  hb  mighty  eneigy,  shall  so 
bless  the  earth,  that  multitudes  of  every 
nation,  tribe,  and  tongue,  shall  bow  to 
the  name  of  Jesus,  and  confess  that  he  b 
Lord  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father  ? 

The  earnest  supplications,  therefore,  of 
every  sincere  Chrbtbn  for  the  out-pour* 
ing  of  the  Holy  Spirit ;  and  his  unweari- 
ed  efforts,  by  the  Divine  blessing,  to 
excite  a  similar  earnestness'ln  others,  ere 
particulariy  desired.  Fur  the  readier 
ettainmeet  of  this  object,  the  foUowieg 
Hints  ere  respectfully  oflfered. 

I.  That  all  Mhibters  should  seek  a 
deeper  and  more  abiding  conviction  of 
their  own  personal  need  of  the  divine 
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inflimces  6f  the  Holf  Splriti  telli  for 
their  own  growth  in  grace,  and  for  fve- 
MM  In  ell  parts  of  their  minitleriftl 
Ubonn ;  that,  onder  this  oonviotk>B»  thejr 
nay  be  led  to  moreeaniest  iecret  prayer 
for  thn  blessing. 

II.  That  they  sbooM,  Kke  Daniel  and 
bb  eompanionsy  unite  with  their  bratbran 
as  opportunities  offer,  in  private  social 
prayer  for  the  general  ont-ponring  of  the 
Holy  Spirit. 

III.  That  they  should  preach  upon  the 
various  offices  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  that 
their  congregations  maybe  mora  prae* 
tically  aequafaited  with  His  important 
work  In  our  salvation. 

IV.  That,  in  their  general  discounes» 
they  should  more  habitually  honour  the 
Holy  Spirit,  by  entreating  his  divine  aid, 
and  ascribing  their  success  to  Him. 

V.  That  in  large  towns  a  weekly 
lecture  should  be  set  apart  for  the  above 
purposes. 

VI.  That  in  the  prayer-meetings  whidi 
are  now  held  by  different  denomioations 
of  Christians,  special  prayer  should  be 
made  for  the  out>ponring  of  the  Holy 
Spirit. 

VII.  That  an  Christianf  should  be  in- 
vited  to  set  apart  individually  an  hottr 
ffOMi  H9m  till  tight  o'dock  on  the  Sabbath 
m$mmg  for  private  prayer  and  raedita- 
lion  on  this  subject;  their  prayer  may 
indttde  the  out-pouring  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  upon  themselves,  their  family, 
tiieir  ministers,  their  congregations,  their 
country— all  ministers  of  true  religion, 
all  societies  formed  for  doing  good,  the 
heathen,  and  the  Jews. 

VIII.  That  all  heads  of  families  on 
Mondojf  tvemng  should  entreat  the  same 
blessing  in  their  family  devotions. 

IX.  That  all  Christians  should  read  the 
Scriptures  with  a  view  to  a  more  intimate 
acquaintance  wUh  this  subject. 

X.  That  they  should  mention  it  to  their 
religious  correspondents  at  home  and 
abroad ;  each  Christian  using  his  utmost 
ability  to  make  this  union  for  prayer  as 
eitensive  as  possible. 

XI.  That  religious  periodical  publica- 
tions should  be  requt;sted  to  aid  the  de- 
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sign ;  and  drat  thai  ptpar,  If  apptoved, 
should  be  reprinted,  nnd  other  tracts 
written  and  pubUshed. 

XII.  That  whilst  Cbristlaat  oier  their 
prayers  in  simple  reliance  on  the  aaetiti 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  <%rist,  Chey  sboold  ac- 
company them  wHh  deep  hum9intiofi  foc 
their  own  sins,  for  the  sins  of  th^  oMm* 
tfy,  and  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  ehnrcfa ; 
— and  aim.  In  their  conduct,  to  walk  in 
love  with  aU  Christians^  to  be  walofaful 
against  grieving  the  Holy  Spirit*  and  in 
all  things  to  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God 
onr  Saviour:  Remembering  that  It  is 
written,  «  The  Holy  Ghost  was  not  yet 
given  because  that  Jssus  was  nor  txt 
eLoairiBo."    ^ 

Several  Ministers,  and  many  private 
Christians,  have  already  begun  to  act 
conformably  to  these  Hints ;  and  it  is  ho- 
ped, as  means  are  now  using  for  drawing 
the  attention  of  Christians  in  aU  parts  oC 
the  worid  to  thb  subject,  that,  by  tbe  Di- 
vine blessing,  this  union  for  prayer  will 
era  long,  become  general. 

Such  an  union  cannot  be  contempla- 
ted without  feelings  of  the  most  eiaHcd 
pleasura  and  bright  expectation.— 4t  is 
an  uuion  in  which  no  party  spirit  is 
raised,  no  principles  sacrificed,  no  pri* 
vate  feeling  hurt,  no  doubtful  qoeslion 
agitated,  no  funds  required.  It  Is  an 
Union  of  piety  and  love !  Each  ChristiaA 
may  associate  in  prayer  with  those  of  his 
own  more  knmediate  oommnnlon,  at  the 
same  time  he  may  unite  in  heart  with  aU 
who  are  seeking  the  same  obf^ct  The 
poor  may  assist  as  well  as  the  rich ;  the 
invalid,  unfitted  for  active  exertion,  snay, 
in  this  way,  aid  in  building  the  spiritnal 
temple;  whilst  those  who  are  at  the 
most  remote  distance  may  meet  tegttber 
at  the  hour  of  prayer. 

It  was  among  the  last  petitionaof  our 
blessed  Lord,  that  all  who  believe  hi  hia 
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Christian  Reader,  let  it  be  yovr  desire 
to  be  thus  united!  Trust  simply.  Fray 
fervently.  Expect  largely.  Watch  so* 
berly.    Wail  patiently.

Nbablt  four  years  ha^e  now  elapsed, 
since  the  Uaited  For^n  MiMioD&ry  So- 
clety  was  instituted.  During  the  first 
two  years,  the  Managers  were  principal- 
ly occupied  IB  opening  a  correspondence 
at  home  and  abroad ;  obtaining  agents ; 
•iploring  various  fields  of  labour ;  and 
poimiing  the  requisite  measures  to  enable 
them  to  pursue  their  ultimate  operations 
Hrith  vigour  and  with  usefulness. 

In  the  third  year,  a  covenant  was  form- 
ed with  one  of  the  Indian  tribes,  in  our 
Western  wilderness;  and  a  Mission  Fa- 
mily* consisting  of  seventeen  adults,  end 
four  children,  were  collected  from  vari* 
oos  pails  of  our  country,  set  apart  to 
their  appropriate  labour,  and  sent  for- 
ward to  the  Missionary  field. 

Daring  the  last  year,  a  covenant  has 
been  formed  with  another  tribe ;  a  nu- 
nierous  family  have  been  collected,  and 
seat  forth  to  their  destined  station ;  two 
other  missionary  stations  previously  oc- 
eopied  by  another  Society,  have  been 
added  to  our  number;  another  family 
have  been  selected  to  occupy  a  fifth  sta- 
tioa  as  aoon  as  the  preparatory  arrange- 
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ments  can  be  made ;  and  other  impor- 
tant measures  have  been  adopted  to  pro- 
mote the  objects,  and  advance  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Institution. 

To  a  detailed  view  of  the  operations  of 
the  past  year,  your  Managers  will  now 
proceed.  In  discharging  this  duty  they 
invite  the  attention  of  the  Society,  first, 
to  the 

Union  Mission. 
In  the  last  Report,  the  Society  was  in- 
formed that  the  Missionaries  destined  to 
the  Osages  of  the  Arkansas,  were  on  the 
road  from  Philadelphia  to  Pittsburg.  Wo 
have  now  to  state,  that  they  arrived  at 
the  latter  city  on  the  12ih  of  May ;  and 
having  procured  the  necessary  boats, 
agricultural  and  mechanical  implements, 
provisions,  and  materials  for  building, 
they  embarked  for  then*  station  on  the 
34th  of  that  month.  On  their  passage 
4own  the  Ohio,  they  touched  at  Mariet- 
ta, Portsmouth,  Augusta,  Cincinnati, 
Louisville  and  Shawnee  Town,  and  were 
every  where  received  with  kindness,  and 
furnished  gratuitously  with  articles  ne* 
cessary  or  convenient  to  the  mission* 
They  entered  the  Mississippi  on  the  224, 
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and  reached  the  Fo«t  of  Arkansas,  in 
health,  and  in  safety,  on  the  30th  of  June. 
On  the  3d  of  July,  they  took  thtir  de- 
parture from  the  Post ;  and  on  that  day» 
they  commenced  a  season  of  sickness 
and  of  sufferiag,  rarely  recorded  in  the 
history  of  missions. 

During  the  two  last  weeks  of  Jane, 
and  the  whole  of  July,  the  heat  of  the 
weather.  In  that  region,  was  unusually 
tavere  and  oppressive.  In  conseqoenoe 
of  this  naaapacted  ciretunstaaca*  con* 
nected  with  the  crowded  state  of  the 
boats,  the  family  becaa»e  unbeallby,  and 
were  obliged  to  disembark  at  Little-Rock, 
about  mid-way  from  the  Mississippi  to 
their  destined  station.  Two  of  their 
number  died — Miss  Hoyt  on  the  S^h, 
and  Miss  Lines  on  the  25th  of  July. 
Others  were  brought  to  the  verge  of  the 
grave,  and  not  one  of  the  family  escaped 
entirely  the  disease  of  the  climate. 

In  the  midst  of  their  affliction,  they 
were  favoured  with  unexpected  mer- 
eiei.  On  their  arrival  at  LittloTRock, 
they  found  two  unoccupied  building 
for  their  immediate  accommodation,  si^ 
tuated  on  high  ground,  and  well  supplied 
with  springs  of  pure  and  wholesome 
water.  At  bo  other  spot  on  the  banks 
of  the  river,  could  they  have  found 
a  Ovation  so  elevated  and  healthful; 
nor  any  which  could  furnish  so  many  of 
the  necessaries  and  comforts  of  life. 

On  the  4th  of  October,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Chapman,  Assistant  of  the  Mis- 
sion, together  with  three  of  the  breth- 
ren, and  several  hired  men,  embarked 
in  a  canoe,  and  proceeded  for  the  sta- 
tloB,  with  the  view  of  preparing  buildings 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  family. 
They  ascended  the  river  about  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  miles,  when  they  were 
compelled  to  abandon  their  boat,  and 
complete  their  journey  on  horseback. 
They  reached  the  spot  "  consecrated  to 
the  Missionary  work,"  about  the  middle 
of  November,  The  Indians  received 
them  kindly,  and  expressed  much  satis- 
faction at  seeing  «*  the  long-expected  Mis- 
sionaries.*' <*To  me,"  said  the  Osage 
Chief,  "  This  is  a  glorious  morning.  I 
am  glad  in  my  heart,  that  I  ever  lived  to 
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see  this  day.  Now  my  children  will  be 
taught  to  read,  and  live  like  the  white 
men.  We  want  to  learn  your  religion. 
It  is  better  than  ours." 

At  our  latest  dates,  a  site  fior  the  esta- 
blishment had  been  selected ;  a  building 
80  by  18  feel  erected ;  a  field,  of  abont  one 
hundred  acres,  enclosed  for  tillage  In  the 
approaching  season ;  stock,  coasiiting  of 
hems,  oiea,  eowi,  and  swiae,  to  acoa- 
fiderable  amount,  prooured ;  •b4  oter 
preparations  made,  both  to  welcooe  the 
family,  and  to  enable  them  to  commence 
thei^  mbsioaary  operations  witboat  de- 
lay. 

On  the  13th  of  Deoeoeiber,  the  river 
having  been  raised  by  a  heavy  rain,  the 
Superintendent  and  the  family  took  tfaair 
departure  from  Little-Rock;  a  place 
where  they  had  been  piovideatiaUy  de- 
tained for  more  than  foor  months,  aad 
which  had  been  rendered  melancholyy 
and  yet  interesting*  by  sickness  and  by 
death.  On  the  first  of  January,  having 
proceeded  nearly  two  hundred  milesy 
they  were  again  arrested  by  the  Calling  of 
the  river.  After  a  painful  detentioa  of 
four  weeks,  another  heavy  rain  enabled 
them  to  press  forward ;  and  oo  the  man- 
iog  of  the  31st  of  January,  tha  data  of 
our  latest  advices,  they  arrived  at  Fort 
Smith.  In  a  letter  announcing  these 
facts,  the  Superintendent  adds :  <<  The 
water  is  still  rising,  and  the  prospect  is 
now  favourable  for  our  reaching  tha  sta- 
tion in  twelve  days  from  tha  praseat 
date."* 

In  the  history  of  this  Mission,  we  have 
found  much  to  interest  the  tenderest  feel- 
ings of  the  heart.  We  have  felt,  that,  to 
rejokt  with  those  tsAe  rejoiut  mud  to  spMp 
wUh  thou  who  weepf  is  not  only  the  duty, 
but  the  privilege  of  a  christiaa.  We  hava 
sincerely  sympathised  with  the  afflicted 
family,  in  their  severe  and  oneipacted 
trials ;  and  have  deeply  realised  the  loss, 
the  Mission  has  sustained  in  the  death  of 
those  excellent  and  amiable  sbters,  whose

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The  BfiMionariet  have,  indeed,  occa- 
pSed  nearly  a  year  in  reaching  the  field 
of  their  It^benn,  The  delay  is  to  be  as- 
eribedy  liowerer,  fo  eireumetaneea  entire- 
fy  beyond  their  oonlroid.  We  have 
watched  them  in  every  step  of  their  long 
and  diversified  journey.  We  have  snr* 
veyed  their  conduct  in  health  and  in 
sickneai ;  in  the  brightest  and  the  dark* 
ett  hour;  and  we  are  constrained  to  re- 
mark, ^at,  in  point  of  discretion,  per- 
•everanee,  fortHnde,  and  every  other 
trait  of  the  Missionary  and  Christian 
character,  they  possess,  not  only  the  un- 
cRmfhiibed,  bnt  the  increased  confidence 
of  the  Board. 

There  Is  reason  to  believe,  that  the  af- 
llictfve  dispensations  wRh  which  this 
family  have  been  visited,  will  result  in  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  survhrere,  and  the 
ultimate  benefit  of  the  Union  Mission. 
In  confirmation  of  this  remark,  we  have 
the  pleasure  to  quote  a  few  passages  from 
the  letters  of  the  Superinteodent  and  As- 
sbtant. 

In  a  tetter  dated  «'Lmie-Ilock,  Arlan- 
aas,  July  29,  1820,*'  annonnciog  the 
deaths  which  had  occurred,  they  write

In  a  letter  of  the  19th  of  August,  having 
given  a  detailed  account  of  thdr  sickness, 
they  add/-[See  p.  118,  119,  of  the  Re- 
gister.] 

In  a  letter  of  the  Slst  of  October,  the 
Saperintendent,  after  stating  that  the  As- 
mstant,  with  several  of  the  Brethren,  bad 
gone  on  to  the  station,  observes  as  fol-

On  the  first  of  December,  the  Superin- 
tendent  thus  observes,— [See  page  2«S.] 

In  the  same  letter,  after  mentlonfatg 
«ome  of  the  comforts  wHh  which  Che 
family  were  surrounded,  the  Superin- 
tendent addsr-[See  page  209.] 

On  the  17th  Dectober,  he  annonnces 
the  rise  of  the  river,  the  departure  of  the 
family  from  Little-Rock,  the  subeequcnl 
falling  of  the  water,  and  the  probability 
of  another  detention ;  and  adds  the  fol- 


lowing remark,^3ee  ^age  $40,  Reg.— 
and  841.] 

On  the  18th  of  January  he  mentions 
the  misunderstanding  between  the  Osago 
and  Cherokee  Tribes^  and  the  possibility 
of  an  Indian  War;  and  closes  as  (ol- 
lowsr-^[See  page  841.] 

In  a  letter  dated  at  Forih  Smith  on  the 
lest  dty  of  January,  informing  us  of  the 
arrival  of  the  family  at  that  place,  of  an 
intenriew  with  Governor  Miller,  and  of 
the  increasing  probability  of  an  Indian 
war,  Mr.  Vaill  thu  proceeds,— [See  Reg. 
page  342.]— The  Assistant,  also,  in  a  tet- 
ter to  the  Secretary  of  War,  having  giv- 
en a  statement  of  his  proceedings  at  the 
station,  says,— [See  page  392.] 

Thus,  under  every  trial,  and  In  every 
danger,  our  Missionaries,  through  divine 
grace,  are  enabled  to  maintain  their  chris- 
tian fortitude,  and  stay  themselves  on 
the  arm  of  Immanuel.  In  the  immedi- 
ate prospect  of  an  Indian  war,  they  ap- 
pear to  apprehend  no  other  difliculty  than 
a  temporary  suspension  of  their  labours ; 
and  even  this  they  seem  to  anticipate, 
will  enable  them  to  commence  their  ope- 
rations on  a  more  eiteoslve  scale.  The 
Society  will  no  doubt,  unite  in  the  fervent 
prayer,  that  the  God  of  Missions  may  pre- 
serve them  from  the  desolations  of  Savage 
wnrfare,  and  crown  with  bisblessing  Chek* 
benevolent  and  holy  enterpriie. 
OrecU  Osage  Mission. 

In  the  eariy  part  pf  J  ttly  e  no^  field  for 
Mlsskmary  #*ertion  waa  providentially 
opened  to  the  Board.  An  Smportant 
communication,  dated  at  the  seat  of  Go^ 
vernment,on  the  6Ch  of  that  month,  was 
received  from  Col.  McKenney,  the  Sn- 
periatendent  of  Indian  trade.  In  this 
commnnioatk^n,  Col.  McKensey  thni 
lemaiks^-ESee  Reg.  p.  29.] 

On  lecaiving  this  communicalion^  tba 
Board  resolved  to  oeonpy  tfao  ground 
thua  unexpectedly  presented  to  dieir 
view.  The  Rev.  Dr.  MiWedolet  was  ap- 
pointed  a  Commissk»ner  with  fbit  powers, 
to  proeea^  to  Washington,  and  to  form  a 
Covenant  with  the  Indian  chiefs-  Ho 
left  this  city  on  the  17th  of >nly ;  and,  on 
histfrtvalat  Washington,  waa  intredd- 
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oed  to  the  ehiefs  by  the  Hononrable,  the 
Secretary  of  Wer/and  the  SaperiDtendent 
of  iDdian  trade.  In  the  coarse  of  the  in- 
terview, a  covenant  was  formed,  binding 
the  Board  to  tend  oat  a  Missionary  fa- 
mily in  the  ensning  spring,  for  the  par- 
pose  of  teaching  to  the  nation,  the  prin- 
eip^  of  Christianity,  and  the  arts  of  civi- 
lined  life,  and  of  establishing  a  school  for 
tlieir  children ;  and  binding  the  chiefs  lo 
receive  the  family  with  kiindness;  to 
treat  them  with  hospitality  and  friend- 
ship ;  to  protect  them  from  injury  ;  and 
to  marli  out  and  secure  to  them  land,  suf* 
ficient  for  the  Missionary  establishment. 
On  signing  the  ioslrament,  the  Chief  ob- 
served— **  As  soon  as  the  family  arrive  at 
my  nation,  I  will  go  out  to  meet  them  at 
the  bead  of  my  warriors,  and  will  receive 
them  as  my  friends.  Yon  say  yoo  want  a 
piece  of  laud.  Yoo  may  point  it  out,  and 
it  shall  be  yours,  wherever  yoo  choose. 
It  shall  be  for  your  use.  I  will  mark  it 
ont  with  my  finger.  It  shall  be  as  much 
as  yon  want  for  the  family.  Come 
toon."  The  Counsellor  said,-— « I  shall  be 
at  home,  when  your  family  come  out. 
I  will  help  the  chief  to  mark  out  the  land, 
and  will  be  your  trieod."  The  Warrior 
also  said— « I  am  a  warrior.  It  is  my 
bosiness  to  be  abont  in  the  nation.  I  will 
defend  yoor  people  when  they  come  to 

HI.*' 

The  proceedings  of  the  Commissioner, 
on  hb  return  f^m  Washington,  received 
the  sanction  of  the  Bo«rd ;  and  the  Com- 
mUUe  ofMistiona  were  instruetad  to  look 
oat  for  a  Mission  Family,  and  the  Com- 
mUiu  of  Wayi  and  Meam,  to  adopt  mea* 
lores  for  furnishing  the  neoessaiy  sup- 
pUes. 

A  statement  of  these  transactions  was 
immediately  laid  before  the  public  ;  and, 
in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks,  applica- 
tions for  appointment  in  the  Great  Osage 
Bllssion,  were  transmitted  by  more  than 
one  hundred  individuals,  including  both 
•exes,  and  embracing  various  occupa- 
tions. Most  of  tbe  persons  furnished  sa- 
tisfactory testimonials  of  their  character, 
and  their  qualifications  for  some  kind  of 
service  reqoired  in  the  Mission.  From 
this  Ibt  of  applicants,  a  fiimily  was  select- 
•d,  consisting  of  ten  adult  males,  iifteeii 
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adnlt  females,  andaixtaen  childr>n»    ta 
sidenU  of  tbe  States  of  VermooC,  Ne«p> 
Hampshire,  Massachnsetts,  CooacdiBatt 
New-York,  Ifew-Jersey,  Femasjlvwmim, 
and  Maryland.

Besides  the  Superintendent,  and  Asib- 
tant,  there  are  among  the  males  of  the 
family,  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel,  who 
goes  out  as  a  Teacher,  with  the  privilege 
of  preaching  whenever  his  health  will 
permit,  and  the  circnmstanees  of  the 
Mission  require ;  a  regnlariy  edacatad 
Physician  and  Surgeon ;  a  person  capa* 
ble  of  manufacturing  machinery,  perform- 
ing most  kinds  of  Blacksmith  work,  and 
teaching  sacred  Music  ;  a  Carpeatar  and 
Millwright ;  a  Shoemaker ;  a  Waggoa 
maker ;  and  two  Farmers.  Tbe  females 
collectively,  are  qaalified  to  teach  all  the 
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brancfafls  of  inchittiy  pamed  by  that  sex 
iQ  this  country.  Most  of  thorn  have  had 
considerable  experience  in  teaching 
eomDon  schools  ;  and  two  or  tliree 
have  taaght  in  schools  of  a  higher  order. 
It  is  distinctly  understood  by  the  whole 
family  that  each  member  is  bound  to  per- 
form, so  far  as  practicable,  any  branch  of 
duty  which  the  general  interests  of  the 
Mission  may  require. 

To  the^hurches  of  the  three  denomina- 
tions combined  in  this  institution,  an  ap- 
peal was  made  for  money,  and  for  the  vari- 
ous supplies  necessary  for  tbe  outfit  ol  so 
numerous  and  important  a  Mission.  Tbe 
appeal,  agreeably  to  tbe  eipectation  of  the 
Board,  was  received  with  cordiality,  and 
answered  with  efficiency  andpromptituda. 
By  churches,  Auxiliary  Societies,  Individ- 
uals and  Associations  of  Ladies  formed  for 
tbe  purpose,  money  Was  contributed  to 
tbe  amount  of  more  tb^n  nine  thousand 
deii&rs,  and  garments  and  goodie  of  van. 
ons  de;jcription9 — to  the  estimated  value 
ofcigki  Meuiffiid,— an  amount  of  both 
which  demands  of  the  Managers,!  undis- 
aembled  thanks  to  the  generous  contribu- 
tors, and  unmingled  gratitude  to  Him, 
who  rules  alike  in  the  armies  of  heaven, 
and  amofigtt  the  Inhatntants  of  the  earth. 

The  whole  of  the  Mission  Family,  with 
the  eioeption  of  the  two  females  from 
Philadelphia  and  Baltimore,  had  arrived 
in  this  city  on  Saturday  evening  the  3d 
of  March.  On  Monday  evening  tbe  6th, 
they  were  set  apart  to  their  Missionary 
labours,  in  tbe  Associate  Reformed 
Church,  in  Murray-Street ',  and  on  Tues- 
day Evening,  the  6th,  a  Farewell  Meeting 
was  held  in  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
in  Nassau*Street.  The  exercises,  on  both 
•venings,  were  similar  in  kind  to  those 
preparatory  to  the  departure  of  the 
Union  Mimon,  which  were  detailed  at 
length  in  the  last  Annual  Report.  On  tbe 
present  occasion,  therefore,  it  is  sufficient 
to  remark,  that  never  were  churches  in 
this  city  more  crowded,  nor  any  religious 
exercises  more  solemn,  appropriate,  or 
impressive. 

At  3  o'clock  on  Wednesday  tbe  7th  of 
March,  the  family  and  their  friends  met 
tht  Board  at  the  Consistory  Room  in 
Garden-Street,  where  the  General  Com* 
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minion,  the  General  Instructions,  and 
the  Talk  to  the  Indian  Chiefs,  the  wkolo 
enclosed,  in  a  box  prepared  for  the  occa- 
sioB,  were  formally  presented  to  the 
Superintendent  and  Assistant 

Having  then  united  in  a  parting  hymni 
and  an  appropriate  and  fervent  prayeri 
tlie  Assembly  moved  in  procession  to  the 
Steam-Boat  Atalanta,  at  the  foot  of  the 
Battery.  At  4  o'clock  the  Steam-Boat 
departed  from  the  wharf,  while  the 
family  on  board  were  singing  a  farewell 
hymn,  and  receiving  the  last  affectionate 
salutation  of  many  thousands  of  Citiaens 
and  Strangers,  who  had  crowded  to  the 
Docks  and  the  Battery  to  witness  theic 
departure. 

On  their  way  through  the  State  of 
New-Jersey,  tbey  were  invited  to  attend 
Missionary  e&ercises  in  tbe  churches  of 
Etisabetbtown,  New  Brunswick,  Prince- 
ton, and  Trenton  ;  and  to  the  liberality 
of  our  friends  in  those  towns,  and  to  tbe 
proprietors  oi  the  Steam  Bonts  Malanla, 
and  Pennsyhaniot  are  we  indebted,  for  the 
conveyance  of  tbe  family  from  this  city 
to  Philadelphia,  without  expense  to  the 
Board. 

At  Philadelphia,  they  arrived  on  the 
lOtb  of  March,  and  were  received  with 
great  attention  and  kindness.  Public 
Meetings  were  held,  and  collections  taken 
up  in  several  of  tbe  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  Dutch  Churches  Time  would 
fail  u»  to  acknowledge  the  many  tokens 
of  respect  to  the  family,  and  of  regard  to 
the  Missionary  cause,  with  which  they 
were  favoured  in  Philadelphia,  and  on 
their  journey  westward.  Suffice  it  to 
state  that  they  lef\  that  city  on  the  15th 
of  March,  and,  notwithstanding  the  bad 
state  of  the  roads  at  that  season  of  tho 
year,  arrived,  on  tbe  30lh  at  Pittsburgh  ; 
and  were  every  where  received  with 
affection,  and  honoured  with  benefactions 
important  to  tbe  Mission.  We  cannot 
however,  omit  to  mention,  that  at  Har- 
risburgh  tbey  found  articles  of  value, 
amounting  in  weight  to  more  than  a  ton, 
much  of  which  had  been  sent  in  for  their 
acceptance,  from  various  congregations 
in  the  county  of  Columbia,  and  other 
parts  of  tbe  surrounding  country.

They  have  gone  forth  in  this  glorious 
enterprise,  aooooipanied  With  the  prayers 
and  bienedfetioos  of  their  feHow  christiaas 
throughout  our  eonntiy,  and  thns  fhr, 
nader  the  smHes  of  an  overraling  Provi- 
denoe  ;  and  wliether  they  live  to  reach 
their  destined  station,  or  sink  Into  an 
early    grave— whether    they   shaU  be 
rendered  the  honoured  Initruraents  of 
converting  a  Savage  Tribe,  or  shall  sas- 
taln  the  disappointment  to  labour  in  vain, 
and  spend  thmr  ttrtngthfor  nm^,  yet, 
they  have  the  consolation  to  know,  that 
if  they  onfakhfid  mto  death  they  shall 
receive  a  crown  of  glory  in  the  Kingdom 
oflmmanuel. 

^egocioHan  wUh  the  J^Tew-Tork 
Miaaionary  Sodeiy, 

In  the  course  of  the  last  year,  an  over- 
tnre  was  received  from  the  J^ew-York 
Mimonary  Soetdy— the  oldest  Institution 
of  the  kind  in  this  state,  and  one  of  the 
oldest  on  this  side  the  Atlantic, — to  con- 
vey to  us  the  whole  of  Its  property,  and 
transfer  to  us  the  entire  management  of 
its  Alissionary  Stations  at  the  Tuscarora 
and  Seneca  Villages.  Committees  of 
Conference  were  appointed  on  the  sub- 
ject ;  and  the  result,  was  an  agreement, 
on  the  part  of  your  Managers,  to  accept 
the  proposed  transfer,  provided  it  should 
receive  the  sanction  of  the  Indian  Chiefs, 
and  the  approbation  of  the  Missionaries 
already  on  the  ground. 

In  the  eariy  part  of  November,  two

At  each  station,  nCooacil  of 
the  Indian  CUefii  was  eonvened;  ihm 
views  of  the  two  Sooietiea  waia  dbeloa- 
ed;and  the  Covenant  with  the  NowwToilc 
MWonary  Society  was  duly  tfaMJestaA 
to  this  Instkatios, wHiilhe appobation 
of  the  rerideat  MMonarieay  and  ftatho 
entira  sntisfhfition  of  the  Indian  Tribe. 

During  their  Jootney,  the  Conimiiricm 
ers  raeeived  Ponationa  and  nantribtions 
to  thoamonht  of  475  DoUasa  Havii^ 
accomplished  satisliMtorily,  the  otysett 
of  their  appointment«  tbey  retnined  to 
thii  city  early  in  Jnnnaiy ;  and  the 
property  named  in  the  follwhig  Sebednio 
wassnbseqnenUy  conveyed  by  order  of 
the  New-Tork  Mimionary  Soeioty,  to 
your  Board  of  Managsts  :—

TSuearara  Mtssion. 

Jkt  this  ftatioBi  we  have  under  the  care 
of  oar  Missionary,  the  Rev.  James  C. 
CfURE,  a  regolarly  organized  church, 
comprising  tevtnteen  Indian  Membert ; 
all  of  whom,  with  the  eiception  of  a 
single  female,  are  walking  circumspectly 
and  adorning  their  christian  profession* 
The  individual  thus  excepted,  we  are 
happy  to  add,  has  given  satisfactory  ev- 
idence of  her  repentance,  and  is  about  to 
be  restored  to  the  immunities  of  the 
church. 

The  whole  of  the  nation  now  residing 
at  Tuscarora,  have  taken  a  decided  stand 
in  favour  of  the  Christian  Religion.  They 
have,  already,  made  considerable  pro- 
gress, in  acquiring  the  arts  and  hnbits  of 
civilized  life.  Having  in  a  great  measure, 
abandoned  the  chase,  as  the  means  of 
subsistence,  they  now  depend  for  their 
support,  priwiipally  upon  the  produce  of 
their  soil.  They  occupy  comfortable 
dwellings,  and  in  passing  "through  their 
village,  you  behold  waggons,  ploughs  and 
other  implements  of  husbandry  arranged 
around  their  doors.  Some  of  their  youth 
have  made  considerable  proficiency  hi 
the  elementary  branches  of  an  £nglbh 
Education.  One  of  their  young  men, 
hopefully  pious,  and  of  promising  talents, 
is  stationed  at  a  Seminary  in  this  city  ; 
and  another,  perhaps  equally  pious  and 
promising,  at  the  Foreign  Mission  School 
in  Connecticut. 

From  our  Missionary  at  this  station, 
we  learn,  that  the  Indians  have  recently 
manifested  more  than  ordinary  soUcitnde 
for  the  general  improvement  of  their  Vil- 
lage and  their  nation.  Among  other 
e/lbrts  for  this  object,  they  are  preparing 
to  erect  a  new  Council*House  and  Church 
of  larger  dimensions  and  of  more  conven- 
ient structure,  than  the  one  they  now 
occupy.  Tliey  have  already  furnished 
all  the  timber  and  boards  required  for  the 
building ;  and  they  hope  to  finish  it  early 
in  the  ensuing  summer. 

A  School  for  the  children  of  the  Tribe, 
has  been  taoght  for  several  years,  by  the 
Missionary  and  his  wife.  As  an  additional 
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Teaeher,  the  Board  have  lately  appointed 
Miis  EusABKTH  L.  Baowv,  of  Homers 
in  the  Coni^y  of  Cortlandt,  N.  Y.  ^e 
will  probably  oonmence  her  lebonrs  la 
the  coarse  of  the  present  month  ;  and  It 
will  be  her  partieolar  daty  to  instmet  the 
young  females  of  the  nation,  in  the  arts  of 
sewhig,  knitting,  spinning,  and  weaving. 

Onr  farm  at  Tnsearora,  compriies  about 
one  hnodred  and  forty  aeres  with  a  good 
home,  bam,, and  orehard— about  forty 
acres  are  enclosed,  and  under  cnltivatlen. 
The  farm  is  now  oocopied  by  an  experien- 
ced farmer,  who  has  a  wife  and  sereral 
children.  The  parents  are  both  profe«- 
ors  of  religion,  and  the  whole  family  ins- 
tain  an  exemplary  character. 
Seneca  Mi89i4m. 

The  first  attempt  by  the  New-Tork 
Missionary  Society  to  establish  a  Mission 
among  the  Seneca  Indians,  was  made  in 
the  year  1811.  In  that  year  the  Rev. 
John  Alexander,  and  Mr.  Jabes  B.  Hyde, 
were  sent  to  that  Tribe  with  the  hope  of 
forming  a  permanent  Missionary  Station. 
Afterrepeated  conferences  with  the  Chiefs 
in  conncH,  the  Minbter  of  the  Gospel  was 
rejected,  while  the  Teacher  was  invited 
to  remahi,  and  commence  a  school  for 
the  children  of  the  nation.  Mr.  Hyde 
accepted  the  invitation  and  continued  in 
the  school  until  the  year  1819,  when  he 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  James  Toung,  an 
experienced  and  pious  Teacher  from 
this  city.  Mr.  Hyde  was  subsequently 
appointed  a  Catechist.  In  that  capacity 
he  resided  at  the  station,  until  March  last, 
when,  in  consequence  of  a  new  arrange- 
ment, his  office  was  no  longer  required 
by  the  Board.  It  b  due  to  Mr.  Hyde  to 
add,  that  his  services  were  generally 
acceptable,  and,  we  believe,  productive 
of  boaefit  to  the  nation. 

Mr.  Young  and  hb  wife,  and  two  infisnt 
children,  are  still  retained  in  the  service 
of  the  Board.  Two  Female  Teachers,  Miss 
AvoKLiGA  Van  Pattkit,  of  Schenectady, 
and  Miss  Ann  Rzevxs,  of  Scotchtown, 
County  of  Orange,  have  been  appointed 
for  this  station ;  and,  at  the  request  of 
the  tribe,  the  Managers  have  pledged 
themselves  to  send  on  a  Minbter  of  the 
Gospel,  as  soon  as  one  of  suitable  qualifi- 
cations can  be  obtained.      GoOqIc 

The  properly  of   the  Board  in  the 
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Seneca  ViUege,  consists  of  two  dwelUng 
booses  and  a  schoolhoose,  together  wHh 
the  use,  for  an  indefinite  period,  of  the 
ground  on  which  they  are  erected.  It  is 
in  contemplation,  to  bnild  an  addition  to 
the  house  new  occnpied  by  Mr.  Tonng, 
lor  the  pmpoM  of  accommodating  the 
Minister ;  and  of  embodying  many  of  the 
Indian  Children,  in  the  Missionary  fsmily- 
It  is  also  in  contemplation  to  erect  a 
workshop  within  an  enclosure  of  sufficient 
extent  for  (he  deposit  of  tK>ards  and  Tim- 
ber ;  to  furnish  the  necessary  tools  ;  and 
to  give  to  the  nation  free  access  to  the 
establishment,  for  the  object  of  making 
and  repairing  their  farming  untensflrand 
household  furniture.  It  is  believed  that 
such  a  measure,  while  it  would  be  atten- 
ded with  little  expense,  would  inspire  the 
Indians  with  confidence  in  the  friendly 
views  of  the  Board  \  render  them  more 
accessible  to  the  instruction  of  the 
Missionary ;  strengthen  in  various  ways 
the  salutary  influence  of  the  Mission  ;  and 
eventually  produce  extensive  benefit  to 
the  Tribe. 

OMo  Minion  Church. 
About  two  years  ago,  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Badger,  and  the  Rev.  Jonathan  Lesslie, 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,  projected  the  plan 
of  establishing  a  Missionary  Cburch,  or 
colony,  in  the  centre  of  some  Indian 
Tribe,  in  our  Western  Territory.  It  was 
their  design,  to  build  a  separate  house 
for  each  colonist ;  to  erect  a  church  in 
the  centre  of  their  Village  ;  to  have  a 
community  of  interest ;  to  invite  the 
Indian  children  to  their  Village  School  ; 
and  to  devote  their  efforts  to  the  object 
of  providing  for  their  pwn  subsistence, 
and  of  introducing,  by  precept  and  eiath- 
ple,  the  principles  of  Christianity  and  the 
arts  of  civilization  among  their  untutored 
and  pagan  neighbours.  About  seventy 
individuals,  including  children,  were 
pledged  to  the  enterprise  ;  and  an  effort 
was  made  during  the  last  summer,  to 
procure  funds,  sufficient  to  convey  them 
to  their  place  of  destination,  to  erect 
their  buildiogs,  and  to  furnish  a  year's 
supply  of  provisions.  The  effort,  how- 
ever, failed.  Their  fellow-christians, 
every  where,  disapproved  the  plan  ;  and 


rcfoied  to  contribate  to  the  nwort  oC 
any  Minion,  ^BlWch  was  not  placed  on- 
der  the  contronlof  some  weU4aiown  and 
respectable  Missionary  InsUtufioo. 

Under  these  circumstances,  Mr  Badger 
and  Mr.  Lesslie,  were  induced  to  make 
known  their  situation  to  the  Synod  of 
Pittsburgh,  at  its  annual  Session  in 
September  last  By  the  Synod,  they 
were  advised  to  tender  their  services  to 
the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
The  advice  was  immediately  followed. 
A  letter  on  the  subject  was  laid  before 
the  Managers,  at  their  stated  Meeting  in 
October  ;  and  the  Domestic  Secretary 
was  directed  to  obtain,  from  those 
gentlemen,  additional  information  as  to 
the  details  of  their  plan,  and  the  number 
and  qualifications  of  their  asseciates. 

The  Correspondence,  thus  •  opened, 
resulted  in  the  arrival  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Lesslie  in  this  city  about  the  first  of 
January,  clothed  with  authority  to  relin- 
quish the  plan,  and  to  tender  the  service 
of  the  Ohio  Mission  Church,  under  the 
general  pripoiples,  which  ^  govern  tho 
other  Missions  patroniaed  and  supported 
by  this  society.  Under  a  view  of  the 
previous  correspondence,  and  of  the 
verbal  communications  of  the  Agent,  the 
Managers  resolved,  that  a  Mission  Fami^ 
ly,  of  a  suitable  number,  selected  from  the 
persons  attached  to  the  Ohio  Mission 
Church,  should  occupy  a  third  station  of 
the  Board  among  the  Western  Indians ; 
and  Mr.  Lesslie  was  assured,  that  the 
selection  should  be  made,  and  the  family 
sent  forward  to  their  destined  station,  as 
soon  as  a  covenant  could  be  regularly 
formed  with  some  Indian  Tribe. 

To  accomplbh  this  object,  two  Com- 
missioners, the  Rev.  Mr.  Lesslie,  of  the 
Ohio  Family,  and  the  Rev.  Salmoit 
GiDOiRGs,  of  St.  Louis,  have  been  ap- 
pointed, with  instructions  to  explore  the 
Indian  country,  on  both  sides  of  the 
Missouri,  as  far  as  the  Council  Bluflb.  It 
is  expected  that  the  Commissioners)  on 
their  tour,  will  visit  several  Indiaa 
Tribes ;  ascertain  their  local  po»Uoa, 
population,  habits  and  character ;  form 
a  Covenant  with  one  or  more ;  «ad 
collect,  and  embody  in  their  Repoity  M 
amount  of  informatioB^  which  will  greatly 
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fiicHilate  and  extend  (be  fuHire  opera- 
tions of  the  Board. 

CommisHan  to  Wdshington. 

In  this  stage  of  their  operations,  the 
Managers  deemed  it  Important  to  send  a 
Commissioner,  to  the  seat  of  Governmenti 
with  instructions  to  solicit  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  and  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Indian  Trade,  the  necessary  letters  and 
Documents  for  the  Great  Osage  Mission— 
to  exhibit  a  view  of  the  present  and  pro- 
jected transactions  of  the  Board, — to  ob: 
taio  if  practicable,  immediate  pecuniary 
assistance — to  ascertain  to  what  extent 
the  Managers  may  calculate  on  the  aid  of 
GoTemmeat  in  their  future  labours 
among  the  Indian  Tribes — and  to  adopt 
other  measures  to  promote  the  views  and 
subserve  the  interests  of  the  Institution. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Milledoler  was  appointed 
to  perform  the  duties  of  Ibis  Commission. 
On  his  arrival  at  Washington,  be  procured 
under  the  hand  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
and  the  seal  of  the  War  Department,  a 
Talk  to  the  Chiefs  and  Warriors  of  the 
Great  Osage  nation,  and  letters  to  Gover- 
nor Clark,  and  other  Agents  of  Ciovem- 
ment  in  the  Missouri  Territory.  He  was 
also  furnished  with  similar  papers  under 
the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Indian  Trade.  These  documents  were 
immediately  transmitted  by  mail  to 
Pittsburgh,  and  were  received  by  the 
Superintendent  and  Assistant  of  the  Mis- 
sion, before  they  left  that  city. 

Besides  furnishing  these  Documents, 
the  Government  agreed  to  make  advances 
to  the  Groat  Osage  Mission,  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  on  account  of  their 
buildings  ;  and  to  allow,  for  the  support 
of  the  schools  at  the  Tuscarora  and  Sene- 
ca Stations,  the  annual  sum  of  nine 
hundred  dollars.  For  the  former  sum,  the 
Board  were  permitted  to  draw  at  plea- 
sure, and  for  the  latter,  quarterly,  from 
the  first  day  of  January  last.  Assurances 
M'ere  also  given,  that  farther  assistance 
should  be  granted  to  the  Managers, 
whenever  schools  shall  have  been  com- 
menced at  Union  and  at  Harmony. 

Through  the  instrumentality  of  our 
Commissioner,  a  Female  Missionary 
Society,  already  established  at  Washing- 
ton, declared  Uself  auiiliorr  to  this  Insti- 
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tstioB ;  and  measuref  were  adopted,  pre- 
liminary to  the  formatkm  of  an  AuxiliHry 
amangthe  Gentlemen  of  that  city. 

In  elosiBg  this  head  of  thehr  R^porf, 
the  Managers  adopt,  with  pleasure,  tbtt 
spirit  of  the  following  paragraph,  with 
which  their  Commissionetconcladesthe 
statement  of  his  proceadings  at  the  seat 
of  Government :  <<  The  undersigned 
would  do  injutlee  to  fait  own  feelings 
did  he  not  express  hit  gratitnde  for  the 
kind  wishes  Bianilefted  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  for  the  nieeess  of 
our  Mlisioiiary  efforts ;  the  prompt  atten- 
tion to,  and  deep  Interest  in,  thb  great 
concern,  eshibited  by  the  Seeretary  of 
War ;  the  intelligent  and  warm  hearted 
exertloiM  of  Col.  M'Kenney,  and  the 
constant  and  faithful  co-operation  of  our 
venerable  yiee-Presfdeet,  Mr.  Nourse.*' 
Education  of  Htaffun  TotdK. 

Early  in  the  month  of  March,  Captain 
Nicholas  Cusick,  Interpreter  to  the  Tusca- 
rora Mission,  and  a  man  of  great  influ- 
ence ill  his  nation,  presented  to  the  no- 
tice of  the  Board,  his  grandson,  a  youth 
of  seventeen,  who  expressed  an  earnest 
desire  to  receive  an  education  to  qualify 
him  for  usefulness  in  the  Missionary  cause/ 
among  his  Indian  Brethren.  Having 
satisfied  themselves  as  to  the  sincerity 
with  which  the  appUcatloo  was  made, 
the  Managers  resolved  to  patronise  the 
young  man,  and  provide  for  his  instruc- 
tion. 

The  day  is  probably  not  distant,  when 
the  various  Missionary  stations  under 
the  care  of  this  Society,  will  furnish 
other  applications  similar  to  the  one  al- 
ready stated.  Many  promising  youth 
may  be*  found,  who  with  a  correct  and 
sufa«tantial  Missionary  edocatloD,  miglit 
render  incalculable  benefit  to  the  cause 
in  which  we  are  engaged,  and  oonfer 
inestimable  blessings  upon  the  nations  to 
which  they  belong.  Looking  thus  pros* 
pectively  to  this  interesting  soliject«  the 
Board  directed  their  Domestic  Secreta- 
ry to  open  a  correspondence  with  the 
Uev.  Mr.  Daggett,  Principal  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  school,  at  Comwifllf 
Connecticut ;  and  to  ascertain  wb#tiier, 
and  on  what  terms,  young  men,  support- 
ed by  tbe  United  Foreign  Missionartrlp 
Ff(  3 
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^Society  I  nuy  be  adimttod  faUo  that  leol- 
Miy«  They  also  appointed  a  CommiUee 
to  address  the  pablic  on  the  oceasioo, 
wkh  the  hope  of  creatiog  a  distinct  fond 
for  the  Edocation  of  Heathen  Tonth. 

Agreeably  to  these  dfarectioos,  a  corres- 
pondence has  been  oommeooed  which 
will  probably  terminate  in  a  satisfactory 
anranfement,  by  which  our  Indian  Yonth 
will  be  admitted  into  the  school  at 
Cornwall. 

On  the  Importance  of  givinia  mission- 
ary education  to  some  of  the  more 
promising  Heathen  youth,  and  on  the 
propriety  of  the  measure  recently  adopt- 
ed, the  seatinieots  of  the  Managers  are 
fnlly  eipreesed  In  the  following  passages 
from  the  address  prepared  and  published 
by  their  Committee  :— 

"  In  the  progress  of  Missionary  experi*. 
mentSi  it  has  become  apparent  to  dif- 
ferent societies  of  Christians  that  some 
plan  for  the  instruction  of  natives  in  the 
higher  branches  of  science,  is  necessary 
for  every  pagan  country.  Pleasures  of 
this  nature  are  already  in  train  in  Asia,- 
Africa,  and  America.  The  two  leading 
denominations  in  India  are  each  getting 
up  a  College  for  this  very  purpose.  The 
christian  Institution  at  Sierra  Leone  has 
a  department  for  the  higher  branches. 
And  the  Foreign  Mission  School  at 
Cornwall,  may  yet  benefit  half  of  the 
nations. 

<<  No  people  can  be  taken  up  and  car- 
ried forward  into  a  civilized  state  by  the 
continaal  and  exclusive  Instrumentality 
of  strangers.  If  pagan  nations  are  to  be 
raised  to  the  permanent  enjoyment  of 
civil  and  ecclesiastical  order,  their  own 
children  must  be  qualified  to  manage 
their  concerns  in  Church  and  State  -,  and 
those  children,  it  is  equally  manifest, 
must  be  educated  by  the  charity  of  chris- 
tians,  until  they  themselves  are  fitted  to 
preside  over  seminaries  in  their  own 
nation. 

"  The  schools  at  the  several  Missionary 
stations,  convey  little  more  than  elemen- 
tary knowledge,  wholly  incompetent  to 
prepare  youth  for  the  more  public  offices 
ef  society.  They  may  be  placed  but  a 
*BW  grades  above  our  common  schools  ; 
end  with  only  such  advantages,  we  sluuM 


think  our  own  children,  with  all  the  light 
reflected  upon  them  from  the  whole 
surface  of  civilised  society,  indifferently 
fitted  to  go  forth  as  Judges,  Teachers,  and 
Preachers.  What  then  shall  be  done? 
Shall  we  support  a  seminary  of  a  higher 
order,  at  each  Missionary  Station  ?  But 
this^  would  divide  the  attention,  and 
produce  a  deplorable  waste  of  funds* 
llie  cheapest  and  safest  course,  by  far, 
would  be  to  place  the  yonth  intended 
for  public  life,  at  Cornwall,  where  the 
necessary  buildings  and  Instmcters  are 
Blready  provided  ;  and  where  the  highest 
advantages  are  enjoyed  for  the  formation 
of  the  character.  There,  then,  is  an  ample 
field  for  Christians  to  exert  themselves, 
in  raising  the  wanderer  of  the  forest  to 
high  intallectual  and  moral  elevation,  and 
to  an  instrumentality,  which,  liie  eternity 
itself,  cannot  be  measured." 

JliixUiary  Socidks. 
In  our  former  Reports,  eight  Auiiiiary 
Societies  were  duly  recognized. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  last  year,  nine 
were  added  to  our  list. 

In  the  month  of  September,  the  Rev. 
Burr  Baldwik,  was  appointed  an  agent 
of  the  Society,  for  three  months,  to 
receive  Donations  and  Subscriptions,  and 
to  form  Auxiliary  Societies.  In  Decem- 
ber, he  made  a  full  and  Interesting  report 
of  his  proceedings,  by  which  it  appears, 
that  during  his  short  tour  of  duty,  he 
received  more  than  two  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars  in  money,  and  w^  instru- 
mental in  forming  fifty-one  Societies 
auxiliary  to  your  Board. 

At  the  close  of  bis  Report,  Mr.  Baldwin 
remarks—"  The  places  which  I  have  visits 
'  ed,  with  one  or  two  esceptions,  have  been 
very  favourably  disposed  toward  my 
object.  The  Brethren  have  received  me 
very  cordially,  and  the  people  have 
enlisted  with  a  good  degree  of  zeal,  into 
the  service  of  the  Missionary  Society. 
It  ought  to  be  remarked,  that  the  Reform- 
ed Dutch  Brethren,  among  whom  I  have 
principally  laboured,  have  been  disposed 
to  co-operate  fervently  in  the  great  work 
of  evangelizing  the  natives  of  our  Western 
Wilderness." 

After  this  successful  (our  of  labour,  Mr- 
Baldwin  received  a  secpnd  commission 
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for  three  months.  Under  IhU  commis- 
Aon  he  visited  a  number  of  congrega- 
tions in  the  northern  part  of  New  Jersey ; 
in  Orange  County,  New-York  ;  in  Kings 
Gcnnty,  Long-Island ;  and  in  Fairfield 
c4aity,  Connecticut.  Before  he  had 
finished  his  route,  he  was  recalled,  and 
an  eiteniion  of  four  months  was  added 
to  hi*  Commission,  with  instrucUons  to 
proceed  through  Pennsylvania,  to  Pitts- 
burgh, and  thence  down  the  Ohio  River, 
as  far  as  thne  would  permit,  and  any 
prospect  of  success  should  invite.  In 
congregations  contiguous  to  the  River, 
when  the  present  scarcity  of  money 
might  otherwise  defeat  the  object  of  his 
journey,  he  was  directed  to  organiae 
Societies  for  the  contribution  of  provi- 
sions of  every  kind,  or  of  beds,  bedding, 
ready  made  garments,  kitchen  utensils, 
household  furniture,  or  agricultural  or 
mechanical  implements.  It  is  expected 
that  societies  thus  organtaed,  will,  at 
slated  periods,  deposit  the  articles  they 
contribute,  with  some  authorised,  and 
responsible  Agent  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Baldwin  commenced  his  journey 
to  Ohio,  on  the  30th  of  April.  Before 
bis  departure  he  had  not  time  to  prepare 
a  deUiled  account  of  his  second  term  of 
service,  ft  is  understood,  however,that 
he  collected  neariy  two  hundred  and 
seventy  dollars,  and  organised  thirty 
Auxiliary  Societies.  A  particular  state- 
ment of  these  must  be  reserved  for  the 
next  Annual  Report. 

In  the  course  of  the  last  summer,  a 
Society  of  Ladies  was  formed  In  Phila- 
delphia, for  the  purpose  of  procuring  ma- 
terials and  making  garments  for  the 
Union  Mission.  Aletter  from  the  Secre- 
tary was  received  in  November,  giving 
us  official  notice  of  the  formation  and 
object  of  the  Society,  and  stating  that 
ftnw  hundred  and  fifty  garments,  designed 
for  the  Union  Mission,  had  been  forward- 
ed to  the  eare  of  Col.  M*Kenny,  at  the 
city  of  Washington,  who  had  obligingly 
tendered  his  services  in  transmUting 
them  to  the  place  of  their  destination, 
lo  another  letter,  in  March,  we  were  in- 
formed that  two  hundred  garments  were 
proptred  by  the  same  society,  for  the 
Crreat  Osago   Mission.     It    would  be 


gratifying  to  the  Board,  should  the  ladies 
of  many  ofoureitlesand  villages  beni- 
doced  to  follow  so  useful  and  worthy  aa 
example. 

In  clodng  this  braneh  of  the  Report, 
your  Managers,  have  the  pleasure  to  an- 
nounce, that  the  New-Tork  Missionary 
Society,  on  completing  the  transfer  of  its 
stations,  and  the  conveyance  of  its  fonds; 
as  mentioned  under  a  former  head,  in- 
structed Its  Board  of  Directors  so  to  alter 
its  Constitution,  as  to  render  it  auitUaiy 
to  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 
From  this  measure  the  hapfMest  results 
may  be  confidently  anticipated.  The  pro- 
priety,  and  we  may  add,  the  necessity  of 
establishing  in  this  city,  the  seat  of  the 
Parent  institution,  a  respectable  and  en* 
ergetic  Auxiliary,  cannot,  for  a  moment 
be  doubted.  Such  a  measure  would  pro- 
duce a  salutary  excitement  among  the 
auxilhiries  already  formed ;  would  proba- 
bly lead  to  the  establishment  of  others 
in  many  of  the  cities  and  towns  through- 
out our  country ;  and  thus  give  an  im- 
portant and  powerful  impulse  to  the  oper- 
ations of  your  Board. 

General  Jlgents. 

It  was  eariy  apparent  to  the  Managers^ 
that  their  Western  Missions,  must  neces- 
sarily be  supplied  with  provisions,  and 
other  heavy  articles,  from  the  banks  of 
the  Ohio  and  its  tributary  waters.  It 
was  also  apparent,  that  Agents  must  be 
selected  at  some  favourable  spot,  to  re- 
ceive the  contributions  of  our  Western 
Brethren  *,  to  purchase  supplies  when  ne- 
cessary ;  and  to  transmit  the  whole,  when 
required,  to  our  Missionary  Stations. 
Instructions  were,  therefore,  given  to  the 
Superintendent  and  Assistant  of  thair 
first  Mission,  to  keep  this  subject  In  view 
on  their  passage  from  Pittsburgh  to  the 
Mississippi,  and  to  advise  the  board  as  to 
the  best  location  for  a  general  deposito- 
ry, and  the  most  suitable  persons  to  be 
instructed  with  the  agency.  In  accord- 
ance with  thesn  instructions,  our  Mis- 
sionaries, In  a  letter  of  the  90th  of  Juney 
recommended,  in  the  warmest  termsi  the 
appointment  of  John  F.  Keys,  and  Ro- 
bert Boal,  Junr.  Esqrs.  of  Cincinnati. 
These  Gentlemen  were  aeoordlng^  sp-. 
pointed;  and}  we  have  the  ^V^amt  to 
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til*  tgeniiy,  aMJ  tlitMly  0s«c«tod  repttt- 
ed  ortes  !•  Ui«  Mtim  MMi$ti#a  of  th(t 
Board. 

Datiag  Um»  laii  mmiMry  two  or  ihfM 
ItOen  wora  rM«iyMl>  mMtiooipg  that 
dooatioM  in  elotlusg  and  in  money 
would  iOQB  ba  ftadyforoor  may  and  in- 
qtiiring  for  tiie  oaarast  Agant,  to  whom 
thcj  oontd  be  trvnamittad.  It  became* 
tbtPpfoi^y  obvionaly  ««|)edient}  tUat 
nMBti  for  receiving  similar  dooatiooc 
should  be  appelated  in  various  parts  of 
the  country.  More  than  one  hundred 
were  aeeordingly  selected;  many  of- 
whom  have  Itindly  aocepted  the  ottce, 
and  already  rendered  important  assis^ 
tanae.  To  Robert  Ralslon  and  Alexan- 
der Henry»  Esquires,  of  Philadelphia, 
and  to  the  Rev.  Francis  Herront  and  Mi- 
chael Allan,  Esq.of  Pituburgh,  the  Board 
are  under  peculiar  obligations. 

In  the  course  of  the  Winter,  informa* 
tion  was  communicated  to  the  Managers^ 
ipduoing  the  hope,  that,  if  suitable  Agents 
were  appointed  in  the  Western  District 
of  this  State,  provisions  of  various  kinds 
would  be  contributed,  sufficient  in  quan- 
tity to  supply  the  Missionary  Stations  -at 
the  Tuscarora,  and  Seneca  Villages. 
About  forty  Gentlemen,  of  respectable 
ftanding  in  that 'quarter  of  the  country, 
were,  therefore,  selected.  Many  of  these 
gentlemen  have  accepted  their  appoint- 
ment, and,  there  is  reason  to  believe, 
th^y  will  enter  cordially  into  the  views 
and  feelings  of  the  Board.  Abraham 
Varick,  Esq.  of  Utica,  the  Rev.  Henry 
Dwight,  of  Geneva,  and  NaHianiel  W. 
Howell,  Esq.  of  Caoandalgua,  who  re- 
commanded  the  measure,  and  obligingly 
tendered  their  services,  are  particnlariy 
entitled  to  our  thanks.

The  Managers  are  happy  to  state  that 
the  funds  with  which  they  have  been  fur- 
nished during  the  past  year,  have  been 
fully  commensurate  with  the  extent  and 
magnitude  of  their  operations.  They 
also  indulge  the  hope,  tb«,t  (heir  fuluro 
supplies  from  the  same  sources  will  be 
rather  augmented  then  diminished* 
They  cannot,  however,  be  uamindful  of 
the  fact,  that,  should  they  continue  to  ex- 
tend the  sphere  of  their  labours,  addi- 
tional and  permaneut  resources  would 
be  required^  to  enable  (hem  to  meet  their 
increased  expenditures. 

Under  this  view  of  the  subject,  the 
Board  have  recently  appointed  a 
Committee  "  to  prepare  a  circular  to  all 
the  cliurcbeai  under  the  care  of  the  gene- 
ral Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church ; 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Church ;  and  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Datch  Church  j  men- 
tioning the  various  Missionary  stations, 
the  number  of  persons  employed  at  each, 
the  prospects  of  future  operations,  and 
the  necessity  of  united  exertion  in  pro- 
curing funds ;  and  requesting  that  the  col- 
lections of  the  respective  Cbarcbes,  at 
the  Monthly  Concert  of  Prayer,  may  be 
specially  doVoled  to  the  funds  of  the 
Board. 

Cerrespondenee. 
During  the  past  year,  a,  friendly  cor. 
respondence  has  been  maintained  with 
the  London,  the  Church,  and  the  Scottish 
MissionarySocieties,  in  Grant  Britain;  and 
in  this  country,  with  the  Amenom  Be«fd 
of  Commissioners  for  foreign  ft|i|eioes. 
By  these  societies,  we  nave  also  l»e«D  b- 
voured  with  t^eir  respective  publlcatioes. 
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Wkti  the  Wedeyaa,  UaHad  Brttliren, 
and  Baptist  Miaaioutry  Soeieties  io  Lou* 
doB»  a  conespoqdaMe,  it  Si  eipeatad*  wUI 
be  opeaed  io  tke  course  of  the  eaaatng 
year. 

Tbeoeaevea  instHotbas  ooeep^i  col-* 
lei;tively,  ipere  than  two  hundred  Mis. 
aioiaary  dtationi;  and  sapport  eKolaaive 
of  feoiales,  nechanka,  and  fanners,  near* 
\y  four  huedred  Missiooariesy  and  about 
two  hundred  Teachers.  Of  theae  tmt 
hundred  teachers,  about-one  hundrad  and 
forty  are  natives  of  pagan  countries, 
principally  educated,  and  qualified  for 
their  present  occupation,  In  the  Miisiotta- 
ry  Sehools. 

Our  limits  will  not  admit  a  more  par* 
tieolar  sUtemeat  of  the  transactions  of 
theae  lastitoiions.  We  cannot,  however, 
cwit  to  remark,  that  they  ara  generally 
oendttcting  their  operatlens  with  exem- 
V^ry  cowpgy  aad  with  eneouragiag  sue- 
oesi.  They  are  extending  their  fostering 
caie  over  nomerous  climes,  and  spread- 
Sng  the  light  of  a  preached  gospel  among 
many  of  the  benighted  nations  of  the 
earth.  Through  their  instrumentality, 
thousands  on  every  continent,  having 
abandoned  their  pagan  worship  and  em* 
braced  the  religion  of  the  cress,  are  now 
submitting  to  its  authority,  eajoying  ila 
consolations,  and  cbecbhing  its  hopes ; — 
and  the  Ulands  of  the  Sea,  are,  succes- 
sively, casting  their  Idols  into  the  flames, 
and7)ressing  to  their  hearts  the  tidings  of 
a  Saviour's  Love. 

The  following  extract  of  a  letter  from 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Burder,  Secretary  of  the 
London  Missionary  Society,  expressing 
the  most  friendly  feelings  toward  this, 
and  other  Missionary  stations  in  thi3 
country,  wiU  be  heard  with  interest  :— 

"  The  Directors  of  the  London  Society 
feel  a  high  degree  of  satisfaction  and  de- 
light in  witnessing  the  zeal  of  their  trans- 
atlantic Brethren,  in  the  glorious,  but 
long-neglected  caust*  of  Missions.  They 
rejoice,  that  so  many  societies  in  Eng- 
land and  in  America,  arc  *  striving  to- 
gether for  the  faith  of  the  Gospel,*  and 
are  labouring  with  so  mqch  ardour,  and 
ao  much  encouragement,  in  t|ie  heaven- 
ly work. 
«  Toa  will  rejoice  to  find  that  the  Lon-

dMt  aoeiety  b  well  supported  In  ite 
great  aad  hicreasing  expendKure,  by  the 
eotttiaaed  aad  augBMnting  llbenlity  of 
the  British  public }  and  that  in  various 
parte  of  the  world,  <  the  arm  of  the  Lord 
hath  been  revealed,'  and  the  report  of 
the  Ciotpel  cordially  betteved.  Tbepio* 
ieepion  of  Christianity  is  teat  spreading, 
and  more  than  a  £iw  appear  to  be  e^iogljr 
converted  to  God. 

**  These  ere  strong  and  powerful  aigun 
moots  for  renewed  activity.  Happy  are 
we,  Dear  Sir,  in  being  made  iastrumeotai 
in  forwarding  the  conversion  of  the 
Heathen.  Happy  are  we,  that  we  live 
ineueh  ao  age  a«  the  present !  O,  what 
would  our  pious  progenitors  have  given, 
to  witness  such  events  as  are  daily  oc- 
curring tons  1  They  laboured,  and  they 
suffered ;  we  labour,  and  we  enjoy — 
enjoy  the  fruit,  not  only  of  our  own 
labours,  but  of  their  labours  and  sufferings 
also.  To  God,  our  Saviour,  be  glory  in 
the  highest." 

It  was  mentioned  ki  a  former  Report 
that  a  correspondence  had  been  opened 
with  a  number  of  gentlemen,  on  the  ex- 
pediency of  sending  Missionaries  to  Sooth 
Aoierica.  A>leaer  on  this  subject  wa^ 
lately  received  from  Henry  HiU,  £sq« 
American  Consul,  at  Valparaiso.  In  this 
letter  Mr.  Hill  expresses  the  opinion  that 
'*  prudent  Missionaries  would  meet  with 
no  molestation  in  passing  as  travellers, 
through  the  provinces  of  Buenos-Ayres 
and  Chili."  He  also  suggesU  that  two 
or  three  intelligent  agents,  if  sent  to  those 
provinces  at  the  present  time,  might  ex- 
plore the  territory,  obtain  much  valuable 
information*  and  gradually  prepare  the 
way  for  future  MissiQuary  labours.  Ko 
Agents,  however,  have  yet  been  appoint- 
ed ;  nor  is  it  probable,  that  any  efllcient 
measures  can  be  pursued,  in  relation  to 
those  countries,  so  long  as  they  continue 
Involved  in  war. 

Conclusion. 
On  a  review  of  the  facts  now  presentf 
ed,  your  Managers  discover  much  to 
excite  their  gratitude,  and  to  stimulate  to 
future  exertion.  In  every  atage  ef  their 
progress  through  the  last  year,  they 
recognise  the  guidance  of  a  aoperintcnd- 
Ing  and  omaipotent  hand.    1/y*m>  other 
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B,  era  thijr  ftseribe  the  oneipictBi 
extesfioo  of  tMr  opemlfioiifl ;  or  «be 
cofTwpoiidcnt  mgwentitioo  of  tMrn- 
fioorces.  Ta  no  other  toitfoei  can  they

HerewKh,  we  transmit  our 
Journal  to  the  9th  of  December  lest  We 
have  endeavoured  to  give  a  faithful  nar^ 
rative  of  fiicts,  as  they  occorred  from  one 
week  and  day  to  another.  God  has  been 
dealing  with  ns  according  to  his  own 
good  pleasure.  The  greatest  of  all  our 
afflictions,  however,  is  the  clond  which 
hangs  over  this  Mission  in  the  unsettled 
slate  of  the  Indians.    It  is  oar  prayer, 


and  our  strong  hope,  that  they  will  yet 
be  overruled  by  a  kind  Providence^  and 
made  to  see  the  things  which  belong  to 
their  welfare. 

Since  closing  that  part  of  the  Journal 
which  is  now  forwarded,  we  hare  as- 
cended this  river  to  thb  place,  about  for- 
ty miles  above  the  garrison,  and  are  pro- 
ceeding as  fast  as  possible.  The  water 
has  been  rising  rapidly,  since  the  28tb  of 
January,  and  it  b  now  very  high.  In 
our  long  and  tedious  journey,  it  would 
cheer  us  to  hear  how  the  Society  pros- 
pers. May  God  enable  us  to  be  patient| 
and  faithful  to  our  sacred  trust,  and  to 
do  all  that  lie?  in  oor  power  to  aocom- 
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f^asbihe  bentfvoltDt  wishes  of  the  b«> 
loved  Boerd,  to  wbom  we  look  wKb  eon- 
fidenoe  for  support  end  instruction  from 
time  to  time.

Extracts  from  (he  Journal  of  the  Unum 
Mission^  from  the  I3ih  of  June  to 
the  dik  of  December ,  1820. 
June  13.~HaviBg  sappUed  the  Mis- 
sion»  at  Louisviile,  with  the  articles  that 
were  yet  necessary,  we  left  that  place 
last  evening,  aod  dropped  down  a  few 
miles  to  New- Albany.  To  this  pkce> 
the  Rev.  Blr.  Benin  accompanied  us.  In 
our  morning  and  evening  sacrifice,  we 
were  ^voured  with  his  aflfectionate  mi- 
nistrations ;  and  we  parted  from  him  in 
the  mof  ning)  as  from  a  friend  and  helper 
in  the  Lord.  Very  many  sach  friends 
have  we  met  with,  aince  we  engaged  in 
this  work.  This  day  we  have  been  in- 
terrupted with  head  winds,  attended 
with  heavy  showers  and  thonder;  but 
we  have  again  reached  the  shore,  and 
have  the  prospect  of  calm  repose  tbraugb 
the  night 

**  upward  we  lift  our  eyw, 
Fiom  God  Is  aU  our  aid." 

Lord's  Dapf  June  18.— Last  evening,  af- 
ter another  prosperous  week,  we  reach- 
ed this  place,  opposite  the  month  of  the 
Wabash,  about  10  miles  above  Shawnee- 
Town.  We  have  spent  the  past  day  in 
attempts  to  worship  God.  In  the  morn- 
ing, brother  Chapman  preached  from  Ro- 
mans  lii.  and  2.  Be  not  conformed  to 
this  world;  and  te  the  afternoon,  brother 
Vaill,  from  the  latter  part  of  the  same 
verse— Sii/  be  ye  transformed,  &c.  A 
neighbouring  family  united  with  us. 
The  day  mas  exceedingly  hot ;  yet,  on 
the  deck  of  our  boats,  under  the  shade 
of  the  trees  on  the  Kentucky  shore,  far 
from  Christian  friends,  far  from  the  tem- 
ple of  praise,  we  enjoyed  the  worship  of 
God.  Here  we  reared  our  Bethel.  Here 
we  paid  our  vows  unto  the  iVfost  High. 
We  have  witnessed  great  decency  in  our 
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kired  men.  We  have  prayed  for  tiiem, 
and  feit  a  desire  for  their  salvation.  It 
i*  tioped,  that  saving  good  may  be  the 
result. 

Monday,  June  19«— On  the  Illinois  shore 
of  the  Ohio  river,  about  100  miles  from 
its  DHMith,  there  is  a  remarkable  cave, 
usually  called  Cove-m-Mock.  Attracted 
by  the  report  of  travellers,  and  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  cavern  as  we  were  cross- 
ing its  month,  we  stopped  for  an  hour  to 
view  it.  Having  walked  150  fiset  into 
the  rock,  explored  the  different  cham- 
bers of  the  cavern,  and  surveyed  the  lof- 
ty arch,  and  the  projecting,  massy  pile 
over  its  month,  we  were  about  to  retu-e, 
when  our  attention  was  arrested  by 
the  sight  of  an  inscription,  which  deno- 
ted that  oar  brethren  of  tho-  Chero- 
kee Station  on  (he  Arkansas,  passed,  on 
the  dd  of  June,  16  days  before  us.  Anima*- 
ted  by  their  example,  and  the  importance 
of  this  inscription  as  a  piece  of  history, 
wo  immediately  proceeded  to  inscribe  the 
date  of  the  passing  of  the  Union  fiAission. 

Wednetday,  June  21. — This  evening  our 
boats  reached  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  In 
twenty-eight  days  from  Pittsburgh. 
Daring  this  time,  we  have  spent  four 
days  as  (he  christian  Sabbath  ;  two  other 
days,  were  spent  at  Cincinnati  in  taking 
In  provisions ;  and  two  others,  at  other 
places,  in  furnishing  the  Mission ;  leavin^c 
but  twenty  days  of  sailing.  JNo  unusual 
trials  have  been  experienced.  Some  of 
the  family  have  been  occasionally  indis- 
posed, yet,  through  a  kind  Providence,  w^ 
have  been  preserved  from  fatal  sickness. 
In  the  morning  and  evening  sacrifice, 
we  have  enjoyed  much  of  the  presence 
of  God.  Often,  have  the  brethren  and 
sisters,  apparently,  had  seasons  of  refresh- 
ing from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  The 
time  since  we  left  Pittsburgh  has  been 
an  interesting  period  of  our  lives.  Near- 
ly one  month  has  rolled  away  on  this 
part  of  our  journey. — A  voyage  down 
the  Ohio  presents  a  great  variety  of 
scenery.  In  here  and  there  a  newly 
rising  village  ;  in  the  thriving  situation  of 
many  towns  and  cities  ;  in  the  mouths 
of  tho  numerous  rivers,  which  empty 
from  the  north  and  from  the  south; 
in  the  hundred  islands  which  present 
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fttemsetres  between  Pktilbargfa  and  flM 
Missiflsiffpi ;  and  In  (he  variout  whidiagi 
of  the  stream  I  among  bills  and  moan- 
tains  and  stately  forests,  we  found  much 
that  was  interesting.  But  especially  have 
we  sooght  our  chief  satisfaction  in  the 
word  and  worship  of  God.  It  has  been 
our  practice  to  have  some  one  of  the 
brethren  occupied  in  reading  scripture 
or  some  religions  piece  for  the  instruction 
of  (hose  employed  at  the  oar.  The  beat 
for  several  days  has  been  intense^  but  tba 
blessing  promised  in  the  121it  Psalm  bat 
been  ours. 

Fridm/t  June  23. — Last  evening  we 
reached  New-Madrid,  in  the  state  of 
Mls:K>uH-  This  place  was  nearly  des- 
troyed  by  the  Earthquakes  of  1812,  and 
win  pr0l>ably)  never  agafai  be  very 
flourishing.  Here  we  unexpectedly  (bund 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Flint,  who,  havili^  reaktod 
Mverat  years  in  this  eountry,  and-btving 
{K'eaohed  at  the  Post  of  Arkansas,  wai 
«ble  to  give  us  sobm  uiofttl  advice.  Wa 
united  in  a  religioas  meeting,  in  wbiob 
be  bid  bis  people  an  aflbctionale  farewell 
ivith  a  view  of  removing  to  JackiOB, 
at>ont  60  miles  distant. 

Lor^s  Dtnft  June  35.— We  have  spmt 
^is  day  on  1>oard  the  boata,  in  some  hum- 
ble attempt  to  bononr  God,  and  saneUfy 
bis  day.  Besides  the  uaoal  morning  and 
ei^ening  exercises,  we  met  at  9  o*eIock 
for  special  prayer,  and  at  10  for  pabUc 
worship.  Brother  Vaill  preached  from 
Deuteronomy  ixxii.  29.  At  2,  we  again 
«siembled,  and  brother  Chapman  preach- 
ed from  1  John,  iv.  B-^Ood  is  fove. 

MondajfyjHneS6,'^Thh  day  we  have 
bad  ft  comfortable  passage  down  the  Mis- 
sissippi. Unfiln  the  beat  of  last  week, 
the  air  is  now  cool  and  refireshing.  Du- 
ring the  last  Bight  and  this  morning,  the 
rain  descended  copiously.  This,  togeth- 
er with  the  late  lightning  and  thunder, 
bas  changed  the  air  from  a  state  of  intense 
heat,  to  the  temperature  of  a  New*£n- 
gland  June. 

Ttutdayj  June  27.--Tbe  weather  still 
cool  and  comfortable.  The  Mississippi 
is  a  dangerous  rfver.  Many  boats  are 
wrecked  upon  it,  oud  the  Mission  boats 
have  but  narrowly  escaped  to-day.  We 
oQen  meet  wixh  what  are  called  pJanten, 


enags,  and  sawyers.  bomellBaes  lliejr 
are  to  be  fouttd  in  the  strongest  curreet. 
We  have  now  a  good  state  of  wnter,  and 
l>y  the  aid  of  a  kind  Providence,  we 
have  hitlierto  escaped  injury. 

ThurmUtift  Jime  29. — ^Thb  momiiig,  en* 
tered  the  month  of  White  river.  Hav- 
ing ascended  about  sit  miles,  we  passed 
tlutingh  the  arm  which  connects  White 
river  with  the  Arkansas.  The  latter  we 
entered  about  noon.  Here  we  stopped 
to  line  our  boats,  and  fit  them  foreseen^ 
ding  the  river.  ,  By  passing  thrcMigh  (his 
arm,  we  have  saved  not  less  then  00 
miles  in  distance,  and  probably-  tbfte 
days  in  time.  It  is  generally,  and  p^' 
faafis  correctly,  thought,  that  the  WWie 
river  formerly  united  itself  witb  the  Ar^ 
kansas  at  this  place,  and  formed  but  one 
river  from  this  to  the  Mississippi. 

Saturday,  July  l.«~Tbe  Mission  Pami-i 
ly  reached  the  Post  of  Afkansas.  In  two 
days,  have  ascended  2t^  miles.  Tiie  com-* 
try  about  the  Post  is  fevel,  the  huAs 
high,  and  the  soil  luxuriant  The  ne* 
cessity  of  an  interview  witb  hia  exceHea* 
ry,  Gov.  Miller,  who  resides  here,  indn- 
ces  ns  to  continue  till  Monday.  This 
evening  brother  Vaill  and  brother  Chap« 
man  waited  on  the  Goremor  to  deliver 
the  letters  from  the  Govern ment  and 
from  the  Society.  He  received  them 
with  kindness,  and  appeared  friendly  to 
the  object.  He  had  Just  returned  from 
the  country  of  the  Gfsages^  Whei^  be  bad 
been  labouring  to  prevent  bostiliOes  be- 
tween them  and  the  Cherokees.  He 
promised  us  every  facility,  and  offered 
to  furnish  us  with  letters  to  Major  Brad- 
ford, at  Fort  Smith,  and  to  Che  Cherokee 
and  Osage  Chiefs.  His  counsel  we  con* 
sidered  useful  to  the  Mission.  He  freely 
expressed  his  fears  of  a  war,  aHhoogh  he 
had  done  all  in  his  power  to  prevent  it. 
He  stated  the  course  we  ought  to  pur- 
sue in  case  of  hostilities,  nnd  told  us  he 
would  see  us  again  on  Monday*  morning. 
Lord's  Da^f  July  2. — This  morning,  by 
particular  request,  the  Mission  family  re- 
paired, Qt  10  o'clock,  to  a  private  dwcll- 
iog,  and  attended  public  worship  with  a 
number  of  the  people  of  the  plnce.  Bro- 
ther Vaill  preached  from  R6mans^  iii.  P. 
10.    In  the  afternoon,  the/amiJFTwitted 
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mboMd  the  Bontf,  aiMi  Brother  Chap- 
aiao  delivered  a  dbcoarae  from  Phil.  ii.  6. 
.  Mondttjft  July  3— Gov.  Miller  has 
•howed  us  every  mark  of  respect  aod 
kindness,  and  presented  to  us  the  desired 
papers.  We  have  n^ason  to  be  thankful 
t4iat«  Gentleman  of  so  much  intelligence 
and  wisdom}  Is  called  to  preside  over 
this  Territory,  at  this  critical  and  interest- 
ing period.  The  Editors  of  the  Arkansas 
Gazette,  Messrs.  Woodruff  and  Briggs, 
have  kindly  offered  to  send  ns,  regularly i 
their  weekly  paper,  together  wilh  papers 
they  receive  from  the  East— One  of  our 
hired  men  is  sick,  and  Sister  Johnson  is 
indisposed  to-day.— Left  the  Post  at 
^o'clock  this  evening,  having  been 
detained  by  indispensable  business.  Be- 
fore we  left  that  place,  we  found  it  ne- 
eettary  to  engage  two  additional  hands 
to  aid  io  ascending  the  river.  The  water 
ii  BOW  in  a  very  low  sttite,  and  there  is 
DMeh  fear,  that  we  shall  not  bo  able  to 
teach  the  station  this  season,  unless  the 
jViier  should  rise. 

TMetdaif,Juljf4.  Another  of  our  hired 
men  b  taken  with  the  fever.  Thisde- 
prives  us  of  two  faithful  labourers,  whose 
terviees  we  greatly  need  io  propelling  the 
boats  op  this  stream,  and  throws  a  great- 
er bnrden  on  the  brethren.  The  fever 
ivhich  now  prevails  among  us  appears  to 
he  a  severe  bilious  remittent.  We  have 
foor  hired  men  on  one  boat,  and  three  on 
Uie  other,  beside  the  two  who  are  sick  ; 
and  our  progress  this  day  has  been  fifteen 
miles.  This  mommg  the  brethren  agreed 
to  employ  six  men  to  each  boat,  beside 
the  steersman,  if  they  can  be  obtained. 

Wtdnaday^July  5.— Sister  Johnson  is 
worse.  She  had  a  restless  night,  and 
found  much  difficulty  in  breathing.  She 
is  very  feeble  to-day,  and  her  case  is 
attended  with  some  dangerous  symp- 
toms. May  God  interpose,  hear  our 
humble  prayers,  and  restore  her  health  \ 
that  she  may  yet  teach  the  Indhin  chil- 
dren the  way  of  life.  Sister  Hoyt,  is 
also  attacked  with  sickness,  but  her  fever 
as  yet,  does  not  appear  to  be  threatening. 
Amidst  these  trials,  the  family  feel  thank* 
ful  to  God,  for  the  presence  of  a  skilful 
Physician,  and  for  the  variety  of  means, 
suKed  to  our  case,  provided  by  the  kind- 
ness of  friends. 
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l^to'l^fJurye.—Thia  evening,  met 
with  some  adversity,  in  striking  a  bar  on 
the  veige  of  a  strong  current.  Before 
we  could  get  free  we  were  taken  intq 
the  current,  and  driven  under  the  oppo- 
aite  bluff,  among  the  planters,  by  whieh 
the  boats  were  much  exposed  to  be  bro- 
ken and  sunk.  But  a  prayer-hearlig 
God  was  present,  and  we  were  preserved. 

Friday,  July  7.— This  day  we  have  as- 
cend ed  the  river  only  five  miles,  owing 
to  the  strong  current  in  one  of  those  short 
bends  which  are  common  on  this  river. 
It  is  said,  that  it  is  no  uncommon  thing 
for  boats  to  be  a  whole  day  in  the  pass- 
age. It  is  considered  one  of  the  worst 
we  shall  meet  with.  The  water  is  in  a 
very  low  state,  but  duty  seems  to  sum- 
mon us  forward,  and  thetefbre  we  pro- 
ceed with  patience.  This  day  engaged 
two  other  hands. 

Saturday,  July  a-«One  of  the  band* 
employed  yesterday  left  us  this  meraing 
on  account  of  siekness.  In  the  eomee  of 
the  day,  we  have  hired  two  others. 

Lord's  Day,  Jrdy  9<-One  of  our  side 
men,  Jacob  H.  Galch,  died  rix>iit  11 
o'clock  this  morning.  He  was  a  yotitb» 
amUble  and  (aithfol,  aod  not  entirely 
destitute  of  thooghtfoiness.  Thus  one  of 
oar  most  healthy  and  active  men  is  no 
more.  Uis  fever,  in  its  progress,  assumed 
much  of  the  typhos  character.  Ue  was 
closely  attended  by  our  Fbysieian,  but 
his  disease  proved  unyielding.  He 
shipped  at  Pittsburgh,  but  bad  come  from 
someplace  near  Baltimore,  where,  he 
said,  his  widowed  mother  now  lives. 
We  sincerely  mourn  the  loss  of  this 
youth.  We  also  feel  for  a  mother,  who 
most,  sooner  or  later,  hear  that  this  day» 
her  son  was  interred  on  the  bank  of  the 
Arkansas,  about  one  hundred  miles  from 
its  month.  Our  other  siek  men  appear 
to  be  slowly  recovering ;  and  the  two 
sisters  are  better.'  Our  devotions  have 
been  Interrupted  by  the  event  of  this 
death.  At  6  o'clock  In  the  aftemoooy 
Brother  Vaill  addressed  the  Family  end 
the  company,  from  Ecclesiastes  xii.  1. 
The  doty  of  early  religion  was  pressed 
home  upon  the  conscience.  May  God 
bless  the  word.  Blore  than  usual  concern 
for  the  salretioirof  the  htndt,  his  heefu 
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exprened  this  ef  eiiiag.    O^  may  all  ba 
rectaimed  and  saved. 

Mondaift  July  10. —  Sister  Johnson  had 
a  distressing  night*  and  to-day,  we  have 
feared  that  she  would  not  survive.  She 
expresses  a  calm  and  rational  submission, 
and  resigns  herself  and  the  Mission,  into 
the  hands  of  infinite  Wisdom.  It  ia 
pleasant  and  comforting,  to  see  such  a 
degree  of  cheerful  composure  in  the 
midst  of  so  much  bodily  distress.  Sister 
Hoyt  is  very  weak  and  lew ;  still  her 
case  is  not  so  alarming,  as  that  of  Sister 
Johnson.  Her  mind  appears  to  be  estab- 
lished in  Christ,  her  Saviour. 

Wtdnt9day,  July  12.*-Sistar  Vaill  has 
a  violent  attack  of  fever. — This  day 
engaged  another  band. 

Friday^  July  14.— The  Sisters^  who 
were  attacked  with  the  fever  last  weeki 
give  us  hope  of  their  recovery.  It  is  na 
unfavourable  time  and  place  to  be  sick. 
Our  accommodations  are  small ;  yet  we 
have  many  mercies,  and  we  would  not 
murmur.  God  is  kind,  as  well  as  just 
He  will  not  afflict  us  beyond  our  desert — 
To-day,  engaged  another  hand. 

Saturday,  July  16.— Sister  Vaill  is 
evidently  better.  Her  disorder  has 
yielded  to  4iroely  and  well-directed 
means.  May  God  spare  her  life,  and 
preserve  the  children  from  sickness. 

Lord:$  Day,  July  16.— Visited,  this 
morning,  with  heavy  showers  of  rain. 
Sister  Lines  b  attacked  with  the  fever. 
She  had  a  restless  night.  The  Family 
assembled  for  worship  ns  usual.  In  the 
morning,  Brother  Vaill  spoke  from  these 
uords — Why  mil  ytdUf — and  in  the 
uftemoon  Brother  Chapman,  from  He- 
brews iii.  13.  A  family,  living  on  the 
bank,  attended  with  us.  More  than, 
usual  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
word  by  our  hired  men.  Last  evening, 
And  this  morning,  we  have  had  reason 
to  bless  God « for  preserving  the  lives  of 
Brother  Vaill's  two  youngest  children, 
who  successively  fell  over  board,  and 
must  have  been  drowned,  had  they  not 
been  Providentially  rescued  by  timely 
aid. — On  the  South  of  us,  as  we  ascend 
this  river,  live  the  Qoapan  Indians,  a 
small  Tribe,  who  are  said  to  be  friendly 
and  honest    They  Lav# excited  curat- 
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tenliott,  but  our  c#nmUeimtion  coold  be 
expressed  only  by  giving  the  baud  of 
friendship,  and  the  look  of  kindness. 
They  have  manifested  a  desire  to  be  in- 
structed,  and  are,  in  our  view,  proper 
objects  of  Missionary  attention.  We 
hope,  that,  in  due  time,  they  will  enjoj 
the  blessing  of  (he  Gospel. 

Tuttday^  July  18. — Heavy  showers  of 
rain,  yesterday  and  to-day.^ Sister  Hoyt 
is  evidently  worse.  For  a  few  days  her 
head  has  been  disordered,  her 
affected,  and  to-day  her  disease  i 
an  alarming  aspect  She  has  bad,  how- 
ever,  some  lucid  intervals,  in  which  her 
Saviour  and  his  Cross  were  held  in  sweet 
remembrance.  The  other  Sisters,  thou^ 
feeble,  we  do  not  consider  as  dangerous. 
In  the  cases  of  Sister  Vaill  and  Sister 
Johnson,  the  fever  has  assumed  the 
Intermittent  form.  Brothen  Bedield 
and  Fuller  have  also  been  seined,  mmI 
are  very  sick;  but  we  hope  the  means 
applied  will  break  the  fever.  Blay  God 
spare  them.  May  be  be  pleased  to  ct<^ 
his  hand.  0  Lord  rebuke  usnot  in  Ikmc 
ongvr,  neilhtr  choiten  ui  in  thy  hot  dit* 
pleasure, 

Wedneaday^  July  19^— It  reined  power- 
fully till  nearly  noon,  and  the  haelth  ef 
the  hands  being  endangered  by  Inbouring 
in  the  rain,  we  did  not  consider  it  pru- 
dent to  proceed  until  it  was  over.  Skter 
Hoyt's  case  b  distressing  indeed.  We 
seriously  fear  it  will  terminate  in  her 
dissolution. 

Friday^  July  21.— On  Thursday  sister 
Hoyt's  case  appeared  still  more  threaten- 
ing. About  the  middle  of  the  afternoon, 
we  concluded  her  time  was  very  short. 
Her  fever  was  high.  She  had  scarcely  ■ 
lucid  interval  after  Tuesday.  We  had 
hoped  she  would  live,  and  prove  a  bless- 
ing to  the  heathen.  But  she  was  not 
permitted  to  continue  with  us.  She  died 
at  half  past  eight  o'clock,  after  a  sickness 
of  about  seventeen  days.  We  stood  stiU 
and  adored  the  righteousness  of  Jehovah, 
while  we  saw  this  promising  member  ef 
the  mission  taken  away.  We  remember- 
ed his  command,  Be  tUllf  and  know  thai 
I  am  God  ;  and  we  said,  not  our  isitt, 
hut  thine  be  dime.  Our  last  intenriewt 
with  this  beloTed  friend/  were   Iiighly 
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consoUDg*  We  bave,  in  her  life,  a  bright 
eiample.  Her  activity  and  zeal;  her 
ntiooU  pietf ;  her  ardent  friendship ;  and 
her  deyotedness  to  Christ,  endeared  her 
to  our  flOols.  This  morning  about  eleven 
o'clocki  we  Interred  the  precious  re- 
mains on  the  bank  of  the  River  in  as  eli- 
gible a  situation  as  we  could  find,  and 
with  christian  decency.  Though  we 
had  no  splendid  funeral  parade,  yet  the 
"  memory  of  this  sbter  will  be  blessed." 
For  the  information  of  the  passing 
stranger,  whose  eye  might  chance  to 
Kgbt  on  this  little  hillock,  and  inquire, 
Whose  grave  is  this  ?  we  raised  the 
following  Inscription : — 

DOLLY  E.  HOYT, 

Member  of  Union  Mission. 
Aged  23,  A.  D.  1820. 

Saturday,  Jyly  22. — Sickness  has  now 
become  distressing.  Scarcely  one  of  the 
fiamily  has  vigorous  health.  The  narrow 
and  unwholesome  apartments  of  the 
boats,  begin  to  excite  general  alarm* 
Since  the  late  rains,  the  boats,  and  the 
stores,  are  in  a  more  unfavourable  con* 
dition  than  before.  The  heat,  which  }b 
now  intense,  operates  upon  the  loading 
penetrated  with  moisture,  so  as  to  pro- 
dace  a  sort  of  vapour,  highly  injurious  to 
health.  The  water  of  the  lUver,  at  this 
time  exceedingly  impure,  affords  our  only 
drink,  and  with  this  we  cook  our  food. 
In  cleansing  the  boats  with  this  water, 
there  is  an  unwholesome  sediment  left 
behind.  Every  exertion  to  keep  them 
clean  has  been  used,  and  once  we  have 
taken -Out  nearly  half  the  loading  to  air  it. 
Several  of  the  hands  being  unwell  have 
left  the  pole.  This  day  we  have  dis- 
charged three,  and  hired  five  in  their 
place,  to  assist  us  in  reachmg  Little-Rock, 
about  seventeen  miles  up  the  river. 
Taking  into  consideration  the  health  of 
the  family,  and  the  prosperity  of  the  mis* 
sion,  we  have  concluded  to  proceed  no 
farther  than  Little-Rock,  until  the  sick 
may  be  restored. 

Lord's  Day,  July  23.— Landed,  last 
evening,  seven  miles  short  of  LIttle-Rock. 
We  concluded,  that  merey  to  the  slok 
required  us  to  reach  the  place  as  soon  at 
Possible,  that  they  might  be  removed 
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from  the  boats.  Accordiiiglyi  we  are 
now  moving  forward  on  the  Sabbath. 
Sister  Lines  had  a  painful  night.  She  is 
very  feeble,  and  much  distressed. 

iMlU'Roek,  Pulatkie  County,  Monday, 
July  24.— Yesterday  about  1  o*clock, 
P.  M.  arrived  at  this  place.  Being  pro- 
vided, through  a  kind  Providence,  with 
a  room  for  the  sick,  they  were  all  re- 
moved before  sunset,  to  the  distance  oL 
100  rods.  Four  were  removed  on  litters. 
Several  others  were  but  just  able  to  walk. 
No  people  have  greater  cause  for  thank* 
fulness.  Though  reduced  low  by  sick- 
ness, yet,  when  we  found  it  necessary  to 
Mop,  a  place  was  provided  for  us.  Here 
are  some  good  springs  of  water.  It  is 
higher  land  than  any  which  we  have  seen 
since  We  entered  the  river.  Ttie  air  is 
pure  and  pleasant.  Most  of  this  day,  our 
hands  have  been  employed  in  removing 
the  loading  from  the  boats.  This  after- 
noon, Sister  Lines  gavf  us  reason  to  fear 
that  she  could  not  continue  long  with  us. 
Her  fever  lias  been  hig;^,  and  her  rational 
faculties  are,  at  times,  impaired.  Bro- 
ther William  C.  Requa,  offered  a  prayer, 
in  which  she  took  the  liveliest  interest 
She  was  then  questioned  by  brother  Vaill, 
respecting  her  feelings  and  vieys.  She 
freely  stated  that  her  soul  had  been  hum- 
blecf  before  God  in  the  course  of  this  sick* 
ness;  that  at  first,  she  had  struggles  of 
unbelief^  but  now,  all  was  over.  Her 
soul  lay  humbled  in  the  dust  She  felt 
happy  in  God.  She  has  enjoyed  brighter 
and  better  views  of  the  way  of  salvation 
through  Christ.  <<  Oh,"  said  she,  «  The 
wonderful  plan.  My  soul  is  filled  with 
joy,  beyond  expression.  Oh,  the  ful- 
ness, the  wisdom  displayed !  My  soul  is 
lost  in  wonder  and  gratitude !  I  submit, 
and  resign  my  all.  1  am  ready  to  live  or 
to  die.  I  have  no  wish  to  dhrect."  In 
language  like  this,  and  with  an  expression 
of  heavenly  sweetness  in  her  counte- 
nance, did  she  tell  us  that  heaven  was 
already  begun  in  her  soul. 

Tuttday,  July  26.--We  retired  last 
evening,  still  hoping  to  find  our  sister 
alive  this  morning.  But  at  midnight  the 
Bridegroom  eame.  Aboot  one  o'cloek 
she  left  us  to  be  with  Christ  Hap^ 
Spirit!  Thy  sufferings  are  over.  Thoii^ 
hast  entered  into  peace.    Thine  everiaSI- 
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fogtmtiM  iMigBii.  MtMU  «r<  the  4md 
oA«  ditinlht  L»rd.  About  Ave  oHilMkv 
this  ereoiiiii  ber  reiBfti0t  were  intefted 
wiChchritU«icl«c«ie3r.  WJi«l  esctUMoe 
Sf  iwDoved  from  the  earth,  in  the  deoths 
of  lister  Hojt  and  sister  Lines.  They 
were  emhieiitly  q«Mlified  for  the  Mis- 
•iooary  work ;  end  we  trasted  that  Ood 
had  sent  them  hhher  to  laboor  for  the 
mlvation  of  the  perishing  Indians.  But 
we  leave  all  in  his  hands,  confidently  be- 
Htring  that  he  knows  and  will  do  what 
is  best.  Sister  Chapman  was  taken  siok 
ivith  the  fevor,  on  Saturday  evening. 
It  has  not  seised  her  so  violently  as  soiao 
others.  Brother  George  Reqoa  is  aeri- 
4iisly  attacked  with  the  fever,  and  Bro* 
ther  William  C.  Reqiiat  is  also  sick.  Bro* 
ther  Vaill  Is  unable  to  attend  to  bnskiess. 
Brother  Redfiold,  and  Brother  Foliar  are 
better. 


Stfturridy,  /a/y  ^.— By  the  i 
of  several  of  the  hired  man,  whom  w« 
retalttfid,  Brother  Chapman  baa  com- 
pleted the  boUding  of  a  tomporary  alos^ 
homet  and  succeeded  in  removing  and 
secnring  the  provisions  and  gooda.  To 
nemove  so  great  a  quantity  to  a  b%b  and 
safe  place«  has  reqaired  great  labour; 
baty  by  the  blessing  of  Oodi  itis  accom- 
plished. Brother  Chapman  has  had  the 
great  bnrden  on  his  hands.  In  efiectiog 
this  bosioess,  he  has  been  excoedia^y 
diligent  and  industrious ;  and  we  thiolL 
it  has  brought  on  the  feveri  of  which  he 
is  seriously  ill  this  evening*  Sisten 
Vaill  and  Johnson,  and  Brothers  Red- 
field  and  Fuller*  are  gaining  strength. 
Sister  Chapman  is  no  better ;  and  Bro- 
thera  William  C.  and  4Seoi^  Beqaa 
are  very  ill. 

ITbbc  conUmud,}

Union,  Dec.  4, 1820. 

When!  wrote  last,  I  was  among  the 
Cherokees,  200  miles  fW>m  this  place. 
This  distance  we  travelled  on  foot,  and 
found  il  a  l^ng  and  tedious  Journey 
throngfa  the  wUdorncss.  When  night 
oTtrtook  vfy  we  halted,  kindted  a  large 
fire,  and,  wrapping  ourselves  in  our 
bhmketst  slept  by  the  side  of  It.  We 
brought  wHh  ns  on  our  paA  horses,  ItAtd 
bread,  Which  lasted  as  mo^  of  the  way. 
When  onr  store  was  exhaosted,  we  li^d 
on  venison,  which  our  hunter  procured 
In  great  almndance.  During  this  Joor- 
My,  the  Lord  was  better  to  ns  than  btir 
fsats;  for  notwithstanding  we  were 
greatly  eiposed  by  sleeping  upon  the 
ground  hi  the  open  air,  yet  the  health 
of  the  Whole  party  was  preserved. 

There  is  a  garrison  withfai  a  hundred 
miles  of  f  his  place,  where  there  is  a  set- 
tlemeM  of  white  people.  At  that  settle- 
ment we  purchased  our  stock. 

We  havft  found  but  few  of  the  Osages 
at  home.  The  principal  men  have  gone 
on  a  bunt,  hot  art  eipected  in  soon.  I 
bave  been  much  delighted  with  the  fir- 
dians  we  found  here.  They  received  us 
Wereativ  with  the  greatest  Joy.    They 


are  a  noble  look'ng  people.  The  men 
are  six  feet  in  height,  and  agreeably  to 
the  old  saying,  as  ttndghi  tu  an  IndimL 
Their  countenances  are  free  and  opea, 
and  bespeak  strong  minds. 

The  place  selected  for  onr  establisii- 
ment  is  very  beautifoL  It  is  a  prairie  of 
three  or  four  hundred  acres,  on  which 
there  is  an  excellent  spring.  Theaoilis 
rich  and  easily  cultivated.  A  crop  of 
com,  about  a  hundred  bushels,  was 
raised  hereiiy  a  trader,  last  season,  which 
we  have  been  enabled  to  purchase. 

The  Osages  possess  a  beantifal  tract  of 
country,  very  fertile  and  healthy ;  bot 
they  know  nothing  about  cuHtvation. 
The  country  abounds  with  bu&lo,  bear 
and  deer.  The  buffalo  is  superior  to  any 
beef  I  have  ever  tasted.  In  raising  stock, 
we  shall  have  no  need  of  hay.  Cattle 
and  horses  will  feed  on  cane,  which 
continues  green  through  the  year,  and 
which  grows  in  abundance  on  tfae  low 
grounds.  Within  one  mile  of  our  sta- 
tion, there  are  salt  springs,  where  Mr. 
Filbrook,  lately  a  merchant  in  Kew- 
Tork,  is  preparing  to  manofsctore  aalt. 

Ckridmttt  Pt^.-^ka  I  have  had  no  op- 
portunity to  send  this  letter,  t  can  now 
add,  that  the  Osage  Chief  oitme  to  visit 
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iM  a  Uw  dap  ago.  We  had  a  vty  in- 
fereatiag  iotervieir.  I  eould  seareely  re- 
frain from  sheddiog  tears,  during  his  first 
addreM.  ^  To  me/'  said  be,  « this  is  a 
glorious  morning.  I  am  glad  in  my  heart 
that  I  ever  lived  (o  see  this  day.  r^ow 
my  children  will  be  taagbt  to  read,'  and 
to  live  like  white  people.  We  tvant  to 
learn  yonr  religion— it  is  better  than 
oars.**  His  speech  was  made  np  of  good 
sense,  and  delivered  with  great  em- 
phasis, and  in  the  most  feeling  manner. 
Brother  Chapman  has  begun  to  ieam  the 
language  of  the  Osages,  that  he  may 
preach  to  them  in  their  own  tongue. 

reb.  8, 1821.  We  have  five  log  cabins 
nearly  finished,  and  have  yet  to  build  a 
kitchen  and  store-house.  The  month  of 
January  was  cold.  We  had  snow  about 
a  foot  deep.  The  snow,  however,  has 
already  left  us,  and  the  weather  is  mo- 
derate. The  water  in  Grand  River  is 
now  ten  feet  higher  than  when  we  ar- 
rived. 

tHm  Mr.  Wm.  CL  lUqwt. 
UmoUf  JSrkantai  Territory f 
Fe6.4, 1821. 

Since  our  arrival  here,  we  have  been 
busily  employed  in  erecting  buildings. 
We  have  nearly  completed  five  log 
dwellings,  which  we  design  for  our  abode 
nntil  w^  can  get  better.  Ovtt  station  is 
atxmt  twenty-five  miles  above  the  mouth 
of  Grand  River,  on  the  left  bank  as  we 
ascend  the  stream.  Our  establishment 
is  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  river, 
and  about  the  same  distance  from  an  ex- 
cellent salt  spring,  and  is  situated  on  a 
prairie  of  excellent  arable  land. 

The  writer  here  gives  an  account 
of  the  first  interview  with  the  Osage 
Chief,  Dearly  as  stated  by  Mr.  Red- 
field,  and  adds — 

Joy  sat  on  his  countenance,  as  be  pro- 
nounced these  words,  and  his  looks  ex- 
pressed more  than  be  could  utter. 

In  this  region  there  is  coaiparatively 
little  timber.  There  are  prairies  of  some 
hundred  miles  in  extent,  oa  wlileh  there 
is  scarcely  a  tree  to  he  seen,  excepting  on 
the  tianks  of  the  rivers  or  smaller  streant  • 
which  flow  through  the  country.    The 


land  is  not  level ;  but  hillfl  and  dales  afe 
to  be  seen  fai  every  dbeetlon.    So  ftr  asr 
relates  to  the  fertility  of  the  sofl,  it  is,  fig- 
nratively  speaking,  a  land  flowing  Hvitfa 
mUk  taidhonty;  and  as  to  the  latter,  it  is 
almost  literally  true.    Captain  Proyer, 
our  only  neighbour,  cut  down  between ' 
forty  and  fifty  bee  trees,  near  his  house, 
during  the  last  season  ;  and  we  have  cot 
down  several  since  we  have  been  here. 
I  can  now  inform  you,  that  the  health 
of  the  Mission  Family  is  much  better  ihaa 
It  has  been.    They  are  all  enjoying  a 
good  degree  of  health,  excepting  one  of 
the  sisters,  and  she  is  convalescent.    O 
what  reason  have  f  to  be  thankful  to 
God  for  his  goodness  to  me  1  I  have  bad 
less  of  sickness  than  any  other  member 
of  the  Family,  and  at  present  enjoy  as 
good  health  as  I  ever  did.  We  hare  been 
more  tlian  four  months  from  the  Mts- 
•ien  Family,  and  a  much  longer  time 
iirom  our  relatives  andfriendf  in  the  land 
of  our  nativity.    We  have  here  oo  soci- 
ety te  enjoy,  but  that  of  our  own  lit- 
tle chrle.   We  are  in  a  land  of  dark- 
ness, where  the  light  fd  the  Gospd  lias 
never   shone ;    where  Jesus  was  never 
known ;  where  the  Sabbath  was  never  re* 
garded  ',  where  no  temple  was  ever  erect- 
ed for.  the  woiahip  of  ciod ;  but  where  ig- 
norance, superstition,  and  Idolatry  reign. 
The  many  and  inestimable  privfleges  yoa 
enjoy,  my  friend,  call  loudly  for  your 
gmtitade  to  Qod.    Consider  the  state  of 
these  poor  unenlightened  savages  of  the 
forest,  who  rove  about  in  quest  of  food  ; 
who  sometimes  range  the  woods  from 
the  rising  to  the  setting  son,  and  find  no- 
thing to  satisfy  their  Ironger.    Some  of 
them,  since  we  have  been  bei«>  have 
been  gone  two  or  three  days  in  pursuit 
of  game,  and,  returning  without  any^ 
have  called  upon,  us,  and  exckimedi  in 
their  own  tongue,  *<  Good  white  men, 
we  are  hungry  ;  we  want  to  eat."    Ah 
though,  my  dear  friend,  yon  are  at  a 
great  distance  from  them,  yet  yon  can 
pray  for  ihem ;  yon  can  pray  for  us  who 
are  among  them ;  you  can  pray  that  God 
would  gcaai  to  them  (he  hiessings  of  cl* 
vilisatioa  and  Christianity,  and  na|c6  at 
the  instmments  In  his  liaad*  of  accom- 
plishing the  purposes  of  his  nfe  to-    . 
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tfwd  tiMU»;  rorili«li6iAe&  thalt  be  gi- 
ves to  Cbrift  fbr  ui  Iflheritanee,  and  the 
uttermost  perts  of  the  eertfa  for  hb  po«- 
O !  when  shall  the  happy  period

GREAT  OSAGE  MISSION. 

At  the  memeDt  our  last  number  was  issuing  from  the  pressj  we  received  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Pixley's  Journal,  embracing  an  account  of  the  tour  of  the  famflj 
from  diis  city  to  Marietta.  As  We  have  already  published  a  letter  from  Bfr. 
'Pixley,  dated  at  Carlisle,  we  shall  commence  our  Extracts  with  bis  depaftare 
from  diat  place.  At  this  time»  it  will  be  remembered,  Mr.  Ptidey  aod  Hr. 
Bright,  and  their  Families,  were  a  day's  joumey^  in  the  rear  of  the  other  mem* 
bers  of  the  Mission. 


Mr.  Pixley^s  Journal,  i{c^ 

Friday,  March  23.— Left  Carlisle,  and 
proceeded  to  Sbippiogsburgh,  where  we 
arrived  in  good  season,  and  foand  lodg- 
ing and  refreshment  among  the  people, 
free  of  expense.  Here  I  was  caQed  to 
preach  a  lecture  to  the  people.  *  Mo  col- 
taction  was  made,  bat  a  small  sum  in 
money,  and  a  small  box  of  clothing  was 
handed  In. 

Saturday,  24. — ^Passed  through  Cham- 
bersborgh,  where  we  ought  to  have  call- 
ed, as  we  afterward  learned  that  the 
people  had  sixty  dollars  in  store,  to  hand 
us.    Reached  Louden  in  the  evening. 

Sdfbaih,  25.— Tarried  hi  this  place  and 
preached  to  the  people:  The  number 
who  came  to  hear,  was  very  small. 
They  made,  however,  a  small  collection. 
Here  also  I  was  called  to  visit  and  pray 
with  a  man  who  was  very  low,  and  ap- 
parently near  his  end. 

Monday,  26.— The.  Superintendent  bav. 
iBf  suggested  that  1  ought  to  proceed  on 
to  Fittsborgh,  1  took  the  stage  this  morn- 
ing to  overtake  the  family,  and  reached 
B^ord  in  the  evening.  After  consult- 
ing with  the  Superintendent,  I  concluded 
to  proceed  in  the  Stage. 

Tuuday,  27. — We  were  called  up  by  a 
little  after  one  in  the  morning,  and  driven 
forward  over  a  rough  road,  in  a  craiy 
stage,  shiverhig  with  the  cold  -,  nnd  passed 
over  the  mountains  with  a  continnal 
storm  of  snow  driving  in  upon  us,  till  we 
arrived  at  Greensburgh,  10  o'clock  at 
night,  66  miles. 

Wtdnetday,  28.— Proceeded  to  Pitts- 
burgh  where  we  arrived  about  2  o'clock- 


Tfab  is  a  smoky  place,  from  the  abun- 
dance of  coal  used  for  fuel,  and  it  would 
be  tar  from  being  a  pleasant  ooe«  at  tliit 
•easdn  of  the  year,  were  it  not  that  f  find 
some  lively  christians,  who  can  feel  for 
those  who  are  destitute  aail  perishing  for 
lacl(  of  vision.  I  found  that  the  boats 
were  obtained,  and  that  there  was  mods 
apparent  readiness  among  the  peopia  to 
contribute  of  such  things  as  they  haf«| 
that  others  may  be  made  partakers  of  the 
like  grace  with  them. 

Thwrsday,  29.— Went  eariy  oa  the  in- 
quiry whether  any  thing  had  been  done, 
and  «vhat  remained  to  be  done  relative 
to  our  departure  down  the  river.  Foiaid 
that  the  boats  were  purchased  by  fha 
Agents;  but  they  needed  considerable 
fitting  up  and  rigging.  This  was  set  hi  a 
train  of  accomplishment,  while  inqoiries 
were  made  where  necessary  articles  for 
the  family  could  be  obtained  to  the  best 
advantage. 

Saturday,  31.— Most  of  the  fiunily 
arrived  about  sunset,  in  general  healthy 
and  spirits.  My  own  family,  and  hio. 
ther  Bright,  were,  however,  sonethhig 
more  than  a  day's  journey  behind,  with 
the  waggon  that  was  hired  at  Harrisborg^. 
The  fhmily  were  soon  provided  with  ac- 
commodations among  the  inhabitants,  of 
this  city.  Received  this  day,  the  Indian 
Talk,  and  other  papers  from  the  City  of 
Washington,  relative  to  the  Mission. 
Received,  olso  a  letter  from  the  Board, 
under  the  signaUireof  the  Secretary,  giv- 
ing some  further  directions  relative  to 
our  journey,  and  establishmoot  among 
theOsages. 
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SM0Uh  4pTU  t-r^roOitr  jpodge*  and 

myaelf  preached  alternately  at  the  differ- 
ent places  of  worship.  In  the  evening, 
at  one  church,  a  collection  was  taken  up 
for  the  Mission. 

Monday,  Jfyril  2, — Got  the  boats  along 
side  of  one  another,  that  they  might  be 
rigged  and  prepared  with  the  more 
facility.  Saw  a  poor  black  man  un- 
fortunately drown  in  the  Monongahela, 
within  a  few  yards  of  me.  His  horse,  in 
hit  cart,  seemed,  as  it  were,  commission- 
ed to  do  tbb  by  backing  himself,  cart  and 
all*  into  the  deep  water.  The  horse  sunk 
for  awhile,  but  at  length  arose,  having 
cleared  himself  from  the  cart,  and  swam 
out ;  but  the  negro  sunk  to  rise  no  more. 
Attended  the  Monthly  Concert  of  Prayer 
at  the  second  Presbyterian  church,  this 
evening. 

Wtdiiadayf  4w — All  hands  busily  enga- 
ged— The  sisters  of  the  family,  and  some 
of  their  friends  aronnd  them,  in  making 
tents— the  Brethren  in  looking  up,  and 
collecting  different  articles.  Attended 
prayer  meeting  in  the  first  Presbyterian 
church,  this  evening. 

Friday,  6. — All  employed  In  getting 
the  goods  and  baggage  on  board  the 
boats.  Made  rapid  and  successful  pro- 
gress. 

{An  account  is  here  given  of  a  meeting 
for  business,  which  was  stated  in  Mr. 
Dodge's  Journal,  published  in  our  last 
Dumber.] 

Saturday f  7. — Continued  all  day  on  the 
ground  loading  the  boats,  and  got  must 
of  the  baggage  stowed  away.  After 
supper,  thinking  it  unsafe  that  so  much 
valuable  property  should  be  too  much 
eiposed,  I  repaired  to  the  boat  to  take  up 
my  lodging,  and  discover  or  keep  off 
any  mischief  that  should  be  attempted. 

Sabbathf  8. — Arose  early  In  the  mora* 
ing,  having  slept  but  little,  on  board  the 
boat,  from  the  noise  of  some  profane 
boatmen,  about  the  shore,  and  from  the 
apprehension  that  some  of  their  threat- 
enings  would  be  put  in  execution,  viz.  to 
do  our  boats  some  mischief,  or  cut  them 
loose  to  go  down  with  the  current.  At- 
tempted to  preach  this  forenoon.  In  the 
afternoon,  in  consequence  of  fatigue  and 
want  of  sleep  was  taken  with  the  head- 


iiQl)P««pdwaatoo  moeb  indispoied  l« 
attend  (Church.  This  is  the  first  time  of 
my  having  failed  of  being  at  my  peft, 
througl^iU  healthy  fince  leavUig  New^ 
York.  In  the  evening,  I  attended  Churcb 
again,  and  heard  a  sermon  from  Mr. 
Swift  with  muph  satisfaction.  Subject-^ 
Olorwui  things  are  spoken  of  thctf  O 
Ziotif  4^. 

Monday,  9. — Continued  to  hasten  the 
preparation  for  our  departure.  Some  of 
the  family  went  on  board  to  sleep. 

Tuetdiyi,  10^— All  were  on  board  tbi» 
moniiog  at  9  o'ckHsk,  when  a  feellog  aad 
appropriate  address  was  made  on  theos* 
caslon  of  our  departure  and  designation, 
by  the  Rev.  £.  P.  Swift ;  and  prayer  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Herron.  Brother  Dodge 
abo  gave  an  address,  and  then  we  dosed 
by  singing  our  farewell  hymn.  As  for. 
myseU^  an  appointment  was  made^  that 
I  should  preach  twelve  miles  down  the 
river,  at  Middletown,  at  11  o'clock^ 
where  some  things  were  said  to  have 
been  collected  for  our  benefit.  As  soon» 
therefore,  as  the  exercises  were  over  at 
the  boat,  I  took  the  skiff,  with  one  of  our 
men,  and  hastened  down  to  the  place  ap« 
pointed,  and  arrived  in  season  to  preach, 
to  a  little,  attentive  audience,  before  the 
boats  came  up.  Here  we  were  unex- 
pectedly presented  with  sixteen  barrels 
of  floiir ;  and  four  barrels  of  fruit,  with  a 
piece  or  two  of  bacon.  We  then  passed 
on  two  or  three  miles,  and  drew  to  shore 
for  the  night ;  the  Pilot  here  wishing  to 
call  upon  his  friends,'  and  leave  his  wife, 
as  well  as  do  something  to  the  boats,  to 
place  them  in  better  trim  for  sailing* 

IVednesday,  1 1. — After  morning  prayer, 
at  5  o'clock,  the  boats  put  off.  Took 
breakf&st  together,  family  and  boatmen, 
at  7.  This  was  a  cold  morning,  and  some 
snow  fell  upon  us,  while  we  were  eating. 
Stopped  at  Beaver,  30  miles  from  Pitts- 
burgh, where  we  took  in  three  barrels  of 
flour ;  two  barrels  of  beans ;  one  barrel 
of  dried  beef  and  ham  ',  together  with  a 
bag  of  dried  fruit.  We  then  passed  rapid- 
ly down  the  river,  to  King's  Creek, 
where,  under  a  bold  shore,  by  the  side  of 
a  high  hill,  we  made  fast  our  befits  for 
the  night.  We  narrowly  escaped  run* 
plug  vue  of  the  boats  upon  a  rock,  thi^  ,

Oar  hands,  as 
yaty  appear  wall  disposed ;  and,  at  oor 
meals  and  seasons  of  wofA^,  every 
Aiag  is  fai  as  good  order  as  in  the  best 
tralaed  and  orgaaiaad  booseholds.  Car 
little  ehlidfra  were  all  In  the  sehoal- 
room  to-day»  where  we  espect  to  heep 
them. 

Thwrsday,  IS.— A  cold   disagreeable 
morning.     We,  nevertheless,  attended 
prajrer  at  the  nsoal  hoar,  and  started  off 
at  little  past  5  o'eloek.    Stopped  at  £d- 
gerton's  warehouse,  with  a  sidf;  a  little 
above  SteabenviJle,  where  we  tooh  in  a 
bag   of  elothes.    At  Steobenville,  we 
foond  ready  for  as,  twenty  barrels  of 
iour ;  one  barrel  of  pork ;  some  bacon, 
and  two  barrels  of  dried  fhilt    Some 
money  and  other  articles  were  alto  re- 
ceived.   With  mach  pains  mid  labonr  we 
repaoked  oor  baggage,  and  finally  took 
the  whole  on  board  that  was  left  for  us. 
While  we  were  here,  it  rained  violently, 
and  It  can  hardly  be  imagined  what  a 
muddy  time  we  had  of  It,  there  being  no 
wharf  to  come  to,  and  tha  bank  wheie 
we  got  the  barrels  down  lieing  steep  and 
clayey.    Soon  after  12  o'clock,  we  pat 
off.    Stopped  also  at  Short  Creek,  where 
we  found  eight  barrels  of  flour;  some 
bacon ;  some  few  articles  of  clothing ; 
and  some  leather.    Put  ashore,  at  VTbee- 
llag,  on  the  Virginia  side,  to  spend  the 
night.    This  day  has  been  quite  uncom- 
fortable.   A  cold,  damp  wind  blew  upon 
us  all  day ;  but  we  took  our  supper  on 
deck,  notwithstanding,  while  the  boats, 
lashed  together,  floated  down  the  stream. 
If  the  weather  was  now  as  pleasant  as  it 
was  when  we  left  Fbiladelphia,  nothing 
could  be  more  delightful  than  our  Joum^ 
down  the  Ohio ;  but  cold,  head  winds 
and  storms  have  almost  continually  fol« 
lowed  us  since  iVecame  on  board  our 
^«t9.    We  long  for  a  warm,  plenuit 


day  that  we  may  ha  dry  and  < 
hie. 

^Wdsy,  13.— Anodier  cold  and  oloa^ 
day,  with  now  and  then  a  squall  of  anew ; 
yet  we  go  forwardr-attend  prayars  on 
deck,  and  eat  our  meals  as  osoal.  There 
are  about  ^(iy  of  the  whole  company, 
and  all  in  health  except  one,  and  she 
only  a  little  indisposed.  Bifaich  of  the 
Divine  Goodness  Is  manifested  In  tha 
health  and  good  sphrits  of  the  family, 
during  this  wet  and  uncomfortable 
weather.  It  is  pleasing,  while  I  write,  to 
hear  and  notice  the  manner  in  which 
the  boatmen  spend  their  leisure  momenlB. 
When  they  are  not  pdlfing  at  the  oar, 
they  are  either  reading,  or  emplcyed 
in  some  other  profitable  way.  I  have 
not  heard  a  ban!  or  improper  word,  la 
point  of  morality,  since  we  came  oo 
board;  and,  if  1  speak  of  myself  and 
family,  not  to  mention  others,  1  think 
we  never  enjoyed  a  better  or  hap|der 
frame  of  mind.  Our  fatigues  and  priva- 
tions, however,  may  be  increased. — 
Forty-eight  miles  to-day. 

8aha^9  14.— Continued  oor  coarse 
as  usual,  but  had  a  very  strong  head  wind 
to  contend  with,  so  that  one  of  the  boats 
became  unmanageable,  and  they  were 
obliged  to  let  her  drive.  Her  rottiBg 
was  such  that  some  of  the  females  be- 
came sea-sick  with  the  motion.  The 
other  boat,  being  a  better  sailer,  we 
were  enabled  to  keep  her  head  to  the 
whid.  She  arrived  at  Marietta  in  good 
season,  and  the  other  at  sunset  At  this 
place  we  concluded  to  spend  the  Sab- 
bath, having,  with  hard  labour  come  but 
thirty-two  miles. 

Sabbathf  16.^Mr.  Robbios,  the  mlnb- 
ter  of  the  place,  bemg  absent,  brotbar 
Montgomery  preached  in  the  morning, — 
brother  Dodge  in  the  afternoon,  aad 
myself  in  the  evening.  Thb  is  a  de- 
lightful place,  and  here  are  some  lovely 
people,  who  are  doing  much  to  supply 
the  Mission  at  Elliot.  We  expect  to 
leave  this  place  to-morrow  morning,  at 
7  o'clock.  We  are  all  in  health  and  havo 
the  greatest  reason  to  thank  God,  and 
take  courage.

As  yet,  I  bare  had  no  trialSf  since  I  parted 
with  my  dear  friends,  except  what  arise 
from  my  own  evil  heart.  But  should 
trials  come,  as  they  most  assuredly  will, 
I  eonfidently  hope  and  trust,  that  he 
^o  has  brought  me  thus  far,  will  never 
Vsave  nor  forsake  me.  I  know  that  if 
fay  heavenly  father  has  any  thing  for  me 
iodo,  in  heathen  lands,  he  will  carry  me 
in  safety  to  the  place  of  my  destination, 
«nd  prepare  me  for  the  work.  When 
Qiy  days  shall  be  numbered  and  finbhed, 
or,  where  my  worthless  ashes  shall  be 
deposited,  are  subjects  about  which  I 
feel  no  anxiety ',  whether  on  the  banks 
of  the  river  Ohio,  or  in  the  village  of 
Osage,  it  is  a  matter  of  little  consequence. 
1  have  reason  to  rejoice,  that,  though  the

Iqolf,  a^  the.  4nties  l>efore  me,,  and  the 
re^>9qsibi]ity  that  rests  ypon  me,  I  am 
nsaiiy  to  exclaim,  Who.  is  sufficient  for 
4he#e  things  -  Again,  when  I  look  at  the 
gneat^soHi  precious  promises  of  the  gos- 
peJ,«ad  c»n,  by  faith,  take  hold  of  them, 
realusing  that  Christ's  strength  shall  be 
made  perfect  in  my  weaknessr-thendo 
1  feeitbat  I  do  all .  things,  through  Christ, 
wbieh  streogtheneth  me.

Exiradtfi^m  Mr.  tSng9bun/*$  Annwd  RtpoH  to  the  Sicntaryrf  War.

Um  removal  of  those,  who  had  been  attached  to  the  new  statioD  on  the  Ook- 
tib-be-ha^  and  the  contemplated  establishment  of  a  new  school  in  the  south- 
east part  of  the  nation.  The  account  of  the  school  and  mission  at  Elliot  is 
•8  follows: 


Since  the  last  report,  thirty-eight 
scholar!  have  been  admitted  to  the 
school.  Ten  have  left  it,  and  one  has 
been  dismissed  for  ill  conduct.  The 
namber  now  in  school  is  seventy-foor ; 
six  more  are  considered  as  belonging  to 
it,  but  are  at  home  on  a  vbit.  Of  the 
whole  number,  sixty  are  males  and  twenty 
females.  All  these  board  in  our  family, 
and  are  entirely  under  our  direction,  ex- 
cepting ten  who  live  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, go  home  on  Saturday,  and  return 
generally  on  the  Sabbatb  morning. — 
FlAy  of  the  scholars  now  belonging  to 
the  school  could  not  speak  our  language 
when  they  entered.  These  have  all 
made  progress  in  proportion  to  the  time 
they  have  been  here,  and  several  of  them 
now  speak  English  fluently.  Others,  who 
have  not  advanced  so  far,  can  read  cor- 
rectly, and  will  soon  acquire  the  spoken 
language.  Sixly-five«  now  in  the  school, 
began  with  the  alphabet.  Twenty-eight 
of  these  can  read  with  facility  in  the 
New  Testament.  All  the  scholars  have 
been  accustomed,  from  the  first,  to  write 
their  lessons  on  slates ;  and,  when  ad- 
▼anced,  to  write  on  paper.  Thirty-nine 
write  a  plain  hand  without  a  copy. — 
Nineteen  others  can  form  letters  with 
tolerable  accuracy.  Ten  have  made 
some  progress  in  arithmetic,  and  two, 
who  were  considerably  advanced  when 
they  entered,  have  attended  to  grammar 
and  geography. 

The  boys,  when  out  of  school,  are  em- 
ployed, as  circumstances  require,  in  the 
various  business  of  the  farm  an^  family. 
Each  one,  who  is  of  suflScient  siae,  is 
fnmished  with  an  ase  and  a  hoe.  We 
cultivated  the  past  season  about  fifty 
acres  of  com  and  potatoes,  most  of  which 
were  planted  and  hoed  by  the  boys. 

The  girls  are  in  two  divisions,  and  are 
employed  alternately  in  the  kitchen, 
and  in  sewing,  spinning,  knitting,  and 
other  domeeticlaboors.  At  present,  they 
are  Uught  in  a  room  separate  from  the 


boys;  and,  a  part  of  the  time,  by  one  of 
the  females  of  the  mission.  When  ovr 
espected  help  arrives,  It  is  designed  to 
have  them  entirely  under  the  direction 
of  a  female  teacher.  The  ednoation  of 
giris  is  considered  of  primary  importance, 
as  it  respects  the  prospective  edneatioa 
of  children,  and  the  progress  of  civittia- 
tion.  lu  the  course  of  the  ensuing  yeari 
we  hope  to  got  at  least  one  school  into 
operation,  expressly  for  their  instmction. 
Some  difficulties  have  been  experienced 
from  having  both  sexes  in  the  same 
school.  But,  in  general,  the  conduct 
and  improvement  of  the  scholars  have 
been  such,  as  to  give  much  satisfaction, 
and  encourage  strong  hopes  of  their  fir> 
ture  usefulness. 

During  the  present  year,  the  funilj 
have  been  much  afllicted  with  sicknees. 
In  Januaiy,  thirty-six  of  the  scholars 
were  sick  at  one  time.  This  we  impnted 
in  part  to  epidemic,  and  in  part  to  ez« 
posures  to  severe  weather;  as  we  wei« 
not  in  a  situation  to  furnish  all  with 
sufficient  clothing.  Two  or  three  were 
dangerously  sick;  yet  no  alarm  was 
taken  by  the  natives,  and  no  children 
were  removed  from  the  school  on  ac- 
count of  the  sickness. 

Ten  members  of  the  Mission  families, 
and  a  numlier  of  the  children,  have,  in 
the  course  of  the  summer  and  autumn, 
been  attacked  with  the  bilious  and  in^ 
termiltent  fevers.  But,  through  the 
blessing  of  God,  all,  excepting  Mr.  Fi*, 
are  restored  to  comfortable  health. 

In  order  to  diminbh  our  famOy  in  the 
sickly  season,  and  to  give  the  children 
an  opportunity  of  going  home  with  the 
least  interruption  to  the  school,  a  vaca- 
tion was  commenced  the  first  of  Aognst, 
which  was  to  h^ve  ended  the  middle  of 
September.  But,  on  account  of  the 
sickness  of  the  family,  many  did  not  re- 
turn Ull  the  last  of  October.  A  few, 
who  lived  hi  the  extreme  part  of  the 
nation,  continued  with  us  the  whole 
time. 
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Since  Oct  1819,  there  have  been 
ereetedi  at  Elliot,  a  joiner's  sliop,  a  meat 
bouBe,  tiro  com  cribs,  and  four  large 
cabins,  irbicb  are  occupied  as  dwelling 
houses.  Fifty  thousand  bricks  have  been 
made,  and  two  brick  chimnies  built ; 
also,  considerable  other  brick  work  has 
been  constructed  fer  the  accommodation 
of  the  kitchen,  including  an  oven  and 
arches  for  kettles. 

There  is  now  building  a  house  90  feet 
by  40,  including  a  piazza,  calculated  for 
four  families.  When  this  is  completed, 
a  snfficient  number  of  cabins  can  be  va- 
cated for  the  accommodation  of  all  the 
children,  who  can  be  admitted  to  the 
•chool-  A  barn  will  then  be  needed,  to 
complete  the  principal  buildings  for  this 
establishment. 

The  improvements  have  been  consid- 
erably enlarged,  both  by  clearing  new 
land,  and  by  inclosing  two  small  unoc- 
cupied fields,  which  lie  at  the  distance 
of  about  a  mile. 

Since  the  death  of  Mr.  Fisk,  an  indus< 
trious  young  man  has  been  constantly 
employed  in  the  smith's  shop  ;  and  one 
Ghoctaw  lad,  and  one  half  breed,  are 
learning  the  trade.  They  are  Alternately 
in  the  shop  and  school,  and  their  pro- 
ficiency has  been  good.  Several  other 
lads  are  desirous  of  learning  trades ; 
but  we  are  not  yet  able  to  give  them  an 
opportunity. 

Two  wheel-Wrights,  and  a  cabinet 
maker,  have  been  employed  for  several 
months.  It  would  be  desirable  to  have 
permanent  mechanics  of  the  above  de- 
scription, that  some  of  the  scholars  may 
be  instructed  in  those  arts. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  communica- 
tion with  Elliot,  and  particularly  be- 
tween Elliot  and  the  new  establishment 
on  the  Ook-tib-be-ha,  we  have  with  the 
assistance  of  Capt.  Fotsom,  (a  half 
breed,)  opened  a  waggon  road  from  this 
place  to  the  Pigeon  Roost,  on  the  road 
from  Nashville  to  Natchez.  There  is 
now  a  waggon  communication  from  the 
navigable  waters  of  the  Yazoo  to  those  of 
the  Tombigbee.  This  road  will  accom- 
modate those,  who  may  wish  to  remove 
from  Tennessee  and  Alabama  to  the 
valuable  lands  on  the  Tazoo,  lately  ob- 
tained  from    the    ChocUws.    A   few 


bridges,  and  a  little  more  labour  on  a 
part  of  the  way,  would  render  the  road 
good  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  from 
the  ferry  on  the  military  road  at  Co- 
lumbus to  Elliot.  We  have  been  with 
a  waggon,  as  far  down  the  Yazoo  as  the 
new  purchase ;  but  the  road  is  not  open- 
ed below  our  station. 

Mr.  K.  then  proceeds  to  give  an  account 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
mission,  from  Oct.  1, 1819,  to  Sept.  30, 
1820.  Beside  the  amount  received  from 
the  Treasury  of  the  Board,  and  from  the 
government,  the  mission  gave  credit  for 
$2^220  TBf  as  received  for  blacksmith- 
ing,  tailoring,  &r.  done  by  the  establish- 
ment, and  for  blankets,  cloth,  garments, 
and  other  articles  sold,  and  given  in  es. 
change  for  provisions.  This  sum  dees 
not  include  the  value  of  any  articles  of 
clothing  &c.  received  as  donations,  and 
applied  directly  to  the  mission  and 
school.

We  thought 
It  adiFii^e  to  avail  oarselvet  of  the  as- 
aitlnneeof  Mr.Conanty(oaeof  thematea 
who  hai  some  acqaaintance  aad  influ- 
ence) with  tome  of  the  chieft.  We  aoei- 
pectedly  foand  that  Krimakoo,  who  hsMl 
left  Kirooah  before  a  final  decision  was 
cfren)  had  now  returned.  He  has  consi- 
derable control  over  Woahoo.  To  him, 
to  John  Adams,  to  Nihe,  another  natif  e 
chief,  to  the  king,  and  to  Mr.  J.  Toang» 
itt<fividaaUy,  were  made  known  our 
wishes,  that  a  part  of  our  number  should 
have  liberty  to  proceed  to  Woahoo  to 
settle  there.  This  seemed  to  them  to  be 
indeed  reasonable  ;  and  yet  they  hesita- 
ted to  say  it  migfatbe  so.  This  afternoon 
Kaamaneo,  who  had  yesterday  sailed  in 
a  double  canoe  on  a  fbhing  eipeditlon, 
for  whose  advice  Reho-rebo  pretended  to 
be  waitins,  returned  successful.  5fae  had 
been  the  favourite  wife  of  Tamahamaha, 
and  possessed  more  property  and  power, 
than  any  woman  in  the  islands.  Her  r«- 
torn  was  regarded  as  a  very  favourable 
event.  About  the  same  time  Gov.  Coi. 
[Thimoke]  a  native  chief,  arrived,  who, 
we  had  been  told,  was  lost  in  a  late  gale. 
He Jias  great  influence,  speaks  £Bglish, 
and  is  considered  as  a  sabstaotial  friend 
of  the  whites ;  and  at  present  is  the  com- 
mander of  the  Bourdeaui  Packet,  one  of 
the  king's  vessels.  His  return  from 
Woahoo  was  at  the  very  moment  when 
the  important  question  was  peniiing ;  and 
when  we  thought  that  bis  Influence  was 
most  needed.  We  could  not  tail  to  re- 
gard this  as  a  smile  of  Providence  pecu- 
liarlv  auspicious ;  and  we  could  scareely 
avoid  eiclaiming,  the  Lord  itonowr  dd$. 
The  king  and  queens,  as  (bey  are  called, 
and  all  the  principal  chiefs,  eicept  Boka 
and  Tamoru,  from  ail  the  islands,  were 
now  at  this  village ;  and  it  was  our  desire, 
that  they  shouldbe  together  in  one  place, 
tnat  they  might  unitedly  consider  and  set- 
tie  the  importont  business,  for  which  we 
were  anuously  waiting. 


Danot  of  fht  ^aftioes. 

Before  any  decision  could  be 
two  youths  presented  themselves  on  the 
common,  near  the  king's  dweUin^pre- 
pared  for  apubttc  dance.  Thie  drew  tte 
attention  of  all,  and  pcobably  aeariy  tipa 
thousand  people  were  soon  collected  to 
see  the  childish  amusement  The  dan- 
cers were  fantastically  dressed,  in  die 
manufactures  of  the  country,  having  va 
their  heads  and  wrisU  a  saaH  wramli, 
around  the  waist  a  laige  ouantity  of 
spreading  tmpa,  and  on  the  leg  a  omii- 
bersome  kind  of  gaiters,— thickfy  set  with 
dog's  teeth,  which  rattied  together  at 
every  stop,  and  answered  In  tiae  to  tte 
music.  This  was  song  and  played,  bj 
five  or  six  men,  who  were  seated  aloqg 
on  the  ground,  at  one  side  of  the  sqnarey 
each  drumming  with  his  hanA  vpon  a 
large  ealabeukf  or  gonid  shelly  beailBg  tb» 
ground  with  this  instrament  at  the  saoM 
time,  and  singing  with  great  vehemenee 
a  rude  song.  While  the  eyes  and  ears  of 
this  mat  multitude  were  engrossed  wMh 
this  idle,  time-killing,  employneot,  we 
longed  to  interest  their  souls  with  the 
news  of  the  neat  salvation ;  and  to  lead 
them  from  these  fascinating  vanities  to 
the  dignified  and  delightfid  worship  and 
service  of  thehr  Creator  aad  Redeemer. 

l%e  •^ppUeaiUm  fomuUijf  made* 

Just  at  evening,  Kaamanoo  came  into 
the  presence  of  the  king ;  and  they  at 
length  listened  to  our  propositions.  Af- 
ter many  inciuiries,  respecting  our  de- 
sign, and  the  number  or  arts  wMch  W(e 
could  teach,  they  seemed  to  be  sttisfied 
that  our  Intentions  were  good,  aiid  that 
we  mlffht  be  of  some  seivSce  to  them . 
Tooi>vjate  the  objection  before  urged, 
the  fear  of  displeasing  Ghent  Brif  aioy 
they  oooclttdedand  mrected  that  fiflr. 
Younr  should  write  to  England,  that 
Amenean  missionaries  had  coikitf  to 
settle  here  not  to  do  any  harm,  but  to 
teach  the  people  of  these  Islands  all 
good  Mna.  l%e  kinr  was  much  gret- 
mad  to  find  that  we  understood  so  many 
useful  arts;  inquired  reiy  earaestly  whe- 
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tiler  we  luid  toy  ihip-carpeoter,  Mfiag 
tbat  ho  greallf  needed  one  to  repair  hit 
TOttelS)  end  espressed  a  regret  tbat  we 
bad  not  bronght  one.  Oar  number,  and 
the  fear  that  we  might  become  burden- 
some or  dangerous,  appeared  to  have  in- 
floence  on  the  mind  of  the  king.  He 
said  we  must  not  send  for  any  more  mis- 
sionaries ;  as  much  as  to  say,  even  if  we 
bad  come  without  arms,  or  hostile  inten- 
tions, our  successors  might  be  of  a  differ- 
ent character. 

When  we  had  finished  our  propositioni 
and  made  all  the  statements,  wnicb  we 
thought  proper  to  be  made  at  this  time, 
we  left  the  king  and  his  adiisers,  that 
they  micht  have  a  general  consultation 
amonf  themselves  to-night,  and  give  us 
their  oetermination  in  the  morning.  We 
believe  the  Lord  is  on  our  side,  and  that 
he  will  hearour  prayer,  and  grant  us  our 
request,  when  he  has  sufficiently  tried  us 
by  delay. 

Deciiian  of  ifu  dmemmera. 

11.  Mr.  Bingham  being  somewhat  ex- 
hausted by  the  long  continued  negoda- 
tion,  and  seriously  indisposed  to-day,  Mr. 
Thurston  and  Dr.  Holman  went  on  shore 
to  hear  the  decuion.    We  rejoice  to  say, 
that  the  decision  was  favourable.  Our  joy 
b  mingled,  however,  with   the  painful 
thought  of  so  speedy  a  separation.    The 
order  of  the  government  is,  that  two  of 
the  brethren  with  their  wives,  and  two  of 
the  native  youths,  should  remain  here ; 
be  furnished,  at  the  public  expense,  with 
lodgings,  water,  fuel  and  provbions;  and 
be  permitted  to  commence  (heir  appro- 
priate work,  with  the  promise  of  protec- 
tion :   and  that  the  rest  ef  our  number 
should  be  allowed  to  proceed  to  Woahoo 
and  there  be  accommodated  with  conve- 
nient houses.    The  king  was  told,  that,  if 
we  did  not  do  them  good,  he  might  send 
us  all  away  from  his  territories,    is  it 
was  the  pleasure  of  the  king  tbat  Dr. 
Holman  with  Thomas  Hopoo  and  Wil- 
liam Tennooe  should  remain,  it  was  easily 
agreed  among  ourselves  thus  fieir,  and 
these  were  designated  to  stay.     It  was 
also  easily  agreed  tbat  one  of  the  ordained 
missionaries   should    remain    here,   to 
maintain  the  standard  of  the  Gospel.  The 
trying  question,  which  of  the  two,  was 
decided  by  ballot,  and  brother  Thurston 
was,  to  our  mutual  satisiaction,  appointed 
to  occupy  this  important  post.    Though 
some  of  our -fondly  anticipated  plans  are 
overturned  by  this  separation ;  yet  we  are 
consoled  by  the  full  conviction,  that  our 
duty  requires  it,  and  by  the  happy  reflec- 
tion, tbat  we  proceeded  with  deliberation 
and  prayer,  and  according  to  the  best 
means  of  judging  which  were  in  our 
power. 


Firai  SUtiemefU  of  ike  Qoapdin 
Owhyhu. 

12.  A  busy,  trying,  Joyful  and  mem- 
orable day.  Brother  T.  and  Dr.  H.  with 
their  wives,  and  Thomas  Hopoo  and  Wil- 
liam Tennoe,  landed  and  took  up  their 
residence  at  Kirooah.  The  day  was 
spent  principally  in  selecting  and  remov- 
ing their  effects  from  the  brig,  dividing  to 
them  such  portions  of  the  common  stock, 
as  seemed  desirable  and  necessary  for 
their  immediate  use ;  and  maldng  the  best 
arrangements,  in  our  power  for  their  com- 
fort and  usefulness.  As  the  brig  lay 
about  a  mile  from  the  shore  the  boats 
were  employed  all  day  in  transporting 
the  bagcage,  &c.  to  the  beach ;  and  seve- 
ral of  the  king's  men,  with  one  of  the 
brethren,  in  removing  them  from  the 
beach  to  a  small  house  formerly  occupied 
by  Dr.  Elliot,  now  designated  for  the 
temporary  use  of  the  mission.  After  tea, 
those  of  our  number,  who  had  willingly 
determined  to  commence  their  wok 
here,  took  leave  of  the  Thaddeus,  and 
of  most  of  the  remaining  members  of  the 
mbsjon  family,  and  repaired  to  their 
lodgings  on  heathen  shores.  They  were 
accompanied  bv  Mr.  Bingham  and  Capt 
Blanchard,  and,  with  particular  instruc- 
tions, mutual  counsels,  and  affectionate 
salutations,  they  were  commended  to  the 
grace  and  protection  of  Him  who  said, 
'<Lo !  1  am  with  youalway,"  and  were 
left  to  the  peculiar  privations  and  en- 
joyments of  their  new  and  untried  situa- 
tion. 

At  a  late  hour  in  the  evening  the  king 
was  found  diligently  engaged  with  his 
book,  having  be£un  in  earnest  to  learn 
the  rudiments  otthe  English  language, 
and  made  pleasing  progress  for  two  or 
three  days.  Taking  leave  of  him,  wo 
weighed  anchor,  and  immediately  sailed 
for  Woahoo. 

Thus  in  the  name  of  our  God  have  we 
set  up  our  banner  on  the  benighted  shores 
of  Owbyhee ;  and  have  stationed  a  little 
feeble  band  to  support  it  there.  May  the 
blessing  of  the  God  of  Jacob  rest  upon 
them,  make  their  house  a  Bethel,  their 
instructions  a  light  to  those  who  sit  in 
darkness,  and  their  influence  a  perennial 
stream  whose  gentle  flow  shall  fertilise 
the  barren  waste,  and  make  glad  the  city 
of  our  God.  ' 

Btscripiion  of  Kirooah  and  Ua  Ft" 
einUy, 

Kirooah  is  a  considerable  village,  con- 
taining two  or  three  thousand  inhabitants. 
It  has  a  battery  of  SO  or  90  guns,  and  a 
garrboo  of  about  200  soldiers.  It  b 
built  upon  lava  and  sand.  The  face  of 
the  surrounding  countrr  is  not  pleasing  ;  i 
as  it  appears  to  have  been  formed  b^l^ 
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TolteDic  eraptidiiiy  rising  gradaally  from 
the  shore,  notit  it  swells  into  a  mountain, 
at  the  distance  of  6  or  8  miles  to  the  east 
CocoA-not  trees  line  the  beach,  tojeether 
with  a  few  low  sliady  trees ;  and  further 
back  a  tree  Yielding  a  species  of  oil  nut, 
which  the  inhabitants  burn  instead  of 
lamps.  About  four  miles  back  from  the 
bay,  bread,  fruit,  bananas,  sugar  cane, 
sweet  potatoes,  and  mountain  taro,  are 
produced,  and  a  variety  of  veeetables 
here  and  there,  where  a  little  soil  can  be 
found  to  support  them.  There  are  no 
streams  of  water  at  Kirooah.  The  in- 
habitants generally  use  brackish  water, 
which  they  find  near  the  shore ;  or  the 
water  that  b  caught  in  the  rocks;  but 
the  chiefs  send  back  several  miles  for  (he 
water  which  they  drink,  which  is  found 
fresh  and  cool  in  caves  and  natural  reser- 
voirs. The  case  is  similar  at  Karakooa. 
But  (he  country  southeastward  from  Ki- 
rooah, at  the  distance  of  15  or  20  miles, 
which  Mr.  Chamberlain  and  Mr.  Whitney 
explored,  has  an  excellent  soil  well  adapt- 
ed  to  agriculture ;  yet  not  very  wdl  sup- 
plied with  living  streams,  or  favoured 
with  successive  rains. 

13.  Last  night  we  led  Kirooah  bay. 
We  have  lost  sight  of  Owbyhee,  and 
passed  Mowee  Bgain<  Several  of  the 
family  foel  the  motion  of  the  brig  so  sen- 
sibly as  to  be  sea-sick.  The  same  persons 
were  affected  in  a  similar  manner,  when- 
ever we  had  a  rough  sea,  during  the  whole 
of  our  passage  from  America. 

JhrifKU  at  fFoahoo. 

jjpri/ 14,  1621.  Early  this  morning, 
as  we  pass  Morotoi  and  Ranai,  the  raoe 
island  of  Woahoo  presented  to  our  view, 
first,  its  pointed  mountain*:  and  forests ; 
then,  in  succession,  its  extended  plains, 
its  verdant  hills,  and  fertile  valiies.  its 
pleasant  groves  and  streams,  its  grazing 
herds  and  flocks,  thatched  cottages  and 
villages,  its  principal  fort  and  harbour, 
and  its  sable  inhabitants,  far  more 
worthy  of  our  regard,  than  the  rich- 
ness of  its  soil,  the  luxuriance  of  its 
vegetation,  or  the  inviting  salubrity  of 
its  climate. 

Firal  Visit  on  shore. 

We  anchored  outside  of  the  harbour, 
and  some  of  the  brethren  with  capt  B. 
soon  went  on  shore:  They  called  on 
Mr.  Marin,  a  Spanish  settler,  who  is 
interpreter  for  the  government.  He 
received  us  with  decent  attention ;  serv- 
ed us  with  a  glass  of  wine,  produced 
from  grapes  which  he  had  cultivated; 
and  informed  us,  that  Boka,  the  gov- 
ernor, was  gone  to  another  part  of  the 
island ;  but,  as  soon  as  he  understood 
our  business,  he  despatched  two  nativ« 
servants  on  horseback  with  a  message, 
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giving  notice  of  onr  arrLvaL  Meantime, 
we  paid  our  respects  to  the  second  in 
command  at  the  fort,  dined  with  capt. 
Pigot,  an  American  trader  from  New- 
York  ;  surveyed  this  part  of  the  island, 
called  Hanaroorah;  and  returned  to  tbe 
brig,  highly  gratified  with  our  first  ezoir- 
sion  in  this  whitening  field,  where  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  seems  evidently  to 
have  called  us  to  labour. 

15.  Repeated  our  visit  on  shore ;  bot 
could  not  do  much  business,  on  aecoonC 
of  the  continued  absence  of  the  governor. 
Delivered  Mr.  Marin  a  letter  m)m  capt. 
Winship,  which  authorized  him  to  put 
us  in  possession  of  capt.  W*s  booses, 
nntil  further  orders  *  The  King's  vessel, 
brig  JVeo,  from  Owhyhee,  arrived  to-day, 
with  a  messenger,  bringing  the  general 
orders  of  the  government  respecting  as. 
G.  F.  Tamoree  also,  who  left  the  Thad- 
deus  at  Owhyhee,  arrived  in  the  JV>o.  He 
informed  us,  that  a  native,  who  had 
stolen  a  piece  of  calico  from  the  king  at 
Kirooah,  was  there  convicted,  pat  on 
board  the  J^to  in  irons,  and  thrown  over- 
board on  the  passage  Mtber.  Death  ia 
the  penalty  for  stealing  the  king^s  pro- 

16.  Sabhaih.  Enjoyed  the  privileges 
of  public  worship,  probably  for  the  last 
time,  on  board  the  Thaddeus.  Boka  ar- 
rived  in  port  this  afternoon  ;  but  we  are 
told,  that,  through  the  eflfect  of  strong 
drink,  he  is  now  unfit  for  business.  This 
is  a  stubborn  foe  with  which  we  shall  be 
obliged  to  contend,  far  more  formidable 
than  the  suns  of  tbe  fort,  or  all  the 
weapons  of  war  on  the  islands.  And  it 
is  a  grief  to  see,  that  most  white  meo, 
who  have  intercourse  with  these  people, 
are  in  league  with  this  enemy  of  alt 
righteousness. 

17.  Obtained  permission  to  enter  the 
harbour,  for  which  capt.  B.  pays  eighty 
dollars,  besides  the  pilot's  fees.  The 
governor  came  on  board.  He  is  a  ^oang 
chief,  apparently  mild  and  easy  m  his 
disposition,  less  sprisblly  than  some  of 
his  countrymen,  and  distinguished  for 
his  moderation.  He  says  but  little  ;  and 
appears  by  no  means  onfriecidly  to  as  or 
our  object ;  but  somewhat  indiflferent  to 
the  messag^  from  Owhyhee.  As  these 
people  are  naturally  and  habitually  slow 
in  their  movements,  we  hope  that  he 
may  yet  oxert  himself  with  more  effl* 
ciency  to  promote  our  design. 

Prtparaiionsfor  landing, 

18.  This  morning  we  entered  the  har- 
bour in  safety,  and  anchored  witirina

E4Uer  of  the  BtrtU- 
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Aw  yttdi  of  the  dl^fe^  Mr.  ScoviU,  a 
tMipoTBTf  mident,  and  •fficer  of  capt. 
L«wif,  BOW  M  tbe  coagt,  b»  vary  po- 
litely oflbred  os  the  me  of  capt.  Lewit's 
house,  whieh  we  thaU  find  it  necessary 
to  occepy.  Capt.  Adams,  an  English  re- 
sideat,  aad  Mr.  Navarro,  an  American^ 
liave  each  offered  ns  the  use  of  a  bouse. 
Capt.  Babcock,  and  Mr.  OllTer,  have  both 
offered  as  the  teiD)K>rary  nse  of  their 
store-rooms  for  onr  effects.  Thus  the 
Lord  raises  op  friends  for  us,  at  the  mo- 
meot  when  we  have  need  of  tbem.  Tbe 
females  of  the  mbsion  went  on  shore  this 
aftemoon,  to  view  tbe  thatched  habita- 
tions, which  we  intend  to  oconpy  for  a 
•eason.  They  eieited  great  curiosity, 
as  they  had  done  at  Kirooah.  As  (bev 
walked  along  tbe  plain,  on  which  (he  vil- 
lage is  baiil,  they  were  surrounded  by 
erowds  of  the  inquisitive  and  wondering 
natives,  running  this  way  and  that,  and 
even  placing  themselves  directly  in  tbe 
path  before  tbe  strangers,  to  obtain  a 
view  of  their  faces,  partly  concealed  by 
their  bonnets.  Here  we  saw  the  rude 
materials  with  which  tbe  boose  of  tbe 
Lord  is  to  be  built ;  and  felt  desirous  to 
be  diligently  employed  in  preparing  tbem 
for  their  place  in  tbe  spiritual  temple. 
i^ftar  a  clirsory  examination  of  the  bouses 
offered,  idl  returned  to  lod|;e  once  more 
In  tbe  sides  of  the  ship,  which  for  25 
«reeks  had  been  our  home. 

Settlement  of  the  Mimonanes. 

Hanarooah,  Woahoot  April  19* 

Having  at  length  succeeded,  in  making 
the  necessary  arrangements ;  casting  our- 
•elves  again  on  the  care  of  Divine  Provi. 
4eooe ;  and  putting  ourselves  in  the  power 
and  possession  of  pagans  and  strangers ;  on 
this  interesting  day  we  disembarked  from 
that  board,  which  bad  borne  us  safely 
across  the  ocean  18,000  miles  from  our 
native  shores,  and  here  took  up  our 
abode  in  this  uncivilized  heathen  land, 
the  scene  of  our  labours ;  probably  tho 
restine  place  of  our  bones,  when  our 
toils  sbail  be  finished  and  our  pilgrimage 
ended. 

With  as  mneb  despatch  as  possible, 
onr  baggage  was  forwarded  to  the  differ- 
ent places  of  deposit.  Mr.  Chamberlain 
and  bis  family  takejheir  lodginn  at  Cap- 
tain Wioship's  house :  Messrs.  Bingham, 
Reggies  and  Loomis,  at  Capt.  Lewis's, 
about  40  rods  distant  from  the  other; 
and  Mr.  Whitney,  in  a  boose  between 
them,  belonging  to  Mr.  Navarro.  Thus 
we  are  somewhat  scattered  for  a  tempo- 
rary residence ;  but  we  have  little  ap- 
pmbensioa  of  danger  from  the  natives. 
At  a  specioMB  of  what  we  are  to  expect 
frcHB  the  slyness  of  our  new  neighbunrs, 
tlw  key  of  Capt.  Lewises  bOMO  was  sto- 
len from  the  door,  immediately  on  onr 
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enterinc  H  this  a<leniooo  ;  probably  by 
some  of  the  natives  who  crowded  arouml 
to  gratify  their  curbsity,  to  learn  who 
we  are,  and  whet  we  had  brought  with 
us  that  might  please  their  fancy. 

We  mention  as  an  instance  of  the  kind- 
ness of  some  of  our  neighbours.  Chat  Capt. 
Pigot  and  Mr.  Green,  anticipating  our 
wants,  provided  for  us  a  sapper  in  Amer- 
ican style,  which  we  were  unable  at  pre- 
sent to  do  for  ourselves. 

ErtdwitB/mMm't^ihttruiaod, 

As  soon  as  the  bustle  of  landing  was 
over,  and  our  straw-thatched  cottages 
were  comfortablv  fitted  op,  we  erected 
an  altar  unto  the  Lord  our  God,  and» 
agreeably  to  an  arrangement  made  with 
our  brethren,  who  landed  the  week  be- 
fore on  Owhyhee,  presented  our  united 
offerings  of  thanksgiving  and  praise  to 
Jehovan,  that  he  had  preserved  our  lives, 
graciously  delivered  us  from  the  perils 
uf  tbe  sea,  given  us  so  prosperous  a  pas- 
sage, and  ministered  unto  us  an  entrance 
among  the  hestheo;  that,  in  answer  to 
the  prayers  of  bis  people,  of  qur  friends 
and  patronst  he  had  wonderfully  prepar- 
ed tbe  way  before  ns,  bv  destroying  tbe 
temples  of  idols,  and  the  Institutions  of 
idol-worship,  abolishing  the  priestlMod 
of  superstition,  overturning  the  altan  of 
abomination,  and  bringing  the  taboos 
and  sacrifices  of  tbe  people  iato  geoevai 
contempt,  and  that  he  hw  enabled  ot  so 
earl/,  and  so  peacefully,  to  set  up  our 
banwr  in  the  name  of  our  God.  Tho 
Li^raoe  praised  for  ever,  for  his  good* 
ness,  and  for  bis  wonderful  works  to  the 
children  of  men. 

20.  We  rose  this  morning,  for  tbe  first 
time,  from  our  slumbers  on  heathen 
ground,  and  find  ourselves  in  circum- 
stances of  real  comfort,  and  under  new 
obligations  of  gratttnde  to  the  Watchman 
of  Israel,  who  has  kept  our  habitatjons  in 
peace.  The  garrison  at  the  fort,  distant 
but  a  few  rods,  onoe  an  hour  during  the 
night  rung  a  small  bell,  and  gave  a  loud 
shout,  partly  in  their  native  tong«e,  and 
partly  in  broken  Enalisb. 

21.  Yesterday  and  to-diqr  have  been 
principally  employed  in  putting  our  ef- 
fects m  order,  and  in  making  onrselvet 
comfortable  in  our  new  sitaation. 

22.  The  aoveroor  does  not  yet  step 
forward  to  tnmbh  us  with  booses  of  anv 
kind,  and  we  are  a  Kttle  embarrassed. 
Find  some  difllculty  in  procuring  store- 
rooms for  all  our  baggage,  because  those 
storehouses,  which  are  safe,  are  generally 
occupied ;  and  we  fear  to  expose  many 
articles,  in  whet  are  generally  termed 
**  straw-houses  ;*'  as  these  are  so  liable  to 
destruction  by  fire,  and  so  easily  broken 
open.  Part  wo  have  deposited  in  a 
framed  house  of  Capt.  Babcock,  two  sto-  [^ 
ries  high,  inclosed  in   the   governor's 
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ywd  i^-^p^H  in  Mr.  Oliver't  mud  kmm ; 
—put  in  Mr.  Beckloy*8  ;— part  hi  Mr. 
Jfario'i  straw-home  ;  and  (be  rest,  in  tbe 
different  lioaies  where  we  lodge. 

Firtt  Sabbath  on  land. 

28.  Sabbath.  To-dav  for  tbe  first  time, 
we  have  public  worship  on  land.  A  con- 
siderable audience  of  European  and 
American  residents,  masters  and  other 
officers  of  vessels,  chiefs,  saHors,  and 
common  natives,  assembled,  in  and  about 
the  house  occupied  by  Mr.  Bingham,  to 
bear  the  sound  of  the  Gospel,  for  tbe  iirst 
time  on  these  long  neglected  heathen 
shores.  The  discourse  was  from  Luke  ii, 
10.  Fear  not ;  for  behold  I  brine  you  good 
Hdingtofgreatjoy,  which  shtul  be  to  all 
peopie.  The  theme,  the  scene,  the  open- 
ing prosoect,  the  dawning  light  of  a 
brighter  aay,  the  incipient  songs  of  Zion, 
conspired  to  animate  our  hearts,  and  to 


awaken  an  nmiMal  joy  in  on 
while  we  listened  to  the  langMige  of  tbe 
messenger  from  heaven,  and  seeoaod  Id 
be  favoured  with  the  special  preeeneeof 
Him,  who  was  bom  in  the  city  of  David, 
a  Saviour,  even  Christ  the  Lord.  Oar 
singing,  aided  by  tbe  bass  viol,  on  which 
G.  P.  Tamoreo  played,  was  pleaaiBg  to 
the  natives,  and  will  probably  have  a  sal- 
utary influence  in  winning  them  to  ap- 
prove and  to  engage  in  Christian  wocihip. 
SS4.  Opened  trunks,  boies,  kc  con- 
taining our  effects.  Every  step  we  take 
brings  to  view  something,  which  de- 
mands our  gratitude.  How  many  hearts 
and  hands  did  the  Lord  open  to  contn- 
bute  for  our  comfort  and  aid.  [At  the 
close  of  this  examination  it  appeared, 
thot  most  of  the  articles  were  in  a  good 
state  of  preservation  ;  though  some  were 
damaged  by  various  causes.]

LONDON  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

WU  CAMPBELL'S  LATE  TOUR  INTO  THE  INTERIOR  OF  AFRICA 

Iw  the  London  Misionary  Ckronide,  we  find  the  following  account  of  a 
Ute  tour  into  tic  interior  of  South  Africa,  by  the  Rev.  John  Campbell.  In 
the  year  It  lit,  Mr.  Campbell  explored  tbe  country  as  far  as  Lattakoo,  a  large 
town  nine  hui^dred  miles  north  of  the  Cape.  In  his  second  journey,  he  has 
^4>en«t;ated  much  ferther,  and  made  many  important  discoveries.  In  pre- 
seutiAg  thisaceount  to  tbe  public,  the  Editor  of  the  Chronicle  thus  remark*— 
«« That  our  Missionaries  should,  by  their  enterprizing  spirit,  explore  success, 
fully  eountries^aUnost,  if  not  wholly,  unknown,  and  that  these  discoveries  will 
probably  lead  to  the  communication  of  the  blessings  of  tbe  Gospel  to  their 
inhabitants,  mu^t  necessarily  impart  a  high  degree  of  sacred  deFight,  to  every 
raider  who  feels  an  intetcst  in  the  happiness  of  mankind,  and  in  the  cause  of 
Christ" 


Arrival  at  Laitakoo. 

Oh  Mr.XampbeU's  arrival  at  Lattakoo, 
he  found  circumstances  uncommonly  fa- 
vourable to  the  further  extension  of  his 
journey  into  the  interior.  Tbe  Mission- 
aries had  been  recently  visited  by  Boot- 
cbuanas  from  different  tribes  beyond 
them,  who  had  eipressed  a  wish  to  have 
Missionaries  among  them,  and  a  power- 
ful chief  of  one  of  tbe  tribes  was  at  this 
time  at  Lattakoo,  and  had  offered  his 
services  to  assist  our  traveller  in  accom- 
plishing tbe  object  of  bis  wishes.  Ac- 
companied by  Munnmeets,  the  king  of 
Lattakoo's  uncle,  and  the  king,  whose 
name  is  not  mentioned,  and  a  suitable 
escort,  Mr.  Campbell  left  Lattakoo  on 
the  llth  of  April,  1820,  in  his  bullock 
^  aggon. 


VisU  to  Old  Laitakoo, 

After  travelling  about  40  miles  in  a 
norlberiy  direction,  they  came  to  oM  Lat- 
takoo. On  the  removal  of  Mateebe  to  new 
Lattakoo,  the  place  was  taken  possession 
of  by  people  belonging  to  different  tribes, 
and  Mr.  Campbell  supposes  it  to  contain 
8,000  inhabitants.  It  is  governed  by  a 
chief  of  the  name  of  Mahoomar  Petoo. 
At  a  public  meeting  of  the  principal  men 
of  the  place,  there  was  not  only  a  wil- 
lingness expressed  to  receive  and  protect 
Missionaries,  but  even  a  desire  to  have 
them. 

A  tovn  called  Meribohwhey. 

From  thence  Mr.  Campbell  proceeded 
in  a  north-eastoriy  du^ection,  and  afler 
travelling  a  week  (about  120  miles)  cmme 
to  Meribohwhey,  the  principal  town  of 
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the  Tammaba  ttiht,  ■omeUmei  called 
<<  Red  Caffresy"  and  who  are  reprefeated 
as  a  savagey  warlike  people.  Mr.  C.  ob- 
aenred  tMt  their  appearance  correspond- 
ed wHh  this  report ;  bat  he  experienced 
klod  treatment  from  them ;  and  after  the 
efaieft  had  held  a  contnhation^  they  con- 
atnted  to  receive  MisBionariei>  and  pro- 
mlfed  them  their  protection. 

A  large  t&wn  named  MaAew, 

He  next  Tisited  Mashew,  a  town  about 
20  miles  further,  which  was  estimated  to 
contain  from  12  to  15,000  inhobiUnts. 
Much  land  was  seen  under  cultivation. 
Here  Mr.  C.  had  some  conversation  with 
an  intelligent  old  woman,  who  said  she 
came  from  a  country  to  the  eastwigrdy 
bordering  on  the  Great  water,  where  peo- 
ple live,  who,  she  said,  had  long  hair. 
At  Masbew  the  people  expressed  en 
equal  willingness  to  receive  Missionaries. 

Dieeovety  of  a  very  large  town  called  Kur. 
reeehane. 

From  this  town  Mr.  Campbell  travel- 
led a  week  (about  120  miles)  further  to 
the  north-eastward,  and  came  to  Knr- 
reecfaane,  the  principal  town  of  the  Ma* 
rootsee  tribe,  containing  about  16,000 
inhabitants.  Here  Mr.  C.  found  a  people 
arrived  to  a  degree  of  civilteation,  and 
possessing  a  knowledge  of  ^arts  superior 
to  any  of  the  tribes  he  had  seen.  Tbey 
smelt  iron  and  copper  from  the  ore.  The 
metals  are  procured  from  mountains  in 
the  neighbourhood.  When  Col.  Collins 
was  in  Caffre  land,  and  among  the  Tam- 
bookees,  in  1809,  the  articles  of  iron  and 
copper  which  he  found  among  the  sava- 
ges, he  supposed  to  have  been  furnished 
by  the  Portuguese  at  De  La  Goa  Bay. 

From  the  description  Mr.  C.  has  given 
of  the  Kurreechane,  the  Colonel  appears 
to  have  been  mistaken  in  this  opinio^. 
The  manufactures  of  Kurreechane  are 
found  to  have  diffused  themselves  from 
the  borders  of  the  colotay  of  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  to  the  shores  of  Moaambiaue, 
and  from  Do  la  Goa  Bay  to  the  wanner- 
ing  tribes  on  the  opposite  coast.  The 
n^les,  bodkins,  and  other  articles  of  a 
similar  nature,  manufactured  at  Kurree- 
chane, and  found  in  abundance  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  An^  Pequena  Bay, 
strengthens  the  supposition  that  the  Por- 
tuguese have  for  many  years  carried  on 
an  inland  correspondence  between  their 
settlements  and  the  eastern  and  western 
ihores  of  Africa. 

The  desire  of  keeping  any  thing  in 
trade  secret,  indicates  considierable  ele- 
▼atien  above  savage  life.  Mr.  C.  saw 
many  foundries  in  Kurreechane,  but  he 
t^rets  that  they  wtre  gaarded  with  so 
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mnch  jealoosy  that  he  was  not  al&owed 
to  enter  them. 

Kurreechane  appears  to  be  the  S(af> 
fordshire  as  well  as  the  Birmingham  of 
that  part  of  South  Africa.  They  mana- 
facture  pottery,  and  in  the  shape  and 
painting  of  their  articles  shew  a  superior 
degree  of  taste.  Tbey  appear  to  esc^ 
in  the  making  of  baskets ;  and  Mr.  C. 
found  the  walls  of  their  bouses  ornament- 
ed with  paintings  of  elephants,  camet- 
leopards,  shields,  &c.  On  the  third  day 
after  their  arrival,  Mr.  C.  found  himself  m 
a  critical  situation,  and  began  to  suspect 
a  snare  He  was  told  that  the  king  was 
advised  to  take  him  and  his  fMrty  on  a 
commando  against  a  nation  with  whom 
he  was  at  war.  As  we  are  not  told  by 
what  means  onr  brother  escaped  from 
this  awkward  predicament,  we  mi^ 
suppose  that  he  might  have  been  deceive 
ed  In  his  estimate  of  the  conversation 
on  which  thb  alarm  was  created.  On 
Mr.  C.'s  proposing  to  send  Missionaries 
to  reside  in  Kurreechane,  they  called  a 
Pietso^or  a  meeting  of  the  principal  men. 
About  three  hundred  assembled  m  a  pub- 
lic place,  all  armed  with  spears,  battle  ai- 
es,  shields,  iio.  and  an  exhibiticm  of  sav- 
age oratory  ensued,  where  noise,  gesture 
and  fluency  of  speech  were  not  wanting 
to  make  it  strikingly  expressive.  Mun- 
ameets  sat  beside  Mr.  C.  to  explain  the 
proceedings.  In  the  coarse  ot  the  dis- 
cussions, a  lively  olcl  chief  rose  up  and 
rke,  pointing  his  spea/  In  a  i^ortheriy 
iction,  which  immediately  prodncew 
a  general  whistling,  meaning  ^'firaro! 
Bravo!"  The  interpreter  informed  Afc 
C.  that  the  speech  was  intended!  to  stir 
up  the  people  to  go  to  war  with  A  nation 
beyond  them,  some  of  whose  people  had 
a  shoK  time  before  carried  off  several  of  . 
their  cattle.  In  his  own  way  Mr.  C.  re- 
marks, *<  between  you  and  me,  I  hMra 
heard  noises  more  agreeable  to  my  ear 
than  this  whistling  was."  After  much 
had  been  said  respecting  the  war,  some 
of  the  people  began  to  speak  of  white 
men  now  offering  themselves :  and  the. 
assembly  at  last  resolved  that  Misslona-'" 
ries  should  be  received  and  protected. 
The  Kina  then  presented  filr.  C  with  two 
oxen  and  two  large  elephants*  teeth. 

The  ckitf  town  qf  ihe  Wainkdxam 
avoided^  by  desirt  qf  the  king  t^Lai' 
iakoo. 

Mr.  C.  passed  within  SO  miles  of  the 
chief  town  of  the  Wanketaens.  It  was 
here  that  Dr.  Cowan  and  Lieut.  Donovan 
and  their  party,  who'  proceeded  on  a 
journey  or  discovery  into  the  interior, 
daring  Lord  Caledon*s  admlnbtration  of 
the  government  of  the  cok>ny,  were 
arrested  in  their  progreis.    Mattibbai 
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tiM  lOmg  «f  ik%  WMkttMM,  and  Ms- 
<«ebe,  the  king  of  Lattakoo,  have  always 
baaao^poiedto  each  otfamx  Pravwus 
to  Mr.  C.*s  departure  from  Lattakoo,  ko 
was  stroBgl^  adrlsed  by  Mateabe  not  to 
▼isit  this  rival  chief.  Mateet>e,  «ays  Mr. 
C.  OMkes  a  merit  of  bavu>§  given  up  his 

filmdering  systeot  by  iImi  advice  of  the 
jsstooartes,  and  he  used  (his  argnosent 
to  disemde  me  iVom  visiting  Bfakkabbe. 
<«  I  have/'  said  the  king,  "  given  up,  by 
the  advice  of  the  Missionaries,  taking 
cattle  from  the  other  tribes,  although 
that  was  one  great  source  of  my  revenue, 
mkI  voo  oaght  to  Ksten  to  me,  and  be  ad- 
vised by  me  in  this  ease."  At  parting, 
Bilaleebe  said,  **  Mr.  C.  remember  I  ad- 
vised Cowan  and  Donovan,  and  their 
party,  sot  to  visit  Makkabba  ;  aad  had 
tfaey  taken  my  advice,  they  might  have 
been  still  alive.** 

Otmral  aectmnl  0/*  tkt  cowUry, 

About  ICnrreeebane,  and  many  other 
places  visited  by  Mr.  C.  the  height  of  the 
nills,  the  smooth  rcg;ulanty  of  theii^  out- 
line, and  the  indentations  upon  their 
sides,  afford  sufficient  indications  of  the 
presence  of  chalk,  lime,  &c.  and  of  a 
seeondary  and  conacuuently  a  fertile 
country.  From  the  distance  travelled 
by  Mr.  C.  Knrreechane  must  lay  near 
the  latitude  of  twenty-four  degrees  South,' 
and  not  at  a  very  great  dislance  from  the 
eastern  coast  of  Africa,  fn  this  ncigh- 
lM>nrhood  some  of  the  rivers  were  seen 
running  to  the  nest  ward,  while  others 
ran  to  the  eastward,  and  in  a  SS.  E.  di- 
rection. It  is  probable  that  some  of  the 
rivers  seen  by  Mr.  C.  on  this  occasion 
may  be  branches  of  the  Maiiica,  the  De 
La  Ooa,  or  Machavana,  near  the  sources 
of  those  which  empty  themselves  into 
the  De  La  Goa  Bay.  Several  large 
towns  were  reported  to  lay  to  the  east- 
ward of  Kurreechane,  the  smoke  of  one 
or  two  of  them  was  seen  in  tlic  distance. 
From  this  place  Mr.  C,  returned,  nearly 
in  the  same  route,  to  Tammaha,  and  from 
thence  southward  to  Malapeetze,  and 
Makoon*s  Kraal :  then  westward  in  a  di- 
rect line  to  NewLattakoo,  from  which 
be  had  been  absent  two  months. 

Supposed  PoptdoHon  of  the  Bootchu^ 
ana  country. 

From  the  number  of  inhabitants  seen 
by  Mr.  C.  at  the  several  towns  through 
which  he  passed,  it  would  l»e  a  low  cal- 
culation to  estimate  the  population  of  the 
Bootchoaoa  nation  at  200,000 ;  suppos- 
ing, what  seems  very  probable,  that  they 
inhabit  the  comrtry  froai  the  24lh  degree 
oC  longitude  to  the  aastcni  eoast,  and 
trooi  the  34th  degree  of  latitude,  cempi^ 
hendlog  fiO,000  sqqara  milw. '  Mr.C.*i 
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tfteanfc  afttempt  t»  psMtrat*  iato  Ike  ia- 
terlorof  southern  Africa,  amy  be  nddmo- 
ed  aa  an  addUioiial  illasliaSkw  «f  tkta 
trttth  of  Mr.  Wikbesforee's  raoMrk,  ^  If 
Aftiea  is  to  be  disco vered»  it  m«st  be  hy 
Missionaries."  The  report  of  tlie  Grifm 
town  and  Lattakoo  roissioM  is  kaown 
over  all  the  Bootcbuana  Iribea,  nnd  par- 
baps  to  many  tribes  farther  in  tlie  inte- 
rior.  Such  is  the  respect  paid  to  tlie  Mis- 
sionaries, that  the  tribea  who  aajoy  their 
lalx>urs  consider  themselves  as  aa(e  from 
the  attaclcs  of  other  tribes  ;  aad  wherever 
Mr.  C  travelled,  the  ideas  attached  to 
the  name  of  a  Missionary  iiad  suffldeoC 
weight  to  procure  him  the  protection  and 
friendly  offices  of  all  the  savages  which 
he  visited. 

ProbabU  ^eds  <^  the  disn^mieM  modi 
on  thu  journey. 

This  journey  of  Mr.  Campbell,  and  the 
introduction  of  Missionaries  at  Kurree- 
chane, will  in  all  probability,  at  do  dia- 
tant  period,  connect  the  colony  with  De 
la  Goa  Bay.  While  the  British  govern- 
ment is  looking  out  for  situations  where 
they  may  locale  portions  of  the  excess 
of  an  overfiowiug  population,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  Ibis  fine  station  will  not  es- 
cape their  notice.  De  la  Goa  Bay  pre- 
sents advantages  to  emigrants  superior  to 
any  in  Africa,  and  exceeded  by  few  pla- 
ces in  other  parts  of  the  world.  The  bay 
itself  is  spacious,  and  extends  about  20 
leagues  from  north  to  south,  and  seven 
from  east  to  w^est.  The  breadth  of  the 
channel  is  about  five  miles.  Three  riv- 
ers empty  themselves  into  the  bay.  Tlie 
Manica,  which  is  the  most  northers  of 
these  rivers,  was  once  navigable,  but  the 
navigation  u  now  obstructed  by  a  bar  at 
its  mouth.  The  Mnchavanna,  which  is 
the  most  southern  of  the  rivers,  is  navi- 
gable 90  leagues  from  its  mouth  by  boats 
which  draw  six  feet  water.  The  river  De 
La  Goa,  the  central  river,  is  diifant  about 
eight  leagues  from  the  Macharaona,  and 
is  navigable  for  nearlv  200  miles  by  largo 
boats,  and  for  more  than  40  mites  by  ves- 
sels  which  draw  12  feet  of  water.  If  has 
a  bar  with  about  15  feet  on  it  at  low  wa« 
ter ;  and  about  two  miles  up  the  river 
there  is  a  sufficient  depth  of  water,  where 
vessels  generally  He  in  safety  from  every 
wind.  The  bay  is  much  frequented  by 
whales,  and  the  ships  that  visK  it  are 
principally  English  South  Sea  whalers. 
The  population  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  bay,  according  to  White,  and  the  ac- 
counts of  the  captains  of  some  whalen, 
may  be  from  six  to  ten  thousand.  From 
the  descriptions  I  have  had,  I  am  inclir 
ned  to  think  that  the  native  belong  to. 
the  Bootcbuana  tribes.  The  people  are 
mild,  teachable,  and  quick  enoogh  in  lOft- 
khig  a  bar^n,  and  in  what  iTBgvds  tlie 
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interssto.  Tli*  toil  is  of  a  rieh  blaok 
moaldy  and  will  abundantly  repay  the 
labours  of  coltivatioQ  :  the  fish  In  the  b^ 
are  of  «>od  oaality  and  abondant,  and 
the  neipboonag  country  appears  to  be 
well  snppKed  with  water  and  firewood. 
The  Portuguese  appear  to  have  made  no 
attempt  to  convert  the  natives  to  Chris- 
tianity, and  they  are  still  in  a  state  of  hea- 
thenism. De  La  Goa  Bay,  although  of 
lltth  importance  to  the  Portusniese,  might 
be  tonred  to  great  advantage  in  the  kiands 
of  the  English. 

The  writer  of  this  article  regrets,  that 
after  being  ready  to  embark  on  a  voyage 
to  this  interesting  bay,  he  was  prevented 
from  accomplishing  bis  intention,  the 
ship  by  which  he  should  have  sailed  hav- 
ing been  then  reauired  to  carry  corn  for 
our  newly  arrived  countnrmen  at  Algoft 
Bay.  De  La  Goa  Bay,  with  what  degree 
of  truth  I  cannot  alma.  Is  at  this  mo- 
ment said  to  have  been  lately  deserted 
by  the  Portuguese.  Evon  were  this  the 
case,  it  would  perhaps  be  improper  to 
take  possession  of  it  without  authority 


from  the  Portagnase  govar»iDaat#  ani 
this  liberty  could  only  be  obtaiaed 
through  the  intervention  of  our  own  go* 
▼emment  at  home.

In  some  of  oar  bounds,  eiertioos  are 
viaking,  with  a  seal  worthy  of  a  better 
eaase,  to  propagate  a  uodincatloii  of  in- 
idelity  under  the  name  of  Unitarianism 
or  Sooinianism ;  and  as  there  is  an  apU- 
mde  of  the  hoffian  heart  to  entertain  the 
grossest  errors,  we  regard  it  as  an  impe. 
rloiis  daty  to  warn  .  oor  congregations 
against  every  attempt  to  bring  to  their 
fiotioe  such  doctrines  as  deny  the  Lord 
who  bought  them. 

Immmmiiiiti  m  pradice,  have  natural! v, 
and  in  many  places,  flowed  from  error  In 
doetrfoe.  The  intemperate  use  of  ardent 
liquors,  and  the  profanation  of  the  Lord's 
day,  are  particularly  mentioned,  as  too 
preyalent  aoiong  those  whom  the  "  grace 
of  God  teaches,  that  denying  ungodlineai 
and  worldly  lusU,  they  should  live  so- 
berly, righteously  and  Kodly." 

Professing  Christiansbave,  in  too  many 
iostanoas,  manifested  a  lolLewarmness, 
atterlv  loeonsistent  with  their  profession, 
and  die  obligatioos  they  are  under  to 
Him)WBo  has  loved  them  and  given 
lamself  for  them.  Regardless  of  the  aw- 
M  impreoation,  "  Pour  thy  fury  upon— 
the  familiei  that  call  not  on  thy  name," 
they  have  omitted  to  bend  before  the  £i' 
mily  altar,  and  offer  their  morning  and 
evening  sacrifices ;  and  as  if  they  qoes* 
tiooed  the  Justness  of  the  requisition, 
«*ror  all  these  things  I  will  be  inquired 
of  by  the  house  of  Israel  to  do  it  for 
them,"  they  have  kept  aloof  from  the 
veeiiogs  of  social  prayer,  and  neglMted 
to  present  their  united  supplications  for  a 
blessing  on  themselves,  and  on  the  whole 
Israel  of  God. 

The  complaiats  of  several  of  the  Pres- 
by  teriai,  of  the  want  of  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  labourers  In  the  gospel  vineyard, 
have  been  truly  affecting.  Entire  dis- 
tricts of  eomitry  to  the  Soutb  and  West, 
oompriiing  a  population  of  thousands  of 
souls,  are  represented  as  desUtute  of  min- 
istrations or  the  word,  from  any  deao- 
mloatioB  of  Cbrittians.  In  one  Presby- 
tei7*  Id  which  there  are  tweuty-eight  re- 
gntailyorgai^ed  ehnrehes,  eighteen  are 
destitote  of  the  regular  administration  of 
the  wocd  and  orananees;  in  another, 
consisting  of  aeairly  forty  churches,  there 
are  only  elevaii  Miaisters ;  and,  in  ano- 
ther, out  of  twiamy^ighti  sixteen  are  va- 
cant. Their  lattentathm  is,  « the  bar- 
vast  is  great,  bot  the  labourers  arc  few  T 
4ftiy,1821. 
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and  their  cry  to  tiieir  Christian  brethren 
is,  <'  Come  over,  and  help  us.** 

While  on  these  accoaaUthP  Assembly 
have  cause  for  lamentation,  and  call  up- 
on their  churches  to  sympatbiKe  with, 
and  pray  for,  those  among  whom  the 
above-mentioned  evils  exist;  they  also 
call  upon  their  churches  to  unite  with 
them,  in  sentiments  and  expressions  of 

Eatitude  and  praise  to  God,  for  his  great 
s  unmerited,  and  his  continued  good* 
ness.  We  have  probabhr  never  heard  so 
much,  nor  had  so  mucn  to  tell  of  the 
wonderful  worlcs  of  God  amidst  the 
cbiirob4M  ooder  our  care.  And  we  have 
only  to  regret,  that  the  limits  of  this  Nar- 
rative will  not  allow  a  detailed  account 
of  what  has  taken  place  in  this  portioa 
of  the  heritage  oi  God. 

Outward  attention  to  the  means  of 
grace,  has,  with  few  exceptions,  every 
where  increased.  Many  new  congrega- 
tions have  been  organized,  and  new  pla- 
ces of  worship  erected.  Biblical  and  ca- 
techetical  instractions  have  been  gene- 
rail]^  attended  to.  The  children  and 
youth,  have  been  led  to  Ihe  fountain,  and 
Instructed  in  the  first  principles  of  tho 
truth,  as  one  of  the  best  preventivea 
against  error  and  vice,  in  their  more  ad- 
vanced years,  fiaptlaed  ehildren  have 
in  many  congregations  been  convened 
with  the  parents  who  dedicated  them  t0 
God,  and  been  solemnly  and  aiecticia- 
ately  reminded  of  their  obligations  to 
be  the  Lofd*s.  The  system  of  Sabbath 
school  instruction  has  been  pursued  with 
great  and  increased  success.  Iliousands* 
who,  but  for  these  institutions,  would 
liave  grown  up  in  ignorance  and  vica» 
been  Uie  grief  of  the  ehoreh,  and  the 
curse  of  tl^  community,  are  now  taughl 
their  obligatioiis  to  God,  and  fitted  to  be 
useful  members  of  society.  Great  seal 
f^nd  regularity  is  generally  manifissted  by 
the  pupils  in  their  ettendanoe ',  several  m- 
stances  were  mentioned  of  young  panoiia 
who  frequently  walked  ten  miles  on  tba 
Sabbath,  for  the  purpose  of  atteadiiig  tba 
sobool;  and,  in  several  iastancasi  tba 
blessing  of  God  has  attended  this  aoda 
of  histniotioB,  to  the  hopeCal  aoavaiaiOB 
of  the  teaehen  and  the  taught. 

The  monthly  concert  of  prayer  is  ge* 
nerally  attended  through  the  Presbyteri- 
an church  and  the  other  eharehes  eoa- 
nected  with  the  General  Asseo^y ;  and 
it  is  found  that  this  extensive  union  of 
prayer  for  the  influeneas  of  the  Holy  Spi- 
rit upon  the  church  of  Cbriit,  and  th* 
gospel  of  salvation,  ap|)ears  to  be  atlaad- 
ed  with  the  speeial  Messing  of  God.

ntioos  of  the  S|>irit  ia  the  word  ;  ^yfajch, 
tkoogh  not  eoHod  reTirab,  afford  a  m- 
^aal  aeoanioa  to  tha  olrarcli,  of  siieE  as 
wa  tmst  iball  be  aavadi  aad  for  which  we 
«wa  to  God  oor  gratkode.  Bat  the  moct 
of  that  number  are  tha  fmits  of  racb  nana- 
itMiiy  eitaattve,  aad  ble«ed  oufpoaria^ 
of  the  Spirit  of  God  during  the  past  year, 
at  the  Afsembly  hat  never  before  had  the 
opportanity  to  rteord.

Lima  and  West-Bloomfield,  which  promi- 
aes  favonrable  results.  In  the  Presbytery 
of  Ctttfuga,  the  towns  of  Bmtns  and  An- 
Wm  have  stiared  eitensively  the  effb« 
aioas  of  the  Spirit.  Nearly  200  have 
been  hopefully  converted,  and  manj 
more  in  both  these  towns  are  oader  serf- 
COS  impreasions.  The  work  has  eitend- 
«d  into  adUoeat  towns ;  and  Slcaneatelas 
and  EUbridge  begin  to  share  the  effijsioos 
of  the  Spirit. 

In  the  Presbvtery  of  Ofumdagmt  the 
congrorationsot  Hoaoier,  Truitoa,  Sraitii- 
Aeld,  Virgil,  Preble,  De  Rayter,  the  se- 
cond congregation  in  Lenoi,  Casenovia, 
the  second  congregation  in  Onaodaga, 
and  the  third  in  Manlios,  have  been  visit- 
ad  by  refreshing  showers  of  Divine  grace ; 
and  more  than  360  have  been  added  to 
the  communion  of  the  efauMh. 

In  the  Presbyteiy  of  Omidaf  283  have 
made  a  profession  of  reiidon,  as  the  re- 
ialt  of  a  season  of  refreshing  from  tlie 
presence  of  the  Lord,  in  the  congMga- 
tkms  of  Mount  Vernon,  Union,  West- 
Bioreland,Vemon,  Utica,  Holland4*ateat» 
Trenton,  Litchfield,  and  New  Hartford. 

In  Oie  Prisbytery  of  OUego,  the  coa- 
grogation  of  Cherry  Valley  has  had  «n 
cxtensiva  revival,  daring  which  129  have 
been  added  to  the  chareh;  about  60 
hcpefttl  converts  have  not  yet  united 
thamsalvas  with  the  church,  and  60  mere 
are  still  under  deep  convietiotts.  In 
CkKiperstown,  26  have  obtained  hopes  of 
^m  intareit  In  Christ,  and  many  otheis 
wa  under  deep  raUgioas  impressloBs; 
•ad  inSpringfieM  a  work  of  grace  has  b«- 
Uttn,  wluch  is  stSUprognsssing^

The  Presbytery  of  2V«3rynpcita  an  m- 
stanoe  of  special  rafipMhlng  m  the  coa- 
gregatioaal  chnreh  In  Befliiiingto&,  Ver- 
mont, which,  though  not  fcith^  comiei- 
loo,  is  under  the  pastoral  care  of  one  of 
theh'  members.  Ia  that  pUcc,  from  96 
to  30  persons  have,  In  the  oooraa  of  a  few 
months,  given  hopeful  evidenoe  of  a 
saving  change.  A  very  respectable  ae- 
eession  has  alto  been  made  to  Ae  cboroh 
in  Lanslngburgh,  and  88  persoos  have 
been  added  to  the  visible  church  la  Net- 
sau,  as  the  fruit  of  a  work  of  grac^. 

The  Presbytery  of  Mbang  have  pre- 
sented a  most  interesting  and  animiking 
report  to  the  Assembly.  This  report  Is 
prtnted  :  and  the  Assembly  regret  that  Hs 
length  is  too  great  to  admit  Its  inoorpon- 
tion  with  this  Narrative.  They  however 
recommend  its  perusal  to  all  the  churohee 
which  can  obtain  a  oomr ;  coefideattkat 
It  win  gladden  every  Christian  hearts— « 
The  additions  to  the  chnrohas,  doriog  the 
year  1820,  as  reported  to  that  Preabyte- 
ry,  amount  to  nearly  ane  iktutamd/bmt 
kmmtnd!  Surelj  the  Lord  haih  done 
great  things  for  them  wheieof  we  are  glad. 

In  the  Presbytery  of  Gsfambia,  an  onl- 
pouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  has  been  eipe. 
rienced  in  New  Lebanon  and  Chatham  ; 
and  in  CaUUIl,  Cairo,  and  the  dtjr  of 
Hudson,  a  good  work  has  begea,  widlch  is 
still  progressiag ;  and  we  hope  we  shall 
not  be  considered  oficlom,  when  we 
eratefolty  mention,  that  the  Dutch  Re- 
fomled  coagregations  of  Coisackie,  Kln- 
derheok,  and  Claverack,  whidi  are  la  the 
vioioitv  of  that  Presbytery,  have  been 
also  blessed  with  an  ootpooring  of  the 
HolySpWt. 

The  Presbytery  of  ffuds&n,  state  that 
most  of  thevoongretations  have  been  co- 
pious watered  with  showers  of  Divine 
graoe  during  the  past  year :  and  that  the 
fruit  has  bwn  the  addition  of  23  mem- 
bers to  the  church  of  Deerpark,  41  to 
that  of  Scotohtown,  1  \0  to  die  cbovch  of 
Hopewoll,  76  at  Goshen,  199  et  Bloom - 
ing.Grove,  67  at  Ridgburr,  140  at  Ches- 
ter,  40  at  Bethlehem,  126  at  Westowo, 
69  at  Hempstead,  69  at  Greenbusih,  and 
17  at  Forrettburgh,  a  congregation  re- 
cently formed :  makhig  e  toUl  of  one 
thousatd  end  ikbrty-upen. 

In  the  Presbytery  of  IfkwYork,  the 
Brick  church  has  had  a  revival,  which 
has  resoUed  in  the  hopeful  conversion  of 
about  el^ty  souls. 

Ia  the  Fvesbjrtery  of  JersQf,  the  i^raich 

of  £liiabethtow&  have  added  about  6  as 

the  fruits  of  the  revival  of  the  preceding 

year,  and  In  Orange,  and  particularty 

BkwmfieM,  a  good  work  aeema  to  have 

commenced.    One  hundred  and  fifty  at 

least  appear  to  have  been  awnkened; 

and  oT  these  about  80  give  Evidence  of 

hopeful  cotiversTon.     The  revlVAl  yet 

progresses^  r^r^r^rrl^ 
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The  Praibyterf  ofJ^twhrn,  report,  that 
doriog  the  past  ytar,  ane  Aundrail  and 
«^y-jiM  persons,  who  before  were 
"slraogers  from  the  eoveoaot  of  pro- 
mise^"  and  enemies  in  their  heartti  havo 
h%em  yisited  with  the  renewing  and  ooo- 
aoUng  influences  of  grace,  and  reeeiTed 
into  the  communion  of  the  church ;  an4 
they  particnlari^  mention  the  church  at 
Newton*  as  having  been  visited  with  the 
special  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit; 
and  that  64  persons  of  different  ages  and 
conditions,  have  already  become  the 
'hopeful  subjects  of  this  work. 

la  the  Presbytery  of  PhUmUlphiaf  the 
church  in  the  Northern  Liberties,  and  the 
8d  Presbyterian  church  in  the  city,  have 
been  favoured  with  special  manifesta- 
tions of  the  Divine  presence.  In  the 
lormer,  dO  have  oflfeted  as  candidates  for 
an  approaching  communion  ;  and  in  llie 
latter,  73  communicants  have  been  re- 
ceived during  the^ear,  48  of  whom  are 
tlie  fruits  of  a  revnral  which  is  still  pro- 
gressing. 

The  Presbytery  of  Ormid  Rher  report, 
that  15  townships,  comprising  11  church- 
esy  have  been  visited  with  special  revi- 
vals of  religion ;  that  to  several  others 
the  Lord  has  vouchsafed  a  more  than 
usual  measure  of  his  Spirit;  and  268 
soolsliave  been  added  to  the  oomoMnbn 
•f  the  chorchr  and  tiie  work  is  still  pro- 
gressing in  several  other  towns. 

In  the  Presbytery  of  Perfoge  the  ohureh 
of  Euclid  has  been  favoured  with  a  re- 
vival, and  about  100  are  mentiofied  as 
the  subjects,  and  in  sii  or  seven  other 
congregatioas  there  Is  special  attention* 

llie  Presbytery  of  Ltximghn  state,' 
tliat  in  the  missionary  fleld  within  their 
boonds,  there  has  been  a  general  awaken- 
ing ;  that  in  OMiny  instances  eonvicflons 
have  been  of  the  most  deep  and  poagent 
kind ;  and  that  it  has  not  been  unusual 
for  whole  assemblies  to  be  bathed  in  tears 
during  the  delivery  of  a  discourse^ 

The  Presbytery  of  LanauUr  state,  that 
amidst  the  moral  desolations  within  their 
bounds,  a  few  favoured  spots  have  re- 
ceived the  cultivation  of  tke  Holy  Sni- 
rit :  that  on  Marietta,  Waterford,  Bel&«, 
Adams,  and  Woo^ter,  the  dews  of  hea- 
venly grace  have  descended,  and  result- 
ed, in  their  charitable  belief,  in  (he  saving 
conversion  of  many  souls. 

From  the  report  of  the  delegates  from 
the  General  Association  of  Connectioat, 
it  appears,  that  a  work  of  grace  has  be- 
^n  in  the  course  of  the  last  year  in  New- 
Haven,  which  has  ever  since  been  ex- 
tending  to  other  towns  ;  and  that  about 
90  congregations,  out  of  a  little  more 
than  200,  are  now  sharers  In  the  mighty 
operations  of  the  Divine  Spirit.  The 
number  of  hopeful  subjects  of  grace  ia 
the  respective  congregatioiis  has  beea 
from  20  to  300.    This  is  stated  to  be  (he 
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t  work  of  Diviae  giaee  enjoyed 
/  the  chorehes  of  ConiieotSout,  sin  ee  lu 
flwt  settlement,  except  the  revival  in 
1740^-^1. 

From  the  report  of  the  Geneial  Asso- 
ciatk>n  of  Massaehusetu,  presented  to  the 
Assembly  by  their  delc^tes,  it  appears 
that,  in  manv  churches  is  their  several 
assoeiations,  there  has  been  a  time  of  re- 
freshing from  the  presence  ef  the  Lord,  ' 
which  resulted  in  the  addition  of  many 
hundreds  to  their  communion. 

From  the  report  of  the  delegate  from 
the  General  Association  of  New  Hamp-- 
shife,  it  appears,  that  a  glorious  work  of 
graoe  has  been  carried  oh  ia  Boscawen 
—extending  to  both  the  parishes  in  that 
town,  and  also  into  some  of  the  neigh- 
bouring congregations.  It  also  appears 
that  in  the  town  of  Bath,  a  time  of  refresh- 
ing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord  had 
been  enjoyed,  the  result  of  which  is,  the 
addition  of  1(X3  to  the  communion  of  the 
church. 

AYbile  the  Assembly  unfeignedly  re- 
jotoe  in  these  and  other  signal  revivals  of 
reiigioQ,  and  earnestly  pra^  for  stiM  more 
rich  maaiiestations  ot  Divine  gruce  to  all 
the  chunher,  they  are  convinced  that  the 
principal  hopes  of  the  church  of  God^ 
must  rest  on  the  ordinary  operations  of 
the  Divine  Spirit  accompanying  the  ap- 
pointed means  of  grace.  The  Lord  has 
promised,  that  the  humble,  the  faithful 
and  prayerful  exertions  of  his  ministers 
and  people,  shall  never  be  without  his 
blesshig ;  yet  he  has  reserved  to  himself 
the  prero^tive  of  watering  bis  churches 
with  copious  showers,  as  He  In  his  wis- 
dom sees  fit. 

The  character  of  these  widely  extend- 
ed and  wonderful  works  of  God,  has  been 
much  the  same  with  those  which  have 
formerly  been  reported  to  the  Assem- 
bly. Deep  and  pungent  sense  of  guilt, 
thorough  convictions  of  ioRbilitv  to  helf) 
themselves — professed  hopes  of^  forgive- 
ness only  through  the  atoning  blood  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ — and  dispositions 
to  walk  in  all  the  commandments  of 
the  Lord,  have  marked  the  eierciaes  of 
tUeIr  respective  subjects. 

These  subjects  have  been  of  all  ages 
and  classes,  fVom  eighty  down  to  ten 
years  of  age.  The  old  and  8tablK>rn  oak , 
and  the  young  and  tender  plant,  have 
alike  bent  t>efore  the  wind  that  <*  blow- 
eth  where  It  listeth."  Scoffers,  drunk- 
ards, aad  others  of  most  proflif^ate  lives, 
have  been  made  to  hew  at  the  feet  of 
Jesus',  and  to  own  Him  as  their  Lord  and 
Redeemer ;  and  Infidels  and  Universal- 
ists  have  been  humbled  by  the  doctrines 
of  the  Cross,  and  warned  their  neigh- 
bours of  the  dangerous  and  soul-destroy-  * 
ng  errors  of  their  respective  schemes. 

The  Messed  efifects  of  these  outpour- 
ings of  the  Spirit  have  beeti  se  en  in  givf'p 
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aciCMt  J ',  the  nultipiioelioii  oC,  end  ren- 
ler  attefidenoe  apoo  meetings  for  eoael 
prayer;  and  a  growing  liberality  tow  nnl 
the  topport  of  the  go«pel  nnd  beneroleiit 
iflstitutioas  thronghont  our  l&od. 

In  addition  to  tliese  wondtrfol  and 
heart-cheering  events,  for  which  the  As- 
eeiably  offer  onto  the  one  God,  Father, 
Son  and  Holy  Spirit,  their  n^edaod 
hearty  thanks,  they  rejoice  that  they  ara 
also  able  to  inform  the  ehnrcbes,  that  the 
state  of  religion,  in  the  diifereat  colleges 
within  oar  booads,  and  the  iKMinds  of 
ttioee  who  are  connected  withtM,  is  most 
encoura^ng.  There  are  about  40  hope- 
folly  pKMM  youth  in  Union  College, 
Schenectady;  in  the  college  at  Prince- 
ton there  are  29  ;  in  DaHmonth  college, 
Hew  Hampshire,  there  are  about  70  ;  In 
Jefferson  college,  PeoosylTania,  and  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  there  are 
several  more ;  in  Yale  college,  at  New 
Haven,  there  are  about  90 :  and  in  Ham- 
ilton college  48,  professors  of  religion. 

The  hope  that  most  of  these  will  proba- 
bly devote  themselves  to  the  service  of 
Ood,  in  the  gospel  of  bis  Son,  affords  a 
most  pleasing  prospect  to  the  American 
churches. 

The  Theological  Seminary  at  Aniower^ 
contains  112  students,  and  is  in  a  flour- 
ishing condition.  The  Foreign  Missioa 
school  at  Corawall,  in  Connecticut,  con- 
tains more  than  30  pupils,  who  speak 
eleven  different  languages,  a  number  of 
whom  are  bopefally  pious. 

The  Theological  Seminary  at  Prinw 
tan,  uoder  the  care  of  the  General  Ae- 
sembly,  continues  to  enjoy  the  smiles  of 
Divine  Providence.  It  contains  at  pre- 
sent 73  students,  among  whom  the  spirk 
of  missions  is  increa^og.  From  tneae 
fountains  of  sacred  teaming,  we  traat 
rnanjr  streams  will  soon  issue  to  gladden 
the  city  of  our  God  ;  and  that  when  the 
cry  of  the  vacant  congregations  within 
our  bounds,  and  from  otner  destitute  parts 
of  our  country  and  of  the  world,  for  help, 
shall  reach  the  ears  of  these  pious  youth ; 


eipaaialhr  when  thegr  hear  the  iater- 
tfogathw  of  their  Lofd  and  Maeter,"  aay^ 
ing,  Whom  shall  I  send,  and  who  wiB  g« 
for  us  ^'  they  may  all  answer  in  the  api- 
ritofbainh,«Heream  l,Lofd,aendMe." 

With  this  retrospect  of  the  past,  aai 
these  animating  prospects  of  the  fotora, 
we  close  our  Narrative  of  the  StaCo  of 
Religioo  within  our  bounds: — ^opiif 
that  those  evils  which  eiiet,  either  mdoi^ 
profes^nc  Christians  or  olhen,  may  eti- 
cite  suitable  humiliation  before  God ;  that 
ChristuHis,  and  (Christian  ministers^  wiH 
be  found  more  engaged  at  a  threna  «f 
grace,  and  follow  their  prajrers  with  cor- 
responding endeavours,  for  the  advanee* 
meni  of  tm»  interests  and  the  ostenskMi 
of  the  limits  of  the  RedeeoMr's  kingdom. 

We  have,  (^ritlmn  brttkroh  the  great- 
eat  cause  for  gratitnde,  and  the  graataet 
eneouragement  to  persavere.  We  haw 
the  promise  that  in  the  latter  day  fsraaj 
shall  blossom  and  bud ;  that  its  boughs 
shall  be  sent  out  to  the  sea,  and  its  braaeh- 
es  to  the  river ;  that  it  shall  spread  iteelf 
like  a  goodly  cedar,  and  be  a  dweJIteg- 
place  to  the  fowl  of  every  wing.  Tte 
Lord  shall  build  up  Zioa ;  and  comfort 
all  her  waste  places.  He  will  make  tho 
wilderness  like  Eden,  and  her  deaart  lika 
the  garden  of  the  Lord :  joy  and  gtadnesa 
shall  be  found  therein ;  thanksgiving  nnd 
the  voice  of  melody.  I  the  Lord  will 
hasten  it  in  his  time.  Animated  by  theae 
preeiout  and  faithful  promisM  U  God, 
continue  your  prayers  and  exertions ;  and 
then  may  we  ooo|deatlv  hope,  that  ig- 
norance and  vice  and  delusion  will  be 
banished  from  our  borders,  and  that, 
these  and  other  clogs  being  romofvod  from 
its  wheels,  the  Radeemer'a  chariot  will 
soon  ride  in  nujesty,  and  triumph  ovar 
this  western  world.

€iraiwiiou8  DisHbution. 

Agreeably  to  the  intimation  in  the  last 
Report,  Testaments  in  the  Spanish  lan- 
guage have  been  seat  to  the  Municipality 
of  Buenos  Ayres,  for  distribution  among 
the  pupils  in  the  primary  schools  of  that 
place.  The  Board  have  not  learned 
whether  they  have  been  received,  and 
whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  send  a 
further  supply.  They  have  recently 
been  informed  that  Spanish  Testaments 
may  probably  be  introduced  into  that 
region  of  South  America  through  another 
channel,  and  they  have  resolved  to  em- 
brace the  opportunity  which  they  now 
have  of  giving  the  Scriptures  more  ex- 
tensive circulation  in  that  quarter. 

Copies  of  the  New  Testament  in  Span- 
ish have  been  sent  to  other  parts  of  the 
Spinish  American  possessions.    In  one 
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place,  the  copies  were  dispoaed  of  Isi 
three  days,  and  numerous  applieatioiia 
were  made  afterward. 

The  changes  which  have  already  takea 
place,  and  the  still  greater  changes  which 
may  be  expected,  in  the  Spanieh  Colooies 
in  America,  will  probably  open  the  door 
to  a  free  circulation  of  the  Hdy  Scrip- 
tures among  the  inhabitants ;  and  tbora 
ts  every  reason  to  believe,  that  they  w 
deplorably  destitute  at  presea^  and  woaU 
joyfolly  receive  the  records  of  Insplm- 
tion. 

The  Managen  have  recently  learned 
that  there  is  a  prospect  of  interestiag 
some  of  the  Catholic  Clergy  in  LooisiaBa, 
in  the  work  of  circulating  French  and 
Spanish  ffew  Testaments  in  the  Catfaolln 
versions,  among  such  of  oar  fellow  citi- 
aens  in  that  State  as  use  Che  one  or  the 
other  of  those  languages.  By  the  llber- 
alUy  of  the  British  and  For^gn  Bible 
Sooteiy  the  Managers  have  been  fonidied 
with  French  New  Testaments  of  the 
above  desaription ;  and  they  will  now 
ha'  able  to  Ibrward  such  supplies  as  may 
he  required. 

During  the  past  year  a  iitimber  of 
French  and  English  Bibles  have  been  smt 
to  the  Vermont  Bible  Society  for  diatrf- 
botion  in  Canada,  where  the  Managers 
of  that  Society  expected  that  they  would 
be  favourably  received.  It  b  noC  yet 
known  with  what  success  the  measure 
has  been  attended. 

The  distribution  of  the  parts  of  the 
Holy  Scrlptares  which  the  American  Bi^ 
ble  Society  have  printed  in  the  Indian 
languages,  is  by  no  means  so  active  and 
extensive  as  the  Managers  earnestly  de- 
•irt  that  it  should  be.  They  have  gladly 
embraced  an  opportunity  pMseeted  by 
the  Connecticut  Reserve  Bible  Society, 
and  forwarded  to  tliat  Society  a  supply 
of  the  Gospel  of  John  in  the  Mohawk 
language,  for  a  iettlemetrt  of  Mohawlt 
Indians  who  were  able  to  read,  Uvlng  fa 
the  vicinity  of  Lower  Sandusky.  A  gen- 
tleman In  Montreal  has  recently  written  . 
to  Ibe  Managers  hi  iVfntion  to  a  f^w  Mo- 
hawk Indians  living  in  a  viHtage  onrHie 
river  St.  Lawrencoi^boot  ten  miles  from 
that  city.  A  suitable  number  of  oopies 
of  the  Gospel  of  John  in  the  Mdbawfc 
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laagua^  have  been  directed  to  be  for- 
wmM  for  the  use  of  the  Chief  of  these 
iDdians^aod  several  Individuals  among 
tbam  who  are  represented  as  very  desir- 
oiBS  of  receiving  these  Scriptures. 

Tew  of  our  Red  brethren  have  learned 
to  read ;  only  a  part  of  (hat  omnber  can 
anderstand  the  Mohawk  or  Delaware, 
and  these  circumstances,  together  with  a 
want  of  access  to  proper  channels  of  dis- 
trttnitiony  adeeunt  for  the  delay  of  a  gen- 
eral circulation  oCthe  Scriptures  in  these 
Indian  dialects.  The  managers  invite 
G^mmanicotions  from  their  friends,  and 
othen,  who  are  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Indian  seftlementSy  and  will  be  glad  to 
receive  information  of  any  opportunities 
for  the  circolation  of  their  publications 
of  parts  of  the  Scriptures  in  Mohawk 
and  Delaware,  among  soch  as  may  be 
able  to  nse  tfaem« 

The  Manageis  have  much  gratification 
in  stating  that  a  proposition  was  made  by 
them  to  the  Honourable  tho  Secntery  of 
tlie  Navy,  for  the  lopply  of  the  Navy  of 
the  Uuited  States  with  Biblev  and  that 
tiio  proposHioa  was  received  by  that 
gentleman  in  the  most  pleasing  manner. 
Aeeqrdingly,  3^600  Bibles  have  been  ap- 
propriated for  this  obj^,  with  the  view, 
as  sngggMted  by  the  Honourable  Secreta. 
xy,  that  every  petty  officer  am)  seaman 
aiay  be  foraished  with  a  copy  of  the 
Scriptures  for  hir  perusal.    Suitable  di^ 
rections  have  been  Issued  from  the  Navy 
Dcpartmentin  relation  to  tJle  distribation 
and  preservation  of  the  books ;  and  the 
Managers  have  been  highly  gratified  fronr 
learning  that  the  officers  are  active  to 
circulate  among  their  crews,  and  that  the 
men  are  very  thankful  to  receivci  the 
pfeckNM  votoma  of  Divine  Truth.    Al. 
realty  1,660  Bibles  have  been  issued  for 
the  Navy  from  the  Depository,  and  the 
remaining  1,860  will  be  furnished  as  they 
may  be  wanted.     The  Managers  trust 
tliat,  by  this  measure,  they  will  be  hon- 
oured as  kistramenta  of  confonring  last- 
ing and  essential  benefits  oa  so  large  a 
portieapof  the  aeamea  of  tba  ceantiy  aa 
oie  employed  in  the  shipc  of  war. 

Bestdai  tbifl  large  gn^itoue  grant  for 
the  United  States*  Navy,  tho  Bfauagers 
hava  HMde  many   other   danations  to 
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various  Bible  Societies  throughout  the 
United  States  and  their  territories.  The 
Board  have  been  induced  to  make  these 
donations  by  several  considerations.  In 
many  instances,  the  donations  have  been 
given  to  young  Auiiliaries,  which  were 
feeble  in  their  infancy,  and  required  the 
fostering  band  of  the  Parent  Institution. 

In  other  instances,  the  result  of  diligent 
inquiries  bad  been  the  discovery  of  most 
affecting  circumstances,  showing  that  the 
Scqptures  were  needed  to  a  degree  which 
would  scarcely  have  been  credited  with- 
out strong  and  positive  testimony.  In  the 
bounds  of  one  County  Society  in  the 
stale  of  New- York,  the  number  of  878 
famiUes  have  been  found  destitute  of  the 
Scriptures,  while  there  are  only  al)out 
22,000   souUin  the  whole  county.    By 
another  Society,  a  County  Society  in  the 
state  of  New-Jersey,  the  Board  have  been 
informed  that  <  several  persons  or  families 
bad  been  discovered  who  had  never  seen 
a  Bible,  and  knew  not  what  kind  of  book 
it  was,  nor  the  origin  of  the  human  race.* 
A  Total  of  FiFTiWf  Thodsjiho  Two 
HuKoaiD  AHD  FoRTT-Two  Blblcs  and 
Testaments,  and  parts  of  the  latter,  value 
^9^447  84,  was  issued  gratttitoosly  dorhig 
the  Fifth  Year  of  the  Society,  to  slity-aina 
Auxiliary  Bible  Societies  in  various  parts 
of  Ihe  United  States,  to  one  Vessel  of 
War,  to  two  Public  Bodiet»  to  eight  Na- 
val Stations  of  the  United  States,  and  to 
eight  Individuals,  for  distribution. 

In  every  instance,  so  far  as  the  Mana- 
gers have  learned,  these  gifts  have  been 
received  with  sincere  thankfulness,  and 
have  proved  seasonable  and  useful. 

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  do- 
nations has  been  made  to  the  Bible  Soci- 
eties in  the  western  parts  of  our  country. 
The  reasons  for  this  have  been  decisive. 
The  exchange  between  that  section  of 
the  United  States  and  the  Atlantic  States, 
has  been  very  unfavourable  during  the 
year ;  and  thus  the  sums  collected  by 
the  Auxiliaries  there,  in  their  local  cur- 
rencies, have  been  greatly  diminished  in 
amount,  when  converted  into  current 
bills  which  could  be  received  by  tb^" 
Trensorer.  The  very  low  prices  of  the 
produce  of  the  western  country  have 
been  attended  by  lerioos  embarraismentv

To  them, 
tiie  Bible  is  calculaled  to  be  peculiarly 
beneficial  in  the  solitude  and  haiards  of 
a  long  Toyage :  and  accounts  have  been 
received  of  a  general  folicitade  among 
seamen  to  possess  the  Scripturesi  of 
great  attention  paid  to  the  perusal  of 
them}  and  of  manifest  and  most  impor- 
tant benefit  as  the  result  of  their  acquaint- 
ance with  the  contents  of  the  sacred 
pages. 

The  Managers  mention  with  much 
pleasure,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Ma- 
rine Bible  Society  of  New-Tork|  in  a 
tour  through  the  Eastern  States  during 
the  last  autumn,  was  the  successful  10* 
•trumeot  of  forming  a  number  of  Marine 
Bible  Societies.  Another  gentleman  has 
formed  several  Bible  Societies  in  North 
Carolina  ;  and  another,  whom  peculiar 
domestic  circumstances  bad  prevented 
from  matting  eiertlons  until  lately,  has 
fovmed  two  in  Maryland.  These  gentle- 
men are  designing  further  efforts  as 
Agents  of  the  Board.  Their  past  labours 
merit  warm  commendation  ;  and  the 
Managers,  relying  on  the  Divine  blessing, 
expect  much  from  their  continued  zeal 
and  industry. 

Another  circular  letter  has  been  recent- 
ly Issued  by  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Manageft,  denominated 
the  Auxiliary  Society  Committee.  Tie 
purport  of  this  letter  was  similar  lo  that 
mentioned  in  the  last  report,  to  request 
the  exertions  of  the  Members  of  the  So- 
ciety, in  the  formation  of  Auxiliary  So- 
cieties or  Associations,  each  fn  the  place 
or  neighbourhood  of  his  residence* 
From  this  it  will  be  perceived  that  the 
desire  of  the  Managers  is  undiminished, 
to  Increase  the  number  and  the  eflUcicncy 
of  the  Auxiliaries.  Under  the  influence 
of  this  desire,  an  Agent  has  been  appoint- 
ed to  visit  several  of  the  Southern  States; 
and  the  Managers  have  resolved  to  send 
another  Agent  to  other  parts  in  the  South, 
and  through  the  Western  Country,  as 
8000  as  a  suitable  person  can  be  obtaio- 
•d*  The  most  important  consequences 
are  expected  from  these  measures.  The 
liopt  is  to  aninate  the  Societies^  already 
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existing,  to  warmer  zeal  and  to  greater 
efforts ;  and  to  effect  the  formation  of 
new  Auxiliaries  lo  places  where  such 
establishments  do  not  yet  exist.  The 
Managers  are  convinced  that  the  expense 
of  such  agencies  will  be  far  exceed^ 
by  their  beneficial  remits ;  and  they 
hope,  that  in  the  next  report  they  shall 
be  able  to  state  that  those  results  have 
been  extensively  realized. 

I1ie  Managers  renew  their  reeomiaen- 
dation,  that  the  reports  of  the  Auxili»>riea 
be  regularly  and  promptly  transmitted. 
There  is  an  increased  attention  to  thia 
particular ;  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
there  have  been  not  a  few  instances  of 
omission  and  delay  as  to  this  obvious 
duty. 

Selling  the  Bible  at  castf  or  at  reduced 
prices. 
The  plan  recommended  by  the  Mana- 
gers, of  selling  Bibles  and  Testaments  at 
cost,  or  at  reduced  prices,  where  persons 
are  able  and  willing  to  pay,  has  been 
highly  approved  by  all  the  Auxiliaries 
from  whom  accounts  have  been  receiv- 
ed ;  and  has  been  carried  into  effect,  in 
many  instances,  with  unexpected  and 
very  pleasing  success.  Those  who  need- 
ed Bibles  have  usually  preferred  to  give 
something  for  them^  and  the  process  of 
distribution  has  not  been  impeded,  if  it 
has  not  been  accelerated,  by  the  measure 
referred  to.  The  Auxiliaries  have  found 
their  ability  enlarged  by  it;  and  they 
have  been  enabled  to  supply  more  fully 
the  necessity  of  those  who  were  not  pos- 
sessors of  the  Sacred  Volume,  and  yet 
could  not,  or  would  not,  pnrchase  it.  For 
it  should  be  distinctly  underwood,  that 
the  Managers  \fere  very  (ar  from  design* 
ing,  by  the  plan,  to  diminish  te  circula- 
tion of  the  Scriptures ;  they  designed  la- 
ther to  add  to  it.  They  were  satisfied  that 
many  persons  would  gladly  become  pos- 
sessors of  a  Bible  by  paying  the  full,  or  a 
reduced  price,  whose  feelings  of  indepen. 
dance  revolted  from  receiving  it  as  the 
giA  of  charity.  '  On  the  plan  #hich  the 
Managers  have  recommended^  the  Scrip- 
tures are  stiU  given  freely  to  the  deatitnte 
who  are  without  means,  or  without  dis- 
position to  pay  for  them ;  while  by  re* 
ceiviof  the  whole,  or  a  part  of  the  cost 
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ftom  «ieli  u  tre  witting  to  ptJ^the  fimdf 
«re  rtnderwl  taov  nvAiUng^  and  a  dH>^ 
of  security  U  obtaioedy  that  tha  ▼oJiudq 
which  has  been  pqrcbated  has  baeq  pri- 
ied|  pratervedi  and  used. 

in  Eoglaadi  the  beoeftu  of  thU  plan 
have  become  more  evidant*  as  appaara 
from  documents  received  during  the  past 
year.  The  females  of  other  towns  have 
imitated  the  example  set  by  the  Liver- 
pool  Ladies'  Branch  Bible  Society,  aad 
Micceeded  io  d^iposiog  of  many  copies  of 
the  Scriptures,  and  makiag  large  pay*. 
OMOts  into  the  Traimry  of  the  British 
«|id  Foreign  Bible  Society.  Aai  a  vny 
Iftige  proportion  of  the  actual  distribution 
of  the  Sacred  Volume  among  lodividuak 
in  England,  is  now  performed  by  active 
Vtd  benevolent  ladies,  ft  it  particularly 
suited  to  the  characteristic  patience,  and 
kiodoeis,  aad  tenderness  of  the  female 
ses,  to  carry  the  plan  into  effect  The 
Managers  feel  assured  that  their  amiable 
countrywomen  will  not  be  found  defi- 
cient 4p  the  pious  seal  which  Is  requisite 
for  this  labour.  It  is  with  much  satisfac- 
tion that  the  Managers  advert  to  the  nun* 
ber  and  the  efforts  of  the  Female  AniUi- 
ary  Societies  and  Associations ;  and  (hey 
have  rejoiced  to  hear  that  some  of  the 
ladias  of  two  principal  cities  in  the  Union 
have  recently  engaged  in  the  arduous, 
yet  holy  and  blessed  toil  of  endeavouring 
to  ascertain  all  who  are  destitute  of  Bi- 
bles in  the  places  of  their  residence,  and 
of  supplying  them  all  by  sales  or  by  giAs. 
The  Managers  would  bid  tbero,  <God 
speed;*  and  they  hope  that  many  may 
become  their  coadjutors,  that  the  ladies 
in  every  city,  and  town,  and  village,  may 
unite  in  similar  labours,  and  that  the  suc- 
cess may  be  as  signal  as  tbe  cause  is  no- 
ble, and  tbe  exertions  are  commendable, 
and  calculated  to  heighten  female  loveli- 
ness.

iags«  Almost  immediately  after  the  an- 
nlvenary ,  the  Managers  appointed  a  coan- 
mittee  to  obtain  foods  fortiiisolijactt  ajid 
it  has  been  Iccpt  in  view  daring  tlia  year. 
The  requisite  sum,  however,  has  nat  yat 
been  obtained;  but  the  hopes  of  tba 
Committee,  and  of  tha  Board,  have  re- 
cently been  much  ancouragad.  The  tfa. 
nagers  contemplate  vaking  speedy  and 
strennoos  efforU ;  and  they  rely  oa  tha 
blessing  of  Providenna  to  enable  themta 
present  to  the  Society  the  most  satisfM- 
tory  statement  of  their  success  in  thb  par- 
ticular, at  tbe  next  annual  meeting.  It 
is  intended  not  to  inteinch  on  the  ordi- 
nary income  of  the  Society  to  accomplidi 
thb  object ;  the  Board  wiU  endeavour  to 
raise  a  sufficient  amount  of  funds  express- 
ly for  this  purpose.

Projected  PubUcation. 

Tbe  Managers  are  warranted  in  stating, 
that  tbe  cause  of  the  Bible  is  still  very 
dear  to  a  mullitude  of  our  counti^-men^ 
and  that  in  tbe  §ast  year  seat  io  its  he- 
half  bas  been  increased  in  no  inconsider- 
able portions  of  our  land  They  would 
fan  tbe  flame  which  has  been  enkindled; 
and  have  therefore  determined  to  issue 
a  monthly  half  sheet,  containing  infor- 
matiou  relative  to  the  Bible  eaosa.  Tliis 
publication  will  be  instead  of  tha  Quar- 
terly Extracts  heretofore  published,  and 
will  be  carefully  distributed  through  the 
country.  In  this  measure  the  Board  are 
following  in  the  steps  ol  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  and  hope  to 
realize  benefits  similar  to  those  whicti 
have  resulted  from  such  a  measure  in 
Great  Britain  and  on  the  continent  of 
Europe.  The  Managers  desire  to  aee 
even  more  seal  in  the  work  of  dissemina- 
ting the  Scriptures,  and  more  active  ef- 
forts.

Foreign  BihU  Societies. 

Tbe  Report  proceeds  witJi  '<« 
amamary  yiew  of  tbe  progress  of  tho 
Bible  cause  throughout  the  world." 
The  facts  here  embraoed,  are  prioci- 
pally  selected  from  the  sixteenth 
Report  of  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society.  Of  this  document, 
we  gave  a  copious  and  interesting  ab- 
stract ID  our  October  Number  ;  and 
shall)  therefore,  pass  over  this  part 
of  the  Report  dow  before  us. 

CamfHmeiUary  Jhnaiiona. 
An  interesting  commamcatlon  bas  re- 
cently been  receifed  by  your  Managers 
from  those  excellent  men  who  are  en- 
gaged in  translating  and  publishing  tbe 
Holy  Scriptures  at  SaRAHroas.  Tweat|^ 
six  years  have  now  elapsed  since  they 
commenced  their  work  of  translating  the 
Scriptures  into  the  languages  of  India. 
They  have  now  published  the  whole 
Bible  in  five  of  those  languages ;  (be 
New  Teslameat,  and  some  parts  of  tbe 
Old  in  leu  more :  tn  six  atore  the  I*iew 
Testament  is  brought  more  than  half 
ffaroagh  the  press ;  aadmten  more  some 
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one  of  the  Goepelt  is  printed ;  and  ki 
•everal^all  four  of  «•  gosj^b.  Thesa 
actiif«  tebonrera  iCa«e,  <  that  the  twenty^ 
one  languages  In  whieh  the  New  Testa* 
moot  iseither  published,  or  nearly  bt«aght 
through  4be  press,  comprise  not  'only  the 
pareat  fanguagee  which  originate  most  of  \ 
«he  dtaleols  in  India,  and  indeed  through* 
out  Camem  Aria,  the  Sungskrita  aatf  the  \ 
Chinese  ;  bat  also  tbe  prineipal  branch*  / 
es  sprung  from  ihem,  which  pervade 
the  granted  extent  of  population.*  The 
editions  of  Ibefiible  in  tbe  Sungskrita  and 
ftsttSalee,  and  of  the  Now  Testsment  km 
the  •Hindee,  the  Orissa,  and  theHafaratta 
laftgaages,bavebeoomeexhoasted.  Tbeso 
are  the  Ave  laaguages  in  which  thO 
Scriptures  have  been  most  read  in  India  ; 
sod  the  deshe  for  them  Is  stated  to  bo 
greater  than  ever.  In  cdnsequenee,  tho 
Serampore  brethren  had  dettrmhied,  in 
December  last,  to  put  to  press  editions  in 
these  five  languages,  so  as  to  form  a  oew 
supply  of  20,000  cqjies.  Their  ftnds 
were  In  a  very  reduced  state,  and  they 
were  constrained  to  have  recourse  to  loans 
on  their  individual  credit ;  yet  they  have 
ventured  on  tlie  measure,  appealing  to 
tike  liberality  of  Christians  fo  other  parts 
of  the  worid,  which  th^  have  befoio 
experienced,  and  on  which,  and  tho 
blessing  of  God,  they  again  confidently 
depend. 

The  Rev.  William  Ward,  of  Serampore« 
having  made  a  visit  to  the  United  States^ 
in  the  course  of  tbe  last  winter,  the 
Managers  gladly  embracad  the  opportu- 
nity of  presenting  to  him,  and  through 
him  to  his  fellow  labourers,  Doctors  Carey 
and  Marshman,  copies  of  the  best  edition 
of  tbe  Bible  published  by  tbe  American 
Bible  Society,  as  an  expression  of  their 
esteem,  and  of  their  high  approbation  of 
the  long  and  successful  exertions  of  these 
servants  of  Ood,  in  translating  and  difiii- 
stag  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

The  Managers  have  directed  similar 
expressions  of  their  esteem  and  approba- 
tion to  ba  forwarded  to  Dr.  Morrison  of 
Canton,  and  Dn.  Milne  of  Bialacca,  who 
have  so  nobly  employed-  their  time  and 
thair  talents  in  preparing  the  BUila  for 
CmmA*  The  translation  of  the  Scriptures 
into   the  Cfamese   Language  has  been

lu  the  Jast  report,  it  was  Bientioiied 
tiiat  |be  Managers  bad  furaUbad  tplendid 
Bibleti  to  be  presented  to  Tanabamahahy 
kuig  of  Owbyhee,  and  Tamoree,  king  of 
Atooiy  Into  of  the  Sahdwich  IsMiins. 
Recent  accounts  state  that  these  Bibles 
have  been  grateinlly  accepted  by  tbe^ing 
of  Atooi,  and  by  Rebo-rebo«  the  son  and 
•accessor  of  the  late  king  of  Owbybae* 
And  these  accounts  farther  state   facts 
which  most  gladden  the  bosom  of  eyery 
Christian  who  rejoices  in.  hope  of  the  sal- 
vation of  his  CbUow  men,  that  among 
these  islanders  alsO|  an  idolatrous  priest- 
hood has  been  ebolisbedi  and  their  idols 
hare  been  given  to  the  flames. 
Condution. 
la  the  conclusion  of  their  Report,  the 
Managers  reniw  their  unfeigned  thanks 
to  Almighty  Gk)d,  and  congratulate  their 
IMlow  -members  of  the  Society  oa**the 
progress  of  the  work  of  furalshfog  the 
Bible  to  the  world.    We  are  connected 
with  that  holy  brotherhood,  whoso  num- 
bers are  now  so  mighty  in  eVery  Christian 
country.    We'  are  '  fellow  workers  with 
God.'    In  all  the  stupendous  labours  to 
diffuse  the  Bible  over  our  land,  and  oyer 
all  lands,  we  haye  a  part.    We  are  coad- 
jutors in  them,  by  of  r  gifts,  by  our  toHs, 
by  our  prayers.    And  however  humble

Loeati&n  of  the  Society. 

Accordin  to  an  article  in  tha  ori- 
ginal Constitution  of  this  Society  the 
General  Conference  was  authorised  to 
locate  the  Parent  Society  wherever  tha 
Book  concern  should  be  establbhed,  t6 
make  provbion  for  the  equitable  appor- 
tionment of  its  funds,  and  any  other  al- 
teration which  they  might  consider  ex- 
pedient, if  recommended  by  the  board 
of  managers.  In  conformity  with  this 
provision,  and  with  a  desire  to  have  the 
altimate  management  of  the  Society  un- 
der tha  General  Conference,  tha  board 
submitted  the  constitutioo  to  that  body 
at  their  last  session  in  Battimorei  for  their 
sanction,  recommending  at  the  same 
time,  that  the  words,  «  Bible"  and  **  in 
America"  should  be  left  out  of  the  title 
of  the  Society.  The  object  contempla. 
ted  in  recommending  these  alterations 
was,  to  make  the  Society  peculiarly  Mis- 
sionary. The  number  of  Bibles  and 
Testaments  published  and  distribated  by 
the  American  Bible  Society,  and  its  nu- 
merous auxiliaries,  the  board  thought 
were  amply  sufficient  to  supply  tha  des- 
titute with  the  word  of  life,  without  de- 
voting the  funds  of  this  Society  to  that 
purpose. 

The  General  Conference  took  the  sub- 
ject into  consideration,  made  the  ne- 
cessary alterations  to  tha  Constitution, 
and  gave  the  Society  their  unqualified 
approbation.  The  institution  is,  there- 
fore, now  considered  under  the  patron- 
age of  the  General  Conference.  And  io 
order  to  embrace  in  its  operations,  as 
much  as  possible,  the  Whole  strength  o^ 
our  Church,  and  to  diffuse  its  influence 
June,  1821. 
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tiiroagh  the  aotire  body,  the  Oeiiaral 
Conferanea  recommended  it  to  each  an* 
Bual  Conferanea,  and  requested  the  gen^ 
aral  superintendents  to  use  th^  infln- 
enee  to  give  effset  to  the  racomoMBda- 
tioB,  to  form  auxiliary  and  braneh  socle- 
ties  within  their  respective  beeads^**- 
And  we  rejoice  in  being  able  to  say,  that 
some  of  the  Conferences  liave  already 
formed  themselves  into  auxiliary  societies 

South  Carolina  Conference, 

The  South  Carolina  Conference,  at  its 
fast  session,  became  auxiliary,  and  kike- 
wise  resolved  to  make  weekly  cent  coU 
lections  within  the  limits  of  the  Confer^ 
en6e,  for  the  purpose  of  sending  Mis« 
sionaries  among  the  lndians,or  elsewhere. 
Two  Missionaries  were  appointed  for  the 
Mississippi,  and  one  to  travel  through 
the  bounds  of  the  conference,  to  pro- 
mote the  general  objects  of  the  Mission- 
ary Society,  and  to  make  eolleetioQs 
for  the  instruction  of  the  Indian  tribes. 
The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  copy 
of  the  instructions  furnished  the  Mission- 
aiy  by  the  Superintendents. 

**  Tou  are  difeeted,  and  it  Is  made 
your  duty,  to  travel  oitensively  within 
the  limits  of  the  Sooth  Carolina  Coo- 
fereace,  in  order,  I.  to  do  the  work  of  a 
BIMonafy  In  soch  parts  as  are  destitute, 
and  require  to  be  8iq;>plied. 

ad.  To  form  Societies  for  Missionary 
purposes)  to  institute  Sunday  Schools, 
and  instruct  the  youth. 

8d.  To  use  your  best  endeavours  In  aid 
of  the  general  objects  of  the  Missionary 
Society; — to  make  collections  for  Mis- 
sloypary  purposes,  and  especially  for  the 
support  of  such  establishments  among 
the  Indians,  as  may  be  formed  under  oar 
superintendency. 

4th.  To  visit  the  Indians,  the  Chootaws 
in  particular,  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
most  eligible  situation  for  a  mbsion,  or 
missions  among  them,  and  to  facilitate, 
by  all  proper  means,  the  establishment 
of  such  mission  or  missions.*'

Muf  Engkmd  CMi/erMce. 
'  In  our  last  Annual  Report)  it  was  stated 
that  the  domestic  Missionary  Society  of 
Boston  had  determined  to  become  eoii- 
llary  to  this  Society.  They  have  done 
80,  under  the  title  of  «  The  New-England 
Conference  Missionary  Society  of  Boston » 
amilSary  to  the  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Chorah."  And 
in  their  first  Annual  Report,  transmitted 
to  us,  they  acknowledge  the  existence 
<rf  a  Branch  Society  in  the  town  of  Cynn) 
and  another  in  Boston.  Their  Report 
concludes  in  these  words ;  **  We  have 
experienced  no  diminution  of  Missionary 
ardour,  nor  feel  any  abatement  of  that 
seal  for  the  advancement  of  the  Redeem- 
er's iuogdom,  by  which  we  were  first 
prompted  to  nnite  our  exertions  with 
those  of  our  brethren  in  the  common 
cause.  May  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church  prosper  our  endeavours.*' 
BaUimort  Conference, 

A  Society  has  been  formed  in  the  City 
ofBalUmore,  under  the  following  title: 
— «<The  Baltimore  Conference  Missionary 
Societyi  auxiliary  to  the  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodbt  Episcopal 
Church."  Their  corresponding  Secreta- 
rj  has  forwarded  to  us  their  Constitution 
and  first  Annual  Report,  from  which  the 
following  is  an  extract :  "  The  oanagerB 
feel  pleased  in  stating,  that  their  brethren 
»  Annapolbhave,  veiy  cheerfully  and 
P«'««nptly,  united  to  aid  IB  the  cause  of 
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mssiani,  omI  bcve  forM«d  a  Boolttj 
auxiliary  to  this.  In  our  owb  oooDtiy, 
and  aoMMig  ourselves,  nneh  has  beott 
doae  by  a  few  indlvidaala,  and  paitSealar 
Sooieties ;  but  behig  in  detached  patUt 
and  UMBombtr  engaged  in  it  e<NBpara- 
tlvely  amail,  no  calcalaClon  ooold  bo 
made  on  any  thing  as  penaattant*  The 
disadvantages  of  such  a  state  o€  things 
have  been  felt.  System  waa  wanlifig  to 
aaite  all  parts,  and  to  call  forth  greater 
exertions.  To  aeoompUsh  this  iaqpoitanl 
and  desirable  end,  the  Misssooary  Sodflty 
of  the  Methodist  EpSscopai  Ctanrch  tea 
been  established.  The  plan  proposed  by 
that  Society,  and  which,  in  Iho  raeom* 
mendatiou  of  the  General  Confereiwe, 
lias  been  adopted,  is,  that  the  Pareet 
Institution  be  located  with  the  book 
concern,  and  that  auxiliaries  be  formed 
throughout  the  United  States  :  that  thus, 
by  uniting  all  the  means,  and  placing 
them  under  the  view  and  control  of  the 
Superintendents,  they  may  at  once  see 
to  what  extent  they  can  engage  In 
Missions. 

Can  we  view  the  providential  openings 
among  the  aborigines  of  this  oountiy> 
their  reception  of  the  Gospel,  the  conver- 
sion of  a  number  of  them  and  their 
earnest  solicitations  for  Misdoaaiy  in* 
struction,  with  indifference  ? 

Can  we  hear  the  universal  eaU  ifoiii 
our  frontier  borders  for  Missionaiy  aid 
without  concern  ? 

.  We  cannot  We  rejoice  in  beholding 
the  opening  prospect,  and  cordially  nnlte 
to  contribute  our  aid  in  foitherlng  so  good 
a  cause  as  that  of  missions. 

The  Managers  congratulate  the  Society 
and  the  Christian  world,  on  the  onitad 
and  mighty  efforts  making  in  the  cause 
of  missions.  May  they  continue  and 
increase,  until  all  that  sit  in  darkneaa 
shall  see  a  great  light ;  until "  all  flesh 
shall  see  the  salvation  of  God."

Wyandot  Mission. 

In  the  coorse  of  the  year  past*  very 
encouraging  information  has  been  receiv- 
ed respecting  the  progress  of  the  work  of 
God  among  the  Wyandots  at  Sandusky. 
A  Missionary  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Ohio  Conference  b  stationed  among 
them;  and  through  his  instrumentality 
the  work  of  reformation,  so  happily 
begun,  has  spreadi  and  we  believe,  is  still 
spreading. 

To  evangeliie  these  natives  of  the 
forest,  is  one  prime  object  of  this  Society, 
and  we  hope  the  time  is  not  far  dlstaoti 
when  the  songs  of  redeeming  love  shdil 
echo  through  their  mountains  and  valleys. 

We  hear  indeed  a  cry  from  bejrond 
the  Alleghany,  "Come  over  and  help 
us."  Lo!  the  fields  are  white  for  the 
harvest  The  western  tribes  are  ready 
for  the  word  of  eternal  life.  The  abodes 
of  savage  men  will  soon  be  enlightened 
with  the  lamps  of  salvation.  The  war 
whoop  shall  subside  in  shouts  of  hosanna 
to  the  Prince  of  Peace.  The  lion  and 
the  lamb  shall  lie  down  together,  and 
they  shall  not  hurt  nor  destroy  in  all  the 
holy  mountain  of  the  Lord,  lo  the 
habitation  of  dragons,  where  each  lay, 
shall  be  grass  with  reeds  and  rushes.  The 
time  long  anticipated  by  the  spirit  of 
prophecy  hastens.  Jesus  shall  have  the 
kaathen  for  hit  inheritance,  and  the 
nttemost    parts   of.  the   earth   far  a 
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possamlon.  The  heralds  of  the  erom,  In 
full  wrmnuTf  shall  enter  the  temples  of 
idol  deities,  kindle  living  fires  upon  their 
altars,  and  bear  away  in  triumph  their 
captivated  priests. 

Condusien* 
Blessed  be  God  that  he  has  In  any  mea« 
sure  honoured  the  Methodists  to  be  hi 
stmments  in  such  grand  aehievements. 
It  is  devoutly  to  be  hoped  that  the  spirit 
of  our  departed  founders  will  not  slumber 
in  theh>  successors.    Ahhoogh  the  history 
of  Methodism,  in  the  four  quarters,  of  the 
world  will  exhibit  a  success  unparalleled 
by  akiy  thing  since  the  apostolic  age,  still 
the  work  of  reformation  is  but  commen

It  is  but  yesterday  that  |the  de- 
sign was  formed  to  evangelise  the  numer- 
ous and  wandering  tribes  of  the  Abori- 
gines of  our  own  Continent    The  design 
is  worthy  of  apostles,  and  will  require 
the  seal  of  apostles  to  accomplish  it 
But  if  at  the  first  view  of  the  difficulties 
and  dangers  which  gather  round  this  ar* 
duous  work,  our  courage  seem  to  forsake 
US|  and  our  faith  to  tremble,  let  us  not  fail 
to  recollect  the  numerous  iostHuces  in 
which  success  has  attended  the  labours  of 
the  Christian  ministry  in  opposition  to  all 
human  probability.    The    souls  of  the 
savages  are  purchased  by  the  blood  of 
atonement.    Their  heails  are  Tn  the  hand 
of  God,  and  be  can  turn  them  as  the 
rivers  of  water  are  turned.    And  it  is  by 
the  instrumentality  of  the  ministry  of  the 
word,  according  to  the  appointment  of 
God  himself,  that  their  conversion  is  to 
be  eflfected.

O  bK- 
thren !  let  us  wake  up  to  this  pressing  call 
from  the  western  forests,  which  cover 
vast  tribes  of  nntenght  men.  Other 
Christian  commonities  are  puimiag  ener- 
getic measures,  to  send  the  light  of  divine 
tinth  imong  these  aboriglnefl  of  our 
country.  Two  Missionaiy  families  un. 
der  the  direction  i^id  patronage  o(  the 
''United  Foreign  Missionary  Sof^y," 
bava  gone  to  the  GrenI  Omgu  of  ike  Mii^ 
mwrif  with  a  view  to  introduce  among 
them  tbe  erts  of  civilisation  with  the 
blessings  of  the  Gospel. 

Our  brethren  in  England,  instead  of  de* 
dining  any  of  theur  Missionary  enteiprisas, 
•re  pursuing  them   with  increasing  ar- 


aad  are  wttnaming  tiie  oMntbeae- 
ieiai  and  happy  results,  both  at  bona  and 
abroad.  Indeed,  the  whole  CfaristiBtt 
world,  though  divided  into  diflerentda- 
nominations,  appear  to  be  uniting  tbeie 
energies  for  the  universal  difldaioo  of 
trospel  truth.  Mey  thoee  berriete  raised 
by  sectaiiaa  pr^dices,  be  apeadiiy  bro- 
ken down,  and  the  time  arrive  wbea 
there  shall  be  "  One  fold  and  oae  abc^.

Jlfamfciy,  JM/y  Sl^Brother  Chapman's 
fever  still  iocnsases.  He  is  brought  very 
low  ;  bat  we  hope  not  dangeroas.  We 
have  great  reason  to  be  thankful,  that  God 
has  kindly  spared  the  health  of  brother 
Palmer,  and  given  him  skill  and  activity 
to  attend  npon  as  in  this  trying  emergency. 

Tttetdmft  Aug.  1.— A  second  cabin  has 
been  obtained.  We  have  now  room  for 
the  sick,  where  they  may  be  comfortably 
sttoated.  Sfnoe  we  landed  we  have  dfs- 
<diai^ged  all  oor  hands,  exceiit  two,  whom 
we  have  kept  to  take  care  of  the  boats, 
and  assist  the  fiamily. 

ThuTid&y,  Aug  3.— All  appear  to  be 
growing  better  eieept  brother  and  sister 
Chapman.  Thehr  fever  is  not  yet  broken. 

Saturdajf,  Aug,  ft.~Brother  and  sister 
Chapman  are  still  very  low.  Bat  in  most 
of  the  coantenances  of  thoqp  who  have 
he^n  sick,  we  perceive  the  marks  of  re- 
tnmiog  health.  Food  begins  to  be  relish- 
ad.  And  were  it  not  for  paroiitms  of  in- 
termlttent,  or  ague  and  fever,  with  wUch 
most  of  ns  are  visited,  aome  every  day 
and  others  every  other  day,  which  are 
distressing  and  debilitating,  the  general 
health  of  the  family  wonid  bemnch  bet- 
ter than  for  several  weeks  past.  The  in. 
termitlent  which  has  generally  followed 
as  a  consequence  of  the  bilioos  remittent, 
is  tound  to  be  very  obstinate  and  nnyleld. 
ing  to  medicine. 

Ltrd't  Datfi  Aug.  6.— Sister  Chapman 
is  better.  Last  eveningi  oar  fears  for  bro- 
ther C.'s  safety  were  greatly  excited. — 
His  fever  appeared  to  be  taking  a  tarn. 
This  morning  his  symptoms  are  more  ft- 
Tonrable.  We  feel  thankfal  to  God  for 
sparing  him  through  the  night  To-day 
he  has  been  weak  and  reslless»  hot  we 
trust  better  this  evening.  His  soul,  in 
his  sickness,  appears  to  be  at  rest  in 
Christy  his  Redeemer.  He  has  spoken 
with  freedom  on  die  prtcioos  theme  of 
religion,  and  seems  to  be  wholly  resign- 
ed to  the  will  of  God.    This  evening  he 
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htts  been  led  to  Inqaira,  ««^  Why  has  the 
Lord  thoa  aflUcted  OS .'  Wherein  have  we 
gene  astray  ?  Have  we  not  the  greatelt 
reason  to  humbletHirBetves  before  Gcfd  ?** 
The  answer  to  these  solemn  qnestions  is 
obvloos.  We  have  been  toomach  elated 
with  ear  proeperity.  God,  in  putting  as 
in  the«chool  of  affliction,  prepares  ns  for 
oor  work.  Attended  meetiog  this  day  in 
one  of  oor  cabins.  About  thirty  present ; 
some  from  a  dbtance.  Brother  Taill 
preached  in  the  moming^  Irom  Rev.  fii. 
17,  18— 4n  the  afternoon,  from  Heb.  iv. 
11.  Some  homble  attempt  has  been 
mada  to  benefit  precloos  souls  in  this  land 
of  moral  darkness.  Biay  God  enable  us, 
by  our  preaching  and  example,  to  save 
fome. 

Mondojff  Aug,  7  —Brother  C.  rested 
more  quietly  last  night,  bat  his  fever  does 
not  abate.  This  afternoon  our  fears  have 
been  again  excited.

We  have  ttill  a  tupply  of  provl- 
elonalngoodorderj  but  care  l»  nece»a- 
ry  to  preterve  it. 

Lord's  Day,  Aug.  aO.-SWer  Beach 
was  taken  wHh  the  fever  on  Friday.  She 
if  qaite  ilck  to  day.  Brother  Chapman 
bos  been  able  to  walk  out  and  aiwst  in 
the  exercises  of  this  day.  Brother  Vaill 
preached  in  the  moming  from  Mark  ix. 
24.  In  the  afternoon  a  Sermon  was  read 
by  one  of  the  brethfen.  Previoos  notice 
having  been  given,  about  16  chUdren  end 
young  peraons  aseemblcd  at  9  o^clock 
in  Sabbath  School,  and  were  instruct- 
ed by  the  brethren,  who  were  able  to  al- 
tend  to  them.

Sieler 
Foster  was  yesterday  seised  with  the  fe- 
ver. Her  health  has  centinaed  goMl, 
while  all  the  other  sbters  have  been  db- 
tressed  with  sickness.  Her  reeolnCion 
and  fortitude  have  been  great ;  but  she 
b  new  Isld  on  a  bed  of  sickness.  Last 
night  a  plentiful  shower  of  rain,  and  the 
air  is  cooler  today. 

Lord's  Day,  Aug.  27.-The  weather  flfitt 
cooler,  and  more  ftvoorable  for  the  sidk.

JLord'i  Day,  Sept.  10.— The  andiance 
about  the  same  as  usoal ;  though  compo- 
aed  of  difierent  persons  from  what  we 
liave  seen  before :  Brother  Vaill  preach- 
ed A.  M.  from  Ueb.  xii.  1.  In  the  after< 
noon,  brother  Chapman  from  Pro?,  iii.  6. 

Thwadoif,  S^t.  14.— Brother  Palmer 
faaa  been  followed  with  the  ague  and  fe- 
ver^  and  onable  to  attend  to  the  sick.  No 
member  can  be  more  needed  in  our  pre- 
sent situation ;  and  we  had  hoped  tliat 
tfte  Lurd  wonld  spare  hb  health ;  yet  we 
would  not  complain ;  indeed,  we  would 
be  thankful  that  he  has  been  preserved 
through  so  long  a  series  of  sickness  in 
the  lamily.  Sister  Johnson  has  had  a 
aevere  relapse  for  several  days  past.  Sis- 
ter Foster  is  apparently  better.

dred milet  of  each  other. 

Mmiagf  Jf§9ember  6.— This  dey  Gov. 
MUler  gave  os  a  call  on  hb  way  to 
MtBwaj^  the  forming  of  a  treaty  between 
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the  Om^es  and  Charokaea..  The  qoar- 
rtl  between  them  has  been  of  a  long 
standing,  and  appears  to  be  stobboni. 

XertTf  Dasf,  J^tmhtr  Ur— This  day 
every  member  of  the  family,  eioept  those 
who  have  gone  up  the  river,  has  l»eea 
present  at  worship,  for  the  iiat  tiae  since 
we  left  the  Post. 

Saiwrdtty,  December  2.— For  the  last 
three  weeks  nothing  special  has  occur- 
red, exeept  the  return  of  brother  Wood- 
raff  this  evening  from  the  Osages.  He 
sUtes,  that  the  brethren  who  left  nsin 
October  proceeded  as  fiv  as  the  Chero- 
kees  in  their  neriogoe,  and  tiien  took 
horses ;  that,  attar  mucb  fatigue,  they 
reached  the  place  of  destination  on  the 
10th  of  November;  that  they  ware  in 
good  health;  had  purchased  some  stocky 
and  were  about  to  engage  in  the  work 
of  preparing  bufldings.  Hb  left  them 
in  three  days  after  their  anival,  and 
came  down  on  business.  Ike  rain  has 
been  falling  copiously  for  several  days 
past  The  river  b  beginning  to  rise  ; 
and  it  b  hoped  tliat  we  may  ba  able 
shortly  to  move  forward.  The  family  b 
now  so  far  restored,  that,  by  divine  assist « 
ante,  we  shall  be  able  to  go  on ;  should 
the  river  rise  sufficiently.  Great  have 
been  the  mercies  of  the  Lord.  What 
shall  we  render  to  him  ? 

SMiuriajft  Hecem^O^— The  river  has 
been  rising  aH  the  week  and  Is  now  in  a 
good  state.  We  have  conmieneed  load- 
ing, and  purpose,  by  the  leave  of  Provi- 
dence, to  move  onward  early  in  tlia  en- 
suing week.  The  family  are  all  aaxioQa 
for  such  a  step. 


GREAT  OSAGE  MISSION. 

DEATH  0F.MB8.  NEWTON  AND  HER  INFANT. 

We  have  received  copies  of  two  letters,  anoouDciog  these  melancholy  eveats 
— ^the  one  from  the  Superintendent  of  the  Mission,  aod  the  other  from  the 
widowed  husbaDd— both  addressed  to  Mrs.  Baldwin  (mother  of  the  de- 
ceased) of  Woodbridge,  CoDoecticut  We  have  also  the  Journals  of  the 
Superintendent  and  Asabtaot,  down  to  the  5th  of  May,  in  which  it  is  statody 
that  on  the  Sd  of  that  month,  one  of  their  hired  boatoaen  fell  mto  the  river, 
and  was  drowned.  Extracts  from  these  Journals  will  be  given  in  our  next 
nomber. 
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The  death  of  Mrs.  Newtoo  is  a  serious  loss  to  the  BTission.  She  was  ar- 
dently p}ous,  and  devoted  to  the  Missionary  cause.  By  these  qualities,  and  by 
her  mild  and  amiable  deportment,  she  had  greatly  endeared  herself  to  all  the 
Mission  Family,  and  will  be  long  held  in  affectionate  remembrance  by  them, 
as  well  as  by  a  numerous  circle  of  relatives  and  friends. 


LetUrftwn  fht  Superintendent  to

Dear  Friend, 

I  am  called  upon  to  address  you, 
on  m  very  solemn  occasion,  one  which  no 
doubt  will  cause  nature  to  sink,  but 
g^ce  b  able  to  triumph.  May  you  have 
grace  to  support  you  in  this  trying  hour. 
We  are  tau^t  by  scripture,  as  well  as  by 
.  observation  and  eiperience  that "  Dust 
we  are,  and  unto  dust  we  must  return." 

The  Lord  has  been  pleased,  in  his 
Providence,  to  call  your  daughter,  our 
dear  sister  in  the  Lord,  to  a  more  noble 
and  a  more  blessed  employment  than  auy 
she  conld  possibly  be  engaged  in,  while 
in  this  world.  She  is  gone — her  eyes  are 
closed  in  death.  lu  this  stroke,  we  con- 
sider that  the  Mission  Family,  as  well  as 
yourself  and  her  particuUir  friends,  are 
specially  visited.  But  we  do  not  mourn 
as  those  who  mourn  without  hope. 
Blessed  be  God,  while  we  mourn  her 
departure,  we  have  the  consolation  of 
hoping,  that  she  Is  rejoicing  in  the  king- 
dom of  immortal  glory.  ''  Blessed  are 
the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord  ;  yes  saith 
the  spirit  for  they  rest  from  their  labour 
and  their  works  do  follow  them." 

Your  daughter  has  been  a  very  pleasant 
member  of  our  family ;  and  has  endured 
the  fatigues  of  the  journey  in  a  very 
wonderful  manner :  She  was  confined 
under  very  comfortable  circumstances, 
and  we  were  in  hopes  that  all  would  be 
well ;  but.  In  a  few  days,her  case  became 
alahning,  as  also  was  the  chitd*s.  She 
received  the  impression  that  she  should 
not  live,  and  she  spoke  of  her  departure 
with  the  utmost  composure.  She  seemed 
to  liave  given  up  the  world  and  all  things 
that  are  in  it.  All  that  she  would  request 
hi  prayer  was,  that  her  faith  might  hold 
out ;  and  we  humbly  conceive  that  it  did 
to  the  last. 

And  now,  dear  friend,  east  no  reflection 
OB  yonnelf,  your  daughter,  or  her  com- 
panion, that  you  have  been  called  to  le^ 
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her  go  (o  die  in  a  distant  land.  Remem- 
ber that  she  has  fallen  in  the  best  of 
causes;  and  although  she  has  not 
been '  suffered  to  enter  the  land  herself^ 
yetf  who  knows  that  she  may  not,  with  a 
Mrs.  Newell,  be  instrumental  of  cauStng 
multitudes  to  enter,  who  otherwise  would 
not.  Remember,  that,  notwithstanding 
David  was  not  suffered  to  build  God  an 
house,  yet  it  was  well  that  he  had  it  ia 
his  heart  to  do  it ;  and  although  your 
daughter  was  not  suffered  to  go  to  the 
Great  Osages,  yet  she  had  it  in  her  heart  f 
do  It,  and  we  believe  it  is  well. 

May  God  sanctify  thb  Providence  to 
yoU)  and  to  us,  for  our  spiritued  good.

I  hasten  to  inform  you  of  an  event 
interesting  to  you  and  to  me.  Probably 
ere  this,  you  have  received  the  accouut  of 
our  distinguished  mercies  and  favours  of 
the  last  Sabbath.  I  have  since  written  to' 
Sister  Sperry,  of  the  continuance  of  God's 
mercies  and  favours,  until  last  Wednesday^ 
and  a  very  brief  account  of  our  trials, 
until  Saturday.  I  now  copy  for  your 
perusal  my  late  Journal.  If  your  mind  is 
not  tranquil  and  composed,  lay  aside  this 
sheet,  go  to  the  throne  of  grace,  seek 
direction  from  God,  and  ask  divhie 
support. 

Thursday t  May  3d,  Truly  a  melancholy 
day.  Our  trials  and  afflictions  now  com*

Last  night  and  this  morning,  B«tsey 
[Mrs.  Newton]  is  severely  afflicte</  with 
sore  throat,  stomach,  and  tongue.  £arly  in 
the  morning,  she  thinks  she.is  bdtter.  The 
Doctor  feels  anxious — she  tbmpbdnsof 
her  head  fiseling  light  and  her  face  burning' 
with  fever— The  Doctor  bleeds  her— eh#

first  time  that  sbe  it  doiiferoiis— mentioiis 
tliat  she  U  dlyingi  aod  soon  falls  asleep. 
After  sleeping  a  proper  time,  ber  attend- 
ants strive  to  awake  her — she  still  sleeps, 
— they  become  alamaed  aod  send  for  me. 
Od  my  return,  I  found  her-  apparently 
teoseleai.  I  thought  I  coold  see  the  sure 
ligot  of  immediate  death.  In  roy  own 
mipdy  1  gave  her  op  to  the  Lordi  for  he 
|iad  need  of  her.  The  doctor  applied  a 
huge  blister  to  the  back  of  her  neck.  In 
the  mean  time,  our  infant  had  repeated 
fitj.  AboQtllo'elocki  the  other  boat, 
which  was  then  ahead,  fell  back  aod 
iiequested  us  to  come  along  side.  On 
coming  together,  we  learnt  to  our 
astonishment,  th^  one  of  the  boatmen 
had  (isllen  overboard,  and  was  drowned. 
Pcovioos  to  tbb  day,  we  had  nought  bat 
distinguish^  mercies  to  record.  Now 
oar  trials ;thicken  around  us; — one  of 
our  njumber  departed,  bis  soul  to  eternity, 
his  body  to  the  deep  waters  ;~another 
near  and  dear  to  os  all,  apparently  on  the 
verge  of  Eternity ;— and  another  our 
little  daughter,  •with  symptoms  of  ap- 
proaching dissolution.  About  noon,  B. 
began  to  revive,  so  that  she  could  swallow 
— soon  opened  her  eyes  but  afterward 
informed  me  she  could  not  see. — Again* 
when  I  came  she  smiled  naturally  and 
Pleasantly ;— inquired  if  she  should  Kfce 
to  have  our  little  daughter  baptiaed ;  by 
signs  she  replied  in  the  affirmative— We 
attended  to  the  ordinance ,  when  brother 
l^isley  pronounced  over  her  the  name  of 
the  Holy  Trinity,  calling  her  Mary  Olivia. 
Tnow  laid  down  in  the  neit  room,  fori 
needed  rest,  having  attended  to  my  dear 
wif(^,  Sabbath,  l^londay  aod  Tuesday  nighlf 
at  her  request,  and  Wednesday  nightly* 
iAg  somewhat  disturbed.  [Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  I  aayed  with  heP,  bein^  enga« 
ged  in  writing--she  appeared  cheerful  and 
happy,— rejoicing  over  her  daughter  and 
with  the  favourable  news  she  thought 
would  reach  you  before  you  became 
antH>us.  But  I  fear  she  did  not  sufficient- 
ly re$%rd  her  situation  ;— feeling  strong, 
I'fear  s^^  Indulged  herself  too  much  with 
food]  Aftv  resting  awhile,  I  heard  Sister 
Woolley  cUl  Sister  Howel  and  spon 
heard  them  engage  in  prayer— When  they 
ceased  praying  \  could  scarcely  bejieve 
myself  when  I  heard  the  voice  of  my 


dear  B.-4  htttened  to  the  ^libi^  and 
found  hjsr  conversing,  in  sweet  t»f^ 
composed  accents,  ■  of  her  pitomtioo, 
thinking  that  she  was  dyio^;. 

She  spoke  of  her  joys,'her  fait^  in  the 
Redeemer,  aod  with  die  utmost  compo- 
sure and  firmness,  sa^  <<  thi^  I«or^*a  will 
be  done/' 

She  did  not  regret  leaving  home,  b«t 
mentioned  that  she  was  weak  or  igoomut 
and  unworthy  of  such  service  as  had  tieen 
appointed  to  her.  I  asked  her  if  she  bad 
any  word  or  message  to  send  to  her 
Mothers,  Brothers  and  Sisters— She  repir  *^ 
ed,  tell  them,  to  prepare  to  meet  their 
God,  and  not  be  too  much  engageid  in  tho 
things  of  this  world/*  She  said  in  the 
morning,  when  she  w^  (oiog  to  sleep,

Kar£T  in  March,  the  Maoagert  of  the  United  Foreign  MisBionary  Society 
appointed  tlie  Rev.  Dr.  Milledoler  at  thdr  Commissioner  to  proceed  to  the 
•eat  of  GoYemment  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  Document!  for  the  Grest 
Osage  Mission,  snd  to  attend  to  other  important  concerns* 

The  following  is  the  report  which  the  Commissioner,  on  his  return,  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  of  Managers :—  '  ' 


REPORT,  &c. 
Tax  aadenigned  havhig  been  appoint- 
ed  by  the  Board  of  Managen  of  the  Unit- 
ed Foreign  Missionary  Society,  on  the 
19th  of  February  last,  a  Commistioaer  to 
proceed  to  Washington,  on  the  behalf  of 
thb  Board,  to  ascertain  the  interest  which 
this  Institntion  has  in  the  estimation  of 
the  general  government,  and  the  expec- 
tations which  the  United  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society  may  cherish  for  the  support 
of  their  missionary  stations,  from  the  aa- 
nnal  appropriation  of  Congress  for  Indian 
purposes,  and  to  endeavour  generally  to 
promote  the  objects  of  this  Society  at 
the  seat  of  government,  and  secure  the 
farther  patronage  of  the  general  go- 
vernment in  its  behalf— has  the  honour 
to  Report- 
That  he  arrived  at  Washington  on  the 
12th  of  March,  and  on  the  following  day 
had  a  long  and  laterestlug  interview  with 
the  Hon.  J.  C  Calhoun,  Secretary  of 
War.  The  undersigned  stated  to  the  Se- 
cretary the  cordial  disposition  of  this  So- 
ciety to  co-operate  in  the  benevolent 
plans  of  the  general  government,  for  the 
instruction  and  civilisation  of  the  Indian 
tribes  on  our  borders ;  the  facilities  we 
possess  of  selecting  the  most  unexcep- 
tionabla  instruments  for  prosecuting  the 
worlE ;  the  missionary  spirit  pervading  this 
section  of  our  country,  manifested  in  the 
number  and  character  of  applicants  for 
missionary  employment,  u  well  as  in  the 
growiog  popularity  of  our  measures;  the 
number  of  auxiliary  societies  recently 
organised  ;  tbe  prospect  of  considerable 
additions  to  their  number ;  the  general 
state  and  character  of  tbe  missionary  la- 
nllies  lately  sent  out,  with  such  other  in- 
formation as  waseUcited  in  tbe  course  of 
conversation,  and  which  had  an  inuneiB- 
ale  beating  en  tbe  subject. 
It  was  ttpgtd  by  yoor  Comminioner^ 


that,  although  the  Circular  of  govatii. 
ment  of  September  dd,  1819,  snd  addi- 
tional  regulations  of  Febmary  29tb,  1820» 
contemplated  buildings  commenced  at 
the  missionary  stations^  pupils  leceived 
and  a  formal  report  made  of  micifisaiy 
expenditure  incurred,  and  the  degree  of 
success  attending  the  establishment ;  yet, 
that  our  efforts  had  been  of  such  a  natore, 
and  that  our  object  was  in  snch  a  train  oi 
successful  accomplishment,  tljat  it  was  ^ 
believed  we  might  ask  aid  of  the  govern- 
ment without  any  violation  of  the  spuit 
of  the  plan  suggested  by  thePresideiilof 
tbe  United  States. 

The  Secretary  of  War,  whilst  express- 
ing his  own  enlightened  and  liberal  views  j 
and  the  interest  he  felt  in  missions  of  this 
description,  observed,  that  the  govern- 
ment were  favourably  disposed  toward, 
and  would  certainly  help,  those  who 
were  disposed  to  help  themselves  ;  that, 
in  doing  this,  they  must  have  system  ; 
that  that  system  was  espressed  in  the  oh^ 
cular  and  regulations  shove  adverted  fOy 
and  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  So- 
ciety, who  calculated  upon  govensment- 
al  patronage,  to  adhere  to  them.  He  aU 
so  requested  that  I  would  reduce  to  writ- 
ing the  substance  of  my  representations, 
and  that  they  should  be  promptly  attend- 
ed to. 

Agreeably  to  that  request,  the  under- 
signed  presented  to  the  Secietaiy  tbe 
communication  mariced  A,  and  which 
was  as  follows. 

(A.) 

Waadngton,  Mtireh  14, 1821. 
Hon.  J.  C.  Calhoun, 
Sm, 
Tbe  family  sent  out  by  the  United  Fo« 
reign  Missionary  Society,  last  mrinc,  to 
the  Osages  of  the  Arkansas,  having  been 
met  by  the  unusually  early  heat  of  sum- 
mer, and  overtaken  with  sickness,  were 
obliged  to  laadat  Little  Bock.    When 
their  health  was  restored,  the  low  state 
of  the  water  prevented  them  torn  pto- 
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oeadiiiff  on  their  royags.  In  tbis  sitaft- 
tion,  Mr.  Cbapnan,  aoeompanied  by  se- 
Toral  men  beJonging  to  the  Mission,  set 
out  for  Union  Station,  on  the  4th  of  Oc- 
tober last,  with  the  view  of  erecting 
baildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
family  on  their  arrival.  Onr  latest  advi- 
eea  from  this  advance  party  left  them 
about  half  way  from  Little  Rock  to  the 
place  of  their  ultimate  destination.  There 
they  were  obliged  to  abandon  tbeir  ca- 
noe, and  proceed  on  horseback. 

That  familv,  which  has  lost  two  of  its 
female  members  by  death,  now  consists 
of  fifteen  adults  and  four  children,  ex- 
clusive of  a  millwright,  who  entered  the 
family  on  the  Ohio,  and  of  several  hired 
raeo.  Oar  second  mission  family,  now 
on  their  way  to  the  Great  Osages  of  the 
Missouri,  consists  of  ten  adult  males,  fif- 
teen adult  females,  and  sixteen  children. 
Of  this  family,  the  Kev.  Nathaniel  B. 
l>odge  b  superintendent,  and  the  Rev. 
Benton  Pixley  assisUnt.  It  also  contains 
m  young  clergyman,  who  goes  out  as  a 
teacher,  a  pbvsician  and  surgeon,  a  per- 
son  qualified  for  the  blacksmith  and 
whitesmith  business,  and  who  is  an  excel- 
lent teacher  of  vocal  music,  a  shoema- 
ker, a  carpenter  and  millwright,  a  wng- 
on-maker,  and  two  farmers.  The  fe- 
males, collectively,  are  competent  to 
teach  the  Indian  females  (in  addition  to 
the  ordinarv  business  of  the  kitchen)  to 
make  bread,  butter,  and  cheese,  to  sew, 
knit, spin, and  weave,  to  cutout  and  make 
icarments  for  both  men  and  women,  and 
some  of  them  have  had  several  yean  ex- 
perience in  teaching  schools  of  common 
and  of  higher  orders. 

The  members  of  the  family  have  been 
selected  from  more  than  one  hundred  sp- 

Slicants,  and  from  the  States  of  Vermont, 
Few-Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Connec- 
ticut, New-Tork,  New-Jersey,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  Man^land. 

The  Board  ot  Managers  have  recently 
taken  the  entire  chaise  of  the  missionary 
stations  among  the  Tuscarora  and  Sene- 
ca Indians.  At  Tuscarora  we  have  a  mis- 
aionarv  and  hu  wife,  both  of  whom  are 
occupied  in  teaching  Indian  children.  A 
female  teacher,  to  instruct  the  female  In- 
dian children  in  the  arts  of  sewing,  spin- 
ning, knitUng,  weaving,  &c.  has  also  been 
recently  appointed  to  that  station,  and  is 
expected  to  arrive  there  in  ^e  course  of 
the  present  month.  On  our  farm  at  Tus- 
carora there  is  a  farmer  and  his  wife,  and 
aeveral  children,all  of  them  of  excellent 
and  exemplary  character. 

At  Seneca,  we  have  a  school  teacher 
and  his  wife,  and  a  catechlst,  or  moral 
teacher,  and  his  family.  For  that  station 
we  have  appointed  two  female  teaehen, 
who  are  qualified  to  instmet  in  aU  the 
bfanchas  above  mentioned,  and  who  are 
^ipected  to  Qonmence  their  laboun 
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about  the  1st  of  April  next.  At  the  par- 
ticular request  of  the  Imfians,  the  Board 
have  pledged  themselves  to  send  a  minis- 
ter of  the  Gospel  to  the  Senecae  in  the 
course  of  the  present  spring. 

In  addition  to  the  alx>ve,  I  have  the 
honour  to  state,  that  there  is  at  tiiis  mo- 
ment an  intrepid  and  well  qualified  mis- 
sion family  in  Ohio,  who  have  applied  to 
be  sent  out  under  our  auspices.  The 
Board  have  pledged  tliemselves  to  select 
out  of  that  family  from  20  to  25  adults, 
to  occupy  a  third  station  among  the  West- 
em  Indians.  They  will  proceed  to  their 
destined  station  as  soon  as  a  covenant 
can  be  negotiated  with  some  Indian 
tribe,  probably  within  the  vicinity  of 
Conned  Bluffs ;  and  it  if  the  intention  of 
the  Board  to  send  out  other  families,  at 
soon  as  means  can  be  obtained  for  their 
support,  and  arrangements  made  for  their 
reception. 

We  have  now  four  missionary  stationiy 
and,  including  the  family  on  the  way  to 
the  Missouri,  60  adults  and  SO  chiloren, 
exclusive  of  several  hired  men  already 
dependent  on  us  for  support.  If  we  add 
to  this  nomber  the  clergyman  and  his 
wife  to  be  sent  to  the  Senecas,  and  say 
25  adults  and  15  children  to  be  sent  to 
the  vicinity  of  the  Council  Bluffs  in  the 
course  of  the  present  year,  we  shall  have 
on  our  funds  a  total  of  112  persons,  be- 
sides the  hU^ed  labourers. 

Upwards  of  fifty  auxiliary  societies 
have  been  organlsed'by  the  United  Fo- 
reign Missionary  Board  during  the  past 
year»  and  we  contemplate  sending  oat 
agents  during  the  present  season  to  in- 
crease Ineir  number. 

The  missionary  cause,  as  it  is  now  con- 
ducted by  the  Board,  is  growing  in  popu- 
larity every  day,  and  we  have  the  most 
flattering  prospects  of  ultimate  anccess. 
So  far  as  enerj^  is  concerned,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  United  Foreign  Missiona- 
ry Society,  considering  the  time  of  its 
active  operations,  has  not  been  surpassed 
by  any  kindred  institution  in  the  worid. 

These  facts,  it  is  conceived,  present  a 
strong  claim  on  the  munificence  of  the 
general  government. 

When  the  Union  Mission  Family  pro- 
ceeded on  theh"  journey,  700  dollars  were 
advanced  by  government  toward  the 
erection  of  buildings  for  their  accommo- 
dation :  as  the  Missouri  Mission  is  moiv 
numerous,  and  will  require  buildings 
more  extensive,  we  hope  it  will  comport 
with  the  views  of  government  to  advance 
a  larger  sum  on  the  present  occasion.— 
While  the  Tuscarora  and  Seneca  stationa 
were  under  the  care  of  the  New-Tork 
Missionary  Society,  the  government  paid 
to  that  Society  700  dollars  a  year :  this 
gratuity  we  hope  Will  not  only  be  eoatln- 
ued  for  the  benefit  of  those  sUtions,  bnt| 
in  cooseqoence  of  tho  additloQal  nnmb^lC 
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SpMM  tbw^  inciirtred,  coiwlderablf 
ImroMtd

city  and  see  the  Osages  there — ^Teil  them 
we  are  their  friends,  that  we  will  take 
them  and  their  children  by  the  hand, 
and  do  them  good. 

Brothers— The  Bev.  Dr.  MDIedoler 
obeyed.  He  came  to  WashioRton  citv. 
He  shook  hands  with  you.  He  made 
the  talk  which  he  came  to  make.  You 
listened  to  it  You  understood  it.  You 
beliaved  well.  You  made  my  heart  glad, 
for  I  am  your  firlend. 

Brothers— What   did    Dr.  Milledoler 

Bomise  you  when  he  made  that  talk  ? 
id  lie  not  promise  that  good  men  and 
good  womeni  called  Missionaries,  would 
go  out  to  jovtt  countrjr  to  instruct  your 
chlldien-- to  open  their  eyes,  and  show 
them  how  to  read,  and  learn  tbetr  fin^rs 
how  to  hold  the  pen,  and  how  to  wnte  ? 
Did  he  not  promise  to  teach  them  also 
how  to  till  the  ground,  and  to  understand 
the  will  of  the  Great  Spirit  ?  He  did. 
And  now  brothers,  the  bead  man  of  the 
Missionaries,  who  will  deliver  you  this 
talk,  and  who  is  a  messenger  from  the 
Great  Spirit  to  you,  as  well  as  from  the 
good  people  in  the  great  city  of  New- 
York,  goes  to  ypui  and  has  led  his  fa- 
mily of  broththrs  and  sbten,  all  of  thera 
your  frie|[ui«. 

Brothers— I  will  tell  you  who  these 
brothers  and  sisters  are  who  go  out  to 
yonr  country  with  their  head  man  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Dodge.  There  is  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Fixley,  he  is  next  to  the  head  mao,  and 
he  is  called  the  assistant  There  is  a 
Doctor,  who  will  visit  you  when  yoa 
are  skk.  There  are  two  Farmars,  to 
teach  you  and  your  children  bow  to  tiH 
the  ground.  There  is  a  Wagon-maker, 
a  Blacksmith,  and  a  man  to  build  Mills, 
so  that  when  the  mills  are  built  your 
corn  can  be  ground  into  fine  meal,  and 
yoa  need  not  beat  it  in  the  mortar.— 
There  are  others  who  go  to  help.  Then 
the  good  women — these  will  teach  your 
little  giris  how  to  read  and  write,  and 
love  and  praise  the  Great  Spirit;  and 
they  will  learn  them  how  to  sew,  and 
spin,  and  cook,  and  be  nsefol  and  happy. 
Brothers— Thesa  good  men  and  cood 
women  have  taken  their  dear  little  child- 
rent  with  them,  because  you  know  they 
could  not  leave  them  behind.    This  » 
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aU  good-for  these  little  cUldren  will 
all  Snkt  hands  with  your  little  childran, 
and  they  will  grow  up  and  be  frieoda 
timber,  like  brothers  and  sisters. 

Brothers— These  are  the  good  men 
and  good  women  you  were  promised 
should  go  out  to  you.  And  now,  bro- 
thers, Dr.  Milledoler's  promise  made  to 
you  at  Washington  is  fulfilled. 

Brothers— Look  at  all  this.  Now  yoa 
are  nut  like  the  birds  at  eventide  look- 
ing out  for  places  to  rest  for  the  nighe, 
and  seeing  none.  No— But  these  good 
men  and  good  women,  and  even  their 
little  children,  are  branches  for  yon  to 
rest  on.  Then  be  glad,  and  thank  the 
Great  Spirit  for  it. 

Brothers — It  now  remains  for  you  to 
do  your  part.  These  good  people  are 
like  trees  full  of  blossoms ;  but  unlets 
'you  join  with  them  and  help  them,  these 
blossoms  will  produce  no  fnilt  You 
know  how  the  frost  kills  the  vouof  fnriC- 
so  will  your  unkindness  kill  all  Che  good 
fruit  of  this  mission,  and  you  wiH  get  no 
good  of  it.  Do  what  you  promised  and 
Uiere  will  be  plenty  of  good  frolt 

Brothers—!  will  tell  vou  what  yoa 
promised.  You  promised  to  meet  tnes* 
good  people  and  receive  them  kindly. 
You  promised  to  help  them  to  settle. 
You  promised  to  protect  them,  and  Ske 
brave  men,  as  you  are,  you  promised  to 
defend  them. 

Brothers — I  am  your  seeurity  for  all 
this.  I  told  these  good  people  the  Osa- 
ges would  never  break  their  word.  Then 
see  that  you  keep  it  faithfull  v> 

Brothers-^  wish  yon  to  listen  to  my 
talk.  I  now  counsel  you  to  send  in  yoor 
children  to  be  instructed,  as  soon  aa 
these  good  people  tell  yon  they  are  rea* 
dy  to  receive  them.  I  counsel  yon  to 
let  this  family  of  good  people  eoanael 
and  bring  up  your  children  for  yoa. 
Listen  to  every  thing  they  tell  yov,  and 
believe  them.  They  go  to  do  yoa  and 
yoar  children  good,  and  not  harm.  They 
do  not  go  to  trade  and  cheat  you.  When 
they  counsel  your  children,  and  your 
ehildren  listen  well,  they  wfll  know  how 
to  read,  and  then  theyeannot  be  so  ea- 
sily cheated.  They  will  see  out  of  thoir 
eyes  like  white  men.  They  will  hear 
with  their  ears  like  white  men,  and  then 
they  will  understand  better.  You  wUl 
see  how  the  children  of  these  good  peo- 
ple will  be  treated— and  you  wHI  aee 
that  the  same  treatment  will  be  shown 
to  your  children,  and  what  mora  can 
you  ask!? 

Brothers— Yonr  brothers,  the  Little 
Osages,  live  six  miles  from  yon  in  the 
valley.  They  have  children.  Yoa  most 
go  and  tell  them  the  eood  news.  There 
H  room  for  their  children  as  well  oa  for 
the  children  of  the  Great  Osage.    , 
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Brotben— I  shall  often  hear  from  ,my 
brothers  and  sislersi  whp  go  with  tb6 
head  man,  Mr.  Dodge.  I  hope  to  hear 
good  things  of  the  Osages,  and  not  bad. 
If  I  hear  bad  things  I  shall  be  sorry,  and 
1  canoot  then  be  your  friend.  If  J  hear 
good  things,  I  will  be  elad,  and  will 
continue  (o  be  your  friend. 

Brothers — Tou  aslced  me  when  the 
ndssloiiaries  went  out  to  send  you  a 
talk,  and  to  put  my  Aeal  on  it.  I  pro- 
mised you  I  would.  I  will  never  de- 
ceive you.  Look  at  this  seal.  Is  it  not 
like  that  on  my  other  talk  ? 

Brothers — I  shake  hands  with  you, 
and  pray  the  Great  Spirit  to  smile  upon 
you,  and  help  these  good  people  to 
make  yea  and  your  cbilden  wise  and 
happy.

Sir, 
At  the  same  time  when  it  was  agreed 
by  the  government,  at  the  request  of  the 
Osages  of  the  Missouri,  that  a  factory 
should  be  located  near  their  villages,  it 
was  arranged  between  the  deputation  of 
June,  1821. 
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Osages,  then  at  Washington,  and  the 
United  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  of 
New-York,  by  their  special  agent,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Mtlledoler,  that  a  Mission  Ea- 
rn Uv  also  should  go  to  them.  The  Su- 
perintendent of  that  family,  the  Rev.  N. 
B.  Dodge,  will  hand  you  this.  You  will 
cotitribiite  by  every  means  in  your  pow- 
er to  the  success  aud  comfort  ot  the 
benevolent  members  of  this  interesting 
family.  Like  you  they  have  left  their 
parents  and  friends ;  and  like  you  they 
nave  gone  to  administer  justice,  and  im- 
provement to  the  destitute  and  friendlesf 
Osages.  The  objects  are  the  same— at 
least  your  labours  tend  alike  to  the  samci 
point  You,  by  the  just  and  equitably 
policy  of  the  government  in  its  com- 
mercial intercourse  with  these  people^ 
will  treat  them  with  justice  and  kind- 
ness, and  thus  inspire  them  with  senti* 
ments  of  respect  and  friendship  for  the 
government.  They,  (the  Missionaries,) 
by  their  plans  of  intellectual,  and  prac- 
tical, ana  moral  improvement,  will  not 
only  inspire  them  with  like  sentimenta 
toward  the  government,  but  also  with 
the  more  exalted  sentiments  of  peace 
and  good  will  to  man — sentiments,  I 
say,  and  not  the  varying  expressions  of 
feelings  which  may  Imb  bought  and  sold, 
but  the  fixed  sentiments  which  are  the 
result  of  a  capacity  to  judge  and  deter- 
mine for  themselves. 

The  knowledge  of  the  French,  which 
part  of  this  family  will  carry  with  \t, 
will,  at  the  same  time  that  it  will  be 
so  useful  in.  their  intercourse  with  the 
Osages,  whose  interpreters  are  general- 
ly French,  give  you  an  opportunity  of 
retaining  in  greater  purity  your  know- 
ledge of  it. 

4  Take  these  good  people  by  the  hand, 
and  remember  that  they,  like  you,  are 
engaged  in  serving  the  interests  of  the 
same  Indians,  and  in  promoting  the  cause 
of  the  same  government.    Harmony  and 

food  will,    mutual  helps,    and  mutual 
iodnesfl,  will  serve  much  to  bring  about 
the  results  which  these  generous  people 
go  to  accomplish.

Having  asoerUlned,  that  there  was  a 
Female  Missionary  Society  in  Washiitg- 
totti  wbOy  on  a  proposal  made  to  that 
eieaty  were  wiUing  to  become  an&iliary 
to  this  Beard,  a  meeting  was  called  for 
the  porpose,  on  the  19(h  lost,  in  the 
Associate  Reformed  Church,  under  the 
care  of  Dr.  Lowry,  a  sermon  preach*

Sfi.  To-day  the  death  of  Tamahamaha 
it  celebmted  here,  by  a  festival  some- 
what similmr  to  thatt  which  oommamo- 
ratas  the  birth  of  American  Indepen- 
dence. The  oUefr,  on  such  occasions, 
take  prida  In  -dressing  themselves,  eat- 
ing, Miking,  firing  cannon,  and  dis- 
pbying  their  bannera  from  a  lofty  fi^g» 
like  Americans  and  Europeans.  Tarn* 
nree  and  Honoore  were  invited  to  the 
tMe  of  the  governor,  and  treated  with 
napect.  Some  of  the  white  residents 
join  the  aaHves.  In  this  singular  mode  of 
lamentation  over  the  death  of  a  great 


man.  This  is  the  twelfth  feast,  wluiOi 
they  have  bad,  in  consequeooe  of  his 
death,  and  in  honour  of  hb  memory. 
They  intend  henceforth,  we  believei  In- 
stead of  a  feast  eveiy  moon,  to  have  an 
annual  celebration  of  this  interesfia^ 
event. 

80.  Sabbaih.  The  sermon  waslmaS 
Tim.  iii.  16—17.  An  attentive,  and  ap« 
parenllv  interested,  audience  ^nad  m 
tho  public  worship  of  Jehovah.  Tlie 
songs  of  ZIon  drew  tears  from  one  of 
our  countrymen,  who  bM  aoC  boaad 
tbem  before  for  twenty  years.  The 
thought  is  pleasing,  that  we  may  hers 
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DToelaiio  the  uasearchable  riches  of 
Jesua  Christ,  to  those  who  were  boro 
in  Cbrbtiin  lanilS}  but  who  seem  to  have 
escaped  frooi  the  biHaeoce  of  the  Gos- 
pel, ancl  frum  the  voice  of  divioe  mercy ; 
and  to  ihosoi  who,  in«tbe  prosecution  of 
tbeir  buslaessy  are  tedfarfrom  the  dvvel- 
liogs  of  Zion,  and  who,  for  months  and 
jeaiv,  enjoy  not  the  privileges  of  the 
aasictoaiy,  or  the  comforts  of  home. 
Here  we  have  the  means  of  doing  good 
to  our  conntrymeg,  and  to  others,  who 
€»II  or  reside  here.  Though  our  exer- 
tions may  be  limited,  yet  we  hope  oar 
Inflaoaee  may  lie  salutaiy,  and  the  coa- 
•eoueaces  favourable  to  the  cause  of  re- 
ligion. So  the  missionary  may  help  lUs 
brethren  at  home,  by  guarding  the  out- 
posts, without  at  ail  dimhilshing  the 
atrengtli  at  the  citadel.

MandiM,  May  1.  United  in  observing 
the  monthly  concert  of  prayer  for  ihe  first 
time  on  heathen  ground.  Settled  the 
question  with  respect  to  sending  two  of 
the  brethren  to  Atooi,  to  accompany 
GeoTRe,  explore  the  Island,  and  peiform 
such  business,  aa  circumstances  may  re* 
onlre.  Unitedly  implored  a  blessing  on 
their  enterprise,  and,  commended  them  io 
the  grace  of  God. 

ikpattute  of  George  to  Mwi. 

3.  To-day  the  Thaddeus  left  the  har- 
bour to  touch  at  Atooi,  and  proceed  to  the 
Hetth  West  Coast.  AgreeaMy  to  our 
united  views,  and  the  wishes  of  O.  P.  Ta- 
moree,  Messrs.  Wbitnev  and  Ruggles  sail- 
ed with  him  to  introduce  him  and  our 
bttshieu  to  his  father,  who  is  here  consid- 
ered as  only  a  high  chief  under  Itehoreho, 
and  who  is  expected  soon  to|o  to  Owhy- 
bee  at  his  request.  Though  George  now 
supposes,  that  hb  father  b  not  indepen- 
dent and  himself  proposes  to  return  here, 
or  to  Owhyhee,  we  deem  It  Important* 
(hat  the  brethren  should  accompany  him, 
learn  more  definitely  the  state  of  facts, 
survey  the  field  aA  missionary  Itation, 
interest  the  chiefs  in  our  object,  and  re- 
turn by  the  first  conveyance,  probably  hi 
June.  We  made  outf  a  considerable  pre- 
leot  for  George,  in  addition  to  What  he 
Bad  before  received,  besides  the  bass  viol, 
for  which  he  appealed  to  be  grateful.  He 
exprened  a  sense  of  obligation,  and  a  de- 
sire to  make  some  return  for  the  kind^ 
Besses  shown  him .  With  tears  he  took  a 
lespeetfol  and  affisctSonate  leave  of  us, 
being  coaimended  to  the  graee  of  an  ua- 
ehangsably  merelAil  God.  May  that 
grace  mab  him  a  comfort  to  his  fatber, . 
ableashw  to  his  coontry,  an  honour  to 
his  benancton  J  and  aa  heir  of  fimd  g^i 


fr$wsffom  the  SMen  at  Kirooah. 

8.  Dae  of  the  Kiag^s  sehooners  from 
0?rfayhee  arrived,  Joseph  Banks*  master, 
an  intelligent  young  native,  irfao  speaks 
English,  and  is  very  friendly  to  us.  By 
him  we  received  a  letter  from  brother 
Thurston,  oontaintag  good  news  from 
thai  part  of  the  mission.  The  khie  has 
given  them  the  use  of  a  large  cooaing- 
stovC}  and  furnishes  them  with  a  com- 
fortable supply  of  fresh  pfwlsioos.  He 
reads  in  Webster's  lessons  Itt  words  of 
t  wo  syllables.  Himself  and  John  Adami, 
the  commander  of  the  garrison  there, 
and  the  honourable  women/  aremttdi 
pleased,  friendly,  and  desiroes  to  leavD. 
Tennooe  resMes  in  the  king's  family,  tmd 
assists  In  their  iustructtons.  Dr.  Holmian 
has  considerable  employment  as  a  ptf- 
siclan,  nnd  is  successful  in  healing  the 
Sick,  the  lame,  and  the  Mind.  The  bre- 
thren and  sisters  there  were  Invited  on 
the  first  day  of  the  feast,  to  dine  at  the 
king's  table,  spread  under  the  shade  of 
sreen  trees,  boring  botik  days  of  the 
feast,  Refaoreho,  dressed  in  military  ha- 
biliments, behaved  with  great  propriety, 
not  even  drinking  to  his  injurv.  Maiqr 
thousands  of  people  were  collected  at 
the  feast,  and  shouted  and  sung  the  ereit 
and  good  deeds  performed  by  thev  la- 
mented king,  and  expected  from  his  son 
and  successor. 

People  come  from  all  parts  of  Owhy- 
hee to  see  the  brethren  and  Sisters ;  and 
their  house  has  been  everv  day  surround- 
ed  by  forty  or  fifty  natives,  men,  wo- 
men and  obitdren.  We  are  happy  lb 
hear  an  almost  solitary  sister,  Mrs.  Thurs- 
ton, say.  In  the  language  of  Christian 
confidence,  "On  heathen  shores,  even 
during  the  feast  days,  I  have  felt  as  safe, 
as  H  r h^d  been  in  my  native  land.  The 
natives  appear  inoffensive  and  friendly; 
and  so  Csr  as  has  fallen  tmder  my  ofoser- 
vath>n,  have  uniformly  conducted  with 
propriety*" 

Thus  flattering  Indeed  are  our  pros- 
pects ;  but  He,  who  loves  to  try  his  peo. 
pie,  knows  what  unexpected  clouds  may 
darken  our  way^  and  what  thorns  may 
yet  infest  our  iiath. 

jSrrwol  of  South  Sea  Whalert, 

4.  In  thisdark  comer  of  the  earth,  our 
hearts  have  lieen  cheered  to-dav  by  liie 
arriival  of  two  English  ships,  and  by  our 
Introductory  acquaintance  with  the 
masters,  capt.  Starbuek  of  the  L'A^, 
and  eapt  Best  of  the  Prieeess  Mary. 
These  are  South  9ea  Whalers,  aed  have 
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come  (o  (be  isUnd  for  water  end  fresh 
profitioef .  The^  ancborsd  at  Kirooaby 
where  our  brethren  received  from  them 
eome  preteots,  in  the  way  of  Mores, 
which  were  needfal  and  very  accepta- 
ble ;  and  other  kind  attentloai ,  fcr  which 
we  are  all  nnder  obligations  to  tbem. 
Finding  It  difficult  to  procure  provisions, 
mnd  impossible  to  obtain  a  snpplpr  of  wa- 
ter there,  they  have  come  to  (his  island, 
where  they  can  easily  be  supplied. 

5.  To-nay  we  have  made  some  im- 
provement in  our  situation  by  airing  and 
washing  the  mats,  and  scraping  the 
g;round,  which  constitutes  our  floor. 
After  this,  covering  the  ground  with  a 
layer  of  grass  about  an  inch  in  thickness, 
wespread  our  bulrush  mats,  and  feel  our- 
aelvos  more  settled,  and  at  home. 

jStiinMage  from  distant  parts  of  the 
WotUL 

This  evening  we  have  had  the  hap- 
piness to  be  favoured  with  the  company 
of  Capt.  Starbnck  of  London,  originally 
from  Wantucket;  Capt.  Pigot  of  IMew- 
York,  originally  from  England  ;  Capt. 
Best  of  London,  formerly  from  Ireland ; 
Dr.  Williams  of  London,  surgeon  of  (be 
L'Aigle ;  Mr.  Clark  of  Kamscliatka,  for- 
merly from  New-England,  a  temporary 
resident  here  *,  and  Mr.  Ureen,  an  Ame- 
rican trader  from  Boston ;  who  politely 
caned,  and  took  tea  with  us,  and  spent 
the  evening  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Bing- 
bam.  It  was  pleasant  to  have  it  in  our 
power,  so  soon  after  landing,  to  set  an 
American  4able,  in  bumble  bat  decent 
order,  for  our  friend^ ;  and  quietly  to  sit 
down  on  heathen  shores,  in  such  a  circle 
of  ladies  and  eentlemen,  from  different 
countries,  in  different  pursuits,  but  re- 
joicing together  in  the  late  auspicious 
events  and  'opening  prospects,  so  inte- 
resting to  this  nation  and  to  the  church. 
These  sentlemen  all  appear  friendly  to 
our  i^iect,  as  well  as  to  us  persooall  v, 
and  willing  to  unite  their  influence  in 
removing  the  suspicions  of  the  people, 
that  Great  Britain  would  oppose  or  dis- 
like our  settling  here  as  missionaries.— 
Among  other  favours,  Mr.  Green  has 
presented  us  with  e  tea  set  of  China. 
Our  visiters  proffer  us  any  assistance  in 
their  power  to  render,  and  we  hope  their 
influence  and  aid  will  be  salutary.  The 
British  captains  gave  us  an  invitation  te 
dine  with  tbem  to-morrow. 

6.  TO'day  Mr.  Bingham  and  Mr.  Loo- 
mis,  with  their  wives,  in  company  with 
the  governor  and  several  others,. dined 
on  board  the  Princess  Mary,  lying  at  an- 
chor a  little  more  than  a  mile  from  the 
landins:.  They  were  conducltd  plea- 
aantiy  In  a  sail  boat  by  Capt  Best,  who 
espreased  many  kind  wishes  for  our 
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happiness.  He  was  male  in  m  Teaaal, 
which  carried  some  of  the  mksiontfiee 
to  the  Society  Islands.  He  remarked  st 
dinner*  that  there  was  now  a  yetsel  con- 
stantly trading  between  thoae  Islands  maud 
Port  Jackson.  Being  asked  by  one  of 
us,  whether  that  vessel  belonged  to  tbe 
missionaries  at  the  Islands,  or  to  the  co- 
lony at  Port  Jackton,  he  replied.  It  be- 
longed to  the  colony.  This  seemed  tifco 
a  providential  refutation  of  some  late 
reports  circulaled  hve,  « that  the  osia- 
sionaries  in  those  islairds  had  monopo- 
lixed  the  trade.*'  After  dinnner,  the  com- 
pany were  received,  and  treated  wMi 
kind  attention,  on  board  the  L'Aigle^one 
of  tbe  finest  ships  that  could  have  bean 
chosen  in  tbe  river  Thames,  and  very 
successful  thus  far,  having  taken,  wKbia 
thirteen  months,  no  less  than  1,860  bar- 
rels of  sperm,  oil.  £ipecting  an  early 
conveyance,  Capt.  Starbnck  olfora  te 
take  letters  and  forward  (hem  to  Ame- 
rica. Gratified  by  this  interview,  we 
returned  in  safety  to  our  peaceful  ivabl- 
tations. 

7.  Sabbath.  Have  again  been  favour- 
ed with  tbe  precious  privileges  oC  tbe 
sanctuary.  An  interesting  audience  lis- 
tened to  the  sound  of  the  Gospel,  as  H 
was  proclaimed  from  Luke  ii.  14.  Many, 
it  is  believed,  felt  a  new  impulse  to  wel- 
come and  promote  Christianity,  and  a 
more  full  conviction,  that  the  Gospel 
was  intended  as  a  blessing  to  the  world ; 
that  it  cannot  be  successfully  oppoeed ; 
nor  fail  to  reach  aU  the  tribes  of  i 


Atitmpi  to  obtain  comforUMe  Hott$u* 

8.  Captain  SUrbuck  and  Capt.  P^ 
offered  to  make  a  vigorous  effort  to 
build  us  comfortable  houses,  and  to  pro- 
mote our  more  convenient  establish- 
ment ;  the  governor  neglecting  to  build 
for  us,  but  giving  us  leave  to  choose  our 
ground  wliere  we  pleased,  on  the  uncul- 
tivated plain. 

9.  Selected  a  pleasant  spot,  back  of 
the  village,  for  the  site  of  our  buildings. 
Concluded  that  a  united  effort  to  erect 
tbem  might  be  seciued  with  the  least 
exposure  to  suspicion,  by  calling  a  ge- 
neral meeting,  and  proposing  the  objSct 


10  Boka  presented  us  a  patch  of  /aro, 
and  profferul  such  assistance,  in  the  way 
of  supplies,  as  we  might  from  time  to 
time  be  disposed  to  ask  of  him. 

A  circular  was  issued  this  morning, 
which  invited  the  co  operation  of  the 
friends  of  humanity  and  truth,  and  re- 
quested the  European  and  American 
residents,  both  temporary  and  perma- 
nent, masters  and  ofliceis  of  vesseb  of 
different  flaas,  together  with  the  chieft 
of  the  island,  to  assemble  at  the  liosa^ 
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of  Bfr.  Bloi^isiii)  and  bear  a  «talMMat 
of  oofviaws,  and  of  the  vftewa  of  the 
governoient,  with  respect  to  our  enter- 
prise. The  meeting  would  then  take 
meeraref  to  tecnre  snch  imaMdiate  and 
«Aeient  aid  to  oar  objeeti  a*  onr  friendt 
Bi^t  be  Inclined  to  render ;  and,  if  it 
ehonld  be  thought  adviaabley  would  ap- 
point a  committee  to  superintend  whal- 
exrer  might  be  undertaken.  At  6  o'clock, 
P.  M.  a  general  meeting  was  assembled, 
and  organised  by  choosing  Capt.  Adams 
moderator,  and  brother  Loomia  scribe. 

The  .bnsinass  of  the  meeting  having 
been  proposed,  and  expbined  by  an  in- 
terpreter, to  Che  Eove/nor,  he  replied, 
that,  in  regard  to  the  houses,  he  intend- 
ed to  superintend  the  building  of  them 
himself;  as  he  had  orders  from  Reho- 
reho,  to  build  them.  It  was  then  stat- 
ed, on  our  part,  that,  altboogh  the  go- 
vernment were  friendly  to  our  object, 
and  disposed  to  patronise  it :  yet,  as 
we  knew,  that,  at  present,  they  were 
embarrassed  with  other  claims ;  as  we 
wished  neither  to  become  burdensome 
to  them,  nor  detrimental  to  the  claims 
of  foreign  traders,  whom  they  owed ; 
and  as  several  gentlemen  stood  ready 
to  lend  a  friendly  hand,  in  tbe  ^rection 
of  buildings  for  tbe  promotion  of  our 
object :-— we  desired  to  give  all  the  op- 
portunity to  afford  whatever  assistance 
their  kindness  should  dictate,  and  their 
ability  allow.  The  governor  again  said, 
fio.  He  chose  to  build  the  houses  him- 
self, aocordini^  to  tbe  orders  from  the 
king*  Capt.  Pigot  then  inquired,  whe- 
ther the  sovemor  intended  soon  to  boild 
comfortable  houses  for  the  dIssIod,  en- 
tirely free  of  our  expense  ,  and  he  an- 
swered plainly,  that  be  did.  Thus  far 
the  business  was  settled. 

A  committee  was  then  appointed  to 
consult  with  Boka,  respecting  the  place, 
tbe  form,  and  the  manner  of  building. 
He  said,  that  the  ground,  which  w«  had 
chosen,  could  not  be  granted  us,  be- 
cause it  belonged  to  tbe  formers;  but 
named  a  particular  part  of  the  plain, 
where  he  thoucbt  it  would  be  l>e^  for 
Qs  to  have  our  bouses. 

Propoaol  for  a  Schwd  Fund. 

A  question  was  then  laid  before  the 
meeting,  whether  it  were  expedient  to 
take  any  nieasures  to  raise  a  school 
fund  for  orphan  children.  This  was 
new  to  many ;  but  unobjectionable.  De- 
cided in  the  afSrmative;  and  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  recommend  a 
plan  for  that  purpose. 

This  was  doubtless  the  first  meeting 
of  the  kind,  that  has  ever  been  held  in 
these  islands.  Whatever  might  be  the 
feelings  of  soipe  of  the  number,  it  wa» 
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tmly  aoSmatiug  to  see  the  chiefii  of  the 
islands,  the  princi^l  foreigners  who 
are  settled  here,  with  a  number  of  in- 
telligent gentlemen  of  business  now  in 
port,  assembled  to  concert,  in  aid  of 
the  missionary  cause,  plans  of  useful- . 
nees,  the  happy  influence  of  which  will 
doubtless  be  «is  lasting  as  time,  and  the 
fruits  of  which  can  be  fully  known  only 
in  eternity. 

^SgiioAwn  of  Hanaroorah. 

11.  To-day  the  village  of  Hanaroo- 
rab  has  been  in  an  uproar ;  but  we  have 
been  unmolested.  There  has  been  con- 
siderable commotion  in  the  streets ;  but 
our  habitations  have  enjoyed  peace. — 
We  are  happy  in  the  assurance  that 
neither  we,  nor  the  efforts  which  were 
made  yesterday  to  promote  our  bene- 
volent objects,  were  tbe  cause  of  this 
commotion  ;  though  the  lion  might  take 
occasion  to  roar,  at  this  time,  to  prevent 
the  good  intended.  The  prevalence  of 
multiplied  jealousies  gives  currency  to 
invidious  declarations  and  reports ;  and  ' 
the  collision  of  opposite  interests  is  often 
followed  by  agitation  and  violence. 

Carrespandence  wilh   (he  South  Sea 
Missions, 

12.  Sent  letters,  books,  and  clothes, 
washed  here,  to  our.friends  atOwhyhee, 
by  Captain  Gyzelaar,  of  the  American 
brie  Clarion.  This  gentleman  has  oAen 
called  on  us,  and  treated  us  politely. 
He  offisrs  to  carry  letters,  books,  or  bag- 
gage, gratis,  for  missionaries  wherever 
they  mny  wish  to  send  by  him.    He  will 

Srobably  soon  go  toOtaheite  and  return. 
ly  him  we  also  wrote  to  our  missionary 
brethren  at  the  Society  Islands,  and 
sent  them  copies  of  our  <  Instructions,' 
of  Reports,  Missionary  Sermons,  &c 
[The  Journal  here  enumerates  many 
pamphlets]  Thus  we  have  tbe  oppor- 
tunity and  the  hapniness  eariy  to  make 
them  acquainted  with  the  Christian  ope- 
rations in  our  own  country  ;  our  arrival 
and  prospects ;  and  the  hite  interesting 
events  in  these  islands.  We  gladly  avail 
ourselves  of  the  privilege  otrequesting 
them  to  correspond,  to  favour  us  with 
copies  of  their  important  papers  and 
pamphlets,  elementary  books,  and  their 
transactions,  topther  with  such  informa- 
tion and  friendly  counsel,  as  we  need, 
and  hope  to  receive  from  their  superior 
wisdom  and  experience.  With  fond  an- 
ticipation we  cherish  the  desire,  that  this 
mav  be  the  commencement  of  a  long 
and  happy  correspondence  between  tbe 
two  establishments.

George 
Burder,  London,  and  many  frioMb,  m 
different  parts  of  our  native  courtrj. 
We  presented  capt.  Starbnck,  fwbo  has 
^  shown  us  no  small  kindness,^  wUh  a 
copy  of  OMk^ah  ;  his  surgeon,  Dr.  J.

JVeirsi/ ;  aad  tbe  mates  with  otiier.  books  ; 

We 
also  gave  them  receipts  (orforhf  nmt  dol- 
lars, contrlbafed  by  them  b  the  Ontktn 
Schoof  Fimd.  Mr.  Bincharo  dined  oa 
board  tbe  L'Aigle,  sailed  an  boor  or  two 
oat  and  back,  at  the  captain^  potif  e  re- 
quest, and  received  a  Oonen  of  Loadoo 
porter,  for  the  health  of  the  family,  and 
various  other  artlcles,as  a  present  to  tba 
mission.  He  eave  away  reKg^ooi  ttacts 
to  several  of  the  seamen.

SD.  A  pApA  find  kU  wife  were  thii 
aftomoop  leii  by  our  door  in  iroM,  at- 
tended by  an  armed  eqard  and  a  noi^ 
crowd  to  tbe  bouse  of  tbe  governor,  to 
be  tried  on  tbe  cliarge  of  nimng  friytd 
a  woman  to  daUh.  Mr.  Bingbam  and 
t^apt.  Figot  went  down  together  in  order 
to  witness  tbe  trial ;  but  tbe  prisonerSf 
whom  they  found  seated  on  the  ground, 
at  tbe  door  of  tbe  governor's  house;  ap- 
parently  cbeerfol  and  unconcerned)  as  if 
tbey  had  intended  no  barm,  were  shortly 
sent  away  end  confined. 

This  singular,  but  long  established, 
aoperstitious  custom  of  praying  to  death 
oialefactorsi  or  persons  charaed  with 
crimes,  or  unltnown  tbieves,  whan  pro> 
perty  is  lost,  is  now  contraiy  to  law ;  and 
we  understand,  tAe  penalty  Mddi^.  The 
I>e1ief,  that  the  priests  bad  power  to  pray 
any  person  to  death,  has  been  deeply 
rooted  and  universal  among  this  peofMei 
and  cannot  be  easily  eradicated.  9ut  we 
hope  the  time  is  near,  in  which  this  ma- 

Sic  mode  of  execution  will  be  no  longer 
readed ;  nor  prayer  be  regarded  as  a 
bloody  engine  of  government,  of  malicet 
or  of  priestcraft,  for  the  destruction  of 
those,  who  fall  under  tbe  condemnation 
of  justice  or  caprice.  That  many  have 
died,  through  tbe  infiaence  of  a  belief  in 
tbe  infallible  efficacy  of  the  prayers  of  a 
heathen  priest,  we  cannot  doubt  Tbe 
nodetected  thief,  learning  that  a  priest 
had  begun  to  pray  him  to  death,  and 
hearing  theneople  speaking  with  so  much 
certaintv  ot  its  fatal  consequences,  re- 
stores the  lost  property  ;  or»  if  that  if 
not  in  l^is  power,  hi  the  full  expectation 
of  death,  refuses  to  eat,  pines  away  and 
dies.  Even  tbe  great  Tamabamaba  fear- 
ed to  have  a  piest  get  possession  of  his 
**  spit  box,'*  lest  the  priest  should  take 
advantage  of  the  spittle  to  give  efficacy 
to  bis  prayers.  At  least,  he  professed 
such  fear  and  acted  accordingly.  The 
fact,  thai  they  have  now  a  lew  against 
prayinf  peonie  to  death,  proves  tbe 
atrenetn  of  their  superstition,  even  after 
their  idols  are  abolished. 

21.  Enjoyed  preachbig  again,  as  usual 
on  tbe  Sabbath,  (rom  AcU  xvil  dl. 

23.  Exammed  that  part  of  the  plain, 
where  we  have  permission  to  select  a 
site  for  our  houses.  To-day  ire  have 
opened  a  small  sabool  for  cblldran,  whieh 
the  fansales  of  tbe  mission  intend  to  m- 
itract.  Though  we  have  from  day  to  di^ 
given  some  attention  to  teaching  obiets, 
men,  women,  and  children,  as  we  have 
had  opportunity ;  yet  we  have  not  till 
now  oi^ganiaed  a  regular  school  ia  this 
place. 

Our  hearts  have  been  cheered  f  o-day 
by  tbe  arrival  of  capt.  Meek,  of  the  brig 
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Pedlar,  from  New-Torfc,  with  lettaii 
from  our  friends,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board,  Mr.  Cornelius,  and  brother  A, 
Bingham.  With  what  eagerness  and  beartr 
felt  Interest  do  we  seise  these  communi- 
cations from  oar  much  loved  country; 
these  continued  assurances  of  the  kind* 
ness,  prayers,  and  sympathies  of  oar 
friends,  whose  salutations  we  bear,  thoudi 
we  grasp  not  their  hands  :-^whose  tender 
thoughts  we  receive  and  enjoy,  tbouch 
we  see  their  faces  no  more.  The  thrUl 
of  delight  is  heightened  by  the  hope  of 
making  their  hearts  glad  oy  reciprocal* 
iog  aood  news  from  a  far  country. 

24.  Much  gratified  to-day  by  receivinf 
from  the  Pedlar  son^e  papers  containinc 
much  interesting  intelligence,  calcnlatea 
to  comfort  our  hearts  and  strenathen  our 
bands.  How  much  good  our  friends,  the 
saperintendenU  of  religions  pubUcationsi 
might  do  by  sendbg  to  this  and  other 
missionaiy  stations  files  of  tbek  works. 
We  should  have  rejoiced  to  reeaive  tbf 
memotfs  of  Mills,  and  other  new  publi- 
catioBs.

27.  To-day  the  CcUombw  sailed.  This 
eveauig,  while  we  were  contriving  how 
we  sbovdd  select  a  little  boy  to  live  hi  the 
frunily  to  be  instructed,  and  to  help  the 
forasJe  members  of  our  families,  in  their 
domestic  ooncemsy— a  pleasant  and 
promishig  lad  came  to  the  side  of  our 
yard,  and  looked  through  the  fence. 
Being  asked  if  he  wished  to  live  with  us 
and  learn  to  work  and  read,  he  cheerfulhr 
answarsdoyes,"  and  was  taken  hi  on 
trial. 

28.  Sabbatb.  Favoored  with  tbe  pri- 
vUegesof  public  woiehip.  Sermonfrom 
Heb.  U.  8.  How  few  snffleiently  value 
and  seek  tbe  great  salvation.

30.  Every  day  is  marked  with  fovoors 
nam  ear  divine  Beoefoctor.  This  day 
has  been  distinguished  by  the  number 
and  value  of  presents  from  our  frioMis 
and  neiahbourst  wbieb  demand  our  mti- 
tude.  We  have  to-d^r  received  from 
Mr.  Allen  a  beautiful  clothesline,  omde 
of  marshmallows,  which  grows  hare  in 
abundance;  two  bottles  of  goat's  giinr- 
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oar  daily  supply  £rom  Urn;  &v  UtgB 
sonashes  frbm  Tines  nearly  two  yean 
old ;  four  sticks  of  timber  ior  a  thiry  (a 
coDvenience  wbidi  we  can  yet  liardly 
boasti)  and  aeven  goat  sidos  for  chair  bot- 
toms : — From  Captains  Me^  and  Picol 
m  barrel  of  floar;  from  Capt  Pigot  ajar 
of  peach  preser?es,  prepared  by  Mrs.  P. 
in  America ;  from  Mr.  Green  a  bonch, 
or  duster,  of  bananas,  containing  from 
60  to  60;  two  bundles  of  sweet  potatoes ; 
10  cabbages;  from  Capt.  Babcock  five 
fowls;  from  Mr.  Buckley  five  nutmegs 
from  Mr.  Honnewell  a  stick  of  chair 
timber,  difficult  to  be  procured  here. 
This  evening  Capt  Pigot}  a«;d  Capt.  Meeky 
and  Mr.  Bingham^  took  tea  at  Mr.  Cham- 
berlain's. 

81.  We  do  not  intend  to  make  a  pub- 
lie  record  of  tvwy  article  of  the  multi- 
plied favours  which  we  receive ;  though 
we  desire  to  notice  them  in  a  suitable 
manner,  and  often  return  a  note  of 
thanks  to  the  donors.  But  with  plea- 
sure and  gratitude  we  record  the  pre- 
sents received  to-day;  via.  fr^m  fiilr* 
Allen,  two  bottles  of  milk  for  te«  and 
coffee;  from  Mr.  Hermes,  a  mess  of 
fish  and  a  bundle  of  tare;  from  Mr. 
Jackson  a  quarter  of  fresh  pork,  a  pump- 
kin, and  a  rich  watermelon ;  from  Mr. 
ScovUl  and  the  governor,  four  sticks 
of  sandal  wood  to  aid  us  in  furnishing 
ourselves  wHb  chabs. 

Juoa  1.  Received  to-day  from  Capt. 
Jack,  a  native  chief,  commander  of  the 
Neo,  a  shoulder  of  fresh  pork,  and  fr^m* 
Capt.  Meek  aa  Aainrican  ham,  which 
was  very  aeeeptable.  Thus  ere  w«  daily 
supplied  with  fresh  provlsiousf  wHh  a 
variety  of  the  finest  vegetables  and  fruits 
of  the  island.  Thus  are  we  enabled  to 
rejoice  in  the  fulfilment  of  the  gracious 
promise  of  an  omnipotent,  faithful  Ck>d :

Kbiic  discourse  to-day,  to  which  num- 
rs  listened  who,  we  fear,  have  never 
complied  with  the  gracious  invitations 
of  the  Gospel.  Gave  notice  of  the  monthly 
concert,  and  eiplained  its  design. 

6.  (MMerved  the  concert  of  prayer, 
wkich  was  well  attended.  Some  et- 
tracts  from  our  public  instructions  wera 
read;  and  remarks  were  made  on  the 
union  of  prayer  among  Christians,  in 
different  parts  of  the  world.  Found  it 
to  be  a  pleasant  and  profitable  season. 
O  bow  would  the  hearts  of  God's  peo- 
ple In  different  parts  of  the  woria  re- 
jolee,  and  ascend  in  thanksgiving  this 
evening,  could  they  know  under  what 
hsppy  cireumsUnces  we  meet,  on  this 
interesting  occition.

6.  By  Captains  Meek  MdP|floC,a«rt 
letters  to  our  biethren  at  Ou^yhee,  to- 
gether with  an  application  to  the  govern- 
ment for  the  use  of  oxen  and  horses. — 
To^ay  our  friend  Capt  Starback  l«ft 
us«gsin,  having  anchorad  in  the  bay  to 
obtain  additional  spars,  after  a  succeasfri! 
emise  about  the  islands  of  nineteen  day^ 
in  which  he  had  taken  sperm,  oil  esti- 
mated to  be  worth  more  than  $11  fiCO 
In  London.  We  were  happy  to  say  to 
him,  «He  that  hath  pity  on  the  poor 
Jendeth  to  the  Lord,  and  that  which  ho 
hath  given  will  he  pay  him  again.** 

By  the  Clarion,  Capt  Gyadaar,  sent 
letters  and  articles  of  comfort  to  our 
two  solitary  brethren,  Whitney  and  Hig- 
gles, at  Atooi  The  Clarion  wUI  probably 
proceed  thence  to  Otaheite. 

8.  Thursday.  Opened  a  singing 
school  this  evening,  to  be  continued 
weekly,  for  the  improvement  c€  our- 
selves and  others  in  sacred  music.  Se- 
veral of  the  white  residents  are  desinona 
to  learn  ;  and  we  think  that  some  of 
the  natives  may  shortly  be  instmeted  la 
this  deli^tful  art  It  will  be  pleasant 
toil  to  teach  these  late  worshippers  of 
idols  .to  sing  the  songs  of  Zion. 

Sabbath,  11.  To-day  the  attention  of 
the  assembly  has  been  directed  to  the 
character  of  that  young  ruler,  who, 
with  respectful  deportment,  said  to  the 
Searcher  of  hearts,  "  What  must  1  do 
to  inherit  eternal  life  f"  The  affectionate 
and  faithful,  but  heart-rending  declara- 
tion, « One  thing  thou  lackest,**  might 
be  applied  with  truth  to  some  younc 
man,  and  others,  who  were  present,  and 
who,  we  would  ardently  desire,  may  be 
not  only  almost,  but  altogether,  Cniis- 
tians  and  heirs  of  eternal  lite. 

16.  In  a  yard  of  veiy  fine  oattle^  be- 
longing to  Mr.  Marin,  to  Mr.  Holmes, 
and  to  some  of  the  cfaiefr,  Mr.  Cham- 
berlain succeeded  in  tying  and  milking 
for  the  first  time  a  large  cow,  though 
almost  wild.  Neither  the  oien  nor 
cows  have  yet  been  made  prefitable  to 
the  people.  These  herds  feed  on  an 
extensive  plain  by  day,  and  are  endoa- 
ed  in  a  mud  wall  yard  by  night  Bat 
they  can  and  will  be  made  usefn!* 

Letters  from  MSrooah. 

17.  To-day  Captains  Pigot  and  Meek 
returned  from  Owhyhee,  with  letters 
from  our  brethren  there.  Brother  T. 
writes  a  brief  sketch  of  their  mingled 
meroies.  "  The  Lord  has  hitherto  pros- 
pered our  way  far  beyond  our  expecta- 
tions, and  we  have  every  day  reason  to 
call  upon  our  souls  and  all  that  fo  with- 


in us,  to  bless  and  praise  bis  holy  i 
But  we  have  need  of  much  patience^ 
Let  patienca  have  herperfect  woric 
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We  oMiA  eipect  to  m«et  difficulties  and 
triab  in  the  progress  of  oor  employment. 
Hitherto  these  have  been  of  a  peculiar 
kiod,  aod  from  sources  little  expected, 
when  we  left  America." 

The  ship  Levant,  which  sailed  from 
JBostoo  shortly  after  our  embarJiatioD, 
has  arrived  and  anchored  in  the  bay. 

18.  Numbers  attended  diviue  service 
tO'day.  Capt  Cary,  of  the  Levant, 
from  Boston,  via  Columbia  Uiver,  after 
service  was  introduced  to  the  family. 
He  congratulated  us  on  our  safe  arrival, 
and  proffered  his  friendship  and  aid. 
He  passed  the  straite  of  Le  Maire  about 
a  week  earlier  than  the  Thaddeus  ;  but 
was  detained  off  Cape  Horn  considerably 
later  than  we,  by  the  prevalence  of  ad- 
verse winds.  Had  the  frame  of  the 
house,  which  we  left  at  Boston,  been 
put  on  board  the  Levant,  Capt.  C.  says 
he  might  have  brought  it  with  little  in- 
convenience. We  hope  to  see  it  arrive 
as  s<M>o  as  our  heavenly  Father  shall 
appoint.  Till  then,  He  will  provide  us 
a  liMlging.*  *t 

19.  To-day  we  fix  on  a  spot  for  the 
erection  of  our  buildings.  It  is  a  plea- 
sant situation,  on  the  road,  which  leads 
eastward  to  Witeete,  about  half  a  mile 
firom  thu  viUage,  in  the  midst  of  au  ei- 
tenslve  plain,  having  the  open  sea  in 
front/  and  the  rbing  mountains  in  the 
rear.  One  of  the  three  houses,  which 
Boka  has  engaged  to  build  for  our  ac- 
comoiodation,  has  been  nearly  rabed 
since  morning.  The  timber,  small  but 
durable,  has  been  brought  from  15  to 
flO  mites  on  the  shoulders  of  the  natives, 
while  the  hofses  and  oxen  look  mi  at 
their  ease.  Since  our  arrival,  we  have 
seen  two  or  tiiree  hundred  natives  em* 
ployed  to  drag  one  of  their  guns,  an 
eighteen  pounder,  laid  into  an  old  canoe, 
to  the  top  of  the  hill  back  of  the  viUage, 
where  they  have  planted  two  or  three 
guBS»  dineiiy  under  cover  of  which  oor 
booses  will  stand. 

By  the  Pedlar,  Capt  Meek,  we  sent 
letters  to  our  brethren  at  Atooi ;  also  to 
the  governor  of  Kamsohatka)  by  Mr. 
Clatk,  a  passenger. 

21.  We  find  the  need  of  female  help 
in  the  family,  which  is  not  easy  to  be 
obtained.    Took  into  the  family  to-day,

la  the  coarse  of  last  summer,  bowerar.  all  that 
hadbeen  thas  detained,  with  many  addldonal 
onkleB,  were  sent  in  a  ship  belonginf  to  MaBsn. 
BryuCaadStargis,  who  geDeroady  UccUned  re- 
eelvli^any  fralgut. 

/one,  1821. 
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an  unlotored  native  (emale  to  assist  hi 
the  domestic  concerns,  and  to  be  in« 
structed  In  the  best  things.  Some  of  the 
native  ^omen  come  every  week,  to  be 
instructed  aod  a»8isted  in  making  gar- 
ments for  themselves,  in  the  European 
fashion.  The  female  children  in  the 
school  are  taught  the  use  of  the  needle, 
and  the  rudiments  of  the  Eogibb  lan- 
guage. We  hope  that  ere  long  some  will 
be  so  trained,  as  to  be  not  only  valuable 
help,  but  pleasant  society,  and  orna- 
ments of  the  cause,  in  which  we  are 
engaged. 

Excursum  to  WUtete, 

23.  In  compliance  with  an  invitation 
from  Mr.  Allen  of  Witeete,  all  oor  fami- 
ly in  this  place  visited  his  establishment 
and  dined  and  supped  at  his  table.  He 
is  an  American  black,  formerly  from 
Schenectady,  N.  Y. ;  has  resided  a  con- 
siderable time  in  these  blands ;  and  lives 
in  good  style,  for  this  country.  He  has 
a  native  female  for  a  wife,  whom  the 
female  members  of  our  mission  have 

made  some  efforts  to  teach  and  clothe, 

and  two  interesting  children,  whom  he 
desired  to  have  baptised  and  instructed. 
One  of  them  he  is  now  teaching  to  read* 
He  possesses  considerable  land,  which 
he  holds  under  the  ex-high  priest  Hava- 
bnva ;  has  about  a  dozen  houses  In  his 
enclosure  ;  a  ^ood  well,  which  Is  almost 
the  onl^  one  in  the  islands;  a  garden 
distinguished  for  a  hill  of  squashes  planted 
nearly  two  years  since,  and  now  bearing 
the /S/M  crop,  which  will  itself  probably  ' 
m»k*  a  good  wagon   load,  the    vines 
having  spread  over  eight  or  ten  square 
rods  of  the  richest  ground,  taking  root 
continually  as  they  advance,  and  grow- 
ing with  such  exuberance,  that  it  Is  dif- 
ficult  to  pass  through  them.    He  has  a 
valuable  fish-pond,   which  affords  him 
freiluent  supplies  ;  and  a  yard  contain- 
ing a  Karoschatka  cow,  several  sheep 
and  about  300  goats,  from  which  we  are 
constantly  supplied  with  milk.  JUlis  eat- 
ing house   b    large   and  coiModioas, 
where  he  sets  an  American  table  for 
several  boarders,   aad  where  our  din- 
ner was  served  up   in  the  best  order 
His  sleeping  house,  where  we  were  acl 
commodated  with  comfortable  seats,  and 
where,  toward   evening,   we  had  our 
coffee  served  rcHind,  is  a  pattern  of  neat* 
oess.    He  b  very  friendly  to  us,  and  to 
the  objects  of  our  mission  ;  bestows  on 
us  many  little  favours;  subscribed  15 
dollars  to  the  orphan  school  fiiad ;  and 
offers  to  baHd  a  school  house  at  his  own 
espense,  if  we  will  have  a  school  near 
hb  residence,  which  is  about  two  miles 
from  thb  place.    He  b  much  respected, 
and  generally  vhited  by  gentlemen,  who 
coll  at  thb  idand.    We  cannot  hut  con*  t 
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ttder  ountlves  happy  in  fia&c  sudi  a 
neighbour.  Under  a  serene  Ay,  and 
a  fair  moon,  pleased  with  oar  eicursioo, 
we  returned  in  safety  to  our  habitations, 
«<  because  the  Lord  sustained  us." 

24.  To-day  B4r.  Anderson,  one  of  our 
nekhboors,  called  wHh  a  desire  to  be 
bled,  and  bis  wishes  were  gratified  We 
have  repeated  applications  for  medical 
aid;  and  we  experience   the  need  of 


another  pbysiciaa.  But  the  Lord  will 
provide.  The  health  of  our  fanuly  has 
been  wonderfully  preserved,  Ihrough  the 
changes  of  climate  and  country,  and 
through  the  hardships  of  the  voyage  «mI 
our  new  situation.  The  pestilence  that 
walketh  in  darkness,  and  the  destructum 
that  wasteth  at  noon  day,  have  not  yet 
been  comroisaloned  to  fmite  us.

REVIVAL  OF  RELIGION  IN  ORANGE  COUNTY. 

At  our  request,  the  Rev.  Mr  Fisk,  of  Goshen,  in  the  county  of  Orange  in 
this  SUte,  has  sent  us  the  following  brief  sUtemedt  of  the  revival  of  ReIig;iODy 
with  which  many  of  the  Churches  in  that  County  have  btta  recendy^ik- 
▼oured : —  • 

Gotherif  JJpril,  1821. 
Mr.  Lb  WIS, 
The  following  Is  a  general  account 
of  the  progress  and  extent  of  the  revival 
of  religion  in  this  region  of  country,  part 
of  which  has  already  been  before  the 
public  in  the  report  of  the  General  As- 
sembly last  spring.  But  since  a  connect- 
ed  view  of  the  whole  may  be  acceptable 
to  your  readers,  I  send  you  this  for  In- 
sertion in  your  useful  publication. 

In  November,  1819,  whhoot  any  ge- 
neral eicHement  in  any  congregation, 
an  unusual  anxiety  commenced  in  a  sin- 
gle neighbourhood  called  Bullback,  in 
the  congregation  of  Middletown,  which 
continued  but  a  few  weeks,  and  resulted 
in  anim^ng  the  zeal  of  those  who  had 
been  prifcnnors  of  religion,  and  the  hope- 
ful conversion  of  sixteen,  who  have  since 
joined  themselves  to  the  visible  church 
of  Chrisr.  This  revival  was  sudden,  and 
the  whole  neighbourhood  more  or  less 
awakened,  but  did  not  extend  to  the 
other  parts  of  the  congregation. 

Soon  after  the  commencement  of  this 
work  the  adjoining  part  of  the  congre- 
gation of  Scotchtown  felt  the  blessed  In- 
fluence, and  many  pious  friends  of  God 
were  animated,  while  impenitent  sinners, 
with  weeping  anxiety,  cried, "  what  shall 
we  do  ?"  The  progress  of  this  work  was 
'"  Hfresbing  to  all  the  professors  of  religion 


in  the  congregation,  but  difiiol  extend 
in^its  convicting  influences  over  half  the 
society.  It^  continuance  was  several 
months;  Its  progress  silent  and  leas 
powerful  than  in  some  other  places,  and 
its  fruits  forty-two  added  to  the  commu- 
nion of  the  church. 

Shortly  after  the  revival  had  extended 
to  Scotchtown,  one  or  two  persons  from 
Deer-Park,  lying  in  an  oppodte  Erection 
fvoin  BuUhack,  came  to  the  place  of  its 
commencement  to  see,  and  Jiopiof  to 
feel  the  work  of  God.  The  rasolt  was, 
as  desired,  a  comfortable  refreshing  in 
their  own  souls,  and  a  solemn  resolution 
to  act  under  its  ioioenoe,  and  carry  the 
case  of  their  own  congregation  beliMe 
the  Lord,  if  it  might  be  that  lie  wooM 
bless  them  with  a  revival.  While  they 
mused  in  their  hearts  the  fire  homed, 
and  while  they  called  en  God  the  woric 
of  revival  commenced.  In  this  plaoe 
tlie  excitement  was  general,  the  progress 
rapid,  and  its  contii^aoce  short.  Seve- 
ral individuals  of  pi^verbial  infamy  and 
degradation  were  subjects  of  hope,  and 
are  now  walking  the  ways  of  morality 
and  piety.  After  the  work  had  appa- 
rently subsided,  there  followed  a  season 
of  coldness,  during  five  or  six  Booths, 
when  it  again  revived,  and  extended  in 
its  happy  influences  over  nearly  the 
same  field.  The  latter  jefreshing  con- 
Digitized  by  VjQOQIC 
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tinned  Mveral  weeks,  and  seemed  to 
have  been  the  completion  of  the  work, 
which  had  so  luddeoly  ceased  in  the 
proceding  winter.  The  whole  number 
added  to  the  communion  is, about  se- 
Tenty. 

In  the  latter  part  of  December,  1819, 
and  during  the  progress  of  the  revival 
at  Scotchtown,  the  good  work  com- 
menced in  Hopewell,  an  adjoining  con- 
gregation, and  eitended  with  great  pow- 
er over  most  of  the  society.  In  thb 
place  there  had  not  been  a  general  re- 
vival from  the  first  planting  of  the  church 
in  it,  which  rendered  it  deeply  interest- 
ing, and,  perhaps,  unusually  Interesting 
to  Che  pious.  The  work  declined  gra- 
dually in  this  place  aAer  a  few  weeks, 
but  continued  to  arrest  new  subjects 
nntil  June.  Its  whole  continuance  may 
be  reckoned  from  six  to  seven  months. 
The  number  added  to  the  communion 
here  was  one  hundred  and  sixty-two,  of 
all  ages,  from  twelve  to  an  advanced 
period  in  life,  some  of  whom  bad  been 
dmdken  and  vicious. 

During  the  winter  and  the  progress  of 
the  work  at  Hopewell,  there  was  some 
unusual  excitement  in  Goodwill,  a  neigh- 
bonriog  congregation,  at  that  time  with" 
ont  a  Pastor,  but  Its  continuance  was 
short;  and  its  extent  limited.  Si^tefn 
were  added  to  thb  commnnioa.  At  the 
aame  time  there  was  some  of  its  influ- 
ence felt  hi  a  eoogregation  belonging  to 
the  daasis  of  Ulster,  and  adjoining  the 
two  last  named.  A  few  were  added  to 
the  oommunioa  In  Chat  place. 

In  June  the  work  became  visible  In 
Bloomhig-Grove,  and  progressed  with 
power.  Its  continuance  was  about  six 
months.  All  classes  were  subjects  of  the 
woA;  •▼^  n«i|:hbourhood,  and  almost 
eveiy  family  had  in  them  those  who 
hoped  hi  Christ.  Several  meetings  were 
peeuUariy  interesting,  of  which  the  com- 
munion season  in  August  was  worthy  of 
notice,  one  hundred  and  thirty-thru  had 
been  lecetved  on  examination,  and  pub- 
licly entered  into  covenant  with  the 
Lofd  and  his  people  at  that  time.  After 
that  period,  the  wdrk  visibly  decfined, 
tetdkl  not  stop  suddenly.  The  whole 
"  r  ef  those  added  to  the  commu- 


nion as  the  fruits  of  this  revival  waa 
two  hundred. 

Shortly  after  the  revival  commenced 
in  Blooming.Grove,  there  was  conside- 
rable excitement  in  Goshen,  which  con- 
tinued  about  two  months  and  subsided. 
During  and  soon  after  this  season  seven- 
ty-six were  added  to  the  communion  in 
this  place.  Of  this  number  were  one 
man  upwards  of  seventy  years  of  age, 
and  ten  children  under  fourteen  years. 

About  the  same  time  that  the  excite- 
ment commenced  in  Goshen,  the  same 
comforting  and  convincing  influence  be- 
gan in  Bethlehem  and  continued  till  Oc- 
tober, but  it  was  gradual  in  lU  progress. 
About  sixty  have  been  added  to  the  com- 
munion, and  the  pious  much  refreshed. 

About  the  first  of  July  the  good  work 
commenced  in  Chester,  an  adjoining 
congregation,  where  there  had  never 
been  a  general  revival.  The  excitement 
was  strong  and  general  for  several 
months,  and  produced  a  great  and  visi- 
ble change  on  the  face  of  the  commu- 
nity. The  general  excitement  b^gan  to 
subside  in  January,  but  instances  of  con- 
viction and  hope  have  occasionally  oc- 
curred until  the  present  time.  One  hun- 
dred atid  Jive  have  been  added  to  the 
communion  in  this  place,  and  there  are 
some  more  cases  of  hope. 

In  August  there  commenced  suddenly 
a  revival  in  Ridgebury,  a  vacant  con- 
gregation, which  continued  about  two 
mouths,  and  resulted  in  an  addition  of 
fifty-three  to  the  communion,  a  happy 
effect  on  the  morals  of  the  society,  and 
in  establishing  the  hope  and  confidence 
of  God's  people. 

About  the  last  of  September  the  in- 
fluence extended  from  Ridgebury  to 
Weslown,  an  adjoining  congregation, 
where  the  work  was  powerful  and 
spread  rapidly  over  the  whole  society. 
Most  of  the  cases  of  conviction  were 
sudden  and  distressing,  and  the  change 
to  a  state  of  joy  strongly  marked.  Of 
the  revival  in  this  place  it  is  noticeable, 
that  an  unusual  number  of  persons  hav- 
ing no  connexion  with  the  church,  have 
been  its  subjects.  Of  one  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  who  have  been  added  to  the 
communion,  one  hundred  aud  twenty- 
eight  received  the  ordinance  of  baptisatf-p 


Tb6  rerl^  eontiaued  aboot  four  moofhs 
and  0OOD  ceased)  but  its  effects,  it  is 
ftoped,  will  be  visible  for  years. 

Thus  the  Lord  has  lieen  graciously 
pleased  to  vis'rt  eleven  congregations, 
adjoining  each  other,  with  more  or  less 
of  this  distinguished  influence.  About 
one  thousand  individuals,  wlio  were 
without  hope  and  without  God  in  the 
^orld,  have  professed  a  hope  In  the 
JLord  Jesus.  Verily  it  is  the  Lord's  do- 
iilg,  and  marvellous  in  our  eyes.  The 
means  used  by  the  good  spirit  to  pro- 
duce this  wonderful  work  have  been 
such  as  are  common  in  places  of  revival. 
Those  doctrines  of  grace,  osually  calted 
the  doctrines  of  the  Reformation,  have 
been  preached  ia  all  the  congregations.

It  should  be  remarked,  that  God  bt» 
manifested  his  sovereignty  ^a  giving  ef- 
ficacy to  those  means  at  one  lime,  and 
not  at  another— at  one  place^  and  not  at 
aootherf  among  the  people. 

The  disposition  ia  universal  amob£ 
the  subjects  of  the  work,  to  ascribe  k 
all  to  God.  It  is  bis  work,  and  to  bic 
name  be  all  the  glory. 


'THE  INDUCEMENTS  TO  A  MISSIONARY  LIFE,  AND  THE  qUAU¥lCA- 
TIONS  OF  A  MISSIONARY. 


Prtncefen,  June  21, 1821. 
Mr.  Lewis, 
To  leave  home,  and  friends,  and  cl- 
vilhwd  society,  for  the  good  of  the  dying 
heathen,  was  once  thought  to  evince  a  de- 
gree of  self-denial  and  devotedness  to  God, 
almost  super-human.  liit)e*d  ibere  have 
been,  and  perhaps  are  still,  tosae  well- 
meaning  but  imprudent  and  thoughtless 
Christians,  who  with  the  utmost  certainty 
cM>uld  give  to  every  Missionary  a  seat  in 
the  mansions  of  his  Master.  And  some- 
times they  still  more  presumptuously  an* 
sign  him  the  highest  seaL  Perhaps  it  was 
then  less  ineicusable  than  now,  for  (he 
Work  was  considered  so  high  and  holy, 
that  none  but  those  who  were  constrained 
by  an  inextinguishable  love  for  souls 
would  venture  to  engage  in  it.  But  lately 
these  messengers  of  God  have  become  so 
numerous,  that  this  undue  veneration  has 
somewhat  subsided  ;  and  having  disco- 
vered'that  they  are  no  more  than -human, 
in  moments  of  self-complacency  we 
have  ventured  to  compare  ourselvps  \nth 
them.  Consequently  when  the  inquiry 
is  made  <*  whom  shall  we  send  ?"  you 
hear  from  every  quarter  «*  here  ami* 
•end  me."  I  say  coruequtntly,  because  I 
fear  that  this  hasty  answer  (for  it  Is  some- 
times has'y)  Is  not  so  much  the  result  of  a 


careful  consideration  of  oar  own  charac* 
ter  and  qualifications,  as  of  a  compariiQii 
of  ounelves  with  some  mlasioBary  w^om 
we  have  aeen,  which  almost  invariably 
results  favourably  to  our  dear  m 
selves.

By  the  way,  I  caanot  forbear  osjNiae* 
sing  my  hope  Ihatt  as  there  are  aiunerooa 
applicants,  our  Missionary  Socletlet  wHl 
be  nice  in  their  selections^  and  aaiid  oat 
aone  but  persons  of  sterling  worth. 
'.  My  fears  both  for  myaelf  aad  otbam

choose,  may  occupy  some  oomer  in  yoar

I.  W^hat  iitddces  to  this  boly  woffk  i 
I  marshal!  id  tho  front  twdtni  pieijf^  Hi 
that  would  go  with  none  is  a  /M.  St 
that  would  go  with  little  is  prbbibly  de^ 
ceived  as  to  his  motivet— it  is  tlia  i 
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oribe  oonpanyj  or  a  iMless  ipirit,  or  a 
dbeooCeBted  komo  that  ten^  him.  Lei 
Urn  bo  mto,  therefore,  that  he  has  piety ', 
tboa  inquire  how  moefa.  Ciamloe  (1.) 
At  to/oM.  b  it  steady  ?  Has  It  become 
iMbiUnl  e  Has  he  learned  to  rest  compo- 
sedly apon  the  promises  not  only  in  good 
weatheTi  but  in  seasons  of  diffiralty  and 
darkness  ?  His  trials  will  be  great,  and  he 
should  have  learned  to  give  implicit  and 
QBwaTerIng  credence  to  the  word  of  God. 
and  apon  it  to  stake  success,  health, 
friends,  comforts,  and  even  life  itself.  (2.) 
as  to  sea/.  Does  it  bom  steadily  or  at  ia- 
lanrab  ?  It  should  not  be  the  casual  ebul. 
ttions  ti  a  heated  Imagination,  but  the 
iteady  glow  of  habitual  devotedness.  Its 
aiertioos  should  not  be  the  unfeeling  me- 
chanlcai  exhibitions  of  one  whose  busi- 
iiess  b  reHgioui  but  tlie  tender  eapression 
of  love  to  the  soul— not  lost  either  in 
empty  wishes  and  distant  expectations, 
but  active  and  efficient  now  to  the  extent 
of  Hs  opportunities.  Undoubtedly  he  that 
wishes  to  evangeliie  the  heathen,  yet  sits 
still  at  home,  is  deceived.  It  is  not  true 
leal  but  concealed  ambition.  Also,  as  to 
hit  t$lfdenUdi  spirituality,  &c.  he, 

2. 1  msmtlon  a  correct  scriptural  view  of 
the  heathen  world.  Let  him  survey  the 
field,  and  H  is  every  Christian 's  duty,  and 
estimate  the  comparitive  necessitiaft  ^ 
every  part  I  think  be  will  be  convinced 
that  labour  is  more  impovtam  in  heathen 
than  in  Christian  lands.  For  (1.)  the  peo- 
ple here  have  heard  the  gospel,  and  in  most 
eases  may  retain  it  among  them  if  they 
will ;  th^re  millions  never  have,  and  many 
H  b  probable  never  will,  unless  he  carries 
the  message*  (2.)  There  the  gloom  b  so 
awful  and  sa  universal  that  a  single  taper 
may  be  more  dbtinctly  seen,  and  more 
extensively  l>eneficial  than  the  concentra- 
ted rays  of  hundreds,  in  a  land  already 
enlightened.  There  are  the  strong  holds 
of  Satan,  and  every  effort  possible  should 
be  directed  thither.  (8.)  For  one  whob 
wining  to  abandon  friends  and  country 
for  a  heathen  land,  there  arc  hundreds  to 
lit  down  in  the  comforts  of  Christian  and 
civlliied  society  •  Thb  is  /od,  so  that  the 
tfeMe  objection  that  charity  tiegins  at  home 
b  destkute  of  force.  There  b  iittk  daa* 
ger  of  homers  behig  neglected.  (4.)  The 
eommand  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature  still  binds  In  all  its  force,  and  so 
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Cfafbtbn  therefore  b  at  liberty  to  jH 
down  unless  all  have  heard  it. 

I  do  not  intend  to  intimate  by  thb  thaf 
the  labours  of  faithful  men  at  home  are 
comparitively  of  little  value.  Some  most 
stay,  and  tliey  who  do,  may  as  effectually 
serve  Ciod  and  promote  the  interest  of 
hb  church  as  they  who  go,  first  by  con« 
verting  the  heathen  around  them,  and 
then  supporting  those  who  may  convert 
the  heathen  al»road.  Frequently  such  a 
view  of  the  antichristian  worid  will 
excite, 

8.  An  inextinguishable  desire  lo  be- 
come a  Missionary.  Many  feel  an  oc- 
casional anxiety  for  the  heathen,  and  an 
occasional  wish  to  help  them,  but  thb  b 
not  enough.  Let  them  have  such  a  de- 
sire  for  missions  as  Columbus  had  for 
discovery,  which  nothing  could  abate 
until  it  had  accomplished  its  purpose. 
Let  it  be  like  that  which  Fearce  so  pain- 
folly  endeavoured  to  repress — like  that 
which  inspired  Brainerd,  Martyn,  and 
others,  especially  Haas  Egede,  who  for 
thirteen  years  struggled  against  eveiy 
kind  of  opposition,  l>o(h  from  friends 
and  enemies,  to  vbit  the  dreary  shores 
of  Greenland.  (See  Brown's  History  of 
Missions.)  In  conformity  with  thb  Is 
the  Morsviao  tnaxtm,  «*  Never  to  per- 
suadCf  mmch  less  to  urgCt  a  man  to  engage 
in  missions,    li  is  necessary  to  mention, 

4.  A  freedom  from  all  such  engage^ 
meats  as  ought  to  prevent,  which  is  the 
last  inducement  I  shall  name.  Here 
there  is  difficulty,  and  every  case  must 
be  determined  by  itself.  An  aged  wi- 
dowed mother,  unprovided  for,  and 
unable  to  provide  for  herself,  should  not 
be  left  to  beggary.  But  are  the  OMre 
withes  of  dear  friends  to  detain  him  ?  I 
suppose  not  :  because  all  have  thehr 
friends,  and  the  ties  which  unite  them 
are  in  all  cases  strong.  Now  some  must 
rend  them,  or  the  heathen  must  oonllnue 
such,  and  why  not  I  as  well  as  any  oth- 
er? Nor  b  it  any  great  matter.  For 
werith,  parents,  and  children,  are  some- 
times separated  even  during  life;  and 
whilst  they  are  making  money  they  en- 
dure the  separation.  Why  not  the  same 
fartoulsP  Friends  should  be  consulted, 
but  if  wa  can  be  sure  that  €rod  has  caHk 
ed,  let  them  hold  (heir  peace.

n.  What  an  the  qaaliftcttioiit  ef  a 
MilfioDvy  ?  Piety  Is  here  presamed. 
I,et  him  potieM, 

1.  A  good  coostitDlion.  It  is  essen* 
tial  that  there  be  heaUb  and  strength  to 
bbourand  endure  fatigue.  A  mission- 
ary station  is  not  the  plaee  for  broken, 
or  evea  yeiy  weals  and  delicate  consti- 
tutions. He  should  be  able  as  well  as 
williug  to  endure  hardness. 

2.  Industrious  habits.  If  there  are 
laiy  Christians,  let  them  sUy  at  home. 
There  is  not  room  at  those  stations  for 
habitual  or  even  partial  indolence,  nor 
eVen  forUndnstry  that  is  not  efficient* 
for  there  are  some  always  busy  who 
yet  accomplish  nothing.  He  should 
know  how  to  pass  from  one  duty  to 
another,  easily  and  naturally,  without 
wasting  a  moment. 

8.  Firmness  and  steadiness  of  mind- 
Not  whimsical  or  fanciful,  peevish  orca- 
prieiotts,  but  patient  and  persevering.— 
Not  soon  discouraged,  nor  easily  diverted 
ftom  hb  purpose  ;  but  amidst  dangers, 
diftcuHies,  oppositions,  and  disappoint- 
nents,  sfill  unmoved.  For  this  spirit  <  f 
patient  endurance  nothing  will  compen* 
sate  but  a  leal  so  ardent  as  by  its  very  in- 
tensity to  prevail  over  all  that  opposes^ 
Together  they  form  tb«  heroism  which 
idr  Ward  inculcated— a  perfect  wilting. 
nese  not  only  to  suffer,  but  to  die,  if  re- 
quired, for  the  Saviour's  sake.  Martyn 
bad  both. 

4  Prudence.  So  as  to  adapt  himself 
to  persons  and  circumstances — to  devise 
proposed  plans,  and  a  proper  time  and 
way  to  eiecute  them.  At  most  staftions 
one  continually  guilty  of  impnidencies 
would  do  more  harm  than  good.  His 
'geal  being  without  knowledge,  and  bb 
eourage  degenerating  into  rashness,  be 
would  speak  when  be  should  be  silent, 
run  where  he  was  not  called,  drive  when 
he  should  entice,  and  alienate  wbi-n  he 
ought  to  win.  Better  stay  at  home. — 
There  he  may  apologiee  for  his  blunders, 
or  they  may  be  overlooked,  but  abroad 
tiie  mischief  would  be  irreparable. 

6.  Commanding  talents.  To  the  hea- 
then he  appears  the  representative  of  a 
Christian  nation,  and  the  herald  and  ad- 
vocate of  its  religion;  and  as  the  ablest 
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no  doubt  that  could  be  sent ;  for  so  we 
regard  ambassadors.  Hb  talents,  there- 
fore, as  well  as  bb  piety,  should  be  ster- 
ling. Piety  however  anient,  if  conjoined 
with  a  mind  but  weak  or  uncultivated^ 
would  be  a  poor  defence  against  the 
gigantic  powers  of  Bed  Jacket,  or  the 
acute  and  subtle  objections  of  the  Indian 
or  Persian  philosophers.  Men  of  com- 
mon minds,  it  Is  true,  have  been  eminent- 
ly useful,  but  ubere  there  can  be  a 
choice,  let  us  have  all  the  talents  we  can 
get.  Let  me  add,  be  should  have  learn- 
ed to  preach  without  notes. 

6.  Facility  in  acquiring  languages. — 
Tbb  is  essential  to  a  foreign  Missionary  '- 
though  one  or  two  in  India  from  Kngtand 
entirely  want  it.  Not  necessary  among 
our  Indians. 

7.  Easy  maonera.  Should  feel  at 
home  among  strangers,  and  make  theoa 
easy  in  his  presence-  He  would  then 
more  readily  gain  access  to  their  feelings, 
and  when  the  heart  was  open  could  cast 
in  his  seed.  Haughty  and  repulsive,  or 
even  distant  and  reserved  mannere  would 
be  entirely  unfit  to  conciliate  heathen  op- 
posere  or  superstitious  bigots. 

8  A  cheerful  disposition.  One  pre. 
disposed  to  melancholy  would  be  peculi- 
arly unhappy  where  there  is  so  much  to 

try  the  faith  and  depress  the  spirits. 

One  naturally  inclined  to  brood  over  his 
disappointments,  Mid  (o  oiBf^lfy  b'u  tri- 
als,  would  make  himself  and  oihen  con- 
tinually unhappy.  A  wife  of  thu  cast 
would  be  peculiarly,  unfit.  Tet  Brainerd 
was  naturally  of  a  melancholy  temper. 

9  I  must  not  omit  a  deliberate  consi- 
deration of  the  subject.  In  some  cases, 
I  fear  the  determination  to  become  a 
Missionary  has  been  too  hastily  formed. 
One  looks  on  tbe  bright  side  and  is  capti- 
vated. He  should  think  uf  tbe  stony 
ground  hearars.  <*  These  are  not  the 
men  we  want,  says  Mills,  and  I  wonld,  *■ 
so  far  as  in  my  power,|»revent  those  from 
engaging  who  had  not  thought  much  up- 
on the  subject,  and  who  were  not  pre- 
pared to  endure  all  things  for  the  elects' 
sake." 

That  God  may  direct  inquirers  b  the 
prayer  of 
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That  the  kingdom  of  Jesus  the  Media- 
tor shall  yet  eitend  over  the  whole  earth, 
is  a  doctrine  taught  alike  by  himself  and 
his  Apostles  and  Prophets.    **  For  from 
the  rising  of  the  sun  even  unto  the  going 
down  of  the  same  my  nnme  shall  be  great 
among  the  gentiles ;  and  iu  every  place 
incense   shall  be  offered  unto  my  name 
and  a  pure  offeriug  :  fir  my  name  shall 
be  great  among    the  heathen,  saith  the 
Lord  of  Hosts."  We  may  therefore  feel 
equally   assured    that    the  gospel    shall 
spread    over   every  land   and  shed  its 
cheering  light  on  the  eyes  of  every  na- 
tion,  as  that  the  morning  sun  will  arise 
after  the  darkness  of  the  night  or  that 
the   spring  will  return  with  its  beauties 
after  the   dreariness  and  barrenness  of 
winter.    But  how  is  this  mighty  moral 
work  to  be  effected  ?  the  answer  is  obvi- 
ous.    Not  by  miracles,  but  by  means. 
Faith  has  hitherto  come  by  reading,  or 
hearing  ;  by  the  instrumentality  of  divine 
truth.    The  name  of  Jesus  has  become 
precious  to  milliuns  in  America,  and  Eu- 
rope, and  Africa,  and  Asia,  and  by  the  . 
same  word  the  savour  of  his  name  will 
be  extended  until  he  is  felt,  and  esteemed, 
and    adored  as  the  DESIRE  OF  ALL 
NATIONS.    How  incalculable  therefore 
is  the  number  of  the  copies  of  (be  scrip- 
tures yet  to  be  circulated,  and  of  the 
Missionaries  to  be  employed,  before  the 
exclamation  is  uttered  by  the  lips  of  men 
of  every  language,  <*  Lo  we  have  found 
Messiah  of  whom   Moses  in  the  law  and 
the  Prophets  did  write  ;  Jesus  whom  the 
Father  sent  to  be  the  Saviour  of  the 
worid.*'     And  however  great  the  work  fo 
be  accomplished  in  giving  the  gospel  to 
the  nations,  there  is  wealth  in  the  pos- 
session   of  the   professed    followers  of 
Christ  answerable  to   the  magnitude  of 
this  work ;  wealth  which  might  be  spared 
'without  the  sacrifice  of  any  real  tempo- 
ral enjoymenf,'  while  it  would  conduce  to 
our  own  etembl  gain,  and  to  the  salvation 
of  millions  of  fellow  immortals. 

It  is  generally  acknowledged,  that  pro- 
perty left  to  children,  in  nine  instances 
out  of  ten,  proves  an  injury,  rather  than 
an  advantage.     Let  us  appeal  to  facts 


which  are  now  obvious  to  the  view  of 
every  observer.    Go  through  the  popu- 
lous  state  of  New-York  ;  look  at  the  h&- 
dustrious  prosperous  mechanics ;  at  the 
enterprising  merchants,  at  the  most  use- 
ful ministers,  at  the  respectable,  inffuea 
tial  lawyers,  and  the  judges  who  adorn 
your  civil  bench ;  are  they  not  almost 
universally  persons  who  entered  public 
life  with  nothing  but  a  plain,  virtuous  ed- 
ucation, and' have,  risen  under  the  divine 
blessing  by  their  own  exertions.    Take 
also  a  retrospective  view  of  the  state  for 
thirty  years  past,  and  do  you  not  find  the 
children  of  those  who  then  managed  its 
pecuniary  and  political  concerns,  and 
who  inherited  ample  fortunes  now  living 
in  obscurity,  many  of  them  in  poverty, 
and  others,  through  habits  of  diasipatiouy 
brought  to  a  premature  grave.    The  fai- 
fluence,  the  opulence,  and  the  honoun  of 
our  state,  are  almost  entirely  transferred 
to  other  hands.    This  remark  is  not  con- 
fined to  the  last  generation,  but  is  applica- 
ble to  every  preceding  a«e.    And  will 
not  the  wealth,  which  multitudes  are  now 
eollecting  with   such  avidity  for    their 
children,  as  probably  prove  a  snare  to 
them,  as  the  wealth,  of  the  generation 
whi«h    preceded,  proved  to  their  off*- 
spring  ?  Human  frailty,  and  corruption, 
and  the  nature  of  things  are  the  same 
now  which  they  were  formerly.    Let  the 
religious  worid  therefore  nobly  come  for- 
ward and  live  more  entirely  for  God ;  as 
the  Lord  prospers  every  man  \n  every  oc- 
cupation let  him  expend  for  the  support 
of  Tract  Societies,  of  Bible  Societies,  of 
Missionary  Societies,  of  education  Socie- 
ties, and  of  every  institution  which  has 
for  its  object  the  diff'usion  of  the  Gospel; 
and,  training  up  their  children  In  habits 
of  industry  and  economy,  let  them  leave 
then  to  the  care  of  a  benignant  provi- 
dence.   I  am  a  husband,  and  a  parent, 
and  tru^t  that  I  possess  the  same  tender 
affections.which  .^re  usually  felt  by  others 
in  the  same  relations,  and  through  the 
sovereignty  of  a  bounteous  God  am  in- 
trusted with  a  portion  of  the  wealth  of 
this  world ',  and  yet  I  am  fully  persuaded 
that. by  pursuing  this  plan  I  should  pro- 
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mote  ^  temporali  and  eUrnai  in 
of  my  dear  relatives.  I  do  not  read  ia 
language  more  explicit, "  he  that  believ- 
ethon  the  Soa  hath  eyeriasting  Hfoy*' 
than  1  read  **  there  is  that  soattereth 
and  yet  inereaseth  ;  do  man  hath  forsa- 
ken hooses,  or  hrethreui  or  lands,  for  my 
sake  and  the  gospel,  bnt  he  shall  receive 
iiow  in  the  present  Hfe  an  hundred  fold, 
and  in  the  life  to  coiaay  everlasting  life/' 
Let  us  coflM  forward  then,  and  like  tha 
primitive  Christians  lay  at  least  a  con* 
siderable  portion  of  oar  property  at  the 
fiet  of  the  ,9poalUt;  let  us  devote  at  least 
a  tenth  of  our  all  to  the  managers  of 
pbus  and  benevolent  institotioaa.  This 
mud  be  done  ;  this  mU  be  done  before 
the  Son  of  God  *<  6ath  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth  for  his  possession." 
Like  David  and  his  associates,  let  us  con- 
secrate our  silver  and  gold  In  collecting 
materials,  and  who  knows  but  our  child- 
ren may  be  honoured  for  erecting  that 
immense  spifitual  temple  which  is  to  cover 
the  whole  earth,  and  to  be  crowded  by 
all  the  nations  of  men. 

That  the  God  of  all  grace  may  shed  forth 
the  influence  of  the  Holy  Ghost  on  him  ' 
who  writes,  and  on  those  who  read  these 
lines,  enabling  us  to  devise  liberal  things 
for  diffusing  bU  gospoi  until  the  earth  be 
lightened  with  hit  gfory,  fo  the  trnf^igUMl 
prayer  of  a  fkofessbd  followbr  of 
caaisT.
